Proceedings  of  City  Council. 


Tuesday,  January  2,  1945. 

First  regular  meeting  of  the  City  Council  for 
1945,  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at 
2  p.  m.,  Senior  Member  DWYER  in  the  chair. 
Absent,  Coun.  Hanley. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  the  salute  to  the 
Flag. 

Chairman  DWYER  appointed  Coun.  Keenan 
and  Feeney  a  committee  to  notify  his  Honor 
Mayor  Tobin  that  the  Council  was  in  session 
ready  to  hear  his  final  message.  The  committee 
retired  at  2.24  p.  m.,  and  appeared  escorting  his 
Honor  Mayor  Tohin  at  2.27  p.  m. 

Chairman  DWYER — Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I 
have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  his  Honor  Mayor 
Maurice  J.  Tobin,  who  will  now  deliver  his  final 
message  to  the  City  Council.     (Applause.) 

MAYOR   TOBIN'S   FAREWELL  WORDS. 

To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — You  are  hereby  notified  that  my 
resignation  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be 
effective  on  January  4,  1945,  when  I  take  the  oath 
of  office  as  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  has  been 
filed  by  me  with  the  City  Clerk. 

It  has  been  a  long  established  custom  for  a 
Mayor  of  Boston  who  has  had  any  extended  serv- 
ice to  close  his  term  with  a  valedictory.  I  con- 
sider it  fitting  for  me  to  comply  with  that  custom 
and  address  this  message  not  only  to  members  of 
the  City  Council  but  to  all  citizens  of  Boston. 

I  do  not  propose  to  enumerate  the  problems  of 
the  past  seven  years,  or  to  speak  of  the  accom- 
plishments of  my  administration  during  that 
period.  Those  subjects  have  been  sufficiently  dis- 
cussed in  my  annual  addresses  to  the  City  Council. 

It  is  with  some  satisfaction,  however,  that  I 
remind  our  citizens  that  during  the  seven  years 
just  ended  the  net  over-all  indebtedness  of  the 
city  has  been  reduced  a  matter  of  S48,000,000, 
from  $160,000,000,  January  1, 1938,  to  8112,000,000 
on  January  1,  1945.  In  addition,  the  current, 
ordinary  expenditures  of  the  city  are  approximately 
$2,000,000  less  than  similar  expenditures  in  1938, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  wages  of  all  employees 
have  been  advanced  two  hundred  dollars  a  year 
for  the  past  two  years  to  meet  the  increased  cost  of 
living,  and  the  vital  functions  of  the  city  have 
been  kept  at  a  high  level  of  efficiency. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  in  this,  my  final  message  to 
your  Honorable  Body,  to  dwell  momentarily  on 
one  or  two  other  matters. 

I  assumed  the  office  of  Mayor  in  1938,  sharing 
with  a  great  many  estimable  citizens  some  pre- 
conceived notions  concerning  the  government  of 
our  city  as  compared  with  large,  private  corpora- 
tions, and  bringing  with  me  many  well-meant 
theories  of  reform.  After  seven  years  of  trying 
experience,  permit  me  to  say  that  I  have  inevit- 
ably learned  a  great  deal. 

As  a  result  of  that  schooling,  I  feel  justified  in 
making  a  few  observations  based  on  opinion,  fact 
and  experience. 

A  municipal  corporation  is  established  for  the 
purpose  of  rendering  certain  vital  services  to  the 
people,  such  as  police  and  fire  protection,  preser- 
vation of  health,  care  of  the  needy  and  indigent, 
maintenance  of  streets  and  sewers,  furnishing  of 
hospital  facilities,  collection  of  refuse  and  garbage, 
and  maintenance  of  schools.  None  of  these  activi- 
ties can  be  curtailed  to  any  extent  without  entailing 
disastrous  results.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
running  the  city  is  chargeable  to  these  depart- 
ments, and  the  remainder  is  the  cost  of  the  smaller 
departments,  such  as  the  Assessing,  Collecting, 
Auditing,  City  Clerk,  Registry,  and  other  adminis- 
trative departments. 

The  expenditures  for  materials,  repairs  and  sup- 
plies for  the  departments  under  my  control  have 
been  carefully  scrutinized  and  constricted  each 
year  until  a  point  has  been  reached  where  further 
reductions  would  make  them  ineffective. 


From  experience,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that,  no  matter  how  rigid  the  scrutiny,  there  is  a 
point  beyond  which  no  material  savings  can  be 
made  in  the  departments  under  the  control  of  the 
Mayor,  except  by  the  sacrifice  of  some  essential 
services. 

The  largest  item  in  the  budget  of  the  city  is 
personal  service,  amounting,  in  round  figures,  to 
about  $38,000,000  for  19,000  employees,  an  aver- 
age of  $2,000  per  year.  In  seven  years,  I  have 
become  intimately  acquainted  with  the  character 
and  amount  of  service  rendered  by  the  employees, 
and  it  is  my  considered  opinion  that  the  great 
majority  of  them  render  faithful  and  efficient  serv- 
ice and  are  none  too  well  paid  for  their  labors. 

It  is  admitted  on  all  sides  that  an  inordinate 
share  of  the  municipal  expense  is  levied  in  the 
form  of  taxes  on  real  estate.  I  have  spent  much 
of  my  time  and  energy  in  the  past  seven  years  in 
an  effort  to  relieve  property  owners  by  obtaining 
new  sources  of  revenue  for  the  city  and  to  shift. 
and  properly  so,  some  of  the  burden  of  city  ex- 
penditures to  the  State  or  Federal  governments. 
My  efforts  in  this  respect  have  been  somewhat 
fruitful.  In  any  event,  they  have  served  to  em- 
phasize and  give  impetus  to  the  demand  for 
changes  in  the  basic  tax  and  governmental  struc- 
ture of  the  State.  An  instance  of  these  burdens  is 
the  fact  that  somewhere  between  sixty  and  seventy 
milion  dollars  is  annually  paid  out  by  the  cities 
and  towns  in  this  State  in  the  form  of  welfare  and 
other  relief.  I  am  firmly  of  the  belief  that  these 
expenses  should  be  assumed  by  the  State,  in  whole, 
or  in  part,  and  met  from  sources  other  than  real 
estate  taxes  in  the  cities  and  towns. 

The  City  of  Boston  is  the  nerve  center  of  our 
Commonwealth.  The  major  problems  of  its  city 
government,  mainly  the  result  of  decentralization, 
are  problems  that  affect  the  economic  stability  of 
the  entire  State.  They  cannot,  and  must  not,  be 
summarily  dismissed  as  problems  of  only  local 
concern. 

It  is  to  the  distinct  advantage  of  all  the  citizens 
of  our  Commonwealth  if  the  city  government  of 
Boston  is  provided  with  the  encouragement,  and 
with  efficient  management  of  its  municipal  affairs, 
the  way  will  be  open  to  a  more  prosperous  and 
progressive  metropolitan  city. 

I  depart  from  the  office  of  Mayor  gratified  that 
the  people  of  my  native  city  and  state  have  ap- 
proved my  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
City  of  Boston  by  elevating  me  to  a  higher  office. 
I  am  gratified,  too,  that  prudent  management  of 
the  city  government  over  the  past  seven  years  will 
soon  make  it  possible  to  provide  relief  to  the  tax- 
payers in  the  form  of  lower  tax  rates. 

In  conclusion  may  I  say  that  there  are  many 
matters  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, and  my  activities  relating  to  them,  that  I 
would  like  to  discuss  with  you  today.  However, 
the  pressure  of  other  duties  has  not  permitted  me 
to  prepare  such  an  accounting. 

I  have  instructed  the  Statistics  Department  of 
the  city  to  assist  me  in  preparing  a  full  and  final 
report  of  my  services  as  Mayor  of  Boston.  I  most 
respectfully  request  that  your  Honorable  Body 
authorize  the  printing  of  such  a  report,  when  com- 
pleted, as  a  city  document.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — Under  date  of  July  14,  1943, 
a  Council  order  was  approved  by  your  Honor 
providing  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  the  amount 
of  $500,000,  under  the  provisions  of  section  1  of 
chapter  178  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  and  section  5  of 
chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  to  be  expended  for 
the  construction  of  sewerage  works. 

I  have  been  informed  by  Division  Engineer 
Shea  that  as  of  December  31  of  the  current  year, 
there  will  be  an  outstanding  balance  of  only 
$25,122.81  in  the  Sewerage  Works  Non-Revenue 
and  Revenue  Account.  It  is  most  essential,  of 
course,  to  provide  sufficient  money  for  the  depart- 
ment to  carry  out  its  proposed  program  of  sewerage 
works  in  the  years  1945  and  1946,  and  I  respect- 
fully recommend,  therefore,  that  an  order  be 
introduced  in  the  Council,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above-referenced  acts,  providing  for  the 
issuance  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000,  to 
be  expended  for  sewerage  works. 

A  sum  equal  to  10  cents  on  each  $1,000  of

the  work  of  the  departments,  and  payments 
therefor  shall  be  made  from  the  treasury  from  any 
available  funds  therein,  and  charged  against  the 
next  annual  appropriation,  provided  that  the 
liabilities  incurred  during  such  interval  for  regular 
employees  do  not  exceed  in  any  one  month  the 
average  monthly  expenditure  of  the  last  three 
months  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

The  formula  established  by  this  provision 
makes  it  impossible  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
employees  of  the  Assessing  Department  without  a 
special  appropriation  of  a  portion  of  the  A,  Personal 
Service,  item,  in  the  budget  of  this  department, 
because  the  first  assistant  assessors  receive  during 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year  approximately 
one  half  their  annual  salary. 

In  order  that  the  employees  of  this  department 
may  be  paid  their  salaries  I  am  forwarding  here- 
with an  appropriation  order  for  $85,000,  and 
respectfully  recommend  immediate  adoption  and 
passage  by  your  Honorable  Body.

Ordered,  That  to  provide  temporarily  money 
to  meet  the  appropriations  for  the  financial  year 
the  City  Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is,  au- 
thorized to  issue  and  sell,  at  such  times  and  in 
such  amounts  as  he  may  deem  best,  notes  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston 
not  exceeding  $40,000,000  in  the  total,  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year;  that  all 
Mich  notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  be  made 
payable  with  the  interest  thereon  within  one  year 
of  tfieir  date  and  bear  interest  from  their  date 
until  the  same  are  made  payable  at  such  rate  as 
the  City  Treasurer  and  the  Mayor  may  determine. 
The  said  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  further  au- 
thorized to  renew  or  refund  any  such  notes  issued 
for  a  shorter  period  than  one  year,  under  t lie 
provisions  of  section  17  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws.

LOAN   ORDER   OF   $525,000. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor.  January  2.  1945. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  a  loan  order  in 
the  amount  of  five  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  to  cover  estimated  construction 
-  of  a  municipal  building  in  the  Mission  Hill 
section  of  the  city,  a  gymnasium  in  South  Boston, 
a  bath  house  in  the  Savin  Hill  section  and  a  fire 
station  in  the  West  Roxbury  district. 

I  am  convinced  after  a  survey  of  conditions  in  the 
former  district  that  a  building  providing,  among 
other  things,  a  gymnasium  and  a  swimming  pool  is 
vitally  necessary  for  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
people  residing  in  that  section.  A  municipal 
building  of  the  character  proposed  will  furnish 
recreational  facilities  and  opportunities  for  t  he- 
large  number  of  children  residing  in  the  housing 
unit  and  homes  in  the  district. 

I  am  advised  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  that  to  complete  the  proposed  gym- 
nasium addition  to  the  South  Boston  Municipal 
Building  an  additional  appropriation  of  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars  will  be  required.  I  feel  this 
extra  recreational  facility  should  be  completed  in 
proper  fashion  and  am  providing  the  necessary 
amount  in  the  accompanying  order.  Some  few 
years  ago,  the  bath  house  at  the  Savin  Hill  beach 
was  destroyed  by  fire  and  no  steps  have  been 
taken  since  to  replace  the  structure.  This  beach 
is  used  by  thousands  of  citizens  during  the  summer 
time  and  I  deem  it  desirable  to  provide  proper 
housing  and  locker  facilities. 

It  has  long  been  recognized  that  because  of  the 
extensive  building  which  has  occurred  in  the 
West  Roxbury  district  in  the  last  ten  years,  that 


fire  protection  facilities  are  far  from  satisfactory. 
If  it  had  not  been  for  war  restrictions,  steps  would 
have  been  taken  before  this  to  provide  for  in- 
creased  protection  in  the  district.  An  application 
for  the  construction  of  a  fire  station  in  this  area  is 
now  pending  in  Washington  and  I  feel  it  desirable 
to  have  an  appropriation  available  to  permit 
said  construction  in  the  event  the  necessary 
approval  is  secured.  As  required  under  the 
provisions  of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws,  there  has  been  provided  in  the  budget 
tumendations  submitted  to  you  under  even 
date  a  sum  equal  to  ten  cents  on  the  1944  assessed 
valuation.  I  respectfully  recommend  adoption 
by  your  Honorable  Body  of  the  accompanying 
order.

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  Clause  3 
of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  t  he 
sum  of  five  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be 
expended  as  follows: 

Public  Buildings  Department,  $350,000;  Park 
Department,  $100,000;  Fire  Department,  $75,000; 
for  the  construction  of  buildings,  including  the 
acquisition  of  necessary  land,  additions  to  existing 
structures  and  original  equipment  and  furnishings, 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Finance,  when  ap- 
pointed. 


/  BUDGET  FOR    1945. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  2,  1945. 
Honorable  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Gentlemen, —  Section  3  of  the  city  charter  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
chapter  004  of  the  Acts  of  1941,  provides  that  all 
appropriations,  other  than  for  school  purposes,  to 
be  met  from  taxes,  revenue  or  any  source  other 
than  loans,  shall  originate  with  the  Mayor,  who, 
not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  February  of 
each  year,  shall  submit  to  the  City  Council  the 
annual  budget  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city 
and  county  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  Accord- 
ingly, I  herewith  recommend  to  your  Honorable 
Body  the  maintenance  appropriations  for  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1945,  and  ending 
December  31,  1945,  for  the  city  and  county  de- 
partments. There  is  submitted  in  addition  my 
allowances  for  the  revenue  departments  of  the 
city  which  are  self-sustaining,  and  are  not  pro- 
vided for  from  tax  collections  but  from  fees  charged 
for  their  services. 

The  budget  recommendations  for  1945  must 
continue  to  reflect  the  wartime  conditions  imposed 
upon  municipalities.  Services  which  are  vitally 
necessary  to  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare 
must  be  provided,  notwithstanding  shortages  of 
labor,  materials,  and  equipment. 

Municipal  salaries  in  previous  years,  while  not 
large,  have  attracted  competent  personnel  because 
of  other  factors  involved,  such  as  security,  retire- 
ment benefits,  and  promotional  opportunities 
within  classified  limits.  The  armed  forces  have 
drained  the  supply  of  younger  men  and  women, 
and  private  industry  has  offered  opportunities 
for  higher  compensation  which  many  find  difficult 
to  resist. 

These  factors,  plus  an  undeniable  advance  in  the 
cost  of  living,  have  made  it  necessary  to  grant  in- 
creases to  personnel  in  practically  every  phase  of 
municipal  activity.  Our  public  safety  is  de- 
pendent on  fire  and  police  protection.  Main- 
tenance of  public  health  is  dependent  upon  the 
professional  and  technical  staffs  in  the  Health 
Department,  Hospitals  and  Institutions.  Re- 
sponsibility for  sanitation,  water  supply,  and 
maintenance  of  highway  and  transportation 
devolves  upon  the  Public  Works  Department.  We 
can  ill  afford  to  be  penurious  to  those  who  con- 
tribute vital  services,  the  retention  of  which  are 
imperative.  Accordingly,  this  budget,  in  the 
main,  reflects  increases  given  to  the  personnel  of 
the  Fire,  Police,  Hospital,  Institutions,  Park  and 
Public  Works  Departments. 

Although  we  are  much  further  advanced  on  the 
road  to  victory,  the  end  of  the  war  cannot  be 
predicted  with  any  degree  of  certainty.     A  con- 
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tinuance  of  restrictions  and  priorities  on  new 
construction  for  the  acquisition  of  new  equipment 
must,  therefore,  be  expected.  However,  our  plants 
must  not  be  allowed  to  deteriorate  completely. 
Consequently,  larger  appropriations  must  be  made 
for  repairs  and  alterations,  especially  in  the  City 
Hospital,  Sanatorium,  Long  Island  Hospital,  Fire 
and  Park  Departments.  Where  equipment  has 
reached  its  last  stages  of  usefulness,  an  effort 
must  be  made  to  replace  it,  at  least  in  part.  There- 
fore, some  appropriation  must  be  made  in  antici- 
pation of  the  possibility  of  the  acquisition  of  such 
equipment. 

No  comment  is  needed  with  reference  to  the 
groups  relating  to  supplies  and  materials,  as 
apparently  a  slight  decrease  has  resulted,  probably 
due  to  stabilization  of  prices.  While  there  has 
been  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children, 
which  has  resulted  in  a  corresponding  reduction 
in  Federal  grants,  the  more  liberal  provisions  to 
the  remaining  cases  have  increased  the  amount  to 
be  paid  by  the  city  by  over  $600,000,  without 
benefit  of  increase  in  Federal  grants.  The  in- 
crease in  this  group  is  further  augmented  by  the 
large  number  of  retirements  on  pension  in  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  during  the  year  1944, 
and  those  expected  in  1945. 

The  possibility  that  European  theater  opera- 
tons  may  end  within  the  year  1945  cannot  be 
denied.  Therefore,  provision  has  been  made  for 
the   construction   of   new   bridges,   new  buildings, 


and  sewerage  works,  by  the  inclusion  of  special 
appropriations  as  a  condition  precedent  in  the 
exercise  of  borrowing  power,  under  chapter  224 
of  the  Acts  of  1936. 

The  usual  Special  Appropriations  have  been 
made  for  continuance  of  the  Emergency  Com- 
pensation Allotment,  Snow  Removal,  Contingent 
Fund,  Reserve  Fund,  Bridges  Repairs,  Ferry 
Improvements,  Long  Island  Hospital,  Veterans' 
Reception  and  Information  Center,  Victory 
Gardens,  Conventions,  Public  Celebrations,  and 
Construction  and  Reconstruction  of  Sidewalks. 
To  these  have  been  added  a  small  Special  Appro- 
priation to  meet  the  initial  cost  of  establishing  a 
Central  Pay  Roll  Bureau  to  facilitate  the  handling 
of  pay  rolls,  and  a  lump  sum  appropriation  to 
provide  for  the  establishment  of  the  newly  created 
Board  of  Recreation,  pending  the  determination  of 
funds  needed  for  complete  functioning  of  the 
Board. 

Amended  charter  provisions  limit  departmental 
work  programs  until  action  upon  the  budget  by 
the  City  Council.  The  exigencies  of  present 
circumstances  and  conditions  make  it  highly 
desirable  that  this  procedure  be  expedited  There- 
fore, in  order  to  afford  the  maximum  opportunity 
for  unrestricted  departmental  functioning,  permit 
me  to  urge  prompt  consideration  of,  and  action 
upon,  this  budget.

PURCHASE  OF  VOTING   MACHINES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  confer  immediately  with  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary 
arrangements  to  purchase  voting  machines  this 
year. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President.  I  understand 
that  the  Legislature  has  given  permission  to  the 
Election  Commissioners  to  borrow  up  to  an 
amount  of  one  million  dollars  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  voting  machines,  and  I  trust  that  will 
be  done  this  year  because  from  the  experience  in 
the  past  few  weeks  in  the  different  recounts  that 
the  City  of  Boston  has  gone  through,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  voting  machines  are  very  much 
needed  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  well  as  in  the  entire 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  From  the 
point  of  view  of  the  outlay  at  the  start  they  may 
seem  expensive,  but  putting  it  over  a  period  of 
years  I  think  they  would  save  a  lot  of  time  and  a 
lot  of  extra  work  after  the  votes  are  actually 
counted.  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  hope  that  the 
Council  will  go  slow  on  this  request,  much  as  I 
dislike  to  disagree  with  my  colleague  from  Ward  15. 
I  had  occasion  during  the  election  of  November  7 
to  look  into  certain  irregularities  in  a  certain  sec- 
tion of  the  10th  Congressional  District,  in  which  I 
was  a  candidate  for  Congress,  and  visited  a  pre- 
cinct in  this  particular  section  at  about  twenty 
minutes  cf  eleven  on  the  night  of  election.  In 
that  particular  precinct  voting  machines  had  been 
used  during  the  day,  but  at  twenty  minutes  of 
eleven  that  night  those  machines  had  been  taken 
from  that  precinct,  I  am  told,  with  a  count  of  the 
vote  still  going  on.  I  have  been  further  informed 
of  some  certain  activities  that  went  on  in  that 
precinct  that  evening.  In  looking  over  the  check 
lists  that  would  make  me  very,  very  suspicious,  or 


anyone  else,  as  a  matter  of  fact.  We  might  think 
that  voting  machines  would  remedy  all  of  the 
difficulties  and  help  the  voter,  but  let  me  tell  you, 

.Mi.  President  and  members  of  this  Council,  that 

they    will    do    no   such    thing.      I    realize    that    the 
brother  of  my  colleague  lost  his  contest  by  a  very 
small    vote,   and   he  is  perhaps  justified   in  feeling 
that   the  use  of  voting  machines  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  might  help  the  situation,  but  my 
own  observation  has  convinced   me  otherwise.      It 
is  a  very  easy  thing.  Mi.  President — and  I  am  not 
talking  from  any  thought  that  might  have  had  its 
oiigin  in  my  own    mind, — but  it  is  a  very   easy 
thing,    Mr.    President,    when    the    polls    are    sup- 
posed   to    have   closed,    so    to  speak,  to   have  the 
check  lists  in  the  different  precincts  taken  in  hand 
and  find  out  who  has  voted  and  who  has  not  voted 
during  the  day,  and  then,  Mr.  President,  once  it  is 
found  out  who  has  not  voted,  what  is  to  prevent 
the  officials  in  charge  of  the  precinct  from  taking 
those  lists  and  making  use  of  those  voting  machines, 
making  use  of  the  name  of  John   Brown  or  Joe 
Smith,  and  just  crossing  off  their  names  and  going 
to   the   voting   machine   and   making   use   of    the 
voting    machine?     The   cost    cf    voting    machines 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  would  be  terrific. 
If  they  could    possibly  remedy  all   the  chances  of 
illegal  voting,   as  is  of  course  the   prime  purpose 
of  such  machines,  I  would  be  for  them,  but  I  am 
convinced    that    no    such    thing    would    happen. 
The  voting  machine  is  never  going  to  make  the 
human  being  honest.     We  have  in  the  first  place 
the  original  outlay  for  those  machines.     We  have 
the    expense    of    transporting   those   machines    on 
election  day.     We  have  the  expense  of  maintain- 
ing and  repairing  those  machines.     The  only  argu- 
ment that  I  know  of  that  might  be  used  in  favor 
of  the  outlay  of  millions  and  millions  of  dollars  to 
purchase  machines  is  that  it   would  save  certain 
clerical   hire   on   election   day   and   that   it   would 
make  for  honest  elections.     I  agree  that  it  might 
save  some  clerical  hire,  but  are  we  always  going 
to  use  as  an  argument  the  putting  out  of  work  of 
somebody?     I  have  seen  times  during  my  incum- 
bency here  in  the  City  Council  when  the  day's  pay, 
or  possibly  two  or  three  days'  pay  during  the  year 
for  the  clerk  for  work  done  on  election  day  was 
badly  needed  by  the  clerk.     The  days  are  going 
to  yet  come  when  that  two  or  three  days'   work 
will  be  just  as  badly  needed.     You  can't  convince 
me     otherwise,     Mr.     President.     And     I     hope, 
regardless  of  what  action  is  taken  by  this  Council, 
that  the  Legislature  will  go  very  slow  in  authorizing 
the  expenditure  of  money  either  in  the  State  or  in 
the  municipalties  for  such  a  tremendous  luxury — 
and  that   is  about  the  only  term   I  think  can  be 
applied   to  voting  machines.     I   want  to   impress 
upon  the  members  of  this  Body  that  I  am  talking 
from   actual   experience.     I   have   had   my   fill    of 
voting    machines,    and    I    am    simply    trying    to 
acquaint   the   members    of    this    Body    with    just 
what    can   happen    with    those   voting    machines. 
Voting   machines   are   net  going   to   make   honest 
elections.     If  those  in  charge  of  elections  are  not 
going  to  be  on    the  level,  voting  machines  or  any- 
thing  else    will    not   make   them   so.     I    think   it 
might  be  well  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Legislative 
Matters   Committee   when   appointed.     I   do   not 
want   to   see   the   members   of   this   Council    take 
hasty  action;  they  have  not  dwelt  on  this  particular 
matter  at  any  length,  and  I  feel  that  before  they 
act  on  it  they  would  like  to  get  information  before- 
hand and  not  subsequently,   when  it  will  be  too 
late.     I  therefore  move,  Mr.  President,  if  it  is  in 
order,  that  this  order  be  referred  to  the  Legislative 
Matters  Committee  when  appointed. 

Coun.  KELLY— Of  course,  Mr.  President,  I 
realize  that  it  does  not  take  an  order  from  the 
Boston  City  Council  to  acquire  voting  machines 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  because  the  Legislature  has 
already  given  the  election  authorities  power  to 
borrow  up  to  the  tune  of  a  million  dollars;  so  any 
day  they  see  fit,  without  any  order,  or  without 
any  order  introduced  in  the  Council,  they  can  go 
out  and  order  voting  machines  and  come  up  to  us 
with  a  loan  to  the  tune  of  a  million  dollars.  I 
realize,  too,  Mr.  President,  that  we  have  now  two 
sets  of  voting  machines  in  the  City  of  Boston,  one 
in  Ward  3  and  one  in  Ward  5.  In  both  of  those 
wards  we  have  four  machines,  Mr.  President.  In 
both  of  those  precincts  six  people  are  employed. 
just  the  same  as  in  every  other  precinct  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  so  that  if  you  had  voting  machines 
in  every  precinct  in  the  City  of  Boston  the  voting 
machines  would  not  result  in  letting  any  of  the 
men  and  women  who  so  badly  need  a  day's  pay 
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be  out  of  work.  Those  people  are  employed  in 
Ward  3  and  in  Ward  5  the  same  as  they  are  in 
my  colleague's  ward,  in  Ward  10,  and  in  Ward  15. 
I  wonder  if  the  councilor  from  Ward  10  would 
answer  a  question  for  me.  Councilor,  were  those 
voting  machines  removed  in  the  City  of  Boston  or 
outside? 

Coun.  CAREY— Outside  of  the  city. 

Coun.  KELLY — Outside  of  the  City  of  Boston? 

Coun.  CAREY— Yes. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
along  and  also  make  a  motion  that  this  order  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters 
when  it  is  appointed. 

President  KERRIGAN — If  there  is  no  objection 
the  order  will  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters.     It  is  so  referred.

SALARY  OF  DIVISION  ENGINEER,  WATER 
DIVISION.

Gentlemen, —  I  submit  the  attached  recom- 
mendation of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
for  an  increase  in  salary  from  $6,000  to  $7,000  a 
year  of  the  Division  Engineer  of  the  Water  Divi- 
sion, Public  Works  Department. 

I  heartily  agree  with  Commissioner  Morrissey 
that  Division  Engineer  Sullivan  has  operated  this 
public  utilty  in  a  manner  comparable  to  the  most 
modernly  run  privately-owned  public  utility 
company. 

In  the  six  years  prior  to  the  consolidation  of  the 
two  divisions,  the  department  was  operated  at  a 
deficit  in  each  year  and  the  sum  total  of  the  deficits 
amounted  to  $656,000. 

In  the  first  full  year  of  operation  under  his 
direction  the  total  deficits  for  the  six  years  were 
practically  wiped  out  by  a  net  earned  income  of 
approximately  $655,000. 

I  submit  a  table  showing  the  deficits  and  sur- 
pluses from  1932  to  1943. 

I  strongly  urge  the  recommended  change  in  the 
City  Ordinances  because  such  outstanding  work 
in  the  public  service  should  be  recognized  in  a 
material  way. 

I  urge  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — For  some  years  there  were 
two  divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department 
whose  functions  were  related  to  water  supply. 
Each  was  in  charge  of  a  Division  Engineer.  One 
was  the  Water  Division,  which  had  jurisdiction 
over  the  distribution  system,  and  its  work  involved 
water  pipe  laying  and  maintenance  and  the 
installation  and  maintenance  of  domestic  and 
fire  services,  fire  hydrants,  etc.  The  other  divi- 
sion was  known  as  the  Water  Income  Division, 
which  had  jurisdiction  over  the  installation,  main- 
tenance and  the  quarterly  reading  of  the  meters. 
It  also  had  jurisdiction  over  the  preparation  and 
forwarding  of  bills  and  the  receipt  of  all  money 
deposited  with  applications  for  main  pipes,  service 
pipes,  etc.  The  Division  Engineer  was  bonded 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

In  1937,  following  the  death  of  the  Division 
Engineer  of  the  Income  Division,  the  two  divisions 
were  merged  and  placed  under  the  control  of  Mr. 
Daniel  M.  Sullivan,  who  assumed,  in  addition  to 
his  own  duties,  all  the  financial  obligations  of  the 
Income  Division.  Mr.  Sullivan  proceeded  at 
once  to  reorganize  the  work  and  he  put  the  account- 
ing system  on  a  sound  business  basis,  which 
established  a  better  control  over  revenue  and  put 
the  division  on  a  paying  basis.  This  brought  about 
a  large  increase  in  the  revenue  from  the  sale  of 
water.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  for  the  period 
from  1932  to  1937,  inclusive,  the  total  amount 
received  from  the  sale  of  water  was  approximately 
$27,034,456,  while  from  1937  to  1943,  inclusive, 
after  the  new  system  had  been  inaugurated,  the 
revenue  collected  rose  to  $32,853,124 — an  increase 
of  almost  $6,000,000,  without  increasing  the  water 
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rates.  This  is  a  very  creditable  record,  because 
for  many  years  previously  the  division  ended 
each  year  with  a  deficit. 

The  position  of  Division  Engineer  of  the  Water 
Division  is  a  very  responsible  one  and  is  com- 
parable to  the  positions  held  by  officials  who  do 
similar  work  and  have  similar  duties  to  perform 
for  the  public  service  corporations.  Because  of 
its  importance,  I  feel  that  the  position  should  pay 
a  higher  salary  than  that  permitted  by  the  present 
City  Ordinance.  I,  therefore,  respectfully  sub- 
mit for  your  Honor's  consideration  this  recom- 
mendation that  the  salary  of  the  Division  Engineer 
of  the  Water  Division  be  increased  from  $6,000 
to  $7,000  a  year,  and  to  accomplish  this  I  further 
recommend  that  section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1925,  as  amended  by 
chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1938,  be  further 
amended  as  follows:  Strike  out  everything  after 
the  words  "The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
eight  thousand  dollars";  and  insert  therein  the 
words  "the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  Water 
Division,  $7,000,  and  the  engineers  in  charge  of 
other  divisions,  each  not  more  than  six  thousand 
dollars."

Conn.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  this  morning, 
in  one  of  the  local  papers,  the  following  appears, 
ami  I  quote: 

"One  of  the  tu~t  lessons  Governor  Tohin  must 
absorb   on    Beacon    Hill    is    the    great   difference 
between  Boston's  City  Council  which  In-  has  just 
■   1   bussing  around  and  the   Legislature   which 
Occasionally  will  rule  him.       Iln    '  tie  of 

the  most  feeble  and  inconsequential  legislative 
institutions  extant  while  the  Legislature  is  one  of 
the  nation's  most  powerful  legislative  bodies. 

"Boston's  current  city  charter  sheared  the 
Council  of  the  powers  it  once  exercised.  In  some 
instances  it  lias  the  authority  to  confirm  the 
Mayor's  appointees  like  constables,  lamplighter 
and  hogreeve.  It  approves  the  issuance  of  licenses 
for  bootblacks  and  newsboys  more  than  eighteen 
yean  old.  It  can  reduce  items  in  the  municipal 
budget  but  it  cannot  increase  or  insert  new  items. 
That  gives  an  idea  of  the  Coun 

Mr.   President,  we  ourselves   many   times   have 
made  light  of  the  lack  of  power  which  we  possess, 
but  when  one  of  the  newspapers  of  the  city  sees 
fit   to  ridicule  the  lack  of  power  that   the  Boston 
City   Council  possesses   I   think   it   is  about   time 
that  the  Council  itself  took  some  action  to  retrieve 
its  powers  and  to  regain  the  prestige  it  once  had. 
This.   I  believe,  is  the  time  to  do  it.     You.   Mr. 
President,  are  now-  the  Acting  Major  of  the  City 
of  Boston.     You  are  also  one  of  us,  and  are  the 
presiding  officer  of  this   Body.     The  department 
heads  are  now  under  you.     The  present  Governor 
of  the   Commonwealth    was   Mayor   of   this   city. 
Who  the  next   Mayor  is  going  to  be   we  do  not 
know;  it  might  be  one  of  us,  it  might  be  anybody. 
But   we  are  in   the   position   now    where   we   can 
endeavor    to    recover    the    power    that    originally 
belonged   to   us.     It   is   high   time   that    we   took 
action  looking  to  that  end,  to  get  back  the  power 
we  once  had.     Friday,  January   12.  a  week  from 
today,   is  the   last   day  for  filing  matters  in  the 
Legislature.     In   order  to   regain   our   powers   we 
must  have  legislation  passed  at  the  State  House, 
and   we  should  at  once  take  action  to  that  end. 
I  believe,  therefore,  with  a  view  to  again  obtaining 
the  power  we  had  years  ago  and  which  has  been 
taken  away  from  us,  in  all  fairness  to  the  people 
of  this  city  we  should  make  a  concerted  personal 
effort  to  have  returned  to  the  Boston  City  Council 
the  power  it  once  had,  the  power  that  rightfully 
belongs   to   us.     And   this  article   I   have   quoted 
says  we  can  reduce  the  budget  but  cannot  increase 
it.     We  can  cut  out  somebody's  pay.  but  cannot 
increase  it.     A\  e  can  act  on  newsboys  and  boot- 
blacks or  can  confirm  the  Mayor's  appointments 
of  constables,  lamplighters  and  hogreeves,  but  we 
cannot    act    upon   anything   more    important.     If 
we  had  the  power  we  could  remedy  certain  dis- 
crepancies and  make  adjustments  that  should  be 
made.     People   who   should   have   certain  adjust- 
ments made  on  their  behalf  come  to  us,  thinking 
we  can  help  them,  but  we  are  powerless.     We  can 
cut,  but  cannot  increase,  but  the  remedying  of  dis- 
crepancies or  injustices  is  not   within  our  power. 
We  have  nothing  to  do  with  appointments.     The 
Mayor  can  appoint  anybody  to  any  position,  and 
we   have   no   power  in   the   matter.     People   who 
think   that   members    of   the    City    Council   have 
some  power  come  to  us.  and  still  we  can  do  nothing, 
with  the  result  that  they  see  that  we  are  helpless 
and  simply  laugh  at  us.     So  let  us  now  take  the 
bull  by  the  horns,  and  ask  the  Legislature  to  give 
to  us  something  of  the  power  we  formerly  had, 
before  we  were  reduced  to  acting  on  lamplights, 
bootblacks   and   hogreeves.     I   think   now   is   the 
time  to  do  it.     You,   Mr.    President,   are   Acting 
Mayor  of  Boston,  and  if  we  act  at  this  time  and 
can  get  action  by  the  Legislature  and  the  present 
Governor  something  may  be  done  to  relieve  the 
present  injustice  in  this   matter.     Last    week,   as 
you  may  recall,  I  filed  an  order  asking  the  right 
for  this  Body  to  approve  certain  contracts.     Later, 
of  course,  we  will  have  another  Mayor.     We  don't 
know  who  it  will  be.     In  the  meantime   Mr.  Presi- 
dent, you  are  the  Mayor  of  this  city,  and  you  have 


certain  powers,  which  I  believe  include  the  right  to 
further  this  order,  acting  for  the  City  Council. 
What  is  hen-  proposed  is  nothing  but  right.     There 

are  certain  powers  that  are  inherent  in  a  legislative 

body  that  rightfully  belong  to  air    Citj   Council. 

Those  powers,  acting  in  conjunction  with  the 
Mayor,  we  should  have,  and  in  the  past  we  have 
had  them.  Those  powers  have  been  taken  away 
from  us.  You  are  now  in  the  driver's  seat,  Mr. 
President,  and  let  us  now  act.  so  that  we  may 
again  have  tin-  powers  that  rightfully  belong  to  us 
as  a  City  Council 

CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  heartily 
endorse  what  our  colleague  has  said,  and  I  believe 
you  should  now  appoint  a  Legislative  Matters 
Committee  that  can  sit  down  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  draft  legislation  such  as  is  proposed 
in  this  order.  Let  us  do  something  about  it. 
Lei  us  get  in  touch  with  the  Corporation  Counsel 
and  get  busy.  Let  US  get  at  work  on  such  a 
proposed  bill.  We  have  members  of  the  Body 
who  are  also  members  "f  tie-  Legislature,  Why 
not  have  them  on  this  Committee  on  Legislative 
Matters  and  have  them  sit  in  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  draft  such  a  bill  as  is  proposed  look- 
ing to  legislation  which  will  give  to  us  rights 
which  we  have  had  in  the  past  and  which  we  should 
have  now?  At  the  present  time,  the  City  Council 
might  as  well  not  exist,  when  we  see  what  little 
power  we  have.  As  Councilor  Hannon  has  said, 
we  can  cut  down  the  budget,  but  cannot  increase 
any  item.  I  heartily  favor  passage  of  the  order, 
and  trust  that  legislation  will  be  drafted  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  that  some- 
thing in  the  way  of  proper  power  for  this  Body 
will  result.

TRAFFIC  LIGHTS  AT  HUNTINGTON 
AVENUE  AND  WEST  NEWTON 
STREET. 

Coun.  CHASE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  arrange 
for  the  immediate  installation  of  traffic  lights  at 
the  corner  of  Huntington  avenue  and  West  Newton 
street  anil  take  every  possible  measure  to  prevent 


the  continuation  of  the  many  fatal  auto  accidents 
that  have  occurred  at  that  intersection. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  at  the  corner  of 
Huntington  avenue  and  West  Newton  street, 
during  the  past  two  and  one  half  weeks,  there 
have  been  three  deaths  caused  by  speeding  auto- 
mobiles going  by  that  intersection  without  slowing 
down.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  the  past  two  years 
there  have  been  nine  deaths  at  that  intersection. 
I  have  on  other  occasions  endeavored  to  have  the 
Traffic  Commissioner  install  traffic  lights  there, 
but,  because  of  conditions  that  have  existed  for 
some  time,  in  connection  with  priorities  and  so  on, 
we  have  been  unable  to  get  through  what  was 
contemplated.  Certainly,  however,  regardless 
of  priorities  or  otherwise,  in  view  of  the  conditions 
that  exist  at  that  point,  something  should  be  done 
for  the  protection  of  the  people  who  are  forced  to 
cross  the  street  at  that  point.  That  is  one  of  the 
very  highly  traveled  thoroughfares  of  the  city. 
Thousands  and  thousands  of  automobiles  pass 
through  there  during  the  course  of  a  day.  It  is 
certainly  an  intersection  where  there  is  a  crying 
need  for  traffic  lights  or  some  protective  action 
because  of  the  continual  passage  of  speeding  auto- 
mobiles, which  pass  through  there  without  stop- 
ping. I  submit  to  you,  therefore,  sir,  that  where 
we  have  had  three  deaths  in  the  course  of  two  and 
one  half  weeks  and  nine  deaths  within  two  and  one 
half  years,  at  that  point,  something  should  be 
done  by  the  municipal  authorities.  It  is  not  a 
question  of  lack  of  finances.  It  is  a  question  of 
lights,  signs,  or  some  measure  that  will  afford 
ample  protection  to  pedestrians.  Something  will 
have  to  be  done  to  protect  the  people  of  my  district, 
and  I  trust,  sir,  that  the  Traffic  Commissioner  will 
do  everything  in  his  power  to  recognize  this  danger 
and   remedy   it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

BCANNELL     Mr.  President,  in  speaking 
on  this  resolution,  I  wish  to  state  that 
magasine     a    nationally    known    magazine — that 
has  displayed  pictures  of  Boston  tlnoughout   the 
country.     It  shows  conditions  of  some  of  the  sec- 
tions of  Boston,  Buch  as  Beacon  Hill,  and  some  of 
our  fine  monuments  in  Boston,  our  great   Public 
len,  and  some  of  in  my  district,  in 

h  Boston,     Now.  it  seems  to  me  that   here 
about  s  year  ago  we  had  one  of  our  great  colun 
on  the  Boston  Pot}   that  said    that   "peep-hole" 
reporters  were  coming  into  our  city  and  trying  to 
build  something  tip  that  would  cause  the  tearing 
down  of  the  very  thing  that  our  boys  across  tin- 
seas    are    righting    for.      (Voice    in    the    gallery, 
"Good  boy,   Joe!")     They  seem  to  be  trying  to 
interject   into  our   city   the   feeling   that    there   is 
anti-Semitism    in    my    section    of    South    Boston. 
These  men  are  trying  to  tear  down  the  very  thing 
that   our  boys  are  fighting  for  and  dying  for   in 
the    battlefields   of    Europe.     This    article    refers 
to   three   young   kids,   as   they   might    be   called, 
whose    pictures    were    taken    out   at    the    Hayden 
Foundation.     They  were  asked  if  a  picture  could 
be  taken  of  them,  and  they  were  given  a  dollar  to 
look  tough.     Well,  before  I  get  through  with  Life 
magazine  they  are  going  to  realize  that  they  can't 
come  into  my  district  and  ridicule  the  people  of 
Irish  ancestry,  people  who  have  come  to  the  shores 
of  this  free  country  to  make  a  living.     They  ridi- 
culed certain  sections  of  the  South  Boston  area 
because,   probably,   they  knew   from   the   census 
here   in   Massachusetts   that   75   per   cent   of   the 
people     in     Massachusetts     were     Catholic,     and 
pretty  near  half  of  them  were  Irish.     I  am  proud 
that  I  come  trom  the  South  Boston  section,  where 
I  was  born  and  reared;    and   I  am  proud  also  I 
come  from  good  Irish  stock;   and  I  am  proud  thai 
my  mother  and  father  were  of  the  poor  Irish  immi- 
grants, and  brought  me  up,  teaching  me  and  my 
family  the  law  of  God  and  the  law  of  the  Church. 
I    certainly    resent    some    of    the    remarks    made 
about    the  South   Boston   children   in    this   article. 
I  also  see  in  this  magazine  they  criticize  a   man, 
a  famous  man,  ami  a  dear  friend  of  mine,  in  the 
person   of   Edward    -V.    McCormack.     The   article 
says  he  is  a  saloon  keeper,  and  also  says  he  is  the 
brother  of  our  great  majority  leadei   in  the  il< 
John    W.    McCormack,    who    is    also    from    South 
Boston,   and  is  proud   of  it.     They  say  he 
saloon    keeper    and    a    politician,    but    they   don't 
say  that  he  has  been  a  great   soldier  in  the 
war.     They  don't   say  that   lie,   alone,   went  into 
the  battlefield  and  took  one  of  his  buddies  over 
his   shoulder   and   carried    him    back   half   a    mile 
from  where  he  was  critically  wounded.     They  just 
criticize  him  because  he  is  in  a  legitimate  business. 
They    also    criticize    the    "lace-curtain    Irish," — 
I  don't  know  what  they  call    "lace-curtain  Irish," 
because    a   family    of    humble    Irish    immigrants 
parents  can  grow  up  and  work,  by  the  sweat  of 
their  brow  and  buy  a  little  home  in  South  Boston. 
They  feel  that  they  are  not  supposed  to  do  that. 
They  just  want  to  keep  the  Irish  of  this  city  and 
the  Irish  of  this  state  and  the  Irish  of  this  nation 
down,   because  they  are  turning  out  great  men. 
They    want    to   lower    them    because    their    poor 
fathers  and  mothers  came  from  Ireland,  and  they 
were  persecuted,   as  some  of  the  other  people  of 
the   nation   were.     So  they  are  being   persecuted 
today.     And  these  same  men  that  are  trying  to 
criticize    the    Irish-American    race    today. — these 
are   the  same   people   who   are   saying   they  are 
causing  the   anti-Semitic   condition   in   the   South 
Boston  area.     This  is  a  damnable  lie.     The  Irish- 
Americans  of  this  state  and  nation  will  be  lead 
when  these  people  on  Beacon  Hill,  so-called,  will 
be  gone  beyond.     I  am  proud  to  see  in  this  paper 
that   we  have  great   men  here.     They  are  trying 
to   take   the   Yankees  of  the  state  and  the  Irish 
Catholics  of  the  state,  as  you  might  call  it,  and 
show    how    the    Irish    and    the    Yankees    are    at 
sword's  points.

it  is  an  Outrage,  and  it  has  to  lie  stopped.  I 
say  that  if  there  is  anything  that  would  be  detri- 
mental to  the  morale  of  the  American  soldier, 
sailor  0I  marine,  it  is  light  here  in  this  magazine 
that  comes  from  New  York  City.  Mr.  President, 
I  didn't  intend  to  get  up  here  as  a  politician.  I 
represent  the  Smith  Boston  section  that  has  been 
slurred,  and  I  don't  intend  to  make  remarks  in  this 
Hall  today  without  backing  them  up,  and  when 
I  get  through  the  magazine  that  printed  this 
article  will  be  taken  into  court,  and  we  will  find 
out  how  they  can  take  minor  children  and  pay 
them  a  little  gratuity  so  they  can  take  a  picture 
of  them  as  three  South  Boston  children.  It  seems 
amusing  to  me  that  they  took  those  children  out  of 
the  gymnasium  in  South  Boston.  For  the  benefit 
of  those  who  didn't  see  the  article,  they  took  them 
back  of  this  boys'  club  in  South  Boston,  which 
cost  the  Hayden  Foundation  $300,000,  and  took 
them  out  in  one  of  the  back  alleys — what  I  call 
good  old  Bowen  street,  where  good,  honest  people 
come  from.  Some  of  them  have  moved  out,  and 
probably  moved  out  on  the  boulevard,  doing  that 
by  the  sweat  of  their  brow,  of  their  mothers  and 
fathers  and  themselves,  to  give  those  children 
better  living  conditions.  I  wonder  why  they 
didn't  go  into  the  Hayden  Foundation  and  take 
that  beautiful  picture  of  the  kids  swimming  and 
playing  in  that  gymnasium.  They  didn't  do  that. 
This  article  was  printed  by  somebody  who  has 
tried  to  interject  anti-Semitic  conditions  here  in 
Boston,  and  it  has  to  stop,  as  I  said.  And  before 
I  get  through  I  will  do  something  about  it.  Let 
us  get  back  to  whether  we  are  Irish  or  any  other 
thing.  Most  of  the  men  here  have  mothers  or 
fathers  who  come  from  foreign  soil,  and  they 
have  worked  by  the  sweat  of  their  brow.  Don't 
let  any  Mr.  Henry  Clare  Luce  come  into  our  city 
and  tell  lies  about  our  city  and  come  in  and  bribe 
children  in  our  city  and  ask  them  to  be  tough. 
I  would  like  to  ask  these  people  who  have  printed 
this  magazine  here  why  they  didn't  go  and  find 
out  how  many  mothers  and  fathers  in  South 
Boston  have  been  getting  telegrams:  "Your  boy 
een  missing  in  action."

Ordered,  That  the  Acting  Mayor  be  requested 
to  direct  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  acknowledge 
in  writing  the  receipt  of  each  and  every  applica- 
tion for  abatement  together  with  notification  of  a 
hearing  or  any  action  to  be  taken  thereon. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  am  filing 
this  order  merely  in  the  interest  of  good  bookkeep- 
ing. Many  times,  people,  in  good  faith,  file  appli- 
cations for  abatements.  They  never  receive  any 
acknowledgment  or  receipt  of  the  same.  They 
are  told  that  some  action  will  be  taken  on  it. 
They  never  know  what  action  is  taken  on  it. 
They  have  to  come  back  and  forth  through  the 
Hall  here  three  or  four  times,  and  I  think,  in  the 
interest  of  good  bookkeeping,  and  in  the  interest 
of  fair  play  to  the  citizens,  that  once  an  applica- 
tion is  received  that  citizen  should  be  notified 
that  it  is  received,  and  when  any  action  is  to  be 
taken  on  it,  the  person  who  applied  for  the  abate- 
ment should  be  notified.  These  applications  are 
made  and  filed,  and  you  come  in  three,  four  and 
five  times,  and  are  finally  notified  the  application 
has  been  denied.  Why  it  is  denied  you  are  not 
told.  You  are  not  given  a  chance  to  tell  youi 
story.  And  I  think,  where  this  affects  primarily 
the  poor  property  owner,  the  person  who  probabli 
has  an  equity  in  a  house  of  $1,000  or  SI, 500, —  I 
think  those  people  who  don't  know  the  ropes 
should  be  given  equal  consideration  with  those 
who  can  afford  to  pay  attorneys  who  come  in  and 
hang  around  here  arid  see  that  action  is  taken  on 
these  things.

Coun.  HANNON — Nowadays  there  is  much  in 
the  newspapers  about  the  make-up  of  the  School 
Committee,  and  all  sorts  of  ways  and  means  are 
being  proposed  for  altering  the  manner  in  which 
we  select  those  who  are  to  represent  us  as  members 
of  the  School  Committee.  Well,  I  have  absolutely 
no  sympathy  for  anyone  who  wishes  to  take  awaj 
from  the  people  the  right  to  choose,  and  choose 
directly,  those  men  or  women  who  are  going  to 
represent  them  on  the  Boston  School  Committee. 
However,  I  do  feel  that  there  is  one  change  which 
should  be  made — one  change  which  should  be 
made  in  all  fairness  to  the  man  who  is  Mayor  of 
Boston,  and  likewise  in  all  fairness  to  the  citizenry 
of  Boston.  Now  I  repeat  what  I  have  said  many 
times  in  the  past  few  weeks:  I  don't  know  who  is 
going  to  be  the  next  Mayor  of  Boston,  so  we  are 
not  going  to  try  to  give  any  particular  person  some 
power  that  previous  Mayors  have  not  possessed. 
Hut.  in  looking  through  the  charters  or  by-laws  of 
the  various  cities  throughout  the  country,  the  fact 
is  called  to  mind  that  in  practically  every  city  the 
Major  lias  some  control  over  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  that  city.  In  Boston  the  reverse  is  true. 
The  School  Committee  can  tell  the  Mayor  and  tell 
the  City  Council  that  they  can  go  to  the  devil. 
They  submit  their  budget;  we  must  accept  it. 
The  Mayor  is  hampered,  I  say,  in  his  establishment 
of  the  tax  rate.  He  is  hampered  in  his  compiling 
of  his  own  budget  by  the  fact  that  he  does  not  know 
how  much  money  the  School  Committee  is  going 
to  request.  The  Mayor,  I  tlfink,  regardless  of  who 
he  is,  in  all  fairness  to  the  citizenry  and  taxpayers 
of  Boston, — the  Mayor  should  be  a  member  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee.  The  School  Depart- 
ment expends  more  money  than  any  other  depart- 
ment in  the  city  structure.  The  Mayor  should 
have  some  say  in  that.  He  should  be  called  in  and 
consulted,  and  then  at  least  he  would  be  able  to 
make  a  more  legitimate  tax  rate.  He  would  be 
able  to  anticipate  more  fairly  just  what  the  expendi- 
tures were  going  to  be.  And  I  think  in  the 
interest  of  fair  government  and  fair  play,  now  that 
they  are  contemplating  changes  in  the  School

So  the  children  have  been  going 
over  to  skate  on  Muddy  river,  hut  proper  pre- 
cautions should  be  taken  for  their  safety  so  they 
will  not  fall  through.  This  order  asks  the  Park 
Department  to  prevent  skating  on  Muddy  river 
whenever  conditions  are  dangerous,  so  as  not  to 
have  any  fatalities  this  year. 

Coun.  T.aYLOR — I  wonder  if  the  councilor 
from  the  Back  Hay  district  will  inform  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  if  he  has  any  suggestions  as  to 
the  protection  of  the  children!  It  might  influence 
mv  vote  if  vou  could  give  us  any  information.

Magazine     and     Book     Attacks     on     Boston 

Should    Be    Taken    as    Tribute    to    This 

City. 
C'ertain    Groups    of    So-Called     Literati    Usually 

Manage  to  Present    False  Picture  to  Support 

Theic  Own  Phony  Notions. 

By  John  Griffin. 

Instead  of  getting  angry  at  the  most  recent 
attack  on  Boston  in  a  national  magazine,  the  people 
of  Boston  ought  to  feel  flattered.  You  don't 
bother  attacking  someone  or  something  you  con- 
sider unimportant,  so  it  must  be  that  Boston  has 
something  which  arouses  envy  in  certain  publicists 
in  other  parts  of  the  country,  particularly  New- 
York. 

The  campaign  against  Boston  has  recently  been 
stepped  uo  to  a  new  high.  Previously  the  attacks 
were  confined  to  a  group  of  publicists  who  have 
access  to  the  magazines  of  national  circulation,  to 
syndicated  columns  and  to  the  big  New  York 
newspapers. 

Now  even  the  Associated  Press  has  joined  in. 
The  other  dav  that  news  agency  sent  out  a  story 
telling  about  the  popularity  among  service  men  of 
two  novels  which  had  been  withdrawn  from  sale 
bv  Boston  book  sellers.  The  Associated  Press 
made  much  of  the  fact  that  these  novels  had  been 
taken  off  the  shelves  in  Boston,  vet  seemed  to  make 
a  great  hit  with  the  service  men. 

Same  Old  Crowd. 

Actuallv,  of  course,  the  reason  so  many  service 
men  read  them  is  that  they  were  on  a  list  selected 
by  a  committee  and  were,  therefore,  sent  out  to 
service  men.  The  committee  was  composed  of  the 
members  of  the  same  group  which  have  been  trying 
to  ridicule  Boston  for  some  time. 

The  latest  belittling  effort  is  the  payout  of 
pictures  and  text  in  the  current  issue  of  Life 
magazine.  TAfe  and  Time  are  put  out  bvthe  same 
outfit,  which  is  presided  over  by  Mr.  Henry  Luce, 
husband  of  Representative  Clare  Luce,  and  known 
to  those  in  the  organization  as  "II  Luce." 

Both  Time  and  Life  are  two  of  the  smuggest 
publications  that  have  ever  seen  daylight.  Both 
apparently  are  operated  on  the  theory  that  when 
they  have  spoken  all  others  should  be  silent,  for 
they  are  giving  the  last  word  on  every  subject. 

They  do  manage  to  infuriate  people  on  that 
account,  but  in  this  case  it  looks  as  if  Life  has 
become  infuriated  by  Boston.  For  it  has  resorted 
to  cheap,  scurrilous  action  in  order  to  cast  ridicule 
on  Boston. 

It  presents  pictures,  for  instance,  of  slum  areas. 
Of  course,  there  aren't  any  such  sections  in  New- 
York,  or  Chicago,  or  Baltimore,  or  other  American 
cities.  Of  course,  such  pictures  are  typical  of 
Boston  and  no  other  city. 

Phony  Photographs. 

It  presents  a  posed  photograph  of  three  young- 
sters who  were  asked  to  pose  looking  tough,  and 
the  caption  calls  them  "tough  Irish  kids."  Of 
course,  they  aren't  "tough  Irish  kids"  at  all. 
They  are  American  kids,  and  if  the  war  lasts  a  few- 
years  longer  they  will  probably  be  fighting  in  the 
service  of  America. 

It  presents  South  Boston  as  a  whole  slum  of  the 
worst  sort,  and  says  nothing  at  all  about  the 
honest,  ha  id- working  citizens  who  comprise  the 
majority  of  the  residents  of  that  district,  people 
who  do  an  honest  day's  work,  live  modestly,  raise 
their  children  to  become  outstanding  men  and 
women,  and,  one  more  thing,  walk  and  act  like 
God-fearing  men  and  women. 

It  tells  about,  "bleak  little  alleys"  of  South 
Boston  "where  children  play  in  the  street,  or  not 
at  all."  Perhaps  the  editors  of  Life  would  benefit 
by  a   visit   to   South  Boston,   and  they   might  see 
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the  municipal  beaches  which  are  the  envy  of 
other  cities  of  this  and  other  countries. 

The  retort  that  Life's  editors  would  undoubtedly 
make  to  criticism  is  that  such  scenes  as  they 
pictured  do  exist  in  South  Boston.  That  is 
the  half-truth  which  is  usually  resorted  to  by 
those  who  don't  want  to  be  completely  honest 
but  still  want  to  be  able  to  offer  some  justification 
for  their  actions. 

For,  although  there  are  "bleak  little  alleys," 
there  are  also  broad  boulevards;  although  there 
are  some  tough  kids  there,  they  are  not  the  majority 
of  South  Boston  kids;  although  there  are  thousands 
of  people  of  Irish  decent  in  South  Boston,  they 
don't  rate  the  slurring  title  of  "lace-curtain 
Irish." 

That's  like  the  old  vaudeville  gags  that  went 
out  years  ago.  Life  doesn't  have  to  be  patronizing 
to  tlie  people  of  Irish  descent,  and  those  of  any 
other  blood.  Especially  in  wartimp,  for  it  is 
doubtful  if  any  area  in  the  whole  United  States 
can  show  a  better  record  of  war  service  than  the 
"Irish  kids"  of  South  Boston. 

What's  the  Story? 

Well,  what  is  the  story  of  the  campaign  against 
Boston,  and  where  does  it  come  from?  Every- 
body knows  where  it  comes  from.  As  mentioned 
above,  the  group  of  New  Yorkers,  who  dictate 
the  literary  tastes  of  most  of  the  United  States 
through  their  access  to  the  source  of  national 
publications,  promote  the  campaign. 

Everything  that  is  New  York  is  wonderful; 
everything  Boston  is  beknighted  and  backward. 

Supposing  someone  set  out  to  depict  New  York 
in  the  same  manner  that  Life  presents  Boston  to 
the  world.  Certainly  a  false  picture  would  be 
given. 

One  View  of  It. 

New  York  could  be  presented,  in  that  technique, 
as  the  city  where  the  antics  of  drunks  in  night 
clubs  are  considered  of  such  importance  that 
they  fill  the  front  pages  of  the  newspapers  and 
are  sent  out  in  print  and  on  the  air  by  peek-hole 
columnists. 

It  would  be  set  forth  as  the  place  where  a  great 
public  issue  is  made  over  whether  or  not  a  play 
about  perverts  should  be  staged  for  the  public. 

It  could  be  shown  as  the  home  of  thousands  of 
phonies,  of  gyps  and  crooks  who  would  stoop  to 
anything  to  get  hold  of  a  dollar. 


But  it  wouldn't  be  New  York,  because  New 
York  is  also  the  place  where  great  business  men, 
great  professional  men  and  great  scientists  live 
and  work.  It  is  the  place  where  great  artists 
work.  It  has  millions  of  people  who  never  see 
the  inside  of  a  night  club  or  a  Broadway  theater 
either. 

Well,  perhaps  it  pays  the  politicians  to  get  mad 
and  issue  angry  statements  calling  for  the  sup- 
pression of  magazines  like  Life.  But  Boston 
shouldn't  really  get  too  upset  about  it.  They 
wouldn't  all  be  shooting  at  Boston  unless  it 
represented  largely  what  New  York  is  not.  On 
such  a  basis,  Bostonians  are  probably  content  to 
let  it  go  at  that.

January  5,  1945,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
arrange  for  the  immediate  installation  of  traffic 
lights  at  the  corner  of  Huntington  avenue  and 
West  Newton  street,  and  take  every  possible 
measure  to  prevent  the  continuation  of  the  many 
fatal  auto  accidents  that  have  occurred  at  that 
intersection," 

please  be  informed  that  in  the  spring  of  1942 
money  was  made  available  for  the  purchase  of 
signal  equipment  and  the  installation  of  traffic 
signals  at  24  intersections.  The  intersection  of 
Huntington  avenue  and  West  Newton  street 
was  one  of  the  24  intersections  to  be  signalized. 
Orders  for  the  signals  and  timers  were  sent  to  the 
Supply  Department  and  the  signal  posts  and 
heads  were  purchased.  The  order  for  the  timers 
was  not  placed  because  of  restrictions  due  to  the 
war.  Cable  was  unobtainable  and  up  to  the 
present  time  we  have  been  unable  to  get  any  cable 
at  all.  Signals  cannot  be  operated  without 
cable  to  carry  the  energy  from  the  source  of  supply 
to  the  timers. 

The  intersection  of  Huntington  avenue  and 
West  Newton  street  has  a  bad  accident  record 
and  Huntington  avenue  on  the  approaches  also 
has  a  bad  record. 

Attached  is  a  study  showing  the  motor  vehicle 
accidents  where  personal  injuries  and  fatalities 
have  occurred  both  at  the  intersection  of  Hunt- 
ington avenue  and  West  Newton  street  and 
in  Huntington  avenue,  between  Garrison  street 
and  Norway  street,  during  the  past  five  years. 
This  study  shows  a  total  of  49  accidents,  includ- 
ing two  fatalities.  Twenty-three  pedestrians  were 
involved  in  these  accidents.

CLEANING   OF  CROSSWALKS   IN  OUTLY- 
ING  SECTIONS. 

Coun   D.  F.  SULLIVAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Acting 
Mayor,  to  clean  all  crosswalks  in  the  outlying 
sections  of  Boston. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  the 
reason  for  this  order,  the  last  order  here,  is  because 
of  the  condition  of  the  crosswalks  throughout  the 
city.  It  is  about  time  that  we  gave  the  taxpayers 
a  break  and  cleaned  the  crosswalks  and  right  up 
to  the  nearest  catch-basins.  I  know  this  week  they 
are  using  the  majority  of  the  city  employees  who 
usually  do  this  type  of  work  on -the  salvage  drive. 
I  believe  money  can  be  appropriated  so  that  these 
men  may  be  able  to  work  in  the  evenings  and  have 
them  paid  time  and  a  half  for  overtime  to  do  this 
work,  because  they  are  going  to  be  tied  up  all  this 
week  on  the  salvage  drive,  and  in  the  event  that 
we  have  another  storm  within  a  week  or  two  the 
city  is  going  to  be  in  a  very  bad  condition.  I  ask 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  want  to  commend  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  9  for  introducing  his  order. 
During  the  past  week  and  as  late  as  yesterday 
morning   I   observed    women    beyond    the   middle 
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.  of  lifi>  falling  because  t lie  crosswalks  had  not 
been  cleared  (iff.  We  know,  of  course,  thai  there 
is  possibly  a  shortage  of  labor  at  the  present  time. 
However,  some  of  this  snow  lias  been  around  on 

these  crosswalks  now  for  about  two  weeks.  Some 
protection  should  be  given  these  people  who  cannot 
afford  to  ride  in  tavicabs  or  automobiles.  It  was 
pitiful,  yesterday  morning,  when  I  saw  a  lady 
going  to  church — the  Mission  Church — who  fell 
and  suffered  injuries  that  it  will  take  her  quite 
awhile  to  recover  from.  I  have  always  felt,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  that  when  the  snow  falls  greater 
attention  might  be  given  to  clearing  crosswalks. 
and  clearing  away  from  catch-basins  and  other 
drainages  snow  that  has  collected,  so  that  when 
there  is  any  thaw  the  water  that  results  from  the 
melting  of  the  snow  might  have  some  place  to  go. 
Instead  of  that,  yon  find  there  isn't  any  place  for 
it  to  go,  and  it  seems  that  the  crosswalks  become 
hazards  and  a  danger  to  life.  I  certainly  hope 
some  action  will  he  taken  on  this,  and  that  in  the 
next  few  days  we  will  see  a  general  clean-up  of  the 
alks  in  the  city. 
The  order  was  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


COUNCIL   SERVICE  FLAGS.

Frances  Slanger,  a 
graduate  nurse  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  and 
the  first  City  Hospital  Army  nurse  to  be  killed  by 
enemy  action  on  the  Western  Front;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested  to  erect  a 
plaque  suitably  inscribed  to  her  memory,  her 
accomplishments,  and  her  sacrifice. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
the  fact,  that  I  have  no  words  to  do  justice  to  the 
sacrifice  of  this  young  lady,  I  am  simply  going  to 
ask  the  Council  to  pass  the  resolution,  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rule.

PREFERENTLA.L    RENTALS    IN    HOUSING 
PROJECTS. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Acting  Mayor  be 
requested  to  confer  with  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  prefer- 
ential rentals  for  the  widows  of  service  men  or  men 
of  the  merchant  marine,  and  for  the  parents  of 
dead  service  men  or  men  of  the  merchant  marine, 
if  the  deceased  had  been  the  principal  or  sole 
support  of  the  surviving  family. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  it  has  been 
called  to  my  attention  that  there  are  a  number  of 
women  now  living  in  various  housing  projects  in 
Boston  who  have  .lost  husbands,  either  in  the 
Merchant  Marine  or  in  the  armed  services.  There 
are  also  the  elderly  parents  of  single  boys  who  were 
at  home  with  them,  but  who  have  lost  those  boys 
either  in  the  Merchant  Marine  or  by  enemy  action 
in  the  armed  services.  And,  in  spite  of  the  hard 
and  fast  rule  that  the  income  determines  the  rental, 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
might,  reasonably  establish  preferential  ratings  for 
rentals  for  them,  in  view  of  the  fact  they  can  never 
again  look  forward  to  the  full  and  complete  sup- 
port of  a  son,  husband  or  father.  I  don't  think  the 
income  of  the  Housing  Authority  would  be  seri- 
ously affected  if  some  preference  were  given  these 


people  as  a  matter  of  record.  I  don't  quite  under- 
stand win-  a  high  rental  should  be  maintained  for 
widows,  or  bereaved  parents,  where  thev  are  then, 
after  announcement  of  death,  living  in  these  hous- 
ing projects.  I  hope  this  order  is  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule.

BANNING     OF     CERTAIN     METHODS    OF 

OBTAINING  INFORMATION  RE 

WELFARE  CASES. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Acting  Mayor  be 
requested  to  instruct  the  Board  of  Overseers  of 
Public  Welfare  to  forbid  visitors  in  all  types  of 
welfare  cases  to  seek  information  from  minor 
children  of  welfare  recipients  pertaining  to  the 
financial  status  of  the  recipients  and  to  cease  the 
practice  of  pursuing  information  contained  in 
anonymous  letters  and  telephone  calls. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  it  has  come 
to  my  attention  lately  that  welfare  visitors  have 
been  pumping  children  for  information  as  to  the 
financial  income  of  the  family,  where  they  have 
called  at  the  homes  of  recipients  and  probably 
found  that  the  recipient  was  out  at  that  time,  but 
the  home  left  in  charge  of  a  young  girl  of  8,  10  or  14 
years  of  age,  and  they  have  taken  punitive  action 
against  recipients  of  welfare  on  information 
innocently  supplied  to  them  by  children  who  have 
overheard  their  parents  discussing  income.  I 
think  it  is  the  lowest  form  of  economy,  if  that  is 
what  they  call  it,  to  make  capital  out  of  any  in- 
formation that  they  elicit  from  children  who  are 
not  in  any  position  to  give  authentic  information, 
and  who  are  unsophisticated  enough  to  not  realize 
that  they  are  putting  their  grandparents,  with 
whom  some  of  them  live,  or  their  parents,  in  a 
very  precarious  position  with  the  visitor.  I 
never  thought  it  would  be  necessary  to  take  to 
the  floor  of  this  Chamber  and  ask  publicly  that 
visitors  be  expressly  forbidden  to  consult  with 
small  children  as  to  the  financial  status  of  the 
family.  The  last  part  of  the  order,  Mr.  President, 
deals  with  the  industry  that  they  apply  to  running 
down  information  contained  in  anonymous  letters 
and  telephone  calls  to  the  department.  I  think 
that  every  man  here  has  had  the  experience  of 
people  coming  to  his  home  and  complaining  of 
someone  on  anonymous  information  supplied  by 
nobody  in  that  family.  It  is  quite  obvious  that 
they  are  getting  their  information  from  some  source 
and,  unless  signed  communications  can  be  pro- 
duced, or  unless  a  telephone  caller  will  make  his 
or  her  identity  known,  and  that  identity  after- 
wards checked  by  the  Welfare  Department,  they 
should  be  expressly  and  specifically  forbidden  to 
make  use  of  information  acquired  by  those  means. 
I  certainly  hope  the  rule  is  suspended  and  the 
order  passed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAYMENT  OF  OVERTIME  FOR  FOREMEN 
IN   SNOW   REMOVAL   WORK. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Acting  Mayor  be 
requested  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  City  Auditor, 
the  Budget  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  for  the  purpose  of  making  some 
equitable  arrangement  for  the  payment  to  city 
foremen  and  other  supervisors  on  snow  removal 
work  of  overtime  pay  in  place  of  the  present  pay- 
ment of  $1.00  every  four  hours  for  meals. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  am  in- 
formed in  this  matter  that  foremen  and  others 
working  as  supervisors  on  snow  removal  work,  in 
spite  of  the  long  hours  that  they  put  in,  are  not 
given  any  other  compensation  except  $1.00  every 
four  hours  for  meals.  It  seems  to  me  that  is  a 
rather  niggardly  arrangement  on  the  part  of  the 
City  of  Boston  that  can  spend  so  much  money 
for  other  things  —  that  their  own  duly  constituted 
employees,  foremen  and  others  designated  as 
supervisors  on  snow  removal  work,  should  have 
to  work  12  to  15  hours  —  in  some  cases  beyond 
their  normal  eight-hour  work  day  —  and  be  given 
in  return  for  it  as  remuneration  $1.00  every  four 
hours.  I  think  it  breaks  down  the  morale  of  those 
men  —  much  as  that  expression  has  been  used  and 
abused.  I  think  the  morale  of  those  men  has  been 
broken  down  almost  to  the  vanishing  point,  when

they  realize  that  when  they  work  all  types  of 
weather  —  this  is  snowy  weather,  of  course  — 
the  best  they  can  look  for  from  the  City  of  Boston 
is  $1.00  every  four  hours  for  meals.  I  hope  that 
some  adjustment  can  be  made  in  the  interest  of 
decency  and  simple  justice. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


EXTENSION    OF    HUNTINGTON    AVENUE 
SUBWAY. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  hereby  favors 
the  enactment  of  legislation  to  authorize  the  city 
to  borrow  outside  the  debt  limit  a  sum  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  construction  of  an  extension  of  the 
Huntington  Avenue  Subway  from  its  present  ter- 
minus to  the  Arborway  with  suitable  stations  and 
approaches;  provided  that  such  legislation  includes 
a  referendum  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


OPPOSITION      TO       POSTPONEMENT 

OF    SPECIAL    ELECTION    FOR 

MAYORALTY. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Acting  Mayor, 
to  use  his  best  efforts  to  delay  any  action  by  the 
Legislature  which  will  postpone  the  special  election 
in  Boston,  which  has  been  authorized  by  the  city 
charter,  in  order  that  the  provisions  of  the  city 
charter  might  be  carried  out  and  the  vacancy  now 
existing  in  the  office  of  Mayor  of  Boston  be  filled 
through  a  special  election,  the  date  of  same  to  be 
determined  by  the  City  Council  within  the  next 
ten  days. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  was  greatly  amused  in  reading 
in  the  Press  during  the  past  week  that  the  Boston 
City  Council  had  dumped  into  the  lap  of  the 
Legislature  the  matter  of  holding  a  special  election 
in  Boston  to  fill  the  vacancy  now  existing  in  the 
office  of  Mayor.  Well,  it  is  true,  of  course,  that 
two  weeks  ago  today  an  order  was  introduced  here 
that,  in  effect,  asked  that  a  date  be  set  for  the 
special  election,  and  an  amendment  was  offered  to 
that  order  'asking  that  postponement  on  that  par- 
ticular matter  be  delayed  until  next  Monday. 
However,  in  the  meantime,  we  have  seen  great 
efforts  made  by  many  and,  according  to  information 
given  to  me  by  some  individuals  who  have  for  years 
past  stood  on  the  floor  of  this  Council  and  de- 
manded home  rule  for  Boston,  against  home  rule. 
And  we  find  today  another  and  a  new  effort  to  take 
away  just  a  little  more  of  that  home  rule  that  we, 
as  citizens  of  Boston,  feel  we  are  entitled  to.  The 
principal  claim  that  has  been  raised  in  protest 
against  a  special  election  is  that  avoiding  that 
special  election  would  save  considerable  money  to 
the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston.  To  me  that 
does  not  mean  a  thing.  I  feel  that  I  can  honestly 
say  that  no  man  has  ever  stood  as  a  member  of  the 
city  government  of  Boston,  who  was  more  primarily 
concerned  in  doing  a  good  job  in  saving  money  for 
the  taxpayers,  than  I  have  been  during  the  past 
seven  years.  There  was  an  intelligent  purpose 
which  actuated  those  who  drew  up  and  formulated 
the  city  charter  back  in  the  earlier  part  of  this 
century.  Those  who  drew  up  that  charter,  I 
believe,  possessed  judgment  as  good  as  that  of  any- 
one who  today  tries  to  interfere  with  the  provisions 
of  the  charter.  That  charter  specifically  asks  that 
in  the  event  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Mayor 
the  Boston  City  Council  would  order  an  election  to 
be  held  forthwith  in  order  that  that  vacancy  might 
be  filled.  I  will  agree  that  it  will  mean  some 
expense  to  conduct  a  special  election  in  order  that 
the  vacancy  may  be  filled,  but  I  will  also  agree  that 
there  are  other  ways  that  money  might  well  be 
saved  in  the  city.  But  the  effort  has  not  always 
been  made  to  save  that  money.  There  are  in  this 
city  people  living  outside  the  city  who  are  tax- 
payers within  Boston,  who  are  public-spirited 
citizens,  well-meaning  in  purpose,  who,  of  course, 
feel  that  the  expense  of  the  special  election  should 
be  saved,  should  be  avoided,  if  possible.  And  they 
are  justly  entitled  to  the  opinion  that  they  hold  in 
that  respect.  But  those  who  drew  up  the  present 
city  charter,  when  they  drew  it  up,  knew  of  course 
that  there  would  no  doubt  be  likelihood  that  some 
day  there   would  be  cause  for  a  special  election. 


They  had  vision,  just  as  good  vision,  no  doubt,  as 
those  of  us  of  today  have,  but  they  did  not  qualify 
the  provisions  of  that  charter  in  any  way.     They 
did  not  agree  to  have  the  provisions  of  that  charter 
interfered  with.     I  read  within  the  past  few  days 
also   that   the    Legislature   had   ordered   a   special 
election  to  fill  the  vacancy  existing  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  Ward  20,  in  West  Roxbury,  and 
from  one  of  the  other  sections  of  the  state.     It 
seemed  awfully  important  to  fill  those  vacancies. 
But  keep  in  mind,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  West  Rox- 
bury is  represented  at  the  present  time,  that  it  has 
in  all  a  membership  of  three  in  the  Legislature. 
One  of  the  members  having  passed  away  a  short 
while  ago  still  leaves  two  Representatives  from  that 
district.     So   that   Ward   20   is   not   going   to   go 
without  representation  should  a  special  election  be 
not  held.     It  was  considered  very  important  that 
that    special    election    be    ordered.     But    with    a 
vacancy  existing  in  the  most  important  office  of 
Mayor  of  the  city,  the  old  fenagling,  as  they  call  it, 
is  resorted  to;  the  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  in  an 
attempt  to  deprive  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  a 
Mayor.     I  want  to  repeat  that  I  am  just  as  anxious 
as  anyone  else  to  save  money  for  the  taxpayers, 
and   I   believe   in   regular   government.     There   is 
nearly  a  year  to  go  before  a  regular  election  will  be 
held  in  the  City  of  Boston.     Of  course,  I  know  that 
there  are  bills  up  there  that  call  for  an  election  in 
May  or  June,  or  some  time  later  on  in  the  year. 
But  the  real  purpose  behind  all  of  these  bills  is  to 
forestall  the  filling  of  that  office,  and,  through  the 
element  of  time,  to  delay  the  filling  of  that  office 
during   this   year.     I   want   to   impress   upon   the 
members  of  this  Council  that  I  stand  here  today 
speaking  in  behalf  of  no  announced  candidate  nor 
any  prospective  candidate.     I  have  been  around 
this  city  a  great  deal  since  the  office  of  Mayor  was 
made  vacant  by  the  promotion  of  former  Mayor 
Tobin  to  the  high  office  of  Governor  and,  as  I  get 
it,  the  people  of  the  city,  the  rank  and  file  of  the 
citizens,  are   wondering  why   we  have   to  have  a 
special  election  to  fill  a  comparatively  unimportant 
post  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  while  we  can 
by-pass  filling  the  most  important  job  of  Mayor  of 
the  city.     And  I  feel  that  I  can  speak  for  many 
members  of  this  Council  who,  two  weeks  ago,  were 
willing  to  wait  awhile  and  not  demand  passage  of 
the  order  that  asked  that  a  date  be  set  for  a  special 
election.     I  know  that  if  some  of  the  members  of 
the  Council  knew  at  that  time  that  dillydallying 
would  be  resorted  to,  the  pressure  that  has  been 
brought  to  bear  during  the  last  two  weeks,  there 
would  have  been  considerable  discussion  at  that 
time,  and  I  dare  say  the  order  of  Coun.  Coffey 
would  have  been  passed  by  this  Body.     Why  do 
we  have  a  city  charter?     That  question  has  been 
asked  more  than  once  on  the  floor  of  this  Council. 
And  it  has  been  asked  by  certain  individuals  who, 
if  I  am  correctly  informed,  are  today  using  what 
they  call  their  pressure  to  interfere  with  the  pro- 
visions of  that  charter  and  to  postpone  a  special 
election  in  order  that  the  office  of  Mayor  might  be- 
filled.     I  suppose  I  could  stand  here  for  the  next 
two  hours  and  could  show  more  than  one  way  in 
which  money  might  well  be  saved  to  the  taxpayers 
of  the  city  which  would  offset  the,  cost  of  dozens  of 
special  elections  and,  unless  I  am  wrong,  the  day  is 
going  to  come  when  the  cards  will  have  to  be  laid 
on  the  table.     We  have  various  bureaus  that  are 
criticizing  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  and 
rightly  so  at  times,  because  of  the  conduct  of  the 
government  of  the  city.     I  have  taxpayers  in  my 
district — and  even  in  these  days  of  so-called  pros- 
perity I  still  find  many  of  them — who  are  finding  it 
difficult  to  pay  the  taxes  on  their  property.     So 
that  the  day  has  got  to  come  when  something  must 
be  done  to  relieve  that  burden,  and  I  don't  believe 
that  it  is  going  to  be  altogether  too  easy  to  accom- 
plish that  purpose  solely  by  his    Excellency   the 
present  Governor.     He  has  a  big  job  on  his  hands. 
If  under  the  present  set-up  he  feels  that  the  tax- 
payers of  this  city  are  going  to  be  relieved — not 
only  this  city  but  other  municipalities — if  he  feels 
they  are  going  to  be  relieved  of  a  burden — if  he 
feels  the  same  burden  is  going  to  be  taken  off  the 
shoulders  of  those  taxpayers,  he  has  a  big  job  on 
his  hands.     It  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  I 
do  agree,  of  course,  that  it  might  be  well  to  save 
the  expense  of  this  special  election,  but  I  repeat 
that   the    framers   of    the    city   charter   had   that 
thought  in  mind  also,  but  they  still  felt  it  necessary 
to  refrain  from  qualifying  that  charter  in  any  way 
which   would   effect  postponement  of   the  special 
election  in  the  event  that  the  office  of  Mayor  was 
vacant.     We  now  have  a  vacancy  in  that  office, 
and  I  sincerely  hope  that    the  Legislature  and  his

Chairman  DWVER — Councilor,  the  Chair 
felt,  in  his  wisdom,  where  there  is  a  Committee  on 
Legislative  -Matters  appointed  this  year  on  that 
particular  subject  which  is  also  a  matter  likely 
affecting  the  Legislature,  just  as  much  as  it  is  our 
problem,  it  is  only  fair  to  that  committee,  that 
Committee  on  Legislative  Matters,  that  it  should 
have  this  referred  to  it.  If  the  Council  » 
to  change  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  that  is  their 
prerogative,  but  the  Chair  feels  it  should  go  before 
the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters. 

Coun.  CAREY — Could  I  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  order  asks  that  his  Excellency 
the  (Jovernor  be  requested  to  use  his  best  efforts. 
Furthermore,  a  committee  was  appointed  two 
weeks  ago — I  have  that  in  mind  also — to  bring 
back  a  report  on  Monday,  January  29,  which  is 
next  week.  But  in  the  meantime — and  I  believe 
you  read  the  papers,  Mr.  Chairman — you  are  well 
aware  of  what  is  going  on  in  order  that  the  special 
election  be  avoided.  I  hope  that  you  will  with- 
draw sending  it  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Matters  and  either  send  it  to  executive,  or  I 
will  now  ask  that  it  be  passed,  under  suspension 
of  the  rule,  as  I  originally  intended  to  do. 

Chairman  DWYER — Councilor,  the  Chair  has 
rendefed  a  decision  and,  while  the  Chair  dislikes 
very  much  to  disagree  with  the  distinguished  and 
learned  councilor  from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey), 
he  has  already  rendered  a  decision,  and  he  is 
going  to  stand  by  that  decision.  But  if  the 
councilor  wishes  to  appeal  the  decision,  that  is  his 
prerogative.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston's  title  interest  in 
said  property  is  not  required  for  public  purposes;

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  sell  and 
convey  to  Pearl  F.  Finger,  by  an  instrument  in 
writing  satisfactory  in  form  to  the  Law  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  and  for  the  consideration 
of  six  hundred  dollars  ($600),  the  City  of  Boston's 
right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  parcel  of 
land  and  flats,  together  with  that  portion  of  the 
building  standing  thereon,  commonly  known  as 
Rowe's  Wharf,  situated  on  the  easterly  side  of 
and  being  numbered  350  Atlantic  avenue,  Boston, 
containing  approximately  four  hundred  fifty

RECHECKING  OF  CENSUS  FIGURES   FOR 
EAST   BOSTON. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  imme- 
diately  recheck  his  census  figures  for  the  East 
Boston  district  with  a  view  to  correcting  any 
errors  that  might  exist  in  the  tabulation. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  introduced 
this  order  because  of  the  fact  that  I  read  in  yester- 
day's and  this  morning's  papers  that  the  popula- 
tion in  East  Boston  has  dropped  over  12,000 
within  a  period  of  the  last  ten  years.  Ten  years 
ago  the  figures  that  the  Police  Department  gave 
out  as  the  population  were  some  68,000.  We 
knew  ten  years  ago  we  had  over  70,000.  In  fact, 
the  police  themselves  left  out  at  that  time  one  of 
the  most  beloved  and  best  known  figures  in  the 
entire  district  of  East  Boston, — one  Judge  Barnes. 
He  never  was  police-listed,  or  even  on  the  voting 
list,  until  he  came  over  to  City  Hall  himself  and 
recorded  the  error.  If  he  could  have  been  left  off, 
it  is  safe  to  assume  that  others  could  have  been 
left  off.  Ten  years  ago,  according  to  the  census, 
we  had  a  population  of  68,000  in  Ward  1.  This 
year,  according  to  the  figures  given  out,  we  have 
a  population  of  55,000.  Ten  years  ago,  with 
68,000,  there  were  plenty  of  vacant  flats  to  be 
had  in  the  East  Boston  district.  In  those  past 
ten  years  there  have  been  plenty  of  houses  built 
in  East  Boston.  On  top  of  that  we  have  had  a 
housing  project,  and  we  have  gained  by  the  number 
of  people  who  have  moved  into  that  project  much 
more  than  what  we  lost  by  people  who  were  forced 
out  of  their  homes  when  the  project  was  first  put 
into  effect.  For  the  past  two  years  I  have  been 
looking  for  a  flat  in  East  Boston.  I  am  on  a 
corner,  and  I  want  to  get  off,  because  it  a  dangerous 
corner,  and  since  my  boy  has  been  injured  we  have 
not  felt  any  too  safe  with  the  number  of  auto- 
mobiles and  street  cars  and  buses  that  go  by  our 
door.  But  for  two  long  years,  not  only  I,  myself, 
have  been  looking  around,  but  I  have  had  practi- 
cally every  oil  and  ice  man  in  the  district  of  East 
Boston  looking  for  a  flat  for  me,  and  I  couldn't  get 
one.  There  isn't  a  flat  available  in  the  entire 
district  of  East  Boston  at  the  present  time.  If 
a  person  does  move,  you  never  see  a  sign  on  the 
window,  "Flat  to  let."  There  is  always  somebody 
that  knows  in  advance  that  the  party  is  going  to 
move.  That  is  how  scarce  flats  are  in  East  Boston 
today.  I  know  a  serious  blunder  has  been  made, 
and  I  am  willing  to  go  on  record  and  make  a  bet 
that  we  have  a  larger  population  in  East  Boston 
today  than  we  had  ten  years  ago.  But  still  the 
figures,  given  out  by  the  Police  Department,  state 
that  there  are  some  12,000  people  less  in  the  East 
Boston  district.  I  wonder  if  a  mistake  could  have 
been  made  because  we  have  that  number  of  men 
and  women  in  the  armed  forces.  That  may  be  the 
error;  I  don't  know.  But,  as  my  order  calls  for 
recapitulation  of  these  figures  taken,  I  hope  that 
when  the  new  census  is  taken,  between  the  figures 
already  given  out  now  and  the  new  census,  the 
error  will  be  found.  And  you  can  mark  my  words, 
as  I  said,  we  have  a  bigger  population  now  than  we 
had  ten  years  ago. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ASSIGNMENT    OF    POLICE    OFFICERS    TO 
SCHOOL   CROSSINGS. 

Coun.  KEENAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,     That    the    Police    Commissioner    be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  imme- 
diately reassign  police  officers  to  school  crossings 
throughout  the  city. 

Coun.  KEENAN — It  has  been  called  to  my 
attention  during  the  past  week  by  mothers  in  my 
district  that  at  every  crossing  in  Dorchester  where 
they  usually  have  police  officers  during  school 
hours  the  police  officers  have  been  taken  awa>r 
and  assigned  to  taking  the  census.     I  understand 
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they  will  be  there  from  a  month  to  six  weeks  and, 
during  this  condition  of  snow  and  ice  on  the  streets 
I  think  a  police  officer  should  be  stationed  on  each 
crossing  during  the  school  hours. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CROWDED    CONDITION    OF    BUS    PLAT- 
FORM,  ASHMONT   STATION. 

Coun.  KEENAN  and  FISH  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  immediately  investigate  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  bus  platform  at  Ashmont  Station 
with  a  view  to  devising  ways  and  means  of  remedy- 
ing same. 

Coun.  KEENAN — In  Ashmont  Station  I  under- 
stand that  a  permit  has  been  given  to  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Railway  for  buses  coming  from 
Brockton,  Quincy  and  all  points  down  the  South 
Shore  way  to  come  into  Ashmont  Station.  They 
park  both  outside  and  inside  the  station  from  any- 
where from  twenty  minutes  to  one  half  an  hour, 
and  the  Boston  Elevated  buses,  the  Norfolk  Street 
and  Fields  Corner  lines,  have  absolutely  no  place 
to  go  to  pick  up  passengers  in  the  station.  I  think 
the  way  it  is  during  the  day  and  every  night  that 
somebody  is  definitely  going  to  be  hurt,  or  possibly 
killed,  in  Ashmont  Station,  if  something  isn't  done 
to  remedy  the  situation  there.  I  think  the  East- 
ern Massachusetts  Railway  will  either  have  to 
cooperate  with  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  and 
eliminate  buses  in  Ashmont  Station  or  park  them 
in  a  station  handy  to  Ashmont  Station. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

CAFE,    INC. 
Coun.  HURLEY  offered  the  following:

POSTING   OF   "COASTING"    SIGNS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  immediately  post  "Coasting"  signs  on  all 
streets  set  aside  for  this  purpose  in  Ward  15. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  don't  think  the  -Council 
would  object  if  I  offered  an  amendment  to  that. 
We  know  that  it  is  a  physical  impossibility  for  the 
police  to  be  out  at  every  street — that  is  a  coasting 
street — throughout  the  entire  city.  We  know, 
because  of  the  Acting  Mayor's  statement  in  yester- 
day's paper,  that  there  are  not  enough  signs  or 
policemen  to  go  around  to  take  care  of  all  the 
children  coasting.  I  had  a  child  in  my  district 
run  over  Saturday.  He  has  internal  injuries,  and 
is  now  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  The  child 
lived  only  around  the  corner  from  me,  and  the 
accident  might  have  been  avoided  providing  that 
at  the  foot  of  every  hill  in  the  entire  City  of  Boston, 
the  city,  in  some  way  or  other,  through  the  ash 
contractors  or  with  their  own  trucks,  put  ashes  or 
clinkers  at  the  foot  of  every  hill  so  the  children 
couldn't  go  through  that  intersection  to  be  injured 
by  a  passing  auto  as  in  the  case  I  referred  to,  of  the 
truck  running  over  this  child.  So  I  ask  that  the 
Council  will  allow  me  to  amend  the  order  to  read: 
"at  the  foot  of  every  hill  that  children  use  for 
coasting  either  ashes  or  clinkers  be  placed  there  so 
the  children  cannot  get  across  the  intersection." 

Chairman  DWYER — Councilor  Coffey  moves 
an  amendment  to  the  order  that  ashes  or  clinkers 
be  spread  at  the  foot  of  hills  where  there  is  coasting. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  rise  to  a  point  of 
information. 


Chairman  DWYER — State  your  point. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— By  whom? 

Chairman  DWYER— By  the  city,  the  Public 
Works  Department,  I  believe.  Will  you  state  your 
amendment?  Councilor  Muchnick  is  most  desirous 
of  knowing  by  whom  you  want  these  ashes  or 
clinkers  applied. 

Coun.  COFFEY — In  the  wards  where  the  con- 
tracts are  given  out,  I  would  like  to  have  it  done 
by  both  the  contractors  and  the  city  employees, 
and  in  the  wards  where  there  are  no  contracts, 
naturally,  it  would  have  to  be  done  by  the  city 
employees. 

Chairman  DWYER— Does  that  cover  it? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— That  answers  the  ques- 
tion. 

Chairman  DWYER— Does  Councilor  Kelly 
accept  the  amendment? 

Coun.  KELLY— Yes. 

The  order  was  passed,  as  amended,  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rule.

SERVICE     ON     JAMAICA     PLAIN-DUDLEY

vated Railway  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  take  immediate  steps  to  improve  the 
facilities  and  service  on  the  Jamaica  Plain-Dudley 
Street  and  Jamaica  Plain-Subway  lines. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  just  want  to  say  a  woYd  in 
regard  to  that  order.  I  am  introducing  it  for  the 
record  and  intend  to  communicate  directly  with  the 
Elevated.  But,  in  connection  with  the  order,  I 
want  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  is  being  permitted  to  use  altogether  too 
many  buses  within  the  City  of  Boston  that  have 
but  one  door  for  either  an  exit  or  an  entrance.  It 
is  particularly  noticeable  on  a  line  so  heavily 
patronized  as  the  Allston-Dudley  line.  Some  day 
something  is  going  to  happen,  as  happened  in 
Cambridge  a  short  while  ago.  The  patrons  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  and  the  Allston-Dudley 
line  have  to,  willingly  or  otherwise,  wait  for  minutes 
and  minutes  for  transportation.  They  have  to 
willingly  accept  herding  in  the  buses  at  Dudley 
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street  and  along  thai  route     You  can  well  imaj 
Mr.  Chairman,  with  a  bus  crowded,  with  only  one 

dool    available,    what    might    result    .should    so 

accident  occur.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  B  short  while 
ago — fortunately  when  there  were  no  pass, 
in  this  bus — one  of  the  old  tubs,  one  of  the  old- 
fashioned  one-door  buses,  caught  fire  on  Tremont 
stieet.  and  it  was  a  godsend  that  nobody  was  in 
the  bus  at  the  time.  Moat  of  those  one-door  b 
are  outmoded.  They  are  aged  and  are  in  no  con- 
dition— I  don't  care  what  anybody  says — to  be 
used  on  lines  where  they  must  be  as  overcrowded 
as  they  are  on  the  Allston-Dudley  line.  If  I 
observe  a  continuation  of  a  number  of  them  being 
used  on  that  line,  I  am  going  to  introduce  an  order 
here  asking  that  an  ordinance  be  adopted  forbid- 
ding the  use  of  one-door  buses  within  the  city 
limits.

Chapter  4,  Acts  of  194.5. 
An  Act  Relative  to  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  Administration  of 
the  Affairs  of  Said  City. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  General  Court  assembled,  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of 
general  law,  of  any  special  act  relating  to  the  city 
of  Boston  or  of  any  ordinance  of  said  city,  the 
presioent  of  the  city  council  of  said  city  in  office  on 
the  effective  date  of  this  act.  hereafter  in  this  act 
called  the  president,  or  any  successor  in  said  office 
in  the  event  of  his  death  or  resignation  from  said 
city  council,  hereafter  in  this  act  called  his  suc- 
cessor, shall  exclusively,  during  the  period  begin- 
ning with  said  effective  date  and  ending  on  the 
date  of  qualification  of  the  person  first  elected  by 
popular  vote  after  said  effective  date  to  the  office 
of  mayor  of  said  city,  possess  all  the  rights  and 
powers,  perform  all  of  the  duties  and  be  subject  to 
all  of  the  obligations  of  mayor  of  said  city,  subject 
however,  to  the  following  provisions:  (a)  The 
president  and  his  successor,  if  any,  while  exercising 
the  rights  and  powers  and  performing  the  duties  of

FUEL   SITUATION    IN   BOSTON. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
make  a  statement. 

Chairman  HANNON — Councilor  Coffey  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  Are 
there  any  objections?     The  Chair  hears  none. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  Chairman,  as  we  all 
know,  the  fuel  situation  in  the  past  ten  days  has 
been  a  very  serious  one.  As  far  back  as  last  Tues- 
day, I  had  been  getting  calls  from  people  in  my 
district,  asking  me  to  intercede  with  the  different 
coal  companies  to  see  if  they  could  get  enough 
coal  to  keep  them  over  the  cold  weather.  I  had 
a  couple  of  friends  in  the  salvage  business  that 
were  good  enough  to  go  out,  using  their  own 
trucks,  and  deliver  100-pound  bags  of  coal  to 
people  in  the  East  Boston  area  who  had  called  me 
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and  asked  if  I  would  give  it  my  attention.  I  took 
the  liberty,  after  reading  the  newspapers,  to  to 
down  and  ask  Acting  Mayor  Kerrigan  to  let  me 
have  any  information  he  had  regarding  the  fuel 
situation  in  Boston.  He  was  good  enough  to  give 
me  some  of  the  telegrams  he  had  to  send  to  Ickes 
and  others  who  had  control  of  the  coal  and  oil 
situation  in  Boston,  and  f  am  going  to  read  some 
of  those  telegrams  so  that  I  Can  get  them  in  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting.  And  before  I  even  men- 
lion  them,  I  want  to  congratulate  Acting  Mayor 
Kerrigan.  I  thank  him  not  only  for  taking  a  load 
off  my  shoulders,  but  for  taking  a  load  off  the 
shoulders  of  every  officer  within  the  city  confines, 
and  bringing  relief  to  people  in  greater  Boston.  I 
know  that,  starting  Friday,  as  soon  as  I  got  a  call, 
I  told  people  to  immediately  call  Capitol  8108, 
and,  if  they  didn't  get  action  within  a  few  hours, 
to  call  me  back  and  I  would  have  these  two  fel- 
lows who  were  good  enough  to  allow  me  to  use 
their  trucks  to  deliver  coal  —  if  they  would  call 
me  back,  I  would  tell  the  two  fellows  to  bring  the 
coal  to  their  houses.  And  I  might  say,  since  Fri- 
day morning,  I  have  not  had  a  call  back.  So  I 
want  to  read  a  few  of  these  telegrams  that  were 
sent  to  Harold  Ickes  and  others  regarding  the  fuel 
and  oil  situation. 

The  first  was  sent  to  Harold  Ickes  and  also  to 
Hon.  Maurice  J.  Tobin,  Governor  of  Massachu- 
setts, at  the  Statler  Hotel,  in  Washington,  John 
W.  McCormack,  David  I.  Walsh  and  Leverett 
Sal  tons  tall: 

"It  is  imperative  to  public  health  that  shipments 
of  soft  coal  and  oil  to  the  Boston  area  be  increased 
immediately.  We  are  facing  grave  crisis.  Ur- 
gently request  your  help  and  assistance  in  securing 
greater  shipments  at  once  to  avert  serious  emer- 
gency. We  have  less  than  a  four-day  supply  of 
soft  coal  in  Boston  today  and  the  oil  supply  is 
dangerously  low  and  decreasing  daily."

there  any  objection-''      (No  response.)     The  Chair 
hears  none. 

(oun    TAYLOR— Mr.   President,   I  read   with 
great  interest,  as  many  of  you  did,  the  ncwspapei 
Item    about    the    report    issued    by    the    Municipal 
Research  Bureau,  and  I  was  rather  amazed  at  the 
contents  of  that  report.     I  certainly  feel  that  that 
report  was  issued  for  one  purpose,  and  one  purpose 
alone.     And   that    was   to   create   an   impression 
among  people  of  the  City  of  Boston   that   before 
his    Excellency    t lie    Governor    took    the    office    of 
Governor  he    was  attempting   to    wreck    the   City 
of  Boston.     When    I   first  came  into  the  Boston 
City  Council,  over  seven  years  ago,  this  organiza- 
tion,  the   Municipal   Research   Bureau,   was  then 
hitting  on  high.     And  they  were  then  interested 
in   our  budget   proceedings.     I   don't   think   they 
have  been  so  interested  during  the  past  four  or 
five    years.     And    in    those    days    the    Municipal 
Research    Bureau,    or   those    who   represented   it, 
would    always    make    recommendations    for    t Ik- 
purpose  of  keeping  down  the  salaries  of  the  per- 
sonnel, of  the  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
They-    would    always    make    recommendations    to 
cut    down   the  appropriations   for  food  for   those 
patients  in  the  City  Hospital  and  at  Long  Island 
They   would   always   make   recommendations   for 
the  reduction  of  welfare,  but  they  never  at   any 
time     made     any     recommendation     that     would 
affect  the  expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston   in    bo 
far  as  it  concerned  the  big  interests  of  the  City 
of   Boston,   because  it  is  really  the  big  interests 
who    control    the    Municipal    Research    Bureau. 
Now  they  have  entered  into  politics  again,    Mi. 
President.     They   had   no   complaint   against   his 
Honor  the  Mayor  while  he  was  Mayor  of  Boston, 
during  the  last  five  years.     They  must  have  felt 
he  was  doing  a   pretty  good  job,  but  they  never 
once  believed  that  perhaps  he  would  be  elevated 
to    the    highest    position    within    the    gift   of    the 
people   of   Massachusetts.     And   now   that   he    is 
Governor  they  are  attempting  to  tear  him  down 
by    misleading   statements.      When    they    tell    the 
people   of   the   City   of   Boston   that   there   have 
been  an  innumerable  number  of  increases  handed 
out,   they  didn't  say  that  the  great  majority  of 
those  increases  were  increases  that  were  given  to 
the  members  of  the  Police  Department,  members 
of    the    Fire    Department    and    the    low-salaried 
people     of     the     Boston     City      Hospital.      They 
conveniently      forgot      that.     They      didn't      tell 
the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  the  Mayor 
didn't  use  these  increases  as  a  political  football, 
that    he    didn't    grant    these    increases    prior    to 
election,    because    they    knew    that    the    Mayor 
didn't  intend  to  use  them  as  a  political  football. 
But  now  that  the  election  is  all  over,  they  would 
have  you  and  the  people  believe  that  there  was 
wholesale  grabbing  of  increases,  when  they  know- 
in  their  heart  and  soul  that  these  increases  were 
mainly  increases   for   the   firemen   and   policemen 
and    the    low-ealaried    employees    of    the    Boston 
City    Hospital.     They    also    attempted    to    mis- 
lead the  public  by-  saying  that  there  were  f  1,00X1 
increases.     They  know  that  they  were  not  telling 
the  truth  in  this  case,   as   I  am  informed   there 
were  only   two  SI, 000  increases,   and  these   were 
not    increases,    but    restoration    of    reduction    of 
salary  of  two  department  heads  at  a  time  when 
the  depression   was  here,   and  now  that  the   de- 
pression has  gone  they,   too,   have  suffered  from 
the  increased  cost  of  living.     They   would   have 
you  believe  there  was  an  increase  in  salaries  by 
the    transferring    of    certain    department    heads. 
They    would    have    you    believe    that    because    a 
city  assessor  was  transferred  to  the  Transit  De- 
partment   that    salary-    he    now    receives    in    the 
Transit  Department  is  an  increase  in  the  budget 
of  the  City  of  Boston.     And  many  other  things 
of  a  similar  nature.     It  was  indeed  a  misleading 


statement,  made  for  one  purpose  only,  and  a 
vicious  purpose,-  t«  attempt  to  destroj  the 
future  reputation  of  our  Governor.  They  know 
there  i-  no  truth  to  it.  They  know  that  the 
expenses  of  the  city  of  Boston  have  not  been 
increased    materially    in    bo    far   as    increases    to 

unci    ale    concerned,     with     the    exception    of 

a    just    increase    to    the    low-paid    employees    of 

the  City  of  Boston,  He  all  know  the  firemen 
and  policemen  were  receiving  a  salary  that  was 
the  second  lowest  in  the  entire  United  states  for 

all  big  cities.  They  do  know  thai  city  employees 
of  the  City  Hospital  were  the  lowest  paid  city 
employees  of  any  hospital  in  the  United  Si 
They  do  know  that  the  morale  of  these  three 
departments  was  being  seriously  affected  by 
reason  of  the  fact  they  were  not  receiving  ade- 
quate compensation  for  their  services.  It  was 
a  grossly  unfair  statement,  and  I  don't  believe 
that  the  public  records,  even  though  they  are 
public,  should  be  utilized  for  political  purpi 
of  that  type.  And  in  my  opinion  the  Municipal 
Research  Bureau,  which  has  now  come  to  life 
again,  should  be  severely  censured  for  their  unfair 
action. 


STATEMENT   BY   COUNCILOR    KINSELLA. 
Coun.   KINSELLA— 1  ask  unanimous  consent 

to  make  a  sta  t  cinelit . 

Chairman  HANNON — Councilor  Kinsclla  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  Is  there 
any  objection?  (No  response.)  The  Chair  hears 
none. 

Court.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  at  the  outset, 
I  would  like  to  offer  my  personal  and  official  con- 
gratulations to  the  former  President  of  the  Council, 
John  Kerrigan,  upon  his  ascendency  to  the  office  of 
Mayor.  Mr.  President,  I  listened  with  a  great  deal 
of  interest,  of  course,  to  Councilor  Coffey's  remarks 
regarding  the  fuel  situation,  because  my  district  of 
Charlestown  is  included  in  the  punishment  in- 
flicted by  this  situation.  And  I  subscribe  whole- 
heartedly to  every  statement  that  Councilor  Coffey 
made,  anil  to  the  knowledge  of  the  efforts  contained 
in  the  exchange  of  telegrams  between  the  then 
Acting  Mayor  of  the  city  and  the  various  gentlemen 
locally  and  in  Washington  with  whom  he  did  com- 
municate for  the  purpose  of  alleviating  a  deadly 
dangerous  situation.  I  myself  have  had  occasion 
to  call  his  office  several  times  during  the  day  and 
during  the  evening,  and  oftentimes  at  his  home, 
for  the  purpose  of  speeding  up  deliveries  that  have 
been  delayed,  and  for  gaining  his  assist  a  nee  in  any 
requests  for  deliveries  that  have  just  come  in. 
This  seems  in  recent  years  to  be  a  succession  of 
headaches.  For  some  reason  Boston  and  New- 
England  are  and  have  been  severely  penalized  by 
somebody — I  don't  know  who — who  has  control 
of  our  fuel  supplies.  And  when  Councilor  Kerrigan 
became  Acting  Mayor  he  inherited  a  very  pre- 
carious situation,  one  that  dealt  directly  with  the 
health  and  well-being  of  thousands  of  people  in 
Boston, — namely,  the  poor.  I  don't  think  that 
any  one  of  us  personally,  in  his  own  needs  at  home, 
had  any  great  trouble  in  getting  fuel.  Many  of 
us  were  far-sighted  enough  and  financially  able  to 
provide  for  just  such  a  contingency,  but  the  poor 
people  who — let  us  put  it  this  way- — are  our  bread 
and  butter,  and  who  find  themselves  unable  to 
provide  in  the  fall  months  for  bad  winter  weather, 
were  the  victims  of  the  fuel  shortage.  It  is  to  the 
everlasting  credit  of  Mayor  Kerrigan  that  he 
brought  some  hope  and  some  comfort  and  warmth, 
in  particular,  to  the  homes  of  these  people.  Mr. 
Kerrigan,  the  present  Mayor  of  Boston.  John  E. 
Kerrigan,  can  be  a  good  Mayor,  but  only  with 
the  help  that  twenty-one  of  us  in  this  chamber  can 
give  him.  He  deserves  the  wholehearted  support  of 
everyone  in  this  body  while  he  is  holding  the  exalted 
position  of  Mayor,  and  we  should  not  at  any  time 
deny  him  the  fullest  cooperation  towards  the  end 
that  the  entire  twenty-two  wards  of  Boston  will  be 
benefited  by  his  encumbency.  My  remarks  are 
predicated  on  the  manner  in  which  he  handled  the 
fuel  situation,  and,  according  to  Councilor  Coffey, 
the  situation  is  going  to  get  worse.  I  believe  so, 
myself.  But  by  offering  him  our  hearty  and  full 
cooperation,  I  think  we  can  look  to  Mayor  Ker- 
rigan as  the  savior  of  a  poor  situation.  He,  and  he 
alone,  almost  alone,  was  responsible  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  28  to  30  emergency  relief  stations  in 
various  parts  of  Boston.  I  know  that  in  the 
Charlestown  area  alone  we  had  four  agencies  that 
were  perfectly  willing  and  ready  at  any  time,  day 
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or  night,  to  answer  to  relief  calls  from  householders 
caught  without  fuel.  Once  again  may  I  offer  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  my  heartiest 
congratulations  on  his  elevation  to  the  office  of 
Mayor,  and  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
extend  to  him  my  wholehearted  and  unselfish  sup- 
port in  anything  that  in  his  judgment  is  going  to 
improve  the  city,  as  such,  or  any  of  the  component 
parts  of  the  citv. 

Coun.  CHASE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
saj  a  few  words  in  addition  in  regard  to  Mayor 
John  E.  Kerrigan. 

Chairman  HANNON — Is  there  any  objection? 
(No  response.)     The  Chair  hears  none. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  over  a  week  ago 
the  Acting  Mayor,  in  recognition  of  the  present 
fuel  situation,  made  certain  predictions  which 
turned  out  to  be  true.  And  through  his  efforts  the 
situation  today  is  not  as  bad  as  it  would  have  been 
if  he  had  not  been  on  his  toes  at  the  time  he  recog- 
nized the  situation.  I  think  his  work  in  the 
handling  of  the  matter  is  highly  commendable 
and,  as  the  gentleman  from  Charlestown  said,  I 
believe  the  City  Council  as  a  whole  stands  ready 
to  give  him  every  assistance  and  cooperation  in 
his  conduct  as  Mayor  of  Boston. 


PAYMENT  TO  HELEN  R.  O'BRIEN. 

Coun.  HANNON  submitted  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  approves  the  enactment  of  legislation  to 
authorize  the  city  to  pay  a  sum  of  money  to  Helen 
R.  O'Brien,  mother  of  Henry  F.  O'Brien,  who  was 
killed  on  February  22,  1942,  while  an  inmate  of 
the  Long  Island  Hospital,  provided  that  said 
legislation  includes  a  referendum  to  the  Mayor 
and   the   City  Council.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  ROBERTS 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  KEENAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  submit  to  the  City  Council  an  appropriation 
order  in  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  the  loaming, 
grading  and  sodding  of  the  Roberts  Playground 
in  Ward  17,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the 
tennis  courts,  installation  of  a  drinking  fountain, 
etc.,  thereon. 

Coun.  KEENAN— Mr.  President.  I  would 
just  like  to  add  that  I  have  the  assurance  of 
cooperation  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
Park  Commissioner  that  Roberts  Playground 
will  be  in  perfect  order  during  this  summer. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  would  like  to  amend  that 
order.  I  realize  that  Roberts  Playground  is  in  a 
condition  where  there  is  a  necessity  of  doing  a 
lot  of  work  out  there,  but  we  have  a  playground 
in  Ward  15  that  hasn't  had  any  work  done  on  it, 
and  I  would  like  to  amend  that  order  to  read: 
"to  the  sum  of  $100,000,  and  to  improve  various 
playgrounds   in    Boston." 

Chairman  HANNON —  Councilor  Kelly  moves 
to  amend  the  order  that  the  sum  may  be  increased 
to  $100,000  and  improve  various  playgrounds. 
All  those  in  favor? 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  order,  as  amended  to  $100,000,  to  improve 
various  playgrounds  was  passed  under  suspension 
of  the   rule. 


APPROVAL  OF  ENACTMENT  OF  SENATE 
BILL    124. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
favors  the  enactment  of  Senate  Bill  No.  124, 
entitled  "An  Act  Subjecting  to  the  Civil  Service 
Laws  Certain  Officers  and  Positions  in  the  Boston 
Public  Library." 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Just  a  few  words  before  that 
is  referred.  It  is  rather  an  anomalous  situation 
where  employees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library, 
the  great  majority  of  them,  are  not  under  civil 
service.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  controversy 
as  to  whether  or  not  it  would  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  employees  of  that  particular 
department  to  receive  the  protection  of  civil 
service.  It  certainly  would  assist  them  in  so  far 
as  step  rate  increases  are  concerned,  and  it  cer- 
tainly will  protect  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  from  any  abuse  of  authority  of  those  in 
charge  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  by  creating 
positions  of  large  salaries,  running  anywhere  from 
$5,000  to  $10,000,  to  favorite  people  who  do  not 
come  from  the  City  of  Boston  but  come  from 
outside  the  city.  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  the 
committee  will  act  shortly  on  this  matter,  and 
will  notify  not  only  the  heads  of  the  Public  Library 
as  to  their  opinion,  but  also  those  who  represent 
the  personnel  of  that  particular  division,  and  have 
some  speedy  action  so  that  the  Council's  con- 
sideration of  it  can  be  sent  along  to  the  Legislature, 
so  they  may  have  it  when  the  bill  is  presented 
before  them. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters. 

Chairman  HANNON — A  gentleman  on  the 
Committee  on  Legislative  Matters  assures  me 
they  will  meet  here  next  Monday.  There  is  also 
here  a  petition  of  the  library  employees  which  will 
likewise  be  referred  with  the  order. 


PAYMENT   TO   PATRICK   J.    HURLEY.

ORDINANCE  RE  TAKING  OF  SHELL  FISH 
AND   SEA  WORMS. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  Taking  of  Shell  Fish  and 

Sea    Worms. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of   Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1925,  as  amended  by  chapter  five  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1938  by  the  insertion  of  section  21a,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  21a 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  21a.  No  person  other  than  a  registered 
voter  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  dig  or  take  clams 
or  other  shell  fish  or  sea  worms  within  the  limits 
of  the  city,  except  that  this  prohibition  shall  not 
apply  to  a  person  taking  for  his  own  use  and  not 
for  purposes  of  sale  not  more  than  one-half  pint  of 
sea  worms  in  any  one  day.  Any  person  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  April  1, 
1945.

Conn.  MUCHNICK  also  submitted  the 
following: 

Tlir  Committee  on  Appropriations  respectfully 
recommends  to  all  departments  now  renting  and 
paying  rentals  for  Bpace  occupied  by  said  depart 
ments  thai  they  arrange,  upon  expiration  of  their 
present  leases,  to  use  and  occupy  such  space  as 
may    Im-    available    at    tin-    Houghton   and    Dutton 

building,  provided  such  spare  is  suitable  to  the 
purposes  of  their  respective  departments,  and 
provide, I  further  that  said  space  cannot  be  rented 

more  profitably  by  the  city  to  outside  agencii 
lessees. 

For  the  Committee,

The  reporl  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  budget. 

Conn.    BAYLEY— Mr.   President,   I   don't  see 
the   need   or   the    necessity    for   this   budget    being 
acted  on  today.      We  normally  receive  the  budget 
from   the   Mayor   the   first  Monday   in   February, 
and   we  are   required   by   law   to   return  it  by  ap- 
proximately tlie  first  day  in  April.      It  is  now  still 
the  month  of  January.     Tins  committee  lias  not 
considered   the  budget   as  thoroughly  as  the  com- 
mittee did   last  year.     Meetings   were   held   this 
year  at  which  only  the  chairman  and  one  member 
were  present,   at  hours  when  it   was  difficult  for 
certain  members  of  the  committee  to  be  present, 
and  against  their  expressed  request  as  to  the  time 
meetings    should    be    held.     Hearings    on    certain 
departments,  like  the  Fire  Department,  were  held 
in  less  than  five  minutes,  where  there  was  recom- 
mended over  $5,000,000.     I  believe  when  we  ap- 
prove the  expenditure  of  an  increase  of  $2,400,000 
over  that  of  last  year  we  should  be  very  careful 
and  we  should  examine  all  phases  of  the  budget. 
Many  of  the  raises  that   appeared  in  the  budget 
were  unknown  both  to  members  of   the  Council 
and  to  the  members  of  the  committee.     It  is  pro- 
vided in  section  29  of  the  charter  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  by  which  we  are  governed,  and  I  quote: 
"The  changes  in  the  number  and  compensation  of 
employees  in  each  department  shall  be  published 
in  the  City  Record."     To  my  knowledge  there  was 
no  publication  during  the  entire  year  of  1944  of 
any  such  change  in  the  number  and  compensation 
of  employees.     It  was  noticeable  that  there  was 
no  mention   regarding  the  increase  in  compensa- 
tion of  certain  employees  in  the  various  final  days 
of  December  and   the  first  few  days  of  January, 
when  the  present  Governor  was  Mayor  of  Boston. 
There  are  some  of  us  who  would  like  to  see  who 
received     those    increases    in    salary.     And     this 
Council  last  week  passed  an  order  asking  the  Act- 
ing Mayor  to  submit  the  list  of  names  of  those 
persons  who  received  pay  increases.     I  have  just 
this   morning   received   the   blue   book   reports  — 
some  of  them  at  least  —  of  the  budget  hearings, 
and  have  not  had  time  to  go  into  them  thoroughly. 
As  I  said  before,  I  am  a  member  of  the  committee, 
but  the  hours  that  the  committee  meetings  were 
held  were  somewhat  unusual  and  I  was  unable  to 
be   present  and   hear  all  of   them.     I   would   like 
further   time   to   examine   the   report,   and   I  also 
would  like  to  look  into  some  of  these  increases.     I 
would  like  to  say  that  I  do  not  agree  with  the  pre- 
ceding speaker,   the  distinguished   councilor  from 
Ward  12  and  State  Senator  (Coun.  Taylor),  when 
he  ascribes  purely  political  motives  to  the  Boston 
Municipal   Research  Bureau.     I   think   they   have 
done  a  very  good  job  in  probing  into  expenditures 
of  the  city,  and,  while  I  agree  that  it  may  be  well 
put  when  he  said  this  was  largely  due  to  increases 
of  firemen  and  policemen,   nevertheless  many  in- 
creases were  given  in  the  last  two  or  four  days  of 
the  administration  of  the  preceding  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston.     The  Boston  Municipal  Research 
Bureau  had   written  the   Mayor  pointing  out  to 
him  that  if  he  had  been  completing  the  last  year 
of  his  term,  and  was  moving  out,  that,  legislation 
had  been  enacted  which  would  prevent  him  from 
making  these  increases  to  last  beyond  the  January 
31    following.     All    appointments    made    by    him 
would  terminate  on  January  31  following,  and  any 
salary  increases  except  regular  step  rate   increases 
also  would  lapse  on  January-31  of  the  following 
year.     He  was  not  covered  by  the  statutes,   but 
nevertheless   it   seems   to   me   the   intent  is   quite 
clear.      Now  there  is  pending  before   the   Legisla- 


ture of  Massachusetts  an  act  put  in  by  one  of  our 

distinguished  citizens  of  Boston,  and   I   might  say 

of    Massachusetts,     my    esteemed     predecessor, 
Henry  1..  Shattuck,  to  cover  up  this  loophole. 

Coun.  TAYLOR      I  use  to  a  point  of  order. 
Chairman    SCANNELL     State    yDur    point    of 
order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  think  that  Mr.  Foster  was 
his  predecessor. 

Chairman  st'A.NNELL — The  point  is  well 
taken. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  didn't  say  my  immediate 
predecessor.  I  believe  my  last  statement  was 
correct.  Certain  gentlemen  when  they  move  out 
of  this  Council  to  the  Senate-  sometimes  get  ideas 
that  are  a  little  too  highbrow  for  us. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — That  is  from  my  association 
with  the  Back  Bay  gentleman. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Will  the  councilor  pro- 
ceed without  any  further  interruption? 

Coun.  BAYLEY — So  for  the  reasons  that  I  have 
mentioned,  that  I  think  more  time  is  required  to 
study  the  budgel  which  has  been  submitted  ami 
which  provides  for  $2,400,000  increase,  I  think  we 
should  be  allowed  more  time  so  that  we  may  in- 
vestigate everything  very  thoroughly,  and  not 
leave  ourselves  open  to  criticism.  This  is  being 
railroaded  through,  or  being  put  through  so  fast 
we  don't  know  where  we  are  going  on  it  now,  and 
because  we  are  not  required  to  act  on  it  until 
April  1  I  move  that  this  be  referred  back  for  further 
consideration,  and  that  the  heads  of  departments 
be  summoned  back  so  that  we  may  have  a  full 
investigation. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — All  those  in  favor?  It 
is  not  a  vote.  The  question  is  on  the  passage  of 
the  budget,  and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.    HANNON — I   find   myself   in   very   dis- 
tinguished  company,    because,   as   long   as   things 
have  taken  this  turn  of  events,  I  think  I  am  going 
to  sit  with  the  gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay.     I 
didn't  intend  to  oppose  this  budget,  and  I   hope 
that   any   opposition   expressed   here   will    be   de- 
termined honestly  and  properly  not  as  opposition 
to  any  individual,  not  as  a  desire  to  wean  away 
from  the  powers  that  be,  or  not  even  as  any  indi- 
cation that  my  feelings  for  the  chief  executive  of 
the  city  are  any  less  than  those  who  have  already 
expressed  themselves  here  today.     Now,  we  have 
got  the  budget.     We  are  all  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  and  each  one  of  the  twenty-two  of 
us  when  he  came  in  here  subscribed  to  an  oath  of 
office,  and  each  one  of  the  twenty-two  of  us  is  just 
as  much   a   member   of   this   Body   as   any  other 
member.     There  is  no  member  in  here  that  is  any 
higher  or  any  further  elevated  or  above  the  rest  of 
us  in  intellectual  attainments  than  any  of  the  other 
twenty-one  members.      We  are  all  equal,  and   we 
tire  all  supposed  to  be — we  all  get  paid  for  it — 
doing  the  same  job.     Now,  I  am  not  a  member  of 
(he   Committee   on   Appropriations.      But   part  of 
my  job  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  13  is  to  look 
out  for  the  interests  of  the  people  of  my  district. 
That  is  what  I  get  paid  for,  and  that  is  what  I 
intend  to  do.     One  of  the  biggest  jobs  that  comes 
before   us   during   the   course   of   the   year   is   the 
approval   or   non-approval   of   the   budget.     Now, 
the  gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay  says  he  has  not 
had  time  to  consider  it.     Well,  he  is  only  talking 
personally,   but   while  he  is  talking   probably  for 
himself,    he   might   well   say   that   no   one   of   the 
twenty-two  members  has  had  time  to  consider  it. 
And  I  say  that  with  all  due  deference  to  the  in- 
tellectual members  who  think  they  might  be  able 
to  sit  down  here  for  five  and  ten  minutes  and  grasp 
the  figures  that  have  oftentimes  run  into  millions 
of  dollars.     I  came  in  here  to  some  of  the  meetings 
of  the  committee,  and   I  have  been  here  in   this 
council  for  a  few  years.     I  have  sat  in  at  other 
meetings,  and  I  am  not  one  who  is  given  to  delay 
or  given  to  dillydallying  over  dollars  and  cents.      I 
know  full  well  that  we  might  talk' here  for  a  week 
or  two  weeks  and  accomplish   nothing.     But,  -at 
the  same  time,  I  think  there  are  certain  courtesies 
and  certain  rights  which  should  be  extended,  which 
rightly  belong  to  each  and  every  member  of  this 
Council.     And  one  of  those  rights,   one  of  those 
courtesies,  is  the  right  and  the  courtesy  to  look  at 
this  budget  and  have  a  chance  to  analyze  and  study 
it.     Well,   I  don't  know   what  the   purpose  is   of 
rushing  this  through.     I  intended  to  vote  for  it, 
and  I  will  vote  for  it.     But  I  won't  vote  for  it  until 
I  know  what  is  in  it,  and  I  don't  know  what  is  in 
it  now.     I  attended  almost  as  many  meetings  of 
this  committee,  of  which  I  am  not  a  member,  as 
any  member  of  the  committee  itself.      I  came  in 
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here  to  some  of  the  hearings,  uninvited  perhaps 
In  other  years  we  used  to  have  a  notice  out  in  the 
back  there,  to  tell  us  what  time  a  certain  depart- 
ment would  be  in  here.     There  are  certain  mem- 
bers of  us   who  have  a  greater  interest  in  some 
departments  than  in  others.     For  that  reason  we 
like  to  attend  hearings  on  particular  departments. 
N'o    notices    were    posted    this    year    as    to    when 
departments  were  going  to  be  heard.     If  you  came 
in  here  there  was  a  typewritten  sheet  that  told  you 
such  and  such  a  department  would  be  here  in  the 
morning,  and  yet  I  was  in  here  on  days  when  the 
departments  which  were  supposed  to  be  here  in  the 
afternoon  were  suddenly  rushed  in  in  the  morning, 
and  when  departments  that  were  not  even  listed 
appeared  here,  and  why  I  nor  anybody  else  appar- 
ently knew   the   reason.     That  is   the   way  these 
meetings  were  conducted.     Another  day  I  heard  of 
an  adjournment  until  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  I  came  in  here  at  about  ten  minutes  past  ten 
to  attend  to  my  mail,  and,  while  the  hearings  were 
supposed  to  be  held  at  eleven  o'clock,  when  I  got 
in  at  ten  minutes  past  ten  the  meeting  was  under 
way,  and  two  or  three  of  the  biggest  departments 
of  the  city  had  already  been  heard.     Now  I  am 
interested   in   the    budget,   Mr.   President.     Oh,    I 
don't  care  about  salaries  particularly.     The  salary 
increases  is  probably  the  smallest  item  of  all.     I 
believe  anybody  who  can  get  a  raise  in  pay  should, 
that  he  or  she  is  entitled  to  it.     I  am  one  of  those 
fellows  who  believe  there  should  be  proper  salaries. 
From  my  association  around  here  I  believe  that  for 
years    the    city   employees    have    been    the    most 
underpaid  of  all  public  employees,  and  any  salary 
increase  that  any  one  of  them  can  get,  good  luck 
to  him,  and  good  luck  to  her.     But  there  are  other 
questions   revolving   around    this   salary  situation 
that  we,  as  councilors,  should  consider.     We  have 
been  hollering  in  here  for  years  about  what  we  are 
going  to  do  for  the  City  Hospital  employees.     Well, 
what    are    we    going    to    do?       We    are    going    to 
sit    down    here    like    a    bunch    of    "mugwumps." 
We    are    going    to    sit    down    here    like    a    crowd 
of     dummies,     and     have     this     budget     rushed 
through.     And    I    don't    think    there    is    anybody 
in   here   that   knows   what   is   contemplated   in   it 
with    regard    to    the    City    Hospital    employees. 
There   are   other   departments   here.     I   spoke    to 
the    Commissioner    of    Institutions,    and    he    has 
girls    up    there    working     who     have    been    there 
almost  thirty  years,  and  I  will  tell  you   that  he 
told  me  that  he   thinks   they   are   getting   money 
enough.     Well,   he   might   think  so,   but   I   don't 
I  get  a  great  kick  out  of  these  fellows  who  have 
been    in    politics    themselves.     They    land    a    job 
that  pays  $2,000,  and,  oh,  boy,  when  everybody  is 
calling  them  good  fellows,  swell  fellows,  and  they 
are  down  below  trying  to  get  a  raise  for  this  one 
or  that  one,  but  take  those  fellows  out  of  politics 
and  transplant  them  from  that  $2,000  a  year  job 
as  a  public  servant  and  make  them  the  head  of  a 
department,    and    immediately,    overnight,    they 
become  autocratic  and  tell  you  that  some  other 
fellow    working    under    them    is    getting    money 
enough.     Why,   that  stuff  disgusts  me.     And  yet 
you  men,  you  members  of  the  Council,  who  have 
got  the  budget  before  you,  you  are  going  to  sit 
down    and   vote   yes,    and    pass   it   through,    and 
disregard  all  of  these  other  employees  who  have  . 
not  been  taken  care  of  by  raises.     Oh,  there  are 
other   matters    that   come   up   here.     How   about 
money   for   sidewalks?     In    other   years    we    here 
have  got  up  and  asked  that  money  be  put  in  the     ■ 
budget    to    construct    sidewalks.     Is    there    any 
money  in  it  this  year  for  sidewalks?     I  think  we 
need   sidewalks,    and    I    want    the   people    in   my 
district    to   have   sidewalks.     And   yet    I    haven't 
had  any  opportunity  to  determine  whether  or  not 
there    is   any   money   in    there    for   sidewalks.     I 
intended  to  sit  in  at  the  hearing  on  the  budget  of 
the    Public     Works     Department    and    find    out 
whether  or  not  there  was  money  in  there  for  side- 
walks,   but   that    is    a    big   department,    arid    yet 
it  was  in  and  out  of  here  in  five  minutes.     How 
about    the    Assessing    Department?     There    is    a 
department   that   we   all   have   to   go    to.     There 
is  a   department   that  each   and  every  one  of  us 
should  be  interested  in.     I  know  that  I  many  times 
have  questions  on  the  assessments  of  properties, 
on  valuations  of  properties,  and  I  wanted  to  sit  in 
and    find   out    what    was    what    in    the    Assessing 
Department.     But  that  was  the  morning  when   I 
got  in  here  at  ten  minutes  past  ten,  because  hear- 
ings were  to  be  held  at  eleven  o'clock,  and  at  ten 
minutes  past  ten  they  already  had  gone   through 
the  Assessing  Department  and  some  other  depart- 
ments as  well.     Another  department   is  the  Fire 


Department.      I  read  in   the  papers  that  every  so 
often     there     are    frozen     hydrants.     People    are 
killed  in  fires  in  their  homes  because  the  hydrants 
cannot  be  opened.     They  are  blocked.     And  each 
and  every  one  of  us  knows  that  the  Fire  Derail- 
ment is  very  badly  and  very  dangerously  under- 
manned.    And  yet    I   didn't  know  when  the  Fire 
Department    budget    was    going    to    be    heard.      I 
didn't  see  any  sign  out  there.     I  am  interested  in 
the    Fire    Department.     There   have   been    many 
fires  in  my  district.      There  are  going  to  be  more 
fires  there,  and  I  don't  want  anybody  in  my  dis- 
iiiit  burned  to  death  because  I,  up  here,  have  been 
negligent  in   looking  into  the   finances  of   the   Fire 
Department  to  see  whether  or  not  it  is  going  to  be 
properly    manned.     Another    item    in     the    Fire 
Department  is  apparatus.     How  about  the  appa- 
ratus?    Is  there  any  money  in  the  budget  to  buy 
fite  apparatus  this  year?     And  do  you  gentlemen 
here  think   we  don't  need  any?     Or  are   we  just 
going  to  be  indifferent  and  let  the  thing  go  through 
and  say  that  we  don't  know  and  we  don't  care? 
Last  year  much  money  was  spent  on  buying  appa- 
ratus   for    the     Fire     Department.     Much     more 
could  be  spent,  much  more  should  be  spent,  and 
much  more  must  be  spent,  because  when  you  see 
some  of  those  old  trucks  coming  up  the  street  or 
coming  along  the  highway  you  really  wonder  how 
in  the  name  of  God  they  can  move  along.     It  has 
got  so  now  when  there  are  two  pieces  of  apparatus 
in  one  fire  house^  generally  you  will  see  one  engine 
will   be   working   well   and   proudly   going   up   the 
street,   and   then   behind   it   will   come   the   other 
poor  thing,  puffing  on  one  cylinder,  trying  to  get 
there  before  the  fire  is  out.     I  know  that  various 
excuses  are  given  for  deaths  caused  in  fires  and, 
thank  God,  it  is  not  due  to  any  negligence  on  the 
part   of   members   of   the   department.     I   admire 
those  men.     But  many  times  I  say  it  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  we  have  got  such  out-moded,  such  ancient 
and  such  worthless  apparatus  that  a  minute  or  two 
minutes  or  three  minutes  in  emergencies  is  lost  in 
the  apparatus  reaching  the  fire,  and  that  one,  two 
or    three    minutes   many    times   might   mean    the 
difference  between  life  and  death.     Now,  is  there 
anything  in  here  to  replace  that  worn-out  appa- 
ratus, or  are  we  just  going  to  sit  idly  by  and  say, 
"OK,  there  is  the  budget"?    Well,  gentlemen,  not 
for  me.     I  think  the  only  man  who  was  here  at  all 
the   meetings   of   the   Budget   Committee,   of   the 
Appropriations  Committee,  was  the  stenographer. 
He  was  on  the  job.     Practically  every  other  time 
the   committee    was   twisted,    there   were   two   or 
three  different  faces  all  the  time.     Now,  we  pay 
the   stenographer   for   being   here.     We    pay   him 
for  taking  notes.     What  is  the  sense  of  paying  him 
if  we  are  not  going  to  use  the  notes?     And  the 
notes  came  out  only  this  morning.     One  member 
of  the  committee  said,  "Well,  when  am  I  going  to 
see   them?"     After  all,    we  pay  him  and   we   are 
expected  to  use  the  notes.     And  I,  for  one,  intend 
to  use  them,  but  I  want  time  to  use  them.  Oh,  I 
am  willing  to  go  along,  I  am  willing  to  be  a  good 
fellow.     I  am  willing  to  cooperate,  but  I  am  not 
going  to  be  trampled  on,  and  I  am  not  going  to 
be  brushed  aside.     I  get  paid  for  doing  a  job  here, 
and  no  matter  what  anybody  else  thinks,   I   am 
going  to  do  it,  and  I  am  going  to  do  it  to  the  best 
of  my  ability.     I  am  not  going  to  get  up  here  and 
say  what  I  think  of  this  or  that  fellow.     We  are 
all  good  fellows,  and  we  all  think  just  as  much  of 
the   other   fellow  as  somebody  else   does,    but    we 
have   got   to   be   honest   with   ourselves   and    with 
our  people.     This  budget  here  was  submitted  by 
the  man  who  is  now  Governor,  and  I  wonder  if  the 
committee,   our   committee,    had    the   courtesy    to 
notify   our    Mayor   to   look   over   this   budget.     I 
wonder  if  he  is  in  favor  of  it.      I  wonder  even  if 
they   have  given  him  a  chance   to   think   it  over. 
I  am  going  to  cooperate  as  far  as  lies  within  my 
power,     and    I    don't    want    to    vote    against     the 
budget,  but  I  am  not  going  to  be  pushed,  and   I 
am  not  going  to  be  rushed,  and  I  am  not  going  to 
be  swayed.     I  get  $2,000  a  year  for  representing 
the  people  of  Ward  13.     Those  people  want  me  to 
look  at  this  budget.     Those  people  expect  me  to 
look  at  this  budget.      I  want  time  to  look  at  the 
budget,  and  I  move,   Mr.  President,  that  furthei 
consideration   of   this   matter   be   postponed   until 
next  week. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Councilor  Hannon 
moves  that  action  be  postponed  for  one  week  on 
the  budget. 

Coun  CAREY— I  hardly  think  that  a  matter  of 
postppnment  for  one  week  for  action  on  the  budget, 
is  sufficient .  I  lui\  cn't  sat  in  on  any  of  the  hearings 
this  year,  but  for  the  seven  years  previous  I  don't 
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think  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  that  I  missed,  but  I  learned  laa( 
year,  even  though  I  was  :i  member  of  that  com- 
mittee, that  it  doean'1  do  you  much  good  to  i  il 
be  a  member  of  tin-  committee  01  a  member  of  the 
City  Counci  when  the  old  steam  rollei  j  - 

brought  into  play  it  makes  do  difference  whethei 
you  come  from  Ward  1,  Ward  ">  or  Ward  10,  oi 
wli:it  ward  you  come  from,  the  votes  seem  to  be 
thrown  after  getting  the  steam  rollei  going.  You 
can't  tell  the  people  of  t )i  i-  city,  I  am  sure  you 
oan't  tell  me,  that  the  committee  thai  has  sat  on 
that  budget  for  a  period  of  less  than  two  weeks 
has  been  fair  with  the  people  of  Boston.  And 
even  though  we  are  perhaps  in  prosperous  times, 
nevertheless,  I  —  t  ill  know  plenty  of  people  in  my 
ward-  I  don't  know  about  the  other  wards  of  the 
city — but  there  are  still  plenty  of  people  in  my 
ward  who  an-  asking  me  to  Bee  if  something  can't 
be  done  to  take  the  heavj  burden  of  real  estate 
taxes  off  of  their  shoulders;  and  if  we  don't  attempt 
to  do  something  about  it  here  in  tin-  City  Council, 
I  don'1  know  where  the  beginning  should  be  made. 
It  stands  to  reason,  bavins;  in  mind  thai  many  of 
the  members  of  tins  Council  nevei  saw  what  a 
budget  looked  like  until  last  year, — it  stands  to 
m  thai  'In^  Council  is  in  no  condition  to  give 
the  consideration  to  the  budget  that  it  deserves. 
Why  don't  those  who  are  on  the  committee  and 
want  to  railroad  this  budget  through  let  the  real 
of  us  in  on  it?  Why  don't  they  let  us  know  what 
the  necessity  for  haste  is'.'  What  have  the\  got, 
I  wonder,  to  report  back  lo  the  people  of  this  city  ? 
Is  there  one  man  in  this  Council  who  is  in  favor  of 
rushing  the  passage  of  this  budget  through  today 
who,  if  he  was  brought  before  the  members,  or 
rather  residents,  of  his  district,  could  tell  those 
people  who  are  paying  his  $2,000  a  year  regarding 
one  item  in  that  budget?  What  is  going  on  in  this 
town,  anyway?  The  people,  I  guess,  from  what 
I  hear,  would  like  to  know.  I  have  seen  com- 
mittees of  other  Councils  in  the  seven  years  that  I 
have  spent  here  feel  that  even  by  passing  the 
budget  at  the  end  of  eight  to  ten  weeks  they  didn't, 
still  didn't,  have  sufficient  time  to  properly  con- 
sider it  in  order  that  they  might  properly  acquaint 
themselves  with  what  the  budget  contained.  I 
would  like  to  know  a  little  more  about  the  budget 
myself.  As  the  previous  speaker  has  said,  steno- 
graphic reports  are  being  taken.  Some  copies 
were  available,  evidently,  this  morning.  Each 
one  of  the  22  members  of  this  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  passage  of  the  budget.  And,  if  it  is  the 
first  time  in  eight  years,  I  will  positively  vote 
against  passing  the  budget,  because  you  and  I 
know,  .Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  proper  considera- 
tion has  not  been  given  to  this  budget  that  the 
people  of  this  city  are  entitled  to.  I  know  in  the 
seven  years  that  I  sat  here,  without  missing  a 
solitary  'lav  going  over  that  budget,  very  few  cuts 
were  made.  And  last  year,  as  a  member  of  the 
committee,  we  brought  in  some  recommendations 
that  justified  cuts  in  that  budget  and,  with  very 
little  exception,  our  action  was  approved  by  the 
membership.  But  what  did  you  find  out  as  the 
end  of  the  year  rolled  around?  Not  $1,000  here 
and  there  that  was  left  over  in  some  departments, 
but  S50.000,  800,000  and  8100,000.  I  don't  mean 
to  be  miserly  with  department  heads  of  this  city, 
and  I  certainly  don't  mean  to  be  miserly  with 
certain  employees  of  the  city,  but  that  budget 
deserves  far  more  consideration  than  this  com- 
mittee or  this  Council  has  yet  given  it.  And  I 
would  like  to  amend  the  motion  of  Oounciloi 
Hannon  to  ask  that  the  budget  be  not  reported 
back  until  each  and  every  member  of  the  Council 
has  had  ample  opportunity  to  look  into  it.  I 
realize,  of  course,  that  there  is  an  expiration  date 
on  the  return  of  the  committee's  report,  but  that 
expiration  date  is  not  next  week  or  the  next  two 
weeks  from  today,  or  three  weeks  or  four  weeks, 
or  five  weeks.  And  I  certainly  hope  my  motion 
to  amend  the  motion  of  Councilor  Harmon  will  be 
carried. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Councilor  Carey's 
motion  is  out  of  order.  The  budget  has  been 
submitted  by  the  committee,  and  the  report  of 
the  committee  has  been  accepted.  The  Chair 
might  ask  a  question  of  the  Budget  Committee. 
Councilor  Muchnick,  have  the  members  of  this 
Body  been  notified  there  was  going  to  be  a 
meeting  of  the  Appropriations  Committee? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— On  the  date  of  the  first 
meeting,  or  prior  to  the  date  of  the  first  meeting, 
every  member  of  this  Council  was  notified  when 
the  first  meeting  was  to  take  place. 


Chairman  SCANNELL      I  councilor. 

Coun.  KELLY — Of  course,  this  is  only  my  eighth 
year  as  a  member  of  this  Body,  Mr.  President.  It 
is  very  amusing  to  me,  because  I  introduced  an 
order  last  Monday,  which  was  passed  under  Bus- 
pension  of  tin-  rule,  asking  that  tin-  clerk  ol  the 
■.nt i ee  notify  each  member  of  the  Citj  Council 

by   mail  at  least  24  hours  ahead  of  time  of  the  date 

and  time  of  the  heatings  of  the  various  citj  de- 
partments appearing  before  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations.      I    did    that,    Mr.    President,    be- 

I  wa.-  interested  in  certain  departments.     I 

dill  that  because,  sitting  down  at  a  couple  of  the 
budget    healings,   things  were  being  rushed  through 

pretty  well.  I  am  going  to  read  one  of  the  depart- 
ment r,  Mr.  President  and 
there  are  ai  least  eighteen  members  "l  tie-  Body 
who  were  not  la-re  »  hen  the  Hospital  Department 
was  heard: 

Hospital  Department.  'those  present  from  the 
hospital  were  -Mr.  Carl  Dreyfus,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  Superintendent  Dr.  .lame, 
W.  Manar.v,  with  Miss  Gertrude  Daley,  clerk, 

"Chairman  HURLEY — The  appropriation  for 
the  hospital  in  1944  was  (3,590,650.  The  depart- 
ment estimate  for  1945  was  {4,334,389,  and  the 
Mayor  allowed  13,7  1 1,025.  I  see  that  your  budget 
this  year  amounts  to  a  little  more  than  your  budget 

of  last  year.  I  imagini  thai  is  due  to  increases  in 
pay  at   the  hospital? 

"Mr.  DREYFUS— That  is  it. 

'Chairman  HURLEY — Any  further  questions 
by  the  committee!  (No  response.)  Those  ap- 
pearing for  the  hospital  are  excused  with  the  thanks 
of  the  committee. " 

That,  is  a  copy  of  the  minutes,  Mr.  President.  I 
a  member  of  the  committee  here 
that  he  hasn't  even  got  the  volumes  of  what  took 
place  at  the  hearings.  So,  if  one  of  the  members 
who  attended  the  hearings,  Mr.  President,  can't 
tell  the  other  members  of  the  Council  even  what 
went  on  at  the  hearings,  because  he  has  only 
Volumes  3,  4  and  5,  and  has  not  got  Volumes  1 
and  2,  I  don't  know  how  the  other  fifteen  members 
of  the  Council  are  supposed  to  know  what  is  going 
on.  I  specifically  asked  in  executive,  Mr.  President, 
as  you  probably  recall,  when  the  meetings  on  the 
budget  were  going  to  be  held,  and  if  every  member 
of  the  Council  was  to  be  notified.-  Then  I  came  out 
and  further  introduced  that  order  on  the  floor  of 
the  Council  so  that  every  member  of  the  Council 
would  at  least  know  what  departments  were  to  be 
heard  on  the  various  dates.  I  don't  say  that  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  the  budget,  Mr.  President,  I 
have  always  voted  for  the  budget.  I  have  always 
voted  for  everything  in  the  budget,  the  entire 
seven  years  I  have  been  here.  I  want  to  vote  for 
it  this  year,  but  I  feel,  Mr.  President,  that  every 
member  of  the  Council  should  know  what  he  is 
voting  on.  There  isn't  a  member  of  the  Council 
in  here  today  who  is  voting  on  the  budget  that 
knows  what  is  in  the  budget  entirely.  Councilor 
Taylor  says  there  never  was,  and  probably  lie  is 
right.  But,  councilor,  they  had  a  pretty  good  idea 
what  was  in  the  budget  when  they  voted  for  it, 
and  you  did,  too.  I,  for  one,  probably  have  voted 
for  it  in  the  past  seven  years  and  haven't  known 
what  was  in  the  entire  budget,  but  at  least  I  had 
a  pretty  good  idea  what  was  in  it.  At  least,  Mr. 
President,  notices  of  the  hearings  were  posted  up 
outside.  We  received  notices  through  the  mail  of 
what  departments  were  going  to  be  heard,  and  if 
we  were  interested  in  those  departments  we  came 
in  and  asked  questions.  This  year  we  didn't  have 
that  opportunity,  Mr.  President.  As  I  said  before, 
I  am  one  member  of  the  Council  that  has  never 
voted  against  any  budget  in  this  city,  and  I  don't 
intend  to  this  year,  but  I  would  like  at  least  a  little 
time  to  study  what  went  on  in  the  budget  hearings. 
I  don't  think  there  is  one  member  of  the  com- 
mittee that  has  looked  over  five  volumes.  I  am 
sure  the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  has  not;  he 
has  only  three  volumes.  That  is  the  way  I  feel. 
I  want  to  go  along  with  the  budget,  but  I  want  a 
little  time  to  study  it. 

Chairman  SCANNELL— The  question  before 
the  Body  is  the  postponement  of  action  for  one 
week  on  the  budget. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  often  won- 
der, in  listening  to  the  eloquent  speeches  made  on 
this  floor  with  reference  to  the  budget,  whether  we 
all  understand  what  our  powers  are  in  so  far  as 
the  budget  is  concerned,  what  they  really  are.  As 
I  understand  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  only  powers  that  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  have  in  so  far  as  the  budget  is  concerned 
are  to  reduce  it.     Oh,  yes,  many  of  us  would  like 
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to  increase  i(  on  many  occasions,  but  we  haven't 

pi  that  power.     I  listened  to  the  eloquent  i eal 

from  the  councilor  from  Ward  13  (Conn    Hannon) 
m  which  Me  so  ably  stated  thai   he  doesn't   know 
whether  or  not  there  are  sufficient  funds  for  equip- 
ment here  or  there,  or  other  funds  for  the  protec- 
tion  of   the   people  — sidewalks,   and   other  things 
—  but  he  knows  as  well  as  I  do  that  we  have  no 
power  at  all  to  make  provision  for  any  such  ap- 
propriations if  they  are  not  included  in  the  budget, 
as  much  as  we  would  like  to  sometimes.      So  thai 
any  delay  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out  whether 
or  not  those  things  are  included  in  the  budget  cer- 
tainly is  not  important  in  so  far  as  I  he  hnd"et  is 
concerned.     If  we  feel,  as  members  of  the  Moston 
City  Council,  that  certain  moneys  have  not  been 
appropriated   for  improvements   of   the   city,   and 
we  feel  they  should  be  included,  we  have  a  perfect 
light  to  introduce  an  order  here  before  this  Body 
for  the  purpose  of  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
send  up  an  appropriation  to  that  effect.      But  that 
doesn't  affect   the  budget  as  it   was  given   to  us. 
Another  member  of  this  Body  said  he  was  extremely 
-in], used  to  find  out  at  the  end  of  the  year,  wheii 
transfers  were  being  made  from  one  department  to 
another,  there  were  $50,000  to  $00,000  overages. 
He  knows  as  well  as  I  do  the  reason  for  those  over- 
ages, having  in  mind  the  Police  Department  and 
'     the  Fire  Department,  such  overages  being  chiefly 
by  reduction   in   personnel  of  the  members  of  the 
Police  and  Fire  Forces  having  joined   the  United 
States    army    forces,    and    consequently    leaving 
money  which   would  have  been  paid  if  they  had 
not  gone  into  service.     So  those  arguments  don't 
impress  me  very  much.     I  am  not  seriously  con- 
cerned whether  this  is  postponed  for  a  week" or  for 
three  weeks.      I  don't  think  it  is  important.      But 
I  think  the  reasons  advanced,  to  my  mind,  are  not 
sufficient  to  ask  for  delay.     Councilor  Kelly  says 
he  has  been  here  eight  years.     I,  too,  have  been 
here    that   length   of   time   with   the   distinguished 
councilor,  and  I  have  not  seen  where  a  knife  could 
be  used  on  the  budget.     I  think  most  of  us  are 
concerned  with  getting  more  money,  as  an  order 
was  put  in  today  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  17 
(Coun.  Keenan)  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  cer- 
tain  playgrounds  of  the  city.     So  you  see,  Mr. 
President,    this   budget,   even    though   it   be   gone 
through,  as  some  of  us  might  think,  rather  hastily 
—  expeditiously,    anyw-ay, —  I    don't    believe    that 
we  should  use  the  time  of  the  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee with  a  lot  of  nonsensical  questions,  imma- 
terial to  the  budget.      I  have  been  in  hearings  and 
perhaps    have    asked    many    myself    pertaining    to 
certain  activities  of  a  department,  which  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  budget.      As  a  result  of  that,  ;i 
lot  of  the  committee's  time  was  wasted,  and  a  lot 
,of  the  time  of  the  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston 
was   wasted,   and    it    certainly  caused   our  stenog- 
rapher   to   do   a   lot   of   extra   writing, —  all   over 
things   that    had    nothing   to  do   with   the   budget, 
and  mostly  these  questions  were  trying  to  increase 
the  budget  instead  of  decreasing  it.     There  is   no 
difference  in  my  mind  this  year  from  other  years. 
Hut  department  heads'   requests  for  money  were 
considerably    more    than    those    allowed    by    the 
Mayor.      There  is  an  increase  in    the  budge!    this 
year  over  last   year,  due  chiefly  to  personnel  and 
wages,   and  also  perhaps  to  the  purchase  of  sup- 
plies which,  because  of  war  conditions,  cost  much 
more    than    they   did    before.     Personally,    if   the 
delay  is  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out  where   we 
can  spend   more  money,   we  don't  need   to  worry 
about  the  budget.      We  can  do  that  any  time.      If 
the  delay  is  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  down   tin; 
budget,  I  think  the  request  for  delay  is  legitimate. 
Where    the   department   heads   have   requested    SO 
much  and  have  been  cut   down  so  much,  my  ex- 
perience is  it  isn't  going  to  help  the  City  of  Boston 
to  request  delay  on  the  budget. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  would  like  to  have  the  record 
clear  in  regard  to  the  answer  that  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  made  to  you. 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  day  that  the  budget  came 
in  here,  which  I  believe  was  two  weeks  ago  today, 
the  Council  were  notified  verbally  when  the  hear- 
ings were  to  commence.  I  will  admit  that.  Hut 
I  don't  forget  last  year,  Mr.  Chairman,  when  I  In- 
same  chairman  who  is  at  present  holding  thai 
honor  on  the  Appropriations  Committee  was  chair- 
man, and  day  after  day  department  heads  came 
into  this  chamber  and  spent  an  hour  or  two  hours 
or  three  hours  waiting  for  the  committee  to  be 
called  to  older.  There  hasn't  been  proper  infor- 
mation given  tn  any  of  tic  members  of  i his  Council 
as  to  just  what  days  the  committee  was  going  to 
.sit  on  the  budget.      But  if  we  take  previous  years 


as  a  criterion,  I  don't  wonder  thai  it  is  impossible 
to  get  a  committee  quorum.  We  might  as  well  .,11 
protect  ourselves  when  an  effort  is  made  to  put 
something  on  the  record  that  might  later  on  injure 
us.  And  I  have  seen  times  hist  year,  when  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  couldn't  spend  over 
15  or  20  minutes  here  at  a  budget  hearing,  vet  the 
budget  had  to  be  acted  upon. 

Chairman  SCANNELL— The  question  before 
the  Body  is  to  postpone  action  on  the  budget  fot 
one  week. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Would  it  be  in  order 
to  have  that  portion  of  the  budget  regarding  the 
Hospital  Department  referred  to  the  Executive 
C  ommittee? 

I  Chairman  SCANNELL— I  believe  that  is  out  of 
order.  The  question  before  the  Body  is  post- 
ponement of  action  on  the  budget  for  one  week. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President.  I  have 
listened  to  the  remarks  of  Councilor  Hannon.  He 
left  very  little  for  the  rest  of  us  to  say.  I,  too. 
am  struck  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
haste  here  and  I  am  asking  myself  why. — why  this 
unusual  haste?  It  certainly  is  unusual,  at  least 
from  my  experience  in  the  City  Council.  This  is 
one  of  the  largest  budgets  in  the  history  of  the  city, 
if  not  the  largest  city  budget,— of  $44,000,000  of 
the  taxpayers'  money,  and  I  think  we  owe  it  to 
them  to  give  it  more  consideration  than  we  have 
given  it  thus  far.  Now,  the  city  charter,  while  it 
doesn't  permit  us  to  up  any  ot  these  items,  does  give 
us  the  time  to  study  these  items  and  to  give  them 
proper  consideration.  Now,  here  we  are  in  regular 
session,  preparing  to  dispose  of  the  budget,  actually 
before  the  last  day  that  the  city  charter  provides 
tor  its  being  submitted  to  the  Council.  And  the 
charter  provides  time  for  our  consideration  until 
the  first  Monday  in  April.  Now  I  am  asking  this 
question:  Why  this  unusual  haste?  Why  this 
unusual  haste  on  this  great  amount  of  money?  I 
think  it  is  inexcusable  to  ask  at  this  time,  and  I 
wish,  Mr.  President,  to  further  amend  the  motion 
of  Councilor  Hannon  to  deliver  further  considera- 
tion by  the  Council  for  one  week,  to  a  period  of  at 
least  a  month.  I  hope  the  amendment  will  carry. 
I  don't  think  there  is  any  reason  in  the  world  why 
we  should  act  at  this  time.  There  is  no  need  of 
funds  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  city,  because 
the  charter  provides  us  with  ways  and  means  to 
provide  funds  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  city's 
business  until  such  time  as  the  Council  itself  acts 
within  the  time  period  allowed  by  the  city  charter. 

Chairman       SCANNELL — Councilor       Feeney 
moves  to  postpone  action  for  four  weeks. 
Coun.  FEENEY — At  least  four  weeks. 
Chairman  SCANNELL — To  postpone  action  on 
the  budget  for  at  least  four  weeks. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  wish  to  commend  the  dis- 
tinguished councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney) 
for  his  motion,  and  I  want  to  be  100  per  cent 
behind  it.  While  it  is  true  that  it  is  necessary  in  a 
committee  hearing  to  have  a  majority  of  those 
present  for  a  quorum,  I  understand  that  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Appropriations  Committee,  as  long 
as  they  start  with  a  quorum,  they  are,  therefore, 
considered  to  have  a  quorum  present  for  every 
other  meeting  in  the  hearing.  The  distinguished 
councilor  from  Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly)  has  spoken 
of  the  Hospital  Department.  I  believe  there  was 
only  one  committee  member  present  at  that 
meeting.  That  occurred  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  I  believe  there  should  be  at  least  I  hue 
or  four  members  of  the  committee  or  of  the  Council 
present  when  these  gentlemen  are  called  up  for 
interrogation.  I  might  say  that  I  was  called 
away  one  afternoon  for  a  hearing  before  the 
Licensing  Board,  and  I  was  informed  that  the 
committee  voted  to  have  the  meeting  at  eleven 
o'clock.  So  I  thought  I  would  surely  make  that, 
and  I  came  in  at  10.30  to  find  the  meeting  virtually 
oyer.  So  I,  myself,  as  a  member  of  the  committee, 
didn't  know  they  were  meeting  at  ten  o'clock. 
Coun.  MUCH  NICK— Mr.  President. 
Chairman  SCANNELL — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise.' 

Coun.  MUCH  NICK— To  correct  the  informa- 
tion being  distributed  at  present.  By  vote  of  the 
committee,  which  Councilor  Bayley  attended, 
it  was  voted  that  all  the  hearings  would  take  place 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  even  it  the  gentleman 
found  it  difficult  to  get  out  of  bed  in  time  to  make  it . 
Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  in  regard  to 
the  motion  that  I  heard  passed  that  the  meeting 
next  morning  would  be  at  ten  o'clock,  I  was  in- 
formed the  day  after  that,  when  I  asked  —  1  was 
informed  by  the  Clerk  of  Committees,  on  whom   1 
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think  I  have  ■  light  to  rely,—  thai  it  would  be  al 
eleven  o'clock.  1  >i»-nt  ;<ll  oi  yesterday  morning, 
afternoon  and  evening  Bometimee  we  work  on 
Sundays  going  over  these  yellow  sheets  and  com- 
paring them  «nli  the  yeai  before,  but  I  haven't 
yel  had  a  chance  to  study  these  blue  books.  And 
I  tlimk  iiv.  In  our  duty  m  the  people  of  Boston, 
should  consider  these  carefully. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK     Will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Conn.  BAYLEY  No  rherefore  I  bppe  that 
Councilor  Feeney'a  amendment  is  adopted. 

Chairman  SCANNELL  -The  question  before 
the  Body  is  the  amendment  to  Councilor  Bannon'a 
motion  by  Councilor  Feeney,  to  postpone  action 
on  the  budget  for  at  least  four  weeks.  All  those  in 
favor?     It  is  not  a  vote. 

Conn.  FEENEY— I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for 
a  roll  call. 

The  roll  was  taken,  and  the  mot  ion  was  lost.

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  question  that 
COmes  before  the  Body  now  is  to  postpone  ail  ion 
for  one  week. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  think  the  adoption  of  the 
budget  requires  twelve  votes.  I  think  there  are 
only  eleven  votes  in  opposition  to  that  motion.  I 
think  in  all  fairness  to  every  member  of  thi-  Body 
this  matter  should  be  postponed.  The  worthy 
councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor),  for  whom 
I  have  the  greatest  respect,  says  that  the  Council 
here  hasn't  sot  the  right  to  increase  the  budget. 
He  is  correct.  We  have  not  cot  that  right,  but  I 
want  to  (all  to  his  attention  the  fact  that  we  are 
depending  upon  him  in  a  large  measure  to  give  us 
that  right.  There  is  now  pending  before  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  a  bill  which  would  give  to  the 
City  Council  the  right  to  increase  the  budget,  and 
if  he  can  help  us  and  expedite  matters  up  there, 
we  might  be  able,  with  proper  delay  here,  to 
increase  it. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Will  the  councilor  yield? 

Coun.  HANNON— I  yield. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  wish  to  state  to  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  13  (Coun.  Hannon),  in  discussion 
of  another  bill.  I  have  already  made  that  statement 
on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  that  the  charter  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  certainly  insufficient  as  far  as  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  concerned,  and 
that  members  of  the  City  Council  should  be  given 
more  power. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President.  I  want  to 
thank  the  gentleman  from  Ward  12  for  that  con- 
structive information,  and  I  certainly  hope  that 
through  his  efforts  the  bill  before  the  Legislature 
will  be  accepted,  so  that  we  might  even  be  able 
to  act  upon  this  budget  in  a  proper  manner,  by 
increasing  it.  He  is  correct.  We  cannot  increase 
it  now,  but  our  job  anyway  is  to  look  into  it  and 
see  what  is  in  there.  And  whether  we  increase  or 
decrease  it,  we  still  should  know  what  it  contains. 
Why.  do  you  know.  Mr.  President,  that  this  year, 
for  the  first  year,  I  believe,  the  expenditures  of 
the  various  departments  for  the  preceding  year 
were  not  included  in  the  papers  which  were  placed 
before  the  members  of  the  committee.  There 
were  the  expenditures  for  1943,  but  no  expendi- 
tures for  1044.  And  another  matter  of  interest  to 
the  members  of  this  Body.  I  myself  requested  that 
the  gentleman  who  is  the  head  of  the  department 
on  Soldiers'  Relief  furnish  the  members  of  the 
Council  with  a  copy  of  those  employees  who  had 
received  changes  in  rating,  or  had  received  changes 
in  salaries.  I  have  not  got  that  yet,  and  yet  I  was 
assured  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  that 
the  matter  would  be  attended  to.  I  am  certain 
that  he  has  forgotten,  and  I  know  that  he  will  want 
this  matter  postponed  so  that  he  won't  fail  me. 
The  only  thing  I  am  interested  in,  as  I  Bay,  is  the 
welfare  of  the  people  of  my  district,  but  I  am  fear- 
ful— and  I  address  these  remarks  to  every  member 
here,  through  you,  Mr.  President. — I  am  fearful 
that  in  the  anxiety  of  some  members  of  this  Body 
to  jump  upon  the  coat  tails  of  the  Mayor,  in  their 
desire  to  show  the  Mayor  how  much  they  love  him 
and  what  good,  subservient  councilors  they  are 
going  to  be,  I  am  very  fearful  that  they  are  for- 
getting their  own  obligations.  They  are  jumping 
headlong  in  with  the  approval  of  some  matter 
about  which  nobody  here  knows  too  much.  Most 
of  those  committee  meetings  were  attended  by 
two  or  three,  at  the  most,  committee  members. 
I  think  the  two -who  were  there  most  often  were 


gentleman  from  Ward  17  (Coun.  Keenan)  and 

the  gentleman  from  Ward  20  (Coun.  Shannon), 
and  also  the  gentleman  from  Ward  .">  (Coun. 
Baylej  Others    were    I  here    off    and    on.    but     I 

was  there  often  enough  to  judge  who  were  the 
Steady  attendants,  and  those  three,  I  think,  know 
more  about  the  budget  hearings  than  anybody 
else.  Vet  only  one  of  them  lias  got  up  here,  and 
he  has  argued  not  for  the  passage  of  the  budget, 
but  for  further  study.  We  should  give  this  further 
study.  It  needs  twelve  rotes.  We  can  lick  it.  or 
we  can  pass  it,  but  we  should,  regardless  of  what 
we  do,  I  think,  proceed  intelligently.  We  should 
study    the    mailer    before    us.    and    we    should    act 

accordingly.  I  vote  thai  the  matter  be  not  acted 
upon  today. 

Coun.  KIN'SELLA  -I  have  felt  edified  at  all  the 
talk  that  went  on  here  about  the  budget  today 
until  reference  was  made  to  the  subservience  of 
-nine  City  Councilors,  and  I  know  in  the  city 
records  I  am.  absolved  from  that  accusation, 
because  in  1942,  my  first  year  in  the  Council,  and 
again  in  1943,  and  again  in  1044,  in  budgetary 
matters  I  was  perfectly  willing  to  abide  by  tin- 
good  judgment  of  the  man  or  men  who  made  up 
the  figures.  I  offered  a  suggestion  that  was  not 
arte. I  up. mi.  and  I  know  will  never  be  acted  upon, 
that  if  department  head-  do  not  know  what  they 
want  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  retain  their 
positions.  I  say  it  again  in  1946.  The  record  will 
bear  me  out  And  in  1042  and  1043  I  was  not 
rvient  to  the  then  Mayor,  nor  was  I  in  1044, 
nor  am  I  in  1045  to  the  new  Mayor.  Whenever  in 
my  judgment,  limited  as  it  may  be,  I  think  that 
Major  Kerrigan  is  wrong.  I  shall  vote  accordingly. 
Mayor  Kerrigan  said  nothing  to  me  whatsoever 
about  the  budget,  nor  has  anybody  else  suggested 
any  action  in  regard  to  the  budget,  To  begin 
with,  it  is  not  his  budget.  But  I  want  to  repeat 
now  a  statement  that  I  made  in  1042  and  1043  and 
1944,  and  made  publicly:  There  are  no  moneys  in 
budgetary  items  that  accrue  to  the  department 
head  personally.  Any  surplus  in  the  department 
at  the  end  of  the  year  is  still  city  money,  and  it 
still  belongs  to  the  people,  and  cannot  be  diverted 
to  private  use.  There  has  been  a  little  talk  here 
today  about  transfers  in  December  of  moneys  that 
were  in  surplus  in  the  various  departments.  Isn't 
it  in  some  respects  a  fortunate  thing  that  at  tin- 
end  of  the  year,  when  transfers  are  most  necessary, 
some  departments  do  have  a  surplus,  and  some 
have  run  short,  because  perhaps  of  the  short  sight- 
edness  of  those  who  made  up  the  budget  eleven  to 
twelve  months  before — isn't  it  fortunate  that  those 
surpluses  can  make  up  the  deficiency?  My 
interest  here  today  is  purely  personal.  I  never 
was  a  man  known  to  be  subservient  to  anyone,  and 
I  have  the  public  records  to  sustain  me.  I  want 
to  say  that  if  the  department  heads,  the  Budget 
Commissioners  and  the  Mayors  who  make  these 
figures  up  don't  know  what  they  are  doing,  they 
should  be  removed.  If  they  do  know  what  they 
are  doing,  we  should  support  them,  even  though 
budget  hearings  are  completed  in  two  weeks  rather 
than  eight,  ten  or  twelve  weeks.  Assuming  that 
adequate  hearings  have  been  held,  what  is  wrong 
with  passing  the  budget  today,  when  we  know  that 
there  are  no  items  we  are  going  to  cut?  Some 
reference  was  made  to  the  hospital  budget,  and  yet 
the  hospital  budget  can  be  in  error  perhaps  more 
than  any  other  department.  No  one  dares  cut  the 
Hospital  Department  budget  or  the  Public  Welfare 
budget,  but  they  are  used  in  here  for  convenient 
reference.  And  for  the  fourth  time  in  five  minutes 
I  say  again  that  in  so  far  as  no  money  can  accrue 
to  the  personal  benefit  of  the  department  head,  so 
long  as  it  remains  public  money  and  goes  back  into 
the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year,  why  not  pass 
it  today  and  let  the  city  resume  its  normal  business? 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  burden  everybody  by  talking  here  all  day,  My 
reason  for  not  passing  it  today  is  because  I  don't 
know  what  it  contains.  And  with  regard  to  the 
reference  I  have  made  to  being  subservient  or 
being  subject  to  anybody  in  power.  I  mean  in  all 
sincerity  that  some  members  here  think  they  might 
be  helping  the  Mayor  out  by  rushing  this  matter 
through.  We  cannot  increase  it,  no,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, but  there  might  be  some  item  in  there  he 
would  want  to  include  in  it.  I  don't  know  that  he 
has  even  had  time  to  study  it.  He  has  been  pretty 
busy  ever  since  he  took  office.  I  don't  even  know 
if  the  courtesy  of  appearing  before  the  Appropri- 
ations Committee  was  extended  to  him.  I  think 
he  is  entitled  to  some  consideration  in  this  matter, 
and  yet  we  are  coming  in  here  and  trying  to  rush  it 
through.     Well,  if  we  intend  to  do  that,  gentlemen 
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then  we  might  just,  as  well  not  have  the  budget 
submitted  to  us.  If  we  are  going  to  take  the 
figures  of  department  heads,  why  don!  we  take 
them  and  dispense  with  all  hearings  and  all  dis- 
cussions? We  pract  i<-a ll>  say,  some  of  the  speakers 
here,  that  we  must,  accept  it  or  else  cut  it.  Oh,  no! 
If  we  reject  it,  the  Mayor  can  send  another  one  in 
here.  There  is  no  harm  in  that.  It  goes  back  to 
him  rejected.  We  get  it  again,  so  we  air  not 
hurting  anybody.  This  is  not  the  last  day  of 
March.  We  might,  be  depriving  city  employees 
of  their  pay,  but  they  are  all  right  at  present,  and 
will  be  until  the  first  Monday  of  April,  until  we 
pass  this.  I  don't,  believe  in  voting  for  a  pig  in  a 
poke,  and  I  think  in  all  honesty  and  fairness  to  the 
Mayor  and  to  the  people  of  my  district,  when  I 
know  what  I  am  voting  for,  I  will  vote  either  for 
or  against  it. 

Chairman  SCANNELL— The  clerk  will  call  the 
roll  on  postponement  for  one  week. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  to  postpone 
action  on  the  budget  for  one  week  was  lost,  yeas  7, 
nays  10:

Coun.  HANNON — Through  you,  sir,  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  City  Clerk 
how  many  votes  are  necessary  to  adopt  this 
budget. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  majority  of  those 
present. 

Coun.  HANNON— What  is  the  authority  for 
that? 

Chairman  SCANNELL— The  General  Laws. 

Coun.  HANNON — May  we  see  it,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent? 

Chairman  SCANNELL— We  haven't  it  here. 

Coun.  HANNON — May  we  adjourn  and  recess 
until  we  see  it?  I  ask  the  courtesy  of  the  Chair  to 
declare  a  recess. 

Chairman  SCANNELL— The  Chair  will  declare 
a  recess  for  five  minutes  if  there  is  no  objection. 

(Recess  for  five  minutes  to  consider  the  General 
Laws.) 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  appear  contentious  here,  but  I  am  going  to  move 
reconsideration  of  the  action  just  taken  by  the 
Body  in  refusing  to  postpone  consideration  of 
this  matter  for  a  week. 

The  question  came  on  reconsideration  of  the 
motion  to  postpone  action  for  a  week,  and  the 
motion  was  carried.  Councilor  M.  H.  Sullivan 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  roll  call. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider was  carried,  yeas  14,  nays  0:

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  rise  to  a  point  of 
information. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— This  is  on  recon- 
sideration? 

Chairman  SCANNELL — On  reconsideration. 
The  motion  to  reconsider  is  passed.  The  question 
now  comes  on  the  postponement  of  the  budget 
for  one  week. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman,  the  purpose 
of  the  postponement  is  because  of  my  impression 
that,  when  the  vote  on  the  budget  as  a  whole  was 
to  be  taken,  in  order  to  pass  this  budget,  a  majority 
of  the  full  membership  of  the  Council  was  neces- 
sary to  pass  it,  which  would  be  twelve  votes.  I 
am  informed,  however,  by  the  City  Clerk,  who 
bases  his  knowledge — and  I  doff  pay  hat  to  him 
on  his  knowledge  pertaining  to  anything  of  this 
nature — on  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws, 
section  9,  and  I  quote.     It  says: 

"The  city  council  of  a  city  may,  bj  a  two  thirds 
vote,  appropriate  money  for  armories  for  the  use 
of  the  state  militia,  for  the  celebration  of  holidays, 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  or  defraying  the 
expenses  of  suitable  quarters  for  posts  of  I  he 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  for  other  like 
public  purposes  to  an  amount,  not  exceeding  in 
any  one  year  one-fiftieth  of  one  per  cent  of  its 
valuation  for  such  year." 

In  other   words.    Mr.    President,   in   order   to   pass 
this  budget  only  a  majority  vote  of  those  present 


and  voting  is  necessary.  However,  included  in 
that  budget  are  certain  items  which  demand  a 
two-thirds  vote,  —  which  demand  fifteen  voles  of 
the  membership.  One  of  those  items  is  Public 
Celebrations.  Now,  if  we  pass  the  budget  here- 
in- a  bare  majority  vote  we  are  going  to  find  our- 
selves in  a  situation  that  we  either  reject  it  and 
fail  to  approve  the  money  appropriated  for  Public 
Celebrations  and  certain  other  items,  or  else  we 
have  got  to  take  some  other  action  some  other 
week  on  those  four  items  which  demand  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  membership  of  the  whole  Council 
So  [  think,  all  things  being  considered,  there  is  no 
harm  at  all  in  delaying  this  matter  for  a  week. 
■  I  think  that  is  a  minimum  of  delay.  I  can  see 
every  bit  of  harm  in  not  doing  it.  So  I  wish 
to  thank  the  members  for  their  courtesy  in  granting 
reconsideration,  and  I  hope  my  motion  will  now  be 
approved  and  that  this  matter  may  go  over  for  one 
week. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  I  haven't 
any  objection  to  this  matter  going  over  for  one 
week,  or  for  any  length  of  time  if  it,  is  agreeable  to 
the  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council.  But 
there  are  two  or  three  misunderstandings  that  it 
seems  to  me  should  be  cleared  up,  anil  cleared  up 
at  once.  In  the  first  instance,  I  am  at  a  loss  to 
understand  why  the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay 
has  been  voting  against  this  and  leading  the  fight 
against,  passage  of  the  budget,  when  he,  as  a  member 
of  the  committee,  joined  all  the  others  in  voting 
approval  of  the  budget  as  submitted  on  last  Friday 
when  we  met.  I  further  would  like  to  clear  up  the 
question  of  the  hearings.  The  hearings,  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  committee,  being  a  vote  of 
four  to  one,  over  the  objection  of  the  councilor  from 
the  Back  Bay  who  stated  at  the  time  it  interfered 
with  his  sleeping  process 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  deny  that  I 
ever  made  any  such  statement.  I  refuse  to  let  the 
councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchnick)  put 
words  in  my  mouth. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  gentleman  from 
Ward  5  denies  the  allegation. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  understand  from  the 
gentleman  seated  at  my  left  that  the  statement 
was  correct.  With  reference  to  some  other  state- 
ments that  have  been  made,  one  concerning  the 
production  of  certain  information  from  depart- 
ment heads  by  one  not  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee,— it  was  clearly  stated  in  committee — but 
I  am  sure  it  so  appears  in  the  stenographic  report — 
that  if  the  information  requested  by  the  councilor 
was  asked  for  in  executive  session  by  any  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  the  informa- 
tion requested  from  that  department  head  would 
be  asked  for  by  the  chairman  and  produced.  No 
such  request  having  been  made  by  any  member  of 
I  In  Committee  on  Appropriations,  the  informa- 
tion from  department,  heads,  other  than  what  was 
furnished,  was  not  asked.  As  to  the  alleged 
rapidity  with  which  the  hearings  took  place,  let  me 
-tile  now  that  the  chairman  of  the  committee  told 
all  members  of  the  committee  and  the  Council 
that  they  could  ask  such  questions  as  they  wished 
without  any  limit,  of  any  member  or  any  depart- 
ment head,  but  that  the  committee  hearings  at 
which  questions  were  to  be  asked  would  not  be  the 
place  for  lengthy  statements  or  lengthy  speeches, 
that  it.  was  not  the  time  and  place  to  tie  up  either 
the  members  of  the  committee  or  the  department, 
heads  with  statements  by  any  who  wished  to  make 
them,  but  that  those  statements  could  be  made  at 
any  time  after  the  hearing  if  thej  wanted  to  make 
them. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  motion  before  the 
Body  is  postponement  on  the  budget. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  wish  to  reply  to  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  14.  Within  ten  minutes  of  the 
lime  (he  hearings  on  the  budget  were  completed, 
an  executive  meeting  was  called  by  the  chairman 
to  vote  on  all  these  matters,  to  get  it  over  with 
quickly.  When  he  called  for  the  roll  call  I  didn't 
Mile,  but  later,  a  I  the  end  of  the  meeting,  inasmuch 
as  the  vote  was  unanimous  by  the  committee  I  said 
I  would  go  along  and  report  it  to  the  floor  hen'. 
Hut  I  had  definitely  reserved  the  right  to  say  what 
I  had  to  on  the  lloor.  subject  to  looking  at  these 
reports.  And  I  looked  at  them  carefully  yester- 
day, all  day  yesterday.  I  think  that  personalities 
should  not  be  injected  into  this  argument.  We  are 
asking  delay  of  one  week  so  that  all  councilors  may 
have  as  full  knowledge  as  possible  on  this  budget

BUDGET    FOR    1945. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN,  No.  2, 
under  unfinished  business,  was  taken  from  the 
calendar,  viz.: 

2.  Annual  appropriation  and  tax  orders  for 
the  year  1945. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  simply  want  to  say,  Mr. 
President,  that  I  reluctantly  vote  against  the 
passage  of  the  budget  today,  realizing,  of  course, 
that  my  vote  will  not  prevent  its  passage,  but  I 
have  not  had  sufficient  time  to  look  over  the 
budget.  I  have  asked  for  copies  of  the  transcript 
of  the  minutes  of  the  budget  hearings.  There  are 
still  seven  weeks  to  go  before  April  1st,  allowing 
this  Council  and  each  member  of  it  who  so  desires 
to  have  ample  time  to  go  over  those  matters, 
provided  we  are  given  a  copy  of  the  transcript. 
I  reluctantly  do  this.  However,  in  the  absence  of 
information,  which  I  would  like  to  have  for  myself 
and  for  the  people  of  my  district  and  for  the 
people  of  the  city  as  a  whole,  I  will  vote  against 
the  passage  of  the  budget  for  the  first  time  in 
eight  years  as  a  member  of  this  Council. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  believe  that  the  distin- 
guished councilor  from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey) 
has  stated  the  views  of  many  of  us  here.  I, 
perhaps,  have  had  a  better  chance  to  examine 
the  budget  than  some  of  the  members  of  the 
Council,  but  I,  too,  have  been  working  on  it  hard 
and  have  not  yet  got  the  information  I  needed. 
I  have  as  yet  been  unable  to  get  the  full  yellow 
sheet  budget  report  that  I  hoped  to  have,  so  that 
I  might  intelligently  pass  on  the  budget.  We 
don't  have  to  pass  this  until  the  first  of  April. 
I  have  been  assured  by  competent  authorities 
that  there  will  be  no  hardship  on  anyone  and 
that  no  money  will  be  held  up  if  we  don't  take 
action  today,  or  if  we  wait  until  March.  There- 
fore, Mr.  President,  to  give  all  the  members  a 
chance  to  pass  this  budget,  which  has  an  increase 
of  $2,400,000  over  last  year,  I  move  that  action 
on  this  budget  be  tabled  for  two  weeks. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
motion,  and  the  motion  was  declared  defeated. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for 
a  roll  call.

Nays — Coun.  Coffey,  Fish,  Hannon,  Hurley, 
Keenan,  Kelly,  Kinsella,  McCormack,  Muehnick, 
Scannell,   Shannon,   M.   H.   Sullivan,   Tavlor — 13. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  as  I  see  it, 
the  councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley;  has 
worked  two  or  three  weeks  on  this  budget  and, 
lo  and  behold,  he  comes  up  with  the  suggestion 
that  the  Reserve  Fund  be  cut  $25,000.  I  might 
ask,  through  the  Chair,  is  that  the  only  recom- 
mendation that  he  has  as  far  as  this  budget  is 
concerned? 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  the  answer  to 
that  is  No.     I  have  ten  recommended  cuts.

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  wonder  if  the  distinguished 
councilor  from  Ward  S  (Coun,  Bayley)  would 
answer  a  question. 

Chairman   DWYER — Does  the  councilor  from 
\\  anl  5  desire  to  answer  a  question? 
Coun.   BAYLEY — Certainly,   I   will  answer.     I 
in    will   be   a    propel    one,   coming 
from  that  source. 

B.  TAYLOR—1  would  like  to  ask  the 
councilor  from  the  Hack  Bay  if  he  now  has  recom- 
mendations for  the  cutting  of  the  budget,  why  he 
voted  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  budget  as  it 
was    in    committee   healing? 

Chairman  DWYER— Does  the  councilor  desire 
■',  answer? 

Coun.    BAYLEY— When    the   vote    was   called 
foi    those    to    lise.    those    in    favor   of   passing    the 
budget,    I    remained    seated,    and    the    blue    book 
will  show  that  I  did.     But,  in  order  that  this  might 
n  the  floor,  I  said  at   that  time  I  would  vote 
favorably    to   bring   it  out  on    the   floor.      On    the 
passing  von-  I  sat  in  my  chair  and  did  not  vote  for 
gainst  it.     I  would  like  to  answei  the  councilor 
from  Ward  6   (Coun.   Scannell).     I  don't    believe 
II  these  should  be  lumped  together,  but  in  the 
interest  of  speed,  to  prevent  any  possible  delay,   I 
will  go  through  them  as  quickley  as  possible,  will 
take  each  as  quickly  as  possible.      I  would  like  to 
remind  the  couni  hat  we  are  here  to  do  a 

job  for  the  people  of  Boston,  and  we  are  not  here 
to  say  that  this  is  not  worth  five  or  ten  minutes' 
debate.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important  func- 
tions that  the  Council  has.  I  wish  we  had  more 
power. 

I  mn.  SCANNELL— Through  the  Chair,  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  gentleman  from  Ward  5  a 
question,  if  he  cares  to  answei . 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be  glad 
to  answer. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  I  asked 
before  if  he  has  recommendations  here  to  cut  this 
budget,  and  he  said  yes,  he  had  several  of  them. 
I  would  like  to  hear  from  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5.  He  voted  to  delay  it.  for  two  weeks,  but 
he  has  recommendations  here  to  cut  the  budget, 
and  I  would  like  to  hear  from  him. 

Chairman  DWYER— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
that  is  not  a  question,  and  the  matter  before  the 
Body  is  on  the  passage  of  the  budget.  The  Chair 
recognizes  Councilor  Bayley   from   Ward   5. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  on  the  budget, 
Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners,  I  move  that 
the  sum  of  $10,000  be  cut  from  the  B-18  item, 
on  "Cleaning."  Last  year  the  appropriation  was 
$5,000,  the  highest  that  it  has  been  in  several  years. 
This  year  the  allowance  is  $16,000.  I  was  unable 
during  the  budget  hearings  to  get  any  reason 
for  that  increase.  So  I  move  that  that  be  cut 
$10,000.  And  I  also  move  that  the  Item  B-28, 
"Expert,"  be  cut  from  $0,500  to  $4,500,  which  is 
$500  more  than  the  appropriation  for  last  year. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  raise  a 
point  of  order,  Mr.  Chairman,  against  the  recom- 
mended cuts. 

Chairman  Dwver — State  your  point  of  order. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  in  the 
initial  remarks  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  5  today- 
he  said  that  he  himself  had  not  had  sufficient  time 
to  peruse  the  budget  and,  further,  that  he  was  not 
satisfied  with  it;  and  he  asked  that  it  be  tabled  for 
two  or  three  weeks.  In  view  of  his  admission  that 
he  has  not  had  sufficient  time  to  study  the  budget, 
I  contend  he  is  out  of  order  in  offering  these 
recommended  cuts,  on  his  admission  that  he  has 
not  been  able  to  study  the  budget. 

Chairman  DWYER— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
the  councilor  is  in  order,  and  the  Chair  will  make 
a  brief  statement  to  the  Council.  As  all  the 
members  of  the  Council  know,  the  Chair  is  not  the 
President,  and  the  Chair  does  not  propose  to  be 
kept  up  here  with  any  tomfoolery  or  any  foolish 
business  today.  Now,  if  a  member  is  out  of 
order,  the  Chair  is  going  to  rule  him  out  of  order 
from  now  on,  and  the  Chair  is  going  to  be  extremely 
serious  as  long  as  he  is  in  this  chair.  The  Chair 
rules  that  Councilor  Bayley  is  in  order.  Councilor 
Bayley  moves  that  the  budget  of  the  Board  of 
Real  Estate  Commissioners.  Item  B-18,  be  reduced 
$10,000,  and  that  Item  B-28  be  reduced  $2,000. 
All  those  in  favor? 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  some  member  of  the  committee  to  explain 
what  these  items  are, — why  they  have  been 
increased  from  last  year.     I  think  we  are  entitled 
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to  know  the  whys  and  wherefores.  The  gentle- 
man from  the  Back  Bay  (Coun.  Baylcv)  ought  to 
tell  us  why  he  believes  they  should  be  cut,  and  I 
think  that  somebody  on  the  committee  should 
tell  us  why  the  committee  has  recommended  the 
amount  that  is  contained  in  the  budget 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  President,  I  may  say 
that  at  that  heating,  which  took  place  early  in 
the  morning,  I  believe  that  only  one  committee 
member  was  present,  and  that  was  Councilor 
Hurley,  according  to  the  notes  that  I  have  in 
front  of  me. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  understood  that  the  gentle- 
man from  the  Back  Bay  asked  questions  as  to 
why  the  increase,  and  he  never  received  any 
answer.  I  would  like  to  know  if  lie  was  present 
at  the  time. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— I  didn't  know  that  I  said 
that  I  asked  the  questions.  I  later  asked  the 
questions  of  the  man  who  was  present  when  I 
arrived  a  few  minutes  later.  If  I  said  that  I  asked 
the  questions,  I  was  in  error! 

Chairman  DWYER — The  question  now  is  on 
the  proposed  reductions  recommended  by  Councilor 
Bayley.      All  those  in  favor?      It  is  not  a  vote. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  appropriation  for  Department  57,  headed 
"Conventions  and  Distinguished  Guests,"  be  cut 
in  the  sum  of  $10,000.  The  appropriation  allowed 
this  year  by  the  Mayor  is  $2.5,000,  but  in  that 
there  was  an  item  for  anticipated  conventions 
coming  to  Boston,  and  those  already  booked. 
We  are  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
decreed  that  conventions — at  least  at  the  present 
time  and  presumably  for  the  balance  of  the  year 
— are  not  in  order.  Therefore,  conventions 
planned  here  for  the  City  of  Boston  are  not  to 
take  place.  There  was  a  provision  made  here  for 
$15,000  for  anticipated  conventions  coming  to 
Boston.  I  would  recommend  that  that  be  cut 
down  to  $5,000.  I  move,  therefore,  that  the 
budget  of  Department  57,  Conventions  and  Dis- 
tinguished Guests,  be  cut  $10,000, — from  $25,000 
to  $15,000. 

Coun.  HURLEY — In  answer  to  the  distin- 
guished councilor  from  the  Back  Bay,  Mr.  Bayley, 
in  cutting  this  appropriation,  only  God  knows 
when  this  war  will  end,  and  if  it  should  end  within 
a  couple  of  months  probably  there  will  be  plenty 
of  celebrations  and  banquets  for  the  rest  of  the 
year.  There  should  be  an  appropriation  to  carry- 
on.  I,  for  one,  would  like  to  have  available  money 
if  this  war  should  end  this  year,  as  we  should  be 
welcoming  home  the  men  who  have  been  fighting 
for  us. 

Chairman  DWYER — Councilor  Bayley  moves 
that  the  appropriation  for  Department  57,  Con- 
ventions and  Distinguished  Guests,  be  cut  $10,000. 
All  those  in  favor?     It  is  not  a  vote. 

The  question  comes  on  the  passage  of  the 
budget,  and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Playing  no  favorites  with  any 
departments,  I  move  that  the  A — 2  item  in  the 
Police  Department  budget  be  cut  in  the  sum 
of  $20,000.  I  might  say  that  it  is  under  "Tem- 
porary Employees," — that  is,  for  cleaning,  for 
outside  people  that  come  in  and  clean  the  station 
houses  and  other  places,  as  was  told  to  us  during 
the  committee  hearings,  at  which  time  I  was 
present.  The  appropriation  in  1944  was  $35,000, 
which  was  higher  than  the  appropriation  and 
expenditure  in  1943  on  this  one  phase.  The 
appropriation  this  year  is  $70,000,  and  I  don't 
think  it  will  hamper  the  department  at  all  if  that 
is  cut  down  to  $50,000.  I  would  be  against 
cutting  the  budget  as  far  as  the  policemen  are 
concerned,  who  are  doing  a  fine  job,  but  these  are 
not  the  actual  Police  Force.  They  are  people 
who  are  coming  in  and  cleaning,  and  I  move  that 
that  be  cut. 

Coun.  KEENAN — I  would  like  to  ask  the 
distinguished  councilor  from  Ward  5  a  question, 
through  the  Chair. 

Chairman  DWYER — Do  you  desire  to  answer, 
councilor? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— I  might  as  well. 
Coun.    KEENAN— I    would    like    to    ask    the 
distinguished    councilor    from    Ward    5    if    he    is 
opposed   to   those   people   having   an   opportunity 
to  receive  a  weekly  salary,  and  if  he  would  like  to 
cut  their  pav  in  regard  to  the  budget? 
Coun.   BAYLEY— I  don't  know  - 
Coun.     TAYLOR— I     don't     think     that     the 
gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay  is  really  serious  in 
cutting  that  particular  item. 

Chairman  DWYER — Do  you  desire  to  ask  a 
question? 


Coun.  TAYLOR — No,  I  am  speaking  on  the 
motion.  I  don't  think  the  gentleman  from  the 
Back  Bay  is  serious  in  cutting  that  item.  I  don't 
think  lie  has  given  it  sufficient  deliberation; 
otherwise,  he  would  not  make  that  suggestion  to 
rut  this  budget.  The  A-2  item,  as  I  understand 
is  In.  temporary  employees.  We  all  know  thru  i 
an   extreme   shortage   in     personnel   of    tin-    Police 

Department.     We    all    know    that   the    Citg    of 

Boston  is  nut  receiving  sufficient  police  protection 
at  the  present  time;  and  we  all  know  there  are  not 
sufficient  men  in  the  City  of  Boston  at.  the  present 
time  to  handle  all  the  police  business  of  the  city. 
We  certainly  are  protecting  the  veterans.  We 
don't  want  to  put  them  on  permanently  today, 
not  perhaps  what  would  be  the  equivalent  of  undei 
ordinary  times.  We  must  preserve  those  jobs  for 
the  returning  veterans  when  they  come  home, 
but  at  the  same  time  we  must  protect  the  citizens 
of  Boston  by  placing,  temporarily  at  least,  men 
in  those  positions  to  afford  protection  that  the 
citizens  are  entitled  to.  I  don't  think  that,  cut  is 
warranted,  and  I  ask  that  the  recommendation  be 
defeated. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  would  like  to  read  into 
the  record  the  answer  of  Mr.  Gill  with  reference 
to  the  A-2  item  on  the  question  of  Council  Bayley: 
"Coun.  BAYLEY— Why  is  that  increase? 
"Mr.  GILL — They  have  to  keep  the  buildings 
in  proper  conditon.  The  commissioner  had  to 
increase  the  number  of  laborers,  janitors  and 
cleaners,  and  it  certainly  needs  it.  The  building 
is  in  better  condition  than  it  ever  was,  for  clean- 
liness."    And  it  goes  on. 

Chairman  DWYER — The  question  is  on  the 
motion  of  Councilor  Bayley  to  cut  the  A-2  item 
in  the  Police  Department  budget  in  the  sum  of 
$20,000.  All  those  in  favor?  It  is  not  a  vote. 
Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  I  shall  try  one 
more  department,  and  after  that,  if  I  fail  in  that, 
I  shall  simply  list  the  ones  thereafter,  and  con- 
sider that  they  have  been  defeated.  Under  Public 
Works  —  and  I  wish,  this  being  my  last,  try  in  my 
fight  for  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  that  the  coun- 
cilors pay  great  attention  to  the  recommendations 
I  have  to  make  in  behalf  of  the  taxpayers.  In  the 
Public  Works  Department,  I  move  that  the  ap- 
propriation for  Department.  61,  Ferry  Improve- 
ments, be  cut  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.  The  allow- 
ance by  the  Mayor  is  $35,000.  The  appropriation 
in  1944  was  $20,000.  The  expenditures  in  1943 
were  $22,824.58.  If  this  is  cut  $10,000,  we  will 
still  have  left,  an  allowance  of  $25,000,  which  is 
$5,000  more  than  the  appropriation  in  1944.  I 
also  move  that  the  A-l  item  of  the  Sanitary  De- 
partment be  cut  in  the  sum  of  $75,000.  The 
budget,  in  the  Sanitary  Department  this  year  is 
up  $200,000.  The  main  reason  for  that  increase, 
as  explained  to  us  by  the  commissioner,  is  that 
laborers  were  given  50  cents  a  day  increase.  The 
number  that  received  that  were  about  750  em- 
ployees, and,  if  my  mathematics  are  correct,  if 
750  received  50  cents  additional  wage,  it  would 
run  to  $112,000.  The  balance  is  mainly  for  new 
employees  that  they  haven't  got  at  this  time,  but 
hope  to  get.  I  am  doubtful  if  they  will  get  those 
employees,  and  if  they  do  the  department  could 
come  in  and  ask  for  a  supplementary  budget. 
The  commissioner  said  they  had  not  got  them  yet, 
and  they  don't  know  whether  they  can  get  them 
or  not.  The  $75,000  cut  I  am  recommending  is 
not  against  the  wage  increase  which  has  been 
given,  and  which  in  these  days  of  high  cost  of 
living  is  necessary,  but  it  is  against  an  appropria- 
tion that  probably  will  not  be  used.     I  further 

move 

Chairman  DWiTER — Councilor,  the  Chair  will 
rule  that  if  the  councilor  is  going  to  submit  several 
items  to  be  cut,  at  least  he  should  send  them  up  in 
writing  to  the  Chair.  The  Chair  will  rule  that  he 
either  take  them  one  by  one,  or  make  a  division. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — One  by  one,  I  move  that  the 
appropriation  for  Ferrv  Improvements  be  cut 
$10,000,  from  the  $35,000  allowed  by  the  Mayor, 
to  $25,000.  I  move  that  that  be  cut  that  amount. 
Coun.  FEENEY — Will  the  gentleman  once  more 
give  us  the  figures  on  the  cut  on  last  year,  so  I  can 
list  it  here  in  this  notation  I  have  before  me? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— The  expenditure  in  1943  was 
$22,824.58.  The  1944  appropriation  was  $20,000. 
The  amount  allowed  by  the  Mayor  is  $35,000.  I 
desire  to  have  that  cut  to  $25,000,  which  is  $5. 000 
more  than  the  appropriation  last  year,  and  a  couple 
of  thousand  more  than  the  expenditure  in  1943. 
I  don't  have  the  figures  of  the  1944  expenditure 
before  me,  as  that  is  blank.

Chairman  DWY'ER — The  question  comes  on  the 
motion  of  Councilor  Bayley  to  reduce  the  Ferry 
Improvements,  Item  til  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  ¥10,000.  All  those  in  favor?  It  is 
not  a  vote. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  again  move  that  the  item 
in  A-l,  under  Public  Works,  Sanitary  Division, 
be  cut  in  the  sum  of  $75,000,  on  the  basis  that  that 
is  for  new  employees, — and  I  am  now  looking  at  it 
so  that  I  can  vouch  for  the  record,  and  there  will 
be  no  doubt  as  to  my  statement  on  this.  I  believe 
the  commissioner  said  this  was  for  new  employees. 
I  move  that  S75.O00  be  stricken  from  the  A-l  item 
of  the  Public  Works  Department,  Sanitary 
Division. 

Chairman  DWYER — Councilor  Bayley  moves 
that  175,000  be  stricken  from  the  A-l  item  of  the 
Public  Works  Department,  Sanitary  Division. 
All  those  in  favor?     It  is  not  a  vote. 

Coun.  BAY'LEY' — In  the  Collecting  Department, 
on  the  white  sheet  that  was  given  to  the  com- 
mittee, there  were  40  employees  listed  this  year. 
Last  year  the  white  sheet  showed  64  employees 
listed  and  yet,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  amount  allowed 
in  the  A-l  item  is  practically  the  same  as  it  was 
last  year.  The  amount  allowed  in  this  item  last 
vear  was  $79,797.05.  This  vear  there  is  allowed 
by  the  Mayor  $78,298.41,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
there  were  14  less  employees  this  year  than  last 
year.  I  spent  quite  a  little  time  trying  to  find 
out  how  this  happened,  and  I  had  not  completed 
my  investigation  by  the  time  this  meeting  was 
held,  as  I  intended  to  see  the  collector  on  this 
matter.  When  he  was  before  us,  I  hand't  had 
time  to  compare  last  year's  figures  with  this  year's 
and  I  had  to  go  home  and  find  out  how  many 
employees  were  employed  last  year.  I  haven't 
had  a  satisfactory  explanation  on  this,  and  I  move 
that  $5,000  be  cut  from  the  budget  of  the  Collecting 
Department,  Water  Division, — that  is,  Division 
207. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  wonder  if  the 
councilor   from  Ward  5  would    answer  a  question. 

Chairman  DWYER — Does  the  councilor  desire 
to     answer? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Yes. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— In  the  A-l  item, 
how  much  was  expended? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— In  1944? 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Yes. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  haven't  got  the  figures  in 
front  of  me.     It  is  blank. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — I  think  his  reason- 
ing is  also  blank.  We  have  no  knowledge  of  the 
amount  expended.  I  think  his  line  of  arguing 
and  premises  are  absolutely  wrong,  and  his 
hypothesis  is  more  than  vague  and  possibly 
inaccurate. 

Chairman  DY'WER — Councilor  Bayley  moves 
that  Item  A-l  in  the  budget  of  the  Collecting 
Department  be  cut  $5,000.

Coun.  BAYLEY' — One  more.  Well.  I  guess

Chairman  DWYER — Councilor  Bayley  asks 
unanimous   consent    tO   make  a  statement. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— In  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, iiiulii  Sewers,  I  was  going  to  move  to  cut 
iln      ('    1     item,     inasmuch    as    the.  commissioner 

admitted  he  might  not  be  able  to  gel  materials 
this  year.  I  was  g"mg  to  move  to  cut  the  Central' 
Office,  A-l  item,  $3,000,  which  had  been  raised 
that  amount  to  take  cue  of  a  new  employee 
whose  function  was  not  made  ileal  to  the  members 
of  the  committee.  Under  Public  Institutions,  I 
was  going  to  move  to  cut  the  appropriation  for 
General  Construction  and  Repair  of  Buildings, 
which  now  stands  under  the  B-39  item,  $30,000, 
plus  $75,000  under  a  special  department  improve- 
ment, for  a  total  of  $105,000,  which  is  considerably 
over  approximately  $50,000  spent  last  year.  I 
was  going  to  move  to  cut,  under  Item  C-4, — 
to  stiike  out  that  item  from  the  budget,  under 
"Motor  Vehicles,"  which  is  considerably  more 
than  last  year.  And  I  was  going  to  move  to  cut 
the  item  of  Civilian  Defense,  of  which  there  was 
1 10,000  over  last  year,  and  still,  with  the  appropria- 
tion this  year,  it  would  give  more  than  was  spent 
last  year.  The  Hospital  Department's  budget,  on 
items  having  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  wages  or 
the  welfare  of  the  patients,  but  such  things  as 
automobiles  and  other  things  that  might  not  be 
gotten, — I  would  move  that  those  be  cut.  I  am 
sorry  I  have  not  time  to  go  into  those  things 
thoroughly  and  consult  with  them  again  so  that 
my  information  would  be  complete,  inasmuch  as 
there  is  a  challenge  today.  But  this  has  gone 
through  so  fast  I  have  not  been  able  to  make  a 
thorough  examination,  although  I  have  spent  the 
whole  of  several  days  on  these  items.

RETIREMENT    ALLOWANCE    FOR    MEM- 
BERS  OF   POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  FEENEY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
■favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  entitled  "An 
Act  relative  to  Retirement  Allowances  for  Members 
of  the  Police  Department  retired  for  ordinary- 
disability  or  accident  disability  under  the  Boston 
Retirement  Act,  so  called,"  provided  that  such 
legislation  includes  a  referendum  to  the  Mayor 
and   City  Council. 

Coun.  FEENEY — This  is  a  resolve  to  permit 
the  introduction  from  the  Committee  on  Rules  of 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  of  an  act  relative 
to  the  retirement  of  members  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department.  At  the  present  time  many  patrolmen 
who  contributed  towards  their  pensions  for  twenty 
years  now  find,  upon  retirement,  they  will  receive 
a  little  more  than  $8  or  $10  a  week  as  a  pension, 
— less  money,  in  many  instances,  than  that  paid 
to  old  age  recipients.  In  these  times,  sir,  the 
passage  of  such  an  amendment  to  the  retirement 
act  would  give  men  an  incentive  to  join  the  Police 
Department  of  the  city,  in  that  there  would  be 
better  security  provided  for  them  at  the  time  of 
their  retirement.  The  Police  Department,  sir, 
at  the  present  time  is  undermanned;  and,  in  my 
opinion,  one  of  the  main  reasons  is  the  fact  that 
the  retirement  set-up  as  it  now  stands  is  no  real 
incentive  for  them  to  join,  and  the  salary  is  not, 
in  my  opinion,  sufficient  for  the  risks  that  the  men 
take.  This  would  provide  increases  for  men  from 
the  present  figures:  For  ordinary  disability,  one 
half  of  the  police  officers'  salary  at  the  time  of 
retirement,  after  serving  twenty  years;  and  two- 
thirds  after  serving  twenty-five  years,  and  three-

quarters  after  solving  thirty  years.  And  one 
further  amendment  tins  bill  w.:uld  provide  is  that 
dealing;  with  accidental  disability  J  lie  pciisi 
officer  would  retire  at  three-quarters  pay  of  the 
salary  he  received  at  the  time  of  his  retirement, 
rather  than  the  salary  he  received  at  the  time  of 
his  injuries,  as  the  law  now  provides.  If  enacted, 
this  legislation  will,  in  my  opinion,  provide  jobs 
for  returning  veterans.  So,  therefore,  I  move 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  this  resolve. 
The  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


SHORTAGE    OF    CIGARETTES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  communicate  with  the  Office  of  Price  Adminis- 
tration in  Washington  or  any  other  Federal 
agency  that  might  be  concerned  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  cause  of  the  present  shortage  of 
cigarettes  and  to  urge  that  immediate  steps  be 
taken  by  said  agency  or  agencies  to  relieve  this 
shortage. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


AMENDMENT  OF  BOSTON   RETIREMENT 
ACT. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  relative 
to  an  amendment  of  the  Boston  Retirement  Act  to 
provide  for  a  retirement  allowance  of  three-quarters 
pay  for  county  employees;  provided  that  such 
legislation  includes  a  referendum  to  the  Mayor 
and   City  Council. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  this  order  is 
similar  to  that  introduced  by  Councilor  Feeney, 
only  it  refers  to  the  court  clerks  and  court  officers 
in  the  county  buildings.  The  reason  why  this  is 
introduced,  Mr.  President,  is  that  under  the  law, 
in  order  for  the  Legislature  to  act  upon  this  bill 
this  year,  it  is  necessary  that  it  be  passed  by  the 
City  Council.  Now,  before  the  Committee  on 
Pensions  at  the  State  House,  there  are  hundreds  of 
bills  concerning  pensions  for  employees  of  all 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the  entire  Common- 
wealth, and  I  know  that  there  is  a  recess  com- 
mission that  is  also  filing  a  report  on  these  pensions. 
So,  in  order  that  everybody  may  be  included,  so 
that  the  Pension  Committee  might  act  justifiably 
and  equitably  on  all  branches  of  the  government 
throughout  the  entire  Commonwealth,  I  am 
requesting  the  passage  of  this  order  so  that  it  can 
come  before  the  Legislature  this  year.  Otherwise, 
it  will  have  to  come  before  the  Legislature  next 
year.  I  am  sure  the  Committee  on  Pensions  in  the 
Legislature  will  take  them  all  together  and  try  to 
work  out  some  equitable  system  for  retirement  and 
pensions  given  to  all  municipal  employees  through- 
out the  state. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  believe  it  is  not  our  function 
here  in  the  City  Council  to  tell  the  Legislature 
what  to  do  on  resolutions  coming  in  here.  I 
believe  this  matter  should  properly  be  referred  to 
the  Legislative  Committee. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  don't  think  that  the 
councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  really  understands 
the  legislative  procedure  pertaining  to  these 
matters.  When  this  bill  is  filed  in  the  Legislature 
it  automatically  has  to  go  over  until  the  next  year, 
unless  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
favorably  passes  it;  otherwise,  it  won't  even  come 
before  the  Legislature.  This  is  only  to  give  the 
Legislature  an  opportunity  to  act  upon  this  bill, 
councilor. 

The  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule.

I  attach  herewith  an  order  for  the  appropriation 
of  thirty  thousand  dollars  from  Sales  of  City

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — The  problem  of  refuse  dis- 
posal in  this  city,  which  we  discussed  in  our 
recent  conference,  is  becoming  more  acute,  largely 
because  of  the  dump  situation.  Years  ago  there 
was  plenty  of  land  available  for  use  as  dumps, 
but  as  time  went  on  and  many  of  these  areas  were 
built  upon  or  were  used  for  other  purposes,  dump- 
ing locations  became  scarce.  Today,  good  dumps 
are  at  a  premium. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  incineration  is  the 
cleanest  and  most  sanitary  way  to  dispose  of 
refuse.  I  feel  that  a  start  should  be  made  at  this 
time  to  conduct  such  preliminary  studies  as  are 
necessary  and  to  prepare  the  drawings  and  plans 
which  will  be  required  so  that  the  city  may  be 
prepared  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  at 
least  one  incinerator  following  the  termination 
of  the  war  when  construction  materials,  now  so 
necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  are 
again  available  for  other  purposes. 

The  fact  that  land  is  available  for  the  erection 
of  such  a  plant  will  make  the  cost  considerably 
less  than  it  would  be  if,  in  addition  to  the  expense 
involved  for  the  actual  construction,  the  city  had 
to  procure  land  for  a  site.  I  estimate  that  it  will 
cost  about  $30,000  to  make  the  preliminary  studies 
and  to  prepare  the  completed  drawings  and  plans 
which  will  be  required,  and  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  an  appropriation  of  the  above-mentioned 
amount  be  made  for  the  purposes  indicated. 

It  is  requested  that  this  appropriation  be 
provided  as  soon  as  possible.

ORDINANCE  RE  REMOVAL  AND  STORAGE 
OF    VEHICLES    INTERFERING     WITH 
REMOVAL  OF   SNOW.

Gentlemen, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Boston 
Traffic  Commission  held  on  January  25,  1945,  it 
was  voted  to  request  the  City  Council  to  take 
action,  under  the  authority  of  chapter  346  of  the 
Acts  of  1041,  which  will  result  in  the  removal  of 
vehicles  from  highways  and  streets  when  such 
vehicles  interfere  with  the  removal  of  ice  and 
snow.  A  copy  of  the  o  ommunication  of  the 
Traffic  Commission  and  vote  of  that  Body  is 
herewith  attached. 

In  conformity  with  the  request  of  the  Traffic 
Commission,  I  am  forwarding  herewith  a  proposed 
ordinance  concerning  the  removal  and  storage 
of  vehicles  interfering  with  the  removal  of  snow. 
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I  am  informed  that  various  cities  in  the  Com- 
monwealth have  taken  advantage  of  this  legislative 
act  and  have  adopted  ordinances  of  this  character . 
It  is  apparent  that  the  prompt  and  efficient. 
removal  of  snow  from  streets  in  the  city  is  a 
practical  impossibility  unless  authority  of  this 
character  is  vested  in  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works. 

After  every  snowstorm  the  city  officials  re- 
sponsible for  keeping  our  highways  open  face 
serious  handicaps  because  of  the  large  number  of 
vehicles  parked  or  abandoned  on  the  streets. 
Conditions  following  the  recent  storm  give  added 
impetus  to  the  demand  for  action,  and  I  therefore 
submit  the  accompanying  ordinance  for  your 
consideration.

Dear  Sir, —  At  a  meeting  of  this  commission  held 
on  January  25,  1945,  the  matter  of  the  serious  inter- 
ference with  the  proper  removal  of  snow  and  ice 
occasioned  by  the  presence  of  parked  vehicles  in 
public  streets  during  heavy  snow  storms  was 
discussed. 

It  was  voted  to  ask  you  to  request  the  City 
Council  to  take  action,  under  the  authority  of 
chapter  346,  of  the  legislative  acts  of  1941,  to 
establish  an  ordinance  vesting  the  Commissioner 
of  Public.  Works  with  the  power  to  remove  such 
vehicles  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
act.     The  act  referred  to  reads  as  follows: 

"An  Act  Authorizing  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  to  Remove  Vehicles  from  State  High- 
ways when  Said  Vehicles  Interfere  with  the  Re- 
moval of  Snow  and  Ice,  and  Empowering  Cities 
and  Towns  to  Provide  by  Ordinance  or  By-Law 
foi  the  Removal  of  Vehicles  from  Ways  therein 
in  Such  Cases. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-one  of  chapter  forty 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercen- 
tenary Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  at 
the  end  the  following  new  clause: 

(16)  For  authorizing  the  superintendent  of 
streets  or  other  officer  having  charge  of  ways, 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  or  plowing  snow, 
or  removing  ice,  from  any  way,  to  remove,  or 
cause  to  be  removed,  to  some  convenient  place, 
including  in  such  term  a  public  garage,  any 
vehicle  interfering  with  such  work,  and  for  im- 
posing liability  for  the  cost  of  such  removal,  and 
of  the  storage  charges,  if  any,  resulting  there- 
from, upon  the  owner  of  such  vehicle."

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Removal  and  Storage 
of  Vehicles  Interfering  with  the  Removal  of 
Snow. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  df  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section   1.     The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  or  plowing  snow,  or 
removing  ice,  from  any  street  under  his  jurisdiction 
or  the  Park  Commission  for  streets  or  roads  under 
its  jurisdiction,   may  remove,   or   cause   to  be    re- 
moved,   to    some    convenient    place,    including    in 
such   term  a  public  garage  and   out-door  parking 
area,  any  vehicle  interfering  with  such  work. 

Section  2.  If  the  commissioner,  acting  under 
the  provisions  of  section  one,  orders  the  removal  of 
any  vehicle  by  a  person  or  agency  other  than  the 
city,  a  written  order  for  such  removal  shall  be 
given  by  the  commissioner  or  his  authorized 
representative  at  the  time-  of  removal,  provided, 
however,  that  in  an  emergency  such  older  may  be 
given  orally.  Any  such  written  order  shall  state 
that  it  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
a  copy  of  which  shall  appear  thereon.  Any  such 
oral  order  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  statement 
that  it  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
and  shall  be  confirmed  in  writing  within  twenty- 
four  hours. 

Section  3.  The  commissioner  shall  keep  a 
record  of  vehicles  removed  under  the  provisions 
of  section  one.  Not  later  than  ten  hours  after  any 
such  removal  the  commissioner  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  Police  Commissioner,  and  not  latei 
than  the  second  business  day  following  any  such 
removal  the  commissioner  shall  publish  notice 
thereof  at  least  once  in  a  newspaper  published  and 


having  a  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  record  kept  and  the  notices  given  and  pub- 
lished by  the  commissioner  shall  include:  (a)  the 
registration  number  anil  general  description  of  the 
vehicle  removed,  (6)  the  time  of  removal,  and  (c) 
the  place  from  which  and  to  which  the  vehicle  was 
removed. 

Sect  ion  4.  The  cost  of  the  removal  of  any 
vehicle  under  the  provisions  of  section  one  and  the 
storage  charges,  if  any,  resulting  therefrom  shall 
be  paid  by  the  owner  of  such  vehicle. 

Section  5.  The  amount  to  be  paid  by  such 
owner  for  all  costs  of  removal,  exclusive  of  storage 
charges,  shall  not.  exceed  five  dollars.  The  amount 
to  be  paid  by  such  owner  for  storage  charges  shall 
not  exceed  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  each  twenty- 
four-hour  period.  Subject  to  the  foregoing  lim- 
itations, the  commissioner  shall  determine  the  cost 
of  removal  and  storage  of  vehicles  removed  or 
stored  by  the  city.

SALE    OF    DISCONTINUED     PORTION    OF 
NORTHAMPTON   STREET.

Gentlemen, — On  September  24,  1937,  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners  voted  to  discontinue  a 
portion  of  Northampton  street,  bordering  on  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
and  comprising  3,652  square  feet  of  land. 

The  owners  of  the  property  on  both  sides  of  this 
discontinued  portion  of  Northampton  street  are 
Manning,  Maxwell  and  Moore,  Inc.  This  concern, 
through  its  attorneys,  has  submitted  an  offer  to 
purchase  this  piece  of  discontinued  land.  Their 
communication  is  attached. 

Manning,  Maxwell  and  Moore,  Inc.,  are  now 
engaged  in  war  work  and  find  it  necessary  to 
enlarge  their  facilities  for  production  in  order  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment. If  the  land  in  question  is  deeded  to  this 
concern,  I  understand  that  prompt  construction 
will  begin  on  a  building  to  be  valued  at  approxi- 
mately $250,000. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  small  piece  of  land 
is  of  no  value  to  the  city  for  any  public  purpose, 
and  of  little,  if  any,  value  to  anyone  except  the 
Manning,  Maxwell  and  Moore  concern,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  its  sale  to  this  company  will 
enure  to  the  benefit  of  our  city  and  our  citizens, 
I  favor  the  sale  of  this  land  to  the  Manning, 
Maxwell  and  Moore  Company.  I  have  been 
advised  by  the  appraiser  delegated  by  me  that  a 
fair  price  for  this  property,  in  view  of  all  the 
circumstances,  would  be  $1,278.20.  or  thirty-five 
cents  per  square  foot.  The  appraisal  is  herewith 
attached. 

The  sale  of  this  property  to  the  above-named 
concern  will  be  beneficial  to  all  parties  concerned.

INCINERATION    OF    REFUSF. 

The  following  was  received: 

( !ity  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  February  8,  1945. 
Hon.  John  E.  Kerrigan, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Honorable  Sir, — The  Finance  Commission  lias 
tried  repeatedly,  since  1941,  to  impress  upon 
municipal  administrators  the  necessity  for  chang- 
ing the  city's  present  method  of  handling  refuse 
collections.  The  S2, 000, 000  per  year  spent  on 
this  service  is  paid  to  a  small  number  of  con- 
tractors, one  in  each  district  into  which  the  city- 
is  divided,  without  a  shred  of  competition.  The 
price  is  excessive  for  the  service  rendered,  and 
the  method  of  disposal  is  cumbersome  and  ineffi- 
cient. Because  of  the  growing  scarcity  of  dump- 
ing sites,  and  the  increasing  opposition  in  suburban 
communities  to  the  dumping  of  Boston  refuse  in 
their  localities,  the  time  is  approaching  when 
Boston  must,  of  necessity,  find  a  new  method. 

Suitable  dumping  places  are  now  as  scarce  as 
are  the  contractors  who  collect;  and  each  one  of 
the  available  dumping  places  is  already  controlled 
by  the  collecting  contractor  who  now  makes  use 
of  it. 

In  every  contract  let  for  collection  or  disposal 
of  refuse,  the  city  now  must  either  take  the  price 
for  which  the  contractor  offers  to  do  the  work, 
or  the  city  must  return  to  the  superlatively  costly 
method  of  collecting  refuse  by  city  labor.  The 
cost  by  city  labor  collection  is  not  the  only 
objection  to  that  method.  The  householders 
have  had  ample  evidence  through  the  years  that 
collection  by  city  labor  often,  particularly  follow- 
ing snow  storms,  means  no  collection  at  all. 

The  gradual  elimination  from  this  field  of 
service  of  all  except  the  few  who  receive  the  con- 
tracts year  after  year  has  placed  the  control  in 
the  situation  entirely  in  the  contractors.  If  a 
householder  or  a  whole  neighborhood  does  not 
like  the  service  given,  little  can  be  done  about  it. 
Sometimes  if  an  individual  complains  loud  enough, 
city  trucks  will  be  dispatched  as  emergency  to 
take  care  of  the  immediate  situation;  but,  if  a 
whole  neighborhood  complains,  city  officials  can 
do  little  more  than  coax  the  contractor  to  do  the 
work  he  is  paid  for.  Withholding  of  payment  for 
work  hired  but  not  performed  just  never  happens. 
City  administrators  live  in  constant  fear  that  a 
contractor  will  be  offended  to  the  point  of  giving 
up  the  job. 

Contractors  in  the  collection  districts  bid  a 
monthly  price  for  a  year's  contract.  Naturally, 
collections  in  January,  February  and  December 
will  be  more  costly  than  in  the  months  of  more 
balmy  weather,  if  the  work  is  done  as  the  contract 
calls  for.  Before  the  war,  the  contractor  in 
bidding  would  figure  the  job  on  a  year's  basis. 
He  would  divide  a  total  price  for  the  year,  which 
would  net  him  a  profit,  into  twelfths  and  offer  one 
twelfth  as  the  bid  price  per  month.  Usually  the 
contractor  lost  money  in  the  months  of  heaviest 
winter  weather,  but  made  it  up,  and  a  profit 
besides,  in  the  balmy  weather. 

The  war  has  changed  all  that.  Due  to  a  com- 
bination of  O.  P.  A.  regulations,  W.  L.  B.  require- 
ments, and  contractors'  demands  (they  having 
obtained  monopoly  conditions),  the  contractor 
now  must  receive  a  price  for  January,  February 
and  December  which  gives  him  profit  in  those 
months.  Naturally,  the  same  monthly  rate  for 
the  balmy  months  gives  him  greater  profit  in 
these  other  months.  The  contractor  no  longer 
takes  any  chances. 

Bids  are  usually  invited  by  public  advertisement 
in  late  November  or  early  December,  but  nobody 
responds  to  the  invitation.  The  contractors  who 
enjoy  the  monopoly  offer  no  bids  usually  because 
they  prefer  the  negotiation  method,  which  the 
city  is  bound  to  come  to  in  the  closing  days  of 
the  year  if  service  is  to  be  provided  on  and  after 
January  1.  In  the  negotiation  method,  the  con- 
tractor holds  the  trump  card.  He  usually  says, 
"I  will  do  it  for  so  much  a  month  or  you  can 
get  somebody  else."  There  is  nobody  else  to  get. 
The  "or  else"  price  is  no  gamble  for  the  contractor. 

The  situation  is  even  worse  in  regard  to  col- 
lections in  the  center  of  the  city.     There  are  no 
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dumps  there.  All  refuse  must  be  transported 
away  from  the  section.  The  only  dumping  place 
left  for  these  downtown  collections  is  on  land  on 
Spectacle  Island  owned  by  the  disposal  contractor. 
Tin-  refuse  is  deposited  in  his  scows  at  Fort  Hill 
Wharf  on  Atlantic  avenue,  and  he  totes  it  to  his 
dump.  There  is  no  other  way  at  present  to  dis- 
pose of  it.  The  city  owns  tiie  wharf  and  must 
keep  it  in  good  shape,  but  the  disposal  contractor 
owns  the  scows  and  the  dump. 

Before  the  war  the  city,  customarily,  advertised 
publicly  for  bids  for  a  disposal  contract  to  run 
ten  years  at  a  time,  but  even  then  there  were  never 
more  than  two  bidders.  Now  one  contractor  has 
the  field  to  himself.  His  price  formerly  was 
figured  to  earn  a  fair  profit  in  ten  years.  Now 
the  contract  is  for  one  year  at  a  time,  and  the 
city  must  pay  the  contractor's  price,  whatever  he 
asks.  Naturally,  by  this  method  there  is  no  lean 
year  in  ten  to  be  made  up  by  good  years. 

It  is  fair  to  state  that  the  current  price  exacted 
by  this  contractor  does  not  seem  to  be  unreason- 
able, but,  if  he  should  ask  for  an  unreasonable 
price,  the  city  could  only  pay  it,  or  let  the  refuse 
accumulate  where  it  is  made. 

From  the  above,  it  is  easy  to  see  there  is  good 
reason  why  the  Finance  Commission  wants  to 
break  the  monopoly  of  the  present  contractors; 
but  there  is  another  reason.  There  is  a  more 
scientific,  a  more  efficient,  a  more  economical 
method  than  using  a  wharf  on  the  city's  main 
waterfront  as  a  way  station  for  a  dump.  That 
other  method  is  to  dispose  of  the  city  collections 
by  incineration  on  a  more  accessible  and  less 
valuable  site. 

Incineration  was  first  recommended  by  the 
Finance  Commission  in  1941.  Later,  incineration 
was  recommended  by  an  engineering  firm  hired 
by  the  city  which  is  recognized  as  expert  in  that 
field.  City  officials  in  charge  of  these  matters 
accepted  the  recommendations  as  sound,  but, 
though  promises  were  made  to  start  the  new 
method,  nothing  has  actually  been  accomplished. 

In  the  budget  for  1945,  provision  has  been  made 
for  a  new  bridge  from  East  Boston  to  Chelsea, 
for  new  buildings,  such  as  fire  stations  and 
recreation  centers,  and  for  a  viaduct  and  bridge 
from  Squantum  to  Long  Island;  but  there  is 
nothing  in  the  budget  to  take  care  of  this  most 
serious  and  important  change  in   the  disposal  of 


refuse.  The  immediate  need  of  the  majority  of 
tin-  other  planned  expansions  of  service  is 
insignificant  in  comparison.  _ 

Detailed  plans  of  an  incinerator  should  be  in 
hand  for  the  first  moment  construction  can  be 
started.  For  a  building  on  land  owned  by  the 
.  1 1  \  on  Albany  street,  such  as  recommended  by 
the  Finance  Commission  in  its  1941  Report  on 
the  situation,  detailed  plans  would  cost  $30,000  to 
$40,000.  Plans  should  be  ready  against  the  time 
when  the  construction  of  an  incinerator  is  possible. 
The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that  you 
take  steps  to  provide  for  such  an  appropriation  as 
soon  as  possible.

Coun,  CHASE,  fur  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  tin-  following:

that  same  ought  not  to  pass,  without  prejudice 

Conn.  CHASE  Mi.  President,  the  Committee 
on  Finance  did  not  hold  any  meetings  on  this 
matter  until  after  the  budget  was  approved.  It 
was  futile  for  the  committee  to  come  to  ati\  definite 
decision.  These  loan  orders  were  submitted  to 
the  Council  on  January  2,  1945.  Under  the  city 
charter,  loan  orders  must  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Council  within  sixty  days.

REPLACEMENT  OF  GLASS   GLOBES  ON 
STREET   GAS    LIGHTS.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  direct  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  to  investigate  the  conditions  relative  to 
replacement  of  glass  globes  on  street  gas  lights. 

HANNON — Mr.  President,  many  of  the 
outlying  sections  of  the  city  depend  for  the  il- 
lumination of  their  streets  and  highways  upon  gas 
light,  and  the  other  evening  I  was  quite  amazed 
when  I  had  a  lady  call  me  up  and  tell  me  that  two 
gas  lights  on  her  street  were  out.  I  called  up  the 
Welsbach  Company  and  asked  them  if  they  would 
send  out  their  man  to  put  these  lights  in  working 
condition,  and  the  lady  on  the  other  end  of  the 
phone  asked  me  what  the  trouble  was,  and  I  said 
I  didn't  know,  merely  that  the  gas  lamps  were  not 
working.  And  she  said,  "Is  the  globe  broken  on 
the  light?"  and  I  said,  "I  don't  know,  but  what 
has  that  got  to  do  with  it?"  "Well,"  she  said, 
"if  the  globe  is  broken  the  lamp  may  have  to  stay 
out,  because  these  globes  are  no  longer  obtainable." 
That  means,  Mr.  President,  if  these  globes  are  not 
obtainable  and  if  these  lights  are  going  to  be  out 
permanently,  many  side  streets  and  many  smaller 
streets  of  the  city  are  going  to  be  without  any 
illumination  of  any  kind.  This  matter,  I  think,  is 
very  important,  and  something  that  should  be 
called  immediately  to  the  attention  of  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  so  that  arrangements  might  be  made 
somehow  to  obtain  these  globes,  or  at  least  provide 
some  form  of  temporary  illumination  for  these 
streets.  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  this  order  will 
pass  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

However,  all  my  remarks  are  written  in  our  records, 
and  therefore  I  wish  that  the  trustees  of  the  library 
would  take  some  time  out  to  go  through  them  and 
read  some  of  my  remarks.  I  think  it  is  about  time 
that  the  Tyler  street  branch  should  be  reopened, 
having  in  mind,  Mr.  President,  that  you  and  I  can 
realize  the  great  benefit  that  it  was  to  us,  and  I 
ktiow  it  will  be  a  great  benefit  to  our  children,  to 
have  the  branch  libraries  in  our  own  districts. 
And,  just  imagine,  Mr.  President,  when  these 
young  men  and  women  who  are  fighting  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  today  come  back!  I  wonder 
how  many  of  them  are  going  to  take  up  where  they 
left  off.  Yes,  there  maj  l"-:i  few,  even  with  all  the 
GI  rights  and  all  that.  But  I  think  most  of  them 
are  going  to  appreciate  access  to  our  own  libraries. 
And  therefore,  I  hope.  Mi.  President,  that  this 
order  will  not  go  to  the  waste  basket,  and  (hat  his 


Honor  the  Mayor  will  take  proper  action  immedi- 
ately. I  hope  that  they  will  see  that  this  public 
library  will  be  reopened  at  once. 


FAIR   EMPLOYMENT   PRACTICE   ACT. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  and  M.  H.  SULLIVAN 
offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  enactment  of  House  Bill  609  now  pending  in 
the  Massachusetts  State  Legislature  and  known  as 
the  Fair  Employment  Practice  Act,  which  act 
provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  commission 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  Industries,  the  said  commission  to  be  empow- 
ered to  investigate  cases  of  alleged  discrimination 
in  employment  because  of  race,  creed,  color, 
national  origin  or  descent  and  which  further 
provides  for  fines  up  to  one  thousand  dollars  or  one 
year  in  jail  for  violation  of  the  act  with  legal 
review  of  the  commission's  decisions  through  the 
courts. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  this  pend- 
ing legislation  is  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
Legislature  to  supplement  the  National  Federal 
Employment  Practice  Act.  .Unfortunately,  it  has 
been  found  by  a  special  recess  commission  that  such 
legislation  is  necessary.  I  could  cite  hundreds  of 
examples  to  prove  the  point,  but  I  think  it  will 
suffice  to  quote  an  editorial  in  the  Post  of  February 
8  last.  It  is  headed  "Discrimination,"  and  goes 
on  as  follows: 

"The  findings  of  a  special  recess  commission 
with  regard  to  job  discrimination  against  persons 
because  of  their  race,  color  or  religion  are  a  sad 
commentary  upon  us.  All  the  members  with  one 
exception  found  that  legislation  is  needed  to  combat 
this  discrimination  and  they  have  recommended 
that  the  Civil  Service  laws  be  amended  so  that  no 
one  qualified  will  fail  of  appointment  to  a  State 
job,  because  of  his  race,  creed  or  color.  Two  of 
the  members  would  go  farther  and  prevent  any 
employer,  public  or  private,  who  employs  more 
than  six  persons  from  discriminating  against  a  job 
applicant  on  these  grounds.  Whatever  action  is 
taken  on  this  matter,  it  should  be  recognized  as  an 
issue  of  the  deepest  concern  to  the  entire  common- 
wealth and  should  be  faced  with  frankness  and 
with  courage." 

That  closes  the  editorial.  It  seems  to  me  that 
this  is  legislation  that  is  vital  to  each  of  us  as  public 
officials  in  this  city,  and  I  move  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  think  we  should  be  careful 
here  in  the  Council  before  we  start  taking  positions 
on  many  bills  that  come  up  before  the  Legislature. 
Members  of  the  Legislature  are  elected  to  pass  on 
■  these  bills,  and  it  is  not  our  duty  to  go  on  record 
time  and  again  on  various  bills  which  we  have  not 
hail  time  to  study  and  which  it  is  not  our  function 
to  deal  with.  Our  main  job  in  the  City  Council 
is  to  take  care  of  municipal  affairs,  and  not  to  try 
to  put  on  record  what  the  Legislature  should  do. 
And  it  may  well  be  that  we  sometimes  may  go  on 
record  on  bills  of  which  we  know  very  little.  I 
think  the  best  procedure  is  to  give  this  to  a  com- 
mittee  and  have  them  give  a  full  study  and  report 
back  to  us.  Therefore,  I  move  it  be  sent  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  repeatedly 
in  the  past  we  have  threshed  out  the  matter  of  our 
rights  as  City  Councilors  to  influence  or  persuade 
legislation  of  a  state  or  national  character.  And 
I  have  always  taken  the  stand  that  with  relation 
to  the  holders  of  state  or  national  officers  we  remain 
private  citizens  and,  as  a  right,  we  have  a  right  to 
advance  our  ideas  to  those  people.  Our  position 
here  as  City  Councilors  does  not  militate  against  a 
suggestion  either  from  us  individually  or  from  us  as 
a  group.  That,  is  my  opinion  on  Councilor  Bay- 
lex  s  objection  as  to  the  resolution  of  Councilor 
Muchnick  which  inspired  Councilor  Bayley's 
si  a  lenient.  I  would  like  to  ask  Councilor  Muchnick 
through  the  Chair,  Mr.  President,  how  any  employ- 
er is  going  to  be  charged  with  discrimination  if  he 
says  that  he  has  no  position  for  an  applicant,  but 
secretly  holds  against  the  applicant,  his  race, 
religion,  color  or  creed.  How  are  they  going  to 
determine  that  he  is  guilty  of  violation?  His 
answer  would  be  that  he  has  no  position,  but  he 
does  not  say  that  because  of  race,  creed,  color  or 
religion  he  is  not  going  to  hire  the  applicant.  I 
would  like  to  know  how  the  law  intends  to  get 
around  such  an  indefinite  situation  as  that. 
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CITY     COUNCIL. 


Chairman   DWYKR--  Does  the  councilor  desire 

.n  MUCHNICK— To  the  best  of  my 
ability,  yes.  I  know,  and  everybody  knows,  as 
•  -lhi  has  just  pointed  out,  that 
there  are  difficulties  of  enforcement  in  this  pro- 
are  difficulties  of  en- 
forcement in  any  legislation.  It  may  be  extremely 
difficult  on  occasion  to  prove  a  case,  and  tl 
one  reason,  in  many  instances,  why  defendants 
in  criminal  cases,  who  are  guilty,  go  free.  But 
that  would  be  the  joh  of  the  commission,  when 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  to  take  action  upon 
complaints  of  individuals,-  to  investigate  and,  if, 
upon  investigation,  the  facts  seem  to  warrant  a 
prosecution,  then  a  prosecution  would  follow, — the 
Bame  BOrt  of  procedure  that  now  prevails  in  a 
general  measure  in  all  criminal  complaints. 

Coun.  KIXSELLA — That  seems  to  me  to  be  a 
rather  shaky  procedure  to  follow,  because  I  can 
visualize  a  situation  where  a  disgruntled  applicant 
might  readilj  say  that  because  he  had  a  fraternal 
order  emblem  on  him,  the  man  turned  him  down. 
because  he  questioned  him  on  his  race,  religion  or 
creed.  How  often  do  you  apply  for  a  job  and 
find  one  of  the  questions  you  must  answer  is: 
What  is  your  religion?"  How  often  is  another 
question  asked;  What  is  your  racial  origin? 
Where  were  your  parents  born?"  Who  is  to  say 
that  those  things  don't  militate  against  you  when 
a  choice  is  made?  I  am  all  for  any  legislation 
that  will  put  everybody  on  an  even  level,  but  how- 
are  you  going  to  accomplish  it  by  writing  in  a  law 
on  such  a  thin;.',  as  the  disgruntled  opinion  of 
somebody,  is  more  than  I  can  understand.  Now, 
I  don't  know  on  what  legal  grounds  you  can 
proceed  against  any  man  who  turns  you  down  and 
finds  himself  then  the  defendant  in  an  action, 
because  the  disgruntled  applicant  has  said,  "I  was 
a  Catholic,  and  he  refused  to  hire  me."  "I  was 
a  Xegro,  and  he  didn't  hire  me."  "I  was  a  Jew, 
and  he  didn't  hire  me."  "It  was  because  I  was 
a  Catholic,  a  Xegro,  a  Jew."  I  am  in  favor  of 
legislation  that  will  drive  out  bigotry  and  intoler- 
ance, but  I  cannot  understand  how  you  can  write 
that  into  a  law  and  expect  to  enforce  it.  There  is 
nothing  tangible  on  which  you  can  go,  nothing 
concrete  which  you  can  prove;  and  you  are  putting 
yourself  into  the  position  of  a  mind  reader  who 
says,  "  I  was  turned  down  because  I  was  a  Jew ,  a 
Catholic  or  a  Xegro."  And  the  courts  will  be 
crowded  every  day  of  the  year  with  thousands  of 
cases  of  people  whose  delicate  and  tender  feelings 
were  disturbed  because  they  were  not  employed 
on  the  job  that  they  sought.  I  think  there  is  a 
lot  of  danger  in  this,  only  because  of  its  intangi- 
bility. If  I  am  wrong.  Councilor  Muchnick 
undoubtedly  has  the  ability  to  point  out  my  error 
to  me. 

Chairman  DWYER — The  question  comes  on 
the  motion. 

Coun.  MUCHXICK— Specifically.  the  act 
provides  as  follows  on  that  particular  issue: 
"The  Commission  shall  be  empowered,  among 
other  things,  to  receive,  investigate  and  pass  upon 
complaints  alleging  discrimination  in  employment 
because  of  race,  creed,  color,  national  origin  or 
descent,  to  hold  hearings,  subpoena  witnesses, 
compel  their  attendance,  administer  oaths,  exam- 
ine any  person  under  oath;  and  in  connection 
therewith  to  require  production  of  any  books  or 
paper  relating  to  any  matter  under  investigation, 
or  any  question  before  the  commission."  In 
addition  to  that,  in  a  general  way,  the  commission 
has  the  function  and  the  power  to  perform  educa- 
tional work  along  these  lines  in  an  attempt  to 
eliminate  discrimination. 

Coun.  CHASE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14  (Coun. 
Muchnick)  if  this  proposition  is  not  somewhat 
similar  to  the  matter  now  before  the  Xew  York 
Legislature,  submitted  by  Governor  Dewey's 
commission? 

Chariman  DWYER — Do  you  desire  to  answer? 
Coun.  MUCHXICK — I  understand  it  is  almost 
an  exact  copy.     I  don 't  know  where  the  differences 
are,  but  they  are  minor,  as  I  understand. 

Coun.     KINSELLA— May     I     ask     Councilor 
Muchnick,  through  you,  Mr.  President,  a  question? 
Chairman  DWYER — Does  the  gentleman  desire 
to  answer? 

Coun.  MUCHXICK— If  I  can. 
Coun.  KIXSELLA— Through  you,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  would  ask  Councilor  Muchnick  if  he  knows 
of  any  condition  that  exists  today  that  is  not 
somebody  else's  opinion?  Do  you  know  of 
your  own  knowledge,  councilor,  that  the  condition 
this  bill  would  cure  does  exist? 


Coun  MUCHNICK  -I  can  answer  that  only 
in  a  general  way,  because  almost  all  of  my  informa- 
tion is  not  based  on  personal  knowledge.  I 
understand  that  to  be  a  condition.  And  if  I  may 
now  answer  a  previous  question  about  the  diffi- 
culties of  enforcement,  the  National  Government 
Fair  Employment  Practice  Act  has  been  in  effect 
for  over  a  year,  as  I  remember  it,  and  in  industry 
o.i,  which  the  national  government  has  jurisdic- 
tion it  has  worked  very  well. 

Coun  HANNON— Mr.  President,  as  you  know 
I  am  a  firm  believer  in  referring  all  of  these  matters 
to  committees.  I  don't  like  the  idea  of  coming  in 
here  on  a  Monday  afternoon  and  having  matters 
presented  to  us  about  which  each  and  every  one 
of  us  cannot  be  equally  well  informed.  They  go 
up  to  the  State  House  and  it  appears  up  there  that 
each  one  of  the  twenty-two  of  us  has  given  his 
consent  or  approval  to  the  subject  matter  of  that 
bill.  Now,  listening  to  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
14  (Coun.  Muchnick),  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that 
the  matter  has  merit,  but  I  likewise  feel  that 
every  member  of  this  Body  should  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  take  a  matter  like  this  and  study 
it  and  consider  it  and  ponder  it  before  he  gives  his 
approval.  Our  rules,  under  Rule  17,  specifically 
state  that  "Every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution 
shall,  unless  rejected,  have  two  several  readings, 
both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the  same  session, 
unless  objection  is  made."  Now,  objection  has 
been  made  to  this  matter  taking  two  readings  here, 
so  I  don't  see  as  there  is  anything  else  to  do  but 
let  it  lay  over  for  a  week,  send  it  to  some  com- 
mittee, and  give  to  every  man  in  here  the  right  to 
look  this  matter  over  and  determine  after  study 
whether  or  not  he  wishes  to  put  his  approval  on  it. 

Chairman  DWYER— The  Chair  will  make  a 
statement.  The  Chair  will  agree  writh  the  dis- 
tinguished councilor  from  Ward  13  (Coun.  Hannon) 
that  the  Chair  is  in  error  in  not  referring  a  great 
many  matters  and  petitions  to  committees  that 
have  come  before  the  Chair,  and  the  Chair  will  try, 
to  the  best  of  his  ability,  as  long  as  he  presides,  in 
the  future,  to  refer  all  matters  to  their  proper 
committees.  And  at  this  time  the  Chair  will 
correct  his  negligence  and  refer  this  matter  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  would  like  to  ask 
the  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchnick) 
one  question. 

Chairman  DWYER — Does  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14  desire  to  answer  the  question? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  will  be  able  to  teU 
better,  Mr.  President,  when  I  hear  it. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Of  course,  any 
councilor  has  a  right  to  put  his  name  on  any  order 
or  resolution,  tut  they  must  have  a  reason  for  it. 
Now,  in  this  particular  case  the  name  of  Councilor 
M.  H.  Sullivan,  from  Brighton,  is  attached  to  this 
resolution.  As  far  as  I  can  see,  he,  being  a  member 
of  the  Legislature,  is  in  no  way  affected  by  this 
resolution  as  sponsored  here  today.  Now,  if  the 
councilor  from  Ward  14  can  tell  me  how  and  why 
his  name  happened  to  be  attached  to  this  resolu- 
tion, I  would  be  glad  to  know. 

Chairman  DWYER — Does  the  councilor  desire 
to  answer  the  question? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Not  that  one.  That 
seems  to  violate  a  confidence. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAX— That  is  all  I  wanted 
to  know. 


CONTINUED    OPERATION    OF 

BETHLEHEM-HINGHAM 

SHIPBUILDING  PLANT. 

Coun.  FISH,  KEENAN  and  FEENEY  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Bethlehem-Hingham  Shipbuilding 
Plant,  located  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  is  to  be  closed 
by  order  of  the  United  States  Government; 

Whereas,  This  plant  was  constructed  at  a  cost 
of  $27,000,000  from  government  funds;  employs 
15,000  workers,  5,000  of  whom  are  residents  of 
Boston; 

Whereas,  2,100  veterans  of  WTorld  War  I  are 
employed  at  this  plant,  and  450  veterans  of  World 
War  II; 

Whereas,  The  continued  operation  of  this  plant 
now,  and  in  the  postwar  era,  will  provide  employ- 
ment for  the  highly  skilled  mechanics  of  this  area; 
employment  for  returning  servicemen;  and  facilities 
for  the  building  of  cargo  ships  for  postwar  trade; 

Wrhereas,  It  is  essential  for  the  commercial 
development  of  this  section  of  New  England  that 
plants  of  this  nature  be  kept  in  operation,  and  that 
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its  full  complement  of  workers  be  retained  to 
achieve  this  result;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  in  meeting  assembled,  hereby  accords 
its  whole-hearted  support  of  the  full  maintenance 
and  operation  of  the  Bethlehem-Hingham  Ship 
Yard,  and  that  each  member  of  the  Congress  be 
memorialized  and  requested  to  take  all  steps 
necessary  to  insure  the  full  maintenance  of  this 
yard,  and  oppose  any  plan  for  its  full  or  partial 
closing. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  KEENAN— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  DWYER — It  has  been  referred.  You 
may  make  a  short  statement;  there  is  no  debate. 

Coun.  KEENAN — I  would  like  the  permission 
of  the  Council  to  put  the  statement  of  Councilors 
Fish,  Feeney  and  myself  on  this  matter  into  the 
record. 

Chairman  DWYER — If  there  is  no  objection, 
they  may  be  incorporated  into  the  record. 

The  statement  of  Coun.  Fish,  Keenan  and 
Feeney  is  as  follows: 

According  to  a  recent  statement  made  public 
by  Mr.  Eugene  Grace,  President  of  the  Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding  Corporation,  the  plant  constructed  in 
Hingham  and  operated  by  the  Bethlehem  Ship- 
building Corporation  is  scheduled  to  close  about 
August  of  this  year,  due  to  the  lack  of  Government 
orders  for  further  work. 

In  this  resolve  I  am  asking  that  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  because 
of  the  adverse  effect  the  closing  of  this  yard 
would  have  on  our  city,  do  all  it  can  to  prevent 
its  closing.  In  asking  you  to  do  this  both  for 
labor  and  for  the  assurance  of  a  goodly  volume 
of  business,  let  me  acquaint  you  with  a  few  of 
the  many  statistics  and  reasons  why  this  gigantic 
plant  should  not  be  abandoned  and  scrapped. 
The  Hingham  Yard  is  a  Navy  Yard  owned  and 
built  by  the  United  States  Government  at  a  cost 
of  $27,000,000.  It  belongs  to  the  people,  to  you 
and  to  me,  and  is  given  over  to  the  Bethlehem 
Steel  Corporation  for  $1  per  year.  Now,  let 
me  quote  briefly  the  record  of  this  plant.  Ground 
was  broken  during  the  month  of  February,  1942, 
for  the  building  of  LCI's  and  destroyer  escorts. 
In  August  of  the  following  year,  1943,  they  were 
granted  the  E  Award  for  excellency  in  production. 
Two  months  later,  October,  1943,  a  destroyer 
escort  was  delivered  to  the  Navy  24j  days  after 
laying  the  keel,  which  record  still  remains  to  be 
equalled  or  broken.  In  March  of  1944  the  Navy 
and  Army  E  Award  was  again  given  for  efficiency 
in  production.  Two  months  later,  May,  1944, 
another  record  (not  as  yet  approached  by  any 
other  yard  in  the  country),  brought  further  awards 
and  honors  to  this  yard — this  time  for  speed  and 
proficiency  in  the  output  of  LST's,  fourteen  (14) 
of  them  in  the  month  of  May.  Up  to  January, 
1945,  less  than  three  years'  time  from  the  date  the 
first  steam  shovel  removed  its  first  yard  of  dirt 
from  this  location,  two  hundred  (200)  ships  have 
been  launched  at  this  yard.  This  is  a  truly 
remarkable  accomplishment. 

What  about  the  quality  of  these  boats?  I  can 
best  answer  this  by  quoting  Admiral  Brand,  of 
the  Navy  Bureau  of  Ships.  Says  Admiral  Brand, 
"The  cost,  quality  and  quantity  of  Hingham  ships 
has  been  better  than  any  shipyard  in  the  United 
States."  May  I  here  add  the  unit  cost  of  pro- 
duction cannot  be  compared  to  that  of  any  other 
yard  in  the  country,  and  I  am  also  reliably  informed 
that  the  production  itself  exceeds  that  of  all 
others. 

Let  us  look  for  a  moment  at  the  personnel  of 
this  yard.  I  mean  the  workmen  themselves,  the 
men  responsible  for  the  records  previously  men- 
tioned, and  who  were  the  means  of  Admiral 
Brand's  remarks  previously  mentioned.  Presently 
employed  in  this  yard  are  15,000  employees. 
This  means  a  pay  roll  approaching  $1,000,000 
per  week.  Nearly  5,000  or  one  third  of  these 
employees,  who  receive  approximately  $300,000 
weekly,  reside  in  Boston.  I  need  not  tell  you 
that  this  $300,000,  besides  maintaining  the  families 
of  these  men,  is  a  tremendous  help  to  our  Boston 
merchants  both  small  and  large — also  to  home 
owners,  all  of  which  benefits  our  city. 

A  significant  fact  of  those  presently  employed  is 
that  among  them  are  some  2,100  veterans  of  World 
War  I  and  at  least  450  veterans  of  the  present 
World  War  II.  I  think  it  can  rightfully  and 
proudly  be  said  of  the  employees  of  Hingham  that 
at  no  time  during  the  period  of  its  existence  (3 
years)  has  there  occurred  even  the  slightest  labor 


trouble.  I  have  briefly  summarized  the  record 
and  personnel  of  this  plant  for  one  reason;  namely, 
to  show  that  it  is  capable  of  accomplishing  much 
in  the  way  of  production.  Built  at  a  cost  of 
$27,000.(100,  an  investment  of  such  magnitude, 
owned  in  its  entirety  by  the  Government,  by  you 
and  by  me,  I  feel  that  every  possible  means  should 
be  utilized  and  expended  before  any  consideration 
be  given  to  abandonment  or  scrapping.  With  such 
a  record  as  has  been  pointed  out,  it  should  be  the 
last  government-owned  plant  rather  than  one  of 
the  first  to  be  laid  to  waste. 

There  still  remains  a  great  volume  of  repair  work 
on  ships  to  be  done  and  this  yard,  with  its  rail  and 
water  facilities,  its  plant  equipment  and  manage- 
ment, and  its  skilled  labor,  has  already  proven 
beyond  doubt  that  it  can  and  should  be  given  its 
proportionate  share  of  this  work.  It  is  generally 
known  to  be  true  that  the  yards  in  the  West  are 
not  sufficiently  equipped  to  handle  the  volume  of 
work  which  they  have,  nor  have  they  the  man- 
power at  their  command.  From  whatever  angle  you 
view  it,  this  plant  deserves  any  action  we  can  take 
to  keep  it  going,  to  keep  labor  employed  and  hold 
business  within  our  New  England  area.  We  are 
not  alone  in  this  effort.  The  Quincy  City  Council 
and  Mayor  are  taking  similar  action.  I  under- 
stand they  have  already  appropriated  money  to 
send  representatives  to  Washington  to  prevent 
this  catastrophe.  Brockton  has  also  taken  similar 
action,  as  has  every  town  in  the  entire  vicinity. 


LOCKER    ROOM,  BOSTON   COMMON. 

Coun.  BAY  LEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
immediate  arrangements  for  the  installation  of  a 
locker  room  with  shower  baths  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  ball  field  on  the  Boston  Common. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  President,  while  the 
Common  is  in  my  district,  it  is  used  by  boys  and 
by  men  from  nearly  every  section  of  the  city.  Not 
only  that,  but  it  is  used  by  a  great  many  members 
of  the  armed  forces  of  this  country, — notably  the 
Coast  Guard,  the  Marines,  and  the  Navy,  which 
used  it  extensively  last  year.  There  is  a  wide 
variety  of  sports  there,  and  I  have  been  approached 
not  only  by  some  of  the  boys,  but  also  representa- 
tives of  the  services,  asking  if  there  cannot  be 
provided  in  the  ball  field  in  the  Common,  where 
they  exercise,  locker  rooms  with  shower  baths,  so 
that  they  can  receive  the  benefit  of  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
ride. 


WITHHOLDING  OF  PAYMENTS  TO 
COLEMAN    BROTHERS. 

Coun.  FEENEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  instruct  the 
City  Treasurer  to  withhold  payments  to  Coleman 
Brothers,  contracting  firm,  for  failure  to  fulfill  their 
ash,  refuse  and  garbage  contract  in  the  Mattapan 
district  of  Ward  18,  until  deductions  can  be  de- 
termined upon  investigation  by  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  for  failure  to  make  certain  regular 
weekly  pickups. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  offering 
this  order  today  in  protest  against  the  terrible 
conditions  in  the  Mattapan  district  in  regard  to 
ash  and  garbage  collections.  Now,  Coleman 
Brothers  has  that  contract,  and  it  seems  to  me 
that  they  are  pretty  arrogant,  the  way  they  ignore 
the  protests  of  the  people  of  that  community.  You 
can  imagine  how  intolerable  the  conditions  are  in 
some  parts  of  Mattapan  when  I  tell  you,  sir,  that 
collections  have  not  been  made  in  some  parts  for 
over  three  weeks,  and  people  are  throwing  their 
garbage  in  their  back  yards.  Ash  and  garbage 
receptacles  have  long  been  filled  to  overflowing, 
and  I  think  it  is  criminal  for  the  City  of  Boston  to 
pay  a  contractor  money  for  failing  to  fulfill  the 
contracts  that  he  has  made  with  the  city.  Too 
long  have  Coleman  Brothers  done  a  poor  job  in  the 
Ward  18  district  and  got  away  with  it,  and  so. 
sir,  I  have  offered  this  order  that  Coleman  Brothers 
be  penalized  in  a  proper  way;  that  Coleman 
Brothers  be  hit  where  thev  can  least  afford  it, 
in  the  pocketbook — so  that  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner can  make  an  investigation  throughout 
the  entire  Mattapan  area  and  determine  just  bow 
many  times,  how  many  weekly  pickups,  this  firm 
has  missed  in  that  area.     And  I  hope,  sir,  that   the 
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order  will  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule, 
and  thai  some  action  will  be  taken  against  Coleman 
Brothers.

Chairman  DWYER — The  pension  fund  bill  for 
teachers.  If  there  is  no  objection,  Councilor  Kin- 
sella  will  be  recorded  in  favor. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun,  McCORMACK,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1 .  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred today)  for  loan  of  §525,000,  for  construction 
of  buildings — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  Chairman,  your  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  as  I  have  explained 
before  the  Committee  on  Executive  Affairs,  cannot 
vote  in  the  affirmative  upon  this  order,  simply 
because  your  Committee  on  Finance  has  been 
unable  to  hold  proper  hearings  on  the  matter.  I 
personally  am  in  favor  of  improvements,  but  I 
think  that  good  judgment  requires  some  inquiry 
work.  The  city  doesn't  know  whether  or  not 
material  will  be  available  to  construct  these  im- 
provements in  the  various  wards.  We  don't  know 
for  a  certainty  as  to  the  construction  costs.  There 
are  a  number  of  other  things  in  these  proposed 
loan  orders  we  are  not  acquainted  with.  There- 
fore, Mr.  Chairman,  I  feel  that  it  is  regrettable  if 
we  should  act  favorably  on  these  loan  orders  at 
this  time.  I  feel  that  the  Council  as  a  whole 
should  abide  by  the  report  as  filed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  and  vote  in  the  negative  without 
prejudice. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  take  issue  with  my  good  friend,  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  because,  as  I  said 
before,  this  loan  order,  this  one  in  particular,  the 
one  for  $525,000,  contains  matters  which  I,  my- 
self, know  are  not  only  necessary  but  are  urgent. 
It   doesn't   matter   to   me,   and   I   don't    think   it 


should  concern  the  councilor,  whether  or  not  the 
materials  are  available.  This  money  is  not  going 
to  be  spent  tomorrow,  nor  the  next  week,  nor  the 
next  month.  It  is  not  going  to  be  spent  until 
materials  are  available.  As  far  as  hearings  on 
this  matter  are  concerned,  I  took  great  pains  not 
to  raise  that  issue,  and  I  am  not  raising  it  now,  but 
I  think  this  should  be  called  to  the  attention,  Mi 
President,  of  all.  They  talk  about  rejecting  this 
so  that  the  Council  won't  be  accused  of  passing 
many  things  without  any  proper  action.  And  yet 
I  say.  judging  them  by  their  own  words,  the  fact 
that  they  are  asking  us  to  reject  it  is  because  some- 
body in  the  Council,  or  some  committee  in  the 
Council,  didn't  do  their  work  or  didn't  do  its 
work  This  matter  was  before  the  committee,  Mr. 
President.  The  committee  was  appointed.  Why 
didn't  the  committee  hear  it?  There  is  plenty  of 
time  to  reject  it  now.  Why?  Reject  it  now  be- 
cause the  committee  didn't  act.  And  yet,  who  is 
going  to  suffer?  Nobody  on  the  committee.  But 
the  members  of  this  Council  who  have  items  that 
are  taken  up  in  that  loan  order  —  there  is  a  fire 
station,  for  instance,  at  West  Roxbury,  and  I 
think  for  five  or  six  years  the  people  in  the  West 
Roxbury  district  have  been  fighting  to  get  that. 
I  remember  when  Councilor  Lyons  was  here.  He 
pleaded  with  us  for  construction  of  that  fire  sta- 
tion. Now;  his  successor,  Councilor  Shannon,  is 
pleading  with  us,  and  simply  because  some  com- 
mittee here  has  failed  in  its  action,  or  failed  to  take 
proper  action,  they  are  asking  us  to  accept  the 
brunt  of  their  failure  and  go  before  the  people  of 
our  district  and  say  "We  voted  to  cast  it  aside." 
Well,  I  won't  do  it.  And  I  don't  think  any  coun- 
cilor who  has  one  iota  of  fair  play  will  ask  any 
councilor  to  do  such  a  thing  as  that.  No  coun- 
cilor here  works  harder  than  the  gentleman  from 
Mission  Hill  (Coun.  Carey).  He  has  a  chance  in 
there  to  get  a  municipal  building,  and  simply  be- 
cause the  Committee  on  Finance  didn't  see  fit  to 
act  on  this  matter  soon  enough  they  are  coming  in 
here  now  and  asking  twenty-one  others  to  join 
with  them  in  depriving  the  councilor  from  Ward  10 
(Coun.  Carey)  of  something  he  is  working  hard  to 
obtain.  The  councilor  from  Ward  6  (Coun. 
Scannell)  happens  to  be  absent  now.  But  in  there, 
too,  is  money  to  provide  a  municipal  building  for 
the  kiddoes  of  South  Boston.  And  yet,  are  you 
coming  in  here,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  and  asking  me  and  my  colleagues  to  say 
to  the  children  of  South  Boston,  "You  can't  have 
a  municipal  building  because  I  and  members  of 
my  committee  didn't  see  fit  to  hold  hearings  upon 
this  bill?"  I  come  from  Ward  13.  One  of  the 
eyesores  in  that  district  is  lack  of  a  bathing  beach. 
For  years,  when  I  was  a  kiddo,  we  all  went  over  to 
Savin  Hill  Beach  and  took  delight  in  the  bathing 
there.  It  was  one  of  the  attractive  spots  of  our 
district.  It  was  burned  down  five  years  ago,  and 
for  five  years  I,  and  my  predecessor,  have  worked 
hard  to  obtain  the  money,  obtain  the  means,  of 
building  up  again  something  that  belongs  there, 
something  that  the  people  and  the  children  of  my 
district  deserve,  and  something  that  they  are  going 
to  get,  as  long  as  I  can  raise  my  voice  and  stand 
on  the  floor  here.  It  is  very  seldom,  indeed,  that 
orders  come  in  here  that  pertain  directly  to  one 
individual  councilor.  It  is  only  once  or  twice  in  a 
year  when  there  is  something  presented  that  prob- 
ably means  the  election  or  defeat  of  a  councilor. 
This  matter  pertains  vitally  —  not  to  me,  not  to 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  20  (Coun.  Shannon), 
not  to  the  gentleman  from  Ward  6  (Coun.  Scan- 
nell), but  to  all  of  us  collectively.  The  question 
comes  down  to  this:  simply  because  the  Committee 
on  Finance  made  a  mistake,  simply  because  the 
Committee  on  Finance  failed  to  perform  ■  its 
duties,  are  you  going  to  repudiate  four  or  five 
other  members  of  the  Council,  or  are  you  going  to 
say,  "We  will  give  the  people  of  those  districts 
what  they  need,  what  they  want,  what  their  paid 
representatives  have  been  fighting  for?"  I  sin- 
cerely hope,  gentlemen,  that  these  orders  are 
adopted. 

Coun.  RUSSO  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  think 
that  Councilor  Hannon  has  got  his  chronology  of 
events  wrong  in  this  particular  matter.  If  my 
memory  services  me  correctly,  the  committee  was 
named  on  February  5,  two  weeks  ago  today. 
Prior  to  February  5,  if  the  date  is  correct,  there  was 
no  committee  on  Finance,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  order  was  filed  January  2.  Assuming  further 
that  I  am  right,  and  that  February  5  was  the  date 
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of  the  naming  of  the  Finance  Committee  with  the 
other  committees,  on  or  after  that  date  this  mallei 
came  before  the  view  of  the  Finance  Committee. 
On  February  12,  one  week  later,  which  is  also  one 
week  ago  today,  there  was  no  meeting  of  the 
Council.  So  that  the  first  opportunity  for  action 
to  be  taken  on  this  matter,  in  spite  of  hearings  or 
no  hearings,  was  today.  Today  we  have  the  first 
report  of  the  committee,  on  the  first  available  day, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  two  weeks  have  gone  by 
since  the  creation  and  formation  and  naming  of 
committees.  Now,  assuming  that  any  time  after 
February  5,  up  to  last  Saturday,  hearings  had  been 
held,  and  held  thoroughly,  today  was  still  the  first 
day  on  which  a  report  could  be  brought  back  for 
action  by  the  Council,  in  view  of  the  holiday  we 
took  for  ourselves  one  week  ago,  on  February  12. 
So  that  it  was  no  arbitrary  action  on  the  part  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  on  the 
part  of  any  members,  or  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
mittee as  a  unit.  The  time  element  was  against 
us,  because  we  missed  one  meeting,  February  12, 
by  virtue  of  having  no  meeting,  on  which  day,  had 
we  met,  we  might  reasonably  have  had  the  first 
reading  of  this  loan  order.  The  second  reading 
would  then  come  one  week  from  today,  the  four- 
teenth day,  and  that  in  itself  would  be  one  week 
in  advance  of  the  expiration  of  the  sixty-day  time 
limit.  So  I  think  Councilor  Hannon  will  agree 
with  me,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  committees  were 
not  set  up  until  February  5th,  that  the  matter 
could  not  come  before  the  view  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  it  not  having  been  established  before 
then.  Some  time  after  the  5th,  and  in  between 
the  5th  and  the  19th,  which  is  today,  we  had  one 
meeting  day,  the  12th,  off,  during  which  there  was 
no  Council  meeting. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  Chairman,  in  view  of  the 
fact  of  the  peculiar  situation  that  exists,  I  find 
myself  in  the  position  that  I  will  have  to  say  a  few 
words  on  this  matter.  While  I  can  sympathize 
most  heartily  with  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
the  shortness  of  time  that  they  had,  and  while  it 
has  been  my  policy  at  all  times  to  go  along  with 
committees  and  not  have  the  Council  as  a  whole 
surrender  any  of  their  rights,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  members  have  worked  so  hard 
and  are  so  disturbed  over  the  thought  of  even 
losing  some  of  the  appropriations  that  are  going 
to  their  districts,  I  will,  sir,  on  this  occasion,  vote 
in  favor  of  the  appropriation  at  this  time,  hoping, 
though,  that  this  matter  and  the  entire  matter 
will  be  taken  from  the  body  of  the  Council  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  before  the  next  meeting  and 
with  assurances  to  all  the  councilors  that  he  will 
resubmit  a  new  order,  a  duplicate  of  the  one 
before  us,  and  that  the  order  will  be  referred  to  the 
proper  committee,  and  that  hearings  will  be  held 
and  the  Council  will  avail  themselves  of  their 
rights  and  act  on  them. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  have  sat  in  this  Council  for 
years  and  have  consistently  heard  various  coun- 
cilors, including,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase),  asking  for  sub- 
stantial improvements  in  his  district.  This 
matter  here  is  not  one  that  does  involve  the 
lengthy  hearings  that  are  sometimes  necessary. 
The  former  Mayor  and  present  Governor  ac- 
quainted the  members  of  the  City  Council  with 
what  he  had  in  mind  in  each  of  the  four  sections 
of  the  city,  the  four  wards  of  the  city,  stating 
specifically  what  was  to  be  constructed.  I  am 
sure,  when  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  presented 
an  order  in  this  Council  asking  for  some  substan-' 
tial  improvement  in  his  district,  he  didn't  at  that 
time  desire  that,  when  action  was  to  be  taken  on  it, 
a  hearing  would  be  conducted  to  see  whether 
materials  would  be  provided,  whether  labor  could 
be  provided,  or  was  anxious  to  secure  any  other  l 
information  in  connection  with  that  request.  He 
would  want  to  see  that  request  of  his  granted  and 
put  into  effect.  These  particular  requests  are 
specific.  The  expenditure  in  each  ward  is  not  too 
great.  There  are  one  or  two  ways  of  having  work 
of  this  nature  done — either  through  a  loan  order 
or  an  appropriation  out  of  the  budget.  You  wotdd 
think,  to  hear  the  opposition  talk,  that  there  were 
five  or  six  million  dollars  going  to  be  spent  on  snow 
removal  or  something  else.  I  am  reluctant  to  see 
this  matter  go  back  to  the  Mayor's  office,  because, 
as  Councilor  Hannon  has  well  said,  he  has  fought, 
and  other  councilors  have  fought,  hard  to  bring 
about  the  request  presented  to  this  Counci]  on 
January  2,  which  I  think  was  the  date  the  then 
Mayor  Tobin  acquainted  us  with  his  approval  of 
these  four  projects.  I  dare  say,  if  the  matter 
leaves  this  Council   today   and   goes  back  into  the 


Mayor's  office,  it  might  well  enough  come  out  of 
the  Mayor's  office  in  the  form  of  a  request  again. 
And  Councilor  Hannon  is  right  when  he  says  that 
it  will  be  made  a  part  of  the  record  that  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  accept  a  committee  report 
which  negatives  approval  of  this  loan  order.  I 
certainly  hope,  therefore,  that,  even  though  this 
Council  will  not  have  sufficient  time  to  have  a 
second  reading  on  this  matter,  the  Council  will 
have  its  first  reading  today,  in  order  that  necessary 
funds  may  be  provided  to  eventually  construct  the 
buildings  in  the  four  wards  of  the  city  that  the 
Mayor  lias  asked  for. 

Chairman  RUSSO— The  Chair  will  make  a 
statement  to  clarify  the  record,  and  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance.  In  so  far  as  the 
committee  itself  is  concerned,  I  believe  that  they 
have  functioned  in  a  proper  way,  and  if  there  is 
any  fault  to  be  placed  upon  anyone  it  has  been  the 
fault  of  time  and  the  fault  of  holidays  that  do  come 
every  year.  I  can  assure  the  Council  that  in  so  far 
as  the  remarks  made  by  the  councilor  from  Ward 
13  (Coun.  Hannon)  are  concerned,  he  naturally 
knows  how  we  all  feel,  the  anxiety  we  feel,  when 
we  have  some  improvement  going  into  our  ward. 
We  take  that  action  and  we  like  to  get  it  across  :i^ 
soon  as  possible.  I  believe  I  am  right,  and  if  I  am 
not,  the  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchnick) 
can  correct  me,  that  in  his  anxiety  in  getting  loan 
orders  through  he  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  we 
didn't  have  sufficient  time,  through  no  fault  of 
the  City  Council. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee,  I  don't  think  there  is  much 
more  I  ought  to  say,  except  to  assure  Councilor 
Carey  and  other  interested  councilors  that  they 
were  richly,,  deserving  of  anything  we  could  do  up 
here,  and  I  am  not  using  that  as  a  catch  phrase. 
I  know  what  Councilor  Carey  and  others  try  to 
do  in  their  wards,  and  the  accomplishments  that 
they  try  to  achieve,  but  I  am  at  a  loss  as  to  the 
proper  step  to  take  now.  It  seems  to  me,  if  we 
accept  the  advice  of  those  more  familiar  with  the 
law  in  this  matter,  we  would  be  hobbling  along  on 
one  leg,  because  we  might  vote  15  on  it,  and 
because  of  the  time  limit  there  is  no  other  time  left 
for  us  to  supply  that  second  leg.  We  could  indi- 
cate a  good  intention  by  voting  for  it  today  if  we 
got  15  votes,  but  we  have  been  informed  that 
even  that  vote  will  be  open  to  some  criticism, 
some  uncertainty,  on  the  part  of  people  who  buy 
the  bonds.  For  my  part,  Mr.  President — and  I 
don't  make  this  as  a  motion — I  would  very  much 
like  to  see  that  amount  substantially  increased  to 
the  point  where  other  wards — not  just  the  wards 
in  question,  and  not  thinking  of  my  own  ward, 
either — might  reasonably  find  a  little  surplus  to 
dip  into  when  placing  an  order.  We  have  the  best 
advice  in  the  city  up  here.  Why  not  accept  it? 
And,  as  I  understand,  they  only  dillydally  the 
proceedings  long  enough  to  institute  further  pro- 
ceedings downstairs.  It  seems  reasonable  to  sup- 
pose that  assurances  can  be  obtained  if  this  was 
valid  on  January  2,  and  apparently  it  was,  because 
the  then  Mayor  recognized  the  need  for  these 
improvements.  Who  is  to  say  that  the  succeeding 
Mayor,  the  present  Mayor  Kerrigan,  won't  recog- 
nize them  as  valid  and  needed  in  those  precise  and 
exact  locations?  I  don't  see  that  there  is  anything 
to  fear,  but  let  us  do  it  up  here  in  a  two-legged 
fashion.  Let  us  not  send  it  along  on  one  leg  and 
find  we  cannot  again  vote  on  this  matter  because 
the  time  element  is  against  us,  through  no  fault 
of  ours.  And  in  closing  I  would  like  to  say  I  don't 
know  how  I  shall  vote.  I  don't  want  to  hurt  the 
proposed  projects  or  the  sponsors,  but  I  don't  like 
lo  be  jockeyed  into  an  untenable  position.  I 
think  the  other  gentlemen  feel  as  I  do  about  it. 


Coun.  DVV'YER  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  M.  II.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
am  going  to  vote  for  the  order,  and  I  just  waul  In 
say  a  word  for  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  (Coun. 
Chase).  I  know  the  sincerity  of  the  councilors 
from  Ward  13  and  20  and  their  desire  to  effect 
improvements  in  their  and  other  districts.  I  have 
never  met  a  man  in  the  Boston  City  Councilor 
in  any  other  political  body  thai  lias  served  with 
Such  efficiency  and  sincerity  or  with  any  more 
integrity  than  the  councilor  from  Ward  I  (Coun. 
Chase),  and  I  know  that  the  two  gentlemen  who 
preceded  me  have  the  same  belief  that  I  do.  I 
just  didn't  want  to  vote  against  the  councilor  from 
Ward  4,  because  it  might  be  felt  that  I  thought  he- 
was  negligent  in  his  duties.  I  certainly  don't  feel 
that    way,      I   simplj    hope-  and   believe   that    till- 
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councilor  from  Ward  4  will  always  conduct  himself 

wuh  the  same  dignity  and  decencj    that   he  has 

the  years  in  Co  mcil. 

Conn.  CHASE     As  ohairman  of  the  Committee 

on  Finance,  1  don't  think  I  ran  improve  on  what 

the    able    gentleman    from    Charlestown    (Coun.

for  years  and  years  have  depended  mi,  and 
the  way  we  thought  best.     Now,  I  feel  that,  while 
the  Council  in    voting   favorably   on    this   measure 
is  mutlring  a  fine  gesture,  it  is  really  at  fault,  be- 
cause we  did  know,  as  members  of  the  City  Council, 

thai  this  Mite  we  take  in  the  affirmative  today 
does   not    pass    loan   orders  ami   give   to    them   any 

legal  effect.  These  loan  orders  today  will  become 
effective  because  of  the  sixty-day  law.  and  you  are 
kidding  the  public,  each  and  every  one  of  you,  in 
trying  to  make  them  believe  that  you  voted  favor- 
ably on  a  loan  order  and  cave  legal  effect  to  it 
by  your  vote  today.  You  are  only  kidding  the 
public.  I  think,  Mr.  President,  that  the  wise  thing 
to  do  is  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Commit!- 
Finance  and  vote  against  these  loan  orders,  without 
prejudice.  And  then,  if  these  gentlemen  who  di 
improvements  in  their  ward  still  want  these  im- 
provements, let  them  on  their  own  initiative  spon- 
sor  orders  and  have  those  orders  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  and  have  due  meetings 
held,  and  have  the  committee  report  back,  and 
then  let  the  Council  vote  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative  on  the  matter.  This  is  highly  irregular, 
what  we  are  now  doing.  We  are  being  called  upon, 
22  councilors,  to  vote  on  a  million  and  a  half 
dollars'  worth  of  loan  orders,  and  we  all.  each 
and  every  one  of  us.  know  that  our  votes  today 
will  not  mean  one  thing.  This  million  and  a  half 
dollar  loan  order  today  will  become  effective  be- 
cause of  the  law  as  stated  in  the  city  charter, 
that  if  no  action  is  taken  by  the  City  Council  on 
an  order  submitted  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on 
loan  orders  that  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  sub- 
mission the  loan  order  automatically  takes  effect. 
Xow.  let  us  stop  kidding  the  public.  If  you  want 
to  have  improvements,  do  it  right.  If  you  want 
improvements,  sponsor  these  orders  yourselves, 
and  don't  allow  the  Mayor  to  sponsor  them. 
These  orders  are  coming  from  the  former  Mayor, 
Mayor  Tobin.  These  orders  are  apparently  due  to 
his  generosity.  Now,  if  you  want  to  take  the  ball 
from  former  Mayor  Tobin's  hand,  vote  in  the 
negative.  Don't  criticize  your  Committee  on 
Finance,  which  has  done  everything  in  its  power 
to  act  in  a  logical  manner.  I  trust  that  your 
Council  will  reject  these  orders. 

Coun  HAXXOX — I  don't  want  to  let  this 
debate  go  too  far,  especially  as  my  good  friend 
from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase)  is  talking  about  taking 
the  ball  from  somebody.  I  suppose  he  might  be 
anxious  to  get  out  of  here,  get  away  from  here. 
When  they  talk  about  kidding  the  public,  I  wonder 
who  is  doing  the  kidding.  We  are  elected  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  As  far  as  the  public  is  con- 
cerned, we  are  in  here  for  two  years,  and  we  are 
in  here  to  function,  and  when  an  order  is  sent  up 
here  the  people  who  sent  us  here  expect  us  to  act 
upon  it.  They  don't  know  whether  or  not  a 
committee  is  appointed,  and  they  don't  care. 
They  are  paying  you  and  me  and  everybody  in 
here  to  do  a  job,  and  when  they  say  we  are  kidding 
the  public  by  voting  on  this  thing  today,  well,  I 
wonder,  Mr.  Chairman,  what  the  Committee  on 
Finance  was  doing.  Whom  was  the  Committee 
on  Finance  kidding?  Because  they  held  a  meet- 
ing, and  yet  the  chairman  gets  up  here  now  and 
tells  us  the  committee  couldn't  do  anything, 
anyway.  They  must  have  gone  in  there  just  to 
kill  this  thing.  If  they  didn't  haye  a  meeting, 
it  would  pass  automatically,  and  yet  because  they 
had  a  meeting,  they  tell  us  it  can't  pass.  Well, 
certainly  somebody  is  kidding  somebody  in  that 
case.  The  committee  went  in  there.  It  didn't 
have  to  meet  at  all.  If  it  didn't  meet  we  would 
all  benefit.  This  matter  would  automatically 
become  adopted,  but  because  they  had  a  meeting, 
they  tell  us  we  cannot  adopt  it.  Why  can't  we? 
They  are  protecting  themselves  by  voting  on  it. 
I  am  going  to  do  the  same  thing  by  voting  on  it. 
I  know  full  well  that  any  time  any  councilor  has 


any  improvement  for  his  district  he  can  count  on 
my  vote,  and  I  am  voting  now  with  the  thought 
that  I  can  count  on  the  votes  of  other  councilors.

Coun.  BAYLEY-  Mr.  President,  I  have  not 
heard  any  arguments  as  yet  on  the  imperative 
need  of  haste  in  this  matter.  If  we  don't  act 
favorably  today  and  receive  sufficient  funds,  I 
don't  see  why  the  Mayor  can't  send  it  in  again. 
and  why  the  councilors  can't  pass  on  it  again, 
which  would  delay  it  only  a  month,  after  sufficient 
hearings.  I  am  not  convinced  that  this  thing 
should  be  passed  immediately.  I  realize  that 
the  power  will  elapse  on  March  3,  but  I  can't 
-ee  why  that  would  interfere.  I  would  like  to 
hear  from  the  councilor  from  Ward  13  (Coun.

Coun.  HAXXOX — Just  to  reply  to  my  good 
friend  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley),  the  reason 
for  haste  is  that  I  myself  have  been  working  for  a 
loan  order  containing  the  mere  construction  of  a 
bathhouse  at  Savin  Hill  Beach  for  years,  ever  since 
it  burned  down,  and  now  I  have  it  before  me,  I 
don't  want  to  kick  it  back  again  and  probably 
wait  three,  four  or  five  years  more.  That  is  the 
reason  for  haste.

Coun.  HAXXOX— Mr.  President.  I  deeply 
appreciate  the  courtesy  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  in  joining  me  in  the  attempted  passage  of 
this  order,  and  I  feel  particularly  grateful  toward 
the  gentlemen  who  served  on  the  Committee  on 
Finance  who  were  courteous  and  considerate 
enough  to  give  me  their  vote.  If  I  have  not  done 
so  before  this,  I  wish  now  to  apologize  to  them  if, 
as  they  stated,  committees  were  not  appointed  in 
time  to  hold  the  hearings.  Mr.  President,  you, 
as  an  old  politician,  and  those  of  us  who  have 
served  for  some  time  in  politics 

Chairman  DWYER — Is  the  gentleman  speak- 
ing on  the  order? 

Coun.  HAXXOX — So  I  hope,  now  that  recon- 
sideration has  prevailed,  these  orders  may  be 
adopted  and  given  their  first  reading. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BAY'LEY" — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  a 
quandary  on  this  matter.  I  would  like  to  hear 
from  the  members  of  the  committee  who  were 
present  when  this  meeting  was  called,  and  how 
they  feel  on  the  matter  now.  I  heard  from  the 
distinguished  gentleman  from  Ward  13  (Coun. 
Hannon),  whom  I  respect  a  great  deal,  and  I 
would  like  to  hear  from  members  of  the  committee 
at  present.  I  would  like  to  know  if  a  majority  of 
the  committee  now  favor  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Chairman  DWYER- The  Chair  will  rule  that  if 
any  member  of  the  committee  present  desires  to 
speak  on  the  order  at  the  present  time  the  Chair 
will  be  glad  to  recognize  him. 

Coun.  CHASE — As  chairman  of  your  Committee 
on  Finance,  may  I  again  reiterate  that  your 
committee  held  a  meeting  last  week.  We  were 
advised  by  very  able  counsel,  on  proper  inquiry 
by  the  committee,  and  we  are  following  the 
suggestions  of  able  counsel.  Mr.  President,  may 
I  again  reiterate  to  each  and  every  member  of  the 
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Council,  your  Committee  on  Finance,  sir,  has 
been  unable  to  hold  a  proper  meeting  on  this 
matter.  We  have  been  unable  to  call  for  and 
give  hearings  to  the  department  heads  under 
whose  supervision  these  constructions  will  be 
made,  and  under  whose  supervision  these  ex- 
penditures, over  a  million  and  a  half  dollars,  will 
be  made.  Now,  I  submit  bo  you,  Mr.  President, 
that  a  million  and  a  half  dollars  is  quite  a  large 
sum  of  money.  I  submit  to  you  that  the  purpose 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance  being  appointed  bj 
the  President  is  to  call  meetings  and  to  ascertain 
the  facts  involving  the  loan  orders  before  us.  I 
again  reiterate  that  your  Council  and  y»ur  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  have  not  determined  in  one  iota 
the  expenditures  proposed  to  be  made — whether 
or  not  the  materials  can  be  bought,  whether  or 
not  it  would  be  necessary  to  ask  for  more  money 
in  the  future  on  this  matter,  whether  the  expendi- 
tures actually  may  be  less.  We  don't  know  one 
iota  about  these  loan  orders.  Now,  how  can 
your  City  Council — which  is  supposed  to  check 
lavish  expenditures — how  can  we  justifiably  vote 
in  the  affirmative  on  these  loan  orders  when  we 
don't  know  anything  about  them  other  than  the 
fact  that  certain  improvements  are  going  to  be 
made?  I  trust,  sir,  that  reconsideration  will  not 
prevail. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  in  regard  to 
the  argument  that  the  councilor  just  gave,  I  can 
also  make  the  statement  that  we  don't  have  much 
time  to  study  the  budget;  still,  we  go  along  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  department  heads  and 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  recall  at  one 
of  the  budget  hearings  Billy  Morrissey  was  asked 
if  he  could  use  certain  amounts  of  money,  and  he 
said,  "Yes,  if  I  can  get  priorities,  but  I  want  that 
money  in  the  event  I  can  get  priorities."  And  as 
a  result  of  that  statement  he  got  the  money. 
I  think  that  this  all  boils  down  to  the  fact  that 
this  is  going  to  be  passed.  Everybody  wants 
it,  I  am  sure  of  that, — including  the  councilor 
who  voted  against  it.  I  am  sure  he  wants  it  as 
much  as  the  councilors  whose  respective  districts 
are  going  to  be  affected,  but  it  is  just  a  ease  of 
where  it  boils  down  to  how  it  is  going  to  be  done. 
It  is  going  to  be  passed,  and  why  not  pass  it 
today,  instead  of  rejecting  it  and  having  Mayor 
Kerrigan  send  up  an  additional  order,  which 
I  will  make  a  wager  he  will  do  next  Monday. 
It  is  just  a  case  of  waiting  a  month  or  six  weeks 
before  orders  are  again  passed,  and  that  much 
longer  before  the  work  can  be  done.  Mr.  President, 
I  think  work  should  be  started  as  soon  as  possible 
on  all  these  projects  and,  if  it  is  possible,  get  it 
started  March  4  and,  if  it  is  humanly  possible, 
have  these  projects  get  under  way.  I  say,  give 
it  its  first  reading.  It  is  no  fault  of  ours  if  the 
time  element  has  been  against  the  membership  of 
the  Council. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  it  has  been 
amusing  to  sit  here  and  hear  some  of  the  arguments 
against  this  measure.  I  can't  understand  for  the 
life  of  me  how  we  can  procrastinate  at  this  late 
hour  on  an  item  of  $525,000  for  such  worthy  and 
necessary  improvements,  on  the  grounds  that  we 
have  not  had  sufficient  time  to  study  the  matter, 
when  it  was  only  a  few  short  weeks  ago  we  whistled 
through  the  budget  here  in  record-breaking  time, 
a  budget  of  over  $47,000,000.  And  certainly  at 
that  time  we  didn't  know  what  we  were  voting 
on — at  least,  I  admittted  I  wasn't  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  facts  at  that  time — on  one 
of  the  largest  budgets  we  ever  voted  on,  that 
was  sent  down  from  the  present  Governor,  the 
former  Mayor  of  the  city.  And  so  I  think  it  is 
rather  inconsistent  for  us  at  this  time  to  be  dilly- 
dallying any  longer  and  taking  up  the  Council's 
time,  including  every  councilor  that  wants  to  vote 
on  it  and  go  home.  I  sincerely  hope  the  order 
will  pass.

In  the  budget  appropriation,  as  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Bodv,  four  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($400,000)  was  allowed  for  Snow  Removal.  Ordi- 
narily this  amount  would  be  sufficient  for  this 
purpose  but,  because  of  the  extraordinarily  heavy 
accumulation  of  snow  this  year,  this  amount  is 
insufficient . 

During  the  year  1945.  57.2  inches  of  snow  has 
fallen  in  Boston.  This  is  the  greatest  snowfall  in  a 
period  of  twelve  years,  and  greater  by  13  inches 
than  in  the  year  1940,  the  year  of  the  St.  Valentine 
day  storm,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in 
that  year  the  total  snow  removal  costs  were  in 
excess  of  one  million,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($1,100,000). 

The     additional     appropriation     herein     rei 

mended  should  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  known 
costs  for  snow  removal  up  to  date  and  leave  a  small 
balance  to  provide  for  snow  removal  costs  which 
may  occur  in  November  or  December  of  this  year. 

I  submit  herewith  a  communication  of  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  recommending  this  additional 
appropriation.

I  under  present  conditions  the  city  is  able  to  clean 
only  about.  4,000  catch-basins  yearly  for  the  reason 
that  insufficient  appropriations  have  been  allowed 
to  properly  undertake  a  program  for  the  cleaning 
of  the  remaining  22.000  catch-basins.  Prior  to 
1938,  it  was  customary  to  appropriate  between 
1  wenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  and  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars  ($75,000)  annually  for  catch- 
basin  cleaning  work.  Hut.  I  am  informed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  that  since  1938 
only  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  per  year  has 
been  spent  for  this  work. 

Because  of  the  severe  winter,  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  lias  requested  an  appropriation 
sufficient  to  clean  all  the  catch-basins  of  the  city. 
Our  failure  to  do  (his  may  result  in  unhealthy  and 
unsanitary  conditions  which  should  he  avoided  at 
any  cost. 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  for  the  appropriation 
of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  for  this 
purpose,  to  which  I  recommend  your  Honorable 
Body  give  prompt  consideration.  I  also  attach  here- 
with the  communication  of  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner relative  to  this  matter.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — We  have  in  the  City  of 
Boston  about  22,000  catch-basins.  Many  of  these 
need  cleaning,  and  because  of  the  severe  winter  it. 
has  been  necessary  to  use  large  quantities  of  sand 
and  cinders  to  relieve  icy  and  slippery  conditions 
with  the  result  that  a  good  deal  of  the  material 
spread  on  the  streets  has  gone  into  the  basins. 

In  the  budget  figures  which  were  prepared  for 
the  year  1945,  there  is  an  item  for  $25,000  for 
cleaning  basins.  This  item  was  not  allowed,  so 
I  hat  at  the  present  time  there  is  no  money  available 
to  do  this  very  necessary  work. 

Previous  to  1938.  sums  ranging  from  $25,000  to 
$75,000  a  year  were  spent  for  contract  catch-basin 
cleaning  work,  but  since  1938  the  largest  amount 
spent  in  a  year  for  this  work  was  about  $5,000. 
With  the  five  machines  which  the  department  has, 
we  are  able  to  clean — with  the  city  forces — only 
about  4,000  catch-basins  a  year,  and  this  cleaning 
is  done  in  response  to  complaints. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  this  matter,  I 
respectfully  call  it  to  your  Honor's  attention,  with 
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the  request  that,  if  possible,  the  sum  of  125,000  be 
restored  to  Item  B-18  of  the  Sewer  Division.

Gentlemen, — It  is  common  knowdedge  thai  l"i 
many  years  the  physical  plant  of  our  Park  Depart- 
ment has  been  running  down.  Its  annual  ordinary 
maintenance  requirements  have  not  been  met,  with 
the  consequence  that  it  is  new  necessary  to  meet 
this  pressing  problem  by  the  expenditure  of  at  least 
one  million  dollars. 

In  recommending  the  expenditure  of  such  a  large 
sum.  I  desire  to  point  out  that  until  our  park  and 
playgrounds  are  placed  in  usable  condition,  it  will 
be  impossible  for  us  to  proceed  on  any  program 
which  is  designed  to  improve  the  standing  of  the 
city  and  the  welfare  of  its  citizens  and  children. 

In  order  to  control  as  much  as  possible  the  trend 
toward  juvenile  delinquency,  I  have  recently 
appointed  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Juvenile 
Delinquency",  which  committee  will  survey  all 
agencies  in  the  city  which  can  aid  in  any  way  in 
the  control  of  this  problem,  and  which  will  work 
in  conjunction  with  our  Board  of  Recreation,  our 
Park  Department  and  our  School  Department,  in 
an  effort  to  correlate  the  activities  of  all  agencies 
for  the  benefit  of  our  growing  children. 

It  must  be  apparent,  however,  that  a  primary 
obligation  rests  upon  the  city  to  maintain  its 
recreational  facilities  in  such  condition  as  to  induce 
children  to  make  use  of  these  facilities.  The  city 
does  not.  meet  this  obligation  unless  it  provides 
these  facilities  and  keeps  them  in  good  condition. 

The  general  improvement  in  our  park  and  play- 
grounds, and  other  recreational  facilities,  through- 
out the  city,  which  will  be  made  possible  by  tic 
expenditure  of  this  requested  appropriation,  is  a 
pari  of  a  larger  plan  for  an  improved  city.  At  a 
later  date,  I  will  submit  to  your  Body  various 
recommendations  outlining  improvements  which 
must  be  made,  both  now  and  in  the  postwar  years, 
so  that  our  city  may  function  efficiently,  and  with 
proper  regard  for  its  citizens. 

I  submit  herewith  a  communication  from  the 
( 'hairman  of  the  Park  Commission  which  sets  forth 
the  general  purposes  for  which  the  proposed 
appropriation  will  be  used.  Playgrounds  and  play 
spaces  will  be  reconstructed  anil  restored.  Field 
houses  and  locker  rooms  will  be  placed  in  good 
condition.  Hot  water  facilities  will  be  initiated  or 
repaired.  Handstands  will  be  constructed.  Hand- 
ball, softball  and  baseball  facilities  will  be  ex- 
panded and  improved.  Running  tracks  will  be 
constructed.  In  short,  improvements  of  all  kinds 
will  be  made  throughout  the  city. 

I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body  give 
prompt  consideration  to  the  attached  appropriation 
order  for  one  million  dollars  in  order  that  plans 
may  be  made  immediately  for  the  contemplated 
work.  I  am  anxious  that  this  appropriation  be 
made  available  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  this 
work  may  proceed.

In  I  he  Budget  of  1945,  t  he  required  appropria  I  ion 
has  been  made,  out  of  taxes,  which  will  permit  the 
city  to  borroyv  money"  for  this  permanent  construc- 
tion and  permanent  repairs.  I  therefore  submit 
to  you,  herewith,  a  loan  order  in  the  amount  of 
million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($2,500,000)  for  Bridges.  Repairs,  etc.,  and  I 
recommend  passage  of  this  order  by  your  Honor- 
able Body.  I  also  submit  herewith  a  communi- 
cation from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
concerning  this  mat ter.

DIGGING    OF    SHELLFISH. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  Chairman,  three  weeks 
ago  I  introduced  an  ordinance  regarding  the  taking 
of  shellfish.  It.  is  now  before  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  and  I  now  move  that  it  lie  brought  out 
on  the  floor  to  be  argued  upon. 

Chairman    DWY'ER — Councilor    Coffey    moves 
that  the  ordinance  introduced  by  him  on  shellfish, 
which  is  now  before  the  Committee  on  Ordinani  e 
be  brought  before  the  entire   Body.      All   those  in 
favor?     All  those  opposed? 

Coun.  COFFE\r — Speaking  on  the  motion.  I 
introduced  this  ordinance  because  some  of  the 
gentlemen  who  ply  their  trade  in  the  digging  of 
clams  and  shellfish  have  come  to  me  and  asked  me 
to  introduce  it.  The  reason  I  am  making  the 
motion  now  is  that  I  don't  want  to  bring  it  out 
after  we  go  into  executive.  I  would  like  to  have 
the  full  membership  vote  on  it.  If  it  is  voted 
down,  all  right.  In  the  six  years  that  I  have  been 
up  here,  I  have  only  done  this  once  before, — and

perhaps  I  might  add  thai  I  was  successful  at  that 
time.  In  my  opinion,  the  Boston  clam  diggers  are 
being  played  against  by  clam  diggers  from  outside 
the  Boston  area.  For  example,  at  the  hearing  that 
we  had  we  had  it  explained  to  us  by  some  of  the 
men  who  make  their  living  at  clam  digging  that 
when  they  went  down  to  the  town  of  Quincy  to  dig 
clams  they  were  arrested,  and  one  man  even  did 
thirty  days  down  there  for  digging  clams  without 
what  they  call  a  residential  permit.  Although  he 
did  have  a  permit  to  dig  clams  in  the  Boston  area 
when  he  went  down  to  Quincy  and  dug  clams  he 
was  arrested.  Another  man  at  the  hearing  brought 
out  the  fact  that  he  was  arrested  no  less  than  six- 
teen times  for  digging  clams  outside  of  Boston. 
And  he  gave  as  his  reason  each  and  every  time  that 
he  didn't  have  a  permit  from  the  district  because 
he  was  not  a  resident  of  that  district.  Here  in 
Boston  clam  diggers  can  come  down  from  everj 
part  of  the  state,  come  into  our  area  and  dig  clams, 
as  long  as  they'  work  for  a  master  digger  who  is  a 
Boston  resident  and  has  a  permit  as  a  master 
digger.  I  don't  think  it  is  fair  the  committee 
should  hold  this  up  for  three  long  weeks,  as  I  hese 
clam  diggers  explained  that  within  a  week  the 
Boston  area  will  be  dug  out.  There  won't  be  any- 
thing left  for  them  to  do  but  remain  idle,  and  these 
men  come  down  here  from  Ipswich,  Newbury,  Ncw- 
buryport,  Hull  and  other  places,  and  dig  out  our 
flats  and  then  go  back  to  their  own  section  and  dig 
them  out  at  their  leisure,  because  they  know  they 
won't  get  any  competition  from  men  living  in  the 
Boston  area.  I  am  going  to  ask  the  gentlemen  of 
the  committee  to  talk  on  this  motion  of  mine.  I 
would  like  to  have  it  brought  out  into  the  open, 
Let  us  decide  it  one  way  or  the  other.  Bring  it. 
out  and  pass  on  it  today,  or  kill  it  once  and  for  all. 
Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman,  as  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  I  would  state  that 
the  gentleman  from  the  Hist  ward  (Coun.  Coffey)  is 
correct.  We  have  had  this  matter  before  us  for  a 
matter  of  approximately  three  weeks.  In  the 
course  of  that  time  two  meetings  have  been  called. 
At  the  first  meeting  I  don't  think  there  was  a 
quorum  of  the  committee  present.  At  the  second 
meeting  there  were  three  members  present  when 
the  meeting  started,  but  only  two  members  present 
when  the  meeting  concluded.  So  it  was  quite 
impossible  for  the  committee  to  take  some  action. 
Now,  I  believe  the  gentleman  is  half  right  when 
he  says  that  some  action  needs  to  be  taken.  In  the 
City  of  Boston  I  believe  there  are  about  fifty  clam 
diggers.  Of  that  number  there  were  three  or  four 
who  showed  up  at  the  hearing.  These  three  or  four 
told  us  that  they  were  in  danger  of  being  dug  out, 
and  they  told  us  that  neighboring  communities  had 
ordinances  which  forbade  the  digging  of  clams  in 
those  communities  by  nonresidents  of  the  com- 
munity. Now,  I  believe  that  an  ordinance,  like  a 
law,  is  a  pretty  sacred  thing.  It  is  something  we 
are  going  to  leave  behind  us.  It  isn't  like  an  order 
that  we  can  throw  in  here  today  and  it  is  going  to 
be  out  tomorrow.  It  is  something  that  is  going  to 
be  printed  on  the  records  of  time,  and  if  I  am 
chairman  of  the  committee,  which  I  am,  I  am  going 
to  try  to  bring  in  something  that  is  worthy  of  the 
committee,  something  that  is  worthy  of  this 
Council,  and  I  am  not  going  to  bring  it  in  until  I  am 
satisfied  in  my  own  mind  that  I  know  the  subject 
matter  well  enough  to  write  an  ordinance  that  is 
fair  and  that  is  comprehensive  in  its  scope.  We 
have  had  hearings  on  this,  and  I  don't  think  any 
member  of  the  committee  is  satisfied  as  to  just 
what  they  are  trying  to  obtain  or  attain  by  the 
adoption  of  this  ordinance.  I,  myself,  have  put 
in  quite  a  bit  of  time  on  this  matter.  I  have  been 
up  to  the  State  House  and  had  three  or  four  con- 
ferences on  the  matter,  and  I  am  willing  to  admit 
that  I  am  not  much  farther  ahead  now  than  I  was 
three  weeks  ago  when  we  had  the  first  hearing. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  called  up  the  City  of  Quincy, 
and  only  this  morning  I  received  from  the  Citj  of 
Quincy  a  copy  of  the  citj  ordinance  pertaining  to 
this  very  subject.  That  ordinance  I  intend  to 
Study,  and  I  intend  to  draft  legislation,  or  an 
ordinance  which  will  be  similar  to  those  which  are 
now  in  effect  in  Quincy  and  which  our  residents 
claim  are  affecting  them  adversely.  The  crux  of 
the  matter  seems  to  be,  as  the  three  or  four  clam 
diggers  who  came  before  us  informed  us.  that  they 
can  no  longer  dig  in  Quincy  or  oilier  cities  and  \  el 
they  tell  us,  people  come  into  Huston  and  claim 
they  are  Boston  residents,  and  get  permits  to  lie 
foreman  diggers  or  boss  diggers,  or  general  clam 
diggers  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Now,  if  we  present 
an  ordinance  here  for  adoption,  certainly  that 
ordinance  is  not  going  to  stop  anybody  from  claim- 


ing to  be  a  resident  of  Boston.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  I  don't  know  why,  when  they  tell  us  they 
were  arrested  in  Quincy,  they  couldn't  adopt  the 
same  tactics  down  there  as  they  do  up  here. 
Namely,  why  couldn't  they  give  the  name  of  some 
Quincy  resident — why  couldn't  they  get  some 
Quincy  clam  digger  to  adopt  them?  Why  couldn't 
they  work  under  a  license  of  the  Quincy  people  who 
dig  clams  there?  The  whole  issue  is  much  more 
involved  than  appears  on  the  surface.  It  is  all 
right  to  come  up  here  and  say,  "  Let  us  pass  an 
ordinance  that  anybody  who  is  a  resident  of  Boston 
can  dig  clams."  But  I  don't  even  know  that  that 
will  be  acceptable  to  the  director  of  the  Shellfish 
Department  of  the  state.  I  am  not  certain  of  that. 
There  are  many  like  questions  involved  in  this. 
The  crux  of  the  whole  matter  is  this:  this  ordinance 
was  referred  to  a  committee.  At  the  last  meeting 
the  gentleman  from  East  Boston  (Coun.  Coffey) 
and  I  both  submitted  ordinances  which  were  cor- 
rections of  the  original  ordinance  as  submitted  by 
him.  Those  ordinances,  I  think,  do  not  meet  the 
conditions  that  have  been  presented  to  us  by  the 
clam  diggers.  This  whole  matter,  I  think,  is  one 
which  might  well  be  turned  over  to  our  Law  De- 
partment, in  order  that  a  proper  ordinance  may  be 
drawn  up  which  will  be  in  conformity  with  state 
statutes,  and  which  will  compare  favorably,  as  far 
as  our  citizenry  is  concerned,  with  ordinances  of 
other  cities.  I  don't  think  that  this  matter  is  of 
such  great  importance  that  it  should  be  acted  upon 
hastily.  These  ordinances  we  make  are  going  to 
endure  forever.  If  we  make  an  ordinance  we 
should  give  it  proper  study.  We  should  know 
what  we  are  doing,  and  I  am  fearful  that  in  acting 
quickly,  in  acting  too  promptly  or  too  soon  or  too 
haphazardly  in  the  interests  of  Boston  clam 
diggers,  we  might  in  the  end  be  doing  them  an 
injustice  and  be  doing  them  some  harm.  The 
matter  is  in  my  committee.  I  have  called  com- 
mittee hearings  on  it.  I  have  discussed  the  matter 
with  other  members  of  the  committee,  and  I  feel 
that  when  the  committee  can  honestly  reach  a 
decision  that  will  be  fair  to  the  clam  diggers  of 
Boston  and  the  citizenry  of  Boston  and  Massa- 
chusetts, the  committee  will  perform  its  duty 
according  to  our  rules,  and  will  submit  to  this 
Honorable  Body  an  ordinance  which  we  believe 
will  be  correct  in  form,  and  created  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  Chairman,  in  my  estima- 
tion the  committee  is  stalling.  I  don't  speak  of 
the  entire  body  of  the  committee;  I  speak  of  the 
chairman,  himself.  He  has  had  the  matter  before 
him  for  three  weeks  now.  He  admitted  that  at 
the  first  meeting  there  was  not  a  quorum.  I 
was  present  there,  and  he  was  the  only  other 
member  of  the  committee  present.  At  the  next 
meeting  we  held,  which  was  last  week,  there  was  a 
quorum  present,  but  one  of  the  members  had  to  go 
out  because  there  was  a  roll  call  in  the  Legislature, 
and  he  had  to  leave.  Now  Mr.  Osborne,  himself, 
is  the  gentleman  who  started  this.  He  sent  out 
letters  to  every  City  Clerk,  every  City  and  Town 
Clerk  in  the  Commonwealth,  notifying  them  to 
set  up  an  ordinance  to  take  care  of  their  own, 
section.  I  am  not  asking  for  anything  but  what  is 
fair.  All  I  am  asking  is  this:  that  men  who  don't 
live  in  Boston  be  kept  out  of  here,  the  same  as 
men  who  do  live  in  Boston  are  kept  out  of  other 
sections.  We  have  proof.  A  member  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  himself  called  the  Quincy 
City  Clerk,  and  he  said  there  was  an  ordinance  in 
effect  that  no  man  from  Boston  could  go  down 
tlr  re  unless  he  had  a  resident's  permit  to  dig  clams. 
Now,  we  are  not  stupid.  I  allowed  the  Chairman 
of  the  committee  to  introduce  an  ordinance  him- 
self, and  he  has  that  before  that  committee,  and 
I  thought  he  would  bring  that  in  today.  I  am 
willing  to  accept  his  ordinance,  and  he  can  amend 
it  so  these  men  will  have  to  be  residents  of  Boston 
for  from  two  to  five  years.  They  won't  get  around 
;ui)  loophole.  We  have  been  in  Boston  long 
enough  to  know  that  when  we  set  up  an  ordinance 
we  will  set  up  one  with  some  teeth  in  it.  It  isn't 
so  easy  for  a  man  to  go  out  and  dig  clams  all  day. 
It  is  a  darned  hard  job,  harder  than  a  pick  and 
shovel  job  —  because  in  a  pick  and  shovel  job 
the  men  get  paid  by  the  hour  and  by  the  day. 
These  men  get  paid  only  what  wank  they  do,  and 
get  paid  for  just  what  barrels  of  clams  they  dig, 
and  the  work  is  back-breaking.  They  arc  in 
muck  and  mud  all  day,  in  all  kinds  of  weather, 
and  what  money  they  make.  Cud  knows,  tiny  have 
earned  it  and  are  entitled  to  it.  But  when  we 
have  them  come  in  here  and  state  they  were  down 
to  Quincy  and   were  arrested        and  one  man  did 
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thirty  days  in  jail  arrested  because  they  didn't 
have  :<  resident's  permit,  and  others  admit  that 
they  were  chased  out  of  Hull,  Winthrop,  Ipswich 
and  othei  I  the  state,  because  they  didn't

Cqun.  COFFE\ — I  ask  for  reconsideration. 
Speaking  on  reconsideration,  there  i^  only  one 
more  thing  I  want  to  add,  anil  I  would  like  to 
impress  it  upon  the  members.  I  know  how  they 
are  reluctant  to  take  anything  out  of  committee. 
This  committee  has  this  matter  for  thri 
and  they  admit  that  they  have  not  had  a  quorum 
during  the  two  meetings  they  have  held.  They 
were  antagonistic,  I  will  say.  front  the  very  be- 
ginning about  these  men  who  have  come  up  i 
They  were  under  the  impression  that  two  or  three 
master  diggers  were  going  to  take  over  the  whole 
Boston  area,  they  were  going  to  get  rich  and  make 
a  million  dollars,  until  they  found  out  there  are 
seventeen    maste  in    tin-    City   of 

Boston.  And  these  men  said.  "We  welcome  every- 
body from  Boston.  Let  them  all  come  in  and  dig. 
Give  permits  out  as  you  see  fit.  Give  permits  out 
and  make  sure  that  each  man  is  a  Boston  resi- 
dent." I  think  this  is  one  lime  we  should  act, 
for  this  reason,  that  if  it  is  not  voted  upon  today, 
as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  you  can  dump  the  ordin- 
ances and  bury  them.  They  are  of  no  value  to 
anybody  unless  we  get  action  today  to  stop  out- 
siders from  coming  in  to  Boston.  And  proof  has 
been  brought  before  the  committee  that  they  are 
doing  that.  Then  they  go  back  in  comfort  in 
their  own  section  and  dig  out  there.  We  have 
only  three  areas  in  Boston,  all  contaminated 
areas,  and  closed  for  a  certain  period,  and  when 
they  are  open,  everybody  comes  in  and  stops  work 
in   their   own   section   and    cleans   out    the   Boston 

tck  and  cleans  out  their  own 
tion  with  no  opposition  from  Boston.  I  don't 
think  we  are  being  unfair.  This  is  a  Boston  bill. 
This  is  for  Boston  men,  men  who  earn  their  Living 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  we  should  not  allow  these 
ders  to  come  in  and  dig  out  these  areas.  And 
if  we  don't  pass  this  today,  you  can  take  the 
ordinances  from  the  gentleman  himself  and  burn 
them.

appeared  at  the  last  hearing,  they  said  that  in 
another  week  I  he  flats  would  definitely  be  cleaned 
OUt.  And  they  themselves  admit  that  if  no  action 
is   taken   today  it   might    as  well   be  forgotten,   that 

the  flats  definitely  will  be  cleaned  out. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr!  Chairman,  knowing  a 
little  about  tiiis  matter,  and  having  ben  al  tin- 
committee  hearing.  I  am  in  favor  of  these  Boston 
clam  diggers  who  are  residents  of  Boston  being 
given  an  opportunity  to  come  in  to  their  own  faun, 
a-  you  might  say,  and  being  given  permission  to 
come  in  and  dig.  Now,  the  situation  as  it  exists 
at  the  present  time  is  this:  over  in  the  South 
Boston  flats,  up  io  this  year,  I  have  seen  a  condi- 
tion where  211  to  2o  clam  diggers  a  week  are  ovei 
there  digging  clams.    Well,  this  yeai  there  are  from 

lot*  to  2(10  men.  and  thej  are  not  from  Boston. 
They  are  from  Newburyport,  Quincy,  Hull  and 
from  other  places.  It  is  also  true  that  if  the  Boston 
residents    go   down    into    Ipswich,    Newburyport, 

Hull  or  Quincy,  they  will  be  arrested  because  they 
are  not  residents.  Now,  the  an-wer  is  this:  there  is 
some  agitation  brought  by  t  he  councilor  from  Ward 
1  (Coun.  Coffey),  to  protect  these  people  from 
Boston,  and  as  a  result  of  an  ordinance  put  in  they 
came  up.  It  is  just  like  coming  into  somebody 
-  farm.  And  they  will  clean  that  area  out.  and 
if  you  don't  do  something  pretty  quick  tin- 
is  naturally  that  the  South  Boston  area  will  be  dug 
out,  because-  the:  ari  coming  up  there — not  25  or 
oil,  but  there  are  over  200  al  times  digging  there. 
As  far  as  I  am  concerned.  I  wish  they  never  would 
come  to  South  Boston  beaches,  because  it  gives 
them  a  chance  to  ruin  those  beaches.  But  if  there 
omg  to  be  clam  diggers,  let  us  give  the  residents 
of  Boston  a  permit  to  use  their  own  beaches  or 
theil  own  farms,  to  get  the  abundance  out  of  those 
flats. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  Chairman,  I  don't 
recall  ever  before  having  voted  to  take  anything 
from  a  committee,  although  I  might  have.  But  I 
ask  particularly  that  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee be  present  to  hear  of  a  painful  experience 
that  was  had  by  a  boy  from  my  town  of  fishing  in 
a  rural  district  last  summer.  He  came  to  my  home 
one  evening  about  seven  o'clock,  and  he  said  that 
that  afternoon,  about  four  o'clock,  he  had  been 
grabbed  by  an  officer  down  at  Concord  while  fish- 
ing there  without  a  license.  So  far  as  he  told  rue  it 
couldn't  be  fixed;  if  he  didn  t  have  a  permit  and 
came  from  Boston,  that  it  wouldn't  go  well  with 
him.  I  don't  know  what  the  statute  says  as  to 
taking  fish  without  a  license,  but  apparently  the 
judge  out  that  way  fined  him  a  flat  fee,  or  a  fiat 
sum  for  each  fish,  or  if  he  took  one  fish  he  would 
be  penalized  so  many  times  per  inch  in  size.  I 
called  the  county  commissioner,  the  county  that 
embraces  Concord,  about  quarter  past  seven, 
about  fifteen  minutes  after  the  boy  got  to  my  home, 
and  I  found  out  that  the  summons  to  appear  in 
court  was  then  in  the  mail,  for  fear  that  somebody 
would  reach  them  and  straighten  the  matter  out 
and  keep  the  boy  from  going  to  Boston  to  Concord 
because,  ignorant  as  he  was  of  the  regulations,  he 
attempted  to  fish  from  the  shore  up  then:  without 
a  permit.  Now,  I  know  in  the  Boston  City  Clerk's 
office  they  issue  permits  to  fish,  but  it  is  fairly 
reasonable  to  say  that  there  are  thousands  of 
people  in  the  course  of  a  year  that  fish  in  Boston 
who.  if  they  are  caught,  can  get  it  fixed  much  more 
regardless  of  where  they  come  from,  than 
any  Boston  resident  can  get  something  fixed  in  the 
lural  districts.  Now,  as  I  said  at  the  outset,  I 
asked  the  chairman  of  the  committee  to  stay  in  the 
room  only  long  enough  to  hear  me  on  that  ex- 
perience. That  experience  can  be  proved  in  the 
records  of  the  town  of  Concord,  and  I  can  give  the 
boy's  name  to  validate  the  remarks  that  I  have 
made.  If  that  is  tic-  treatment  that  Boston  people 
get  in  places  out  of  Boston,  it  is  only  meet  and  just 
thai  they  get  a  reprisal.  I  hope  that  reconsidera- 
tion does  prevail. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  we 
have  had  every  kind  of  a  day  in  here.  Now  we 
have  fish  day.  But  with  all  due  respect  to  the 
councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey),  I  don't 
blame  him  in  trying  to  press  the  Ordinance  Com- 
mittee,   and    trying    to    have    this    taken    from    the 
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committee  today.     Bui   I  a) I  going  to  vote  to 

take  it  from   the  committer  today,   because  this 

condition  has  been  existing  not  iiiili    lodav    I, ill    for 

years,  relative  to  clam  diggers,  from  25  in  past 
years  to  125  and  150  this  year.  I  say  it  is  the  clam 
diggers'  own  fault,  I  don 'I  feel  at  all  sorry  for  them. 
These  ordinances  thai  have  been  referred  to  have 
been  in  the  books  of  the  different  cities  and  towns 
for  years;  there  is  nothing  on  the  books  of  Boston. 
Why  didn't  they  come  in  here  in  past  years?  I 
don't  see  why  the  Ordinance  Committee  should 
rush  this.  It  has  only  had  it  for  three  weeks.  The 
committee  is  trying  to  do  a  good  job,  trying  in 
draw  up  an  ordinance  thai  will  stand  up  in  court. 
trying  to  net  an  ordinance  thai  is  going  to  pass  this 
Body  and  no  along  anil  not  be  turned  down  later 
for  some  faulty  reasoning  in  the  ordinance.  I 
believe  the  committee  should  take  more  time,  and 
I  am  putting  the  blame  right  on  the  clam  diggers, 
and  not  on  the  councilor,  because  I  presume  they 
are  putting  pressure  on  him.  And  I  don't  see  why 
the  committee  should  surrender  this  particular 
ordinance  lndav. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Just  one  word  to  add.  I 
might  say  that  the  clam  diggers  of  Boston  have 
been  trying  to  get  some  ordinance  through  for 
years.  They  have  been  up  before  Commissioner 
Osborne  for  years  trying  in  do  something  on  it. 
This  is  the  hist  time  they  have  brought  pressure 
on  Mr.  Osborne,  and  he  lias  sent  an  invitation  to 
every  city  and  town  to  set  up  tin  ordinance,  and  he 
said  lie  would  be  willing  to  accepl  any  reasonable 
ordinance  sent  in  from  any  city  and  town  in  the 
Commonwealth.     At  least  we  can  do  that. 

Coun.  HANNON-Well,  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
didn't  intend  to  get  up  here  and  talk  on  recon- 
sideration, because,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  imma- 
terial tu  me  whet  lea  or  not  recnnsiderat  ion  prevails. 
But  I  want  to  eradicate  and  remove  any  impression 
that  might  be  created  here  that  the  members  of 
this  committee  are  not  just  as  much  interested 
in  the  clam  diggers  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  those 
who  are  espousing  the  immediate  adoption  of  this 
ordinance.  It  is  probably  because  we  are  more 
interested  in  them  thai  we  are  going  slow.  We  are 
trying  to  do  what  is  right  for  them,  trying  to  do 
what  is  proper  for  them.  And.  as  chairman  of  the 
committee.  I  might  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  I 
am  not  going  to  be  browbeaten  or  rushed  or  be 
bothered  by  any  talk  or  any  innuendo  or  any  false 
accusations  thai  weir  made  awhile  ago,  that  we 
were  stalling.  And,  as  the  gentleman  who  made 
that  remark  was  forced  to  admit,  in  the  two  meet- 
ings he  attended,  the  chairman  of  (he  committee 
was  present.  Well,  if  the  chairman  was  there,  it 
doesn't  look  much  as  though  the  chairman  was 
stalling,  and  if  the  chairman  is  stalling  he  is  stalling 
honestly  m  the  interest  of  good  government. 
Why,  look  at  the  position  we  are  going  to  lie  in 
here.  The  ordinance  was  submitted,  and  the 
gentleman  who  submitted  that  ordinance,  the 
gentleman  from  East  Boston,  a  week  later  sub- 
mitted another  one.  He  didn't  approve  of  the 
one  he  put  in  before.  I  talked  Ihings  overwith 
him.  and  I  submitted  one.  I  figured  we  might 
put  the  three  together  and  get,  one  that  might 
meet  with  universal  approval.  I  am  satisfied 
now  that  we  caul  do  that.  And,  after  all.  it  is 
the  members  of  the  committee  who  judge,  and  not 
the  gentleman  from  East  Boston.  I  put  myself 
out  to  ge't  in  touch  with  the  City  of  Quincy,  to 
gel  a  copy  of  its  ordinance,  and  I  have  that  here. 
And  the  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Quincy  consumes 
almost  three  typewritten  pages.  Yet  some  in 
here  who  might  think  that  they  are  brilliant  or 
something  else  feel  that  they  can  write  down  three 
or  four  lines  and  say  enough  in  that  three  or  four 
lines  to  be  handed  down  to  posterity  to  cure 
an  ill  and  an  evil  that  has  existed  since  time 
immemorial.  Well,  I  haven't  the  ego  for  that. 
This  thing  isn't  something  just  now.  It  has  been 
going  on  for  years.  And  the  truth  of  the  matter  is 
that  the  clam  diggers  themselves  went  up  to  the 
State  House  looking  for  redress,  looking  for  a 
iine-all, and  they  couldn't  find  it  up  there,  so  they 
meandered   down   School   street   and    came   here. 

After  years  covering  the  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, they  came  down  line         They    think  we  should 

sit  down  and  write  something  thai  is  going  to 
meet  with  universal  approval  and  is  going  to  be  on 
the  books  of  I  line,  from  now  until  eternity  .

I    have  given 

it  some  study,  [f  the  gentleman  from  Bast  Boston 
or  an\  othei  gentlemen  here  think  they  can  take  it 


from  CO] fctee  am!  do  a  better  j  >b  in  two  in  ii 

than  we  have  been  trying  to  do  in  three  weeks, 
well,   good   luck    to   them.      I    am    not    going   to   say 

anything   about    their   egotism,    about    their   self 

evaluation,    or    about     what    thee    think    of    their 

intellectual    ability.     We    have    wrestled    with    it 

honestly  I  have,  anyway,  as  one  member  of  the 
Committee,  and  I  am  not  going  to  say  that  I  know 
as  much  about  clams  as  some  of  the  other  boys 
In  i  -  Clams  —  the  only  thing  I  know  about  them 
is   when    I   get    them   fried  once  in  awhile.      I   have 

been  studying  clams  for  the  last  three  weeks  and, 

like  a  clam  digger,  I  am  now  in  the  fog.  But  I 
am  asking  the  gentleman  here  to  give  me  time  to 
get  out  of  (he  fog  --  or.  as  somebody  behind  me 
has  Corrected  me,  to  gel  out  of  the  bog  ■  I  guess 
that  is  where  the  clams  come  from.  This  problem 
is  not  new.  Even  the  newspaper  men  who  at- 
tended that  hearing  didn't  know  anything  about, 
it  when  we  got  through.  They  called  up,  and  I 
think  the  gentleman  who  got  Mr.  Osborne  on  the 
phone  ended  up  with  the  same  information  as 
those  sent  there  to  talk  to  him.  Boston  is  peculiar 
in  this  light:  the  only  clam  digging  spots  available 
are  the  space  where  clams  are  contaminated.  In 
onler  to  be  good  they  should  be  chlorinated  after 
they  are  dug.  Primarily  the  clam  fields  of  the 
City  of  Boston  come  under  the  Department  of 
Public  Health.  It  is  up  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  to  state  when  these  clam  digging 
areas  are  open  to  the  public.  The  Department. 
of  Public  Health  has  decreed  that  the  Si 
Boston  flats  are  now  open  to  the  clam  digging 
public.  In  fact.  Mr.  Osborne  told  me  that  he  is 
very  much  pleased  to  think  that  the  clams  are 
being  dug  out  of  there. —  because  he  said  the  city 
would  benefit  more  if  these  clams  were  dug.  rather 
than  to  have  them  lie  dormant  there  and  become 
diseased.  This  happens  every  year.  This  section 
is  opened  up,  and  I  lien  it  is  closed  up  again  about 
the  loth  of  March,  in  order  to  give  the  tides  time 
to  come  in  to  fill  up  the  holes  that  have  been 
created  by  the  removal  of  these  (dams;  in  order 
to  give  the  shells  an  opportunity  to  wash  out  to  sea, 
and  not  injure  permanently  the  beach  where  our 
children  must  bathe.  We  are  all  interested  in 
Boston,  [don't  think  the  sincerity  of  any  member 
of  this  Council  —  at.  least,  the  sincerity  of  any 
member  of  the  committee  —  should  lie  questioned. 
Each  and  every  one  of  us  is  equally  desirous  that 
every  citizen  of  the  City  of  Boston  should  be  gives 
e  [ual  opportunity  with  the  residents  of  each  and 
every  other  community  of  the  Commonwealth,  but 
we  don't  want  to  rush  through  an  ordinance  that,  is 
going  to  create  hatred,  going  to  put  city  against 
city  and  town  against  city.  Our  proposed  ordi- 
nances consume  about  ten  lines  of  typewritten 
space.  The  ordinance,  the  comparable  ordinance, 
to  which  I  have  been  referring,  which  is  the  ordi- 
nance of  the  Cityof  Quincy,  consumes  almost  three 
pages.  I  got  that  this  morning.  Now,  some  of 
the  brighter  gentlemen  here  might  be  able  to  take 
thai,  read  it.  analyze  it,  and  then  write  out  an 
ordinance  of  three  or  four  lines  which  would  be 
comparable,  and  which  would  benefit  forever  the 
citizenry  of  Boston.  I  admit  with  my  intellectual 
capacity  that  I  cannot  do  it.  I  don't  intend  to  do 
it.  But  I  do  say  this,  that  in  any  job  entrusted 
to  me  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
I  try  to  do  my  job  conscientiously  and  do  it  well. 
I  don't  lose  anything  if  these  matters  are  taken 
from  committee.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  am  de- 
prived of  a  headache.  I  could  very  easily  Cross 
this  off  and  ask  the  committee  i"  recommend  it  bj 

sending  if  to  executive,  as  many  other  members 
have.  I  don't  do  things  that  way.  I  get  paid  for 
doing  a  job  in  here,  and  I  am  going  to  do  it,  but. 
I  won't  bring  anything  in  here  until  I  am  satisfied 
that  what  I  am  bringing  here  meets  the  needs  of  the 
situation.  I'p  to  the  present  time  I  have  not.  been 
able  to  devise  anything  thai  satisfies  me.  I  know 
oi  her  members  of  i  lie  committee  have  not  been  able 
lo  devise  anything  that  satisfies  them.  The 
clam  diggers  have  complained,  and  I  don't  blame 
the  gentleman  from  East  Boston  or  the  gentleman 
from   South    Boston    (Coun.   Scannell),   but    these 

ordinances,  gentlemen,  are  not  for  today;  thev 
are  not  for  tomorrow.  Thev  are  for  posterity; 
they  are  for  eternity.  Thev  are  bound  and  printed 
and  later  on,  after  you  and  I  and  other  members 

here  are  gone  and  forgot  leu.  they  are  going  to 
look    back    and    point     a     finger    and    say,     "  Thai 

ordinance  was  adopted  by  the  City  Council  in 
1945."

Coun.  HURLEY— Mr.  President.  I  have  been 
rather  hesitant  about  introducing  orders  because 
of  the  expense  or  because  of  the  use  of  labor  since 
the  start  of  this  war.  But  this  fire  house  will 
cause  no  great  expense,  no  trouble,  no  labor.  It 
has  been  closed  as  an  experiment  for  some  years 
back.  It  is  the  only  fireproof  fire  house  in  Boston, 
and  its  original  location  was  adjacent  to  Station  9. 
It  is  right  in  close  proximity  to  the  Home  for  Aged 
People,  with  hundreds  of  people  there,  and  to  St. 
Patrick's  Church,  and  St.  Patrick's  School  and  the 
Carmelite  Convent,  and  numerous  rest  homes. 
I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  the  Fire  Com- 
iiner  would  see  the  advisability  of  reopening 
this  fire  house  in  the  very  near  future.

CAREY — As  I  stated  at  the  earlier  meet- 
ing today,  in  Executive  Committee,  I  intended  to 
vote  against  the  appropriation  of  this  $450,(100  to 
pay  a  bill  that  I  personally  feel  is  not  justified,  ami 
because  of  complaints  of  people  not  only  in  my  own 
ward,  but  complaints  that  have  come  to  me  from 
ot  her  sections  of  the  city,  plus  the  observations  that 
I  made  myself,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  the  greater 
part  of  this  money  is  necessary  to  pay  for  plowing, 
that  in  my  opinion  was  not  done,  I  shall  vote 
against  this  appropriation.  In  voting  against  the 
appropriation  I  don't  cast  any  reflections  on  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  who  is  ably  qual- 
ified, and  who  cannot  be  held  responsible  as  an 
individual  because  of  the  poor  work  that  might  be 
done  by  so-called  "pet"  contractors.  I  observed 
in  two  sections  of  the  city  two  weeks  ago  yesterday 
and  two  weeks  ago  last  Saturday  plows  that  were 
being  paid  to  plow  that  were  rolling  along  the 
streets  with  the  blade  some  six  or  seven  inches 
above  tire  ground,  going  over  the  same  path  that 
had  already  been  plowed  and  been  opened  up, 
making  no  effort  whatsoever  to  earn  the  money 
that  the  contractor  was  being  paid  to  earn.  I  was 
naturally  interested  in  the  compliments  that  were 
paid  by  my  colleague  to  Mr.  Morrissev  in  executive 
session  because  I,  too,  would  like  to  compliment 
him.  But,  at  the  same  time,  when  I  have  had 
complaints  not  only  from  my  own  ward  but  from 
residents  of  Dorchester,  residents  of  West  Roxbnry. 
and  residents  of  Jamaica  Plain  not  in  my  own  dis- 
trict, then  somebody  must  be  wrong.  It  is  im- 
possible, of  course,  I  well  know,  for-  the.  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  to  follow  every  plow  as  it 
goes  throughout  the  various  districts  in  the  city, 
but  all  one  has  to  do  is  to  go  through  the  streets 
himself  and  see  ruts  irr  the  streets,  in  street  after 
street  yes,  in  Ward  *  I  observed  streets  that  had 
not  been  plowed  ten  days  after  the  storm.  We  all 
know  that  street  after  street  was  impassable,  even

or  criminal.  Yet  the  taxpayers  of  the  city,

Let  them  do  their  share,  and  I 
am  sure  that  we  will  have  started  along  the  road 
to  do  something  worthwhile  to  correct  this  juvenile 
delinquency  that  we  hear  so  much  about.  1  want 
to  see  it  curbed,  and  I  will  vote  for  the  expenditure 
of  money  that  can  be  reasonably  used  to  do  it. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — This  is  an  important  appro- 
priation of  a  million  dollars  and,  while  I  ordinarily 
feel  that  we  should  examine  very  carefully  ap- 
propriations of  so  large  a  sum,  there  is  no  better 
cause  for  which  we  can  make  an  appropriation,  in 
my  opinion,  than  for  the  children  to  have  an 
opportunity  for  recreation  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  believe  this  appropriation  will  enable  the  Park 
Department  to  more  efficiently  equip  its  play- 
grounds in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  hope  that,  also 
a  thought  will  be  given  to  having  not  only  adequate 
facilities,  but  to  adequate  supervision,  because  not 
only  nuhst  the  playground  have  proper  and  suf- 
li.ieiit  facilities  for  children  but  must  also  have 
proper  and  sufficient  programs  with  adequate 
[■vision,  so  that  the  children  will  be  kept  oil 
the  playgrounds  by  those  excellent  supervisors. 
As  I  understand,  the  Board  of  Recreation  will  hai  e 
planning  of   play   programs  and  of  a  long- 

range  schedule  of  recreational  activity  for  the 
children,  and  I  hope  that  this  board  and  its  super- 
intendent will  be  frequently  consulted  by  the  Park 
Department  and  other  agencies  charged  with 
recreational  duties  in  the  City  of  Boston.  If  the 
agencies  will  cooperate,  they  can  do  a  good  job  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  can  make  this  city  a  land- 
mark in  recreation  and  in  playgrounds,  a  reputation 
which  it  once  held  but  which  it  has  since  lost.  I 
feel  if  these  agencies  will  work  together  and  work 
along  the  lines  of  supervision  anil  programs,  and 
plan  not  only  for  the  near  future  but  for  several 
years  ahead,  we  can  have  a  great  recreational 
system   in   Boston.      This   is   the   first  step   toward 
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that  end.  This  amount  of  money  will  be  spent 
wisely  and  efficiently,  and  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  children  will  be  safeguarded,  and  we  will 
receive  a  fair  return  on  this  million-dollar  appro- 
priation. Therefore,  I  am  going  to  vote  for  this. 
even  though  my  practice  is  to  recommend  a  longer 
investigation  and  reference  to  the  proper  committee.

SNOW    REMOVAL   COSTS 
The  following  was  received;

Gentlemen, —  In  view  of  the  severity  of  the 
past  winter,  the  unusual  fall  of  wet  snow,  atul  the 
attendant   increase   in   expenditures,    I    feel   it    my 


duty  bo  give  you  a  complete  ami  detailed  reporl 

of  the  cost   of  snow    renins  ;i  I 

The  I  'ily  of  Boston  has  spent  to  date  the  sum  (jf 

(735,000  for  snow  removal.  This  figure  comparei 
very  favorably  with  costs  in  other  years  when 
similai  conditions  prevailed.  In  1935  for  instance, 
when  we  were  affected  by  blizzard  conditions  and 
had  a  total  snowfall  of  forty-five  inches, 
the  cost  of  snow  removal'  was  $1,117,154.81, 
which  amounted  to  $24,800  per  inch  or  $1,500 
per  mile.  In  1940,  with  similar  blizzard  condi- 
tions resulting  in  a  total  snowfall  of  forty-three 
inches  the  cost  of  snow  removal  was  $1,196,745.51, 
which  amounted  to  $31,500  per  inch  or  $1,688  per 
mile. 

This  year  when  we  suffered  from  a  greater  and 
more  severe  storm  and  a  record  snowfall  of  fifty- 
seven  inches,  the  total  cost  to  date  has  been  only 
•5735,000.  These  figures,  when  broken  down, 
show  the  per  inch  cost  as  $14,000  and  the  per 
mile  cost  of  $1,045.  In  view  of  these  facts  I  feel 
that  we  in  the  city  government  owe  to  our  Public 
Works  Commissioner  a  word  of  commendation 
for  the  splendid  job  done  to  keep  the  costs  of  snow 

re v  it  1  clown  to  a  minimum,  especially  when   we 

tike  into  consideration  the  fact  that  for  the  first 
time  in  our  history  city  laborers  were  this  veal 
paid  overtime  —  $100,000. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  the  matter  of  snow 
removal  Boston's  position  is  unique  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  business  areas  contain  96.5  miles  of 
highway  from  which  all  the  snow  must  be  re- 
moved and  carted  away.  And  although  these 
business  highways  constitute  nearly  one  seventh 
of  all  our  highway  area,  the  cost  of  snow  removal 
from  the  business  section  (because  the  snow  is 
carted  off  and  not  merely  plowed)  is  approximately 
one  half  the  total  cost.  No  city  or  town  in  Mas- 
sachusetts can,  therefore,  be  compared  to  Boston 
from  the  standpoint  of  snow  removal.  Boston, 
our  capital  city,  is  the  business  heart  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  must  be  kept  open  and  clean  at 
all  times. 

I  submit  the  following  statement  showing  com- 
parative costs  of  snow  removal.

I ;  l  I '( )HT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDINANCES. 

Conn.  HANNON,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, .submitted  the  following: 

Report    on    message    of    Mayor    and    ordinance 
referred    February    19)    in   regard    to   removal   of 
vehicles     interfering     with     snow     removal — that 
same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

('mm.  COFFEY — Mr.  Chairman.  I  am  going 
to  vote  against  this  order.  My  reason  for  voting 
against  ii  is  this,  that  we  give  permission  here  to 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner — I  know  we  all 
hold  him  in  the  highest  esteem;    we  know  he  will 

do  a   g 1  job.  and   perhaps  the  passage  of  this 

ordinance  would  be  a  good  thing,  but  in  the  par- 
ticular district  where  I  come  from  I  can't  see  my 
way  clear  in  voting  in  favor  of  it.  For  example, 
we  must  have  between  2,000  and  4,000  cars  that 
do  stay  on  the  street  oyer  night  in  the  East  Boston 
area.  My  argument  is  that  if  we  give  an  order 
to  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  and  lie,  in 
turn,  sends  a  truck  out  from  any  garage  to  tow 
the  cai  off  the  street,  they  have  no  place  to  put 
thai  car.  There  is  no  available  garage  in  the 
entire  district  where  I  live.  I  know  that,  because 
I  have  been  trying  to  get  a  garage  for  my  own 
car  for  the  past  two  years  and  have  not  been 
successful,  and  I  know  that  there  is  no  available 
space  in  'tin  East  Boston  area  to  take  care  of 
these  cars.      So  I  am  going  to  vote  against  this. 

Conn.  CAREY — I  feel  that  I  will  have  to  go 
along  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coun. 
Coffey)  in  this  matter,  for  the  reason  that  I  know 
thai  at  the  present  time  it  is  not  easily  possible 
to  obtain  garage  space  in  many  sections  of  the 
city,  perhaps  throughout  the  entire  city.  I 
know  that  to  be  a  fact,  because  I  have  had  it 
thrown  upon  me  to  help  constituents  of  mine  to 
find  a  garage  space  for  them.  But  at  the  present 
time  there  are  many  garages  in  the  residential  as 
well  as  the  business  areas  where  the  government 
has  taken  over  for  storage  of  vehicles  in 
emergencies.  I  don't  think  this  is  any  time — 
even  though  I  don't  subscribe  to  any  of  these 
who  want  to  use  the  streets  for  parking  day  and 
night  and  still  expect  the  snow  to  be  removed — 
I  don't  think  this  is  the  time  to  adopt  any  ordi- 
nance to  give  to  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, 
— who  I  also  feel  would  do  the  job  honestly 
and  fairly, — permission  to  have  those  cars  towed. 

Conn.  MUCHNICK — In  the  ordinance,  sec- 
tion 1,  it  provides  that  the  car  may  be  removed 
to  some  convenient  place,  including  a  public 
garage  or  outdoor  parking  area.  It  does  not 
exclude  any  other  places  to  which  cars  may  be 
removed,  which  places,  in  my  opinion,  could 
include  unused  streets  or  streets  that  have  been 
cleared,  and  many  other  areas  that  are  accessible 
to  the  public.  It  is  because  of  the  present  emer- 
gency and  the  difficulty  of  transportation,  which

Chairman  KELLY     That  is  right. 

Coun    HANNON     When  the  hearing  was  held 

on    this    ordini e,    notification    was    made    to    the 

newspapers     that     the     hearing     was     to     be     held 

\iilin,l\   appeared  in  opposition  to  it  save  one  or 

tWO   OOUnCllOrS    who    were    there,    and    who   did   state 

opposition,  I  remember  the  councilor  from  East 
Boston  (Coun.  Coffey)  stated  that  in  his  par- 
ticular district  there  were  no  parking  facilities 
available  t"  residents  of  the  district.  However, 
tie-  committee,  aflei  hearing  the  evidence  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  decided  thai   the 

best  interests  of  all  would  be  served  by  the  adoption 
of  this  ordinance.  This  is  not  suj  posed  to  be  a 
punitive  measure.  It  is  not  being  adopted  for 
put  poses  of  punishing  people  who  might  leave 
their  cars  outdoors.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is 
not-  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  subscribe 
to  any  theory  which  gives  to  any  one  individual 
the  right  to  promiscuously  tow  away  cars.  How- 
ever, every  so  often  in  a  big  storm  a  situation 
arises  where  some  car  is  left  in  the  middle  of 
the  highway  or  left  in  such  a.  position  that  it  is 
blocking  the  intersection  of  one  or  two  main 
Streets.  In  a  situation  such  as  that  it  is  jeopardiz- 
ing the  lives  and  health  of  the  residents  of  that 
district,  and  it  should  be  towed  away.  We  must 
depend,  of  course,  on  the  common  sense  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  but  you  and  I 
have  seen  in  the  last  storm  one  or  more  cprs  which 
have  been  left  in  the  middle  of  a  highway  which 
might  just  as  well  have  been  pushed  against  the 
curbing.  The  ordinance  says,  anything  that 
interferes  with  the  ploughing  of  the  street.  To 
push  an  automobile  against  the  curbing,  park  it 
properly,  does  not  interfere  with  the  ploughing 
of  the  street.  Those  that  interfere  with  the 
ploughing  are  those  left,  in  the  middle  of  the  high- 
way, that  block  traffic,  that  would  block  fire 
engines,  that  would  block  ambulances,  and  that 
would  block  street  ears.  Those  are  the  vehicles 
that  are  going  to  be  towed  away.  Looking  at 
this  from  a  practical  point  of  view,  it-  would  be 
impossible  to  abuse  this  ordinance  very  much. 
In  the  first  place,  the  city  hasn't  vehicles  enough 
to  perform  this  towing.  The  city  couldn't  go 
out  there  and  tow  every  car,  as  the  gentleman 
from  East  Boston  said.  As  the  gentleman  from 
Mission  Hill  (Coun.  Carey)  said:  "Where  are 
they  going  to  tow  them?"  They  haven't  facilities 
enough  to  store  them,  so  they  couldn't  tow  away 
every  car,  but  they  are  asking  us  to  give  them 
the  authority  to  tow  away  any  one  car  which 
might  be  left  there  in  the  middle  of  the  highway, 
or  in  the  middle  of  the  intersection,  blocking  the 
way  for  ambulances  or  fire  engines,  mail  trucks 
or  vehicles  that  of  necessity  must  get  through. 
There  is  another  aspect  to  this  thing,  too.  Sup- 
pose you  were  stuck  and  you  had  to  leave  your 
car  there.  I  think  most  motorists  would  be 
happy  to  think  the  ear  would  be  towed  away. 
I  think  one  of  the  greatest  worries  in  a  storm  is 
to  have  to  leave  your  car  there,  and  not  know 
what  will  become  of  it.  If  this  ordinance  is 
adopted  and  it  is  found  necessary  to  tow  a  car 
away,  you  will  be  notified,  you  will  know  that 
charges  are  fixed.  You  are  not  going  to  be  hooked 
or  robbed;  you  are  going  to  pay  $5  for  towing 
and  81  a  night  for  storage.  I  think  in  those  cir- 
cumstances it  would  be  of  benefit  to  those  people 
who  have  to  abandon  their  cars  in  the  public 
highway.  I  don't  think  this  ordinance  is  going 
to  interfere  with  a  man  parking  his  car  against 
the  curbing.  To  my  mind,  that  won't  interfere 
with  the  highway.  This  is  merely  to  move  from 
the  highway  those  cars  that  are  interfering  with 
ploughing  of  the  street,  and  interfering  with  the 
proper  flow  of  traffic.  I  think  it  will  benefit 
everybody  in  the  long  run,  and  as  far  as  the 
argument  that  there  is  no  place  to  park  cars, 
why  bother  with  that?  It  is  up  to  the  city  to 
find  a  place  for  parking.  There  is  a  city  yard  in 
East  Boston,  and  there  are  city  yards  elsewhere. 
You  could  probably  park  them  there.  But  while 
the  city  ordinance  gives  you  the  right  to  tow  a 
car  away,  it  also  puts  upon  the  towers  the  burden 
of  notifying  you  where  your  car  is  located,  and 
I  think  it  will  relieve  many  an  unhappy  man  to 
be  notified  in  the  morning  that  his  car  is  safe  and 
parked  in  a  proper  spot.

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Conn.  COFFEY — Just  two  corrections.  I 
would  like  to  correct  t he  gentleman  from  Ward  13 
(Coun.  Hannon).  In  the  first  place,  1  said  nothing 
about  the  cars  being  towed  away.  I  was  at  the 
meeting  along  with  Councilor  Hannon,  and  Com- 
missioner Morrissey  admitted  lie  has  only  half  a 
dozen  trucks  available,  and  we  know  very  few 
cars  would  be  towed  away.  Another  thing  is 
about  the  city  yard  in  East  Boston.  There  is  so 
little  space  there  there  isn't  enough  room  for  then 
own  vehicles.  When  we  had  a  playground  out. 
there,  the  big  city  yard  was  taken  away,  and  only 
a  small  area  was  left  for  the  city  yard.  In  fact, 
most,  vehicles  operated  in  East  Boston  are  parked 
in  the  Albany  street  garage.  Another  thing, 
sometimes  when  a  man  locks  his  car  up  not 
knowing  that  snow  will  fall  —  he  might  be  a 
defense  worker  and  might  be  late  at  night  — 
and  he  comes  out  in  the  morning  at  five  or  six 
o'clock  and  there  are  five  or  six  inches  of  snow  on 
the  ground,  and  his  car  has  disappeared.  He 
will  get  in  touch  with  the  police,  and  the  police 
tell  him  the  car  was  towed  away.  Don't  forget 
that  nobody  has  parked  his  car  without  pulling 
the  emergency  up,  and  fixing  it  so  it  won't  roll 
away.  Think  of  the  damage  done  when  these 
cars  are  going  to  be  dragged  —  not  towed  — 
by  a  chain  attached  to  a  city  truck.  I  am  willing 
to  say  that  if  a  car  is  left  in  gear,  the  gears  will  all 
be  stripped.  If  it  is  not  left  in  gear,  then  the 
emergency  is  pulled  up,  and  by  the  time  the  fellow- 
gels  to  the  garage  where  the  car  is  found,  his  four 
brakes  are  going  to  be  all  worn  out,  well  stripped, 
and  he  is  going  to  need  a  new  set  of  brake  linings 
at  least.  My  argument  is,  as  I  said  before,  there 
is  no  available  space  in  East  Boston  to  take  cars 
off  the  streets. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Through  you.  Mr.  Chair- 
man, I  would  like  to  ask  Councilor  Hannon  if  the 
ordinance  embraces  a  definite  location,  such  as  a 
garage  to  which  cars  would  be  towed,  or  are  they 
to  be  towed  away  from  the  place  where  they  were 
found  parked? 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  Chairman,  the  ordi- 
nance says  they  are  to  be  towed  to  a  public  garage 
or  to  a  parking  space,  any  available  parking  space, 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Well,  I  was  inspired  to  ask 
that  question  because  I  know  that  in  Charlestown 
the  Navy  Department  has  taken  over  practically 
every  public  garage.  I  am  wondering  what  will 
happen  if,  under  the  direction  of  the  police,  the 
streets  are  cleared  of  parked  cars  and  they  find 
that  the  public  garages,  or  what  were  once  public 
garages,  are  allowed  to  take  these  parked  cars 
thus  because  they  are  empowered  by  the  ordinance 
to  deposit  the  car  in  a  public  garage.  It  is  going 
to  encourage  thieves  and  automobile  strippers, 
which  is  another  objection  added  to  what  Coun- 
cilor Carey  said,  and  added  to  what  Councilor 
Coffey  said  regarding  the  damage  that  can  be 
(lone  to  a  car.  I  think  it  might  be  a  wise  ordinance 
to  enforce,  and  we  know  that  Commissioner 
Morrissey  would  use  every  prudence  in  enforcing 
it.  But  the  objection  raised  by  Councilor  Carey, 
plus  a  few  others  that  were  brought  to  light,  make 
it  appear  that  very  probably  the  ordinance  ought 
to  go  back  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  and 
have  incorporated  in  a  new  ordinance  certain  safe- 
guards against  depositing  valuable  cars  in  a  yard 
where  they  may  be  stripped  or  guard  against 
damage  while  in  gear  or  with  the  brakes  set.  I 
don't  know  how  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
feels  about  that,  but  if  we  are  going  to  have  high- 
ways cleared  to  the  extent  of  free  and  easy  trans- 
portation, we  should  have  in  mind  all  over  the  city 
in  any  one  storm  we  may  do  damage  running  into 
many  thousands  of  dollars  on  cars  that  cannot  be 
replaced.  We  should  not  purposely  or  wilfully 
damage  them  to  the  extent  that  it  is  too  difficult 
to  repair  them.  I  move  that  this  be  returned  to 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  Chairman,  in  regard 
to  this  matter,  there  is  an  incident  that  happened 
in  .South  Boston  just  yesterday,  where,  we  were 
cleaning  up  for  the  parade  over  there.  It  seems 
that  there  were  15  or  20  cars  on  hroadwa>  Now, 
I  can  see  where  the  councilor  from  East  Boston 
(Coun.  Coffey)  is  right,  and  it  is  understandable. 
But  what  they  did  in  South  Boston  on  the  locked 
cars  was, —  they  took  the  car  and  moved  it  prob- 
ably four  or  five  feet  on  the  street  and  left  the  car 
there,  so  the  plough  blades  could  get  by.  In  1H41 
I  was  opposed  to  this  ordinance.  I  fell  as 
though  the  then  Public  Works  Commissionei 
might  go  out  of  his  way  to  take  a  lot  of  these  ears 
oil  the  street,  and  I  was  opposed  to  it  then.  Hut 
now    I    say    an    ordinance   such    as    this   should    be 


enforced,  anil  I  know  right  well  that,  the  Public: 
Works  or  the  Paving  Department  won't  take  cars, 
but  will  tow  them  four  or  five  feet.  This  ordinance 
will  direct  the  Public  Works  Department  to  move 
them  four  or  five  feet  to  the  sidewalk  so  that  cars 
can  gel   by. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  Chairman,  speaking  on  the 
motion  to  recommit  back-  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  for  further  study,  I  would  like  to 
speak  on  the  motion.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  Would 
like  to  be  informed  by  the  Chair  if  the  committee 
has  given  any  thought  in  regard  to  the  liability 
that  the  city  may  run  into  in  the  removing  of  these 
automobiles  from  the  streets.  I  wonder  if  there 
is  any  liability  the  city  mav  he  held  responsible 
for. 

Chairman  KELLY — Councilor,  I  might  say- 
that  the  motion  is  in  order  to  recommit  this  back 
to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  then  I  sup- 
pose the  committee  chairman  will  have  another 
meeting  to  which  all  members  of  the  Council  will 
be  invited,  and  this  matter  will  be  further  studied 
or  amended. 

Coun.  RUSSO — For  your  information,  the  reason 
I  asked  this  was  because  it  may  have  a  bearing  on 
whether  I  vote  to  send  it  back  to  the  committee 
or  not. 

Chairman  KELLY — Does  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  care  to  inform  Councilor 
Russo? 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman,  as  far  as 
recommittal  is  concerned,  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances,  I  am  indifferent  as  to 
whether  the  matter  is  recommitted  or  not.  How- 
ever, if  it  is  recommitted,  I  think  in  all  fairness 
to  me  as  chairman  and  to  the  other  members  of  the 
committee,  that  those  members  that  got  up  here 
and  offered  suggestions,  should  show  up  at  the 
meeting  before  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and 
give  us  the  benefit  of  the  value  of  those  suggestions. 
That  is  why  we  have  committee  meetings.  Now, 
we  have  gone  over  this  matter,  and  only  one  or 
two  showed  up.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  only  three 
members  of  the  Council  showed  up.  Now,  we 
have  given  you  our  best  judgment.  If  you  want 
to  send  it  back  to  us,  it  is  all  right  with  me.  and 
all  right  with  the  committee,  but  there  is  no  sense 
in  sending  it  back  to  us  unless  those  members 
here  who  want  it  sent  back  there  and  have  sug- 
gestions to  offer  will  attend  the  meeting  and  give 
us  the  benefit  of  those  suggestions. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  Chairman,  I  was  going  to 
ask  before  the  gentleman  commenced  his  talk, 
under  a  point  of  order  —  I  only  ask  it  as  a  point 
of  information. —  whether  or  not  the  committee 
has  taken  that  under  advisement,  and  give  an 
answer  to  my  question.  If  they  are  unable  to  do 
that,  then  I  shall  have  to  vote  to  return  it  back  to 
committee. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  Chairman,  the  very 
purpose  of  the  ordinance  is  to  try  to  protect  the 
city  against  liability,  against  suits  arising  from 
the  fact  of  automobiles  being  removed.  They 
can  be  removed  now  as  a  health  or  file  menace, 
but  then  you  run  into  the  question  of  liability. 
That  is  what  we  are  trying  to  take  care  of.  Now. 
some  of  the  gentlemen  are  right  here  when  they 
say  the  cars  may  suffer  because  of  Vicing  towed 
away  while  in  gear  or  while  locked.  That  is  true, 
but  they  are  not  going  to  be  towed  out  to  Cali- 
fornia. They  are  not  going  to  be  towed  even  a 
mile  or  two.  They  might  be  moved  only  a  matter 
of  a  car  length  or  two  car  lengths.  And  back  of 
City  Hall  out  here  many  times  we  move  a  car 
that  is  in  gear.  Many  times  we  have  moved  a 
locked  car.  And  I  don't  think  anybody  who  is 
towing  a  car  is  going  to  be  careless  or  destructive 
enough  to  try  to  damage  a  car. 

Coun.  RUSSO      I  use  to  a.  point  of  order. 

Chairman  KELLY — State  your  point  of  order. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  still  had  the  floor  when  I 
asked  the  chairman  of  that  committee  to  give  me 
an  answer  to  my  question. 

Chairman  KELLY — I  think  he  is  leading  up 
to  it. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  Chairman.  I  would  like 
the    gentleman    to    express    his    question    again, 

Maybe  I  misunderstood. 

Chairman  KELLY — Will  die  councilor  kindly 
express  again  what  he  wishes  to  know?    Councilor 

Hannon  can  lead  up  to  it. 

Coun.  RUSSO-  -Has  the  committee  taken  under 
consideration  the  liability  attached  for  the  city 
in  removing  or  towing  away  these  cars  from  the 
highway?  Is  there  am  liability  in  so  far  as  the 
city  I-  conce I  to  the  owner  of  these  cars  aftei

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('..in,  HANNON  Mi  Chairman,  the  answei 
id  the  first  part  of  the  question  i-  yes  The  answei 
to  the  second  part  "f  tin-  question,  in  all  fairness, 
would  be  too  long  and  too  complicated.  I  am  not 
going  to  become  involved  in  the  pros  and  cons  of 
u  legal  question  here  but,  if  the  gentleman  Li 
tended  the  oonomittee  meeting,  I  think  thai  mattei 
was  covered  very  thorougbl]  Bui  I  am  not 
going  i"  take  any  decided  stand  ve  01  no  as  to 
whether  oi  no1  this  will  remove  all  liability  of  the 
city. 

Coun.  RU8SO  I  may  answer  in  so  far  as  noi 
attending  a  meeting  is  ooncerned.  I  am  noi  a 
member  of  that  committee  this  yeai  and  I  was 
not  informed  when  thai  meeting  was  to  l»-  held, 
!  didn't  Bee  it  posted  in  the  Council  Chamber. 
1  would  be  verj  glad  to  attend  1 1 1 « -  meetings 
Another  thought  in  mj  mind,  Mi.  Chairman.  I 
am  Btrongly  in  favor  of  this,  mind  you,  and  I  am 
just  trying  to  cleat  my  mind  in  so  fai  as  liability 
of  the  citj  is  concerned,  and  in  bo  far  as  to  whethei 

or  tiot  it  is  wise  to  put  it  into  operation  now.  I 
am  trying  to  clear  my  mind  as  to  whether  it  would 
not  perhaps  brine  individuals  who  an-  stealing 
cars  day  in  and  day  out  into  our  city,*  if  that 
perhaps  would  not  give  them  a  good  jacket;  if 
perhaps  they  could  come  in  with  a  tow  racket 
and  tow  my  car  away,  and  then  I  might  be  in- 
formed the  City  of  Boston  didn't  tow  my  caraway. 
The  purpose  of  my  asking  these  questions  is  to 
clarify  in  my  own  mind  this  mattei  so  that  I  may 
he  able  to  vote  intelligently. 

Coun.  CAREY  —  I  hope  that  the  mattei  will  he 
recommitted   to  the  committee      I   feel  that   the 

committee  and   the  Council  as  a    whole  should  go 

very  slow  about  approving  an  ordinance  of  this 
nature.  The  gentleman  from  Ward  13  (Coun. 
Hannon)  informed  us  that  this  ordinance  would  not 
affect  cars  alongside  the  curbing, — only  those 
cars  that  are  in  the  middle  of  the  street.  And 
then  he  went  on  to  clarify  his  remarks  by  saying 
that  a  ear  would  be  left  in  the  middle  of  the 
street  only  because  it  could  not  be  driven  any 
further, — the  snow  blocking  it,  or  for  some  other 
reason.  Anybody  with  any  judgment  at  all  would 
be  foolish,  in  my  opinion,  to  leave  their  car  in  the 
middle  of  the  street  at  any  time,  unless  they  were 
badly  under  the  influence  of  liquor,  died  at  the 
wheel,  or  for  seme  other  such  reason.  If  we  have 
a  foot  of  snow,  of  course,  and  a  car  cannot  pro- 
ceed any  further  and  must  be  left  there,  then  I 
don't  think  that  the  owner  of  that  car  should  be 
penalized  to  the  extent  of  paying  a  towing  charge 
and  a  possible  storage  charge  as  well.  And  I  was 
amused  somewhat  at  the  remark  pertaining  to 
that  phase  of  the  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  to  tow  these  cars  into 
parking  places.  For  several  days  after  the  last 
snowstorm  I  came  home  and  passed  several 
parking  places  in  this  city,  and  you  couldn't  even 
walk  alongside  the  sidewalk.  Now,  how  are  cars 
going  to  be  towed  in  there?  And,  quite  the  re- 
verse, I  had  a  complaint  made  to  me  that  during 
the  last  heavy  snowfall  one  of  the  contractors' 
ploughs  that  was  being  paid  for  by  the  city  was 
being  used  to  plough  out  the  private  grounds  of 
one  of  our  well-known  roadside  stands.  I  suppose 
if  you  had  sufficient  drag  you  could  get  your 
parking  lot  ploughed  out.  The  city  ploughs 
could  plough  these  parking  places  for  the  benefit 
of  the  parking  lot  owner.  I  think  only  too  often 
we  are  inclined  to  go  after  the  very  one  who  dres 
his  share  to  contribute  to  the  upkeep  of  govern- 
ment, which  the  automobile  owner  does  There 
is  hardly  a  session  of  the  Legislature  that  we 
don't  have  as  one  of  the  first  recommendations 
an  increase  of  the  gasoline  tax.  They  seem  to 
think  because  a  man  owns  an  automobile — and 
of  course  there  are  some  exceptions,  but  the 
exception  is  not  the  rule — that  because  a  man 
owns  an  automobile  he  is  very  wealthy.  Many 
people  own  automobiles  as  they  have  to  own 
them,  either  for  business  reasons  or  for  some 
other  particular  reason.  But  I  think  this  Council 
would  be  very  lax  in  its  judgment  if  it  would 
act  too  hastily.  I  would  like  to  attend  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances.  I  hope  it 
will  go  back  to  the  committee,  and  I  will  guarantee 
the  chairman  that  I  will  be  one  of  those  present. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  Chairman,  the 
councilor  from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey)  lias  stated 
that  automobiles  left  in  the  street  are  only  Kit 
by  men  that  are  intoxicated  or  have  something 
wrong  with  them-  those  that  leave  their  cars  in 
the  middle  of  the  streel  during  a  snowstorm. 

Coun   CAREY-   \Ii.  Chairman. 


'  bairman  KELLY  -For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise? 
Coun.  CAREY     To  correct  the  gentleman  from 

South  Boston  (Coun.  Scanned).  I  said  I  sup- 
posed    that    might    he  one  of   the   reasons        I    want 

to  have  the  record  clear  on  that  particular  point, 
and  I  ask  the  gentleman  to  properly  understand 

t  he  discourse  here 

Coun  SCANNELL  Mr.  Chairman,  I  under- 
stood what  the  gentleman  said,  and  I  believe, 
whether  he  supposes  it  or  not,  he  did  say  it.  In 
the  St     Valentine   Day  snowstorm  in  my  district 

in  South  Boston,  in  two  blocks  some  of  the  people 
in  that  district  took  out  as  many  as  forty-four 
cars,   between    Doichestei    street    and    Broadway. 

The    Only    street    car    sel  \  Ice    that     was    not    mo     

ill  the  city  the  next  morning  at  twelve  o'clock 
was  in  the  South  Boston  section,  and  it  was 
because  of  the  automobiles  in  the  middle  of  the 
■  in  it  that  they  couldn't  move.     All  this  ordinance 

does  is  give  the  Public  Works  Department  the 
right  to  move  a  car  from  the  middle  of  the  street 
to  tin-  side  of  the  street,  or  on  the  sidewalk,  so  a 
plough  can  get  through.  In  the  Public  Works 
Department,  if  thej  do  it  today,  they  are  taking 
somebody  else's  property  and  could  be  prosecuted 
in  the  courts  for  it.  I  hope  this  fen  t  referred 
hack,  because  I  happened  to  be  at  the  hearing 
Iiein re  the  Committee  on  Ordinance.,  and  the 
Public  Works  Commissionei  stated  that  he  just 
wants  the  right  to  move  a  car  from  the  middle  of 
the  street,  or  two  thirds  of  the  street,  onto  the 
sidewalk.  I  think  we  should  give  him  that  right, 
because  I  know  of  the  conditions.  Suppose  any- 
body    voted     against     this     ordinance     and     linn 

were  half  a  dozen  cars  in  the  middle  of  the  street, 
and  a  fire  started  that  wiped  out  two  or  three 
blocks  because  we  didn't  give  permission  to  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  to  remove  these  ears. 

There  would  be  something  done  about  that.  I 
think  it  is  a  good,  sound,  logical  ordinance,  and 
should  be  passed  today. 

Coun  KINSELLA— Mr.  Chairman,  I  can  well 
understand  the  chairman  of  the  committee  would 
show  a  little  heat  at  the  suggestion  that  it  be 
referred  back  to  the  committee,  but  I  think  the 
chairman  will  agree  thai  there  are  many  orders 
and  resolutions  referred  to  other  committees,  and 
the  gentleman  himself  can't  always  attend  the 
hearings  before  them.  Vet  when  a  matter  is 
brought  in  here  by  way  of  report,  certain  things 
suddenly  appear  to  him.  I  presume  that  is 
always  so.  You  have  had,  councilor,  the 
experience  we  all  have.  I  think  this  ordinance 
is  important .  Of  course,  while  the  danger  from 
any  great  fall  of  snow  in  the  immediate  future  is 
negligible,  I  think  the  chairman  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  might  reasonably  go  along 
on  recommittal,  because  even  though  no  one 
attends  the  next  meeting  other  than  the  com- 
mittee members,  the  suggestions  have  been  made 
here  in  all  good  faith,  and  the  ordinance  can  be 
got  into  legal  shape  for  next  winter,  even  though 
We  can  hardly  expect  any  use  for  it  the  test  of  this 
season.  Now,  1  don't  know  of  anything  in  the 
present  ordinance  that  allows  the  Public  Works 
Department  or  the  police  to  take  a  car  from  the 
middle  of  the  street  and  put  it  on  the  sidewalk. 
After  the  last,  snowstorm,  the  biggest  one  we  had, 
Beverly  street  in  Boston,  and  right  up  and  includ- 
ing State  street,  along  Devonshire  street,  was 
honeycombed  with  automobiles  that  formed  an 
almost  labyrinth ia  11  pattern.  Now,  anybody  that 
was  crazy  enough  to  bring  his  car  in  town  that 
day  had  to  zigzag,  so  lie  was  traveling  almost  as 
far  back  as  he  was  forward  to  get  to  his  destina- 
tion, which  was  forward.  And  the  majority  of 
offenders  were  taxicabs,  raising  the  thought, 
"Where  are  their  own  repair  cars'1''  And,  not 
naming  the  company  by  name,  one  who  operates 
the  greatest  number  of  cabs  in  Boston,  was  the 
greatest  offender.  I  am  certain  that  if  they 
have  tow  cats  they  could  have  towed  those  cars 
away,  but  they  didn't.  There  were  also  trucks 
bearing  names  of  famous  business  houses  that 
certainly  have  repair  trucks  anil  garages,  where 
they  garage  those  cars,  and  they  undoubtedly 
could  have  found  a  tow  car  belonging  to  a  garage 
to  take  them  off  the  highway,  but  they  didn't. 
They  left  them  there  in  the  middle  of  the  business 
■  I  1st  1  ict  Had  the  fite  wagon  come  out,  it  never 
could    have    got     the    smallest     piece    of    apparatus 

through.  Now,  I  think  the  ordinance  is  a  good 
one.  It  was  inspired  by  a  man  who  has  the  best 
interests  "f  the  city  at     heart,  and  all  he  is  asking 

us  to  do  is  to  support  him.     Everybody  here,   I 

think,   wants  in  support   an  ordinance  thai   gives 
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not  only  the  city  protection,  bu1  protects  a  person 
who,  of  necessity,  must  leave  his  ci llir  high- 
way. And  the  suggestions  we  have  made  can  he 
incorporated  in  an  almost  perfect  ordinance  by 
returning  the  measure  for  the  consideration  and 
attention  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  I  feel 
that  everybody  here  will  find  that  the  chairman 
will  see  a  way  to  incorporate  those  suggestions 
into  a  new  ordinance  which  will  nol  work  until 
nevt  year.  We  are  not  destined  to  gel  any  more 
snow  this  year  of  such  a  magnitude  that  it  will 
require  towage. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman,  as  the  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  I  will 
reiterate  that  I  have  absolutely  no  objection  to 
recommitment.  However,  most  of  the  objections 
raised  here  have  already  been  raised  by  members 
of  the  committee  themselves,  and  have  been 
talked  over  with  those  who  appeared  before  the 
committee.  However,  since  some  of  the  members 
feel  that  they  would  like  to  appeal  before  the 
committee,  I  wish  to  slate  thai  we  will  hold  a 
meeting  nevt  Thursday,  if  this  matter  is  recom- 
mitted, at  11  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  we  will 
ask  each  and  every  member  here  to  please  be 
present.  This  ordinance  is  a  copy  of  the  ordinance 
which  is  in  effect  in  most  of  the  largest  cities  of 
the  country.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  its  purpose  is 
not  punitive.  It  does  not  intend  to  punish  any- 
body, and  I  think  that  is  the  only  fact  that  is 
being  overlooked  by  most  of  the  members  of  the 
Council.  What  we  do  hope  is  that  by  passing 
this  ordinance,  by  letting  the  public  know  that 
their  cars  might  be  towed  away,  or  that  the  city 
has  the  power  to  tow  them  away,  we  might  fore- 
stall anybody  from  leaving  his  car  in  the  street 
unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  do  so. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  recommit 
the  ordinance  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances, 
and  the  motion  was  declared  carried. 

Conn.  SCANNELL—  I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask 
for  a  roll  call. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  to  recommit 
was  lost,  yeas  6,  nays  7: 

Yeas — Coun.  Carey,  Coffey,  Feeney,  Kinsella, 
McCormack,  Russo — 6.

FEENEY  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  KELLY—  No  debate  on  the  question 
of  laying  on  the  table. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  yeas  2, 
nays  13:

Chairman,  as  I  stated  before,  I  do  realize  that  this 
ordinance  may  be  a  very  good  ordinance,,  in  order 
to  clear  up  the  streets  of  our  city  in  any  snow- 
storm. However,  as  I  have  outlined,  in  regard 
to  the  liability  that  may  be  incurred  by  the  city 
and  in  regard  to  whether  or  not  we  might  not 
be  bringing  into  our  city  the  racket  of  stealing 
cars  from  our  highways,  which  lias  nol  been 
clarified  in  my  mind.  I  regret  that  I  will  have  to 
vote  against  this  order.

Chairman  KELLY — Does  that  answer  tic  ques 
1 1 0 1 1 '.' 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  was  wondering  why  the 
committee  meeting  was  held  the  same  day  as  the 
Council  meeting,  when  it  could  be  held  Wednes- 
day, Thursday  or  Friday,  when  it  would  be  more 
convenient  for  committee  members  to  attend.  I 
was  one  thai  couldn't  possibly  attend  this  meet- 
ing, as  I  told  other  members  that  I  couldn't,  and 
I  was  wondering  why  the  meeting  was  held  on 
the  morning  of  the  day  of  the  Council  meeting, 
when  it  could  have  been  held  any  time  during  the 
hist  week,  when  it  was  more  convenient  for  the 
members. 

Chairman  KELLY — Councilor  Muchnick,  can 
you  inform  Councilor  Baylev? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — Mr.  Chairman,  it  seems 
that  this  morning  was  a  very  convenient  time  for 
at  least  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, because  a  majority  was  present.  There 
were  also  present  two  other  members  of  the 
Council  who  were  not  members  of  the  committee. 
I  never  received  any  notice,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  from  the  gentleman  from  the  Back 
Bay  (Coun.

Chairman  KELLY — Does  that  answer  your

time  to  hold  committee  meetings  is  during  the 
week,  and  I  was  taking  for  granted  it  would  be 
held  last  week,  and  not  this  morning.  The  deci- 
sion to  hold  it.  this  morning  was  late  Friday  after- 
noon when  I,  at  least,  thought  there  would  be  no 
meeting  until  this  week. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Perhaps  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  councilor  a  question. 

Chairman  KELLY— Will  you  yield  for  a 
question?

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Did  the  councilor  re- 
ceive on  Saturday  morning  a  notice  that,  the 
meeting  would  be  held  this  morning? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— I  did. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — May  I  ask  another  ques- 
tion? 

Chairman  KELLY— Will  Councilor  Bayley 
yield  for  another  question?

Chairman  KELLY  The  clerk  will  be  glad  to 
read  the  order,  councilor.

Coun.  MUCHNICK— We  can  take  il  i  Eat 
thai  either  one  of  two  things  exists.  Either  there 
is  discrimination  in  employment  because  of  race, 
color  or  creed,  or  there  is  not  such  discrimination. 
I  don't  believe  that  anybody  in  this  Council  is  so 
naive  as  to  ask  the  rest  of  us  to  state  that  this 
i-  Utopia  and  that  discrimination  does  not  exist. 
If  anybody  is  so  naive,  then  let  him  merely  quote 
from  this  morning's  paper.  In  a  help  wanted  ail 
in  this  morning's  paper,  in  one  of  the  local  papers, 
there  was  an  ad:  "Girl  elevator  operator.  Will 
train  neat,  well-mannered  girl  (white),  size  12 
In  Hi."  There  are  hundreds  of  other  instances 
that  I  could  give  you.  I  received  in  Saturday 
morning's  mail  a  copy  of  a  paper  known  as  the 
Boston  City  Reporter,  published  by  Frai 
Sweeney  Committee,  at.  Newbury  street,  in 
Huston.  I  would  like  to  read  some  of  the  para- 
graphs in  this  paper:  "The  New  England  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Company,  for  instance,  on  its 
application  blank  asks  the  question:  'What  is 
your  religion?'  before  considering  the  applicant's 
other  qualifications."  And  then:  "In  an  in- 
formal survey  conducted  last  summer,  it  was 
observed  thai  the  New  England  Telephone  &* 
Telegraph  Company  had  certain  numbered  forms 
to  show  an  applicant's  race,  religion,  anil  so  forth. 
Few,  if  any,  Negro  girls  were  employed  in  the 
Traffic  Department. 

"The  city's  numerous  commercial  and  savings 
banks  do  not  hire  Negroes  in  any  capacity  but  as 
floor  moppets  and  door  knob  polishers.  Jews 
suffer  the  prejudice  of  banking  establishment 
employment  methods  now,  as  Catholics  did 
twenty  years  ago." 

And  it  goes  on  and  gives  certain  other  illustra- 
tions. It  also  points  to  the  fact  that  very  recently, 
at  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  Catholic  Inter- 
racial Council,  a  resolution  to  back  a  permanent 
national  committee  on  fair  employment  practice 
was  proposed  by  Father  George  C.  Higgins,  Social 
Action  Department,  National  Catholic  Welfare 
Conference,  and  the  resolution  passed  unani- 
mously. I  cite  these  instances  only  to  dispel  the 
idea  tiiat  there  is  not  any  such  thing  as  discrimina- 
tion in  employment.     If  such  discrimination  does 

exist,  and  there  can  be  no  question  but  what  it 
does,  then  we  owe  it  to  the  people  of  this  city. 
their  properly  elected  officials,  to  do  everything 
in  our  power  to  impress  public  opinion,  whether  it 
be  private  public  opinion  or  public  opinion  of  the 
members  of  the  House  and  Senate,  to  see  to  it  that, 
the  proper  measures  are  taken  to  eliminate  dis- 
crimination. .Everybody  who  lives  in  the  City  of 
Boston  is  entitled  to  the  right  to  earn  a  living 
in  fair  competition  with  everybody  else  in  this  city. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  further  stalling  on  this 
matter  is  not  allowed,  and  that  this  resolution  is 
adopted  now.  I  ask  only  one  thing,  that  the 
resolution  be  amended  to  include  Senate  Bill  407, 
which  was  filed  in  the  Senate,  by  Councilor  Taylor, 
and  is  the  counterpart  of  this  bill  that  is  in  the 
House. 

Coun. KINSELLA — Mr. Chairman,  the  councilor 
speaks  of  naivete.

Coun  TAYLOR — Do  you  know,  councilor, 
there  are  seven  bills  all  together,  one  by  the 
American  Jewish  Congress  and  six  by  other 
parties? 

Coun.  KINSELLA— I  understand  there  ate  a 
number,  but  the  bill,  according  to  Councilor 
Baylej ,  is  filed  by  the  Jewish  (  ongress,  and  that  is 
the  one  I  am  discussing. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Will  the  councilor  yield 
for   another    question? 

Coun.  KINSELLA— I  will  yield  for  one  qui  si  ion 
•  Coun.  MUCHNICK — Does  the  councilor  know 
the  Lobells  of  Boston  ale  of  the  Jewish  faith? 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  do.  Mr  Chairman, 
fundamentally  and  by  choice,  I  cannot  stand 
intolerance.  I  come  from  a  race  that  has  been 
persecuted  for  thousands  of  years,  and  that  seems 
to  thrive  on  it,  and  if  you  are  looking  for  any 
deep-tooted  sympathy  when  you  are  suffering  or 
being  victimized,  you  won't  get  it,  only  from  those 
who  have  suffered  from  the  self-same  thing,  who 
have  been  victimized  by  conditions  that  victimized 
you.  Now.  Mr.  Chairman,  my  attention  was 
momentarily  distracted  from  Councilor  Muchnick's 
citation  of  that  paid  ad,  apparently,  and  if  it  be 
within  the  rules,  Mr,  Chairman,  may  I,  at  this 
time  ask  the  councilor  to  read  that  ad  to  me  again? 
I  missed  it  entirely. 

Chairman  KELLY — Councilor  Muchnick,  will 
you  kindly  turn  the  ad  over  to  Councilor  Kinsella 
so  i  hat  he  may  study  it? 

Coun.  KINSELLA— I  will  read  the  ad:  "Girl 
elevator  operator.  Will  train  mat,  well-mannered 
girl  (white),  size  12  to  16.  Good  employment 
conditions.  No  Sunday,  holiday  or  evening 
work,"  and  so  forth.  I  can't  see  anything  wrong 
with  that  on  the  face  of  it.  I  know  men  who 
want  to  know  your  religion  when  they  emplo\ 
you  in  order  to  find  out  if  you  have  any  scruples 
about  Sunday  work,  being,  as  I  say,  Christians. 
Some  of  the  first  questions  they  want  to  know  are: 
"Are  mhi  available  for  Sunday  work'.'"  and  "How 
many  holy  days  of  the  year  will  you  be  absent 
from  your  duties?"  And'  when  they  are  informed 
that  there  is  nothing  in  the  Catholic  religion  that 
compels  you  to  be  idle  on  a  holy  day,  except  on 
Christmas,  which  is  a  movable  feast,  or  Easter 
Sunday,  that  being  always  on  Sunday  and  a  day 
off,  at  any  rate,  their  attitude  is  altogether  dif- 
ferent, ami  friendly.  But.  I  do  know  where  they 
have  wanted  to  know  how  available  you  wen-  [or 
emergency  work  mi  Sunday  01  fur  overtime  work. 
That  is  a  perfectly   valid   question.      We  have  an 
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ad  here  that  says  the  girl  must  be  white.  It 
doesn't  in  any  way  intimate  any  intolerance  on 
the  part  of  the  prospective  employer,  and  probably 
is  in  deference  to  the  people  going  up  and  down  in 

that  elevator.  We  don't  know  what  il  is.  It  says, 
"Apply  Room  728,  Statler  Offiee  building." 
Whether  she  is  to  work  under  people  who  are  not 
in  that  room  anil  to  work  elsewhere  is  beyond 
my  knowledge.  Now.  I  am  against  bigotry  or 
intolerance  in  any  form,  but.  as  I  slated  last 
Monday,  Mr.  Chairman,  we  don't  have  a  concrete, 
tangible  situation  that  legislation  of  this  type 
can    cure.     All    this   legislation    does,    iii    my   lay 

opinion,  is  to  attempt  to  regulate  a  state  of  mind 
I  did  ask  a  pointed  and  direct  question  of  the 
members  of  this  Body,  those  of  them  who  are 
Jewish.  If  you  apply  to  me  for  a  position,  and  I 
tell  from  your  name,  or  you  tell  me  that  you  are  a 
Jew,  and  instantly  in  my  mind  I  decide  I  won'! 
hire  you  for  that  reason,  but  I  say  nothing  about 
that  to  you,  how  do  you  know  what  my  real 
reason  is?  If  you  walk  out  of  my  place  of  business 
and  go  to  a  proper  agency,  where  you  know  a 
complaint  can  be  made,  ami  say  that  I  turned  you 
down  because  you  were  a  Jew  or  because  you  were 
a  Negro  or  because  you  were  a  Catholic,  and  thai 
accusation  is  based  only  on  your  opinion,  you  ran 
make  it  extremely  humiliating  and  embarrassing 
for  me  and  thousands  of  others.  Just  as  I  could  go 
in  and  compromise  the  best  interests  of  an  other- 
wise tolerant  and  respectable  Jew  whom  I  charged 
wouldn't  give  me  any  work  because  I  am  a  Catholic. 
I  determinedly  believe  I  am  right  that  this  presents 
no  concrete,  tangible  problem  that  legislation 
can  or  will  cure.  And  one  of  the  gentlemen  had 
the  good  grace  to  tell  me  last  Tuesday,  the  day 
after  the  original  order  was  offered,  that  I  was 
right.  If  I  was  right  last  Tuesday  and  my  objec- 
tions have  not  changed  today,  then  I  am  right 
today.  Can't  you  see  what  you  are  letting  your- 
selves in  for.'  Councilor  Muchnick  says  that 
either  we  say  the  condition  exists  or  the  condition 
does  not  exist.  If  it  does  not  exist,  you  will 
manufacture  it,  you  will  bring  it  into  being,  mark 
my  words.  If  it  does  exist,  that  is  nothing  new. 
We  have  all  had  it  from  time  to  time,  and  some- 
times had  it  for  less  than  the  cause  we  were  Jew, 
Catholic  or  Negro.  We  have  had  discrimination 
right  here  in  City  Hall  because  we  didn't  fit  with 
the  powers  that  be  in  some  instances,  not  because 
we  were  a  Jew,  a  Catholic  or  a  Negro,  either.  So 
that  wasn't  taken  into  account  when  partiality 
and  discrimination  weie  being  shown.  Let  me 
reframe  my  stand.  I  will  quarrel  publicly  or 
privately  with  anyone  or  any  group  that  attempts 
to  make  out  as  better  or  more  worthy  one  race  or 
religion  above  another.  I  hate  the  thought  of  it, 
nor  would  I  wilfully,  wittingly  and  deliberately 
cause  harm  to  anyone  because  he  was  not  of  my 
color',  creed  or  race.  But  neither  will  I  lend  my 
support  to  something  that  has  one  inch  thick 
layer  of  goodness  in  it  and  a  foot  of  packed  dyn- 
amite underneath  that  inch.  I  cannot  possibly 
vote  for  this.  If  voting  against  it  makes  me 
appear  to  be  intolerant  or  prejudiced.  I  am  Sony 
if  I  can't  persuade  you  to  believe  that  I  speak 
just  as  I  feel  in  my  heart  about  these  things 
I  have  argued  the  point  for  the  last  three  years. 
Hut  let  us  have  a  clear  picture  of  what  we  air 
voting  on.  If  you  haven't  the  condition  you  will 
bring  it  about.  If  you  have  got  it,  this  bill  won't 
cure  it.  It  opens  the  door  too  wide  to  disap- 
pointed, disillusioned,  disgruntled  job  seekers  to 
go  and  humiliate  and  falsely  penalize  some  man 
because  they  think  that  is  the  reason  he  turned 
them  down,  "because  I  was  a  Catholic,  a  Protest- 
ant, a  Jew,  or  colored."  He  is  a  poor  tool  if  he 
does,  but  you  can't  blame  him  unless  you  can  prc\  e 
it  against  him,  and  you  can't  prove  it  against  him 
unless  he  tells  you  in  so  manj  words  that  that  is 
the  reason.  Hut  do  what  you  will  about  it.  I 
hope  this  does  not  pass. 

Conn.  TAYLOR— Mr.  Chairman.  I  don't 
intend  to  take  any  time  on  the  floor  light  now  to 
explain  this  bill.  There  is  a  question  in  my  mind 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  previous  speaker  has 
familiarized  himself  with  this  bill  thoroughly 
or  with  all  the  bills.  There  are  seven  different 
bills  filed.  At  the  last  meeting  "f  the  Committee 
on   Rules  I  was  unable  lo  be  present,  and    I  hoped 

lo    bring    up    there    plenty    of    surprising    evidei 

which  would  knock  down  all  the  arguments  of  the 
previous  speaker.  1  would  like  to  make  a  motion

Conn.  HANNON  offered  the  following:

William  F.  Dwyer,  Jr.,  the  Air  Medal  and  One 
Oak  Leaf  Cluster,  for  meritorious  service  of  an 
outstanding  nature  on  the  field  of  battle;  and 

Whereas,  The  father  of  William  F.  Dwyer,  Jr., 
is  an  honored  and  respected  member  of  this  body; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  congratulations  of  this 
Honorable  Body  be  tendered  to  Councilor  William 
F.  Dwyer  because  of  the  great  honor  which  has 
come  to  his  son;    and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  hope  and  prayer  of  the 
Citj  Council  that  William  F.  Dwyer,  Jr.,  and 
thousands  of  other  heroes  of  this  great  world  con- 
flict may  be  guided  and  directed  by  the  hand  of 
God  and  preserved  so  that  they  may  once  again 
be  reunited  with  their  parents  in  a  peaceful  world 
which  their  sacrifice  and  suffering  has  made 
possible. 

Conn.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman,  regardless  of 
the  manv  differences  that  may  arise  between  the 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  we  know 
thai  in  our  own  peculiar  way  we  constitute  one 
big  family.  We  share  the  burdens  and  sorrows 
of  our  fellow  members,  and  likewise  we  share 
with  them  in  their  joys.  It  is  therefore  fitting  that 
we  pause  in  our  meeting  to  pay  honor  and  respect 
to  one  of  our  colleagues,  our  Acting  President, 
because  of  the  great  joy  thai  has  this  day  befallen 
him,  in  having  pinned  upon  his  breast  the  air 
medal  with  oak  leaf  cluster,  which  his  boy  has 
earned  by  his  valor  and  heroism  upon  the  field  of 
battle.  The  story  of  this  boy  is  but  typical  of  the 
Story  of  the  average  American  lad.  It  is  not 
inv  pleasure  to  have  known  him  personally  but. 
because  of  in x  acquaintance  with  his  father,  I 
can,  perhaps,  paint  a  picture  of  what  this  boy- 
was  and  is.  I  can  see  a  strapping  boy  of  seventeen, 
strong,  handsome  and  virile,  eager  to  answer 
the  call  of  the  colors,  anxious  to  perform  his  part 
in  the  cause  of  freedom.  Too  young  to  enlist 
legally,  like  many  American  boys  who  are  fired 
with  the  same  enthusiasm  and  patriotism,  he 
took  the  quickest  step  to  overcome  this  difficulty 
and  deceived  the  enlistment  officer  both  as  to  his 
age  ami  parental  approval.  Once  in  the  service 
he  made  good.  He  rose  from  the  ranks  by  dint 
of  hard  work.  His  numerous  forays  over  Germany 
were  each  enshrouded  in  a  question  of  give  and 
lake,  survive  or  perish,  win  or  be  shot  down  and 
be  taken  prisoner.  With  the  indomitable  spoil 
of  his  father  at  his  back,  he  kept  on  with  the  zeal 
of  American  youth,  and  today  that  zeal  and 
intrepidity  has  brought  its  just  reward.  A 
grateful  government  has  pinned  upon  the  bieasi 
of  the  proud  father  of  this  boy  a  medal  of  honor. 
I  say  proud  father,  and  justly  so.  for  proud  he  is, 
with  a  justifiable  pride,  and  we.  too,  are  proud 
foi  the  fathel  of  that  boy  is  also  the  father,  01 
the  dean,  of  our  Council.  He  is  our  Acting 
President.      We     join     with     you,     Mr.     President, 

and  Willi  v beautiful  wife  in  your  honest  pride 

Your  boy's  actions  reflect  credit  upon  you  and 
upon  your  splendid  wife.

Coun.    HANNON — Mr.' Chairman,    some    time 
ago  —  oh.    I    think    it   must   be   a   year   ago  —  I, 
in     conjunction     with     the     councilor     from     East 
Boston    (Coun.  Coffey),    sponsored    a    petition    or 
an  order  in  here  that  public  credit  marks  be  given 
for  civil  service  examinations   to   those  policemen 
and  firemen  who  should  receive  credit  for  honor- 
able   mention    of    meritorious    service.      Now,     I 
think    one    of    the   most    favorable    examples    that 
could    be    produced    is     the    example     of    Office) 
Connerney.     I  don't  know  the  gentleman,  1  don't 
know  where  he  lives,  I  have  inner  met,  trim.      But 
in    the  performance  of  his  duty  he  risked   his  life 
in  order  to  save  the  lives  of  other  people.      He  lias 
been    commended,    as    I    read    in    the    paper.      He 
was  awaided  a  two  weeks'  vacation.      He  also  has 
been   given   a   medal   of  honor,    which    I    believe 
carries  with  it  an  award  of  $25  a  year.      But   the 
question  I  am  arriving  at,  the  question  I  have  been 
driving   at    oxer   a    period    of   years,  is    this.      This 
man  performed  his  duty  as  a  policeman  in  such  a 
meritorious   manner    that    from    now    on    he    will 
receive  $25  a  year  extra  money,  and  this  year  lit 
will    receive    two    weeks'  extra    vacation.      This    is 
the  type  of  man  we  want  in  our  Police  Department, 
lb-  is  tin-  type  of  man  who  should  be  given  some 
opportunity  to  go  ahead.     This  man  in  a  year  or 
more    will    he    forgotten.      I    have   seen    many    ex- 
amples  like   that.      I  cited   the  last   time   I   talked 
on    this    mallei     the    case    of    Milieu    and    Faber. 
The    officer    who    uprooted    that    case,    the    officei 
responsible   for    the   apprehension    and    conviction 
of  those  men  received  a  reward  of  $1,500,   which 
In-  gallantly   bestowed   upon   the  widow  of  one  of 
the  men  who  had  been  killed  by  those  desperados. 
That    man    then    had    nothing.      He    received    no 
remuneration    whatsoever    as    far    as    his    official 
position   and   official    connection    with    the    Police 
Department    was    concerned.      And    even    to    this 
day   that   man  walks  a  beat   over  in  Charlestown, 
just  the  same  as  any  other  officer.      In  a  condition 
such  as  Officer  Connerney,  we  should  see  that  some 
stable,  some  lasting  provision   is  made  to  let   him 
know    how    we   appreciate    his    deed,    anil    let    the 
public  know  thai   he  is  the  type  of  officer  we  want 

in    the    Boston    Police    Department.     You    know 

I  here  is  something  more  to  this  than  merely  pro- 
tecting  the   public.      There   is   something   more   to

do  than  merely  being  the  instrumenl  or  cause  ol 
the  apprehension  of  some  wanted  criminal  or 
desperado.     We   have   had    instances   brought   to 

our  attention  where  a  police  officer  is  sent  out  to 
capture  a  bandit  or  desperate  criminal,  and  in  the 
performance  of  that  duty  is  forced  to  shoot  that 
man  —  we  have  had  instances  where  that  officer 
later  on  is  affected  mentally  by  the  very  thought 
or  very  remembrance  that  he  was  responsible 
for  the  death  of  somebody.  I  wish  honestly  that 
some  commission  could  be  established  to  reward 
these  men  suitably.  We  don't  want  officers,  of 
course,  going  out  and  shooting  people  promiscu- 
ously. No.  But  when  a  man  performs  such  a 
valorous  deed  as  Officer  Connerney,  I  think  that 
public  recognition  should  be  given.  He  should 
be  given  five  or  ten  points  in  the  Civil  Service 
Department.  And  if,  God  forbid,  a  year  or  two 
from  now,  that  man  should  suffer  because  of  the 
fact  that  he  has  been  the  instrument  of  death  to 
another  man,  even  though  that  man  be  a  criminal, 
there  should  be  some  board  set  up  here  to  see  that 
that  man  is  properly  taken  care  of.  I  know  we 
talk  about  retirement  and  pensions.  We  say  his 
rights  will  be  preserved,  but  they  won't  be.  I 
had  an  instance  only  a  year  or  so  ago  of  Officer 
McCarthy  of  Station  16.  Officer  McCarthy,  in 
the  performance  of  his  duty,  was  forced  to  kill  a 
desperate  criminal.  Officer  McCarthy  brooded, 
worried,  and  was  upset  over  that.  He  was  as- 
signed to  lighter  duties,  taken  off  the  street,  given 
even  a  soft  job,  but  it  was  only  a  matter  of  months 
before  Officer  McCarthy  took  a  heart  attack  and 
dropped  dead.  Hut  then  they  tell  us  that  Officer 
McCarthy  died  from  a  heart  attack,  although 
those  of  us  who  knew  Officer  McCarthy,  the  men 
who  worked  with  Officer  McCarthy,  the  men  who 
had  been  through  the  mill  with  Officer  McCarthy, 
knew  what  happened  to  Officer  McCarthy  was 
brooding  and  worrying  over  the  fact  that  he  had 
been  the  cause  of  death  to  another  man.  Now,  I 
hope,  gentlemen,  that  we  won't,  let  something  like 
that  happen  to  Officer  Connerney.  I  was  in- 
terested only  a  day  or  two  after  Officer  Connerney 
performed  his  valorous  deed — you  recall,  I 
believe,  it  was  in  the  City  Hospital  when  he  met  a 
clergyman  and  a  priest  of  the  Catholic  faith,  and 
the  first  thing  that  the  Father  asked  him  was, 
how  he  was  feeling,  and  then  he  said,  "  Buck  up, 
old  boy,  don't  let  it  get  you."  Those  men  go 
through  mental  torture  if  it  is  necessary  to  kill  a 
criminal  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and 
I  think  it  is  obligatory  upon  the  city  and  city 
officers  to  see  that  these  men  are  properly  recom- 
pensed for  valorous  deeds  performed  in  line  of 
duty. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  just  want  to  say  briefly 
that  that  is  a  magnificent  tribute  to  a  public 
servant  who,  at  best,  is  underpaid.  But  I  wonder 
what  is  going  to  be  said  because  of  the  Devlin 
dereliction.  He  had  no  other  record,  he  was 
discharged  from  the  Army  when  the  Army  had 
no  further  use  for  him.  He  was  tumid  out  in 
the  streets,  Mr.  Chairman,  because  the  govern- 
ment that  took  him  without  any  red  tape  and 
'  sent  him  back,  worse  than  crippled  physically, — 
the  government  that  took  him  without  any  red 
tape  didn't  have  the  decency  to  attempt  to  re- 
habilitate him  before  he  was  allowed  to  mingle 
with  his  family  and  his  neighbors.  If  yon  investi- 
gate. Councilor  Harmon,  and  do  a  little  soul 
searching  in  behalf  of  Officer  Connerney,  I  don'1 
think  you  will  find  that  that  would  be  his  attitude 
had  the  facts  subsequently  shown  that  Devlin 
had  been  a  hardened  criminal.  I  think  his  torture 
"I  mind  and  soul  was  due  solely  to  the  fact  that 
lie  knew  that  he  had  killed  a  boy  who  was  not 
-ane.  He  was  not  a  hardened  criminal,  and 
the   shame   ami    the   disgrace    that    is    America's 

today  can  properly  be  placed  on  the  shoulders  of 
those  in  Washington  who  think  nothing  of  giving 
six,  eight  and  ten  million  dollars  of  America's 
money  to  people  in  Europe  who  loathe  and  delist 
and  despise  us,  but  they  have  to  delay  and  pro- 
crastinate in  a  matter  of  spending  five  million 
dollars  for  hospital  facilities.  If  there  is  a  just 
God  in  heaven,  and  I  am  conscious  of  what  I 
say.

The  boys  in  the  high  schools  do  present 
arms  and  shoulder  arms  for  a  few  minutes  a  day, 
and  this  mildewed  program  of  military  drill  is  the 
basis  of  what  Boston  is  pleased  to  call  a  physical 
education  program.

There  are  men  who  receive 
salaries  and  consider  them  lifetime  pensions,  but 
there  is  no  physical  education  staff.  There  is  port 
rums,  and  order  arm.-,  and  there  is  the  spirit  of 
ITTti  in  our  Boston  school  system,  but.  there  is 
nothing  that  bears  the  slightest  resemblance  to 
lern  physical  education  program. 

"(Has  this  city  achieved  nation-wide  notoriety, 
within  the  past  year,  because  of  what  is  termed 
juvenile  delinquency?  I  have  said  before,  and 
now  say  again,  that  this  is  a  misnomer.  It  is  not 
ju\  enile  delinquency.  It  is  adult  delinquency,  and 
more  to  the  point,  it  is  civic  delinquency,  for  which 
a  long  line  of  mayors  and  a  longer  line  of  political 
appointees  are  responsible.  They  have  been  in- 
different for  many  years  to  the  fate  of  the  kids  of 
Boston.  They  have  been  guilty  of  mid-Victorian 
thinking,  when  they  thought  at  all.  They  are 
the  delinquents,  and  not  the  children  who  never 
had  a  chance. J 

"A  man  named  Billy  Mullen  of  the  Park  De- 
partment lias  done  more  for  the  youth  of  Boston, 
against  odds  that  would  have  broken  a  lesser 
heart,  then  anyone  else  I  know  of  in  the  past 
quarter  of  a  century.  A  private  citizen  named 
Walter  Brown  of  the  Boston  Garden  has  donated 
to  tin-  city  the  only  athletic  program  which  deserves 
the  name  and  has  provided  the  hockey  and  basket- 
ball and  track  facilities  which  our  civic  leaders, 
if  you  wish  to  be  nice  and  call  them  that,  have 
failed  to  provide. 

"Kerrigan  Joins  Fight  for  Youth. 
"Now  a  third  man  has  joined  the  other  two. 
His  name  is  Johnny  Kerrigan,  and  he  is  in  on  a 
rain  check  as  Mayor  of  the  city.  I  do  not  know 
him  except  in  a  howdy-Johnny  sort  of  way,  but 
I  want  to  lead  the  applause  for  him.  He  is  going 
to  the  big-city  equivalent  of  grass  roots.  He  is 
heading  for  the  street  corners,  and  taking  the  grimy 
hands  of  kids,  and  lugging  them  toward  the  play- 
grounds. He  sees  a  vision,  maybe,  of  generations 
of  Catholics  and  Protestants  and  Jews,  of  blacks 
and  browns  and  whites,  learning  the  tolerance  of 
the  playground. 


"(Boston,  because  of  its  very  size  alone,  should 
have  the  finest  high  school  teams  in  New  England, 
but  a  SaugUS  High  School  football  team  would 
staughtei  the  best  of  the  Boston  teams;  a  De  La 
Salic  lli"li  School  basketball  team  from  Newport 
would  toy  with  the  best  of  the  Boston  teams;  a 
Stoneham  High  School  hockey  team  would  get 
more  opposition  from  its  second  team  than  it 
would  from  the  best  of  the  Boston  teams.  This 
is  not  the  fault  of  the  boys  of  Boston;  it  is  the  fault 
of  the  older  generation  in  charge  of  our  physical 
education  program.) 

"Here  is  a  million  dollars,  for  such  a  simple 
thing   as    hoi     water    in    Held    houses,    for   such    uii- 

dramatic  items  as  balls  and  bats  and  band  con- 
certs, too.  But  here,  after  many  years  of  waiting, 
is  a  man  named  Kerrigan  who  thinks  in  terms  of 
the  sidewalks  from  which  he  sprung.  It  is  the 
biggest  story  of  our  time. 

"(The  Right  Reverend  Edward  J.  Flanagan 
mentioned  this  program  and  this  Mayor  the  other 
day.  He  said  it  was  high  lime  that  Boston  had  a 
mayor  who  realized  that  something  must  be  done 
about  juvenile  delinquency;  something  more 
constructive,  he  added,  than  talking  about  it. 
Monsignor  Flanagan  is  a  stranger,  you  say?  No, 
he  isn't.  He  is  an  authority  on  the  subject,  who 
is  better  known  to  you  as  plain  Father  Flanagan  of 
Boys'  Town.)  "

Coun.  COFFEY— The  ordinance  on  clam 
diggers,  the  ordinance  that  I  introduced  a  month 
ago,  which  I  introduced  with  an  order  three 
weeks  ago,  along  with  the  ordinance  of  Councilor 
Hannon. 

Chairman  KELLY — There  are  three  ordinances. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Any  one  or  all  three. 

Chairman  KELLY — Councilor  Coffey  makes  a 
motion  that  any  one  or  all  three  of  the  ordinances 
before  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  now  be 
brought  out  in   the  Council  Chamber. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  Chairman,  through  you, 
I  would  like  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
if  they  have  had  a  meeting  this  week.  Last 
week  they  asked  for  more  time.  They  got  more 
time  by  a  vote  in  the  Council.  It  has  been  a  month 
now  since  this  ordinance  was  first  introduced. 
As  I  said  then,  I  say  today,  the  longer  we  wait 
the  cleaner  these  clam  beds  in  Boston  are  going 
to  be.  If  we  are  going  to  do  anything  for  the 
Boston  clam  diggers,  I  think  it  is  high  time  that 
we  now  do  it.  I  doubt  very  much  if  they  have  had 
a  meeting  this  week  on  these  particular  ordinances. 
If  they  have,  I  would  be  pleased  to  know.  Also, 
Mr.  Chairman,  if  they  intend  to  hold  it  for  a 
certain  period  of  time  I  would  like  to  know  that. 
But  I  would  like  to  know  if  and  when  they  intend 
to  bring  this  ordinance  out.  As  I  said  before, 
it  has  been  in  committee  for  a  month  now,  and.  I 
think  it  is  time  we  got  action  on  some  of  these 
ordinances. 

Coun.  HANNON— The  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances did  meet;  the  Committee  on  Ordinances 
did  consider  the  matter  of  the  ordinance  pertain- 
ing to  shellfish,  and  three  members  of  the  com- 
mittee of  five  showed  up,  and  the  three  of  us 
agreed  on  an  ordinance  which  would  place  the 
granting  of  the  permit  to  dig  clams  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Boston.  That 
meeting  was  held  on  Friday.  This  morning  I 
consulted  the  City  Clerk,  and  he  very  graciously 
informed  me  that  he  would  do  anything  that  the 
committee  suggested.  But,  out  of  deference  to 
him.  I  thought  that  the  committee  should  sit 
down  and  consult  with  him  as  to  the  issuance  of 
these  permits.  He.  himself,  felt  that  it  should 
be  a  permissive  matter  which  would  cost  no  fee. 
That  is  something  which  we  have  not  yet  de- 
termined. Now,  the  councilor  from  East  Boston 
(Coun.  Coffey),  as  I  recall,  states  that  last  week 
I  said  we  wanted  more  time  to  consider  it.  That 
is  true.  Now,  in  his  turn,  he  said  last  week  that 
this  week  would  be  too  damned  late  for  it.  So 
if  it  is  too  late,  why  is  he  worrying  about  it?  It 
will    be    all    set    when    we    determine    the    proper 
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procedure,  the  proper  method,  the  proper  fee, 
and    the    proper    place  from  which   these    permits 

should  be  issued.  We  are  trying  to  help  the  clam 
diggers.  I  don't  know  if  the  counciloi  from  East 
Boston  is  trying  to  help  them  or  not.  He  said 
last  week  that  this  week  was  too  late.  If  it  is 
loo  late,  why  does  he  worry-' 

Conn.  COFFEY — That  is  why  I  am  worrying, 
because  from  week  to  week  it  is  getting  later. 
You  have  got  around  125  clam  diggers  over  there 
from  Hull,  Quincy,  Beverly  and  Newburyport, 
cleaning  out  the  Boston  beds.  Naturally,  I 
would  worry.  It  seems  that  the  gentleman  is 
only  worrying  about  outside  clam  diggers.  He 
is  not  worrying  about  Boston  clam  diggers.  If 
he  was,  surely,  he  would  have  a  report  from  his 
committee  in  a  month's  time.  I  think  that  the 
chairman  could  bring  in  a  report  now.  He 
doesn't  have  to — Mr.  Chairman  -none  of  the 
members  here  have  to — vote  for  it.  But  I  am 
going  to  ask  that  it  be  brought  out  every  week 
that  I  am  here,  because  from  week  to  week  there 
are  going  to  be  less  clams  in  the  Boston  district, 
and  the  Boston  men  are  going  to  be  without  any 
means  of  livelihood  in  the  very  near  future.  And, 
as  I  have  said  on  the  floor  last  week,  these  out- 
siders can  come  in  here  and  go  back  to  their 
own  districts,  and  be  free  there,  because  no  Boston 
man  can  go  down  there  and  get  a  resident's  permit 
to  dig  clams  outside  of  the  Boston  area.  As  I 
said,  they  are  cleaning  out  the  Boston  areas 
and  then  going  to  their  own  home  city  and  clean- 
ing them  out  at  their  leisure.  This  committee 
lias  had  plenty  of  time,  and  I  don't  see  why  it 
can't  be  brought  out  on  the  floor  now  and  have 
some  report  made, — and  I  don't  care  what  report 
is  made. 


Chairman  KELLY-  -May  I  ask  for  my  own 
benefit  how  long  this  matte]  has  been  befoi  e  thi 
committee.' 

Coun.  COFFE'S  One  month  ago  today  I 
introduced  the  first  ordinance.

to  my  observation  when  you  go  through  a  district 

you     might     lind     live     or    six     houses,     or    pieces     of 

property,  thai  are  maintained  in  a  high  or  proper 
standard,  and  then  some  property  owner  will 
come  in  and  buy  a  piece  of  property,  neglect  it, 
let,  it   go  to  wrack  mil  ruin,  ami,  because  there  is 

!  "bum"  section  on  that,  street,  pretty  soon  the 

whole  street  goes  to  pieces,  I  have  a  section  in 
my  own  district,  a  block,  a  brick  block,  of  five  or 
six  adjoining  houses.  In  tin-  midst  of  that  block 
there  are  one  or  two  property  owners  who  do  their 
utmost   to  keep  their  property  in  good  condition, 

and  on  the  extreme  ends  of  thai  piece  of  property 
windows  ar<-  knocked  out,  hoards  are  up  there, 
doors  are  knocked  off  the  place.  It  is  not 
merely  a.  fire  menace,  but  almost,  an  incentive  to 
crime,  almost,  an  appeal  to  youngsters  to  go  in 
then;  and  commit  all  sorts  of  misdemeanors. 
There  ought  to  In-  some  way,  some  method,  by 
which  we  can  compel,  if  need  he,  or  we  can  aid, 
anyway,  property  owners  to  keep  up  their  property. 

I  suppose  this  was  the,  real  intent  and  purpose  of 
the  Home  Owners'  Loan  Association.  Now,  I 
don't  subscribe  to  tin-  theories  of  that  particular 

group  or  body,  but  1  do  think  that  in  a  city  of  this 
size  there  should  In-  some  legislation  or  some 
ordinance  that  would  aid  people  thai  really  want 
to  keep  up  their  properly,  or  that  would  compel 
other  property  owners  to  make  essential  repairs. 
Some  time  ago  1  offered  an  order  here  that  the 
Assessing  Department  of  the  citj  adopt  the  records 
that  are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  O.P.A.  Rent 
and  Housing  (  ontrol  of  the  O.P.A.  Those  records 
are  complete.  They  arc  entire.  They  tell  you 
wlien  a,  house  is  being  built,  they  tell  you  what  a 
house  consists  of;  and  they  tell  you  what  each  flat 
contains,  and  they  tell  you  what  each  tenant,  is 
entitled  to.  If  we  had  some  record  such  as  that, 
«c  c.uld  tell  when  a  house  should  be  painted. 
when  a  roof  should  be  put.  on,  or  when  it  needs 
repairs.  We  have  to  do  something  in  this  city. 
You  can  go  out  to  parts  of  Dorchester  and  Rqx- 
bury  and  hud  sections  that  were  once  residential 
sections  that  have  gone  to  pieces,  gone  to  wrack 
and  ruin,  and  have  to  be  eventually  torn  down  by 
the  city.  We  ought,  to  take  some  interest  in  that 
problem  now.  I  think  we  ought  to  try  and  provide 
some  ways  and  means  for  those  property  owners 
who  are  really  serious  in  keeping  up  their  property 
— see  if  we  can't  devise  methods  of  assisting  them, 
and  if  two  or  three  property  owners  on  a  street  are 
really  anxious  to  keep  up  their  property  it  is 
unfair  to  them  for  one  or  two  other,  property 
owners  to  come  in  and  let  the  property  go  to 
wrack  anil  ruin.  One  good  house  Won't  bring  up 
the  whole  neighborhood,  but,  one  bad  piece  of 
property  will  drag  if  down.      We  are  losing  enough 

property    through   deteriorati md    wrack    ami 

ruin,   and    we   ought   to    take   constructive   steps 

instead  of  wailing  until  it,  is  necessary  to  tear  down 
these  properties.  We  ought,  to  take  sonic  steps 
now-  to  try  to  improve  these  properties,  and  help 
property  owners  keep  up  the  property,  and  see  if 
we  can't  make  lazy  property  owners  make  the 
ii  v  repairs.

I  don't  think  I  am  asking  too  much,  I 
hope  the  members  here  today  will  see  fit  to  go 
aloni:  with  me,  and  I  ask  that  be  brought  out  one 
way  or  the  other  —  either  a  favorable  report  or  a 
report  in  the  negative  —  and  I  don't  care  who 
shall  be  given  permission  to  grant  these  licenses. 
I  might  say  the  same  darned  fool  story  has  gone 
on  this  as  went  on  another  matter,  where  Council 
members  did  a  complete  about-face,  where  the 
vote  was  12  to  li,  and  it  came  out  on  the  floor  and 
the  vote  was  turned  around  to  18  to  2.  And  it  is 
the  same  sort  of  information  that  was  given  out 
then,  and  it  was  "phoney"  information  given  out 
then,  and  that  has  been  given  out  on  this  matter. 
I  hope  the  committee  will  bring  this  out  in  favor 
or  against,  but  I  think  that  any  committee  that 
has  an  order  for  at  least  six  weeks  should  at  least 
bring  it  out.  They  have  had  it  six  weeks,  and  I 
hope  something  happens  today  on  it. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman,  practically 
everything  the  gentleman  from  East  Boston  has 
said  is  correct,  and  I  agree  with  him  that,  when  a 
committee  lias  a  matter  before  it,  the  matter 
should  be  acted  upon  and  should  be  presented  here 
on  the  floor  for  debate,  discussion,  adoption  or 
rejection.  As  far  as  the  ordinance  relating  to 
shellfish  is  related,  I  think  that  he  and  I  b 
debated  this  matter  over  a  period  of  weeks,  and  I 
think  we  have  covered  the  pros  and  cons  of  it 
pretty  well.  As  he  said,  last  week  I  told  him  that 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances  had  met  and  we 
decided  that  we  would  present  an  ordinance  in 
which  the  licensing  of  shell  fisheries,  or  the  grant- 
ing of  permits  to  take  shellfish  from  the  flats 
around  Boston,  would  be  issued  by  the  City  Clerk. 
In  keeping  with  that,  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  for  Thursday  morning,  because  we  had 
another  matter  before  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances. At  the  suggestion  or  the  request  of  one 
of  the  members  of  the  council  here,  I  called  the 
meeting  for  10.30.  I  was  here  at  10.30.  Another 
member  of  the  committee,  the  presiding  officer  of 
this  Body,  was  here  at  10.30.

(  hairman,  you  and  your  members  heard  read  today 
a  petition  for  a  license  or  a  permit  for  a  cemeterv 
in  the  Mt.  Hope  district,  and  that  petition  would 
utilize  the  very  land  that  1  have  been  calling  for  on 
many .  many  occasions  to  be  taken  o\  cr  by  I  hi  City 
of  Boston   for  playground  facilities  and   lo  erect    a 

suitable  playground  for  the  children.     The  City 

of  Boston  can  act  under  eminent  domain,  and  l  111 
can  acquire  this  land  now.  If  they  wait  until  the 
Council  acts  on  the  license  for  a  cemetery,  and  the 
cemetery  starts  to  operate,  there  will  be  little  chance 
for  a  playground  to  be  constructed  for  the  children 
of  Mt.  Hope.

Chairman  HANNON — For  the  benefit  of  the 
members  of  t lie  Council,  the  Chair  would  like  to 
that  the  Chair  feels  that  this  is  one  of  those 
matt ers  which  are  merely  of  passing  moment  when 
they  occur,  which  might  be  magnified  and  multi- 
plied. And  I  honestly  feel  that  tin-  farther  we  pro- 
long this,  or  the  more  we  go  into  debate  on  it,  the 
greater  reflection  there  will  be  on  the  whole  Body.

TRAFFIC   TUNNEL   BONDS.

Gentlemen, — On  Friday,  March  16,  1945,  1 
filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives a  petition  authorizing  the  City  of  Boston 
to  take  advantage  of  the  favorable  conditions 
existing  for  the  borrowing  of  money  at  a  low  rate 
of  interest  to  provide  funds  to  meet  the  payment 
at  the  earliest  date  permitted  of  existing  Traffic 
Tunnel  Bonds.  The  object  of  the  legislation  is  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  the  debt  incurred  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  Sumner  Tunnel. 

The  existing  indebtedness  of  819,600.000 
represented  by  Traffic  Tunnel  Bonds  is  callable 
beginning  in  the  year  1949.  The  interest  payable 
on  the  larger  portion  of  the  outstanding  debt 
is  approximately  4J-  per  cent.  There  exists,  at 
present,  a  favorable  market  for  the  borrowing  of 
money  and  opportunity  is  afforded  the  city  to 
obtain  the  money  to  retire  and  cancel  the  existing 
bonds  at  their  call  date  and  to  substitute  bonds 
bearing  a  low  interest  coupon  if  the  petition  for 
legislation  is  approved.  It  is  estimated  that 
if  the  city  is  afforded  the  opportunity  of  taking 
advantage  of  the  existing  conditions  a  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  the  debt  to  the  extent  of  approxi- 
mately 112,000,000  will  result. 

I  transmit  a  copy  of  the  petition  which  has  been 
filed  and,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  considera- 
tion of  the  petition  by  the  Legislature  at  this 
session,  I  respectfully  request  your  approval  of  the 
filing  of  the  same.

ORDINANCE    CONCERNING    CITY    PLAN- 
NING   BOARD. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  Match  22,  1945. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — When  peace  came  in  the  year  1918 
it  was  followed  by  a   financial  and  an  industrial 


depression.  During  the  first  World  War  Ini- 
tiation had  failed  to  prepare  itself  for  the  ways  of 
peace.  And  when  we  entered  this  war  we  were 
miserably  unprepared.     This  last  unpreparedness 

has  been  extremely  costly  to  US  in  lives  and  taxes. 
We  have  learned  from  the  experiences  of  the  past, 
twenty-five  years  that  in  times  of  peace  it  is  an 
act  of  wisdom  to  prepare  for  war,  and  in  times  of 
war  to  prepare  for  peace.  There  must  be  DO 
let-up  in  the  production  of  the  necessities  of  war. 
But  this  does  not  mean  that  we  should  not  plan 
now  to  prevent  a  depression  following  the   war 

In  keeping  with  this  reasoning,  as  Mayor  of 
Boston,  I  believe  that  the  people  expect  me  to 
formulate  plans  that  will  stimulate  out  econonu  . 
furnish  abundant  employment  and  furnish  safe- 
guards against  depressions.  No  one  single  enter- 
prise alone  will  accomplish  these  desirable  ends 
Housing  alone  will  not  be  sufficient,  neither  will  the 
development  of  the  Port  of  Boston,  the  expansion 
of  the  Airport,  improved  transportation  nor  any 
other  single  undertaking.  All  of  these  proposal 
are  necessary.  But  they  constitute  only  a  part 
of  the  program  which  should  include  every  phast  of 
life  of  the  individual  and  of  the  entire  community. 
We  must  think,  plan  and  act  in  a  mannei  that 
will  serve  the  convenience,  the  health,  the  pleasure 
and  the  spiritual  contentment  of  all  of  our  people. 

The  ideals  of  democracy — their  opportunities 
and  obligations  must  not  be  confined  to  one 
section  of  the  city  nor  to  any  one  group  or  class  of 
people.  The  entire  city  and  all  of  its  inhabitants 
must  be  awakened  to  and  be  permitted  to  share 
in  the  zeal  and  in  the  activities  that  will  keep  our 
government  free,  promote  a  prosperous  business 
and  assure  full  employment. 

The  entire  city  must  be  reconstructed.  Our 
efforts  must  not  be  concentrated  only  on  a  few 
sections  or  a  few  projects.  All  of  Boston  must 
be  improved.  All  of  our  citizens  must  share  in  the 
improvements.  Prosperity  never  can  be  perma- 
nent if  the  entire  community  is  not  permitted  to 
share  in  it. 

A  planning  program  should  consist  of  more  than 
blueprints.  Cities,  states  and  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment have  hundreds  of  plans  that  have  never 
gotten  any  further  than  the  drawings  of  engineers 
and  architects.  At  this  time,  the  wise  and  the 
logical  course  to  follow  is  this:  First,  let  us  decide 
what  this  modern  age  demands,  then  make  out- 
plans;  after  that,  let  definite  and  immediate  action 
take  place.  The  time  for  dreaming  is  as  dead  as 
yesterday;   the  time  for  action  is  now. 

It  isn't  my  purpose,  at  this  time,  to  touch  upon 
all  of  Boston's  needs.  I  will  do  that  at  another 
time.  But  I  would  like  to  call  public  attention  to 
some  of  our  needs;  those  which  I  consider  of 
first  importance.  The  day  of  the  steam  locomotive 
is  gone.  Passenger  and  freight  trains  coming 
into  Boston  should  be  electrified.  And  the  tracks 
upon  which  they  operate  should  be  built  under- 
ground. The  land  now  occupied  by  these  tracks 
should  be  reconstructed,  filled  in,  and  upon  it 
should  be  erected  homes  and  business  establish- 
ments. The  North  and  South  Stations  might  be 
used  for  other  purposes.  A  Grand  Central 
Station,  to  serve  all  incoming  trains,  underground, 
in  a  downtown  section  of  the  city,  is  worthy  of 
consideration. 

Some  of  the  benefits  that  would  accrue  from 
this  change  in  transportation  are  as  follows: 
The  entire  smoke  menace  would  be  eliminated; 
real  estate  taxes  of  the  railroads  would  be  lessened, 
their  revenues  would  be  increased;  real  estate  on 
both  sides  of  the  tracks  would  increase  in  value; 
real  estate  values  in  downtown  Boston  would  be 
restored;  business  would  increase  in  stores,  bank-, 
commerce  and  industry;  the  menace  to  health 
caused  by  smoke  would  no  longer.exist;  buildings 
not  impaired  by  smoke  would  cost  less  to  maintain, 
and  they  would  be  more  wholesome  places  in  which 
to  live  and  work;  more  than  ten  thousand  dwelling 
and  business  units  could  be  built  on  the  land  now- 
occupied  by  tracks;  the  tax  rate  of  Boston  woidd 
be  reduced  by  making  property  more  valuable  and 
profitable;  at  least  fifty  million  dollars  would  be 
added  to  the  real  estate  value  of  the  city;  traffic 
would  increase  because  it  would  be  more  rapid, 
comfortable  and  cleaner;  the  entire  project  would 
employ  more  than  ten  thousand  people  directly 
on  the  project  and  in  the  industries  that  would 
Supply  required  materials;  the  migration  of  fami- 
lies from  the  city  to  more  wholesome  conditions, 
in  the  suburbs  would  be  materially  reduced.  The 
electrification  of  the  railroads,  underground,  might 
easily  be  the  leading  factor  m  the  modernization  of 
Boston.

Surely  if  there  is  any  justification  in  our  spending 
S300, 000,000,000  to  save  the  world  there  is  a 
greater  justification  for  the  expenditure  of 
SI  14,000,000  to  help  save  our  city  and  to  provide 
decent,  wholesome  and  sanitary  homes  for  America 
families. 

In  the  five-year  period  from  1025  to  [929, 
22,447  dwelling  units  were  built  in  Boston.  In  the 
fifteen-year  period,  from  1930  to  1944,  only  7,432 
dwelling  units  were  built.  These  figures  inform 
us  of  the  terrible  need  for  housing  in  our  city. 
It  is  estimated  that  40  billion  dollars  will  be 
spent  in  the  rebuilding  of  the  cities  of  the  United 
States.  Many  progressive  states,  already  pro- 
vided with  housing  legislation,  are  now  considering 
and  proposing  more  liberal  and  progressive  laws, 
which  will  encourage  construction  by  both  private 
industry  and  public  authorities.  Included  among 
these  states  are  the  following:  Illinois,  Minnesota, 
California,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Texas, 
Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Maryland,  New  Jersey, 
Missouri  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  New 
York  and  New  Jersey  laws  permit  life  insurance 
companies  to  build  dwelling  units.  Under  the 
New  York  laws  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance 
Company  has  already  spent  more  than  50  million 
dollars  for  housing,  which  have  yielded  a  yearly 
profit  of  6  per  cent,  its  bast  investment.  And 
it  has  plans  for  further  construction,  following 
the  war,  that  will  run  into  more  than  another  511 
million  dollars.  The  New  York  Life  Insurance 
Company,  following  the  example  of  the  Metro- 
politan, is  setting  a  huge  housing  project  underway 
and  is  preparing  to  enter  into  this  field  of  invest- 
ment in  a  large  way.  The  Prudential  Life  Insur- 
ance Company  has  built  two  large  projects  in 
Newark,  New  Jersey.  It  is  hoped,  that  under 
legislation  introduced  in  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature,  which  I  have  heartedly  endorsed,  life 
insurance  companies  will  be  permitted  to  build 
in  Boston  and  other  cities  of  the  state.  Life 
Insurance  Companies  are  seeking  for  new  fields 
for  the  investment  of  their  regular  and  surplus 
funds.     Housing  is  their  most  promising  prospect. 

The  Port  of  Boston  is  a  potential  means  of  adding 
to  our  prosperity.  But  its  present  position  as 
fifth  in  the  nation  in  sailings  and  cargo  loadings 
is  a  discouraging  reminder  that  it  has  been  neglected . 
The  total  tons  loaded  from  New  York  in  1944  were 
11,260,948;  Philadelphia,  3,453,279;  Hampton 
Roads,  3,184,709;  Baltimore,  2,9(59,762;  and 
from  Boston,  only  1,915,022.  Boston  will  con- 
tinue to  be  an  unimportant  port  until  we  have  a 
strong  Port  Authority,  well  financed,  and  author- 
ized with  legislation  that  has  enabled  the  ports 
of  other  cities  to  far  outdistance  us.  Business 
men,  civic  groups,  labor  organizations,  the  Legis- 
lature and  the  public  at  large  have  not  yet  fully 
understood  the  neglect  of  Boston's  port;  they 
have  not  yet  fully  understood  the  opportunities 
it  holds  for  a  more  prosperous  Boston,  as  well  as 
for  an  increased  prosperity  for  all  of  the  New 
England  States.  The  Port  of  Boston  is  the  gate- 
way to  all  of  New  England.  The  wider  that 
gate  is  opened,  to  all  New  England,  for  outgoing 
and  incoming  commerce  and  passenger  service, 
the  more  Boston  will  prosper.

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  City  Planning  Board. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  12  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1925,  as  amended  by  chapter  1  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1940.  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the   following: 

Section  1.  The  City  Planning  Department 
shall  consist  of  a  Board  of  fifteen  members.  All 
members  of  the  Board  shall  serve  without  pay. 

The  membership  of  the  Board  shall  at  all 
times  include  at  least  one  member  selected  from 
the  following  public  agencies  of  the  City  of  Boston: 
Transit  Department,  Traffic  Department,  Public 
Works  Department.  Street  Laying-Out  Depart- 
ment, Park  Department,  Chairman  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  Boston  Housing  Authority,  and  the 
on  Port  Authority.  At  least  one  represen- 
tative shall  be  chosen  from  the  Retail  Trade 
Board  of  Boston;  two  members  from  organized 
i]  ;  one  member  from  the  Boston  Chamber 
of  Commerce;  one  member  from  the  Boston  Real 
Estate  Exchange;  and  the  balance  of  the  member- 
ship shall  include  such  representation  from  private 
business  and  private  professions  best  qualified  to 
the  purposes  for  which  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment was  created. 

Vacancies  on   the   Board,   other  than   by   reason 
of  expiration  of  terms,  shall  be  filled  in   the 
manner  for   the    balance   of   the   unexpired   term. 
Every    member,     unless    sooner     removed,     shall 
serve  until  the  qualification  of  his  successor. 

The  terms  of  the  present  members  of  the  Board, 
as  created  under  Chapter  12  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1925,  as  amended  by  Chapter  1  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1940,  shall  terminate  on  the  first 
day  of   May,    1945.

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  two  orders 
totaling  $271,000  to  provide  a  new  boat  for  the 
Institutions  Department,  an  order  appropriating 
$200,000  for  immediate  repairs  of  buildings  at 
Long  Island,  and  another  order  for  $6,5(16,000  foi 
the  construction  of  buildings. 

Humane  and  economic  reasons  make  it  compelling 
and  necessary  that  the  Chronic  Hospital  and  the 
Home  for  the  Aged  be  relocated  and  moved  from 
Long  Island  to  a  more  suitable  and  serviceable 
location  in  the  City  "f  Boston  Proper. 

Hospitals  that  care  for  the  chronically  sick  and 
feeble-aged  should  not  be  isolated.  They  should 
l»-  located  as  all  city  hospitals  are.  in  locations 
where  medical  attention  can  always  be  promptly 
available.  The  present  location  of  the  Chronic 
Hospital  and  Home  is  too  far  removed  from  the 
medical  centers  that  have  made  Boston  world 
famous. 

Transportation  difficulties  make  it  impossible 
for  these  institutions  to  operate  economically  and 
humanely.  Past  experiences  have  shown  that 
it  has  never  been  possible  to  secure  the  number  of 
•visiting  doctors  these  institutions  require.  The 
journey  from   the  City  Proper  to  this  outpost  is 

too  long;    il    disi ages  members  of  the   medical 

profession  who  otherwise  would  willingly  minister 
lo  the  sick  and  the  aging;  at  no  time,  for  many 
years,  have  these  institutions  been  fully  staffed. 
The  only  reason  for  this  sad  situation  is  that  the 
location  is  ion  far  removed  from  the  city.  Not 
onlj  is  it  difficult  lo  staff  these  institutions  medi- 
cally, there  is  also  a  labor  problem  that  is  ex- 
tremely serious.  The  labor  turnover  in  these 
institutions  varies  from  15  to  I'll  per  cent  a  year; 
whereas  in  hospitals  centralis  located  the  turn- 
over is  only  about  7  per  cenl  a  year.

REMOVAL    OF    LONG     ISLAND    HOSPITAL 
AND    ALMSHOlSi; 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  March  20,  I'll.', 
The  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  lias 
taken  active  part  in  the  current  efforts  to  solve  the 
problems  connected  with  the  operation  of  the 
almshouse  and  hospital  at  Long;  Island.  It 
desires,  therefore,  to  place  upon  the  public  record 
its  opinions  with  regard  to  the  proposal  to  move 
the    almshouse    and    hospital    to    the    mainland. 

Over  a  long  period  of  years,  the  Commission 
through  its  regular  staff,  has  been  kept  informed 
of  the  conditions  at  the  island  institution  with 
respect  to  the  medical  and  nursing  service,  the 
regular  maintenance,  fire  hazards,  and  the  boat 
service   to   the  island. 

During  the  half-century  of  its  location  there,  its 
history  has  been  from  the  beginning  replete  with 
sensational  episodes.  It  began  distincly  as  an 
almshouse,  such  as  many  municipalities  have  found 
it  necessary  to  establish  and  maintain,  to  care  for 
persons  who  became  unable  to  care  for  themselves 
Soon  after  its  original  creation,  it  became  also  a 
hospital  tot  poor  and  aged  afflicted  with  chronic 
ailments. 

Because  the  city,  through  its  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, provides  funds  for  the  support  of  the  de- 
pendent, class  who  are  able  to  take  care  of  them- 
selves without  commitment  to  an  institution, 
the  practice  has  always  been  to  commit  to  the 
Long  Island  institution  only  those  who  for  reasons 
of  infirmity,  as  well  as  poverty,  could  only,  or 
best,  he  cared  for  in  an  institution.  Practically 
all  of  its  inmates,  therefore,  have  been  potential 

bed  cases;  for  many  years,  about  half  of  the  in- 
mate population  have  been  distinctly  bed  cases. 
The   number  of   the  latter  class  is  always  fairly 

close     to     5(10. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  that  because 
of  the  helplessness  of  most  of  its  inmates  the 
requirements  for  the  supply,  equipment  and 
maintenance  of  an   institution   of  that  character 

ate  many  and  varied,  whether  K  is  situated  on 
the  mainland  or  on  an  island  in  the  barboi  A 
great  amount,  of  medical,  surgical  and  nursing 
,:in  I-.  tin'  primary  requirement.  In  addition, 
it  must  be  substantially  built;  it  must  be  main- 
tained in  as  near  perfect  physical  condition  as  is 
humanly  possible;  it  must  have  practicallj  the 
ultimate  in  tire  fighting  ami  fiic  prevention  facili- 
ties; it  must  be  easilj  accessible  to  the  vast 
army  of  workers  who  aie  nee,  sarj  foi  it  main- 
tenance; and  it.  must,  be  accessible,  without  loo 
great    effort,  to    the    friends    of    the    unfortunates, 

who  must  spend  the  last  portion  of  their  lives  there; 


It  requires  no  small  effort  to  meet  all  the  re- 
quirements when  such  an  institution  is  located 
in  the  heart  of  a  large  community;  when  it  is 
located  far  away  from  the  center  from  which  its 
aecessarj  supplies  must  come  and  which  must 
furnish  its  operating  help,  its  problems  are  multi- 
plied. Over  a  long  period  of  years,  many  who 
have  .studied  the  need  of  such  institutions  have 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  requirements  can 
not  possibly  be  met  when  one  is  placed,  as  is 
Boston's,  on  an  island  which  is  situated  far  from 
the   heai  tut    I  he  city   it  serves 

The  length  of  time  it  takes  to  reach  Long  Island 
under  the  best  conditions  of  travel;  the  number  of 
days  in  the  year  when  transportation  by  boat, 
the  only  means  of  reaching  it,  is  a  trip  which 
only  the  hardy  will  dare;  and  the  fact  that  it  is 
regarded  as  a  pauper  institution,  despite  frequent 
changing  of  its  name  in  order  to  conceal  that 
fact  or  to  soften  it,  have  always  militated  against 
obtaining  the  right  number  of  the  right  kind  of 
help,  professional  or  lay,  to  operate  the  institution 
on  the  plane  which  Boston  is  willing  to  afford, 
and  which  true  charity  and  good  conscience  dictate. 

In  the  early  20's,  after  repeated  and  sensa- 
tional disclosure  of  conditions  and  practices  at  the 
island,  a  commmittee  of  eminent  physicians,  each 
of  whom  was  an  acknowledged  expert  in  the 
institutional  care  of  the  sick,  surveyed  the  possi- 
bility of  good  management  and  care  at  Long 
Island.  They  recommended  the  removal  of  the 
institution  to  the  mainland.  A  site  was  picked,  a 
hospital  planned  and  construction  had  even  begun 
when  there  came  a  change  in  administration. 
The  new  administration  ended  the  project  before 
it  was  fairly  started  because  there  was  strong 
objection  to  the  particular  site  chosen.  Many 
whose  duty  it  has  been  from  time  to  time  to  manage 
this  institution  have  been  among  those  who  urged 
its  removal   to  the  mainland. 

As  the  present  superintendent  has  stated  in 
recent  conferences,  there  almost  never  has  been  a 
time  when  there  has  not  been  talk  of  moving  it 
to  the  mainland.  The  uncertainty  thus  created 
of  continued  maintenance  of  the  institution 
on  the  island  has  made  operation  and  management 
increasingly  difficult. 

In  recent  years  the  boat  service  to  the  island 
has  become  so  unreliable  that  good  operation  has 
been  almost  impossible.  Two  boats,  city  owned 
and  operated,  have  been  provided  for  service. 
There  have  been  frequent  instances  always  of  the 
boats  being  out  of  commission  for  prolonged  periods 
because  of  their  physical  condition.  Replace- 
ment boats  obtained  by  hire  in  emergencies  have 
never  been  satisfactory.  Since  the  outbreak  of  the 
war,  particularly,  manpower  trouble  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  boats  has  developed.  On  frequent  occa- 
sions a  full  crew  has  not  been  available  to  man 
one  or  the  other  of  the  two  boats.  Without  a  full 
crew,  a  boat  remains  at  the  Eastern  Avenue 
Wharf.  There  have  been  many  days  when  there 
has  been  no  boat  service  at  all.  Key  employees 
whose  presence  at  the  institution  has  beeti  badly 
needed  have  frequently  been  stranded  on  the 
Eastern  Avenue  Wharf.  Likewise  needed  sup- 
lilies  have  often  been  cached  at  the  mainland 
wharf  when  there  was  no  boat  available  to  take 
them   to   the  island. 

Dismayed  at  the  prospect  of  operating  the 
institution  under  such  conditions,  the  manage- 
ment has  hit  upon  the  idea  of  erecting  a  bridge 
as  a  replacement  of  the  boat  service.  By  the  plan 
developed,  a  viaduct  over  a  part  of  Long  Island 
and  a  bridge  from  Long  Island  to  Moon  Island  is 
the  intended  route  to  the  institution.  This  bridge 
and  viaduct  is  to  be  connected  with  Squantum 
by  using  the  causeway  now  extending  from  Squan- 
tum   to    Moon    Island.     The    causeway     must      be 

considerably    widened.     The    engii r    who    has 

planned  it  estimates  it  can  be  built  for  SI, 250,0011 
Other  estimates  run  as  high  as  $2,500,000. 

This  proposed  route  over  land  and  water  is 
approximately  two  miles  long.  The  bridge  alone 
is  to  be  approximately  3,400  feet  long. 

Early  this  year  a  representative  of  the  Finance 
Commission  was  invited  to  participate  in  a  dis- 
cussion by  a  group  of  city  officials  on  the  question 
of  whether  or  not,  to  go  forward  with  the  bridge 
idea  It  was  suggested  that  the  first  decision 
to  be  made  is  whether  or  not,  the  institution 
should  remain  at  Long  Island,  there  being  already, 
as  previously  stated,  much  ami  strong  opinion 
among  persona  qualified  b\  experience  in  the 
situation    that     the    institution    should    be    moved 

io  the  mainland.  Once  the  bridge  is  built,  it 
would  seen  that,  the  institution  would  be  per- 
petuated  on    Long   Island.

Island  One  modern  fireproof  dormitory  has 
ed  there  within  a  few  years.  Xeverthe- 
lie  majority  of  the  buildings  must  be  replaced 
if  the  institution,  as  previously  maintained, 
remains  there.  They  have  been  condemned 
by  the  Building  Commissioner.  The  engineering 
adviser  to  the  Institutions  Department  hae 
reported  that  it  will  cost  S8,000,000  to  replace 
the  institution  on  the  mainland;  but  he  said  that 
it  will  cost  the  same  amount  to  rebuild  the  insti- 
tution on  the  island.  Remaining  on  the  island 
with  a  new  institution,  therefore,  and  providing  a 
bridge  and  viaduct  as  planned  would  mean  a 
probable  expenditure  of  810,001)  000 

Between  continuance  of  boat  a  means 

of  reaching  the  island  and  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  and  viaduct,  the  Finance  Commission 
favors  the  bridge  idea,  if  the  whole  institution 
is  to  be  rebuilt  on  the  island.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Commission  believes  the  emphatic  opinion 
of  the  medical  authority  that  adequate  service 
can  never  be  assured  for  the  chronic  sick  on  tin- 
island  compels  the  erection  of  a  chronic  hospital 
on  the  mainland.  The  Commission  is,  therefore, 
emphatically  in  favor  of  removal  of  the  chronic 
hospital  to  the  mainland. 

Obviously,  it  will  be  difficult  to  locate  an  alms- 
house on  the  mainland,  not  so  much  because  a 
suitable  site  is  not  available,  but  because  any 
site  on  the  mainland  will  provoke  neighborhood 
objection.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  I  he 
almshouse  might  be  doomed  in  sta\  on  I 
Island  for  some  time.  Nevertheless,  before  c<, in- 
tuiting the  city  to  a  large  expenditure  for  a  bridge, 
the  suggestion  is  made  that  a  period  of  t  inn- 
following  t  hi  'if  the  hospital  be  allowed  to 
elapse  during  which  a  fair  observation  could  be 
made  of  the  improvement  in  transportation, 
due  to  the  lightening  of  the  load  following  the 
removal  of  the  hospital.  With  the  hospital 
the  occasion  for  emergency  visits  would  be  greatly 
reduced  and  with  a  proper  distribution  of  the 
almshouse  inmates  in  the  available  buildings, 
the  fire  hazard  could  also  be  greatly  lessened 

However,  an  immediate  need  for  as  long  as  the 
island   institution   is   used,   is  a  fire-fighting  force 
with    suitable    equipment    on    the    island.     There 
i-  a  serious  inefficiency  in  this  respect  at  the  pn 
time. 

Ih,    i  lommission  is  not  in  favor  of  a  loan  foi  any 
construction    at    the    present    time.     While    the 

decision  has  been  made  to  build  a  chronic  hospital 
on  the  mainland,  the  plan  has  not  been  suffieientlj 
worked  out  to  enable  anyone  to  fi\  the  probable 
inst  at  this  tune.  The  immediate  need  is  only 
an  appropriation  for  a  detailed  study  and  the 
production  of  si..  from  which  the  prob- 

able cost  can  be  reliably  estimated.  The  Com- 
mission, therefore,  reei  that  a  loan  foi 
construction  be  deferred  for  the  time  being 
that  instead  an  appropriation  be  provided  to 
permit  a  detailed  study  of  the  problem  and  the 
development  of  a  definite  plan.

Conn.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  I  have  filed 
this  resolve  because  it  deals  with  a  group  of  the 
hardest  working  civil  employees  in  this  land.  I 
refer  to  tin-  letter  carriers  and  clerks  and  the 
supervisors.  This  bill,  House  2071,  has  been 
before  Congress  since  last  .year,  and  it.  should 
have  been  acted  upon  last  year.  I  can't  under- 
tand  why  there  has  been  so  much  procrastination 
by  the  Committee  on  Post,  Offices  and  Post  Roads. 
This  bill,  Mr.  President,  briefly,  provides  a  re- 
classification of  salaries  of  postal  employees. 
Now,  despite  the  high  cost  of  living  in  recent 
years,  there  has  been  no  increase  at  all  given 
to  these  men.'  As  a.  matter  of  fart,  there  hasn't. 
been  an  increase  in  basic  salaries  for  letter  carriers 
and  clerks  and  supervisors  for  at  hast  nineteen

salary  grades,  beginning  with  the  salary  grade

Acting  President  DWVER  again  called  up,  under 
unfinished  business,  No.  1  on  the  calendar,  viz.:

the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  for  the  con- 
struction of  bridges,  etc..  and  that,  to  meet  said 
appropriation,  the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized 
to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  city  to  said  amount.

The  question  came  on  the  3econd  reading  and 
final  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  move  at  this  time  to  cut  the 
$2,500,000  to  $500,000. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Councilor  Bavlev 
moves  to  cut  this  $2,500,000  to — what? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— $500,000.  Mr.  President,  I 
do  this  to  enable  the  Department  of  Bridges  to 
take  care  of  those  local  bridges  which  are  in 
need  of  repair,  and  cut  out  that  part  of  the  appro- 
priation dealing  with  the  Meridian  Street  Bridge, 
as  recommended  by  the  Federal  Government, 
until  such  time  as  our  representatives  in  Congress 
shall  have  a  chance  to  see  if  there  may  not  be  an 
apportionment  for  this  bridge  in  the  widening 
of  the  waterway.  I  hope  that  the  members  will 
give  serious  consideration  to  this,  inasmuch  as 
full  action  does  not  need  to  be  taken  for  another 
year,  and  we  have  learned  in  committee  that  the 
waterway  can  be  widened  in  the  space  of  approxi- 
mately four  months.  Also,  I  trust  that  the 
city  will  not  be  liable  for  demand  on  a  demurrage 
charge.  I  believe  our  representatives  in  Congress 
should  be  given  a  chance  to  go  to  the  bat  to  see 
if  to  some  extent  this  cannot  be  paid  by  the 
Federal  Government,  rather  than  paid  entirely 
by  the  City  of  Boston.  I  believe  part  should 
be  borne  by  the  Federal  Government.  So  I  am 
not  at  this  time  willing  to  vote  for  the  appropria- 
tion.    Therefore,   I   move  to   cut   it    to   $500,000. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  had  Councilor 
Bayley  not  made  his  motion.  I  was  going  to  make 
it,  because  I  sincerely  feel  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment should  certainly  lend  some  assistance  to 
the  City  of  Boston  in  this  particular  matter 
There  has  been  a  waterway  there;  we  know  that. 
All  of  a  sudden  the  Federal  Government  demands 
that  the  City  of  Boston  have  that  waterway 
widened.  There  was  a  bridge  over  the  waterway. 
The  City  of  Boston  constructed  that  bridge  and 
lias  been  making  use  of  that  bridge  for  years. 
Now,  the  Federal  Government  comes  along  and 
insists  that  the  waterway  be  widened,  and  tells 
the  City  of  Boston,  "You  can  pay  the  full  charge 
of  constructing  a  bridge  if  you  want  to  go  over 
that  waterway ."  Does  not  the  citizenry  of  the 
City  of  Boston  retain  any  rights  or  are  they  not 
entitled  to  any  consideration?  I  don't  want 
to  have  it  recorded  against  me  that  I  am  voting 
against  necessarj    repairs  for  bridges   within   tin- 


cits.      As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  year  ago  this  time, 
when    the   budget  was   before    the   Citj    Council, 

I,  together  with  the  man  who  now  sits  in  the 
chair,  made  a  vigorous  effort  to  try  to  have  supple- 
mentary funds  requested  by  me,  then  and  tl 
in  order  that  the  Allston  Street  Bridge  in  Brij 
and  other  bridges  that  needed  repairs,  might  be 
repaired,  We  couldn't  muster  up  a  bit  of  strength 
a  year  ago  in  order  that  those  repairs  might  be 
permitted.  Now,  what  do  we  hud'1  That  the 
Allston  Street  Bridge  in  Brighton  has  had  to  be 
partly  closed  down,  you  might  Bay,  because  what 
we  were  told  a  year  ago  by  the  then  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  did  not  prove  to  be  true.  That 
bridge  was  not  safe  for  public  travel,  and  in 
ordei  to  lessen  the  travel  on  that  bridge  fences 
had  to  be  constructed  in  the  middle  of  it  to  admit 
two-way  traffic  of  single  lines,  in  order  thai  the 
public  might  be  safeguarded.  I  think  it  is  alto- 
gether too  early  for  this  Council  to  borrow 
$1,800,000,  which  is  part  of  this  $2,500,000  re- 
quested, in  order  to  make  reconstruction  possible 
of  the  Meridian  Street  Bridge.  If  we  do  that, 
we  are  going  to  show  that  we  don't  give  a  darn 
what  becomes  of  the  taxpayers'  money  here  in 
this  city.  This  Council  has  a  duty  to  perform, 
and  it  should  make  every  effort  to  keep  expenses 
down,  and  in  a  business  such  as  this  befori 
where  I  sincerely  believe  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment should  pay  a  large  share  of  the  reconstructing 
of  that  bridge,  I  can't  honestly  vote  to  borrow 
all  that  money  at  this  early  date.  I  hope  the 
members  of  the  Council  will  use  their  good  judg- 
ment, which  I  feel  they  are  capable  of  u 
There  is  no  need  of  haste  in  this  matter.  $500,000, 
in  order  to  repair  bridges  in  the  city  designated 
by  the  Division  Engineer  and  the  Executive 
Committee,  will  be  ample  to  make  repairs  on 
bridges  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  hope  tlife 
motion   of  Councilor  Bayley   will   prevail. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Of  course  I  hope  the  motion 
does  not  prevail.  For  some  six  years  the  Federal 
Government  has  been  asking,  demanding,  that, 
the  City  of  Boston  do  something  in  regard  to 
Meridian  Street  Bridge.  That  means  the  bridge 
is  now  six  years  older  than  when  the  Federal 
Government  first  stepped  in  and  condemned  the 
bridge  for  use  of  traffic,  and  all  kinds  of  vehii 
I  might  say.  The  bridge,  to  my  knowledge, — it 
is  only  a  stone's  throw  from  my  home  has 
broken  down  once  a  week  for  the  past  six  years. 
I  hope  this  motion  of  CouncUor  Bayley  will  not 
pass;  I  don't  believe  it  will  pass.  I  agree  with 
both  Councilors  Bayley  and  Carey  that  the 
Federal  Government  should  contribute  something 
toward  the  repairing  and  renewing  of  this  bridge 
and  streets  adjacent  to  it,  but  for  the  life  of  me 
I  can't  understand  why  anybody  should  want 
to  take  away  the  repairing  or  renewal  of  this 
bridge  at  this  time,  when,  as  I  stated  a  moment 
ago,  the  Federal  Government  has  been  asking 
the  City  of  Boston  to  do  something  regarding 
this  bridge,  and  now  it  comes  in  tlie  form  of  a 
demand.  If  we  take  action  now,  as  the  gentleman 
has  told  us,  we  might  get  quick  results,  from  the 
War  Department  in  Washington,  and  might  be 
able  to  start  repairs  on  this  bridge  in  the  immediate 
future. 

Coun.  CHASE — As  your  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  may  I  say  that  your  committee 
was  given  the  information  that  if  the  Council  did 
not  vote  favorably  on  the  passage  of  this  loan 
order,  possibly  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  penal- 
ized $5,000  per  month  for  every  month  that  that 
bridge  remains  in  being  after  April  1.  1946.  We 
were  also  told.  Mr.  Chairman,  that  it  was  quite 
possible  that  the  Federal  Government  would  give 
consideration  to  us,  to  the  City  of  Boston,  in  not 
imposing  a  fine  provided  we  could  show  to  them 
we  had  done  everything  within  our  power  to  get 
this  bridge  torn  down  and  a  new  one  erected.  \- 
1,  and  the  members  of  the  committee  were  told,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  have  plans  made  to  show 
to  the  Federal  Government  that  everything  possible 
was  being  done  to  erect  this  bridge  in  compliance 
with  the  War  Department's  order  to  rip  the  old 
one  down  and  construct  a  new  one.  Mr  Presi- 
dent, I  think  it  is  poor  finance  on  the  part  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  put  the  taxpayers  in  the  position 
of  paying  $00,000  annually  in  fines  to  the  Federal 
Government  for  failure  to  comply  with  an  ordei 
from  the  War  Department  to  rip  down  a  bridge 
which  is  under  their  jurisdiction.  I  see  no  reason 
why  we  couldn't  go  ahead  and  invoke  this  loan 
order,  show  the  War  Department  that  we  are  act- 
ing in  good  faith,  and  allow*  them  to  gi\e  us  favor- 
able consideration  in  the  event  that  we  are  unable 
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to  tear  the  bridge  down  within  the  time  allotted. 
At  least,  Mr.  President,  we  may  be  able  to  avoid 
those  85,000  fines.  Vnd  certainly  tin-  fact  that  we 
vote  favorably  on  this  loan  order  does  not  nect 
sarily  mean  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  going  to 
spend  $1,700,000.  We  don't  have  to  spend  it. 
The  Federal  Government  may  come  in  and  give 
us  assistance  on  the  matter.  But  at  leasl  we  can 
yet  plans  going  and  show  the  Wai  Department  we 
ting  in  good  faith. 
Conn.  FISH— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think  the 
proposed  reduction  is  good,  .sound  finance.  You 
are  not  acting  in  the  interest  of  the  taxpayers  by 
putting  tliis  off.  One  year  is  not  long  t<>  construct 
a  bridge.  In  faet,  they  can't  get  u  constructed 
within  a  year.  In  answer  to  the  councilor  from 
tin'  Back  Bay,  Ward  5  (Conn.  Bayley),  thej   maj 

widen  the  waterway  in  four  or  five  months,  but  in 

doing  so  the\  won't  carry  on  tlic  construction  of 
that  project  in  an  Orderly  manner.  There  will  be 
two  operations,  one  to  widen  the  waterway,  and 
then  double  back  and  construct  a  bridge.  rhe 
project,  in  that  way  may  cost  $150,000  or  $200,000 
more.      That    is    not    sound    finance,      I    don't   sec 

where  there  is  any  so l  finance,  or  any  logic  at 

all  in  holding  this  up,  and  I  may  say  that  the  in- 
terest of  the  taxpayers  does  not  rest  in  one  coun- 
cilor of  this  Body. 

Conn.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  unless  I  mis- 
understood the  Division  Engineer,  the  demurrage 
charge  of  $5,000  a  month  will  not  be  assessed 
until  a  year  from  now,  or  in  April  of  1940.  And 
unless  I  further  misunderstand  him,  I  thought  he 
said,  in  effect,  that  any  evidence  of  good  faith  on 
the  part  of  tin-  City  Council  or  the  City  of  Boston, 
showing  that,  it  was  agreeable,  if  no  other  way 
could  be  found  to  reconstruct  that  bridge,  that. 
ih.. re  would  be  no  demurrage  charges  assessed. 
Now,  there  is  a  year  in  which  members  of  Con- 
lioin  this  city  will  have  to  see  what  they  can 
do  to  g.-t  cooperation  from  the  War  Department. 
There  is  absolutely  no  need  for  haste.  As  far  as 
necessary  repairs  to  the  Meridian  Street  Bridge 
are  concerned,  now  that  Councilor  Coffey  spoke 
..I  that,  there  has  already  been  put  into  the  tax- 
rate  the  amount  of  $140,000;  there  is  in  the  budget, 
$75,000  for  bridges  and  ferries.  And  $500,000 
here  would  give  the  Bridge  and  Ferry  Division 
upwards  of  $700,000  to  make  the  necessary  re- 
pairs that  Councilor  Coffey  speaks  of,  to  the  Meri- 
dian Street  Bridge  and  to  other  bridges  of  the 
city.  I  am  interested  in  good  finance  as  well  as 
every  other  member  of  this  Council,  but  I  cer- 
tainly feel  that  this  Council  has  some  duty  to  per- 
form  to   do   everything   it   can   to   try   to   force,    if 

issary,    the    Federal    Government    to    pay    a 

major  portion  of  the  cost  of  reconstructing  the 
Meridian  Street  Bridge.  The  development,  of  the 
widening  of  the  waterway  is  not  going  to  be  started 
next  week.  I  don't  think  it  will  be  started  next 
I  think  it  will  be  held  up  waiting  to  see 
just  what  might  be  done  regarding  the  cost  oi 
reconstructing  the  bridge  there.  There  is  no  need 
for  haste  as  far  as  I  can  see,  except  that  this 
( louncil  provide  enough  money  to  take  care  of  the 
.Meridian  Street  Budge  and  other  bridges  of  the 
city. 

Coun.  CHASE — May  I  reiterate  once  more,  to 
your  Council,  that  the  Committee  on  Finance  was 
told  b\  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  that 
unless  the  Citj  of  Boston  acted  in  good  faith  m 
doing  everything  possible  to  make  it  possible  for 
the  bridge  to  be  torn  down  by  April  1,  1940.  the 
city  would  be  forced  to  pay  a  monthly  fine  oi 
$5,000.  And  he  further  said  that  if  the  City  of 
Boston  could  show  to  the  War  Department  that, 
it  did  do  everything  within  its  power  to  comply 
with  the  War  Department's  order,  it  was  quite 
ible  that  the  War  Department  would  be 
lenient.  Now,  I  submit  to  you,  Mr.  President, 
licit  in  the  event  that  we  vole  favorably  for  the

Coun.  R.USS0 — Mr.  President,  we  all  realize 
that  the  waterway  is  the  property  of  the  Federal 
Government,  and  naturally  we  have  been  given  a 
permit  to  build  a  bridge  across  it.  I  am  in  accord 
with  whatever  lias  been  staled  here,  cither  pro  or 
con,  but  1  can't  help  but  state  at  this  time  that  1 
believe  we  ought  to  pass  this  loan  order,  because 
that  will  give  thi  Citj  of  Boston  a  very  good  argu- 
ment in  trying  to  get  money  from  the  Federal 
Government,  because  it.  is  on  account  of  this  war 
that  the  Wai  Department  has  asked  the  City  of 
Boston  to  widen  I  lie  Meridian  Street  Bridge,  And 
unless  we  act,  and  act  in  a  wise  manner,  I  don't 
believe  that  you  are  going  to  have  any  favorable 
report  in  so  far  as  acquiring  any  money  is  con- 
cerned from  the  Federal  Government.

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  accompany- 
ing communications,  which  give  in  detail  the 
recommendations  of  the  Building  Commissioner 
and  the  Institutions  Commissioner,  made  after  an 
inspection  of  Long  Island  Hospital,  and  transmit 
them  for  the  consideration  of  your  Honorable 
Body.

Dear  Sir, — Under  date  of  March  29  this  depart- 
ment forwarded  to  your  office  biannual  report  of 
Building  Commissioner  James  H.  Mooney  with 
reference  to  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  with  drastic- 
recommendations,  particularly  that  which  recom- 
mends the  entire  women's  hospital  at  Long  Island 
be  vacated  and  razed  as  soon  as  possible.  Since 
that  time  I  have  received  a  supplemental  report 
completely  condemning  this  building. 

This  women's  hospital  houses  the  vast  majority 
of  our  female  patients  as  well  as  eighty-eight  women 
whose  cases  are  ambulatory,  recently  transferred 
from  the  women's  dormitory,  vacated  some  time 
ago  and  which  I  now  propose  to  have  razed  imme- 
diately. It  also  houses  almost  our  entire  hospital 
services  such  as  X-ray,  physiotherapy,  pharmacy, 
dentist's  quarters,  optician's  office  and  others,  as 
well  as  offices  of  the  superintendent  of  nurses, 
assistant  superintendent,  supervisors,  etc. 

On  Tuesday,  April  2,  I  spent  the  day  at  Long 
Island  with  Doctor  Sacchetti,  Miss  Murphy, 
Superintendent  of  Nurses,  and  Mr.  Plunkett, 
Superintendent  of  Works,  in  an  attempt,  to  arrive 
at  a  solution.  After  conferring  all  day  tin  re  seems 
to  be  only  one  satisfactory  answer  and  that  is  the 
immediate  erection  of  a  three-hundred-bed  hospital 
either  at  Long  Island  or  elsewhere.  In  view  of 
this  situation  arising  it  seems  we  must  act  now 
and  promptly. 

I   would  like  very  much  to  discuss   this  matte) 
with  you  at  your  very  earliest  possible  convenience.

Dear  Mi     Campbell,— Under  dales  of  March    I, 
2  and  6,  1945,  four  inspectors  of  this  department, 
as  a  group,  inspected  the  facilities  of  Long  Island 
Hospital,    and    have   submitted    to    me    a   detailed 
report  of  their  findings  which  are  self-explanatory 
and  incorporated  in  this  departmental  communica- 
tion to  you: 

"General  Notes. —  Required: 

1.  All  required  exit  doors  must  be  changed 
to  swing  in  direction  of  exit  travel. 

2.  Proper  door  hardware  must  be  provided 
on  all  required  exit  doors. 

.'i.  All  existing  illuminated  exit  signs  should 
be  put  in  operable  condition  anil  should  be  wired 
in  circuits  separate  from  the  usual  source  in  each 
ward . 


1.  Exit  signs  and  exit  signs  with  directional 
allows  should  be  provided  where  necessary. 
Signs  provided  should  have  letters  5  inches  high. 
5.  All  openings  in  party  wall  should  lie  pro 
vided  with  file  doors  on  both  sides  and  should 
be  equipped  with  self-closing  devices  and  fusible 
links. 

li.  All  fire  hose  must  be  tested  in  the  presence 
of  the  building  inspectors  and  the  local  fire 
authority. 

7.  All  passageways,  aisles,  corridors  and 
tunnels  leading  to  exits  must  be  kept  free  and 
unobstructed  at  all  times. 

8.  Where  wire  glass  has  been  removed  from 
skylights  and  replaced  with  plain  glass  a  propel 
wire  screen  should  be  installed  below  the  jdass 

9.  All  open  shafts  not,  in  use  should  be 
properly  sealed  off  at  each  floor  level  and  at  the 
roof.  Shafts  which  are  in  use  should  be  pro- 
vided with  metal  doors  and  should  be  equipped 
with  self-closing  devices. 

10.  All  openings  in  floors  and  party  walls, 
other  than  doors  and  stair  openings,  should  be 
sealed  off  with  the  same  material  required  in 
original  design. 

11.  All  exterior  wooden  ramps,  stairs  and 
railings  should  be  repaired  or  rebuilt  where 
necessary.  (Concrete  preferred  with  pipe  rail- 
ings.) 

12.  Defective  chimneys  must  be  repaired. 

Recommended: 

1.  An  emergency  source  of  electric  lighting 
should  be  provided  in  all  buildings.  (A  separate 
generator  should  be  installed.) 

2.  All  screen  doors  which  do  not  swing  in  the 
direction  of  exit  travel  must  be  rearranged  so 
that  thej-  will  swing  outward.  This  may  be 
accomplished  by  properly  recessing  screen  door 
or  the  installation  of  vestibule  at  these  exits 

3.  All  loose  roof  slates  and  defective  flashings 
should  be  repaired  or  replaced  where  necessary. 

4.  We  believe  that  no  hospital  patients 
should  be  housed  above  the  first  floor  in  any 
building  other  than  Type  I  construction. 

5.  Since  the  telephone  is  the  only  means  of 
communication  with  the  mainland  we  feel  that 
an  auxiliary  means  of  communication  should  be 
furnished.  Two-way  radio  would  solve  this 
matter. 

6.  The  matter  of  exposed  electric  wiring 
should  be  referred  to  the  Wire  Division  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

7.  In  the  women's  hospital,  west  wing,  the 
X-ray  developing  room  should  be  properly 
ventilated. 

Administration  Building. —  North  Wing:

3.  Ducts  of  drying  machines  in  laundry 
should  be  properly  protected  at  roof  level  and  a 
satisfactory  space  must  be  provided  between  the 
ducts  and  any  combustible  material." 

For  your  information,  the  types  of  construction 
referred  to,  as  well  as  the  fire  resist  iveness  of 
materials,   such   as   one-hour,   two-hour,   etc.,   are 
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consistent  with  the  description  of  such  types  and 
fire  resistiveness  in  the  City  of  Boston  Building 
Code. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  report  is  so  formulated 
as  to  separate  the  required  items,  which  in  all 
instances  are  mandatory  by  law.  and  the  recom- 
mendations which,  if  accepted,  would  increase  in 
great  measure  the  protection  of  occupants  of  the 
buildings. 

The  report  has  been  discussed  with  me  and  I 
COncui  with  the  inspectors  in  all  requirements  and 
recommendations,  and  ask  that  you  make  arrange- 
ments in  your  department,  to  proceed  as  e\pedi- 
t  iously  as  possible  to  carry  out  the  recommenda- 
tions and  incorporate  the  requirements  in  the 
structures.

RECOGNITION   OF   ITALY   AS   ALLY. 

Coun.  RUSSO  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Italy  has  been  recognized  as  a  co- 
belligerent  since  her  capitulation;  and 

Whereas,  Up  to  the  present  time  there  has  been 
no  case  of  subversive  action  by  Italy  toward  the 
Allied  Nations;  and 

Whereas,  Over  a  million  Americans  of  Italian 
extraction  are  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States  and  have  demonstrated  their  loyalty  and 
patriotism  to  our  country  by  their  valor  and  cour- 
age; therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  favors  the  enactment  of  House 
Bill  No.  H.  J.  Res.  99,  now  pending  before  Con- 
gress, which  requests  the  President  to  recognize 
Italy  as  an  ally  and  to  extend  lend-lease  to  Italy 
and  to  use  his  good  offices  to  the  end  that  other 
nations  will  recognize  Italy  as  a  full  and  equal 
ally;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  use  the  power  of  his  office  to  invite  a  repre- 
sentative of  Italy  to  be  present  at  the  Peace  Con- 
ference to  be  held  in  San  Francisco;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  for- 
warded to  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Wash- 
ington. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  in  presenting 
this  resolution  I  would  say  that  we  are  all  aware 
of  the  fact  that  ever  since  Italy's  capitulation  she 
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has  been  recognized  as  a  co-belligerent.  I  feel 
that  the  recognition  of  Italy  as  an  ally  will  extend 
material  to  Italy  through  lend-lease,  and  will 
better  enable  her  to  mobilize  her  forces  to  wage 
war  against  the  common  enemy,  will  insure  her  a 
place  at  the  conference  at  San  Francisco,  and  will 
guarantee  protection  of  her  territorial  integrity. 
The  recognition  of  Italy  is  in  the  interests  of  the 
speedy  winning  of  the  war.  It  will  be  a  demo- 
cratic peace,  and  it  is  consistent  with  our  national 
policy  of  domestic  world  stability.  We  can't  for- 
get, Mr.  President,  that  before  the  capitulation  of 
Italy  many  good,  decent,  patriotic  Americans  were 
requested  to  get  on  the  air  to  make  their  voices 
heard  in  order  to  bring  a  speedy  settlement  with 
Italy,  so  that  the  army  of  Italy  and  our  armies 
will  not  go  to  the  extreme  of  destruction.  Many 
promises  were  made,  and  I  feel  fully  confident, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  purposes  for  which  we 
went  into  war  were  that  we  felt  we  were  going 
into  these  nations  as  liberators  and  not  as  con- 
querors. Up  to  today,  there  has  been  nothing 
done  to  relieve  the  sufferings  that  are  going  on  in 
Italy.  I  believe  that  although  the  population  of 
Italian  extraction  in  this  country  is  approximately 
4J  per  cent,  we  have  in  the  armed  forces  of  our 
country  approximately  10  or  11  per  cent  of  Italian 
extraction.  We  don't  have  to  go  very  far  to  realize 
the  hardship  that  has  been  brought  about  by  this 
war  to  those  in  the  armed  forces  of  our  country, 
and  especially  those  of  Italian  extraction.  They 
had  a  duty  to  perform,  they  had  a  loyal  principle 
in  their  minds,  and  have  carried  out  their  orders, 
and  are  carrying  out  their  orders  today,  even 
though  they  were  sent  in  the  warfare  of  the  Medi- 
terranean, where  they  might  be  confronted  with 
some  of  their  own  flesh  and  blood.  There  may 
have  been  many  cases  where  their  own  flesh  and 
blood  have  been  killed  by  their  own  boys  in  our 
forces.  But  that  was  only  a  demonstration  of 
their  loyalty,  their  admiration  for  their  country 
and  for  the  country  which  gave  the  opportunity 
to  their  fathers  and  their  ancestors.  And  I  be- 
lieve, Mr.  President,  it  is  most  unfortunate  that 
this  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  America,  and 
I  believe  in  the  history  of  the  Italian  people,  they 
have  been  called  to  be  one  against  the  other.  I 
maintain,  Mr.  President,  that  governments  of 
nations  shall  rise,  and  governments  of  nations 
shall  fall.  But  I  don't  believe  that  the  intention 
of  the  Italian  people  in  Italy  was  to  be  against 
America.  That  has  been  demonstrated  by  a 
quick  capitulation,  and  in  trust  and  in  faith  in 
America  to  lead  the  world.  And  lest  we  forget 
that  this  war  is  a  repercussion  of  the  first  World 
War, —  lest  we  forget  that  in  1915  Italy  had 
treaties  signed  with  Germany  and  broke  those 
treaties  in  order  to  be  on  the  side  of  the  Allied 
Nations, —  lest  we  forget  the  400,000  dead  and 
000,000  wounded  Italians  in  the  first  World  War, 
when  they  were  on  our  side, —  lest  we  forget  the 
promises  made  at  that  time  which  were  never  ful- 
filled, let  us  now  remember  and  before  it  is  too 
late  act  intelligently.  We  are  all  aware  of  the 
fact  that  on  April  25  there  will  be  a  conference 
held  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  California,  a 
city  named  for  St.  Francis  of  Assisi,  a  man  who 
conquered  the  world  through  the  powers  of  God, 

—  not  by  the  sword,  not  by  the  pen,  but  with  the 
eross  of  God,  because  he  had  charity  and  faith  in 
his  heart.  If  this  conference  is  going  to  bring 
about  a  true  and  honest  peace,  I  can't  see  how  an 
honest  and  just  peace  can  be  brought  about  when 
you  eliminate  other  nations  of  the  world  from  be- 
ing present  at  a  peace  conference.  Are  we  going 
to  go  back  to  the  old  political  power,  or  are  we 
going  to  lead  the  world  and  take  away  from  all 
peoples  throughout  the  world  the  fear  of  aggres- 
sion, the  fear  of  hatred,  one  against  another?  Yes, 
I  maintain  that  Ireland  as  a  neutral  nation  should 
be  invited  to  be  present  at  the  conference.  Spain 
should  be  invited,  and  all  other  nations  should  be 
represented  in  order  to  have  their  viewpoints,  and 
in  order  to  bring  about  a  just  and  honorable  peace. 
What  good  will  it  do  these  people  of  America  to 
win  a  military  victory  if  we  fail  to  win  a  diplomatic 
peace?  We  would  only  be  planting  the  seeds  for 
another  war.     We  would  only  be  bringing  hatred, 

—  hatred  which  brought  this  war  into  being.  Mr. 
President,  it  is  a  known  fact  that  in  Italy  today 
there  is  one  of  the  worst  crises  those  people  have 
passed  since  the  formation  of  the  Italian  nation. 
I  have  been  informed  that  there  is  starvation,  and 
that  the  children  principally  of  that  nation  are 
dying  at  approximately  the  rale  of  47  per  cent. 
By  recognizing  Italy  as  a  full  ally  and  mind 
you,  the  Italian  people  have  demonstrated  thei, 


loyalty  to  this  great  country  of  ours;  there  has  not 
been  even  one  case  or  suspicion  of  any  subversive 
actions  against  our  country  —  we  will  be  perform- 
ing a  duty.  That  duty  is  to  be  loyal  to  the  coun- 
try of  our  adoption,  and  there  is  also  a  duty,  Mr. 
President,  that  we  can  never  forget  or  never  stop 
—  to  have  love  and  affection  for  the  country  in 
wrhich  we  were  born,  or  in  which  our  fathers  were 
born.  This  conference  could  not  lake  place  at  a 
better  or  more  appropriate  time.  I  hope  the 
President  of  the  United  States  will  heed  the  voices 
of  millions  of  Americans  of  Italian  extraction  here 
in  America.  I  feel  that  I  express  their  sentiment, 
because  I  know  their  feeling.  And  I  here  is  no 
better  time  nor  place,  as  I  have  stated  before,  than 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  which  bears  that  beauti- 
ful name  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi.  I  ask  that  the 
people  of  the  world  that  will  be  represented  there 
must,  above  all,  have  charity  in  their  hearts  and 
eliminate  any  hatred  one  to  another.  And  unless 
this  is  done,  Mr.  President,  then  I  feel  sure,  as 
sure  as  I  stand  here  today,  that  your  son  and  my 
son,  or  our  children's  children,  may  be  called  upon 
in  many  years  to  take  up  where  we  have  left  off 
when  this  war  is  ended.  There  is  also  talk,  Mr. 
President,  that  they  want  to  take  from  Italy  some 
of  its  territory.  I  ask  you,  what  will  that  bring 
tomorrow?  We  went  to  war  because  we  hale 
aggression.  We  went  into  war  because  we  asked 
the  people  to  have  confidence  in  the  United  States 
of  America  that  their  nations  will  be  liberated, 
that  their  nations  will  not  have  the  oppression 
that  they  have  undergone,  and  I  believe  that  the 
people  of  the  world  have  enough  confidence  in 
America,  in  the  American  people  and  in  the  Amer- 
ican government,  to  know  that  they  will  fulfill 
that  obligation.  And  I  have  the  hope  and  trust 
that  all  these  obligations  will  be  brought  forward, 
and  that  they  will  be  fulfilled.  Unless  that  is 
done,  then  I  reiterate  that  the  millions  of  our  boys 
who  are  fighting  all  over  the  globe,  those  that  have 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice,  would  have  died  in 
vain.  I  hope  and  trust  and  pray  to  Qod  that  this 
will  be  the  last  war,  that  this  will  be  the  final 
decision  given,  based  upon  charity  and  justice. 
If  that  is  done,  then  I  feel  certainly  sure  that  the 
three  boys  that  God  has  blessed  me  with  will  not 
be  called  upon  to  give  their  lives  because  of  some- 
thing which  we  fail  to  do  now.

I  have  within 
the  past,  few  days  had  several  people  visit  me  who 
were  tenants  in  the  housing  units  throughout 
the  city,  particularly  in  the  Mission  Hill  unit. 
Tin-  tenants  who  are  recipients  of  old  age  assistance 
inform  me  they  have  been  notified  by  the  Housing 
officials  that  beginning  May  1.  at  which  time  I 
understand  new  leases  are  to  be  put  into  effect, 
their  rents  are  to  be  increased.  There  were  two 
cases  in  point  called  to  my  attention,  which  are 
those  of  recipients  of  old  age  assistance  who,  when 
admitted  to  the  housing  units,  were  receiving  $(>5 
a  month.  Their  rent  at  that  time  was  approved  at 
S18  a  month,  and  yet,  while  these  recipients  have 
been  given  but  *l  increase  in  their  old  age  allow- 
ances, their  rent  has  bi-en  increased  from  118  to 
Now,  Mr.  President,  if  it  was  found  possible 
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in  admit  a  ii'ii.-iiii   receiving  865  a  month  on  old 

age  assistance  —  I  should  sai    i iple  receiving 

$65  a  month  —  then  it  is  verj  difficult  to  under- 
stand, in  view  of  the  $1  increase  since  thej  weir 
admitted  to  the  unit,  why  they  have  been  notified 
they  were  to  pay  S3]  a  month  or  get,  out.  We 
all  know  there  lias  been  no  reduction  in  the  cost 
of  living.  In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  these 
people  have  Keen  warned  that  they  must  accept 
the  increase  from  $18  to  $31  or  give  up  their 
apartments.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Acting 
Mayor  will  lose  no  time  in  taking  this  very  im- 
portant matter  up  with  the  Housing  officials,  in 
in  order  that  there  will  be  no  increase  to  those 
recipients  of  old  age  assistance,  or  any  other  form 
of  relief,  who  have  had  practically  no  increase  in 
allowance,  and  yet  arc  expected  I"  pay  100  per 
cent  increase  in  rent.

Those 
opposed?  It  is  a  vote.  The  matter  is  brought 
before  the  entire  Body,  and  the  clerk  will  bring 
the  resolution  in. 

The  resolution  submitted  by  Coun.  FEENEY 
was  read  by  the  clerk  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  living  is  constantly  rising 
and  will  undoubtedly  remain  at  a  high  level  for

Whereas,  Temporary  salary  increases  with  a 
definite  expiration  date  are  a  constant  threat  to 
the  security  of  wage  earners  in  government  em- 
ploy, because  of  the  uncertainty  of  their  adequate 
and  timely  renewal;  and 

Whereas,  Postal  employees  have  no  method 
other  than  the  passage  of  favorable  legislation  by 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for  the  assurance 
of  beneficial  and  just  working  conditions;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved.  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  endorses  the  Burch  Reclassification  Bill, 
H.  R.  2071,  and  urges  its  immediate  enactment 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
forthwith  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  branch  of  Con- 
gress, and  to  the  members  thereof  from  this 
Commonwealth. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  briefly,  this 
bill  that  is  now  before  Congress  would  set  up 
eleven  automatic  bases  for  letter  carriers  and  postal 
clerks,  and  the  bill  provides  no  letter  carrier  shall 
receive  an  increase  of  less  than  $400  upon  the 
passage  of  the  measure.  Therefore,  all  employees, 
whose  basic  pay  scale  is  presently  $2,100,  would 
advance  to  12,500,  or  grade  9.  After  serving  one 
year  in  grade  9,  this  employee  would  advance 
to  $2,600,  or  grade  10.  After  an  additional  yeai 
in  grade  10,  the  employee  would  automatically 
move  into  grade  11,  at,  a  salary  of  $2,700  per 
annum. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  resolu- 
tion, and  the  resolution  was  passed.

This  order  has  a  lot  of  merit  to  it,  because 
in  the  South  Boston  section  of  my  ward  about 
seventy-five  per  cent  is  in  the  defense  area,  and  it 
is  the  largest,  embarkation  station,  I  believe,  in  the 
country.  We  have  tens  and  tens  of  thousands  of 
people  going  to  work  there  since  the  wai  started, 
and  the  street  car  service  is  in  a  very  deplorable 
condition.  It  takes  a  man  coming  out  of  the 
South  Boston  Navy  Yard  and  the  Army  Base  at 
South  Boston  and  Castle  Island  in  South  Boston 
from  half  to  three  quarters  of  an  hour  to  get  street 
ear  service  to  the  South  Station  or  to  the  Rapid 
Transit  Subway.  Now,  there  has  to  be  something 
done  about  this  matter.  You  see  o,000  and  6,000 
people  walking  over  from  the  Army  Base  to  the 
South  Station,  and  I  think  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  should  do  something  about  this  mattei. 
The  same  thing  goes  for  the  Dudley  street  line. 
North  Station  and  South  Boston,  where  there  is  a 
twenty  to  thirty  minute  wait  on  these  street  car 
lines.  I  believe  that  the  Boston  Elevated  should 
be  a  little  patriotic  in  these  matters  and  see  that 
these  defense  workers  are  taken  care  of,  to  see  that 
they  get  to  work  on  time.  As  far  as  absenteeism 
is  concerned,  I  think  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
is  partly  responsible  foi  it.  There  has  to  be  some- 
thing done  about  this  pretty  quick,  and  if  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  doesn't  correct  this 
matter  I  will  be  on  my  feet  in  this  Council  in  the 
next  few  weeks.  We  have  to  have  street  car  service 
in  South  Boston.  The  people  of  South  Boston 
aren't  going  to  wait  twenty  minutes  to  half  an  hour 
for  street  car  service,  and  I  am  asking  for  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order.

life  itself  that  peace  and  justice  and  liberty  might 
reign  in  the  world;  and  who,  at  the  very  hour 
when  his  untiring  efforts  were  to  be  crowned  with

ll  his  brought  out  at  the  public  hearing  that 
I  hey  arc  using  250,000  square  feet  of  land  in 
violation  of  the  law  for  land  for  which  I  hey  received 
no  permit.  Now  I  am  asking  thai  this  investiga- 
tion be  made,  and  if  found  to  be  true,  thai  I  he 
responsibility  be  placed  on  the  shoulders  of  those 
to  whom  it  belongs.

We  have  an  order  that  the  councilor  introduced 
that  is  now  lying  on  the  table  in  Executive, 
which  asks  for  the  same  information  he  is  asking 
in  this  order.  I  think  that  we  can  get  the  proper 
authorities  in  at  a  meeting.  I  asked  for  that 
when  I  asked  that  the  order  be  laid  on  the  table, 
I  think  we  can  take  up  everything  next  Monday 
in  Executive,  when  we  have  the  proper  authorities 
here  to  tell  us  about  this  order  that  Councilor 
McCormack  has  introduced  and  is  very  much 
interested  in. 

Coun.  McCORMACK — I  know  that  we  can 
get  the  Assessing  Department,  but  I  still  claim 
that  we  can't  get  the  information  we  want.  A 
survey  must  be  made.  I  have  records  from  the 
Assessing  Department  here  claiming  that  they 
are  using  872,484  square  feet,  and  their  original 
petition  calls  for  724,000  square  feet.  Those  are 
the  Assessing  Department  records.  If  you  get 
them  up  here  you  arc  going  to  get,  the  same  figures. 
I  claim  that  nobody  can  give  you  an  opinion  of 
what  is  being  used  unless  a  survey  is  made,  and  I 
still  ask  that  this  order  be  passed. 

Coun.  RUSSO — As  Councilor  Coffey  has  just 
stated  that  there  is  a  similar  order  now  before 
Executive,  in  the  Executive  Committee,  I  can't 
see  for  the  life  of  me  why  we  should  have  the 
President  of  the  Council  appoint  five  members 
of  the  City  Council  to  make  a  survey.  I  don't 
know  of  any  one  of  us  that  is  an  expert  in  survey- 
ing land.  And,  mind  you,  this  land  docs  not 
belong  to  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  privately 
owned.  Therefore,  I  have  to  vote  against  this 
order,  because  I  don't  feel  that  it  will  carry  out 
the  thought  that  the  councilor  may  have  in  his 
mind  any  better  than  the  order  which  was  laid 
on  the  table  for  one  week.  I  believe  that  the 
proper  authority  can  make  the  survey  when  the 
Council  decides  upon  acting,  and  I  don't  feci  that 
any    member    of    the   Council    is    fitted    for    this. 
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I  know  that  I  don't  feel  thai  I  am  qualified  to 
make  a  survey  of  land  being  used  in  St.  Michael's 
Cemetery  which  is  privately  owned — and  again 
I  reiterate  that  I  can't  see  what  good  this  order 
will  bring. 

Coun.  McCORMACK— Mr.  President,  I  know 
thai  this  land  is  not  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  never  claimed  that  it  was  owned  by  the  City  of 
Boston.  It  is  owned  by  St.  Michael's  Catholic 
Cemetery  Association.  Whether  it  is  privately 
owned  or  not,  you  cannot  use  privately  owned 
property  to  the  detriment  of  health,  and  you  must 
get  a  permit.  Our  contention  is  that  no  permit 
was  granted  to  bury  bodies  in  this  land. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order, 
and   the  order  failed  of  passage.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  monument  on 
Boston  Common  in  memory  of  our  late  President, 
Honorable   Franklin   Delano   Roosevelt. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Mr.  President,  speaking 
on  this  order,  I  believe  that  there  is  a  lot  of  merit 
in  it  because  it  will  be  a  memorial  to  one  of  the 
greatest  men,  or  the  greatest  President,  that  this 
country  has  ever  had,  a  man  who  was  the  champion 
of  the  poor,  the  champion  of  labor,  and  a  man  who, 
when  he  had  taken  office,  found  that  this  country 
was  in  a  chaotic  condition.  I  refer  back  to  when 
our  late  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  was 
first  elected  President  of  the  United  States.  He 
was  in  a  country  that  was  torn  apart  by  the 
bankers  and  the  capitalists.  He,  in  turn,  closed 
banks  and  made  a  bank  holiday,  to  find  out  what 
condition  this  country  was  in.  Eventually,  Mr. 
President,  he  took  the  poor  and  raised  them  to  a 
standard  of  living  that  was  proper,  where  at  that 
time  there  had  been  bread  lines  and  practically 
revolutions  in  different  parts  of  this  country.  I 
say  that  the  people  of  Boston  owe  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude to  our  great  President.  Roosevelt  for  his  work, 
the  work  that  he  has  done  since  he  has  been  the 
President  of  the  United  States.

2.  Report  on  petition  of  the  Italian  Catholic 
Cemetery  Association  (referred  March  12)  for 
permission  to  use  for  burial  purposes  additional 
land  adjacent  to  St.  Michael's  Cemetery — recom- 
mending the  passage  of  the  following:

Coun.  McCORMACK— We  had  a  party  from 
Arlington,  and  a  few  other  parts  of  Boston,  telling 
ns  we  should  have  a  cemetery  out  in  Roslindale. 
Now,  who  should  know  better  the  conditions 
there  than  the  people  who  live  there?  You  are 
going  to  put  a  cemetery,  in  the  event  this  passes, 
within  ten  feet  of  the  kitchen  windows  of  man] 
of  those  bomes.  li  is  going  to  be  a  constant 
reminder  to  the  mothers  looking  out  their  kitchen 
windows,  and  quite  a  few  out  there  have  lost 
their  sons.  Borne  gave  the  argument  that  they 
wanted  to  be  buried  with  their  people.  Thai  is 
all  right,  if  they  feel  that  way.  but  we  have  two 
cemeteries  right  here  on  Tremont  street,  and 
certainly  descendants  of  some  of  those  people 
might  be  living,  and  we  wouldjnever  tear  down  the 
s.  s.  Pierre  building,  oi  we  would  never  extend 
a  cemetery  on  Tremont  street.  I  claim,  Mr. 
President,  that  health  conditions  are  such  that 
pie  are  going  to  be  affected  out  there  by  the 
condition  of  this  cemetery.  I  know  that  every 
person   that    came  in   here  was  honest    and  sincere, 

because  1  live  right  next  to  it,  and  have  lived  there 
for  eighteen  years,  and  nobody  knows  any  belter 
than  I  do  the  conditions  there.  I  trust  that  this 
will  lie  defeated,  and  give  the  people  a  chance 
to  beautify  their  property.  The  city  will  lose 
between  $500,000  and  $1,000,000  yearly  in  taxable 
property,  and  we  know  how  the  city  fathers  need 
money.      I  ask  that  this  be  defeated. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  I  suppose  one 
of  the  most  contentious  matters  that  come  before 
members  of  the  City  Council  is  the  matter  of 
approval  or  non-approval  of  cemetery  sites.  I 
think  it  is  a  matter  that  should  be  well  weighed 
and  deeply  considered  by  every  member  of  the 
City  Council.  We  had  a  hearing  here  last  week. 
I  took  great  pains  to  be  in  attendance,  and  I 
think  I  heard  most  of  the  witnesses  and  most  of 
the  testimony,  and  I  am  frank  to  say  that  I 
have  not  yet  made  up  my  mind.  I  have  not 
.vet  determined  how  I  should  vote  in  all  fairness 
to  all  the  facts.  I  suppose.  I  will  get  the  reputa- 
tion of  being  a  "go  slow"  guy,  but  I  would  sooner 
go  slow  and  feel  my  way  along  and  be  satisfied. 
at  least  in  my  conscience,  that  I  am  \oting  properly, 
than  to  cast  my  vote  now  and  later  on  have 
facts  presented  to  me  to  show  me  evidence  that 
I  had  voted  wrong.  Now,  I  am  impartial  as  far 
as  the  cemetery  matter  is  concerned.  National- 
ities or  racial  differences  don't  enter  into  any 
consideration  of  mine.  A  cemetery  is  a  cemetery, 
whether  brought  in  here  by  one  element  or  another. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  gentleman  who  has  pre- 
sented this  petition,  a  judge  of  one  of  our  courts, 
is  a  \eiy  fine,  high  type  of  man,  and  a  man  for 
whom  I  have  the  very  highest  and  deepest  respect. 
The  attorney  'for  the  corporation  is  a  gentleman 
for  whom  I  have  likewise  the  greatest  respect, 
and  a  gentleman  with  whom  I  was  brought  up 
and  raised  and,  if  anything  perhaps  I  would  be 
prejudiced  on  the  side  of  the  petitioners  for  this 
extension.  However,  I  take  my  job  seriously. 
I  get  paid  a  salary  for  coming  in  here  week  after 
week,  trying  to  determine  by  my  vote  what  I 
think  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of 
my  district.  Now  I  am  willing  to  admit  that 
I  don't  know  yet  how  the  people  of  my  district 
would  want  me  to  vote  upon  this  matter.  I 
have  just  as  good  hearing  and  just  as  high  in- 
telligence as  any  member  in  here,  and  I  spent 
as  much  time  at  the  hearing  as  probably  any 
member  but  the  chairman  of  our  Executive 
Committee.  I  heard  the  testimony,  or  heard  the 
evidence  of  both  sides.  Hut  only  this  after- 
noon, only  at  this  executive  session,  we  wen- 
given  this  testimony.  That  is  why  we  have 
the   stenographer    there,    to    lake   down    Hie    testi- 


mony   and    give    us   an    opportunity     to   nail    it    over, 

to  analyze  it.  to  study  it,  ami  to  determine  on 
winch  side  the  balance  of   tic  evidei weighs. 

Now  I  bave  not  had  any  opportunity  lo  look 
that  over,  I  don't  think  any  other  member  of 
the  Council  has  had  the  opportunity.  I  kept 
quiet  in  executive  session  because  that  is  only 
a      waste     of     lime     oul      there.        I      have     said      that 

mam  times,  and  will  say  it  many  times  more. 
We  merely  go  out   there  and  Bay  something  that 

we  are  going  lo  say  ill  here.  Those  that  speak 
there  get  up  again  in  lure  ami  repeat  the  same 
arguments,    so    there   is    no  sense,    as   far   as    1    ran 

see,  in  wasting  time  and  wasting  argument  out 
I  here.      That    is   why    I    kept   quiet.      Hut    in    here, 

before  the  members  of  I  he  Council,  before  the 
public,  I  am  going  to  say  I  hat,  in  all  fairness 
lo    everybody,    in    all    fairness    particularly    to    the 

gentlemen   who   represent    the  district  where  this 

extension  is  going  to  be  located,    we  should  study 

this  testimony,  we  should  study  this  transcript, 
and  we  should  consider  whether  or  not  we 
are  voting  properly  when  we  vote  yes  or  no 
on  this  matter.  Probably  some  will  say  a  delay 
will  avail  nothing.  Well,  a  delay  will  avail  a 
whole  lot.  1  had  the  blueprints  right  in  front  of 
rue  at  the  hearing,  and  I  worked  in  the  engineer's 
office  here  for  many  years,  so  probably  I  call  read 
blueprints  and  maps  as  well  as  I  he  next  fellow, 
but  even  with  those  maps  and  blueprints  before 
me,  I  couldn't  form  in  my  own  mind  a  concise  or 
true  picture  of  just  where  this  property  is  to  ex- 
tend, or  just  how  far  this  extension  is  going  to  go. 
I  would  like  to  sit  down  with  this  testimony.  I 
would  like  to  go  out  there,  as  I  did  to  the  other 
cemetery,  and  see  where  this  extension  is  going, 
how  far  it  is  going  to  extend, —  to  see  if  arguments 
advanced  by  some  gentlemen  are  true.  I  know 
that  we  must  bury  the  dead.  1  am  a  Catholic,  the 
same  as  most,  of  you  other  members,  and  I  know 
we  must  have  a  place  to  bury  the  dead.  Hut  that 
is  not  our  question.  Our  question  is  not  whether 
we  are  going  to  bury  them.  Our  problem  is  this: 
Is  the  site  presented  to  us  the  best  location,  or  the 
best  obtainable  location  in  which  to  bury  these 
dead7       Years  ago  they  used  to  bury  them  in  town, 

but  then  they  stopped.     Why?     Because  the  city 

was  expanding  around  those  cemeteries,  and  it  was 
determined  that  in  the  cause  of  progress  those 
cemeteries  should  be  stifled  in  their  growth  in 
town,  and  should  be  moved  out  to  the  outskirts  of 
the  city.  To  that  I  subscribe,  and  I  will  not  vote 
for  any  extension  of  any  cemetery  which  will  in- 
terfere with  the  proper  and  normal  growth  and 
de\  elopment  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Another  mat- 
ter, of  course,  which  was  brought  up  out  there 
which  I  think  is  irrelevant  entirely,  is  the  question 
of  the  letter  produced  by  the  Chancellor's  office. 
That  is  only  courtesy;  he  is  not  approving  the  site. 
He  is  merely  stating  that  if  you  get  the  permission 
to  have  a  cemetery  there,  he  will  go  out  there  and 
bless  it.  Of  course  he  will,  and  that  is  all  they 
have  asked  of  him.  He  is  not  there  giving  ap- 
proval or  disapproval.  He  is  merely  stating  that 
in  his  position  as  head  of  the  Catholic  diocese,  he 
will  perform  his  duty  and  obligation,  and  go  out 
there  and  bless  the  land  in  which  are  to  be  interred 
the  remains  of  Catholic  people.  Another  propo- 
sition, of  course,  is  whether  or  not  we  want  the 
extension  to  be  as  extensive  as  the  petitioners  re- 
quest. Now.  that  is  a  problem  that  should  be 
given  some  thought.  People  come  in  here  and 
they  want  800,000  or  900,000  feet  of  land,  or  what- 
ever it  is.  We  have  no  conception  of  what  that 
amounts  to.  We  have  no  proper  conception  of 
how  far  that  is  going  to  extend.  We  are  not  con- 
versant with  the  traffic  problem;  we  are  not  con- 
versant with  future  developments  out  there.  Well, 
I  know  that  the  petitioners  stated  that  it  is  neces- 
sary they  have  an  increase  in  the  size  of  the  ceme- 
tery or  burial  land,  and  I  grant  that  at  the  same 
time  no  evidence  has  been  produced  here  to  show- 
that  an  extension  of  this  magnitude  is  necessary. 
And  I  will  say,  too,  in  all  honesty,  that  I  don't 
know  that  the  proposed  extension  is  as  large  as  I 
might  make  it  appear.  I  am  merely  neutral  in 
this  matter,  and  I  want  to  present  fair  arguments, 
but  I  think,  in  fairness  to  every'body  here,  we 
should  consider  these  things.  Wrhy  do  we  pay  the 
stenographer  to  come  in  here  and  take  notes,  and 
then  we  come  in  Monday  afternoon,  and  in  the 
midst  of  the  meeting  those  notes  are  given  to  us, 
and  immediately  we  are  told  that  we  have  to  rush 
this  matter  through.  Well,  I  don't  see  any  reason 
for  the  rush.  The  best  witness,  I  think,  that  they 
produced  was  the  atulitor.  And,  skimming 
through  the  notes,  as  one  would  have  to  skim 
through  them  in  a  presentation  like  this,  the  audi- 
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tor  himself  says  that  this  proposed  extension  is 
necessary  if  you  are  going  to  have  to  provide  the 
Italian  people  with  a  burial  place.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  1,600  to  1,700  graves  to  be  sold  in 
all  St.  Michael's  Cemetery.  The  average  sale  for 
the  past  five  years  has  been  500  graves  a  year. 
Now.  dividing  1,000  or  1,700  by  500  — and  I  say 
that  that  is  the  evidence  that  is  most  favorable  to 
the  petitioner  —  even  he  admits,  confesses  and 
testifies  that  they  still  have  plenty  of  room  for  at 
least  three  more  years.  Now.  if  that  is  so,  gentle- 
men, why  all  the  haste?  Why  can't  this  matter 
rest  in  orderly  fashion  until  we  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  study  and  consider  this  evidence?  There 
are  other  propositions  and  proposals  to  be  con- 
sidered in  conjunction  with  this  matter.  There  is 
the  consideration  of  taxes.  That  is,  to  my  way 
of  thinking,  a  tremendous  extension.  It  means 
that  that  land  out  there  that  is  now  paying  taxes 
to  the  City  of  Boston  is  going  to  be  non-taxable 
henceforth,  even  though  parts  of  it  might  never 
have  a  body  interred  there  for  fifty  or  seventy-five 
years.  Why,  then,  is  it  necessary  to  grant  all 
this  extension  or  expansion  at  once?  Why  not 
give  them  part  of  it.  if  we  are  satisfied  that  the 
need  is  immediate,  or  that  the  need  is  so  necessary 
that  we  should  grant  them  something  at  the  pres- 
ent time?  I  agree  with  my  colleagues  from  thai 
district.  We  have  got  some  obligations  to  each 
other.  There  are  only  certain  matters  that  arise 
in  here  in  the  course  of  a  year  that  pertain  directly 
to  the  district  that  each  of  us  represents.  There 
are  only  three  or  four,  or  possibly  more,  matt  cms 
that  come  in  on  us  in  the  course  of  a  year  that 
might  be  considered  vital  to  the  person  represent- 
ing a  certain  district.  We  have  postponed  con- 
sideration on  other  cemetery  matters.  I  think, 
in  due  deference  to  the  gentlemen  who  represent 
this  district,  gentlemen  who  have  worked  hard 
against  this,  and  gentlemen  who  think  they  are 
doing  their  best  to  represent  the  people  who  voted 
to  send  them  here, —  in  deference  to  them  I  think 
we  should  postpone  this  matter  and  consider  it. 
I  am  neutral.  I  don't  know  yet  how  I  am  going 
to  vote  on  the  matter,  but  unless  somebody  can 
show  me  and  prove  to  me  that  this  matter  is  of 
such  great  moment,  and  of  such  great  emergencj 
that  it  must  be  adopted  today,  then  I  certainly 
will  not  vote  for  it  today.  I  am  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council.  I,  in  conjunction  with  other 
members  of  the  Council,  vote  to  pay  the  stenog- 
rapher here  to  make  notes  at  these  public  hearings. 
I  think  when  we  pay  him  to  make  those  notes  we 
have  an  obligation  to  use  them  and  to  read  them, 
and  I  myself  want  to  analyze  these  notes,  want  to 
weigh  the  evidence,  want  to  consider  the  facts 
presented.  I  therefore  move,  Mr.  President,  that 
further  consideration  of  this  matter  be  postponed 
until  next  Monday. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Councilor  Hannon 
moves  the  matter  be  postponed  for  one  week. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  I  didn't  intend 
to  get  on  the  floor  and  speak,  because  I  thought 
that  I  had  spoken  in  the  Executive  Committee. 
It  is  true,  as  Councilor  Hannon  has  just  said, 
that  whatever  you  say  in  Executive  is  then 
repeated  in  the  Council  Chamber.  However, 
I  thought  that  I  had  spoken  there,  and  if  there 
wasn't  going  to  be  any  speaking  in  here  I  would 
refrain  from  speaking.  I  have  the  greatest 
esteem  and  respect  for  the  councilors  that  repre- 
sent Wards  18  and  19,  Councilor  Feeney  and 
Councilor  McCormack.  I  realize  what  they 
are  concerned  with,  and  it  is  a  natural  instinct, 
regardless  of  what  ward  it  may  be.  that  if  we  intend 
either  to  put  a  cemetery  in  or  an  extension  of  a 
cemetery  in,  the  people  surrounding  that  vicinity 
are  going  to  oppose  it.  It  is  a.  natural  instinct, 
and  I  sympathize  with  them  wholeheartedly. 
I  know  that  if  a  cemetery  was  going  to  be  brought 
to  mv  door  that  I  would  object  to  it,  and  it  is 
a  natural  instinct.  However,  Mr.  President, 
we  can't  get  away  from  the  fact  that  we  have  to 
perform  our  duty.  Yes,  we  have,  to  perform  our 
duty.  And  I  am  especially  now  placed  in  a 
predicament  because  it  was  brought  out  in  execu- 
tive session  that  there  wen-  many  Americans  o) 
Italian  descent  opposing  this  petition.  I  am. 
Mr.  President,  of  Italian  extraction,  of  which 
I  am  proud.  Therefore,  in  making  up  my  mind 
I  know  I  am  going  to  hurt  some  one  of  my  own 
race.  Still,  I  don't  let  that  enter  into  making 
mv  decision.  I  have  to  base  il  upon  the  actual 
facts.  The  facts  are,  as  I  stated  in  the  Council 
Chamber  at  the  meeting  thai  was  held  here  last 
week,  that  I  don't  believe  that  they  have  a  year,

HANNON — Does  the  gentleman  doubt  or 
disbelieve  the  testimony  of  the  auditor  of  the 
cemetery? 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  I  am  expressing 
mi  belief,  which  I  stated  at  the  hearing.  1  am 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  auditor  stated  it  might 
have  three  years  to  go.  No  one  knows.  We 
don't  know,  God  forbid,  if  we  might,  have  an 
epidemic,  and  we  might  fill  that  place  in  six  months 
or  a  year.  We  have  to  take  all  those  things  into 
consideration.  But,  normally,  I  believe  that  that 
cemetery  will  be  all  occupied  in  two  years'  time. 
In    the   profession    that    I   am    in,   being   a   funeral 

director  for   the   past    twenty  years,    I    have   c e 

in  contact  with  the  cemetery  day  in  and  day  out, 
and  I  know  that  95  per  cent  of  the  individuals 
that  I  call  upon  for  burial  have  been  buried  in 
St.  Michael's  Cemetery  by  the  request  of  the 
bereaved  family.  It  was  brought  out  also  that 
we  had  at  the  public  hearing  undertakers  testify- 
ing in  so  far  as  

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will  ask 
the  councilor,  and  all  other  councilors,  to  speak 
on  the  present  motion,  to  speak  on  the  motion 
before  the  house,  which  is  on  postponement 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  may  I  inform 
the  Chair  and  the  members  that  the  testimony 
that  I  am  trying  to  bring  out  is  to  have  it  clear  in 
the  minds  of  every  councilor  that  they  are  going 
to  be  called  upon  to  vote  on  how  many  more  years 
this  cemetery  can  operate  if  this  petition  is  not 
granted,  and  I  am  trying,  at  least  in  my  own  way, 
to  do  that.  When  they  speak  about  individuals 
who  are  qualified  in  speaking  for  the  cemetery 
other  than  undertakers,  just  because  they  don't 
come  from  the  section  of  Hyde  Park  or  Roslindale 
doesn't  make  any  difference,  because  we  have  to 
realize  that  this  is  a  Roman  Catholic  cemetery, 
primarily  used  by  those  of  Italian  extract  ion.  They 
not  only  cater  to  the  Italians,  Mr.  President,  they 
cater  to  all  Catholics,  but  primarily  the  ones  that 
use  the  cemetery  are  all  of  Italian  extraction. 
Therefore,  it  is  our  belief,  it  is  our  teaching,  it  is 
our  faith,  that  we  of  the  Catholic  faith  must  bury 
our  dead  and  I  am  trying  to  outline  that  it  neces- 
sitates right  now  that  we  should  vote  upon  this 
petition,  because  I  know  that  it  takes  two  years 
or  more  in  order  to  set  up  a  new  section  of  a  ceme- 
tery  to  be  used  for  burial  purposes.  That  is  the 
reason  why  it  is  urgent,  Mr.  President,  because  I 
know  I  wouldn't  lie  speaking  this  way  if  I  didn't, 
believe  that  the  only  question  that  is  before  us 
today  is  to  decide  whether  or  not  this  cemetery 
needs  the  extension  today.  I  believe  that  it  does. 
Even  the  auditor,  if  I  might  say  so,  said  two  or 
three  years,  and  even  at  the  most  three  years.  It 
takes  time  to  set  up  these  plots;  it  takes  time  to 
beautify  the  ground  where  people  are  going  to  be 
buried.  Therefore,  in  order  to  give  ample  time  I 
feel  that  the  petition  ought  to  be  granted  at  this 
time. 

Acting  President  DWYER — The  question  comes 
on  the  motion.  Councilor  Hannon  moves  for  post- 
ponement for  one  week. 

Coun.  FEENEY— I  think  it  is  only  fair  that  this 
postponement  should  be  granted,  because,  as 
Councilor  Hannon  well  said,  the  auditor  who  rep- 
resented  the  corporation  told  us  that  there  were 
between  1,500  and  1.700  graves  as  yet  unsold. 
Nobody  disputes  that  statement.  He  said  further 
that  tiie  approximate  annual  sale  is  about  500 
graves  per  year,  That  would  extend  better  than 
I  lure  years,  al  least,  and  on  the  basis  of  1 .700  graves 
three  years  and  probably  four  months.     Now,  while 

lie  sai, 1  that  there  were  between  1,000  and  1,700 
graves  not  as  yet  sold,  he  didn't  point  out  that. 
there  maj  be  thousands  of  graves  in  there  that 
have  been  sold  I  hat  belong  to  people  in  family  lots, 
but  which  as  yet  have  not  been  used.  So  it  is 
entirely  possible  that  St.  Michaels  Cemetery  will 
be  burving  for  the  next  ten  years  without  being 
filled. 

Acting  President  DWYER — The  question  conies 
on  the  motion  of  Councilor  Hannon  to  postpone 
for  one  week.  All  those  in  favor?  All  those  op- 
posed?   It  is  not  a  vote, 

Coun.  McCORMACK  -I  doubt  the  vote  and 
ask  for  a  roll  call.

Coun.  HANNON — I  now  move  we  return  these 
notes  to  Mr.  Harnden.  and  get  bark  our  money. 

Acting  President  DWYER — The  motion  is  out 
of  order.  The  question  is  on  the  granting  of  the 
license. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — We  are  now  coming  to  the 
question  of  whether  we  will  pass  this  or  not,  Mr. 
President,  this  is  a  very  important  question. 
First,  we  should  think  of  the  people  of  the  district 
who  are  concerned,  and  we  know  that  the  over- 
whelming weight  of  them  that  came  into  out- 
hearing  about  ten  days  ago  was  against  the  grant- 
ing of  this  petition.  But  we  must  not  only  think 
of  the  people  of  the  district,  but  the  future  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  We,  in  Boston,  can't  afford  to 
have  our  city  stand  still  or  go  backwards.  We 
must  look  forward,  and  we  must  build  the  City 
of  Boston,  we  must  develop  property  values  that 
will  bring  us  mote  money  in  increased  taxes,  so 
that  there  will  not  be  as  high  taxes  on  real  estate 
and  hard-pressed  property  owners  of  Boston. 
We  must  protect  the  rights  of  home  owners.  We 
must  build  this  neighborhood,  build  the  play- 
ground*, and  develop  tins  city.  Only  26  per  cent 
of  our  population  are  home  owners,  whereas  in 
other  large  cities  it  is  50  per  cent.  The  Boston 
Hcruld  of  March  30th  said  that  18,000  new  homes 
would  be  needed  in  Boston  during  the  postwar  era. 
Where  will  they  build  them?  They  can't  build 
on  land  which  already  are  cemeteries.  I  went  out 
to  that  district,  and  I  found  a  nice  lot  of  homes 
along  American  Legion  Highway,  and  then  they 
have  to  stop  where  this  land  is  in  question.  Those 
homes  should  be  built.  We  must  have  a  place, 
we  must  have  land  for  new  homes  if  we  are  to  make 
Boston  a  great  city.  It  is  known  now  that  Boston 
is  not  as  great  a  city  as  it  used  to  be,  but  we  must 
restore  it  to  a  useful  place.  We  can't  do  that  by 
building  cemeteries.  If  we  pass  this  we  are  showing 
we  are  giving  up  vital  land  to  cemeteries  and  for- 
getting we  are  a  city  of  the  living.  Are  we  a  city  of 
the  living  or  a  city  of  the  dead?  I  say,  turn  this 
order  back,  show  that  we  want  to  protect  the 
home  owners  of  Boston  and  make  this  a  city  of 
the  living  and  not  a  city  of  the  dead. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — In  reference  to  the  remarks 
of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley), 
whether  you  might  want  a  city  of  the  living  or  a 
city  of  the  dead,  at  least  we  should  respect  the 
dead,  and  at  least  we  should  give  them  a  decent 
place  to  be  buried  in. 

Acting  President  DWYER — The  question  comes 
on  the  granting  of  the  license. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  I  have  ob- 
served this  petition  for  the  cemetery  of  St 
Michael's  corporation  as  closely  as  any  man  in. 
this  Council,  and,  in  my  judgment,  there  is  only 
one  honorable  thing  that  this  corporation  can  do, 
and  that  is  to  withdraw  the  petition.  I  don't 
think  that  we  who  oppose  it  have  the  strength  to 


Anally  defeat  it,  but  I  do  think  in  the  interests 
of  common  decency,   honesty  and  fair  play  that 

this  corporation  should   take   thi     pe is   out   of 

here  by  withdrawal.  I  think  that  things  have 
come  to  a  pretty  pass  in  this  city  when  corpo- 
rations,   by    reason    of   their  strength,    are   able    to 

hy-paSS  the  lights  of  the-  little  people  and  lain 
things   down    their    throats    that    they    don't    want 

The  people  win,  oppose  this  petition,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, are  little  people,  people  who  have  not  much 
in   the   way  of  worldly  goods.     Everything  they 

have  got.  their  lifetime  of  effort,  their  lifetime  of 
Savings,  is  invested  in  their  little  homes.  I  don't 
think  that  it  is  fair  to  disenfranchise  that  kind  of 
people  Well,  I  certainly  don't.  I  think  it  is  a 
terrible  injustice  for  us  to  trample  on  their  tights. 
I  think  it  is  a  terrible  injustice  (or  us  to  deny  them 
I  hen     inherent    right     of    peace    of    mind    arid    the 

tight  of  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  and  by  passing 

this  petition  we  are  denying  them  that  right,  and 
make  no  mistake  about  it.  In  all  my  life  I  have 
never  seen  such  a  neighborhood  as  troubled  as 
they  ate.  They  have  a  right  to  expect  protection 
from  us,  because  we  are  their  representatives 
No  matter  what  district  of  the  citj  we  represent, 
we  represent  them  just  as  well.     They  are  part  of 

a  broad  picture,  embracing  this  entire  city.  It  is 
our  duty  to  protect  the  welfare  and  the  finances 
of  this  city  as  well  as  the  needs  of  the  little  people 

who  live  in  it.  and  if  we  pass  this  petition 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Council  will 
be  in  order. 

Coun.  FEENEY — And  if  we  pass  this  petition, 
we  are  ignoring  our  duty  as  representatives  of  the 
people.  Mr.  President,  we  all  know  that,  barring 
some  unforeseen  miracle,  Boston  is  threatened 
with  a  tax  rate  of  843  or  perhaps  more,  this  year. 

Acting  President  DWYER — The  councilor  is 
speaking  on  the  granting  of  the  license  for  the 
cemetery? 

Coun.  FEENEY — Mr.  President,  I  assure  you 
that  nothing  is  more  germane  to  the  question 
than  the  matter  of  taxes  and  the  matter  of  city 
finances,  because  this  deals  directly  with  the  tax 
yield  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  property. 
In  the  last  fifteen  years,  we  have  seen  the  Boston 
tax  rate  go  steadily  upward,  and  this  is  not.  prin- 
cipally because,  sir,  Boston  is  spending  more  to 
administer  its  government,  but  because  the 
value  of  property  has  steadily  gone  downward. 
Properties  have  been  and  are  still  being  demolished, 
— homes  and  business  places  alike.  In  the  last 
fifteen  years,  sir,  property  values  in  this  city  have 
dropped  more  than  $500,000,000.  Imagine,  based 
on  a  $40  tax  rate,  that  represents  a  loss  of  revenue 
to  the  city  annually  of  $20,000,000. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will  ask 
the  councilor  to  talk  on  the  granting  of  the  license. 
Coun.  FEENEY — Mr.  President,  this  is  ger- 
mane to  the  question.  This  is  on  the  matter  of  the 
granting  of  the  license.  This  is  the  effect,  and 
we  should  concern  ourselves  with  the  effect, — 
the  loss  of  taxable  property,  the  loss  of  revenue 
to  the  city.  Now,  Mr.  President,  can  we  further 
afford  to  lessen  property  values  in  this  city? 
Can  we  afford  to  further  stifle  and  discourage 
development  of  our  city?  If  this  permit  is  granted 
by  us,  Boston  will  suffer  a  loss  of  between  $500,000 
and  $1,000,000  of  future  taxable  property.  Every 
single  square  foot  of  this  property  will  be  tax 
exempt.  All  future  building  and  planning  will 
be  discouraged  in  that  area.  Two  different 
builders  testified  before  your  committee,  sir,  that. 
they  would  not  build  if  this  cemetery  went  through 
in  the  surrounding  area.  They  had  plans,  and 
they  would  abandon  them.  Other  people  said 
they  would  move  out,  that  they  would  not  live 
in  such  close  proximity  to  a  cemetery.  I  said 
in  the  Executive  Committee,  sir,  that  we  in  our 
district  have  already  suffered  a  loss  of  $10,000,000 
taxable  property  in  the  Roslindale  dust  bowl, 
and  we  certainly  don't  want  a  repetition  of  it 
down  in  the  Mt.  Hope  district.  Where  is  it  all 
going  to  stop,  and  who  is  going  to  stop  it?  It 
is  more  than  just  affecting  a  few  Roslindale  fami- 
lies. It  is  part  of  the  whole  tax  picture  of  this 
city  and  affects  every  City  Councilor  and  every 
single  person  who  lives  in  Boston  or  owns  prop- 
erty in  Boston,  or  who  pays  rent  in  Boston. 
If  you  grant  a  permit  for  this  cemetery,  you  have 
got  to  do  the  same  thing  with  others  who  will 
follow.  You  have  got  to  grant  them  the  same 
consideration.  And  already  there  is  another 
petition  pending  before  the  Health  Department 
at  this  very  moment  for  a  cemetery  in  the  same 
area.  This  is  pretty  serious.  I  am  wondering 
how    long    we   are   going    to    tolerate    these   raids 
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on  the  city.  How  long  are  we  going  to  be  setting 
aside  our  land  for  cemetery  purposes,  and  making 
it  tax  exempt?  Mr.  President,  cemeteries  can 
easily  find  land  outside  the  city  limits,  in  the 
suburbs,  where  there  is  plenty  of  land  easily 
accessible  to  the  people  of  Boston,  land  which, 
if  approved  for  cemetery  purposes,  would  not 
affect  the  overall  valuations  in  those  commu- 
nities. A  great  deal  has  been  said  about  the 
Italian  people.  No  one  is  more  cognizant  of  the 
rights  of  the  Italian  people  than  I.  I  have  always 
tried  to  be  fair  with  minorities,  but  I  have  never 
failed  to  stand  on  my  feet  to  object  when  I  thought, 
an  injustice  was  done  the  majority.  I  have 
before  me,  sir,  the  petition  of  the  people  of  this 
city  against  this  cemetery  extension,  the  very 
people  who  are  going  to  be  affected  by  this,  the 
very  people  who  are  upset  and  saddened  by  this 
petition.  Never  in  my  life  have  I  ever  seen 
people  so  thoroughly  upset  and  so  thoroughly 
distraught  as  are  the  people  of  that  district  over 
this  petition.  At  the  hearing  that  we  had  here 
last  week,  sir,  not  a  single,  solitary  property 
owner  or  rent  payer  of  Italian  extraction,  other 
than  those  directly  connected  with  business  or 
other  purposes,  came  before  this  Council  to  speak 
in  favor  of  this  cemetery  extension.  And  not 
one  single  one  of  them  placed  his  name  before 
us  in  a  petition  asking  to  grant  this  petition. 
Mr.  President,  if  we  grant  this  petition,  we  are 
going  to  destroy  some  of  the  finest  land  for  future 
development  in  all  of  Boston.  Mind  you,  this 
land  is  frontage  land,  the  most  valuable  land  for 
building  purposes  that  you  can  find.  Those  of 
you  who  went  out  there  and  visited  the  district 
saw  with  your  own  eyes  the  beautiful  homes 
that  were  built  there  before  the  war,  the  beautiful 
brick  homes,  assessed  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$18,000.  Now,  sir,  it  was  the  intent  of  the  builder 
who  built  those  homes  to  continue  that  type  of 
construction  all  the  way  down  to  Canterbury 
street.  He  told  me  that  himself  personally. 
That  doesn't  at  all  count  the  land  itself  and  the 
possibilities  of  taxable  property  that  will  accrue 
from  its  development.  It  doesn't  bring  into 
consideration  the  beauty  of  this  property,  once 
the  City  of  Boston  has  built  a  playground  for  the 
children  of  that  area,  the  children  who  now  have 
to  play  on  the  city  streets.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  heavily  populated  districts  in  Boston.  One 
need  only  go  downstairs  and  get  the  police  listing 
to  note  how  many  adult  residents  over  the  age  of 
twenty  live  in  that  area.  And  people  in  that 
area  have  children.  There  are  a  lot  of  them 
there,  and  they  need  a  playground,  and  when 
you  take  this  land  from  them  for  cemetery  pur- 
poses, you  destroy  the  last  piece  of  property  in 
an  entire  area  that  can  be  developed  for  play- 
ground purposes.  I  am  sure  you  don't  want  to  do 
that.  I  am  sure  you  don't  want  to  take  some- 
thing from  the  kids  that  belongs  to  them.  That 
is  not  fair.  And  there  are  all  kinds  of  people 
living  in  that  area, — Irish  as  well  as  Italian  and 
Poles  and  Swedes,  but  perhaps  there  are  more 
Italians  than  any  other  nationality.  On  this 
petition  that  was  placed  in  my  hands,  I  have  the 
names  of  some  Italian  people  which  I  think  at 
this  time  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
members  of  the  Council.  Contrast  this,  if  you 
will,  with  the  fact  that  none  of  them  presented 
their  names  for  the  petitioners,  those  who  repre- 
sented the  corporation: 

Mary  Nicotera,  183  Waterman  road,  Roslindale, 
Italian  extraction. 

Liselotte  Gora,  50  Eastland  road,  Jamaica 
Plain. 

You  see,  Mr.  President,  the  Jamaica  Plain 
and  Roslindale  lines  meet  at  the  very  point  where 
those  cemeteries  are  proposed.  Some  people 
refer  to  some  of  these  streets  as  Roslindale  streets, 
and  some  refer  to  them  as  Jamaica  Plain  streets, 
and  the  reason  for  the  confusion  is  the  fact  that  the 
post  office  lines  from  the  Jamaica  Plain  Station 
and  the  Roslindale  Station  meet  in  the  approxi- 
mate vicinity  of  this  proposed  cemetery  land. 
The  result  is  that  people  are  confused  about 
whether  a  person  lives  in  Jamaica  Plain  or  in 
Roslindale. 

Joseph  C.  Gora,  50  Eastland  road,  Jamaica 
Plain.  Both  of  those  are  of  Italian  extraction, 
and  those  people  both  oppose  this  cemetery. 
They  signed  a  petition  opposing  this  cemetery. 
And  these  people 

Acting  President  DW'YER— The  Chair  will 
state,  councilor,  if  there  is  no  objection,  if  the 
Council  is  desirous  of  having  all  of  the  namee 
in     the    petition    incorporated    into    the    record, 


and  if  the  Chair  hears  no  objection,  he  will  be 
most  happy  to  do  that. 

Coun.  FEENEY— I  object.  I  prefer  that  the 
councilor  talking  about  Italian  people  should 
hear  the  names  of  some  of  these  Italian  people. 
We  have  heard  so  much  of  Italian  people,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  not  a  single,  solitary 
home  owner  of  the  Italian  people  came  before 
your  Council  committee,  and  I  think  it  is  only 
fair  the  objections  of  these  people,  the  little 
people,   be  brought  to  the  attention  of  vour 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will 
request  the  councilor  to  read  the  names,  and  then 
if  he  has  any  statement  to  make  in  regard  to 
the  entire  group  the  Chair  will  be  glad  to  en- 
tertain it,  but  the  Chair  would  like  the  councilor 
to  observe  the  rules  of  the  Council  and  speak 
on  the  granting  of  the  license,  if  he  would,  please.

FEENEY— Mr.  President,  it  would  be 
most  unfortunate  for  the  people  of  my  district 
if  the  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  were 
to  be  carried  by  this  Honorable  Body,  because  it 
might  result,  sii.  in  the  disenfranchisement  of  the 
people  that  I  represent  in  Ward  18  of  this  city. 
And  also,  sir,  it  would  deprive  the  members  of  your 
Honorable  Body  from  reading  the  minutes  of  the 
hearing  that  took  place  before  this  City  Council 
on  April  10  and  which  are-  contained  in  the  two 
volumes  on  the  desk  in  front  of  each  one  of  your 
members.  If  the  appeal  is  granted,  and  if  it 
carries,  your  Council  will  be  voting  blindly, 
without  any  sound  prior  knowledge  of  what  it  is 
all  about.  The  councilor  from  Ward  13  (Coun. 
Hannon)  very  ably  put  it,  sir,  that  he  did  not 
know  what  was  contained  within  the  covers  of 
these  two  volumes  and  so  he  could  not  vote  in- 
telligently for  a  cemetery,  and  until  such  time  as 
he  was  given  time  to  see  what  this  is  all  about, 
he  would  be  neutral,  and  he  would  vote  against 
this  cemetery  in  this  district.  Now,  that  not 
only  applies  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  13,  sir, 
but  it  also  applies  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  1 
(Coun.  Coffey),  because  I  think,  with  all  due 
respect  to  him  and  his  individual  brilliance  as  a 
City  Councilor,  it  is  entirely  possible  there  is 
something  within  these  covers  he,  himself,  missed 
at  the  hearing  on  the  tenth  of  this  month.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  CEMETERY 
DIVISION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  30,  1945. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication 
from  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners which  is  herewith  attached,  in  which  he 
requests  that  an  appropriation  of  .$30,000  be  made 
available  in  the  B,  Contractual  Services,-  item  of 
the  Cemetery  Division  of  the  Park  Department. 

This  appropriation  is  necessary  for  the  develop- 
ment of  new  single  and  two-grave  sections,  also 
the  City  Welfare  section  and  Chinese  section  in 
Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  which  are  practically 
filled  up,  two-grave  sections  in  Fairview  Cemetery, 
and  single  grave  sections  in  Evergreen  Cemetery. 
Burials  are  taking  place  in  these  three  cemeteries 
daily,  and  these  new  sections  must  be  provided 
immediately  in  order  to  meet  public  demand.  Last 
year  approximately  1,000  new  lots  were  sold  in 
Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  lots  made  avail- 
able by  this  extension  of  new  sections  will  lie  far  in 
excess  of  the  appropriation  recommended. 

I  attach  herewith  a  supplementary  appropriation 
order  in  the  sum  of  S30,ooo.  and  recommend 
prompt  consideration  and  passage  by  '.our  Honor- 
able Body.

This  money  is  needed  to  develop  new  simile  and 
two-grave  sections,   and   also   the   City   Poor  and 


Chinese  sections  which  are  about  filled  up  in 
Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  two-grave  sections  in 
Fairview  Cemeten  and  single-grave  sections  in 
Evergreen  Cemetery.  These  are  three  active 
cemeteries  in  which  burials  are  taking  place  even-

In  our  original  budget  for  1945  we  asked  for  an 
appropriation  of  $15,000  for  this  work.

I  have  had  a  survey 
made  of  our  cemeteries  and  it  would  appear  that 
we  needed  an  appropriation  of  $30,000  to  do  the 
necessary  work  for  this  year.  Each  suceeding 
year  we  will  require  the  same  amount  for  further 
development. 

An  immediate  approval  for  this  appropriation 
will    be    appreciated.

In  my  opinion,  this  report  is  of 
invaluable  aid  to  our  city  in  its  considerations  of 
the  problems  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  recrea- 
tional facilities  in  the  City  of  Boston.  It  sets 
forth  methods  by  which  we  may  harmonize  our 
efforts  in  order  that  our  city  may  assume  its 
proper  responsibilities  towards  its  growing  sons 
and  daughters. 

I  am  in  favor  of  the  continuance  of  this  com- 
mittee for  an  indefinite  period,  and  in  order  that 
it  may  proceed  with  its  studies  and  investigations, 
I  also  favor  its  request  that  it  be  given  the  sum  of 
twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  The 
attached  report  indicates  the  manner  in  which 
this  money  will  be  spent.

First  Report. 
A.     Juvenile  Delinquency. 

This  committee  was  originally  appointed  by  j 

Honor  as  "The  Mayor's  Committee  to  Combat 
Juvenile  Delinquency."  We  asked  for  and  ob- 
tained permission  i"  change  the  name  of  the  com- 
mittee i"  in-  "  The  Mayor's  Committee  for  Juvenile 
Development."     We  did  this  because  we  thought 

that    the   single   greatest    force   to   combat    juvi 

delinquency  was  the  development  in  the  young  of  a 
desire  to  themselves  combat  juvenile  delinquency. 

In  accordance  with  your  instruction  this  com- 
mittee met  for  organization  purposes  on  March  10. 
Since  that  meeting  we  have  conducted  survey  trips, 

had  man]  conference  meetings  with  other  groups 
and  have  met  a  number  of  times  in  executive 
session! 

From  our  preliminary  work  we  have  agre 
program  upon  which  to  map  our  campaign.     It   is 
as  follows: 
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1.  To  study  the  delinquency  problem. 

A.     Under  wartime  emphasis. 
15.     Under  normal  conditions. 

2.  We  have  divided  the  problem  into  three 
phases:

3.  We  are  meeting   with   represent.'!  n 
various  influences  affecting  our  problem  in  the 
hope  of  obtaining  complete  coordination.    These 
influences  are: 

A.  The  home. 

B.  The  church. 

C.  Social  agencies. 
I).     Schools. 

E.  Recreation. 

F.  Courts. 

G.  Public  opinion. 

B.     Recreation  —  Parks  and  Playgrounds. 

Although  there  are  many  phases  to  the  Juvenile 
Development  problem,  we  have  concentrated  at 
this  time  on  the  recreation  program  for  the  Bummer 
months. 

We  have  met  with  many  people  interested  in  the 
recreation  program  and  recreational  facilities.  In 
making  the  survey  trips  we  have  seen  the  larger 
part  of  our  playground  and  park  system. 

The  unanimous  opinion  of  the  members  of  this 
committee  is  that  the  public  playground  system  of 
Boston  has  suffered  for  some  years  from  continuous 
deterioration  and  part,  at  least,  is  in  a  deplorable 
condition. 

Your  committee  is  not  prepared  to  render  an 
opinion  on  the  wisdom  or  lack  of  wisdom  in  original 
investments  in  parks  and  playgrounds.  On  the 
other  hand,  your  committee  is  unanimous  in  be- 
lieving that  the  neglect  of  the  physical  equipment 
in  the  playground  system,  although  at  times  caused 
by  necessity,  was  not  justified  over  a  period  of 
years. 

The  properties  under  the  control  of  the  Park 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  consists  of 
3,208.64  acres  of  land.  It  includes  92  playgrounds 
and  20  cemeteries. 

The  city  had  expended  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1943  $33,813,522.71  for  land  and  the  construction 
which  together  made  up  this  recreational  plant. 
This  capital  investment  is  exclusive  of  moneys 
spent  in  the  annual  maintenance. 

In  that,  for  many  years,  over  a  million  dollars 
annually  has  been  appropriated  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  park  and  playground  system,  we  reach  the 
conclusion  that  our  fathers  and  forefathers  took 
from  their  earnings  nearly  one  hundred  millions  of 
dollars  to  give  to  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston 
proper  recreational  facilities. 

We  believe  the  present  generation  should  assume 
its  proportionate  share  in  maintaining,  and  even 
in  developing,  this  very  real  commonwealth. 

Into  the  hands  of  the  people  of  Boston  was 
handed  an  excellent  park  system  and  a  splendid 
playground  system.  During  some  number  of 
years  this  equipment  and  the  whole  system  has 
deteriorated  to  the  point  where  a  part  at  least  of 
the  playground  system  is  a  disgrace  to  the  City  of 
Boston.  There  is  something  radically  wrong  with 
a  city's  attitude  towards  its  children,  when  we  find 
these  children  playing  in  a  dirty  public  street 
adjacent  to  a  dirtier  public  playground. 

In  order  to  have  a  proper  recreational  program, 
we  must  first  have  proper  recreational  facilities. 
The  issue  of  allowing  an  expensive  plant  to  de- 
teriorate— in  some  instances  to  the  point  of  use- 
lessness — was  one  that  should  have  been  put  up 
squarely  to  the  taxpayers.  The  expense  was  diffi- 
cult to  meet  but  the  taxpayers  gained  little  in 
value  by  postponing  the  issue. 

This  committee  believes  that  there  can  be  no 
economy  in  the  construction  of  expensive  field 
bouses  on  well  laid-out  grounds  if  such  construction 
is  to  be  followed  by  the  closing  of  such  field  houses 
and  the  neglect  of  such  grounds. 
Our  conclusions  are  that: 

1.  Recreation  must  take  its  place  with  the 
home,  the  church  and  the  school  if  juvenile 
delinquency  is  to  be  properly  combatted. 

2.  There  are  sufficient  playgrounds  and  field 
houses  to  carry  on  the  work. 

3.  There  are  sufficient  agencies,  commis- 
sions, boards,  etc.,  to  properly  meet  the  super- 
vision needs. 

4.  The  various  supervisory  organizations 
must  come  together  to  coordinate  their  work 
and  produce  an  integrated  program. 

5.  The  entire  recreation  plant  of  Boston  must 
be  put  in  better  repair  and  all  playgrounds  and 


b  be  put  immediately  into  usable 
inn    and    proper    recreational    equipment 
must  be  provided  in  each  playground. 

C.  Recreation  —  Playground  Supervision. 

We  recommend  thai  the  supervision  of  all  play- 
grounds— or,  if  this  is  impracticable,  of  certain 
selected  playgrounds,  be  placed  under  the  juris- 
diction of  tin-  Boston  Recreation  Board.  Wc 
recommend  to  the  Maj  or  and,  through  him,  to  the 
Recreation  Hoard  that  all  supervisors  of  play- 
ground activities  be  selected  for  theil  competency 
and  that  they  be  trained  m  their  work. 

Wc  recommend  that  a  planned,  coordinated  and 
integrated  program  be  put  into  effect  throughout 
the  playground  system  under  the  direction  of  the 
Recreation  Board  or  a  Director  or  Directors 
appointed  by  the  Recreation  Board. 

Without  recommendation  we  call  to  the  Mayor's 
attention  the  availability  of  the  training  service 
for  playground  directors  furnished  by  the  Com- 
munity Recreation  Service,  Inc. 

D.  Recreation — Essay  Contest. 

1.  We  recommend  that  we  be  empowered  to 
immediately  initiate  an  Essay  Contest  among  all 
boys  and  girls  of  Junior  High  Schools,  Senior  High 
Schools,  Private  Schools  and  Parochial  Schools  of 
similar  grades. 

2.  The  topics  for  the  proposed  essays  will  be 
limited  to  the  general  problem  of  improving  the 
welfare  of  children  in  Boston. 

3.  Contestants  will  be  permitted  and  urged 
to  consult  their  parents,  school  teachers  and  others 
so  as  to  receive  advice  and  guidance, 

4.  With  the  approval  of  the  Major,  in  addi- 
tion to  formal  essays  submitted  by  individual  boys 
and  girls,  a  second  contest  will  be  carried  on 
among  various  boys'  and  girls'  clubs  for  the  best 
plan  submitted  to  meet  needs  in  their  own  local 
neighborhoods. 

5.  The  committee's  plans  contemplate  the 
giving  of  capital  prizes  in  the  form  of  college 
scholarships,  and  secondary  prizes  in  the  form  of 
War  Bonds.  Medals,  Certificates  of  Award,  etc. 
Authority  is  requested  to  give  prizes  under  this 
contest  in  a  total  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000. 

6.  Authority  is  requested  to  hire  a  secre- 
tarial staff  sufficient  to  deal  with  the  physical 
necessities  arising  from  such  a  contest.  Authority 
is  requested  to  expend  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$2,500  in  connection  with  such  a  staff. 

7.  To  underwrite  the  above  program,  we 
recommend  the  use  of  part  of  the  accumulated 
income  of  the  Michael  F.  Cahill  Fund.  We  believe 
that  the  more  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  accu- 
mulated in  this  fund  will  carry  on  all  of  the  expense 
of  this  Essay  Contest  and  of  the  Paul  Revere 
Awards,  the  next  subject  in  this  report. 

E.  Recreation — Paul  Revere  Award. 

Your  committee  recommends  to  the  Major  that 
it  be  empowered  to  establish  immediately  the 
Paul  Revere  Awards  to  be  given  to  girls  and  boys 
for  outstanding  leadership  and  clean  sportsman- 
ship on  the  playgrounds  with  consideration  being 
given  to  their  general  reputation  in  the  community. 

1.  There  shall  be  medals  awarded  by  selection 
from  each  playground  group,  the  number  of 
medals  to  be  proportionate  to  the  number  in  the 
group. 

2.  There  shall  be  one  senior  award  on  each 
playground. 

3.  The  recipients  of  the  senior  awards  shall 
constitute  the  Paul  Revere  Council  for  Out- 
standing Junior  Leadership. 

We  believe  that  through  the  establishment  of 
these  awards  and  the  Essay  Contest  we  will 
bring  the  juvenile  problem  home  to  the  children 
themselves.  We  believe  that  the  establishment 
of  the  Paul  Revere  Council  to  advise  this  committee 
will  be  of  great  value. 

F.  Recreation — Day  Camps. 

We  recommend  that  the  Recreation  Board  in 
coordination  with  social  agencies  and  the  Park 
Department  institute  a  series  of  day  camps  to 
which  underprivileged  children  may  be  taken  to 
spend  the  day  in  the  open.  We  recommend  espe- 
cially the  use  of  Franklin  Park  and  the  Arnold 
Arboretum  for  this  purpose.  We  have  also  noted 
the  availability  of  the  Blue  Hills  Reservation, 
the  Charles  River  Basin  and  various  shore  points 
in  South  Boston,  and  other  recreation  grounds 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission. 

We  would  request  that  the  Recreation  Board 
give  consideration  to  the  interchange  of  facilities, 
('.  e .,  children  living  away  from  beaches  to  be 
taken  to  beaches,  and  children  to  whom  beaches 
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are  everyday  life  to  be  given  an  outing  in  Franklin 
Park,   the   Arnold   Arboretum,    or   a   hike   through 
the  Blue  Hills  Reservation. 
G.     Recreation — Children  of  Service  Workers. 

We  recommend  that  under  tin-  d  in-c-t  inn  n  ml 
supervision  of  the  Recreation  Board,  the  Mayor 
institute  a  summer  program  for  the  care,  welfare 
and  recreation  of  children  of  war  workers.  This 
program  should  contemplate  an  all-da}  supervision, 
five  days  a  week. 

We  recommend  that  the  program,  as  it  applies 
to  the  children  of  parents  who  are  both  employed 
in  war  industries,  be  self-sustaining  or  partially 
self-sustaining  through  a  pro-rata  charge.  We 
recommend  that  the  program  insofar  as  it  applies 
to  the  children  of  those  in  the  service,  be  under- 
written from  other  sources. 

Without,  recommendation  we  call  to  the  Major's 
attention   the   possible   availability   of   funds   from 
the  Randidge,  Cahill  or  Cummings  Funds. 
H.     Recreation — Farms. 

We  carried  out  your  instructions  to  investigate 
a  possibility  of  establishing  a  farm  or  farms  within 
the  city  limits  to  further  the  recreation  program. 

We  recommend  that  the  Park  Department  take 
into  consideration  that  a  number  of  cities  have 
established  farms  in  connection  with  their 
zoological  gardens  or  park  or  playground  system. 
It  is  our  understanding  that  these  farms  located 
within  the  city  limits  have  proven  most  interesting 
to  city-bred  children  and  many  healthful  hours  are 
passed  on  these  farms  by  the  children. 

We  call  to  the  Mayor's  attention  the  availability 
of  surplus  stock  on  Deer  Island  which  could  be 
used  in  stocking  such  a  farm.  We  have  noted  the 
availability  of  certain  property  along  the  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars  Partway  for  the  development 
of  such  a  farm.  We  have  noted  the  possibility 
of  the  establishing  of  some  form  of  domestic 
livestock  exhibition  in  connection  with  the 
Zoological  Gardens  in  Franklin  Park. 
I.     Recreation — Sailing. 

You  requested  that  we  look  into  the  possibility 
of  a  sailing  program  in  Dorchester  Bay  similar  to 
that  carried  on  by  the  Community  Sailing  Asso- 
ciation in  the  Charles  River  Basin. 

At  this  time  we  have  not  taken  into  considera- 
tion a  long-range  program  but  simply  dealt  with 
the  question  of  immediately  making  available 
sailing  on  a  restricted  basis.  We  recommend  that 
the  Recreation  Board  institute  a  program  to  open 
not  earlier  than  June  1st,  not  later  than  June  25th, 
for  the  children  in  the  South  Boston  area. 

A  member  of  the  Recreation  Board,  Mr.  Joseph 
Lee,  has  carried  on  a  number  of  junior  programs 
in  the  past  years.  Mr.  Lee  has  a  fleet  of  privately- 
owned  boats  which,  we  believe,  he  would  be  willing 
to  incorporate  in  such  a  program. 

There  are  two  housing  possibilities,  one  from 
the  Puritan  Canoe  Club  and  the  other  from 
Kelly's  Landing.  Both  of  these  are  located  in 
City  Point.  Mr.  Lee  has  a  great  deal  of  training 
and  a  certain  aptitude  for  a  program  of  this 
type. 
J.     Conclusions. 

This  report  is  rendered  at  this  time  in  order  that 
the  Mayor  may  take  our  recommendations  into 
consideration  in  time  for  the  summer  program. 
Subsequent  reports  will  deal  not  only  with  the 
subjects  outlined  above  but  will  also  deal  with 
the  more  serious  side  of  the  delinquency  program 
and  will  contain  a  study  of  each  of  the  influences 
impacting  on  the  whole  juvenile  situation.

Gentlemen,     On    February    20,    1945,    I    sub- 
mitted to  your  Honorable  Bodj  an  appropriation 


order  in  the  sum  of  si, 000, 000  for  Park  and  Play- 
ground Improvements  for  the  purpose  of  recon- 
struction and  restoration  of  playgrounds  and  play 
arras,  which  was  passed  by  you. 

I  recently  received  the  report  of  the.  Advisory 
Committee  on  Juvenile  Development  which 
indicates  the  desirability  of  setting  in  motion 
immediately  a  comprehensive  plan  of  recreational 
activity.  The  recently  organized  Board  of 
Recreation  under  whose  jurisdiction  this  would 
come,  is  limited  by  an  appropriation  of  $10,000, 
which  is  entirely  insufficient  for  its  requirements. 

It  is  obvious  that  mere  reconstruction  and 
restoration  of  the  physical  plant  is  not  enough. 
We  should  make  certain  that  the  facilities  provided, 
will  be  given  maximum  use.  Therefore  it  is 
necessary  to  implement  and  make  possible  the 
complete  and  unhampered  functioning  of  the 
Board  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  The  Board 
has  requested  that  the  sum  of  $200,000  be  placed 
at  its  disposal  to  carry  out  its  objectives. 

In  order  to  avoid  a  supplementary  appropria- 
tion, I  deem  it  advisable  to  secure  the  funds 
requested,  by  transfer  from  the  present  $1,000,000 
appropriation  for  Park  and  Playground,  Improve- 
ments. Accordingly,  I  recommend  immediate 
consideration  and  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order  transferring  the  sum  of  $200,000  from  the 
appropriation  for  Park  and  Playground  Improve- 
ments, etc.,  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Board  of 
Recreation.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — During  the  war  period  of  the 
last  few  years,  even  before  Pearl  Harbor,  new  con- 
struction has  been  permitted  only  to  enhance  the 
war  effort.  This  department,  as  did  all  others  and 
rightly  so,  curtailed  in  every  way  possible  any 
alterations,  repairs  and  maintenance  of  buildings 
except  those  of  emergency  nature.  This,  I  am 
sure,  furthered  the  war  effort  in  the  conservation 
of  both  materials  and  manpower. 

Naturally,  therefore,  the  buildings  under  the 
control  of  this  department  are  in  need  of  repairs 
and  maintenance.  Quite  a  little  of  this  work 
could  be  done  immediately,  and  more  in  the  very 
near  future,  now  that  V.-E.  day's  announcement, 
is  due  momentarily  with  the  probable  lifting  of 
priorities  of  critical  material  essentially  controlled 
by  the  War  Production  Board. 

A  careful  survey  of  our  buildings  will  show  at  a 
glance  that  the  budget  allowances  cannot  ade- 
quately care  for  the  expenditures  necessary  for  any 
extensive  progress  of  the  deferred  repairs. 

In  keeping  with  the  recreational  program  I  cite 
the  many  municipal  buildings  under  our  control 
wherein  recreational  facilities  of  every  description 
are  available  to  the  public:  Baths,  pools,  nurseries, 
gymnasiums,  baby  clinics,  halls  for  dancing,  meet- 
ings and  games,  and  surely  Faneuil  Hall  and  the 
Old  State  House  are  recreational  as  well  as  his- 
torical. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  I  respectfully 
request  that  an  order  be  drawn  up  transferring  the 
sum  of  $60,000  from  Park  and  Playground  Improve- 
ments, etc.,  to  B-39,  General  Repairs,  Public 
Buildings.

('mm.  CHASE,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was 
referred  March  26,  1945,  order  for  a  loan  of 
Kii.."i00,ooo  fur  Construction  of  Buildings  h\  the 
Institutions  Department,  having  considered  the 
subject,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  order  be 
rejected  and  also  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order  in  substitution  therefor,  for  a 
loan  of  $2,500,000  for  the  Construction  of  a 
Chronic  Hospital  at   Long  Island. 

Ordered.  That  under  the  provisions  of  clause  3

of  the  Committee  on  Finance   I   wish   to  say  on 
behali  of  the  committee  that  we  have  given  great 

and   diligent    stud.\    to   this   $6,506,000   loan   order. 

We  have  looked  at  it  from  every  angle,  and  we 
have  endeavored  to  keep  upmost  in  our  minds 
at  all  times  the  well-being  of  the  patients  at  Long 
Island.  Mr.  President,  it  is  onlj  after  long  delibei 
ation  and  careful  thought  on  this  matter  that 
your  committee  has  filed  t  lie  report  before  you. 
The  committee  as  a  whole,  Mr.  President,  feel  that 
then-  is  no  place  in  Boston  on  the  mainland  that 
is  comparable  to  the  present  site  of  the  chronic 
hospital  ami  almshouse  on  Long  Island.  We 
have  in  mind,  sir.  that  practically  all  of  the  pa- 
tients and  dependents  who  are  foreeil  to  go  to 
Long  Island  are  enjoying  an  atmosphere  there, 
sir.  which  cannot  possibly  be  enjoyed  if  they  were 
moved  to  the  mainland.  We  have  in  mind  that 
there  is  a  difference  in  the  temperature  in  the 
summertime  of  at  least  ten  degrees.  And  we 
have  in  mind  that  there  is  practically  a  constant 
breeze  blowing  on  Long  Island  in  the  summer- 
lime  which  affords,  of  course,  these  patients  the 
utmost  in  comfort.  The  scenery  at  Long  Island 
is  second  to  none.  There  is  a  little  park  system 
there,  with  shade  trees  and  green  grass,  that  these 
patients  ami  dependents  wheel  out  to  themselves, 
hobble  out  to,  and  in  some  cases  crawl  out  to 
enjoy.  We  have  in  mind  that  if  a  hospital  was 
erected  on  the  mainland,  a  structure  of  seven, 
eight  or  ten  stories  high,  that  many  of  these 
patients  who  are  now  enjoying  the  natural  facili- 
ties of  Long  Island  would  be  forced  to  remain 
on  the  various  floors  of  this  proposed  structure- 
sax'  on  the  seventh  floor  —  for  the  balance  of 
their  lives.  In  many  cases  some  would  be  con- 
fined to  certain  stories  for  six  or  seven  years,  and 
they  would  be  denied  the  pleasure  of  walking  in 
the  grass  or  sitting  underneath  the  shade  trees, 
or  looking  out  into  the  ocean  and  enjoying  the 
breezes  from  the  ocean.  There  is  no  site  in  Boston 
—  and  I  reiterate  —  that  is  comparable  to  Long 
Island  for  an  institution  such  as  we  have  already 
at  Long  Island.  You  and  I  and  every  member  of 
this  Council  know-  that  at  places  like  -Martha's 
Vineyard  and  Nantucket  the  rich  have  spent 
millions  to  go  down  there  and  build  beautiful 
homes  for  the  sole  purpose  of  affording  their 
families  and  their  loved  ones  a  place  of  resort  for 
the  summer,  to  get  away  from  the  heat  of  the  city. 
And  I  say  to  you.  would  you  care  to  take  the  old 
and  infirm  and  dependent  of  Boston,  who  have 
no  one  but  the  city  to  provide  for  them. —  would 
you  take  them  away  from  Boston  Harbor,  from 
that  scenery  and  the  facilities  on  that  island,  and 
switch  them  up  to  Boston  onto  Albany  street 
where  they  would  be  forced  to  look  from  the  sixth 
floor  down  onto  the  street,  seeing  trucks,  and 
with  gas  fumes  coming  up?  I  am  sure,  and  other 
members  of  the  Council  will  agree  with  me,  that 
there  is  no  site  in  Boston  that  can  compare  with 
Long  Island  for  an  institution  of  the  kind  that  is 
located  there.  And  I  wish.  Mr.  President,  at  this 
time  to  say  that  I  for  one.  and  I  know  of  other 
members,  desire  to  commend  the  Mayor  for  his 
courage  and  his  determination  to  do  something 
about  remedying  the  conditions  that  exist  on 
Long  Island  today.  It  was  through  his  foresight 
and  his  determination  that  this  issue  was  brought 
to  the  forefront.  The  actual  conditions  that  exist 
in  three  buildings  are  a  disgrace  to  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  was  .shocked  when  I  visited  Long 
Island  to  see  240  patients,  chronic  patients,  housed 
in  facilities  that  are  nothing  but  a  fire  trap,  and 
a  very  menace  to  the  well-being  of  the  people  that 
are  housed  there.  Mr.  President,  I  am  sure  that 
the  people  of  Boston,  the  taxpayers,  if  they  could 
have  gone  down  to  Long  Island  with  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  would  have  had  their  hearts 
touched  and  would  be  in  full  accord  with  the 
report  that  this  committee  has  brought  back  to - 
you.  Conditions  can  be  improved  on  that  island 
tremendously,  and  your  committee  has  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  by  the  erection  of  a  400-bed 
chronic  hospital  on  Long  Island  that  the  solution 
will  be  there,  that  the  people  who  are  now  living

those  win,  advised  him  to  move  the  facilities  from 
Long  Island  to  the  mainland.  I  think  that  those 
win,   advised   him    were   primarily   concerned   not 

with    the    patients    of    Long    Island,    but     with    the 

medical   institutions    that    nave   medical   Btudente 

who  desire  to  study  chronic',  aged  eases.  Practi- 
callj  every  case  that  is  sent  down  to  Long  Island 
i-  beyond  the  curable  stage.    Those  old  people  who 

go  down  there  go  down  to  spend  two  or  three 
years  of  this  life  before  they  enter  into  the 
Great  Beyond.  The  only  thing  that  is  necessary  is 
to  afford  better  facilities  for  transportation.  Ami 
the  question  arises,  Should  these  facilities  be  ren- 
dered through  steamboat  transportation  or  through 
a  viaduct  from  I  he  mainland''  It  would  seem  tome, 
sir,  that  in  the  long  run  the  viaduct  is  the  only 
answer.  Having  this  in  mind,  your  committee 
has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  better  to 
construct  a  400-bed  hospital  on  Long  Island,  and 
to  erect  a  viaduct  to  Connect  that  island  with  the 
mainland,  so  that  better  transportation  will  be 
given  the  medical  authorities  and  the  people  who 
desire  to  visit  the  patients  and  dependents  located 
at    the  institution.

Court  FISH — I  would  like  to  ask  the  chairman 
through  you,  how  they  arrived  at  the  .$2,500,000. 

Chairman  HAXNON — Does  the  councilor  wish 
to  answer? 

Coun.  CHASE — I  would  be  very  happy  to 
inform  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  that  your 
Committee  on  Finance  held  a  hearing  last  week, 
last  Friday,  if  I  remember  correctly,  and  one  of  the 
advisers  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  Mr.  McGovern, 
one  of  the  engineers  of  the  Street  Laying-Out 
Department,  an  expert  on  construction,  informed 
your  Committee  on  Finance  that  to  build  a  300-bed 
hospital  would  cost  in  the  vicinity  of  $1,500,000; 
that  he  arrived  at  that  conclusion  because,  accord- 
ing to  his  figures,  it  averages  approximately 
85,000  pel  patient  ill  the  building  of  a  300-paticnt 
hospital.  So  I,  sir,  by  adding  another  hundred 
beds  onto  that,  multiplied  100  bv  $5,000,  ;,,,,[  go< 
the  $2,000,000,  Mr.  McGovern  said  thai,  the 
transportation  of  material  needed  for  the  construc- 
tion would  cost  about  30  per  cent  more  than  it 
would  on  the  mainland.  So  we  arrived  at  that 
figure  of  $2,500,000,  because  of  the  figures  given 
to  us  by  the  expert  who  testified  before  us. 

Chairman  HANNON — Thank  you,  councilor. 

i  "in  FISH— Mr.  President,  a  400-bed  hospital, 
according  to  the  best  of  authorities,  costing  $5,000 
per  bed,  on  the  mainland,  would  be  $2,000,000 
The  same  authorities  think  that  the  construction 
isolated  down  on  the  island  would  be  one-third 
more.  According  to  my  best  figuring,  that  would 
be  neat  S2.70O.000  to  construct  a  400-bed  hospital. 
Al  the  hearing  there  were  many,  and  I  among  them, 
who  vmii-  mil  nsted  that  these  patients  l>e  taken 
care  of  immediately,  that  proper  repairs  be  done 
down  there,  and  that  they  be  taken  out  of  the  fire 
traps.

CHASE — May  I  advise  the  gentleman 
from  Dorchestei 

Chairman  HANNON— Will  the  councilor  yield? 

Coun  FISH— Yes. 

Coun.  CHASE — May  I  advise  the  gentleman 
from  Dorchester,  through  you.  sir,  that  there  are 
three  buildings  on  Long  Island  that  are  condemned 
— two  of  these  buildings  have  been  condemned  by 
the  Building  Commissioner.  One  of  these  build" 
jngs  was  evacuated  about  a  year  and  half  ago  and 
is  to  be  torn  down  within  several  weeks.  The 
other  building  houses  approximately  240  chronic 
patients,  people  who  in  many  instances  are  unable 
to  leave  there,  people  who  are  confined  to  wheel 
chairs,  people  who  arc  hovering  between  life  and 
death.  They  are  housed  in  a  building  which 
today  is  deemed  by  tin'  Building  Department  to  be 
a  fire  trap,  and  which  has  been  ordered  by  the 
Building  Department  to  be  evacuated  at  once. 
The  superintendent  of  tin'  hospital  on  Long  Island 
has  the  immediate  problem  of  finding  housing 
facilities  for  240  chronic  patients.  Your  Com- 
mittee orr  Finance,  in  recognition  of  this  emer- 
gency, felt  that  the  proper  thing  to  do  was  to 
immediately  pass  this  loan  order  for  $2,500,000, 
so  that  we  can  solve  this  problem  once  anil  for  all. 
For  over  a  period  of  twenty  to  thirty  years  this 
situation  has  been  going  on.  Mayor  Tobin 
endeavored  to  do  something  to  clear  if  up.  He 
put  up  one  new  building,  but  was  prevented 
because  of  the  war  from  going  through  with  the 
others.  And  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  submitted 
$6,566,000  for  one  purpose  Only,  ami  that  is  to 
remedy  conditions  existing  on  Long  island.  I 
don't  think  we  should  put  off  this  matter  one 
more  minute,  lotion  should  be  taken  today,  in 
my  opinion. 

Coun.  FISH  —  Mr.  President,  as  fat  as  I  can  see. 
tins  $2,500,000  is  not  for  repairing  any  present 
buildings.  This  is  entirely  for  a  new  hospital. 
My  interest  is  in  getting  smne  quick  work  done 
there,  and  I  am  just  as  anxious  as  anybody  else  in 
this  Council  to  get  those  patients  out  of  the  fire 
trap  there.  I  will  conclude  bj  saving  this,  that  I 
wish  we  had  the  $200,000  sent  to  the  Ippropri 
ations  Committee  before  this  Bod.\  so  we  could  act 
on  it  today. 

Coun.  CHASE— Mr.  President,  in  my  opinion, 

not  one  five-cent  piece  of  this  $200 will  be  -pent 

on  the  chronic  hospital  which  is  housing  240 
chronic  patients.      That  building  has  been  ordered

body  l>.\   me  and  oilier  members  of  the  Council 
if   I   remember  correctly,    Mr.   Campbell   told 
thai  there  was  necessity  for  repairs  and  for  enlarged 
quarters  and   for   better   hospitalization   facil 
for  Long  Island.      I  well  recall  that   day  we  had  a 
very    lengthy    meeting    here    in    passing    on    the 
budget.      Sonic    of    the    members    of    this    Council 
were    noticeably    disinterested    in    just    what    the 
conditions  were  at  Long  Island.     And  I  am  Bure 

that  in  a  period  of  some  365  days  or,  in  other 
words,  going  from  the  administration  of  one 
Mayor  into  that  of  another  one  that  deterioration 
could  not  possibly  have  set  in  at  Long  Island  to 
the  extent  that  we  are  now  made  to  believe.  We 
arc  all  sympathetic.  I  have  people  from  my  ward 
at  I. one  Island,  and  there  are  no  doubt  people 
from  "ii   of   the  city,  poor  unfortunates 

who  arc  now  never  to  be  well  again,  who  arc  going 
lo  die  on  Lone  Island  unless  they  arc  taken  home 
by  some  relative  or  some  good  friend.  And  all 
of  a  sudden,  out  of  nowhere,  we  find  a  recom- 
mendation, alone  with  a  great  spending  orgy 
which  seems  to  be  in  effect  in  the  City  for  the  last 
few  months,  that  those  people  are  going  to  burn 
to  death  down  there  if  something  is  not  done 
immediately.  And  I,  as  well  as  any  other  member 
of  this  Council,  would  like  to  see  something  done. 
1  know  that  there  is  not  a  finer  spot  for  those  poor 
unfortunates  to  be  than  at  Long  Island,  and  I 
know  that  most  of  those  people  are  never  going 
to  see  the  city  itself  again.  But  when  we  have 
all  of  a  sudden  the  Acting  Mayor  in  this  great 
-pending  orgy  asking  for  $6,506,000.  and  then  the 
committee,  with  one  visit  to  the  island,  concludes 
by  agreeing  that  immediately  $2,500,000  has  to  be 
spent  to  construct  a  new  hospital,  I  feel  we  ought 
to  go  just  a  little  bit  slow.  $2,500,000  is  no  bag 
of  peanuts.  No  doubt  Mr.  McGovern  is  qualified 
to  give  the  Council  the  estimate  as  to  what  the 
400-bed  hospital  would  cost  at  Long  Island.  But 
why  not  go  a  little  further?  If  this  city  does  not 
stop  spending  money  to  the  extent  the  debts 
have  been  made,  the  day  is  going  to  come  when 
twenty-two  men,  so-called  City  Councilors,  are 
not  going  to  have  a  single  thing  to  say  on  whether 
two  cents  of  $2,500,000  is  going  to  be  spent  for  this 
or  any  other  purpose.  I  don't  think,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  that  the  Building  Commissioner  con- 
demned any  building  whatsoever  at  Long  Island. 
Information  has  been  given  to  me  to  the  effect 
that  some  of  those  buildings  should  be  evacuated 
as  soon  as  possible, — wooden  buildings  particularly 
that  are  being  used  to  house  patients.  But  unless 
I  misunderstood  the  Building  Commissioner,  or 
the  former  Building  Commissioner.  Mr.  Mooney, 
there  isn't  any  immediate  danger.  And  I  am 
just  as  much  concerned  about  the  safety  of  those 
patients  down  there  as  anybody  else.  But  what 
I  can't  get  through  my  head  is  that  one  year  ago 
when  the  budget  was  before  the  Council  the  man 
who  is  now  the  Acting  .Mayor  of  the  city  sat  at 
the  chair  you  are  sitting  in  today,  and  the  silence 
was  very  noticeable.  If  the  safety  of  those  poor 
unfortunates  is  of  such  vital  concern  today,  I 
think  it  was  just  as  much  of  a  concern  a  year  ago 
this  time.  I  don't  care  whether  you  are  borrowing 
$2,500,000  or  whether  you  are  appropriating 
$2,500,000.  The  taxpayers  of  the  city  have  got 
to  pay  the  bill  just  the  same,  But  I  want  to  be 
convinced  that  $2,500,000  is  going  to  be  necesary. 
It  might  well  be  that  $2,500,000  will  be  amide. 
The  immediate  necessity  is  to  make  the  repairs 
to  the  buildings  at  Long  Island  that  have  been 
recommended,  and  I  personally  feel  that  in  making 
those  repairs  we  are  looking  out  for  the  safety  of 
those  unfortunates  on  the  island.  The  matter  of 
borrowing  $2,500,000,  or  spending  money  left  anil 
right,  which  seems  to  be  the  program  current  in 
the  city  today,  is  a  matter  that  we  should  concern 
ourselves  with  very  gravely.  I  know  we  are 
going  to  hear  the  argument  before  the  afternoon 
is  over  that  we  are  going  to  borrow  this  money, 
that  it  is  going  to  be  paid  off  on  easy  terms,  and 
that  the  effect  on  the  taxpayer  is  not  going  to  be 
very  disastrous.  But  if  you  go  out  and  borrow 
$100  you  have  to  pay  back  the  $100,  and  in  paying 
back  the  S100  you  pay  back  interest  as  well.  But 
before  I  vote  for  a  loan  of  $2,500,000  to  construct 
a  400-bed  hospital  at  Long  Island — and  I  repeat 
I  am  just  as  vitally  concerned  with  the  safety  and 


the  well-being  of  those  poor  unfortunates  as  any 

man    sitting    here   todaj       I    want    to   be   convinced 

that   it   is  going  to  cost   $2,500,000.

Ives  most  with  the  matter  of  making  the 
immediate  repairs  to  buildings,  that  now  stand 
then  because,  as  I  understand  it,  naturally  in 
spending  $200,000  the  buildings  arc  going  to  be 
put  in  condition  that  will,  for  the  time  being,  take 
care  of  the  safely  and  well-being  of  those  un- 
fortunates down   i 

Conn.  HURLEY-  Mr.  President.  I  was  one  of 
tie'  members  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  I 
am  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Hospitals  and 
have  been  for  the  past  six  years  in  the  Boston 
City  Hospital.  I  have  made  numerous  visits  to 
Long  Island  in  the  past  five  and  a  fraction  years, 
and  this  is  no  rush  matter-  as  the  councilor  from 
Ward  10  (Conn.  Carey)  referred  to  it  as  a  spending 
orgy.     I  think  the  former  Mayor,  the  Governor 

of  the  Commonwealth  of  .Massachusetts,  was  in- 
strumental in  bringing  this  Long  Island  issue  to  a 
head.  Long  Island-  yes,  it  has  probably  been 
made  a  political  issue  for  the  past  forty  years, 
taking  care  of  the  old  and  infirm,  but  nothing  was 
ever  done  about  it  until  Governor  Tobin  became 
Mayor  of  Boston.  I  have  been  down  there  every 
year  and  have  been  acquainted  with  the  condi- 
tions on  Long  Island.  There  is  photographic 
evidence  down  there,  comparative  photographs, 
showing  the  amount  of  work,  the  repairs  and  re- 
modeling, to  make  the  place  a  little  bit  safer, 
which  was  done  while  the  Governor  was  Mayor 
of  Boston.  But  this  is  not  something  that  has 
been  rushed  out.  There  have  been  a  lot  of  things 
hindering  the  officials  in  the  City  of  Boston  from 
progressing,  moving  ahead  and  making  Long 
Island  probably  the  most  beautiful  place  in  the 
country,  such  as  those  people  are  entitled  to.  As 
was  well  said  by  our  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  there  is  no  more  beautiful  location  in 
the  United  States  than  Long  Island.  There  are 
180  acres  of  land.  It  is  beautiful,  and  gives  you 
the  atmosphere  of  the  country.  There  are  shrub- 
bery and  shade  trees  and  grass.  And  on  top  of 
that  there  is  a  beautiful  beach.  I  was  the  one  that 
led  the  protest  about  the  spending  of  the  $6,566,000 
on  the  mainland.  Before  this  order  was  intro- 
duced in  the  Boston  City  Council,  Mr.  Chairman, 
five  days  prior  to  its  being  submitted  to  this  Body, 
I  attended  a  meeting  at  the  Hotel  Statler,  an'd  at 
the  Hotel  Statler  that  day  or  that  evening,  besides 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  there  was  Mr.  McGovern  of 
the  Street  Laying-Out  Department,  Mr.  Donoglnn, 
Mr.  Cunniff  of  the  Finance  Commission,  Mr. 
Mullen — I  think  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission— Doctor  Manary,  Superintendent  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  Mr.  Dreyfus,  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  hospital.  There  were 
five  gentlemen  there  that  called  themselves  the 
executive  staff  members.  I  think  their  duties  are 
somewhat  similar  to  those  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital.  I  objected  at  that  meeting 
to  the  removal  of  Long  Island  to  the  mainland.  I 
had  no  objection  to  bringing  the  chronic  hospital 
onto  the  mainland,  bringing  it  near  the  medical 
center.  Of  course,  it  was  a  good  idea,  but  my 
objection  to  bringing  that  to  the  mainland,  Mr. 
President,  was  that  when  the  chronic  hospital  was 
removed  to  the  mainland,  the  almshouse,  or  the 
institution,  would  still  stay  on  Long  Island.  And, 
as  I  said  at  that  meeting,  you  will  have  to  be  a  good 
swimmer  or  have  a  good  pair  of  arms  to  row  a 
boat  to  get  there,  once  that  chronic  hospital  is 
separated  from  the  institution.  I  asked  the  gentle- 
men there  yvhere  in  Boston  would  be  a  suitable 
location  for  the  institution.  One  of  the  five  mem- 
bers of  the  executive  staff,  or  one  or  two  of  them, 
said,  "Why,  there  is  no  objection  whatsoever, 
councilor.  Why  should  there  be  any  objection?" 
I  said,  "Well,  I  don't  know,  but  I  think  there 
might  be  objection."  I  remember  a  few  years  ago 
we  were  selling  land  to  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment for  the  erection  of  a  veterans'  hospital  at  the 
extreme  end  of  Boston,  on  the  Dedham  line,  and 
there  was  a  big  protest.  I  said,  "From  my  ob- 
servation, a  suitable  location  for  the  almshouse  in 
Boston  would  be  on  the  site  of  the  old  convalescent 
home  in  Dorchester,  the  Mattapan  section  of 
Jamaica  Plain,  Brighton  or  Allston."  I  told  them 
that  we  couldn't  put  this  institution  in  the  slum 
clearing  area.  We  couldn't  erect  it  in  the  industrial 
section.  We  have  to  give  them  the  best,  and  the 
best  location  was  none  too  good  for  the  people 
confined  at  Long  Island.  But  he  still  insisted,  and 
I   said, — I    think   it   was    Dr.    Robert   Morris, — 
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"  Doctor,  would  you  mind  if  next  Monday  I  intro- 
duced an  order  in  the  Boston  City  Council  asking 
them  to  take  by  eminent  domain  land  adjacent  to 
your  home  for  the  erection  of  this  institution?" 
He  jumped  from  his  chair,  put  up  his  hands,  and 
said,  "I  certainly  would."  I  said,  "I  thought  no 
one  would  have  any  objection  to  such  an  insti- 
tution near  them?"  He  said,  "I  don't  even  want 
neighbors  close  to  inc."  I  said,  "If  you  are  acting 
here  in  good  faith  tonight,  let  us  build  the  insti- 
tution on  the  mainland  first,  and  after  we  build  the 
institution  I  will  vote  for  any  money  you  want  for 
a  chronic  hospital,  but  I  know  it  is  just  a  gag  to 
get  the  chronic  hospital  away  from  the  almshouse, 
and  then  goodbye  Long  Island,  and  leave  them 
there  and  then  try  to  get  there."  On  top  of  thai 
we  have  a  cemetery  of  3,00(1  graves  on  Long 
Island.  That  couldn't  be  brought  to  the  mainland. 
That,  would  have  been  neglected  right  there.  Mr. 
President,  there  is  no  spending  orgy  there.  When 
you  are  dealing  with  those  people  in  Long  Island, 
it  is  not  right  to  be  making  a  political  issue  of  it. 
I  don't  think  it  is  a  political  issue.  I  think  they  are 
entitled  to  every  consideration  that  this  Bod]  can 
give  them,  and  it  is  needed,  not  next  month  or  next 
year,  but  today.  As  Councilor  Chase  has  explained, 
conditions  down  there  are  bad.  And,  to  inform 
Councilor  Carey  as  to  buildings  having  been  con- 
demned, councilor,  the  chronic  hospital  has  been 
condemned  by  the  Building  Commissioner,  and 
they  are  ordered  to  get  out  of  there  immediately. 
We  have  tried  Rutland,  Tewksbury  and  the 
different  state  institutions,  and  they  can't  help  us. 
Now  there  is  the  O.  K,  S  building  down  there. 
From  outside  appearance  it  looks  pretty  good, 
but  I  have  been  informed  that  because  of  fire 
regulations,  although  that  building  lias  been 
considered  all  right  by  the  Building  Department, 
the  Fire  Department  has  ordered  it  closed  as  a 
fire  menace.  With  the  spending  of  some  of  this 
money  that  is  before  the  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee, the  $200,000,  that  building  can  be  made 
safe  and  will  house  these  people  temporarily. 
But,  Mr.  President,  I  don't  care  who  is  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  I  want  the  money  spent,  every  dollar 
of  it,  for  the  benefit  of  those  people  on  the  island. 
This  organization  of  Long  Island,  this  procedure, 
started  with  Mayor  Tobin,  and  all  this  controversy 
and  bringing  this  to  a  head  was  a  result  of  his 
foresight  in  proposing  to  make  it  a  part  of  the 
mainland  by  building  a  viaduct.  It  was  brought 
out  at  the  hearing  that  a  viaduct,  would  cost 
$1,250,000,  but  the  saving  in  ten  years  would  pay 
for  that  viaduct,  Mr.  President,  every  bit  of  it. 
Under  the  contractual  arrangement,  I  think  that 
those  bridges  are  guaranteed  for  ten  years  against 
major  repairs.  There  is  no  help  needed  to  operate 
the  bridge.  It  is.  a  suspension  bridge,  towering 
30  feet  above  high  tide,  and  in  ten  years  we  would 
have  a  bridge  or  a  viaduct  connecting  187  acres  of 
land,  the  most  beautiful  site  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts.  The  condition  of  the 
buildings  today,  Mr.  President,  if  they  were 
located  on  the  mainland,  such  as  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  or  some  neighboring  site,  would  never 
have  gone  on  for  a  number  of  years  as  they  have 
gone.  Public  opinion  would  have  demanded  that 
they  be  taken  care  of,  that  these  old  folks  be  taken 
care  of.  So  I  am  not  for  any  spending  orgy. 
Any  amount  of  money  that  is  expended  for  those 
people  at  Long  Island  is  money  well  spent,  and  the 
best  money  spent  since  I  have  been  a  member  of 
tliis  Body.  There  are  two  buildings — the  women's 
hospital  and  the  O,  R,  S — two  buildings  there 
condemned  by  the  Building  Department — the 
O,  R,  S  building  is  condemned  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. And  also,  while  I  am  on  my  feet,  I  would 
like  to  say  that  the  men  who  are  trustees  of  that. 
hospital,  the  experts  whose  advice  the  present 
Mayor  took — and  I  don't  blame  the  Mayor  for 
taking  their  advice;  they  were  experts,  and  he 
took  their  advice  just  like  you  and  I  would  if  we 
were  going  to  have  some  work  done,  like  repairing 
a  watch  or  a  car.  In  such  a  case  we  also  would  go 
to  experts.  And  these  members  of  the  executive 
staff,  Dr.  Robert  Morris,  Dr.  Richard  I.  Smith, 
Dr.  Henry  Viets,  Dr.  Monroe,  Mr.  Garfield,  air 
all  trustees.  That  was  not  forced  upon  them. 
They  took  the  job.  They  haven't  set  foot  on  Long 
Island  in  ten  years,  not  one  of  them,  and  the-  m 
the  men  giving  people  advice  about   Long  Island 

Hospital. 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  I  was  just  asked 
about  five  minutes  ago  whethei  "i  not  I  wouldlike 

to  have  the  hospital  remain  at  Lone  Island  01  be 
on  the  mainland.  I  frankly  saj  I  cannol  answer 
that;  I  don't  know.     One  thing  thai  confuses  my 


mind  is  because  of  the  medical  authorities.  They 
say  that  it  should  be  on  the  mainland.  If  I  had 
never  heard  anything  from  their  lips  I  would 
agree  that  Long  Island  is  one  grand  spot.  So  I 
couldn't  say  whether  it  is  for  the  best  for  the 
patients  to  be  on  the  mainland  or  on  Long  Island. 
Hut  I  certainly  don't  agree  with  anybody  when 
they  say  it  is  a  spending  orgy.  I  much  prefer  to 
call  it  an  investment,  and  a  sound  investment. 
Is  there  a  present  need?  Expenditures  are  based 
on  need,  and  is  there  a  present  need  of  a  400-bed 
hospital?  According  to  Commissioner  Hugh 
Campbell,  the  Institutions  Commissioner,  there 
are  240  patients  now  housed  in  a  fire  trap. 
Doctor  Manary  states  that  there  are  160  mote 
chronic  patients  in  the  City  Hospital,  which  is 
built  for  a  few  cases.  There  are  400  patients  now, 
plus  the  fact  that  nobody  can  gain  admittance  to 
Long  Island,  and  there  are  many  other  chronic 
eases  in  Boston  that  can't  find  a  hospital  in  which 
to  be  hospitalized.  Of  course  there  is  the  need. 
A  spending  orgy?  No.  It  is  a  wise,  sound 
investment  in  the  interest  of  those  people  who 
really  deserve  some  attention. 

Coun.  KEENAN — Do  I  understand  that  there 
is  now  before  the  Appropriations  Committee  an 
order  for  $200,000  for  repairs? 

Chairman  HANNON — That  is  correct. 

Coun.  KEENAN — I  think  we  should  act.  on  the 
$200,000  first,  and  have  the  committee  act  on  the 
$200,000  for  the  repairs.  The  committee  that 
went  down  to  Long  Island  Saturday  was  shown 
that,  the  money  could  be  shown  for  general  repairs 
at  the  present,  time  to  house  those  240  patients 
now  in  the  chronic  hospital  I  think  the  amount 
of  money  spent  for  the  400-bed  hospital — if  we 
appropriate  and  act  first  on  the  $200,000  with 
regard  to  the  repairs,  to  put  the  building  in  condi- 
tion, then  we  could  move  those  patients  out  of  the 
fire  trap,  and  then  let  us  work  on  the  appropriation 
of  what  has  been  recommended  by  the  committee — 
but  first  of  all  we  should  act  on  the  $200,000  for 
repairs,  which,  in  my  opinion,  could  put  one  of  the 
buildings  in  good  condition,  in  order  to  house  the 
240  patients  that  are  now  in  the  chronic  hospital. 

Coun.  KELLY  in  the  chair. 


Chairman  KELLY — I  will  state  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  has  not  reported  out 
the  bill  on  the  $200,000. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  am  going  to  repeat  some- 
thing which  I  have  said  many  times  in  the  past 
before  on  these  many  orders.  I,  too,  believe 
we  should  go  fairly  slow.  There  was  a  hearing 
here  last  week.  I  think  the  stenographer  was 
engaged  again  to  make  notes.  Those  notes 
are  not  even  published  yet,  and  I  say,  once  again, 
I  don't  see  much  sense  in  having  hearings  and 
engaging  the  services  of  a  stenographer  if  we 
are  not  going  to  even  read  the  notes.  We  haven't 
had  sufficient  time  yet  to  get  hold  of  them  even. 
I  agree  with  the  gentleman  from  Ward  10  (Coun. 
Carey)  that  we  should  delay.  I  agree  with  the 
gentlemen  from  the  other  wards.  What  we 
are  voting  on  here  today  is  whether  we  believe 
this  chronic  hospital  should  be  erected  or  re- 
erected  at  Long  Island,  or  whether  it,  should  be 
built  on  the  mainland.  We  are  not  merely  voting 
for  $2,500,000.  We  are  casting  our  vote  as  to 
where  we  think  this  hospital  should  be  built, 
and  one  or  two  gentlemen  here  have  already 
said  they  don't,  know  where  it  should  be  built. 
And  I  think  they  are  telling  the  truth.  None  of 
us  here  has  had  sufficient  knowledge  or  sufficient 
learning,  to  determine  properly  whether  this 
hospital  belongs  in  its  present  location,  or  whether 
a  new  hospital  should  be  built  on  the  mainland. 
It  is  very  nice  to  come  up  here  and  tell  us  about 
i  lie  beauties  of  Long  Island.  I  think  it  is  a  nice 
site.  It  is  a  beautiful  spot.  But  I  think  the 
very  thought  of  the  old  people  here  spending 
their  last  days  looking  at  the  beauties  of  Long 
Island  should  make  them  change  their  vote, 
1  have  been  down  at  the  City  Hospital  when  they 
have  told  some  poor  unfortunate  that  he  or  she 
has  got  a  chronic  ailment.  You  ask  where  he 
or  she' can  be  put,  and  the  only  hospital  avail- 
able around  Boston  is  the  Holy  Ghost  Hospital 
over  in  Cambridge,  and  that  has  such  a  waiting 
list  it,  is  almost  impossible  to  get  a  patient  in  there. 
You  mention  Long  Island  to  your  father  or  my 
father  or  your  mother  or  my  mother,  and  say 
that  we  are  sending  them  there  whethei  they 
like  it,  or  not.  Well,  you  are  sending  them  to 
"Welfare  Island."  We  are  not  sending  them 
down   there   to   look  al    the  beauties  of  the  island 
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They  are  not  HoiiiK  tn  sit  in  there  and  drink  in  the 
n  They  are  beyond  that.  They 
are  not  thinking  of  those  things.  They  art1  think- 
ing of  the  end.  They  are  thinking  of  the  Buffer- 
ing thai  lies  before  them.  And  you  arc  cnly 
kidding  them.  There  i-  no  Bense  in  anything 
else.  We  are  only  kidding  them  if  we  Bay  we  are 
going  to  huild  a  hospital  down  there  because  it 
is  the  beat  location.  The  best  location  for  what'.' 
The  best  location  to  get  rid  of  them.  And  that 
is  what  gcneralh  happens.  They  send  them 
down     there,     and     then     sons     and    daughti 

husbands  and  wives  oever  even  go  down 
to  visit  them.  The  place  is  so  much  out  of  the 
way   that,   if  there   is  am    possible  excuse,    they 

should    be    excused.      And    how    are    you    going    to 
correct   it?     Not    by   any   bridge.     Not,   at    I 
in    my    present    mind, — and    I    am    willing   enough 
to  say  that  my  knowledge  is  not  sufficient   I 

decide    and    determine    readil]     whether    or 

not  a  bridge  would  be  an  adequate  connection. 
The  place,  I  think,  if  you  want  to  give  them  the 
beauties  of  that  SPOt,  a  swell  place  to  put  the 
chronic  hospital  and  thi'  welfare  is  at  Deer  Island. 
That  is  no  island  any  longer.  That  is  connected 
with  the  mainland.  Put  the  inmates  now  on 
Deer  Island  on  Long  Island.  Let  them  enjoy 
the  beauties  and  then,  t cm > .  we  would  heve  less  men 
escape,  less  interned  escape,  from  Deer  Island. 
Let  us  swap  them  around.  But  that  thought 
hasn't  even  been  given  consideration.  I  was 
here  the  other  day  for  part  of  the  time,  and  I 
heard  the  doctors  Bay  that  the  chronic  hospital 
should  be  built  on  the  mainland.  They  are  not 
interested  in  beauty.  The  people  that  are  going 
down  there  are  not  going  down  to  a  farm.  They 
are  not  going  down  to  swim.  They  are  not  even 
going  to  sit  on  the  beach.  They  are  going  down 
because  they  have  chronic  ailments,  aDd  there 
is  no  other  place  for  them.  Now,  when  we  have 
$2,500,000  to  reconstruct  Long  Island,  we  are 
saying.  "You  are  down  here,  and  we  are  going  to 
keep  you  down  here."  I  say,  give  us  more  time 
to  think  it  over.  Give  us  some  time  to  weigh  it 
out.  Give  some  time  to  read  the  notes  that  the 
stenographer  took  at  the  hearing  the  other  day. 
Give  us  time  to  consider.  If  it  was  your  mother 
of  your  father,  would  you  want  them  going  to 
Long  Island'.'  Wouldn't  you  want  them  here  in 
the  city  to  visit  them,  where  you  would  be  able 
to  take  them  for  an  automobile  ride?  Talk 
about  rowing  boats.  Who  is  going  to  row  them? 
The  inmates  down  there?  That  is  absurd.  We 
want  a  hospital,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  with 
mj  present  knowledge,  some  place  where  you  can 
visit  these  people.  What  they  need  is  not  3ea 
breezes. 

Conn.  HURLEY— Mr.  President. 
Chairman  KELLY — For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  HURLEY — Will  the  councilor  yield  for  a 
question? 

Coun.  HANNON— Certainly. 
Coun.   HURLEY — Councilor,   in   your  opinion, 
should  the  chronic  hospital  and  the  almshouse  be 
separated'.' 

Coun.  HANNON — Is  that  the  question? 
Coun.  HURLEY — That  is  the  question. 
Coun.  HANNON — The  answer  is  that   I  don't 
know  yet. 

Coun.  HURLEY — Councilor,  I  have  another 
question. 

Chairman  KELLY — One  more  question,  coun- 
cilor.    Very  well. 

Coun.   HURLEY — Have  you   any   idea  of  any 

place    in    Boston    to    build    an    almshouse?     Any 

;on? 

Coun.   HANNON— Not  until  I  read  the  notes 

prepared    by    the    stenographer    and    study    the 

situation. 

Coun.  HURLEY — And  also  your  reference  to 
inmates.  In  my  remarks  I  said  that  visitors 
going  to  Long  Island  would  have  to  have  strong 
arms  to  row  a  boat  to  visit  relatives  down  there 
after  the  hospital  was  moved  off  the  island. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  am  just  looking  at  it  the 
other  way.  If  the  poor  souls  down  there  want 
to  visit  their  sons  and  daughters  up  here,  they 
would  have  to  get  the  boat,  too;  they  would 
have  to  row  it. 

Coun.  HURLEY— That  is  right. 
Coun.  HANNON — The  question  is,  where  we 
want  this  building.  This  order  says  right  in  it. 
$2,500,000  for  a  building  at  Long  Island,  a  hospital 
down  there.  I  say  once  again  if  it  was  your 
own  mother  or  your  own  father  or  jour  own 
brother   or   sister,    would   you    want    them    to   be 


sent  down  to  Long  Island?     You  said  you  wouldn't. 
Ill'-',   arc  not  going  down  there. 
Coun.  CHASE     Mr.  President. 
Chairman  KELLY-   For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise'' 

Coun.  CHASE— For  one  question. 
Chairman  KELLY-    Does  the  gentleman  yield? 
Coun.  HANNON      I  yield. 

Coun.  CHASE  Would  the  gentleman  from 
Dorchester  advise  me,  would  you  want  your  father 
or  mother  put  in  an  almshouse,  whether  at  Long 
bland  or  on  the  mainland,  even  if  it  is  a  $6,000,000 
Btructure? 

Coun.  HANNON  The  answer  definitely  is  no. 
I  wouldn't  even  want  any  cousin  in  an  almshouse. 
I  would  sooner  give  them  something  to  take  care 
of  them.  But  we  are  not  talking  here  now  about 
an  almshouse.  Let  us  not  pull  a  red  herring  over 
this  thing.  An  almshouse  has  nothing  to  do  with 
this.  Let  US  moss  the  bridge  when  we  come  to 
it. 

Coun.  CHASE— Would  the  councilor  yield? 
Coun.  HANNON — I  would  be  happy  to  yield. 
Coun.  CHASE — Does  the  gentleman  from  Dor- 
chester  realize  that  the  real  source  of  supply,  so 
to    speak,     for    a    chronic     hospital     is    from     the 
almshouse? 

Coun.  HANNON  The  gentleman  has  not  had 
B  chance  to  read  the  notes.  Once  again,  I  say  I 
don't  know. 

Coun.  CHASE — Would  the  councilor  yield 
again? 

Coun.  HANNON — I  would  be  pleased  to. 
Coun.    CHASE — May    I    advise   the   gentleman 

from  Dorchester 

Chairman  KELLY — He  has  yielded  for  a 
question. 

Coun.  CHASE— He  yielded  the  floor.  I  ask 
you  to  refer  to  the  stenographer's  notes. 

Chairman  KELLY — He  yielded  for  a  question. 
I  am  not  going  to  let  you  get  into  any  debate  with 
Councilor  Hannon.  You  can  ask  a  question. 
Have  you  a  question? 

Coun.  HANNON — I  am  going  to  complete  my 
remarks  with  this,  that  when  I  have  ever  had  the 
ill  fortune  to  have  to  stand  by  and  see  somebody 
taken  down  to  Long  Island  this  thought  has 
always  com*  over  me.  I  don't  care  about  the 
beauties  of  Martha's  Vineyard,  next  to  Deer 
Island,  or  I  don't  care  about  the  beautiful  sea 
breezes  they  get  down  there.  I  think,  honestly 
and  sincerely,  if  somebody  goes  down  there  that 
he  or  she  goes  down  primarily  to  be  taken  care  of, 
because  of  some  chronic  ailment.  Why,  half  of 
them  that  go  down  there,  I  don't  suppose  they 
can  eat  anyway.  They  certainly  wouldn't 
appreciate  food  or  food  stuffs  the  way  a  healthy 
individual  would.  Those  people  go  down  there 
and  our  primary  purpose  and  duty  is  to  try  to 
lighten  their  burden,  not  by  giving  them  sea 
breezes,  but  by  giving  them  competent  help, 
competent  medical  attention.  Now,  the  medical 
testimony  here  the  other  day  was  that  you  couldn't 
gel  good  doctors  to  go  down  to  Long  Island, 
and  that  is  only  natural.  They  are  not  going 
to  take  a  whole  day  off  to  go  down  there,  and 
once  they  go  down  there  with  the  staff,  or  go 
down  there  to  work,  it  is  just  the  same  as  being 
interned.  They  cannot  get  up  here  if  the  boat 
doesn't  run,  and  God  knows  that  boat  is  in  trouble 
often  enough.  I  say  that  if  we  had  these  buildings 
on  the  mainland,  we  could  get  good,  competent 
help.  They  might  not  get  the  sea  breezes  that 
they  get  down  there,  but  they  would  get  the 
right  medicines  by  competent  men  when  they 
needed  them,  and  get  competent  attention  by 
civil  service  help.  You  can't  get  anybody  to 
take  a  job  down  there,  even  good  paying  positions 
like  the  firemen  in  the  boiler  room.  The  men 
won't  go  down  there.  They  want  to  be  home 
with  their  families.  It  is  the  same  with  the 
nursing  help  and  even  telephone  operators.  They 
won't  take  jobs  down  at  Long  Island.  They 
are  not  interested  in  the  beauties  of  the  place. 
They  are  interested  in  "dough"  and  home.  Let 
us  talk  common  sense  absolutely.  The  thing 
that  those  poor  souls  need  when  they  go  down 
there  is  just  the  thing  that  we  are  depriving 
them  of  when  we  send  them  down  there, 
and  that  is  companionship.  Anybody  here 
who  has  been  sick, — you  know  right  well  that 
your  primary  interest  is  not  what  you  eat  or 
drink.  Your  primary  interest,  the  thing  that 
gives  you  a  lift,  is  the  fact  of  seeing  your  folks, 
seeing  your  mother  and  father,  seeing  your 
children,  being  able  soon  to  get  out  of  bed  and 
to   go    back    and    live    with    them.     And   yet    we 
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here,  if  we  vote  this  today,  arc  going  to  say  for- 
ever that,  "You  have  a  chronic  ailment.  The 
City  of  Boston  is  going  to  separate  yon  from 
your  family  and  send  you  down  to  the  island, 
an  island  that  some  think  is  beautiful."  1  say, 
"Let  us  he  fair;  let  us  he  honest."  In  order 
for  this  to.  go  through  and  be  adopted,  it  needs 
15  votes.  I  don't  think  it  will  get  15  voles. 
A  motion  to  refer  this  to  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations was  defeated.  I  think  we  should 
consider  it  well.  We  should  get  after  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  and  get  them  to  return 
to  this  Body  the  order,  or  else  take  it  out  of  there 
today  and  adopt  it,  and  pass  the  $200,000  for 
repairs  to  the  buildings.  I  now  move,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, that  this  matter  he  returned  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President- 
Chairman    KELLY — Councilor    Russo    talking 
on  the  motion  to  refer  this  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

Coun.  RUSSO — On  the  motion,  Mr.  President. 
If  the  councilor  feels  that  it  ought  to  be  sent  into 
the  Committee  on  Finance  again,  I  am  very 
willing  to  go  along  as  far  as  the  order  is  concerned, 
I  feel  that  all  the  talk  that  has  been  going  on  here, 
and  especially  the  opinion  given  by  Councilor 
Hannon,  in  so  far  as  Long  Island  Hospital  is 
concerned,  is  all  very  well.  I  know  that  in  the 
City  of  Boston — or,  for  that  matter,  regardless  of 
where  it.  is — when  you  hear  the  words  "Long 
Island  Hospital"  there  seems  to  be  a  stigma 
attached  to  it.  It  is  a  known  fact  and  has  been 
for  years.  When  I  was  here  a  few  days  ago,  when 
Doctor  Manary  was  before  us,  he  was  in  accord 
that  it  should  be  brought  to  the  mainland.  And 
I  asked  him,  "Doctor,  to  your  knowledge,  how 
many  years  do  you  know  that  talk  has  been  going 
on  to  bring  Long  Island  Hospital  to  the  main- 
land?" And  he  said,  "To  my  knowledge,  about 
forty  years."  I  said,  "To  my  knowledge," — I  am 
not  as  old  as  that, — "to  my  knowledge,  it  has 
been  twenty  years,  and  I  say  that  talk  that  they 
had  to  bring  Long  Island  to  the  mainland  was 
merely  because  by  attaching  it  to  the  mainland 
they  would  close  it  in  with  the  mainland.  Coun- 
cilor Hannon  here,  or  anyone  of  the  councilors, 
should  go  down  to  Long  Island,  as  I  did,  and 
interview  those  poor  people  down  there,  and  ask 
them  if  they  wanted  to  be  moved  from  the  island 
and  be  brought  to  the  mainland,  confined  in  a 
hospital  with  ten  or  twelve  floors  involved,  to 
see  nothing  but  four  walls  day  in  and  day  out — I 
am  quite  sure  of  what  they  would  Bay.  If  it  is  a 
beautiful  day  out  in  the  summer,  it  would  make 
no  difference  to  them.  I  think  you  would  hear 
the  objections  that  they  would  have.  Why? 
Because,  naturally,  it  is  the  summertime  that 
they  look  forward  to,  that  they  might  be  able  to 
be  wheeled  out  or  perhaps  wheel  themselves,  or 
they  may  be  able  to  walk.  When  I  went  down 
there  the  other  day  I  saw  one  poor  gentleman  on 
a  wheel  chair,  wheeling  himself  around.  And 
Doctor  Sacehetti  said,  "There  is  that  man  there, 
enjoying  himself.  It  will  take  him  perhaps  the 
whole  day  to  get  around  the  island,  and  when  he 
comes  back  he  will  relax."  Are  we  to  take  those 
facilities  away  from  them?  Surely  you  and  I 
don't  want  to  see  any  of  our  nearest  and  dearest 
go  to  the  poorhouse.  That  is  all  it  is,  a  poorhouse. 
We  may  call  it  an  almshouse.  I  say  that  the 
credit  belongs  to  Doctor  Sacehetti,  who  had  the 
vision  years  ago  to  say  to  attach  the  island  to  the 
mainland,  and  Mayor  Tobin  at  that  time  took 
his  advice.  It  has  been  a  dream,  attaching  the 
island  to  the  mainland.  The  directors  of  Long 
Island  have  only  one  thing  in  mind,  and  that  is 
selfishness  for  their  own  purpose,  because  I  feel 
they  hate  to  go  down  to  Long  Island,  because 
they  hate  to  lose  a  day's  work.  To  a  certain 
extent,  I  agree  with  them.  It  takes  a  day  for 
them  to  go  down  there.  But  if  that  island  was 
attached  to  the  mainland,  when-  you  and  I  could 
go  there  within  twenty  minutes  to  see  any  one  of 
those  patients,  it  would  take  less  than  to  go  in 
traffic  to  the  City  Hospital.  Yes,  and  another 
thing.  May  I  reiterate  that  it  is  the  fault  of  these 
trustees  of'  the  Long  Island  Hospital  that  the 
hospital  is  today  in  the  condition  that  it  is.  It  is 
their  fault,  because  it  has  barriers,  Mr.  President 
— barriers  on  young  students  that  want  to  go  into 
our  Long  Island  Hospital  to  practice  so  that  thej 
will  be  able  to  learn  and  teach.  But  no,  they 
have  too  much  red  tape.  Thej  couldn't  go  down 
there  unless  these  big  men  said  yes,  and  it  was  a 
closed  corporation.  And  if  it  had  not  been  a 
closed    corporation,    then    these    young    men    who 


are  today  in  public  life,  in  public  service  in  the 
medical  profession,  who  are  good  doctors  todftj  . 
who  were  deprived  from  going  into  Long  Island 
to  practice, — if  it  had  not  been  a  closed  corpora- 
tion today  we  would  have  had  a  different  situation 
in  Long  Island  Hospital.  That  is  what  thej  have 
to  do,  Mr.  President.  Open  the  barriers.  And  I 
don't  care  how  much  we  spend  at  Long  Island 
Hospital  for  repairs,  you  are  going  to  have  the 
same  situation  down  there  as  long  as  you  let  it  go 
as  it  is.  I  maintain  that  we  have  to  have  a  pro- 
gram of  building  a  series  of  buildings.  If  today 
we  need  a  400-bed  hospital  for  the  chronic  ill, 
build  it,  and  when  that  is  done  we  will  have  to 
build  another  one.  There  are  only  one  or  two 
buildings  down  there  that  may  be  suitable  for 
people  to  live  in,  and  all  the  others  are  fire  hazards. 
I  say,  gentlemen,  if  you  want  to  resubmit  this 
order  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  I  am  willing 
to  go  along,  but  I  maintain  that,  some  program 
must  be  started,  and  started  right  away.  That  is, 
a  series  of  buildings  down  at  Long  Island  Hospital. 
It  is  my  personal  contention  that  there  is  no  other 
place  that  is  better  for  those  dearest  and  nearest 
to  anyone  of  us  that  might  tomorrow  be  called 
upon  in  behalf  of  people  to  be  brought  down 
there.  There  is  no  other  place  where  we  can  send 
them.  If,  first  of  all,  the  State  Legislature  gives 
us  the  permission  to  connect  Long  Island  Hos- 
pital with  the  mainland  by  a  viaduct  or  gateway 
and,  secondly,  if  the  City  of  Boston,  which  means 
we  as  the  city  fathers,  with  the  Mayor,  will  build 
these  new  structures  down  there,  give  them  all 
the  modern  facilities  that  they  need,  modern 
equipment, — then  I  say  that  we  have  done  one 
thing  that  we  could  be  proud  of,  in  that  we  have 
taken  care  of  the  ones  who  are  in  need  today  and 
who  may  be  in  need  tomorrow. 

Coun.  KEENAN — I  heard  some  remarks  made 
by  the  distinguished  councilor  from  Ward  13 
(Coun.  Hannon).  I  would  like  to  say  that  on 
Saturday  during  my  visit  to  Long  Island  Hospital 
I  did  make  it  my  business  to  contact  practically 
every  person  that  we  possibly  could  in  the  various 
wards  and  ask  them  personally,  with  the  com- 
mittee, where  they  wanted  to  be — on  the  island 
or  on  the  mainland,  and  the  remarks  and  answers 
to  the  councilors  and  myself  were  to  the  effect: 
"It  is  heaven  down  here.  We  want,  to  stay  here. 
We  don't  want  to  go  inland.  All  we  want  is 
safety,  with  plenty  of  fire  protection." 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  as  usual,  I 
had  to  sit  here,  you  might  say,  with  amusement. 
Everybody  is  in  sympathy  all  of  a  sudden  with 
these  poor  folks  on  Long  Island.  I  don't  know- 
how  in  hell  they  can  get  up  here  year  in  and  year 
out  and  get  sympathetic  over  night  and  tell  about 
conditions  being  bad  down  there.  How  long 
have  they  been  bad?  As  far  back  as  I  can 
remember,  and  I  am  forty-six  years  old,  so  I  can 
remember  Long  Island — and  I  might  say  that 
everybody  in  Long  Island  votes  in  Want  1.  I 
can  remember  Long  Island  for  at  least  thirty  solid 
years — and  as  far  back  as  that,  I  can  remember 
that  everybody  was  sorry  for  the  old  folks  down 
there  and  thought  that  something  should  be 
done  about  it.  We  have  been  told  that  three 
buildings  have  been  condemned,  two  by  the  Build- 
ing Department  and  one  by  the  Fire  Department. 
Well,  I  am  going  to  condemn  those  who  are 
responsible.  I  think  that  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner ought  to  have  been  ashamed  to  come  in 
here  and  tell  us  that  two  buildings  were  condemned. 
Why  didn't  he  do  something  about  it?  Why 
didn't  he  do  something  about  it  while  he  was 
commissioner?  Why  let  these  buildings  go  to 
rot?  He  knew  that  the  old  folks  down  there  were 
living  in  these  buildings.  And  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment has  the  gall  to  come  in  and  tell  us  that  they 
condemned  a  building  down  there.  Why  in  hell 
didn't  they  do  something  about  that  building  that 
has  been  condemned?  Now,  they  wish  to  send 
the  matter  back  to  committee  because  they  know 
the  facts  and  the  chances  of  having  it  passed. 
To  hell  with  sending  it  back  to  committee.  Send 
it  somewhere  where  we  can  have  a  public  hearing. 
There  was  a  hearing  held  last  week.  On  Satin- 
day  the  committee  went  down  there  and  held  what 
they  called  an  investigation.  They  came  back 
here  and  made  a  recommendation  to  us  to  kill  the 
$6,566,000  for  a  building  orr  the  mainland,  ami 
then  they  sent  in  another  order,  adjoining  that 
one,  telling  us  that  we  should  spend  12,500,000 
for  a  building.  Now,  I  would  like  to  know  where 
thej  gel  those  figures.  1  don't  think  there  is  air 
architect,  I  don't  think  there-  is  a  builder,  on  thai 
committee.      I  would  like  to  know  win-re  I  hey  get 
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the  figures,  $2,500,000.  Is  it  going  t<>  be  enough? 
Maybe  we  Bhould  double  it,  And  I  tlunk  every- 
body in  here  would  spend  four,  Bve  01  six  times 
the  amount      There  are  none  of  us  who  would  be 

backward    as    long   a*    it    was   going    to   do   a 

turn  for  some  unfortunate  that  couldn't  help 
himself      I    wouldn't    hesitate    a    minute,    and    I 

don't  think  a  taxpayer  in  the  entire  Citj  "f  Bo 
would   complain   if   we  spent  Kill  down   at 

Island  anil  on  top  of  that  built  the  bridge 
there  so  thai  their  relatives  could  go  down,  not 
onlj  to  visit  them,  but  to  take  them  out  once  in 
awhile,  take  them  home,  take  them  for  a  drive 
through  tin'  country.  It  might  In-  beautiful  down 
there.  Tin'  sea  breezes  an-  wonderful,  and  we 
know  it  is  a  wonderful  thing  for  the  old  folks.

must  have  been  something  going  on  to  reach  thai 
$2,500,000  for  that  building.  As  I  said,  I  don't 
think  there  is  an  architect  or  a  builder  on  that 
committee,  I  would  like  to  know  where  they  get 
che   figures      According  to   the  chairman   of   the 

Committee  on  Hospitals,  who  has  kept  in  close 
contact  with  these  matters,  he  claims  that  not 
one  of  the  trustees  of  the  hospital  have  been  down 
there  in  ten  years.  His  argument  is  that  .some- 
thing should  be  done  immediately.  Why  hasn't 
somebody  said  something  about  $200,000?  Where 
is  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions? Why  hasn't  he  held  a  meeting?  Why 
wasn't  some  action  taken  on  that  $200,000  if 
conditions  are  so  bad  that  something  should  be 
done  immediately?  Why  wasn't  the  meeting 
held?  Why  didn't  the  committee  bring  in  a 
report  that  it  ought  to  pass  or  ought  not  to  pass? 
At  least,  bring  in  a  report,  or  at  least  hold  a  meet- 
ing. Of  course,  I  am  not  on  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  and  there  are  probably  fifteen  other 
members  of  the  Council  that  are  not  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance.  Well,  it  is  the  Committee 
on  Finance  that  made  a  visit.  I  have  asked  them 
to  give  it  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 
like  I  have  consistently  for  years  asked  that 
everything  that  had  to  do  with  spending  a  single 
dollar  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations. I  think  I  have  stuck  to  that  record 
religiously.  Now,  the  men  who  did  want  this 
thing  to  go  through  today  up  to  an  hour  ago  are 
willing  that  this  matter  should  go  to  some  com- 
mittee for  a  week.  I  don't  think  that  a  week's 
time  is  enough.  I  suggest  a  public  hearing  be  held 
on  this.  By  that  time  every  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil, not  only  the  committees,  will  be  given  the  notes 
as  to  what  took  place  at  the  last  meeting  before  the 
Committee  on  Finance.  On  top  of  that,  let  us  hold 
a  public  hearing  and  let  the  entire  membership  of 
the  City  Council  be  present.  Let  us  summons  in 
the  doctors  and  let  us  summons  in  the  Building 
Commissioner  and  summons  in  anybody-  else  that 
we  think  we  can  get  some  information  from. 
This  thing  does  not  have  to  be  hurried.  If  it 
did  have  to  be  hurried,  surely  some  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  would  have  got  up  here 
in  the  past  six  weeks  and  said,  "  What  has  happened 
to  the  $200,000  now  before  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  for  the  repair  of  buildings  at 
Long  Island?"  Not  one  member  has  said  one 
word  about  that  $200,000,  so  this  can't  be  such  a 
rush  job  that  we  have  to  put  it  through  today. 
I  don't  care  whether  it  is  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  or  goes  back  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  but  I  am  going  to  ask  this,  that  wherever 
it  goes,  a  public  hearing  be  held  on  it,  and  that 
we  have  somebody  before  us  that  can  tell  us  how 
they  came  to  the  conclusion  that  $2,500,000  will 
satisfy  the  wants  of  those  at  Long  Island.  A 
good  suggestion  was  made  here  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  13  (Coun.  Hannon)  when  he  talked 
about  Deer  Island  being  connected  with  the  main- 
land. There  is  a  fort  down  at  Deer  Island  that 
I  have  hopes  will  be  abandoned  in  the  near  future. 
It  is  a  beautiful  building  down  there,  and  can  be 
converted  into  a  hospital  within  a  week's  time. 
That  would  take  care  of  the  chronic  sick.  That 
would    take    them     away     from     ihe    almshouse,

If  a  rush  job  was  needed,  why  wasn't  something 
done  on  that  1200,000  appropriation  that  cam- 
in  six  weeks  ago  and  hasn't  even  had  a  healing 
as  yet?  I  am  going  to  make  a  suggestion — no 
matter  where  this  goes,  to  the  Appropriations 
Committee,  the  Finance  Committee,  or  the  Execu- 
livi  Committee,  or  any  other  committee,  that  a 
public  healing  In  held  and  those  that  can  give  us 
Sufficient     information    lie    summonsed     before    us, 

and  that  all  twenty-one  members  of  the  Council 

be  united  to  that   healing. 

('oun.  SCANNELL-  Mi.  President,  as  a 
membei  of  tin-  Finance  Committee  and  one  that 
is  vitally  interested  in  the  $6,566,000  loan  order. 
and  also  the  one  that  BUgge8ted  a  Kill-bed  hos- 
pital at  Long  Island,  I  wish  to  state  that,  as  the 
councilor  from  East  Boston  has  said,  we  weie 
down  and  made  a  visit  to  Long  Island  and  we 
metat  eight  ./.lock  thai  night.  Why?  Because 
the  conditions  at.  Long  Island  arc  terrible,  and  in 
the  past  couple  ,,f  months  they  have  condemned 
buildings,  and  something  has  to  be  done  imme- 
diately for  tin  chronic  sick  at  Long  Island.  Now, 
I  was  opposed  lo  this  transfer  of  the  building  lo 
the  mainland,  beep  use  I  know  that  if  we  had 
passed  this  $6,566,000  you  wouldn't  get  any 
action  on  this  foi  the  next  three  oi  four  < 
And  what  is  going  to  happen  lo  those  210  patients 
that  need  housing  facilities,  not  three  years  from 
now,  but  today?  And  that  is  why  I  was  the 
one  of  the  committee  who  suggested  that  there 
be  a  400- bed  hospital  at  Long  Island  immediately, 
to  lane  care  of  these  people  down  there  who  need 
those  housing  facilities.  As  to  how  the  committee 
made  up  their  minds  to  $2,500,000,  it  was  from  a 
really  good  hearing  that  we  had  on  this  matter — 
Thursday,  Saturdaj-  and  .Saturday  night.  And 
we  asked,  "Who  would  be  any  better  than  the 
engineer,  Mr.  McGovern,  to  give  us  the  figures?" 
Now,  when  this  appropriation  came  in  for 
$6,566,000,  this  condition  didn't  exist  down  there 
until  the  Building  Commissioner  condemned  the 
women's  chronic  hospital,  and  I  say  they  did  a 
good  job  in  condemning  it.  The  answer  is  this, 
and  the  question  is  before  you.  Are  you  going 
to  wait  for  a  year  or  two  years  to  house  those 
people  at  Long  Island?  Or  are  you  going  to  get 
them  in  a  first-class  ward  in  a  hospital  as  soon 
as  possible?  I  don't  care  what  you  do  with  it, 
but  I,  as  a  member  of  this  City  Council,  have 
been  down  to  Long  Island,  not  once  in  a  year  or 
twice  in  a  year,  but  dozens  of  times  in  a  year. 
I  am  vitally  interested  in  those  poor  old  people 
down  there,  and  nothing  is  too  good  for  them, 
and  if  they  want  to  vote  for  $6,566,000,  I  would 
say  yes.  You  can  say  $366,000  for  an  architect. 
Who  do  you  think  they  are  kidding?  You  go 
down  and  take  five  doctors  that  are  supposed  to 
be  on  the  medical  advisory  board  on  Long  Island, 
and  what  happens?  The  truth  is,  gentlemen, 
that  they  haven't  been  down  there  for  two  years, 
They  aren't  interested  in  those  people  at  Long 
Island.  They  are  interested  in  their  own  medical 
practice.  I  say  if  you  are  wise  you  will  have  a 
further  study  on  this  matter.  Let  us  send  it  to 
the  Finance  Committee, — the  Finance  or  the 
Appropriations  Committee,  I  don't  care  who  you 
•send  it  to,  but  let  us  get  immediate  action  on  this 
matter,  because  if  anything  ever  happens  iii  that 
institution  there  will  be  a  burden  on  this  Body. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
your  Committee  on  Finance,  I  personally  have  no 
particular  objection  to  having  this  matter  referred 
back  to  me  in  order  to  hold  further  hearings  on 
the  matter.  But  I  wish  to  issue  a  note  of  warning 
that  conditions  on  Long  Island  were  not  exag- 
gerated by  his  Honor  Mayor  Kerrigan  when  he 
was  prompted  to  urge  the  Council  to  construct  a 
$0,500,000  hospital  on  the  mainland.  His  motive 
in  doing  that  was  primarily  to  relieve  conditions 
which  existed  on  Long  Island. 

(oun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  wonder  if  the 
councilor  would  yield  for  a  question,  Mr.  President . 

( oun.  Chase    i  would  in-  giad  to. 
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Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN-  Isn't  it  true  a  pub- 
lic meeting  was  held  some  time  last  week? 

Coun.  CHASE— Last  Thursday.  Mayor  Ker- 
n,.ui  b  motive,  Mr.  Praaidjcl  ic  bringing  this  tc 
a  head  was  because  of  the  fact  that  he  recognized 
t lie  bad  conditions  which  exist  on  Long  Island. 
Subsequently,  six  weeks  after  his  original  visit, 
your  so-called  medical  experts  prevailed  upon 
him,  apparently,  to  change  his  original  opinion 
to  that  of  recommending  the  construction  of  a 
new  hospital  on  the  mainland.  But  I  do  say  this, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  people  of  Boston  know 
about  it,  thanks  to  Mayor  Kerrigan,  for  his 
courage  and  determination  in  attempting  to 
remedy  the  conditions  which  at  present  exist  on 
Long  Island. 

Coun.  FISH — I  doubt  if  this  building  of  a  new 
hospital  would  be  delayed  over  a  week  or  two.  I 
think  we  are  all  in  favor  of  it.  We  also  are  agreed 
that  there  should  be  quick  action.  The  quick 
action  should  come  not  on  the  construction  of  a 
new  building,  but  on  the  appropriation  of  $200,111  ill 
for  repairs.  We  don't  know  for  what  real  reasons 
those  buildings  are  condemned.  I  venture  to 
guess  that  the  quickest  action  you  could  get 
would  be  to  get  this  $200,000  available  today,  and 
maybe  with  the  expenditure  of  that  money  those 
buildings  can  be  put  back  into  shape,  and  that 
done  within  a  few  months..  I  think  that  is  the 
most  important  thing  for  us  to  consider  today, 
and  I  doubt  if  there  is  anyone  in  this  chamber 
that  would  deny  a  new  hospital  in  a  week  or  two, 
when  it  is  determined  where  it  should  be  put. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  will  be  very  brief.  I  hope 
the  motion  to  send  this  back  to  committee  will 
prevail,  but  I  do  want  to  say  this,  that  very  serious 
charges  have  been  made  here  today,  to  the  effect 
that  these  buildings  have  (been  condemned  at 
Long  Island.  And  I  want  to  repeat  that  I  agree 
with  the  suggestion  made  by  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey)  that,  if  not  a  public  hearing, 
a  committee  hearing  should  be  held,  and  we 
should  see  to  it  that  the  former  Building  Com- 
missioner and  officials  of  the  Fire  Department, 
who  are  supposed  to  have  done  this  condemning, 
are  heard  from.  It  is  a  severe  indictment  upon 
the  administration  that  held  sway  in  this  city  for 
seven  years,  ending  in  the  early  part  of  January 
this  year,  to  find  out  the  conditions.  If  they  are 
as  bad  as  they  are  now  painted  to  be,  they  must 
have  been  getting  worse  during  those  seven 
years,  and  I  don't  think  we  have  had  a  Major  in 
a  long  time  who  has  spent  as  much  time  at  Long 
Island  as  the  man  who  left  office  in  the  early  part 
of  January.  He  went  there  often,  and  he  observed 
conditions  there  and  he,  too,  had  the  welfare  of 
those  unfortunates  at  heart.  I  talked  personally 
with  the  former  Building  Commissioner,  and  he 
told  me  specifically  that  he  didn't  condemn — I 
emphasize  the  word  "condemn" — any  buildings 
at  Long  Island.  He  agreed  that  repairs  are 
badly  needed,  yet  we  find  that  a  committee  here 
had  had  a  request  for  it,  for  money  presumably 
to  be  sufficient  to  make  those  necessary  repairs,  a 
report  before  it  for  some  six  weeks.  While  those 
badly  needed  repairs  are  cast  by  the  wayside,  we 
find  all  of  a  sudden  that  we  have  to  decide  on 
borrowing  two  and  a  half  million  dollars  to  con- 
struct a  new  hospital.  The  best  is  none  too  good 
for  the  unfortunates  at  Long  Island.  I  personally 
don't  know  yet  whether  the  construction  of  a 
new  hospital  should  be  made  here  on  the  main- 
land or  at  the  island.  I  have  talked  to  many  of 
the  old  people  before  they  were  committed  to 
Long  Island,  while  they  were  in  the  City  Hospital. 
and  in  most  cases  they  shuddered  at  the  thought 
of  having  to  go  to  Long  Island.  Are  we  going 
to  give  them  a  vacation  at  Long  Island,  or  even 
though  they  have  a  disease  that  might  be  con- 
strued as  being  chronic,  shouldn't  we  first  con- 
sider, before  borrowing  money,  not  alone  the 
matter  of  constructing  a  hospital,  whether  for  300 
or  400  beds,  but,  at  the  same  time,  constructing 
the  type  of  hospital  for  what  is  understood  to  be 
chronic  diseases,  but  might  be  diagnosed  and 
treated  otherwise, — shouldn't  we  first  consider 
that  such  shall  be  done?  There  is  no  need  for 
haste  today.  This  matter  definitely  should  be 
given  further  study  in  order  that  we  all  might 
look  further  into  it  before  committing  ourselves, 
and  I  trust  it  will  go  through  either  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  or,  if  not,  that  it  will  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  or  Public 
Welfare.  But  by  all  means  let  us  hear  definitely 
whether  or  not  anyone  has  condemned  any  build- 
ings on  Long  Island  and,  if  so,  what  the  necessity 


is  for  a  building  on  the  island  that  was  not  there 
and  existing  before. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Mr.  President,  in  the  re- 
marks of  the  councilor  from  Ward  10  (Coun. 
I  larey),  he  said  in  the  past  seven  years  the  former 
Mayor  of  Boston,  the  former  Building  Commis- 
sioner or  the  Fire  Commissioner,  didn't  do  anv- 
i  lung  about  this  matter.  I  say  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  in  the  Tobin  administration 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President. 

Chairman  KELLY — For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  CAREY — A  point  of  personal  privilege  to 
correct  the  gentleman  from  South  Boston,  who 
again  has  misunderstood  the  remarks  of  a  member 
of  the  Body.  He  is  absolutely  out  of  order  in 
interpreting  my  remarks  the  way  he  is  interpreting 
them.  I  did  say,  and  I  think  fairly  and  honestly, 
that  to  my  memory  no  Mayor  has  ever  spent  the 
time  at  Long  Island  endeavoring  to  see  what  might 
be  done  for  those  unfortunates  that  the  Mayor 
that  left  the  office  of  mayor  in  the  early  part  of 
January  did.  I  had  no  intention  of  condemning 
the  present  Governor,  the  present  Fire  Com- 
missioner or  anybody  else,  and  I  must  add,  Why 
doesn't  the  gentleman  from  South  Boston  (Coun. 
Scannell)  listen  to  what  is  being  said  and  interpret 
the  remarks  correctly? 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  the  trouble 
is  that  I  do  interpret  the  remarks  correctly.  The 
gentleman  from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey)  said, 
"Sure,  let  us  have  a  public  hearing  and  bring  the 
Building  Commissioner  down  before  us, — the 
Building  Commissioner  and  the  Fire  Commissioner 
that  worked  in  the  Tobin  administration."  It  is  a 
matter  of  public  record.  You  can  go  and  look  it 
up.  I  don't  hit  below  the  belt.  If  you  come  up 
there,  hit  on  the  chin;  don't  hit  below  the  belt. 
Because  I  have  been  in  the  Tobin  administration 
for  five  years,  and  there  isn't  a  man  in  this  city 
that  has  ever  done  so  much  for  the  poor  inmates 
at  Long  Island.  It  is  a  matter  of  public  record, 
and  I  don't  need  to  clean  my  ears  out. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  it  was  for  the 
very  purpose  of  having  the  record  clear,  and  in 
order  that  the  former  Building  Commissioner  who, 
to  my  mind,  was  conscientious  and  on  the  job, 
might  be  given  the  opportunity  to  come  in  here 
and  defend  himself,  instead  of  having  it  go  into  the 
record  that  he  permitted  this  condition  to  exist  for 
a  period  of  seven  years  as  Building  Commissioner 
without  taking  proper  action.  I  want  to  see  these 
men  given  an  opportunity  to  straighten  out  the 
record.  They  are  not  here  today.  We  have 
heard  it  repeated  here  today,  time  and  time  again, 
I  hat.  buildings  have  been  condemned  there.  That 
is  grossly  unfair,  not  only  to  the  man  that  the 
councilor  from  Ward  6  (Coun.  Scannell)  considers 
his  friend,  but  to  every  other  official  who  might  be 
involved.  Mr.  President,  give  Mr.  Mooney,  and 
the  present  Governor  if  necessary,  and  the  Fire 
Commissioner  a  chance  to  come  in  here  and  clarify 
the  record.  I  am  for  protecting  them  just  as  much 
as  the  gentleman  from  South  Boston  is, 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance  and  as  a  Republican,  I 
would  like  to  enlighten  the  Council  to  this  extent, 
that  it  has  been  called  to  my  attention  that  Mayor 
Tobin,  now  Governor  Tobin,  intended  to  make  the 
necessary  renovations  on  Long  Island;  that  he,  too, 
recognized  the  conditions  down  there,  but  that  the 
war  prevented  him  from  going  ahead.  There  is  a 
big  supplementary  institution  already  on  the  island 
which  Governor  Tobin  erected  while  he  was  Mayor, 
and  it  is  a  wonderful  institution.  I  only  wish  that 
all  the  other  buildings  there  were  similarly  con- 
structed. It  is  an  Al  building,  and  fireproof  all 
through,  and  many  an  old  man  is  spending  a 
happy  day  there  now.  His  Honor  Mayor  Kerrigan, 
on  his  inspection  tour  two  months  ago  recognized 
the  situation,  and  he  presented  this  $6,566,000 
order  as  the  approximate  result  of  that  inspection 
tour,  but  he  was  guided  primarily,  as  far  as  the 
mainland  was  concerned,  by  these  so-called  medical 
experts,  and  to  that  extent  I  disagree  with  Mayoi 
Kerrigan.  Personally  I  feel  that  Long  Island  is  a 
better  location,  but  I  am  very  much  in  accord  with 
his  message  that  something  has  to  be  done  to 
remedy  the  unsanitary  and  unwholesome  con- 
ditions which  exist  at  Long  Island  today.  Mayor 
Kerrigan  is  exactly  right.  Something  should* be 
done,  and  it  should  not  be  prolonged  for  another 
twenty  years.  It  is  too  late  to  continually  discuss 
and  discuss  this,  administration  after  administra- 
tion, and  then  to  have  nothing  happen,  and  still 
those  poor  souls  are  depending  on  the  city's  gener- 
osity.

well   as  offices  of    the  superintendent    of   nm 
assistant   superintendent,   supervisors,   etc. 

On  Tuesday,  April  2,  I  spent  the  day  at  Long 
Island  with  Doctor  Sacchetti,  Miss  Murphy, 
Superintendent     of     Nurses,     ami     Mr.     I'luiiketl. 

Superintendent  of  Works,  in  an  attempt  to  arrive 

at  a  solution.  After  conferring  all  day  there  seems 
to  bi  atisfactory  answer  and  that  i-  the 

immediate  erect  ion  of  a  three-hundred  bed  hospital 
either  at  Long  Island  or  elsewhere.  In  view  of 
this  situation  arising  it  seems  we  must  act  now 
and    promptly. 

I  would  like  very    much    to  discuss   this  matter 
with  you  at  your  very  earliest  possible  convenience.

Coun.    CHASE — Now.    sir,    I    say 

Chairman    KELLY — Is    that    the    end    of    the 
letter,  councilor? 

Coun.  CHASE — That  is  the  end  of  the  letter. 
And  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  view  of  this, 
if  we  have  to  rely  on  the  good  judgment  of  our 
department  heads,  as  experts,  that,  your  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  after  due  deliberation,  came 
out  with  this  final  report.  And  I  personally 
am  still  of  the  same  opinion,  that  we  should 
i -red  a  400-bed  hospital,  because  over  in  the 
City  Hospital  there  are  some  140  additional 
patients,  chronic  patients,  who  arc  waiting  to  go 
down  to  Long  Island,  and  there  is  no  room  for 
them.  And  the  result  is  that  those  people  who 
are  forced  to  go  to  the  City  Hospital  for  treatment 
and  care,  people  who  have  a  chance  of  recovery, 
are  unable  to  get  into  the  City  Hospital  bee 
of  the  chronic  patients  there.  So  you  see  it  is 
vary  urgent  that  we  do  something,  and  do  some- 
thing very   hurriedly. 

Chairman    KELLY — Not    to  interrupt,  but    the 
clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  after  the 
remarks  made  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
I  am  now  all  confused.  The  gentleman  claims 
there  are  some  200  patients  already  waiting  to  be 
down  to  Long  Island  -or1  140.  That  will 
bring  the  total  up  to  around  400.  Then  are  240 
m  the  condemned  hospital,  and  140  waiting 
to  be  sent  down  there,  which  would  bring  a  total 
of  almost  400.  I  wonder  if  the  com  mil  lee  won  hi  n't. 
recommend  thai  a  400-bed  hospital  be  built  at 
Long  Island,  and  a  400-bed  hospital  be  built,  on 
the  mainland,  so  we  would  have  enough  to 
care  of  all  the  so-called  chronic  sick,  and  we 
could  double  the  appropriation  now  befon 
and  those  who  wanted  to  go  to  Long  Island  and 
get  the  beautiful  sea  breezes  could  have  their 
choice  and  go  to  Long  Island,  and  those  who 
wanted  to  stay  on  the  mainland  and  be  near  their 
folks  could  choose  the  Boston  hospital,  to  be 
built  on  the  mainland.  What  I  am  getting  at  in 
this  second  time  that  I  have  taken  the  floor  is 
that  it  seems  to  be  hitting  us  time  and  time  again 
by  the  gentlemen  who  want  some  action  on  this 
immediately.  They  keep  repeating  that,  some- 
thing should  be  done  at  once.  On  Saturday 
a   meeting   is   held.     They    make   a    visit   to    the 
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hospital.  Saturday  night  a  meeting  is  hold  in 
this  building.  Today  an  appropriation  is  brought 
in  for  $2,500,000.  May  I  ask  the  clerk,  through 
you,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  read  it,  that  first  order 
that  was  brought  in  before  the  Council. 

Chairman  KELLY— March  26th  of  this  year, 
councilor. 

Coun.  COFFEY— The  order  was  brought  in. 
Today  we  get  action  on  it.  Six  Mondays,  oi  six 
meeting  days,  have  gone  by.  and  now  we  get  some 
action,  from  Saturday  to  -Monday,  and  the  action 
has  been  rushed  so  fast  that  we  have  now  decided 
that  we  need  .$2,500,000.  Well,  I  don't  agree  with 
that.  I  think  from  the  testimony  giyen  here  today 
that  a  400-bed  hospital  is  needed  on  the  mainland 
and  also  a  400-bed  hospital  is  needed  at  the  island. 
I  hope  the  committee  will  recommend  that.  But 
there  is  one  thing  that  I  don't  like.  In  the  oldest 
member's  memory  in  this  Council,  or  even  m  the 
memory  of  the  old  timers  present  here  today — 
a  couple  of  them  have  been  here  over  fifty  years — 
I  would  like  to  ask  this  question:  To  their  per- 
sonal knowledge  has  any  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  or  the  Common  Council  or  the  old 
Board  of  Aldermen  ever  voted  against  one  five- 
cent  appropriation  for  the  sick  at  Long  Island? 
I  don't  think  anybody  can  answer  that  question 
in  the  affirmative.  I  think  they  would  have  to 
answer  in  the  negative,  because,  as  far  back  as 
my  memory  goes,  every  time  an  appropriation 
came  in  here  to  do  something  for  Long  Island 
that  was  not  only  passed,  but  was  probably  added 
to,  so  there  isn't  a  member  of  this  Body  probably 
that  wants  to  vote  against  it.  But  at  the  same 
time,  don't  let  any  of  the  wise  boys  think  we  are 
damned  fools.  Don't  let  them  "think  they  are 
going  to  stick  anything  under  our  noses  under  the 
guise  of  doing  something  for  the  old  folks  that 
can't  do  for  themselves,  and  that  we  will  just  pass 
it,  and  that  if  we  don't  it  is  supposed  to  be  just 
suicide.  It  is  not  suicide,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned. 
I  am  from  Missouri,  and  I  don't  like  to  think  we 
may  have  another  Cocoanut  Grove  fire.  Who 
was  responsible  for  the  Cocoanut  Grove  fire? 
Who  was  responsible  for  these  buildings  being 
condemned  down  at  Long  Island?  Surely  none 
of  the  members  here  are  responsible.  Every  time 
anything  ever  came  in  here  that  had  anything  to 
do  with  appropriations  of  money  for  people  who 
couldn't  do  anything  for  themselves  this  Body- 
was  always  first  to  get  up  on  its  feet  and  say, 
"We  want  appropriations  made,  and  we  want 
large  appropriations  made,  that  something  may 
not  only  be  done  for  the  welfare  of  the  aged,  but 
for  the  sick,  and  for  all  institutions  within  our 
power."  This  thing  goes  a  little  deeper  than 
sincerity.  There  is  a  lot  of  sincerity  on  the  pari 
of  some  members  here,  but  it  goes  a  little  beyond 
that.  It  is  either  that,  or  my  ten  years  in  office 
have  been  wasted.  So  far  I  don't  think  that 
anybody  has  been  putting  anything  over  on  me. 
Things  have  been  done  that  I  don't  like.  Things 
have  got  by  that  I  don't  want,  but  at  the  same 
time  I  knew  what  the  score  was  all  the  time 
Things  have  been  done  here  I  didn't  like,  but  I 
knew  the  reason.  At  least  they  have  to  give  me 
credit  for  that.  And  I  don't  like  this,  and  I  am 
not  sure  whether  it  is  a  good  thing  or  not,  because 
from  the  statements  that  were  made  here  today  — 
and  I  ask  the  gentleman  now  from  Ward  1-1 
(Coun.  Muehnick).  who  is  present,  who  is  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
if  he  can  give  me  an  answer  why  a  committee 
hearing  was  not  held  on  the  $200,000  appropriation 
for  the  repair  of  buildings  at  Long  Island  if  those 
buildings  have  been  condemned.  Why  wasn't 
something  done  about  it?  How  did  they  get  in 
such  a  state? 

Coun.  MUCHN1CK — Does  the  gentleman  want 
an  answer? 

Coun.  COFFEY— Yes. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK -The  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations was  waiting  to  see  what  would  happen 
with  the  $6,566,000  order  that  was  in  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance.  There  was  no  point  in  spend- 
ing both  sums. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  Chairman,  that  is  no 
answer  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.  In  the  opinion 
of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  It,  could  be  tell  me, 
why  not  to  take  action  on  both  matters?  Why- 
wait  six  weeks  without,  holding  a  hearing?  Why 
wait  six  weeks  without  a  hearing  on  this?  The 
hearing  was  only  held  last  Friday.  That  is,  si*. 
long  weeks  have  gone  by.  A  meeting  takes  place 
on  Saturday,  and  they  go  down  to  the  island, 
and  Saturday  night  another  meeting  is  held 
Monday  they  come  in   and   want    to  put    through

didn't    show   up.      Maybe   if    there    were  arclin 

on  the  commission  tnej  would  have  showed  up. 
Maybe  thes  would  have  got  the  jobs,  being  archi- 
tects, for  this  building  proposed  on  the  mainland, 
or  whatever  it  may  be.  But  for  the  life  of  me  I  can't. 
see  n  In  thej  me  in  such  a  hurry  to  tush  this  thing 
through  in  two  days,  after  this  matter  hai  Inn 
stagnant  for  six  weeks.  I  say  that  we  ought  to 
go  slow.  We  ought  to  hold  a  public  hearing,  w  e 
•  night  to  bring  those  before  us  who  can  give  us 
valuable  information.  And  again,  I  think,  we 
ought  to  bring  people  before  us  who  can  clear  up 
our  minds,  because  as  far  as  I  can  see  today,  the 
members  are  pretty  well  split  as  to  whether  the 
building  should  be  built  at  Long  Island  or  on  the 
mainland.  Or  maybe  there  is  a  solution  in  build- 
ing a  building  both  on  the  mainland  and  at  Long 
Island  to  take  care  of  all  the  cases,  because  if 
you  are  to  build  a  400-bed  hospital  there  —  and 
the  councilor  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase)  states 
that  there  are  240  sick  in  the  hospital  waiting  for 
beds,  and  another  140  at  the  Citj  Hospital  — 
by  the  time  that  the  hospital  is  built  you  can  rest 
assured  that  there  will  be  200  more,  and  there 
won  t  be  any  too  much  space.

Now,  Mr.  President,  among  the  patients  that  I 
talked  with  there  was  one  old  lady,  almost  ninety 
of  age,  who  had  been  confined  it  that  hos- 
pital for  forty-one  years,  and  she,  with  a  voice  that 
liemoted,  asked  me  if  they  were  going  to  take  her 
away  and  put  hct  up  on  the  mainland.  There  was 
another  old  lady  who  was  confined  at  the  hospital 
foi  twenty-seven  years  with  a  chronic  ailment, 
with  -■>  tremor  in  her  voice,  expressed  concern 
ovei  talk  that  she  had  heard  about  being  moved 
bark  onto  the  mainland.  She  said  she  liked  it  so 
well  on  the  island,  with  the  ocean  and  the  park, 
and  so  forth.  And  I  think  what  his  Honor  the 
Mayoi  should  be  guided  by  more  than  anything 
rise  i^  the  sentiment  of  those  poor  people  who  will 
have  to  live  in  the  institution,  who  will  have  to  be 
provided  for,  and  cared  for  in  the  institution.  And 
the  only  way  you  can  ascertain  with  any  degree  of 
certainty  what  their  feelings  are  is  to  hold  a  pleb- 
iscite and  give  them  a  fair  deal.

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  here  we  are 
called  upon  to  pass  a  .$200,000  order  for  altera- 
tions at.  the  Long  Island  Hospital.  Still,  there 
has  been  no  hearing  on  this  $200,000.  It  has 
been  taken  away  from  the  Committee  ">i  Appro- 
priations. No  information  has  been  received 
h,  how.  when-  or  foi  whal  purpose  this  $200,000 
is  going  to  be  used.  As  I  stated  before,  I  again 
say,  regardless  of  what  alterations  are  needed  a  I 
Long  Island  Hospital,  we  are  confronted  with 
one  fact  that  is  staring  us  right  in  the  eyes,  and 
that  is  whether  or  not  we  are  going  to  have  new 
buildings  erected  at  Long  Island  to  take  care  of 
these  poor  unfortunates,  or  whether  we  are  going 
to  take  them  onto  the  mainland.  I  know  that 
$200,000  is  not  enough.  I  don't  know  how  or 
where  this  $200,000  is  going  to  be  expended 
I  can't  see  how  we  can  vote  upon  it.  An  appro- 
priation of  $200,000  is  to  be  voted  upon  when 
we  are  not  convinced  yet  whether  the  hospital 
should  be  built  at  Long  Island  or  whether  it  should 


be  taken  to  the  mainland.  If  this  $200,000, 
Mr.   President, — and   if    I    have    the   information 

up  to  the  present  time,  if  that  was  to  remedy  the 
situation  that  exists  at  Long  Island  Hospital, 
thai  we  have  already  spoken  about,  then  I  s;i\ 
that  I  would  vote  for  it.  But  you  and  I,  Mr. 
President,  and  no  one  of  us  can  gel  any  informa- 
tion as  I"  how  this  5200,000  is  going  to  be  used. 
And  still  we  are  called  upon  to  pass  it.  The 
( 'ommittee  on  Appropriations,  as  was  stated  here 
by  the  chairman,  will  hold  a  meeting  on  Wednes- 
day, so  that  we  could  have  the  information  that 
we  seek  by  the  next  meeting.  Still,  some  of  the 
councilors  claim  that  they  want  more  time  on  that 
$2,500,000  for  the  construction  of  a  new  400-bed 
hospital  at  Long  Island,  but  are  today  calling 
upon  you  and  me  to  pass  this  order  without 
even  getting  any  information  whatsoever.  I  ask 
you,  are  we  going  to  be  consistent  with  ourselves? 
When  they  asked  that  that  loan  order  of  $2,500,000 
be  referred  back  again  to  the  Committee  on  Finance 
so  that  they  themselves  might  be  able  to  get  more 
information,  I  was  willing  and  I  voted  for  it. 
I  don't  see  why  this  should  be  rushed  today. 
We  have  had,  again,  I  reiterate,  not  even  one 
single  bit  of  information  as  to  how  this  money 
is  going  to  be  spent.  I  have  never  voted  against 
any  appropriation  for  the  poor  and  unfortunate 
people  of  our  city,  but  I  think  that,  as  a  councilor, 
I  am  entitled  to  know  whether  or  not  the  money 
that  is  going  to  be  spent  is  going  to  be  spent 
for  the  benefit  of  those  individuals,  and  in  the 
best  manner  that  they  can  spend  it  for  them. 
Up  to  this  time,  I  have  not  had  that  information, 
and  I  will  say  only  one  thing,  and  I  will  leave 
you  all  with  this  thought — for  God's  sake,  if  we  are 
going  to  be  consistent,  then  let  us  be  consistent, 
and  let  us  find  out  first  whether  this  $200,000  is 
going  to  take  care  of  the  immediate  needs  down 
at  Long  Island  or  not.  I  hope  that  I  am  in  order 
if  I  move  to  refer  this  matter  back  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  don't,  want 
to  be  contentious  about  this  matter,  and  I  don't 
want  to  prolong  this  meeting,  but  when  they  talk 
about  no  hearings  I  -just  want  to  say  this.  They 
came  in  after  they  went  down  there  and  said, 
when  they  wanted  a  new  building,  that  the  con- 
dition of  the  old,  dilapidated  buildings  was  deplor- 
able. They  went  down  there  and  it.  is  the  words 
of  the  committee  that  I  am  using.  They  said, 
"This  building  was  in  a  deplorable  condition.  A 
catastrophe  might,  happen  any  time  down  there." 
I  didn't  want  to  leave  myself  responsible  for  any 
catastrophe.  I  wouldn't  have  voted  for  a  new 
building,  because  I  don't  know  where  it  would  be 
located.  But  I  will  vote  for  building  repairs, 
because  the  committee  has  assured  me  that 
repairs  are  necessary. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — To  clear  up  the  matter, 
I  have  just  talked  to  Doctor  Sacchetti  and  he 
assured  me  that  this  money  will  be  used  for 
extensive  repairs  of  other  buildings,  other  build- 
ings than  those  reported. 

Coun.  KEENAN — I  want  to  make  sure  how  I 
vote  and  vote  right,  and  after  listening  to  Coun- 
cilor Scannell  saying  that  he  had  just  spoken  to 
the  doctor — I  think  he  made  the  statement  for 
clearing  it  up  in  our  minds — as  long  as  it  is  on 
additional  buildings,  and  not  on  the  hospitals — 
is  that  right,  councilor? 

Coun.  SCANNELL— That  is  right. 

Coun.  FISH — Do  I  understand  this  takes  a 
majority  vote? 

Chairman  KELLY — This  is  on  the  question  of 
referring  back  to  the  Committee  OB  Appropria- 
tions.     A  majority  vote  will  refer. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  a  point  of 
pal  liamentary  information.

FINANCE    COMMISSION     REPORT    ON 
RECREATION    APPROPRIATION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Bust, in, 
Finance  Commission,  May  to,  1945. 
The  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  de- 
sires to  place  before  yon  certain  facts  in  relation 
to  the  present  planning  for  public  recreation, 
there  being  now  on  your  calendar  an  order  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor  providing  a  $200,000 
appropriation  for  expenditure  by  the  newly 
created  Board  of  Recreation.  The  Commission  is 
convinced  that  a  careful  consideration  of  these 
facts  will  prompt  you  to  call  an  immediate  halt 
to  further  authorization  of  funds  for  the  present 
modus  operandi  of  providing  public  recreation. 

A  brief  description  of  public  recreation  facilities 
in  the  city  as  maintained  for  many  years  will 
serve  to  show  the  conditions  which  the  Legislature 

of  1943  was  asked  to  improve  through  the  creation 
of  a  Board  of  Recreation  Commissioners.  Plan- 
ning, organizing,  administering  public  recreation 
were  scattered  among  manj  departments,  not  him 
of  which  ever  consulted  with  oi  cooperated  with 
any  other  in  the  development  and  execution  of  a 
common  recreation  program 

At  that  time,  and  for  many  years  previously, 
the  Park  Department  operated  numerous  play- 
grounds and  gymnasiums.  As  for  the  plaj  grounds, 
there  was  little  simllaritj  in  the  use  of  them; 
because  of  Insufficient  fund,  to  control  those  who 
frequented  them,  it  was  impossible  to  keep  the 
facilities  of  them  in  good  condition;  there  was  no 
one  employed  to  direct  or  supervise  play  of  any 
kind  on  them.  They  became  to  a  great  extent  the 
hangouts  of  loafers  and  were  the  scenes  of  nui- 
sance of  many  descriptions.  Acts  of  vandalism  in 
them  were  frequent  and  costly.  Small  children 
were  in  constant  danger  of  injury,  or  being  sel  a 
bad  example  and  for  one  or  anot  her  of  such  reasons 
many  avoided  them.  Tin  neighborhood  streets 
were  more  inviting  as  play  spaces,  and  were 
safer. 


As  for  the  other  part  of  the  Park  Department's 

recreational  work,  in  the  gymnasiums  the  person- 
nel provided  Was  always  dependent  on  whether 
or  not  money  could  be  spared  from  other  activities. 
They  have  a  varying  number  of  physical  instruc- 
tors, el,' 

The  School  Department  has  also  maintained 
play   spaces   and    a    recreation    program.      In    some 

instances  the  Committee  secures  exclusive  right 
to  portions  of  park  playgrounds,  where  play  of 
small  children  is  supervised  by  part-time  workers. 

More  often  the  school  play  spaces  are  the 
(school-owned)  areas  around  school  buildings. 
In  these  areas  —  over  100  in  all  —  there  was 
In  tie  or  no  equipment  provided  until  very  recently. 
They  are  operated  for  the  benefit  only  of  children 
under  twelve  years  of  age. 

From  the  foregoing  it  can  be  seen  that  the 
Park  Department  had  the  facilities  for  play,  but 
no  play  leaders,  while  the  School  Department 
hail  leaders  and  supervisors  and  areas,  but,  no 
equipment. 

In  addition  to  these  major  agencies  of  public!] 
operated  recreat  ion,  there  were  two  minor  agencie 

The  Public  Buildings  Department  operated 
municipal  buildings  containing  public  baths  and 
assembly  halls  which  were  used  to  some  extent  in 
conjunction  with  recreation.  There  were  main 
tenance  crews  of  employees  assigned  to  them,  but 
the  recreation  in  them,  such  as  it  was,  was  un- 
organized and  uncontrolled  by  the  city. 

The  Police  Department,  through  a  junior 
police  organization,  attempted  to  provide  reerea 
tion  for  boys  as  a  means  of  combating  juvenile 
delinquency.  At  times  as  many  as  twenty  police- 
men, headed  by  a  deputy  commissioner,  were 
assigned  to  this  activity.  They  had  no  estab- 
lished headquarters,  or  play  spaces;  the  leaders 
of  it  were  policemen,  one  or  more  from  each 
police  station,  untrained  in  this  particular  field. 
many  of  whom  did  not  like  the  work.  There  was 
no  uniformity  to  their  programs  and  the  actual 
play  or  recreation,  or  whatever  it  maj  be  called 
which  was  indulged,  was  as  varied  as  were  I  he 
officers  in  charge  of  it.  Besides  the  city's  contri- 
bution through  the  Police  Department  appropria- 
tion, a  substantial  sum  was  collected  each  yeai 
from  individuals  and  firms  which  was  held  pri- 
vi  I  el \  by  police  administrators  ami  expended  as 
they  saw-  (it  without  accounting  of  any  of  it,  to  ot 
by  t  he  city. 

Besides  the  funds  spent  out  of  the  appropria- 
tions from  these  four  mentioned  departments, 
there  is  an  occasional  bill  for  a  recreation  activity 
of  one  kind  or  another  paid  out  of  the  Public 
Celebrations  account  of  the  Mayor's  office;  or 
out  of  some  other  fund  under  the  Mayor's  con- 
trol; and  representatives  of  the  Max  or  not  con- 
nected with  the  above  four  departments  fre- 
quently assume  or  are  given  authority  to  plan 
and  carry  out  such  recreation  activity. 

From  the  foregoing  brief  description  of  the 
public  recreation  situation,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
city  directly  and  indirectly  was  spending  a  large 
sum  of  money  for  recreation  and  a  great  many 
were  participating  in  the  administration  of  it; 
nevertheless  a  definite  common  program  of  public 

recreation  did  not  exist  and  a  very  small  number 
of  the  citizens  ever  received  any  benefit  from  what- 
ever was  done  and  spent.  It  was  therefore  to 
provide  a  means  which  might  bring  about,  a 
beneficial  result  for  the  whole  people  which  led  to 
:i  filing  of  a  bill  in  the  Legislature  to  create  a 
central  board  of  commissioners  of  recreation  and 
to   make   that    board    the   planner  and   organizer 

ol   :i!l   play  and   recreation  at   public  expense  in   the 

cits  . 

The  Bond  of  Recreation  and   Its  Duties. 

The  members  of  the  board,  as  provided  bj  the 
statute,  are  the  Chairman  of  tin-  Board  of  Pari 
Commissioners,  ex-ollicio;  two  appointed  by  the 
School  Committee,  and  four  appointed  bj  the 
Mayor.  This  board  came  into  existence  by 
appointment  as  of  January  19,  1945.  the  board 
took  over  .mi  employee  of  mans  years  in  the 
Park  Department  and  made  him  Director. 

The  duties  of  the  board  as  stated   in   the  act   as 

adopted  (chapter  451,  Acts  of  1943)  are  described 

in  I  he  following  sections: 

Section  4.  The  board  shall  study  the  recreation 
needs  of  said  city  and  shall  formulate  plans  for 
adequately  distributed,  co-ordinated  an  I 

diversified      recreational      services.      Such      plans, 

with    rec mendations    of    the    board,    shall    be 

submitted  to  departments  of  said  city  empowered 
by    law     to    provide    recreational    services.      The

Section  6.  The  park  department,  school  com- 
miitee.  police  department,  public  buildings 
department,  board  of  street  commissioners  and 
traffic  commission  of  said  city,  and  any  other 
department  thereof  empowered  under  any  general 
or  special  law  or  any  ordinance  to  provide  recrea- 
tional services  or  having  jurisdiction  over  premises 
and  facilities  which  might  be  used  for  recreation, 
may,  from  time  to  time,  delegate  to  the  board, 
with  the  consent  of  the  board,  and  under  such 
terms,  including  provisions  for  the  transfer  of 
personnel,  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  the  manage- 
ment of  any  such  recreational  services  or  make 
available  to  the  board  premises  and  facilities  under 
their  control. 

Section  7.  The  board  may  provide  and  may 
conduct  recreational  activities  and  supervise 
recreational  premises  and  facilities  delegated  or 
made  available  to  it  by  other  departments  of  said 
city  under  section  six.  The  board  may  cooperate 
with  and  promote  by  advice,  suggestion  and 
otherwise,  such  voluntary  or  amateur  organiza- 
tions for  recreation,  entertainment  or  mutual 
improvement  as  shall  meet  its  approval.  The 
board  may  acquire  and  utilize  recreational  supplies 
and  equipment  and  other  supplies  and  equipment 
necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its  work. 

Committee  for  Juvenile  Development. 
There  is  however  still  another  board  of  live 
members  with  advisory  duties  now  in  the  recrea- 
tion picture.  It  is  called  the  "Committee  for 
Juvenile  Development."  It  was  created  by  the 
Mayor  by  executive  act  on  March  16,  1945.  It 
lias  no  power  or  duty  by  ordinance  or  statute, 
and  the  exact  part  which  it  will  play  with  respect 
to  recreation  has  not  yet  been  determined.  No 
stated  sum  of  public  funds  has  been  officially 
provided  for  it. 

The  Recreation  Program. 

Approximately  one  month  after  the  Board  of 
Recreation  was  organized,  the  Mayor  recommended 
an  appropriation  of  $1,000,000  for  recreation 
purposes.  This  was  acted  upon  favorably  by 
your  Body.  Though  the  Mayor's  message  stated 
that  the  Chairman  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
had  supplied  a  program  for  expenditure  of  this 
sum,  the  program  did  not  accompany  the  order. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  endeavored  to 
discover  on  what  this  $1,000,000  figure  was  based 
and  who  determined  the  amount.  The  Com- 
mission finds  that  the  Park  Commission  did  not 
ask  for  that  specific  amount,  but  after  being 
informed  that  an  appropriation  of  $1,000,000  was 
to  be  requested  merely  made  up  a  list  of  projects 
which  would  take  up  $1,000,00').  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  Park  Department  would  need  some 
millions  more  to  put  all  the  parks  and  playgrounds 
in  good  condition  and  repair. 

The  Finance  Commission  also  finds  that  the 
new  Board  of  Recreation  which  was  intended  to 
have  a  voice  in  planning  public  recreation,  did 
not  recommend  the  $1,000,000  appropriation  and 
actually  was  not  informed  of  it  prior  to  the  receipt 
by  the  Council  of  the  Mayor's  recommendation 
for  it. 

The  Commmittee  for  Juvenile  Development 
was  not  created  until  a  month  after  the  appro- 
priation was  proposed. 

The  Park  Department  $1,000,000  Plans. 
At  the  request  of  the  Finance  Commission  the 
Mayor  has  now  furnished  the  following  list  of 
projects  prepared  under  the  forementioned  cir- 
cumstances by  the  Chairman  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioners to  be  carried  out  and  charged  to  the 
$1,000,000  appropriation:

This  intention  is  the  basis 
of  the  ¥200,000  transfer  order  now  before  you.

If  this  proposal  is  authorized  it  will  mean  an 
annual  city  pay  roll  increase  amounting  approxi- 
mately to  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars.  It  will 
mean  133  new  positions  added  to  the  present  roster 
of  city  employees.  Additionally,  it  will  mean 
a  new  supplies  item  of  $56,116  this  year  and 
probably  as  high  as  $100,000  in  later  years  in  the 
maintenance  account  of  the  city. 

In  other  words,  without  effect  at  all  on  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  spent  regularly 
through  other  departments  in  the  name  of  recrea- 
tion, this  is  another  prospective  $350,000  cost  of 
recreation  to  be  included  in  the  tax  bill. 

The  Finance  Commission  recognizes  that  the 
need  of  funds  to  carry  out  a  public  recreation 
program  in  a  city  with  the  complexities  of  Boston 
cannot  be  a  small  item;  but  in  the  Strayer  Survey 
of  the  Public  Schools  two  eminent  specialists  in 
the  field  of  physical  education  reported  serious 
shortcomings  in  the  present  administration  of 
recreation  in  the  City  of  Boston.  (Vol.  VI., 
chapter  14,  pages  773-778.)  A  careful  reading 
of  this  material  is  strongly  recommended  to  the 
multiplicity  of  agencies  now  literally  worrying  this 
subject  of  recreation  in  a  mad  scramble  for  au- 
thority to  operate  recreational  programs. 

Whether  or  not  the  Recreation  Board  can  do 
more  in  the  field  than  study,  plan,  recommend  anil 
advise  the  other  departments  which  for  years 
past  have  administered  recreation  is  a  question 
for  the  Law  Department  of  the  city  to  determine. 
Now  the  other  agencies  all  dispute  the  right  of 
the  new  board  to  administer.  It  is  plain  to  any 
who  read  the  act  of  1943  that  the  board  has  no 
place  to  promote  recreation  in  any  form  unless 
the  other  departments  yield,  one  or  all,  their  play 
spaces  to  them. 

Unless  there  is  some  sort  of  agreement  worked 

out  among  these  various  agencies,  the  net  result, 
of  the  legislation  obtained  will  be  that  there  will 
be  five  agencies  promoting  recreation  instead 
of  the  four  which  led  the  Legislature  to  provide 
opportunity  for  a  central  organization  of  the 
work. 

This  situation  should  not  be  tolerated.  The 
Finance  Commission  recommends  that  order  be 
brought-  out  of  this  chaos  before  any  further 
authorization  of  expenditure  or  commitment  is 
permitted  for  any  purpose.  No  action  should  be 
taken  on  the  $200,000  transfer  order  which  is  now 
before  you.  To  use  this  large  segment  of  a 
$1,000,000  appropriation  which  was  made  osten- 
sibly for  recreation  for  the  youth  of  Boston  in 
order  to  set.  up  a  new  department  of  133  em- 
ployees and  an  additional  annual  pay  toll  of 
$250,000  is  a  misuse  of  municipal  funds.  At  best 
the  new  department  will  be  a  duplication  of  the 
present  recreational  activities  of  both  the  Park 
Department  and  the  School  Department. 

No  plan    for   recreational   activity    has  yet    been 

produced  by  the  Hoard  of  Recreation  and  until 
such  a  plan  has  been  submitted  and  accepted  any 

appropriation  for  the  board  beyond  a  small  sum 
for  office  expenses  is  neither  good  business  judg- 
ment nor  legal  under  the  act  cif  1943.

Coun.  RUSSO  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  all  department  heads  to  be  at 
their  offices  every  Monday  between  the  hours  of 
two  and  five  p.  m.  so  that  they  may  be  available 
fur  summons  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
City  Council,  to  present  information  in  connection 
with  orders  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  in  presenting 
this  order  I  wish  to  first  state  that  it  is  not  directed 
to  any  one  man  in  particular.

It  seems  to  me,  and  it 
has  been  the  experience  for  the  past  six  years, 
that  at  some  time  or  other  when  the  Council  calls 
on  some  one  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  in 
our  executive  meetings  we  have  not  been  able  to 
get  them  when  requested.

DWYER— Mr.  President,  I  file  this 
order  in  the  best  interests,  in  my  opinion,  of  the 
welfare  of  the  entire  citizenry  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  don't  mean  it  for  those  sick,  our  poor 
unfortunates  who  are  in  the  hospital  today,  alone, 
but  I  mean  it  for  the  members  of  this  Council 
and  the  entire  population  of  the  City  of  Boston 
who,  I  know,  are  heartily  in  favor  of  having  a 
hospital,  a  good  hospital,  and  having  it  run  right. 
\inl  I  say  to  you,  sir,  it  has  come  to  my  attention 
lately  that  certain  shocking  facts  have  happened 
in  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  I  think  it  is  time, 
Mr.  President,  to  stop  right  now  doctors  —  I 
don't  know  whet  her  they  are  good  doctors  or  not- — 
who  criticize  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  who  are  trying  to  do  their  best  for  the 
poor  unfortunates  who  are  in  there,  the  doctors 
who  countermand,  sir,  the  orders  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  i  he  Hospital,  (he  doctors  who  counter- 
mand the  head  of  their  service.  And  I  say  to 
you,  sir,  that  1  had,  Mr.  President,  this  week 
or  last  week  the  opportunity  of  going  to  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  with  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital 
Committee  of  our  Council.  And,  in  a  ward,  sir, 
the  entire  ward  told  that  gentleman  and  myself 
that  a  doctor  who  had  only  recently  interviewed 
a  patient  that  was  on  the  danger  list  one  night 
said  that  the  next  night  he  should  be  discharged. 
And  after  knowing  that  that  man  was  seriously  ill 
and  on  the  danger  list  for  some  days,  I  took  it 
upon  myself  to  interest  the  chairman  of  tin-  Hos- 
pital Committee  along  with  myself,  sir,  and  I  he 
superintendent's  office  of  the  hospital  ordered 
him  kept  in  there.  And  when  that  duel  or,  so  called, 
ordered  him  out,  he  said  that  oo  politicians  were 
running  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  And,  sir.  I 
Could  go  OD  and  on  with  facts  of  what  happened 
there,  and  1  say.  sir.  that   Councilor  Russo's  order 

is  a  great  order,  because  I  myself  tried  to  get  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Citj  Hospital  for  eight 
dais  and  couldn't  get  him  iii  his  office,  or  he  didn't 
call  me.

Coun  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— The  order  is  a  very 
good  one.  The  management  of  the  hospital  have 
been  lacking  in  their  duties  to  the  public,  as  a 
whole  in  the  past  several  years.  They  have  been 
catering  to  a  select  few.  If  you  are  not  "in." 
well,  it  is  just  too  bad  for  anyone  to  try  to  inter- 
cede for  in  t  he  line  of  your  duty  as  a  City  Councilor. 
The  sponsor  of  the  order  stated  thai  he  tried  to 
contact  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  for 
eight  days.  I  have  been  trying  to  get  hold  of  him 
for  eight  weeks.  I  finally  reached  him,  and  I 
had  to  say  that  it  was  the  Mayor's  office,  John 
Foley  calling.  That  was  the  only  way  I  could 
reach  Doctor  Manary  of  the  City  Hospital.  It 
is  high  time  Doctor  Manary  was  removed  from  his 
office  and  a  competent  man  put  in  his  place.  He 
has  interfered  in  other  departments.  Something 
that  was  never  heard  of  before,  something  that 
goes  on  in  the  City  Hospital,  that  does  go  on  in 
Mattapan.  But  it  all  depends  who  the  person 
is  who  is  involved.  Doctor  Manary  just  a  few 
short  years  ago  was  asked  to  be  removed  from 
the  hospital  by  a  former  colleague  of  ours,  and 
yvhat  happened  then  I  don't  know.  Conditions 
did  improve  for  a  short  time,  but  they  are  worse 
now  than  they  were  then.  I  hope  that  the  com- 
mittee that  makes  this  investigation  will  make  a 
further  investigation  and  not  let  the  trustees 
when  they  go  up  there  buttonhole  them  and  take 
tin  in  into  different  tunnels,  like  has  been  done  in 
the  past.  I  am  telling  you  gentlemen  from  ex- 
perience—  I  told  you  here  before,  but  I  am  telling 
the  new  councilors —  that  the  last  investigation 
that  was  made  in  the  hospital  was  two  years  ago. 
and  we  had  several  new  members  in  the  Body  then. 
I  fold  them  before  they  went  in  just  what  would 
happen  to  them,  that  Doctor  Manary  would  grab 
them  and  go  down  one  tunnel,  and  the  trustee; 
would  grab  an  individual  councilor  and  shoot  off 
another  way.  And  the  result  is  you  make  no 
investigation.  All  you  do  is  have  a  "chinfest ." 
I  say  Io  the  Council  that  may  go  up  there,  don't 
let  the  trustees  separate  you.  That  is  their 
method,  and  you  will  find  plenty  of  trouble  there. 
I  hope  this  does  go  to  committee,  and  that  the 
committee  will  do  a  thorough  job.

OPINION  ON   SIXTY-DAI    ORDERS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

Dear  Mr.  Doyle, — In  your  letter  of  May  19, 
1945,  you  -late  that  on  March  20,  1945,  his  Honor 
the     Mayor    presented    to    the    City     Council,    by 

filing  the  same  with  you,  an  ordinance  relative  to 

the  reorganization  of  (he  City  Planning  Board, 
and  y  on  request  my  opinion  whether  said  ordinance 
will  be  in  force  as  if  adopted  by  the  City  Council, 
if  it  is  not  rejected  by  the  City  Council  within 
sixty  days  from  said  March  26,  1945.  Your 
request  is  based  upon  the  omission,  from  the 
Mayor's  accompanying  message,  of  the  words  "I 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
ordinance,"  which  have  customarily;   been  used  in 

such  cases  in  the  past. 

In  connection  with  youi   request,  consideration 

has  been  given  to  the  language  of  the  pertinent 
provisions  of  section  2  of  the  city  Charter  (Stat. 
19(19,  chapter  186,  as  amended),  to  the  contents 
of  the  Mayor's  message  accompanying  the  pro- 
i "  ised  ordinance,  to  the  general  rules  of  law  govern- 
ing the  enactment  of  ordinances,  and,  to  some 
extent,  to  considerations  of  public  policy  so  far 
as  the  same  may  be  involved.  Other  Massachu- 
setts statutes  and  cases  and  other  legal  materials 
in  this  and  other  jurisdictions  have  been  examined. 
Based  upon  such  consideration  ami  examination 
it  is  my  opinion  that,  while  the  matter  admits 
of  doubt,  the  proposed  ordinance  would  not  be 
in  force  if  not  rejected  by  the  City  Council  within 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  its  filing.  And  in 
view  of  the  grave  consequences  that  might  flow 
therefrom,  I  believe  that  the  very  existence  of 
the  doubt  is  sufficient  warrant  for  action  by  the 
Mayor  or  the  City  Council  respectively  to  with- 
draw or  reject  the  same  without  prejudice  to  its 
re-presentation. 

Stat.  1909,  chapter  486,  section  2  as  amended 
provides  as  follows  so  fai  as  material  hereto: 

"Sect.  2.  The  mayor  from  time  to  time 
may  make  to  the  city  council  in  the  form  of  an 
ordinance  or  loan  order  filed  with  the  city  clerk 
such  recommendations  other  than  for  school  pur- 
poses as  he  may  deem  (o  be  for  the  welfare  of 
the  city.  The  city  council  shall  consider  each 
ordinance  or  loan  order  presented  by  the  mayor 
and  shall  either  adopt  or  reject  the  same  within 
sixty  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  filed  as 
aforesaid:  J/  the  said  ordinance  or  loan  order  is 
not  rejected  within  said  sixty  days  it  shall  be 
in  force  as  if  adopted  by  the  city  council  unless  pre- 
viously witfidrawn  by  the  mayor.  Nothing  herein 
shall  prevent  the  mayor  from  again  presenting 
an  ordinance  or  loan  order  which  has  been 
rejected  or  withdrawn."      (Emphasis  supplied.) 

The  foregoing  section  does  not  specify  the 
language  which  the  Mayor  must  use  in  presenting 
an  ordinance  in  order  for  the  same  to  become  law 
upon  the  lapse  of  sixty  days  without  rejection. 
Hut  obviously,  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the  subject- 
matter  and  the  usual  strict  construction  of  the 
requirements  of  statutes  relative  to  the  enactment 
of  by-laws  and  ordinances,  some  degree  of  formality 
and  precision  must  be  regarded  as  having  been 
contemplated  by  the  Legislature  in  order  for  a 
proposed  ordinance  to  beci i me  law  upon  the  mere 
lapse  of  time.  It  cannot  be  supposed  that  the 
Legislature  intended  that  c\ei\  ordinance  pre- 
sented by  the  Mayor  should  become  law  upon  the 
lap   '    ol  sixty    days,  regardless   of  the  language  used 

in   presenting  the  same.     For  example,  a   Mayor 

might  present  an  ordinance  with  a  positive  request 
tin  its  passage,  with  a  definite  recominendat  ion  of 
its  passage,  with  a  mere  statement  that  he  believes 
its  merits  should  ln^  considered  and  that  it  be 
adopted  or  rejected  as  the  Council  see  fit,  or.  in 
with  (he  advice  that  ii  be  rejected  (for 
example,  in  a  oase  where  he  has  presented  the 
ordinance  solely  at  (he  instance  of  interested  citi- 
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■ens).  In  my  opinion  i In-  Mayor  ha-  the  power 
and  authority  to  submit  an  ordinance  in  any  of 
these  ways,  but  it  is  my  opinion  also  thai  an 
ordinance  presented  by  the  .Mayor  will  m 
law  upon  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  without 
rejection  by  the  City  Council,  unless  presented 
with  a  clear  requi  immendation  tliat  it  be 

in  the  form  presented. 

While  no  particulai   form  of  words  is  required 
In   this  connection,   the   presentation   must 
lively  contain  two  elements:    (a)  s  recommenda- 
tion of  the  subject-matter;    (6)  a  recommendation 
that  the  ordinance  in  that  particular  form. 

Otherwise,  tin-  question  of  whethei  the  ordinance 
diil  or  did  not  become  law  would  remain  open  to 
constant  surmise  and  conjecture. 

Turning  now  to  the  language  of  the   M 
accompanying  message)  the  concluding  two  para- 
graphs are  as  foil 

"In  order  that  the  problem  of  revitalizin) 
city  may  be  approached  in  an  efficient  manner 
I  propose  the  establishing  of  a  new  City  Planning 
Board  comprised  of  fifteen  members.  It  will  be 
the  duty  of  this  new  Board  to  correlate  and 
coordinate  all  plans  for  a  bettei  Boston  and 
from  time  to  time  to  make  definite  recommenda- 
tions which  after  approval,  will  he  submitted  to 
youl  Honorable  Body. 

In  order  that  this  may  be  accomplished,  I 
submit  for  yuu  companyjng 

ordinance."     (Emphasis  supplied.) 

While  these  words  clearly  evince  a  strong  in- 
terest on  the  Mayor's  pail  in  the  siibject-mattei 
of  the  accompanying  ordinance,  reasonable  men 
might  differ  as  to  the  exact  meaning  thereof,  with 
reference  to  the  question  of  whether  they  consti- 
tute a  recommendation  of  passage  of  the  ordinance 
in  the  exact  form  submitted 

One  yiew  would  he  that  according  to  the  or- 
dinary usage  of  the  English  language,  the  words 
are  clearly  calculated,  as  a  matter  of  substance,  to 
recommend  passage. 

The  second  yiew  is  that  the  word  "propose" 
falls  short  of  " recommending "  and  that  the  word 
"submit"  falls  considerably  short  thereof,  and 
that  the  language  used  fails  clearly  and  unmistak- 
ably to  recommend  passage  of  the  ordinance  in 
that  form. 

Certain  it  is  that  if  this  were  a  loan  order  instead 
of  an  ordinance,  bond  counsel  would  not  advise 
their  clients  to  lend  money  on  the  strength  of  the 
words  actually  employed.  It  was  early  recognized 
after  the  adoption  of  the  charter  that  the  form  of 
presentation  of  an  ordinance  was  of  great  im- 
portance and  it  has  been  the  practice  from  that 
time  to  use  the  words  "I  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  ordinance." 

While  the  considerations  which  follow  are  not 
exclusively  legal  in  their  nature,  I  am  bound  to 
state  that  public  officials  and  members  of  the 
public  generally  ought  not  to  be  left  in  doubt  as 
to  the  legal  existence  or  non-existence  of  an  or- 
dinance. On  the  other  hand,  to  treat  the  ordinance 
as  not  coming  into  force  upon  the  mere  lapse  of 
sixty  days  leaves  it  open  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council  to  give  that  further  consideration  to 
the  proposed  ordinance,  including  any  desired 
amendments  thereto,  as  may  be  appropriate

STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILOR  HANNON. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  the  statutes 
are  so  worded  that  some  ordinances  recommended 
to  this  Body  become  effective  if  they  are  not  re- 
jected or  approved  within  sixty  days  by  action  of 
the  City  Council.  Sixty  days  ago,  approximately, 
an  ordinance  was  submitted  to  us  relative  to  the 
Planning  Board,  and  since  that  time  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  has  made  every 
reasonable  effort  to  get  the  members  of  this  com- 
mittee together.  It  was  called  to  his  attention 
Friday  that  the  sixty-day  period  would  elapse  if 
no  report  were  brought  in  by  today.  Through  the 
good  offices  of  the  City  Clerk,  an  opinion  was 
sought  from  the  Law  Department  as  to  whether 
or  not  this  ordinance  was  of  such  a  nature  and  the 
message  of  the  Mayor  was  so  worded  that  this 
ordinance  would  become  effective  because  of  lack 
of  action  by  the  City  Council.  Now  we  have  re- 
ceived an  opinion  from  the  Law  Department.  I 
called  a  meeting  of  the  committee  for  this  morning. 
There  are  five  members  on  this  committee.  This 
morning,  once  again,  only  two  members  appeared, 
the  presiding  officer  here  and  the  chairman  of  the 
committee.  Fortunately,  the  opinion  of  the  Law 
Department  states  that,  in  its  opinion,  this  or- 
dinance as  promulgated  or  sent  to  us  by  the  Mayor 
is  not  worded  in  such  fashion  that  it  becomes  law 
after  sixty  days  because  of  lack  of  action  of  the 
City  Council.  But  it  is  a  dangerous  situation.  And 
I  think,  in  making  a  report  to  this  committee,  that 
members  of  the  Conned  should  attend  these  com- 
mittee meetings.  The  chairman  can't  do  it  all  and 
yet  the  responsibility  is  on  the  chairman.  I  think 
we  ought  to  have  courage  enough  to  make  a  thing 
law  by  positive  action  or  throw  it  out  by  positive 
action.  I  don't  believe  in  a  thing  becoming  law 
merely  because  the  members  here  don't,  show  up. 
Fortunately,  as  I  say,  the  opinion  of  the  Law  De- 
partment this  time  states  that  this  ordinance  was 
not  worded  in  such  a  fashion  it  became  law  because 
of  our  non-activity,  but  I  think  our  duty  here  is  to 
show  up  and  take  some  action  on  these  things. 
Four  or  five  times  we  have  had  attempted  meet- 
ings, and  there  hasn't  been  a  quorum.  The  onus 
and  burden  rests  on  the  chairman,  and  I  don't 
want  it  to  rest  on  my  shoulders,  because  I  show  up 
at  every  meeting.  As  I  say,  we  benefit  today  by 
the  opinion  of  the  Law  Department,  but  even  that 
opinion  is  couched  in  words  of  doubt.  And  I  am 
reporting  as  chairman  of  the  committee  that  the 
committee  has  made  every  honest  effort  to  have 
a  committee  meeting  to  take  some  action  on  this 
matter.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  an  order  for  the 
sale,  at  public  auction,  of  the  old  Convalescent 
Home  land  on  Dorchester  avenue,  Dorchester 
Lower  Mills,  for  an  upset  price  of  $7,500. 

This  property  is  desirably  located  for  residential 
use,  and  its  sale  by  the  city,  and  its  subsequent 
development,  should  result  in  over  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  of  new  taxable  properties. 


The  property  is  no  longer  needed  for  any  public 

purpose  and  should  be  disposed  of,  in  my  opinion. 

f,n  home  development  sites.  It  is  my  belief  that, 
the  time  is  advantageous  for  the  city  to  dispose  of 
this  property  in  view  of  the  current  and  prospective 
demands  for  home  development  sites. 

Some  three  years  ago  this  property  was  appraised 
by  a  competent  real  estate  appraiser  for  ten 
thousand  dollars.  At  the  time  of  the  appraisal  the 
area  was  thought  to  contain  approximately  forty 
thousand  more  feet  of  land,  in  the  most  desirable 
section  of  the  area.  In  addition,  at  that  time, 
there  was  a  building  on  the  area,  since  destroyed 
by  fire,  which  had  a  salvage  value  of  approximately 
fifteen  hundred  dollars.  Because  of  these  circum- 
stances, it  is  thought  that  a  fair  price  for  this  land 
at  the  present  time  should  be  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $7,500.  As  I  understand  it,  considerable 
blasting  and  grading  must  be  done  before  this 
piece  of  land  can  be  made  adaptable  for  home  sites. 

It  will  inure  to  the  city's  benefit  if  parcels  of 
land  of  this  character,  no  longer  needed  for  any 
public  purpose,  are  sold  to  private  parties  for 
development  purposes.  The  city  is  in  need  of 
additional  revenues,  which  will  be  forthcoming  in 
substantial  measure  if  unused  parcels  of  land  of 
this  nature  are  developed  with  private  resources.

FINANCE  COMMISSION  REPORT  ON  LOAN 
FOR   NEW   CHRONIC    HOSPITAL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  May  24,  1945. 
The  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, —  Two  months  ago  the  Finance 
Commission  recommended  to  your  Honorable 
Body  that  a  $6,500,000  loan  order  submitted  by 
Mayor  Kerrigan  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
chronic  hospital  in  Boston  be  defeated.  Inas- 
much as  the  commission  argued  in  that  communi- 
cation that  a  new  hospital  was  necessary  and 
should  be  constructed,  the  recommendation  that 
this  particular  loan  order  be  defeated  naturally 
meant  "without  prejudice."  The  commission 
then  believed  that  adequate  engineering  study  and 
scientific  determination  of  exactly  what  to  do  in 
this  situation  had  not  been  made,  and  that  there 
was  no  sound  basis  for  an  appropriation  of  the  par- 
ticular amount  recommended.  In  other  words,  to 
rush  in  to  the  Council  a  loan  order  to  provide  for 
some  construction  without  a  definite  plan  having 
been  made,  or  a  determination  of  exactly  where 
the  new  hospital  would  be  erected,  or  of  what  it 
should  contain,  was  the  wrong  approach  to  the 
solution  of  the  problem. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  the  situation 
has  not  changed  since  that,  earlier  communication, 
except  that  one  of  your  own  subcommittees  has 
taken  a  stand  definitely  against  removal  of  the 
Long  Island  institution  to  the  mainland.  Among 
the  others  with  responsibility  in  the  matter,  there 
is  still  a  shifting  of  opinion  back  and  forth  as  to 
where  and  what  should  be  done  to  relieve  a  bad 
situation.     There  is  still  no  definite  plan. 

The  commission,  therefore,  believes  the  loan 
order  now  before  you  appropriating  ¥2,500,000  for 
construction  of  a  chronic  hospital,  which  originated 
in  your  subcommittee,  should  be  defeated  as  was 
the  Mayor's  loan  order  for  $6,500,000.  Neither 
order  is  based  on  a  thorough  understanding  of  all 
it  involves. 


This  situation  at  Long  Island  has  been  on  the 
agenda  of  the  Finance  Commission  for  mans  j  i  a 
Numerous  reports  have  been  made  in  regard  to  om 
feature  of  it  or  another.  The  commission's  repre- 
sentatives actually  have  a  longer  acquaintance 
with  the  operation  and  management  of  this  insti 
tution  than  any  other  officials  now  in  the  oitj 
set  vice.  The  Finance  Commission,  therefore, 
knows  fully  as  well  as  any  others  how  necessary  it 
is  to  make  an  early  decision  as  to  what  is  to  become 
of  the  institution:  and  also  how  necessary  it  is  to 
develop  a  comprehensive  plan  in  accordance  with 
that  decision  and  begin  work  on  it. 

This  institution  was  established  at  Long  Island 
in  the  late  80's,  the  site  having  been  purchased  in 
1885.  The  erection  of  one  building  began  soon 
thereafter  with  an  original  appropriation  of 
$80,000.  the  intention  being  to  consolidate  in  this 
one  institution  all  the  municipal  pauper  institu- 
tions of  that  day,  of  which  there  were  many. 
Since  that  time  the  institution  has  become  also  a 
chronic  hospital  and  has  been  expanded,  one  build- 
ing at  a  time,  until  it  now  contains  twenty-nine 
separate  structures.  Many  of  them  were  built  at 
a  time  when  fire  protection  was  an  afterthought  to 
construction  and  meant  only  hose  reels  placed 
here  and  there  to  be  used  in  an  emergency. 

In  the  expansion  of  the  institution  a  new  build- 
ing was  planned  and  constructed  only  when  an  old 
building  became  overcrowded.  Usually  it  became 
a  unit  separate  and  distinct  from  any  others  pre 
viously  constructed.  There  never  was  an  intelli- 
gent preliminary  study  of  possible  future  develop- 
ment and  needs.  There  is  none  now,  yet  your 
subcommittee's  order  is  intended  to  provide  a 
400-bcd  chronic  hospital.  The  only  basis  for  the 
$2,500,000  figure  is  that  the  City  Hospital  super- 
intendent stated  in  a  conference  on  the  matter  in 
the  Mayor's  office  that  the  going  rate  of  cost  of 
hospitals  is  about  $5,000  per  bed  to  be  provided. 
Your  subcommittee  multiplied  400  beds  by  $5,000 
and  than  added  a  half-million  more.  This  extra 
half-million  was  recognition  that  cost  of  construc- 
tion will  be  greater  on  Long  Island  than  would  be 
the  case  if  the  institution  were  constructed  on  the 
mainland.  Nevertheless,  this  method  of  deter- 
mining an  important  need  is  not  commendable. 

It  would  be  well  for  the  City  Council  first  to 
consider  the  situation  with  regard  to  the  number 
of  patients  which  now  need  hospitalization. 
The  average  daily  hospital  population  at  Long 
Island  is  now  near  450.  Within  two  years  it 
was  nearer  600.  The  Institutions  Commissioner 
told  a  Mayor's  conference  that  there  were  then 
more  than  100  names  on  a  waiting  list  of  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  the  hospital.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital 
told  the  same  Mayor's  conference  that  there 
were  then  200  chronic  patients  in  the  City  Hospital 
and  that  a  number  more  were  pressing  for  admis- 
sion. The  hospital  needed  relief  from  this  type 
of  case  because,  he  stated,  each  such  case  in  the 
City  Hospital  means  one  less  bed  for  patients 
with  acute  sickness. 

From  these  figures  it  can  be  seen  that  the  imme- 
diate problem  is  to  take  care  of  over  800  chronic 
patients. 

According  to  the  best  information  available, 
costs  are  33  J  per  cent  greater  at  Long  Island  than 
on  the  mainland.  This  means  not  only  33',  pel 
cent  greater  in  original  construction,'  but  the 
same  extra  percentage  in  cost  of  supplies  and 
materials  for  maintenance.  It  means  also  a  sub- 
stantial extra  per  cent  in  personnel  cost  because  a 
greater  number  of  employees  will  be  necessary  to 
operate  the  institution  on  the  island  than  would  be 
necessary  on  the  mainland  to  insure  having  enough 
at  all  times 

The  city  lias  had  the  expert  opinion  of  all  the 
doctors  and  all  the  administrators  who  previously 
held  ofliee  at  Long  Island  that  the  chronic  hospital 
docs  not.  belong  there.     In  the  face  of  this  volume 

<'f    expert     o| n.     the    Finance    Commission    is 

reluctant   to   accept,  any   other. 

This  hospital,  like  most  hospitals,  must  depend 
to  a.  great  extent  on  the  services  of  physicians 
and    others    who    will    give   service    gratuitously, 

In    peace  oi    war  it  has  been  difficult    to  obtain  an 

adequate  supply  for  Long  Island.  For  instance, 
there  has  not  been  a  surgeon  at  the  Island  hospital 
in  almost  two  years,  The  superintendent,  who 
ihiu  happens  to  be  a  medical  doctor,  but  who 
must  perform  in  many  other  capacities  also,  is 
the  only  surgeon  available  to  about  500  bed  cases, 

and  almost  500  more  custodial  eases      Foi    \,

The    facilities    are    there    and    in    good    condition, 
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but  busy  doctors  «iii  nut  give  up  practically  a

\  viaduct  from  squantum  baa  been  proposed 
Mini  planned  as  a  substitute  for  an  uncertain  boat 
service  t<>  tin'  Island.  Conceivably  this  can  reduce 
the  tune  it  takes  to  reach  tlie  Island  by  other 
means  Nevertheless,  a  committee  of  the  medical 
staff  of  the  hospital  has  said  that  this  particular 
Baring  in  time  will  have  little  effect  on  the  present 
difficulty  of  obtaining  adequate  medical,  surgical 
and  nursing"  service  for  Long  Island.  There 
are  other  more  serious  objections  than  the  time  it 
to  reach  there. 
Whatever  the  final  decision  may  be,  repairs  of 
many  kinds  are  immediately  necessary  at  Look 
Island.  Whether  a  new  institution  is  built  on  the 
mainland  or  on  Long  Island,  the  completion  of  it 
and  the  actual  use  of  it  is  a  long  way  off.  Defcr- 
rinn  improvement  of  existing  dangerous  condi- 
tions until  that  time  is  gambling  with  fate.  The 
recent  condemnation  by  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner of  many  conditions  at  the  island  is  only 
one  more  in  a  continuing  number  of  complaints 
of  the  physical  condition  of  the  plant.  In  many 
respects,  some  of  the  buildings  most  relied  on  are 
distinctly  not  what  they  should  be  in  an  insti- 
tution housing  invalid  patients  anywhere;  particu- 
larly not  what  they  should  be  on  an  island  in  the 
harbor. 

The  commission  does  not  hold  the  present 
management  in  any  degree  responsible  for  the 
conditions  of  which  complaint  is  now  made. 
The  present  superintendent  and  the  meager  perma- 
nent staff  of  employees  he  now  has  available  are 
entitled  to  the  thanks  of  patients  and  taxpayers 
alike  for  their  untiring  efforts  to  carry  on  under  the 
greatest  difficulties.  On  a  recent  inspection  the 
Finance  Commission  found  that  the  housekeeping 
of  the  institution  was  remarkably  well  done, 
that  the  morale  of  the  patients  was  excellent, 
that  patients  and  official  personnel  had  a  mutual 
feeling  of  respect  for  and  confidence  in  each  other. 
The  present  superintendent  is  entitled  to  better 
financial  support  and  facilities  than  he  has  ever 
been  given  in  order  that  the  important  work  of 
this  institution  can  be  accomplished.  He  is 
entitled  to  a  quick  and  final  decision  as  to  where 
the  Long  Island  Hospital  is  to  be  placed,  and  to 
be  able  to  have  a  complete  program  developed, 
in  which  his  ideas  will  be  given  due  consideration, 
before  any  construction  loan  is  voted. 

It  is  within  the  province  of  the  Mayor,  in  whom 
the  City  Charter  places  all  administrative  respon- 
sibility, to  determine,  after  proper  study,  where 
the  chronic  hospital  should  be  located.  There- 
fore it  is  his  duty  to  sponsor  a  professional  study 
of  the  matter  by  unbiased  experts,  pending  which 
no  construction  loan  should  be  voted.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  MAYORS 

COMMITTEE      FOR      JUVENILE      DE- 
VELOPMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 
The  Mayor's  Committee  for  Juvenile  Development , 

May  23,  1945. 
The  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen. — On  May  10,  1945,  the  Finance 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  placed  before 
you  a  document  relative  to  the  Mayor's  transfer 
order  of  $200,000  from  the  Park  Department  to 
the  Recreation  Board. 

The  document  states  that  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion "desires  to  place  before  you  certain  facts  in 
relation  to  the  present  planning  for  public  recrea- 
tion." 

In  that  the  Finance  Commission  recommends 
that  the  transfer  should  not  be  approved  and  in 
that  the  Committee  for  Juvenile  Development 
believes  that  the  order  should  be  approved,  we 
wish  to  point  out  to  your  Honorable  Body  certain 
discrepancies  and  contradictions  in  the  Finance 
Commission's  recommendations. 

The  document  reads,  in  part,  as  follows:  ".  .  . 
there  being  now  on  your  calendar  an  order  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor  providing  a  $200,000 
appropriation  for  expenditure  by  the  newly 
created  Board  of  Recreation." 

We  wish  to  recall  to  the  Council  that  there  was 
no  new  appropriation  recommended. 

On  page  5,  in  speaking  of  the  Committee  for 
Juvenile  Development,  the  document  states:  "It 
was  created  by  the  Mayor  by  Executive  Act  on 
March  16,  1945." 

This  committee  was  created  on  February  24, 
1945,  before  the  transfer  order  was  submitted. 

In  speaking  of  the  $200,000  transfer  order  the 
document  states:  "If  this  proposal  is  authorized 
it  will  mean  an  annual  city  pay  roll  increase 
amounting  approximately  to  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars.  It  will  mean  133  new  positions  added  to 
the  present  roster  of  city  employees.  Additionally, 
it  will  mean  a  new  supplies  item  of  $56,116  this 
year  and  probably  as  high  as  $100,000  in  later 
years  in  the  maintenance  account  of  the  city. 

"  In  other  words,  without  effect  at  all  on  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  spent  regularly 
through  other  departments  in  the  name  of  recrea- 
tion, this  is  another  prospective  $350,000  cost  of 
recreation  to  be  included  in  the  tax  bill." 

The  $200,000  which  was  made  a  basis  for  the 
transfer  order  has  already  been  appropriated  and 
will  be  spent  during  the  ensuing  year  either  by  the 
Park  Department  or  by  the  Recreation  Board. 
There  is  no  additional  cost  to  the  city  of  $350,000 
nor  to  the  city  of  $200,000.  It  does  take  from  the 
Park  Department  $200,000  which  could  be  well 
expended  by  that  department  and  it  does  expend 
the  $200,000  under  the  Recreation  Board  as 
follows: 

Salaries $143,883  77 

Supplies 56,116  23 

The  two  items  obviously  have  been  drawn  lo 
the  scale  of  the  $200,000  appropriation. 

As  for  the  continuing  expense  to  the  city  this 
committee  sees  no  reason  for  duplicate  expendi- 
tures between  departments  in  a  properly  integrated 
program  for  recreation. 

In  view  of  the  drastic  need  of  reconditioning  the 
present  park  and  playground  system,  and  in  view 
of  the  need  of  a  properly  supervised  recreation 
program,  this  committee  recommends  that  there 
be  no  expenditure  for  any  new  athletic  buildings 
at  this  time.  We  would  recommend  the  removal 
of  the  following  items  from  the  Park  Commission's 
plans: 
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From  the  Boston  Common  Playground,  the  new 
building  item  amounting  to  $15,000 

From  the  Charlesbank  Playground  in  the  West 
End,  the  new  field  house  appropriation  of  $30,000. 

From  the  Columbus  Park,  South  Boston,  pro- 
gram, the  new  district  foreman's  building  amount- 
ing to  $10,000. 

From  the  L  Street  Bath  House,  the  new  solarium 
for  women  amounting  to  $40,000. 

From  the  Marine  Park,  South  Boston,  the  new 
bandstand  amounting  to  $25,000. 

From  the  Ross  Playground  in  Hyde  Park,  the 
new  field  house  appropriation  of  $30,000. 

These  savings  would  total  $150,000.  We  would 
question  the  $30,000  appropriation  for  Lomasney 
Park  and  the  $20,000  appropriation  for  the  Walker 
Playground  in  Mattapan,  in  that  both  of  these 
appropriations  are  essentially  for  new  development 
rather  than  reconditioning.  If  these  two  enlarge- 
ments were  deleted,  the  $200,000  would  be  trans- 
ferred without  cutting  down  on  any  of  the  re- 
equipping  of  the  playgrounds  as  now  contemplated. 

On  page  11  of  the  document  the  Finance  Com- 
mission states:  "To  use  this  large  segment  of  a 
$1,000,000  appropriation  which  was  made  osten- 
sibly for  recreation  foi  the  use  of  Boston  in  order 
to  set  up  a  new  department  of  133  employees  and 
an  additional  annual  pay  roll  of  $250,000  is  a  misuse 
of  municipal  funds." 

The  Mayor  made  his  transfer  order  after  he  had 
received  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  for 
.Juvenile  Development  which  incorporated  with  its 
recommendation  one  from  the  Citizens  Committee 
for  Recreation  and  Playgrounds  (Mrs.  Moses 
Williams,  Chairman)  and  which  recommendations 
were  that  the  supervision  of  the  playground  system 
be  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Recreation  Board,  and 
that  the  Recreation  Board  be  empowered  to  install 
a  properly  integrated  system  of  recreation,  together 
with  a  properly  supervised  program  under  com- 
petently trained  directors.  To  accomplish  this 
Mrs.  Williams'  committee  recommended  a  transfer 
from  the  Park  Department  appropriation. 

Before  offering  the  transfer  order,  the  Mayor 
discussed  our  recommendations  with  members  of 
this  committee  and  approved  the  recommenda- 
tions. In  order  to  carry  the  recommendations  into 
effect,  he  offered  the  transfer  order.  At  no  time 
was  there  an  endeavor  to  misuse  municipal  funds, 
but  a  clean-cut  endeavor  to  carry  into  effect  the 
recommendations  of  the  investigating  body  which 
the  Mayor  had  appointed. 

On  page  11  of  the  Finance  Commission's  docu- 
ment there  appears  the  following  quotation:  "No 
plan  for  recreational  activities  has  yet  been  pio- 
duced  by  the  Board  of  Recreation  and  until  such 
plan  is  submitted  and  accepted  any  appropriation 
for  the  Board  beyond  a  small  sum  for  office  expenses 
is  neither  good  business  judgment  nor  legal  under 
the  Acts  of  1943." 

In  section  3  of  chapter  451  in  the  Acts  of  1943  the 
following  words  appear:  "Appropriations  for  the 
board  shall  be  made  therefore  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  city  departments  of  said  city." 
This  is  the  only  qualification  for  any  appropriation 
for  this  Board. 

This  committee  recommends  that  your  Honor- 
able Body  give  approval  to  the  transfer  order  in 
question.    We  do  so  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  Recreation  Board  was  created  by  the 
Legislature  with  the  obvious  hope  of  bringing 
about  an  integrated  recreational  program.  To 
do  so  this  committee  must  have: 

A.  Playgrounds  and  play  areas  placed  under 
its  jurisdiction  by  voluntary  transfer  of  such 
grounds  from  other  departments. 

B.  An  appropriation  witli  which  to  operate 
a  proper  program. 

2.  Chapter  451  of  the  Acts  of  1943,  sections 
6  and  7,  legalizes  the  Recreation  Board  to  operate 
under  authority  delegated  from  other  depart- 
ments. 

3.  Chapter  451,  Acts  of  1943,  section  3,  au- 
thorizes the  type  of  appropriation  requested  in 
this  transfer  order. 

4.  The  approval  of  the  transfer  order  will 
tend  to  alleviate  the  somewhat  chaotic  recre- 
ational situation  complained  of  by  the  Finance 
Commission.

NON-ASSESSMENT    OF    RESIDENTIAL 
PROPERTIES   EVERY   TENTH   YEAR. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  confer  with 
the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Building  Com- 
missioner relative  to  the  non-assessment  of  taxes 
on  residential  properties  every  tenth  year,  and  the 
renovating  of  such  properties  by  the  owners  under 
the  direction  of  the  Building  Department  with  the 
tax-abated  money. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  some  weeks 
ago  I  filed  an  order  here  pertaining  to  the  continued 
depletion,  or  the  continuous  non-repair  of  many 
parcels  of  real  estate,  and  I  think  that  we  have 
reached  that  stage  where  something  must  be  done 
to  insure  the  continued  well-being  of  the  various 
properties  throughout  the  city.  Now,  this  is  only 
a  stab  in  the  dark,  it  is  only  an  attempt  to  get 
something  started,  but  the  thought  has  struck  me 
that  property  owners  of  the  city  who  reside  on  their 
own  properties  might  be  given  an  abatement 
every  tenth  year,  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
city  turn  that  tax  money  into  the  repair  of  their 
property,  I  think  it  would  benefit  the  city,  I 
think  it  would  help  keep  the  property  in  repair,  and 
I  think  it  might  thwart  the  continued  breaking  up 
of  so  many  parcels  of  property.  We  have  to  do 
something,  and  I  think  it  has  got  to  be  about  a 
"fifty-fifty"  proposition.  The  city  has  got  to  do 
something;  the  property  owners  have  got  to  do 
something.  If  every  tenth  year  we  abated  the 
taxes  on  the  properties  in  which  the  people  live, 
and  saw  to  it  that  they  put  that  money  back  into 
the  repair  of  the  property,  I  think  we  would  be 
helping  the  property  owner,  we  would  be  helping 
the  city,  and  I  doubt  very  much  if  we  would  lose 
anv  money. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  councilor  from  Ward  13  if  he  means  to 
abate  the  taxes  on  a  piece  of  property  every  tenth 
year.     Is  that  what  you  have  in  mind? 

Coun.  HANNON— Yes.  The  idea  was,  if  the 
property  is  a  residential  property,  a  piece  of 
property  in  which  the  property  owner  himself 
lives,  and  repairs  are  needed,  that  every  tenth 
year  some  sort  of  abatement  be  given  and  proper 
repairs  be  made  to  the  property  under  the  direction 
of  the  city  officials. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  would 
like  to  ask  Councilor  Hannon  if  he  does  not  think 
this  matter  should  go  to  a  committee. 

Coun.  HANNON— Yes. 

Acting  President  DWYER — What  committee 
would  vou  like  it  to  go  to,  councilor? 

Coun.  HANNON— Public  Welfare,  I  think. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Welfare. 


STUDY   OF   GAELIC   AS   ELECTIVE 
SUBJECT. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
members  of  the  Boston  School  Committee  to  make 
the  study  of  Gaelic  an  elective  subject  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  many  of  the 
boys  coming  back  from  Europe  have  told  us  of  the 
strides  forward  that  are  being  made  towards  the 
restoration  of  Ireland,  and  the  progress  it  is  making 
in  once  again  taking  its  place  among  the  nations 
of  the  world.  Now,  in  the  olden  days  one  of  the 
strongest  languages  of  the  world  was  the  Gaelic 
language.  It  died  out.  Our  forefathers  permitted 
it  to  die  out.  Now  it  is  being  resurrected.  It 
has  to  be  studied  and  spoken  in  the  schools  of 
Ireland.  Most  of  us  here  have  Irish  blood  in  our 
veins.  Other  races  are  demanding  that  their 
native  tongue  be  taught  in  the  schools  of  their 
respective  cities.  Only  the  other  day  I  was  read- 
ing an  article  where  Polish  is  going  to  be  an  elective 
study  in  many  schools  in  this  Commonwealth. 
But  we  in  Boston  are  predominantly  Irish,  and  I 
think  that  our  children,  our  sons  and  daughters, 
should  be  given  the  opportunity  at  their  own 
election  of  studying  the  native  tongue  of  Ireland, 
Gaelic. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

HOSPITAL   DEPARTMENT   OF 
PERSONNEL. 
Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  confer  with 
the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  for  the 
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purpose  of  establishing  a  Department  of  Personnel 
which  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  supervisor 
and  shall  handle  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
employment  of  non-medical  help  m  the  hospitals. 

Conn.  HANNON  Mr,  President,  the  function 
nf  a  director  of  ■  hospital  is  primal  ilj  medical,  and 
u  seems  i"  me  absurd  to  think  that  the  head  of  a 
great    institution  like  our   Boston  City   Hospital, 

Doctor  Manary,  has  to  be  consulted  when  « ■• 

bodj  is  going  to  be  designated  to  do  a  ■»!_>  or  $13 
a  week  job  a*  a  porter  >>i  as  a  boy.  Manx  times  I 
have  done  up  to  tin-  Stan-  House  to  hearings  before 
the  Civil  Set  \  ice  Commission  when  Bome  boy,  who 
is  working  up  there  foi  a  menial  salary,  is  involved 
m  some  difficult)  with  tin-  Civil  Serviee  Commis- 
sioner, and  DoCtO]   Manaiy    has  had  to  he  up  there 

present  the  City  Hospital,  as  the  bead  of  that 

institution.  My  idea  is  that  he  nets  his  salary  for 
being  a  medical  man.  I  think  that  we  ought  to 
take  some  of  the  burden  of  the  help  off  Doctor 
Manary  and  put  it  on  the  shoulders  of  some  man 
up  there  who  can  do  the  job.  We  have  Dan 
Murray  over  in  the  Public  Works  Department. 
who  handles  all  matters  pertaining  to  civil  service 
over   then-,   who   handles   pi  ill    matters 

pertaining  to  personnel  in  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment. I  think  in  the  hospital  it  is  even  more 
important    that   li  the  head  of  that    insti- 

i).  the  head  medical  man.  should  he  a  medical 
man  and  a  medical  man  Only  and  primarily,  and  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  help  should  come  under 
-on,,-  director  of  personnel. 

The  ordei  was  passed  undei  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPORT   OF   COMMUTE?:   ON 
APPROPRIATIONS. 

Coun.  MCCHNICK.  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (referred 
April  30)  for  loan  of  $300,000  for  renovations  in 
Houghton  &  Dutton  building,  and  acceptance  of 
act  authorizing  same — recommending  reference  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
report  of  the  committee.  There  never  was  any 
meeting  as  far  as  I  understand.  The  chairman  of 
the  committee  called  a  meeting  last  Wednesday. 
As  far  as  I  know,  no  meeting  took  place  at  the 
time.  The  chairman  himself  arrived  late.  The 
chairman  further  called  a  meeting  for  Saturday  at 
ten  o'clock,  but  if  my  information  is  correct  the 
chairman  himself  did  not  show  up  until  11.30, 
which  was  an  hour  and  a  half  after  the  time  for 
the  meeting.  As  far  as  I  know,  there  has  been  no 
meeting  held.  The  chairman  himself  said  the 
committee  had  voted — at  least,  he  told  me  so — 
five  in  the  affirmative,  and  myself  on  the  committee 
voting  in  the  negative.  I  don't  think  that  this 
should  be  taken  from  the  committee  at  this  time, 
for  this  reason:  First,  I  would  like  to  know  if  this 
contract  is  in  the  bag,  if  it  is  to  be  awarded  to  any- 
certain  contractor,  if  there  is  any  graft  to  be  paid 
as  the  result  of  this  certain  contractor  getting  the 
job.  In  other  words,  I  want  to  know  if  the  same 
thing  is  going  to  happen  which  took  place  in  the 
Houghton  &  Dutton  contract  which  was  awarded, 
and  which  was  slipped  over  on  the  councilors  here 
a  year  or  two  ago.  We  know  that  that  contract 
was  bagged,  and  we  know  that  a  lot  of  extras  were 
handed  out,  and  I  think  the  best  way  to  handle 
these  things  in  the  future  is  this  way:  bet  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  hold  a  public  hearing, 
let  them  invite  every  contractor  who  wants  to  bid 
on  the  Houghton  &  Dutton  building  to  come  in 
here  and  bid,  and  let  them  assure  us,  not  how  much 
they  are  going  to  do — we  are  not  interested  in  that . 
because  they  will  have  to  keep  under  the  $300,000 
mark — but  let  them  assure  us  that  if  the  contract 
is  awarded  to  them  there  will  be  no  "cream," 
there  will  be  no  "gravy"  in  the  form  of  extras. 
That  is  my  thought.  There  was  a  lot  of  money 
stolen  on  the  Houghton  &  Dutton  building.  A  lot 
of  extras  were  handed  out,  and  it  took  a  long  while 
before  the  boys  got  together  and  saw  fit  to  pass  the 
appropriation  for  the  extras.  It  was  held  up,  to 
my  knowledge,  for  some  fifteen  months,  which  is  a 
long  time  to  hold  up  any  money  that  is  supposed 
to  be  honestly  due  to  any  contractor.  I  say  that 
this  should  stay  with  the  Committee  on  Appropri- 
ations. Let  us  hold  a  public  hearing.  Let  us 
invite  all  the  contractors  in  the  City  of  Boston  to 
come  before  us  and  guarantee  us,  before  the  Appro- 
priations Committee,  that  they  will  not  ask  for 
any  extras,  that  if  they  bid  5279,000  or  $289,000  or 


$300,000   and   the   contract   is  awarded   to   them, 

He  .  will  guarantee  that  they  won't  come  back 
latei  and  ask  for  any  extras,  and  let  us  be  sure  that 
the-,  won't  come  back  to  us  and  ask  for  any  extras. 
I  did  not  like  the  way  the  last  matter  was  handled, 
and  1  do  not  like  the  way  this  matter  is  being 
handled.  There  was  no  healing  on  this  before  the 
Committee  on   Appropriations.     So   that   I  don't 

see  how  the  Committee  on  A  ppi  opi  ia  t  ions  call  send 
this  back  to  us  today  and  ask  us  to  act  on  it  and 
semi  it  to  the  Executive  Committee.     I  know  that 

no  meeting  has  been  held.  No  Quorum  has  shown 
up  to  hold  a  meeting.  And  we  know  that  no  con- 
tractors have  made  any  guarantee  to  us.  I  think 
ih  it  we  should  make  it  a  practice  in  the  future  to 
see  that  they  do  not  ask  for  extras,  that  if  they  are 
awaided  a  contract  they  do  the  contract  for  that 
price  and  do  not  come  back  to  us  later  and  try  to 
slip  in  what  you  might  call  the  "gravy  wagon" 
and  get  some  extras  slipped  in  so  that  they  can 
make  a  few  dollars  on  the  side.  I  hope  that  this 
does  not  leave  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
and  I  hope  that  the-Committee  on  Appropriations 
within  the  next  week  or  so  will  hold  a  public  hearing 
and  notify  these  contractors  and  invite  them  to 
come  in  and  do  as  I  have  asked  them  to  do. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  last  Wed- 
nesday and  last,  Saturday,  primarily  due  to  illness 
on  the  part  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations,  or  the  members  of  the 
families  of  some  other  members,  no  quorum  was 
nt  at  either  of  the  two  meetings  that  were 
called.  Last  Saturday  morning  two  other  members 
of  the  committee  and  myself,  and  this  afternoon 
two  others,  agreed  that  in  the  interests  of  getting 
the  information  that  Councilor  Coffey  just  spoke 
about  to  all  the  members  of  the  Council,  it  would 
be  advisable  to  have  this  matter  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  so  that  everybody  in  the 
Council  could  satisfy  himself  as  to  just  what  would 
be  done  with  the  $300,000,  and  it  was  for  that 
purpose  that  it  was  said  that  the  vote  was  five  to 
one,  one  member  still  being  absent  on  account  of 
illness,  and  the  five  members  of  the  committee  who 
voted  in  the  affirmative  would  like  very  much  to 
have  this  matter  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee so  that  everybody  can  get  the  complete 
picture. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  still  hope  that 
it  does  not  leave  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  go  to  Executive.  You  have  been  very 
strict  in  sending  these  orders  to  the  committees 
where  they  belong  for  hearing.  Now  we  know- 
that  two  meetings  have  been  called  and  they  did 
get  a  quorum  at  either  meeting.  If  a  committee 
cannot  get  a  quorum,  then  I  say  that  we  should 
not  take  any  action  on  any  matter  whatsoever. 
If  a  committee  does  get  a  quorum  and  it  brings 
back  a  report  that  is  in  good  faith,  then  we  can 
take  action  and  probably  take  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee.  But,  as  has  been  brought 
out  before,  no  quorum  has  been  present.  Three 
members  were  polled  Saturday  morning  and  two 
members  were  polled  today,  and  they  agreed,  in 
order  to  relieve  the  committee  and  get  it  on  to  the 
floor,  they  would  make  a  report  and  then  let  it  go 
back  into  Executive.  Now,  there  is  one  answer 
to  that.  As  Councilor  Hannon  has  brought  out 
a  dozen  times  in  the  past,  let  us  abolish  all  the 
committees  if  they  are  not  going  to  function.  Let 
us  bring  everything  out  on  the  floor,  let  us  not 
even  have  them  go  into  Executive.  It  is  just  a 
repetition  and  a  waste  of  time.  I  say  that  this 
committee  ought  to  be  forced,  like  any  other  com- 
mittee, to  have  a  quorum  present,  and  they,  in 
turn,  can  bring  together  these  contractors  and  ask 
them,  if  they  get  the  award,  will  they  do  the  job 
for  that  amount  and  not  come  back  to  us  in  the 
near  future  and  ask  us  to  give  them  some  extras 
so  that  they  can  get  some  "gravy"  for  themselves. 
I  hope  that  this  order  stays  in  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  that  this  matter  go  to  Executive,  because  I 
don't  know  of  any  committee  where  the  matter 
might  be  any  better  thrashed  out  than  before  the 
Executive  Committee.  I  am  one  of  those  who 
has  consistently  fought  against  any  appropriation 
for  any  alterations  in  the  Houghton  &  Dutton 
building.  I,  sir,  am  ready  to  believe  that  that 
was  perhaps  the  biggest  steal  ever  perpetrated  on 
this  city,  putting  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  real 
estate  business  in  competition  with  the  private 
owners  of  property,  but,  as  the  councilor  from 
Ward  13  might  have  inferred  in  his  order  intro- 
duced earlier  today,  they  lost  their  property  or 
got  disgusted  with  the  property  and  consequently 
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would  not  make  repairs  because  of  the  high  valua- 
tion on  that  property.  Now,  I  have  had  com- 
plaints in  my  district,  and  I  presume  that  the 
councilor  from  Ward  13  has  had  similar  com- 
plaints, and  every  other  member  of  this  Body. 
Of  course  their  property  is  becoming  dilapidated. 
Of  course  they  are  not  going  to  make  repairs. 
Why?  Because  if  they  drive  a  nail,  put  on  a  new 
clapboard,  new  shingles  on  the  roof,  bang,  up  goes 
the  valuation  right  off  the  bat.  Somebody  tells 
the  assessors  and  right  off  the  bat  the  city  man  is 
out  there,  and  instead  of  the  property  being  left 
at  $5,000  or  $0,000,  it  goes  up  to  $7,000  or  $8,000. 
How,  in  the  name  of  God,  do  you  expect  that  in 
this  city,  while  we  have  that  rank  and  outmoded 
system  of  valuing  property,  we  are  going  to  see 
any  effort  on  the  part  of  the  struggling  taxpayer 
to  keep  his  property  in  repair?  And  if  ever  I 
heard  complaints  about  anything  done  in  this 
city,  it  was  when  the  move  was  made  to  put  the 
City  of  Boston  in  competition  with  private  prop- 
erty owners  through  expenditures  of  upwards  of  a 
half  million  dollars  in  the  Houghton  &  Dutton 
building.  I  do  not  like  to  quarrel  with  the  man 
who  is  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  today; 
I  think  he  was  sincere  and  did  a  good  job.  But 
when  the  money  was  spent  on  the  Houghton  & 
Dutton  building  we  were  told  that  right  off  the 
bat  we  were  going  to  see  things  boom  in  this 
immediate  district  here,  and  values,  of  course 
would  be  up  on  real  estate.  Has  anyone  noticed 
any  improvement  whatsoever?  And  in  order  to 
get  an  occupant  for  one  of  those  buildings  we  have 
to  have  a  shooting  gallery,  attracting  juveniles 
into  that  place  every  hour  of  the  day  and  night, 
and  I  defy  a  contradiction  of  that  statement. 
Take  the  Carney  Building — I  don't  think  there 
has  been  a  tenant  in  there  since  the  Houghton  & 
Dutton  building  has  been  opened.  I  don't  think 
there  has  been  any  revival  of  interest  in  the  prop- 
erty between  the  Common  and  Scollay  square  in 
any  way  whatsoever  since  that  tremendous  amount 
of  money  was  squandered  on  the  Houghton  & 
Dutton  building.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  some  of 
the  members  of  the  Council  now  desire  to  have 
studies  made  of  the  expenditures  up  there,  that 
were  not  made  earlier.  We  ought  to  bring  in  not 
only  the  contractors  and  see  if  they  could  not  be 
tied  down  in  some  way  so  that  they  would  not 
come  in  with  extras,  but  to  bring  in  as  well  the 
assessors  and  let  them  tell  us  what  improvement 
we  have  had  in  the  valuations  of  any  property  in 
that  neighborhood  since  the  Houghton  &  Dutton 
money  was  spent.  I  think  there  are  lots  of 
things  which  could  be  found  out  about  the  waste 
of  the  taxpayers'  money.  For  instance,  we  might 
find  out  why  a  sale  of  that  property  has  not  been 
made.  If  I  am  informed  correctly,  for  some 
reason  the  city  wants  to  hold  on  to  it.  Just  as 
long  as  the  city  holds  on  to  that  property,  the 
property  out  in  Dorchester  and  Roxbury,  and 
in  South  Boston  and  in  Brighton  and  West  Rox- 
bury. has  got  to  make  up  the  loss  to  the  city  by 
reason  of  keeping  that  Houghton  &  Dutton  build- 
ing free  from  taxes.  When  the  assessors'  books 
were  made  up  I  am  informed  that  they  assessed 
that  building  for  about  a  million  and  a  half,  but 
when  it  comes  to  collecting  taxes  on  it  you  and  I 
know  that  the  city  can't  collect  taxes  against 
itself.  In  other  words,  the  valuation  books  are 
kept  for  the  sake  of  putting  a  valuation  on  the 
property,  but  when  the  valuations  are  padded  on 
the  properties  in  my  district,  and  in  East  Boston 
and  South  Boston  and  West  Roxbury  and  Brighton 
— padded  or  not  padded,  that  poor  property  owner 
has  got  to  step  up  to  the  City  Collector's  office  and 
pay  his  tax  or  he  loses  the  property.  There  are 
many  things  to  be  found  out  about  that  Houghton  & 
Dutton  property,  and  I  think  that  the  information 
can  best  be  obtained  by  sending  it  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  I  shall  therefore  vote  to  send  it 
to  that  committee. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  of  the  committee. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  it  really  makes 
no  difference  to  me  whether  this  is  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  or  sent  back  to  the  com- 
mittee to  which  it  belongs.  However,  I  feel  that 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  has  not  brought 
in  a  report,  has  not  gone  into  the  matter 
thoroughly,  and  therefore  it  is  merely,  it  seems  to 
me,  trying  to  shake  off  its  shoulders  something 
which  belongs  to  that  committee.  I  erhaps 
through  illness  the  committee  did  not  have  an 
opportunity  of  getting  together.  However  I  feel 
that  every  committee  has  certain  responsibilities 
and  that  every  member  lias  a  responsibility  when 
he  is  placed  on  a  committee,  and  unless  the  com- 


mittee has  gone  into  a  matter  thoroughly  and 
run  not  come  to  an  agreement,  I  feel  that  the 
matter  should  not  be  taken  out  of  that  committee. 
I  do  not  think  that  at  this  time  it  is  proper  for 
us  to  take  over  something  from  that  committee 
without  any  specific  report.  I  feel  that  this 
matter  ought  to  be  gone  into  thoroughly,  to  be 
investigated,  in  order  to  find  out.  as  Councilor 
Coffey  has  outlined,  what  the  improvements  are 
and  then  to  go  further  and  sec  that  another 
Ml « 1,000  or  $200,000  later  on  is  not  asked  for 
incidentals.  We  are  aware  of  what  took  place  in 
the  last  number  of  years  in  the  Houghton  & 
Dutton  building.  I  say  that  we  ought  to  go  very 
slowly  with  this  matter  and  find  out  and  make 
sure  that  we  act  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city, 
and  I  feel  that  this  report  should  be  given  back 
to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  so  that  they 
may  hold  a  meeting,  and  then  let  them  bring  in 
to  us  the  report  which  they  are  supposed  to. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  of  the  committee  and  the  transfer  of  the 
order  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  report 
was  declared  to  be  accepted  and  the  matter  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee.  Councilor  COFFEY 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  a  point  of 
information. 

Acting  President  DWYER— State  it. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Has  this  committee  report 
been  accepted? 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  report  of  the 
committee  is  accepted  and  the  question  now  is  in 
regard  to  the  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  order  was  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  yeas  11,  nays  3:

PETITION  OF  SUTCLIFFE  STORAGE  AND 
WAREHOUSE   COMPANY. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  moved  the  with- 
drawal of  the  petition  of  the  Sutcliffe  Storage  and 
Warehouse  Company  (referred  March  26)  for 
license  to  operate  motor  vehicles  between  Logan 
Airport  and  Hotel  Statler,  and  return,  from  the 
Committee  on  Licenses  and  that  the  petition  come 
before  the  Council. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  which  was  later 
expunged  from  the  records,  on  motion  of  Coun. 
KELLY  the  petition  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee  of  twelve  members  to  give  a  hearing 
and  report  back  at  the  next  meeting. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  went  into  executive  session  at 
5.46  p.  m.  and  reassembled  at  8.15  p.  m. 

Coun.  FEENEY  moved  to  expunge  from  the 
records  all  debate  on  the  proposed  bus  license 
except  the  final  action  referring  it  to  the  special 
committee.

Acting  President  DWYER— No.  He  said  that 
the  motion  was  to  strike  all  remarks  of  the  debate 
pertaining  to  the  jitney  license  from  the  record 
except  that  part  where  a  committee  was  created, 
headed  by  you.  to  have  a  hearing  on  the  mattei 

Coun.  COFFEY — He  is  just  bringing  that  out 
now.  Mr.  President,  I  now  make  a  motion  t hat 
all  remarks  that  were  made  today  in  the  Council 
Chamber  be  stricken  from  the  record. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Councilor  Coffey 
moves  that  all  remarks  made  today  on  any  subject 
be  stricken  from  the  record. 

The  question  was  put  and  the  Chair  was  in 
doubt.  The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  was 
lost,  yeas  3.  nays  14:

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  ask  recon- 
sideration. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Councilor  Coffey 
moves  reconsideration. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  we  will  put 
this  right  back  on  the  record  again.  I  want  re- 
consideration. I  want  everything  that  was  said 
here  today  put  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting,  from 
the  time  that  Maurice  Sullivan  took  the  floor  this 
afternoon  and  said,  "  Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  the  order  before  the  Committee  on  Licenses 
the  petition  for  the  Sutcliffe  Motor  Company, 
taken  from  the  Committee  on  Licenses  and  brought 
out  to  the  floor  here  today."  I  got  up  and  I  asked 
Maurice  Sullivan  what  his  interest  was,  and  he 
said.  "I  am  friendly  with  Mr.  Sutcliffe."  And  I 
said,  "  Who  is  Mr.  Sutcliffe?"  He  said,  "  He  is  the 
president  of  the  Sutcliffe  Motor  Company."  So 
that  then  I  had  to  bring  in  Charlie  Doyle's  name. 
of  the  Boston  Post,  and  he  is  the  brother-in-law 
through  marriage  of  Mr.  Sutcliffe.  So  that  then  I 
found  out,  through  the  debate  here  this  afternoon, 
which  took  about  three  hours,  that  Mr.  Sullivan 
had  taken  Mr.  Sutcliffe  around  to  the  councilors 
here,  lobbying  with  them  and  selling  them  the 
thought  that  it  might  be  a  good  idea  to  give  him 
a  vote  on  this  bus  line  that  he  wants  from  the  air- 
port to  the  various  hotels  in  Boston,  because  he  was 
a  brother-in-law  of  Charlie  Doyle,  who  is  the  editor 
of  the  Boston  Post,  and  he  might  be  in  a  position 
to  do  them  some  good  in  this  election  year.  Well, 
maybe  that  is  the  reason  that  Paul  Feeney,  who 
was  not  in  the  debate  at  all,  wanted  the  rematks 
stricken  from  the  record.  He  might  want  to  be 
"  kind  of  in  "  with  Charlie  Doyle,  because  he  claims 
he  is  a  candidate  for  Mayor,  and  Charlie  Doyle  is 
the  editor  of  the  Boston  Post  and  he  might  be  able 
to  give  Mr.  Feeney  some  good  publicity.  I  don't 
say  he  would;  I  say  he  might.  Of  course  I  don't 
know  that  Mr.  Feeney  is  going  to  be  a  candidate. 
I  don't  think  he  is,  but  I  might  be  wrong.  But  I 
say  that  Charlie  Doyle  did  use  his  influet 
through  Maurice  Sullivan,  to  get  that  petition 
through  for  Mr.  Sutcliffe  only,  so  that  Mr.  Sut- 
cliffe can  have  the  exclusive  right  to  run  on  t  la- 
route  from  the  airport  to  the  hotels  and  back  at 
75  cents  per  head,  buses  which  will  accommodate 
anywhere  from  eight  to  eleven  people.  I  don't  like 
the  way  Maurice  Sullivan  did  it,  and  that  is  my 
sole  argument.  When  I  got  in  here  today,  out  of  a 
clear  sky  Maurice  Sullivan  does  not  ask  me  to  hold 
a  meeting.  We  have  had  no  meeting,  so  how  can 
you  men  know  whether  this  man  Sutcliffe  is 
equipped  to  accommodate  people  at  the  airport  by 
transporting  them  to  the  hotels?  How  do  we  know 
that  he  has  the  equipment?  How  do  we  know  that 
he  lias  got  the  money?  Who  is  behind  him?  And 
what  is  Maurice  Sullivan's  reason  for  bringing 
Sutcliffe  up  here?  I  don't  like  these  "holdout" 
fellows.     I  never  got  into  any  race  track  scandal  or 


any  dog  track  scandal.  I  never  had  to  run  to  my 
father  confessor  to  bail  me  out,  to  give  me  some 
publicity,  because  I  did  a  wrong  thing,  or  I  asked 
for  the  wrong  thing  according  to  the  newspapers, 
and  I  was  willing  to  hold  things  that  did  not  belong 
to  me.  I  was  never  connected  with  any  of  those 
things.     Hut   1  am  fone. I   here  to  defend  myself 

and  my  committee.  I  will  put  it  into  the  record 
that  Sutcliffe  said  he  wanted  this  taken  out  of  the 

committee.  As  I  remember  the  fact-  I  am  bringing 
in  now  -and  I  think  this  is  the  part  that  I  'ounciloi 
Feeney  think-  is  not  in— the  fact  is  that  since 
-loll  li  1 1  \  Kerrigan  ha-  been  Mayor  of  this  City  of 
Boston  the  I'nst  has  been  Carrying  statement-  that 
he  is  only  the  Acting  Mayor.  We  don't  know  what 
that  might  lead  to.  Rut  I  do  know  this,  that  Sut- 
cliffe  has  got  Johnny  Kerrigan  on  the  Spot.  If  that 
Ordei  was  passed  today  ami  sent  alone  to  him,  it 
needs  his  signature,  ami  how  do  we  know  what 

influence  might  be  used  by  Charlie  Doyle  and  the 
Boston  Pott  to  force  Johnny  Kerrigan  to  sign  that 
permit  for  the  Sutcliffe  Motor  Company?  Now  it 
lias  all  gone  back  in  the  record  again.  How  in  the 
hell  are  you  going  to  get  it  out'.'  I  am  asking  you, 
How  are  you  going  to  get  it  out?  Are  you  going 
through  the  procedure  again?  If  you  do,  I  will  go 
through  the  same  procedure  again,  and  we  will 
keep  it  up  all  night.  I  can  do  it,  because  I  can  ask 
for  this  thing  to  go  on  forever  and  forever.  The 
thing  belongs  in  the  record.  I  made  the  statements. 
What  are  you  fellow's  worrying  about?  It  is  not 
going  to  hurt  you.  what  appears  in  the  record  here 
that  I  said.  Who  the  hell  are  any  of  you  fellow-'.' 
Are  you  any  better  than  I  am?  You  have  got  up 
time  and  time  again,  and  said  things,  nasty  things, 
and  I  agreed  with  you.  You  were  right.  You 
were  angry  because  things  did  not  take  place  the 
way  you  wanted  them  to.  I  knew  that.  You  will 
fight  me  today,  but  next  week  you  will  be  on  my 
side,  because  we  see  things  that  way.  That  is  what 
makes  it  America.  We  don't  all  want  to  be  dic- 
tators. We  can't  all  be  satisfied  in  this  country. 
A  few  fellows  want  a  certain  thing,  and  you  can 
give  one  thing  to  one  fellow  and  satisfy  the  other 
fellow  with  something  almost  as  good.  But  you 
can't  in  the  other  countries.  You  can  only  have 
one  boss,  and  that  is  dictatorship.  I  never  wanted 
to  be  a  dictator,  and  I  never  will  be,  but  I  want 
what  I  say  in  the  City  Record,  and  I  think  I  am 
entitled  to  have  it  in  there.  I  can't  for  the  life  of 
me  understand  why  it  was  taken  out.  The  way  I 
am  told  about  this  matter.  Doyle  did  interfere  in 
this.  Doyle  did  send  Maurice  Sullivan  around 
with  Sutcliffe  to  meet  some  of  you  members.  I 
don't  know  what  agreement  was  made.  I  don't 
know  if  a  deal  was  made  or  not,  but  I  do  know  that 
you  voted  to  take  something  out  of  my  committee, 
which  was  not  fair,  because  Sutcliffe  himself  asked 
me,  when  he  filed  it.  to  hold  it  up  for  a  month, 
and  then  I  was  sick  for  the  three  following  weeks, 
and  naturally  could  not  hold  a  meeting  on  it.  My 
argument  is  that  when  I  came  in  here  today, 
Maurice  Sullivan  did  not  say  to  me.  "  Will  you 
hold  a  meeting  on  it?";  he  did  not  tell  me  he  was 
going  to  bring  it  up,  but  then  he  came  in  here  and 
asked  that  it  be  taken  out  of  my  committee.  If 
this  is  taken  from  the  committee  and  brought  out 
here  on  the  floor  to  be  acted  upon,  why  should  not 
the  other  two  petitions  be  brought  from  the  com- 
mittee? I  don't  know  what  Maurice  Sullivan's 
interest  is  in  this.  There  are  three  petitions  there — 
not  one  but  three.  And  so  it  is  back  in  the  minutes 
now.  Let  it  stay  there.  No  harm  is  done.  You 
have  done  your  part  by  Charlie  Doyle — for  what- 
ever glory,  I  don't  know.  You  did  have  it  taken 
from  the  record  once,  but  it  is  back  in  there  again, 
where  it  belongs,  and  let  it  stay  there. 

The  question  was  on  reconsideration. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  I  knew  when  the 
motion  was  made  to  strike  out  from  the  record 
certain  statements  that  were  made  that  it  would 
lead  eventually  to  what  has  come  up  now.  I  be- 
lieve that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  would  speak 
for  themselves — those  that  have  been  eliminated 
by  this  motion  up  to  the  present  time.  I  feel  that 
I  have  spoken  on  this  matter  for  about  an  hour, 
and  if  you  would  like  to  hear  me  for  another  hour, 
or  for  hours,  I  will  be  glad  to  continue  and  recall 
some  of  the  statements  that  I  did  make  that  you 
gentlemen  have  stricken  out  from  the  record.  I 
maintain  that  nothing  should  be  stricken  from  the 
record,  Mr.  President.  I  made  the  statement  before 
and  I  will  make  it  again.  I  hope  that  I  will  make 
the  same  one  that  I  made  before:  I  believe  that 
this  petition  was  taken  out  of  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  without  giving  that  committee  its  proper 
time  and  its   proper  respect.      That    committee  i- 
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entitled  in  respect  by  this  Body  the  same  as  any 

other  committee.  As  the  chairman  of  thai  com- 
mittee said,  Mr.  Sutcliffe  had  asked  him  to  hold 
it  up  for  one  month  befn'e  having  a  hearing  on  the 
petition.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  chairman  was 
taken  sick  and  was  confined  in  tied  for  three  weeks. 
Hut  today,  when  he  returns,  he  is  confronted  with 
the  motion  that  the  matter  be  taken  out  of  his 
committee,  without  giving  him  an  opportunity 
to  call  his  committee  together  to  get  the  informa- 
tion that  we  are  entitled  to. 

Coun.  MUOHNICK— Mr.  President  — 

Acting  President  DVVYEH — For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— A  point  of  order. 

Acting  President  DWYER — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  don't  think  that  that  is 
the  subject  matter  of  the  motion  to  recommit. 

Acting  President  DWYER— Well,  the  Chair 
will  rule  that  he  believes  the  gentleman  is  leading 
up  to  that  matter. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  much 
leading  up  to  the  matter,  and  I  think  that  I  am  in 
order  because  we  are  talking  on  reconsideration  of 
striking  something  off  the  record.  As  I  stated 
before,  the  City  Councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coun. 
Coffey),  the  chairman  of  this  committee,  did  not 
have  the  opportunity  to  go  into  this  petition 
thoroughly,  as  a  committee  is  supposed  to  do,  in 
order  to  give  each  and  every  one  of  us  the  in- 
formation that  we  are  entitled  to.  This  petitioner 
is  asking  to  be  allowed  to  use  certain  streets  in 
my  district  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  carry  on  his 
business  of  transporting  passengers  from  the 
East  Boston  Airport  to  various  hotels  in  this  city. 
The  matter  does  affect  my  district,  and  I  know 
that  you  yourself,  if  it  was  affecting  your  own 
district,  would  be  in  here  fighting  for  the  same 
principles  that  I  am  fighting  for  today.  I  am  not 
opposing  additional  transportation  facilities  being 
accorded  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
from  the  East  Boston  Airport  to  the  City  Proper, 
but  I  am  opposed,  Mr.  President,  because  I  be- 
lieve that  the  people  wdrom  I  represent  have  not 
been  given  an  opportunity  to  study  this  matter 
as  they  are  supposed  to  study  it,  and  I  am  their 
representative  and  I  have  not  been  given  that 
privilege  to  which  I  am  entitled.  Mr.  President, 
Councilor  Maurice  Sullivan  some  time  ago  intro- 
duced me  for  one  second  to  this  Mr.  Sutcliffe,  and 
I  have  never  broken  my  word  in  my  life  and  I 
don't  intend  to  break  my  word  now  or  at  any  time, 
but  I  will  not  stand  to  have  something  thrust 
down  my  throat  without  having  my  say  so.  I 
was  asked  if  I  would  go  along  with  the  petition 
that  Mr.  Sutcliffe  was  going  to  ask  of  the  City 
Council,  and  my  exact  words  that  time  were  that 
"when  it  comes  before  us  I  will  give  it  my  con- 
sideration," and  I  cannot  truthfully  say,  Mr. 
President,  that  I  have  given  it  real  consideration 
so  as  to  know  whether  to  vote  for  it  or  against  it. 
I  say  that  if  that  had  passed  today  you  would 
have  jeopardized  not  only  the  position  of  Coun- 
cilor Coffey,  whose  ward  it  affects,  but  also  my 
own.  There  was  some  talk,  Mr.  President,  that 
it  might  jeopardize  my  re-election.  In  so  far  as 
that  is  concerned,  I  can  assure  you,  Mr.  President, 
that  the  people  of  my  district  are  the  ones  to  say 
on  election  day,  and  I  have  nothing  to  fear  because 
I  have  nothing  to  bow  my  head  for  to  anyone,  in  so 
far  as  my  actions  are  concerned  in  the  Boston  City 
Council  for  the  last  six  years.  All  that  I  am  asking 
is  for  fair  play,  and  I  guess  that  each  and  every 
one  of  us  believes  that  we  are  entitled  to  fair  play. 
I  feel  that  the  petition  should  have  been  sent  back 
to  the  Committee  on  Licenses,  because  we  all  have 
agreed  by  our  .action  that  it  should  be  sent  to 
some  committee,  and  it  wras  sent  to  some  com- 
mittee. Mr.  President.  And  if  it  were  not  with 
the  real  thought  behind  it  that  we  were  aliunde) 
the  impression  that  the  Committee  on  Licenses 
had  not  been  giving  the  proper  consideration  on 
that  petition,  1  can  assure  you.  Mr.  President ,  Ilia  t 
I  would  favor  giving  it  to  some  other  committee. 
But  let  us  stop  kidding  ourselves.  We  don't  have 
guts  enough  to  say  that  we  made  a  mistake  when 
we  took  that  out  of  our  committee's  hands,  anil 
that  was  the  only  purpose  I  was  fighting  for.  I 
was  fighting  for  the  right  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  go  into  it  and  get  the  information  in  order  that 
I  might  be  able  to  cast  my  vote  in  the  r  ichr  mannei 
These  are  things  that  will  come  up  every  time  we 
move  to  strike  from  the  record  any  statements 
that  are  made,  when  the  request  is  not  made  by 
the  individual  who  has  made  those  statements. 
We  could  go  on  here  for  hours.     As  I  said  before, 


we  have  taken  now  about  seven  hours  —  it  is  now 
three  minutes  of  nine  —  and  by  a  stroke  of  the 
pen  we  have  abolished  what  has  taken  place  in 
seven  hours,  Mr.  President.  1  say  we  are  all  over 
seven  years  of  age,  and  I  know  that  when  I  make  a 
statement  which  at  a  later  time  I  am  sorry  that 
I  made,  I  will  be  man  enough  to  ask  for  the  striking 
of  it  from  the  record.  Hut  I  do  not  believe  that 
anything  should  be  taken  from  the  record  once  the 
statement  has  been  made,  unless  the  request  is 
made  by  the  person  who  made  the  statement, 
because  I  believe  that  when  we  make  a  statement 
we  ought  to  know  what  we  are  talking  about.  I 
voted  to  take  all  of  the  statements  off  the  record 
after  the  passage  of  the  motion  to  strike  from  the 
record  all  that  had  been  said  in  regard  to  this 
petition.  It  was  a"  spite  vote  in  so  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  but  I  am  a  great  believer  in  letting 
everything  stay  on  the  record  once  the  record  has 
been  made.  Unless  we  let  everything  stay  on  the 
record  after  the  record  has  been  made,  we  arc 
going  to  have  meeting  after  meeting,  which  is 
going  to  take  our  time,  but  we  will  be  aware  of 
the  fact  that  after  we  have  said  something  some- 
one else  may  make  a  motion  to  strike  off  the  record 
everything  that  has  been  said,  and  then  everything 
will  be  wiped  out  and  everybody  will  go  home. 
What  have  you  got  to  say  to  your  constituents 
about  the  seven  hours  of  our  time?  Don't  you 
believe  that  those  other  two  individuals  who  have 
made  application  should  be  heard  before  a  decision 
is  made  for  one  individual?  I  am  only  asking  fair 
play.  I  said  before,  and  I  am  reiterating  it,  do 
unto  others  what  you  want  others  to  do  unto  you. 
Mr.  President,  I  might  go  on  here  for  hours  and 
hours,  and  I  oould  find  —  it  may  be  a  kidding 
matter  to  some  of  them,  but  I  am  getting  serious  in 
what  I  am  saying,  without  any  offense  to  anyone 
else.  I  don't  like  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  coun- 
cilors and  of  the  genial  City  Clerk  and  Assistant 
City  Clerk,  and  the  time  of  our  stenographers, 
unless  what  I  have  to  say  is  pertinent  to  my  posi- 
tion. So  that  I  say  to  you  gentlemen  here,  never 
let  us  strike  out  of  the  record  anything  that  has 
been  written  in  the  record  unless  the  individual  who 
has  made  that  statement  is  sorry  that  he  made  it. 

Coun .  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  a  point  of 
information. 

Acting  President  DWYER— What  is  the  point 
of  information? 

Coun.  COFFEY — Have  you  announced  the 
makeup  of  the  committee  that  you  were  asked  to 
appoint  today? 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  has  not. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Well,  I  withdraw  my  motion 
for  reconsideration. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  I  object. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  question  not  yet  having  been  put  to  the 
Council  the  gentleman  has  a  right  to  withdraw  his 
motion  for  reconsideration.

You  can  picture 
what  a  hike  it  is  from  Forest  Hills  Station  to  these 
various  cemeteries  on  Memorial  Day,  especially 
when  you  are  carrying  a  wreath  or  flowers  to  be 
placed  on  those  graves.  I  believe,  Mr.  President, 
that  if  the  Elevated  Trustees  will  put  a  bus  service- 
on  for  that  day  it  will  meet  with  the  approval  of 
all  the  people  who  go  to  these  various  cemeteries.

MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  you  to 
confer  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  from  him  if  he  will  send  in  an  additional 
appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $200,000  to  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  recreation. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will  ask 
the  councilor  to  reduce  it  to  writing. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— If  the  Chair  wiU  declare 
a  recess. 

A  short  recess  was  taken  at  9.15  p.  m. 


MAY    28,     1945. 
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Tlio  question  panic  on  the  order  offered  by 
Councilor  Muchnick,  as  follows:  "Ordered,  That 
i  be  Presideni  appoint  a  committee  of  6ve  to  confer 
with  tlie  Mayor  and  ascertain  if  lie  will  appro- 
pi  iatc  the  sum  of  $200,000  for  the  Recreation 
Hoard,  in  accordance  with  the  budget  submitted 
by  said  Board. " 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  think  this 
is  a  very  unusual  procedure,  and  I  don't,  think 
really  that  it.  is  very  fair.  We  have  got  an  order 
sent  up  here  asking  us  to  transfer  $200,000,  and  I 
think  if  there  is  any  more  information  coming  on 
that  order  we  can  very  well  obtain  the  information. 
This,  to  my  way  of  thinking,  is  just  a  subtle,  sly 
attempt  to  put  somebody  on  the  spot,  and  I  don't 
think  I  am  going  to  contribute  to  any  such  tactics 
as  that.  If  the  Mayor  wants  to  send  up  $200,000 
additional  he  can  very  well  do  it,  but  here  we  are 
going  to  send  a  committee  down  and  ask  the 
Mayor  what  he  is  going  to  do.  We  have  not 
done  that  in  previous  years.  I  don't  know  why 
the  subtleness  now  in  questioning  the  Mayor 
about  what  he  is  going  to  do.  I  am  not  carrying 
anybody's  football,  but  I  believe  in  fair  play,  and 
I  believe  that  this  is  just  a  subtle  attempt  to  put 
somebody  on  the  spot,  to  belittle  somebody,  and  I 
am  not  going  to  contribute  to  it.  There  is  no 
need  of  any  such  committee.  Each  and  every 
one  of  us  can  constitute  himself  a  committee  of  one, 
and  he  can  go  down  and  ask  the  Major  what  he 
wants  or  what  he  intends  to  do;  but  sending  down 
a  committee — what  are  we  trying  to  do?  Embar- 
rass somebody?  Are  we  going  to  be  the  tools  of 
somebody  else?  I  certainly  am  not.  And  I  don't 
know  what  the  thought  is  behind  this  play,  and  I 
can't  understand  what  reasoning  has  prompted  it, 
because  certainly  everybody  here  can  avail  him- 
self of  the  opportunity  of  going  down  there  and 
finding  out  for  himself  what  is  what.  I  wonder  if 
that  is  not  some  way  of  passing  the  buck  by  some- 
body up  here  who  has  not  guts  enough  or  courage 
enough  to  take  a  stand  on  this  thing  one  way  or 
the  other. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  as  far  as 
putting  anybody  on  the  spot — I  don't  want  to  be 
part  or  parcelof  putting  any  man  as  chief  executive 
of  our  city  on  the  spot.  But  I  want  to  know  why 
they  are  taking  $200,000  from  the  appropriation 
of  the  playgrounds  of  this  city,  and  we  don't 
know  who  is  going  to  get  the  jobs.  They  may 
take  somebody  from  the  Back  Bay  and  send  them 
into  South  Boston — social  workers,  you  may  call 
them — to  take  care  of  the  kids  of  South  Boston, 
East  Boston  and  Roxbury.  I  want  to  know,  Mr. 
President,  why  we  are  asked  to  take  $200,000 
from  that  million-dollar  appropriation?  If  those 
people  that  are  interested  in  the  Recreational 
Board — and  every  member  of  this  Body  knows 
who  they  are — propose  to  take  $200,000  from  that 
appropriation  to  fix  the  parks  and  playgrounds  of 
this  city  and  spend  $200,000,  or  $150,000,  of  our 
money  when  we  don't  know  where  it  is  going,  who 
is  going  to  get  the  jobs?  I  don't  want  to  put 
anybody  on  the  spot.  Why  should  I?  If  I 
wanted  to  put  anybody  on  the  spot  I  could  have 
put  them  on  on  January  6.  I  was  part  and  parcel 
of  making  a  certain  man  the  Mayor  of  this  city, 
and  I  think  that  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
should  be  talked  with  if  he  wants  to  pass  it. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  was 
going  to  raise  a  point  of  order  against  the  order  of 
Councilor  Muchnick,  the  point  of  order  being 
that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  would  have 
accomplished  no  purpose,  and  the  Mayor  would 
take  action  in  connection  with  our  decision  here 
today  by  laying  on  the  table,  I  do  not  see  that 
Councilor  Muchnick 's  order  would  accomplish 
anything.  That  is  my  point  of  order,  that  it  is 
wasteful  and  unnecessary. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  councilor's  motion  is  in  order. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  there  is 
nothing  sly  or  subtle  in  this.  There  is  no  attempt 
to  embarrass  anybody.  There  have  been  several 
attempts  made  to  confer  with  the  Mayor.  I  myself 
have  called  at  least  a  dozen  times  for  appointment 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  discussing  this  problem  with 
him,  and  to  date  I  have  not  been  able  to  see  him. 
On  February  26  the  Mayor,  in  sending  up  an  ap- 
propriation order  for  a  million  dollars,  stated  very 
clearly  in  his  letter  of  transmittal  that  it  is  common 
knowledge  that  for  many  years  the  physical  plant 
of  our  Park  Department  has  been  running  down. 
Its  annual  ordinary  maintenance  requirements  have 
not  been  met,  with  the  consequence  that  it  is  now 


necessary  to  meet  this  problem  by  the  expenditure 
of  at  least  a  million  dollars.  At  least  a  million 
dollars  on  February  20,  approximately  three 
months  ago,  had  to  be  spent  for  the  physical  plant 
of  the  playgrounds  of  this  city.  I  have  been 
attempting  for  the  last  five  or  six  weeks  to  find  out 
what  has  occurred  in  the  City  of  Boston  that 
changed  that  necessity.  The  Park  Commissioner 
has  concurred  in  the  necessity;  in  fact,  he  prepared 
a  plan  involving  more  than  $1,062,000,  which  did 
not  completely  equip  all  of  the  playgrounds  and 
play  spaces  as  they  should  be  equipped.  Mr.  West, 
who  has  the  title  of  Coordinator  of  Recreation, 
could  give  us  no  information  whatsoever  that  was 
of  any  help  to  us.  Now',  if  we  are  going  to  do  a 
proper  job  for  the  children  of  Boston  we  ought  to 
know  whether  we  are  going  to  spend  $800,000  or  a 
million,  and  what  there  is  in  the  picture  now  that 
has  changed  in  the  last  three  months  that  makes 
the  original  expenditure  unwise.  I,  too,  want 
supervision  of  the  playgrounds  in  Boston,  but  I 
also  do  not  want  to  see  any  of  the  playground 
facilities,  from  the  physical  point  of  view,  cut 
down.  In  the  two  playgrounds  in  my  own  district 
several  cuts  have  been  made  of  necessity  to  provide 
the  funds  for  this  $200,000.  Now,  I  want  that 
money  for  playgrounds,  and  I  also  wrant  the  money 
for  supervision,  and  I  think  the  Mayor  of  this  city 
ought  to  tell  us  what  he  will  do  in  the  event  that 
the  Council  does  not  pass  this  transfer  order. 
There  was  a  lot  of  talk  about  the  tax  rate,  this 
being  an  election  year,  and  everything  else.  As 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  the  extra  13  or  14  cents  that 
an  additional  appropriation  of  $200,000  would 
cause  the  tax  rate  to  rise  does  not  mean  a  thing 
provided  we  get  the  proper  recreational  facilities 
and  supervision  for  the  children.  I  think  that  once 
and  for  all  we  ought  to  find  out  whether  the  children 
of  Boston  are  merely  going  to  be  talked  about, 
whether  we  are  going  to  make  fancy  speeches,  or 
whether  we  are  going  to  do  something  for  the 
children,  or  whether  we  are  going  to  play  that  off 
against  a  13-cent  rise  in  the  tax  rate  and  use  the 
kids  of  Boston  as  a  political  football.  It  is  for 
that  purpose,  and  that  purpose  only,  that  I  would 
like  to  have  a  committee  consult  with  the  Mayor  to 
see  just  what  can  be  done  to  get  this  in  proper 
shape. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  at  this 
time  will  volunteer  the  information  to  Councilor 
Muchnick  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  held  a 
series  of  luncheons  on  Mondays  previous  to  the 
Council  meetings.  He  held  one  today,  councilor, 
and  there  were  ten  councilors  there  with  his 
Honor  and  I  fully  understood  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  wanted  the  transfer  and  wanted  the  money. 
I  don't  know  how  the  others  that  were  there 
interpreted  it,  but  he  made  it  very  clear  to  me 
that  he  wanted  it.  If  you  have  been  trying  to  see 
him  for  five  or  six  weeks,  I  would  make  the  sug- 
gestion to  you  that  you  could  catch  him  on  Monday 
at  those  luncheons. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— If  the  President  does  not 
mind,  I  would  just  as  soon  not  catch  him  on  the 
fly.  I  would  like  to  discuss  the  city  problems  at 
some  length. 

Acting  President  DWYER — I  had  plenty  of  time 
to  talk  to  him. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  was  going  to 
make  that  suggestion  to  the  councilor.  I  know- 
that  I  was  not  one  of  the  councilors  that  was 
responsible  for  making  him  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  but  I  would  like  to  be  fair  with 
the  man,  and  the  reason  I  made  a  motion  to  lay 
this  matter  on  the  table  was  because  I  realized 
that  there  were  four  or  five  councilors  absent. 
I  also  realized  that  it  would  give  every  member 
of  the  Council  an  opportunity  to  vote  either  for 
or  against  the  measure  as  they  saw  fit.  Of  course 
I  was  surprised  to  hear  the  councilor  from  Ward  14 
say  that  he  was  not  able  to  get  in  touch  with  the 
Mayor.  In  referring  to  the  luncheons,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, you  neglected  to  mention  one  thing,  and 
that  is  that  the  luncheons  are  Dutch  treat,  that, 
everyone  pays  for  his  own  luncheon.  If  thai 
did  not  go  in  the  record  it  might  be  thought 
otherwise,  but  the  luncheons  are  Dutch   treat. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— That  might  be  my 
reason  for  not  being  there! 

Coun.  KELLY — I  am  not  questioning  your 
reasons;  I  am  speaking  my  own  mind,  speaking 
for  myself.  As  I  say,  Mr.  President,  that  is  the 
reason  I  made  the  motion,  because  I  realized 
there  are  only  sixteen  or  seventeen  members  of 
the  Council  here.  I  realized  that  there  was  a 
difference  of  opinion  by  the  vote  in  executive 
session,  and  I  felt  it  was  such  an  important  measure 
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that  everybody  should  be  informed  about  <  1 1 i- 
matter.  Now  I  think,  where  we  have  got  tins 
mattei  nn  the  table,  before  an]  committa 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  Mayor,  at  least  we 
should  be  fair  with  him  and  eithei  paaa  the  transfer 
lefeat  it,  and  then  if  the  transfer  is  defeated 
I  think  a  motion  would  be  in  order  to  have  a  com- 
mittee appointed  to  e<<  down  to  hi-.  Honot  the 
Mayor  and  wait  on  him  and  see  what  hie  plana 
are.  But  until  we  eithei  past  the  transfei  or 
defeat  it  I  think  that  this  motion  is  out  of  order, 
Mr.  President. 

Conn.  COFFEY  Maypi  Johnny  Kerrigan  lias 
been  a  member  of  the  Boston  Cltj  Council  for 
eight  years.

Money  rates  at  the  present  time  arc  at  an  all- 
time  low  level.

part  of  the  city  to  provide  for  to  ent  of

Aceeptanee  of  1 1 1 i ~  legisla- 
tion, therefore,  will  seeure  for  tin  city  and  its 
taxpayers,  the  benefit  of  present  favorable  inti 
level-  and  insure  the  citj  against  the  uncertainty 
of  interest  rates  during  the  ten-year  period  im- 
mediately ahead.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  enactment  of  legislation  now  pending  before 
the  Rules  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Court,  relative  to  certain  retirement  allow- 
ances under  the  Boston  Retirement  Act,  as  follows. 

Section  1.  Section  seventeen  of  chapter  five 
hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-two  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  first  to  the  third  lines,  the 
words  "with  the  conditions  that  no  optional 
selection  shall  become  effective  in  case  a  member 
dies  within  thirty  days  after  filing  his  application 
for  retirement,  until"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  —  Until  —  so  that  the  first 
paragraph    of   said    section    will    read    as    follows:

SI  LLIVAN  Mr.  President,  there 
have  been  a  number  of  instances  in  my  ward  of  city 
employees  who  died,  alter  signing  of  their  papers 
for  retirement,  before  the  thiri.v  days  had  (lapsed. 
In  onler  that  a  widow  may  get  the  lull  amount 
of  the  city's  contribution,  plus  the  amount  paid 
by  the  deceased  employee,  it  is  mandator]  under 
the  retirement    statute   that    the  man   live  thirty 

days.  If  he  does  not,  the  widow  receives  only  the 
amount  paid  in  by  him.  In  some  instances,  it 
amounts  to  thousands  of  dollars  to  which  the  widow 
has  a  moral  right  and  which  she  should  receive, 
obtaining  the  entire  amount  due.  1  feel  that 
justice  dictates  that  we  use  our  utmost  influence 
to  have  this  statute  amended,  so  that  justice  may 
be  done.  Seemingly,  it  involves  no  injustice  to 
the  municipality,  and  the  payment  of  the  amount 
is  a  gnat  boon  to  the  families  of  the  deceased 
employees,  who  in  many  cases  are  needy. 

Coun  HANNON — Mr.  President,  I  know  as  a 
result  of  my  legislative  experience  that  this  ques- 
tion has  arisen  many  times,  and  even  now,  after 
conferring  with  the  City  Clerk,  it,  is  not  clear  in 
my  mind  why  the  thirty-day  period  was  put  in 
the  Retirement  Act.  I  know,  however,  that  n  was 
because  of  some  rule  which  was  supposed  to  have  a 
valid  reason  behind  it.  That  is  my  only  thought, 
and  that  is  why  I  would  like  more  information 
upon  the  matter.  I  would  like  to  have  somebody 
tell  us  why  it  was  put.  in  there  and  also  to  tell 
ii-  clearly  why  it  should  be  eliminated.  I  simplj 
want,  information,  that  is  all,  so  that  we  can  act 
understanding^  upon  the  matter.  I  certainly 
am  not  going  to  stand  in  the  way  of  any  proper 
action  in  this  matter,  but  I  would  like  information. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  Well.  Mr.  President, 
under  the  circumstances  I  would  be  glad  to  have 
it  put  over  until  next  week.  I  think  probably 
that  will   not   mean  a  dangerous  delay.

FREEZING  OF  CIVIL  SERVICE  LISTS. 
Coun.  SCANNELL  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  communicate  with  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
and  the  United  stale-  (nil  Service  Commission 
asking  thai  all  civil  service  lists  be  frozen  in  order 
that  veterans  of  the  present  war,  who  have  become 
physically    disabled   and    who   have   suffered    the 
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loss  of  an  arm  or  leg,  may  take  precedence  in 
employment  when  positions  for  which  they  are 
qualified  are  to  be  filled. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Mr.  President,  speaking 
upon  this  order,  in  going  throughout  the  city  and 
the  state  I,  like  others,  have  come  across  cases  of 
hundreds  of  men  maimed  by  the  loss  of  an  arm  or  a 
leg,  or  sometimes  two  arms  or  two  legs,  as  a  result 
of  the  performance  of  their  duty  in  the  armed 
services.  There  are  available  under  the  United 
States  civil  service,  as  well  as  under  the  Massa- 
chusetts civil  service,  jobs  which  many  of  these 
men  can  take.  I  believe  that  men  who  have  lost 
an  arm  or  a  leg  should  have  preference  over  men 
who  have  taken  over  jobs  while  they  themselves 
have  been  in  the  service  and  have  suffered  in  this 
way.  I  feel  that  men  who  have  lost  an  arm  or 
a  leg  could  be  employed  by  the  city  in  a  higher 
position  than  that  of  laborer.     These  boys  deserve 


more  than  that,  and  they  should  have  a  civil  service 
preference.  I  believe  that  men  representing  our 
citizens  in  the  city  or  the  state  government  should 
take  it  upon  themselves  that  everything  possible 
is  done  for  the  benefit  of  the  boys  who  come  back. 
Some  may  say  that  a  veteran  will  get  a  compensa- 
tion of  $125  a  month.  That  is  not  enough,  and  I 
certainly  trust  that  these  boys  may  take  pre- 
cedence in  employment  when  positions  for  which 
they  are  qualified  are  to  be  filled.  I  trust  that 
this  order  will  pass  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Gentlemen, — Chapter  156  of  the  Acts  of  1945, 
entitled  "An  Act  Providing  Sick  Leaves  for  La- 
borers. Workmen  and  Mechanics  Regularly  Em- 
ployed by  < 'erta  in  ( 'it  ies  and  Towns,"  is  an  amend- 
ment to  the  General  Laws  which  is  not  effective  in 
this  city  unless  accepted  by  the  City  Council  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor.  I  submit  herewith  a 
copy  of  the  act  and  an  order  providing  for  its 
acceptance.  You  will  note  I  hat  the  act  provides

HURLEY— Mr.  President,  this  legisla- 
tion was  presented  to  the  Legislature  two  year, 
ago,  was  referred  to  a  committee,  received  a  favor- 
able report,  went  to  the  House,  passed  the  House, 
passed  the  Senate,  reached  the  Governor's  desk, 
and  the  Governor,  then  Governor  Saltonstall, 
vetoed  it  for  the  reason  that  there  was  no  law- 
covering  it.  Meantime,  this  law  was  amended, 
and  in  this  Body  here  we  asked  the  Legislature  to 
proceed  again  with  the  same  act.  It  went  through 
the  committee,  unanimously  passed  the  House 
and  Senate,  and  was  signed  by  the  Governor. 
This  Mr.  Curley  was  an  orderly  connected  with 
the  Boston  City  Hospital,  in  the  X-Ray  Depart 
ment,  and  his  duties  were  taking  patients  to  the 
X-Ray  Department  for  the  X-raying  of  their 
lungs,  to  determine  whether  or  not  they  had 
tuberculosis.  When  he  was  first  employed  by  the 
hospital  he  had  X-rays  taken  of  his  own  lungs 
and  his  lungs  were  found  to  be  in  perfect  condi- 
tion. At  different  limes  he  had  X-rays  taken, 
and  his  lungs  were  in  good  condition.     Sometime 


later  on   he  developed  a  sickness,  and  if)  turn 

brought  to  the  X-Ray   Department  for  an   X-raj 

of  his  lungs.  The  diagnosis  was  thai  he  had 
tuberculosis.  This  man  was  admitted  to  our 
sanatorium  at  Mattapan  and  was  a  patient  there 
for  a  long  time.  The  doctors  there  say  that  he 
is  incurable.  He  has  got  a  family,  lie  is  unable 
to  work.  I  think.  Mr  President .  t  hat  this  is  a  real 
human  act  on  the  pari  of  the  councilors  here  i, 
protect  men  who  arc  out  there  doing  the  job  foi 
US,  and  I  am  asking,  Ml  President,  foi  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  passage  of  tins  acceptance  ordei 
today.

Coun.  HURLEY— Mr.  President,  I  introduced 
this  order  as  a  result  of  reading  this  document  that 
was  in  the  hands  of  a  very  learned  gentleman 
connected  with  our  Body  up  here,  our  Clerk  of 
Committees,  Mr.  Green.  This  document  was 
printed  back  in  1900.  It  was  a  Fourth  of  .1  u I \ 
oration  at  Faneuil  Hall  by  Timothy  Wilfred 
Coakley.  The  title  was  "The  American  Race,  its 
Origin,  the  Fusion  of  the  People,  its  Aim  for 
Unity,"  and  after  reading  this.  Mr  President,  you 
would  think  that  this  was  an  address  that  was  only 
delivered  last  July  4.  As  a  result  of  the  turmoil 
in  the  world  today,  it  seems  so  modern,  this  docu- 
ment that  was  printed  nearly  forty  years  ago. 
It  is  a  masterpiece  of  English,  and  a  masterpiece 
of  history,  and  I  think  the  whole  gist  of  this 
address  was  telling  what  a  great  nation  we  were, 
or  we  are.  And  his  idea  that  we  were  great  was 
not  because  of  any  descendants  of  the  people  that 
landed  here  on  the  "  Mayflower,"  but  it  was  the 
different  groups  that  came  to  this  country  seeking 
freedom.  It  was  the  fusion  of  the  bloods  of  all 
of  the  great  peoples  of  Europe,  the  blending  of 
their  blood,  that  made  the  great  American,  and 
the  great  American  that  made  this  country  the 
great  power  and  the  great  country  that  it  is  today 
This  is  a  lengthy  document,  and  although  my 
brothers  here  would  like  to  have  me  read  it,  I 
think  it  would  take  a  long  time.  No,  Councilor 
Sullivan,  I  think  there  is  a  lot  of  business  here 
this  afternoon,  and  I  think  we  can  read  this  later, 
and  I  am  going  to  have  this  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Printing,  and  let  them  decide  on  the 
reprint,  and  the  number  of  copies.  But,  if  you 
wish,  Mr.  President,  I  will  submit  this  to  Air 
Harnden,  that  lie  may  incorporate  it  in  the  records.

Coun.  CARElf  Mr.  President,  1  certainly  hope 
that  this  order  will  not  pass,  and  I  don't  think  that 
we  have  ever  had  a  matter  before  the  members  of 
the  <  'ity  Council  that,  on  two  occasions,  has 
brought  forth  more  pressure  first,  in  the  matter 
of  the  Recreation  Board  itself,  and  now  in  the  mat- 
ter of  taking  $200,000  away  from  the  so-called 
juvenile  delinquents  of  the  city  in  order  that  those 
who  are  "in  might  be  provided  with  jobs.  This 
matter  has  been  discussed  at  length  before 
Executive  Committee.  All  kinds  of  pressure  have 
been  brought  to  bear.  In  fairness  to  myself,  I 
think  I  should  say  that  time  and  time  again  on  the 
floor  of  this  Council  I  asked  that  money  be  pro- 
vided in  order  that  what  we  here  call  playgrounds 
in  the  City  of  Boston  might  be  so  equipped  that 
they  might  be  enjoyed  as  playgrounds.  And  time 
and  time  again,  Mr.  President,  in  the  days  bi 
we  heard  so  much — or  as  much,  rather, — of  juve- 
nile delinquency  as  we  are  all  hearing  today,  I  tried 
to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  bring  about  an  appro- 
priation of  at  least  a  million  dollars  in  order  that 
our  city  playgrounds  might  be  properly  equipped. 
As  I  said  time  and  time  again,  I  thought  that  if 
the  big  playgrounds  were  properly  equipped  the 
Roxbury  juvenile  court  rooms  and  the  juvenile 
court  rooms  of  other  courts  of  the  city  would  not 
be  thronged  as  they  are  by  young  people,  partic- 
ularly young  boys  who,  when  they  get  into  trouble 
and  are  asked,  "  Why  weren't  you  out  on  the  play- 
ground instead  of  getting  into  this  mess?''  the 
answer,  or  rather,  the  question,  always  came  back, 
"Where  are  those  playgrounds?"  And  those  kid- 
were  right,  because  the  City  of  Boston  can  dip  its 
head  in  shame  at  what  we  refer  to  so  often  as  play- 
grounds for  the  kids  of  the  city.  The  kids  in  Boston 
never  had  playgrounds.  Take  my  own  district  as 
an  example,  and  every  district  in  the  city  is  the 
same.  Not  one  playground  in  Ward  10  has  ever 
been  properly  equipped  with  facilities  that  will 
entice  the  young  men  and  young  women — or, 
rather,  the  boys  and  girls — to  use  those  play- 
grounds, and  in  that  way,  by  obtaining  the  outdoor 
recreation,  permit  them  an  opportunity  to  avoid 
the  more  serious  trouble  that  they  get  into. 
Finally  we  did  find  a  recognition  of  the  needs  of 
proper  playground  facilities.  A  million  dollars 
was  asked  of  the  City  Council,  and,  lo  and  behold, 
a  movement  is  then  started  to  take  away  one  fifth 
of  that  million  dollars  in  order  that  jobs  might  be 
provided  for  the  so-called  "pets."  I  well  remember. 
Mr.  Chairman,  when  the  recreation  bill  was  before 
us,  as  one  looked  in  the  galleries  we  saw  there  some 
of  the  pressure-minded  people  who  didn't  give  a 
darn  for  the  proper  playground  facilities  that  might 
be  brought  about  through  a  recreation  commission. 
Their  only  interest  in  a  recreation  commission  was 
the  job  that  they  had  in  mind  themselves,  and  to 
the  devil  with  the  young  kids  of  the  city.  Some  of 
them,  since  the  Recreation  Board  has  been  set  up, 
have  been  very  fortunate,  and  are  today  on  the 
city's  pay  roll.  What  more  proof  would  you  want 
of  their  lack  of  real  interest  in  the  Recreation  Board 
and  their  prime  purpose  of  being  interested  in  it, 
which  was  to  obtain  a  job  at  a  fat  salary  for  them- 
selves? The  kids  of  Boston  come  first  with  me. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  two 
weeks  ago  I  acquainted  my  colleagues  with  the 
fact  that  of  this  $200,000  that  they  now  want  to 
take  away  from  the  kids  of  the  city  $152,000  i»  to 
be  spent  for  salaries.  I  wonder  who  is  interested 
in  the  kids  of  tbe  city  and  in  proper  playground 
facilities  for  those  kids.  A  program  was  submitted 
by  the  Acting  Mayor  some  time  ago,  such  program 
to  be  used  by  the  new  recreation  set-up  in  the  city, 
and  as  we  look  over  that  program  we  find  nothing 
new  in  it.  The  program  indicates  to  us  that  this 
commission,  this  new  recreation  commission,  is 
going  to  conduct  on  the  playgrounds  events  for 
youths  of  twelve  to  sixteen  years  of  age  showing 
them  how  to  play  baseball,  football,  and  peggy, 
and  how  to  roller  skate,  how  to  play  soft  ball  and 
volley  ball,  and  square  dancing;  how  to  box,  how- 
to  have  road  racing  and  playground  circuses,  twi- 
light baseball  and  twilight  soft  ball.  There  is 
nothing  new  in  this  program,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  Park  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Mullen,  didn't  put  on  for  years  before  this  Recre- 
ation Board  was  brought  into  existence.  And  I 
don't  think  when  the  members  of  this  Council 
voted  to  set  up  this  new  recreation  commission 
that  they  for  one  moment  thought  that  right  off 
the  bat  $200,000  was  going  to  be  asked  for,  prin- 
cipally to  provide  jobs.     And  don't  forget,  Mr. 


IV  lident  thai  a  $200,000  request  this  Near  might 
well  be  a  request  for  1400,000  next  year,  and 
1600,000  two  years  from  now,  and  the  first  thing 
we  know  the  taxpayers  of  tin-  oity  are  going 
faced  with  the  necessitj  of  providing  approximately 
a  million  dollars  a  year  to  provide  jobs  for  those 

whose  qualifications  are   much  in   doubt   as  far  as 

most  of  us  are  concerned.  I  am  as  much  interi 
in  proper  supervision  of  playgrounds  as  anyone, 
and  in  hearing  the  arguments  of  the  coordinator 
of  recreation  iti  the  Mayor's  office,  and  of  Mr. 
Turley,  for  whom  1  have  great  respect,  the  only 
thing  thai  t  h<\  have  told  us,  or  emphasised,  rathei 
i-  that  we  arc  going  to  have  through  this  recreation 
commission  better  supervision  of  these  play- 
acts. In  my  eight  years  here,  on  more  than 
one  occasion  I  have  asked  that  the  I'ark  Commis- 
ioni  i  should  have  supervisors  on  the  playgrounds 
of  my  district,  and  I  presume  that  other  councilors 
have  made  the  same  request,  and  each  time  that 
I  have  asked  for  those  supervisors  I  have  been 
told  by  the  commissioner  that  he  didn't  have  the 

money   to   provide   them.      Be  has  informed   mem- 

oi   the  City  Council  in  executive  session  he 

could  have  secured  .supervisors  if  be  had  the 
money,  BO  thai  this  new  recreation  commission  is 
not  capable  of  doing  anything  better  than  the 
Park  Commissioner  and  Mr.  .Mullen  could  have 
done,  had  they  had  the  proper  money  to  work  with. 
They  tell  us  all  the  playgrounds  don't  need  super- 
\  ision.  1  wonder,  with  all  this  money  appropriated, 
whether  we  would  still  have  proper  supervision  of 
these  play  areas.  If  there  were  anything  in  this 
new  program  that  convinced  me  that  this  new- 
recreation  commission  was  endowed  with  expert 
knowledge  of  what  the  children  of  this  city  need. 
1  might  be  inclined  to  go  along  with  it,  but  if  ever 
a  steal  was  perpetrated  on  the  kids  of  this  city 
it  will  have  been  done  if  this  $200,000  IS  taken  out 
of  the  $1,00(1.00!!  appropriation  provided  by  thi- 
Council  some  time  ago.  The  argument  is  going 
to  be  used,  of  course,  that  $1 ,000.000  can't  be  spent 
this  year.  We  all  know  that.  We  don't  have  to 
be  told  that.  We  realize  there  are  priorities 
necessary  in  obtaining  certain  equipment  that  is 
necessary,  but  now  is  the  time  to  make  an  effort 
to  obtain  this  material,  and  if  the  money  is  not 
there  to  obtain  it,  time  can  be  wasted  in  endeavor- 
ing to  obtain  the  priorities.  We  have  heard 
various  arguments  in  the  executive  session  about 
what  is  good  and  what  is  bad  in  the  way  of  the 
so-called  wading  pools,  and  1  have  mentioned  that 
because  Mr.  Turley,  with  all  due  respect,  as  I  said 
earlier,  has  harped  on  the  two  or  three  phases  of 
this  proposed  recreation  activity,  finding  fault  with 
certain  things  that  the  Park  Department  has  al- 
ready contemplated -doing,  one  of  which  is  to  pro- 
vide wading  pools  in  certain  sections  of  the  city. 
Personally,  I  don't  think  that  wading  pools  are 
tie-  best  things  that  might  be  provided  for  these 
youngsters,  but  one  day  we  have  Mr.  Turley  in 
before  us  telling  us  of  some  engineer,  some  play- 
ground engineer  from  New  York,  who  devised  this 
scheme  over  there  of  coloring  the  surface  of  these 
wading  pools  so  that  it,  appeared  that  the  water 
was  being  changed  in  those  pools  every  minute  or 
so — I  believe  he  said  The  next  day  he  is  in  before 
US  and  severely  criticizing  the  installation  of  any 
wading  pools  in  these  playgrounds.  In  other 
words,  one  day  the  idea  is  all  right,  and  then  when 
they  are  lost  for  criticisms  they  pick  up  the  very 
idea  that  was  O.  K.  with  them.  You  can't  use  the 
playgrounds  of  the  city  unless  you  have  some 
equipment  there  to  drag  the  youngsters  to  them.  If 
the  baseballs  and  the  bats  and  the  other  athletic 
equipment  is  not  there,  the  youngsters  are  not 
going  to  be  there.  I  well  recall  the  difficulty  that 
I  have  had  in  having  skating  provided  for  any 
playground  in  Ward  10  by  having  the  playgrounds 
flooded  in  the  wintertime,  and  I  was  always  told 
by  Commissioner  Long  that  he  couldn't  install 
those  ice  skating  surfaces  because  he  didn't  have 
the  money  to  buy  the  material.  I  find  that  ice 
skating  is  one  of  the  forms  of  recreation  recom- 
mended in  this  program,  but  the  Park  Commis- 
sioner also  realized  that  ice  skating  would  be  a 
splendid  thing  for  the  kids  in  Ward  10  and  other 
sections  of  the  city,  but  he  just  didn't  have  the 
money  to  provide  that  ice  skating.  The  first  thing 
to  do  is  to  equip  these  playgrounds  and  provide 
the  essentials  necessary  to  properly  and  contin- 
uously use  those  playgrounds.  Let  the  equipment 
be  provided  and  then  let  the  supervision  be  taken 
■lie  of;  but  if  you  don't  have  the  equipment  there 
are  not  :<mh:  to  have  tin-  youngsters.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  what  we  asked  foi  for  \eals  will 
be  provided  bj  leaving  this  $1,000,000  alone.  I 
don't  know  why  $200,000  is  necessary,  but  if  so 
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it  can  be  provided  in  some  other  way.  I  am  at  a 
toss  to  know,  aftej  reading  in  the  paper,  ovei  a 
period  of  weeks,  the  request  for  some  $10,000,000 
to  be  spent  now  and  in  the  months  t<>  come,  whj 
a  mattei  of  $200,000  should  be  of  such  great  con- 
sequence.    The  step  in   the  right  direction    was 

started  when  the  $1, 00(1,000  was  asked  for.       Now 

that  it  has  been  provided  for,  let  us  consider  first 
the  youngsters  who  want  to  use  these  playgrounds 
all  the  time,  and  forget  those  who  are  always 
clamoring  to  get  on  the  public  pay  roll. 

Acting  President  DVVYEK— The  Chair  will  at 
this  time  call  Councilor  Russo  to  preside  for  the 
balance  of  the  day. 


Conn.  RUSSO  in  the  chair. 

Conn.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  I  intend 
to  vote  in  favor  of  this  transfer,  but  in  doing  so 
I  would  like  to  make  my  position  very  clear.  It 
seems  to  me  that  it  would  have  been  much  more 
advisable  to  let  the  $1,000,000  stand  for  physical 
improvements  for  the  playgrounds,  and  appropriate 
an  additional  $200,000  for  the  supervision  which  is 
without  any  question  necessary.  1  cannot  under- 
stand why,  when  it  has  already  been  definitely 
established  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners, 
That  $1,1)00,000  in  itself  is  insufficient  to  put  our 
playgrounds  in  proper  shape,  why,  under  those 
circumstances,  the  $1,000,000  is  cut  by  20  per 
cent.  I  had  hoped  up  until  now  that  the  Mayor 
would  send  in  an  additional  appropriation  order 
for  $200,000  to  take  care  of  this  necessary  super- 
vision. 1  cannot  understand  why  that  has  not 
been  done.  If  the  children  of  Boston  need  sav- 
ing, and  are  worth  saving,  then  they  clearly  are 
worth  an  extra  $200,000,  particularly  in  view  of 
the  sums  we  appropriated  for  everything  else. 
But,  acting  strictly  on  the  theory  that  half  a  loaf 
is  better  than  none,  and  that  supervision  is  required 
even  if  the  playgrounds  get  only  80  per  cent  or 
less  of  what  they  need  in  the  way  of  physical 
requirements,  with  other  members  of  this  Body 
I  feel  that  it  is  necessary  I  vote  for  the  transfer. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  am 
opposed  to  the  transfer  of  this  $200,000  because, 
to  me,  it  smacks  of  a  raid  on  a  fund  that  we  thought 
was  earmarked  for  physical  improvement  of  the 
playground  system  of  Boston.  Some  time  ago, 
when  this  order  came  in,  we  were  given  to  under- 
stand, Mr.  President,  that  $1,000,000  would  be 
barely  enough  to  rehabilitate  and  refurbish  and 
to  renew  the  parks  in  the  Boston  Park  Depart- 
ment System,  and  a  great  to-do  was  made  about 
the  children  profiting  thereby.  And  suddenly,  at 
a  later  date,  we  find  that  because  133  more  em- 
ployees are  to  be  put  to  work,  we  have  to  clip 
into  that  fund  and  take  out  20  per  cent,  or 
$200,000,  to  supply  those  jobs.  Now,  I  have 
argued  consistently  we  can  get  this  $200,000  for 
salaries  from  the  same  source  from  which  we  got 
the  $1,000,000.  Each  item — renewal  of  the  park 
system  of  parks  and  playgrounds  and  proper 
supervision — goes  hand  in  hand.  One  is  incom- 
plete without  the  other,  and  is  inoperative.  I  am 
mindful  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Long  came,  down  to 
the  executive  meeting  of  this  Body  several  weeks 
ago  and  submitted  to  each  and  every  one  of  us  a 
list  of  the  parks  and  playgrounds  in  our  wards 
that  he  intended  to  put  back  into  first -class  con- 
dition out  of  the  $1,000,000.  And  then,  subse- 
quently, we  got  another  list,  a  typewritten  list, 
that  carried  altogether  too  many  corrections,  and 
the  corrections  and  revisions  were  downward,  not 
upward.  We  found  out,  for  instance,  in  my  ward, 
that  a  contemplated  $25,000  expenditure  was  not 
made  because  it  was  in  our  part  our  contribution 
to  the  $200,000  that  we  were  asked  to  transfer. 
I  don't  know  why  when  these  orders  come  in  here 
we  can't  be  given  assurance  that  they  are  to  be 
used  solely  and  exclusively  until  they  are  ex- 
hausted for  the  very  purpose  represented  in  the 
message  accompanying  these  orders.  Why  does 
the  City  of  Boston  have  to  be  picayunish  in 
restoring  playgrounds  to  a  useful  condition' 
For  the  last  four  years  of  the  war  all  we  have 
heard  is  juvenile  delinquency.  We  have  heard 
of  children  who  arc  being  hurt  or  killed  because 
they  had  no  place  to  play  .  We  ha\  e  had  evidences 
of  children  being  hurt  on  playgrounds,  for  the 
excellent  reason  that  the-  poor  physical  condition 
of  those  playgrounds  in  question  was  not  con- 
ducive to  the  safety  of  the  children  who  are  sup- 
posed to  play  there.  Now,  it  is  the  purpose  of 
every  one  in  this  Body,  without  question,  to  get 
as  much  as  he  possibly  can.  I  make  no  bom - 
about  the  statement  that  1  would  like  to  get  a 
few    jobs    and    place    a    few    improvements.      But, 


given  my  choice,  I  must  certainly  take  the  physical 
improvements.  They  stand  for  all  time,  and  any 
job  or  jobs  that  are  sops  might  be  good  for  only  a 
few  months  time.  We  cannot  represent  to  any- 
one that  lie  is  getting  a  permanent  job  if  that  is 
our  prime  consideration;  and  I  don't  think  it  is. 
I  don't,  think  there  is  a  man  in  this  Body  that 
would  take  jobs  over  preferential  treatment  so  far 
as  the  physical  improvement  of  playgrounds  in 
his  district  is  concerned.  Noyv  I  can  see  another 
danger  that  undoubtedly  has  occurred  to  some 
of  the  members  if  this  transfer  is  made.  We  are 
going  to  drive  children  from  playgrounds  that  are 
not  rehabilitated  to  those  that  are.  And  it  will 
result  inevitably  in  a  more  dilapidated  condition 
setting  in  in  the  playgrounds  that  have  been 
arbitrarily  stricken  off  the  list  for  improvements, 
and  will  contribute  to  an  overcrowded  condition, 
with  the  consequent  inability  of  the  children  to 
enjoy  all  the  fatalities  in  the  playgrounds  that  are 
being  preferentially  treated.  I  don't  see  why  we 
should  make  fish  of  one  section  of  a  district  and 
Mesh  of  another.  In  the  last  analysis,  in  the 
twenty-two  wards  of  Boston,  each  ward  is  asked 
to  sacrifice  approximately  $10,000  of  improve- 
ments in  order  to  make  a  fund  of  $200,000  for 
salaries  that  yve  don't  know  will  be  paid  for  per- 
manent jobs.  We  have  had  a  lot  of  talk  up  here 
about  children, — how  we  are  endearing  ourselves 
to  them  and  to  their  parents  by  the  consideration 
we  have  shown  for  their  needs  and  their  wants, 
and  .yet  we  are  trying  to  make  the  $1,000,000 
fund  do  two  major  jobs, — refurbish,  renew  and 
rehabilitate  the  playgrounds  and  parks,  plus  the 
purchase  of  new  equipment,  and  pay  for  the 
starting  by  the  Recreation  Board  personnel,  some 
of  whose  salaries  are  away  out  of  gear.  I  don't 
know  as  there  is  anything  else  I  can  say  on  this 
subject,  except  to  review  just  for  a  moment  the 
three  outstanding  points  I  believe  I  have  made, 
that  some  playgrounds,  in  view  of  their  improve- 
ments, will  become  overcrowded,  and  others  will 
fall  more  rapidly  into  a  greater  stage  of  disuse 
and  decay;  the  other  thought  being  that  we 
didn't  labor  under  any  thought  whatever  that  we 
would  be  asked  to  tap  this  fund  for  $200,000  at 
another  date.  And  third,  and  most  important 
with  me,  is  that  I  would  much  rather  have  physical 
improvements  in  my  district  to  which  I,  very 
selfishly  probably,  could  point  in  after  years. 
I  would  far  prefer  the  physical  improvement  than 
to  get  two  or  three  of  the  highest  salaried  jobs 
of  the  133  that  I  understand  are  going  to  be 
created.  I  don't  know  that  there  is  a  man  in  here 
that  would  swap  the  one  for  the  other,  and  I  hope 
that,  this  $200,000  will  not  be  taken  from  the 
fund. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
can't  honestly  go  along  and  cast  my  vote  for  a 
t  ransfer  of  this  $200,000,  because  since  I  have  taken 
my  seat  in  this  Body  five  and  a  half  years  ago 
I  Dave  consistently  fought  for  an  appropriation  for 
the  improvement  of  playgrounds,  for  the  one  in  my 
district,  and  for  the  improvement  of  parks.  I  am 
not  the  only  member  in  this  Body  that  has  done 
so.  Every  member  in  here,  to  my  knowledge, 
some  time  or  other,  has  introduced  orders  for  im- 
provements for  their  parks  and  playgrounds,  and 
unjustly,  in  the  last  five  and  a  half  years,  including 
myself,  the  Park  Commissioner  has  been  con- 
demned unjustly  because  he  didn't  have  the  money 
to  keep  these  parks  and  playgrounds  in  the  con- 
dition that  he  wanted  them  kept  in.  Here  yve  get 
a  break,  getting  $1 ,000,000  appropriation,  and  they 
yvant  to  take  $200,000  out  of  it.  I  say  that  you 
have  got  the  $1 ,000.000,— hold  onto  it,  because 
next  year  God  knows  what  you  will  get,  because  if 
you  transfer  this  $200,000 — and,  mind  you,  that 
is  only  six  months'  appropriation — you  are  going 
to  have  that  brought  in  next  year  for  over  half  a 
million  dollars,  and  when  the  next  Mayor,  whoever 
he  may  be.  takes  a  look  at  that  you  can  rest  assured 
there  will  not  be  one  penny  appropriated  for  your 
parks  and  playgrounds.  And,  as  it  has  been 
brought  out.  that  is  only  20  per  cent  of  the 
$1,000,000  that  is  being  taken  away,  and  you  are 
only  being  given  a  20  per  cent  cut.  That  is  not 
Hue.  I  have  earmarked  for  improvements  in  my 
ward  $28,500,  Under  the  revised  schedule,  so  as 
to  get  this  transfer,  this  $200,000.  I  was  reduced  to 
$7,500,  a  reduction  of  $20,U4O,  a  cut  of  75  per  cent. 

That  $7,500  is  only  a  «  aste  of  t  he  taxpayers'  in ■) 

in  paying  it  into  this  playground,  because  it  won't 
even  make  a  dent  in  I  he  repairs  needed  t  here.  That 
i  not  only  in  my  district.  That  you  will  find  in  a 
majority  of  the  wards  throughout  thi'  city.  Von 
are  Stealing  From  Peter  to  pay  Paul.  Anil  this 
$200,000,  plus  another  $00,000  that  is  in  the  same 
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fund  for  transfer  to  Public  Buildings  Depart- 
ment, also  i"  that  Bame  appropriation  you  have 
$1, (Win. Him  earmarked  fur  tin-  repair  of  a  bridge, 
and  also  sou  nave  got  contracts  ^^  1 1 i <- 1 1  havi 

been  laid  out  under  i  ln^  $1,000,000.  They 
far  exceeded  what  was  earmarked  for  the  improve- 
ments in  those  districts  over  loo  per  cent.  And  if 
you  take  this  1200,000  th<  i  hancee  are  thai  a  lot  of 
ii-  are  not  going  to  get  a  damned  tinny.  I  eaj  ,  let 
another  transfei  order  or  appropriation  of  1200,000 
come  in  here.  1  would  like  to  Bee  supervision,  but, 
what  are  thej  going  to  supervise  it  they 
haven't  recreation  or  play  equipment  in  these 
varion-  playgrounds,  which  is  the  most  essential 
part  for  these  recreational  leaders  to  use?  One  item 
that  was  earmarked  for  a  plaj  una  in  mj  play- 
ads  was  an  itt-in  of  $1,200  for  just  equipment, 
which  "a-  reduced  down  to  1300.  How  many 
swings  could  thej  buy  for  $300?  Of  course,  1  know 
that  pressure  has  been  brought  to  bear,  but  bear 
in  mind,  gentlemen,  you  have  this  $1,000,000  to 
put  into  repairs  of  your  parks  and  playgrounds, — 
and  when  I  say  parks  I  mean  the  parks  that  each 
and  every  one  ol  us  has  in  our  district  that  were 
not  earmarked  in  this  $1,0110.000;  that  was  only 
earmark,-. I  for  playground  purposes.      Why.  that   i- 

only  a  drop  in  the  bucket,  that  $1,000,000,  iii  what 
the  Hark  Department  could  use  to  put  our  entire 
system   in   first-class  condition.     If  we  are  going 

along  and  start   in   taking  that   $200,000  and  othei 

appropriations  from  the  $1,0110,0011,  God.  we  are 
only  baek  to  where  we  started  from,  and  our  talk 
for  the  last  five  and  a  half  years  has  been  for  naught. 
And  1  don't  think  any  member  of  this  Body  ran 
be  justly  criticized  if  they  vote  against  it,  because 
how  can  \  on  justify  your  vote  if  you  vote  to  take 
$200,000  from  the  $1,000,000  you  voted  to  put  the 
playgrounds  in  first-class  condition'.'  If  you  get 
ih,.  leaders  on  these  playgrounds,  assuming  this 

$200,0110  is  passed,  you  are  going  to  have  more 
headaches;  you  are  going  to  have  mothers  and 
fathers  after  you.  Saying,  "  Why  don't  you  put  those 
things  in  condition'.'  '  1  hey  are  worse  off  now  than 
they  were  before,  and  I  hope  this  does  not  pass. 

Coun.  FEENEY —  Mr.  President,  I  am  reluctant 
To  let  this  debate  close  without  saying  .something 
about  this  important  transfer  order.  A  short 
while  ago  we  approved  an  appropriation  of 
$1,000,000  for  playground  construction,  repairs 
and  equipment.  Now,  if  we  vote  today  over 
opposition  and  transfer  this  $200,000,  we  admit 
that  we  were  wrong  in  voting  for  the  $1,000,000 
in  the  first  place.  Now,  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
sent  this  order  up  some  time  ago,  and  we  voted 
for  it,  we  approved  it,  and  I  think  that  the  people 
in  general  throughout  the  city  applauded  our 
action,  and  they  applauded  the  Mayor's  action  in 
trying  to  do  something  for  the  playgrounds  of 
the  city.  Vet  this  order  today  ha.-  been  before 
US  for  some  weeks,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
we  have  indicated  on  several  different  occasions 
that  we  were  against  it.  Now,  if  the  Mayor  "as 
wrong  in  asking  for  $1,000,000,  I  think  he  should 
publicly  admit  it,  instead  of  forcing  us  to  hold 
the  bag  and  transfer  this  $200,000  and  be  respon- 
sible for  the  loss  of  many  improvements  through- 
out the  city  that  were  promised  us  by  Mr.  Long. 
Now,  whether  Mr,  Long  is  right  or  whether  he  is 
wrong  is  beside  the  point  at  this  time.  The  fact 
of  the  matter  is  we  can  only  go  by  his  word,  what 
Ik-  -aid.  He  told  us  he  was  going  to  do  certain 
things  in  certain  districts.  In  my  district,  for 
example,  he  told  me  that  he  was  going  to  build  a 
wading  pool  in  the  Readville  section  of  Ward  18. 
That  is  the  most  remote  section  of  the  city, — the 
children  are  farther  away  from  the  salt  water 
there  than  in  any  part  of  Boston.  How  can  I 
justify  myself  in  voting  away  a  wading  pool  for 
the  children  in  the  Readville  district'.'  1  certainly 
can't,  and  I  won't.  And  I  think  that  any  councilor 
who  today  votes  away  any  improvement  for  his 
district  ought  to  have  his  head  examined.  Trees, 
fence  and  resodding  of  the  baseball  diamond  at 
Readville  would  be  out  as  far  as  my  ward  is  con- 
cerned if  I  voted  for  this  transfer,  and  I  only 
base  my  opinion  on  the  facts  as  they  were  pre- 
sented to  me  in  executive  session  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Park  Commission.  In  the  Almont  Street 
Playground,  Mattapan,  I  am  advised  by  Mr., 
Long  I  would  lose  a  new  baseball  diamond  and 
only  have  $300  for  the  playground  instead  of 
$1,200.  In  the  Wesley  G.  Ross  Playground  in 
Hyde  Park,  perhaps  one  of  the  largest  fields  in  all 
of  Boston,  where  we  have  not  got  a  single  piece  of 
playground  equipment  today, — no  clubhouse, 
nothing  at  all,  except  a  standpipe  in  the  middle 
of  the  field  which  we  use  for  Hooding  the  field  in 
the  wintertime  for  skating — I  would  lose  a  wading

chase of  playground  equipment.  There  is  not  a 
single.  solitary  sand  box  or  swing  or  equipment 
of  any  description  on  that  playground,  fin  the 
Walkei     Playground    in    Mattapan    I    would    lose 

$000;  only  $300  would  be  allocated.  So  I  am  not 
justified  in  \oting  for  this  transfer  order,  and 
from  what  I  can  learn  of  the  report  that  was 
tiled  with  our  Executive  Committee  by  Mr.  Long 
1  can  see  no  justification  for  an>  member  of  your 
Council,     sir,     voting    for    this    $200,1100     transfer. 

And,    mind   you,    I    am   not   against    supervision. 

1   am  for  it    1011  per  cent,   but    believe  me,   1   would 

rather  have  equipment  to  play  baseball  without 
supervision  than  to  have  supervision  with  no 
equipment,  anil  that  is  about  what  we  are  doing 
in  many  instances  when  we  go  along  with  a 
$200,000  transfer  order  for  supervision.  1  say, 
let  us  build  up  the  plant  structure  of  these  play- 
grounds. We  have  all  been  asking  for  improve- 
ments in  our  districts.  We  have  all  been  asking 
for  equipment  for  the  children  in  our  districts. 
We  have  all  been  asking  for  wading  pools.  I  am 
one  of  those  that  believe  there  is  nothing  liner 
than  wading  pools  for  recreation  of  little  children. 
We  have  one  in  Hyde  Park  on  the  grounds  of  the 
municipal  building,  and  that  is  used  by  a  hundred 
children  on  hot  summer  days.  There  is  no  other 
place  for  them  to  go  unless  they  go  to  the  beaches, 
and  to  get  to  the  beaches  they  have  to  go  further 
from  Readville  than  any  other  section  of  the 
city.  So,  Mr.  President,  I  sincerely  hope  this 
transfer  order  will  be  defeated,  and  I  hope  that 
if  we  are  to  have  supervision  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
will  take  some  steps  other  than  a  transfer  order  of 
this  kind. 

Coun.  CAREY — Having  had  the  floor  before, 
I  am  reluctant  to  take  it  again,  but  1  feel  that  1 
must  answer  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14  (Coun. 
Muchniek)  who  tried  to  soften  up  some  of  the 
councilors  here  by  saying  that  half  a  loaf  is  better 
than  none.  Why,  the  kids  in  this  city  have  never 
had  half  a  loaf.  This  $1,000,000  represents  but  a 
small  part  of  what  is  necessary  to  properly  fix 
these  playgrounds.  The  figures  that  the  Park 
Commissioner  brought  before  the  Council  show, 
just  on  the  barest  of  necessities  you  might  call  it, 
that  he  needed  $1,232,000.  And  it  is  amusing 
indeed,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  esteemed 
gentleman  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley)  is 
interested  in  this — and  I  admire  him  for  the 
fight  that  he  has  made  in  order  to  get  this 
recreation  commission  over  in  the  first  place,  and 
get  this  recreation  money  in  the  second  place, — 
I  like  Jim  Bayley,  but  I  am  not  going  to  play  ball 
with  Jim  Bayley  to  the  detriment  of  the  kids.  I 
say  that  any  councilor  who  votes  now  to  take 
away  from  the  kids  of  his  district  what  he  has 
been  yelling  for  on  the  floor  of  this  Council  for 
\ears  ought  to  be  defeated  next  November. 

Chairman  RUSSO — The  Chair  will  remind  the 
councilor  to  please  speak  on  the  business  before  us. 
I  don't  intend  to  stop  anyone,  but  1  feel,  however, 
that  it  is  my  duty  not  to  allow  anyone  to  go  into 
personalities,  and  not  to  judge  the  mentality  of 
other  councilors  in  any  manner. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  there  is  nothing 
personal  about  my  remarks.  I  speak  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  kids  of  the  city.  We  are  sick  and  tired 
of  hearing  so  much  about  juvenile  delinquency, 
and  what  can  you  expect?  I  have  been  to  Roxbury 
Court  Thursday  after  Thursday-,  and  I  have  seen 
youngsters  from  all  over  Roxbury  district  in  trouble 
there.  And  as  I  said  earlier,  when  I  asked  some  of 
those  youngsters  how  they  got  in  this  trouble, 
"Why  weren't  you  out  on  these  playgrounds?", 
they  immediately  shot  the  question,  "Where  are 
those  playgrounds'.' "  Any  man  I  repeat,  who  wants 
to  betray  the  youngsters  of  his  district  ought  to 
be  made  to  ijay  the  consequences. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  this  order  was 
sent  in  to  us  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  April  30. 
We  have  now  waited  six  weeks  in  order  to  get  ac- 
tion one  way  or  the  other  on  it.  To  my  mind,  the 
Legislature  passed  this  act  setting  up  the  Board  of 
Recreation  for  the  City  of  Boston,  and  now  the 
Board  of  Recreation  has  come  in  here  and  re- 
quested an  appropriation  so  that  it  may  put  proper 
supervision  on  the  parks  and  play  grounds.  These 
playgrounds  are  now  in  use.  School  will  soon  be 
out  These  kids,  children,  will  wish  to  go  out  on 
the  playgrounds  and  take  part  in  the  various  sports , 
games  and  athletics.     It  is  important  thai  all  these 
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playgrounds  be  properly  supervised.  In  most 
cities  in  tliis  country  there  is  :i  provision  that  when 
money  is  :i | >|>i  <>[ n  iuteil  50  per  cent  of  it  is  for  ph.\  si- 
cal  plant  and  50  per  cent  for  supei  \  ision.    All  thai 

is  being  asked  now  todav  is  that  we  give  $200,000 
out  of  the  $1,000,000,  or  20  per  cent,  tor  super- 
vision. 

Conn.  SCANNELL— Will  the  gentleman  yield 
for  one  quest  ion? 

Conn.  BAYLEY — I  will  yield  provided  I  have 
the  Hour  after  the  question  is  asked. 

Conn.  SCANNELL — Mr.  Councilor,  would  you 
object  if  there  was  a  new  appropriation  foi  $200,000 
for  recreational  purposes  presented  to  this  Body? 

Chairman  RUSSO— Councilor  Bayley  maj 
answer  if  he  so  desires 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Would  you  object  to  an 
appropriation  coming  into  this  body  for  $200,000, 
and  to  leave  the  $1,000,000  for  recreation  facilities 
alone? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  President,  I  favor  the 
transfer  of  the  $200,000  out  of  the  $1,000,000  at 
this  time. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  he  did  not 
answer  my  question. 

Chairman  RUSSO — It  seems  that  the  councilor 
does  not  want  to  answer  your  question,  so  Coun- 
cilor Bayley  will  proceed. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — I  still  press  the  question. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — The  question  before  us  now 
is  whether  we  favor  the  transfer  of  $200,000  out  of 
the  $1,000,000,  and  I  will  continue. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  he  yielded 
for  a  question.  I  would  kike  to  have  the  gentleman 
answer. 

Chairman  RUSSO — Councilor  Bayley  evidently 
doesn't  want  to  answer  the  question,  therefore  it  is 
his  privilege,  and  I  shall  recognize  it. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  I  read  from  the 
Boston  Globe  regarding  the  action  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Park  Commission,  who  several  weeks  ago 
threw  his  weight  behind  the  $200,000  transfer  and 
admitted  that  supervision  was  necessary  on  many 
parks  and  playgrounds.  Now,  he  has  a  force  of 
only  about  twenty-three  or  twenty-four  men 
capable  of  supervising  parks  and  playgrounds. 
There  are  many  playgrounds  in  need  of  more 
supervision.     I  read  from  the  Boston  Globe: 

"Last  Monday  Chairman  William  P.  Long  of 
the  Park  Commission  publicly  threw  his  weight 
behind  Kerrigan's  order  to  the  City  Council  to 
transfer  $200,000  of  the  Park  Commission's 
$1,000,000  appropriation  to  the  unpaid  Boston 
Recreation  Board.  If  the  Council  will  approve  the 
transfer  at  next  Monday's  meeting  the  city-wide 
program  can  get  under  way.  Hitches  so  far  have 
been  caused  by  the  difficulties  that  arose  working 
the  new  board  into  the  existing  set-up.  Permissn  e 
legislation  allows  it  to  go  ahead  with  its  program, 
but  real  definitive  authority  under  which  to  act  is 
withheld  until  the  board  demonstrates  its  useful- 
ness. This  caused  early  confusion  because  the 
Park  Commission  was  also  still  charged  with  pro- 
viding recreation  for  the  city.  It  has  been  Mayor 
Kerrigan's  big  job  in  this  project  to  work  for  smooth 
coordination  of  commission  and  recreation  board 
One  of  the  things  that  has  helped  was  the  transfer 
of  William  M.  Mullen — " 

I  won't  continue  with  that.  That  is  quite  long. 
I  don't  wish  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council, 
but  I  would  like  to  read  from  an  excellent  editorial 
in  the  Boston  Traveler.  I  might  thank  the  news- 
papers for  their  very  kindly  attitude  towards  this 
transfer  of  $200,000.  I  know  that  the  members 
have  heard  both  sides  of  the  question,  and  I  don't 
want  to  take  up  their  time  further.  This  editorial 
is  as  follows,  from  the  Boston  Traveler  of  May  5: 

"In  line  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Juvenile  Development  is  tin'  request 
made  of  the  City  Council  that  $200,000  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  Boston  Board  of  Recreation  from 
the  $1,000,000  fund  for  the  physical  improvement 
of  playgrounds.  Such  a  transfer  would  spare  any 
additional  levy  in  the  tax  rate,  and  would  make 
possible  a  program  of  activities  and  the  human  use 
of  our  playgrounds  as  soon  as  they  are  put  in  older. 
Improving    the    physical    plant    of    Boston's    play 

facilities    without  setting   aside   some    neys   for 

arranging  activities  on  them  would  be  like  con- 
structing new  school  buildings  and  not  putting 
teachers  or  pupils  in   them.     As  quickly    a-   the 

timely  transfer  order  shall  lie  accepted  by  I  lie  City 

Council,  the  children  will  benefit,  then  parents  will 
benefit,  and  the  taxpayers  will  benefit

Coun.    HURLEY-     I    doubt    the    presence    of    a 
quorum.

Coun,  KIN  SKI.  LA — I  don't  know  what  con- 
dition Councilor  Bayley  finds  his  parks  and  play- 
grounds in  in  Ward  5,  but  I  know  how  we  have  been 
penalized  in  Charlestown  by  the  conditions  with 
which  we  have  to  contend.  Immediately  aftei 
Trail  Harbor  the  Army  authorities  came  in  and 
built  barracks  at  Sullivan  Square  Playground  and 
from  there  on  stationed  troops  that  have  stayed 
there  until  about  one  year  ago.  In  the  meantime, 
Mr.  President,  the  full  and  complete  control  of 
about  two  thirds  of  that  playground  was  in  the 
hands  of  the  Army.  That  included  the  handball 
court  ami  the  field  house.  As  a  result  of  neglect, 
the  field  house,  which  contains  about  fifteen  show- 
ers, has  not  since  been  used  for  shower  purposes 
because  of  the  dilapidated  condition  into  which  the 
heating  system  and  the  shower  heads  themselves 
were  allowed  to  fall.  At  the  Barry  Field,  at  the 
other  end  of  Medford  street,  the  Navy  took  over 
the  field  as  equipment  space  in  the  construction  of 
ships  in  the  Navy  Yard.  And,  while  they  have  just 
recently  returned  Barry  Field  to  the  Park  Depart 
ment,  I  am  not  prepared  to  speak  of  the  condition 
of  the  field  house.  In  the  field  in  the  other  quarter 
of  the  town,  in  a  densely  populated  district,  that 
field  house  has  not  been  opened  for  years,  ami  only 
the  other  day  I  had  to  ask  the  Park  Department  t<> 
send  men  down  there  to  clean  it  out  and  restore 
the  drinking  water,  in  order  that  the  athletes  that 
take  part  in  the  sport  show  at  Emmons  Field  tins 
year  may  be  able  to  get  water,  although  they  can't 
get  bathing  water,  because  of  the  condition  of  the 
boilers  and  lack  of  shower  heads.  It  is  reasonable 
to  assume  that  all  that  work  could  be  done  out  of 
$1,000,000.  As  I  say,  I  don't  know  what  the  con- 
dition is  in  the  section  of  the  city  where  Councilor 
Bayley  is,  but  I  will  take  the  improvements  for 
myself,  and  let  potential  employees  wait  awhile. 
They  won't  light  a  candle  light  on  our  streets. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  didn't  in- 
tend to  get  into  this  debate  because,  to  tell  you  the 
truth,  I  am  not  totally  convinced  either  one  way 
or  the  other.  But  one  of  the  gentlemen  here,  for 
whom  I  have  the  greatest  respect,  in  the  course  of 
his  argument  stated  that  anybody  who  voted  for 
this  transfer  was  voting  against  the  kids  of  his 
district.  Well,  I  am  one  gentleman  here  who  is  not 
voting  against  the  kids  of  my  district,  and  yet  I 
am  voting  for  the  transfer.  I  think  the  whole 
trouble  here  is  that  everybody  wants  improve- 
ments, but  one  wants  improvements  of  one  type 
and  another  wants  improvements  of  the  other  type. 
I  personally  am  satisfied  with  the  physical  appear- 
ance of  the  properties  belonging  to  the  Park  De- 
partment in  my  district.  What  I  want  is  super- 
vision. Mr.  President,  I  have  had  as  much,  and 
probably  more,  to  do  with  juvenile  delinquency 
than  probably  any  other  member  of  the  Council, 
and  I  think  the  trouble,  the  primary  root,  of  juve- 
nile delinquency  is  that  supervision  is  lacking  either 
in  the  home,  the  school  or  on  the  streets.  I  believe 
we  should  have  supervision.  Whether  or  not  we 
need  (200,000  worth  of  it,  I  am  not  convinced. 
I  would  say  any  amount,  to  give  it  a  start.  I 
believe  it  is  worthy  of  some  consideration.  The 
idea  to  throw  it  all  aside  doesn't  set  right  in  my 
mind,  particularly,  Mr.  President,  when  you  con- 
sider that  out  of  the  $1,000,000  here  there  is  going 
to  be  $800,000  left  for  physical  improvements. 
Everybody  is  going  to  get  something.  True,  we 
an-  not  going  to  get  as  much  as  we  desire,  but  there 
is  no  objection  to  anybody  in  here  filing  an  order 
for  $200,000  more  of  improvements.  There  are 
many  reasons  why  we  should  do  this,  but  I  am  one 
fellow  that  believes  in  going  forward.  We  have 
had  playgrounds  for  a  number  of  years.  Each  and 
everyone  of  us  has  got  up  here  and  appealed  for 
improvements  on  this  playground  and  that  play- 
ground. W'e  all  need  them,  and  everybody  needs 
improvements  in  his  district.  That  is  what  he  is 
sent,  here  for.  I  believe  in  giving  it  a  start.  If  it 
doesn't  make  good,  vote  against  it  next  year,  but 
give  it  a  stall  and  see  if  the  teachers  and  instructors 
on  the  playgrounds  won't  do  some  good  foi  the 
kids  in  our  neighborhood. 

Coun.  HURLEY— I  make  a  motion  that  the 
ordei  be  amended  to  read  $100,000. 

Chairman   RUSSO      The  motion  is  out  of  ordei 
councilor,  it  being  a  transfer  order.

HANNON— Mr.    President,    during 

course  of   the   past    week    we   were   thrilled   beyond 

words  by  the  appearance  here  of  Genera)  Patton, 

Undoubtedly    one    Of    the    greatest     heroes    of    this 

war;  ami  we  lead  in  the  papei  about  the  reception 
being  given  to  this  and  that  hero  of  outstanding 
merit  who  is  returning  to  oui  shores  from  the 
various  battlefield-  But  every  day  in  the  week, 
Mr.  1'iesideiit,  there  are  coming  home  to  us,  to 
our  own  homes  here  in  Boston,  kids  who,  to 
should  be  every  bit  as  big  heroes  and  as  much 
worth]  of  a  reception  as  any  man  wearing  three, 
four  or  even  five  stars.  These  kids,  when  they 
went  forth  to  battle,  were  escorted  to  trains,  and 
bands  played;  they  were  given  coffee  and  dough- 
and  they  were  assured  by  the  municipality 
and  every  state  in  the  country  that  when  they 
came  back  here  they  were  going  to  receive  this 
and  that,  they  wen-  going  to  be  given  back  their 
job.-,  they  were  going  to  be  given  everything  that 
was  withm  the  gift  of  the  particulai  city  oi  town 
from  which  they  individually  came.  But  now 
these  kids  are  coming  back;  they  are  coming 
home  And  what  are  we  doing  for  them?  I 
think  we  are  doing  absolutely  nothing,  as  one  of 
my  worthy  brothers  here  has  stated.  They  are 
ing  back  here,  and  we  don't  even  know 
whether  or  not  they  are  getting  back  the  jobs 
that  were  supposed  to  be  secured  for  them.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  you  and  I  know  amongst,  our  own 
acquaintances  that  they  are  not  getting  back 
jobs  And  what  are  we  doing  to  try  to 
help  them  out,  to  see  that  they  do  get  back  the 
jobs  that  were  taken  from  them  when  they  went 
forth  to  fight  for  you  and  me?  I  know  right  well 
that  many  of  these  kids  who  come  home  here  go 
back  to  their  old  plants  and  they  are  told  that 
their  job  has  been  done  away  with,  or  their  job 
has  been  filled,  and  that  they  are  no  longer  neces- 
sary or  that  they  can't  do  the  work.  And  there 
is  no  organization  even  in  this  City,  Stab 
Federal  Government  that  does  one  thing  for 
those  kids  towards  trying  to  see  that  they  do 
get  back  the  jobs  that  were  promised  to  be  secured 
for  them  when  they  did  return.  Othei  prob 
that  we  are  running  up  against  include  the  ques- 
tion of  their  capability  to  work.

Anothei  problem 
that  confronts  us  i-  this  anothei  boy  of  my  dis- 
trict wa-  se-nt  home.  He  had  been  operated  on 
llcera    while    in    the-    Navy    and,    with    all    due 

consideration  to  the  man  who  operated  on  him. 
In-  was  in  lough  shape.  He  got  out  of  the  Navy 
and  was  confined  to  his  bed,  unable  to  work  As 
a  matte-i  of  fact,  he  had  to  be-  operated  on  again.

up  her  job  and  try  to  nurse  that  boy  back  to 
health.  And  yet  that  boy  was  getting  only  30 
per  cent  disability.  By  the  time  that  I  did, 
through  politicians,  get  around  to  help  him — and 
we  did  finally'  get  him  50  per  cent  disability — lie 
had  been  living  a  matter  of  months.  Any  income 
that  his  mother  might  have  had  had  been  depleted. 
Ever]  penny  was  spent  in  trying  to  bring  that 
boy  back  to  health,  back  to  life,  the  life  he  had 
before  lie  went  into  the  service.  And  those  are 
only  some  of  the  problems  that  the  kids  are  facing. 
I  know  that  people  will  tell  us  that  we-  have  the 
Veterans'  Bureau  down  here-  and  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department  up  there.  But  don't  you  see  the 
trouble  with  these  departments  is  that  they 
don't  come  to  the  kids;  the  kids  have  to  go  to 
them,  and  if  they  are  incapacitated  they  can't 
get  there.  And  yet  when  they  get  down  to  the 
Veterans'  Bureau  and  ask  for  money  for  dis- 
ability, they  have  to  sign  the  application  them- 
aelves,  they  have  to  appeal  in  person,  ami  if  they 
are  in  bed  how  are  they  going  to  do  it?  Even  I 
had  to  bring  up  blanks  to  the  house  and  have 
them  signed  by  the  particular  boy  about  whom  I 
spoke.  There  is  need  here  of  something  else, 
some  division,  some  department,  some  group, 
that  will  do  for  these  kids  what  we  promised  we 
were  going  to  do.  We  knew  their  names  when 
they  went  into  the  service.  We  hired  a  band  to 
go  "down  and  see  them  off.  Then  why.  in  the 
name  of  all  that  is  holy,  don't  we  know  theii 
names  when  they  come  out  of  the  service?  And 
yvhen  they  do  come  out,  let  us  greet  them  tin- 
same  way,  let  us  ask  them,  "What  can  the  City 
of  Boston  do  for  you?''  Let  us  take  the  initiative 
in  this  thing.  Let  us  do  right  by  these  kids. 
They  won't  come  to  us  if  they  go  to  their  old 
firm  and  knoyv  that  tlieii  job  is  there.  Half  of 
those  kids  hang  around  the  corner,  and  they  are 
discouraged,  disconsolate,  and  would  sooner  be 
back  in  the  Pacific  taking  their  chance-  cm  death, 
rather  than  hanging  around  doing  nothing.  I  had 
a  boy  come  up  to  me  only  a  week  ago,  and  I  said. 
What  are  you  doing?"  and  he  said,  "Gee,  I 
don't  know  what  to  elo.  The  old  place  I  yvorked 
in  has  no  vacancies  now."  1  saici,  "Why  don't 
you  go  to  the  Boston  Elevated?  They  are  adver- 
tising vacancies."  Then  he  yvent  over  and  came 
back  to  tell  me  that  he  received  employment  as 
a  laborer.  Mr.  President,  there  are  a  lot  of 
those  kids  here.  We  can  take  the  initiative. 
Don't  yvait  until  they  come  to  us.  Don't  wait 
until  they  get  into  trouble.  Don't  yvait  until 
they  are  turned  down.  They  an-  heroes,  even  if 
they  don't  wear  wings,  even  if  they  don't  wear 
four  or  five  stars.  They  are  kids  wiio  fought  foi 
you  and  me.  and  I  say  that  there  ought  to  be 
some  way  that  every  kid  In  Boston  discharged 
from  the-  service  should   be  contacted  and  should 
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be  asked,  "\Vli;it  can  we  do  for  you?"  And  then 
when    be    tells    us    he    was    formcrh    employed,    we 

could  ('heck  up  on  thai  concern,  and  find  out  why 
he  is  not  bcinjr  re-employed.  Then  we  could  put 
some  of  these  patriotic  firms  on  the  spot.  I  saj 
that  they  arc  not  doinj;  right  by  the  kids,  and  we 
ourselves   an'   not    doing   right.     I   say    that    nut 

merely  negative  action  is  wanted,  but  positive 
action.  We  saw  them  off;  we  took  pride  in 
reading  off  their  names.  Now,  let  us  take  just  as 
much  pride  in  welcoming  them  home.  Many  of 
those  kids  have  problems  that  the  city  can  solve 
or  help  settle,  or  at  least  relieve.  I  think  it 
would  be  a  wonderful  thing  for  the  City  of  Boston 
to  take  the  lead  in  this  project.  1  think  we  owe  it 
to  the  kids,  and  I  think  that  the  ways  that  such 
a  department  could  belt)  these  kids  are  too 
numerous  to  mention.

DUTTON  BUILDING.

Gentlemen, — Under  date  of  April  30,  1945,  I 
transmitted  to  your  Honorable  Body  two  orders, 
one  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter  259  of  the  Acts 
of  1945  to  permit  the  City  of  Boston  to  borrow 
money  for  renovation  to  the  Houghton  and  Dutton 
building;  and  the  other  for  a  loan  of  $300,000  for 
said   renovation. 

I  am  now  informed  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners  that  the 
original  offer  of  the  Federal  Government  for 
the  occupancy  of  the  entire  building  has  been 
withdrawn  and  in  place  thereof  a  new  offer  for 
sixty  thousand  (60,000)  square  feet  of  space  has  been 
made.  I  am  also  informed  that  the  State  Govern- 
ment desires  approximately  sixteen  thousand 
(16,000)  square  feet  in  the  Houghton  and  Dutton 
building. 

In  view  of  these  developments,  I  am  submitting 
today  to  your  Honorable  Body  a  loan  order  in 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000),  which  will  be  sufficient  to  make  the 
renovations  necessary  to  provide  the  needed 
space  for  the  Federal  and  State  Governments. 
I  request  that  you  give  this  loan  order  a  first 
reading  today.  I  also  request  that  you  pass  the 
order  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter  259  of  the 
Acts  of  1945,  without  which  acceptance  the  loan 
order  will  be  inoperative.  The  original  loan  order 
submitted  by  me  for  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($300,000)  will,  in  view  of  these  develop- 
ments, be  unnecessary  and  I  request  that  this  loan 
order  be  rejected  by  your  Honorable  Body  at 
today's  meeting.

HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  am  filing 
this  order  primarily  to  see  if  we  can't  get  around 
the  bugaboo  of  many  of  the  lower  paid  employees 
that  give  faithful  service  to  the  city  for  a  long 
period  of  time  and  then,  when  pensioned,  their 
pension  amounts  to  nothing.  I  think  if  a  man 
has  served  the  city  for  twenty  or  twenty-five 
years  he  should  be  entitled  to  some  recognition, 
some  compensation, — particularly  employees  of 
the  City  Hospital,  and  particularly  the  laboring 
division,  or  people  in  the  lower  paid  brackets. 
I  don't  know  how  much  a  project  like  this  would 
cost  or  entail,  but  I  think  if  we  can't  increase  the 
pensions — and  we  would  always  try  to  do  that — 
then  we  might  increase  the  salary  that  these  old 
employees  are  going  to  receive,  and  then  they 
would  benefit  in  their  pensions.

Chairman  KELLY — For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  was  under  the  impres- 
sion I  had  been  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

Chairman  KELLY — The  Chair  regrets  over- 
looking that. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  would  be  glad  to  yield 
if  the  Chair  wishes. 

Chairman  KELLY — Councilor  Muchnick  yields. 

Coun.  DWYER — Speaking  on  reconsideration. 
I  hope  that  reconsideration  prevails.  I  am  one 
who  has,  I  think,  as  perfect  a  record  —  if  not  the 
best  record  —  as  anyone  here  as  to  attendance. 
I  don't  "duck"  meetings,  Mr.  Chairman.  A 
national  holiday  is  next  week.  I  presume  every 
councilor  is  busy,  as  I  am,  that  week  preparing  for 
tlic  Fourth  of  July  celebration,  and  the  activities 
I  am  going  to  have  in  my  district  really  require  my 
time  next  Monday,  Mr.  Chairman.  I  am  having 
some  affairs  the  day  before  and  some  on  the 
Fourth,  and  I  don't  think  that  the  citizens  of 
Boston  will  criticize  us  for  not  meeting  next  Mon- 
day, especially  where  we  are  probably  going  to 
work  harder  than  if  we  were  attending  a  meeting 
here.  For  the  life  of  me,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  can't 
understand  why  we  are  not  entitled  to  adjourn 
practically  the  day  before  the  Fourth  of  July, 
which  we  are  going  to  devote,  each  and  every  one 
of  us,  I  know,  to  carrying  on  the  activit.es  of  our 
district  over  the  Fourth  of  July.  And  I  say.  Mr. 
Chairman,  again,  that  I  hope  the  members  will 
reconsider  their  votes,  and  if  some  don't  have  to 
carry  on  and  do  work  to  prepare  for  their  Fourth 
of  July  celebrations,  I  hope  they  will  bear  with 
those  that  have  to.  I,  for  one,  I  assure  you  gentle- 
men, have  a  great  many  activities  I  have  to  take 
care  of,  and  I  do  need  that  day  for  the  children, 
and  for  the  grown-ups  too,  in  my  district.  I  know 
that  it  is  customary  to  draw  jurors  in  the  first. 
meeting  of  the  month,  but  we  don't  have  to  do 
that  this  next  Monday.

PRICE   RATIONING   AND   RENT  CONTROL 
PROGRAMS. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  offered  the  following: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

That  Ihi'  proper  allocation  of  commodities 
needed  for  the  defense  of  the  United  States  or  for 
civilian  supply  and  the  effective  enforcement  of 
the  national  anti-inflation  program  an-  necessary 
for  the  effective  prosecution  of  the  war,  and  the 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  this  city.  It  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  policy  of  this  city  in  order  to 
assure  fait  dealing  and  the  prevention  and  elimina- 
tion of  black  markets  to  cooperate  with  the  Federal 
Government's  price  rationing  and  rent  control 
programs: 
Therefore  be  it  ordained  that: 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  sells,  delivers  or 
transfers  to  another  person  for  use  or  consumption 
other  than  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade  01 
business,  or  any  person  who  buys,  receives  or 
acquires  for  use  or  consumption  other  than  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  trade  or  business,  a  commodity 
rationed  by  an  order  or  regulation  issued  by  the 
United  States  government  or  any  agency  thereof 
in  effect  on  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance, 
without  taking  or  giving  the  coupons,  stamps, 
ration  checks  or  other  evidences  required  by  the 
order  or  regulation  at  the  time  of  transaction,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
twenty  dollars  for  each  such  violation. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  wdio  in  selling  or  offering 
for  sale  at  retail  any  commodity  for  which  an  exact 
maximum  price,  expressed  in  terms  of  dollars  or 
cents  or  dollars  and  cents,  has  been  prescribed 
by  a  regulation,  order  or  price  schedule  issued  by 
the  United  States  government,  or  any  agency 
thereof,  and  in  effect  on  the  date  of  the  enact- 
ment of  this  ordinance,  demands  or  receives  con- 
sideration therefor  in  excess  of  the  applicable 
maximum  price  in  force  and  effect  at  the  time  of 
the  occurrence  of  the  violation,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars 
for  each  such  violation. 

Sect.  3.  Any  license  or  permit  issued  by  the 
mayor  or  any  board,  department,  or  official  of  the 
city  and  thereafter  used  by  any  person  in  con- 
nection with  any  activity  involving  a  violation  of 
any  provision  of  this  ordinance  may  be  revoked 
or  suspended  because  of  such  violation  in  accord- 
ance with  the  procedure  provided  by  law  for  the 
revocation  or  suspension  of  such  license  or  permit. 

'    OUn.     MUCHNICK— Mr.       President,       I      am 

going  to  ask  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances,  but  prior  to  its  being  referred 
there  are  some  explanatory  remarks  I  would  like  to 
make.  This  has  been  a  problem,  as  everyone 
knows,  that  has  been  bothering,  not  only  this 
section  of  the  country,  but  all  sections  ol  th,' 
country,  for  many  months.  The  Office  of  Price 
Administration  is  doing  the  best  it  can  under  the 
circumstances,  but,  despite  all  that  is  being  done 
by  the  OPA  and  tin-  War  Food  Administration, 
particularly  in  the  field  of  enforcement,  they  have 

difficulty,    partially    because    of    insufficient    help. 


If  this  city,  by  passage  of  this  ordinance  or  some 
similar  ordinance,  helps  the  iil'\  in  its  enforce- 
ment program,  then  we  can  help  eliminate  the 
"black    market"    situation,    and    we    'an    thus    help 

pn  i  id"  more  food  in  the  channels  where  that  food 
We  here  have  two  problems  to  consider, 
and  consider  carefully:  Whether,  as  a  city,  we  are 
going  to  throw  inn  forces  in  enforcement  with  the 
Federal  Government;  and,  if  we  decide  to  do 
that  and  it  seems  to  me  that  we  owe  a  duty  to 
the  citizenry  to  do  that,  if  we  reach  thai  con 
elusion  then  we  have  the  further  problem  as  to 
whethei  this  ordinance  as  here  brought  [n  would 
be  constitutional,  I  have  taken  the  time  and 
the  trouble  to  check  similar  ordinances  in  Other 
cities,  and  1  have  made  a  lather  exhaustive  Study 
of  the  law.  I  am  convinced  that,  this  ordinance, 
under  the  provisions  of  our  charter,  would  probably 
lie  held  constitutional,  but,  lather  than  have  any 
question  about  it  whatsoever,  I  urge  that  when 
ihis  reaches  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  or 
prioi  to  it-  reaching  that  committee,  it  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Law  Department  with  the  request 
that  they  make  an  examination  of  the  law  lo  see 
lo  it  whether  or  not  it  is  constitutional  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel.  There  are 
several  eases  in  neighboring  jurisdictions,  in  Michi- 
gan and  New  York  and  various  other  slates,  where 
similar  legislation  has  been  held  constitutional. 
It  seems  to  be  the  policy  of  our  Supreme  Court 
to  consider  this  type  of  legislation  proper,  but 
before  the  committee  holds  a  healing  I  would  ask 
that  an  opinion  be  asked  from  the  Law  Depart- 
ment so  that  if  it  is  in  good  form  it  can  be  en- 
acted, provided  the  Council  wishes  to  do  so,  as 
expeditiously  as  possible.

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  now  move  that  it  be  passed. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  can't  for  the 
life  of  me  see  why  his  Honor  the  Mayor  sends  up 
an  appropriation  of  $1,000,000  to  take  care  of 
playgrounds  for  the  children  of  the  City  of  Boston, 

ami  then,  within  a  short  period  of  time,  asks  that 
$200,000  be  chopped  off  that.  $1,000,000  appro- 
pi  ia  I  ion.  Again,  I  can't  for  the  life  of  me  see 
why  any  councilor  who  is  going  to  lose  something 
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in  his  district  should  vote  for  this  measure.  In 
my  own  ward  I  am  going  to  lose  a  play  area  I  have 
been  fighting  for  for  a  number  of  years.  Two  of 
the  playgrounds  under  the  $1,000,000  appropriation 
are  being  taken  care  of,  but  work  has  only  started 
on  one  in  the  past  two  weeks,  and  so  not  much 
can  be  done  to  that  playground,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  probably  leveling  it  off,  and  I  doubt  very 
much  if  after  leveling  off  the  ground  it  will  be  in 
much  better  condition  than  it  is  at  this  present 
time.  The  play  area  I  want  is  in  what  we  call  the 
Jeffries  Point  section  of  East  Boston.  There  is  a 
plot  of  land  there  now  with  no  fence  to  protect 
pedestrians  walking  along  Maverick  street.  There 
is  a  ditch  there  that  they  are  liable  to  step  off  and 
fall  into,  onto  the  concrete  base,  and  injure  them- 
selves, or  possibly  be  killed.  That  playground 
would  only  cost  about  $6,000  for  the  city  to  take  it 
and  put  it  in  first-class  condition,  because  all  we 
are  asking  there  is  that  there  be  a  space  for  a 
play  area  for  the  smaller  children  of  that  district. 
It  is  the  biggest  residential  section  we  have  in  the 
district,  so  it  is  only  natural  I  am  voting  no  on 
this  order,  which  is  to  take  $200,000  awav  from 
the  $1,000,000  appropriation.  Now,  I  can't  help 
thinking  back,  when  we  first  passed  this  appropria- 
tion of  $1,000,000,  that  the  newspapers  editorially 
lauded  the  Mayor  as  being  a  friend  of  the  children 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  They  claimed  it  was  to 
cut  down  juvenile  delinquency  to  a  great  extent. 
The  $1,000,000  is  needed,  no  doubt  about  that. 
I  am  only  losing  $6,000  and  one  small  play  area. 
Some  of  the  councilors  are  losing  as  much  as 
$25,000  in  play  areas  and  swimming  pools  in  their 
sections,  and  I  know  those  councilors  aren't  going 
along  with  this.  If  the  Mayor,  in  his  wisdom,  saw 
fit  to  send  up  a  new  order  for  a  $200,000  loan,  I 
have  no  doubt  in  my  mind  the  order  would  be 
passed  unanimously  without  any  comment  from 
the  members  of  trie  Boston  City  Council.  But 
to  take  $200,000  away  from  us  now  is  something 
I  can't  see,  and  something  I  can't  understand, — 
why  the  Mayor  is  doing  this  thing.  Personallv,  I 
would  like  to  add  another  $1,000,000  for  play- 
ground equipment  and  for  play  areas  and  swim- 
ming pools  throughout  the  entire  city.  All  we 
have  heard  for  the  past  four  or  five  years  is  juvenile 
delinquency.  We  have  even  had  orders  before  us 
here  to  restrict  certain  sections  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  keep  our  children  out  of  there  after 
a  certain  period  of  time,  so  that  they  wouldn't 
be  going  around  these  so-called  "honky-tonk" 
places  around  the  City  of  Boston.  That  measure 
was  put  across  because  at  the  time  juvenile  delin- 
quency was  rampant,  not  only  around  Boston, 
but  throughout  the  entire  country.  So  I  am  going 
to  ask  the  members  here,  if  it  affects  your  district, 
to  take  my  word  for  it  and  vote  against  it.  I 
think  it  is  the  only  wise  move  to  make.  It  is  to 
affect  my  district,  in  a  small  way.  I  want  and 
need  that  play  area,  and  I  know  all  the  councilors 
here  want  play  areas  in  their  sections.  Now  we 
have  passed  the  $1,000,000  appropriation,  and  it 
was  nice  reading  to  read  the  editorials  in  the  Boston 
newspapers,  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  City  Council  are  friends  of  the 
children  of  the  City  of  Boston.  And  here  we  are 
with  an  appropriation  of  $200,000,  to  cut  down  the 
original  $1,000,000,  to  take  away  certain  things 
from  our  district  which  are  to  help  juvenile  delin- 
quency to  a  certain  extent,  because  if  the  play 
areas  are  there,  as  I  have  said  time  and  time 
again,  the  children  don't  have  to  be  out  on  the 
streets.  They  don't  have  to  be  elaborate;  we 
don't  need  swimming  pools — we  don't  want  them 
in  our  district — but  we  do  want  the  land  leveled 
off  and  a  fence  around  so  the  children  can't  dash 
out  into  the  street.  For  Cod's  sake,  keep  them 
off  the  street.  I  think  the  majority  of  the  coun- 
cilors are  to  be  affected  by  the  loss  of  this  $200,000. 
I  say,  let  us  kill  this  today  and  if  the  Mayor 
wants  to  send  up  an  appropriation  for  an  addi- 
tional $200,000  I  think  every  councilor  in  the 
Body  will  go  along  with  the  new  appropriation. 
But  don't,  for  God's  sake,  take  this  $200,000  away 
from    the    kids. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  we  have  already 
had  prolonged  discussion  over  this  measure,  and 
it  is  a  pity  those  who  are  against  taking  this 
money  away  don't  seem  to  make  more  headway 
than  they  are  apparently  making.  As  I  brought 
out  in  the  Council  at  the  last  meeting,  there  is 
$152,000  of  this  $200,000  that  is  to  be  stolen  from 
the  children  of  the  city.  That  $152,000,  a  little 
better  than  three  quarters,  is  to  be  used  to  pro- 
vide jobs,  and  provide  office  equipment,  primarily, 
for  those  who  arc  going  to  get  the  jobs.  1  saj  , 
take   cure   of   the    kids   in    this   city    first.      As   the 


councilor  from  Ward  I  (Coffey)  has  said  so  ably, 
we  are  sick  and  tired  of  hearing  so  much  about 
juvenile  delinquency.  As  I  informed  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  at  our  last  meeting,  I  have 
gone  to  Roxbury  Court  on  many  a  Thursday 
morning,  which  is  Juvenile  Court  Day  there,  to 
try  to  assist  young  boys  and  girls  who  are  in 
trouble  in  that  court.  I  have  asked  those  boys  and 
girls,  "Why  weren't  you  out  on  the  playground?" 
And  they  have  laughed  at  me  and  said,  "Where? 
Where  are  those  playgrounds?"  And  those  kids 
are  right  when  they  ask  that  question.  Nobody, 
whether  a  member  of  this  Council  or  anyone  in- 
terested in  recreational  activities  in  or  out  of  this 
city,  is  more  concerned  or  more  interested  in 
proper  recreation  facilities  than  I  am.  We  can 
better  get  those  recreational  facilities  outdoors,  but 
we  have  to  provide  the  necessary  money  in  order 
that  those  facilities  be  furnished.  The  Park  Com- 
missioner informed  us  at  one  of  our  meetings  a 
short  while  ago  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  in  order 
to  scrape  the  surface  he  needed  $1,232,000.  He 
was  fortunate  in  having  the  $1,000,000  allowed  to 
him.  Now  a  movement  is  on  foot  to  take  awav 
$200,000,  leaving  $800,000;  or,  in  other  words 
$432,000  less  than  the  Park  Commissioner  said  he 
would  need  in  order  to  barely  scrape  the  surface. 
We  have  today  one  of  the  hottest  days  of  this 
summer,  and  there  isn't  a  mother  in  my  district 
who  can  go  to  a  solitary  playground  in  my  district 
and  enjoy  the  out-door  air.  Why?  Because  there 
are  no  benches,  there  are  no  shade  trees,  there  are 
no  grassy  surfaces  around  those  playgrounds  where 
she  might  take  her  little  tots  and  enjoy  the  shade 
and  get  out  of  the  boiling,  hot  sun  while  those 
children  walk  around  in  the  green  grass.  I  think 
that  is  vitally  necessary.  It  is  a  damned  sight 
more  necessary  to  get  these  mothers  and  kids 
out  on  these  playgrounds  than  to  provide  these 
so-called  "heels"  with  jobs.  T  am  getting  sick 
and  disgusted  with  the  way  the  taxpayers'  money 
is  being  squandered  to  provide  jobs  for  these 
hangers-on.  There  are  altogether  too  many  that 
would  like  a  soft  job  where  they  don't  have  to 
report  for  work  in  the  morning,  where  all  they 
would  have  to  do  is  report  on  pay  day  and  collect 
their  pay.  I  think  it  is  a  crying  shame  that  this 
money  that  we  fought  for  so  long  in  order  that 
some  facilities  might  be  furnished  on  these  play- 
grounds is  now  being  stolen  away  from  these  young 
kids  and  these  mothers  in  the  city.  We  have  seen 
the  set-up  of  the  proposed  jobs,  and  we  have  the 
pay  scales  that  have  been  alloted  for  those  who 
are  going  to  get  these  jobs,  and  we  know  that  the 
salaries  that  are  set  up  for  some  of  these  potential, 
so-called  recreational  supervisors  is  far  in  excess 
of  what  has  ever  been  allowed  in  this  city.  This 
so-called  recreation  idea  has  been  put  in  the  high- 
falluting  class  all  of  a  sudden.  What  we  want 
here  in  Boston  is  some  good,  clean,  honest,  every- 
day form  of  recreation.  Oh,  yes,  we  are  hearing  a 
great  deal  about  these  activities  for  these  kids. 
The  best  men  that  Boston  or  any  other  city  ever 
produced  are  those  kids  who  are  at  home  at  night. 
Boys'  clubs  and  the  like,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  are 
O.  K.  But  I  say  that  anything  that  is  done  by 
this  Recreation  Commission  that  attracts  these 
young  kids  away  from  their  homes  at  night  will  in 
time  prove  to  be  one  of  the  most  serious  mistakes 
made  by  anybody.  No  child  derives  any  benefit 
from  being  on  the  street  at  night,  and  I  believe 
that  is  why  we  have  heard  such  a  great  deal  of 
comment  made  about  the  activities  that  should  be 
provided  in  these  boys'  clubs  and  other  clubs  at 
night.  Keep  the  kids  at  home  at  night,  where 
they  belong.  I  don't  forget  one  short  year  ago 
when  a  very  unfortunate  happening  occurred  just 
outside  of  my  district,  and  four  young  men  from 
my  district  were  concerned  in  a  murder,  and  the 
father  of  one  of  those  young  men  came  to  me  with 
a  pitiful  plea  to  see  what  could  be  done.  When  I 
said  to  him,  "Where  was  your  boy?  Didn't  you 
know  where  your  boy  was  at  night?"  "I  thought 
I  knew  where  he  was,"  said  the  father.  "He  told 
me  he  was  going  to  such  and  such  a  place  every 
night."  That  "such  and  such  a  place,"  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, is  one  of  these  so-called  recreational  centers 
for  the  young  of  the  city.  But,  as  that  father 
will  said,  "If  it  hadn't  been  for  that  damned  place 
I  would  have  known  where  my  boy  was.  My  boy 
would  have  been  home  that  night;  my  boy  wouldn't 
be  in  jail  today  for  murder."  There  isn't  a  person, 
as  I  said  a  moment  or  two  ago,  that  is  more  in- 
terested in  this  recreational  matter  than  I  am.  I 
want  to  see  these  kids  made  real  men  and  women. 
The  only  argument  that  has  been  advanced  bv 
those  who  want  to  steal  this  $200,000  is  that  it 
will   provide    better   supervision    for    these    play- 
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bad  the  money,  bul  In-  wasn't  given  the  mom 
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arguments  of  these  people  when  I  go  l>a<k  to  the 
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tional   facilities.     As   time   proved,   nil   thej    were

that  they  were  supposed  "■  be  interested  in?  1 
7i  i  not.  This  recreation  thing  is  noth- 
ing bul  a  huge  joke.  I  want  to  see  these  kids 
taken  care  of,  bul  the  onlj  way  is  to  provide  the 
facilities,  and  you  can't  provide  facilities  when 
you  -teal  away  tin-  money  necessary  to  provide 
those  facilities.  I  certainly  hope  tins  matter  wiD 
not    i'  '       lure  today. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  I  have 
been  privately  informed  by  one  or  two  members 
of  the  Recreation  Board  that,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  program  is  late  in  starting,  they  can 
probably  gel  along  with  less  than  the  $200,000, — 
probablj  with  tin-  sum  of  $100,000  -  ami  still  pro- 
vide   adequate   supervision.      That    hasn't    been    in 

the  form  of  an  official  statement  of  the  Board. 
Therefore,  1  move  that  this  he  referred  to  Executive 
and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Hoard,  or  other 
members  if  available,  be  asked  to  appear  to  tell 
US  whether  or  not  they  can  get  along  with  less. 
If  they  can,  we  can  then  act  accordingly. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of   information. 

Chairman  KELLY — State  your  point  of  infor- 
mation. 

Coun.  FISH — Could  you  inform  me  whether  we 
can  reduce  this  and  pass  on  it  the  same  day  or  not? 

Chairman  KELLY — I  am  informed  we  cannot 
reduce  it,  councilor. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to 
a  point  of  information. 

Chairman  KELLY — State  your  point  of  in- 
formation. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— If  we  are  informed  that 
a  lesser  sum  is  all  that  is  needed,  is  it  possible  for 
us  to  turn  this  down  and  have  the  Major's  office 
send  up  today  an  order  for  the  lesser  amount  that 
could  be  acted  on  today? 

Chairman  KELLY — That  is  possible,  councilor, 
if  we  turn  the  $200,000  down;  but  we  have  no 
power  to  reduce  it. 

Coun.  COFFEY—  Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point   of   information. 

Chairman  KELLY — Slate  your  point  of  in- 
formation. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Is  this  subject  mailer  before 
us  now  subject  to  amendment? 

Chairman  KELLY — No.  The  question  is  on 
referring  this  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  FEENEY — Mr.  President,  I  came  here 
today  willing  to  compromise  to  finance  the  recre- 
ation supervision  anil  give  it  a  chance,  but  I  am 
not  willing  to  vote  for  the  order  as  it  now  stands, 
nor  would  I  vote  for  a  transfer  of  $200,000,  because 
I  don't  think  it  is  fair  for  the  people  I  represent  to 
vote  for  a  transfer  of  that  amount.  I  can't  under- 
stand for  the  life  of  me  either,  Mr.  President,  how 
some  of  the  members  of  your  Honorable  Body 
would  vote  here  today  for  a  transfer  of  this  entire 
sum.  In  my  own  ward  I  know  that  such  a  transfei 
would  result  in  the  loss  of  approximately  $46,000 
which  has  been  ear-marked  for  improvements  in 
the  district  I  represent.  I  think  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  merit  in  what  the  councilor  from  Waul  14 
(Muchnick)  has  to  say.  A  great  deal  of  time  has 
passed  since  this  original  order  came  to  us.  and  I, 
for  one,  believe  that  we  ought  to  defeat  this 
$200,000  transfer  and  perhaps  approve  a  compro- 
mise for  a  smaller  amount.

Coun.  KINSELLA-  Mr.  President,  on  the 
motion.    I  think  we  ought  to  thrash  that  out  here; 

tlli-  is  the  place  lor  il.  We  Can't  haw  I  hose  men 
coming  down   here  and   telling  us  anything  diller- 

entlj  than  thej  told  us  a  month  ago.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  had  this  money  been  appropriated  for 
salaries  and  suddenly  someone  wanted  to  take  an 
amount  oui  of  it  for  physical  improvements,  every 
councilor  would  object,  because  somebody  In  his 

waul   would  lie  losing  a  potential  job.      Let   us  give 

the  same  courtesy   to  the  children  for  whom  the 

ney     was    intended     first.      I    marched    around 

Chariest  own  a  week  ago  today,  in  a  '.tO-degree  heat, 
and  I  was  getting  it  from  all  sides, — "Where  is  the 
ground?  Where  are  our  swings  and  swim- 
ming pools?"  No  one  has  an  answer  to  that  in 
Charlestown.  But  I  want  to  repeal  the  statement 
I  made  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  today,  and  ma 
five  further  substantiation  to  the  stand  I  took  at 
that  time.  I  want. to  say  if  they  have  three  jobs 
and  '.here  was  one  I  most  surely  would  get,  I  would 
never  vote  for  a  transfer  of  money  when  the 
original  intention   was  it   should   he  ear-marked  for 

one  purpose,  ami  one  only.     These  appropriations 

aie  either  for  one  thing  or  for  nothing,  and  1  much 
prefer  physical  improvements  in  the  district  and 
get  supervision  later  than  to  let   certain  children 

in  neglected  areas  to  some  distance  out,  of  their 
way  for  modern,  improved  recreational  facilities. 
Ami  I  ask  you  to  remember  that  your  attitude 
would  lie  diametrically  opposed  had  these  orginally 
been  for  salaries  and  they  had  been  cut  to  make 
improvements. 

Coun.  KEENAN — Some  time  ago  I  voted  for 
$1,000,000  appropriation  for  parks  and  play- 
grounds. At  that  time  there  were  to  be  two  play- 
grounds in  my  ward, — the  Roberts  Playground — 
thai  was  fixed,  —  and  also  another  new  playground 
in  a  certain  section.  1  was  informed  last  week  thai 
if  this  $200,000  was  taken  from  the  $1,000,000 
Ward  17  would  not  get  the  new  playground.  It  is 
a  section  where  there  is  no  playground,  and  I  have 
only  one  playground  in  my  ward.  For  that  reason 
I  want  to  go  on  record  as  voting  against  the 
1200,000    transfer. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  sympathize  with 
everybody  who  may  lose  some  improvements  in 
their  district,  but  at  the  same  time  I  think  they  all 
believe  thai  then-  should  be  supervision.  The 
$800,000  that  is  to  be  spent  on  playgrounds  is 
possibly  more  than  has  been  spent  for  a  total  of 
ten    or   twelve   years.     The   expenditure   of   that 

money    may    not     bring    the    results    without     the 

supervision.  I  personally  wish  that  it  would  be 
so  arranged  today  I  could  vote  for  $100,000.  I 
would  like  to  do  that, — reduce  it.  Hut  I  am 
afraid  it  would  be  another  month.  We  have 
adjourned  for  two  weeks,  and  it,  would  be  another 
two  weeks  after  that  before  we  could  get  final 
passage.  I  think  a  month  from  now  the  summer 
will  be  running  pretty  late,  and  we  will  be  going 
practically   another  summer  without  supervision, 

and  we  wouldn't  be  getting  the  benefit  of  the 
$800,000  that  has  already    lien  appropriated. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  a  point  of 
infni  mation. 

Chairman  KELLY — Sate  your  point  of  in- 
formation. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Assuming  $200,000  is 
transferred  and  only  $100,000  is  used,  where  does 
the  unused  $100,000  go  at  the  end  of  the  year? 

Chairman  KELLY — The  Recreation  Hoard  still 
lias    I    councilor. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  might  say  if  $100,000  was 
01  I  used,  staying  on  the  subject,  that  the  other 
$100,000  would  go  I"  appoint  some  of  the  "parlor 
pinks''  looking  for  these  jobs.  If  you  have  noticed 
this  list  the  way  I  have  noticed  it  von  will  see  it 
starts   with  a   $0,000  job,   then   several   of  $4,000.

and  several  of  $3,000.     How  about  these  people  in 
the  Park  Department  that  have  been  giving  thei] 
all  for  the  last  twenty  or  twenty-five  years?     They 
can't  compare  with  (hat  salary.     They  know  play- 
ground supervision.     They   have  all   been   basket 
ball   players   or   football   or  baseball   players   and 
taken  part  in  skating  games.     The  group    we   .in- 
getting    in    here,    we  don't  know  where  they  are 
from.     I  know  I  have  received  a  letter  from  some 
league  or  organization,  and  as  I  read  down  the 
list  there  wereonly  half  a  dozen  out  of  some  thirty 
or  forty  that  lived  in  Boston;    others  came  from 
Newton  and  other  sections  of  the  Commonwealth. 
I  can't  see  for  the  life  of  me  why  we  are  to  take 
this.     I,  for  one,  am  not  going  to  vote  for  it.     If 
the  matter  is  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
today,  let  Mr.  Turley  tell  us  that  so  much  will  be 
for    playgrounds    and   swimming   pools,   and   that 
they  will  use  the  remainder  for  so-called  "parlor 
pinks,"  and  have  the  kids  shooting  marbles  and 
playing  beanbag,  when  they  want  to  be  out  playing 
baseball  or  football.     I  can't  help  but  think  of  this 
so-called  set-up  and  the  report  given  to  us  about 
Charles  river  having  a  canoeing  club.     That  has 
nothing  to  do  with  us,  and  I  don't  know  why  it 
was  ever  brought  in  and  submitted  to  members  of 
this  Council.     That  was  operated  by  one  man,  and 
only  one,  and  he  took  up  a  collection  from  every- 
body in  East  Boston, — storekeepers  and  all, — and 
nobody  knows  how  much  he  got.     It  has  never 
been  printed  in  the  newspapers.     We  know  he  went 
out  on  the  Charles  river  and  hired  some  4-F  shot 
for  these  kids  to  go  out  and  spend  a  week  or  two 
on  the  Charles  river  each  summer.     There  was  no 
supervision  there,  only  the  job  he  holds  as  recre- 
ation advisor  of  the  City  of  Boston   at  $4,000  a 
year,  and  he  is  out  on  the  Charles  river  with  a 
gang  of  kids  from  the  district,  when  they  would 
be  far  better  off  if  we  put  swimming  pools  in  East 
Boston,  because  they  don't  want  canoeing;    they 
never  wanted  it.     I  wanted  to  go  out  on  the  life 
raft  when  I  was  a  kid,  and  paddle  out  some  forty 
or  fifty  feet  and  see  if   I   could  get  to  shore.     I 
didn't  want  to  go  out  in  a  canoe  with  a  soft  cushion 
under   me.     I   don't   want   any   sissies, — so-called 
"parlor    pinks" — from    Newton    or    Brookline    to 
come  in  and  take  $4,000  and  $3,000  jobs  and  take 
away   the   parks   and   equipment,   take   away   the 
bathing  beaches,  take  away  the  swimming  pools, 
so  these  men  can  get  jobs.     I  don't  want  any  jobs 
from  this  crowd.     I  never  asked  them  for  a  job, 
never  made  a  deal  with   them,  but  I   have  been 
approached  that  if  I  voted  for  it,  there  would  be 
jobs  for  somebody  in  my  district.     I  don't  want 
these  jobs  for  anybody  in  my  district.     If  anybody 
is  soft  enough  to  look  for  them,  I  don't  get  them 
for  him.     Let  him  go  to  the  shipyards  and  defense 
plants.     Our    kids    aren't    home    yet.     The    more 
these  people  go  into  defense  plants  and  war  jobs 
the  quicker  we  will  get  our  kids  home.     My  kid 
just   wrote  me  a  letter  Saturday  that  with  good 
weather  he  would  be  home  in  two  years.     He  has 
only  been  in  the  service  since   1942,   1943,    1944, 
1945,  and  with  good  luck  we  will  see  that  kid  in 
two  more  years,  while  these  so-called  "softies"  can 
come  in  and   take  over  the  supervision  of  play- 
grounds for  your  kid  and  my  kid  and  tell  them 
they  have  to  play  beanbag,  marbles,  or  soft  ball, — 
anything  to   take  away  the  recreational  facilities 
that  we  appropriated  money  for  and  that  we  got 
credit  for  in  every  Boston  newspaper  editorially, 
saying  we  were  a  swell  bunch  of  fellows,  and  Mayor 
Kerrigan  was  the  children's  friend.     How  long  has 
he  been  the  children's  friend?     Six  weeks.     Park 
Commissioner  Long  said  he   would  carry  out  his 
program  as  long  as  he  had  the  full  $1,000,000.      In 
fact,  he  said  he  needed  a  few  thousand  over  that 
$1,000,000  to  do  the  things  he  wanted  to  do  for 
years  and  years,  things  he  has  been  sending  down 
to  get  money  for,  things  we  have  been  crying  up 
here   for   for   the   children.     Now,   in   one   sweep, 
or  one  breath,  it  would  go.     I  don't,  know  whet  In n 
some  of  the  gang  are  going  to  get  jobs  or  not,  but 
I  know  I  don't  want  to  lose  the  small  play  area  in 
my  section,  and   I   know  that  Councilors  Feeney 
and  Carey  don't  want  to  lose  out  either.     Councilor 
Feeney  not  only  is  hollering  for  his  section  here, 
but  in  the  Legislature.     Now  we  have  a  chance  to 
give  the  kids  what  they  want,  let  us  give  it  to  them. 
Let  the  Park  Commissioner  spend  the   money  he 
has  ear-marked,  and  let  the  Mayor  send  up  another 
appropriation   for   an   additional   $200,000   to  ap- 
point these  "parlor  pinks"  to  good  jobs,  and   we 
will  go  along  with  them,  but  don't,  for  Cod's  sake, 
take  this  $200,000  away  from  our  kids. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  just  want  to  add  one  more 
thought   that   was   brought   to   my   mind    by   my 


good    friend    from    Ward    16    (Coun.    Fish).     The 

$800,000  hasn't  yet  been  spent,  so  we  don't  need 
to  worry  about  this  supervision.  We  should  have 
awarded  money  for  supervision  years  ago  when 
the  Park  Commissioner  was  denied  the  money  to 
hire  those  supervisors.  The  $800,000  hasn't  yet 
been  spent  and  the  Park  Commissioner  has  had  to 
go  slow  spending  money  because  he  doesn't  know 
how  much  he  will  have.  We  haven't  spent  the 
$800,000  yet.  Give  the  kids  a  wholesome  oppor- 
tunity to  use  these  playgrounds  and  then  we  can 
talk  about  these  salaries. 

Coun.  FISH — I  didn't  think  it  would  be  taken 
so  literally,  but  I  do  state  that  at  least  $800,000 
has  been  allocated  for  this  purpose. 

A  vote  was  taken,  and  the  Chair  being  in  doubt 
the  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  to  refer  the 
order  to  the  Executive  Committee  was  lost,  yeas  6, 
nays  1 1 :

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order, 
and  the  roll  was  called  with  the  following  result, 
yeas  1 1 ,  nays  6 :

The  order  failed  of  passage,  twelve  affirmative 
votes  being  required. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  move  reconsideration. 

Chairman  KELLY — The  motion  is  out  of  order, 
the  order  having  been  once  reconsidered.

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  Following: 
Ordered.    Thai    the    Corporation    Counsel    be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  draft 
a  bill  for  presentation  to  the  Legislature  providing 

for  the  payment  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000) 
to  the  parents  of  the  late  Francis  L.  Ricci,  a 
fourteen-3  ear  old  East  Boston  boy,  who  was  acci- 
dentally killed  by  a  stray  bullet  from  a  policeman's 
mm  on  June  9,  1945. 


PAYMENT  TO  FRANCIS  L.  RICCI  BY  BOS- 
TON   POLICE    RELIEF    ASSOCIATION. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered.  That  the  Directors  of  the  Boston  Police 
Relief  Association  be  requested  to  vote  for  the 
payment  of  a  reasonable  sum  of  money  from  their 
funds  to  reimburse  the  parents  of  the  late  Francis 
L.  Ricci,  the  fourteen-year  old  East  Boston  boy 
who  was  accidentally  killed  by  a  stray  bullet  from 
a  policeman's  gun  on  June  9,  1945,  for  his  funeral 

expenses,    etc. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  the  first 
order,  of  course,  is  for  legislation  to  be  drafted  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel  asking  that  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  reimburse  the  family  of  this 
fourteen-year  old  Ricci  boy  who  was  killed  acci- 
dentally by  a  police  officer  at  the  carnival  that 
took  place  in  the  East  Boston  district  just  two 
weeks  ago.  There  was  no  meeting  last  Monday 
or  I  would  have  been  in  here  ami  introduced  some 
order.  Now,  the  second  order,  Mr.  President, 
might  seem  to  a  certain  extent  out  of  place,  but  I 
can't  for  the  life  of  me  see  where  it  is  out  of  place. 
Here  is  a  fourteen-year  old  boy  that  was  home 
doing  his  home  lessons.  He  is  a  student  of  the 
Latin  School, — fourteen  years  old  and  in  the  sec- 
ond year.  And  I  think  every  councilor  here  will 
agree  with  me  he  must  be  a  pretty  bright  lad  to 
be  in  the  second  year  of  Latin  School  when  he  is 
only  fourteen  years  of  age.  He  needed  900  points 
to  go  into  the  third  year,  but  he  got  a  report  card 
last  year  that  showed  1,140  points,  which  would 
have  entitled  him  to  go  into  his  senior  year.  In 
other  words,  a  double  promotion  at  Latin  School. 
And  I  think  that  is  something  anybody  could  be 
proud  of  in  any  high  school,  but  especially  in  the 
Latin  School  of  Boston.  This  boy  was  home  do- 
ing his  home  lesson  on  the  night  of  the  carnival. 
He  was  called  upon  by  another  chum  to  go  to  the 
carnival.  He  asked  his  mother  for  60  cents,  and 
he  left  his  pencil  in  his  book,  where  he  was  doing 
his  home  lessons,  until  such  time  as  he  came  back. 
His  mother  gave  him  a  dollar,  but  he  said  he  only 
needed  60  cents.  He  went  down  to  the  carnival. 
Some  kind  of  a  fight  took  place  on  Friday  night, 
the  night  before  the  night  of  the  shooting.  The 
police  were  warned  by  the  people  of  the  neighbor- 
hood. In  fact,  I  have  a  piece  written  in  by  Mrs. 
Andrews,  who  lives  in  the  section  where  the  carnival 
took  place.  She  writes  in  about  the  children  of 
that  neighborhood  being  good  children,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  they  are.  It  is  one  of  the  nicest  sec- 
tions of  East  Boston.  Reinforcements  of  police 
should  have  been  sent  there  the  following  night, 
because  statements  were  made,  and  heard  by  sev- 
eral witnesses  there,  that  a  certain  group  was  com- 
ing back  the  following  night  to  wreck  the  carnival 
the  following  night.  But  they  didn't  have  addi- 
tional police  there.  A  police  officer  had  placed 
some  youngster  under  arrest  for  disturbance,  and 
while  he  was  out  on  the  street  he  could  have  com- 
mandeered any  automobile  and  gotten  that  child 
out  of  the  way.  But  instead  he  walked  across  the 
street  and  over  to  a  gas  filling  station,  and  there 
was  a  crowd  of  some  200  or  300  milling  around 
him.  Now,  I  am  not  going  to  place  the  responsi- 
bility on  the  police  officer  or  anybody  else  who  is 
alleged  to  have  stopped  him  or  punched  him.  We 
don't  know  the  real  truth.  What  we  have  is  only 
hearsay.  Most  of  these  stories  we  hear  from  the 
so-called  eyewitnesses  are  not  for  the  police  officer 
by  any  means;  they  are  against  him.     But   I  am 


stating  thai  when  he  backed  up  that  youngster 
against  the  gas  station  this  fourteen-year  old  boy 

was  drawn  over  to  see  what  was  happening.  The 
polite  officer  fired  a  shot  into  the  crowd  which 
killed  this  fourteen-year  old  boj  ,  And  within  four 
hours'    time   that    police   officer   was  exonerated   by 

the  Police  Commissioner  himself,  who  put  in  an 
appearance  in  East  Boston  with  five  other  cruising 
cats  from  Headquarters.  As  I  said,  I  am  not  go- 
ing to  blame  the  police  officer  for  anything.  Now, 
here  is  all  I  am  asking  the  Police  Department  to 
do, — seeing  they  wen:  si;  ready  to  give  that  police 
officer  a  clean  bill  of  health  within  four  hours 
after  he  had  killed  that  boy  anil  wounded  another 
boy.  I  think  I  have  been  as  much  the  champion 
of  the  police  as  anybody  within  the  confines  of 
the  Council  Chamber,  because  I  was  the  one  who 
introduced  order  after  order  to  give  the  police  ami 
firemen  a  salary  raise  for  the  last  four  years.  The 
police  did  get  $8  raise  last  year,  along  with  the 
Fire  Department,  and  that  is  a  pretty  good  raise 
to  get.  It  wasn't  an  individual  or  group  of  indi- 
viduals; it  was  the  entire  Police  Depart  men  I  that 
benefited  by  that  raise  of  $8,  given  here  by  the 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council.  A  police 
officer  was  killed  only  recently  in  line  of  duty  and 
the  Police  Commissioner  allowed  the  police  to  take 
up  a  collection,  as  he  should,  and  they  did  do  for 
the  widow  of  that  officer.  And  that  fund,  as  I 
read  in  the  newspapers,  was  brought  up  to  over 
$11,000.  Now,  I  am  asking  the  Police  Depart- 
ment themselves — they  have  a  fund  they  collect 
by  public  subscription,  they  have  a  sick  fund  to 
take  cart-  of  their  own  members  —  I  am  asking 
them  now  to  take  a  lump  sum  of  money  out  of  the 
fund  they  have  ami  give  that  to  the  parents  of  the 
Ricci  boy.  Nothing  can  replace  his  life;  we  know 
that.  Nothing  can  replace  that  to  that  mother 
and  father.  But  at  least,  for  God's  sake,  don't 
make  that  mother  and  father  pay  the  funeral 
expenses.  In  this  last  order  I  ask  the  Police  De- 
partment themselves  to  take  money  out  of  their 
fund.  I  don't  care  how  much  it  is,  but  I  think  it 
ought  to  be  generous  and  liberal,  because  this 
child  was  an  accidental  victim.  He  was  killed  by 
a  policeman's  bullet,  and  you  can't  say,  where  a 
child  of  fourteen  years,  who  the  police  themselves 
admit  was  innocent,  is  a  victim  of  circumstances 
wherein  he  lost  his  life,  that  his  father  and  mother 
should  not  only  have  to  stand  the  loss,  but  also  pay 
all  the  other  expenses  besides  the  funeral  expense. 
I  hope  that  the  Boston  Police  Department  in  their 
wisdom  will  see  fit  to  allocate  a  lump  sum  of 
money  to  give  to  the  parents  of  this  Ricci  boy. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

RUSSO — Mr.  President,  on  those  two 
orders,  last  week  a  young  boy  of  sixteen  years  of 
age  went  swimming  in  the  West  End  section  of 
our  city  and  dived  off  this  Longfellow  Bridge,  and 
in  doing  so  he  made  the  last  dive  that  he  will  ever 
make  in  this  life.  He  was  killed  by  this  dive.  I 
maintain,  Mr.  President,  that  in  these  hot  months 
of  the  summer  it  might  be  that  other  children  will 
go  to  the  Longfellow  Bridge  and,  although  they 
may  be  good  swimmers,  still  it  is  quite  a  height 
from  that  bridge,  and  unless  some  precautions 
are  taken  we  are  going  to  be  concerned  with  some 
loss  of  life.  I  feel,  Mr.  President,  that  signs  ought 
to  be  erected  stating  positively  that  no  diving 
should  take  place  from  that  bridge,  and  that  our 
Police  Department  should  assign  some  officer  to 
patrol  that  bridge  at  all  times  during  the  summer 
months.  And  may  I  also  suggest  that  the  Cam- 
bridge Police  Department  ought  to  also  do  the 
same  thing  on  their  side,  so  that  we  might  be  able 
in  the  future  to  save  other  children's  lives.  I  hope 
these  orders  will  pass.

CAREY — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand 
it  now,  the  present  Sunday  Baseball  Law  forbids 
lie'  playing  of  baseball  after  seven  o'clock  Sunday 
evening  when  a  game  doesn't  start  by  4.30  The 
purpose  of  that  is  an  endeavor  to  be  more  consistent 
with  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath  Day  in  i  In- 
city  and  state.  If  a  game  started  at  four  o'clock 
or  4.15,  they  could  play  until  after  midnight;  yet 
if  that  game  hasn't  started  by  4.30  they  can't  plaj 
after  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening.  Hockey  is 
permit  ted  on  Sunday  evening  during  the  winter 
and  early  spring,  anil  if  it  is  a  bad  thing  to  play 
a  baseball  game  that  doesn't  start  before  4.30 
after  seven  o'clock  Sunday  evening,  it  seems  to 
me  it  is  just  as  bad  to  play  a  hockey  game  that 
begins  at  quarter  past  eight  or  eight-thirty  on 
Sunday  evening.  I  like  to  see  the  Sabbath  ob- 
served as  well  as  anybody  else,  but  this  ridiculous 
way  it  is  observed  in  Boston  should  be  changed. 
I  am  informed  a  week  ago  last  Sunday  a  double- 
header  was  being  played  and  the  first  game  was 
held  up  two  or  three  times  because  of  rain.  As  a 
result  the  second  game  couldn't  start  until  after 
4.30,  and  it  made  it  necessary  to  stop  that  game  at 
seven  o'clock.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  present 
regulations  should  be  corrected  if  we  are  going  to 
be  consistent,  and  I  ask  suspension  of  the  rule 
and  passage  of  the  order.

APPROPRIATION    FOR    PARK    AND 
PLAYGROUND    IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  25.  194.3. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — On  February  26,  1945,  I  submitted 
to  your  Honorable  Body  an  appropriation  order 
in  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  for  Park  and  Playground 
Improvements  for  the  purpose  of  reconstruction 
and  restoration  of  playgrounds  and  play  areas, 
winch  was  passed  by  you. 

I  recently  received  the  report  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Juvenile  Development,  which  indi- 
cates the  desirability  of  setting  in  motion  imme- 
diately a  comprehensive  plan  of  recreational 
activity.  The  recently  organized  Board  of  Recrea- 
tion, under  whose  jurisdiction  this  would  come,  is 
limited  by  an  appropriation  of  $10,000,  which 
is  entirely  insufficient  for  its  requirements. 

It  is  obvious  that  mere  reconstruction  and  resto- 
ration of  the  physical  plant  is  not  enough.  We 
should  make  certain  that  the  facilities  provided 
will  be  given  maximum  use.  Therefore  it  is  neces- 
sary to  implement  and  make  possible  the  complete 
and  unhampered  functioning  of  the  Board  as 
expeditiously  as  possible.  The  Board  has  re- 
quested that  the  sum  of  $200,000  be  placed  at  its 
disposal  to  carry  out  its  objectives. 

In  order  to  avoid  a  supplementary  appropria- 
tion, I  deem  it  advisable  to  secure  the  funds 
requested  by  transfer  from  the  present  SI, 000,000 
apptopriation  for  Park  and  Playground  Improve- 
ments. Accordingly,  I  recommend  immediate 
consideration  and  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order  transferring  the  sum  of  $200,000  from  the 
appropriation  for  Park  and  Playground  Improve- 
ments, etc.,  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Board  of 
Recreation.

CHASE— Mr.  President,  I  move  the  pre- 
vious question. 

Chairman  KELLY — The  previous  question  is 
not  in  order  at  this  time.  Objection  is  made  by 
Councilor  Feeney,  and  this  order  will  automatically 
be  referred  to  some  committee  unless  the  rules  are 
suspended. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  move  for  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN — I  object  to  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules. 

Chairman  KELLY — Councilor,  you  can  vote 
against  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  but  an  objec- 
tion has  no  effect. 

Conn.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Don't  the  rules  read 
that  if  there  is  one  objection  the  motion  is  lost  and 
it  must  be  laid  over  for  one  week? 

Chairman  KELLY — What  rule  is  that? 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Rule  18. 

Chairman  KELLY — There  is  nothing  to  prevent 
the  Council,  Mr.  Councilor,  from  suspending  the 
rules  at  any  time. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  move  this  order  be  sent  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Chairman  KELLY — The  first  question  before  vis 
is  that  Councilor  M.  H.  Sullivan  moves  suspension 
of  the  rules.  It  requires  a  two  thirds  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  want  to  make  another 
motion  if  it  is  in  order. 

Chairman  KELLY — We  can't  accept  another 
motion. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Is  a  motion  to  adjourn  now 
in  order? 

Chairman  KELLY — The  motion  before  the 
House  is  the  motion  on  suspension  of  the  rule,  and 
it  requires  a  two  thirds  vote.  The  clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

Coun.  COFFEY — My  motion  takes  precedence 
over  that,  I  am  certain. 

Chairman  KELLY— All  right.  The  Chair  will 
put  the  motion  to  adjourn  first. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for 
a  roll  call.

Coun.  COFFEY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. 

Chairman  KELLY — State  your  point  of  in- 
formation. 

Coun.  COFFEY — What  other  motion  is  in  order 
besides  the  motion  to  adjourn? 

( lhairman  KELLY — No  other  motion,  councilor, 
until  this  motion  is  decided. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  doubt  a  quorum. 

Chairman  KELLY — The  motion  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Why  is  it  out  of  order? 

Chairman  KELLY — Because  I  can  see  more 
than  a  quorum  present. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  would  like  to  have  the  roll 
called. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  sixteen  members  being 
present  a  quorum  was  declared.

Chairman  KELLY — Talking  on  the  motion. 

Coun.     MUCHNICK— Mr.     President,     if     my 

understanding   is    correct,    objection    having    1 n 

made  to  suspension  of  the  rule  under  Rule  18  by 
Councilor  Feeney,  the  Chair  having  noted  that 
objection  and  having  approved  of  ii,  ii  seems  to 
me  thai  (he  motion  now  to  suspend  the  rule  would 
be  out  of  order. 

Chairman  KELLY- The  Chair  will  rule  that 
the  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  is  perfectly  in  order 
at  this  time,  and  requires  a  two  thirds  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— A  further  point,  of  order, 
Mr.  President. 

Chairman  KELLY — State  vour  point  of  order. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — Is  the  transfer  of  money 
from  one  department  to  another  an  expenditure  of 
money? 

Chairman  KELLY — Why,  it  may  be  eventually. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— If  it  is,  under  the  rule  it 
requires  to  lay  over  for  one  week,  whether  the 
rules  are  suspended  or  not. 

Chairman  KELLY — If  the  rules  are  suspended 
by  a  two  thirds  vote  it  can  be  acted  upon  im- 
mediately. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— It  says  all  orders  for 
expenditure  of  money 

Chairman  KELLY — That  is  the  rule  we  are  now 
voting  to  suspend,  councilor. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Talking  on  the  motion  to  sus- 
pend the  rule,  Mr.  President.  We  saw  something 
happen  here  that  has  not  happened  for  a  long,  long 
time.  We  saw  something  happen  out  in  the  execu- 
tive chamber  that  some  of  us  feel  ashamed  of. 
The  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay, —  who  has  so 
ardently  fought  to  have  this  appropriation  of 
$1,000,000  passed,  who  has  always  been  hollering 
for  the  youth  of  the  city  and  for  soft  ball  and  for 
the  repairing  of  "Fairyland"  up  in  the  center  of 
our  city,  a  district  which  he  represents,  for  a 
group  that  will  well  be  represented  if  this  $200,000 
is  taken  away  from  the  youth  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  turned  over  to  the  "parlor  pinks"  to  come 
in  and  take  control  of  the  children  whom  he  and 
others  have  called  juvenile  delinquents  throughout 
the  City  of  Boston, — that  councilor  has  done  an 
about-face.  Three  or  four  years  ago  the  same  kids 
who  went  over  to  Europe  and  kicked  hell  out  of 
Germany  were  the  same  juvenile  delinquents  they 
hollered  about  three  or  four  years  ago.  Those  are 
the  same  kids  they  are  hollering  to  take  off  the 
streets  now, — that  in  another  year  or  two,  if  this 
war  isn't  over,  will  be  over  in  the  Pacific  knocking 
hell  out  of  the  Japs,  while  we  sit  here  and  take  it 
easy  and  put  on  a  lot  of  soft  talk  and  tell  the  public 
how  sorry  we  are  for  those  children  who  are  away, 
from  us.  Still,  when  we  get  an  opportunity  to 
give  $1,000,000  worth  of  playground  and  equip- 
ment to  them,  we  pass  that  order.  We  take  the 
praise  of  the  Press.  They  write  us  up  editorially. 
It  sounds  good  to  us;  it  reads  good  to  the  people 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston.  And  then  we 
find  out  the  Mayor  has  done  an  about-face  anil 
wants  to  take  away  $200,000  of  that  $1,000,000 
appropriation  and  turn  it  over  to  some  "parlor 
pinks"  to  come  in  here  and  get  some  good  jobs  at 
$3,000,  $4,000,  where  we  have  really  good  park 
instructors  and  really  good  playground  instructors, 
that  have  been  instructing  anywhere  from  ten  to 
twenty-five  years,  teaching  these  kids  baseball  and 
basketball, — good  instructors  that  have  played 
the  game  themselves,  that  have  come  up  the  hard 
way  and  know  how  to  handle  these  children. 
Now,  we  are  supposed  by  a  mere  twelve  votes 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  turn  over  $200,000 
so  that  these  "parlor  pinks"  can  come  in  to 
Boston  and  take  over  these  beautiful  jobs.  There 
is  no  mint  ion  of  salary  increases  to  anybody  in 
the  Park  Department.  There  is  no  mention  of 
salary  increases  for  the  teachers  in  the  School 
Department  that  have  been  yvorking  along  with 
these  children  for  years.  But  a  new  group  ant  iu-ly 
is  supposed  to  come  in  and  take  over,  get  that 
$200,000  and  use  it  for  salaries.  We  saw  an 
about-face  by  the  councilor  in  the  executive 
chamber,  the  same  councilor  that  has  been 
running  around  here  like  a  hen  with  his  neck  cut, 
off  for  the  past  two  years  begging  eveiyliinh  to 
vote  to  pass  this  appropriation.  And  when  he

Give  them 
playgrounds.     Give   them  small    areas,    and   they 
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will   take  oare  of  themselves.     They  don' I 

.-■  to  come  In  and  telj  them  to  play  marbles 
or  bean  bag.  If  they  want  to  plaj  baseball, 
basketball  01  football,  let  them  play  it.  They  will 
take  care  of  themselves.  We  never  bad  play- 
ground supervision  when  we  were  crowing  up. 
we  grew  up  on  playgrounds  thai  weren't  super- 
vised, bui  they  were  there  for  us  to  play  on.  Now 
the  city  is  growing;  population  has  increased.  So 
ppropriate  11,000,000.  Dave  Kagan  one 
night,  i > i  the  very  important  column  he  writes  for 
the  Record,  gave  a  whole  column  praising  Mayor 
Kerrigan  unci  praising  the  councilors  for  passing 
$1,000,000  appropriation,  and  we  thought  it  was 
swell,  oilier  papers  came  out  editorially  anil 
wrote  up  what  a  swell  job  Mayor  Kerrigan  had 
finally  done  for  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  bcau- 
ful  thing  it  was  to  do  for  juvenile  delinquency. 
\\ ,  saw  recently  where  the  Archbishop  has  gone 
on  a  spending  Bpree,  putting  up  hospitals,  and 
churches    till    over    the    diocese.       licit    is    to    keep 

down  juvenile  delinquency,     lie  is  spending  everj 

nnkci  lie  etui  get  his  hands  on.  In  my  ward 
alone  he  -pent  1100,000  for  a  hospital  for  orphan-. 
And  we  come  in  here  and  appropriate  $1,000. 000 
and  now  we  want  to  take  1200,000  away  so  we 
can  put  some  high-salaried  "palookas"  into  some 
jobs  —  because  the  chairman  and  others  arc  going 
io  work  for  nothing.  They  tin-  not  interested. 
I  think  Mr.  Turley  has  a  good  job  now.  and  I 
don't   think  he  would  be  interested  in  getting  a 

salary  on  this  job.  In  fact,  he  intimated  as 
much  at  two  meetings,  I  heard.  Sixty  thousand 
dollars  is  sent    in   here  lo  be  transferred   from   this 

$1,000,000  to  Public  Buildings,  to  clean  up  some 

of  the  buildings  in  Boston,  and  the  councilor 
objected  to  that,  What  the  reason  was  I  don't 
know,  but  he  objected  to  it,  and  he  voted  against 
it  until  somebody  barked  at  him,  and  then  he  did 
an  about-face  and  voted  for  it.  He  was  against 
the  taking  of  $00,000.  and  spoke  against  it.  for 
only  one  reason,  that  it  wasn't  going  for  salaries 
to  these  so-called  "parlor  pinks"  that  want  to 
conic  in  and  have  supervision  over  our  children 
on  our  playgrounds.  He  is  not  consistent.  The 
Mayor  is  not  consistent  m  sending  this  order  up 
twice  in  the  same  day.  After  he  has  taken  one 
licking,  he  should  have  taken  it.  Councilor  Feeney 
was  willing  to  compromise.  I  am  willing  to 
compromise.  You  may  be  willing  to  take  $156,000 
and  spend  that  out  of  that  $200,000  on  play- 
grounds and  playground  equipment  and  give  the 
other  $44,000  for  salaries,  as  long  as  it  lasts.  Anil 
then  if  they  need  more  money  for  salaries  the  next 
three  months  let  the  Mayor  send  in  an  additional 
appropriation  and  give  it  to  them.  But  don't, 
as  I  have  said  half  a  dozen  times  on  the  floor 
today, — don't  take  this  money  away  from  the 
children.  We  have  fought  long  and  hard  enough, 
every  one  of  us,  to  get  this  money  for  the  kids. 
Now  we  have  it,  let  us  keep  it. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  would  like  to  have 
an  interpretation  of  Rule  32. 

Chairman  KELLY — That  rule  is  all  right,  but 
we  are  now  voting  to  suspend  the  rules. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Under  what  rule  is 
suspension  of  the  rules? 

Chairman  KELLY — Rule  3.5.  The  question 
now  comes  on  the  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  FEENEY — Mr.  President,  on  the  sus- 
pension of  the  rules.  We  are  not  voting  down 
recreation  and  supervision  today.  Rather,  are  we 
protecting  our  districts  as  to  the  improvements 
which  have  already  been  allocated  to  us  in  the  plan 
of  the  Park  Commission  Chairman.  That  is  what 
we  are  doing  here  today.  I  think  we  would  look 
Billy,  all  of  us,  if  we  would  reverse  ourselves  on  the 
action  we  have  already  taken  in  voting  for 
$1,000,000  playground  appropriation  for  this  city. 
I  was  personally  astounded  to  see  an  order  come 
here  this  afternoon  for  $200,000  after  we  had 
previously  rejected  an  order  for  that  amount.  I 
rather  expected  we  would  be  asked  to  compromise, 
and  I  was  willing  to  compromise,  and  I  am  still 
willing  to  compromise.  I  know  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley)  is  sincere  on  this 
matter  of  recreation  supervision,  and  I  am  the  last 
one  to  stand  in  his  way  to  see  some  sort  of  a  pro- 
gram put  into  effect,  but  I  am  steadfast  in  my 
refusal,  Mr.  President,  to  vote  away  $44,000  worth 
of  improvements  in  the  Ward  18  district.  I  sin- 
cerely hope,  sir,  that  suspension  of  the  rules  will 
not  prevail,  and  I  hope  that  we  will  send  this 
matter  back,  and  perhaps  hope  that  a  compromise 
request   will  be  made  later  on. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President.  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.

Chairman  KELLY     No,  sir. 

Coun.  HANNON  Well,  Mr.  President,  I  have 
along  on  this  transfer  because  1  honestly  feel 
that  instead  at  taking  money  from  the  kids  we  are 
contributing  to  the  kids,  because,  to  mj  mind, 
playgrounds  and  supervision  should  go  together. 
But,  at  the  same  iniie,  I  believe  in  being  fair,  and 
1  don't  think  that  any  fairness  has  been  exercised 
here  when  this  Body  has  once  rejected  a  matter  in 
sending  it  right  back  here.  1  have  every  respect 
in  the  world  for  the  gentleman  who  is  guiding  tint 
destinies  of  this  city,  but  whoever  advises  him  is 
.ink  sometimes  away  ou1  in  left  field.  We 
get  up  to  perform  a  certain  job  here,  ami.  even  if 
I  differ  with  the  members  here,  I  think,  as  one  man 
to  another,   I  am  in  a  job  here  where  I  respect   the 

views  of  the  majority.     The  majority  here  today 

have  rejected  tins  and  I  agree  with  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney)  that  it  is  sharp 
practice  to  try  to  send  the  thing  up  here  and  try 
to  rail,,, ail  it  right  through.  Whoever  is  advising 
downstairs  should  be  man  enough  to  change  it  in 
some  form  or  another.  Then  il  would  go  through. 
Some  members  here  believe  that  the  best  way  to 
do  something  for  the  kids  is  by  building  play- 
grounds, and  I  agree  with  thai;    bu!    I  don't   think 

we  should  have  too  many  playgrounds  and  not 
enough  supervision.  I  agree,  too,  with  the  gentle- 
man from  East  Boston  (Coun.  Coffey  I.  I  don't 
believe  in  these  fancy  salaries.  I  am  not  looking 
for  jobs.  I  am  trying  to  vote  as  the  people  in  my 
district  want  me  to  vote,  and  I  think,  rightly,  there 
tire  too  intuit  high-salaried  jobs  on  there.  Let  us 
give  it  to  these  men  in  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department.  For  years  they  tool;  care  of  us  when 
we  were  kids,  and  we  got  along  pretty  well.  I  was 
'presiding  up  there  one  year,  Mr.  President,  and 
I  don't  believe  in  this  suspension  of  the  rules.  I 
think  we  have  a  job  here,  and  I  think  really  we  tire 

belittling  ourselves,  we  are  making  monkeys  out 
of  each  and  every  member  here,  if  we  act  or.  a 
thing  one  way  once  and  then  turn  right  around 
and  without  any  delay  or  hearing  act  on  it  the 
other  way.  At  least  there  should  lie  some  delay, 
some  conference.  If  we  can't  agree  on  anything 
else,  why  don't  we  have  a  further  hearing  Thursday, 
have  a  special  meeting,  and  act  on  this  and  see  if 
we  can't  get  together.  I  would  be  willing  to  go 
fifty-fifty  cither  way,  but  I  think  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  kids — while  playgrounds  should  be 
expanded  at  some  time — for  the  best  interests  of 
the  kids  in  each  of  our  districts  there  should  be 
proper  supervision.  What  good  is  a  playground 
without  any  equipment  on  it?  And  halt  the  time 
when  there  is  equipment  the  bigger  kids  get  on  the 
swings,  and  the  bigger  kids  take  the  ball  diamonds. 
The  other  kids  don't  get  a  chance,  they  don't  get 
a  break.  I  think  somebody  with  a  fair  regard  to 
our  obligations  to  our  people,  and  someone  who 
want*  to  do  something  for  the  best  interest  of  all, 
should  sit  down  anil  bring  in  some  kind  of  com- 
promise and  let  us  get  together  and  get  this  cleaned 
up. 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
Councilor  Hannon  has  left  anything  unsaid.  As 
I  stated  earlier,  I  want  supervision,  and  I  want 
these  councilors  satisfied,  and  I  think  by  voting 
for  approximately  $100,000  for  supervision  I  would 
be  satisfied  in  my  own  conscience  that  was  suf- 
ficient. I  had  hoped  that  when  this  order  came 
up  again  and  was  read  off  it  would  be  for  $100,000. 
I  would  like  an  opportunity  to  vote  for  it.  But 
since  it  was  sent  up  for  $200,000  I  think  in  a  few 
minutes  I  will  be  a  party  to  rejecting  it,  with  the 
hope  that  we  can  have  a  meeting  soon  and  that. 
the  appropriation  will  be  sent  up  on  a  compromise 
basis  of  approximately  $100,000. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is 
the  first  time  in  my  six  years  here  that  I  really  got 
up  and  complimented  anybody.  I  certainly  want 
to  take  my  hat  off  to  Councilors  Hannon  and  Fish. 
Councilor  Hannon  was  very  fair.  He  has  been 
with  this  appropriation  all  the  time.  That  is  his 
privilege  and  his  tight.  He  gave  a  darn  good 
explanation  why  he  was.  He  feels  that  super- 
vision should  go  along  with  playgrounds  and  play 

anas,  and  he  brought  out  a  fact  I  admit  I  never 
thought  of  up  to  the  time  he  spoke  of  i!,  —thai  on 
some  of  our  playgrounds  the  bigger  children  do 
come  ami  (tike  over.  That  is  natural,  and  I  agree 
with  him  that  as  a  result  of  that  we  should  have 
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some  supervision.  And,  as  Councilor  Fish  has 
said,  he  is  willing  to  compromise.  So  am  I.  I 
will  vote  for  $100,000,  providing  the  other  $100,000 
is  to  be  spent  on  playgrounds  and  equipment,  even 
if  my  ward  is  left  out.  Some  child  might  be  sent 
for  a  term  in  jail  or  might  be  injured  permanently 
on  play  areas  like  some  playgrounds  that  have 
been  an  eyesore  and  been  a  menace  for  years  and 
years,  and  now  we  have  an  opportunity  to  fix  them 
up  and  we  are  not  taking  advantage  of  it.  It 
isn't  fair.  Two  hundred  thousand  dollars  isn't  go- 
ing to  hurt  the  taxpayers.  I  can  recall  a  few  years 
ago  when  things  were  tough,  wdien  the  depression 
was  on,  and  I  was  in  the  Legislature,  and  there 
was  a  public  hearing  being  held  up  in  Mechanics 
Building  by  some  one  of  the  so-called  Real  Estate 
and  Taxpayers  Leagues  of  Greater  Boston.  I  met 
a  woman  in  the  street  car  and  asked  her  where  she 
was  going,  and  she  said,  "I  am  going  to  attend 
that  meeting."  And  I  said,  "What  are  you  going 
to  attend  it  for?  They  aren't  going  to  accomplish 
much."  She  said,  "Jim,  I  don't  mind  a  high  tax 
rate,  but  I  have  three  children  loafing,  and  if  one 
of  those  children  gets  a  job  tomorrow  I  would  be 
glad  to  pay  any  tax."  Now  everybody  has  a  job. 
Families  are  being  broken  because  everybody  has 
gone  to  work  in  the  shipyards.  Women  have  still 
held  on  to  their  jobs,  although  they  have  three  or 
four  youngsters  at  home, —  some  with  nobody  to 
take  care  of  them.  If  we  had  playgrounds  at 
least  those  youngsters  could  go  down  there.  Surely 
there  is  some  place  where  they  could  get  a  luncheon 
and  stay  there  until  their  mother  came  home  from 
work.  I  say  I  am  willing  to  compromise  as  long  as 
an  order  is  sent  up  for  $100,000,  providing  that 
the  remaining  $100,000  is  to  be  spent  for  play- 
grounds and  playground  equipment. 

The  roll  was  called  on  suspension  of  the  rule, 
and  the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  10,  nays  6:

Coun.  FISH,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  loan  order  of  $300,000  (referred 
May  28),  Repairs  and  Renovation  to  Houghton  and 
Dutton  building — that  same  ought  not  to  pass.

Coun.  RUSSO — Yes.  Mr.  President,  I  would 
just  like  to  say  a  few  words  for  the  benefit  of  the 
record.  The  boy  was  injured  on  January  31,  1941. 
He  was  in  the  hospital  eight  months — six  months 
of  which  he  was  on  the  danger  list  with  multiple 
fractures  of  the  skull,  left  arm  and  left  leg.  He  is 
now  wearing  a  brace  on  his  left  leg  and  is  paralyzed 
in  both  the  arm  and  leg  on  the  left  side.  He  has 
had  two  major  skull  operations  and  when  he 
attains  an  older  age  it  will  be  necessary  for  him 
to  have  a  plate  placed  in  his  skull.  This  plate 
may  have  to  be  replaced  when  the  boy  attains  his 
full  growth  of  manhood.  It  is  imperative  that  he 
now  wear  a  helmet  upon  his  head  to  protect  him 
from  the  possibility  of  injury.  The  cost  of  his 
hospital  treatment  is  approximately  $1,200  up  to 
the  present  time,  anil  he  is  still  receiving  treatment 
at  the  Out-Patient  Department.

.bine  25  iii  the  matter  of  the  transfer  of  $200,000 
for  the  Board  of  Recreation,  f  hereby  withdraw  the 
order  for  the  transfer  of  that  amount  submitted  to 
you  at  your  meeting  on  that  day. 

The  city  lias  taken  a  long  step  forward  in 
appropriating  money  for  tin'  development  of  our 
playground  facilities,  but  it  seems  evident  that  if 
is  \ital  to  provide  for  their  greatest  possible  use 
under  proper  supervision.

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  regarding 
this  appropriation  for  recreational  directors  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  it  is  extremely  amazing  to  me  to 
nine  of  the  tactics  that  are  being  used  to  arouse 
the  children  of  Boston,  when  members  of  this  City 
Council  for  the  past  seven  or  eight  weeks  have 
been  asking  for  an  additional  appropriation  to  see 
that  the  Recreation  Board  was  functioning  without 
distributing  any  of  this  money  that  was  recom- 
mended b  hi  ra  of  this  Body,  who  unani- 
mously  voted  it  for  the  construction  of  parks  and 
playgrounds  in  this  city.  And  it  is  extremely 
amazing  also  when  a  gentleman  who  is  as  inter- 
ested  in  the  children  of  South  Boston  as  I  am  called 
me  this  morning  and  asked  my  story  on  the  transfer 
of  the  $200,000  or  the  $144,000.  I  told  him  m; 
story.  I  said,  "Do  you  want  me  to  take  $200,000 
away  from  the  children  of  the  city?"  And  he 
said  "  No."  I  -aid,  "  Do  you  want  me  to  vote  for 
an  appropriation  of  $200,000  or  $500,000  for 
instructors  for  the  children  of  this  city?"  And  he 
said,  "Yes."  I  told  him  the  story.  There  is  a 
blanket  being  put  over  this  situation  as  far  as  the 
Recreation  Commission  is  concerned.  We  come 
in  this  Council  year  after  year  trying  to  do  some- 
thing for  the  children  of  the  city.  I  asked  the 
gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay  who  was  supporting 
so-called  Recreation  Board, —  I  asked  him 
to  vote  for  the  $1,000,000,  and  I  asked  him  if  the 
appropriation  of  $200,000  from  the  Mayor's  office 
came  up  would  he  vote  for  it,  and  he  said,  "No." 
'  Then  I  am  opposed,"  I  said,  "to  taking  any  parts 
of  the  playgrounds  or  plaj-  areas  from  the  children 
of  this  city."  Don't  be  fooled,  children  of  this 
city;  don't  let  them  kid  you.  As  the  councilor 
from  Fast  Huston  (Coffey)  has  well  said,  the 
veterans  of  this  war  will  be  looking  for  these  jobs. 
Y'es,  it  may  be  your  brother,  it,  may  be  your 
uncle,  it  may  be  your  father.  But  don't  let  them 
put  a  blanket  over  this  and  tell  you  the  members 
of  this  Body  that  don't  vote  for  this  transfer  arc 
against  the  children  of  this  city.  I  stood  on  the 
floor  of  this  Council  and  I  got  an  appropriation  of 
$150,000  for  a  gymnasium  in  South  Boston.  For 
the  first  time  in  twentj  years  tin'  beaches  in  South 
Boston  are  being  sanded  through  my  efforts.  And 
they  are  coming  here  and  telling  you  that  the  mem- 
opposed  to  this  transfer  are  against  you 
children.  It  isn't  so;  it  is  a  damnable  lie.  I  defy 
the   Mayor   of   Boston   to   send   up   an   order   for 
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$100,000.  Every  member  of  this  Council  will 
vote  for  recreation  Instructors.  In  closing,  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  and  children  of  this  city,  every 
man  that  votes  against  this  transfer  is  a  friend  of 
the  children  of  this  city.  Anybody  that  comes 
around  and  tells  you  that  we  who  arc  opposed  to 
this  arc  against  you  tells  a  damnable  lie.  Mr. 
President,  I  think  that  the  people  who  are  gathered 
here  today  realize  that  if  we  take  $200,000  or 
$144,000  from  parks  and  playgrounds  that  will 
be  15  to  18  per  cent  of  the  different  sections  of  the 
city  that  will  lose.  I  have  a  part  of  my  section 
in  South  Boston  where  there  is  an  appropriation 
of  $8,000  to  fix  a  playground  up,  and  we  won't  be 
able  to  fix  it  because  a  couple  of  instructors  will 
get  $4,000  a  year.  I  say  we  shouldn't  pass  this, 
but  lay  it  on  the  table.  The  Mayor's  argument  is 
it  will  be  only  6  cents  more  on  the  tax  rate.  I 
say:  Put  this  on  the  table,  call  the  Mayor  in  and 
ask  for  $200,000  more  for  parks  and  playgrounds 
and  every  member  of  this  Council  will  vote  for  that 
order. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  think  for 
the  benefit  of  the  adults  here  today  somebody 
ought  to  give  them  the  facts  in  their  chronolog- 
ical order.  I  think  they  have  been  badly  informed 
about  this  matter,  and  I  do  ask  their  indulgence 
for  a  few  minutes  while  I  point  out  to  them  certain 
things  that  were  not  made  too  plain  to  them. 
The  original  order  came  in  here  some  months  back, 
or  message,  for  $1,000,000;  and  in  substance  the 
order,  or  message,  was  for  rehabilitation  and 
renewal  of  the  physical  playgrounds  and  park 
system  of  Boston.  We,  .however,  were  not.  told 
one  word  that  intimated  to  the  slightest  degree 
that  there  would  ever  be  any  dipping  into  the 
$1,000,000  for  anything  resembling  salaries. 
About  two  months  ago  this  transfer  order  request. 
of  $200,000  for  salaries  was  first  presented  to  the 
City  Council,  and  we  opposed  it  on  the  ground 
that  each  and  every  ward  of  Boston  would  of 
necessity  be  neglected  in  the  improvement  of  the 
physical  properties  within  the  ward.  Now,  I 
don't  have  the  date  on  which  I  made  these  notes, 
but  I  do  know,  copying  from  the  official  paper 
brought  down  by  the  Park  Commissioner,  that  I 
found  that  $24,720  is  going  to  be  spent  of  the 
$800,000  in  Ward  2,  which  is  Charlestown.  But 
we  are  forfeiting  $25,000  more  in  improvements. 
Now,  I  don't  want  to  appeal  directly  to  the 
children,  because  there  are  too  many  of  them 
that  I  can  see  haven't  reached  yet  the  age  of  reason. 
I  want  to  appeal  to  the  hard-headed  common 
sense  of  the  adults  who  accompanied  them  here. 
What  will  you  have  us  do?  And  if  in  answering 
you  answer  for  yourselves  I  can  understand 
your  interest.  But  if  you  aren't  in  line  for  a  job, 
and  if  you  have  no  interest  in  getting  a  job  you 
can't  support  the  claim  of  any  one  of  the  133, 
when  we  have  almost  that  many  children  here 
today,  many  of  whom  will  not  be  able  to  patronize 
the  playground  nearest  his  or  her  home,  but  will 
have  to  go  some  distance  away,  with  the  con- 
sequent danger  in  going  to  and  coming  from  that 
improved  playground.  Now.  about  two  hours 
ago  in  City  Hall  Annex  I  ran  into  a  character 
known  as  a  "hanger-on."  He  asked  me  what  I 
intended  to  do  today  about  the  transfer  of  $144,- 
000.  I  told  him  I  intended  to  vote  against  it. 
He  said,  "Why?"  I  asked  him  if  he  was  in  line 
for  a  job  and  he  refused  to  answer  me.  He  said, 
"The  playgrounds  are  without  adequate  super- 
vision." I  said  to  him.  "Will  you  tell  me  this: 
Do  you  think  it  is  proper  to  create  jobs  and  put. 
a  person  in  the  middle  of  a  vacant  field  and  then 
wait  for  the  field  to  be  built  up  around  that  per- 
son?" "No,"  he  said,  "I  don't  think  so."  That 
is  what  it  amounts  to.  You  will  drive  children 
from  the  unimproved  play  areas  into  areas  that 
are  designed  to  handle  and  accommodate  the 
safest  number  of  children  for  the  greatest  good  of 
each  one.  I  have  in  mind  a  Mothers'  Rest  area 
at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Mead  streets  in  Charles- 
town,  built  and  dedicated  only  in  the  first  year  of 
Mayor  Tobin's  term  as  Mayor,  and  a  more  run- 
down, dilapidated  place  I  have  yet  to  see.  Part 
of  the  $25,000  that  we  are  losing  in  Ward  2  was 
earmarked  for  a  wading  pool  for  children  of  an 
age  that  I  see  here, — twelve  years  of  age  and 
under.  And  from  the  sneer  I  sec  on  the  face 
of  a  certain  young  lady  apparently  she  hail  some- 
thing to  do  with  bludgeoning  those  children  into 
coming  here,  and  I  suggest  she  wipe  the  sneer 
off  her  face.  Mr.  President,  Councilor  Coffey 
told  99  per  cent  of  the  truth;  Councilor  Scannell 
matched  him.  I  think  I  have  not  destroyed  one 
fact  known  to  the  voting  bods', — facts  presented 


to    us   by    members  of   the    Recreation    Board    and 

the   Board   of   Park   Col issioners  of  the  City    of 

Boston.  We  get  our  facts  from  those  who  know, 
and  we  vote  accordingly  without  fear  of  the 
consequences.  Now  if  anyone  in  this  gallery 
that  lives  in  my  district  is  contemplating  en- 
listing in)  services  towards  the  acquisition  of  a 
job  they  can't  hold.  I  say  to  I  hem  I  will  take 
the  physical  improvements  and  you  and  the  job 
can  wait.  The  $1,000,000  wasn't  designed  as  a 
grab  bag  for  public  buildings  and  a  new  recreation 
commission  that  we  didn't  accept  until  last. 
December.  If  we  needed  $1,000,000  then  for  the 
rehabilitation  cf  the  physical  properties,  we  need 
it  now,  and  we  have  the  proof  submitted  by 
those  who  arc  for  a  lifetime  in  the  Park  Depart- 
ment system.  I  have  just,  told  you  of  the  loss  of 
$25,000  in  one  ward.  What  further  proof  do  you 
want,  unless  you  will  be  good  enough  to  call  upon 
Mr.  Long  at  the  Park  Department  headquarters? 
He  will  substantiate  everything  so  far  said  to  you. 
However,  these  terrorist  tactics  won't  get  far. 
We  all  come  up  for  re-election  this  fall.  You 
might  go  to  each  of  our  opponents  and  tell  him 
how  we  put  the  interest  of  the  chilldren  before  the 
interest  of  133  fake  political  hangers-on,  and  then 
you  have  justified  your  pressure  tactics  here 
today. 

Coun.  KEENAN— Mr.  President,  when  I  first, 
entered  into  public  life  I  never  thought  I  would 
see  such  a  disgraceful  thing  happen  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  As  I  look  up  in  the  balcony  and  see 
those  young  girls  and  boys — some  the  same  age 
as  my  own,  and  I  have  five — I  never  thought  that 
anyone  would  stoop  so  low  as  to  bring  in  young 
children,  and  I  hope  to  God  that  they  get  home 
safe.  I  want  to  state  here  that  I  am  opposed  to 
the  transfer  of  this  money  to  the  Recreation  Board. 
I  was  one  of  the  councilors  that  voted  for  the 
$1,000,000,  because  I  was  interested  in  the  children 
in  my  ward.  I  had  only  one  playground,  and  that 
playground  was  adjoining  the  Dorchester  High 
School.  I  referred  to  it  on  this  Council  floor  as 
the  gravel  pit  of  Dorchester.  After  some  debate 
and  controversy  with  the  Park  Commissioner, 
I  suggested  shooting  the  animals  in  Franklin 
Park  and  spending  that  money  for  fixing  the 
playgrounds.  Today  I  am  definitely  opposed 
to  the  transfer  of  the  money  for  the  Recrea- 
tion Board  until  the  playground  in  my  yvard  is 
fixed  for  the  boys  of  Dorchester  High  School,  and 
also  for  another  playground  to  be  built  in  my 
ward.  We  have  only  one  playground  in  my 
ward,  and  in  order  to  get  a  new  playground  we 
have  to  have  the  money  from  the  $1,000,000 
we  appropriated.  If  we  don't  get  it  the  small 
children  from  the  yvard  will  have  to  go  down  and 
cross  Gallivan  Boulevard,  the  main  thoroughfare 
to  the  South  Shore,  and  I  don't  yvant  any  of  my 
children  crossing  there — and  I  have  five  small 
children — and  I  have  you  children  at  heart,  the 
same  as  the  children  of  my  district.  I  want  a 
playground  at  a  place  where  the  children  of  my 
yvard  can  go  and  enjoy  themselves.  I  don't  want 
any  so-called  "leaders"  around  my  children  or 
around  the  children  of  my  ward,  telling  them  they 
are  going  to  play  hopscotch  or  pin  ball  or  softball. 
My  kiddoes  in  my  ward  are  rough,  tough  kids,  just 
like  you  boys  up  there.  My  own  boy  is  seven 
years  old.  He  likes  rough,  tough  games  of  base- 
ball and  football.  And  I  want  to  tell  you  children 
that  I  have  you  at  heart,  but  I  want,  the  play- 
grounds of  my  district  put  in  order  and  a  new  one 
built  and  then  I  will  vote  for  money  for  supervisors. 

Coun.  HANNON  Mr.  President,  just  so  the 
wrong  impression  yvon't  be  created  here,  and  many 
distorted  ads  that  have  been  carried  in  the  news- 
papers be  amplified  and  the  impression  be  carried 
away  that  the  majority  of  the  Council  is  against 
this  transfer,  I  feel  that  some  one  of  us  who  has 
favored  this  transfer  throughout  the  fight  might 
take  the  floor  and  state  the  facts  on  the  other  side 
of  the  case.  The  whole  trouble  with  this  thing 
is  that  it  has  been  bungled  right  from  the  start. 
I  said  here  last  Monday  thai  whoever  was  the 
officer  behind  this  $200,000  transfer  yvas  very 
much  at  sea,  and  I  was  rewarded  thai  evening  by  a 
special  notation  that  I  was  one  of  two  honored 
gentlemen,  members  of  i  his  Body ,  who  had  deserted 

(he  camp.  I  see  that  the  other  deserter  is  coming 
oyer  here,  and  I  want  to  welcome  him  back  to  the 
fold.  From  the  very  beginning  we  had  SO  many 
crackpot  ideas  and  thoughts,  and  we  had  so  mam 
people  coming  up  here,  people  who  we  had  never 
seen  before,  and  who  we  will  probably  never  see. 
again,  telling  us  what  they  were  going  to  do  for 
the  kids.

Coun     HANNON    Thej     sent    gentlemen    up 

here  we  had  never  seen  before  and  who  probably 
and  undoubtedly  we  will  never  Bee  again.  Hardly 
an]  of  them  were  known  to  iis  and  hardly  any  of 
them  advanced  any  ideas  with  which  each  and 
every  one  of  us  was  not  fully  familiar  and  whole- 
heartedly in  favor.  There  was  nothing  new.  It 
was  merely  a  question  of  providing  supervision  for 
playgrounds.  And  most  of  us,  the  majority 
here,  felt  that  proper  supervision  should  be  given 
to  the  playgrounds.  I  know  that  we  need  play- 
grounds everywhere  throughout  tin-  city.  There 
isn't  one  ward  or  one  district  in  the  cit 
enough  or  sufficient  playground-  \\  e  all  need 
them,  but  my  idea  when  the  SI, 000,000  un- 
appropriated was  that  the  two  things  would  go 
hand  in  hand  We  would  have  playgrounds  but 
they  would  be  proper  playgrounds,  not  merely 
sandpits  or  mud-holes,  not  merely  cleared-out 
spaces,  but   spaces  in   which  children  could   play, 

E  laces  where  there  would  be  sand-boxes,  teeter 
oards  and  other  amusements,  and  there  would  be 
protectors  there  who  would  see  that  the  children 
participated  in  and  enjoyed  these  various  forms  of 
sport  or  entertainment  That  is  why  1  voted  for 
the  $200,000  transfer.  [Low!  apfiaime  from  "• 
uallcry]  And  this  applause  doesn't  mean  any- 
thing. I  agree  with  the  gentlemen  who  have 
preceded  me.  There  is  no  need  of  having  the 
gallery  I  don't  believe  in  having  that  stuff  any 
more  than  I  believe  in  these  newspapermen  who 
either  can't  think  or  write  straight.  I  believe  in 
honest-to-God,  man-to-man  discussions,  and 
reaching  honest  conclusions.  We  might  differ  but 
eventually,  whether  the  gallery  is  packed  with 
children  or  whether  it  is  empty,  we  twenty-two 
men  in  here  are  elected  to  public  office  and  we 
twenty-two  men  here  know  the  needs  of  our  kid~ 
in  our  districts  better  than  the  newspapermen  or 
better  than  these  workers  who  are  supposed  to 
handle  kids.  I  know  I  would  go  along  with  them 
and  would  be  glad  to  have  them  out  there  with  the 
children,  but  the  kids  in  my  district  will  get  just 
as  much  whether  there  are  supervisors  out  there 
or  not. — just  as  much  as  they  would  if  the  super- 
visors were  not  there  That  doesn't  influence  me, 
I  am  voting  for  it  because  I  think  it  is  best  for  the 
kids,  not  because  it  is  best  for  those  getting  the 
jobs.  As  far  as  that  is  concerned,  I  agree  with 
the  remarks  of  the  previous  speakers.  I  believe 
the  jobs  should  go  to  people  who  are  qualified. 
Half  the  time  I  think  the  best  qualified  person  in 
a  neighborhood  is  some  old  widow  who  has  brought 
up  ten  or  twelve  kids  of  her  own,  and  didn't  have 
any  consultant  or  rule  book,  and  probably  no 
tools  or  utensils,  but  she  brought  those  kids  up 
to  be  strong,  active,  virile,  honest-to-God  kids, 
and  that  is  all  we  want  our  kids  to  do.  That 
is  all  we  want  our  kids  to  have.  How  they  are 
to  get  it  is  the  only  manner  in  which  we  differ 
Some  members  of  the  Council  think  it  is 
better  to  spend  all  the  money  building  play- 
grounds, and  that  gives  the  children  an  opportunity 
to  go  in  there  and  play.  I,  myself,  believe  it  is 
better  to  put  four-fifths  of  it  into  playgrounds, 
into  the  physical  upkeep  of  these  grounds,  and 
one-fifth  of  it  into  supervision.  That  is  why 
I  am  voting  for  the  transfer.  That  is  why  I 
have  voted  for  it.  And  now  that  he  is  back  again. 
I  trust  the  reporter  of  the  Boston  American  will 
make  a  note  of  that,  that  I  have  voted  for  it,  and 
I  hope  he  will  not,  either  purposely  or  otherwise, 
misquote  me  or  any  other  member  of  the  Council. 
I  didn't  vote  against  the  $200,000,  I  voted  against 
changing  the  rules,  altering  the  rules,  and  I  will 
vote  against  it  today  or  any  other  day.  I  am 
sent  here  to  do  a  job,  and  my  job  is  not  to  cater 
to  the  Boston  American,  or  not  to  cater  to  the 
officers  of  the  man  who  happens  to  be  his  Honor. 
My  job  is  to  cater  to  the  kids  of  my  district,  and 
that  job  I  am  going  to  do,  and  I  am  going  to  do  it 
fairly,  squarely  and  honestly,  and  I  hope  that  the 
reporter  for  the  American  will  report  in  the  same 
way,  fairly,  squarely  and  honestly.  How  I  vote 
rests  with  me.  but  neither  he  nor  a  packed  gallery 
or  anything  else,  except  the  honest  opinion  of  the 
people  who  I  represent,  is  going  to  sway  me  one 
iota.  I  have  voted  for  it  in  the  past  and  if  it 
comes  here  in  proper  form  and  proper  procedure, 
and  I  honestly  continue  to  feel  as  I  now  feel,  that 
the  people  of  my  district  want  it,  then  I  will  con- 
tinue to  vote  for  it,  whether  the  balcony  is  empty

concerned,  i(  doesn't  move  me  any.  I  know  that 
the  Board  is  merely  interested  in  seeing  that 
money  is  being  given  to  that  Board  so  that  they 
may    prop  e(    it*    program    in    the   best 

manner  possible  However,  to  eliminate  from 
anybody's  mind  any  doubts  as  to  the  councilors 
that  wiil  vote  for  it  or  vote  against  it.  I  can  assure 
you  that  each  and  everj  one  of  us  -and  I  know 
what  I  am  talking  about,  having  served  here  in 
the  vicinitj  of  »a  years  -each  and  every  one  of 
us  have  our  children  at  heart  We  all  would  like 
to  do  the  best  thing  possible  foi  them.  We  may 
differ  in  opinion  so  fat  as  reaching  that  goal, 
but  actually  we  have  that,  purpose  in  mind,  to 
take  care  of  our  children  and  our  adults  in  our 
lective  districts,  which  combine  the  whole 
twenty-two  wards  that  make  up  (he  C 'itv  of  Boston 
I  have  given  enough  thought  to  this  matter,  and  I 
i  help  but  disagree  01  agree,  and  I  disagree 
with  the  individual  who  is  opposed  to  this  trans- 
fer, and  I  don't  agree  with  the  individual  that 
is  opposed  to  this  transfer,  f  say  that  we  are  all 
looking  to  that  goal.  I  know  what  it  means  In 
my  respective  district  Some  of  our  physical 
improvements  on  parks  and  playgrounds  may  be 
deprived  in  the  very  near  future.  Still,  I  can't 
help  but  know  that  both  physical  improvement - 
of  our  parks  and  playgrounds  are  necessary  and 
also  supervision  of  our  parks  and  playgrounds 
is  vital.  I  have  given  this  matter  quite  a  bit 
of  thought  and  tried  to  arrive  at  some  decision. 
I  voted  for  it  Monday,  for  the  transfer  of  $200,000. 
and  I  had  intended  to  vote  now  for  the  transfer 
of  $144,000  because  it  is  not,  as  Councilor  Hannon 
has  so  well  brought  out,  the  packed  galleries  or 
all  the  pressure  in  the  world  that  will  change  my 
mind.  The  people  of  my  district  have  sent  me 
in  here  to  exercise  my  mind  and  to  judge  accord- 
ingly. And  they  have  approved,  evidently,  of  my 
activities  in  the  Council  for  the  past  six  years 
by  returning  me  every  two  years.  I  know  that 
each  and  every  one  of  us  is  trying  to  do  the  right 
thing,  and  I  know  you  all  agree  that  both  the 
supervision  and  the  physical  improvements  of  our 
playgrounds  go  hand  in  hand.  I  was  really  in 
hopes  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  would  have 
sent  up  to  US  another  appropriation  of  $200,000, 
without,  touching  the  fund  that  we  passed  to 
improve  the  physical  structures  of  our  play- 
grounds. But.  seeing  that  has  been  impossible, 
then  we  have  to  do  the  next  best  thing.  And  I  say- 
that  we  are  far  enough  into  summer  now,  and 
unless  something  is  done  now  the  children  of  our 
district  will  not  have  the  physical  improvements, 
they  cannot  enjoy  the  physical  improvements, 
and  they  cannot  enjoy  the  supervision  that  they 
are  entitled  to.  In  so  far  as  the  gentlemen  of  the 
Board  are  concerned,  as  I  have  previously  stated. 
I  know  that  they  are  trying  to  do  the  best  thing 
they  can.  They  are  trying  to  do  something 
winch  all  the  past  years  has  not  been  done,  and 
I  don't  blame  anyone  in  particular.  I  say  that 
at  least  if  this  Board — if  the  creation  of  this 
Board — has  brought,  or  is  about  to  bring,  to  the 
attention  of  the  officials  that  supervision  has  been 
lacking  in  the  past  in  our  playgrounds,  then  I 
Bay  that  we  ought  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to 
vote  for  it  with  this  program.  And  that  is  the 
only  reason.  I  know  that,  regardless  of  what 
we  do, — I  know  this  much,  regardless  of  how  we 
vote  on  this  question,  that  our  opposition  will 
carry  it  through  and  will  bang  you  from  one  side 
to  another,  whether  you  vote  for  or  against  it. 
But  all  I  can  say  is,  let  our  conscience  be  our 
guide,  and  as  long  as  I  can  say  to  myself  that  m 
conscience  is  clear,  that  I  am  trying  to  do  the 
best  thing  I  possibly  can,  that  I  am  trying  to  help 
the  children  of  my  ward,  then  I  am  veiy  contented, 
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regardless  of  what   t lie  outcome   may   be   in   the 
future.

Acting  President  DWYHR— The  Chair  is 
going  to  request  that  the  spectators  in  the  gallery 
kindly  refrain  from  any  means  or  method  of 
demonstration.  There  is  a  Strict  ride  in  the 
Council  that  I  have  asked  the  clerk  to  read.  We 
realize  there  are  a  great  many  here  in  favor  of 
this  matter,  anil  some  against,  but  the  rules  of  the 
Council  must  be  observed,  and  1  am  filing  to 
ask  the  clerk  to  read  Rule  28,  and  I  am  going  to 
state  that  from  here  on  the  Chair  will  strictly 
enforce  it. 

Rule  28  was  read  by  the  clerk  as  follows: 
"No  person,  excepting  officials  connected  with 
the  City  Council  and  duly  assigned  reporters  of 
the  daily  newspapers,  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
anterooms  or  upon  the  floor  of  the  Council  Chamber 
while  the  Council  is  in  session.  Spectators  will 
be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  Council  Chamber 
when  the  Council  is  in  session,  and  no  one  will  be 
admitted  to  said  gallery  after  t  he  seats  are  occupied. 
No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval 
from  the  spectators  shall  be  permitted,  and  if 
such  demonstrations  are  made,  tin-  gallery  will 
be  cleared.  The  City  Messenger  shall  enforce 
this    rule." 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  two 
years  ago  the  bill  creating  the  Recreation  Board  for 
the  City  of  Boston  was  referred  to  this  Body  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  who  is  now  our  Governor,  and 
in  turn,  when  it  arrived  at  this  Body,  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Parks  and  Playgrounds,  of 
which  I  was  chairman.  We  held  several  meetings 
and  we  had  many  leading  citizens  of  the  city  before 
us,  telling  vis  about  and  explaining  the  work  of  the 
Recreation  Board,  and  what  their  duties  would  be 
if  the  bill  was  passed  at  that  time  here  in  the  City 
Council.  One  of  the  founders  of  that  bill,  a  former 
member  of  this  Body,  Councilor  Shattuck,  and  our 
present  Representative,  appeared  here  before  us 
and  told  us  that  all  thai  they  would  want  for 
expenses  would  be  $5,000.  And  each  and  every 
one  of  them  that  came  before  us  here  at  that  time 
in  favor  of  that  bill  said  that  $5,000  was  tops  for 
their  expenses.  Now,  we  have  an  order  for 
$200,000.  All  that  this  Board  was  intended  to 
be  for  was  a  recreation  board  and  nothing  more, 
in  an  advisory  capacity,  to  make  recommendations 
to  your  School  Department  and  your  Park  De- 
partment and  any  other  department  that  may 
participate  in  recreation  for  children.  At  that 
year  I  fought,  and  fought  strenuously,  for  the 
passage  of  that,  but  the  majority  of  this  Body 
could  not  see  eye  to  eye  with  it  and  it  was  refused 
that  year.  Last  yea)  thai  same  order  came  to  us 
again  and  was  referred  to  the  Parks  and  Play- 
grounds, of  which  Councilor  Bayiey,  Ward  5,  was 
chairman,  and  last  year  that  bill  was  passed 
by  this  Body.  And  the  members  of  this  Body 
had  solely  m  mind  an  appropriation  not  exceeding 
$5,000.  'This  here  is  a  .$200,000  transfer,  and  I, 
for  one — and  I  am  not  going  to  back  down — 
I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  particular  $200,000, 
and  I  will  give  you  my  reasons  why.  For  the  five 
and  one  half  years  that  I  have  sat  in  this  Body  I 
have  fought  continuously  for  improvements  of 
parks  and  playgrounds  in  my  district,  and  I  never 
received  any,  until  we  received  the  $1,000,000. 
Of  that  $1,000,000  I  was  to  receive  for  my  district 
an  appropriation  of  $28,500.  That  was  for  one 
playground.  I  have  parks  in  my  district  that  I 
want  improvements  for,  and  I  can't  have  them  if 
I  vote  for  the  $200,000.  For  God's  sake,  $1 ,000,000 
for  playgrounds — well,  you  could  spend  $5,000,000 
to  fix  up  the  parks  and  playgrounds  in  this  city 
and  give  them  $1,000,000  for  recreational  leaders. 
But  I  can't  see  for  the  life  of  me  giving  $200,000 
for  leaders  to  put  out  on  sand  lots  for  the  kids  and 
the  kids  having  no  amusements,  no  swings,  no 
seesaws,  no  sandboxes  to  play  in.  The  leaders 
of  this  thing  here — there  is  one  very  prominent. 
I  left  it  solely  up  to  him,  whom  I  had  the  greatest 
respect  for,  and  I  reeei\  ed  a  letter  from  that  gentle- 
man who  brought  you  people  here  today  in  the 
balcony,  and  I  refer  to  Tom  Turley,  and  I  was 
very  much  'surprised  to  read  an  article  in  the 
paper  this  morning  asking  the  people  to  come 
here,  when  we  could  have  had  this  two  or  three 
weeks  ago.  And  I  will  verify  it  by  a  letter  that 
I  addressed  to  him.

Dear  Tom, — I  received   your  letter  relative  to 
the  appropriation  for  the  Recreation  Board,  which 
has  been  laid  on  tin-  table  in  i  he  I  !i1 1  I  louncil. 


I  appreciate  very  much  your  past  assistance  to 
me  and  all  the  people  of  the  South  End  in  helping 
the  boys  and  girls  in  every  way  you  could.  There 
is  no  one  any  more  anxious  to  see  the  Recreation 
Hoard  gel  theii  appropriation  of  $200,000,  and 
more  if  necessary,  than  I,  but  I  am  in  a  very 
peculiar  position  as  the  Park  Commissioner  has 
earmarked  $28,000  for  repairs  to  the  Carter  Play- 
ground. Due  to  the  readjustment  that  he  was 
requested  to  make  by  the  Mayor  in  order  to  save 
$200,000  for  transfer  to  the  Recreation  Board,  my 
appropriation  was  reduced  from  $28,000  down  to 
17,000. 

As  you  well  know,  all  the  councilors  have  been 
fighting  for  the  past  several  years  for  improve- 
ments in  their  districts  and  if  I  vote  for  the  trans- 
fer of  the  $200,000  I  would  be  going  against  some- 
thing that  I  have  fought  for  for  a  long  time.  So 
I  will  leave  it  squarely  up  to  you,  Tom.  How 
would  you  vote  if  you  were  in  my  position?

This  came  before  us  last  Monday,  and  the  Monday 
before,  and  there  was  no  need  of  bringing  these 
people  here  today.  He  knows  he  couldn't  vote 
for  it  if  he  was  in  mv  position,  and  yet  he  brings 
people  here,  and  I  don't  think  it  is  fair.  But  if 
thev  find  $144,000  in  another  department,  I  will 
vote  for  the  transfer  then. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  didn't  read 
the  item  in  the  newspaper  this  morning  inviting 
the  residents  of  the  city  to  come  here  this  after- 
noon and  put  pressure  on  the  members  of  the 
City  Council,  but  I  am  indeed  amazed  to  hear 
that  there  was  an  article  in  the  newspaper  this 
morning  sponsored  by  Mr.  Turley,  making  this 
request  that  this  group  assemble  here  this  after- 
noon. And  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Turley  and 
some  of  those  other  Johnnie-come-latelys,  you 
might  call  them,  who  appear  to  be  so  interested 
now  in  playgrounds  of  the  city  and  the  activities 
that  might  be  afforded  thereon,  where  they  were 
for  the  past  seven  years,  while  I  have  been  a 
member  of  the  City  Council,  and  for  many  years 
before  that,  when  the  budget  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment was  being  heard  here,  and  when  I  and  other 
members  of  the  Council  unanimously,  I  feel  I  can 
safely  say,  were  demanding  that  more  money  be 
provided  in  that  budget,  in  order  that  these  play- 
grounds might  be  made  out  and  in  order  that 
money  might,  be  provided  to  properly  conduct 
activities  on  them.  I  see  in  the  gallery  many 
young  boys,  and  I  guess  some  young  girls,  that  I 
and  other  members  of  the  Council  have  fought 
for,  year  in  and  year  out,  trying  to  get  some 
money  appropriated  in  order  that  we  might  give 
them  some  place  to  go  out  in  the  open  air,  that  they 
might  enjoy  the  air  that  is  there.  But  when  they 
went  to  those  playgrounds,  so  called,  what  did 
they  find  there?  Absolutely  nothing,  with  the 
result  that  they  didn't  stay  in  those  playgrounds. 
Now,  sad  to  say,  altogether  too  many  of  them 
finally  went  up  in  the  juvenile  courts  of  the  city, 
all  because  there  was  nothing  in  the  way  of  equip- 
ment provided  on  those  playgrounds  in  order  that 
they  might  enjoy  themsleves  there.  Now,  we  are 
here  today  asking  that  we  might  vote  on  a  request 
of  $144,000,  for  what?  Not  for  these  young  boys 
and  girls,  but  only  for  those  who,  as  has  been  the 
ease  year  in  and  year  out  here,  are  solely  desirous 
of  getting  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  appearing  on  the  job  on  pay  day  only.

And  speaking  of  matrons, 
there  isn't  a  member  of  this  Body  but  knows. 
while  we  are  talking  about  supervision,  that  they 
would  not  even  give  us  money  to  hire  matron-  - 
and  we  still  need  to  hire  sufficient  matrons.  But 
because  this  high  pressure  group  have  apparently 
some  "in"  they  can  get  all  the  money  they  want 
today  for  supervisors.  The  Park  Commissioner 
wanted  them  to  hire  supen  i  ai  and   the 

year  before  that.  Why  didn't  he  hire  them? 
Because  he  couldn't  get  the  moriev  to  hire  them. 
We  know  the  pressure,  those  of  you  who  stand  in 
this  chamber,  that  has  been  brought  on  us  by 
certain  groups  even  time  the  budget  was  to  be 
passed  on.  And  1  am  amazed  today  when  I  see 
certain  members  of  this  Body  who  were  right 
there  with  the  sharpest  knife  that  the}  could  find 
and  were  willing  to  go  down  the  line  and  make 
reductions,  not  only  in  the  Park  Department 
budget  but  in  every  budget  of  the  city.  But 
today — is  it  because  they  are  assistant  mayors, 
or  this  or  that,  because  they  are  to  have 
important  job  in  connection  with  this  recre- 
ation activity — all  of  a  sudden  they  want 
to  spend  tiie  taxpayers'  money,  regardless. 
Well,  they  are  not  going  to  change  me.  1  have 
been  sent  back  by  the  members  of  my  district 
four  successive  times.  I  have  been  sent  back  by 
the  members  of  my  district  only  because  the 
people  of  my  district  know  that  I  don't  vote  on  a 
measure  until  I  give  it  the  consideration  it  desei 
The  people  in  my  district  know  that  when  I  vote 
I  vote  as  I  feel  1  should  vote,  and  as  they  would 
vote  if  they  were  here.

Coun.  COFFEY—  Mr.  President,  I  can't  help 
agreeing  with  Councilor  Harmon,  who  has  voted 
for  this  thing  light  along.  He  didn't  vote  against 
it  last  Monday,  I  might  say.  He  voted  against 
the  tactics  that  were  used  as  to  the  rules;  of  our 
Body.  Thev  tried  to  get  two  readings  through 
at  one  meeting.  I  think  that  is  their  purpose 
again.  I  don't  think  those  are  fan  tactics.  If 
there  are  twelve  votes  in  favor,  and  we-  need 
twelve,  let  us  fight  the  thing  out  here.  We  don't 
need  to  go  into  Executive.  We  have  oeen  in 
Executive^  at  least  eight  times.  If  there  are 
twelve  votes  here  that  means  you  can  get  two 
readings  and  put  it  over  today,  because  if  there 
are  twelve  votes  you  can  override  suspension  of 
the  lilies,  which  i-  one  vote  better  than  those 
piesent.  So  I  don't  think  we  should  go  into 
Executive  at  all.  I  remember  at  one  of  the  meet- 
ings in  Executive  I  asked  Mr.  Turley  who  was 
going  to  get  these  jobs,  and  he  said  he  didn't 
know.  I  am  going  to  take  the  floor  again  on  this 
thing  iu  a  few  minutes,  but  now  1  am  going  to 
ask  the  Body  to  take  a  ten-minute  recess  to  Bend 
down  to  the  Mayor  and  ask  the  Mayor  to  send  up 
to  the  balcony  and  ask  Tom  Tuiley  if  they  are 
agreed  that  these  133  jobs  are  going  to  Boston 
citizens.  I  want  them  to  reply  to  that.  Let  us 
send  down  to  the  Mayor  now  and  let  us  send  up 
to  the  gallery  and  ask  Tom  Turley  and  Mayoi 
Kerrigan  if  they  will  guarantee  us  that  the  133 
jobs  will  go  to  Boston  men  and  women.

Coun.  COFFEY--I  move  reconsideration.  Talk- 
ing on  reconsideration.  Mi  President,  I  will  be 
very  brief,  but  I  would  jus*  like  to  bring  out  this 
fact,  that  surely  there  is  no  member  of  this  Boston 
City  Council  that  wants  to  sec  anybody  appointed 
to  a  city  job  that  is  not  a  taxpayer.  I  am  only 
asking  what  I  think  is  reasonable,  that  we  get 
assurance  that  all  Boston  men  and  women  are 
going  to  receive  these  appointments.  1  ask  the 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  go  along 
with  me  for  reconsideration. 

Coun.  KEENAN — Mr.  President,  a  point  of 
information. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Slate  your  point. 
Coun.    KEENAN — Is   it   in   order   to   make   an 
amendment  to  that,  motion  of  Councilor  Coffev? 

Acting  President  DWVER- The  motion  to 
reconsider  has  first  got  to  be  decided. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  hope  that 
reconsideration  will  prevail,  and  I  feel  then  we 
might  amend  the  original  order  and  go  into  Execu- 
tive session,  so  we  might  combine  the  two  matters — 
get  the  information  sought  by  the  gentleman  from 
'  East  Boston  (Coun.  Coffey). 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  I  have 
listened  to  the  remarks  of  my  distinguished  col- 
leagues this  afternoon  on  this  controversial  subject, 
and  I  recognize  full  well  thai  we  arc  speaking  at 
the  present  time  on  reconsideration,  which  I  hope 
does  prevail.  I  would  also  like  to  further  amend 
what  my  distinguished  colleague,  Tom  Hannon, 
has  said  by  requesting  the  presence  of  the  Park 
Commissioner  also,  to  tell  the  amount  of  money 
that  will  be  expended  this  year  in  restoration  or 
improvement  of  the  various  parks  and  playgrounds 
of  our  city. 

Coun.  KINSELLA-  1  suppose  I  should  not  get 
into  this,  where  I  didn't  vote  either  way,  but  I 
don't  understand  what  is  going  to  be  accomplished 
by  a  ten-minute  recess,  during  which  Mr.  Turley 
and  the  Mayor  come  to  tell  us  something  about 
it.  We  had  a  sad  similar  experience  where  we 
appropriated  money  for  Victory  gardens  and  found 
that  out  of  780,000  people  of  Boston  they  had  to 
go  into  the  Army  and  procure  the  release  of  the 
director  at  83,600  a  year,  and  I  am  not  sure  that 
the  director  was  a  Boston  resident.  Everyone 
here  knows  that  the  Recreation  Board  was  created 
by  the  act  of  Mayor  Tobin  when  he  was  Mayor 
and  everybody  here  knows,  too,  that  Governor 
Tobin  will  have  something  to  say  about  who  holds 
the  jobs  and  who  does  not.  and  why  twenty-two 
practical  and  hardheaded  men  are  going  to  fool 
themselves  about  that  is  beyond  my  understanding. 
One  hundred  and  thirty-three  jobs!  How  many 
will  the  Recreation  Board  give  that  don't  have 
his  blessing?  They  were  appointed  by  Governor 
Tobin  in  the  last  days  of  Ids  mayoralty  encum- 
bency.  And  I  am  not  saving  it  is  wrong.  I  am 
reminding  you  of  something  that  is  politically 
correct — I  repeat,  politically  conect.  So  how 
many  jobs  does  that  leave  for  Boston  and  the 
Recreation  Board,  for  the  councilors  and  the 
Mayor's  office?  We  haven't  gained  anything 
by  ten  minutes  or  (en  hours  in  the  Executive 
session,  and  if  (hire  is  an  honest  and  legitimate 
change  of  heart  on  I  he  part  of  any  man  here  not 
now  opposed  to  the  transfer,  imagine  the  charge 
that  will  he  leveled  against  him  for  being  honestly 
persuaded  to  change  his  belief.  And  from  what 
I  can  see  of  the  gallerj  he  won't  wan'  for  accusers. 
If  you  are  mil  allowed  to  exercise  your  own  con- 
science here  and  now,  how  are  you  going  to  do  it 
in  there  and,  honest-tO-God  come  out  with  a 
change  of  heart  and  escape  the  tarbrush?  For 
heaven's  sake,  think  it  over. 


Coun.    RUSSO  -Mr.    President,    I    recall    very

I  sa,\  thai  veterans  should  be  given  first  preference 

and  1  maintain  also  that  that  hoard,  in  older  to 
fulfill  their  obligations  to  the  veterans  who  are 
coming  hack,  should  not  approve  of  anyone  who 
is  not  a  World  War  veteran  that  applies  for  that 
position,  if  he  is  capable  of  filling  that  position, 
to  be  given  the  privilege  by  Civil  Service.  I  feel 
that  that  should  he  left  out  until  such  time  us  all 
these  positions  may  be  filled  by  these  veterans 
who  mav  he  capable  of  filling  the  positions.  And 
if  they  haven't  them  at  the  present  time,  then 
they  can  put  on  temporary  individuals  who  are 
capable,  not  veterans,  but  to  hold  these  positions 
open  until  these  veterans  can  fill  these  jobs,  as 
long  as  they  have  the  qualifications  that  are  neces- 
sary. We  can  go  into  Executive  if  we  so  desire, 
but  after  all  we  all  know  what  takes  place  in 
Executive.  When  we  get  back  here  we  will  all 
gel  up  on  our  two  feet  again  and  perhaps  repeat 
what  we  have  stated  before.  And  that  is  the  only 
reason  why  I  stand  on  my  vote  one  way  or  the 
other.  We  can  take  a  recess.  I  believe  that  Mr. 
Turley  will  be  very  glad  to  come  into  Executive 
session  before  us.  I  don't  think  he  is  hiding  any- 
thing. I  have  all  the  confidence  in  the  world  in 
the  individual.

I  hope 
reconsideration  prevails  and  we  go  into  Executive 
and  iron  out  our  troubles  as  far  as  we  can  and 
come  in  here  with  our  minds  made  up. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
know  that  some  other  members  who  are  not  at 
present  in  the  chamber  would  care  to  record 
themselves  on  the  matter  of  reconsideration. 
and  I  am  confident  in  the  belief  that  they  will 
be  here  momentarily  to  do  so.  I  favor  recon- 
sideration because  I  want  to  see  this  viewed  in 
even  possible  aspect.  I  want  to  see  it  viewed  in 
every  possible  aspect  because  I  waul  to  see  those 
opposed  to  the  bill  given  the  opportunity  to 
record  themselves  on  every  possible  feature  of  it, 
and  I  favor  the  bill  now  as  I  did  on  last  Monday. 
I  think  the  amount  of  money  to  be  expended  is 
not  excessive  and  not  unwarranted.  I  believe 
the  money  to  be  expended,  or  the  suggestion  for 
the  expenditure  of  the  money,  is  dictated  by 
worth-while  motives  to  help  the  children  of  the 
city.

Coun.  CHASE— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  at 
this  time  it  is  proper  for  me  to  say  a  few  words  on 
behalf  of  this  bill.  I  might  suggest,  Mr.  President, 
that  I  should  consider  it  a  worthy  idea  to  go  into 
Executive  session  to  call  in  the.  various  recreation 
leaders  who  are  now  in  the  gallery,  who  have  gone 
out  of  their  way  to  see  that  this  legislation,  which 
is  a  very  worthy  piece  of  legislation,  is  adopted. 
Mr.  President,  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
originally  sponsored  this  matter,  or  gave  it  leeway 
to  come  up  here,  and  it  was  subsequently  adopted 
by  the  City  Council.  Some  of  the  renowned 
recreational  leaders  in  the  Commonwealth  backed 
this  matter.  I  am  sure,  Mr.  President,  the  Council 
is  only  too  determined  to  be  of  assistance  to  the 
needy  children  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  am  sure 
that  we  are  all  agreed  that  very  much  can  be  done, 
for  the  children  of  Boston  in  the  way  of  recre- 
ational facilities,  in  the  way  of  recreational 
leadership  which  is  so  badly  needed  in  I  his  par- 
ticular field.  I  have  in  mind,  Mr.  President,  a 
number  of  playgrounds  throughout  Boston,  which 
are  not  manned  with  recreational  supervisors  or 
teachers,  and  my  thought  is  that  the  children  in 
those  particular  areas  are  compelled  to  get  along 
the  best  way  they  can  without  any  guidance. 
Other  large  cities  throughout  America — New  York, 
for  example — have  a  recreational  program  which 
provides  good  leadership,  good  teachers,  and  the 
proper  guidance  in  recreation.  The  t  inn'  has 
come,  Mr.  President,  for  Boston  to  follow  in  the 
wake  of  these  other  large  cities  and  to  do  some- 
thing for  recreation  and  do  something  for  juvenile 
delinquency  ,  which  I  am  sure,  Mr.  President,  does 
exist  in  this  city.  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  the 
members  of  your  Council,  upon  retiring  into 
Executive  session  will  act.  on  my  suggestion,  that 
we  call  into  Executive  session  the  various  Leaded 
in  the  recreational  field  today,  who  are  in  the 
gallery,  who  are  anxious  to  see  that  the  children  of 
Boston  are  given  the  proper  guidance  and  the 
proper    leadership   in    the    playgrounds.     I    hope,

Boston.  Where  wen-  they  iii  the  last  five  and 
one  half  years  when  the  children  of  Boston  didn't 
have  the  playgrounds  to  play  in  -if  you  can  call 
them  playgrounds,  the  condition  the  playgrounds 

were  in?  Where  were  they  the  last  eight  or  ten 
years?  Why  didn't  they  holler  for  the  kids  of 
Boston  then?  They  are  hollering  now  so  thej 
can  kid  you.  They  are  telling  you  you  should  b( 
supervised.  The  backers  of  this  bill  here  , 
trying  to  force  this  dewn  our  throats  and  they 
haven't  two  children  between  all  of  them  thai  the 
whole  group  can  supervise.  And  now  they  want 
to  come  into  the  poorer  districts.  And  I  say  lei 
us  get  the  playgrounds  fixed  up  first.  But  these 
men.  the  so-called  fathers  of  this  bill,  (hat.  have 
been  in  here  for  one  term  this  thing  was  fought 
for  before  they  came  in  here — the  so-called  fathers 
of  the  bill  want  to  take  it  away  from  the  poorei 
districts,  from  the  councilors  of  the  poorer  districts 
who  have  been  fighting  for  years  and  years  for 
improvements  in  their  wards  for  the  poorer 
children.  Because  we  get  $1,000,000  here,  why 
couldn't,  we  have  $2,000,000?  If  they  want  lo 
stall  for  time,  I  will  help  them  stall.  Don't  forget 
this:  We  have  in  this  $1,000,000  $65,000  that,  was 
asked  for  by  the  Park  Commissioner,  estimated  by 

him  and  his  department  engil is,  asking  for  this 

to  put  in  first-class  condition  our  playgrounds 
throughout  the  city.  It  also  included  improve- 
ments for  our  parks.  I  have  five  parks  in  my 
district  and  not.  one  mother  can  go  in  (here  with  a 
baby  carriage.  And  I  know  that  the  same  con- 
dition exists  in  the  oiler  wards  throughout  the 
city.  It  burns  me  up  to  see  these  councilors  who 
never  would  fight  for  a  child  in  the  past  trying  to 
come  in  and  take  the  $200,000  we  have  been 
fighting  for  for  the  kids,  take  it  awav  from  them, 
through  this  medium  of  a  transfer.

There  are  over  200  vacancies  in  the  grade  of 
fireman  in  the  department  caused  by  men  who  are 
serving  in  the  armed  forces  and  we  have  been 
unable  to  obtain  temporary  replacements  for 
these  men.  This  is  a  severe  handicap  in  the 
regular  operations  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the 
situation  would  become  more  critical  if  the  depart- 
ment had  to  flush  streets.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
TAX    RATE. 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  July  2,  1945. 
The  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  computation  of  the  Hoard  of 
Assessors  in  determining  the  rate  of  property 
taxation  is  perhaps  the  most  important  municipal 
administrative  act  in  the  entire  calendar  year. 
There  is  no  other  municipal  decision  so  far-reaching 
in  its  effect  on  the  people  and  their  property. 
Business  comes  in  or  business  goes  out  of  the  city; 
people  move  into  or  people  move  out  of  the  city. 
to  a  great  extent,  in  accordance  with  the  impression 
created  by  the  tax  rate.  And  in  this  computation 
it  is  not  only  the  rate  of  taxation  per  thousand 
dollars  of  valuation  which  is  of  extreme  interest. 
Of  even  more  importance  is  the  determination  of 
the  taxable  value  of  all  property,  real  and  personal. 

Yet  few  taxpayers  are  even  in  a  position  to 
obtain  all  the  facts  and  figures  involved  in  this 
paramount  decision.  The  work  of  compiling  the 
various  elements  of  the  computation  is  cloaked  in 
the  greatest  secrecy.  The  assessors,  in  whose 
name  the  rate  is  promulgated,  make  some  decisions; 
the  Mayor  or  his  financial  advisors  make  others. 
Very  often  important  decision  is  made  when  there 
is  only  the  flimsiest  discussion  of  its  merits  and 
very  often  there  is  wide  difference  of  opinion 
among  those  participating.  It  is  always  the 
Mayor's  decision  which  resolves  any  dispute.  Yet 
Mayors  are  concerned  more  with  the  political 
effect  of  the  rate  fixed  than  with  its  adequacy. 

With  the  announcement  of  the  rate,  apologetic 
statements  to  explain  the  usual  increase  follow. 
These  statements  never  include  the  complete 
picture  of  the  computations.  The  public  is  given 
Only  the  most  meager  details  and  in  such  form 
i  lint,  regardless  of  the  result,  it  is  made  to  appear 

that    keeping    the    rale    at     the    figure    determined 

was  a  great  accomplishment,  usually  after  the 
rate  has  been  announced  it  requires  many  days 
for  the  assessors  to  readjust  their  various  com- 
pilations. Meanwhile,  on  one  pretext  or  another, 
the  essential  figures  are  hidden  or  withheld  from 
the  public.     Eventually  some  of  them  appear  in 
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the  annual  report  of  the  assessors,  hut  by  the  tunc 
that  is  available  another  \  Bar's  rate  baa  been  fixed.

a  ouatom  to  endeavor  to  supplj  1 1 1 « —  deficiency  of 
information  bj  placing  upon  the  public  reoord 
such  figures  as  it  can  obtain  by  virtue  of  being  an 

official  informative  agency.     Following  this  OUBtom, 

the  commission  herewith  submits  the  computation 

of  the  rate  for  1945. 

The  new  rate,  (42.50,  is  notable  for  these  impor- 
tant reasons:  First,  it  is  the  highest  rate  ever  fi\>  d 
in  Boston;  it  is  $2.1)0  higher  than  in  1044;  and  it 
is  undoubtedly  the  highest  rate  in  any  of  the  larger 
cities  of  the  country;  secondly,  in  working  out  this 
particular  rate  total  property  valuations  had  to 
be  increased  over  the  preceding  year's  total;  it  has 
happened  but  once  previously  since  1930  that  the 
valuation  of  one  year  was  higher  than  in  the  year 
before;  thirdly,  while  real  property  valuation  is 
substantially  higher  than  in  1944,  actually  the 
increase  in  personal  property  valuation  is  greater. 

Naturally,  in  an  ordinary  situation,  a  higher 
rate  in  1945  would  have  been  expected  to  result 
only  from  a  lower  total  property  valuation;  but 
in  this  abnormal  situation  of  literally  thousands 
complaining,  formally  and  informally,  against 
previous  years'  valuations,  both  real  and  personal, 
the  combination  in  1945  of  a  higher  rate  and  a 
higher  total  valuation  is  distinctly  a  disturbing 
trend.  Appropriation  requirements  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  city  government  made  necessary 
this  increased  rate.  Yet  there  is  no  new  service 
being  rendered,  or  to  be  rendered.  The  fact  is 
that  the  cost  of  rendering  the  same  old  services 
has  become  substantially  greater. 

The  important  elements  in  rate-fixing  being  the 
property  valuations,  the  tax  warrants  and  appro- 
priations, and  the  estimated  revenue,  these  sub- 
divisions of  the  computation  will  be  shown  in  that 
order. 


1.     The  Property  Valuations 
Tlic  total  taxable  valuation  <>f  the  city  was  fixed 
at  SI ,479,172,000.      Of  this,  $1,331,868,400  was  for 
real     property      valuation     and     $147,303,600     for 
personal  property  valuation. 

This  total  1945  valuation  is  $37,163,600  higher 
than  the  total  1944  valuation.  Of  this,  $17,149,600 
is  accounted  for  by  increase  in  real  property  valua- 
tion, while  personal  property  valuation  accounts 
for  $20,014,000  of  it. 

This  very  high  increase  in  total  valuation  is  a 
distinct  change  from  the  trend  since  1930,  the  first 
year  of  the  depression  era.  That  trend  has  always 
been  downward  with  the  single  exception  of  the 
year  1942.  In  that  year  the  total  valuation  was 
$5,3.55,500  higher  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
which  was  entirely  due  to  an  increase  in  the 
personal  property  valuation  in  that  year. 

Otherwise,  since  1930  the  total  valuation 
descended  from  a  highest  of  $1,972,148,200  to 
$1,442,008,400  in  1944.  an  average  annual  reduc- 
tion of  $37,000,000  per  year.  The  increase  of 
approximately  $37,000,000  in  1945  is  therefore  in 
bold  contrast  with  the  trend  for  the  past  fourteen 
years. 

Dividing  this  total  property  valuation  into  its 
component  parts,  real  property  valuation  has 
been  reduced  from  $1,827,460,600  in  1930  to 
$1,331,868,400  in  1945;  on  the  other  hand,  personal 
property  valuation  is  now  at  a  higher  level  than  it 
was  in  1929,  the  last  year  of  the  prosperity  era 
which  preceded  the  great  depression.  In  1929 
it  was  $146,914,800,  while  in  1945  it  is  fixed  at 
$147,303,600. 

In  the  first  of  the  following  tables,  the  valuations 
and  number  of  polls  is  shown  by  wards;  in  the 
second  table,  the  gains  and  losses  in  the  past  year 
are  shown.

As  is  well  known,  there  has  been  very  little,  if 
any,  new  building  in  Boston  in  a  great  many 
years.  Meanwhile  hundreds  of  old  structures 
nave  been  taken  down.  It  scarcely  needs  to  be 
argued  therefore  that  the  increase  in  real  property 
valuation  in  1945  cannot  be  accounted  for  by  new 
values.  It  follows  that  the  increased  total  was 
obtained  by  a  more  or  less  general  increase  in  old 
property  valuation.  The  table  above  shows 
increased  totals  in  all  wards  except  Wards  12,  13, 
14,  15  and  20.  It  shows  personal  property  valua- 
tion increases  in  all  wards  except  Wards  1,  2,  17 
and  21. 

Only  an  examination  of  the  assessors'  street 
books  will  reveal  the  individual  increases.  It  is, 
however,  common  knowledge  that  the  property 
of    the    utility    companies — the    Boston    Elevated 


Railway,  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
and  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company — 
were  heavily  increased.  In  this  connection  it  is 
well  to  remember  that  the  biggest  case  involving 
the  City  of  Boston  before  the  Appellate  Tax 
Board  last  year  was  the  appeal  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  from  the  previous  municipal 
assessments.  Decision  in  that  case  has  not  yet 
been  rendered. 

2.     Warrants  and  Appropriations. 

The  second  important  element  in  the  computa- 
tion is  the  amount  which  must  be  provided  to 
meet  the  city's  estimated  departmental  main- 
tenance charges,  its  fixed  charges,  and  its  State 
and   Metropolitan  assessments.

The  increase  of  $4,244,382  in  city  maintenance 
requirements  effectively  eliminates  all  the  gains 
toward  reduced  cost  of  running  the  city  which 
had  been  made  since  early  in  the  depression  era. 
The  total  is  now  at  a  new  all-time  high  level. 
The  increase  in  school  maintenance  cost  is  not 
less  alarming,  average  school  attendance  still 
being  on  the  downward  trend  and  now  well  over 
30  per  cent  less  than  it  was  five  years  ago.  No 
savings  recommended  by  the  Strayer  School 
Survey  are  reflected  in  the  1945  requirement 
figures. 

As  against  the  frequent  criticism  that  Boston 
is  the  highest  taxed  city  in  the  country,  the 
improvement  in  the  debt  picture  is  always  cited 
as  a  favorable  item.  Yet  the  improvement  in  the 
debt  requirement  this  year  amounts  only  to  a 
little  over  $900,000,  while  the  increase  in  city  and 
school  maintenance  amounts  to  more  than 
$4,500,000. 


The  overlay  deficits  (abatements  in  excess  of 
reserve  for  abatements)  amounted,  in  the  fiscal 
year  1944,  to  little  more  than  in  the  fiscal  year 
1943,  hence  that  item  is  practically  unchanged; 
but  again,  the  amount  added  to  the  requirements 
for  this  deficiency  is  not  a  true  picture  of  the 
actual  deficits.  The  figure  used  in  the  rate  com- 
putation takes  no  account  of  abatements  of 
taxes  assessed  previous  to  1944,  totalling  about 
$600,000,  which  have  accumulated  between 
January  1,  1945,  and  June  15,  1945.  In  other 
words,  the  overlay  deficit  provision  in  this  year's 
rate  computation  should  have  been  this  $600,000 
higher.  Had  it  been  included,  it  would  have 
meant  45  cents  more  in  the  tax  rate. 

Despite  such  favorable  items  as  a  $1,000,000 
smaller  Boston  share  of  the  State  tax,  and  $100,000 
smaller  Sumner  Tunnel  deficit,  the  total  of  war- 
rants and  appropriations  is  this  year  $3,500,000 
more  than  in  1944.

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3.     Credits  and  Deductions, 

The  figures  used  under  this  heading  in  the  tax 
rate  computation  are  to  a  great  extent  the  result 
of  the  arbitrary  judgment  of  one  public  official  or 
another.  The  assessors  themselves  determine  the 
estimate  of  the  city  departmental  revenue.     The 


State  Tax  Commissioner  and  the  City  Auditor 
determine  other  estimates.  The  total  of  these 
estimates  is  more  than  81,000,000  less  than  last 
year;  and  yet  in  some  respects  they  are  more 
liberal  than  otherwise.

The  amount  in  the  above  figures  labeled  "  Esti- 
mated Receipts  "  (departmental  income)  is  approxi- 
mately the  amount  received  in  1944;  under  the 
law  the  assessors  can  go  to  that  level.  However, 
it  does  not  always  follow  that  income  will  be  as 
great  in  one  year  as  in  another;  this  happens  to 
be  one  of  those  years.  In  some  of  the  items  which 
go  to  make  up  the  total,  the  assessors  used  a 
larger  figure  than  was  estimated  by  officials  in 
the  departments  in  which  the  income  is  received. 
In  the  Welfare  accounts,  for  instance,  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  estimated  about  $500,000 
less  than  the  figure  used  by  the  assessors.  There 
are  a  few  offsetting  compensations  in  other  items. 
Nevertheless,  a  conservative  estimate  would  be 
something  less  than  that  used  by  the  assessors. 
For  instance,  as  required  by  law,  the  assessors  used 


as  estimated  receipts  from  poll  taxes  the  full 
amount  assessed.  Yet  the  city  never  receives  as 
much  as  half  the  total  assessed.  There  is  no 
evidence  in  the  figures  used  by  the  assessors  that 
the  known  deficiency  in  this  item  has  affected  their 
calculations  in  any  other  item. 

The  assessors  also  used  again  a  three  per  cen' 
figure  for  overlay  to  cover  abatement  of  the  1945 
assessed  taxes.  Year  after  year,  for  many  years, 
this  percentage  has  proven  inadequate.  In  many 
instances  the  abatements  have  reached  over  six 
per  cent  of  the  assessments,  or  double  the  amount 
reserved  for  abatements.  They  are  now  running 
at  a  rate  higher  than  ever;  but  to  keep  the  rate 
down  to  $42.50,  it  was  necessary  to  ignore  the  true 
picture.

Summary. 
The  outstanding  features  of  the  1945  tax  rate 
computation  revealed  in  the  foregoing  details  are: 

1.  The  heavy  increase  in  the  maintenance 
appropriations  for  the  city  departments,  including 
the  School  Committee. 

2.  The  unexpectedly  large  increase  in  the  total 
assessable  valuations,  both  real  and  personal. 

3.  The  elimination  of  advantage  gained  by  a 
smaller  State  tax  and  assessments  and  by  a  lower- 
ing (until  1945)  of  the  debt  requirements  by  the 
increased  current  expenses  of  the  city. 

4.  The  continued  avoidance  of  meeting  the 
tax  situation  squarely  by  including  in  the  compu- 
tation an  overlay  provision  commensurate  with 
the  actual  abatements. 

5.  The  continued  failure  to  reflect  in  the  esti- 
mated revenue  the  fact  that  the  poll  tax  receipts 


are  never  more  than  one  half  the  amount  assessed. 
(The  commission  is  cognizant  of  the  law  on  the 
subject.)

Sir, — In  reference  to  the  attached  order  passed 
by  the  Boston  City  Council  on  June  25,  1945,  con- 
cerning the  assignment  of  police  to  the  Longfellow 
Bridge. 

I  respectfully  report  that  a  police  officer  has 
since  been  assigned  to  duty  at  Longfellow  Bridge, 
Charlesbank  Beach  and  Playground.  The  Park 
Commissioner  reports  that  the  beach  closes  at 
8  p.  m.,  the  police  detail  continues  until  one  hour 
after  beach  closing  time  and  will  continue  during 
the  beach  season.  The  beach,  playground  and 
bridge  are  thereafter  patrolled  by  the  radio  patrol, 
which  is  the  regular  patrol  for  this  area. 

Instructions  have  been  issued  to  the  beach  and 
radio  patrol  concerning  the  conditions  as  reported 
by  Councilor  Russo,  instructions  have  been  issued 
to  stop  all  gatherings  of  bathers  on  the  bridge  or 
on  the  bridge  abutments.  This  condition  by  co- 
operation with  the  life  guards  has  been  corrected. 

I  respectfully  submit  that  this  detail  is  adequate 
to  properly  police  this  area  and  that  a  detail  of 
police  to  the  Longfellow  Bridge  other  than  set 
forth  in  this  letter  is  not  required. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  action  of 
establishing  a  beach  patrol  to  cover  the  bridge, 
beach  and  playground  is  adequate  police  protec- 
tion and  that  further  action  on  this  order  is  not  at 
this  time  necessary.

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  would 
like  to  ask  what  action  the  Council  wishes  to  take 
on  the  matter? 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  make  a  motion  that  we 
now  pass  the  order. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Councilor  Coffey 
moves  that  the  license  now  be  granted. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — I  move  that  the 
motion  be  amended  to  include  that  also  of  the 
Sutcliffe  Storage  &  Warehouse  Company. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  petition  will  first  have  to  be  taken  from 
the  committee,  and  the  question  now  is  on  the 
granting  of  the  Airways  Transportation  Company 
license. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Would  it  be  permis- 
sible for  me  to  move  that  the  matter  be  taken 
from  the  committee,  to  be  acted  on  with  this? 

Acting  President  DWYER — Not  until  this  is 
taken  care  of,  and  I  suppose  you  can  have  the 
same  rights  as  the  others. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — Is  it  proper  to  have  this, 
or  any  other  license,  when  taken  from  the  com- 
mittee, sent  to  Executive,  so  that  all  can  be  heard 
at  once? 

Acting  President  DWYER — If  the  majority  of 
the  Council  votes  that  way. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  move  this  be  sent  to 
Executive. 

Acting  President  DWYER — The  question  comes 
on  sending  the  matter  to  Executive. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Talking  on  the  reference  to 
the  Executive  Committee.  I  took  a  poll  of  the 
committee  today,  and  the  vote  was  three  in  favor, 
nobody  opposing,  with  three  councilors  being 
absent.  There  were  four  councilors  present,  and 
one  didn't  vote  on  the  matter,  and  the  other  three 
voted  in  favor.  The  reason  they  favored  this  one 
is  that  it  is  the  only  petition  before  us  that  we  feel 
can  give  real  transportation,  as  this  petition  in 
itself  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Greyhound  Bus 
Company.  And,  in  addition  to  that,  they  are 
the  only  outfit  that  has  promised  to  charge  50 
cents  fare  to  the  hotel  and  back.  Every  other 
petition  so  far  has  asked  for  75  cents  fare.  So  I 
am  going  to  ask  the  committee  to  act  on  this. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Muchnick's 
motion  to  send  the  matter  to  Executive.  The 
motion  was  declared  lost.  Councilor  MUCH- 
NICK doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  roll  call.

SETTING  UP  OF  PORT  AUTHORITY. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  hereby  favors  the  passage  of  pending 
legislation  before  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
for  the  setting  up  of  a  Port  Authority,  and  the 
authorization   to  said   Board  to  pledge  the  credit 
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of   the   Commonwealth   to   tin-   extent   of   fifteen 
million  dollars  for  the  development   "f   the  port, 
and     Uit-     consequent     stimulation     t"     bu 
throughout    the   Commonwealth. 

CAREY  Mr.  President,  1  am  firmly  of 
the  belief  that  the  115,000,000  legislation  now 
pending  before  the  Legislature  should  be  passed 
without  delay.  It  is  unquestionable  that  the 
prosperity  of  Boston,  of  Massachusetts  and  most 
of  New  England  itself,  is  dependent  on  a  busy  port 
that  is  prepared  to  meet  tl,,-  competition  of  every 
other  port  on  the  Eastern  Seaboard.  For  much 
too  long  a  lime  lure  in  our  stale  we  have  sat  back, 
and,  under  the  guise  of  economy,  permitted  our 
natural  resources  t  I  remain  dormant  and  to  gather 
dual  and  rust,  wh..,-  more  enterprising  sections  of 
our  nation  reached  out  and  took  the  business  which 
was  right]]  ours.  We  all  know  that  after  termina- 
tion of  hostilities  the  whole  world  will  need  re- 
building, and  we  know  that  here  in  our  own  coun- 
try there  are  countless  opportunities  for  industry 
to  be  at  full  capacity  for  man]  years.  It  is  essen- 
tial, therefore,  yes,  a  is  more  essential  than 
anything  else, —  that  we  participate  in  the  great 
after-the-war  reconstruction  busine-s.  We  talk 
of  jobs  and  prosperity  for  the  returning  veterans, 
and  nothing  more  substantial  can  be  offered  the 
veteran  than  a  job  which  has  opportunity  con- 
nected with  it.  A  busy  port,  a  port  that  has  been 
developed  so  that  it  meets  all  the  requirements, 
and  which  is  as  good  as  any  other  port  in  the  East, 
will  insure  that  a  fair  share  of  the  business  of  the 
future  will  come  our  way.  1  don't  often  recom- 
mend the  expenditure  of  vast  sums  of  money,  for 
I  know  that  frequently  the  public  gets  little 
return  for  money  spent.  But  in  this  instance 
I  not  only  believe  the  expenditure  of  $15,000,000 
to  be  justified,  but  1  am  willing  to  subscribe  to 
an  even  greater  expenditure  if  the  Port  of  Boston 
is  developed,  so  that  Boston  and  New  England 
will  not  be  lost  in  the  shuffle  and  so  that  your  sons 
and  my  sons  will  have  an  opportunity  to  work  and 
prosper  here  in  our  own  section  of  the  country,  as 
other  young  men  have  in  their  sections  of  the 
country.  Some  of  the  best  of  our  young  men  have 
left  our  stale  for  other  and  greener  pastures,  and 
more  will  leave  unless  we  do  something  to  stem  the 
tide.  A  new  port,  a  fully  developed  port,  will  be  a 
major  step  in  the  future  of  the  prosperity  of  New 
England.  Now  is  the  time  for  all  of  us  to  dis- 
regard any  partisan  affiliations,  and  for  the  good 
of  New  England,  Boston,  Massachusetts  and  New 
England,  and  for  the  good  of  those  who  will 
come  after  us,  get  behind  this  first  step  to  new- 
prosperity  for  Boston,  for  Massachusetts  and  for 
New  England.  I  sincerely  hope.  Mr.  President, 
that  the  Legislature  will  lose  no  time  in  acting 
favorably  on  this  legislation,  because,  in  my 
associations  in  business  over  the  past  twenty-odd 
years,  I  have  seen  instances  where  it  has  been  a 
shame  to  the  City  of  Boston  that  we  have  lost  the 
business  of  the  port  that  we  have  out  here.  As  I- 
said  here  on  the  floor  of  this  Council  eighteen 
months  ago,  when  we  warned  the  Boston  Port 
Authority,  so  called,  at  that  time  if  it  didn't  wake 
up  we  would  refuse  to  appropriate  money  for  them , 
from  my  experience  I  saw,  day  after  day,  boat 
after  boat  coming  into  this  port  from  every  south- 
ern port,  shipping  cotton,  and  otherwise,  and 
we  saw  transatlantic  lines  coming  and  going  into 
and  out  of  the  Port  of  Boston.  All  this  business 
got  away  from  Boston.  I  often  wondered  why. 
We  know,  of  course,  that  a  great  deal  of  loss  was 
caused  by  those  who  made  their  money  here  in  the 
old  days  and  then  didn't  spend  it  here.  They 
went  West  and  developed  there.  Now,  here  is  the 
greatest  opportunity  in  this  legislation  now-  pend- 
ing in  the  State  House  for  we  city  fathers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  show  that  we  want  to  see  Boston 
become  a  real  Boston  and  a  real  city,  i  therefore, 
Mr.  President,  ask  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the 
passage  of  this  resolution. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  speaking 
briefly  on  the  resolution.  I  am  heartily  in  accord 
with  the  order  sponsored  by  Councilor  Carey.  I 
just  want  to  add  that  if  the  Legislature  and  the 
Public  Works  Department  see  fit  to  waste  some 
$50,000,000  to  $60,000,000  in  digging  a  hole  in  the 
ocean  to  make  an  airport,  I  don't  see  why  they 
should  not  pass  this  —  measly,  I  might  say  — 
$15,000,000  to  give  us  a  really  decent  port  in 
Boston  here.  The  last  time  they  were  before  us, 
about  a  year  ago.  John  F.  Fitzgerald  spoke  before 
a  committee  and  asked  that  we  appropriate  a 
certain  sum.  At  that  time  some  member  said 
instead  of  asking  for  $25,000  why  not  ask  for 
$1,000,000.     We  want  a  real  port  in  Boston,  and 


I  don't  see  any  reason  why  the  Legislature  should 
not  pass  this  $15,000,000  appropriation  that  is  now 
before  it. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 


DEATH  OF  MRS.  JOHN  A.  FOLEY. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Citj  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  meeting  assembled,  hereby  offers  to 
Dr.  John  A.  Foley,  Chairman  of  the  Medical 
Retirement  Board,  its  deepest  sympathy  because 
of  the  death  of  Mrs.  John  A.  Foley,  whose  kindly 
and  lovable  character  endeared  her  to  all  who 
knew  her.

AIR-RAID  ALARM  SIRENS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  inquire 
into  the  status  of  the  air-raid  alarm  sirens  and  the 
possibility  of  the  sale  of  these  alarms  or  the  use  of 
them  at  public  beaches  in  case  of  drownings,  etc. 

Coun.  HANNON  —Some  years  ago,  Air.  Presi- 
dent, when  we  were  fearful  of  air  raids,  as  you  well 
recall,  the  city  went  to  great  expense,  over  $50,000, 
to  purchase  air  raid  alarm  equipment,  which 
sounded  a  warning  to  the  public  of  proposed  or 
intended  or  contemplated  air  raids.  Evidently 
all  fear  of  any  such  raids  has  been  removed.  And 
I  wonder  now.  Mr.  President,  what  is  going  to 
become  of  this  equipment  which  was  purchased 
at  that  time  and  which  evidently  has  outlived  its 
usefulness.  1  hope  we  are  not  going  to  sit  by  and 
let  this  $50,000  to  $00,000  worth  of  equipment 
go  to  rust  or  wrack  and  ruin.  Somebody  might 
want  to  buy  it  if  we  offered  it  for  sale.  Maybe 
it  could  be  used  at  the  beaches  on  the  waterfront 
to  warn  people  in  case  of  a  drowning.  It  would 
attract  the  attention  of  a  lifeguard  or  the  police. 
There  must  be  some  use  for  this,  and  I  think  now- 
is  the  time  to  find  out  what  this  equipment  is 
worth.  If  it  is  worth  anything,  now  is  the  time 
to  get  rid  of  it,  before  it  becomes  rusty  and  value- 
less. There  might  possibly  be  some  market  for  it. 
or  there  might  be  some  use  for  it.  But  I  would 
like  to  know  what  is  going  to  become  of  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


CONFIRMATION  OF  APPOINTMENTS. 

Acting  Chairman  RUSSO — The  Chair  will  call 
up  No.  1  on  the  calendar  and  will  appoint  Coun- 
cilors Coffey  and  Muchnick  to  receive,  sort  and 
count  the  ballots.

CLEANING  OF  CATCH-BASINS. 

Coun.  KEENAN,  FISH  and  HANNON 
offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public- 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  immediately  arrange  for  the  cleaning  of  all 
catch-basins  in  the  Dorchester  wards  of  the  city. 

Acting  Chairman  RUSSO — If  I  may  ask  at  this 
time,  councilor,  I  wish  that  you  would  include 
Ward  3.  If  there  is  no  objection,  Ward  3  will  be 
included. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Speaking  on  the  order. 
Mr.  President,  here  a  couple  of  months  ago  I  read 
in  the  City  Record  where  three  or  four  contractors 
bid  on  cleaning  catch-basins  in,  I  believe,  the 
Dorchester,  South  Boston  and  East  Boston  sections 
of  the  city.  Now,  there  were  three  or  four  con- 
tractors, and  of  that  number  there  was  a  difference 
of  a  couple  of  hundred  dollars  that  was  set  aside 
for  one  man  to  do  this  and  the  other  to  do  that. 
One  included  the  South  Boston  section  of  my 
district,  and  lo  and  behold,  the  gentleman  that 
had  that  contract,  to  the  tune  of  around  $15,000, 
has  not  done  a  thing  over  there  yet.  I  don't 
know  when  they  are  going  to  start  cleaning  these 
catch-basins,  but  I  am  sooner  or  later  going  to  find 
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out  who  is  cleaning  the  catch-basins  and  when 
they  will  start  in  South  Boston.  I  hope  that  the 
Ward  6  section  of  South  Boston  will  be  included 
in  the  order. 

Ac-ting  Chairman  RUSSO — The  Chair  hears  no 
objection  and  Ward  6  will  be  included. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  move  that  all  wards  be 
included  in  the  order. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  all  wards  were  included 
in  the  order  regarding  the  cleaning  of  catch-basins. 


Coun.  SCANNELL  in  the  chair. 


REMOVAL  OF  UNUSED  CAR  RAILS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,     That    the    trustees    of    the     Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  immediately  remove  the 
unused  car  rails  at  Uphams  Corner,  Ward  13. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


AMENDMENT     OF     CHAPTER     486,     ACTS 
OF    1909. 

Coun.  RUSSO  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
prepare  legislation  for  the  amendment  of  chapter 
486,  Acts  of  1909,  as  amended,  to  the  end  that  the 
provisions  permitting  the  organization  of  com- 
mittees authorized  to  make  substitutions  or  with- 
drawals of  candidates  be  eliminated. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  lor  some  time  I 
have  given  this  quite  a  good  deal  of  thought, 
trying  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  as  to  the  benefit 
of  this  provision  of  the  Acts  of  1909  that  will  be 
given  to  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
have  not  been  able  to  concur  with  all  the  argu- 
ments that  have  been  given  as  to  the  benefit  of  this 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  I  cannot  see, 
Mr.  President,  why  this  should  not  be  eliminated 
from  our  laws.  I  maintain  that  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  the  Commonwealth  are  entitled 
to  fair  play.  They  are  entitled  to  know  who  the 
candidates  are  that  are  going  to  run  for  public 
office.  I  don't  subscribe  to  this  act,  giving  au- 
thority to  some  unknown  individual,  where  the 
citizens  of  Boston  don't  know  what  is  behind  the 
scenes.  I  maintain,  Mr.  President,  that  this 
law  does  only  one  thing,  and  that  is  to  bring  cor- 
ruption into  the  City  of  Boston,  in  an  effort  to  try 
to  deceive  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
believe  that  the  people  are  entitled  to  know  who 
the  candidates  are,  and  I  believe  that  they  should 
be  the  sole  judge  at  the  time  of  election.  This 
law  here  brings  into  operation  a  racket  —  yes, 
more  detrimental  than  any  racket  in  existence  here 
in  the  City  of  Boston  today.  I  feel  that  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  ought  to  act,  and  act  as  soon  as 
possible.  I  don't  believe  that  the  entire  citizenry 
of  the  city  or  the  state  should  be  fooled  by  these 
so-called  committees  who  have  the  power  to 
withdraw  an  individual  and  substitute  in  his  or  her 
place  someone  who  is  unknown  to  the  public. 
Unless  this  law  is  done  away  with,  I  maintain  there 
is  a  racket  here  in  the  City  of  Boston,  more  so  than 
in  the  olden  days  of  the  pirates.  I  cannot  see  ana- 
logical reason  for  this  law  still  being  on  our  statute 
books.  What  are  we  coming  to?  Mr.  President, 
you  and  I  know,  and  I  believe  that  we  all  agree, 
that  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  entitled 
to  know  when  they  see  the  nomination  papers 
who  the  candidates  are.  I  maintain,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  when  these  papers  have  been  circulated 
by  some  of  these  individuals,  so-called  committees 
were  not  even  placed  on  the  nomination  papers 
according  to  law.  But,  Mr.  President,  regardless 
of  that,  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Boston  don't 
know  and  are  not  aware  when  they  see  the  nomi- 
nation papers  of  any  candidate  whether  or  not  that 
paper  has  a  committee  or  who  the  individuals  are 
that  are  supposed  to  be  the  committee  on  that 
particular  petition.  There  is  no  argument  for  the 
benefit  of  this  law,  and  unless  the  Legislature  does 
away  with  it  and  gives  the  people  the  right  to 
know  who  the  candidates  are,  I  maintain  that  we 
will  have  corruption  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
throughout  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  I  main- 
tain that  for  the  simple  reason  that  all  this  com- 
mittee business  is  a  holdup.  It  is  trying  to 
press  the  candidates  who  want  to  aspire  for  public 
office.  Every  one  of  us,  regardless  of  the  in- 
dividual, has  the  right  to  be  a  candidate  for  any 


office  if  he  so  desires.  But  I  don't  believe  that  any 
candidate  who  pretends  to  be  a  candidate  has  any 
right  to  deceive  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  by 
having  a  committee  on  his  papers.  Therefore,  I 
urge,  Mr.  President,  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
of  the  City  of  Boston  draw  up  legislation  to  be 
presented  to  the  Legislature  to  do  away  with 
these  fraudulent  tactics.  And  again  I  reiterate, 
give  the  voters  their  right  to  know  who  the  candi- 
dates really  are. 

On    motion  of  Coun.    DWYER  the    matter  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters. 


BUS  LINE  TRANSPORTATION  TO  AIRPORT. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  moved  that  the 
petition  of  the  Sutcliffe  Storage  &  Warehouse 
Company  for  bus  line  transportation  to  the  airport 
be  taken  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Public 
Utilities  and  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  as  chairman 
of  the  special  committee  to  which  the  petition  of 
the  Sutcliffe  Storage  &  Warehouse  Company  was 
sent,  I  want  to  state  that  the  committee's  vote 
was  5  to  4  against  reporting  the  matter  out  of  the 
special  committee.  I  personally  opposed  it 
because  of  several  reasons  that  I  have  gone  into. 
I  suppose  it  would  only  be  repetition  if  I  went 
into  the  reasons  again  at  the  present  time.  The 
best  argument  I  can  give  is  the  fact  that  the 
Sutcliffe  Company,  so  called,  is  not  a  motor 
company,  but  was  a  warehouse  or  storage  company. 
All  they  ever  did,  to  my  knowledge,  was  to  store 
trucks  or  cars  or  other  vehicles.  They  now  have 
decided  to  go  into  the  transportation  business, 
and  without  our  having  held  a  hearing  on  their 
petition  before  the  Committee  on  Licenses  they 
have  come  in  here  and  asked  that  this  matter  be 
taken  from  the  Committee  on  Public  Utilities 
without  giving  the  Committee  on  Licenses  an 
opportunity  of  holding  a  hearing  on  that  Sutcliffe 
petition.  As  I  stated,  the  committee  voted  5  to  4 
to  keep  it  before  the  committee  and  not  report  it 
out  here.  As  I  said  before,  they  are  not  in  the 
transportation  business.  And  I  asked  Mr.  Sut- 
cliffe, as  I  asked  everybody  else  on  the  day  we  had 
the  petition  before  us,  if  he  had  anything  to  say  on 
the  petition,  and  he  said,  "Nothing."  Then, 
after  questioning  him,  he  admits  he  has  no 
limousines.  So  I  don't  see  how  he  can  give 
transportation.  But  he  did  add  that  he  was  in 
hopes  of  getting  limousines  within  the  next  thirty 
days.  That  would  be  like  any  member  here 
hoping  to  get  a  new  automobile  within  thirty  days. 
There  is  a  company  operating  in  East  Boston  now. 
They  charge  the  same  as  the  Sutcliffe,  which  is 
75  cents.  The  committee  saw  fit  to  make  a 
report  of  3  to  1,  I  might  say,  because  nobody- 
voted  against  the  petition  being  brought  out  here 
for  the  passage  of  a  bus  line  for  airport  transporta- 
tion. And  I  think  their  main  argument  was  the 
fact  that  this  company,  which  is  associated,  or 
tied  up,  with  the  Greyhound  Lines,  is  willing  to 
charge  50  cents,  whereas  every  other  is  asking  for 
75  cents.  There  is  no  harm  and  no  danger  of  the 
Sutcliffe  Company  losing  out  should  they  have 
their  petition  signed,  if  it  is  so  arranged  that  it 
needs  to  be  signed  and  the  petition  to  be  granted, 
as  the  general  talk  is  that  that  company  will  be 
the  only  company  that  will  eventually  get  a 
license.  So  I  am  going  to  ask  the  members  not 
to  take  it  away  from  the  special  committee,  because 
there  is  no  need  of  it.  If  you  want  to  do  it  two 
weeks  from  today,  all  right.  But  I  am  asking  the 
members  not  to  take  it  away  from  the  special 
committee.  As  I  said,  the  committee  voted  5  to 
4  to  hold  the  petition  in  committee,  and  I  hope 
that  is  the  way  that  that  remains. 

The  question  came  on  recalling  the  petition  of 
the  Sutcliffe  Motor  Company  from  the  special 
committee.  A  vote  was  taken  and,  the  Chair 
being  in  doubt,  the  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion 
was  carried,  yeas  12,  nays  3:

SUPERVISION    OF    SALE    OF    POULTRY. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  be  instructed  by  his  Honor  the  Major 
to  assign  deputy  sealers  to  supervise  the  sale  of 
poultry  at  such  wholesale  poultry  establishments 
and  poultry  slaughtering  establishments  as  do  now 
sell  poultry  at  retail  to  the  general  public  in  Boston 
on  such  days  as  such  sales  are  made;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  Sealer  be  instructed  to 
prosecute  all  such  persons  and  firms  as  violate 
any  statute,  ordinance  or  regulation  set  up  by  the 
Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  report 
to  the  Executive  <  Committee  two  weeks  from 
today;    and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  take  imme- 
diate steps  to  revoke  any  license  issued  by  any 
department  of  the  city  if  any  such  license  be  held 
by  any  firm  or  person  convicted  of  giving  short 
weight  to  any  purchaser. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — We  have  all  become 
familiar  in  the  last  few  months  with  the  lines 
standing  for  blocks  in  and  around  all  poultry 
slaughtering  houses.  The  people  in  these  lines, 
after  waiting  in  the  line,  once  they  reach  the  inside 
of  the  establishment  are  treated  like  so  much 
cattle  and  are  all  charged  exorbitant  prices. 
\\  hen  the  woman  who  is  down  after  her  chicken 
or  other  fowl  asks  how  much  the  bird  happens  to 
weigh,  she  is  immediately  told  how  much  it  costs. 
No  weight  is  given,  and  if  there  is  any  objection 
made  then  she  is  told  to  step  out  and  make  her 
purchase  elsewhere.  From  the  complaints  that 
have  reached  me,  people  are  being  charged  and  are 
paying  exorbitant  prices,  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
ceiling  prices,  for  what  they  receive.  The  whole- 
saler in  this  instance,  or  the  slaughterer,  doesn't 
have  the  same  problem  that  a  chicken  retailer 
would  have,  and  there  is  absolutely  no  excuse  for 
the  way  some  of  these  people  are  attempting  to 
gouge  the  public.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  city 
should  step  in  and  do  all  it  can  to  stop  this  abuse. 
It  is  a  very  simple  process.  The  prices  have 
already  been  established  by  Federal  law,  and  they 
have  so  many  dollars  and  so  many  cents,  and  so 
much  chicjeen  should  be  furnished.  If  a  deputy 
from  the  office  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 
were  to  stay  at  one  of  these  places,  then  these 
places  would  be  in  no  position  to  tell  customers 
that  they  are  not  going  to  be  told  what  weight  they 
have  received.  I  have  heard  of  one  chicken 
slaughterer  who  has  boasted  that  he  has  weighed 
his  left  hand  so  many  times  in  the  last  three  or 
four  months  it  must  weigh  now  in  excess  of  1,000 
pounds.  I  don't  think  the  City  of  Boston  should 
stand  for  that  type  of   treatment  to  its  citizens. 
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Once  these  people  are  brought  into  court  for  such 
violations,  violations  of  the  short- weight  ordinances 
and  statutes,  then  the  city  should  take  measures 
to  revoke  whatever  licenses  they  have  provided 
when  convictions  are  obtained.  Then  these 
people  will  not  be  in  any  position  to  gouge  the 
public.  Rather  than  lose  the  slaughtering  licenses, 
which  are  of  such  great  value  and  so  hard  to 
obtain  in  this  city  or  any  other  city,  it  seems  to  me 
that  probably  the  slaughtering  houses  will  start 
to  give  the  citizens  of  Boston  a  fair  break.  And  1 
urge  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the 
order  at  once. 

Coun.  CAREY — May  I  have  the  order  read 
again,  please? 

The  order  was  again  read  by  the  clerk. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  the 
councilor  should  be  commended  very  highly  for 
introducing  this  order.  He  certainly  has  made 
some  very  grave  charges  here  today,  and  I  am 
wondering  if  we  should  place  the  responsibility  for 
the  prosecution  of  the  requests  served  in  the  hands 
of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  It  looks 
to  me  that  perhaps  it  should  be  a  matter  for  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  or  someone  else 
being  called  upon  to  look  into  the  matter,  if  the 
charges  that  the  councilor  has  made  here  are  true, 
— I  think  he  was  specific  in  some  of  them.  It  is  a 
shame  if  something  more  drastic  cannot  be  done 
by  this  Body  to  bring  an  immediate  end  to  such 
violations,  not  only  of  price  and  weight,  but  the 
physical  abuse  being  heaped  upon  these  people. 
I  do  see  lines  of  people  standing  outside  stores  in 
the  morning.  I  had  not  heard  of  anyone  being 
abused  who  went  into  those  stores  to  make  a 
purchase.  The  Lord  knows  it  is  bad  enougli  to 
stand  in  line  for  some  long  period  of  time  without 
having  to  take  abuse  from  those  who  are  depending 
upon  that  same  public  for  the  very  existence  of 
their  livelihood.  There  is  one  question  I  would 
like  to  ask,  Mr.  President,  through  the  clerk,  and 
that  is:  What  responsibility  rests  with  the  owner 
of  the  establishment  when  a  clerk  employed  by 
him  is  caught  making  a  short-weight  sale.'  In 
other  words,  is  the  owner  of  the  establishment 
responsible,  or  is  the  "buck  passed,"  as  they  say? 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  is 
informed  by  the  clerk  that  the  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures  can  prosecute  the  clerk  and  also  the 
store  involved  in  any  such  shady  deals. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  am  glad  to  know  that, 
Mr.  President,  because  I  have  heard  of  some  cases 
where  the  buck  was  passed  to  the  clerk  and  the 
owner  of  the  establishment  went  scot  free.  You 
can  well  imagine  when  a  short-weight  sale  is  made 
how  the  owner  can  disclaim  responsibility.  Now 
that  the  matter  has  been  brought  here  on  the  floor, 
I  am  wondering  if  Councilor  Muchnick  cannot 
put  his  order  in  a  form  that  will  bring  some  relief 
to  these  buyers  of  poultry. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  clerk,  through  you,  sir,  whether  or  not 
the  members  of  this  Body  would  have  the  right 
to  pass  an  ordinance  compelling  any  storekeeper 
to  state  on  the  sales  slip  the  amount  of  weight  of  an 
article  purchased,  together  with  the  price? 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will 
state  that  the  clerk  informs  him  that  all  the  laws 
regarding  weights  and  measures  are  statutory  laws 
at  the  present  time,  and  that  such  an  ordinance 
might  be  beyond  the  powers  of  the  Citv  Council. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  feel 
that,  while  this  order  is  a  very  good  one  and 
might  bring  about  the  desired  effect  the  councilor 
seeks,  nevertheless,  the  unfortunate  part  of  the 
transaction  is  that  the  storekeeper  just  puts  the 
amount  of  the  purchase  on  a  sales  slip  and  puts 
nothing  down  there  about  the  weight,  which  pro- 
tects them  in  a  certain  measure  as  to  the  amount 
of  money  they  are  charging  per  pound,  and  as  a 
result  of  that  in  thai  way  they  get  around  the  ceil- 
ing price.  If  the  Council  has  no  right  to  pass  an 
ordinance  compelling  a  storekeeper  to  set  down  in 
writing  the  weight  of  an  article  sold,  then  it  is 
going  to  be  a  little  bit  difficult  for  the  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  to  enforce  it.  As  I  under- 
stand the  powers  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures,  he  can  only  check  up  as  to  the  scale 
itself,  and  as  to  whether  or  not  they  are  giving 
short  weight.  And  how  they  will  know  that  fchej 
are  giving  short  weight  when  thej  don't  show  how 
much  weight  they  are  giving  to  the  person  is 
beyond  my  comprehension.  Since  it  is  tin- 
opinion  of  the  City  Clerk  that  these  are  matters 
to  be  passed  on  by  the  Legislature,  then  1  suppose 


there  is  no  alternative  but  for  the  Council  to  pass 
this  order  as  it  now  stands. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  think  the  order  is  such  a 
good  one  that  we  should  not  act  just  m  our  usual 
way  in  passing  it.  And  I  move  that  the  order  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  that  we 
have  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  two 
weeks  from  today,  at  our  next  meeting,  and  from 
here  on  see  if  something  can  be  done  to  put  an 
end  to  this  racket.  There  must  be  a  little  more 
money  around  these  days,  but  that  is  no  reason 
why  they  should  take  advantage  of  people  that 
are  not  so  well  off  because  of  this  prosperity  today. 
I  move  that  the  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Commit  tec  and  be  brought  in  at  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  have  no  objection  to  the 
matter  being  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
but  it  seems  to  me  it  will  give  these  people  just  two* 
more  weeks  in  which  to  operate.  This  order  re- 
fers specifically  to  slaughterhouses  and  wholesale 
poultry  houses,  and  I  understand  there  are  fewer 
than  twenty  of  them  operating  in  Boston.  I  am 
not  sure  of  that  figure,  but  that  is  what  I  have 
been  led  to  believe.  All  this  order  does  is  ask  the 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  to  instruct  some 
of  his  deputies  to  visit  those  places  on  such  days 
as  they  sell  to  the  public  at  retail,  and  to  be  there 
and  to  see  to  it  that  if  someone  is  sold  a  fowl  that 
comes  to  $3  that  they  get  their  $3  worth  of  weight 
as  established  by  the  OPA  regulations.  It  is  not  a 
particularly  difficult  order  to  enforce,  and  I,  my- 
self, don't  see  what  we  will  gain  by  waiting  an 
extra  two  weeks. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  the  only  thing 
is  that  I  don't  know  whether  or  not  there  are 
sufficient  deputy  sealers  in  the  department  if  all 
these  establishments  are  operating  on  the  same 
day  and  hour.  If  they  have  not  sufficient  deputy 
sealers  in  the  department,  I  don't  see  how  the 
question  can  be  coped  with. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  everybody 
that  has  got  up  has  commented  that  it  is  a  fine 
order.  I  think  it  is  a  silly  and  foolish  order.  To 
begin  with,  we  have  the  councilor  from  Ward  14 
(Muchnick)  introducing  an  order  and  then  getting 
up  and  making  a  statement  that  he  knows,  or  has 
heard,  of  one  man  in  this  business  who  claims  his 
left  hand  now  weighs  over  1,000  pounds.  If  we 
are  to  start  a  cleanup  of  anything,  let  us  start  from 
the  bottom  and  go  right  through  with  it.  Don't 
let  us  pull  our  punches,  like  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14  (Muchnick)  did.  If  I  brought  any 
charges  here,  I  would  name  that  person.  I  think 
the  councilor  from  Ward  14  should  name  the  per- 
son, if  he  knows  the  person  who  has  weighed  his 
hand  so  often,  so  many  times,  that  he  openly 
brags  his  hand  weighs  1,000  pounds.  That 
means  that  that  man  has  stolen  over  1,000  pounds 
from  the  public  of  Boston.  But  I  think  the 
councilor  ought  to  name  that  man,  bring  him  in 
before  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  and,  if  he  has  any  charges 
to  prefer  against  that  man,  let  him  prefer  them 
there  and  not  bring  them  in  here  on  hearsay.  We 
know  what  is  going  on.  We  know  there  is  a  black 
market.  I  was  out  in  Roxbury  today,  and  I 
couldn't  buy  a  certain  popular  brand  of  cigarettes. 
They  hail  only  one  brand,  Kools.  Still  anybody 
can  walk  around  and  buy  any  brand  if  they  have 
the  price,  So  1  think  where  charges  are  made 
that  a  man  has  stolen  over  a  thousand  pounds  of 
fowl  from  the  public  of  Boston  that  that  man 
should  be  named.

INVESTIGATION    OF    TAX    ABATEMENTS. 

Coun.  CHASE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
investigate  all  large  tax  abatement  decisions 
rendered  by  the  State  Tax  Appellate  Board 
affecting  the  City  of  Boston,  with  a  view  to  deter- 
mining the  fairness  of  the  Board  and  the  costs  to 
the  city  in  taxes. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  I  notice  that 
the  Speaker  of  the  Massachusetts  House  today 
introduced  an  order  in  the  Legislature  asking  for  a 
sweeping  program  as  to  finances  in  the  administra- 
tion, and  so  forth.  I  think,  Mr.  President,  that 
this  was  all  brought  about  by  the  hue  and  cry 
which  has  been  made  in  the  past  few  months  about 
taxes,  and  so  forth,  in  Boston.  If  you  recall, 
Mr.  President,  about  a  year  ago  I  introduced  an 
order  very  similar  to  the  one  I  introduced  today, 
asking  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  to  make  a 
complete  investigation  of  tax  abatement  decisions 
rendered  by  the  State  Appellate  Tax  Board.  I 
have  in  mind,  Mr.  President,  in  going  over  the 
annual  reports  released  by  the  State  Appellate  Tax 
Board,  that  of  the  19,000  appeals  in  the  year  1940 
before  the  Board  over  13,000  were  Boston  tax 
appeals.  Just  imagine,  Mr.  President,  the  entire 
Commonwealth,  with  its  municipalities, — out  of 
19,000  tax  appeal  cases,  13,000  came  from  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  tried  to  get  some  information 
pertaining  to  decisions  rendered,  and  I  have  not 
been  very  successful  because  the  State  Appellate 
Tax  Board  has  not  got  all  the  data  together.  But 
I  was  successful  in  getting  information  for  the  year 
1943.  There  are  5,194  cases  entered  before  the 
State  Appellate  Tax  Board,  cases  affecting  the 
City  of  Boston,  for  a  total  assessed  value  of 
$393,000,000.  The  State  Appellate  Tax  Board 
rendered  840  decisions  in  1943,  affecting  $74,000,000 
excessive  valuation  in  the  properties  which  these 
cases  represented.  The  State  Appellate  Tax 
Board  in  1943  found  that  the  city  assessors  over- 
valued certain  parcels  of  property  in  the  City  of 
Boston  to  the  tune  of  $17,000,000.  In  other 
words,  Mr.  President,  the  State  Appellate  Tax 
Board  rendered  decisions  affecting  the  taxpayers 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  the  tune  of  $028,000  in  the 
year  1943.  Now,  Mr.  President,  this  has  been 
going  on  repeatedly  for  a  number  of  years,  for  the 
past  twelve  or  fifteen  years,  and  I  daresay,  Mr. 
President,  every  year  you  will  find  the  State 
Appellate  Tax  Board  rendering  decisions  amounting 
to  $15,000,000  or  more,  which  takes  away  over 
$500,000  from  the  city  treasury.  It  has  been  said, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  State  Appellate  Tax 
Board  decisions  over  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years 
have  been  responsible  for  placing  a  $7  tax  burden 
on  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston.  In  other 
words,  if  the  State  Appellate  Tax  Board  was  not 
in  existence  or  was  not  rendering  these  big  decisions 
every  year,  your  tax  rate  in  the  City  of  Boston 
would  be  in  the  vicinity  of  $30-odd.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  it  would  seem  to  me  that  something 
should  be  done  about  this  matter.     It  is  a  serious 
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proposition.  The  small  property  owners  in  the 
outlying  sections  are  really  the  ones  that  are 
standing  the  tax  burden  of  the  city.  Your  bit; 
property  owners  who  have  the  capital  and  can 
get  proper  lawyers  to  appear  before  the  State 
Appellate  Tax  Board  are  getting  away  with 
murder.  If  this  continues  at  the  rate  they  have 
been  giving  decisions,  Boston  will  be  in  bankruptcy, 
because  who  is  going  to  stop  the  State  Appellate 
Tax  Board?  The  city  assessors  put  a  certain 
valuation  on  property,  and  the  State  Appellate 
Tax  Board  cuts  that  valuation  down.  The  result 
is  that  the  small  taxpayers  in  the  outlying  sections 
are  paying  the  taxes,  and  people  owning  these 
large  buildings,  that  are  owned  by  various  banks 
and  banking  institutions,  who  have  such  an  unholy 
alliance  up  on  Beacon  street,  who  can  command 
such  a  big  influence  to  have  their  taxes  abated,  are 
bringing  the  city  into  bankruptcy.  And  they  are 
the  ones  that  are  compelling  the  taxpayers  to 
stand  the  brunt  of  this  burden.  I  ask  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  to  do  something  on  this 
matter.  I  am  sure  if  we  have  an  honest-to- 
goodness  investigation,  if  we  break  this  thing  open 
and  let  the  public  see  what  is  going  on  up  on 
Beacon  Hill  before  the  State  Appellate  Tax  Board 
that  it  will  shock  the  conscience  of  all  right  and 
decent  thinking  citizens.  The  time  has  come, 
Mr.  President,  when  we  must  stop  partisan 
politics  and  get  down  to  brass  tacks.  It  has  been 
stated  that  our  high  tax  rate  is  due  to  various 
administrations  over  a  period  of  years.  Well, 
Mr.  President,  naturally  some  effect  has  been  put 
on  the  tax  rate  by  the  various  administrations, 
but  I  know  and  you  know,  Mr.  President,  that 
there  are  many  pow-erful  influences  in  this  city 
that  we  don't  see  and  that  we  don't  hear,  but  we 
know  how  they  operate.  I  know  how  they 
operate  on  Beacon  Hill.  I  know  what  the  strong 
armists  are,  and  what  they  do  to  get  their  point. 
I  trust,  Mr.  President,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
will  personally  request  the  Finance  Commission 
to  launch  an  investigation,  and  I  would  be  willing 
to  grant  $100,000  to  the  Finance  Commission  to 
make  an  honest-to-goodness  investigation  of  these 
decisions.  Something  has  to  be  done  or  this  city 
will  be  in  bankruptcy. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  I,  too,  in  the 
past,  have  presented  similar  orders,  and  I  cannot 
for  the  life  of  me  understand  why  the  State  Apel- 
late Tax  Board  gives  so  much  in  rebates, —  not 
to  the  small  property  owner,  but  to  the  large 
individual  owners  who  can  afford  to  pay  them. 
There  must  be  something  wrong.  You  and  I, 
time  and  time  again,  have  gone  down  to  the 
Assessing  Department  trying  to  reduce  the  taxes 
of  different  individuals  that  own  little  homes  and 
who  cannot  meet  the  current  expenses,  merely 
asking  for  $500  or  $1,000  rebate  on  their  prop- 
erties. Even  though  they  file  the  application, 
and  they  go  all  through  the  Assessing  Department, 
there  is  no  obligation  to  inform  the  taxpayers 
whether  the  petition  has  been  denied  or  not. 
Certainly  most  of  these  individuals  don't  know  the 
limitation,  and  once  it  goes  over  the  limitation 
they  are  out.  There  must  be  something  wrong 
somewhere.  We  can't  expect  the  small  home- 
owner to  go  in  and  hire  attorneys  and  pay  them 
a  good  lump  sum,  because  how  can  they  handle  it, 
when  they  are  asking  that  $500  or  $1 ,000  be  abated 
from  their  tax,  which  would  only  mean  $20  or  $40 
a  year?  Certainly  there  is  no  attorney  that  would 
want  to  carry  that  to  the  State  Appellate  Tax 
Board  in  order  to  fight  for  the  rights  of  these 
individuals.  Something  is  wrong,  and  something 
ought  to  be  done  about  it  I  venture  to  say  that 
all  of  these  refunds  that  have  been  given  by  the 
State  Appellate  Tax  Board  are  from  $5,000  or 
more  —  yes,  even  as  high  as  $100,000.  And  why 
is  it  that  the  small  owner  can't  get  it?  There  is 
only  one  answer  to  that.  Because  somebody  is 
making  some  money.  And  I  wholeheartedly 
agree  with  the  distinguished  councilor  from  Ward  4 
(Chase)  that  something  ought  to  be  done  for  the 
small  property  owner  of  our  city.  They  have  had 
the  burden  on  their  shoulders  all  these  years,  and 
they  are  the  ones,  mind  you,  that  carry  the  burden, 
and  still  continue  to  carry  the  burden.  These 
big  property  owners  know  their  way  around,  they 
know  the  loopholes.  They  have  their  attorneys, 
and  that  is  why  they  get  these  big  rebates.  There- 
fore, I  heartily  agree  that  something  should  be 
done,  and  done  right  away. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
happy  to  see  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  (Chase) 
put  in  an  order  of  this  type.  It  is  something  I 
have  been  interested  in  for  many  years.     I  often 


wonder  why  somebody  from  the  town  of  Saugus 
now  becomes  concerned  with  the  City  of  Boston, 
even  though  he  may  be  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.  I  often  wonder  how  much 
responsibility  this  same  gentleman  has,  and  those 
of  his  same  party  lines,  in  the  Legislature  for  the 
large  tax  rate  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  wonder 
do  they  feel  that  it  has  been  the  fault  of  the  Mayors 
of  the  City  of  Boston  that  they  have  to  pay  now 
to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  close  to  $2,000,000 
a  year  because  of  some  legislation  that  they  passed 
guaranteeing  dividends  to  the  stockholders  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company.  And  in  a 
year  like  this,  when  every  one  of  us  knows  that 
every  street  car  and  subway  and  elevated  car  is 
jammed  to  capacity,  they  are  going  to  have  a 
deficit  close  to  $900,000.  Is  this  because  some 
Mayor  of  Boston  has  brought  this  raid  upon  the 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  is  it  because 
of  the  Republican-controlled  Legislature  that  was 
seeking  to  give  dividend  on  Elevated  Railway 
stock?  I  often  wonder  whether  or  not  they  blame 
it  onto  the  City  of  Boston  or  those  who  administer 
the  affairs  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  we  have  to 
pay  all  the  expenses  of  the  County  of  Suffolk, — 
whether  that  was  the  fault  of  any  taxpayer  or  any 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Time  and  time 
again  they  have  laid  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  reason  of 
legislation  they  have  passed  a  great  burden,  which 
we  have  been  unable  to  overcome  or  throw  off 
from  our  City  of  Boston.  There  is  no  question 
at  all,  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  states,  that 
the  State  Appellate  Tax  Board  during  the  last 
ten  or  fifteen  years  has  brought  to  the  taxpayers 
of  the  City  of  Boston  the  lowest  valuation  we 
have  ever  had  in  the  City  of  Boston.  In  1930 
we  had  a  two  billion  dollar  valuation,  and  now  it 
is  down  to  $1,400,000,000,  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  they  have  reduced  the  valuation  of  big  in- 
terests here  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  and,  as  the 
councilor  from  Ward  3  (Russo)  so  well  states,  they 
have  neglected  to  give  anything  to  the  small  home- 
owner who,  by  reason  of  the  expense  of  bringing 
an  appeal  before  that  body,  has  received  nothing. 
That  is  the  reason  for  our  high  tax  rate  and  low- 
valuation  and  naturally  increased  expenses.  The 
employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  —  yes,  they  are 
receiving  more  money.  They  are  entitled  to  it, 
because  the  cost  of  living  throughout  the  entire 
country  has  gone  up.  They  have  not  received 
an  increase  in  proportion  with  what  others  have 
received.  Even  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts the  employees  of  the  Commonwealth 
received  an  added  increase  to  their  salary  of  not 
less  than  $300  and  not  more  than  $400.  Here  in 
Boston  they  have  only  received  an  increase  of 
$200.  So  that  the  administration  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  not  responsible  for  that  increase  by 
reason  of  the  increase  to  the  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  any  more  than  it  is  by  reason  of 
the  increase  to  the  employees  of  the  state,  who 
have  received  twice  as  much  as  the  employees 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  As  the  councilor  from 
Ward  4  has  stated,  I  blame  it  on  the  Appellate 
Tax  Board  that  existed  during  the  last  ten  or 
fifteen  years,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they 
reduced  by  many  millions  of  dollars  the  assess- 
ments of  these  large  property  owners,  because 
they  have  had  attorneys  who  represented  them 
who  had  influence  in  that  Board  and  have 
had  their  assessments  reduced  by  an  abate- 
ment of  50  per  cent.  I  refer  to  one  building  here 
down  at  209  Washington  street.  Councilor 
Coffey  says  we  should  mention  names,  and  I 
will  mention  names.  It  was  assessed  for 
$800,000,  and  they  had  an  attorney,  Robert 
Bottomly  —  you  all  know  him  and  all  his  in- 
fluence —  and  they  reduced  that  from  $800,000 
to  $400,000.  That  is  what  has  been  going  on 
in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  last  fifteen  years. 
It  is  not  the  administrations  that  have  been 
ruining  the  City  of  Boston.  It  has  been  those 
people  on  Beacon  Hill  who  put  burdens  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
also  through  their  tax  division,  give  these  favored 
lawyers  these  large  abatements.  We  have  had 
low  valuation  and  have  had  increased  expenses. 
Yet,  I  wonder  what  this  commission  is  going  to  do 
about  it.  They  can't  do  a  thing  unless  they  give 
the  City  of  Boston  more  income.     We  can't  get

Conn.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  those 
acquainteil  with  the  present  political  history  of 
the  nation  know  that  for  the  past  twelve  years 
Boston  has  been  the  best  run  municipal  government 
in  the  nation.  It  has  had  the  most  conservative 
leaders  of  any  major  metropolis  in  forty-eight 
states.  The  reputations  of  the  men  who  have  held 
office  during  that  time  have  been  enviable.  They 
have  achieved  nation-wide  comment  for  their 
integrity  and  for  their  progressive  viewpoint-  so 
far  as  government  is  concerned.  A  few  months 
ago  the  present  Governor  of  Massachusetts  and 
the  former  Mayor  of  Boston  very  definitely 
realized,  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  12  (Taylor) 
has  pointed  out,  the  unwarranted  obligations 
placed  upon  the  city  government  by  the  state 
government  of  Massachusetts,  so  much  so  that  he 
very  thoroughly,  and  not  too  effectively,  recom- 
mended that  the  state  tax  be  abolished.  And  the 
state  tax  is  not  abolished.  And  the  state  tax  is 
not  abolished  as  a  result  of  the  fact  that  it  must 
pass  the  Massachusetts  Legislature.  I  have  a 
heart}'  regard  for  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  in 
which  body  I  serve,  and  I  am  speaking  today 
merely  upon  the  merits  of  his  suggestion,  and  I  will 
speak  upon  it  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 
But  I  am  likewise  speaking  as  an  officer  of  the  city 
government,  in  which  I  have  sworn  to  be  a  faithful 
servant,  and  which  oath  I  am  trying  to  keep.  I 
think  in  the  limited  time  they  could  not  investigate 
that  further  than  eight  years.  And  I  know  that 
former  Mayor  Mansfield  gave  an  administration  of 
integrity.  And  1  know,  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  report  is  not  to  come  up  until  December  5  or  6 
of  this  year,  that  it  is  not  to  have  any  effect  upon 
the  present  mayoralty  campaign.  But  whatever 
the  intent,  I  give  credit  to  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  for  being  a  man  of  integrity,  whom  I  like. 
I  know  from  the  makeup  of  which  this  commission 
will  be  formed  that  it  will  endeavor  to  reflect  upon 
the  Mayor  who  served  as  Boston's  greatest  Mayor. 
When  I  came  into  office  here  nearly  eight  years  ago 
I  succeeded  Edward  M.  Gallagher.  In  this  city 
Mr.  Gallagher  was  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  best 
financial  authorities  that  sat  at  any  time  in  the 
City  Council.  He  is  affiliated  at  present  with  a 
leading  financial  house  in  Boston.  And  at  a 
banquet  given  at  the  conclusion  of  his  meritorious 
service  in  this  Body  he  stated,  and  it  was  then 
February,  that  Boston  would  be  bankrupt  by 
April  of  that  year.  Boston  was  bankrupt.  Let 
us  not  kid  ourselves.  The  time  for  investigation 
was  years  ago  when  Boston  was  going  bankrupt. 
And  Boston  today  is  not  bankrupt.  Mayor  Tobin 
took  office  eight  years  ago,  and  the  indebtedness  of 
Boston  approached  near  the  $180,000,000  mark. 
And  Boston,  a  metropolis  of  its  size,  could  not 
afford  an  indebtedness  of  that  nature.  And  that 
indebtedness  was  reduced  over  seven  years  by 
close  to  $60,000,000.  And  Boston  today  is  in  good 
financial  standing.  And  our  bonded  indebtedness, 
despite  the  depression  for  which  we  are  still  paying 
off.  and  in  spite  of  the  large  welfare  load  which 
Boston  had  to  sustain,  despite  all  that,  Boston's 
bonded  indebtedness  today  is  down  at  probably

Thej  baa  bo  borrow  money  from 
till  n  own  Sinking  Fund  and  from  the  Retirement 
Fund,  because  not  one  financial  house  in  Boston, 
and  not  one  financial  house  in  the  nation,  would 
give  8  i"  mi  in  I',,, -ton,  which  they  acknowledged 
to  be  bankrupt.  And  yet  the  pay  of  not  one  man 
was  reduced.  And  Governor  Tobin  held  a  con- 
ference ,,f  all  Boston  bankers  and  all  Boston  news- 
paper men.     Ii  was  held  in  the  Parker  House  over 

here.  And  "Boake  ('alter''  Was  there,  and  syndi- 
cated an  article  in  which  he  stated  the  personal 
likeableness  of  Maurice  J.  Tobin,  He  said  in  all 
his  years  as  a  newspaper  man  he  had  never  wit- 
nessed such  a  conference.  And  Boston  bankers 
weni  out  of  that  conference  ai  I  lo  loan  the 

money.  And  Tobin  went  to  New  York  and  the 
bankei  laid,  tine  us  some  of  the  business. 
If  New  York  will  take  it,  we  will  take  it."  And 
they  took  it.  And  as  a  consequence  the  interest 
on  Boston  bonds  today  IS  the  lowest  in  my  lifetime. 
\\  e  went  through  the  lean  years  in  Boston  because 
we  paid  the  ,-■  pen  e  ol  the  Metropolitan  District. 
We  went  through  the  lean  years  because  of  the 
deficit  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway.  We  went 
througli  the  lean  years  because  the  poor  people 
lived  in  Boston,  near  the  factories,  that  were  closed 
down.  No  outside  community,  Brookline,  New- 
ton, and  so  forth,  paid  any  of  our  welfare  load. 
They  didn't  have  low-cost  residential  or  low- 
cost  housing  areas.  And  if  they  had  a  factory  — 
and  they  had  very  few  of  them  —  the  people  lived 
in  sections  of  Boston  and  commuted  to  them. 
Consequently  they  had  no  welfare  load.  Boston 
is  a  Yankee  metropolis.  It  is  surrounded  by 
people  possessed  of  plenty,  and  in  its  city  it  has 
very  few  sections  and  very  few  wards  where  the 
people  don't  have  to  strive  to  earn  their  daily 
bread.  Boston,  I  venture  to  say,  has  fewer 
bond  clippers  than  any  other  city  in  the  nation. 
Boston  is  surrounded  by  rich  residential  com- 
munities that  imbibe  of  everything  we  have,  take 
of  our  police  protection,  take  our  business  pro- 
tection, use  our  streets,  use  our  subways.  But 
Boston  pays  the  whole  load  and  the  brunt  of  the 
load.  And  the  fact  that  Boston  has  been  able 
in  survive  is  a  tribute  to  decent,  dignified,  progres- 
sive and  honorable  leadership  in  this  city.  I 
got  up  here  to  pay  tribute  to  no  one  man,  but  let 
in,  iay  that  I  have  served  for  four  years  in  the 
Boston  city  government,  and  I  have  already  a 
suspicion  as  to  what  the  result  of  an  investigation 
will  be.  And  even  if  you  investigate  a  spiritual 
organization  you  might  make  something  sound 
wrong.  I  served  in  this  Body  with  the  man  who 
probably  will  be  the  victim  of  the  reports  of  any 
such  a  commission.  And  let  me  say  this,  that  in 
eight  years  —  and  I  say  this,  so  lielp  me  God  — 
I  never  saw  Maurice  Tobin  do  a  dishonorable 
thing,  and  I  frequently  saw  him  have  courage  to 
do  what  was  impolitic.  I  never  saw  him  sell  the 
city  for  a  vote.  I  never  saw  him  sell  the  city 
for  popularity.  I  never  saw  him  do  a  thing 
on  the  day  before  election  that  he  would  not  do 
on  the  day  after  election.  I  think  he  thought  of 
the  fathers  and  mothers  and  their  boys,  and  his 
own  father,  a  city  employee  who  worked  for 
ordinary  pay.  I  think  he  thought  of  every  city 
employee,  and  he  obviously  thought  of  the  tax- 
payers, in  view  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  that 
wras  reduced,  and  the  interest  reduced.  I  thank 
God  that  I  served  under  such  a  man,  because  he 
was  an  inspiration  to  those  who  desired  to  be 
decent.  He  himself  desired  and  was  decent.  I 
care  not  for  what  repercussions  may  result  here 
today.  I  love  Tobin,  because  I  know  I  never 
met  a  more  honorable  man,  and  I  don't  care  what 
any  commission,  legislation  or  investigation  or 
any  other  type,  has  to  say  about  him.  I  know 
he  did  a  good  job  for  Boston,  and  I  know  that  no 
man  could  have  done  better. 

Coun.  CAREY — My  remarks  will  be  very  brief, 
because  this  matter  is  so  ridiculous  tliat  it  hardly 
bears  the  necessity  for  any  comment  whatsoever. 
I  am  amazed  at  reading  the  headlines  in  the  news- 
papers, carrying  the  words  of  the  Speaker  of  the 
House,  Mr.  Willis,  when  he  says  the  order  is  not 
political  witch  hunting.  Can  anyone  tell  us  then 
what  is  the  purpose  of  the  order?  We  know  that 
one  of  the  greatest  rackets  that  ever  prevailed  in 
this  state  is  that  sneaking  racket  that  prevails 
every  summer  on  Beacon  Hill  in  the  appointment 
of  a  recess  commission.     The  boys  have  got  to 
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make  an  extra  dollar.  The  only  way  they  can 
make  it  is  to  think  up  this  or  that  scheme.  Ami 
who  have  the  "boys"  been  for  the  last  several 
years?     Look  at   the  record  and  Bee  the  total  of 

recess  ciillilnlttee  I  n  \  esl  I  j;:i  he  ins  ami  inrv  com- 
mittee appointments  that  have  been  carried  on 
during  the  past  few  years.  It  is  no!  aimed  at 
political  witch  hunting.  No.  The  Republicans 
know  in  thisstateit  isgoinc  to  be  many  a  long  day 
-  before  they  will  hold  sway  in  the  Governor's  chair 
on  Beacon  Hill.  As  Speaker  of  t  lie  House  we 
have  often  seen  that  gentleman,  and  those  who 
preceded  Mr.  Willis,  the  aspirant  for  Governor  of 
this  Commonwealth,  or  Lieutenant-Governor  - 
Mr.  Willis  is  doing  nothing  here  today  but  opening 
up  bis  campaign  against  the  present.  Governor  of 
the  State.  I  often  differed  with  thai  man,  but 
in  tribute  to  him  I  want  to  say  il  is  a  good  thing 
that  Maurice  J.  Tobin  was  elected  Governor  of 
Massachusetts  last  November.  God  save  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  against  this  kind 
of  political  trickery.  This  is  about  the  most 
ridiculous  thing  that  I  have  seen  in  many  a  day. 
What  has  Mr.  Willis  done  in  the  eight  years 
that  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Legislature  that 
has  been  beneficial  to  the  City  of  Boston'.'  Let 
him  answer  that. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  feel  like  making  a  speech. 
First  of  all,  I  would  like  to  know  why  the  Legisla- 
ture did  not  give  us  our  raise  in  pay.  Their  body 
meets;  they  organize;  immediately  they  take  a 
salary  increase  for  themselves;  they  take  travel 
pay.  Everybody  knows  that  we  meet  here  on 
every  Monday  in  the  year,  with  the  exception  of 
probably  three  or  four  times  in  the  year  when  the 
boys  are  on  a  vacation  or  adjournment  for  two 
weeks.  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  usually  object  to  the 
boys  taking  a  two-weeks'  vacation.  I  usually  put 
them  on  roll  call.  Sometimes  it  may  not  sound  fair 
to  the  boys,  but  I  have  always  had  a  purpose  in 
doing  it.  I  think  I  have  done  it  every  time  any- 
body has  asked  for  an  extension  or  prolonging  of  a 
meeting.  That  doesn't  mean  in  any  sense  they 
are  to  take  a  two-weeks'  vacation.  That  doesn't 
mean  they  are  not  going  to  meet  the  next  Monday. 
To  me  it  doesn't  mean  a  darned  thing.  I  will  be 
here  every  day  this  week  and  next  Monday,  and 
that  is  the  same  with  every  member  of  this  Body. 
We  make  appointments  and  keep  those  appoint- 
ments usually  in  City  Hall,  —  not  at^our  homes  — 
because  we  are  usually  in  the  Hall  every  day  in  the 
week.  Now,  I  served  with  Freddie  Willis,  I  think, 
before  anybody  who  is  now  in  the  Legislature. 
I  knew  Freddie  Willis  when  he  was  nobody  on 
Beacon  Hill,  and  now  he  is  Speaker  of  the  House. 
Only  last  year  I  went  to  this  Speaker  of  the  House, 
and  I  said,  "You  have  two  bills  before  you, 
Mr.  Willis.  I  don't  want  you  to  sign  them,  or  if 
you  do  sign  them,  or  have  them  passed  by  your 
body,  the  House,  I  want  permissible  legislation, 
and  I  want  the  City  Council  and  the  city  govern- 
ment to  be  given  a  vote,  and  to  have  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  be  given  a  vote."  And  those  bills  were  to 
make  Boston  municipal  employees  permanent. 
Freddie  Willis,  as  Perley  Chase  just  told  me,  was 
not  Speaker,  but  he  was  the  whip,  and  he  was  the 
boy  everybody  had  to  see  if  they  wanted  anything 
passed  by  the  Legislature.  I  know,  because  I 
served  with  him,  and  I  served  on  Beacon  H'ill 
probably  five  years  before  any  of  that  little '■select 
group  now  operating  up  there  ever  hail  the  honor 
of  being  elected  to  the  House  of.  Representatives. 
I  asked  him,  as  whip  of  his  little  group,  not  to  pass 
these  two  bills,  but  hold  them  in  abeyance  to  give 
the  councilors  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  them. 
I  think  I  gave  him  a  pretty  good  argument.     My 


argument  was:  Wait  until  the  kids  and  the  men 
come  home  from  overseas  from  fighting  a  battle

and  I  asked  Willis  to  use  his  influence  as  whip  of 
the    House   to   hold    up   those  appointments.      And 

1  went  to  Mr.  Lupien  and  asked  him  to  hold  up 
the  appointments  so  thai  only  veterans  would  be 
employed.  And  I  never  got  any  cooperation 
from  Mr.  Willis.  And  everybody  knows,  within 
hearing  of  my  voice,  I  am  not  here  defending 
Maurice  J.  'robin.  I  am  just  bringing  something 
to  liuhi  that  happened  years  ago,  and  1  never 
had  hi  opportunity  to  bring  thai  to  light  until 
today.  1  know  parliamentary  procedure,  and  I 
know  that  the  Willis  bill  will  get  nowhere.  I 
know  for  the  Rules  Committee  to  report  that  out 
favorably  they  need  a  two  thirds  vote.  And  if  I 
am  not  mistaken  they  can't  gel  that  two  thirds 
vote.  Therefore,  that  bill  will  not  go  to  the 
House  to  be  heard.  It  can't  be  admitted  unless 
it  gets  a  two  thirds  vote  from  the  Rules  Commit- 
tee. But  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Willis  why  he  is 
not  consistent.  The  two  bills  I  mentioned,  the 
Americanization  bill  and  the  Boston  Municipal 
Bureau,  were  not  the  only  ones.  We  know  of 
dozens  of  jobs  created  in  the  City  of  Boston 
passed  by  the  House  and  passed  by  the  Senate 
and  approved  by  the  then  Republican  Governor, 
and  we  members  of  the  Boston  city  government 
can't  even  vote.  We  haven't  a  word  to  say  in 
the  matter.  The  bill  is  passed,  it  becomes  law 
and  is  passed  by  the  Governor,  and  a  whole  group 
ments  usually  in  City  Hall, — not  at  our  homes — 
whether  they  are  there  one  day  or  ten  years,  they 
become  permanent  employees,  and  we  don't  have 
the  opportunity  to  vote  them  into  their  jobs. 
But  when  an  appropriation  comes  in  there  is 
nothing  we  can  do.  We  all  have  a  heart.  We 
don't  want  to  see  anybody  walking  the  streets. 
We  don't  want  to  take  a  job  away  from  anybody. 
So  there  is  nothing  we  can  do  when  these  bureaus 
come  in  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature.  We  have  to 
appropriate  the  money.  I  say  that  Freddie 
Willis  is  not  consistent.  That  helped  boost  the 
tax  rate  of  Boston.  What  is  the  sense  of  going  up 
to  the  State  House?  Things  have  changed  since 
last  year, —  the  group  so  favorable  to  the  present 
regime  in  the  State  House  a  year  ago.  But  today 
they  have  done  a  complete  about-face,  and  I 
think  the  reason  for  that,  is  the  name  of  the  one 
person  brought  out  here  today  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  12  (Taylor), —  Bob  Bottomly.  That 
is  why  I  think  there  has  been  such  an  about-face 
on  Beacon  Hill.  It  doesn't  affect  me  personally, 
as  far  as  nix  coming  back  here,  but  I  do  like  to  see 
people  at  least  halfway  consistent.  They  pass 
bills  up  there,  and  throw  them  down  to  us,  and 
there  is  nothing  we  can  do  about  it.  Naturally 
that  will  skyrocket  the  tax  bill  in  the  little  town 
where  Mr.  Willis  comes  from,  and.  also  I  might 
say  in  Nahant.  It  is  a  very  wealthy  town.  They 
have  a  tax  rate  of  $40. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  received  your  memorandum 
of  July  12,  with  inclosure,  order  from  the  City 
Council  that  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 
assign  deputy  sealers  to  supervise  the  sale  of 
poultry  at  slaughtering  establishments  now  selling 
at  retail  to  the  general  public. 

The  following  work  has  been  performed  in 
accordance  with  the  request  contained  in  the 
Council  order.  It  is  a  continuation  of  the  policy 
of  this  department  of  periodically  assigning  deputy 
sealers  to  supervise  the  sale  of  poultry  and  other 
items  of  food  on  sale  in  this  city. 

There  are  twelve  poultry  slaughtering  houses 
that  from  time  to  time  sell  at  retail  to  the  general 
public.  Daily  visits  were  made  to  these  places 
and  on  twenty-two  visits  sales  were  being  made  to 
the  public.  6,007  sales  were  made  at  these 
establishments  under  the  supervision  of  the  men 
assigned,  all  of  these  sales  were  made  at  OPA 
ceiling  prices,  correct  weight  was  received  and  the 
amount  charged  the  customer  was  correct. 

In  addition,  there  were  672  sales  of  poultry 
checked  by  deputy  sealers  at  retail  stores,  OPA 
ceiling  prices  being  charged,  correct  weight  was 
received  and  the  amount  charged  the  customer 
was  correct.

VACATIONS    FOR    CITY    EMPLOYEES. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — The  acceptance  by  the  city  of 
chapter  156  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  providing  for  sick 
leave  for  laborers,  workmen  and  mechanics,  has 
served  to  focus  attention  on  the  chaotic  condition 
which  has  existed  for  some  time  in  the  matter  of 
vacations  for  city  employees. 

By  chapter  217  of  the  Acts  of  1914  a  two  weeks' 
vacation  was  provided  for  employees  in  the  labor 
service.  For  employees  on  a  yearly  salary  a 
minimum  vacation  of  two  weeks  was  established 
by  chapter  368  of  the  Acts  of  1941. 

The  vacation  period  allowed  employees  of  the 
city  is  much  smaller  than  that  granted  to  em- 
ployees of  the  state  and  federal  governments,  and 
there  has  been  a  wide  varianc'e  in  the  practices 
of  various  departments  in  granting  additional 
vacation,  sick  leave  and  leave  of  absence. 

With  these  conditions  in  mind  a  conference 
was  held  with  the  Budget  Commissioner,  the  City 
Auditor,  the  heads  of  the  principal  departments, 
and  representatives  of  various  organizations  of 
employees,  and  as  a  result  of  that  conference  a  set 
of  rules  and  regulations  was  proposed  to  make 
uniform  the  vacations  and  sick  leaves  for  the 
employees  of  the  city  other  than  the  uniformed 
forces  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments. 

The    rules    and    regulations    proposed    by    the 
committee  accompany  this  message  and  are  sub- 
mitted   to   your    Honorable   Body   for   your   con- 
sideration in  the  form  of  an  ordinance.

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Vacation  Leave  and  Sick 

Leave  for  Employees  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  On  and  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance  the  following  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  vacation  leave  and  sick  leave  shall 
apply  to  employees  of  the  city  of  Boston  except 
the  uniformed  forces  of  the  fire  department  and 
the  police  department. 

Sect.  2.  Vacation  Leave. 

Rule  I.  Appointing  officers  shall  grant  to  per- 
manent employees  of  the  city  of  Boston  and 
temporary  employees  who  have  completed  six 
months  of  continuous  service,  vacation  with  pay, 
not  to  exceed  the  following: 

For  less  than  one  year's  service,  vacation  allow- 
ance of  one  day  for  each  month  of  service.  For 
more  than  one  year's  service  and  less  than  ten 
years'  service,  vacation  allowance  of  two  weeks. 

Appointing  officers  may  grant  for  more  than 
ten  years'  service,  but  less  than  twenty  years' 
service,  vacation  allowance  of  three  weeks;  for 
more  than  twenty  years'  service,  vacation  allowance 
of  four  weeks. 

Rule  II.  The  assignment  of  vacation  periods 
shall  be  arranged  by  the  appointing  officers  for 
such  time  or  times  as  best  serve  the  public  interest. 
Vacation  allowances  may  not  be  accumulated  from 
one  vacation  year  to  another  without  authorization 
of  the  mayor. 

Rule  III.  Absences  on  account  of  sickness  in 
excess  of  that  authorized  under  the  rules  therefor 
or  for  personal  reasons  not  provided  for  under  sick 
leave  rules  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  appointing 
officer,  be  charged  to  vacation  leave. 

Rule  IV.  Employees  whose  services  have  been 
terminated  through  resignation,  retirement,  or  dis- 
missal prior  to  receiving  vacation  in  the  current 
year,  may  be  granted  salary  in  lieu  of  any  vacation 
not  received.  Employees  reinstated  or  on  leave  of 
absence  without  pay  may  be  credited  with  their 
vacation  status  at  the  termination  of  their  previous 
service  and  allowed  such  proportion  of  their 
vacation  under  rule  I  as  their  actual  service  bears 
to  full  time  for  the  same  vacation  year,  except 
that  employees  in  military  service  are  to  be  allowed 
full  vacation  credit. 
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Rule  V.  All  departments  of  the  city  shall  keep 
a  register  showing  records  of  vacations,  both 
accrued  and  granted,  and  records  of  attendance, 
for  each  employee  in  such  form  as  directed  by  the 
budget  department.  The  information  on  such 
register  shall  be  transmitted  to  said  budget  depart- 
ment upon  request. 

Sect.  3.  Sick  Leave. 

Rule  I.  Employees  of  the  city  in  appointive 
positions  shall,  after  completing  six  months  of 
continuous  service,  be  allowed  sick  leave  with  pay 
for  periods  not  to  exceed  fifteen  working  days 
annually  for  each  year  of  service  thereafter. 

Rule  II.  Sick  leave  not  used  in  any  year  may 
be  accumulated,  but  in  no  event  to  exceed  ninety 
days,  except  that  further  sick  leave  may  be  granted 
in  special  cases  by  signed  authorization  of  the 
mayor,  upon  recommendation  by  the  department 
head. 

Rule  III.  Sick  leave  with  pay  shall  be  granted 
to  employees  only  when  they  are  incapacitated  for 
the  performance  of  their  duties  by  sickness,  injury, 
exposure  to  contagious  diseases  or  by  serious  illness 
or  death  of  members  of  employees'  immediate 
family. 

Rule  IV.  Notification  of  such  absences  shall, 
where  conditions  warrant,  be  given  as  early  as 
possible  on  the  first  day  of  absence.  If  such 
notification  is  not  made,  such  absence  may,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  appointing  officer,  be  applied  to 
vacation  leave  or  leave  without  pay.  For  periods 
of  absence  of  five  working  days  or  more  or  a  total 
number  of  days, absence  which  exceeds  ten  work- 
ing days  in  any  one  calendar  year,  the  appointing 
officer  may  require  evidence  in  the  form  of  a 
physician's  certificate  for  the  necessity  of  such 
absence.  If  such  certificate  is  not  filed  within 
seven  days  after  a  request  therefor,  such  absence 
may  be  applied  at  the  discretion  of  the  appointing 
officer,  to  vacation  leave  or'leave  of  absence  without 
pay. 

Rule  V.  All  departments  of  the  city  shall  keep 
a  register  showing  records  of  sick  leave,  both 
accrued  and  granted,  for  each  employee  in  such 
form  as  directed  by  the  budget  department.  The 
information  on  such  register  shall  be  transmitted 
to  said  budget  department  upon  request. 

Rule  VI.  Employees  whose  service  is  ter- 
minated through  death,  resignation,  retirement, 
or  dismissal  shall  not  be  entitled  to  compensation 
in  lieu  of  any  leave  not  taken.  Employees  rein- 
stated may  be  credited  with  accrued  sick  leave 
due  them  at  the  termination  of  their  previous 
service. 

Rule  VII.  Upon  inception  of  the  operation  of 
this  plan,  all  city  employees  shall  be  allowed  a 
prior  service  sick  leave  credit  equivalent  to  seven 
and  one-half  working  days  per  year  for  each  prior 
year  of  service,  but  in  no  event  to  exceed  ninety 
days.

REPORT   ON   PROPOSED    MUNICIPAL 

SURVEY. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  July  11,  1945. 
To    the    Honorable    the    Senate    and    House    of 
Representatives. 
The  Finance  Commission  desires  to  make  clear 
its  position  in  regard  to  a  survey  of  the  govern- 
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CITY     COUNCIL. 


mental  structure  and  the  administrative  policies 
and  methods  of  the  Cit\  of  Boston.  This  idea  of 
a  survey  is  not  new  to  the  commission,  as  its 
annual  reports  to  the  Legislature  for  many  years 
amply  testify. 

F 1 1  - 1  of  all,  the  commission  believes  emphatically 
that  a  survey  is  necessary.  The  whole  system  of 
the  city's  government  and  administration  is  in 
the  greatest  need  of  an  overhauling.  Its  charter 
is  now  thirty-six  years  old  and  remains  today 
practically  as  it  was  adopted  in  1909,  notwith- 
standing the  great  changes  in  government  and 
business  practices  hi  thai  time.  Its  financial 
situation,  after  experiencing  a  temporary  improve- 
ment for  a  few  short  years  before  the  war,  is  now 
back  on  a  disturbing  trend.  Its  tax  rate  and  its 
assessed  valuations  are  the  highest  of  the  large 
uf  the  country. 

\\  bile  loose  administration  has  played  a  strung 
part  in  building  up  this  situation,  the  reasons  are 
found  not  altugelhtr  in  the  administration  of  the 
city.  In  large  measure  they  lie  outside  the  control 
of  the  city  government. 

Boston  is  suffering  today  and  has  been  suffering 
for  the  last  few  decades  from  an  ailment  which  is 
common  to  every  large  city  in  the  country — the 
loss  of  population  and  business  to  the  suburbs. 
The  implications  of  this  development  are  well 
known.  Suffice  it  here  to  say  that  the  develop- 
ment has  reduced  Boston's  income  without 
decreasing  service  demands. 

On  the  other  hand,  like  many  other  large  cities, 
Boston's  departmental  structure  has  grown 
through  the  last  fifty  years  without  benefit  of 
careful  and  efficient  design.  There  were  some 
eliminations  in  the  years  immediately  preceding 
the  war,  but  they  were  not  enough.  There  has 
been  continued  unwillingness  to  make  over  the 
scattered  organizational  structure.  While  public 
demand  has  been  adding  new  services  to  be  dis- 
pensed by  the  city,  a  policy  of  accretion  rather 
than  careful  planning  has  characterized  their 
addition.  The  time  has  definitely  come  for 
streamlining  this  defective  organization.  By  its 
very  nature  it  is  costly. 

To  say  simply  that  Boston  is  at  the  threshold 
of  bankruptcy,  however,  fails  to  put  the  picture  of 
Boston's  situation  in  true  perspective.  The  fact 
is  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in 
strengthening  the  credit  of  the  city  during  the 
period  from  1938,  when  the  net  over-all  debt  of 
the  city  was  approximately  $160,000,000,  to  the 
close  of  1944,  when  the  figure  showed  a  reduction 
of  about  30  per  cent,  or  to  $112,000,000.  The 
1945  debt  requirements  are  down  to  about 
$9,000,000,  and  by  following  the  policies  with 
respect  to  debt  of  the  last  several  years  will  shortly 
be  reduced  to  S7.000.000 — a  situation,  with 
respect  to  debt,  of  such  favorable  character  as  to 
be  unmatched  by  any  comparable  city. 

But  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  city  services 
has  gone  in  the  other  direction.  Because  abnormal 
welfare  expenditures,  caused  by  the  depression  of 
the  30's,  resulted  in  substantial  increase  in  the 
tax  rate,  other  service  expenses  were  kept  on 
approximately  the  same  level  during  the  years  of 
the  depression;  but  as  welfare  costs  came  down, 
it  becsme  the  policy  to  keep  total  requirements  at 
the  new  peak  by  adding  otherwise  to  city  expenses. 
With  the  loss  of  business  and  industry  to  other 
parts  of  the  metropolitan  area,  and  to  other  parts 
of  the  country,  old  buildings  became  tenantless 
and  eventually  were  demolished.  There  have 
been  no  replacements.  Assessable  valuations  were 
reduced  an  average  of  $37,000,000  per  year  for 
fourteen  years.  As  a  result  the  rate  has  gone 
higher  and  higher. 

In  the  frantic  efforts  of  administrators  to  control 
the  rate,  the  city  plant  has  suffered.  An  example 
is  the  fact  that  more  than  half-a-million  is  being 
spent  this  year  to  restore  playground  facilities. 
Another  is  that  the  city's  fleet  of  trucks  in  the 
Public  Works  Department,  now  more  than  fifteen 
years  old,  is  to  a  great  extent  not  in  use  because 
it  has  been  found  that  it  requires  more  to  keep 
one  of  these  old  trucks  in  repair  than  it  would 
cost  to  buy  a  new  one.  A  whole  new  fleet  will 
cost  nearly  $1,000,000.  Another  is  that  the  Long 
Island  Hospital  is  now  at  the  point  where  the 
major  portion  of  it  should  be  replaced,  another  cost 
of  many  millions. 

The  necessity,  therefore,  for  a  comprehensive 
survey  at  this  time  arises  not  alone  from  a  con- 
dition of  internal  financial  crisis,  but  from  a 
consideration    of    the    factors    which    have    been 


operating  for  years  upon  this  city.  A  survey  is 
needed  to  devise  the  most  effective  administrative 
policy  and  departmental  structure  which  will 
rehabilitate  this  aging  city. 

The  cost  of  city  government  is  synonymous 
with  the  cost  of  providing  services;  and  the  need 
and  public  demand  for  services  has  greatly  in- 
creased in  recent  years  and  will  continue  to  in- 
crease in  the  future.  In  fact,  the  ultimate  pur- 
pose of  government,  its  very  reason  for  existence, 
is  the  service  of  the  people. 

The  payment  for  these  services  eventually  rests 
on  the  real  estate  tax  in  very  large  part.  While 
the  property  valuations  continue  to  fall,  there  is 
no  parallel  decrease  in  the  demand  for  services. 
If  the  valuations  dropped  to  a  figure  of  only  a 
billion  dollars,  it  now  being  close  to  $1,500,000,000, 
the  city  would  still  have  to  provide  fire,  police, 
school  and  other  services  to  all  sections,  many  of 
which  do  not  begin  to  meet  these  costs  in  revenue 
from  the  real  estate  tax. 

Moreover,  to  set  the  question  of  Boston's 
service  costs  in  true  perspective  the  city  must  be 
viewed  as  the  hub  of  a  metropolitan  area  whose 
people  use  its  urban  facilities  day  in  and  day  out. 
For  instance,  to  handle  the  metropolitan  traffic 
the  Police  Department  of  Boston  must  employ 
hundreds  of  men;  the  Public  Works  Department 
must  spend  vast  sums  on  street  maintenance;  in 
short,  to  accommodate  this  metropolitan  popu- 
lation either  in  its  social  or  economic  aspects  the 
city  must  make  large  expenditure  in  many  ways. 
This  proposed  study,  therefore,  should  begin  with 
the  internal  administration  of  the  city,  but  it 
should  also  go  beyond  into  the  cost  implications 
of  its  metropolitan  setting,  for  therein  will  be 
found  a  good  part  of  the  answer  to  this  problem. 

Boston  relies  heavily,  far  more  heavily  than  the 
average  American  city,  upon  the  property  tax  for 
the  support  of  local  government.  A  stable  govern- 
ment requires  a  stable  tax  base.  That  stability 
in  turn  relies  on  a  healthy  and  vigorous  local 
economy.  Hence,  the  importance  of  stimulating 
those  economic  resources,  port,  airport,  and 
general  business  of  the  city,  to  strengthen  that 
base. 

All  the  above  considerations  are  elements  in 
any  true  and  comprehensive  picture  of  Boston, 
and  all  are  inextricably  interwoven.  Depart- 
mental structure,  cost  of  service,  metropolitan 
implications,  stability  of  the  tax  base  and  the 
local  economy  on  which  it  rests,  all  must  be 
examined. 

There  is  one  agency  especially  suited  by  legal 
status,  relationship  to  the  subject  city,  and  ex- 
perience for  such  an  undertaking.  The  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  in  1909  set  up  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  as  an  impartial  agency  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  into  and  reporting  on 
the  administration  of  the  City  of  Boston.  An 
examination  of  the  reports  of  this  commission 
during  the  past  thirty-five  years  shows  not  only 
the  successful  saving  of  millions  of  dollars  for  the 
city,  but  demonstrates  the  intimate  acquaintance- 
ship with  municipal  problems  which  such  ex- 
tended experience  naturally  produces. 

Restricted  in  both  budget  and  size  of  staff,  the 
Finance  Commission,  except  when  special  appro- 
priations have  been  obtained,  has  been  compelled 
to  confine  itself  to  studies  of  single  departments 
or  isolated  issues,  but  these  partial  surveys  re- 
veal the  tremendous  possibilities  which  could  be 
realized  by  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  entire 
municipal  structure. 

To  appropriate  an  inadequate  sum  for  such  an 
undertaking  and  unduly  restrict  the  time  period 
for  its  completion  would  result  in  a  superficial  and 
unsatisfactory  treatment  of  the  subject.  The 
time  necessary  to  examine  into  every  phase  of 
this  many-sided  proposition  with  its  tremendous 
detail  requires  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  years 
for  its  completion.  To  engage  experts  to  perform 
the  skillful  and  thorough  job  which  this  proposal 
calls  for  requires  an  appropriation  of  not  less 
than  $125,000. 

We,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that 
legislation  be  enacted  to  provide  for  a  compre- 
hensive survey  such  as  we  have  outlined,  either 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Finance  Commission  or 
otherwise.

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REPORT    ON    CONDITION 
OF   RECREATIONAL   FACILITIES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  July  18,  1945. 
To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  frequently  found 
occasion  to  question  the  judgment  of  the  methods 
employed  by  city  officials  in  carrying  out  im- 
portant undertakings.  It  has  often  happened 
that  a  project  with  a  meritorious  background 
became  unsatisfactory  or  unduly  expensive 
because  of  lack  of  planning  or  unwise  planning. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  previously  char- 
acterized the  million-dollar  program  for  the 
renovating,  restoring  and  expansion  of  the  play 
facilities  of  the  city  as  one  which  was  not  carefully 
thought  out  and  planned  in  detail  before  the 
undertaking  was  embarked  upon.  Proper  planning 
involves  more  than  the  mere  making  of  blueprints 
by  architects  and  engineers.  The  propriety  of  a 
particular  job  from  the  standpoint  of  whether  or 
not  it  is  a  good  investment  is  often  the  more 
important  consideration. 

The  commission's  criticism  on  this  million- 
dollar  appropriation  was  based  on  this  simple 
logic.  For  a  work  of  the  magnitude  involved  in 
such  a  program,  careful  consideration  of  all  its 
aspects  should  have  been  made  before  an  appro- 
priation was  provided. 

There  was  no  such  complete  consideration  given 
before  it  was  decided  to  spend  $1,000,000  on 
recreational  facilities  and  there  were  no  estimates 
adding  up  to  $1,000,000  when  this  appropriation 
was  recommended.  The  Park  Department  simply- 
stated  after  the  appropriation  was  decided  upon, 
"If  we  are  given  a  million-dollar  appropriation, 
we  will  spend  it  this  way" — a  long  list  of  construc- 
tion jobs.  The  answer  was  not  obtained  to  such 
questions  as  these:  Does  past  experience  justify 
this  particular  reinvestment?  Will  the  life  of  the 
construction  be  commensurate  with  the  cost  of 
the  job?  .  .  .  etc.  And  the  matter  of  the 
right  time  to  do  the  work  proposed  was  never 
considered. 

The  commission  acknowledged  the  fact  that 
public  play  facilities  in  Boston  have  been  meager 
or  lacking;  and  that  few  of  the  citizens  were 
obtaining  any  benefit  from  public  expenditure  for 
play,  such  as  it  has  been.  Nevertheless,  the 
commission  believed  that  whatever  the  physical 
facilities  were,  this  situation  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  intelligent  organization  of  public  play  and 
leadership  in  it  at  that  time  and  for  the  future 
were  scattered  or  lacking;  and  that  the  very  first 
steps  should  be  taken  in  the  direction  of  central- 
izing control  of  public  play  in  one  central  organ- 
ization. Instead  of  one  central  organization 
operating  play  facilities,  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mission's previous  report  and  now,  there  are  at 
least  six  agencies  attempting  to  operate  public 
play  or  further  muddling  up  the  situation  with 
gratuitous  advice  in  regard  to  it.  The  city  is  not 
yet  squared  away  to  make  use  of  this  new  invest- 
ment of  $1,000,000  intelligently. 

However,  with  the  appropriation  made  and  work 
in  progress  without  having  settled  the  controversy 
over  the  responsibility  and  authority  in  control 
and  direction  of  public  play,  the  Finance  Com- 
mission has  endeavored  by  vigilant  inspection  to 
prevent  waste  in  the  actual  expenditure.  For 
several  weeks  past  its  representatives  have  been 
observing  very  closely  the  work  being  done  in  the 
playground  restoration.  In  so  far  as  it  concerns 
reconstruction  of  buildings,  the  commission  is 
pleased  to  state  that  it  finds  the  work  is  being  well 
done,  and  being  done  apparently  in  strict  com- 
pliance with  the  contracts  therefor.  Although  the 
commission  cannot  speak  so  encouragingly  of  the 
field  work  involved  in  this  vast  program  (the 
construction  of  baseball  fields,  etc.)  criticism  of  it 
is  due  more  to  the  judgment  of  its  undertaking  at 
the  time  chosen,  and  to  other  causes  which  do  not 
reflect  discreditably  upon  either  the  park  officials 
or  the  contractors. 

This  is  the  time  of  year  when  youth  wants  to  use 
the  playgrounds.  It  is  most  difficult  to  have  the 
playgrounds  under  repair  and  in  use  at  the  same 
time. 

Besides  the  difficulties  over  the  control  of  future 
recreation,  much  attention  has  been  given  first  to 
solving  the  question  of  which  playgrounds  would 
benefit  by  the  million-dollar  appropriation,  and  to 
what  extent  would  money  be  provided  for  each. 
The  park  officials  had  a  list  of  projects  which 
would  take  up  more  than  a  million  dollars.     Paring 


down  the  list  to  bring  the  expenditure  within  the 
amount  appropriated  meant  that  some  projects 
for  which  there  was  demand  must  be  eliminated. 

The  effort  to  take  $200,000  away  from  the 
construction  program  in  order  to  provide  for  133 
new  employees  to  direct  and  lead  play  and  to  plan 
play  areas,  etc.,  only  served  to  make  the  whole 
adventure  more  difficult  of  satisfactory  accom- 
plishment. The  defeat  of  the  $200,000  transfer 
was  therefore  not  unexpected.  The  actual 
appropriation,  in  midsummer,  of  $144,000  for  a 
pay  roll  for  play  leaders  and  play  area  designers 
has  not  relieved  the  situation.  Now  the  question 
arises,  what  can  these  new  employees  be  used  for 
in  the  winter  months  to  make  payment  of  their 
salaries  justifiable. 

There  is  still  another  item  of  difficulty  in 
prospect.  This  is  the  matter  of  the  protection  of 
the  city's  new  million-dollar  investment,  once  it  is 
completed.  There  is  no  order  before  the  Council, 
there  has  been  no  prospective  arrangement  come 
to  light,  of  protecting  the  new  playground  properties 
against  vandalism.  It  is  not  more  than  ten  years 
ago  that  most  of  these  structures  now  a-rebuilding 
were  originally  constructed.  The  cost  as  W.  P.  A. 
projects  was  undoubtedly  as  great  as  it  now  will 
become.  If  the  construction  obtained  by  that 
expenditure  of  ten  years  ago  has  already  evapo- 
rated, what  will  become  of  the  present  replacement? 

For  many  years  the  Park  Department  has  had 
an  ever-dwindling  manpower  for  the  protection  of 
the  playground  facilities.  Its  officials  always 
hoped  the  regular  police  service  would  supply  their 
lack  of  watchmen;  but  it  has  not  worked  out  that 
way.  Moreover,  the  Park  Department  has  had 
little  manpower  for  ordinary  repair.  The  "stitch- 
in-time  will  save  nine"  philosophy  could  not  be 
lived  up  to  because  there  have  been  no  "stitchers." 
Many  times  therefore  ordinary  "wear  and  tear" 
has  become  complete  deterioration  because  the 
Park  Department  had  neither  the  manpower  nor 
the  facilities  for  regular  upkeep.  Nevertheless  the 
great  deterioration  of  recreational  properties,  in 
fact,  the  complete  destruction  of  many  of  them, 
has  come  from  unchecked  and  continuous 
vandalism. 

The  1935-1936  program,  financed  with  Federal 
funds,  included  the  construction  of  field  houses  on 
several  playgrounds.  The  buildings  cost  about 
$35,000  each.  They  were  well-designed  of  brick, 
with  asbestos  shingled  roofs,  and  with  interior 
walls  of  glazed  tile.  They  provided  office  space, 
toilet  facilities,  and  in  some,  shower  baths.  They 
were  equipped  with  a  central  steamheating  system 
with  oil  burners.  The  plumbing  and  electrical 
fixtures  and  fittings  were  of  high-class  quality. 
The  entrance  doors  were  of  heavy  steel  and  all  the 
windows  were  covered  with  heavy  wire  grilles, 
locked  with  padlocks  much  the  same  as  is  found 
on  bank  buildines. 

In  spite  of  such  rigid  construction,  entrance  has 
been  forced  in  several  of  these  buildings  and 
much  destruction  done.  How  such  extensive  and 
wanton  destruction  as  was  noted  could  be  carried 
on  in  public  buildings  without  police  intervention 
is  puzzling,  to  say  the  least. 

The  fact  is  that  large  equipment,  steam  boilers, 
radiators,  and  oil  burners  were  dismantled  and 
carted  away  by  thieves,  undoubtedly  in  daylight 
hours.  The  wave  of  destruction  and  vandalism 
reached  into  a  great  many  buildings.  Where  the 
police  were  when  it  was  taking  place  is  hard  to 
explain.  Here  are  some  illustrations  of  damage  by- 
vandals  found  by  the  Finance  Commission: 

West  Third  Street  Playground,  South  Boston: 

This  building  is  not  in  use  and  has  not  been  for 
the  past  few  years,  due  to  destruction  by  vandals. 

The  asbestos  shingles  have  been  ripped  from 
the  roof,  allowing  the  rain  to  pour  through;  the 
plaster  has  fallen  from  the  ceilings.  All  the  metal 
piping,  fittings  and  fixtures  of  the  plumbing  and 
electrical  work  have  been  ripped  out  and  stolen. 
The  porcelain  sink,  urinals  and  hoppers  have  been 
smashed.  All  the  windows,  sashes  and  interior 
doors  have  been  broken  and  smashed,  and  debris 
litters  the  floors. 

The  oil  burner  of  the  heating  plant  has  been 
ripped  out  and  carted  away  by  persons  unknown. 

The  interior  of  the  building  is  a  complete  wreck. 

Matthew  J.  Sweeney  Playground,  West  Fifth  and 
D  Streets,  South  Boston: 

This  building  is  not  in  use  and  has  not  been 
for  the  past  few  years  and  is  now  barricaded,  due 
to  destruction  by  vandals. 

The  windows  and  sashes  are  broken  and  smashed. 
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shingles  have  been  ripped  from  tja<- 
roof,  allowing  the  rain  to  poui  through  the  ceilings. 
The  plaster  is  down  in  several  places;  eli 
fixtures  are  pulled  from  their  fastenings.  The 
veneering  of  all  the  doors  has  peeled  or  been 
peeled. 

The  oil  burner  and  equipment  bus  been  ripped 
out  and  carted  away  by  persons  unknown. 

The  metal  roofing  of  playground  shelter  has  also 
been  ripped  off. 

Sullivan  Playground,  Fellows  Street,  Roxbury: 

Tins  building  is  closed  and  has  been  for  the 
past  few  years  and  is  now  barricaded,  due  to 
destruction  by  vandals. 

The  asbestos  shingles  have  been  ripped  off  and 
a  hole  cut  through  the  roof,  through  which  boys 
entered  the  building.  All  glass  and  sash  through- 
out the  building  is  broken  and  smashed.  Electric 
fixtures  are  pulled  from  the  ceiling.  The  electric 
clock  lia-  been  lipped  from  the  wall  and  stolen. 
The  shower  bath  fixtures  have  been  disconnected 
and  stolen. 

A  radiator  built  into  the  wall  has  been  removed 
and  stolen. 

The  cellar  is  flooded  deep  from  leaks  into  the 
building. 

Cherry  Street  Playground,  South  End: 

This  building  is  not  in  use  and  has  not  been  for 
the  past  few  years,  due  to  destruction  by  vandals. 
l'ln  shingles  have  been  ripped  from  the  roof, 
allowing  the  rain  to  pour  through  the  ceilings, 
which  have  fallen  in  in  several  places.  All  the 
metal  plumbing,  heating  and  electrical  fittings  and 
fixtures  have  been  stripped  from  the  building  and 
stolen.  The  porcelain  sink,  urinals  and  hoppers 
have  been  smashed.  The  windows  and  B8 
have  been  broken  and  smashed.  The  heating 
boiler  and  oil  burner  have  been  stolen.  The  floors 
of  the  building  are  littered  deep  with  the  debris. 
The  boiler  and  oil  burner  were  stolen  the  first  year 
that  the  building  was  built.  The  interior  of  the 
building  is  a  wreck. 

Columbus  Park: 

This  is  a  large  field  house  providing  locker  rooms, 
toilets  and  shower  baths. 

The  building  has  been  closed  for  the  past  couple 
of  years,  due  to  destruction  by  vandals.  All 
windows  and  sashes  are  broken  and  smashed. 
Radiators  are  disconnected  and  lying  on  the  floor. 
All  shower  bath  fittings  have  been  ripped  off  and 
stolen.  An  outside  stone  stairway  platform  built 
of  4-inch  concrete  is  completely  torn  out  and  the 
iron  railing  has  been  stolen.  About  two  years  ago 
the  Park  Department  foreman  and  a  police  officer 
caught  two  fourteen-year-old  boys  in  the  building 
with  the  loot  they  had  gathered,  prepared  to 
remove  it.  The  two  boys  and  the  loot  were 
brought  to  the  police  station  and  the  two  boys 
appeared  in  court.  Because  of  a  plea  that  no 
record  be  placed  against  them,  as  they  were 
young  boys  and  had  their  lives  ahead  of  them, 
and  because  the  foreman  and  police  officer  admitted 
they  had  not  actually  seen  the  boys  enter  the 
building  or  actually  do  the  looting,  the  boys  were 
let  off  without  penalty.  The  city's  loss  was  not 
taken  care  of. 

Emmons  Playground,  Charlestown: 

This  building  was  repaired  and  reopened  last 
fall  after  it  had  been  severely  damaged  by  vandals 
— plumbing,  electrical  and  heating  fixtures  were 
stolen  or  smashed.  The  building  remained  closed 
for  about  two  years  until  repairs  were  made. 
The  building  is  now  being  used  and  is  in  fair 
condition  at  present,  except  for  a  couple  of  leaks 
in  the  roof  and  a  broken  ceiling.  The  plumbing 
fittings  in  the  girls'  shower  have  not  yet  been 
replaced. 

Vincent  Cutillo  Playground,  North  End: 

This   building   is   closed   and   has   been   for   the 

past  few  years,  due  to  destruction  by  vandals. 
The  shingles  have  been  ripped   from   the  roof, 

allowing  the  water  to  pour  through  the  ceilings. 

The  electric  wiring  is  defective,  due  to  this  seepage 

of  water.     No  destruction  of  the  plumbing,  heating 

or  electrical  fixtures  was  noted. 

Prado,  North  End: 

A  building  here  is  in  use,  but  the  roof  leaks 
badly,  due  to  damage  to  the  roofing  caused  by 
boys.     The  rain  pours  through  the  ceiling. 

The  custodian  states  that  the  condition  has 
existed  for  the  past  several  years. 


William  Aineiciia  Playground,  East  Boston: 

This  building  is  in  the  process  of  repair  as  a 
result  of  the  interior  having  been  wrecked  by 
vandals. 

The  ceilings  were  ripped  down  in  places.  The 
electrical  fixtures  and  fittings  were  ripped  from 
then  fastenings,  and  stolen.  The  metal  plumbing 
and  heating  fixtures  and  fittings,  including  mix- 
ing valves  for  showers,  valves  for  urinals  and 
hoppers,  steam  radiator  valves,  and  heating 
boiler  with  oil  burner,  wire  ripped  out  and  stolen. 
The  porcelain  hoppers  were  all  smashed.  All  the 
windows,  sashes  and  interior  doors  were  broken 
and  smashed. 

A  pari  of  the  metal  roof  of  the  shelter  has  been 
ripped  off. 

The  repair  job  is  costing  83,790. 

Head  House,  Marine  Park: 

This  building,  built  about  1900,  of  wood  was 
used  to  house  concessionaires  who  served  meals, 
soft  drinks,  popcorn,  candy  and  the  like.  The 
Park  Department  experienced  great  difficulty  in 
keeping  the  building  in  repair,  because  of  damage 
during  the  winter  months  by  vandals.  In  1942, 
when  a  wave  of  vandalism  had  left  it  unusable, 
an  architect  was  commissioned  to  prepare  plans 
for  repair  and  alteration.  The  sum  of  $1,500  was 
paid  for  his  work.  The  estimated  cost  of  his 
proposed  reconstruction  was  $25,000.  Before 
restoration  was  started,  the  building  was  ruined 
by  fire  (December  2,  1942,1.  The  arson  squad  of 
the  Fire  Department  officially  reported  that  the 
fire  was  caused  by  trespassers — vandalism.  The 
estimated  damage  was  $25,000. 

A  brick  bath  house  addition,  though  undamaged 
by  this  particular  fire,  has  been  a  continual  ex- 
pense to  the  department.  Boys  have  climbed 
on  to  the  roof  at  various  times,  and  have  ripped 
off  and  ruined  all  the  metal  sashes  and  glass  of 
the  skylights,  have  torn  up  the  tar  and  gravel 
roofing,  and  have  broken  the  concrete  slabs 
which  are  a  part  of  the  structure.  At  the  present 
time  the  department  is  spending  $1,000  for  repair, 
and  this  is  not  the  first  such  expense. 

Sullivan  and  Amerena  Playgrounds: 

Vandalism  in  the  field  houses  at  Sullivan  Play- 
ground and  Amerena  Playground  is  now  being 
repaired  at  costs  of  $2,485  and  $3,790,  respect- 
ively. 

Field  Work. 

The  advisability  of  the  field  work  is  open  to 
question.  This  does  not  mean  the  engineering 
judgment,  but  rather  the  judgment  of  those 
agencies  which  have  forced  specific  performance. 
In  a  number  of  instances,  the  construction  planned 
amounts  to  an  effort  to  duplicate  Fenway  Park  or 
Braves  Field.  Most  people  know  the  expense  of 
those  professional  baseball  parks,  and  can  realize 
the  size  of  the  maintenance  cost ;  but  they  produce 
great  revenue,  are  carefully  policed,  and  are 
restricted  to  organized  use.  The  city  playgrounds 
are  wide  open  day  and  night  and  there  is  no 
restriction  on  the  type  of  play  or  the  type  of 
players. 

Last  summer  the  city  grassed  four  baseball 
diamonds  on  playgrounds  at  a  cost  of  about 
$28,000.  This  spring  it  cost  $10,000  to  restore 
the  damage  by  last  winter's  use  of  them.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  park  engineers  that  flooding  grassed 
baseball  diamonds  for  skating  will  require  annual 
regrassing;  in  other  words,  flooding  a  grassed 
baseball  diamond  ruins  it.  This  raises  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  use  of  playgrounds  for  both 
purposes  may  not  require  an  annual  prohibitive 
expenditure. 

There  are  occasionally  other  uses  made  of 
grassed  baseball  diamonds  which  are  equally 
destructive.  For  instance,  in  one  constructed  last 
summer,  before  the  grass  was  grown,  the  base- 
ball diamond  became  the  site  for  theatrical  per- 
formances which,  with  attendant  construction  and 
trampling,  practically  ruined  the  work  already 
done.     It  had  to  be  done  over  this  spring. 

Progress  in  the  playground  work  has  been  slow 
for  two  reasons:  the  scarcity  of  labor,  and  the 
weather.  The  result  is  that  many  of  them  are  not 
available  for  use  this  summer,  which  again  in- 
volves the  judgment  of  the  venture.  A  criticism, 
therefore,  which  seems  justifiable  is  that  it  was 
too  late  in  the  year  to  have  started  reconstruction. 

Vandalism  has  played  its  part  here  in  the  open 
areas  of  the  playgrounds  as  in  the  buildings. 
There  have  been  instances  where  the  new  loam 
was  taken  away  almost  as  fast  as  it  was  put  in 
place.       There    were    numerous    other    instances 
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where  the  damage  was  costly.  For  example, 
within  a  short  time  after  tlir  watei  «a.  I,  i  nin  ., 
wading  pool  on  a  C'harlestown  playground,  ap- 
proximately a  cubic  yard  of  louse  stones  varying 
in  size  from  an  ordinary  sidewalk  brick  to  a  3.3- 
pound  field  stone  were  thrown  into  the  basin. 
Stones  and  other  debris  effectively  plugged  the 
drains.  On  two  occasions  within  a  week  fires  set 
by  vandals  destroyed  3,000  feet  of  the  lumber 
being  used  on  the  job.  On  another  occasion,  on 
the  same  playground,  the  wooden  housing  on  a 
steam  shovel  was  broken  into,  and  sand  thrown 
into  the  gears.  The  contractor  claimed  a  damage 
of  SI, 000. 

Again,  on  the  same  playground,  not  long  after 
its  installation,  a  bubbler  assembly — concrete 
pedestal  and  all — connected  to  city  water  service 
was  missing.  It  was  found  later  on  a  main  street 
a  quarter-of-a-mile  away,  damaged  beyond  re- 
pair. A  second  installation  was  made  but  this 
one  also  was  ruined.  Whether  or  not  a  third 
attempt  will  be  made  to  give  drinking  water  to 
the  children  who  use  this  pool  has  not  been  de- 
cided. Bubblers  for  drinking  purposes  on  play- 
grounds all  over  the  city  are  a  special  target  for 
malicious  destruction. 

Park  Department  officials  state  frankly  that 
they  have  little  hope  of  keeping  much  of  the  new 
work  in  repair.  It  has  always  been  impossible. 
There  has  been  no  protection  provided. 

The  question  therefore  arises,  Why  spend  large 
sums  of  money  to  build  these  structures  if 
vandalism  is  to  go  unchecked?  Of  the  million- 
dollar  appropriation,  approximately  one-half  is 
being  used  to  rebuild  structures  newly  built  ten 
years  ago,  or  to  put  new  structures  on  the  loci  of 
past  vandalism.  Who  is  going  to  protect  them? 
The  police  have  either  not  been  able  to  spare  the 
time,  or  they  have  just  ignored  them.  Certainly 
the  Park  Department,  to  the  present  time,  has  been 
given  no  provision  for  protection  of  them. 

In  this  situation,  the  Finance  Commission 
believes  it  may  be  possible  to  obtain  help  without 
recruitment  of  a  new,  large  force  of  employees. 
The  city  is  carrying  on  its  pay  rolls  a  total  of 
between  90  and  100  constables.  Their  average 
pay  is  82,200  a  year.  These  constables,  except  in 
a  very  few  instances,  never  serve  official  notices 
suoh  as  is  usually  a  oonstable's  duty.  For  the 
most  part,  if  they  are  working  at  all,  they  are 
filling  in  time  as  clerks,  inspectors,  or  messengers, 
which,  under  the  civil  service  law,  they  have  no 
right  to  do.  They  constitute  an  evasion  of  civil 
service.  They  are  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
subject  only  to  confirmation  by  the  City  Council. 
A  few  years  ago,  under  oath  before  the  Finance 
Commission,  the  department  heads  who  had  con- 
stables on  their  pay  rolls  testified,  with  one  excep- 
tion, that  they  did  not  need  them;  that  they  did 
not  request  them;  that  they  would  rather  not 
have  them;  but  that,  because  they  were  allotted 
to  their  departments,  they  tried  to  find  work  for 
them  by  taking  work  away  from  civil  service 
employees,  or  by  making  up  work  for  them  which 
was  not  wholly  necessary.  One  department  official 
who  for  years  had  a  recognized  need  for  two, 
recently  reported  that  he  now  has  twenty-nine. 
Asked  what  all  of  them  do,  he  replied  he  would 
not  know  most  of  them  if  they  walked  into  his 
office. 

The  Finance  Commission's  suggestion  is,  there- 
fore, that  the  city  make  use  of  all  this  manpower; 
that  the  constables  be  sworn  in  as  special  officers 
and  assigned  to  guard  the  playgrounds.  There 
should  be.  enough  of  them  available.  In  addition, 
the  commission  believes  the  police  should  pay 
more  attention  to  the  preservation  of  city-owned 
property  than  they  have  in  the  past.  It  is  their 
duty  to  protect  city-owned  property  quite  as  much 
as  it  is  to  protect  privately-owned  property.

Coun.  RUSSO — Is  this  an  additional  license 
that  they  are  asking?  A  point  of  information, 
Mr.  President.  I  wonder  if  you  can  inform  me  if 
there  is  an  existing  line  at  the  present  time  in  that 
section? 

Chairman  KELLY— I  understand  that  this  is  a 
new  route,  councilor.  Councilor  Hurley,  can  you 
inform  Councilor  Russo  about  this  bus  line? 

Coun.  HURLEY — I  have  been  trying  to  get 
this  passed  for  about  three  years.  It  was  at  the 
request  of  St. Helena's  Home ,  conducted  as  a  working 
home  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph.  It  seems  that 
all  these  girls  are  office  workers,  and  in  rainy  or 
stormy  weather  they  have  to  walk  to  Union  park 
and  Washington  street,  and  there  is  no  shelter  or 
no  doorways  for  them  to  wait  for  the  bus  lines, 
and  they  requested  me  three  or  four  years  ago  if  it 
would  be  possible  to  have  a  bus  line  come  down  in 
front  of  St.  Helena's  to  pick  them  up.  I  am  very 
happy  to  get  the  report  from  Mr.  Dana  that  he 
would  agree  to  it. 

Chairman  KELLY — Does  that  answer  your 
question,  Councilor  Russo? 

Coun.  RUSSO— Yes. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  permit  was 
granted,  under  the  usual  conditions.

ON    STREETS.

Petition   to   amend   City   Ordinance   No.    

Regarding  Restricted  Parking  on  Public  Streets. 

(  it  v  Ordinance be  amended  by  adding 

to  said  ordinance  the  following: 

"This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  nor  be 
effective  against  any  disabled  war  veteran  or  other 
civilian  physically  disabled  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  require  their  getting  about  by  the  use  of  a  motor 
vehicle.  To  such  persons  as  shall  come  under  this 
classification,  they  shall  be  accorded  the  privilege 
of  parking  for  a  reasonable  length  of  time  to  effect 
their  business.  A  windshield  sticker  shall  be 
I'M-pared  at  the  city's  expense  to  be  furnished  such 
applicants  as  will  come  within  the  above  classi- 
fication, to  be  affixed  by  said  applicants  to  the 
windshields  of  their  motor  vehicles  used  by  such 
applicants  for  the  conduct  of  their  business.  This 
windshield  sticker  shall  contain  the  Seal  of  the 
City  of  Boston  with  the  words,  'Special  Permit', 
and  shall  be  issued  by  the  Mayor's  Office.

HANNON— Mr.    President,    tins    is    a 
matter  with   which  I  know  you  are  quite  familiar, 
and  you  will  recall  a    few  years  ago  the  difficult  \ 
we   had   over   there   because  of   the   various  odors 
which     were     produced     by     dumping     obnoxious 
materials  on  the  road.      It   has  been  called   to 
attention    that    lately    they    have    been    dumping 
lobster  shells,  dead  lobsters  and  fish  there,  and 
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I  think  before  the  matter  becomes  too  trouble- 
some it  should  be  investigated  and  stopped 
immediately, 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

matter  has  been  filed. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  this  is  a 
matter  which  I  think  might  be  well  adopted  by 
each  and  every  one  of  us  here.  We  come  in  here 
week  after  week  and  matters  are  referred  to 
various  committees,  and  then  an  effort  is  made 
by  the  chairman  to  bring  these  matters  before  a 
committee  meeting  with  more  or  less  success. 
The  result  is  that  after  a  few  weeks  even  the 
chairman  himself  many  times  loses  track  of  what 
matters  have  been  referred  to  the  committee,  and 
when  you  call  a  committee  meeting  it  is  generally 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  this  or  that  par- 
ticular item.  I  know,  as  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances,  there  have  been  very  many 
matters  referred  to  that  committee;  some  of  them 
— and  I  say  this  with  all  due  respect  to  every  mem- 
ber of  the  committee — should  have  been  acted  on 
long  before  this.  I  think  the  members  of  the 
Council  should  have  some  pamphlet  presented 
to  them,  such  as  tHe  bulletin  printed  in  the 
State  House  once  a  week,  so  we  will  know  what 
has  become  of  these  various  matters,  and  it  will 
recall  to  our  minds  that  such  and  such  an  order 
is  still  before  a  committee.  I  think  it  will  do  us 
all  some  good.  I  think  it  will  lead  to  proper 
procedure,  and  I  think  each  and  every  one  of  us 
will  benefit  by  it.  I  don't  think  there  will  be 
much  work  entailed,  and  all  these  matters  referred 
to  committee  go  into  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of 
Committees.  I  think  he  will  be  very  happy  to 
cooperate  with  us  and,  through  the  Printing 
Department,  once  a  month — and  I  make  that  as 
merely  a  stab  in  the  dark  —  maybe  once  in  two 
months,  or  maybe  once  in  two  weeks — have  some 
pamphlet  to  let  us  know  what  matters  are  resting 
in  committee  and  what  committees  they  are  rest- 
ing in,  so  we  may  get  proper  action  and  procedure 
so  that  when  we  do  have  a  committee  meeting  we 
may  clean  up  matters  before  that  committee. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  just  want  to  know  if  that 
includes  the  Executive  Committee  as  well  as  every 
other  committee. 

Chairman  KELLY — All  committees,  councilor, 
it  includes? 

Coun.  HANNON— It  would  include  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  if  there  was  any  matter  pending 
before  that  committee. 

Chairman  KELLY — Would  you  object  if  I  sent 
this  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  asked  that  a 
meeting  be  held  on  that  this  week? 

Coun.  HANNON— No. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  the  people  in 
this  section  are  up  in  arms,  and  they  have  a  reason 
to  be,  SwIT'ilk  Downs,  it  seems,  has  taken  over 
control  of  the  Boston  Elevated,  and  at  night- 
time the  dog  track  has  taken  over  control.  I  have 
seen  as  many  as  fourteen  Suffolk  Downs  cars  go 
by  the  twenty-five  stops  from  Maverick  Station 
to  Suffolk  Downs  without  making  a  stop,  because 
of  the  over-filling  of  the  cars.  And  I  might  say 
that  they  are  express  from  Maverick  Station  to 
Suffolk  Downs  race  track.  The  same  condition 
exists  at  night.  It  is  nothing  to  count  up  fourteen 
to  fifteen  street  cars  leaving  Maverick  Station  and 
going  right  down  to  the  Revere  dog  track  without 
making  one  stop  along  the  entire  route.  I  think 
it  would  be  wise  on  the  part  of  the  Elevated 
Trustees  to  send  one  out  of  every  four  or  five  cars 
empty,  so  they  can  pick  up  passengers  along  the 
route  and  give  them  some  service,  because  after 
the  race  track  season  is  over  it  is  still  those  pas- 
sengers that  they  look  to  to  take  care  of  the 
Elevated's  ten-cent  fare.

I  don't  know  what  his 
purpose  wa6,  whether  it  was  for  political  reasons 
or  not,  and  I  was  very  much  surprised  when  he 
didn't  include  firemen  and  policemen.  In  my 
opinion,  I  think  the  firemen  and  policemen  spend 
more  time  on  their  work  than  the  employees  of 
any  other  department  in  the  City  of  Boston,  with 
all  due  respect  to  all  other  employees.

Coun.  RUSSO — Air.  Chairman,  as  to  this  order, 

in  regard  to  the  housing  conditions  in  my  district 
of  the  North,  West  and  South  Ends,  f  guess  we 
in  all  aware  of  the  fact  that  for  the  past  six  J  eat 
I  have  been  urging  the  Federal  Housing  Authori- 
ties and  the  housing  authorities  of  our  city  to  go 
into  this  district  and  construct  housing  in  order  to 
take  care  of  the  people  that  arc  living  there, — in 
my  district.  There  is  no  question.  Mr.  Chairman, 
that    whenever  an   example  must  be   made  or  a 

iparison  the  North  End,  the  West  Dud  and  tie 

South   End   arc   taken   as   the   ideal   spots   to   sell 
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housing,  bul  when  it  oomea  down  to  the  actual 
construction  "I  housing  it  seems  to  me  thai  the 
authorities  forget  that  those  are  th<  places  where 
than  in  any  ol  the  othei  sections 
throughout  the  city.     I  was  verj  bappj  to  read  in 

the  newspaper  last  week  thai  his  Ho •  the  -Mayor 

has  seen  lit  to  call  together  the  heads  of  various 
insurance  oompanies  oil  oui  oitj  in  order  to  see  it 
thej  can  be  interested  in  building  bousing  projects 
throughout  the  city.  Thai  was  an  idea  of  five  and 
a  Imlf  years  ago,  when  1  was  having  trouble  with 
the  housing  authorities  because  thi  that 

the  Federal  Government  wouldn't  allow  more  than 
$1.50  pei  square  foot,  and  thej  wouldn't  purchase 
anv  (and  it  n  oame  above  that  figure.  Certainly 
if  they  surveyed  the  North  End,  the  west  End  or 
the  South  End  thev  couldn't  arrive  at  that  figuri  , 
because  the  people  that  live  perhaps  in  a  thousand 
ie  feet  or  fifteen  hundred  square  feet  of  that 
land  are  ten  times  more  in  number  than  the  indi- 
viduals who  are  living  in  single  homes,  with  only 
about  four  or  five  in  a  family.  — where  in  a  building 
such  as  we  have  in  the  North  End  there  may  be 
tweniv  to  thirty  people  living  there.  And  that 
brings  up  the  assessment  of  our  land  value.  I  had 
given  that  idea  to  the  then  Mayor  of  our  City, 
Maurice  Tobin,  now  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  I  am  very  happy  to 
state  that  the  present  Mayor  has  seen  fit  to  follow 
that  suggestion.  I  do  hope,  Mr.  Chairman,  if  we 
intend  to  maintain  our  City  of  Boston,  and  main- 
tain it  so  as  to  make  it  a  "hub"— and  it  is  our  hub 
— and  if  we  intend  to  maintain  and  hold  these 
individuals  who  have  been  living  in  the  City  of 
Boston  for  all  these  years,  and  not  let  them  go  out 
to  seek  housing  outside  of  out  city  limits,  that  we 
will  do  something  in  order  to  improve  our  housing 
conditions.  I  believe  one  way  is  to  get  federal 
housing  in  this  district.  Also,  Mr.  Chairman  I 
feel  that  a  program  ought  to  be  encouraged  whereby 
all  the  property  owners  of  the  City  of  Boston 
should  be  urged  to  make  all  the  necessary  improve- 
ments in  their  own  homes  in  order  to  bring  about 
better  living  conditions,  without  the  fear  that  the 
Assessing  Department  may  come  in  after  these 
improvements  have  been  made  and  raise  the 
assessments.  Certainly  if  they  have  that  fear  we 
will  not  receive  any  housing  improvements.  We 
are  going  to  drive  the  people  of  out  city  away  from 
our  city.  You  can't  blame  these  individuals  for 
moving  out  of  our  city  because  they  haver,  t  the 
proper  living  facilities  that  you  and  I  would  like 
to  have.  It  isn't  that  they  don't  want  to  .stay  in 
the  city.  It  isn't  because  they  now  are  growing 
and  thev  want  to  go  away  from  our  city.  But  it 
is  a  fact,  Mr.  Chairman.  Go  into  the  North, 
South  or  West  Ends,  and  these  individuals  haven  t 
got  proper  facilities,— not  even  showers,  and,  yes, 
not  even  proper  lavatory  conditions,— conditions 
that  are  up  to  standard.  Those  are  the  conditions 
that  exist  today.  If  their  fathers  and  mothers 
have  been  living  there  all  these  years  under  those 
conditions,  certainly  we  couldn't  blame  the 
children  for  moving  away  from  our  city  now  and 
taking  along  with  them  their  parents.  Something 
has  to  be  done,  and  I  feel  that  if  a  public  statement 
could  be  made  that  would  encourage  these  property- 
owners  to  remodel  their  buildings  and  put  in 
modern  improvements  that  all  these  individuals 
that  have  already  moved  out  of  our  city  w-ould 
come  back  and  would  be  very'  glad  to  come  back 
to  their  places  of  birth— of  that  I  am  sure.  But 
unless  that  assurance  is  given,  unless  that  tear  that 
their  assessment  will  be  jumped  is  taken  away, 
we  will  see  that  our  city  and  our  living  conditions 
here  are  going  to  go  lower  than  what  they  are 
today  I  do  hope,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  housing 
authorities  will  do  something  about  it.  Um  sure 
there  is  no  other  place  in  our  city  which  needs 
better  housing  as  much  as  my  district,  and  my 
district  is  the  one  which  most  needs  improvements' 
I  ask  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 
The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Conn.   RUSSO  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That   the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 
i„    requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
immediately    investigate    the   discourteous   treat- 
ment of  welfare  recipients  by  welfare  workers  and 
supervisors  of  the  Welfare   Department. 

Coun.  RUSSO  I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  on 
tins  order  in  regard  to  the  investigation  of  the 
treatment,  the  discourteous  treatment,  being 
handed  to  the  recipients  of  our  Welfare  Depart- 
ment by  the  social  welfare  workers  and  by  our 
Bo-called  supervisors.  I  believe  it  is  high  time, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  individuals  who  are  work- 
ing for  the  Well.-, re  I  lepai  I  men!  should  eliminate 
that  attitude  pf  feeling  that  they  are  bosses 
of  the  recipients  who  are  on  our  Welfare  rolls, 
and  put  themselves  down  B8  the  servants  of  these 
individuals.  Too  often  it  has  happened  that  they 
have  put  the  fear  of  God  into  these  poor,  living 
souls  who  maj  have  no  one  to  take  care  of  them — 
these    supervisors    and    social    welfare    workers — 

so   that    they    are   even    afraid,   Mr.   Chairman, 

thev  tell  me,  to  come  up  to  testify  on  cases  because 
they  fear  these  individuals.  It  is  a  known  fact 
that  some  of  our  supervisors  and  some  of  our 
social  workers  who  are  receiving  in  the  vicinity 
perhaps  of  $3,000  to  So, 000  per  year  are  placed 
in  a  position  whereby  thev  tell  these  individuals 
and,  mind  you,  these  social  welfare  workers  and 
supervisors  have  no  children  of  their  own — 
they  are  placed  in  a  position  of  telling  a  family 
of  five  or  six  how  they  should  live  on  $12  or  $15  a 
week.  And,  mind  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  there 
are  manv  of  these  individuals  that  do  not  live  in 
the  City'of  Boston,  but  still  derive  money  from  the 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  have  om 
instance  in  mind  of  a  poor  unfortunate  who  was 
in  an  accident  five  of  six  years  ago,  if  my  memory 
is  correct,  and  was  a  cripple  for  life,  walking  on 
crutches  foi  the  past  six  years  or  more,— and  who 
will  be  a  cripple  as  long  as  he  lives.  The  Welfare 
Department  gave  him  aid  at  that  time,  and  he 
received,  I  believe,  $4. 50  or  $5  a  week.  When 
the  case  was  set i  Id  the  Welfare  Department 
i,  ceived  in  reimbursement  the  total  sum  of  11,294, 
—the  aid  that  the  Welfare  Department  had  been 
contributing  while  the  ease  was  on  trial.  After 
deducting  the  attorney's  fees,  deducting  hospital 
lulls  ai,,|  ,  In,  'tor's  bills,  and  other  incidentals 
and  the  $1,L".U  thai  He'  Welfare  Department  took 
back,  thev  put  him  off  the  roll  until  he  had  eaten 
the  balance  of  the  amount.  Then  he  was  finally 
put  back  again.  A  few  weeks  ago  the  social  worker 
saw  fit  to  take  him  off  the  roll.  And  what  do  you 
think  her  argument  was?  "I  believe  that  he 
has  some  inonev  stuck  away  somewhere,  and 
therefore  he  should  take  the  money,  wherever 
he  has  it  hidden.''  I  asked  her  if  that  was  her 
job  to  surmise  whether  the  person  had  the  money, 
or  'whether  we  were  paying  her  to  investigate 
and  find  out  where  the  money  was  before  the 
individual  might  be  taken  off  the  Welfare  roll  — 
a  person  who  is  only  receiving  $6.50  per  week,  a 
cripple  for  life.  That  would  be  approximately 
$3  for  a  room  per  week,  and  how  much  is  there 
left?  I  say,  Mr.  Chariman,  that  that  clique  down 
there  ought  to  be  broken  and  broken  for  once  and 
all  times,  and  I  feel  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
ought  to  do  something  about  it.  I  maintain  that 
when  these  visitors  and  welfare  workers  get  into 
a  job  and  stav  in  one  particular  district  year  in 
and  year  out  they  are  not  giving  their  best  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  neither  are  they  fair  with 
these  poor  unfortunates  who  happen  to  be  on  our 
roll  receiving  aid.  Or  do  they  figure,  Mr.  Chair- 
man that  thev  themselves  are  recipients  of  -our 
Welfare  Department?  Because  if  it  wasn  t  for 
the  fact,  that  we  have  these  recipients  on  our 
Welfare  rolls  we  wouldn't  have  any  social  workers 
or  any  supervisors  receiving  very  good  and  sub- 
stantial salaries.  I  hope,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
this  order  will  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Welfare,  and  that  an  investigation  may  be  held 
to  get  down  to  the  bottom  of  these  things  to  see 
that  these  poor  unfortunates  are  not  maltreated  or 
mistreated.

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CONSTRUCTION    OF    HOUSING     PROJECT 
IN   WARD   6. 

Coun.  SCANNELL  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
immediately  contact  the  Washington  Housing 
Authorities  for  priorities  to  construct  the  proposed 
housing  project  in  the  Ward  6  section  of  South 
Boston. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  in  pre- 
senting this  order  I  realize  that  in  the  very  near 
future  the  returning  veteran,  coming  from  the 
foreign  theater  of  war,  is  going  to  have  a  very  bard 
time  finding  a  place  in  which  to  live  in  tins  city. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  on  file  with  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  applications  for  tens  of 
thousands  of  people.  At  the  present  time  in  all 
these  projects  in  the  city  there  is  an  average  of 
three  people  a  month  shifting  out  of  the  projects. 
There  has  to  be  something  done  about  this,  because 
in  the  very  near  future  we  are  going  to  find,  where 
there  are  people  living  together  with  others,  that 
the  man  is  coming  back  and  there  will  not  be 
housing  conditions  where  families  with  children 
can  find  homes,  because  we  have  landlords  in  this 
city  who  will  not  allow  children  in  their  houses. 
That  is  a  disgraceful  condition,  and  it  reminds  me 
of  conditions  in  some  parts  of  Europe,  where 
children  are  not  wanted  in  homes.  It  is  a  very  bad 
condition  that  exists  in  this  city,  and  I  hope  that 
the  Housing  Authorities  will  see  fit  to  take  at  least 
the  proposed  project  in  South  Boston  and  im- 
mediately construct  houses,  so  that  we  may  be 
able  to  take  care  of  the  condition  which  will  exist 
later  on.  I  ask  for  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
passage  of  the  order.

PENSIONS    FOR    SCHOOL    TEACHERS. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  chapter  685  of  the  Acts  of  1945, 
entitled  "An  Act  Relative  to  the  Payment  of 
Pensions  to  Members  of  the  Teaching  and  Super- 
vising Staff  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of 
Boston,"  be,  and  hereby  is,  accepted. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  assume,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  members  of  this  Body  are  well  acquainted  with 
this  particular  piece  of  legislation.  This  matter 
came  up  before  the  Legislature  this  year  for  the 
purpose  of  trying  to  alleviate  the  condition  that 
has  been  a  terrific  detriment  to  the  school  teachers 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  They  were  receiving  a 
maximum  of  not  more  than  $600  a  year  as  a 
retirement  pension.  Many  of  the  school  teachers 
were  receiving  as  low  as  $147.  It  is  true.  Mr. 
President,  that  while  these  teachers  were  on  the 
non-contributory  pension  plan  at  the  time  this 
pension  went  into  existence,  they  were  ill  advised 
as  to  whether  or  not  they  should  go  into  the  con- 
tributory system  or  stay  on  the  non-contributory 
system.  I  think  that  most  of  them  have  lived  to 
regret  that  decision,  and  the  unwiseness  of  the 
decision  was  brought  about  by  the  fact  that  condi- 
tions changed  over  a  period  of  years  and  the  cost  of 
living  increased  so  greatly  that  these  teachers  now 
find  themselves  in  the  predicament  they  never 
would  have  found  themselves  in  had  they  foreseen 
what  was  to  take  place.  Now,  Mr.  President, 
this  bill,  as  passed  by  the  Legislature  to  be  approved 
by  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  will  increase 
the  maximum  pay  to  $900  a  year.  The  present 
amount  that  they  are  receiving  is  much  less  in 
many  instances  than  the  recipients  of  old  age 
assistance  receive,  and,  in  my  opinion, — and  yours, 
too,  I  believe, — there  is  no  class  of  people  for  whom 
we  have  more  respect  than  the  teachers  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  the  teachers  throughout  the 
entire  country.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  arc  the 
ones  who  have  shaped  our  character  and  are 
shaping  the  character  of  our  children,  and  we 
cannot  afford  to  see  these  women  now  leave  the 
service  of  the  teaching  profession  and  be  in  such 
financial  condition  that  they  might  have  to  resort 
to  old  age  assistance,  or  even  supplementary  aid  in 
the  Welfare.  I  think  that  would  be  a  slap  in  the 
face  to  the  teaching  profession,  and,  Mr.  President, 
in  my  opinion,  that  the  members  on  this  Honorable 
Body  can  do  more  than  to  increase  the  fund  for 
those  teachers  who  have  given  their  very  all  to 
our  children.  I  move  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
passage  of  the  order.

I  fee]  I  can  speak  for  the  committee,  that  we  are  of 
i  he  opinion  that  in  the  passing  of  this  order  we  are 
making  it  possible  fur  the  authorities  to  go  ahead 
on  this  much-needed  planning. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  when  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  1  (Chase)  says  he  can  speak 
for  the  committee.  I  wonder  what  lie  means. 
There  an  several  members  on  that  committee. 
There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  there  was  not  a 
quorum,  and  that  the  meeting  was  held  illegally 
with  only  three  members  present.  Councilor 
Keenan  is  right;  there  is  no  doubt  about  that. 
I  don't,  know  how  the  gentleman  even  had  the 
courage  to  bring  a  report  in.  He  names  three 
members  that  sat  at  tin'  meeting  and  one  member 
he  polled  from  outside.  The  member  might  have 
been  outside  and  he  might  have  been  in  favor, — 
I  don't  doubt  that.  What  I  am  getting  at  is, 
there  were  not  four  members  at  that  meeting,  and 
therefore  there  was  no  meeting.  Still,  a  report  is 
brought  back  that  they  were  unanimous.  How 
many  were  unanimous — three,  four  or  seven? 
We  have  had  this  out  before,  Mr.  President,  and 
we  will  have  it  out  again.  Even  if  we  pass  this 
appropriation  and  they  do  construct  a  400-bed 
hospital  they  will  be  back  again  next  year.  They 
will  have  to.  They  need  at  least  a  1,000-bed 
hospital  down  there, — not  a  400-bed  hospital. 
The  gentleman  from  Ward  4  (Chase)  has  been  in 
the  Council  eight  long  years.  What  has  happened 
to  those  buildings  in  those  eight  years  that  he  has 
been  there?  Nothing, — absolutely  nothing.  But 
we  get  a  false  report  here  that  three  members  were 
present  and  one  outside  and  they  decided  to  bang 
right  through  the  Council  an  appropriation  of 
$2,500,000.  And  then  they  threaten  us  in  a  nice  way 
— that  it  is  for  the  aged  and  for  the  poor.  Who 
bus  more  poor  in  their  ward  than  I  have  in  mine? 
Nobody  in  this  chamber;  no  ward  in  the  city  has 
as  many  as  I  have  in  my  ward.  Of  course  I  am 
with  them,  the  same  as  every  member  of  this  Body 
is  with  them,  even  if  it  is  political  suicide.  It  is 
because  we  have  a  feeling  for  them.  That  is  why 
we  are  elected  to  this  Council, — because  we  have  a 
feeling  for  the  people  of  our  district.  But  I  will 
be  damned  if  I  am  to  have  anything  thrown  down 
my  throat, — a  $2,500,000  appropriation  passed 
within  a  minute.  We  have  debated  this  time  and 
lime  again.  Half  were  in  favor  of  building  a 
building  on  Long  Island  and  half  in  favor  of  a 
building  on  the  mainland.  That  is  what  I  would 
like  to  have, — a  building  on  the  mainland,  so  that 
some  of  these  poor  unfortunates  that  are  there 
could  be  visited  more  often.  We  wouldn't  have 
to  depend  on  that  boat  that  breaks  down  every 
other  week,  that  some  contractor  makes  a  few 
dollars  on.  They  have  spent  more  money  on  that 
boat  than  they  have  spent  on  Long  Island  in  the 
last  twenty-five  years.  They  still  need  a  new  boat, 
and  they  admit  they  need  a  new  boat,  but  they 
will  be  in  again  in  another  two  or  three  weeks. 
We  are  told  these  buildings  are  falling  apart  and 
something  has  to  be  done.  We  have  been  told 
that  since  1921,  to  my  knowledge, — probably 
longer, — but  still  nothing  is  ever  done.  Why, 
they  don't  even  go  to  the  trouble  of  coming  in 
here  to  get  a  measly  $200,000  or  $300,000  to  keep 
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those  buildings  in  condition.  They  lei  them  fall 
apart  and  then  they  come  in  and  tell  us  that  the 
buildings  are  condemned  by  the  Fire  Commissioner. 
And  whose  fault  is  it?  It  is  not  our  fault.  I 
don't  recall  any  member  of  this  Body  ever  refusing 
a  dollar  for  a  worthy  cause — not  one  member — in 
the  six  years  I  have  been  in  this  Council,  and  there 
are  very  few  meetings  I  have  missed, — and  those 
only  on  account  of  sickness  or  when  some  other 
trouble  came  along  that  kept  me  away.  I  think 
we  ought  to  go' slow  on  this.  I  think  this  ought 
to  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  not 
be  heard  today  in  twenty  or  thirty  minutes.  I 
think  the  Executive  Committee  ought  to  hold  a 
public  hearing  on  it  and  let  everybody  in  on  it. 
This  is  too  important  an  item.'  I  think  when 
$2,500,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  is  to  be  spent 
that  every  member  should  be  invited,  or  every 
member  should  be  told  that  they  should  be  present, 
that  a  large  appropriation  is  about  to  be  made 
and  spent  for  a  certain  purpose.  I  am  darn  sure 
if  I  had  received  notice  or  an  invitation  to  attend 
that  meeting  that  I  would  hive  been  there.  The 
chances  are  I  was  in  the  Hall  that  day  and  probably 
left  just  before  the  meeting  was  called.  I  am 
going  to  ask  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  that  the  chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  hold  a  public  hearing  on  this 
appropriation  of  $2,500,000. 

Chairman  KELLY — Do  you  make  that  as  a 
motion,  councilor? 

Coun.  COFFEY— Yes. 

Coun.  HANNON — Talking  on  the  motion,  Mr. 
President.  I  hope  that  this  motion  prevails, 
because,  as  the  gentleman  from  East  Boston  has 
stated  (Coffey),  everybody  here  is  in  favor  of  doing 
something  for  the  inmates  at  Long  Island.  Only 
last  week  I  had  a  poor  mother  that  came  in  here 
whose  young  boy,  about  thirty  years  of  age,  was 
afflicted  with  a  shock  a  matter  of  five  or  six  years 
ago.  We  called  up  Long  Island  and  there  was  no 
room  down  there  for  him,  and  I  was  informed  he 
is  one  of  many  such  cases.  And  they  are  trans- 
ferring them  where  there  is  an  opportunity  for 
them  at  Tewksbury.  So  I  know  something  must 
be  done  at  Long  Island.  And  I  agree  with  the 
councilor  from  East  Boston  (Coffey),  that  every- 
body here  believes,  not  through  politics,  but 
through  honest-to-God  feeling  for  his  fellowman, 
that  something  should  be  done  for  the  inmates  at 
Long  Island.  But,  likewise,  I  agree  with  him 
that  the  question  here  is  not  whether  or  not  we 
want  to  do  something  for  them.  The  question  is: 
How  are  we  going  to  do  it,  and  what  is  the  best 
thing  to  be  done?  We  debated  this  at  great 
length  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  I  at  that  time  expressed 
my  opinion,  and  I  still  adhere  to  it,  that  this 
hospital  belongs  on  the  mainland  if  there  is  any 
place  available  to  build  it,  and  I  believe  there  are 
such  places  available.  I  think  in  all  fairness  to  the 
city,  in  all  fairness  to  the  taxpayers,  in  all  fairness 
to  the  poor  inmates  down  there,  we  should  have  a 
hearing  and  call  in  authorities  and  determine 
whether  or  not  this  hospital  could  not  better  be 
located  on  the  mainland,  and  see  if  we  can't  deter- 
mine some  spot  where  it  might  be  located  where 
these  people  will  be  treated  by  competent  physi- 
cians. I  say  that  without  any  reflection  on  the 
men  who  are  now  down  there.  I  have  great 
respect  for  Doctor  Sacchetti,  but  Doctor  Sacchetti 
can't  treat  everybody  down  there,  and  it  is  a 
known  fact  you  can't  get  competent  physicians  to 
go  down  to  Long  Island.  It  takes  a  whole  day  to 
go  back  and  forth  down  there,  and  you  are  not. 
going  to  get  doctors  to  go  down  and  become 
resident  physicians  in  a  place  like  that.  If  we  want 
to  be  fair  with  these  people  I  think  the  hospital 
might  better  be  located  on  the  mainland.  For  the 
present  anyway,  to  be  fair  with  ourselves,  I  think 
we  should  hold  a  hearing  and  call  in  competent 
authorities  and  try  to  determine  honestly  whether 
or  not  this  hospital  can't  be  built  on  the  main- 
land. In  the  meantime  I  think  every  councilor 
here  would  be  in  favor  of  appropriating  sufficient 
money  to  rebuild  or  reconstruct  the  existing  build- 
ings down  there  in  order  that  these  poor  inmates 
might  be  given  proper  and  livable  conditions. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  just  want  to 
take  a  minute  to  say  that  I  certainly  hope  the 
motion  will  prevail  today.  We  have  heard 
remarks  made  to  the  effect  that  there  is  a  very 
serious  fire  hazard  existing  at  Long  Island.  I,  too, 
am  heartily  in  favor  of  a  public  hearing.  The 
first  trip  that  the  Finance  Committee  made  to 
the  island  was,  as  I  saw  it,  sort  of  secretive, — 
very  few  of  the  councilors  knew  about  it.  I  knew 
nothing  about  the  Committee  on  Finance  meeting 


last  week  until  I  picked  up  a  newspaper  and  read 
of  the  meeting  and  certain  remarks  the  Institu- 
tions Commissioner  made  at  the  meeting.  If  the 
buildings  are  in  such  condition  at  Long  Island, 
let  us  find  out  about  it.  Maybe  $2,500,000  isn't 
enough  to  properly  reconstruct  facilities  at  the 
island.  I  will  vote  for  any  amount  of  monev 
necessary,  whether  it  be  $2,500,000  or  $10,500,000, 
but  I  do  want  to  know  ahead  of  time  whether  we 
,  are  voting  today  for  a  loan  which  perhaps  couldn't 
be  made  use  of  for  two  or  three  years,  whether  we 
need  $10,000,000  or  $2,500,000,  whether  it  is 
better  to  have  the  buildings  here  on  the  mainland, 
or  what.  I  have  been  told  most  of  those  patients 
down  there  want  to  stay  on  Long  Island,  and  yet 
we  are  expected  here  today  to  vote  for  a  loan  of 
$2,500,000  without  having  the  information  that 
each  and  every  councilor  is  entitled  to  have.  I 
certainly  hope  the  matter  is  referred  to  Executive 
today. 

The  question  came  on  referring  the  matter  to 
Executive,  and  it  was  declared  a  vote.  Coun. 
CHASE  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  roll  call. 
The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  was  carried, 
yeas  15,  nays  2:

ELECTION  OF  PRESIDING  OFFICER. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  proceed  with  the 
election  of  a  presiding  officer  for  today's  meeting. 
Coun.  COFFEY — In  introducing  this  order, 
Mr.  President,  I  want  to  state  at  the  outset  that 
I  am  not  passing  any  reflection  on  the  gentleman 
who  has  been  presiding  officer  for  the  seven  months 
just  gone  by.  It  seems  as  though  we  have  a  rule 
here  that  when  a  man  is  elected  President  of  the 
Council  and  he  is  absent  he  has  to  resign  before 
we  can  elect  a  President.  It  seems  now  that  we 
are  so  mixed  up  by  having  the  President  of  the 
City  Council  our  Mayor,  who  hasn't  attended  a 
session  during  the  entire  year,  that  we  have  to 
go  by  a  rule  that  we  have  here  which  states  that 
the  oldest  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
shall  preside.  I  am  introducing  this  order  for  one 
purpose, — to  give  everybody  that  wants  an 
opportunity  from  week  to  week  to  preside.  That 
is  the  only  procedure  we  can  take, — to  introduce 
an  order  from  week  to  week.  Whoever  you 
gentlemen  pick  to  preside  is  immaterial  to  me. 
but  I  am  going  to  introduce  this  order  from  week 
to  week  for  the  rest  of  the  session,  because  I  don't 
imagine  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  come  up  here 
and  preside  over  any  meetings  in  the  future.

Speaking  on  reconsideration.  Mr.  President,  as  I 
l  have  little  to  add.  For  example, 
when  the  gentleman  who  is  presiding  today, 
use  of  the  fact  he  is  the  oldest  member,  left 
the  chair,  he  appointed  you  to  lake  his  place.  If 
the  gentleman  had  business  to  attend  to  outside 
when  he  left  the  chamber  or  left  the  hall,  your 
appointment  would  only  stand  until  the  time  we 
took  a  recess  or  went  into  Executive.  When 
we  came  back  there  would  be  nobody  here  to  pre- 
side, because,  if  my  opinion  is  right,  if  you  take 
the  chair  after  we  take  a  recess  you  would  be 
wrong  in  doing  BO.  As  I  have  said  before.  I  have 
nothing  against  the  gentleman  presiding.  At  the 
present  time  I  am  probably  as  friendly  to  him  as 
anybody  in  this  chamber,  but  I  don't  think  it  is 
proper  to  have  a  rule  here  that  the  oldest  member — 
not  the  oldest  in  length  of  service,  but  oldest  in 
age — shall  preside.  That  is  why-  I  have  asked 
from  week  to  week  to  introduce  an  order.  We 
won't  have  any  quarrel. — just  introduce  the  order, 
and  whoever  gets  the  most  number  of  votes  to 
preside  over  that  meeting  shall  preside  over  that 
meeting.

I  don't  want  to  appear  to  be  con- 
tentious in  this  matter,  but  Rule  3  of  our  rules 
clearly  states  that  in  the  absence  of  the  President 
the  senior  member  by  age  present  shall  preside  as 
temporary  president  or  until  the  presiding  officer 
is  chosen.  Now,  nobody  here  has  found  more 
fault  with  these  rules  than  I  have.  I  agree  per- 
fectly with  everybody  here  that  there  are  all  sorts 
of  loopholes  in  them,  and  I  would  be  the  last  one 
in  the  world  to  oppose  any  honest-to-God  changes 
in  them.  But  we  have  gone  through  now  seven 
months.  We  have  an  election  coming  up  on  us, 
and  for  us  to  suddenly  decide  we  are  going  to 
disregard  that  rule  would  be  interpreted  by  many 
as  a  reflection  upon  the  man  who,  by  Rule  3,  is 
supposed  to  preside  over  this  Body.  I  don't  care 
who  the  man  is — not  that  it  happens  to  be  a  friend 
of  mine — I  don't  care  who  it  might  be,  but  the 
rules  are  there  and  the  only  way  to  get  around 
them  is  to  amend  the  rules,  and  1  think  that  the 
Chair  should  have  referred  this  order  to  Rules 
immediately,  because — look  at  the  position  we  arc 
going  to  be  in  here  if  we  move  reconsideration  and 
if  we  adopt  reconsideration  and  accept  this  order.

If  there  are  a  number  here  who 
want  the  gentleman  who  presided  for  the  past 
seven  months  they  can  put  him  back  in  there. 
There  is  nothing  to  stop  them  in  my  order.  My 
order,  I  thought,  would  be  rotation.  I  think  the 
rule  here  is  the  oldest  membej  should  preside,  and 
I  have  introduced  an  order  in  legal  form  which 
has  no  reflection  on  the  gentleman  who  has  pre- 
sided.

FIRST    AID    STATION,     HIGH     AND     ELM 
STREETS,    CHARLESTOWN. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  confer  with  the  Medical  Director  of  the  former 
Civilian  Defense  Committee  and  with  Dr.  Fred- 
erick J.  Bailey,  Health  Commissioner  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
first  aid  station  in  the  Health  Unit  at  High  and 
Elm  streets,  C'harlestown,  thereby  making  good 
public  use  of  Civilian  Defense  equipment  still 
stored  in  the  Health  Unit  building. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  it  has  come 
to  my  attention  from  one  of  the  public  health 
nurses  that  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  Health 
Unit  at  Charlestown  still  has  stored  within  some 
of  its  rooms  a  lot  of  expensive  equipment  and 
some  supplies  put  there  back  in  1942  when  the 
threat  of  air-raid  bombs  was  rampant.  I  am 
informed,  Mr.  President,  that  there  is  not  only 
available  space,  but  there  are  medical  supplies  of 
every    description,   some  of   which   are  owned   by 
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the  city  and  some  by  the  state  and  some  by  the 
Federal  Government.  We  have  in  Charlestown  a 
waterfront  area  that  has  its  quota  of  accidents 
every  day  in  the  week,  and  there  is  no  place  to 
take  them  nearer  than  the  Massachusetts  General 
or  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  We  have  also  thou- 
sands of  children  who  are  playing  around  the 
streets  because  of  the  summer  vacation  and 
because  of  their  parents'  economic  inability  to 
take  them  away  from  the  city  to  the  seashore 
or  the  country,  and  they  are  always  subject  to 
injury.  I  do  hope  that  the  Mayor  sees  fit  to 
open  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  Health  Unit  and 
stock  it  with  this  equipment  owned  by  the  city, 
or  that  could  be  purchased  from  the  state  or  the 
Federal  Government,  and  put  a  public  health 
nurse  in  charge  of  it.  I  think  it  would  take  a 
good  deal  of  the  burden  off  the  Massachusetts 
General  and  the  City  Hospital,  besides  putting 
an  emergency  station  right  in  the  heart  of  the 
town,  where  they  could  send  those  injured  children 
and  adults  without  going  through  the  traffic  of  the 
city.  I  ask  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of 
the  order. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CONTROL  OF  DOGS  AND  OTHER  ANIMALS. 

Coun  BAYLEY  offered  the  following: 
Dogs  and  Other  Animals  to  be  Controlled  so  as 
not  to  Commit  Nuisances. 

No  person  having  the  right  and  ability  to 
prevent  shall  knowingly  or  carelessly  or  negligently 
permit  any  dog  or  any  other  animal  to  commit 
any  nuisance  on  any  sidewalk  of  any  public  street, 
avenue,  alley,  park,  square,  way  or  place  in  the  City 
of  Boston;  or  on  the  floor  or  wall  of  any  hall  of  any 
building  used  in  common  by  the  tenants  thereof;  or 
the  walls,  stairs  or  the  fences  of  any  premises 
abutting  on  any  public  street,  avenue,  alley,  park, 
square,  way  or  place;  or  upon  the  floor  or  wall  of 
any  building  used  in  common  by  the  public,  includ- 
ing all  public  rooms  or  places  connected  therewith; 
or  the  floor,  wall  or  platform  of  any  station, 
depot,  terminal,  wharf  or  airport  of  any  common 
carrier;  or  upon  the  roof  of  a  building  used  in 
common  by  the  tenants  thereof;  or  upon  the  floor 
or  wall  of  any  room,  stairway,  or  part  used  in 
common  by  the  guests  thereof;  nor  shall  any 
such  person  omit  to  do  any  reasonable  and  proper 
act  or  take  any  reasonable  and  proper  precaution 
to  prevent  any  such  dog  or  other  animal  from 
committing  such  a  nuisance  on  or  upon  any  of  the 
places  herein  specified. 

No  dog  shall  be  permitted  at  any  time  to  be  on 
any  public  street,  avenue,  alley,  park,  square,  way, 
place  or  upon  any  open  unfenced  area  or  lot 
abutting  on  the  same  unless  effectively  restrained 
by  a  chain  or  leash  not  exceeding  six  feet. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — May   I  speak  on  the  order? 

Chairman  KELLY — Certainly. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  have  no  objection  to  it 
being  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances.

Hill  Clean  Streets  Committee.  This  group  has

upon  the  termination  of  their  defense  work. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  briefly,  I 
have  filed  this  order  because,  like  many  of  thl 
councilors  here,  I  agree  that  the  most  pressing 
problem,  or  one  of  the  most  pressing  problems, 
facing  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  the 
problem  of  housing  and,  as  you  will  recall,  when 
these  housing  projects  were  erected  some  of  them 
were  designated  as  defense  projects,  and  in  ordei 
to  receive  a  tenement  there  a  person  had  to  be 
employed  in  a  defense  plant  and  had  to  live  at 
least  within  ten  miles  from  his  work.  The  result 
was  that  many  people  came  down  here  from  Maine, 
New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  and  obtained  work- 
in  Fall  River,  Hingham  and  other  places  and 
received  tenements  or  apartments  in  these  defense 
housing  projects.  Now  we  are  advised  by  the. 
newspapers  that  many  of  these  defense  projects 
are  cutting  down  on  their  help.  There  are  in. in 
people  in  Boston  who  have  been  deprived  of  their 
homes  because  of  the  influx  of  these  people  from 
out  of  town.  Now,  if  these  people  got  in  there 
because  it  was  necessary  to  house  them  there 
because  of  their  work,  I  believe  a  check-up  should 
now  be  made  and  those  who  are  no  longer  employed 
in  defense  projects  should  be  ousted  and  replaced 
by  Boston  citizens  who  have  a  hard  job  finding 
places  in  which  to  live  and  in  which  to  briiiK  up 
their  children.  We  gave  these  people  housing 
while  they  were  on  defense  work.  Now  we  don't 
want  to  become  burdened  with  them  when  they 
lose  their  jobs  and  will  probably  have  to  go  on 
welfare.  I  think  that  some  check-up  should  be 
made  to  determine  whether  the  people  in  lie- 
defense  projects  are  still  employed  on  defense  jobs. 
If  they  are  not  and  if  they  came  here  from  outside 
of  Boston  and  received  their  apartment  because 
of  the  nature  of  their  employment,  I  think  they 
should  be  supplanted  by  Boston  residents  who  are 
unable  to  find  tenements.

This  project  when  completed  is  a  part  of  the 
master  plan  for  Metropolitan  Rapid  Transit  and 
in  no  way  deviates  from  the  final  plan  yet  being 
studied  by  the  Recess  Tr;m-it  I  'ommiBBJOn, 

The  chief  advantage  to  Boston  is  conjunctive 
with  the  construction  of  the  new  airport.  With 
this  tunnel  there  will  be  direct  connection  to  the 
airport  and  for  a  10-cent  fare  an  airplane  passenger 
in  about  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  will  arrive  in 
the  center  of  the  city.  This  is  an  advantage  that 
no  other  airport  in  this  hemisphere  can  boast  of. 

During  construction,  which  will  start  within 
ninety  days  of  the  time  that  the  final  approval  is 
received,  it  is  proposed  to  use,  so  far  as  possible, 
returned  veterans'  labor. 

Before  it  is  possible  to  make  expenditures  for 
the  proper  engineering  service  by  the  Transit 
Commission  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  approval  of 
the  bill  mentioned  above,  because  the  authority 
for  all  expenditures  against  this  project,  including 
engineering,  is  contained  within  the  bill  itself. 

Two  stations  are  contemplated,  one  at  Porter 
street  and  one  at  Day  square. 

The  existing  East  Boston  trolley  tunnel  will  be 
continued  from  the  present  terminus  at  Maverick 
to  the  surface  at  a  run  of  about  1,000  feet,  thence 
along  the  Boston  &  Albany  right  of  way  for  about 
2,500  feet  and  thence  underground  for  about  1,800 
feet  to  its  new  terminus.

TREATMENT  OF  CANCER  PATIENTS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  arrange  for  the  erection  of  a  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  cancer  patients. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  the  last  few 
weeks  we  have  had  many  a  long  discussion  relative 
to  the  necessity  of  the  erection  of  a  hospital  for 
incurables,  and  I  think  that  one  of  the  greatest 
problems  we  are  going  to  face  in  the  next  few 
years  is  the  problem  of  those  in  our  city  who  are 
affected  with  cancer.  Only  the  other  day  I  was 
up  at  the  City  Hospital  once  again.  It  is  the 
same  occurrence  over  and  over  again.  You  see 
there  the  mother  of  a  grown  family  who  is  in  the 
last  stages  of  cancer,  and  they  told  her — or  told 
the  family — last  Monday  that  there  is  no  place 
to  house  her,  no  place  to  keep  her.  They  won't 
take  those  patients  in  rest  homes.  They  won't 
take  them  anywhere  except  at  the  Holy  Ghost 
Hospital,  and  that  is  always  overcrowded,  and  the 
nearest  place  we  can  send  patients  suffering  with 
cancer  is  to  the  Hawthorne  Hospital  in  Fall 
River.  Now,  I  think,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  that 
is  a  matter  that  should  be  the  subject  of  deep 
concern  for  each  and  every  citizen  of  Boston. 
Years  ago,  when  tuberculosis  was  on  the  upgrowth, 
great  amounts  of  money  were  spent  for  establish- 
ing hospitals  for  treatment  and  where  sufferers 
from  tuberculosis  could  be  taken  care  of.  The 
greatest  curse  of  the  medical  field,  we  are  now 
finding,  is  cancer,  and  cancer  is  likewise  growing, 
and  growing  fast.  And  I  think  it  is  a  reflection 
on  this  city,  a  reflection  on  the  hospital  facilities, 
a  reflection  on  every  man  in  public  life,  that  we 
don't  make  some  effort  to  establish  some  place, 
some  hospital,  where  these  sufferers  from  cancer 
can  be  properly  taken  care  of  and  treated.  The 
hospital  in  Fall  River,  I  understand,  was  erected 
with  the  help  of  the  Catholic  Diocese  down  there, 
and  at  the  end  of  a  period  of  thirteen  years  I  was 
astounded  to  learn  that  we  have  sent  over  1,100 
patients  from  the  Boston  City  Hospital  there. 
I  think  this  is  a  problem  that  each  and  every  one 
of  us  might  well  bend  his  mind  to.  and  I  think  in 
promoting  the  future  welfare  of  Boston  we  should 
build  a  hospital  that  will  properly  take  care  of 
cancer  patients  and  be  a  credit  to  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  CHASE— Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  (Hannon)  has 
introduced  a  very  worthwhile  order.  It  was  only 
last  Saturday  that  one  of  my  constituents,  an 
elderly  lady,  called  my  attention  to  the  fact  that 
her  husband  was  confined  in  the  City  Hospital 
and  would  have  to  go  home  because  he-  was  incur- 
able and  they  had  no  room  there,  and  had  to 
make  room  there  for  patient*  that  had  chances  of 
recovery.  This  elderly  man  was  suffering  untold 
agony,  and  his  wife  was  unable  to  provide  proper 
facilities,  and  yet  the  only  place  that  this  person 
can  go  is  back  to  his  home,  where  improper  treat- 
ment naturally  would  be  provided.  It  is  about 
time  the  city  should  recognize  the  situation. 
Something  should  be  done.  I  have  known  over 
a  period  of  eight  years  that  I  have  been  a  member 
of  the  Council  a  number  of  my  constituents  who 
have  been  forced  out  of  hospitals  back  to  their 
city  homes,  only  to  die  in  agony  from  improper 
treatment.  I  think  that  Councilor  Hannon  should 
be  commended  for  this  very  worthwhile  order. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ESTABLISHMENT     OF     NEW     VETERANS' 
ADMINISTRATION    BUILDING. 

Coun.  KEENAN  offered  the  following: 

Resolved.   That  the  City  Councilors  of  Boston 

respectfully  petition  the   Congress  of   the   United 

States  for  such  legislation  or  other  action  as  may 

be  necessary  for  the  establishment  of  a  centrally 


located,    new,    modern    Veterans'    Administration 
Building  in  Boston. 

Coun.  KEENAN— There  has  been  a  great  deal 
of  talk  from  time  to  time  about  taking  the 
Houghton  and  Dutton  building  for  different 
purposes.  Why  not  have  the  City  of  Boston  take 
over  this  building  as  an  annex  to  City  Hall,  and 
move  in  the  departments  that  are  now  paying 
enormous  rent,  such  as  the  Law  Department,  now- 
located  at  11  Beacon  street;  the  Park  Department, 
now  located  at  33  Beacon  street,  the  School 
Department,  now  located  at  15  Beacon  street;  the 
Licensing  Board,  now  located  at  24  Province 
street,  and  the  Finance  Commission,  now  located 
at  24  School  street?  Up  to  the  present  time  the 
renovation  of  the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building 
has  cost  the  City  of  Boston  $395,000,  and  I  under- 
stand that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  going  to  ask  for 
a  further  appropriation  of  $300,000.  The  front 
portion  of  the  City  Hall  on  School  street  is  a 
disgrace  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Some  time  ago  it 
was  suggested  that  the  pigeons  be  driven  away  by 
whistling  at  them,  but  I  suggest  that  we  turn  over 
the  front  portion  of  the  building  to  the  pigeons, 
and  move  the  departments  in  the  building  up  to 
the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building.  1  don't 
think  it  is  fair  to  try  to  pass  off  an  outmoded 
building  to  the  veterans,  when  these  boys  and  girls 
have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  keep  our  promise. 
Who  is  better  entitled  to  a  new  building  than  the 
veterans?  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  fathers  and 
mothers  will  write  to  their  Congressmen  asking 
their  help  in  this.  I  also  want  to  congratulate  the 
Clerk  of  the  Court,  Tom  Dorgan,  and  the  various 
organizations  that  have  got  behind  this  order.

Coun  CARE'i  As  to  that.  I  think  it  might  be 
better  to  break  the  ordinance  down  into  parts,  and 
have  it  more  in  detail  than  to  try  to  cover  so  much 
ground  in  one  ordinance. 

Coun.  COFFEY  Mr.  Chairman.  I  have  sat 
down  and  listened  for  a  change,  and  I  think  lln~.  is 
a  very  poor  ordinance.  To  begin  with,  in  listening 
to  the  arguments  of  those  who  I  suppose  an-  m 
favor  of  it,  it  was  brought  out  here  t hut  the  OPA 
now  has  authority  to  come  in  and  ask  local  police 
to  prosecute.  .So  why  do  we  have  bo  put  such  an 
ordinance  as  this  on  the  books?  For  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Boston  market,  meat 
now  comes  direct  to  hotels,  whereas  before  the 
war  every  piece  of  meat  that  was  bought  by  any 
hotel  was  bought  through  some  stall  down  at 
Faneuil  Hall  Market.  Today  that  meat  doesn't 
go  to  Faneuil  Hall  Market;  it  goes  to  the  hotels. 
And  as  a  result  of  that,  what  happens?  Anybody 
that  can  afford  to  pay  $3.  $4,  $5,  or  $6  for  a  meal 
can  get  anything  they  want,  whereas  the  average 
fellow  with  a  family  of  live  or  six  can  only  have 
meat  for  his  Sunday  dinner,  and  then  has  to  have 
what  he  can  pick  up  for  three  or  four  points  in  a 
delicatessen  to  make  cold  dishes  for  the  rest  of  the 
week.  Right  at  the  present  time  I  am  using 
saccharin  in  my  coffee,  because  I  can't  get  sugar. 
Saccharin  in  coffee  is  lousy,  in  case  you  want  to  try 
it.  As  I  say,  hotels  can  get  it,  and  the  rich  can 
buy  it,  not  only  in  this  country,  but  in  Europe  and 
all  those  countries  that  we  invaded,  and  in  every 
country  taken  over  by  Nazi  control.  The  rich 
didn't  go  hungry.  The  rich  in  New  York,  Detroit, 
or  any  large  city  or  state  in  the  United  States 
didn't  go  hungry.  If  meat  was  short,  and  they 
couldn't  get  it,  all  they  had  to  do  was  move  into  a 
hotel.  Meat  was  plentiful  there.  At  the  average 
banquet  they  always  manage  to  find  1.000  to  1,500 
chickens.  There  have  probably  been  thirty 
banquets  run  in  the  City  of  Boston  this  year. 
There  was  no  shortage  of  fowl  then.  Another 
point,  a  slaughtering  house  in  my  ward  was  having 
difficulty  this  year  for  overcharging  for  fowl.  The 
owner  was  sentenced  to  two  months.  He  is  back 
selling  fowl  again,  and  I  suppose  he  is  overcharging 
again.  So,  it  the  fault  is  with  the  OPA,  don't  put 
it  on  the  Boston  police,  because  I  might  say  this, 
that  eight  out  of  every  ten  men  on  the  Boston 
police  force  get  their  meat  down  at  the  market 
themselves.  They  are  forced  to,  because  the  small 
meat  dealer  can't  get  the  supply  they  can  get  in 
Faneuil  Hall.  I  say  that  this  order  is  going  to 
make  the  situation  worse.  Let  us  not  put  the 
Ordinance  through.  Let  us  refer  it  back  to 
committee  and  get  a  decision  from  the  Law- 
Department,  and  then  I  hope  in  the  long  run  the 
ordinance  will  be  killed.  The  OPA  has  the  powers 
now.  If  they  haven't  the  power  to  prosecute,  let 
them  put  more  people  on  the  pay  roll.  There  are 
a  couple  of  million  on  the  Federal  pay  roll  now. 
and  a  couple  of  thousand  more  won't  raise  the 
taxes  too  much. 

Coun.  SHANNON — The  law  is  already  written 
by  Congress,  and  I  don't  think  that  Congress 
intended  to  delegate  its  authority  to  local  author- 
ities. All  violations  of  OPA  are  prosecuted  and 
convictions  are  made  in  Federal  courts.  I  think 
the  law  is  well  taken  care  of,  and  I  see  no  need  of 
this  ordinance. 

The  question  came  on  referring  back  to  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances.  The  motion  was 
carried.  Coun.  MUCHNICK  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  a  roll  call.  The  roll  was  called  and  the 
motion  to  refer  back  to  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances was  carried,  yeas  11,  nays  5:

Chairman  RUSSO— For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise? 

(',,uii.  COFFEY — We  laid  that  loan  order  for 
$5,000,000  for  the  extension  of  the  East  Boston 
Tunnel  on  the  table  for  one  week.  I  think  that 
we  made  a  mistake  in  so  doing,  and  I  think  that 
t  hat  loan  order  has  got  to  go  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance.  If  it  has  to,  what  is  the  sense  of  holding 
n  u 1 1  an  e\tru  week.'  I  make  a  motion  now  that 
that  order  be  taken  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  if  it  is  taken  1  will  make  a  motion 
that  it  be  sent  to  tile  Committee  on  Finance,  and 
that  a  public  hearing  be  held,  and  we  can  get  all 
our  information  from  our  traffic  engineers  and 
those  from  the  Boston  Elevated,  and  so  forth,  at 
the  same  time. 

Chairman  RUSSO — If  the  Chair  hears  no 
objection,  the  matter  will  be  recalled. 

Coun    MUCHNICK— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  RUSSO — For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — A  point  of  order. 

Chairman  RUSSO — State  your  point  of  order. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  don't  see  how  the 
councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coffey)  can  bring  up 
anything  during  the  time  you  are  calling  Executive 
Committee  reports. 

Chairman  RUSSO — The  Chair  has  allowed  its 
Executive  Committee  report  because  it  was  laid 
on  the  table  in  Executive.  If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  order  will  be  recalled  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  order  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance.

Coun.  TAYLOR,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following:

Coun.  COFFEY — I  am  glad  you  recognized 
me  before  we  accepted  the  committee's  report. 
That  day  in  Executive  the  vote  was  5  to  4,  without 
being  given  an  opportunity  —  the  chairman  just 
adjourned  the  meeting.  I  said  then,  and  I  say 
now,  there  was  not  a  quorum  present,  and  after 
the  vote  was  taken,  which  was  five  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  four  in  the  negative,  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  should  have  called  the  committee's 
functions  off  for  the  rest  of  the  day,  because  of 
lack  of  a  quorum.  I  hope  this  committee's  report 
is  not  accepted,  and  that  it  is  laid  on  the  table 
today  and  called  back  to  Executive  next  week  for 
action. 

Chairman  RUSSO — Will  the  councilor  make  a 
motion  to  that  effect? 

Coun.  COFFEY— Yes. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr  President 

Chairman  RUSSO — There  is  no  debate  on  lay- 
ing on  the  table. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  just  wanted  to  ask  a 
question. 

A  vote  was  taken,  and  the  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  was  carried.  Coun.  MUCHNICK  doubted 
the  vote  and  asked  for  a  roll  call.  The  roll  was 
called,  and  the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  7,  nays  9:

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  move  reconsideration. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. 

Chairman  RUSSO — State  your  point  of  in- 
formation. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  would  like  to  know  what 
that  vote  was. 

Chairman  RUSSO — To  refer  back  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— What  was  the  vote? 

Chairman  RUSSO — Nine  in  the  affirmative  and 
eight  in  the  negative.  The  question  now  comes 
on  Councilor  Bayley's  motion  for  reconsideration. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Speaking  on  reconsideration. 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe  that  we  have  before  us 
now  the  question  of  acting  on  and  accepting  a 
legislative  act  to  be  passed  by  the  City  of  Boston 
whereby  we  will  be  given  the  necessary  power  to 
appropriate  money.  We  are  not  hereby  appro- 
priating money  by  this  order,  and  I  can't  see  any 
objection  to  accepting  the  legislative  act,  and  if 
we  wish  to  decide  it  on  its  merits  later  on,  an 
executive  order  will  come  up,  and  we  can  act  on 
that.  I  can't  see  any  reason  why  we  cannot  accept 
that  and  appropriate  money  for  this  purpose. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  hope  the  Council  will 
reconsider  this  matter,  because  I  can't  understand 
why  the  members  of  this  Council  will  want  to  turn 
down  this  particular  order  when  it  comes  before 
this  Body.  As  I  and  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance  were  informed,  we  have  an  opportunity 
now  to  enter  into  a  lease  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  a  period  of  five  years  or  more — I  am  not 
sure  of  the  term — and  the  Federal  Government  is 
going  to  carry  on  with  us  a  program  particularly 
pertaining  to  the  veterans  of  this  city.  It  will  be 
an  opportunity  for  the  Federal  Government  to 
put  2,100  men  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  work  in 
this  building.  We,  as  members  of  the  City 
Council,  should  remember  that  it  is  our  desire  and 
duty  at  this  time,  with  veterans  returning  and 
seeking  positions,  that  they  will  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  work  in  this  particular  building. 
It  would  be  a  great  thing  for  the  City  of  Boston 
to  have  that  many  more  employees  in  this  particu- 
lar area.  I  can't  see  for  the  life  of  me  why  there 
is  one  sensible  or  sound  objection  to  the  passage 
of  this  order  in  its  final  state.  It  is  going  to  bring 
more  employment,  it  is  going  to  renovate  the 
entire  building,  and  give  an  opportunity  to  the 
City  of  Boston  of  making  a  good  thing  on  this 
building.  As  I  understand  from  the  one  in  charge 
of  real  estate,  it  is  going  to  be  a  remunerative 
benefit  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
don't  know — and  I  would  like  to  hear  from  the 
members  of  this  Body  on  it — why  there  should  be 
any  objection  to  this  order.  As  far  as  I  have 
learned  today,  it  will  be  a  benefit  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  not  only  financially,  but  also  to  the  people 
who  live  in  the  city. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  suppose  it  is  like 
everything  else,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  councilors 
don't  find  the  thing  out  until  after  the  order  has 
been  passed.  The  councilor  stated  that  the 
Committee  on  Finance  was  informed  relative  to  a 
Government  lease  of  five  years.  I  think  I  attended 
all  the  meetings,  and  if  my  memory  serves  me 
correctly  that  agreement  was  drawn  up  and  they 
couldn't  reach  an  agreement,  and  thev  were  asking 
at  that  time  for  $300,000,  and  to  date,  at  least, 
I  have  not  been  informed  just  what  this  $100,000 
that  has  been  rejected  earlier  this  afternoon  was 
intended  to  be  spent  for.  There  is  no  order  now 
pending  before  us  for  a  loan  order,  so  I  don't  see 
why  there  is  any  quick  action  called  for  for  the 
acceptance  of  this  act  passed  by  the  Legislature. 
So  I  hope  that  reconsideration  does  not  prevail 
and  that  the  order  will  go  back  to  Executive,  and 
we  will  have  Mr.  Lally  up  before  us. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  will  be  very  brief,  but  I  hope 
that  reconsideration  will  not  prevail  either.  I  was 
interested  in  what  Councilor  Taylor  had  to  say 
regarding  the  five-year  lease  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment of  this  building.  Does  that  mean,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  the  taxpayers  of  this  city,  for  five 
more  years,  are  to  be  expected  to  let  that  monu- 


ment there  go  tax  free?  Mr.  Chairman,  we  have 
appropriated  money — or,  rather,  the  City  Council 
has;  I  have  not  voted  to — but  the  City  Councilors 
appropriated  money  before  to  make  repairs  to 
that  building.  There  is  approximately  $400,000 
that  has  been  spent  up  to  date.  There  was  no 
need  of  any  legislative  act  to  make  that  appropria- 
tion. If  $100,000  is  necessary  to  make  repairs  up 
there,  that  money  can  be  found  in  some  other 
department  of  the  city  from  which  it  can  be 
transferred.  I,  for  one,  am  not  going  to  have 
next  year  and  the  year  after  and  years  to  come — 
and  I  hope  to  be  here — poor,  struggling  taxpayers  in 
my  district,  many  of  them  with  just  remnants 
of  that  home  left  for  them  to  stay  in,  coming  to 
me  and  asking  for  assistance  regarding  their 
taxes, — taxes  that  they  must  pay  or  lose  that 
home, — while  that  building  there  goes  tax  free. 
As  I  have  said  on  more  than  one  occasion,  the 
City  of  Boston  has  no  right  to  be  in  the  real  estate 
business.  And  that  is  just  what  exists  while  the 
city  holds  on  to  that  building  without  making  any 
attempt  to  sell  it.  I  have  a  great  deal  of  respect 
for  Mr.  Lally,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Real  Estate 
Division,  but  I  have  never  yet  been  informed  of 
one  effort  that  the  city  has  made  to  sell  that 
building.  That  building  is  going  tax  free.  How- 
many  buildings  in  your  ward,  Mr.  Chairman, 
owned  by  private  individuals,  are  going  tax  free? 
Not  one.  And  still  the  members  of  this  Council 
have  the  gall  to  vote  to  spend  more  money  in  that 
building,  while  no  effort  is  made  to  get  rid  of  it. 
And  I  regret  that  the  same  old  shilleleh  is  being 
held  over  the  heads  of  the  members  of  this  Council 
in  an  effort  to  get  favorable  action  on  that  vote, 
when  the  mention  of  veterans  is  made.  I  want  to 
do  everything  possible  for  the  veterans.  At  best, 
reconstruction  of  the  building  further  will  provide 
for  temporary  employment  of  the  very  shortest 
nature.  But  I  wonder,  day  in  and  day  out, 
when  I  hear  so  much  said  by  certain  ones  in  public 
office  in  the  interest  of  the  veterans,  what  chance 
that  veteran  would  have  if  he  were  competing 
with  some  of  these  men  in  public  office  for  certain 
positions.  What  effort  then  would  that  man  in 
public  office  put  forth  to  make  sure  the  veteran 
got  that  particular  job  and  he  didn't  get  it?  I 
want  to  do  everything  I  can  for  the  veterans. 
Some  of  those  veterans  have  been  out  there,  not 
for  a  month  or  two  months  or  a  year,  but  for 
three  and  four  and  five  years.  Yes,  they  deserve 
everything  they  can  get,  but  the  veteran  will  never 
accept  that  building  as  a  monument  to  the  veterans. 
It  was  only  the  other  day  that  I  read  in  the  news- 
paper of  a  meeting  of  a  certain  group  of  veterans, 
wherein  they  decided  they  wanted  their  own  build- 
ing. They  want  a  new  building  that  will  be  a 
monument  to  them.  So  nobody  can  convince  me 
that  I  should  vote  for  this  with  any  pretense  that 
the  building  is  to  be  used  by  the  veterans.  You 
would  have  to  spend  another  million  dollars  to 
make  that  building  worthy  of  presenting  to  the 
veterans.  And,  as  I  said  a  moment  ago,  as  far  as 
furnishing  employment  to  veterans  in  that  build- 
ing, the  number  would  be  so  few  and  the  time  of 
their  employment  would  be  so  limited,  that  that 
thought  should  be  discredited  immediately.  In 
the  meantime,  this  Council  has  appropriated  money 
before  without  any  legislative  authority,  and  it 
can  do  it  again  this  year  if  the  need  is  found. 
And  the  other  consideration  is  that  I  am  not  going 
to  put  more  money  into  that  tax-free  building 
while  the  struggling  taxpayers  of  my  district  have 
to  pay  their  taxes  or  lose  their  homes. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I 
have  a  strong  opposition  normally  to  the  Govern- 
ment going  into  private  business  or  competing 
with  private  business,  but  the  ow-nership  of  the 
Houghton  and  Dutton  building  by  the  city  pre- 
cipitates ultimate  competition  with  private  enter- 
prise, and  consequently  any  moral  objections  that 
the  city  is  going  into  business  cannot  stand  up, 
from  the  fact,  that  the  city  can't  help  owning  the 
building  and  has  to  be  in  the  business.  As  far  as 
it  being  tax-free,  I  don't  think  that  is  any  argu- 
ment. It  wouldn't  make  any  difference  if  we  did 
tax  it.  City  Hall  is  tax-free,  and  every  public 
building  in  the  city  is  tax-free.  We  are  necessarily 
in  the  business  of  owning  the  Houghton  and 
Dutton  building,  and  might  just  as  well  make 
it  a  going,  profitable  business.  I  don't  think 
there  is  anyone  here  whose  memory  cannot  go 
back  to  when  it  was  a  derelict  and  dilapidated 
structure,  haunting  that  section  of  the  city,  and 
serving  merely  as  a  tribute  and  a  monument  to 
the  far-sightedness  of  those  in  public  life.  Today 
the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building  is  providing  a

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I    have    discussed    with 
Doctor  Wilinsky,   Director  of   Health  Units,  and 
former  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Boston  Com 
mittee  on  Public  Safety,  your  order  of  the  City 
( 'ouncil  with  relation  to  the  possible  establishment, 
of  a  First  Aid  Station  in  the  Health  Unit  in  Charles- 
town. 

It  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past  to  render 
such  minimal  first  aid  by  one  of  the  nurses  stationed 
in  the  Unit,  consistent  with  her  ability  and  the 
equipment  at  her  disposal.  A  complete  program 
of  first  aid,  involving  the  suturing  of  wounds, 
setting  of  dislocations  and  fractures  require  the 
service  of  a  qualified  physician,  who  would  be 
obliged  to  be  in  the  Unit  all  day.  The  medical 
inspector  in  charge  of  the  Unit  has  scheduled  time 
in  the  building,  when  he  vaccinates,  immunizes, 
participates  in  the  well-child  conference,  and  so 
forth.  His  additional  duties  require  attendance 
in  the  parochial  schools,  visits  to  the  home  for 
communicable  diseases,  day  nurseries,  and  so  forth. 
He  would  not,  therefore,  he  available  in  the  Unit 
in  an  all-day  capacity. 

It  is  possible  for  us  to  continue  the  practice  of 
rendering  such  first  aid  that  is  within  our  disposal, 
sending  to  the  office  of  the   physician,   or  to   the 
nearest    hospital,    such    individuals   suffering   from 
injuries  requiring  more  detailed  medical  attention.

TION   PLAN,    VAN    DRIVERS.

Gentlemen, — Relative  to  your  request  for  a 
report  under  the  provisions  of  section  51  of  chap- 
ter 35  of  the  General  Laws,  concerning  proposed 
amendment  to  the  County  Classification  Plan 
affecting  the  range  of  compensation  of  van  drivers, 
submitted  to  me  by  the  City  Clerk  in  a  communica- 
tion dated  July  31,  1945,  I  respectfully  submit  the 
following. 

On  June  11,  1945,  as  a  result  of  a  request  by 
the  Chief  Justice  and  the  Associate  Justices  of  the 
Municipal  Court,  a  proposal  was  submitted  by  the 
Budget  Commissioner  to  amend  the  Compensation 
and  Classification  Plan  for  the  Officers  and  Em- 
ployees of  Suffolk  County  to  increase  the  maximum 
of  the  range  of  compensation  in  the  class  entitled, 
"Van  Driver"  from  SI, 800  to  $2,000. 

This  was  done  after  a  careful  study  by  the 
Budget  Commissioner  to  avoid  dislocation  of  other 
compensation  schedules.  The  investigation  dis- 
closed that  the  County  Classification  Plan  provides 
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for  step-rate  increases  for  "Officers"  from  a 
minimum  of  $1,600  to  a  maximum  of  $2,200 
The  duties  of  an  officer  are  not  comparable  to 
those  of  a  van  driver.  An  officer  has  the  respon- 
sibility of  having  custody  of  the  prisoners,  while  a 
van  driver  merely  drives  a  van,  and  must  have  an 
officer  accompany  the  van  to  retain  custody  of  the 
prisoners. 

'The  proposed  amendment   would  place  the    Pan 
drivers  on  a  par  with  officeis,  and  in  excess  of  the 
salaries  received  .by  chauffeurs  in  the  city  employ.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON 
ORDINANi'KS 

Coun.  HANNON,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Ordinances,  to  whom  was 
referred  on  July  23  the  ordinance  pertaining  to 
vacations  and  sick  leave  for  employees  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  exclusive  of  the  uniformed  forces  of  the 
Fire  and  Police  Departments,  having  considered 
the  same,  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  ordi- 
nance as  submitted,  with  the  following  amendment : 

In  Section  2,  Rule  1,  Paragraph  3,  line  1,  substi- 
tute the  word  "shall"  for  the  word  "may",  so  as 
to  read  "Appointing  Officers  shall  grant  for  more 
than  ten  years,  service,"  etc 

The  committee  also  recommends  the  passage  of 
the  accompanying  ordinance  pertaining  to  the 
uniformed  forces  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments relative  to  vacations. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Vacation  Leave  for  the 
Uniformed  Forces  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
Police  Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  On  and  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance,  the  following  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  vacation  leave  shall  apply  to  the 
uniformed  forces  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
Police  Department. 

Rule  1.  Appointing  officers  shall  grant  to 
permanent  uniformed  employees  of  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Police  Department  of  tie- 
City  of  Boston  and  temporary  employees  who  have 
Completed  six  months  of  continuous  service, 
vacation  with  pay,  not  to  exceed  the  following: 

For  less  than  one  year's  service,  vacation  allow- 
ance of  one  day  for  each  month  of  service.  For 
more  than  one  year's  service  and  less  than  ten 
years'   service,    vacation   allowance   of   two   weeks. 

Appointing  officers  may  grant  for  more  than  ten 
years'  service,  but  less  than  twenty  years'  service. 
vacation   allowance  of   three   weeks:    for  more   than 

twenty  years'  service,  vacation  allowance  of  four 
vv  eeks 

Rule  2.  The  assignment  of  vacation  periods 
shall  be  arranged  by  the  appointing  officers  for 
Mich  time  or  times  as  best  serve  the-  public  interest. 
Vacation  allowances  may  not  be  accumulated  from 
one  vacation  year  to  another  without  authorization 
of  the  Mayor. 

Rule  3.  Employ  cms  whose  services  have  been 
terminated    through    resignation,    retirement,    or 

dismissal  prior  to  receiving  vacation  in  the  current 
year,  may  lie  granted  salary  in  lieu  of  any  vacation 
not  received.     Employees  reinstated  or  on  leave  of 


absence  without  pay  may  be  credited  with  their 
vacation  status  at  the  termination  of  their  previous 
service  and  allowed  such  proportion  of  their 
vacation  under  Rule  1  as  their  actual  service  bears 
to  full  time  for  the  same  vacation  year,  except  that 
employees  in  military  service  are  to  be  allowed  full 
vacation  credit. 

Rule  4.  The  departments  shall  keep  a  register 
showing  records  of  vacations,  both  accrued  and 
granted,  and  records  of  attendance,  for  each 
employee  in  such  form  as  directed  by  the  budget 
department.  The  information  on  such  register 
shall  be  transmitted  to  said  budget  department 
upon  request.

Coun.  KINSELLA  Mr.  Chairman,  a  point  of 
information. 

Chairman  RUSSO — State  your  point,  of  informa- 
tion. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Do  I  understand,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  the  amendment  grants  the  same 
privileges  of  vacation  on  a  graduated  scale  as  in 
the  original  draft  in  (he  Mayor's  office? 

Chairman  RUSSO  Councilor  Harmon  may 
answer  that 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman,  the  proper 
answer  to  that,  without  being  evasive,  is  Yes  and 
No.  In  the  original  ordinance  as  submitted  to  us 
by  the  Mayor,  every  employee  after  twenty  years' 
service  was  granted  four  weeks'  vacation,  and  the 
reason  that  the  police  and  firemen  were  excluded 
from  this  original  ordinance  was  that  there  was 
a  >me  question  as  to  whether  or  not  it  was  practical 
at  this  time  to  grant  them  the  four  weeks'  vacation. 
Coupled  with  this  was  a  legal  question  as  to  whether 
or  not  any  ordinance  we  might  pass  here  would 
have  any  effect  whatsoever  on  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, inasmuch  as  the  executive  officer  of  that 
department  is  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  does 
not  come  directly  under  the  city  or  the  city  fathers. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman  RUSSO — For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  KINSELLA — To  ask  the  councilor  if  he 
would  yield  for  a  question. 

Chairman  RUSSO — Will  the  councilor  yield  for 
a  question? 

Coun.  HANNON — I  will  be  only  too  happy  to 
yield. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Councilor  Hannon,  because 
the  head  of  the  department  is  an  appointee  of  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth — and  I  more  or 
less  make  this  as  a  statement —  it  didn't  militate 
against  our  passing  the  increase  for  this  depart- 
ment, which  we  considered  legally  valid.  Now, 
how  does  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  feel  about  that  phase  of  it? 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman,  that  is  just 
why  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances 
is  bringing  in  this  ordinance.  The  only  reason  for 
bringing  this  in  as  a  separate  ordinance  is  that  if 
there  is  any  legal  entanglement  which  would  deviate 
against  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance  then  I 
would  rather  it  militate  against  a  small  group  of 
uniformed  forces  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Department 
than  throw  out  the  whole  advantage.  That  is  why 
we  made  two  separate  ordinances.  And  we  feel, 
likewise,  that  since  this  matter  has  been  presented 
to  us,  I  know,  on  behalf  of  the  twenty-two  coun- 
cilors here,  each  and  every  one  of  us  is  in  favor  of 
all  city  employees  getting  more  vacation  time.  I 
think  we  are  unanimous  in  that  opinion.  This  has 
been  handed  to  us  and  we  can't  very  well  say  we 
don't  favor  it,  which  we  would  be  doing  if  we 
didn't  bring  in  such  an  ordinance.  But,  in  order 
that  there  would  be  no  legal  entanglements,  the 
committee  felt  we  should  submit  it  as  two  separate 
ordinances.  The  only  change,  as  compared  with 
the  original  ordinance,  is  there  is  nothing  in  then 
relative  to  sick  leave.  We  left  that  out  because 
the  Fire  Department  doesn't  definitely  yvant  the 
sick  leave,  I  have  a  letter  to  that  effect.  And 
it  is  a  question  whether  the  Police  Department 
does.  If  later  on  the  Police  Department  should 
want  to  come  in  under  sick  leave  regulations  then 
I  feel  we  can  bring  in  a  further  amendment.  But 
I  wouldn't  want  to  become  enmeshed  today  in  any 
entanglement  which  would  throw  out  tin'  whole 
advantage

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman,  one  of  the 
unfortunate  positions,  I  suppose,  of  being  chair- 
man of  the  committee  is  that  yOO  have  the  job 
of  backing  up  the  report  of  the  committee.  Not 
always  does  the  chairman  agree  with  every 
particulai  item  or  all  the  action  that  is  taken 
by  the  committee.  Yet,  in  fairness  In  thai 
committee,  and  as  chairman  of  I  he  committee, 
it    is    up    to    me    to    stand    back    of   and    explain    the 

committee's  report.  Now  there  were  many 
amendments  suggested  to  us,  one  of  them  having 
more  merit  than  the  others.  The  only  amend- 
ment which  the  committee  saw  fit  to  adopt  was 
that  amendment  which  took  away  from  the 
department  head  the  prerogative  of  determining 
whether  or  not  a  person  should  get  three  or  four 
weeks'  vacation.  These  other  amendments,  to 
the  majority  of  the  committee,  seemed  trivial, 
but.  while  I  have  the  greatest  admiration  for  the 
motive-  which  prompt  my  brother,  the  counciloi 
from  Ward  '.I  ID.  F.  Sullivan),  to  suggest  this 
amendment,  at  the,  same  time  lei  us  be  practical 
about  this  thing.  This  isn't  our  baby.  This 
is  the  recommendation  of  the  Mayor.  We  have 
got  something  before  us  here  that  city  employees 
I'm  a  number  of  years  have  looked  for,  have 
worked  I'm  and  have  asked  for,  and  now,  when 
we  get  it  before  us,  it  is  very  easy  to  say  thai 
you  and  I  might  want  this  or  might  want  that. 
Sure  we  rlo!  No  twenty-two  of  us  would  agree 
on  each  and  every  set  of  rules  and  regulations. 
Hut  yet  what  we  want  to  do — and  I  think  1 
speak  foi  the  majority — is  to  get  this  thing  started. 
If  we  start  picking  loopholes  here  and  there  we 
could  go  on  foreve)  and  do  that.  But  why  not 
be  practical  about  it?  Let.  the  thing  be  adopted; 
let  it  go  through,  and  then  if  there  are  faults  to 
be  found  with  it  let  us  amend  it  then.  We  are 
not  getting  anywhere  amending  it  here  and  now. 
We  worked  for  years  to  try  to  get  four  weeks' 
vacation,  to  try  to  get  fifteen  days'  sick  leave 
Now  we  are  getting  it,  we  have  had  it  offered 
to  us.  and  what  are  we  to  do — kick  it   around   up 

here?      Same  of  us  have  1 n  in  politics  for  years, 

and  yet  this  is  the  first  time  we  have  this  in  our 
hands,  and  I  hope  we  won't  be  foolish  enough  to 
destroy  it  by  nibbling  away  at  Ibis  and  thai 
in  ile  amendment,  of  course  we  can  amend 
it.  Each  and  every  one  of  us  can  amend  il, 
but  are  we  going  to  maki  our  little  objection 
paramount  to  the  good  that  this  whole  thing 
is  going  to  do?  Are  we  going  to  undermine  ii 
b\  going  in  here  and  there  ami  saying,  "This  can 
be  improved,"  or  "That  can  be  improved?" 
Certainly  improvements  can  be  made,  and  cer- 
tainly improvements  will  be  made,  but  the  .Mayor 
has  sent  this  to  us.  He  took  the  bull  by  the 
horns.  And  I  know  how  many  years  this  thing 
has  been  kicked  around  and  tossed  around;  and 
I  know,  too,  that  many  well-meaning  individuals 
will  try  now  to  tack  on  amendments  here  and 
there.  Your  committee  tried  to  do  a  good  job 
We  tried  to  be  honest;  we  tried  to  be  fair,  and 
we  tried  to  be  impartial.  And  now  let  us  not 
go  overboard  up  here.  Each  and  every  one  of 
us  favors  the  employee  over  the  employer.  There 
is  no  doubt,  about  that  Bui  al  the  same  time 
let.  us  be  rational;  let  us  be  reasonable.  The 
employer  has  some  rights,  too.  We  have  given 
the  employee  the  main  thing  that  was  asked  of 
us,  and  that  was  this:  That  we  guarantee  in  this 
ordinance  that,  regardless  of  whims  or  fancy 
or  likes  or  dislikes,  each  and  eyerj  employee  in 
i  he  city  will  get  his  proper  vacation.-  There 
were  other  amendments  suggested.  One  of 
them,  for  instance,  was  to  say  that  if  a.  person 
died  before  he  had  used  up  his  sick  leave  it  would 
be   paid   for.      Another   one    was    that    if   a.    person 

died  before  he  had  taken  his  vacation  Ills  widow- 
would  be  paid  for  it.

It  doesn't  Bay  that  the  head  of  i  in-  department 
must  do  it.  It  says  that  he  may  do  it.  And, 
like  my  brother  from  Ward  '.I  (D.  F.  Sullivan), 
I,  too,  have  had  occasions  when  I  had  lo  call 
department  heads  because  I  felt    thai    this  m    that 

person  was  being  unjustly  deprived  of  his  or  her 

pay.  Hut  that  doesn't  happen  very  often,  ami 
department  heads  give  them  their  due.  I  suppose 
they  have  to  have  some  club  over  the  heads  of  a 

few  employees.  Then-  is  no  sense  in  kidding 
ourselves  in  the  City  of  Boston,  with  ove!  211, nun 
employees  There  is  no  doubt  about  it;  some 
department    heads    impose    on    some    employees. 

But,  by   the  same  token,  there  are  some  employees 

who   impose   on    department    heads.     This   gives 

a  person  ten  days'  leeway.  Firsl,  before  even 
that  small  token  can  be  asked,  it  gives  them  five 
consecutive  sick  days.  And  I  agree  with  my 
brother  that  many  times  you  might  lie  sick  lor 
over  five  days  and  not  call  a  doctor.  That  i^ 
true.  At  the  same  time  I  feel  that  if  there  are 
eases  of  injustice,  where  some  department  head 
is  taking  advantage  of  this  phrase,  those  matters 
can  generally  be  adjusted.  There  will  always  be 
politicians;  there  will  always  be  ways  and  means 
of  getting  around  those  trivialities  or  those  abuses 
of  power  which  are  bound  to  come,  both  from 
employer  and  employee.  The  main  thing  though 
is  this:  After  years  of  striving  and  crying  we  have 
had  something  concrete  submitted  lo  us  We 
have  an  ordinance  here  which  giants  US  four 
weeks'  vacation,  which  grants  us  sick  leave,  and 
i  say  our  main  objective  should  be  to  adopt  it. 
The  Mayor  has  submitted  il  to  us  in  a  certain 
form.  I  have  taken  up  with  him  the  matter  of 
the  change  of  "may"  to  "shall";  he  has  agreed 
with  that.  Other  changes  I  feel,  in  all  sincerity  . 
in  all  honesty,  should  be  east  aside,  and  later 
on  if  we  can  show  thai  this  is  not  working  properly 
we  can  then  come  in  here  and  make  a  proper 
amendment  to  it.  So  I  hope,  Mr.  Chairman,  all 
amendments  will  be  defeated  and  that  this  matter 
will  go  along. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  amend. 
A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  was  lost.  Coun. 
D.  F.  SULLIVAN  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  a  roll  call.  The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion 
was  lost,  yeas  3,  nays  14;

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN — I  move  reconsidera- 
tion. Gentlemen,  this  here  was  a  just  request, 
and  if  you  are  going  to  be  consistent — you  have 
Stricken  out  the  word  'may"  and  inserted  the  word 
'shall,"  which  is  the  right  thing  to  do — if  you  are 
going  lo  be  consistent,  your  minds  were  changed 
due  to  the  hearing  lief  ore  the  Ordinance  Com  mil  tee; 
your  minds  were  changed  due  to  department  heads, 
that  they  may  have  the  privilege  of  saying  "may" 

to  certain  employees,  that  they  "may"  have  thai 
three  or  four  weeks'  vacation.  You  were  per- 
mitted then  to  strike  out  the  word  "may"  and 
insert  the  word  "shall."  Yet  I  say  we  have  this 
ordinance  here  now,  and  now  is  the  time  to  rectify 
it;  not.  wait  until  several  of  the  city  employees 
are  penalized  by  department  heads.  They  have 
enough  powers  as  it  is  now,  and  I  can't  see  why  we 
should  let  them  have  any  more.  In  this  section 
that  I  am  asking  to  be  striken  out  it  is  the  same  as 
the  word  "may  '  on  the  vacations.  This  here  only 
requires  that  when  a  person  is  out  sick  he  may,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  department  head,  be  requested 
lo  furnish  a  doctor's  certificate.  And  there  it  is 
again.  It  is  only  a  favoritism,  going  back  to 
favoritism  on  vacations.  This  would  permit  us  lo 
change  the  word  "may"  to  "shall"  lo  make  il 
mandatory.  Yes,  il  is  going  to  lie  abused  by  a 
few,  but  why  penalize  all,  the  majority  of  your 
city  employees,  by  leaving  such  a  thing  as  this  in 
there  when  now  is  the  lime,  when  we  have  it  before 
US  here'.'  I  asked  for  this  here  three  years  ago  and 
four  years  ago  in  this  same  form.  When  we  had 
our  War  Man  Power  Commission  here  in  the  city,  I 
asked  for  this  in  an  order  lo  give  the  city  employees 
the  same  benefits  thai  were  derived  through  the 
state  employees.  And  here  it  is  now  before  us. 
Now     is    the    time    lo    rectify     these    things.      The 

chairman  of  the  Ordinance  Committee  has  had  the 
same  condition  in  calling  department  heads,  where 

employees      were     asked      lo      purchase      a      doctor's 
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ficate.     Be  is  one  case,  and  I  am  another,  and 
I  think  that  is  suffieienl  reason  fur  all  you  other 
members  to  go  along  in  striking  those  words  out  of 
Rule  4.     li  i-  -till  Leaving  to  the  department  bead 
Uie  practice  of  favoritism  amongst  the  employees 
of  his  department.     One  employee  might  be  a  very 
faithful  worker  but  not  get  along  with  lu>  dep 
mi-Hi  head,  and  if  be  is  out  a  da)  or  two  on 
leave  he  is  requested  to  produce  a  doctor's  certifi 
1  know  the  Ordinance  Committee  have  done 
u  fine  job  in  holding  the  bearing  on  this  particular 
order,  but  the  order  has   to  come  bach   here  for 
amendment   or    rejection    oi  as    it    was 

Hied  to  ns,  and  the  committee  iiself  lias  made 
on.-  amendment.  1  don't  Bee  any  barm  in  noun; 
along  with  this  other  amendment,  and  I  hope  that 
reconsideration  will  prevail. 

.n.  SCANNELL — Speaking  on  reconsidera- 
tion, li  seems  to  me  that  we  have  something  here 
that  will  give  the  city  employees  a  vacation  and 
sick  leave,  and  I  agree  with  my  brother,  the 
councilor  from  Ward  13  (Hannon),  that  we  should 
not    be   going   around    looking    for    amendments. 

Also   1   am  wondering  who  is  going   to  find   

when  a  man  has  been  out  a  few  days,  who  is  the 
department  head  that  is  going  to  sa)  that  he 
wasn't  siek  or  that  he  was  sick.  We  have  condi- 
tions in  the  city  departments  where  men  will  sta.s 
out.  and  there  are  men  that  are  faithful  employees 
who  are  working  day  in  and  das  out.      But,  for  one 

on  or  another,  men  will  stay   out  and  will  take 
it  out  on  the  other  men  who  have  to  do  their  da]  - 

work  for  them.  We  have  to  find  OUt  whether  a 
doctor  shall  say  a  man  is  siek  or  is  not  siek.  and 
1  don't  see  any  harm  in  this  ordinance,  and  I  think 
bould  leave  it  as  is.  As  the  councilor  from 
Ward  13  (Harmon)  has  well  said,  it  is  our  bab.\ 
now.  and  let  us  get  rid  of  it  and  pass  it. 

,i,  CAREY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  that 
the  committee  is  to  be  congratulated  for  the  was 
the)  have  gone  into  this  ordinance  at  meat  length 
and  for  the  report  brought  baek  here  tot 
.Nevertheless,  reports  are  brought  baek  hen-  foi 
discussion  pro  and  con,  and  there  is  no  harm  in 
amending  a  committee  report  when  it  is  brought 
back  here.  I  don't  like  to  make  this  statement, 
but,  in  fairness  to  the  employees  themselves,  who 
I  think  must  be  protected,  we  know  it  isn't  an 
unusual  thing  for  the  department  head  to  take 
more  than  fifteen  or  twenty  or  thirty  days  off  at  a 
time.  I  remember,  as  a  member  of  this  Council, 
at  meetings  here,  where  I  have  heard  certain 
department  heads  condemned  at  great  length 
because  they  couldn't  be  found  for  days  at  a  time 
and  couldn't  explain  their  absences.  What  are  we 
to  do?  Make  a  dictator  out  of  the  department 
head?  I  think  the  vers  words  of  the  chairman 
of  the  committee,  for  whom  I  have  the  utmost 
respect,  tend  to  belittle  any  argument  that  no 
amendment  should  be  made  such  as  is  proposed 
by  Councilor  Sullivan.  And  he  says  lie,  too,  has 
had  at  different  times  to  go  to  department  heads 
and  fight  the  battle  of  the  employee.  Personalis  . 
I  think  that  the  words  of  the  councilor  are  sufficient 
for  this  Bod)  to  move  whether  the  heads  of  the 
departments  have  that  power  which  will  compel 
the  employee  to  go  to  a  doctor.  After  all,  the 
employee's  sick  leave  is  limited  to  fifteen  days 
under  this  ordinance.  I  don't  think  we  are  going 
to  find  any  great  abuse  of  it.  I  feel  that  we  will 
find  just  as  much  abuse  of  that  provision  on  the 
part  of  certain  department  heads  as  we  will  amongst 
the  employees.  And.  as  has  been  well  said  here, 
whs  penalize  the  multitude  because  of  the  few? 
If,  as  time  goes  on,  we  find  certain  employees  of 
the  city  who  want  to  take  advantage  of  the  depart- 
ment head  on  this  sick  leave,  then  let  us  get  rid  of 
them.  Mr.  Chairman,  that  is  something  to  be 
done  right  here,  to  bring  about  a  regulation  to 
force  their  discharge  from  the  city  service.  I 
don't  want  city  employees  that  will  take  advantage 
of  the  sick  leave,  but  at  the  same  time  I  don't 
think  it  is  quite  right  for  us  to  embarrass  the 
employee.  I  don't  believe  as  a  general  practice 
any  private  concern  wants  to  force  an  employee 
who  lias  been  out  for  fifteen  days  to  furnish  a 
doctor's  certificate.  I  think  the  suggestion  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  9  (D.  F.  Sullivan)  is  a  fair 
one,  and  I  don't  believe  we  should  make  dictators 
out  of  certain  department  heads.  If  we  are  to  do 
this,  let  us  do  it  right.  I  hope  reconsideration 
will  prevail. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  Chairman,  I  think 
Councilor  Hannon  might  be  the  last  one  to  say 
that  the  old  legislative  trick  of  amending  an  order 
to  death  is  being  applied  here.      I  have  to  lepeat 

the  statement  made  by  Couuciloi  Carey  as  to  the 


gieat  benefits  and  privileges  that  accrue  to  de- 
partment heads.  I  know,  myself,  Mr,  Chairman, 
that  1  have  called  upon  certain  of  them  repeatedly, 

day  in  and  day  out ,  for  as  long  as  a  week  or  a  week 
and   a    half  at    a    time,   and    I    have   not    been    able 

to  find  them  in  the  office,  ami  I  have  never  been 
ab],-  to  get  a  straightforward  answer  from  the 
clerks  in  charge  01  those  who  are  presumed  to 
know  then  whereabouts  01  theii  movements 
sufficiently,    and    there    is    no    record    thai    then 

110,000,  or  $7,000  or  (5,000  salary  has  been 
lapped   in    the  form   of   withholdings  foi    days  out 

ovei  and  above  their  vacation  times.  As  Coun- 
cilor Hannon  said,  foi  some  years  we  have  tried 
to  benefit  the  ordinary  cit)  worker,  and  it  is  our 
obligation  to  turn  out  as  perfect  as  possible  an 
enforcement  By  which  they  will  not  only  be 
protected  but  will  be  limited  in  theii  desires  to 
overreach  themselves  at  the  cit)  oi  public  ex- 
pense. I  am  heartily  In  accord  with  it,  but  I 
can  see  nothing  of  the  death-dealing  tactics 
iii  this  amendment  we  commonly  find  in  amend- 
ing bills.  All  Couuciloi  Sullivan  asks  is  that 
restriction  be  removed,  because  of  possible  abuse 
b)  a  department  head  I  know  one  department 
head  iii  particular  who  has  said  to  me  of  certain 
individuals  thai  they  would  never  move  an  inch 
while    he    was   commissioner.     There   have    been 

men  for  whom  I  have  gone  to  him  to  recommend 
increases,     and      he      has     Baid      they      would      never 

move  an  inch  with  any  aid  from  him.  You 
can     well    imagine    the    attitude    that     man     would 

have  toward  an  employee  who  was  out  sick  in 
the  course  of  the  year,  where  the  ordinance  says 

he    ma)     ask    foi    a    doctor's    ceitificate.       He    mas! 

What  is  to  prevent  him  from  interpreting  that 
io  be  a  mandate  in  some  respects  and  a  privilege 

that  he  can  extend  to  others  that  he  has  a  greatei 
liking  foi  in  other  instances?  I  can  very  readily 
understand  how  that  would  come  about.  Now, 
BO  fai  as  local  doctors  an  concerned,  any  one 
of  us  here  can  name  the  most  frequently  patronized 
doctor  in  his  district;  any  one  of  us  can  name  a 
doctor  who  does  more  business  perhaps  than  all 
the  others  in  the  district,  and  if  these  men  went 
ic.  the  one  doctor  almost  exclusively  after  a  while 
there  would  be  a  serious  doubt  as  to  the  integrity 
of  all  doctors,  and  the  first  thing  you  know  tins 
would  be  required  to  get  certificates  from  t  In- 
City  Hospital.  You  all  remember  during  W.  P.  A  . 
days  the  local  doctor  was  in  very  high  disfavor 
when  a  man  petitioned  for  return  to  his  work 
that  he  lost  by  continued  absence.  They  stig- 
matized the  profession  locally  and,  by  refusing 
to  accept  a  doctor's  certificate,  required  them  to 
go  to  the  City  Hospital  and  get  a  letter  from 
the  doctor,  who  was  presumed  not  to  knoss  them 
and  therefore  to  be  unbiased  and  unprejudiced. 
Now-,  many  of  the  appointees  of  the  City  of  Boston 
lately  were  members  of  the  armed  services  in 
World  W:ar  II.  Many  of  those  men  suffered 
with  malaria,  and  many  of  them, — as  I  can  prove 
to  the  satisfaction  of  any  interested  person, — 
many  of  them  in  my  district,  from  time  to  time, 
even  though  they  are  not  working  too  long,  have 
been  compelled  to  take  time  off.  And  malaria 
isn't  anything  for  which  you  call  in  a  doctor, 
since  they  all  have  been  instructed  as  to  how- 
to  treat  themselves.  But,  assuming  they  are  out 
with  a  severe  attack,  longer  than  ten  days  in  any 
one  month,  which  is  enough  to  meet  the  require- 
ments as  provided  for  in  a  year,  they  will  has-e  to 
call  a  doctor  in.  Their  word  of  honor  is  no  good; 
they  will  has-e  to  get  it  authenticated  and  vali- 
dated by  medical  opinion.  The  result  will  be 
that  men  working  for  $5  a  day  will  base  to  pay 
their  home  doctor  for  every  visit,  as  often  as  he 
comes,  since  no  ten-day  absence  can  be  covered 
by  one  visit  of  the  doctor  at  the  start  of  theil 
absence.  You  will  make  an  expensive  proposition 
for  ans  one  of  these  underpaid  city  employees 
There  is  nothing  unfair  or  unreasonable  in  it. 
Councilor  Hannon  sends  the  suggestion  up  here, 
and  what  have  we  got?  The  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  as  was  its  legal  right  or  obligation, 
more  or  less  rode  herd  on  the  Mayor's  opinion, 
and  then  the  reports  of  the  committee  as  a  whole. 
That  is  where  we  heard  about  it.  The  order 
should  be  carefully  considered  for  the  final  draft, 
and  every  possible  protective  device  that  can 
be  legally  adopted,  both  for  the  protection  of  the 
cits  anil  the  protection  of  the  worker,  should 
heie  and  now  be  an  amendment,  if  necessary 
And  if  the  amendment  is  good,  I  don't  see  how 
a  conscientious  member  of  this  Body  can  shun 
its  acceptance.  Those  amendments  which  purify 
and    perfect   should    be    here    adopted       That    is 
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our  function  as  a  committee  of  the  whole,  just 
as  it  was  the  function  of  the  particular  Ordinance 
Committee  to  ride  herd  on  the  Mayor's  original 
suggestion.  There  is  nothing  wrong,  no  delay 
in  the  tactics  involved.  It  isn't  to  be  fatal  to  the 
whole  bill.  I  am  for  it  in  its  best  possible  form, 
but  when  we  are  thinking  of  protecting  the  $1,811(1 
or  $2,000  a  year  men  let  us  bear  in  mind  that 
their  individual  boss  doesn't  report  to  anyone 
when  he  is  out  at  any  time.  Let  us  put  them  on 
a  par  with  those  who,  even  if  oidy  presently, 
are  so  much  better  off  in  their  pay  envelopes. 
And  we  are  not  dealing  this  ordinance  a  death 
blow,  because,  rather  than  vote  for  the  ordinance 
if  the  whole  bill  was  predicated  on  this  request  of 
Councilor  Sullivan's,  I  would  vote  against  the 
amendment;  but  since  it  is  not  I  urge  upon  you 
gentlemen,  the  members  of  your  Body,  Mr. 
Chairman,  1o  accept  this  perfecting  amendment. 
And  I  hope  that  reconsideration  does  prevail. 

Coun.  SHANNON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  wonder 
if  the  chairman  of  the  Ordinance  Committee,  the 
honorable  councilor  from  Ward  13  (Hannon), 
would  care  to  answer  a  question? 

Chairman  RUSSO — Ask  your  question,  coun- 
cilor, and  then  I  will  ask  him,  in  turn. 

Coun.  SHANNON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like 
to  have  the  councilor  tell  me  whether  or  not.  there 
is  a  rule  in  Civil  Service  requiring  the  presentation 
of  a  doctor's  certificate  in  the  absence  of  a  man  or 
woman  from  his  or  her  work  for  a  certain  length  of 
time. 

Chairman  RUSSO — Do  you  care  to  answer. 
Councilor  Hannon? 

Coun.  HANNON — I  don't  think  I  can  answer 
correctly,  so  I  don't  think  I  had  better  attempt  it. 

Coun.  n.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  Chairman,  if  I 
may  inject,  relative  to  the  question  asked  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  20  (Shannon),  it  states  in  here: 
"The  appointing  officer  may  request  a  doctor's 
certificate."  It  doesn't,  state  that  lie  shall;  it  just 
states  that  he  may. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  for  recon- 
sideration, and  the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  4,  nays  14  : 

Yeas — Coun.  Carey,  Kelly,  Kinsella,  D.  F. 
Sullivan — 4. 

Nays — Coun.  Bayley,  Coffey,  Chase,  Dwyer, 
Feeney,  Hannon,  Keenan,  McCormack,  Muchnick, 
Russo,  Scannell,  Shannon,  M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor 
—14. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  general 
ordinance  as  amended  by  the  committee,  and  the 
ordinance  was  adopted. 

Chairman  RUSSO — The  question  is  now  on  the 
ordinance  concerning  the  men  in  uniform. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  still  not 
sure  as  to  whether  the  rank  and  file  of  the  police 
are  in  favor  of  this  change.  The  commissioner 
says  they  would  prefer  more  pay,  instead  of  this 
four  weeks'  vacation,  and  I  think  we  should  find 
out  as  to  what  the  uniformed  men  want  before  we 
pass  on  this,  and  I  move  that  this  be  sent  to 
Executive. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  ask  Councilor  Bayley  a  question,  through 
the  Chair.  I  would  like  to  ask  Councilor  Bayley 
who  is  going  to  determine  the  attitude  of  the 
majority  of  the  uniformed  forces.  Can  Councilor 
Bayley  undertake  to  find  a  man  that  will  speak  for 
them  and  speak  without  reserve? 

Chairman  RUSSO — Councilor  Bayley  may 
answer  if  he  so  desires. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— That  is  quite  a  difficult 
question. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  do  not  accept  that  as  an 
answer.  Mr.  Chairman,  Councilor  Bayley,  you, 
Councilor  Bayley,  said  that  you  didn't  think  the 
rank  and  file  was  in  favor  of  it.  The  question, 
Mr.  Chairman,  Councilor  Bayley,  is,  How  are  you 
going  to  determine?  Can  you  find  somebody 
authorized  to  speak  for  at  least  51  per  cent  of  the 
firemen  and  policemen? 

Chairman  RUSSO — If  you  so  desire,  you  may 
answer,  councilor. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — The  Police  Commissioner  is 
head  of  the  Police  Department,  and  he,  of  all 
people,  would  be  the  one  that  would  be  authorized, 
I  should  think,  to  speak  for  the  department. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  attempt 
to  answer  Councilor  Kinsella's  question.  I  only 
intend  to  answer  it  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  I 
believe  a  policeman  is  the  same  type  of  human 
being  as  any  other  city  employee.  I  feel  that  he 
believes  that  if  the  other  employees  are  going  to 
gel  fifteen  days'  sick  leave  he  should  be  entitled 
to  as   much,   not    less.      My  second    reason   is   that 

1   don't    believe   thai    the   lank    and    file  of    the    Police 


Department  ate  entirely  in  sympathy  with  every- 
thing that   the  Police  Commissioner  proposes.     I 

know  that  they  were  not  in  sympathy  when  the 
Police  Commissioner  was  against  other  forms  of 

legislation  that  would  tend  to  help  the  rank  anil 
tile  of  the  police,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
they  were  unable  to  send  any  legislative  agent  up 
to  Beacon  Hill  as  police  commissioner  or  to  repre- 
sent them,  because  they  all  well  knew  if  they  did 
smd  any  legislative  agent  to  help  they  probabl] 
would  l>e  punished.  They  have  no  right  to  have 
a  union.  The  Police  Commissioner  will  not 
permit  that.      So  there  is  only  tine  alternative,  and 

that  is  for  us  to  use  our  own  God-given  common 
sense  to  determine  whether  or  not   a   policeman 

would  want  a  few  more  days'  sick  leave.  I  .an  l 
see  how  anybody  can  argue  against  it,  and  I,  for 
one,  am  against,  any  ordinance  that  will  not  give  to 
the  police  the  same  benefits  as  any  other  employee 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  entitled  to. 

Coun  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  Mr.  Chairman.  I 
listened  with  interest  to  the  remarks  of  the  coun 
cilor  from  Ward  5  (Bayley).  and,  as  Al  Smith  once 
said  to  another  gentleman,  I  think  he  is  a  little  bit 
tricky.  1  say  this  with  due  regard  for  the  gentle- 
man, but  1  certainly  say  it  with  regard  for  what  1 
believe  from  the  evidence  to  be  lark  of  good  faith 
1  say  it  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  know  that  then 
is  no  possibility  of  a  raise  for  the  policemen  or  the 
firemen  this  year,  again.  I  say  that  with  no 
disregard  for  the  merits  of  the  case  for  the  men, 
but  I  know — in  view  of  the  fait  they  have  recently 
received  a  raise,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  there  is  no 
Organized  effort  on  their  part  for  another  raise  at 
the  present  moment —  that  there  IS  no  evidence  of 
another  raise  this  year.  I  can  recall  back  to  the 
Span  of  the  last  campaign  and  trace,  in  so  far  as  to 
be  lost  in  the  twilight  of  forever,  that  there  were 
certain  people,  with  whom  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5  (Bayley)  was  affiliated  in  September  and 
October,  yelling  to  the  hilltops  for  a  raise  in  pay 
for  the  policemen  and  firemen,  because  they 
thought  it  would  embarrass  a  certain  gentleman 
in  his  campaign  for  Governor.  And  if  I  do  recall 
correctly,  at  that  very  moment  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5  (Bayley)  was  up  yelling  for  a  raise  for  the 
policemen  and  firemen.  But  I  know  on  the  day 
after  election,  when  it  became  obvious  that  the 
man  downstairs  would  do  everything  possible  for 
them  if  the  money  could  be  found,  that  his  clique 
and  his  gang  and  the  motley  crew  he  represents 
started  arguing  against  a  pay  raise  for  the  police- 
men and  firemen.  I  say,  let  us  not  play  politics 
for  anyone.  I  am  a  candidate  for  re-election,  but 
I  am  damned  if  I  am  going  to  kid  anyone  on  the 
city  pay  roll  by  saying,  "  Let  us  give  them  a  raise, 
because  they  have  five  or  five  thousand  votes;  and 
I  am  not  going  to  say  on  the  day  before  election, 
"Let  us  give  them  a  raise.''  and  then  use  every 
subterfuge  to  pass  it  by.  I  accuse  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  5  (Bayley)  of  bad  faith.  He  doesn't 
want  to  give  them  any  raise  in  pay  or  any  more 
vacation  time  or  any  sick  leave.  He  is  full  of  the 
"bunk"  here  this  afternoon.  I  have  never  said 
anything  against  any  member  in  this  Council,  but 
I  say  here  this  afternoon — and  I  have  a  personal 
friendship  for  the  man,  the  councilor  from  Ward  !> 
(Bayley) — that  I  will  not  go  down  into  the  guttei 
on  a  matter  of  principle  or 

Chairman  RUSSO — The  question  is  on  recon- 
sideration. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  am  talking  on 
reconsideration,  and  I  am  telling  you  there  is  more 
behind  this  red  herring.  I  am  saying  this,  that 
there  is  no  evidence  of  good  faith,  and  everj 
evidence  of  bad  faith.  I  am  saying  this;  He 
doesn't  favor  the  vacation  and  he  doesn't  favor 
sick  leave,  and  I  do.  I  am  saying  that  the  only 
time  he  would  favor  a  raise  in  pay  is  when  there  IS 
no  chance  of  getting  it.  But  when  his  constituents 
yell  about  the  tax  rate  or  the  possibility  of  getting 
a  raise  in  pay  he  will  say  it  is  all  politics,  lb-  play  s 
politics  all  through  the  year,  except  around  elect  ion 
i  line,  when  he  is  only  looking  out  for  himself.  He 
is  t  he  most  inconsistent  man  on  this  issue  of  anyone 
I  have  ever  seen  get  up  in  the  City  Council.  I 
think  it  is  a  disgrace  to  act  that  way.  and  I  am 
ashamed  of  him.  and  I  am  sincere  in  inv 

Coun.     BAYLEY— Mr.     Chairman,     will     the

Chairman  RUSSO  Counciloi  Sullivan,  maj  I

matter  to  tin-  Executive  Committee,  I  feel  that 
each  and  every  councilor  has  a  perfect  right  to 
express  his  opinion  as  he  desires,  but  I  don't 
intend  to  entertain  any  personalities. 

(•dun.  M.  II.  SULLIVAN  -Let  me  saj  that  1 
merely  decry  the  efforts  of  any  individual,  whom- 
soever he  may  bi  ip  and  argue  against 
vacations  for  ci  or  against  .sick 
leave  for  citj  employees,  under  the  guise  of  the 
subterfuge  that  he  wants  to  give  them  a  raise  in 
pay,  when  he  has  no  intent  of  so  doing, — whom- 
itleman  may  be.

vacation  at  the  present  time,  ami  if,  in  addition, 

at  the  right  time  their  salaries  can  be  increased 
they,  of  course,  would  like  to  have  that,  too. 
But  i hi-  two  propositions  are  by  no  means  usually 
exclusive. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  took  a  great 

deal  of  pleasure  early  in  this  meeting  in   voting  for 

this  ordinance  as  it  applied  to  all  city  employees, 
exclusive  of  the  policemen  and  firemen.  The 
gentleman  from  Ward  22  (M.  H.  Sullivan)  has 
seen  fit  to  imply  that  I  am  not  friendlj  disposed 

to    the    uniformed    forces,    or     that     I    do    it     with 

political  purposes.  I  believe  that  I  have  been  a 
friend    of    theirs    for    quite   a    while.      I    was    glad 

1 1.  I  le  in  fa  vol  of  a  pay  raise  both  foi  I  he  police  men 
and  firemen.  I  believe  that,  I  know  the  policemen 
fairly  well,  because  for  three  and  a  half  years  I 
was  a  member  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  and  worked 
-ide  by  side  with  them  and  took  a  full  part  in  the 
work  with  them.  There  was  an  organization  of  us 
in  the  Police  Force,  and  I  was  one  of  the  officer-, 
so  I  got  to  know  them  pretty  well.  My  sole 
purpose  in  bringing  this  before  the  Executive 
Committee  is  to  make  sure  the  majority  of  the 

policemen  want  this  ordinance  applied  to  them. 
In  other  words,  if  they  want  this  vacation.  If, 
as  I  believe  the  Police  Commissioner  said,  they 
will  feel  by  having  this  vacation  they  will  lose 
their  subsequent  raise,  I  feel  they  should  no!  be 
included  in  I  his  ordinance.  I  have  heard  talk 
today  that  perhaps  the  Police  Commissionei 
doesn't  speak  for  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Police 
Force;      that    they    don't    have   a   union   and   can't 

very   well  speak   for  themselves.     The  only  one 

that  seems  to  have  the  powei  to  speak  is  the  head 
of  the  department,  who  is  the  commissioner.  If 
the  members  feel  they  should  be  included  in  this 
and  favor  this  ordinance  as  applied  to  them,  I  am 
one  hundred  per  cent  in  favor  of  it,  because  I 
have  known  them  for  many  years.  So  I  am  going 
to  withdraw  my  motion  to  send  this  to  Execu- 
tive, feeling  that  the  councilors  feel  they  do  favoi 
their  inclusion. 

Chairman  RUSSO — Are  there  any  objections  to 
the  withdrawal  of  the  motion?  The  Chaii  heal  ing 
none,    the   motion    is    withdrwn. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Is  my  motion   now  in  order? 

Chairman  RUSSO — Your  motion  is  now  in 
hi  del,  the  motion  to  amend  the  order  before  us  so 
as  to  read  the  same  as  the  onlei  just  passed. 

Coun.  KELLY — Speaking  on  the  motion 
There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  as  to  how  the 
policemen  of  the  City  of  Boston  feel  on  this 
matter.  I  have  talked  to  quite  a  few  of  them  in 
tin-  i  hi -t  few-  weeks,  and  the  j  are  in  favor  of  having 
as  much  time  off  as  any  other  city  employee.  I 
don't  like  to  see  certain  members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  get  up  on  the  floor  ytif  the  Council 
and    try    to  make  a  distinction  between  giving  the 

policemen  of  the  City  of  Boston  more  time  off 
and  a  subsequent  pay  raise  winch  will  not  ma- 
terialize. Every  membei  of  the  Council  who  was 
a  membei   of  tiiis  Body  last   year  knows  that    if 
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the  firemen  and  policemen  of  the  City  of  Boston 
were  given  anothei  s_>()ii  raise  we  would  bavi  to 
find  $60,000  a  month  to  provide  for  that  raise, 
and  they  know  if  thai  raise  went  through  on  the 
first  of  September,  $230,000  would  have  to  be 
provided  for  that  this  year.  There  is  no  use 
kidding  the  policemen  and  firemen  they  are  to 
get  a  raise  this  year,  because  the  chances  are  a 

million  to  one  against  it.  I  am  in  favor  of  giving 
the  policemen  ami  firemen  I  he  same  time  Oil 
as    the    city    employees,    hut    I    am    not    going    lo 

vote  on  the  matter  if  certain  gentlemen  in  tin1 
<  'oimcil  say  maybe  they  wonM  he  in  favot  of  tune 
off  because  maybe  thej  think  they  will  yet  a 
raise  later  on  in  the  year.  1  have  talked  with 
them,  and  there  are  very  tew  that  expect  a  raise, 
so  there  is  no  use  making  statements  to  them 
or  making  statements  in  the  Council  about  getting 
a   raise   when   we   would   have   to   raise   $230,000 

il igh  transfers  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to 

receive  a  raise  this  year. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  Chairman,  when  this 
ordinance  was  originally  submitted  to  us  n  specifi- 
cally excluded  the  uniformed  forces  of  both  the 
firemen  and  policemen.  I  his  was  done  we  were 
told  because  ot  the  fact  that  it  would  be  impossible 
lo  enforce  any  ordinance  relative  to  the  police — I 
don't  think  there  is  any  question  of  legality  in  the 
tine  sense,  but  there  is  a  question  of  enforcement, 
because  other  department  beads  are  appointed  by 

the  Mayor  and  are  subjeel  to  the  Mayor,  and  if  an 
ordinance  is  passed  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
the  Mas  or  can  take  proper  means  of  procedure  to 
sec  that  the  department  head  enforces  the  ordi- 
nance. However,  the  Mayor  litis  no  control  over 
the  Police  Department  head,  and  therefore  the 
Police  Depart  mnii  uniformed  forces  were  excluded. 
1.  myself,  took  up  the  matter  with  the  Budget 
Commissioner,  ami  it  was  he  who  drew  the  original 
ordinance   anil    said    that    the   question    of   expense 

entered  into  n .  because  the  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments arc  both  on  twenty-four-hour  call  and  if 
in,,  many  of  them  were  given  four  weeks'  vacation 
substitutes  would  have  to  be  found  and  it  might 
entail  a  greater  expense  than  the  city  would  stand. 
However,  when  the  order  came  up  here  the  amend- 
ment was  offered  to  include  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  and  at  the  hearing  representatives 
of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Chief,  speaking 
for  the  Fire  Commissioner,  and  the  heads  of  both 
organizations  of  Fire  Department  employees, 
Local  718  of  the  International  Association  of  Fire 
Fighters  and  the  other  organization  of  which  Dan 
Mooney  is  the  head,  were  here,  as  were  other 
individual  representatives  of  the  Fin'  Department, 
and  every  one  of  them,  from  the  head  of  the 
department  down,  spoke  in  fa\  or  of  the  four  weeks' 
vacation.  In  regard  to  tin-  Police  Department, 
the  commissioner  was  gracious  enough  to  come 
here,  even  though  it  was  questionable  what  effect 
any  ordinance  we  passed  might  have  on  his  depart- 
ment, and  lie  told  us  that  he  could  not  favor  it 
because  it  would  entail  too  meat  an  expense. 
Furthermore,  he  said  that  he  thought  the  men 
would  be  more  interested  In  a  pay  raise  than  they 
would  be  in  a  greater  vacation  period.  I  think 
that  is  true.  Probably  everybody  would  prefer 
the  pay  raise  to  time  off,  but  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  department  —  Lieutenant  O'Reilly 
speaking  for  them — said  that  they  believed  they 
should  be  given  the  same  vacation  privileges  as 
every  other  city  employee.  And  to  that  opinion 
the  majority  of  the  members  of  tin-  Committee  on 
Ordinances  subscribed.  We  believe  that  police 
officers  should  be  given  every  bit  as  much  vacation 
as  any  other  city  employee.  I  have  received 
under  date  of  August  4  the  following  letter  from 
the  Police  Commissioner:  "Councilor  Hannon. 
Dear  Sir. — I  am  sending  you  herewith  a  memo- 
randum prepared  by  this  department  showing  that 
the  additional  vacations  for  uniformed  personnel 
would  require  forty-three  additional  men  to  replace 
them  at  this  time,  ami  the  cost  would  be  $8fi,000 
for   the   first   year,   and    after'    tin'   fourth   year   and 

thereafter   $107,500.     The   cosl    ol    vacations   for 

civilian  personnel  would  aggregate  $4,500.  1 
trust    this    is    the   information    you    desire."      After 

tie  hearing  the  committee  was  unanimously  in 
agreement    that    tie-   police  and   firemen    members 

of    the    uniformed    forces    should    come    under    the

half,  and  the,,  are  carried  now  at  the  will  of  the 
Police  or-  Fire  Commissioner.  Under  tie  terms  ot 
this  ordinance  if  we  restrict  tie  number  of  sick 
days  which  can  be  accumulated  by  any  one  indi- 
vidual to  ninety  days  there  rnaj  !»■  some  question 
of  whether  or  not  those  gentlemen  who  arc  on  sick 
leave  because  of  injury  received  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty  can  be  carried.  For  that  reason  we 
are    not    proposing   any    ordinance    relative    to  sick 

leave  for  the  uniformed  forces  of  tie  Fire  and  Police

ceiving.  Later  on.  if  they  feel  that  an  ordinance 
might  be  adopted  which  would  benefit  them,  or  if 
they  feel  thev  might  be  taken  In  under  this  ordi- 
nance lor-  lieu  own  benefit,  I  feel  the  Council  here 
might  go  along  and  pass  or  adopt  such  an  ordinance.

So,  while  I  think  part  of  Councilor  Coffey's  motion 
is  very  excellent,  I,  for  one,  would  hesitate  on 
the  sick  leave  affecting  these  men  until  I  knew 
whether  or  not  it  would  help  or  hurt  them. 

Conn.  COFFEY— I  will  be  brief.  Mr.  Chair- 
man, my  mind  goes  back  to  some  time  ago  when 
we  were  out  in  Executive.  Councilor  Tom 
Hannon  himself  was  cross-examining  a  couple  of 
the  Union  heads  from  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
and,  because  Doctor  Manary,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  City  Hospital,  was  there  present  at  the  time, 
these  two  men  became  tongue-tied;  they  didn't 
dare  ask  for  the  things  that  their  Union  had 
instructed  them  to  ask  for.  We  know  that, 
Mr.  Chairman.  No  matter  how  much  we  tried 
to  get  out  of  them  what  took  place  at  their  Union 
meetings — as  to  why  they  were  there,  what  they 
wanted — we  couldn't  get  a  word  out  of  them 
because  of  the  fact  that  Doctor  Manary  happened 
to  be  in  the  room  at  the  time.  I  think  this  might 
go  for  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  both. 
Their  superiors  are  there,  and  they  hesitate  to  ask 
for  things  they  would  ask  for  in  private.  I  think 
f  have  a  good  idea  of  what  the  police  and  firemen 
want,  the  same  as  every  councilor  has.  They 
want  the  same  treatment  as  every  other  city 
employee.  The  only  other  thing  is  the  expense 
because  we  give  them  vacations.  That  is.  forty- 
three  new  policemen  will  be  needed.  We  need 
500,  not  43.  Just  go  back  and  look  at  the  police 
blotters  in  the  different  precincts  for  the  past  two 
months,  look  at  the  crime  wave  that  is  going  on 
all  over  the  City  of  Boston.  In  my  own  ward 
alone,  where  it  is  pretty  hard  to  commit  a  crime 
and  get  out  of  there,  because  you  have  to  go  ovei 
the  bridge  or  through  the  tunnel,  we  have  had 
seventy-tive  breaks  over  there  We  base  only  six 
policemen  to  protect  the  people  at  night,  besides 
(he  cruising  car.  If  there  are  to  be  vacations 
"h  en,  and  there  should  be,  we  need  more  policemen.

PAY    OF    MERCHANT    SEAMEN. 

Conn.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  American  merchant  seamen  have 
contributed  gloriously  to  the  successful  culmina- 
tion of  the  war  against  the  Axis  powers;  and 

Whereas,  Thousands  of  seamen,  both  licensed 
and  unlicensed,  who  come  from  the  City  of  Boston 
and  surrounding  areas  have  played  an  outstanding 
role  in  our  war  effort,  and  have  brought  new 
glory  to  our  city  by  maintaining  the  high  seafaring 
tradition  of  our  Boston  citizens,  and  have  brought 
new  luster  to  our  maritime  history;    and 

Whereas,  The  wages  of  these  merchant  seamen 
have  been  drastically  reduced  in  the  last  few 
months,  so  that  they  are  no  longer  able  to  support, 
themselves  and  their  families  according  to  an 
American  standard  of  living;    and 

Whereas,  They  and  their  families  face  the  dark, 
uncertain  future  without  security  which  every 
fair-minded  Boston  citizen  would  agree  is  a  shame- 
ful reward  for  their  wartime  contribution;  now 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  meeting  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  indorses  the  demands  of  the  American 
merchant  seamen  as  currently  presented  to  the 
National  War  Labor  Board  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
since  our  Council  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  mer- 
chant seamen  of  this  nation  and  their  families 
should  face  the  future  with  at  least  the  guarantee 
of  a  55-cent  per  hour  structure. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  be 
brief  on  this  resolution,  and  I  might  say  at  the 
beginning  that  I  am  very  reluctant  to  introduce 
resolutions,  only  having  introduced  probably  three 
in  the  six  years  I  have  been  here.  This  resolution 
is  for  merchant  seamen.  Robert  Mills,  Agent, 
Port  of  Boston,  asked  me  to  introduce  it.  I  just 
want  the  members  of  the  Council  to  know  that 
the  New  York  Port  and  City  Council  passed  this. 
I  might  say,  from  information  in  a  leaflet  they 
have  gotten  out,  that  two  men  do  the  same  kind 
of  work, — one  on  land  and  one  on  sea.  The  man 
that,  does  this  work  on  land  gets  •'520(>  a  month, 
while  the  fellow  at  sea  gets  J100.  I  am  not 
arguing  against  the  man  on  land  that  gets  this 
salary,  but  I  am  arguing  for  the  merchant  seaman 
I  will  give  you  an  example:  A  shorcside  rigger  gels 
$1.!1    an    hour,    while    the    seaman    that    does    the 
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same  work  gets  42  cents  an  hour;  a  shoreside 
Carpenter  gets  SI. 17  an  hour,  while  a  ship's  car- 
penter nets  47  cents  an  hour;  a  shoreside  fireman 
gets  $1.26  an  hour,  while  a  ship's  fireman  gets  43 
cents  an  hour;  a  shoreside  oiler  sets  SI. 21  an  hour 
while  a  ship's  oiler  gets  46  cents  an  hour.  That  is 
the  way  it  goes  all  along  the  line.  All  these  men 
are  asking  for.  briefly,  is  that  they  receive  55  cents 
an  hour.  I  am  not  going  on  the  basis  of  working 
a  24-hour  day;  I  am  going  on  the  basis  of  only 
working  eight  hours  a  day.  All  they  are  asking 
for  is  a  minimum  of  55  cents  an  hour.  That  is  the 
rate  established  by  the  War  Labor  Board  as  t  In- 
standard  minimum  wage  for  American  workers  if 
they  get  this.  This  is  only  a  form  of  resolution. 
But,  say,  they  will  receive  $37.40  a  week;  that  is 
for  a  56-hour  week,  at  8  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a 
week.  I  am  going  to  ask  the  members  to  go  along 
with  this  resolution,  and  I  am  going  to  ask  that 
these  comparative  figures  between  the  men  working 
on  land  and  the  men  working  at  sea  be  incorporated 
in  the  record.     The  figures  are  as  follows; 

\  shoreside  rigger  gets  $1.11  an  hour. 

An  able  seaman  gets  42  cents  an  hour. 

A  shoreside  carpenter  gets  $1.17  an  hour. 

A  ship's  carpenter  gets  47  cents  an  hour. 

A  shoreside  fireman  gets  $1.26  an  hour. 

A  ship's  fireman  gets  43  cents  an  hour. 

A  shoreside  oiler  gets  $1.21  an  hour. 

\  ship's  oiler  gets  46  cents  an  hour. 

A  shoreside  dishwasher  gets  63  cents  an  hour. 

A  ship's  messman  gets  36  cents  an  hour. 

A  shoreside  cook  gets  SI. 10  an  hour. 

A  ship's  cook  gets  49  cents  an  hour. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 


RESOLUTION  ON  SENATOR  BILBO. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  offered  the  following:

Whereas,  Said  Senator  has  shown  by  his  ac- 
tivities and  writings  that  he  has  no  conception  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  Americanism;    and 

Whereas,  Said  Senator  is  an  unhealthy  and  im- 
proper influence  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States; 
and 

Whereas,  Said  Senator  has  been  proclaimed  by 
Senator  Robert  A.  Taft  as  a  "disgrace  to  the 
Senate";  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  that 
said  City  Council  urges  Senators  Saltonstall  and 
\\  alsh  to  institute  ouster  proceedings  in  the  United 
Stales  Senate  with  the  view  towards  effecting  the 
removal  of  Senator  Bilbo  from  that  Body. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  ask  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  Chairman,  although  I 
have  just  had  a  resolution  adopted,  which  I  think 
was  a  very  good  one,  I  would  like  more  informa- 
tion on  this  before  I  go  along  with  it.  I  would 
like  to  know  if  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14 
(Muchnick)  has  any  newspaper  statements  or 
;m\  other  written  statement  that  he  cares  to 
give  to  us  to  prove  that  these  charges  are  true. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Oh,  yes,  I  have  them. 
From  the  New  York  Times  of  August  10,  last 
Friday.  An  excerpt  from  a  letter  written  by  the 
Committee  of  Catholics  for  Human  Rights  to  the 
Senator  states  that  he  has  done  a  grave  disservice 
to  national  unity  by  his  personal  attacks  that 
"help  feed  the  flames  of  bigotry  and  discriminatory 
practice." 

Coun.  COFFEY— May  I  ask  who  that  lettei 
was  written  bv. — if  it  was  an  organization  or  who? 

Coun  MUCHNICK— The  Committee  for 
Human  Rights,  signed  by  Robert  J.  O'Donnell, 
Executive  Secretary.  I  am  not  quite  sure  of  this, 
but  it  is  my  understanding  that  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Murphy  is  president  of  that  organization. 
A  letter  from  Senator  Robert  A.  Taft,  dated 
August  6,  1045,  to  a  Mr.  A.  L.  Kamen,  con- 
cerning Senator  Bilbo,  reads:  "I  certainly  s ■■  m 
pathize  fully  with  your  feeling  against  Senator 
Bilbo.  There  is  no  excuse  for  him,  and  he  is  a 
disgrace  to  the  Senate.  As  a  general  thing  senators 
cannot  begin  denouncing  other  senators  because 
thej  disagree  with  them,  but  certainly  Senator 
Bilbo  is  not  on  the  same  basis  as  any  other  senator 
that  I  know  of."  I  have  others.  A  letter  ad- 
dressed to  a  young  Italian  girl,  in  the  salutation 


she  was  referred  to  as  "My  dear  Dago."  In 
another  letter,  which  I  will  find  if  ncccssar\  .  hi 
says:  "Some  Catholics  in  this  country  are  lined 
up  with  some  rabbis,  trying  to  bring  about 
racial  equality  for  the  Negroes,  Some  of  ni\  I"  I 
friends  are  Catholics,  but  you  can't  get  away  from 
the  fact  that  some  of  them  are  rotten."  I  could 
go  on  for  quite  some  space  of  time,  or  I  could 
give  the  information  to  the  councilor  for  him  to 
i  ead  over, 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  been 
reading  for  some  time  Senator  Bilbo's  attacks  on 
people  of  races  and  nationalities  other  than  his 
own,  but,  if  Senator  Bilbo  believes  that,  I  don't 
know  of  any  reason  why,  as  Catholics,  Jews, 
colored  people,  Democrats,  Republicans,  or  any- 
thing else  that  he  isn't,  he  shouldn't  be  allowed 
to  state  his  views.  But  I  may  say  this,  I  would 
compliment  the  councilor  highly  if  he  would  form 
a  resolution  to  be  sent  to  the  North  American 
Alliance  and  all  news  services,  giving  it  as  our 
opinion  that  they  should  not  disseminate  utter- 
ances of  Senator  Bilbo  or  the  likes  of  Senator 
Bilbo.  They  say  that  publicity  is  the  life  blood 
of  politics.  Bilbo  doesn't  need  any  publicity  in 
Mississippi,  and  when  he  presumes  to  stand  on 
the  floor  of  the  United  States  Senate  and  deprive 
me  of  my  right  to  be  Irish,  Catholic,  Democrat, 
or  anything  else,  and  when  he  relegates  us  to  the 
human  scrap  heap,  the  newspapers  are  at  fault 
in  disseminating  such  opinions  that  he  has  given. 
If  there  is  no  publicity  on  the  wires  of  the  news 
services  then  his  opinions  are  of  no  effect  and 
can't  influence  other  bigots  and  other  narrow- 
minded  people,  like  he  has  proved  himself  to  be 
on  so  many  occasions.  Any  one  of  us  might  ask 
Bilbo  from  Mississippi  or  Bilbo  from  Boston  how 
much  they  had  to  do  with  the  nationality  into 
which  they  were  born  or  the  color  of  their  skin 
at  birth  or  their  economic  or  social  standing.  I 
have  read  repeatedly  over  the  course  of  the  last 
several  years  of  the  gentleman  from  Mississippi, 
and  lately  he  has  reached  the  peak.  But  the  peak, 
in  my  opinion,  is  just  the  reverse  of  height.  He 
has  gone  down  into  the  gutter,  gone  down  in  the 
mud  and  muck  and  slime  of  the  sewers  for  his 
opinions  of  the  Catholics  and  Protestants  and  Jews 
and  Dagos  and  the  rest  who  have  died  overseas 
to  keep  Bilbo  in  comfort  and  luxury  as  a  United 
States  Senator.  I  ask  the  councilor  to  form  a 
resolution  to  be  sent  to  the  North  American 
Newspaper  Alliance  and  to  all  news  services, — the 
International  News  Service,  the  United  Press 
and  the  Associated  Press — asking  them,  in  the 
interest  of  Americanism  and  in  the  interest  of 
annihilation  of  bigotry  and  bias,  racial  or  religious, 
to  deny  Senator  Bilbo  access  to  their  services  when 
lie  makes  utterances  of  an  inflammatory  nature.

SALE  OF  LAND,  PERKINS  STREET. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  27,  1945. 
To  the  City  Council. 

I  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  an 
order  for  the  sale  of  the  rights  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  Perkins  street,  between  Congress  and 
Pearl  streets.  I  also  submit  a  letter  from  Robert 
H  Montgomery,  Esq.,  attorney  for  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 
The  company  offers  to  purchase  the  interest  which 
the  City  of  Boston  has  in  this  highway,  which  is 
only  17  feet  wide  and  contains  an  area  of  about 
3,646  square  feet  of  land. 

The  Telephone  Company  is  the  owner  of  about 
76  000  square  feet  in  the  large  block  of  vacant 
land,  now  used  for  the  parking  of  automobiles, 
bounded  by  Franklin,  Pearl,  High  and  Congress 
streets 

Perkins  street  is  about  65  feet  cast  of  Franklin 
street  and  crosses  the  northerly  portion  "I  this 
large  block.  It  was  originally  laid  out  as  a  public 
way  in  1817,  and  extended  and  widened  in  18-kS. 
Because  of  its  narrow  width  it  is  onlj  rarely  used 
by  pedestrians.  Since  Franklin  Btreet  was  ex- 
tended from  Congress  to  Broad  street,  in  the-  late 
1860's,  it  has  been  a  superfluous  street.  1  here 
are  no  sewers  or  water  pipes  in  it. 


The   Telephone   C pan'    is   preparing   a    pro 

gram  for  post-war  projects,  and  I  am  informed 
that  on  the  top  of  the  list  i>  a  plan  for  erecting  a 
verj  large-  building  on  their  lot.  It  will  be  one  ol 
the  largest  buildings  in  Boston,  and  naturally  will 
furnish  a  great  deal  of  employment  for  the  build- 
ing trades  and  will  also  slablilize,  I  hope,  real 
estate  values  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  We  are 
all  aware  that   what   we  need   most  in  downtown 

Boston  arc  new  buildings  which  will  bring  in   l 

taxable  revenue  to  the  city  and  which  will  also 
hold  this  section  as  a  permanent  and  protected 

business  center. 

The  offer  of  $10,000  which  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany makes  for  Perkins  street  is  in  my  opinion  a 

verj     fair    and    reasonable    one.    bordering    on    the 

generous  side.  The  citj  owns  the  fee  in  Perkins 
si  reel  but  the  Telephone  Companj  has  rights  of 
way  on  it,  and  it  cannot  be  abandoned  as  a  public 
street  oi  sold  to  anj  person  other  than  the  Tele- 
phone Companj   without  obtaining  a  release  from 

tin-  Telephone  Company   of  its  rights  of  way. 

The  sales  of  nal  estate  nearby  facing  on  Pi  arl 
si  reel,  and  opposite  Perkins  street,  having  sub- 
stantial buildings  thereon,  varied  from  $1.56 
per  square  foot  to  .$2.71  per  square  foot.  The 
prices  of  these  sales  which  were  made  in  recent 
years  averaged  about  $2. 1!i  per  square  foot. 
The  land  within  the  lines  of  Perkins  street  has  no 
buildings  on  it,  and  is  subject  to  rights  of  waj 
in  favor  of  the  Telephone  Company.  However, 
if  the  Perkins  street  area  was  sold  on  the  same 
basis  as  the  sales  which  were  made  on  Pearl 
street  it  would  be  worth  about  $8,000. 

It  is  mj  considered  opinion  that  the  sale  of  this 
land  to  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  will  have  mans  advantages  to 
the  city;  will  spur  on  other  developments  in  the 
area  in  question;  will  enable  the  expansion  of  one 
of  our  largest  business  enterprises  within  the  heart 
of  the  city  where  real  estate  values  must  be  main- 
tained; and  will  be  in  accord  with  the  plans  we 
have  for  post-war  projects  which  will  keep  Boston 
in  pace  with  post-war  activities  and  competitions 
of  other  cities.  I  am  firmly  of  the  belief  that  the 
proposal  before  us  is  a  good  one  for  our  city  and 
for  our  people,  and  I  unhesitatingly  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order  by  your 
Honorable  Body.

CONSTRUCTION   OF   HOSPITAL   AT 
LONG   ISLAND. 

Coun.  KELLY  called  up  No.  7  on  the  Calendar, 
under  unfinished  business,  viz.: 

7.  Order  for  a  loan  of  $2,500,000  for  construc- 
tion of  a  chronic  hospital  at  Long  Island. 

Coun.  HURLEY— Mr.  President,  I  was  the 
sponsor  of  this  particular  order  asking  for  the 
appropriation  loan  order  of  $2,500,000.  I  was 
in  Washington  just  a  week  ago  today,  and,  after 
talking  with  men  of  authority,  they  informed  mo 
that  they  thought  it  would  be  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  city  if  this  order  was  not  passed  at  the 
present  time,  because  they  expect  that  the  Govern- 
ment is  going  to  give  grants  up  to  75  per  cent 
and,  on  an  order  calling  for  $2,500,000  worth  of 
building  and  having  it  subsidized  by  the  Govern- 
ment. 75  per  cent,  if  this  was  delayed  a  month  or 
two,  instead  of  getting  buildings  worth  $2,500,000, 
paid  for  bv  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  we  could  have 
buildings  worth  $10,000,000—  25  per  cent  paid  by 
the  City  and  75  per  cent  subsidized  by  the  Federal 
Government.  I  hope — and  I  being  the  sponsor  of 
this  order — that  it  will  not  pass  today. 

Coun.  HANNON  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  as  far  as 
this  S2  500.000  is  concerned,  I  believe  it  was  the 
Committee  on  Hospitals  and  the  Committee  on 
Finance  that  suggested  this  $2,500,000.  and  it 
was  criticized  by  the  Finance  Commission,  whose 
members  didn't  know  much  about  Long  Island. 
As  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  (Hurley)   has  well 
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said,     yes,  he  suggested   thU  $2,5 00,  and  it 

was  the  othei  members  ol  tliis  committee,  and 
myself  as  one,  who  tried  to  prevail  upon  their 
bettei  judgment  to  oontribute  this  monej  foi  the 
Long  island  Hospital,  and  <  !od  knows  we  need  il 
down  there,  Bui  if,  as  the  counciloi  from  Ward  8 
Bays,  the  Federal  Government  will  subsidise  75  pel 
cent  f"i  post-war  projects,  then  I  think  this  is  a 

verj   g 1  idea,  to  wail  a  few  more  weeks  to  see 

it  we  can  gel  this  7.",  per  cent,  so  thai  it  won't  come 
..in  of  the  taxpayers  of  this  city.  (  rod  knows,  as 
I  before,  we  need  something  at  Long  Island, 
and  foi  six  years  in  this  Bod]  I  have  been  advocat- 
ing that  money  be  spent  at  Long  Island  for  the 
pooi  and  the  sick  of  our  city.  But  if  we  are  going 
to  save  75  pei  cent  of  $2,500,000,  then  I  am  in 
favor  of  waiting  a  few  more  weeks  to  sec  if  we  can 
get  some  help  from  the  Federal  Government. 
Hut  I  don't  want  to  delay.  I  don't  want  to  be 
one  of  those  who  will  delay  anything  that  will 
give  the  patients  at  Long  Island  a  Letter  institu- 
tion. And  I  as  one  of  that  committee  had  sug- 
gested this  100-1. ed  hospital,  and  then  we  got  this 
criticism  from  the  Finance  Commission.  I  want 
t.,  congratulate  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  and  the  Hospital  Committee  for 
suggesting  this  $2, 500,000,  but  we  can  wait  a 
little  longer,  and  the  taxpayers  will  be  very  much 
pleased  if  we  can  gel  a  75  pel  cent  grant  of  money. 

Coun.    KELLY — I   will   withdraw   my   motion. 

Chairman  11ANNON — Councilor  Kelly  with- 
draws his  motion  to  take  No.  7  from  the  Calendar. 
Is  there  any  objection?  The  question  of  with- 
drawing   requires    unanimous    consent. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  will  not  object  to  his  with- 
drawal. 

Chairman  HANNON — There  being  no  objec- 
tion, the  motion  is  withdrawn. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  wish  now  to  have  No.  7 
taken  from  the  Calendar. 

Chairman  HANNON — It  has  already  been  with- 
drawn.    Do  you  wish  to  call  it  up? 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  wish  to  call  it  up. 

Chairman  HANNON — Councilor  Russo  calls 
up  No.  7  on  the  Calendar. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  Chairman,  this  has  been 
debated  for  quite  some  time,  and  I  believe  that 
Long  Island  Hospital  must,  be  put  in  proper 
condition  and  as  soon  as  possible.  There  are  two 
things  that  I  will  never  oppose  during  my  lifetime 
in  public  office, — either  spending  of  money  to 
help  the  poor  and  unfortunate  and  the  sick,  or  the 
education  of  our  children,  who  will  be  the  men  and 
women  of  tomorrow.  We  all  realize  that  at 
Long  Island  there  have  been  buildings  condemned, 
and  we  have  to  build  these  new  buildings  in  order 
to  take  care  of  the  poor  and  unfortunate  who  are 
confined  at  Long  Island.  If  what  the  councilor 
from  Ward  8  (Hurley)  has  just  stated  is  so,  that  the 
Federal  Government  will  subsidize  75  per  cent 
on  post-war  projects  of  this  kind,  I  am  wondering 
if  it  won't  be  a  good  gesture  on  the  part  of  the 
City  Council  to  pass  this  (2,500,000  so  that  it  will 
demonstrate  to  the  Federal  Government  that 
we  are  anxious  to  take  action  and  build  the  neces- 
sary housing  at  Long  Island.  I  feel  the  longer 
we  delay  this  the  more  hazardous  the  situation 
is  going  to  become  at  that  hospital, — and  God 
forbid  that  anything  should  happen  at  Long  Island 
while  we  are  delaying  this  progress  of  building  a 
new  hospital  at  Long  Island.  I  wonder  what  the 
reaction  is  going  to  be  in  so  far  as  the  City  Council 
is  concerned.  It  will  take  some  time  before  they 
start  drawing  up  the  necessary  blueprints  and, 
therefore,  I  am  sure  that  if  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  going  to  help  the  cities  and  towns,  and 
especially  our  City  of  Boston,  by  subsidizing 
75  per  cent  of  this  construction,  we  ought  to  show 
good  faith  to  the  Federal  Government  that  we 
of  the  City  of  Boston  are  trying  to  lay  out  some- 
thing for  the  poor  and  needy  of  our  city.  That  is 
why  I  don't  feel  we  should  delay  this  matter  any 
longer.  I  feel  that  by  adopting  and  by  passing 
this  $2,500,000  order  we  will  demonstrate  good 
faith,  and  if  there  is  any  possibility  that  the 
Federal  Government  is  going  to  contribute  75 
per  cent  we  have  the  money  there  on  hand  and  we 
can  go  ahead,  because  I  am  sure  we  could  spend 
$10,000,000  at  Long  Island  and  make  that  hospital 
a  hospital  we  would  be  proud  of,  a  hospital  that 
would  be  an  outstanding  one  throughout  the  nation. 

Coun.  HURLEY — I  now  make  a  motion  that 
this  order  lay  on  the  table,  because  I  have  just  been 
informed  by  the  City  Clerk  that  the  sixty-day 
period  does  not  apply,  because  of  its  introduction 
from  the  Council  and  not  from  the  Mayor's  office. 
I  am  positive,  Mr.  Chairman,  this  order  will  be 


defeated,  and  I  think  we  should  have  this  laid 
on  tin-  tabic  until  we  can  gel  some  information 
from  Washington,  from  Federal  authorities,  as  to 
•Mams  thej  arc  to  give  as  to  building  such  insti- 
tutions. The  expenditure  of  $2,600,000  is  an 
expenditure  of  the  taxpayers'  money  in  Boston, 
and  all  you  can  bear  around,  all  through  the  cily, 
is  the  tax  rate  and  the  expenditures.  If  this  is 
laid  "I'  the  tabic  and  we  are  subsidized  by  the 
Federal  Government  to  the  extent  of  75  per  cent, 

instead  of  costing  the  citizen-,  of  Boston  $2,500,000, 
i  h,  .bailees  arc  it  would  only  cost  the  citizens  of 
Boston  the  small  sum  of  1625,000.  And  I  think 
that  surely  the  people  of  Boston  would  want  to 
wail  a  few  more  months  or  weeks  to  cut  a  propo- 
sition like  $2,500,000  down  to  $025,000.  So, 
therefore,  I  am  asking  that  this  order  be  tabled.

Coun.  COFFEY — In  the  event  that  this  order 
is  tabled  without  the  amendment — the  next 
meeting  will  probably  be  two  weeks  from  today — 
can't  anybody  move  that  it  be  taken  off  the  table? 
Chairman  HANNON— Yes,  they  can.  The 
question  is  on  the  amendment  to  lay  on  the  table 
until  the  next  meeting.

Motion  was  made  by  Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN 
that  No.  4  on  the  Calendar,  under  unfinished 
business,  be  taken  from  the  Calendar,  viz.: 

4.  Order  appropriating  $30,500  from  revenue, 
for  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel. 

Coun.  KEENAN — Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  amazing 
to  sit  back  here  and  watch  how  we  are  spending 
money  right  and  left  this  afternoon.  I  voted 
against  No.  6  on  the  Calendar  because  I  advocated 
on  the  floor  of  this  Body  that,  in  my  opinion,  it 
was  one  of  the  largest  "steals"  we  ever  had  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  appropriate  $700,000,  adding 
$300,000  to  the  $395,000  already  spent  on  the 
Houghton  and  Dutton  building.  I  advocated  some 
weeks  ago  that  the  City  of  Boston  take  the  various 
departments  throughout  the  city  that  are  paying 
enormous  rents  and  put  them  into  the  Houghton 
and  Dutton  building.  I  have  before  me,  and  I 
would  like  to  submit  it  for  the  record,  that  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission  on  School  street  pays 
$7,500  in  rental 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  Chairman,  is  the 
Councilor  talking  on  taking  No.  4  from  the 
Calendar? 

Coun.  KEENAN — I  am  leading  up  to  that. 

Chairman  HANNON — Be  not  too  lengthy  in 
leading  up  to  it. 

Coun.  KEENAN — The  Licensing  office  at 
24  Province  street  has  a  rental  basis  of  $2,500;  the 
Boston  Port  Authority,  on  the  sixteenth  Hoor  of 
the  Custom  House,  pays  $4,100;  the  Park  Depart- 
ment office  at  33  Beacon  street  pays  $6,000;  the 
Law  Department,  at  1 1  Beacon  street,  since  1 92 1 . 
has  been  paying  $16,500.  Mr.  Chairman.  I 
stated  before,  and  I  state  it  again,  enormous  sums 
are  being  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  in  rentals  for 
departments  that  could  be  put  in  the  Houghton 
and  Dutton  building.  The  same  thing  is  going  to 
happen  to  this  money  that  we  are  to  appropriate 
for  the  Sumner  Tunnel.  I  say  it  is  a  "steal  '  and 
a  burden  on  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  because  the 
City  of  Boston  isn't  going  to  get  one  cent  of 
revenue,  from  information  that  I  received,  from 
the  Boston  Elevated,  and  I  ask  that  this  order 
be  defeated  in  order  to  save  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  taxpayers  the  money  they  are  now  paying. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  Chairman,  it  seems 
to  me  important,  to  set  the  record  straight,  partic- 
uarly  with  reference  to  No.  6  on  the  Calendar  and 
the  Houghton  and  Dutton  transaction,  which  has 
just  been  characterized  as  a  "steal."  If  we  spend 
$275,000  on  renovating  that  building,  the  Federal

Chairman  HANNON — The  Question  is  on  No.  4. 
The  chair  doesn't  want  to  become  embroiled  in 

No.  6.  Any  action  on  this  has  been  already  taken. 
The  question  before  us  is  the  appropriation  of 
130,500  for  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel.  In  order 
to  keep  the  discussion  relative  to  the  subject,  the 

( 'hair  is  going  to  ask  everybody  to  please  stick  to 
i  In  point.  The  question  is  on  $30,500  for  the 
Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— In  the  interest  of  No.  4, 
Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  have  the  same  leading-up 
privileges  that  were  just  extended  to  my  colleague 
From  Ward  17  (Keenan)? 

Chairman  HANNON— The  Chair  will  state  you 
may  have  the  same  privilege,  but  the  Chair  is 
asking  ouch  and  every  member  here  to  be  a  gentle- 
man and  to  not  abuse  the  privilege. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK —  I  don't  intend  to  do  so. 
If   we  spend   $275,000,   we   will   get  a   lease   with 

$150,000  per  year 

Coun.  COFFKY — Point  of  order,  Mr,  Chairman. 
Chairman     HANNON — State    your    point     of 
order. 

I  uiin.  C'<  JFFKY — The  gentleman  is  out  of  order, 
and  I  would  like  to  have  the  Chair  so  inform  him. 
Chairman  HANNON — The  Chair  is  inclined  to 
agree  with  the  view  of  the  gentleman  from  East 
Boston  (Coffey),  and  would  ask  the  gentleman  from 
Dorchester  (Muchnick)  to  please  confine  his 
remarks  to  Item  4  on  the  Calendar,  the  appro- 
priation of  $30,500  for  the  .Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel. 
Coun.  .MUCHNICK— I  find  it  very  difficult,  if 
not  impossible,  to  reach  a  conclusion  without 
taking  the  preliminary  steps,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  I 
would  like  to  take  them. 

Chairman  HANNON— Well,  the  Chair  is  here 
merely  to  preserve  order,  but,  of  course,  if  some 
gentleman  raises  some  point  of  order  that  the 
gentleman  is  not  talking  on  the  subject,  then  it  is 
up  to  the  Chair  to  impartially  decide  the  point. 
The  question  is  on  the  appropriation  for  Sumner 
Tunnel. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — The  question  is  on  No.  4, 
and  I — — 

Chairman  HANNON— Correct, 

Coun.  MUCHNICK ■ —  and  I  am  attempting 

to  lead  up  to  No.  4  through  No.  G,  Mr.  Chairman. 
If  I  don't  have  that  opportunity  I  can't  discuss 
No.  4.     May  I  have  it  or  not? 

Chairman  HANNON— The  Chair  will  state 
that  No.  6  has  already  been  decided,  and  No.  4  is 
now  before  us  for  discussion.  The  Chair  cannot 
see,  himself,  the  connection  between  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building  and  an 
appropriation  for  the  Sumner  Tunnel. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Will  the  Chair  answer  a 
question? 

Chairman  HANNON— If  the  Chair  is  capable 
the  Chair  will. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Wasn't  that  same  set  of 
facts,  Mr.  Chairman,  applicable  to  the  speaker 
from  Ward  17  (Keenan)? 

Chairman  HANNON— The  Chair  will  admit  it 
was,  and  a  point  of  order  was  raised  and  the  Chair 
called  the  attention  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  17 
to  the  point  of  order,  and  the  point  of  order  wasn't 
subsequently  raised.  If  it  had  been  the  Chair 
undoubtedly  would  have  ruled  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  17  out  of  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order. 

Chairman  HANNON — State  your  point  of  order. 
Coun.  COFFEY — Is  it  in  order,  if  we  dispose  of 
No.  4  on  the  Calendar,  to  ask  for  reconsideration  on 
No.  6?

APPROPRIATION     FOR     PUBLIC     WORKS 
DEPARTMENT,    WATER   SERVICE. 

Coun.  1).  F.  SULLIVAN  moved  that  No.  5  on 
the  Calendar,  under  unfinished  business,  be  taken 
from  the  Calendar,  viz.: 

5.  Order  appropriatng  $195,000  from  revenue, 
for  Water  Service  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

Coun.  BAYLEY  May  I  have  the  message 
connected  with  this  order  read  by  the  clerk,  Mr. 
Chairman? 

Chairman  HANNON — Certainly,  councilor. 

The  message  was  read  by  the  clerk,  as  requested. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like 
to  refer  this  matter  to  Executive  Committee  so 
that  we  could  go  into  it  a  little  more  fully  and 
find  out  what  this  money  is  being  spent  for.  I 
move  this  be  referred  to  Executive. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  Chairman,  I  hope  that 
this  matter  won't  be  referred  to  Executive  session. 
The  Water  Department  is  a  very  essential  depart- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston.  Mr.  Chairman,  we 
had  this  matter  once  before  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Executive  Committee  has  passed 
the  matter  with  no  dissension.  I  think  it  is  most 
important  at  this  time  that  this  Water  Depart- 
ment receive  this  money  to  carry  on.  After  all, 
in  a  great  many  sections  of  the  city  there  are 
much  needed  repairs, — repairs  that  it  is  imperative 
to  have  done  immediately.  There  are  new  water 
pipes  being  put  in  in  various  places,  and  I  know 
in  my  section  in  Allston  there  is  one  street  alone 
where  the  people  have  suffered  for  a  great  many 
years.  They  are  just  working  on  the  water  lines 
there.  And  I  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  where  this 
matter  has  once  been  before  the  committee  and 
been  passed  by  it,  and  where  the  Water  Depart- 
ment is  a  revenue  department,  a  paying  depart- 
ment, and  one  of  the  few  city  departments  that 
really  makes  money  for  the  city,  not  alone  paying 
for  itself  but  paying  money  into  the  treasury, — I 
say  I  don't  think  we  should  fool  around  with  the 
Water  Department.  The  Water  Department  is 
very  highly  systematized,  and  the  gentleman  in 
charge  of  the  Water  Department  is  a  high  grade 
engineer,  and  he  has  always  produced  for  the 
city,  and  I  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  we  should  pass 
this  order  immediately  when  the  engineer  of  the 
Water  Department  says  it  is  imperative  to  him 
to  have  $195,000  to  carry  on  his  department 
efficiently  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  At  the 
start  of  the  year  this  Council  had  confidence  enough 
in  the  gentleman  to  raise  his  salary  as  a  depart- 
ment head,  and  at  that  time  it  was  clearly  brought 
out  the  high  type  of  work  that  he  is  doing  and  has 
done.  And  I  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  we  should  act 
on  this  matter  today.  I  hope,  sir,  the  matter  will 
not  be  referred  back  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
but  will  be  passed  today,  and  that  the  Water 
Department  will  have  this  money  they  need  so 
badly  to  carry  on. 

Coun.  SCANNELL, — Mr.  Chairman,  as  far  as 
this  appropriation  for  the  Water  Department  is 
concerned,  we  are  not  concerned  with  any  man  or 
the  character  of  any  man  that  is  running  a  de- 
partment. I  am  interested  in  the  money  that  is 
being  spent  here  today.  I  don't  know  anything 
about  this  loan  order,  and  it  won't  do  any  harm 
to  go  into  Executive  and  clear  up  the  minds  of 
some  of  the  members  of  this  Body  about  this 
money.  There  is  no  need  of  bringing  a  black 
cloud  over  something  and  talking  about  a  man 
that  is  running  a  department.  If  we  are  to  spend 
money,  then  let  us  not  pass  an  opinion.  I  don't 
know  anything  about  it,  and  I  would  like  to  find 
out  about  it,  and  it  wouldn't  do  any  harm  to 
bring  this  back  to  Executive  and  let  those  that 
have  a  cloud  over  their  minds  have  it  cleared  up 
in  the  Executive  body  by  the  able  Mr.  Sullivan. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  rather 
significant  that  a  couple  of  picayune  amounts, 
totaling  about  $44,000,  could  be  all  right  without 
any  question,  but  when  we  are  down  to  an  item 
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of  $19o  000  there  is  quite  a  furore  raised.  I  don't 
t  nnk  the  amount  of  money  is  of  great  concern  to 
the  Council  as  long  as  we  realize  the  urgent  neces- 
sity tor  it.  I  think  we  ought  to  be  consistent  and 
have  reconsideration  on  all  of  these,  following  out 
the  thought  of  the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay 
(Bayley),  and  go  into  Executive.  Let  us  maiii- 
imlnnf,  PrlnciPle  of  the  thing.  If  they  need 
8195,000  more  income,  this  is  the  place  to  give 
it  to  them,  and  today  is  the  time.  The  amount  is 
unimportant.  I  don't  see  how  our  consciences  can 
be  any  clearer  on  $44,000  of  transfers  that  we  should 
then  raise  a  barrier  on  the  passing  of  8195,000 
In  the  last  analysis,  that  is  not  such  a  substantial 
amount  of  all  city  expenditures.  Let  us  main- 
tain a  principle.  We  passed  all  the  others.  The 
item  of  9195,000  should  not  spur  us  to  a  greater 
interest  than  the  total  of  $44,000. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  amusing 
to  me  to  sit  here  and  listen  to  all  the  discussion 
over  this  matter.  Two  weeks  ago  today  I  recall 
that  all  of  these  items  were  gone  into  individually 
in  Executive  session.  Everybody  seemed  satisfied 
with  them  then.  I  sat  through  the  whole  Execu- 
tive session  two  weeks  ago,  and  I  don't  think, 
personally,  I  am  to  learn  any  more  than  I  did  two 
weeks  ago.  I  had  my  ears  wide  open  two  weeks 
ago.  Personally,  I  would  vote  against  any  of 
these  matters  going  into  Executive  because  all 
these  matters  were  voted  on  in  Executive  session 
Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  Chairman,  this  is  not  any 
new  appropriation.  We  have  already  appropriated 
this  money.  This  is  merely  a  transfer,  and  it  is  a 
transfer  in  a  department  that  shows  a  balance  of 
around  one  million  dollars.  The  last  I  heard  of 
the  Water  Department  they  had  pretty  near 
$900,000  balance  to  the  good.  I  don't  know  any 
other  department  that  has  that.  This  is  merely  "a 
transfer  from  their  revenue  department,  allowing 
them  to  spend  money  that  they  make  selling 
water,  and  if  they  are  to  make  money  selling 
water  they  have  to  have  an  efficient  system  and 
they  have  to  have  their  pipes  and  controls  in 
good  shape.  And  I  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  if  it  was 
a  new  appropriation  that  would  be  one  thing, 
but  it  is  a  mere  transfer  in  a  department  that  has 
pretty  near  a  million  dollars  balance  to  the  good. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  Nos.  1,  2 
and  3  are  transfers,  but  Nos.  4  and  5  are  orders 
appropriating  from  revenue,  which,  in  my  opinion, 
is  a  little  different  from  a  transfer.  I  agree  with 
the  councilor  from  Ward  2  (Coffey).  We  should 
look  into  all  these  matters  quite  carefully,  and  it  is 
my  purpose,  if  No.  5  is  referred  to  Executive,  to 
ask  that  No.  4,  that  being  also  an  appropriation 
from  revenue,  be  referred  there,  and  possibly 
Nos.  2  and  3.  In  Executive  two  weeks  ago  most 
of  the  discussion  was  around  No.  6  on  the  Calen- 
dar, around  the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building, 
and  I  feel  there  was  not  sufficient  time  given  to 
this  appropriation,  and  all  I  ask  is  that  this  be 
cleared  up  so  we  may  be  sure  we  are  appropriating 
money  correctly,  as  we  must  consider  the  citizens 
and  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  We  are  elected  to 
do  so,  and  we  should  be  on  the  job.  I  only  ask 
that  that  be  referred  to  Executive,  and  it  is  my 
intention  to  ask  that  No.  4  be  given  reconsideration 
and  sent  there  also. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  appreciate  how  the  councilor 
from  Ward  5  (Bayley)  feels.  Every  order  was 
discussed  in  Executive  two  weeks  ago.  We  went 
into  every  order  individually;  every  order  was 
called  up  individually.  I  heard  it  two  weeks  ago. 
We  are  not  to  find  out  any  more  than  we  did  two 
weeks  ago.  It  is  a  waste  of  time.  There  is  a 
gentleman  waiting  outside,  waiting  to  be  heard 
in  Executive.  I  imagine  he  will  be  patient.  So 
I  say  there  is  no  sense  sending  these  orders  back 
to  Executive  because  there  was  time  spent  on 
every  one  of  these  seven  items  in  Executive,  no 
matter  how  little  or  how  much  time. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  refer  the 
order  to  Executive.  A  vote  was  taken  and,  the 
Chair  being  in  doubt,  the  roll  was  called  and  the 
motion  was  carried,  yeas  10,  nays  3:

RENOVATION     OF     HOUGHTON     AND 
DUTTON    BUILDING. 

Coun.    COFFEY — I    move    reconsideration    on 
No.  6  on  the  Calendar.     Speaking  on  reconsider- 


ation, Mr.  Chairman,  I  intended  to  do  this  from 
the  very  beginning,  but  I  didn't  want  to  shut  off 
the  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Muchnick)  in  debate 
}  6V  jn  tr'ed  to  catch  the  eye  of  the  councilor  from 
Ward  17  (Keenan),  because  this  was  my  intention 
since  it  was  first  passed  by  a  vote  of  12  to  5.     I 
have   opposed   this,    I   suppose   everybody   within 
hearing  knows,  ever  since  it  has  come  up.     I  have 
several  reasons  for  it.     It  isn't  the  first  time  I  have 
taken  the  floor  to  discuss  this  matter.     The  first 
reason^is, — one   of   the   councilors   said   it   was   a 
steal"  in  his  opinion,  and  I  agree  with  him.     I 
have  used  the  self-same  words,  even  before  that 
councilor  became  a  member  of  this  Body,  and  I 
repeat  them  again  today.     Two  weeks  ago  we  had 
a  gentleman  in  Executive,  a  representative  of  the 
t  ederal  Government.     He  was  a  very  good  witness 
a  very  clever  young  fellow.     He  told  us  that  in  his 
°P'ni°n  if  the  Government  took  over  the  Houghton 
and  Dutton  building,  or  two  floors  of  the  Houghton 
and  Dutton  building,  they  were  going  to  put  up  an 
insurance  office  there.     But  the  thing  I  didn't  like 
about  it  was  that  he  was  too  glib  of  tongue  when 
he  came  out  with  the  statement  "  we  would  employ 
2,000  to   2,500  people  from   Boston."     That  is   a 
joke;   that  is  a  laughing  matter.     I  have  kept  in  the 
back  of  my  head  since  that  man  testified,  and  you 
don  t  have  to  go  any  farther  than  the  Veterans' 
Bureau,  and  I  will  give  anybody  a  bet,  that  there  is 
one  out  of  ten  employed  there  living  in  the  City  of 
Boston.     I  know  on  the  sixth  floor, — and  I  have 
been  going  there  for  the  past  twenty-five  years — 
that  out  of  ten  working  on  that  floor  about  eight 
of  them  live  in  the  city  of  Lynn.     Now  they  want 
to    take    over    two    floors   of    the    Houghton    and 
Dutton   building,    they   are   going   to   put   up    an 
insurance  office.     And  he  told  us  they  were  going 
to  employ  2,000  to  2,500  people.     As'l  say,  in  my 
estimation  that  is  a  joke.     I  don't  think  the  John 
Hancock  or  any  other  insurance  company  which  is 
larger    than   this   insurance   company   will  either, 
because  I  know  after  the  last  war  that  seven  or 
eight   out   of   every   ten   dropped   their   insurance 
entirely;  they  never  kept  it  up.      And  all  they  have 
ever  had  down  on  Milk  street,  when  they  started 
their  insurance  office  in   1919,  was  one  room,  and 
that  was  sufficient  to  take  care  of  veterans   who 
continued   their   insurance.     There   is   no  need   of 
the  passage  of  this  order.     I  never  liked  the  smell 
of  it  from  the  very  beginning,  when  we  first  passed 
an   appropriation   and    then    a    few   months   later 
were  hit  for  another  appropriation.     That  second 
appropriation  was  passed,  and  then  after  that  we 
find  that  the  contractor  comes  in  with  a  lot  of  nice, 
juicy  extras.     That  is  where  the  graft'' is;  that  is 
what    the   boys    are    playing   for,    all    those   juicy 
extras.     And   we   held   them   up  for  over  a  year, 
and  they  had  a  hard  struggle  to  put  it  through, 
and  we  got  it  through  by  a  very  small  majority, 
very  small.     It  should  never  have  passed.     That 
man   that   made   the  deal,   that   entered   into   the 
contract,   he   wasn't  the   low  bidder;   he   was   the 
second   low   bidder.     The   contract   was   given   to 
him,  and  he  agreed  to  work  for  a  certain  sum  of 
money,  but  not  satisfied  with  that  he  gets  an  addi- 
tional sum  given  to  him,  and  on  top  of  that  he  has 
the  gall  to  come  in  and  ask  for  extras,  and  I  will 
be  darned  if  he  doesn't  get  the  extras, — not  only 
passed  by  the  Council  but  approved  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston.     As  Councilor  Keenan  has 
stated,   that   could   be   taken   over   and   we   could 
house  all  the  departments  that  are  paying  enormous 
rents.     I   am   not   referring  just   to   this  adminis- 
tration, because  these  things  have  been  taken  care 
of,  I  imagine,  before  we  were  born,  and  will  be  after 
we  are  gone,  but  while  we  are  here  we  should  at 
least  make  an  honest  effort  to  do  the  right  thing 
once  in  a  while,  and  I  think  the  right  thing  in  this 
particular  case  is  to  kill  this  thing  outright  and 
force  the  City  of  Boston  to  take  its  Law  Depart- 
ment,  the   Licensing   Board   and   any  other  body 
that  we  have  that  is  hiring  outside  buildings  and 
paying   enormous   rentals,    and    put   them    in   the 
Houghton  and  Dutton  building.     Now  that  gentle- 
man that  talked  about  employing  2,000  to  2,500 
people    for    the-  insurance    adjustment    that    the 
Federal  Government  wanted  in  the  Houghton  and 
Dutton  building  didn't  mention  one  word  about  a 
hospital  for  the  City  of  Boston.      I  suppose  he  was 
instructed  not  to  mention  that.     That  would  make 
a  nice  hospital  building,  make  a  nice  administration 
building  for  the  Veterans  Bureau.     We  have  none 
in  Boston.     We  all  want  one,  we  know  that.     We 
have  enough  veterans  in  Boston  to  have  a  federal 
building  here  that  will  not  only  service  them  but 
also  give  them  medical  treatment  and  everything 
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else,  and  thai  is  what  I  thought  at  the  very 
beginning,  when  the  Soldiers'  Relief  moved  over 
there 'and  a  rehabilitation  oentei  was  put  in  there, 
that  another  building  would  be  taken  over  even- 
tually, possibly  as  a  hospital  for  the  veterans  or, 
as  1  have  been  advocating  for  the  last  year,  a 
building  for  the  veterans  with  a  hall  large  enough 
to   hold    then    conventions.    They   want   one   in 

downtown  Boston;  they  have  been  hollering  for 
ince  the  war  started.  They  never  had  one. 
When  thev  no  to  a  little  city  like  Lowell  ui  Worces- 
ter and  see  the  buildings  the\  have  there  they  are 
ashamed  to  say  they  have  none  in  Boston.  I 
that  reconsideration  will  prevail.  I  don  t 
like  the  smell  of  this  and  I  never  did.  I  opposed 
this  from  the  very  beginning,  and  I  will  continue 
to  as  long  as  i  hold  breath.  And  don't  be  fooled 
by  the  gentleman  who  said  they  were  going  to 
employ  so  many  Boston  people.  As  I  have 
explained,  on  that  main  floor  alone  down  in  the 
Federal  Building  eight  out  of  ten  people  that  do 
office  work  at  a  desk  there  live  in  Lynn,  not  in 
Boston.  And  on  top  of  that  I  doubt  very  much, 
when  after  the  last  war  they  only  had  one  little 
room  to  take  care  of  those  in  the  service, — I  doubt 
very  much  if  they  are  going  to  need  all  those  floors 
ami  employ  2,000  to  2,500.  I  hope  reconsider- 
ation will  prevail,  and  I  will  ask  that  this  order. 
too,  go  int..  Executive.  I  would  like  to  have  that 
gentleman  come  back  at  the  next  meeting  and  I 
would  like  to  ask  him  what  he  is  to  do  about  a 
hospital  for  the  City  of  Boston,  and  ask  him  if  he 
has  any  instructions  from  those  that  sent  him  here 
on  the  insurance  angle  to  tell  if  the  veterans  are  to 
get  a  building  in  downtown  Boston  to  take  care  of 
their  affairs,  where  they  won't  have  to  take  a 
forty-minute  ride  out  to  West  Roxbury  and  then 
wait  in  line  with  forty  to  fifty  people.  I  have 
been  out  there  and  seen  them.  I  hope  that 
reconsideration  will  prevail. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Two  weeks  ago  in  Execu- 
tive Committee  a  gentleman  representing  the 
Public  Works  and  Public  Buildings  Department 
of  the  Federal  Government  testified  before  the 
Executive  Committee  substantially  as  follows: 
That  the  Federal  Government  wishes  to  lease 
for  a  term  of  five  years  with  a  non-cancelable 
lease  the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building,  to  use 
for,  among  other  purposes,  a  building  to  house 
the  Federal  Insurance  Department.  The  Govern- 
ment was  to  pay  the  City  of  Boston  $150,000  in 
rent  for  this  period  of  five  years.  In  addition  to 
that,  two  small  portions  of  the  building — one  used 
by  the  Edison  Company  and  the  other  being  a 
restaurant,  ,both  together  yielding  either  $15,000  or 
$10,000 — were  to  be  kept  under  the  control  of  the 
city.  He  stated  further  that  the  only  thing  the 
City  of  Boston  would  have  to  do  after  the  building 
was  put  in  shape  was  to  collect  its  rental  checks 
every  month  or  every  three  months,  depending 
on  how  it  was  to  6e  paid,  so  that  all  other  expenses 
and  all  work  of  maintenance,  repair  and  every- 
thing else  would  be  paid  for  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. It  meant  that  over  a  period  of  five  years 
the  City  of  Boston  would  receive  $750,000  from  the 
Federai  Government  and  about  $90,000  or  $95,000 
from  the  other  two  occupants  who  would  be 
renting  space  in  the  building,  and  all  we  would 
have  to  do  for  five  years  would  be  to  more  or  less 
sit  back  and  cut  the  coupons.  The  Federal 
Government  also  wanted  an  option  for  five  years 
more,  with  the  probability  that  we  would  have 
that  deal  for  ten  years.  That  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  from  a  financial  point  of  view,  would  be 
*  remarkably  fine  deal.  The  building  would 
yield,  if  run  by  aprivate  company  and  owned  by  a 
private  company,  somewhere  around  $50,000  in 
taxes.  Here  we  would  get  a  little  over  $150,000 
per  year.  This  gentleman  from  Washington  also 
stated  that  at  first  it  had  been  the  intention  of  the 
Government  to  put  this  office  in  Worcester  and 
that  Worcester,  of  course,  was  bidding  for  it, 
and  that  within  a  very  short  time  a  decision  would 
have  to  be  made  between  Boston  and  Worcester. 
Now,  it  is  no  concern  of  the  City  of  Boston  whether 
one  girl  or  one  man  is  employed  by  the  Federal 
Government  in  this  project,  and  "if  the  Federal 
Government  gives  us  a  non-cancelable  lease  then 
we  stand  to  gain.  It  was  further  stated  by  this 
man  that  everything  spent  by  us  on  initial  repairs 
over  the  sum  of  $275,000  would  be  spent  by  the 
United  States  Government;  that  all  they  looked 
to  us  to  spend  was  a  maximum  of  $275,000,  and 
that  any  extras  or  other  improvements  would 
be  paid  for  by  the  United  States  Government, 
and  we  don't  have  to  be  concerned  now  with  the 
possibilities    of    any    extras    or    increases    in    the 


contract  for  reconstruction  and  repairs.  We  can 
then  l>e  left  at  the  end  of  the  five-year  period, 
if  the  Government  moves  out,  with  a  perfectly 
good  office  building  which  is  cither  salable  to  some 
private  company  or  usable  by  city  departments, 
and  we  will  have  had  a  profit  of  close  to  half  a 
million  for  that  period.  The  fact  that  the  Federal 
Government  hasn't  yet  seen  fit  to  provide  a 
veterans  building  or  a  hospital  for  the  City  of 
Boston  in  no  way  affects  this   transaction.      This 

is  one  project  which  the  Federal  Government  is 
undertaking  now,  and  this  is  the  one  we  are  con- 
!  with.  Drawing  red  herrings  with  trips  to 
West  Roxbury  doesn't  in  any  way  concern  letting 
the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building  to  the  United 
States  Government.  That  of  the  2,000  to  2,500 
people  the  vast  majority  will  be  outside  of  Boston 
doesn't  particularly  alter  the  picture.  If  people 
from  neighboring  communities  come  into  Boston 
to  work  they  will  shop  here  and,  while  it  would 
be  better  to  have  our  own  citizens  hold  the  jobs, 
we  will  at  any  rate  get  indirect  return  from  in- 
creased business  from  the  increased  number  of 
people  that  will  be  coming  into  the  Houghton 
and  Dutton  area.  It  seems  to  me — and  it  further 
seems  to  me  it  should  so  seem  to  any  reasonable 
person— that  the  City  of  Boston  has  every- 
thing to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose  by  this  transac- 
tion, and  I  certainly  hope  that  reconsideration  does 
not  prevail 

Coun.  KEENAN— Speaking  on  reconsideration, 
Mr  Chairman.  I  am  amused  to  hear  the  councilor 
from  Ward  14  (Muchnick)  quote  the  various 
figures  that  the  gentleman  from  Washington 
stated  to  the  Executive  Committee.  I  have  asked 
the  question  time  in  and  time  out,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, in  regard  to  the  contract  for  five  years  and 
of  .renewing  it  again  for  five  years  more.  There 
is  no  contract  signed  between  the  United  States 
Government  and  the  City  of  Boston.  We,  first 
of  all,  have  to  spend  this  money  in  renovating  the 
Houghton  and  Dutton  building,  putting  it  into 
shape,  and  then  the  United  States  Government, 
if  they  see  fit,  will  take  it  over.  I  understand 
that  since  the  war  is  over  various  organizations 
in  different  units  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment are  building  up,  and  it.  wouldn't  surprise 
me  to  see  the  Government  either  build  their  own 
building  here  in  Boston  or  take  the  insurance 
department  which  they  talk  about  here  in  Boston 
and  put  it  into  similiar  quarters.  I  stated  the 
various  amounts  of  rents  here,  amounts  that 
run  to  $36,600.  If  that  is  so,  it  would  be  far 
better  to  put  the  various  departments  that  are 
paying  rentals  into  the  Houghton  and  Dutton 
building.  That  building  is  an  old  building. 
If  the  veterans  come  in  there  for  insurance  they 
have  to  climb  stairs;  the  elevators  aren't  what 
they  should  be.  In  my  opinion  the  veterans 
are  entitled  to  a  far  superior  building  than  that. 
I  am  definitely  opposed  to  any  money  being  spent 
on  the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  Chairman,  1  don't  believe 
anybody  has  more  viciously  opposed  putting  the 
taxpayers'  money  into  the  Houghton  and  Dutton 
building  since  the  day  the  matter  was  first  brought 
in  here  than  I  have.  I  have  persistently  voted 
against  spending  the  taxpayers'  money  for  that 
purpose.  I,  however,  was  present  two  weeks  ago 
and  heard  what  the  man  from  the  Government 
real  estate  office  had  to  say.  He  assured  us  there 
was  nothing  for  the  members  of  the  Council  to 
worry  about.  There  has  been  approximately 
$500,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  already  sunk  in 
that  building.  I  said  in  the  beginning,  and  I  say 
again  today,  that  it  was  a  "steal"  from  the  begin- 
ning. The  City  of  Boston  has  absolutely  no  right 
to  enter  into  the  real  estate  business  and  thereby 
compete  with  private  property  owners.  I  did  vote 
today  for  the  authorization  of  the  city  to  borrow 
the  "money  to  complete  the  renovation  there 
because  of  the  way  I  was  impressed  by  the  Govern- 
ment representative  two  weeks  ago.  I  feel  that 
because  of  the  fact  so  much  of  the  taxpayers 
money  has  been  sunk  into  it  perhaps  it  might  aid 
in  selling  that  building.  I  assure  the  members  of 
the  Council  that  I  shall  vigorously  persist,  and  will 
not  stop  persisting,  until  that  building  has  been 
disposed  of.  I  voted  as  I  did  today  only  because 
of  the  fact  that  so  much  money  has  been  put  into  it, 
and  I  feel  that  by  completing  the  renovation  of  it 
it  might  assist  in  selling  the  building.  I  repeat 
again  that  the  city  has  absolutely  no  right  to  be 
engaged  in  the  real  estate  business  in  competition 
with  private  individuals  who  must  pay  their  taxes 
or  lose  their  property.  I  feel,  however,  that  the 
members  of  the  Council  who  want  further  infor- 
mation,  more  assurance  that  the  Government   is 
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not  side-stepping  this  issue,  are  entitled  to  it. 
After  all,  the  money  involved  here  has  to  be  paid 
back  some  day,  whether  appropriated  or  whether 
borrowed.  And  altogether  too  often  the  back- 
door method  of  giving  money  by  borrowing  instead 
of  appropriating  is  used  by  I  lie  Council.  I  still 
feel  that  it  might  be  an  asset  to  the  final  disposal  of 
this  property  to  have  the  renovation  completed, 
in  view  of  the  fact  we  were  assured  two  weeks  ago, 
as  was  said  earlier  here,  that  the  Government 
would  not  cancel  the  lease  for  at  least  five  years, 
the  lease  with  the  city.  If  we  are  to  have  any 
boom  times  we  ought  to  have  them  within  the  next 
five  years.  As  far  as  talking  about  that  building 
being  equipped  for  total  veterans'  use.  I  wouldn't 
insult  the  veterans  by  offering  the  building  to  them. 
That  building  can  never  be  made  over  to  a  building 
that  should  be  given  to  the  veterans  for  hospitali- 
zation or  for  use  for  administrative  purposes 
without  the  use  of  a  vast  amount  of  money.  The 
veterans  don't  want  a  building  such  as  that  for  a 
veterans  building.  I  will,  therefore,  vote,  in 
order  that  other  members  of  the  Council  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  get  the  information  they  feel 
they  should  have,  to  send  this  matter  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  COFFEY — This  loan  order,  if  I  am  not 
mistaken,  is  for  approximately  $300,000.  That 
will  be  close  to  $700,000  we  have  spent  on  this 
building,  and,  according  to  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14  (Muchnick),  we  will  have  received  in  five 
years  for  rents  approximately  $500,000.  So  that, 
even  after  the  five-year  period  is  up,  we  would 
still  be  in  the  red  around  $200,000. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman  HANNON — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Will  the  gentleman  yield 
for  a  question? 

Chairman  HANNON — Does  the  councilor  care 
to  yield? 

Coun.  COFFEY— No. 

Chairman  HANNON — The  gentleman  does  not 
yield. 

Coun.  COFFEY — If  we  are  to  spend  another 
$300,000  on  this,  I  might  say  dilapidated,  building 
— it  must  have  been  dilapidated  for  the  Houghton 
and  Dutton  people  to  have  moved  out  in  the  first 
place — I  can't  for  the  life  of  me  see  why  we  are 
putting  an  additional  $300,000  into  this  building. 
It  is  all  right  for  that  gentleman  from  Washington 
to  come  here  and  assure  us  we  are  to  have  a  con- 
tract. We  don't  know  what  is  happening  in 
Washington.  None  of  us  know.  I  think  that 
every  Federal  employee  today  is  shaking  in  his 
shoes  because  he  doesn't  know  what  is  happening 
in  Washington;  and  if  they  don't  know  certainly 
we  don't  know.  It  is  pure  argument  that  they 
might  go  to  Worcester.  How  do  we  know?  We 
know  right  well  they  won't  go  to  Worcester. 
They  might  as  well  go  to  Swampscott  as  Worcester. 
With  the  population  that  Metropolitan  Boston 
has  got,  they  say  they  are  going  to  Worcester! 
You  will  find  a  greater  population  in  three  wards, 
maybe  two  wards,  of  Boston  than  in  the  whole 
city  of  Worcester.  That  is  pure  argument.  And 
a  rotten  argument,  I  thought,  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14  (Muchnick)  brought  in  was  my  drawing 
a  red  herring  across  the  trail  when  I  said  that  the 
veterans  have  to  go  way  out  to  West  Roxbury. 
He  wouldn't  understand  about  the  veterans  going 
to  West  Roxbury.  That  is  a  long  trip  for  the 
veterans  to  make,  and  I  know  hundreds  of  them 
would  rather  pay  a  $3  or  $5  bill  to  go  to  their  own 
doctor  than  go  to  West  Roxbury  and  back,  taking 
approximately  three  hours, — two  hours  going  and 
coming  and  at  least  an  hour  before  they  are 
examined,  and  it  is  twenty  to  twenty-five  minutes' 
wait  for  what  medicines  they  get.  They  would 
rather  go  to  their  own  doctor  and  pay  $3  or  $5 
for  a  visit,  and  on  top  of  that  go  out  and  buy 
their  own  medicines,  than  make  the  long  trip  to 
West  Roxbury.  I  say  that  the  gentleman  from 
Washington  never  mentioned  the  fact  they  would 
like  to  use  those  two  floors  for  a  hospital  for  the 
veterans  of  Boston.  No,  he  never  mentioned 
that.  He  only  mentioned  the  fact  that  the 
veterans  are  paying  so  much  for  insurance,  and 
naturally  it  is  a  good  thing  for  the  Government. 
It  is  good  insurance,  about  the  best  that  money 
can  buy,  we  know  that.  But  my  argument  is  the 
same  today, — seven  to  eight  out  of  every  ten 
veterans  drop  their  insurance.  You  know  what 
they  came  back  to  before.  It  was  a  godsend  for 
them  to  get  a  job  with  a  pick  and  shovel  on  the 
Sumner  Tunnel  or  on  a  highway.  We  hope  and 
pray  they  won't  come  back  to  that  now,  but  we 


are  not  sure  of  what,  they  will  come  back  to. 
I  ilon't  have  to  leave  this  room  to  just  ask  you 
gentlemen  how  many  men  that  have  been  work- 
ing for  the  Federal  (Government  or  in  the  ship- 
yards have  come  to  you  since  the  war  has  stopped 
— I  know  they  have  come  to  me  by  the  dozens- 
trying  to  get  a  $30  a  week  job  today.  And  any 
mart  with  Chree  or  four  kills,  or  even  one,  that 
conies  out  of  the  service  and  goes  on  a  $30  a  week 
or  a  $28  a  week  job  isn't  going  to  pay  insurance. 
He  can't  keep  it  up.  There  will  be  no  need  of  two 
floors  over  there.  And  there  is  nothing  to  stop 
the  Federal  Government  from  belling  us  at  a  later 
date,  "We  don't  need  two  floors."  When  they 
first  came  in,  as  I  said  before,  they  wanted  a  cer- 
tain sum,  and  we  gave  it.  They  came  and  asked 
for  a  second  sum,  and  we  gave  it.  Then  they 
came  back  and  asked  for  extras,  and  we  held  them 
up  for  a  year  because  we  didn't  think  it  right, 
and  eventually  they  got  that.  The  same  thing 
can  happen  again.  So,  I  don't  care  what  any- 
body says,  if  those  two  floors  cost  $350,000  to  put 
in  first-class  condition — and  the  contractor  will 
put  it  all  in  if  it  is  humanly  possible — they  will 
come  in  and  ask  us  to  transfer  from  other  city 
departments  to  pay  for  that  bill.  They  have  done 
it.  and  we  have  hollered,  but  it  has  never  done  vis 
any  good.  I  don't  know  how  this  thing  ever  got 
through  the  Legislature.  It  is  just  one  of  those 
things.  Boston  men  don't  give  a  damn.  Half 
of  them  on  the  city  pay  roll  don't  know  what  is 
going  on  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  they  don't 
care,  as  long  as  their  pay  check  is  waiting  for 
them  every  week.  But  the  fellows  from  outside 
will  let  Boston  spend  the  money, — sure,  because 
in  some  way  they  are  to  benefit.  Another  poor 
argument  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14  used  was 
when  he  testified  he  didn't,  care  if  only  one  man 
from  Boston  is  employed  and  all  the  others  come 
from  other  sections  of  the  state.  That  is  a  fine 
argument.  They  will  eat  here!  That  is  silly. 
They  are  coming  down  here  to  congest  traffic  and 
park  their  cars  where  businessmen  and  shoppers, 
want  to  park;  they  will  take  up  room  in  Boston. 
They  aren't  going  to  shop  here;  they  are  going  to 
their  own  shopping  districts  to  shop.  What  little 
money  they  leave  here  will  probably  be  for  a  light 
lunch,  and  from  what  I  have  seen  of  those  from 
up  in  the  sticks  they  bring  their  lunches  with  them. 
I  hope  this  order  does  receive  reconsideration. 
It  is  a  lousy,  rotten,  dirty  "steal";  it  will  be  done 
again.  And  I  say,  for  once  let  us  stand  up  in  our 
shoes  and  let  us  bring  that  high-toned  gentleman 
here,  back  from  Washington.  He  didn't  appear 
in  uniform,  and  not  one  damned  word  was  said 
about  an  administration  building  in  downtown 
Boston,  not  one  word,  for  the  veterans.  They 
just  want  to  set  up  an  insurance  agency  where 
they  make  a  few  dollars,  and  if  we  give  them  this 
after  the  five  vears  are  up,  what  are  we  to  have? 
Still  a  $100,000  deficit  on  the  Houghton  and 
Dutton  building.  And  God  knows  what  condition 
if  will  be  in,  when  Houghton  and  Dutton  moved 
out  and  we  couldn't  get  a  bidder  in  the  entire 
State  of  Massachusetts  to  buy  that  building. 
I  hope  that  reconsideration  will  prevail. 


Coun.  DWYER  in  the  chair. 

The  question  came  on  reconsideration.  The  roll 
was  called,  the  Chair  being  in  doubt,  and  the 
motion  to  reconsider  was  lost,  yeas  7,  nays  9:

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  move,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  order  for  $30,500,  No.  4  on  the  Calendar,  be 
reconsidered  for  the  purpose  of  referring  to  Execu- 
tive, as  we  have  referred  No.  5  on  the  Calendar. 
These  are  both  orders  appropriating  from  revenue, 
and  I  would  like  to  move  that  they  be  sent  to 
Executive. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  hope  that  this  motion  is 
defeated.  We  just  had  an  appropriation  of  $195,- 
000  and  he  couldn't,  see  to  vote  on  that,  and  now 
he  wants  to  holler  on  a  $30,500  order. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Bayley's  motion 
for  reconsideration.  The  roll  was  called  and  the 
motion  was  lost,  yeas  1,  nays  15:

On  motion  of  Coun.  McCORMACK  it  was 
voted  thai  when  the  Council  adjourn  it  be  to 
meet  on  Monday,  September  10,  1945,  at  two 
o'clock  p.  m. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  would  like  to  be  in- 
formed, if  you  can  so  inform  me,  when  we  go  into 
Executive,  in  view  of  the  fact  the  Chairman  and 
Acting  Chairman  are  not  present,  who  can  be 
designated  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Acting  President  DVYYER— The  Chair  will 
appoint  Councilor  Carey  as  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 


RESURFACING    PAVING, 
ST.   MARGARETS   HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  resurface 
with  smooth  paving  the  streets  in  the  vicinity  of 
St.   Margaret's   Hospital,   Dorchester. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  I  am  offering 
this  order  as  it  has  been  called  to  my  attention 
the  Federal  Government  is  to  spend  $300,000  to 
$400,000  on  construction  of  new  hospital  buildings 
in  the  vicinity  of  St.  Margaret's  Hospital.  I 
think  we  have  reached  that  point  where  City  and 
State  must  collaborate  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, and  as  long  as  the  Federal  Government  is 
to  spend  money  in  improving  the  property  there, 
the  city  will  likewise  spend  some  money  improving 
conditions  around  these  new  buildings.

LIGHTING    FACILITIES   ON 
HUNTINGTON    AVENUE. 

Coun.  CAREY  and  CHASE  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Acting  Mayor,  to  arrange  to  immediately  improve 
the  lighting  facilities  on  Huntington  avenue, 
between  Opera  place  and  the  Huntington  avenue 
overpass. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  just  a  word  on 
that  order.  Now  that  gasoline  restrictions  have 
been  removed,  and  noticing,  as  we  have,  the 
increase  in  vehicular  traffic  on  every  street  and 
highway,  the  dangers  that  have  been  apparent  on 
Huntington  avenue  for  many  years  have  been 
greatly  increased.  I  have  made  personal  observa- 
tions out  there  during  the  past  week,  and  if  some- 
thing isn't  done  by  the  city  immediately  to  better 
the  lighting  of  that  highway,  which  is  nothing  but 
a  main  thoroughfare  going  right  up  to  the  Canadian 
Provinces,  there  are  going  to  be  some  very  serious 
accidents  there,  and  in  great  number.  As  we 
approach  Huntington  avenue  we  notice  a  splendid 
"  White  Way,"  and  the  accidents  on  the  lower  end 
of  Huntington  avenue  are  very,  very  small  com- 
pared to  those  that  occur  as  we  get  out  in  the 
Roxbury  section.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are 
certain  areas  as  we  get  farther  out  in  Roxbury 
where  you  can't  see  your  hand  in  front  of  you 
because  the  street  is  so  poorly  illuminated.  This 
is  a  "must"  request,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  and  I 
certainly  hope  the  Acting  Mayor  and  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  will  lose  no  time  in  taking 
cognizance  of  this  request  and  that  in  the  very 
near  future  we  will  have  proper  lighting  facilities 
on  Huntington  avenue.

CATCH-BASIN   CONTRACT. 

Coun.  SCANNELL  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  division  engineer  in  the  Sewer 
Department  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  appear  before  the  City  Council  Executive 
Committee  relative  to  a  recent  catch-basin  con- 
tract which  was  given  out  by  his  department. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Mr.  President,  in  regard 
to  this  order,  about  three  months  ago  there  was  a 
catch-basin  contract  given  out  by  the  Public  Works 
Department,  and  I  have  yet  to  find  out  why  the 
Ward  6  section  of  South  Boston  was  included  in 
the  contract.     I  have  found  that  they  have  done 


hardly  any  work  in  the  Ward  6  section  of  South 
Boston,  and  the  catch-basins  are  filled  up  and 
when  there  is  a  storm  the  streets  are  filled  with 
water.  Now  this  contract  is  to  the  tune  of  about 
$30,000,  and  two  men  have  received  the  contract 
out  of  four  men  bidding.  One  contractor  got  about 
the  same  amount  as  the  other.  It  reminds  me  of 
one  of  those  contracts  where,  you  might  say,  there 
is  a  "pig  in  the  bag"  somewhere,  and  I  intend  to 
find  out  about  it,  because  if  we  are  to  spend  money 
here  in  the  city,  and  especially  in  my  section  of 
South  Boston,  to  clean  catch- basins,  I  want  to 
know  how  much  money  is  spent  there,  and  I  want 
to  know  when  our  catch-basins  will  be  cleaned  out. 
I  want  to  know  in  my  section  of  South  Boston, 
and  I  say  also  in  East  Boston,  Roxbury,  Jamaica 
Plain,  where  these  contracts  have  been  given  out. 
They  may  be  in  the  same  condition  as  the  Ward  6 
section  of  South  Boston,  where  less  than  one  per 
cent  of  the  catch-basins  in  that  section  have  been 
cleaned  out.  There  is  something  wrong  with  this 
contract  that  was  given  out,  and  I  am  going  to  ask 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  that  the  engineer  of  the 
Sewer  Department  come  and  explain  why  there 
were  not  more  catch-basins  in  the  South  Boston 
district  cleaned  out.

LIGHTING   OF   JOHN    HARVARD    MALL. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  instruct  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  to 
proceed  to  the  lighting  of  the  John  Harvard  Mall, 
Charlestown.

I  am  a  member  of  ■  national  organisation  whose 
present  work  is  to  draft  and  promote  appro) 
legislation  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  states  to 
:i->i>i  municipalities  throughout  the  nation  to  deal 
willi  housing  problems  such  BS  those  which  <  \i>t  in 
the  districts  outlined  in  the  order  of  the  I 
Council.  I  am  pleased  to  report  thai  this  organ- 
isation has  been  drafting  national  legislation  for 
consideration  by  Congress  as  one  of  its  post-war 

activities.      A.s    a    result    of  our    efforts,    Ben 
Wagner  of  New  York,  EUIender  of  Louisiana  and 
Taft  of  Ohio,  have  accepted  substantially  all  of  our 

proposals   and    incorporated    them    in    a    lull    which 

was  presented  to  Congress  on  Wednesday,  August 
1,  1945.  This  pieee  of  proposed  legislation  "ill 
permit  bousing  authorities  to  get  involved  in  the 
purchase  and  elimination  of  bigh-C08t  are-is  in   the 

municipalities  of  the  oountry  and  to  finance  Buch 

purchase  Over  a  long  period  of  years,  independent 
of   the  financing  of  the  structures   which    may    he 

built  on  -mil  ares 

The  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  no 
doubt  recall  that  I  petitioned  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Court,  for  enabling  legislation  to  permit  us 
here  in  Boston,  to  participate  in  and  enjoj  the 
benefits  of  the  national  legislation  now  pending. 
A  copy  of  the  petition  was  sent  to  all  members  of 
the  City  Council. 

I  initiated  ihe  legislation  with  the  thought  in 
mind  that  we  put  ourselves  in  a  position  to  enjoy 
the  benefits  of  the  national  legislation  immediately 
upon  its  enactment,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  at 
this  time  that  some  of  the  local  opposition  was 
carried  on  by  persons  who  should  normally  be 
interested  in  the  general  welfare  of  our  city;  they 
objected  on  the  grounds  that  the  legislation  was 
premature  and  unwarranted  at  the  time.  The 
result  was  that  the  petitioners  were  given  leave  to 
withdraw. 

The  national  bill  calls  for  insurance  by  the  Fed- 
eral Housing  Administration  on  projects  privately 
built,  guaranteeing  a  yield  of  2j  per  cent  on  the 
investment  involved,  provided  that  the  National 
Housing  Agency  is  permitted  to  put  a  ceiling  on 
the  rents  of  such  privately  constructed  projects. 

The  bill  also  provides  for  the  construction  of 
homes  for  low-income  farm  workers  throughout  the 
rural  sections  of  the  country,  permitting  farm 
workers  to  rent  and  to  exercise  an  option  to  pur- 
chase as  well.  It  also  contains  many  other  in- 
novations in  the  field  of  housing,  both  public  and 
private,  which  would  permit  of  the  rehabilitation 
of  all  of  our  sub-standard  structures  located  in 
desirable  residential  areas  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

I  personally  can  see  no  reason  why  this  legis- 
lation should  not  be  progressively  promoted  and 
used  to  100  per  cent  advantage  upon  its  adoption 
by  Congress. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  having  the  privilege  of 
your  cooperation  and  that  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  in  the  time  to  come  with  respect  to  this 
whole  matter.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to  seek 
further  information  at  any  time.

.  Coun.  CHASE — -In  view  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  not  much  more  time  to  work  on  this  Houghton 
and  Dutton  building  matter,  in  view  of  the  Federal 
Government  hesitating,  I,  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  feel  that  we  should  refer 
the  matter  to  Executive  session  and  then,  if 
necessary,  have  the  Finance  Committee  inquire 
into  the  matters  in  the  two  weeks  elapsing.  I 
therefore  request,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  matter 
be  given  to  Executive. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Do  you  make  a 
motion  to  that  effect? 

Coun.  CHASE— Yes. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Councilor  Chase 
moves  that  the  loan  order  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HURLEY — Speaking  on  the  motion,  and 
also  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
This  is  a  matter  of  expenditure,  a  loan  order  of 
$300,000,  and  I  don't  think  it  should  be  run  into 
Executive  today  and  rushed  through.  The  last 
month  or  two  it  seems  that  everything  is  rushed 
up  here  when  it  pertains  to  money.  I  suggest, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  you  let  that  stay  in  the 
Finance  Committee,  of  which  the  honorable 
member  from  Ward  4  (Chase),  a  great  fellow,  is 
the  chairman,  and  let  them  give  it  a  good, 
thorough  study,  and  let  them  get  all  the  particulars 
regarding  Federal  Government  leases  and  local 
leases,  and  then  report  back  in  the  regular  way, 
as  prescribed  for  this  committee  when  it  was  set 
up. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  when  the 
matter  of  accepting  the  act  which  gave  permission 
to  the  city  to  borrow  came  up,  this  particular  loan 
order  was  gone  into  in  great  detail  at  that  time 
on  a  motion  to  reconsider,  and  two  or  three  times 
during  the  course  of  the  meeting  that  afternoon. 
All  of  us  are  familiar  here  with  the  necessity  for 
swift  action.  There  is  a  great  danger  that  the 
Federal  Government  will  lease  a  building  in  a 
different  part  of  the  state  for  the  purpose  for 
which  this  building  is  intended,  and  if  we  stall 
around  much  longer  with  further  meetings  at 
which  we  can  learn  nothing,  having  had  all  the 
officials  here  concerned  testifying  before  us  in  the 


it  seems  to  me  we  are  going  to  lose  one  of  the 
best  deals  Boston  has  had  in  many  a  year,  anil  I 
urge  thai  this  be  taken  cure  of  as  suggested  by 
( lounoilor  Chase. 

Conn.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  this  is  a 
matter  of  vital  importance.  I  might  ask  in  the 
beginning,  if  the  contractor  has  already  bei  a 
puked,  whether  he  is  going  to  "kick  back"  any 
commission  for  (jet tint;  the  contract,  whether  he  is 
going  to  get  any  extras,  and  how  much,  if  any, 
and  who  is  going  to  benefit  by  it,  and  to  what 
extent.  What  is  the  difference  if  this  thing  is 
delayed  one  week  and  sent  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance  and  they  hold  a  meeting?  In  the  old 
days  it  was  nothing  to  come  up  to  the  balcony 
of  the  City  Council  and  hear  it  said  that  a  com- 
mission is  paid  for  everything  given  out  at  City 
Hall.  I  don't  suppose  conditions  have  changed 
from  the  old  days;  I  suppose  they  are  about  the 
same  now  as  they  were  then.  It  seems  as  though 
when  anything  is  to  he  rushed  through  that  they 
send  it  to  Executive.  After  we  come  out  of 
Executive  for  one  or  two  meetings  there  is  never 
a  quorum.  They  stall,  they  "kabitz"  in  there; 
they  talk,  and  continue  to  talk,  about  anything, — 
the  weather  in  general, — until  they  find  out  some- 
body has  to  go,  and  when  we  leave  the  Executive 
Chamber  and  come  back  out  here  we  usually  find 
we  are  just  one  short  of  a  quorum.  We  can  do 
thai  again  today  if  necessary.  I  would  rather  see 
this  thing  go  through  the  proper  channels,  have  it 
go  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  that  a  hear- 
ing be  held.  Only  yesterday  I  read  in  the  news- 
papers,— and  we  generally  do  read  the  newspapers 
before  we  get  any  reports  from  that  honorable 
body  called  the  Finance  Commission, — that  we 
had  better  go  slow  on  funds  from  the  City  of 
Boston.  When  I  stepped  into  the  Council 
Chamber  today,  on  my  desk  I  found  a  report  that 
I  have  already  read  in  yesterday's  papers.  They 
usually  manage  to  give  these  reports  to  the  news- 
papers before  the  members  of  the  Council  get 
them,  and  if  there  is  any  criticism  to  make  they 
usually  make  it  through  the  newspapers,  but 
they  don't  tell  the  newspapers  that  time  and 
time  again  the  members  of  this  Body  have  asked 
them  to  appear  before  us  so  that  they  can  help 
us  solve  some  of  Boston's  problems.  Not  once 
has  any  member  of  the  Finance  Commission  in  my 
six  years  as  a  member  of  this  Body  ever  appeared 
before  any  one  of  our  committees,  or  before  the 
Body  in  general,  as  a  whole;  but  they  do  like  to 
criticize.  Maybe  the  criticism  is  justified;  I  don't 
know.  But  I  do  know  this,  the  last  time  that 
contracts  were  given  out  on  the  Houghton  and 
Dutton  building  the  low  bidder  didn't  get  them. 
The  second  low  bidder  got  the  contract,  and  after 
he  got  the  contract  naturally  he  agreed  to  do 
certain  work  for  a  certain  amount  of  money,  but 
then  he  found  out  that  he  didn't  have  enough 
money  to  do  the  work  and  came  back  for  another 
appropriation,  and  "boobs,"  I  might  say,  that  we 
were,  we  granted  a  second  appropriation.  Then 
that  wasn't  enough.  He  came  back  then  for  the 
"gravy,"  and,  boy,  he  loaded  the  "gravy  wagon" 
with  a  lot  of  extras,  and  that,  too,  was  rushed 
through,  through  the  Executive  Committee  and 
not  a  committee  meeting.  It  seems  when  they 
want  anything  they  send  in  to  Executive,  where 
they  may  have  a  majority,  but  there  is  always  the 
old  trick  of  stalling  and  continuing  to  stall  up 
until  the  time  the  members  have  to  go  somewhere. 
The  members  have  to  go  somewhere,  so  when  we 
come  back  from  Executive  between  six  and  seven 
are  left,  not  enough  members  to  have  a  quorum. 
I  think  you  will  save  time  and  do  the  right  and 
proper  thing  by  sending  this  to  the  committee 
where  the  President  first  recommended  that  it 
go,  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  4  (Chase)  is  chairman  of  that  com- 
mittee. I  think  it  is  only  proper  and  the  duty 
of  that  committee  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  this 
$300,000  loan  order.  After  all,  it  is  not  for  a 
small  appropriation;  it  is  for  a  large  appropriation. 
And,  as  I  said  before,  we  know  what  has  happened 
in  the  past.  Let  us  not  have  it  happen  in  the 
future.  Let  us  have  this  go  to  the  proper  com- 
mittee, where  it  belongs,  the  Finance  Committee. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  certainly  hope  that  this 
matter  will  go  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  as 
you  have  already  directed  it.  If  ever  in  the  his- 
tory of  this  city  there  was  a  "public-be-damned" 
spirit  or  attitude  —  and  I  trust  that  that  expres- 
sion will  be  pardoned,  but  it  is  the  only  way  I 
find  I  can  fully  express  myself  —  now  is  the  time. 
It  is  a  great  thing,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  want  to  go 
through  for  the  Mayor  of  the  City.     Frankly,  I 
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don  t  think  the  Acting  Mayor  of  the  City  is  so 
anxious  about  it  he  wants  it  to  go  through.  He 
has  sat  here  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council.  I 
think  he  wants  to  be  fair  with  us.  '  But  there  is 
altogether  too  much  of  an  idea  prevailing  for  the 
last  few  months  in  a  certain  group,  of  whom  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  one  —  and, 
as  I  have  criticized  him  before,  I  do  again,  be- 
cause I  came  into  this  Council  when  he  did,  nearly 
eight  years  ago,  and  I  well  recall  that  time  and 
time  again  he  certainly  was  the  watchdog  of  the 
treasdry  of  the  City  of  Boston.  One  of  the  most 
difficult  things  was  to  obtain  the  passage  here  of 
some  vitally  important  matters,  and  when  thej-oll 
was  called  and  the  nays  were  recorded  we  found 
the  present  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
was  always  against  appropriating  money  until  he 
had  his  time  to  make  an  investigation  and  to  make 
doubly  sure  that  the  money  was  being  well  spent. 
As  I  think  back  here  I  sometimes  wonder  what  has 
come  about  in  this  city.  The  taxpayers  still  are 
paying  the  bills.  This  is  a  matter  of  almost  one 
third  of  a  million  dollars,  a  matter  of  close  to  25 
cents  on  the  tax  rate.  Well,  I  suppose  if  one  wants 
to  do  it  he  can  easily  throw  25  cents  addition  to 
the  tax  rate  out  of  the  window.  But  I  think  in  all 
fairness  to  the  taxpayers  these  matters  should  now 
be  given  the  same  consideration  that  they  have 
been  given  here  for  years.  The  tax  rate  of  this 
year  is,  I  believe,  the  highest  it  ever  has  been.  If 
it  is  not,  it  is  right  there  on  the  top.  And  still  the 
attitude  of  certain  members  of  this  Council  is  to 
say,  in  effect,  "To  hell  with  the  taxpayer.  To 
hell  with  that  taxpayer  who  is  paying  my  salary 
here  to  properly  represent  him."  I  know  that  I 
might  be  followed  by  certain  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil who  are  going  to  tell  you  and  me  that  this 
matter  has  been  discussed.  True,  it  has  been. 
But  I,  for  one,  am  not  convinced  yet  that  any 
further  repairs  should  be  made  to  the  Houghton 
and  Dutton  building.  I  don't  want  to  see 
Worcester  or  some  other  city  of  this  Common- 
wealth get  some  administrative  building.  We 
want  that  kept  here.  I  haven't  any  doubt  but 
what  it  will  be  kept  here.  That  is  the  argument 
that  is  going  to  be  used  —  it  was  just  used  by  the 
previous  speaker  —  in  order  to  hasten  this  vote 
through.  We  hear  so  much  today  of  what  is  con- 
templated in  order  to  make  Boston  a  better  city, 
a  bigger  city,  a  city  wherein  we  hope  to  attract 
business  of  ail  kinds.  Still,  if  ther»  is  one  thing 
hat  is  going  to  keep  business  out  of  Boston,  it  is 
your  tax  rate.  And  yet  we  have  within  this  Body 
a  member  and  some  veteran  members  of  this 
Council  who  all  of  a  sudden  don't  seem  to  care 
what  the  tax  rate  is,  whether  new  business  comes 
here,  or  whether  old  business  stays  here.  In  fair- 
ness to  the  taxpayers  of  the  city,  I  certainly  hope 
that  this  matter  will  go  to  the  committee  that  you 
have  directed  it  to,  in  order  that  proper  oppor- 
tunity may  be  given  to  make  doubly  sure  that  if 
the  matter  is  voted  on  favorably  each  and  every 
member  of  the  Council  will  feel  the  job  has  been 
done  right  by  the  taxpayers  who  sent  them  here 
to  represent  them. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — Mr.  Chairman,  it  seems 
to  me  that  if  in  the  post-war  world  we  wish  to  have 
a  Twentieth  Century  Boston  we  should  discon- 
tinue Eighteenth  Century  methods.  I  agree  with 
my  colleague  from  Ward  10  (Carey)  that  we  want 
to  cut  the  tax  rate,  and  it  seems  to  me  beyond  any 
possible  argument  that  if  we  adopt  this  proposi- 
tion we  must  go  about  cutting  the  tax  rate.  Spend- 
ing a  maximum  of  $300,000  will  yield  in  revenue 
$150,000  net  per  year  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  a 
minimum  period  of  five  years.  That  is  $750,000 
over  a  period  of  five  years.  Subtract  from  that 
$300,000,  and  we  are  left  with  a  net  profit  of 
$450,000  for  the  five-year  period,  which  can  easily 
be  used  to  reduce  the  tax  rate  approximately  30 
cents  from  what  it  now  is.  We  are  left  at  the  end 
of  that  five-year  period  either  with  a  building  in 
good  condition,  which  is  salable  to  some  private 
company,  or  a  building  in  good  condition  which  can 
be  used  by  city  departments  which  are  now  housed 
elsewhere.  That  is  on  the  assumption  that  the 
Federal  Government  does  not  take  up  the  five- 
year  option  which  the  present  lease  provides  for. 
If  the  Government  does  take  up  that  option,  then 
over  the  next  five-year  period  we  can  get  a  mini- 
mum of  $150,000  per  year,  net.  The  agreement 
with  the  United  States,  as  has  been  fully  gone  into* 
both  by  Mr.  Lally  of  our  own  department  and  by 
the  gentlemen  representing  the  Federal  Buildings 
Department  of  the  Government,  is  that  they  will 
pay  all  expenses  of  maintenance  and  running  the 
building,  and  will  give  us  only  the  burden  of  col- 


lecting the  rent  each  year,  in  either  monthly  or 
quarterly  installments  as  may  be  decided  upon. 
In  addition  to  that,  there  are  two  spaces  in  the 
building  which  yield  a  rental  of  $16,000  a  year, 
which  will  be  for  the  City  of  Boston,  so  that  the 
net  will  be  $166,000  rather  than  $150,000.  We 
have  nothing  to  do  with  repairs,  upkeep  or  any- 
thing else  by  way  of  expense  in  that  building  for 
the  five  or  ten  year  period. 

Coun.  HURLEY  —  Mr.  President. 

Acting  President  DWYER — For  what  purpose- 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

(nun  HURLEY — May  I  ask  the  gentleman, 
through  the  Chair,  one  question? 

Acting  President  DWYER — Does  the  gentleman 
desire  In  answer  a  quest  ion? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  will  answer  a  question. 

Acting  President  DWYER — State  your  question. 

Coun.  HURLEY— I  would  like  to  ask  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  14  (Muchnick)  if  he  knows 
what  the  problems  are  in  this  so-called  leasing. 
What  are  the  terms, — a  five-year  lease  with  an 
option  of  five,  or  is  it  five  with  an  option  of  two? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — It  is  my  understanding 
it  is  a  five-year  lease  with  an  option  of  five, — two 
five-year  periods. 

Coun.  HURLEY — Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
is  all  the  more  reason  that  it  should  go  into 

Acting  President  DWYER— Councilor  Much- 
nick  has  the  floor. 

Com,  HURLEY— I  would  like  to  ask  the 
councilor  one  more  question. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  —  I  would  be  glad  to  answer 
it.  and  I  guarantee  not  to  lose  my  train  of  thought, 
councilor. 

Coun.  HURLEY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  if  he  remembers  the  time  he 
sat  here  and  heard  Gene  Lally  speak  about  this 
option.  I  would  like  to  refresh  his  memory,  that 
it  was  five  with  an  option  of  two,  bringing  it  to  a 
total  of  a  million  and  some  odd  dollars. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Is  that  the  question? 

Coun.  HURLEY — That  is  the  question. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  wasn't  present,  so  I 
didn't  hear  it,  and  my  memory  is  not  refreshed. 
Mr.  President,  we  have  further  been  informed  and 
guaranteed  that,  regardless  of  how  many  extras 
any  contractors  may  desire  to  add  to  this,  the 
Federal  Government  will  look  to  us  to  spend  no 
more  than  $275,000  on  the  repairs;  and  that  any 
sums  in  excess  of  $275,000  will  be  paid  by  the 
Federal  Government.  It  seems  to  me,  using  the 
argument  that  Councilor  Carey  has  just  been 
using,  that  it  is  our  duty  as  public  officials  to  save 
the  taxpayers  all  we  can,  that  we  have  no  choice 
but  to  pass  this  and  to  pass  it  quickly,  so  that 
there  will  be  no  danger  of  it  going  to  Worcester  or 
elsewhere. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
your  Committee  on  Finance,  I  would  like  to  state 
that  our  committee  has  entertained  this  matter 
before.  Mr.  President,  I  assure  you  that  the 
purpose  of  the  City  Council  is  not  to  adopt  dilatory 
tactics  on  matters  which,  if  adopted,  would  prove 
to  be  beneficial  to  the  city,  and  it  would  seem  to 
me,  Mr.  President,  that  after  hearing  the  chairman 
in  charge  of  the  Real  Estate  Department  that  time 
was  of  the  essence  in  the  Council  accepting  this 
matter.  I,  as  chairman  of  your  Committee  on 
Finance,  sir,  am  not  urging  the  Council  to  accept 
this  $300,000  order.  I  am  merely  requesting  that 
we  facilitate  the  hearing  of  this  matter  by  having 
it  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Executive  Affairs, 
and  I  trust,  sir,  that  twenty-two  heads,  under  some 
circumstances,  might  prove  to  be  better  than  six 
or  five,  especially  when  at  times  it  is  very  difficult 
for  your  chairman  on  Finance  to  obtain  a  quorum. 
Now,  sir,  I  am  sure  the  members  of  your  Council 
would  agree  with  me  that  the  Federal  Government 
has  offered  the  City  of  Boston  a  very  favorable 
proposition,  which  in  the  long  run  would  be  very 
beneficial  to  the  taxpayers,  not  only  from  a  financial 
Standpoint  but  from  an  employment  angle.  You 
have  heard  the  chairman  in  charge  of  real  estate 
say  that  the  Federal  Government  was  considering 
the  city  of  Worcester  as  a  city  for  the  headquarters 
for  veterans,  and  you  have  heard  the  chairman  in 
charge  of  real  estate  say  that  there  would  be 
approximately  2,000  jobs  available  for  the  citizenry 
of  Boston  if  we  made  it  possible  for  the  Federal 
Government  to  take  over  the  entire  Houghton  and 
Dutton  building.  You  have  heard  the  gentleman 
in  charge  of  real  estate  give  us  figures  which  un- 
questionably show  that  the  City  of  Boston  would 
be  much  better  off  financially  if  we  adopt  this  loan 
order  than  it  would  be  if  we  did  not.  Again  may 
I  reiterate,  sir,  that  I  am  not  at   this  time  urging 
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the  adoption  of  this  order.  I  am  merely  asking 
the  Council  to  refer  i  h<-  matter  to  the  Executive 
session  in  order  thai  we  might  facilitate  matters 
for  a  vote  either  in  the  affirmative  or  in  the 
negative,  and  I  trust,  sir,  that  the  Council  will  go 
m.i.-.  to  refer  to  Executive

I  don't 
have  to  leave  this  room  for  proof,  or  ask  for  proof, 
if  nobodv  happens  to  agree  with  me  in  this  matter. 
All  I  have  to  do  is  ask  the  gentlemen  from  Ward  4 
and  14  (Chase  and  Muchnick),  the  spokesmen 
for  this  matter,  if  it  isn't  true  that  day  in  and 
day  out  they  are  tearing  down  buildings  within 
the  city  limits  and  making  parking  spaces  out  of 
them.  "  We  know  what  i-  behind  all  this,  those 
that  are  in  the  money,  the  real  estate  sharks — 
I  don't  call  thern  brokers,  I  call  them  sharks, 
real  estate  sharks.  The  real  estate  sharks  didn't 
want  the  Federal  Government  to  come  in  and 
take  over  No.  10  Post  Office  square  two  years 
ago  when  they  intended  to  come  in  and  take 
that  over  by  eminent  domain.  And  at  that  time 
the  First  National  Bank,  or  the  National  Shaw- 
inut  Bank,  who  have  a  treat  interest  in  that  No.  10 
Post  Office  square,  saw  fit  at  that  time  to  do 
something  about  stopping  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment coming  in  by  eminent  domain  and  taking 
over  that  nice  plum  they  had  at  No.  10  Post 
Office  square.  As  a  result  of  that  they  have 
worked  out  the  brilliant  idea  of  taking  over  the 
Houghton  and  Dutton  building  and  giving  certain 
spaces  of  that  building  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, and,  in  turn,  they  could  save  their  rentals 
coming  now  at  No.  10  Post  Office  square.  They 
are  getting  a  high  rent  down  there,  a  rent  that 
the  Federal  Government  would  never  agree  to 
give  them,  and  they  would  have  to  have  a  long 
drawn  out  court  case  if  they  asked  for  more  rent 
than  the  Federal  Government  building.  That 
is  why  the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building  came 
into  existence.  That  is  why  it  is  reopened. 
That  is  why  hundreds  of  thousands  have  been 
spent  in  fixing  it  up.  And  that  is  why  it  is  in 
the  condition  it  is  in  today,  with  a  couple  of 
vacant  floors.  And  this  gentleman  coming  down 
from  Washington,  I  suppose,  tells  us  they  would 
like  to  take  over  those  two  floors  as  an  insurance 
office, — not  as  a  Veterans'  Bureau,  where  the 
veterans  could  be  examined  and  file  a  claim,  and 
not  have  to  go  away  out  to  West  Roxbury, — 
they  just  want  to  come  in  with  another  insurance 
office.  It  isn't  the  first  time  that  I  have  taken 
my  feet  and  mentioned  that  after  the  last  war 
they  had  one  room  at  Milk  street,  and  there 
seemed  to  be  plenty  of  room  there  to  take  care 
of  all  the  insurance  cases.  And,  as  I  said  then, 
I  repeat  now,  that  eight  out  of  ten  will  drop  their 
insurance  as  soon  as  they  are  home  and  go  back 
to  civilian  life  again  and  get  out  of  uniform. 
They  did  it  in  the  last  war,  and  I  am  darned  sure 
that  the  boys  will  do  it  again  after  they  are 
mustered  out  of  the  service.  I  see  no  need  of 
rushing  this.  If  the  Federal  Government  are 
honest  and  sincere  they  can  come  in  and  take 
practically  any  building  in  Boston  that  they 
want,  and  the  local  ion  would  be  just  as  good  and 
the  building  would  be  in  better  condition  than  the 
building    they     want    now.

The  City  of  Boston  is  not  supposed  to  be  in  the 
real  estate  business  Let  us  not  get  into  it  now, 
We  have  bungled  the  thing  up.  1  admit  thai  1 
was  one  that  bungled  in  the  beginning,  but  I 
have  fought  it  since,  and  I  have  opposed  anything 
thai  took  place  in  the  Houghton  and  Dutton 
building  matter  for  the  past  two  and  one  half 
years.  At  least  we  can  wait  another  week  and 
find     out     where     the     money  s    are    coming     from. 

We  .an  have  Mr.  Lally  before  us  and  have  this 
gentleman  before  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
We  don't  know  what  will  happen.  Maybe  there 
will  be  a  real  estate  man  like  at  the  hearing  two 
and  one  half  years  ago,  and  that  gentleman  said 
right  on  I  he  floor  of  the  Council  that  he  would 
buy  that  building  if  the  city  would  sell  it  at  a 
reasonable  price,  and  would  pay  taxes  and  pay  a 
lump  sum  in  cash.

Conn.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  this  has 
never  been  a  vitally  important  matter  with  me, 
because  I  have  reached  a  point  long  ago  where 
I  don't  care  what  happens  to  it,  but  I  would  like 
to  refresh  the  memory  of  the  members  who  heard 
the  same  information  that  I  heard  on  two  or 
three  different  occasions,  and  I  don't  think  my 
memory  is  wrong  today.  We  have  already  spent 
about  $395,000  on  that  building.  If  we  spend 
another  $300,000  it  will  be,  roughly,  $700,000. 
Mr.  Lally  told  us,  when  the  lax  rale  was  still 
$39.0(1  a  thousand,  that  he  received  an  offer  for 
0,000 on  thai,  but  was  holding  out  for  1650,000, 
and  when  a  councilor  asked  what  the  value  of  the 
property    would    be    if   privately  owned,    he   said

lax  return  estimated  in  a  year  it  would  be  148,000. 
They  were  contrasting  that  against  the  profit  of 
the  building  for  eighteen  months  at  that  time. 
But  I  think  his  figures  were  cited  at  $00,000, 
from  the  middle  of  10-13  to  the  end  of  1044,  eighteen 
months'  period, — that  $90,000  profit.  Now,  in 
addition  to  all  of  this  money  spent,  the  city  has 
$450,000  in  lost  taxes.  Those  are  Mr.  Shattuck's 
figures.  That  makes  a  total  of  $1,150,000  in 
moneys  that  actually  have  been  spent  if  we  pass 
this  loan  order,  plus  the  $450,000  in  lost  taxes. 
This  figure  approximates  the  taxable  value  of  the 
building,  because  we  were  informed  by  Mr.  Lally 
that,  for  tax  purposes,  the  value  of  the  building 
would  be  set  at  about  $1  .lioo.oou  if  a  private 
owner  takes  it.  I  don't  know  what  that  means 
— you  can  reason  it  for  yourself.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  Councilor  Chase  has  said  that  by 
approving  this  $300,000  loan  order  2.000  more 
workers  will  go  to  work.  The  Mayor's  order 
Btates  today  several  hundred.  I  don't  know  who 
is  wrong  or  who  is  right,  but  thai  is  important 
enough  to  me  to  make  an  issue  out  of  it.  This 
business  of  moving  to  Worcester,  and  talking  about 
individuals  to  be  employed,  is  all  red  herrings 
on  the  trail.  The  contractors  can't  find  work  for 
2,000  men  in  that  building  unless  their  contract 
says  thej    have  to  do  the  work  over  night. 

Coun.   CHASE— Mr.    President. 

Acting  President  DWYER — For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  CHASE — Will  the  gentleman  yield  for  a 
question? 

Coun.   KINSELLA — Yes,  I  know  what   it  is. 
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Coun.  CHASE — Does  the  gentleman  from 
Charlestown  (Kinsella)  realize  that  the  2,000 
employees  I  had  reference  to  were  Federal  em- 
ployees after  the  building  is  finished,  to  be  em- 
ployed by  the  Government  in  the  Houghton  and 
Dutton  building? 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Yes,  I  admit  my  error  and 
apologize  to  my  friend  from  the  Back  Bay  (Cha  I 
now.  I  think  that  Councilor  Chase  urged  we 
recognize  the  existence  of  committees  or  abolish 
them,  a  suggestion  that  I  myself  made  four  years 
ago.  Either  we  have  committees  to  function 
or  they  do  not  function,  and  they  will  never 
function  if  the  Executive  Committee  is  going  to 
take  over  a  matter  that  is  purely  indigenous  to  a 
particular  committee,  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
I  think  this  Committee  on  Finance  should  function 
or  be  abated,  like  all  other  committees  of  this 
Council, — either  abate  the  committees  or  give 
them  some  work  to  do.  It  can't  be  two  ways. 
Either  turn  it  over  to  the  Committee  on  Finance 
or  abolish  the  Committee  on  Finance.  And  1 
hope  it-  goes  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Coun.  CHASE— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know  the 
purpose  of  all  these  dilatory  tactics  employed, 
but  I  do  know  that  this  matter  has  been  before 
your  Body  now  for  more  than  several  weeks,  and 
that  it  was  because  of  dilatory  tactics  that  this 
$300,000  loan  order  was  resubmitted  bj  Ids  Honor 
the  Mayor.  During  the  several  weeks  which 
had  elapsed,  Mr.  President,  your  Council  could 
have  acted  either  in  the  affirmative  or  in  the 
negative,  but  because  of  the  delay  we  are  still 
here  making  inquiries  on  matters  which  apparently 
most  councilors  here  are  well  acquainted  with. 
Now,  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14  (Muchnick) 
and  I  have  not  been  urging  the  Council  to  vote  in 
the  affirmative  on  this  matter, — at  least  I  have 
not  been,  Mr.  President.  And  I  may  say  again 
that  my  only  request  is  that  this  matter  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  given 
to  the  Executive  session  for  the  purpose  of  the 
twenty-two  councilors  to  gather  around  a  round- 
table,  to  call  in  the  experts,  and  get  their  answers 
that  they  seek.  I  have  heard  here  today,  Mr. 
President,  a  number  of  councilors  saying,  "Before 
I  pass  on  this  matter  I  want  to  know  more  about 
it."  Well,  where  are  you  going  to  get  this  informa- 
tion? You  are  going  to  get  it,  even  though  you 
are  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  from 
the  same  source  we  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance  are  going  to  get  it.  You  are  going  to 
get  it  from  the  head  of  the  Real  Estate  Division. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  I  think  the  proposition  before 
us  is  quite  obvious.  Are  not  twenty-two  coun- 
cilors in  Executive  just  as  capable  of  ascertaining 
the  information  that  they  seek  first-hand  direct 
from  the  experts?  Is  it  absolutely  essential  that 
the  Committee  on  Finance  has  to  ascertain  the 
information?  Of  course,  Mr.  President,  if  your 
Committee  on  Executive  matters  have  more 
confidence  in  the  Committee  on  Finance,  which  is 
only  composed  of  five  members,  then,  sir,  maybe 
it  is  best  that  we  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance.  But  I,  sir,  have  every  confidence  in  the 
twenty-two  members  as  being  just  as  capable  as 
the  Committee  on  Finance  in  ascertaining  the 
necessary  information  that  they  seek.  And  I 
hope,  sir,  in  order  to  facilitate  matters-,  in  order  to 
either  get  a  vote  in  the  affirmative  or  the  negative, 
that-  this  matter  is  referred  to  the  Executive  session. 

The  question  came  on  referring  to  Executive. 
A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  was  not  carried. 
Coun.  MUCHNICK  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  a  roll  call.  The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion 
was  carried,  yeas  9,  nays  8:

REPORT    ON    ADMINISTRATION    OF   THE 
CITY. 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  September  5,  1945. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  deems  it 
advisable  at  this  time  to  sound  this  note  of  warning. 

The  close  of  the  war  now  brings  the  city  face  to 
face  with  the  necessity  of  "putting  its  official 
house  in  order."  The  easily  earned  and  liberal 
wages  and  profits  of  wartime  are  now  about  to 
evaporate.  From  now  on  city  collections  will 
come  harder  and  with  more  general  grumbling  by 
the  taxpayers.  The  people  will  no  longer  be  able 
or  willing  to  pay  out  the  heavy  real  estate  taxes 
which  have  made  Boston  the  jibe  of  municipal 
economists  the  country  over. 

Yet  new  demands  must  be  met.  The  thousands 
of  city  employees  who  were  called  into  the  military 
services  will  be  coming  back  to  retake  the  positions 
which  the  law  guarantees  them;  it  is  expected 
that  the  thousands  of  "military  substitutes" 
will  do  their  best  to  hold  on  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  their  employment  was  intended  to  be 
only  for  the  duration.  The  problems  of  public 
works,  public  safety,  public  welfare,  and  public 
institutions  will  all  require  new  and  immediate 
consideration;  and  soldiers'  welfare  will  present 
many  problems  in  the  solution  of  which  new  and 
substantial  expenditure  is  forecast. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  frequently  pointed 
out  that  the  continued  maintenance  of  the  city's 
physical  plant  has  been  given  only  secondary 
consideration  for  many  years.  While  real  estate 
valuations  have  been  from  50  to  100  per  cent 
higher  than  many  are  willing  to  accept,  and 
although  Boston  has  had  the  highest  tax  rate  in 
the  country  among  the  large  cities,  nevertheless 
the  major  item  in  each  year's  current  figures  of 
appropriation  has  been  for  pay  roll  expenditure. 
Even  this  expenditure  has  steadily  and  substanti- 
ally increased,  often  by  additional  employments. 
Yet  primary  services  have  not  been  benefited  by 
this- phenomenon.  The  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments, the  Hospital  and  other  institutional 
departments  have  been  literally  crying  for  em- 
ployees, and  for  funds  to  pay  needed  employees, 
and  never  have  been  satisfied.  The  Park  Depart- 
ment officials  have  watched  the  millions  invested 
in  park  and  recreation  facilities  deteriorate,  or 
destroyed  by  vandalism  because  there  was  not 
enough  money  available  to  repair  when  needed, 
or  to  guard  them  against,  malicious  destruction. 

The  Public  Works  Department  lias  seen  street 
after  street  unravel  and  ultimately  require  entire 
replacement    because    an    occasional    break    in    the 
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pavement  could  not  be  repaired  in  time.  The 
budget  did  not  provide  adequatelj  for  tin-  ex- 
pense. The  department  baa  Been  ite  truck  Botille 
representing  hundred*  of  thousands  of  dollars, 
being  reduced,  unit  by  unit,  until  there  arc  onlj 
a  few  left  in  commission,  because  most  of  it  had 
outlived  its  usefulness,  and  continued  operation 
ua-  Bnaneially,  as  well  as  mechanically,  impossible, 
There  was  not  room  in  the  expenditure  program  for 
replacement  cost. 

The  once  great  plant  for  the  care  of  the  indigent 
UOk  and  infirm  at  Long  Island  has  deteriorated 
t<>  the  point  where  its  administrators  now  demand 
replacement  of  practically  every  building  except 
one  dormitory  built  during  the  war.  It  is  Mendi- 
cant that  tin-  one  improvement  came  only  because 
i  ial  hundred  inmates  were  suddenly  evacuated 
from  a  borrowed  military  barracks. 

The  correctional  institution  at  Deer  [aland  has 
been  falling  into  disuse,  bit  by  bit,  because  the 
buildings  and  equipment  have  not  been  adequatelj 
provided  for. 

It  is  therefore  more  necessary  now  than  ever 
before  that  the  city  take  advantage  of  every  oppor- 
tunity which  presents  itself  to  economize  in  the 
maintenance  of  needed  services;  and  to  eliminate 
where  it  can  the  lavish  pay  roll  spending  of  tin- 
war  period.  This  does  not  mean  necessarily  that 
the  cit.v  can  spend  much  less.  In  fact,  it  must 
spend  more  for  capital  investment  purposes  for  a 
time,  if  the  funds  can  be  obtained  from  othci 
than  the  usual  sources  of  city  revenue;  but  what- 
ever it  spends  it  is  incumbent  on  those  in  charge  of 
city  administration  to  spend  only  for  the  general 
good. 

Under  the  limitations  and  extraordinary  con- 
ditions of  the  war  period,  it  was  difficult  to  analyze 
these  problems  and  propose  remedies  which  would 
be  applicable  to  normal  conditions.  With  the 
passing  of  the  exigencies  of  that  period,  the  city  is 
now  free  to  study  these  matters  and  to  prepare  to 
meet  them. 

A  veritable  storehouse  of  information  on  needed 
changes  in  organization,  procedure  and  policy 
in  the  administration  of  departments  has  been 
developed  by  the  Finance  Commission  or  with 
its  encouragement.  The  following  list  includes 
some  of  the  studies  and  recommendations  made: 
1.  Police.  Shortly  before  the  war  began  the 
Finance  Commission  made  an  exhaustive  study 
of  the  Police  Department.  Its  survey  report 
traced  the  history  of  the  organization  for  many 
years  and  showed  clearly  the  need  for  a  reorgani- 
zation. It  pointed  out  possibilities  of  great  savings 
and  better  police  protection.  More  or  less  natu- 
rally, those  in  authority  at  that  time  were  unwilling 
to  accept  the  reforms  suggested.  These  reforms 
would  have  eliminated  many  highly  paid  jobs 
and  would  have  put  many  remaining  officers  and 
men  to  work,  i.  e.,  to  police  work,  which  is  the 
duty  of  the  department. 

The  war,  and  the  new  demands  of  wartime,  and 
the  burdens  placed  on  the  department  by  the 
Federal  agencies  and  the  unwillingness  to  make 
changes  while  the  war  was  on,  were  the  excuses 
convenient  to  use  against  a  growing  public  demand 
for  reform  in  the  Police  Department.  They  no 
longer   exist. 

2.  Budget.  Studies  and  observation  of  the 
budgetary  process  show  that  close  and  effective 
budgeting  is  absent.  Instead  of  determining 
what  services  are  needed  and  using  the  segregated 
form  to  aid  in  the  analysis,  budgets  tend  to  be 
little  more  than  a  continuing  lump  sum  appro- 
priation based  on  the  previous  year.  A  detailed 
work  program  for  any  coming  year  is  badly  needed. 
The  recent  example  of  appropriating  about  three 
times  the  required  amount  for  the  Veterans' 
Reception  Centre  is  a  case  in  point;  the  previous 
year's  figure  had  been  used.  The  Finance  Com- 
mission has  several  reports  on  the  question  of 
the  budget. 

3.  Institutions.  The  Finance  Commission's 
reports  cover  many  phases  of  administration  in 
this  field.  Some  of  the  questions  are  currently 
up  for  decision.  The  question  of  what  to  do 
about  an  eight  or  ten  million  dollar  building  pro- 
gram for  Long  Island  and  Deer  Island,  whether 
or  not  to  build  the  Long  Island  bridge,  how  best 
to  provide  for  fire  protection,  and  other  issues 
must  be  decided.  For  lack  of  suitable  personnel 
there  are  many  administrative  gaps  in  these 
institutions. 

4.  Public  Works.  The  Finance  Commission 
has  explored  and  comprehensively  discussed  every 
phase  of  garbage  and  refuse  collection  and  disposal, 
and    its    recommendations    are    spread    through 


many     reports,     The    most     important     project 

pending  in  this  field  at  present,  is  the  construe i 

of  an  incinerator.  This  is  an  immediate  neces- 
sity and  can  become  a  means  of  saving  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars. 

Street   and  sidewalk   paving,  one  of  the  costliest, 
items    in    Boston's    municipal    service,    has    been 

Closely  followed  and  analyzed  b.v  the  Finance  tun, 
mission   for  many  years,   and  out   of   this  informa- 
tion  has  grown  up  a  set  of  principles  and   recom- 
mendations which  can  be  found  in  the  commission  'g 

reports,     These  principles  have  to  do  with 

tracts,   programming  of  work,  inspection  of  work 

etc. 

A  budget  of  capital  expenditures  is  needed  in 
make  possible  the  undertaking  of  the  postponed 

maintenance    of    plant     and     the    construction     of 

new  public  works  as  well.  This  form  of  budgeting, 
which    has    been    organized    in     theory     but     never 

carried  out,  is  important  for  the  purposes  of 
scheduling  necessary  capita]  improvements  in 
ordei  ol  their  priority,  balancing  future  needs 
against  ability  to  pay,  and  assisting  in  stabilizing 
the  tax  rate  which  is  directly  affected  by  such 
huge  expenditures. 

A  study  of  the  record-keeping  system  in  the 
Public  Works  Department  showed  a  lack  of  pi 
supervision  of  record-keeping,  of  uniformitj  in  the 
keeping  of  the  records  in  manj  districts,  and  of 
proper  record-keeping  m  several  districts;  also 
that  many  of  the  personnel  wen-  not  well  qualified, 

that  the  value  of  some  of  the  records  was  ques- 
tionable, that  proper  use  or  full  use  was  not  being 
made  of  some  of  the  records,  that  there  was  dupli- 
cation  in  some  cases,  that  stock  records  were 
insufficient,  and  that  control  over  absentee  records 
was  not  being  exercised.  Since  proper  and 
efficient  record-keeping  is  today  considered  vital 
in  public  works  administration,  the  above  repre- 
sents a   very  serious  lack. 

5.  Fire  Prevention.  The  Finance  Commission 
published  several  reports  on  the  matter  of  fire  pre- 
vention in  its  general  administrative  phase  and  its 
relation  to  city-owned  property.  As  a  result  a 
start  was  made  on  the  reorganization  of  this  divi- 
sion of  the  Fire  Department,  under  the  last  fire 
commissioner,  but  the  program  still  has  some  dis- 
tance to  go  to  guarantee  effective  fire  prevention 
work. 

6.  Schoolhouse  Custodian.  The  salary  sched- 
ule for  schoolhouse  custodians  has  been  a  thorny 
problem  for  years.  While  the  recent  change  froiii 
the  contract  system  to  blanket  civil  service  cover- 
age has  forced  the  problem  into  the  open,  it  has 
raised  some  new  questions  which  must  be  decided. 
A  fair  salary  schedule  and  a  determination  of 
needed  manpower  must  be  settled.  The  Stra.ver 
Survey  called  for  a  special  study  of  this  matter. 

7.  Centralized  Administration  of  City-Owned 
Real  Estate.  The  Finance  Commission  endeav- 
ored b.v  framing  suitable  legislation  to  centralize 
the  administration  and  disposition  of  the  thousands 
of  foreclosed  and  unused  parcels  of  real  estate 
which  have  come  into  the  possession  of  the  city, 
but  that  legislation  failed  of  enactment.  While  the 
present  Real  Estate  Commission  is  operating  well, 
within  its  province,  there  is  still  much  to  be  done 
in  achieving  the  original  Finance  Commission 
objective. 

8.  Purchasing.  An  activity  as  vital  as  this  has 
naturally  received  a  great  deal  of  attention.  Rec- 
ommendations include  centralizing  all  purchasing 
for  all  city,  county  and  police  departments,  an 
inventory  control  located  in  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment, standardization  of  types  of  supplies,  sub- 
stitution of  bituminous  for  the  more  expensive 
anthracite,  more  central  control  over  fuel-burning 
equipment  as  is  done  in  the  State  Department  of 
Administration  and  Finance,  central  warehousing 
of  standard  articles,  salvage  center,  centralized 
control  over  motor  vehicles,  and  many  others  which 
have  been  suggested  from  time  to  time. 

A  central  inventory  control  of  equipment  was 
started  but  discontinued.  An  inventory  control 
over  consumable  supplies  in  institutions  and  tied 
to  the  Supply  Department  has  been  installed,  but 
the  position  established  in  the  Supply  Department 
to  check  the  operation  of  that  system  has  been 
vacated.  Moreover,  personnel  needed  to  main- 
tain the  system  at  Long  Island  and  Deer  Island 
lias  been  lacking  for  some  time.  The  useful- 
ness of  an  inventory  of  equipment  for  proper 
budgeting  has  already  been  mentioned.  Generally 
speaking,  a  tighter  control  over  equipment  anil 
supplies  is  needed. 

9.  Auditing.  An  effective  method  for  pre- 
venting disregard  of  established  procedure  in  sub- 
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milling  proposals  for  commitments  by  depart- 
ments for  pre-auditing  has  been  provided,  but  is 
not  respected  by  all  departments;  this  is  obvious 
from  a  reading  of  the  many  Finance  Commission 
reports  on  this  subject. 

In  19-10  a  body  of  certified  public  accountants 
made  a  survey  of  accounting  practices  and  office 
procedures  in  the  revenue  producing  departments 
of  the  city.  Their  report  contains  many  sug- 
gestions for  improvement  which  would  increase 
the  operating  departmental  efficiency,  improve 
relations  with  the  public,  increase  income  from 
taxation,  provide  a  sound  basis  for  better  utiliza- 
tion of  personnel,  improve  internal  audit  control. 

10.  Boston  City  Hospital.  This  institution  had 
been  an  administrative  sore  spot  for  years,  anil  lire 
Finance  Commission  reports  are  replete  with 
studies  of  purchase  and  use  of  crockery,  nursing 
school  requirements,  and  general  care  of  patients, 
federal  inspection  of  food  supplies,  system  of  dis- 
charging patients,  unpaid  charges,  ambulance 
service,  fire  and  sprinkler  system,  uncooked  food 
costs,  kitchen  equipment,  laundry  operation, 
linen  control,  etc. 

A  survey  made  by  experts  showed  that  about 
$50,000  could  be  saved  annually  after  an  initial 
outlay  of  $114,000  in  new  laundry  equipment  to 
provide  centralized  laundry  service  in  the  hospital 
for  all  city  departments.  That  recommendation 
has  yet  to  be  adopted. 

A  linen  control  system,  essential  for  providing 
an  adequate  linen  supply  without  undue  loss,  was 
started,  at  a  cost  of  $5,000  but  abandoned.  The 
large  linen  losses  still  continue. 

11.  Deer  Island.  The  Finance  Commission  has 
several  times  in  recent  years  made  out  a  strong  case 
for  absorption  of  this  institution  by  the  State, 
clearly  demonstrating  that  it  belongs  there.  Bos- 
ton's retention  of  the  institution  has  developed  a 
situation  involving  the  type  of  criminal  housed, 
virtually  nullifying  prison  reform  and  parole  efforts. 

12.  Faneuil  Hall  Market.  Although  the 
Finance  Commission  report  on  this  matter  was  con- 
cerned with  renting  policies,  it  opens  up  broader 
questions  of  renting  public  buildings,  and  what 
should  be  the  future  policy  in  regard  to  Faneuil 
Hall  Market,  particularly  if  the  proposed  highway 
is  run  through  that  locus. 

13.  Fees.  The  Finance  Commission  made  a 
report  on  a  case  of  an  application  for  a  license  to 
operate  a  slaughterhouse  in  East  Boston  a  few 
years  ago;  one  question  brought  out,  however, 
was  the  general  matter  of  adequacy  of  a  system  of 
fees.  The  question  of  fees  ought  to  be  studied  to 
determine  the  adequacy  of  present  fees,  to  deter- 
mine whether  additional  sources  of  revenue 
through  new  types  of  fees  is  advisable  (as  is  being 
done  in  many  other  large  cities) .  Another  related 
question  is  the  centralizing  of  the  issuance  and 
the  payment  of  fees  for  permits  and  licenses  of 
various  kinds,  and  the  study  of  the  inter  and  intra 
departmental  procedures  which  are  followed  in 
making  inspections  and  routing  forms  incident  to 
applications  for  fees  and  licenses. 

14.  Personnel.  No  subject  in  Boston's  ad- 
ministrative picture  looms  larger  than  that  of 
personnel.  The  numerous  studies  made  by  the 
Finance  Commission  demonstrate  a  wide  variety 
of  deficiencies  in  the  city's  personnel  policy. 
They  include  overstaffing  in  some  departments, 
understaffing  in  others;  failure  to  operate  estab- 
lished systems  in  institutions  for  lack  of  personnel; 
unfortunate  labor  relations  in  some  departments, 
notably  institutions;  inequitable  salary  schedules; 
failure  to  establish  proper  personnel  needs  for 
intelligent  budgeting.  The  reports  on  the  Police 
Department,  the  laundry  in  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  Long  Island  Hospital,  and  many  other 
cases  illustrate  these  deficiencies.  Added  to  this 
are  such  situations  as  the  excessive  number  of 
constables,  the  Bureau  of  Americanization  and 
the  Unemployment  Bureau,  where  no  sizable 
contribution  of  municipal  services  is  forthcoming 
from  the  personnel. 

However,  before  it  can  be  reliably  ascertained 
just  what  a  proper  personnel  quota  is  for  any  given 
department,  a  type  of  study  indicated  in  the  next 
section  of  this  report  should  be  made. 

15.  Reorganization.  For  many  years  reor- 
ganization of  the  departmental  structure  of  the 
city  has  been  an  emphatic  objective  of  the  Finance 
Commission.  Observation  extending  over  many 
years  has  convinced  the  commission  that  there  is 
much  overlapping  of  function,  duplication  and 
unnecessary  backtracking  in  procedures,  failure 
to    utilize   modern   office    methods,    decentralized 


performance  of  similar  functions,  and  a  general 
lack  of  coordinated  interdepartmental  programs. 

A  scries  of  organization  charts  of  departments 
was  prepared  in  1942  with  the  number  of  personnel 
in  each  unit  given.  If  these  were  to  be  accom- 
panied by  flow  charts  illustrating  the  relationships 
within  and  between  departments,  the  routing  of 
work  and  the  operations  performed,  with  the  work 
load  entailed, —  a  beginning  will  have  been  made 
in  attacking  this  problem. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  previously  sug- 
gested that  many  services  now  performed  in 
separate  departments  could  advantageously  and 
economically  be  grouped  together.  Suggestions 
for  study  looking  toward  possible  consolidation 
were  made  in  the  following  activities: 

Engineering  staffs  were  found  in  November, 
1942,  in  the  Bridge  ami  Ferry,  Highway,  Sanitary 
and  Water  Divisions  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment; Transit,  Street  Laying  Out,  Park, 
Traffic  and  School  Buildings  Departments  and  in 
the  Planning  Board;  in  all,  representing  a  force  of 
approximately  Kit)  men.  Social  welfare  activities 
wen'  performed  in  three  departments.  Purchasing 
was  done  in  three  departments.  Maintenance 
problems  were  common  to  all  the  public  buildings 
as  well  as  the  scleral  institutions.  Permits  were 
issued  by  several  departments  at  several  places. 
Public  safety  was  administered  by  two  depart- 
ments. Motor  vehicles  is  operated  by  many 
departments  without  any  centralized  control. 
Automobile  repair  work  has  been  parcelled  out  to 
private  firms  to  a  greater  extent  than  is  necessary 
if  the  city  makes  full  use  of  its  own  manpower  and 
facilities.  There  was  lack  of  coordination  between 
several  departments  concerned  with  the  same 
object,  for  instance,  the  streets. 

Such  a  distribution  of  work,  personnel  and 
programs,  is  a  direct  challenge  to  a  thoroughgoing 
study.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  instruct  the 
Building  Commissioner  and  the  Health  Com- 
missioner to  consider  the  advisability  of  tearing 
down  those  sections  of  the  brick  property  on  Car- 
son street  which  constitute  a  health  menace  and 
accident  hazard. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  instruct  the 
director  of  the  Division  of  Real  Estate  to  imme- 
diately clean  out  and  level  off  the  property  owned 
by  the  city  at  33  Carson  street,  Dorchester,  so  that 
the  children  might  use  this  location  as  a  play  area. 

Coun.  HANNON — These  two  orders  are  per- 
taining to  the  same  subject.  Many  times  in  the 
past  we  have  considered  the  question  of  juvenile 
delinquency,  and  the  longer  I  am  in  public  life 
and  the  more  I  have  to  do  with  the  police  and 
with  the  courts  the  more  I  become  convinced  that 
there  is  a  decreasing  amount  of  common  sense 
existing  somewhere.  I  have  been  in  many  dis- 
gusting situations,  but  last  week  I  think  the  low 
ebb  of  all  time  was  reached,  when  I  was  forced  to 
go  to  the  police  station  in  Dorchester  to  represent 


children  ranking  in  age  from  five  to  seven  years, 
because  those  kids  were  exercising  the  God-given 
right  of  playing  in  a  piece  of  property  which  I 
later  on  found  out  belonged  to  the  city  Why, 
it  is  almost  unbelievable  to  think  that  the  police 
of  this  city  would  notify  parents  to  bring  children 
five  years  of  age  to  the  police  station,  and  than 
when  you  get  up  there  they  tell  you  that  a  five- 
year-old  is  the  •  ringleader  of  the  gang.  Can 
you  imagine  that'.'  I  don't  know  what  we  are 
coming  to.  Why,  if  they  keep  up  that  manner 
of  procedure  pretty  soon  they  will  be  taking 
babies  out  of  the  cradle  and  accusing  them  of 
disturbing  the  peace.  Do  yon  know  what  those 
kids  were  guilty  of?  They  were  in  a  field  having 
potato  bakes,  the  same  as  you  and  I  and  practically 
every  cop  on  the  force  has  had.  But.  of  course, 
somebody  saw  the  flame,  and  they  hollered, 
"There  is  a  fire  again,"  and  they  tell  the  parents 
of  these  youngsters —fourteen  of  them — to  bring 
them  up  to  the  police  station,  and  they  are  going 
to  make  the  kids  observe  the  law.  I  tell  you, 
gentlemen,  there  is  something  radically  wrong 
in  this  city.  I  can't  cure  it  all.  but  I  can  cure 
what  is  wrong  there,  because  the  thing  to  do 
is  get  to  work  and  clean  off  this  place  and  let 
the  kids  play  in  there  If  the  place  is  cleaned  off, 
then  the  police  and  the  people  of  the  district 
will  know  that  the  children  are  entitled  to  be 
in  there,  entitled  to  play  in  there.  And  I  say, 
for  God's  sake,  let  us  nave  no  more  notices  issued 
to  five-year-old  citizens  to  kindly  appear  at  the 
police  station  because  they  have  been  complained 
of  for  committing  nuisai

REMOVAL    OF     ELEVATED     STRUCTURE. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  take  immediate  steps  to  remove  the  elevated 
structure  along  its   entire   route. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  am  sub- 
mitting these  orders  in  a  body  because  I  think 
they,  too,  pertain  to  a  subject  which  is  close  to 
each  and  every  one  of  us,  and  a  subject  which  I 
think  must  be  dealt  with  by  action  rather  than 
by  words.  Last  year,  as  you  recall,  before  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  left  here  and  went  up  to 
Beacon  Hill,  there  was  submitted  to  us  a  loan 
order  in  the  amount  of  $500,000  which  was  to 
take  care  of  certain  improvements,  one  of  which 
was  the  construction  of  a  bath  house,  in  the  sum 
of  $125,000,  in  the  Savin  Hill  section.  That  was 
adopted  by  us  on  March  6,  and  since  then  it  has 
lain  dormant  somewhere.  The  other  orders  I 
have  submitted  pertain  to  the  removal  of  the 
elevated  structure  along  Washington  street.  The 
third  order  is  relative  to  the  bus  situation  in  Park 
square.  Now,  probably  in  entering  into  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  bus  situation  I  am  trespassing  upon 
the  grounds  of  another  councilor,  but  I  do  so  in 
good  faith  and  not  with  any  intent  to  disparage 
or  injure  him.  However,  we  are  faced  with  a 
problem,  Mr.  President,  of  doing  something  for 
the  boys  who  are  returning  home.  We  have  read 
in  the  paper  of  this  project  and  that  project. 
We  have  been  told  what  is  going  to  be  done  for 
them,  and  this  and  that  is  going  to  provide  jobs 
and  going  to  provide  work.  But  I  think  it  is 
about  time  we  had  some  action  and  let  the  words 
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go  their  own  way.  Many  kids  are  coining  home 
nowadays,  and  you  have  a  job  trying  to  find 
employment  for  them.  These  projects  all  take 
plans.  They  take  time  to  figure  out.  They  take 
time  to  be  put  in  that  condition  where  they  ran 
i ■.illy  go  into  operation,  and  I  don't  think  we  are 
working  fast  enough  or  working  assiduously  enough 
so  as  to  assure  these  boys  who  are  coming  home 
proper  jobs  and  proper  employment.  Up  there  m 
Park  square  if  you  and  I  park  an  automobile  for 
fifteen  minutes  we  get  a  ticket  on  il,  but  you  can't 
even  walk  through  there  with  the  buses  t  hat  are 
parked  in  every  way  possible  all  over  Park  square. 
Even  other  city  in  the  country,  I  believe,  regard- 
less   of   size,    has    some    soil    or   some    size    of    bus 

terminal      We  have  what?     Merely  a  street.     We 

tell  the  citizens  here  they  can't  park  their  ears, 
but  we  tell  big  corporations  they  can  bring  all 
kinds  of  buses  lien-  and  Leave  them  right  in  the 
street  so  that  the  citizenry  can't  even  pass  by. 
I  don't  think  we  even  collect  for  the  parking 
privileges  there.  Other  cities  have  parking  meters. 
Something  should  be  done.  We  are  looking  for 
increased  revenue.  We  are  looking  for  jobs  for 
the  boys  coming  home.  Why  don't  they  do  some- 
thing— get  together,  lei  these  corporations  en-el  ;i 
bus  terminal'.'  That  would  provide  work;  that 
would  provide  employment  during  the  erection 
and  provide  employment  after  the  erection.  Not 
only  that,  but  it  would  improve  the  city.  I  am 
filing  these  orders.  I  want  my  bath  house  built. 
I  have  fought  for  it,  and  I  have  been  assured  by 
his  Honor  it  will  be  built.  But  if  plans  are  nut 
drawn  up  now,  next  spring  they  will  be  starting 
on  other  plans.  I  want  the  bath  house  open  for 
next  summer.  I  don't  want  to  wait  until  the 
last  minute.  And  so  with  the  elevated  structure. 
For  years  we  have  been  told  it  is  going  to  be  taken 
down.  Why,  we  were  at  mass  Sunday  in  the 
Cathedra],  a  beautiful  church,  a  church  upon 
which  has  been  spent  thousands  of  dollars  in 
renovation,  a  church  which  is  now  a  credit,  not 
merely  to  Catholics  but  to  the  whole  City  of 
Boston,  and  when  you  are  in  that  edifice,  in  the 
most  sanctimonious  part  of  the  service,  you  will 
be  interrupted  by  the  rumbling  and  roar  of  trains 
rolling  along  the  rails  outside.  I  say,  let  us  get 
together;  let  us  do  something.  We  promise  the 
veterans  everything.  ■  Let  us  give  them  now  some 
action,  not  merely  words,  but  action.

POSTPONING   OF   OPENING   OF   CERTAIN 
SCHOOLS. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  offered  the  following: 
( Irdered,  Thai  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  confer  with  the  members  of  the  Boston  School 
Committee  relative  to  the  advisability  of  post- 
poning the  opening  of  the  Boston  schools  in  those 
sections  of  Boston  where  cases  of  infantile  paralysis 
have  been  reported,  until  such  time  as  the  spread 
of  this  dread  disease  has  been  abated. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.  President,  unfortunately 
certain  parts  of  Boston  have  been  afflicted  with  the 
dread  disease  of  infantile  paralysis.  At  this  time 
I  think  great  credit  is  due  Doctor  Bailey,  our 
Health  Commissioner,  for  his  efforts  in  attempting 
to  eradicate  this  terrible  disease.  As_  yet  il  has 
not  been  completely  stamped  out.  Yesterday  it 
came  to  my  attention  thai  in  the  Wellington  Hill 
section  of  Dorchester,  as  to  which  I  filed  another 
order,  during  the  past  two  weeks  there  have  been 
four  cases  reported.  Now,  this  order  pertains  to 
the  closing  of  the  schools  until  such  time  as  this 
dreaded  disease  has  been  abated.  Thursday  thej 
are  going  to  open  the  schools.  Are  we  going  to 
jeopardize  the  health  and  lives  of  our  children  bj 
permitting  them  to  attend  school,  where  they 
would  be  subject  to  infection  of  this  disease?  I, 
personally,  would  rather  see  them  suffer  the  loss 
of  education  for  a  few  weeks  than  to  endanger  I  heir 
health  and  lives  by  placing  them  in  a  position  in 
come  in  contact  with  this  deadly  germ.  I  know 
that  the  mothers  and  fathers  of  the  children  who 
live  in  thus.-  districts  must  agree  with  me  that  it 
would  be  better  for  those  children  who  live  in 
those  particular  areas  to  be  out  of  school,  even 
though  ii  ma\  be  an  inconvenience  to  them  to  have 

their  children  out  of  school  and  perhaps  lose  some 
of  their  education.  I  think  they  would  agree  with 
me  thai    il    would   lie  better  for  them  to  be  on!    of 

sohool  and  not  subject  lo  tins  disease,  which  maj 


ruin  them  for  the  rest  of  their  lives,  or,  even  to  go 
further,  may  take  their  lives  away  from  them. 
Now,  I  understand  there  are  several  other  com- 
munities that  are  faced  with  the  same  condition 
that  have  already  opened  their  schools.  I  am 
informed  thai  .Marblehead  has  already  closed  its 
schools  for  this  particular  reason,  and  there  are 
others  contemplating  doing  the  same  thing.  This 
is  a  serious  proposition,  and,  so  far  as  the  health  of 
our  children  is  concerned,  I  think  the  Mayor 
should    confer    with    the    members    of    the    Boston 

School  Department,  together,  perhaps,  with  the 
Health   Commissioner  of   Boston,   for  the  purpose 

of  seeing  whether  il  wouldn't  be  lo  I  he  advantage 
of  the  children  in  these  particular  areas  where  this 
disease  has  spread  not  to  open  I  he  schools  until 
this  dreadful  disease  has  been  thoroughly  abated. 
I  think  it  is  a  serious  problem  and  should  be  given 
thorough  consideration.  In  my  opinion,  Mr. 
President,  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a 
pound  of  cure.

INVESTIGATION   OF    INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS    CASES. 

Couns.  TAYLOR  and  MUCHNICK  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Health  Commissioner  be 
requested  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  take  im- 
mediate steps  to  investigate  the  progress  of 
infantile  paralysis  cases  recently  reported  in  the 
Wellington  Hill  section  of  Dorchester,  and  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this 
disease. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Just  a  few  words  on  this 
order  which  is  related  to  the  other  order  in  part. 
Several  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  have  been 
reported  in  the  Wellington  Hill  district  of  Dor- 
chester during  the  past  two  weeks.  I  am  asking 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  contact  the  Health 
Commissioner  for  the  purpose  of  doing  the  same 
marvelous  job  he  is  doing  in  other  sections  of  the 
city  in  attempting  to  eradicate  this  disease. 
There  are  many  sections  that  could  be  spread  with 
DDT,  and  I  trust  that  this  order  will  pass.

COMPUTATION   OF   VETERANS'    INCOME. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  confer  with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  for 
the  purpose  of  eliminating  all  considerations  of 
disability  pensions  awarded  to  veterans,  in  com- 
puting the  annual  income  of  veterans'  applications 
for  housing. 

Coun.  KIXTSELLA — It  has  come  to  my  attention 
lately  that  there  is  an  increasing  number  of  appli- 
cants for  Housing  Authority  projects  who,  upon 
making  known  their  assets  to  the  Authority 
officials,  find  out  that  the  very  item  that  is  being 
paid  them  by  the  Federal  Government  for  dis- 
abilities incurred  in  the  line  of  military  service 
is  the  obstacle  they  cannot  overcome  in  procuring 
public  housing.  For  example,  I  understand  that 
the  Federal  Government  has  a  scale  of  disability 
payments  that  is  based  on  fifteen  times  more 
than  $1  for  each  percentage  of  disability.  For 
instance,  a  man  admitted  to  be  40  per  cent  dis- 
abled would  get  $55;  a  man  getting  30  per  cent 
disability  would  get  $45,  or  something  to  that 
effect,  and  that  those  amounts  when  computed 
on  a  monthly  basis  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  officials  have  proved  to  be  just  enough 
to  keep  the  men,  and  women,  too,  out  of  those 
housing  projects.  Now,  some  time  ago,  there 
was  some  talk,  or  we  were  informed  so,  that  the 
Housing  Authority  officials  were  going  to  make 
every  effort  to  clear  the  Boston  Project  of  emer- 
gency war  workers  in  the  interest  of  bona  fide 
Boston  residents.  I  don't  know  to  what  extent 
their  efforts  have  progressed,  but  I  want  to  state 
publicly  that  it  is  about  time  that  every  one 
of  those  projects  was  emptied  of  non-Bostonians 
and  non-Massachusetts  residents, — from  an  ar- 
bitrary date, — in  my  opinion,  to  be  possibly 
December  1st,  1941 — six  days  before  Pearl  Harbor. 
There  isn't  a  member  of  this  Body,  Mr.  Chairman, 
who  has  not  had  painful  experiences  with  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  in  attempting  to  get 
into  the  projects  people  that  were  born  and 
brought  up  in  the  City  of  Boston  or  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  for  rental,  And  in 
many  cases — in  hundreds  of  cases — they  have 
been  denied  tenancy  for  those  bona  fide  Boston 
residents  in  favor  of  people  from  California, 
Texas,     Arkansas,     Vermont,     New     Hampshire, 


Rhode  Island,  Arizona,  Conneotiout,  and  any 
one  oi  the  others  of  the  forty-eight  states.  Origi- 
nally when  the  projects  wen:  built  they  were 
intended  to  eliminate  slum  nuisances,  the  sub- 
standard areas.  Now,  since  the  California, 
Texas  and  Arizona  people  didn't  live  in  this 
area  until  after  the  war  started — the  American 
participation  in  the  war — it  appears  that  they 
profited  enormously  all  around.  They  came 
into  the  area,  they  were  paid  high  wages,  as  was 
their  right  to  be  paid,  and  they  were  given  the 
most  modern  quarters  available,  quarters  in 
control  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  which 
were  denied  to  the  Boston  people  who  are  paying 
the  bills.  Now,  there  are  numerous  complaint 
already  coining  to  the  surface  that  seem  to  validate 
my  judgment  of  three  years  ago,  when  I  made 
certain  predictions  on  the  floor  of  this  chamber, 
Mr.  Chairman.  I  did  say  on  one  occasion  that 
it  was  not  much  to  the  Government's  credit, 
and  the  Government  is  the  American  people, 
to  give  a  medal  or  to  give  a  citation  to  a  man 
who  loses  an  arm  or  a  leg.  or  who  loses  his  health 
or  nerves  or  sanity  or  eyesight,  and  not  guarantee 
him  hygienic,  sanitary,  decent,  modern  living 
conditions,  and  not  guarantee  him  a  job.  And 
I  am  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  my  predictions 
of  three  years  ago  are  coming  true  with  alarming 
frequency.  I  recall  stating  from  my  own  chair 
three  years  ago:  This  is  a  veterans'  proposition, 
closely  allied  with  the  right  to  live  in  decent, 
sunshiny  surroundings,  where  you  cannot  live 
if  you  cannot  pay  your  way.  I  spoke,  if  you 
will  remember,  about  the  great  measures  of 
protection  that  were  thrown  around  the  insurance 
companies.  And  only  the  other  day  I  had  two 
boys  come  into  the  Hall  and  tell  me  that  they 
went  to  their  own  employers  who  said,  "We  will 
be  glad  to  take  you  back  if  the  insurance  com- 
pany will  pass  you."  And  since  one  boy  was 
40  per  cent  disabled,  and  the  other  boy  30  per 
cent,  and  yet  with  no  visible  marks  on  them, 
the  disability  being  all  internal,  the  insurance 
companies  refused  to  authorize  their  return  to 
employment  that  they  had  when  one  enlisted 
and  the  other  was  inducted.  That  is  one  pre- 
diction that  has  come  true.  Another  is  that 
the  boys  would  be  victimized  by  mass  ingratitude, 
as  they  were  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  every 
day  there  is  evidence  of  it  on  every  hand.  A 
young  man  in  my  neighborhood  received  the 
Navy  Cross  for  something  that  can  now  be  re- 
vealed. He  cut  the  water  cables  at  the  invasion 
of  Iran,  and  he  was  a  deep  sea  Navy  diver.  He 
was  given  the  Navy  Cross  and  $2  a  month  more 
on  his  pay.  As  I  understand  it  that  $2  stops 
upon  discharge,  and  when  that  boy  went  to  apply 
for  a  beach  wagon  under  a  congressional  law 
that  gives  a  veteran  preference,  he  was  run  around 
for  ninety  solid  days  from  the  date  of  his  discharge 
until  the  last  day  I  talked  to  him,  last  Sunday. 
They  are  selling  to  the  dealers  in  contravention 
of  the  law  that  requires  that  veterans  be  given 
first  preference  over  all  others  for  purchases  of 
certain  supplies  and  materials.  Who  is  to  answer 
for  that?  Is  it  the  great  American  people,  of 
which  we  are  part?  Or  is  it  our  so-called  leaders, 
who  now  see  that  there  is  no  more  urgency  for 
catering  to  the  fighting  men?  I  hope  there  is 
no  record  of  this.  I  am  not  looking  for  anything 
but  an  opportunity  to  crystallize  your  opinion 
and  their  interest  on  the  rough  treatment  already 
being  accorded  to  those  boys.  I  care  nothing 
if  the  City  Record  or  the  Boston  newspapers  carry 
no  word  of  my  statements  here  today.  I  want 
only  to  inflame  all  of  you  men  to  a  full  and  com- 
plete realization  of  the  things  that  you  must  have 
experienced,  as  I  have  in  the  last  several  months, 
because  of  all  of  the  discharges  amongst  the  per- 
sonnel. If  you  have  not  had  the  experiences, 
you  will  have  them,  and  one  of  the  experiences 
is  that  the  boy  is  being  penalized  not  only  with 
the  loss  of  his  health,  but  he  is  being  penalized 
in  his  efforts  to  procure  living  quarters  in  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  because  his  disability 
award  added  to  what  he  earns  per  week  puts 
him  far  in  excess  of  the  allowable  allowance  of 
the  various  types  of  apartments  that  the  size  of 
his  family  requires  him  to  have.  I  wonder  if  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  for  once,  won't  make 
an  honest  effort  to  recognize  the  extent  and  the 
sacrifice  of  those  boys'  services.  A  boy  getting 
834.50,  or  $45.50  or  $100  a  month  disability 
pension  should  not  have  to  account  for  that  as 
a  matter  of  income.  It  should  be  based  on  his 
wages  and  not  on  a  disability  award,  if  that 
amount  in  addition  to  wages  is  going  to  conspire

to  keep  him  out  of  something  he  has  earned. 
And  I  nope  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  make 
this  a  major  item  of  consideration  between  him- 
self and  the  full  board  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  if  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  allow 
those  boys  in  there  with  their  small  families 
without  being  penalized  by  the  very  people  in 
whose  service  they  incurred  their  disability. 
I  hope  that  this  order  passes.

REPAIR    OF   TRUCKS   IN   PUBLIC   WORKS 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  RUSSO  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  instructed,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
make  the  necessary  repairs  to  all  trucks  in  the 
department  which  are  used  in  the  collection  of 
garbage  and  refuse,  so  that  the  collections  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  especially  in  the  Ward  3 
section  of  Boston,  be  made  regularly  so  as  to  prevent 
a  serious  health  menace  which  the  people  in  the 
Ward  3  section  are  facing  at  the  present  time 
because  of  this  shortage  of  trucks. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  I  just  want  to 
speak  a  few  words,  as  my  counsel  here  has  in- 
structed me  not  to  inake  a  speech.  However,  I 
cannot  help  but  say  a  few  words  in  this  regard. 
For  the  past  several  weeks  there  have  been  delays 
in  the  collection  of  garbage  and  refuse,  and  in  call- 
ing up  the  yard  I  have  been  informed  that  the 
reason  has  been  because  of  the  trucks  that  we 
have  serving  that  particular  district  are  not  in 
good  standing.  I  realize,  Mr.  President,  that  in 
the  past  naturally  it  has  been  very  hard  to  get 
trucks  in  order  to  make  these  collections.  How- 
ever, we  can't  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  in  the  last 
few  days  we  have  had  this  warm  spell  and  leaving 
the  garbage  outside  on  our  streets,  on  the  side- 
walks, for  three,  four  or  five  days  at  a  time,  is  not 
too  healthy  for  the  children  or  for  the  adults.  I 
do  hope  that  these  trucks  will  be  put  in  good  con- 
dition, and  in  place  of  those  that  can't  be  that  the 
city  will  go  out  and  buy  new  equipment  to  be  sure 
that  these  collections  are  taken  up  regularly.  I 
believe  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  so  far  has 
done  a  good  job.  Of  course  I  don't  blame  him  as 
far  as  the  condition  of  our  trucks  today  is  con- 
cerned. However,  he  was  forced  to  hire  con- 
tractors in  order  to  come  into  the  district  and  col- 
lect the  garbage.  Therefore,  I  hope  that  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  see  fit  to  do 
something  about  it  right  away, —  either  to  put 
these  trucks  in  good  condition  or  to  appropriate 
money  to  buy  new  equipment.

All  Registers  of  Probate  are  required  to  collect 
certain  fees.  Such  fees  are  regulated  by  law  and 
Registers  have  no  discretion  in  the  charges  made 
for  same.  Chapter  324  of  the  Acts  of  1934  requires 
Registers  of  Probate  to  collect  50  cents  for  each 
certificate  issued.  These  fees  are  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  and  Receiver-General  of  the  Common- 
wealth quarterly.  The  Director  of  Accounts 
requires  that  a  strict  account  of  them  be  kept  and 
Registers'  accounts  are  subject  to  audit  by  him. 

Chapter  218  of  1945  makes  no  mention  of  the 
issuance  of  certificates  although  it  does  provide 
that  no  fees  for  copies  of  records  relating  to  birth, 
death,  marriage,  divorce,  adoption  or  change  of 
name  of  persons  who  served  in  the  Armed  Forces 
of  the  United  States  and  received  a  discharge  other 
than  an  honorable  one  shall  be  charged  if  same  are 
to  be  used  in  proving  a  claim  against  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  by  certain  persons 
enumerated.     I  inclose  a  copy  of  said  act. 

Since  these  fees  are  regulated  by  law  they  can 
only  be  changed  by  legislation.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I  return  herewith  order  from 
the  City  Council,  passed  at  its  meeting  of  Sep- 
tember 10.  and  reading  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  instructed,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
make  the  necessary  repairs  to  all  trucks  in  the 
department  which  are  used  in  the  collection  of 
garbage  and  refuse,  so  that  the  collections  in  the 
Citj;  of  Boston  and  especially  in  the  Ward  3 
section  of  Boston  be  made  regularly  so  as  to 
prevent  a  serious  health  menace  which  the  people 
in  the  Ward  3  section  are  facing  at  the  present 
time  because  of  this  shortage  of  trucks." 

\  cry  many  of  the  trucks  of  this  department, 
because  of  their  age,  are  in  poor  condition,  and  we 
have  had  some  difficulty  in  having  these  trucks 
repaired  so  that  they  might  be  in  proper  working 
order. 


Effective  March  1,  1945,  the  state  budget  of 
individuals  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance  was 
increased  an  amount  which  approximates  $1.5,000 
per  month. 

Payments  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital  on  ac- 
count of  care  of  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients  have 
averaged  $10,000  per  month,  rather  than  $6,600 
per  month,  estimated  when  the  budget  was  pre- 
sented. These  payments  increase  the  revenue  of 
the  city,  as  the  department  receives  reimbursement 
for  two-thirds  of  the  amounts  paid  on  account  of 
Boston  City  Hospital  care. 

In  view  of  the  fact  it  is  too  late  to  make  pro- 
vision in  the  current  year's  tax  levy,  I  am  recom- 
mending that  the  appropriation  be  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  73  of  the  Acts  of 
1945.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  approval 
of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  is  required  in 
addition  to  the  two  readings  by  your  Honorable 
Body  specified  in  the  City  Charter.  In  view  of 
the  fact  all  approvals  must  be  secured  before 
November  first,  in  order  that  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment may  have  the  additional  funds  available 
at  that  time.  I  respectfully  recommend  early 
action  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  the  accom- 
panying order.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC 
LANDS. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (referred 
August  27)  for  sale  of  rights  of  city  in  Perkins 
street,  between  Congress  and  Pearl  streets,  to  New 
England  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company — that 
same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Is  this  pertaining  to  the 
property  we  are  selling  to  the  Telephone  Company? 
Is  my  information  correct  that  the  land  is  $10,000? 

Acting  President  DWYER — The  clerk  will  read 
the  communication.  (The  clerk  did  so.) 
.  Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
fact  I  have  had  no  information  given  to  me  as  to 
the  amount  of  land  that  is  going  to  be  taken 
by  the  Telephone  Company,  I  would  ask  that 
this  order  be  sent  to  Executive  and  that  we  have 
somebody  from  the  Real  Estate  Division,  or 
somebody  from  some  other  department,  come 
up  and  tell  us  just  how  much  land  is  going  to 
be  given  and  what  it  is  intended  to  be  used  for, 
because  all  we  have  received  is  a  letter  such 
as  any  concern  could  write  here,  and  we  can't 
get  facts  and  details  out  of  just  one  letter.  The 
Telephone  Company  is  making  not  only  more 
than  they  made  before,  but  they  are  making 
so  much  they  don't  know  what  to  do  with  it. 
They  are  building  building  upon  building,  and 
never  in  my  six  years  up  here  have  they  attempted 
to  cut  down  in  their  rates  to  subscribers  of  the 
Telephone  Company.  I  ask  that  this  be  sent 
to  Executive,  and  that  we  have  the  chairman  of 
the  Real  Estate  Division  and  others  who  can  give 
u6  full  information  sent  for. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
have  no  objection  to  this  matter  being  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  but  I  hesitate  to 
request  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Real  Estate 
Commissioners  to  appear,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  this  does  not  come  under  their  department. 
This  is  a  street  the  use  of  which  has  been  ac- 
knowledged to  be  unnecessary  by  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners.  This  street  here  is 
virtually  unused,  and  is  a  street  on  which  they 
have  acted  during  the  past  week  to  cease  using 


ii  as  a  public  way.  I  feel  that  in  the  matter 
brought  up  in  our  hearing  here  the  sale  of  the 
land  can  be  made  only  to  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany, in  view  ol  iIm  ea  'ini-nt  they  have  on  the 
property.  Nobody  else  can  receive  a  clear  title, 
m  view  of  the  fait  they  hold  the  easement.  I 
am  sorry  I  didn't  bring  my  notes  to  the  hear- 
ing today,  which  were  taken  at  a  public  meeting 
which  we  held  in  this  chamber.  But,  according  to 
the  figures  given  by  the  real  estate  men  in  that 
neighborhood  who  have  conducted  sales  within 
the  past  few  years,  the  price  was  in  "excess  of 
the  mone]  paid  for  the  land  alone,  and  in  many 
cases  for  the  land  and  the  buildings.  In  view 
of  (he  fact  they  are  to  use  their  abutting  land 
in  I hr  event  of  sale  to  build  one  of  the  biggest 
buildings  in  Boston,  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
millions,  today  we  received  a  letter  from  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  requesting  that 
we  act  on  il,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  many  con- 
struction men  are  now  out  of  work  who  have 
been  the  victims  of  de-employment  on  account 
of  tin  cessation  of  hostilities,  and  they  are  look- 
ing for  a  job.  In  many  instances  they  are  technical 
men,  and  in  many  instances  construction  men, 
and  in  many  instances  laborers,  but  they  need 
a  job.  This  building  will  give  them  a  job,  ac- 
cording to  the  words  of  so  impartial  a  body  as 
the  Central  Labor  Union,  and  I  feel  the  matter 
should  be  acted  on  today.  It  is  in  the  Fort 
Hill  section,  where  property  values  have"  been 
depleted  over  the  past  several  years,  and  a  new 
building  will  do  much  to  bring  values  back  there. 
If  we  don't  do  it,  it  is  just  another  business  that 
will  go  outside  of  Boston.  During  the  past 
week  the  Rexall  Drug  Company  has  gone  to 
San  Francisco,  and  3,000  jobs  go  with  it.  If 
we  send  this  across  the  river  to  Cambridge  or 
any  other  outlying  community,  it  just  means 
less  taxable  property  in  Boston.  I  think  it 
was  brought  ovit  during  the  hearing,  to  the  credit 
of  the  Telephone  Company,  that  they  have  no 
petitions  for  abatement  filed  before  the  Board 
of  Tax  Appeals;  they  have  no  petitions  for  abate- 
ment filed  before  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  Boston, 
although  surrounding  properties  have  them. 
The  New  England  Telephone  Company,  accord- 
ing to  information  I  ha\e  received,  has  never 
filed  for  reduction  of  these  assessments.  The 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  says  that  this 
street  is  unnecessary  for  public  use.  Certainly 
nobody  else  can  purchase  it  with  a  clear  title, 
and  certainly  nobody  will  purchase  it  if  they 
don't  get  a  clear  title.  The  Telephone  Com- 
pany has  the  easement  in  that  way,  and  they 
have  abutting  property,  and  they  have  contem- 
plated plans  for  construction.  This  property  is 
highly  valuable  to  Boston,  in  extending  to  them 
the  right  to  build  upon  it.  It  means  jobs,  a 
new  building,  and  the  potentiality  of  getting 
in  new  taxes  on  $700,000  of  new  huilding  con- 
struction. I  think  this  is  a  good  thing  for  Boston. 
Your  committee  approved  of  it  unanimously 
the  first  thing  this  year.  I  believe  they  approved 
of  it  unanimously,  but  everybody  after  the  hear- 
ing favored  it.  I  have  no  objection  to  its  going 
into  Executive,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this 
land  was  under  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners  

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  a  point  of  information. 

Acting  President  DWYER — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  would  like  to  be  informed 
when  the  meeting  of  the  Public  Lands  Committee 
was  held. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Does  the'gentleman 
care  to  answer  the  question? 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  think  it  was  two 
weeks  ago  last  Friday  morning,  at  eleven  o'clock. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  as  a 
matter  of  courtesy  the  councilor  from  the  ward  in 
which  this  particular  parcel  of  land  is  located 
should  have  at  least  been  invited  to  be  present,  in 
order  to  make  up  his  mind  whether  or  not  he 
would  want  to  go  along  with  it  or  to  oppose  it. 
I,  as  representative  of  this  district,  don't  know 
anything  about  this  matter  up  to  today,  and 
therefore  I  wish  this  order  might  go  into  Executive, 
and  I  would  like  to  have  all  the  individuals  per- 
taining to  this  property  summoned,  in  order  to  be 
questioned,  so  it  may  give  me  an  opportunity  to 
make  up  my  mind  whether  I  want  to  vote  for  or 
against  it. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President.  I 
certainly  would  have  no  objection  to  the  suggestion 
of  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Russo).     The 
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notices  were  sent.  To  whom  they  were  sent  out, 
besides  members  of  the  committee,  I  was  nol 
apprized.  I  merely  asked  that  they  be  sent  to 
the  members  of  the  committee,  so  there  is  no 
blame  to  be  put  on  anybody  for  an  unintentional 
oversight. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  seeing  this  matter  go  to  the  Executive 
Committee  in  order  that  the  councilor  from  the 
district  and  other  members  of  the  Council  have  an 
opportunity  to  get  that  information  if  they  can. 
But  I  do  hope  there  won't  be  any  delay  on  this 
particular  matter.  Without  going  into  any 
extended  speech,  1  think  this  is  a  very  good  thing 
for  the  downtown  section  of  Boston.  As  we  go 
through  the  lower  end  of  the  city,  what  used  to  be 
the  business  section,  we  see  so  many  graveyards 
today,  and  parking  places,  with  practically  no 
valuation  on  them,  that  it  would  be  a  very  bad 
move  on  the  part  of  this  Council,  I  think,  to  delay 
this  particular  matter.  There  has  been  taxpayers' 
money  spent  here  for  the  last  three  years  on  that 
white  elephant  at  the  corner  of  Beacon  and  Tremont 
streets.  The  taxpayers'  money  has  been  taken  to 
put  that  building  in  good  shape,  and  to  supposedly 
make  it  attractive  for  business,  hoping  that  the 
taxpayers  might  eventually  get  some  return  out 
of  that  property.  As  I  have  said  before,  the  city 
never  had  any  justification  for  taking  that  building 
there,  and  I  am  surprised  to  read  during  the  last 
week  an  editorial  in  one  of  our  local  papers  severely 
condemning  the  Boston  City  Council  for  holding 
up  an  order  that  has  been  before  this  Council 
asking  that  additional  money  be  provided  for  that 
building.  I  am  surprised  especially  because  that 
particular  paper  has,  time  and  time  again,  lacerated 
the  Federal  Government — and  I  am  inclined  to 
agree  with  them  a  little  there — for  having  gone 
into  the  field  of  private  business  to  the  extent  that 
it  has.  If  there  has  been  anything  done  to  the 
city  in  taking  over  the  Houghton  and  Dutton 
.building  and  going  into  private  business,  com- 
peting with  the  private  property  owners,  then  I 
would  like  to  have  that  newspaper  or  anybody  else 
give  me  the  right  answer.  This  particular  matter 
now,  the  sale  of  this  land  on  Perkins  street  to  the 
Telephone  Company,  is,  in  my  opinion,  one  of  the 
greatest  things  to  be  done  for  the  City  of  Boston 
in  many  a  day.  We  have  to  develop  the  downtown 
section  of  this  city,  and  we  have  to  get  more 
evaluated  property  in  the  city.  Why,  only  last 
week,  Mr.  President,  it  was  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion that  a  certain  piece  of  property  on  Common- 
wealth avenue  had  the  valuation  jumped  by  the 
assessors — in  one  jump,  mind  you — from  $600,000 
to  $750,000.  the  valuation  put  to  $750,000  on  a 
piece  of  property  that  was  not  worth  the  $600,000 
from  which  the  move-up  had  been  made.  We 
have  got  a  fake  valuation  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  the  only  way  to  combat  that  faked  situation 
is  to  do  everything  we  can  in  this  Body  to  encourage 
more  building  in  the  downtown  section  of  this  city. 
Give  us  more  real  estate,  more  honest  valuations. 
Yes,  we  are  sorry  to  see  the  United  Drug  Company 
leave  Boston.  I  am,  particularly,  as  I  don't  think 
any  man  in  this  Council  has  lost  more  in  that 
moving  out  of  the  United  Drug  Company  from 
Boston  than  I  have.  Hundreds  and  hundreds  of 
of  people  in  my  district  have  been  employed  there 
for  years, — they  have  grown  up  with  that  institu- 
tion. A  few  are  going  to  go  West  with  the  United 
Drug  Company,  but  most  are  being  thrown  on  the 
unemployment  roll.  We  want  to  build  Boston 
better,  and  here  is  one  of  the  best  moves  made  in 
a  long  time.  If  the  matter  must  go  to  Executive, 
I  trust  we  won't  have  the  usual  delay  on  it.  We 
want  the  opportunity  for  a  good  building,  a  large 
building,  and  a  large  valuation  in  the  City  of 
Boston, 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  I  wholeheartedly 
agree  with  the  previous  speaker.  It  isn't  any- 
thing that  I  am  opposed  to,  the  coming  in  of  an 
enterprise  in  our  city.  However,  I  have  in  mind 
when  I  was  chairman  of  the  Public  Lands  Com- 
mittee that  I  always  made  it  my  business  to 
invite  the  individual  councilor  where  a  particular 
parcel  of  land  was  involved  to  appear.  I  agree 
with  the  gentleman  from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey). 
It  is  simply  that  we  must  do  something  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  no  question  about  it.  .So  far  as 
big  enterprises  coming  in,  that  is  all  right,  too, 
but  they  can  get  their  abatement  later  on.  I  am 
thinking  also  about  the  individual  homes.  They 
are  moving  out  of  our  city  day  in  and  day  out. 
Yes,  and  this  year  especially.  Their  assessments 
have  been  jacked  up  from  25  to  40  per  cent, 
instead  of  bringing  them  down.     Is  that  encourag- 


ing the  home-  owners  who  are  forced  to  pay  taxes 
bo  'I'  City  of  Boston  to  stay  in  the  city?  Mr. 
President,  something  has  to  be  done,  and  I  feel 
I h:il  until  such  time  as  the  City  of  Boston  gives 
encouragement  to  the  private  home  owners  to 
pui  their  homes  in  good  condition,  so  they  can 
have  a  good  place  to  live  in,  then  we  are  forcing 
these  individuals  to  move  out  of  the  city.  And 
how  are  we  going  to  do  it?  I  feel,  Mr.  President, 
thai  the  true  valuation  of  the  buildings  should 
be  put  on.  And  I  think  also  that  there  should 
be  an  assurance,  if  we  want  to  get  work  for  the 
people  of  our  city,  if  we  want  to  make  it  a  better 
citj  to  live  in — we  must  give  assurance  to  these 
home  owners  to  go  ahead  and  remodel  their  homes, 
and  put  them  in  first-class  condition,  without  the 
fear  that  the  Assessing  Department  is  going  to 
jack  up  the  price  on  them  and  they  will  have 
nothing  in  return  for  the  money  that  they  put 
into  them.  We  can  see  this  day  in  and  day  out, 
Mr.  President.  Yes,  and  they  are  right  when 
they  label  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  "ghost  city." 
We  must  wake  up,  but  we  must  also  take  care 
of  the  individual  who  owns  a  little  home,  so  that 
he  can  be  secure  that  his  home  will  not  be  taken 
away  on  account  of  nonpayment  of  taxes.  We 
must  give  an  assurance  to  them.  Sometimes  I 
wonder  if  the  atomic  bomb — the  atomic  bomb — 
would  not  have  been  a  great  thing  here,  by  giving 
assurance  to  the  people  of  the  city,  so  that  they 
could  move  out.  Send  one  of  them  down  here  so 
we  could  start  really  remodelling  the  City  of 
I'.n- 1  "ii 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
anybody  so  far  has  said  that  he  opposed  this,  but 
I  might  oppose  it.  There  is  always  a  pretty 
picture  painted  around  some  big  corporation  or 
some  public  utility  outfit  that  comes  in  here  or  up 
to  the  State  House.  It  always  seems  that  thev 
reach  down,  I  might  say,  and  use  dirty  politics,  in 
sending  letters  out  from  the  Central  Labor  Union 
or  some  other  organization,  telling  us  of  all  the 
work  that  is  going  to  be  given  to  the  laboring  man 
providing  we,  or  in  some  instances  the  Legislature, 
pass  a  certain  piece  of  legislation.  It  is  all  right. 
There  isn't  any  one  of  the  twenty-two  of  us  up 
here  that  is  fool  enough  to  come  out  and  openly 
oppose  labor.  In  some  instances  we  would  like  to. 
In  some  instances  it  might  be  a  good  thing  if  we 
did.  because  we  might  put  some  of  the  fakirs  at 
the  head  of  these  organizations  on  the  spot  and 
show  the  men  and  women  belonging  to  these 
groups  they  do  not  get  what  they  think  they  will 
be  getting.  For  example,  we  are  to  give  a  certain 
parcel  of  land  away  for  a  measley  $10,000.  They 
are  going  to  build  a  building  on  that  land  according 
to  the  councilor  from  Ward  22  (Coun.  M.  H. 
Sullivan)  and  going  to  spend  some  six  or  seven 
millions  in  construction.  They  have  a  beautiful 
building  down  there  on  Cambridge  street,  down  in 
the  Bowdoin  square  section  of  Boston.  That 
building  must  have  cost  six  or  seven  million 
dollars.  Now,  they  are  to  build  another  big 
building  down  in  the  heart  of  downtown  Boston. 
That  is  swell.  We  are  going  to  get  taxes  on  that 
building  if  it  is  built.  That  is  going  to  be  fine  for 
the  City  of  Boston.  How  about  the  charges  and 
rates  that  the  Telephone  Company  have  been 
charging  over  a  period  of  years?  You  know,  and 
I  know,  that  for  the  last  four  years  we  have  been 
begging  to  get  telephones  in,  not  only  for  people 
who  want  them  in  their  homes,  but  for  business 
concerns,  and  we  can't  get  them.  It  is  impossible 
to  get  them.  They  have  made  so  darned  much 
money  the  last  four  years  they  really  don't  know 
what  to  do  with  it.  Now,  they  want  to  build 
another  building  which,  in  my  estimation,  they 
don't  need.  I  think  the  building  on  Cambridge 
street  is  large  enough  to  house  all  the  employees 
they  have.  If  it  isn't,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge 
they  have  another  large  building  down  on  Congress 
street,  and  they  have  a  building  or  a  couple  of 
offices  in  every  ward  in  the  City  of  Boston.  So 
now  we  get  t lie  argument  that  nobody  wants  to 
use  this,  nobody  but  the  Telephone  Company. 
They  have  an  easement  on  it.  If  the  city  wanted 
to  come  in  and  take  it  by  eminent  domain,  that  is 
the  end  of  that  easement.  If  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment wanted  to  come  in  and  take  it  by  eminent 
domain,  that  is  the  end  of  that  easement.  And 
win  in  hell  doesn't  the  Federal  Government  come 
in  and  build  a  six  or  seven  million  dollar  building 
down  there  for  a  hospital  for  the  boys  from  the 
Boston  area,  from  Boston  Proper,  instead  of  a 
telephone  building?  Three  or  four  years  from 
now  they  will  be  in  asking  for  a  tax  abatement, 
because  things  won't  be  as  well  as  they  are  at  the 
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present  nine,  ami  ball  of  the  subscribers  for  tele 
phones  in  homes  will  bave  them  taken  out,  and 
maybe  hall  the  businesses  in  the  Cita  of  Boston 
will  bave  them  taken  out.  1  saj  definitely  that 
the]  will  be  in  for  a  tax  abatement  on  this  building 
that  thej  are  proposing  building,  and  I  think  that 
giving  it  away  for  $10,000  is  a  "steal."  Sure,  they 
arc    smart    enough    to    have    an    easement    on    it. 

That  is  wh.\  thej  pay  their  attorneys  a  yearly 
salarj  .  Thej  can  afford  to  pay  a  big  Federal  and 
tax.  There  should  be  a  city  tax  on  utilities, 
SO  there  would  be  a  return  to  the  people  on  some 
of  these  overrates  that  thej  are  charging.  All 
public  utilities  should  be  taken  over  the  coals,  and 
there  is  no  time  like  the  present  to  take  them  over 
the  coals  and  ask  for  a  reduction  in  their  rates. 
But  they  come  in  and  tell  us  if  we  give  them  this 
piece  of  property — nobody  else  can  take  it  but 
them — they  are  going  to  construct  a  six  or. seven 
million  dollar  building  in  the  heart  of  Boston,  and 
we  are  to  collect  taxes.  Mark  my  words,  if  you 
are  farsighted  enough  to  see  the  same  as  I  do,  in 
four  or  five  years,  when  half  of  these  telephones  are 
taken  out  of  these  homes  and  businesses,  they  will 
be  in  asking  for  a  tax  abatement  on  that  beautiful 
building.  If  we  are  going  to  give  it  to  them,  let 
them  pay  the  price.  They  made  a  hell  of  a  lot  of 
money  during  the  war  years.  Let  us  get  some 
money  for  the  City  of  Boston.  This  is  one  way 
to  start.  Jack  the  price  up  and  get  a  decent  price 
for  that  piece  of  property.  Don't  give  it  to  them 
for  that  measley  $10,000  that  thej-  want  it  for. 

The    matter    was    referred    to    the    Executive 
Committee.

REPORT  ON   COMMITTEE   ON   LICENSES.

Report  on  petition  of  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
(referred  June  4)  for  permit  to  operate  motor 
vehicles  from  Copley  square  to  airport — recom- 
mending that  permit  be  granted. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  granting  of  the  permit. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  the  clerk  read  the  letter  which  was  sent 
to  the  committee. 

The  letter  referred  to  was  read  by  Clerk  Hynes, 
as  follows: 

May  23,  1945. 
Mr.  Edward  Dana,   President  and  General  Man- 
ager, Boston  Elevated  Railway,  31  St.  James 
Avenue,  Boston,  Mass. 
Dear  Mr.  Dana, — At  a  recent  meeting  of  all  the 
airlines  in  Boston  if  was  decided  that  we  would 
like    to    endorse    your    proposed    operation    from 
Copley  square  to   and   from   the   Logan   Interna- 
tional Airport,   via   the   Statler   and   Park  square 
area,    Tremont   street   to    the   Parker   House   and 
Sumner  Tunnel. 

We  hope  that  this  operation  could  start  with  a 
15-minute  headway,  on  a  25-minute  schedule,  and 
operate  from  7  a.  m.  in  the  morning  until  10  p.  m. 
in  the  evening,  on  this  frequency,  with  less  fre- 
quent service  before  7  a.  m.  and  after  10  o'clock, 
as  the  demand  may  justify,  at  the  rate  of  25  cents 
per  person. 

We  understand  that  you  have  an  application 
before  the  City  Council,  and  we  are  glad  to  en- 
dorse that  application,  and  suggest  that  you  use 
this  letter  in  any  way  that  will  further  your  appli- 
cation.

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
against  this  license.     I  am  one  on  the  Committee 
on   Licenses  that  is  in  opposition.     On   May  23, 
1945,  on  the  airlines  coming  into  East  Boston, 
everybody    recommended    that    the    Boston    Ele- 
vated be  given  the  facility.     On  the  other  hand, 
shortly    subsequent    thereto,    we    held    a    hearing 
relative  to  licenses,  and  the  attorney  for  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  and  the  other  groups  that  had  come 
in  here  stated  that  they  favored  the  Elevated  no 
more  than  any  other  line,  as  long  as  bus  service 
was    provided.     In    other    words,    that    endorse- 
ment is  to  be  construed  merely  as  an  endorsement 
of  transportation  and  not  as  an  endorsement  of  the 
Boston  Elevated.     The  Boston  Elevated  informed 
us  that  they  proposed  to  use  their  large  business 
for   the   transportation   from    the   airport   to   the 
various   hotels   in   the   city.     I   have   it   on   good 
information,    which    I    have    personally    solicited , 
that  such  transportation  is  not  in  effect  in  connec- 
tion with  any  airport  in  the  nation,  in  the  various 
points  at  the  ends  of  the  transit  line.     It  is  the 
the  feeling  of  the  transit  authorities  that  persons 
who  commute  by  airplane  don't   want  to  go  by 
Elevated  bus.     It  is  a  luxurious  method  of  trans- 
portation, and  with  the  other  facilities  that  will 
shortly  be  had,  in  the  event  of  activity  on  the  part 
of  the   Public  Utilities  Commission   at  the  State 
House,  that  will  shortly  be  in  effect,  people  will 
probably  prefer  a  more  luxurious  method  of  trans- 
portation than  an  Elevated  bus.     It  would  not  be 
used,  and  would  not  be  satisfactory  to  an  airplane- 
commuting  public.     In  addition  to  that,  these  are 
big    buses,    going   through    East   Boston    Tunnel, 
which   is   already   overloaded   by   transportation, 
and  going  through  the  streets  of  this  city.     It  is  a 
new  feature  of  Elevated  travel  on  the  main  high- 
ways of  the  city  that  the  transit  authorities  have 
already  told  us  will  be  overcrowded  after  the  war 
stops, — certainly   as   far   as   the   streets   of   East 
Boston    are    concerned,    over    which    these    will 
commute.     So  I  feel  that  the  big  buses  for  trans- 
portation on  the  streets  of  Boston  would  militate 
against  the  public  interests,  would  militate  against 
Boston's  business,  crowding  the  streets,  and  would 
militate  against  the  general  public  so  far  as  traffic 
hazards  are  concerned.     I  have  a  progressive  view- 
point as  far  as  the  Boston  airport  and  the  Elevated 
are  concerned.     And,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  have 
no  question  in  saying  that  I  have  no  objection  to  a 
higher  fee  being  paid  for  a  proper  type  of  trans- 
portation  from   the  airport,   in   view  of  the   fact 
that  this  is  virtually  for  outside  residents  coming 
into    Boston,    and    not    for    Boston    residents.     I 
think  it  is  a    fair  statement   to   assert   that  the 
hotels  are  used  mostly  by  outsiders,  rather  than 
by  Boston   residents,   who   would   probably  take 
a   taxi  or   drive  their  own   automobile  to   the  air- 
port.    I   think  the   big  argument  against   this  is 
this:    in  one  Boston  newspaper,  in    which  I  have 
the  greatest  confidence  and  for  which  I  have  the 
highest  regard,  during  the  past  week  it  was  stated 
that  this  will  reduce  the  Elevated  deficit.     As  a 
matter  of  fact,  I  questioned  highway  transporta- 
tion authorities  here  as  to  one  whose  license  I  did 
not    favor.     The    man    is    in    the    transportation 
business,  and  they  agreed  they  couldn't  get  by  for 
less   than    fifty   cents    per   passenger   riding,    and 
now  the  Elevated  comes  along  and  says  twenty-five 
cents  a  ride.     Twenty-five  cents  a  ride,  according 
to  the  transportation  authorities,   will  not  make 
money  for  the  Elevated,  and  this  will  ultimately 
increase  the  deficit  of  the  Boston  Elevated  and  be 
hitched-hiked  on  to  the  assessment  of  the  Boston 
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residents.  So  I  feel,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  trans- 
portation authorities  agree  the  Elevated  is  not 
indispensable  to  service,  that  others  can  do  as 
good  a  job.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  may 
jack  up  the  deficit  of  the  Elevated,  instead  of 
reducing  it,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  intro- 
duces the  Elevated,  which  hasn't  made  money  in 
over  six  years,  into  a  new  job  of  transportation 
that  may  ultimately  react  against  the  Boston 
taxpayers,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  it  will  crowd 
the  streets  of  the  North  End  and  East  Boston  and 
the  city  generally,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  it  will 
consequently  militate  against  the  best  interests  of 
the  public  and  the  traffic-commuting  public  I  am 
against  it.  I  think  it  is  the  first  time  in  my  life 
that  I  might  be  criticized  as  being  reactionary  in 
this  Body.  I  don't  think  I  am.  I  think  the  argu- 
ments are  solidly  against  it.  We  want  to  see 
every  courtesy  extended  to  the  airport,  and  I  feel 
confident,  as  do  other  members  of  the  Body,  that 
a  live  airport  will  increase  the  benefit  to  the  city. 
But  I  still  think  that  a  bus  line  of  big  buses  crowd- 
ing the  East  Boston  Tunnel,  big  buses  crowding 
the  streets  of  Boston,  and  big  buses  heaping  on  to 
the  deficit  of  the  Boston  taxpayers  is  not  in  the 
long  run  to  result  in  any  benefit  to  Boston  as  a 
whole. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  —  Mr.  President,  I  don't  like 
this  permit,  or  contemplated  permit,  as  an  appeal 
for  my  vote.  We  have  been  subsidizing  the  Boston 
Elevated  since  1918.  A  few  weeks  ago  we  took  a 
tentative  look  at  their  rapid  transit  plan  to  East 
Boston.  Mr.  Downey,  legislative  agent  and  gen- 
eral counsel  for  the  Elevated,  told  us  that  in  any 
year  when  there  would  be  a  deficit  they  would  pay 
no  rent  to  Boston  for  that  extension.  I  don't 
know  of  any  public  utility  that  has  been  used  so 
well  as  the  Boston  Elevated.  If  we  give  this 
license  we  are  going  to  put  them  into  another 
branch  of  transportation,  and  subsidize  them 
further.  As  Councilor  Maurice  Sullivan  just  said, 
and  I  believe  he  is  right,  it  will  add  to  rather  than 
decrease  the  deficit.  If  we  are  to  give  out  any 
plums  like  airport  transportation  lines,  let  us 
prove  by  our  vote  that  we  can  recognize  the  ex- 
istence of  the  little  fellow  who  doesn't  have  the 
public  treasury  to  subsidize  him.  And  I  am  not 
thinking  of  any  names  in  particular  used  in  past 
debates  in  this  chamber.  But  for  almost  thirty 
years  now  the  stockholders  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
have  been  living  in  clover  on  public  money.  We 
have  a  chance  up  here  to  put  a  young  man,  or  a 
couple  of  young  men,  in  business,  and  they  will 
supply  transportation,  even  though  their  costs  are 
two  or  three  times  the  twenty-five  cents  that  the 
Boston  Elevated  wants  to  charge.  All  their 
equipment  will  be  bought  out  of  moneys  that  the 
people  of  Boston  and  the  fourteen  surrounding 
communities  of  Boston  have  given  them  over  a 
long  period  of  years.  They  are  one  of  the  most 
pampered  of  all  the  public  utilities  in  this  country. 
We  find  out  that  even  the  Supreme  Court  decisions 
treat  them  exceptionally  well,  so  that  not  even  the 
Legislature  can  order  an  audit  of  their  books. 
There  are  sixteen  of  us  in  attendance  here  today, 
and  if  we  have  any  regard  for  the  common  little 
fellow  who  is  trying  to  go  into  business,  trying  to 
establish  himself  in  the  transportation  field  locally, 
why  can't  we  unbend  and  recognize  him,  rather 
than  go  along  with  an  already  highly  subsidized 
outfit  that  will  continue  to  report  deficit  after 
deficit,  for  which  we  will  pay  upwards  of  a  million 
dollars  every  year  in  Boston  alone?  The  peak  of 
transportation  was  reached  in  1942  and  1943,  and 
in  some  one  of  those  years  —  the  exact  year  I  am 
forgetful  of  —  they  had  no  deficit,  but  they  very 
soon  went  back  to  the  deficit.  And  I  think  the 
last  payment  that  Boston  made  was  something 
like  $970,000.  We  have  got  the  votes  here,  if  we 
have  the  disposition  and  the  inclination  to  recog- 
nize the  little  fellow.  I  am  going  to  do  just  that. 
I  am  not  voting  to  subsidize  another  phase  of 
public  transportation  for  the  Boston  Elevated. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  when  one  takes 
an  airplane  for  the  purpose  of  commuting,  they  do 
it  for  the  reason  that  they  want  to  get  to  their 
destination  as  speedily  as  possible.  That  might 
be  from  a  hotel  in  Copley  square  or  from  any 
other  place,  as  a  matter  of  fact.  The  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  has  shown  time  and  time  again 
since  it  first  started  to  cater  to  transportation 
necessities  that  it  never  has  been  able  to  properly 
satisfy  the  demand  for  its  service.  During  pre- 
war times,  during  the  war,  and  now  thai  the  war 
is  over,  complaints  always  have  been  and  always 
will  be  —  and  they  are  justified  —  that  the  Ele- 
vated service  is  not  what  it  should  be.  Now,  the 
Elevated  wants  Santa  Claus  to  come  around  once 


more  to  do  all  it  can  for  the  Elevated  and  for  those 
guaranteed  stockholders,  and  the  public  be  damned 
—  and  I  say  that  advisedly  and  hesitatingly,  be- 
cause I  don't  like  to  have  such  language  in  the 
record,  but  that  has  been  the  attitude  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  aince  it  first  became  an  institution  cater- 
ing to  the  needs  of  the  city  from  a  transportation 
standpoint.  I  say,  too,  let  us  give  somebody  else 
a  chance  to  compete.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  think 
that  if  somebody  brought  in  an  order  here,  or  if 
some  legislation  was  enacted  at  the  State  House, 
that  would  make  it  possible  for  some  general  form 
of  transportation  to  be  encouraged  to  compete 
with  the  Boston  Elevated,  I  would  be  one  of  the 
first  to  subscribe  to  it.  High  salaried  men,  not 
too  well  paid  employees,  with  the  only  purpose  in 
mind  that  we  guarantee  dividends,  and  now  the 
Elevated  wants  to  have  the  public  come  to  its 
rescue  and  make  it  all  the  more  successful,  and  all 
the  more  a  lucrative  business.  If  the  Elevated 
had  done  a  good  job  in  furnishing  transportation 
facilities  in  the  past,  I  might  be  one  to  believe  that 
it  could  do  it  in  this  instance.  What  the  Boston 
Elevated  needs  is  competition,  and  if  this  license 
were  to  be  granted,  competition  would  be  removed. 
It  has  been  said  here  that  the  downtown  section 
of  the  city  is  already  overcrowded  from  a  traffic 
standpoint.  That  is  true.  It  might  be  that  the 
buses  won't  be  as  large  as  the  ordinary  bus  that 
the  Elevated  uses,  but  nevertheless  we  don't  want 
any  more  buses  in  the  downtown  section  of  the 
city.  We  don't  want  the  Sumner  Tunnel  jammed 
any  more  than  it  has  been,  as  it  would  be  if  this 
permit  were  granted.  I  don't  care  what  criticisms 
are  made  —  I  can  stand  criticism  when  I  carefully 
go  into  a  matter  and,  having  made  my  decision,  I 
conscientiously  feel  I  am  acting  in  the  public  in- 
terest. We  want  to  do  the  very  best  that  can  be 
done  by  the  airport.  Air  travel  is  going  to  be  the 
real  thing  from  here  out.  We  don't  want  any 
"Toonerville  Trolley  service"  provided  these 
patrons  of  the  airlines.  If  they  can  afford  to 
spend  a  little  more  money  to  ride  in  an  airplane, 
I  think  they  can  afford  to  spend  a  little  more 
money  for  their  surface  travel,  in  getting  from  a 
hotel  or  starting  point,  wherever  it  might  be,  to 
the  airport.  We  want  to  build  the  city,  and  we 
want  to  build  it  in  the  right  way.  The  Elevated 
has  not  done  its  share  in  satisfying  the  transporta- 
tion needs  of  the  people  of  Boston  or  the  suburbs 
of  the  city.  Let  us  give  somebody  else  a  chance. 
Let  us  provide  for  competition.  That  will  pro- 
vide for  better  service  and  for  service  that  will  be 
necessary. 

Coun.  COFFEY— May  I  state  from  the 
beginning  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  22 
(Coun.  M.  H.  Sullivan)  said  that  there  was  only- 
one  bus  company  now  in  the  transportation  busi- 
ness? I  beg  to  disagree  with  him.  The  petition 
that  we  passed  here  and  that  I  strenuously  opposed 
was  not  from  a  transportation  company.  It  was 
from  a  warehouse  and  storage  company  that 
decided  to  go  into  the  transportation  business. 
Maybe  it  is  news  to  some  of  you  members  that 
that  petition  has  not  been  granted  as  yet. 
Whether  it  will  be  or  not  I  don't  know  or  care. 
After  it  left  this  chamber,  that  was  the  end  of 
it  as  far  as  I  was  concerned.  But  I  would  like 
to  bring  out  the  fact  the  petition  has  not  been 
granted  as  yet  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities.  Now,  as  far  as  buses  on  the  East  Boston 
streets  are  concerned,  we  are  so  overcrowded  over 
there  we  don't  pay  any  attention  to  them  any 
more.  These  buses  are  not  going  to  be  the  big 
bus  that  you  see  the  Boston  Elevated  using  in 
most  of  its  transportation  business.  These  are 
going  to  be  small  de  luxe  buses  that  will  probably 
carry  twenty-five  passengers  at  the  most,  and  not 
buses  that  carry  as  many  as  forty-two  passengers. 
As  far  as  the  East  Boston  streets  are  concerned, 
they  are  only  to  use  two  blocks,  and  one  is  the 
wide  Porter  street  section.  Now,  the  councilor 
from  Ward  22  (Coun.  M.  H.  Sullivan)  said  the 
letter  sent  here  by  four  airlines  operating  in  East 
Boston  at  the  airport  was  not  a  letter  of  recom- 
mendation for  the  Boston  Elevated.  I  disagree 
with  him  wholeheartedly,  because  none  of  the 
other  petitioners  had  one  of  those  letters  to 
present  either  to  the  Committee  on  Licenses  or 
to  the  entire  body  as  a  whole.  The  only  letter 
that  was  sent  was  sent  by  the  gentlemen  who 
had  the  power  to  send  that.  The  letter  repre- 
senting the  four  airlines  in  East  Boston  was  sent 
to  the  Boston  Elevated.  Now,  let  us  not  get  off 
the  trolley  as  far  as  the  Boston  Elevated  is  con- 
cerned. Nobody  has  opposed  the  Boston  Elevated 
any  more  than  I  have.  Nobody  will  oppose  the 
Boston    Elevated    in    the    future   any    more    than 
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I  will.     We  are  nol  arguing  bow  about  the  i

Public  Utilities,  said  !  tnd  it  is  a  matter 
of  record,  because  there  is  a  stenographic  report, 
that  lie  only  intended  to  use  three  mi 
limousines,  and  we  know  that  three  small 
limousines  will  not  give  proper  Bervice  to  East 
Boston.  My  figures  are  that  they  now  have  a 
yearl  ii-t  of  some  600,000.  and  in  the 
future,  which  is  a  pipe  dream,  they  will  build  it. 
up  to  some  four  million  passengers.  Personally, 
I  can't  see  the  airport  paying  at  all.  All  I  can 
is  the  East  Boston  airpoit  a  complete  failure. 
All  you  have  to  do  is  pick  up  a  paper  any  week 
and  Bee  that  all  the  planes  have  been  grounded 
at  East  Boston  because  of  fog.  One  day  everj 
week  we  read  that.  I  pay  particular  attention 
to  that,  because  I  have  opposed  the  airport  from 
the  beginning,  and  I  will  continue  as  long  as  I 
can  hold  forth.  But.  getting  back  to  thi 
permit,  the  committee  has  voted  favorably  on  it. 
I  ha\  e  a-ked  six  members,  and  four  have  voted 
yes,  one  I  don't  know  how  lie  voted  because  we 
got  into  a  discussion  on  something  else,  and  I 
wanted  to  talk  on  the  last  order  before  us,  so  I 
jumped  over  here  and  got  my  place  so  I  wouldn't 
be  left  out,  and  the  other  member  when  I  asked 
him  opposed  it.  I  want  you  to  remember  this, 
that  even  if  the  petition  that  was  signed  by  the 
Mayor  and  sent  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  is  granted,  that  transportation,  as  it  now 
has  taken  a  transportation  name,  although  it 
was  never  before  in  the  transportation  business, 
being  only  in  the  storage  and  warehouse  business, 
— they  haven't  got  their  permit.  But  if  their 
permit  is  granted,  I  claim  they  still  can't  give 
service  because  on  the  records  we  have  them 
claiming  they  are  to  get  three  seven-passenger 
limousines  only.  That  is  to  take  care  of  600,000 
passengers  that  the  airlines  claim  they  take  in 
and  out  of  the  Boston  airport  every  year.  I  say 
that  they  need  these  buses  in  addition.  Mind 
you,  if  the  petition  is  granted  for  a  taxi  line  and 
passes  by  the  Mayor,  they  are  still  going  to  need 
these  buses  of  the  Boston  Elevated,  and  perhaps 
more  buses  in  the  near  future.  They  need  Boston 
Elevated  buses  besides  the  taxis  that  will  go  in 
there  and  pick  up  fares  from  time  to  time.  Now, 
the  petition  passed  and  signed  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  calls  for  a  75-cent  fare.  The  Boston 
Elevated  with  their  small  de  luxe  buses  are  only 
asking  a  25-cent  fare.  Now.  it  is  in  your  laps  as 
to  whether  you  want  it  or  not. 

A  vote  was  taken  and.  the  Chair  being  in  doubt, 
the  roll  was  called.  The  order  was  passed,  yeas  9, 
nays  5:

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    OX 
ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  HANNON,  for  the  Committee  on  Or- 
dinances, submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  ordinance 
(referred  September  10)  concerning  the  Deputy 
City  Treasurer — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  ordinance  was 
passed. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Is  this  for  SI. 000  each  for  the 
five  gentlemen  that  work  in  the  assessors' 
department'.' 

Acting  President  DWYER— It  is,  as  the  Chair 
understands  it. 

Coun.  COFFEY — If  I  may  ask  was  it  a  unani- 
mous report?     The  report  has  been  favorable? 

Acting  President  DWYER — Does  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  care  to  answer? 

Coun.  HANNON — This  is  not  a  unanimous 
report  of  the  committee;    it  is  a  majoritv  report. 

Coun.  COFFEY— That  is  what  I  wanted  to 
know.  I  was  in  hopes  there  would  be  some 
opposition  to  it.  I  am  not  opposing  the  thing. 
As   a   rule   I   don't   oppose   anything.     I   think   I 


go  along  with  everybody  as  far  as  raises  are 
concerned,  bul  1  have  a  couple  of  letters  in  my 
pocket  where  Mr.  Bush,  the  Budget  Commissioner, 

Ikis  made  a  -lalenient  that  the  City  of  Boston 
is  now  in  the  red  something  like  $40,00(1  to  $50,000, 
and  I  think  Mr.  Fox  made  the  statement  that 
the  'if.  was  now  in  the  red  to  the  extent  of  some 
$300,000.  I  received  those  letters  only  because 
I  have  been  after  a  S0-0ent  raise  for  these  two 
gentlemen  whom  I  am  interested  in,  and  I  would 
like  to  have  this  order  go  to  Executive  and  have 
Mr.  Bush  and  Mr.  Fox  brought  up  to  find  out 
if  the  statements  brought  out  here  that  I  just 
conveyed  to  you  members  are  true  or  not  true, 
and  then  we  can  take  action  after  we  leave  Execu- 
tive either  to  oppose  it  or  table  it  up  to  the  time 
we  get  a  few  of  these  50-cent  raises  through. 
One  of  the  gentlemen  I  am  interested  in  has  been 
in  charge  of  one  of  the  biggest  parks  in  the  City 
of  Boston  for  42  years,  and  he  is  still  getting 
$5  a  day,  and  during  the  shortage  of  help  he 
worked  all  alone  in  that  park  and  put  in  so  darned 
much  time  he  must  have  three  to  six  months' 
time  coming  to  him.  He  can't  get  paid  for  it, 
but  was  told  he  would  get  it  in  vacations  if  he 
lives  long  enough.  I  would  like  to  have  this  go 
to  Executive. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  would 
like  to  call  Councilor  Shannon  to  preside  while  the 
Chair  takes  the  floor. 


Coun.  SHANNON  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  a 
member  of  the  committee  that  is  reporting  this 
matter  in,  and,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  one  member 
that  attends  committee  meetings,  of  that  com- 
mittee and  all  committees.  On  the  particular 
date  that  the  hearing  was  set  on  this  matter 
I  was  attending  the  funeral  of  a  very  prominent 
public  official  from  Brighton,  and  so  I  notified 
the  chairman  that  I  could  not  be  at  that  hearing. 
Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  sincerely  hope  that  this 
matter  will  go  to  Executive,  and  that  we  all  can 
find  out  more  about  it.  1,  certainly,  for  one, 
would  like  to  know  who  is  involved  and  what 
they  do  and  what  they  don't  do,  and  when  you 
can  see  the  gentlemen  involved.  I  have  never 
yet  opposed  an  increase  for  any  city  employee, 
and  I  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  I  probably  won't 
oppose  this  one.  But  before  I  vote  on  it  I  cer- 
tainly want  to  know  something  about  it. 
I.  too,  have  a  lot  of  city  employees  of  the 
lower  bracket  class,  laborers  and  clerks  and 
stenographers,  that  I  have  been  shut  down  on 
as  far  as  getting  raises  for.  In  some  cases  a 
50-cent  raise  would  satisfy  them.  And  here  is  a 
situation  where  men  whom  I  don't  know,  some 
of  them,  come  in,  not  to  us  originally,  but  go 
behind  our  back  up  to  the  State  House  and  get 
class  legislation  for  themselves,  special  legislation, 
and  try  to  cram  it  across  on  us,  and  they  want  a 
$1,000  raise.  I,  for  one.  hope  this  matter  will  go 
to  Executive,  and  we  can  find  out  more  about  it, 
sir. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  it  is  difficult 
for  me  to  understand  why  there  should  be  any 
opposition  to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance.  The 
remark  has  been  made  by  one  of  the  previous 
speakers  as  to  why  they  should  go  behind  the 
backs  of  members  of  the  City  Council  and  go  to 
the  Legislature  to  secure  this  raise.  Evidently  he 
doesn't  understand  that  the  salaries  of  the  deputy 
assessors  are  laid  down  by  statute  and  not  by  any 
will  of  the  -Mayor  or  the  members  of  the  City 
Council.  In  order  to  amend  the  ordinance  that  is 
now  in  existence,  it  was  necessary  for  the  Legisla- 
ture to  amend  this  to  give  us  the  right  to  amend 
that  particular  ordinance.  As  to  why  they  should 
receive  any  increases  in  salary,  there  are  many 
reasons.  During  the  entire  period  of  depression, 
when  other  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  were 
receiving  increases  in  salary,  these  men  did  not 
receive  any  increase  in  salary.  Those  first  street 
assessors  who  are  under  the  control  and  the  super- 
vision of  these  deputy  assessors  all  received  a  $300 
increase,  and  each  one  of  them  has  thirty  or  forty 
men  underneath  him.  They  must  control  these 
men.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  tell  the  members  of 
this  Body  of  the  large  increase  of  business  that 
has  come  before  the  Assessing  Department  over 
the  period  of  the  last  six  or  seven  years.  Applica- 
tions for  abatements  have  increased  many,  many 
times,  so  that  the  work  that  falls  upon  these  men 
has  increased  many  fold.  Consequently,  in  order 
to  receive  an  increase  in  salary  to  which  they  be- 
lieve they  are  rightfully  entitled,  it  was  necessary 
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for  them  to  go  to  the  Legislature  to  secure  legisla- 
tion necessary  to  give  us  authority  to  pass  upon  it. 
There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that  the  men  who 
now  hold  the  office  are  doing  a  splendid  job  and  are 
working  much  harder  than  they  have  in  the  past. 
They,  too,  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  re- 
ceive more  money,  as  well  as  other  city  employees. 
We  all  know  that  other  city  employees  in  much 
more  minor  positions  have  received  very  substan- 
tial increases  in  salary.  These  men  have  re- 
sponsible positions.  The  entire  assessed  valua- 
tion is  dependent  upon  these  men.  They  must  be 
men  of  experience  and  also  understand  business. 
Practically  all  are  career  men,  having  come  up  the 
line  in  that  particular  department.  There  is  no 
reason,  in  my  opinion,  why  these  men  should  not 
receive  the  increase.  Nobody  has  been  more 
zealous  than  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  par- 
ticularly those  living  outside  of  Boston,  in  so  far 
as  the  expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  con- 
cerned. They  realize  the  importance  of  this  posi- 
tion; they  realize  they  must  have  men  adequately 
paid  in  order  to  fulfill  obligations  and  responsibili- 
ties. And  they  certainly  can't  expect  these  men, 
with  these  obligations  and  responsibilities,  to  work 
at  a  salary  that  is  inadequate  for  the  position. 
The  Legislature  went  into  this  very,  very  thor- 
oughly. They  had  hearings  on  this,  and  there  was 
nobody, —  mind  you,  I  say  nobody  —  not  one 
member  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  that  came  up 
before  the  committee  to  object  to  this  raise.  The 
Legislature,  I  understand,  passed  it  without  any 
objection  whatsoever.     So  I  can't  see  now 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  SHANNON — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  ask  the 
councilor,  through  you,  if  he  will  yield  for  one 
question. 

Chairman  SHANNON — Does  the  councilor 
care  to  yield? 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  will  yield. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Councilor,  who  sponsored 
the  change  in  the  statute? 

Coun.  TAYLOR — That  I  don't  know.  I  assume 
it  came  from  the  deputy  assessors  themselves. 
They  were  the  ones  that  petitioned. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Would  that  have  been 
brought  up  by  the  City  Law  Department? 

Coun.  TAYLOR— That  I  don't  know. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Would  that  have  received 
the  approval  of  the  present  Governor  when  he  was 
then  Mayor,  or  the  present  Mayor  when  he  was 
Acting  Mayor? 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Evidently  it  would  have  re- 
ceived his  approval,  because  he  signed  the  bill 
which  gave  it  to  them,  and  consequently  he  must 
have  felt  these  men  were  entitled  to  this  increase 
in  salary.  I  think  they  put  in  the  work  and  the 
time,  and  there  is  a  large  responsibility  to  the 
position,  far  more  than  many  men  have  who  are 
department  heads  of  this  city,  who  don't  have  to 
carry  the  burden  of  responsibility  that  these  men 
have  to.  So  I  say,  in  all  fairness  to  those  men,  it 
was  the  only  method  of  obtaining  any  increase, 
with  and  by  ordinance  passed  by  the  Legislature. 
I  think  they  are  all  good,  clean,  capable  men,  and 
unless  anyone  has  personal  animosity  against  them, 
I  can't  see  any  reason  for  not  passing  this  order. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  Chairman,  I  heartily 
agree  with  Councilor  Taylor,  and  I  want  it  under- 
stood at  the  outset  that  I  would  vote  for  five 
times  the  amount,  but  I  don't  quite  understand — 
and  this  is  no  criticism  of  men  who  would  never 
be  well  paid  otherwise — why  they  can  always  get 
the  ear  of  the  chief  executive  for  substantial 
increases,  when  councilors  have  been  told  here 
they  couldn't  get  a  $200  or  $300  increase  unless 
they  go  out  on  the  line.  Who  is  going  to  sponsor 
the  little  fellow  on  the  city  pay  roll? 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Will  the  councilor  yield  for 
one  second? 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Yes. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  would  like  to  say,  Mr. 
President,  in  answer  to  the  councilor,  that  the 
same  Legislature  who  have  enacted  this  legislation 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  these  gentlemen  an 
increase  have  also  enacted  legislation  to  give  this 
Body  an  increase  of  $1,500  a  year. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  yielded  for  a  question, 
councilor.  Mr.  President,  speaking  on  the  order, 
to  repeat  my  statement,  I  don't  know  how  it  is 
that  substantially  well  paid  men,  and  women,  too, 
can  always  get  the  ear  of  the  chief  executive  when 
they  want  a  substantial  increase,  increases  that 
amount  in  many  instances  to  three  quarters  of  the 
annual  salary  of  men  and  women  who  have  been 
employed  for  twenty  years.     And  I  am  not  cutting 


out  anybody,  but  I  would  like  to  know  why  it  is 
we  have  a  certain  value  only  at  one  time  of  the 
year.  My  value  was  reached  on  the  night  of  New 
V'ear's  Day.  And  I  came  in  here  the  next  day, 
fool  that  I  was,  and  contributed  to  the  success  of 
the  present  Mayor.  And  I  can't  get  his  sympathy 
for  $100  a  year  for  the  type  of  people  for  whom  I 
have  to  go  and  who  would  not  remember  me  as 
their  sponsor  any  more  than  any  other  city  workers 
do,  but  who,  when  they  talk  of  raises  in  the  past, 
always  have  mentioned  the  name  of  the  Mayor. 
There  isn't  a  man  here  that  hears  the  name  of  a 
City  Councilor  brought  up  when  city  employees 
are  discussing  past  good  fortune.  You  never 
hear  said  that  "Jerry  Watson  got  me  a  raise,"  or 
any  others.  No,  they  will  say,  "Mansfield  gave 
me  $300,"  or  "Tobin  gave  me  $300,"  or  "Curley 
gave  me  $300."  All  we  do  is  serve  the  purpose  for 
the  moment,  and  then  we  are  forgotten.  And  I 
try  to  bear  in  mind  the  little  fellow  that  can't  get 
into  the  corner  office  unless  he  goes  to  some  obscure 
figure  behind  the  scenes  and  makes  his  peace  with 
him  and  signs  on  the  dotted  line.  Well,  thank 
God  Almighty,  there  is  no  one  of  my  acquaintance 
who  will  starve  for  a  $100  or  $200  or  $300  salary 
increase.  And  I  don't  begrudge  these  men  $5,000, 
and  I  would  never  raise  my  voice  and  holler 
expenses.  I  will  always  vote  for  anything  they 
can  get  in  public  employment,  because  of  the 
thanklessness  of  so  many  of  those  positions.  But 
I  like  to  know  who  places  the  arbitrary  value  on 
one  person  or  one  group  of  persons,  and  finds  them 
worth  a  $20  a  week  increase,  and  hollers  economy, 
and  that  it  will  compromise  me  badly  when  we 
ask  for  $3.84  a  week  for  some  underpaid,  hard- 
working city  employee.  Let  me  repeat  for  the 
third  time,  1  will  vote  salary  increases  for  anybody 
in  any  amount,  but  I  expect  a  certain  amount  of 
reciprocation.  It  took  twelve  of  us  to  do  the  job 
the  second  of  last  January,  and  of  the  twelve,  eight 
or  nine  of  them  were  dumped  in  the  most  ungrate- 
ful manner  in  the  recent  history  of  this  city.  We 
reached  a  high  point  on  the  night  of  January  1, 
and  at  three  o'clock  on  January  2,  when  the 
greatest  office  in  our  gift  had  been  passed  over 
with  no  other  consideration  than  that  we  had  been 
"a  grand  fellow,"  then  our  value  fell  off,  almost 
to  the  complete  vanishing  point.  I  will  vote 
$1,000  any  time  for  anyone,  but  I  also  want  $200 
or  $300  a  year  for  the  workers  in  this  Hall.  And 
I  am  going  to  get  it  bv  one  means  or  another. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  when  I  got 
up  I  was  only  going  to  talk  on  the  hearings  that 
took  place  in  the  State  House,  but  I  can't  help — 
now  that  the  Senator  and  the  councilor  from 
Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor)  got  up  and  made  a 
very  brief  statement  that  the  same  body  of  men 
in  the  Legislature  who  gave  this  permission  to 
receive  $1,000  raise  had  also  increased  our  salary — 
I  can't  help  but  state  for  the  record  that  they  have 
like  hell  increased  our  salary.  They  have  increased 
it  nothing.  They  have  increased  it  to  the  decimal 
point  and  a  couple  of  more  nothings.  That  is 
what  they  have  given  us.  But  they  have  taken 
it  themselves,  besides  holding  city  jobs,  being  in 
the  Law  Department,  and  getting  nice  transpor- 
tation for  trips,  provided  they  play  with  the  little 
boy  from  Saugus.  They  have  done  a  hell  of  a 
good  job  for  themselves,  giving  themselves  a  nice, 
big,  fat  salary  increase.  And  what  have  they 
given  us?  Maybe  the  Senator  is  misinformed. 
Maybe  he  didn't  know  what  took  place  up  there. 
But  it  is  going  to  be  on  the  ballot  for  the  veterans 
to  give  it  to  us.  Not  one  word  of  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Legislature,  because  not  one  had 
the  guts  to  get  up.  I  have  served  up  there,  and  I 
have  done  ten  times  the  work  down  here  in  a  week 
that  I  have  done  in  the  Legislature  in  a  month. 
My  district  is  predominantly  Italian,  and  I  have 
five  times  as  much  work  as  the  two  Italian  Repre- 
sentatives from  East  Boston,  and  100  times  the 
work  of  the  Senator  who  represents  our  district. 
And  I  have  a  hell  of  a  lot  of  work  the  Congressmen 
should  be  doing  for  the  lousy,  measly  $2,000  we 
get  up  here — plus  the  $200.  And  they  come  back 
to  us  for  something  like  $18  or  $20  a  week  for  these 
men,  plus  everything  but  a  hotel,  and  plus  every- 
thing but  tickets, — and  I  still  think  they  get 
those  for  free  rides  in  taxis.  And  most  of  them 
are  on  the  city  payroll  who  come  from  the  City 
of  Boston,  so  they  know  once  and  for  all  as  far  as 
I  am  concerned.  The  Legislature  never  did  any- 
thing for  me,  not  one  darned  thing.  They  are 
putting  it  on  the  ballot;  they  didn't  pass  it  like 
they  passed  their  own  salary  raise.  They  were 
decent  and  swell  enough  to  have  it  retroactive. 
which,  in  my  opinion,  is  going  to  hurt  more  than 
help,  because  if  they  just  put  it  on  as  a  straight 
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salary  of  $3,50<i  a  year  f«r  the  members  of  the 
Boston  <  "it \   Council  I  think  if   would  have  gone 
through  without  any  trouble  at  all.     As  I  have 
said  here,  when  my  kid  left  to  join  the  servii 
WM  getting  almost  $78  a  week—  almost  twice  what 
I   was  getting.     Main    have   told    me   thai    their 
kuls  of  18  and   19  years  of  age  were  getting  twice 
the  Balarj  the]   were  getting,     As  far  a-  the  coun- 
cilors going  up  to  the   Legislature  and   opposing 
an.\  of  this,  we  are  not  opposing  it  now.      We  want 
the  facts.      We  want  to  know   about    the  constitu- 
ents from  our  own  ward    whether  they  are  to  get 
a  50-cent  raise,  or  a  $100  yearij   raise,  or  a  $200 
or  a  $300  raise.     In   fact.    I   have   an   ordei 
which   should   have   been    read    before    this   order 
came  out,  because  I  sent   it  in  when  I  sent   in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on   Licenses,     There  are 
seventeen  men  working  for  the  Police  Department 
for   $1,700  a   year,   plus  emergency   allotment    of 
only  $100.     They  have  not  received  a  cent  of  raise 
in  seventeen  years,  and  one  of  that  group  came  to 
me  today  to  ask  me  to  introduce  this  order.     He 
has  been  working  there  for  forty -one  years,  seven 
days  a  week,  and  all  he  is  asking  for — and  he  won't 
get   it,  I  am  almost   positive — is  the  measly  emer- 
gency allotment  of  $100  to  be  made  permanent. 
Now,  hearings  at  the  State  House.     Can  anybody 
here  get  up  and   say   we   have   received   a   ni 
when   these  hearings  have   taken   place?     I   have 
asked  the  legislative  gentlemen  as  long  as  I  have 
been  here,  and  you  probably  have  who  have  been 
here  a  longer  time,  but  at  least  in  the  six  years 
that  I  have  been  here  we  have  asked  the  legislative 
gentlemen  to  send  us  notices  on  all  matters  per- 
taining to   Boston   affairs,   but   I   have   as  yet   to 
receive  one  notice,  and   I  don't  think  anyone  in 
this  chamber  has  ever  received  one.     So  let  us  not 
let  anybody  try   to   kid  us  that  the   Legislature 
has  done  anything  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
City    Council.     They    have    done    nothing.     Let 
this  go  to  Executive,  and  let  us  find  out  the  real 
status  of  the  City  of  Boston.     If  they  have  any 
money   down   there,   let   us   start   with    the   little 
fellow,  the  fellow  who  has  worked  for  twenty-five 
years  for  the  city,  and  not  even  getting  $5  a  day 
if   he   is   working  seven  days  a  week.     All   I   am 
asking  for  is  a  measly   $5   a  day,   and   they   are 
not  getting  it  now,  and  one  of  those  men  has  been 
working  there  forty-one  years,  seven  days  a  week. 
Coun.  RTJSSO — Mr.  President,  I  favor  sending 
this  into  Executive  because  I,  for  one,  would  like 
to  find  out  what  is  wrong  with  the  Assessing  De- 
partment that,  after  a  person  files  for  an  abate- 
ment, and  after  fighting  so  hard  for  a  measly  $500 
or  $1,000,  and  at  the  most  $1,500,  deduction  from 
assessments,  their  properties  have  been  over  and 
above  assessed,  one  year,  and  then  the  following 
year,  instead  of  $1,000,  $2,000  more  assessment  is 
added    to   it.     What   is   wrong?     There   certainly 
must  be  something  wrong,  and  I,  for  one,  would 
like  to  know  how  many  of  these  individuals  there 
are  who  are  going  to  receive  this  raise.     I  would 
like  to  find  out  what  their  duties  are.     I  would  like 
to  find  out  why  they  have  allowed  this  condition 
to  exist.     Is  it   perhaps  because  the  little  fellow 
can't  hire  an  attorney  to  go  to  the  front  for  him 
because  he  can't  pay  the  fee  and,  secondly,  be- 
cause the  attorney  will  not  take  it,  only  when  they 
are  seeking   $1,000   or   $1,500  reduction?     There 
must  be  something  wrong,  and  I  feel  that  we  ought 
to  find  out  now,  and  ought  to  find  out  how  much 
they  are  receiving  at  the  present  time.     And,  as 
the  councilors  have  stated,   how   about  the  indi- 
viduals who  have  been  working  for   the  city  for 
the  last  twenty  or  twenty-five  years?     Isn't  that 
individual  entitled  to  50  cents  extra  a  day,  or  $1 
a  day?     I  teel  in  regard  to  an  individual  that  wants 
to  get  a  pay  raise  that  if  he  is  worthy  of  it  we 
should  give  him  a  raise.     However,  I  feel  that  we 
ought   to   at   least   explain   why   these   conditions 
exist  year  in  and  year  out.     The  property  owner, 
the  large  property  owner,   can  come  in,  yes,   can 
come  in  and  get  a  $200,000  or  $300,000  abatement 
by  appealing  to  the   Appellate   Tax  Board.     Can 
you  and  I  afford  to  carry  our  case  to  the  Appellate 
Tax  Board,  if  we  are  only  seeking  $500,  $1,000  or 
$1,500  deduction?     That  is  the  matter  with  the 
city  today  in  our  Assessing  Department.     And  if 
these  gentlemen  —  and  I  bar  none,  I  have  plenty 
of  friends  —  if  they  are  not  doing  their  duty  right, 
then  it  is  up  to  someone  to  call  them  on  the  curb 
to  find  out  whey  their  work  hasn't  been  done  right. 
Let   us  start   doing   the   thing   right,   and   if   they 
bring    more    work    upon    themselves    they    have 
brought  it  through  their  own  mistakes,     I  want  to 
leave  a  word  with  these  gentlemen  not  to  forget 
the   small   property   owner.     And    I   can   reiterate 
that  they  are,  year  in  and  year  out,  after  fighting 


■■ivint'  someone  going  to  the  front  for  them, 
receiving  $1,000  in  abatement  one  year,  and  the 
next  year  $2,000  is  put  on  the  assessed  value  of 
tin  property.  And  again  they  have  to  fight  or 
have  someone  go  to  the  front  for  them.  Why 
can't  we  eliminate  these  conditions  that  exist? 
And  1  say  to  you  gentlemen  here,  and  I  earnestly 
mean  it,  that  unless  something  is  done  in  regard 
in  the  assessed  values  of  our  properties  in  the  City 
M  Boston  we  will  have  a  "ghost  city."  Il  this  is 
not  the  true  tax  rate,  then  I  say  let  us  find  out 
what  is  the  true  tax  rate  in  our  city.  Yes,  find 
out;  let  us  do  it,  Mr.  President.  It  is  never  too 
late  to  start.  We  want  to  give  them  pay  raises  if 
they  so  deserve,  but  I  want  to  make  sure  that  they 
are  giving  their  best  for  the  interests  of  the  citizens 
of  Boston  that  are  forced  to  pay  taxes 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  favor 
of  referring  this  matter  to  the  Executive  Session. 
In  my  eight  years  as  a  member  of  this  Honorable 
Body,  I  have  never  voted  against  a  pay  increase 
for  a  city  employee,  but  I  want  to  be  consistent. 
I  probably  have  city  employees  in  my  ward  that 
are  after  pay  raises,  and  if  there  is  not  money 
available  tor  them  I  want  to  be  consistent  with 
myself.  If  I  have  to  tell  those  other  city  em- 
ployees there  isn't  money  available  for  them  for  a 
50-cents  a  day  raise,  or  $100  or  $200  a  year  raise, 
I  don't  want  to  find  myself  in  a  position  of  voting 
for  $1,000  a  year  to  five  gentlemen  whom  I  have 
no  personal  animosity  against.  At  least,  I  am 
going  to  be  consistent.  We  all  want  to  realize, 
too,  it  is  about  six  weeks  before  election,  and  we 
all  have  a  lot  of  city  employees  in  our  wards,  and 
if  this  order  passes  we  are  going  to  have  a  lot  of 
city  employees,  and  rightfully  so,  wait  upon  us 
and  ask  us  to  go  to  the  bat  for  them  to  get  the  50 
cents  or  the  $100.  So  I  say  this  should  be  referred 
to  Executive,  and  we  should  get  the  Buget  Com- 
missioner up  and  have  him  explain  what  money  is 
available,  if  any. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

AMENDMENT    OF    COMPENSATION    AND 
CLASSIFICATION   PLANS. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Compensation  and  Classifica- 
tion Plans  and  Rules  for  Officers  and  Employees  of 
Suffolk  County  be,  and  hereby  are,  amended  as 
follows: 

In  the  Class  "Clerk  of  Courts,"  under  the 
"Range  of  Compensation,  District  Court  of 
Chelsea,"  by  striking  out  "Annual  $3.300-$3,500

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PERMANENT    PAYMENTS    TO    JANITORS, 
POLICE    DEPARTMENT 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be- 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
permanent  the  emergency  compensation  allotment 
now  being  paid  to  the  men  holding  the  civil  service 
rating  of  janitor  in  the  Police  Department. 

Coun.  COFFEY — On  this  order,  I  referred  to  it 
in  my  talk  on  that  previous  order.  This  is  a  group 
that  has  been  working  for  the  Police  Department 
anywhere  from  14  to  41  years,  receiving  a  salary 
of  $2,100  for  work  the  same  as  a  police  officer. 
They  are  asking  an  E.  C.  A.  of  $100,  not  $200,  to 
be  made  permanent.  And  when  I  referred  to  a 
gentleman  working  there  for  41  years  it  was  to 
this  order  I  was  referring.  And  all  I  am  asking  is 
that  they  be  given  $5  a  day,  because  they  are 
working  seven  days  a  week. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REVISION   OF   NAVY   POINT   SYSTEM. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Many  of  our  boys  who  are  in  the 
United  States  Navy  service  have  had  long  periods 
of  continuous  overseas  and  combat  duty,  and 

Whereas,  The  present  point  system  of  the 
United  States  Navy  does  not  give  credit  for  this 
service,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  hereby  petitions  the  Massa- 
chusetts delegation  in  Congress  to  immediately 
take  up  the  matter  of  revising  the  Navy  point 
system  in  order  that  these  boys  may  be  given 
adequate  credits  for  their  overseas  and  combat 
duty. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  on  this  I  want 
merely  to  refer  to  a  letter  received  from  one  of  my 
constituents,  but  it  is  also  signed  by  twenty  other 
boys  in  the  United  States  Navy.  I  might  briefly 
bring  out  that  they  want  the  point  system  reduced 
so  they  can  get  home  and  back  to  civilian  life, 
back  into  their  own  jobs.  All  of  these  men  are 
veterans  of  ten  major  operations,  and  have  spent 
23  consecutive  months  overseas  on  duty  in  the 
Pacific  area.  They  are  boys  that  have  seen  plenty 
of  action,  and  out  of  the  twenty  their  average 
points  amount  to  27.  So,  the  Navy  point  system 
being  40  now,  the  best  any  of  these  fellows  can  do 
is  to  reach  within  13  points  of  the  limit  to  get  out 
of  the  service.  It  doesn't  seem  right  to  me.  I 
have  never  interfered  with  anything  in  the  past, 
and  probably  would  not  in  the  future,  until  I  re- 
ceived this  bill,  signed  by  the  20  men  in  the  greater 
Boston  area,  stating  that  they  not  only  had  been 
23  consecutive  months  in  the  service,  but  they 
participated  in  10  major  battles.  And  I  think 
there  is  something  wrong  in  Denmark  when  all 
they  can  get  is  27  points  per  man.  I  ask  adoption 
of  the  resolution. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


WITHDRAWAL  OF  PETITION  OF  BOS- 
TON AND  MAINE  TRANSPORTATION 
COMPANY. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  moved  that  the  petition 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Transportation  Company- 
be  withdrawn  from  the  Committee  on  Licenses. 
(Said  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  in  1944.) 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  has 
noted  several  members  trying  to  get  recognition 
from  the  Chair,  and  has  jotted  down  the  names, 
and  will  call  them  in  order.     Councilor  Muchnick. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  move  that  the  petition 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Transportation  Com- 
pany for  a  terminal  in  Boston  be  withdrawn  from 
the  Committee  on  Licenses — the  petition  for  a 
license  to  operate  in  Boston. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Councilor  Much- 
nick  asks  that  the  petition  be  taken  from  the 
Committee  on  Licenses  and  be  brought  on  the 
floor.  The  Chair  would  like  to  ask  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Licenses  what  date  that  was 
received. 

Coun.  COFFEY — It  is  at  least  a  year  ago. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Councilor  Much- 
nick  sDeakine  on  the  motion. 


Coun.  MUCHNICK— The  Boston  and  Maine 
Transportation  Company  operates  intrastate 
commerce  from  Salisbury  down  to  Boston,  stop- 
ping at  various  cities  and  towns  along  the  route. 
That  is  not  to  be  confused  with  its  interstate  com- 
merce business,  which  operates  throughout  New 
England.  It  filed  a  petition  for  the  right  to  oper- 
ate in  that  way,  through  Boston,  from  Salisbury, 
back  in  1942. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  would 
like  to  ask  the  councilor,  is  this  a  bus  permit? 
The  Chair  thought  he  meant  a  terminal. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — A  permit  to  operate 
buses,  filed  in  1942.  The  original  application  was 
filed  and  was  not  acted  upon  because  the  Governor, 
through  railroad  emergency  periods,  gave  that 
permission.  Since  then,  on  July  9  of  this  year, 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Transportation  Company 
has  again  filed  for  authority  to  operate  buses 
intrastate,  and  requires  the  granting  of  a  license 
by  this  Body.  As  I  understand  it,  all  the  way 
down  from  Salisbury  to  Boston  each  city  and 
town  that  is  involved  has  granted  a  license,  with 
the  exception  of  the  cities  of  Maiden  and  Boston. 
I  understand  further  that  the  City  of  Maiden  is 
in  process  of  either  holding  a  hearing  or  granting 
the  application.  If  we  don't  act  on  this  license  in 
a  fairly  reasonable  time  the  transportation  com- 
pany will  be  in  the  position  that  it  cannot  operate 
in  Boston,  and  its  terminal  will  have  to  be  in 
Everett  or  Maiden,  or  somewhere  else,  with 
resulting  hardship  on  these  people  who  use  the 
system,  and  with  the  possibility  of  loss  of  business 
to  businessmen  in  Boston.  I  understand  that  this 
is  the  only  bus  service  that  is  available  over  the 
Newburyport  Turnpike  on  intrastate  buses  be- 
tween Boston  and  Salisbury  at  the  present  time; 
and  to  discontinue  this  service,  which  would 
have  to  be  done  if  a  permit  is  not  granted,  would 
be  a  great  loss  to  the  people  of  Boston  and  the 
people  coming  into  Boston.  And  I  urge  that  the 
matter  be  taken  from  the  Committee  on  Licenses 
and  sent  to  Executive  this  afternoon,  where  it 
can  be  discussed  in  detail. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  in  1942  I 
held  a  hearing  on  this.  It  was  turned  down  by 
the  committee.  In  1943  I  held  a  hearing.  It 
was  turned  down.  In  1944  the  committee  wasn't 
even  interested  enough  to  hold  a  hearing  on  it 
because  the  committee  is  well  aware  of  the  facts. 
I  don't  think  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14  (Coun. 
Muchnick)  fully  understands  just  what  the  facts 
are.  For  example,  they  are  now  operating  these 
buses  under  the  war  emergency  act,  and  under  the 
war  emergency  permission  which  was  given  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth.  Now,  the 
gentleman  presses  us  for  time.  The  Governor 
will  have  war  emergency  powers  up  until  the  time 
peace  is  declared.  We  know  that  Congress  has 
no  intention  of  declaring  peace  this  year,  and  if 
anybody  wants  to  make  a  wage  I  will  make  a  bet 
that  peace  won't  be  declared  next  year.  The 
armistice  was  signed — and  remember  we  have  no 
armistice  in  this  war,  just  a  surrender  armistice — 
the  armistice  was  signed  November  11,  1918,  and 
peace  was  declared  April  6,  1921,  almost  three 
years  later.  And  it  is  safe  to  assume  now  that 
there  is  no  armistice  signed  as  yet,  that  peace  will 
not  be  declared  up  until  the  time  that  Congress 
and  the  President  of  the  United  States  see  fit  to 
declare  peace.  And,  in  my  opinion,  because  of 
so  many  boys  in  the  service,  they  will  not  declare 
peace  for  a  long  time  to  come,  because,  remember, 
every  volunteer  who  went  into  the  service — not 
every  draftee,  but  every  volunteer — signed  up 
for  the  duration  and  six  months  after.  So  my 
boy,  who  is  in  Burma,  would  be  home  here  six 
months  after  peace  is  declared,  and  every  other 
volunteer  who  went  into  the  service  would  de- 
mand release  after  six  months.  That  is  why- 
Congress  will  go  slow  in  declaring  peace.  And  in 
my  estimation  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  peace 
will  come,  so  that  the  Governor  will  still  have  his 
war  emergency  powers.  We  have  heard  argu- 
ments here  today  that  they  don't  want  buses  in 
the  streets  of  Boston.  At  least  those  fellows  who 
made  those  statements  should  go  along  and  keep 
these  buses  off  the  streets  of  Boston.  We  have 
heard  those  arguments  today.  I  hope  they  will 
go  along.  We  have  held  hearings.  These  buses 
are  operating,  and  will  operate  up  until  the  time 
peace  is  declared.  But  all  these  companies  are 
afraid  of  now  is  that  peace  might  be  declared 
shortly  and  they  will  be  caught  and  not  have  a 
permit.  Now,  it  isn't  the  permit  that  they  want 
so  much.  That  is  not  what  is  worrying  them . 
They  want  to  build  terminals  in  Boston.  That  is 
what   I   and   the   majority   of   my   committee   are 
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opposed  to.  They  admit  thej  want  to  build 
terminals  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Thai  is  what  we 
didn't  want.  I'M  \  ou  evei  ;-■,•  up  to  Pai  k 
to  Pieroni's,  to  have  a  bite  to  eat.  01  park  there 
awhile?  What  i^  it  going  to  be  like  if  thei  i 
terminal  there  at  the  South  Station  oi  the  North 
Station,  01  posaiblj  one  or  two  hotels  in  Boston? 
\  <«i  can't  gel  parking  Bpace  now  because  those 
are  all  over  the  streets.  They  have  do  more 
right  there  than  you  or  I.  but  if  we  pull  in  to  park 
an  officer  will  immediately  re, mi-  and  Baj  .  No 
parking;  get  out  ol  here  But  the  buses  are 
permitted    to    park.      Ami    I    am    opposed    to    the 

construction  of  any  of  these  terminals.  That  is 
what  the]  wain.  They  are  operating  in  Bo  ton 
now.  They  don't  want  anything  from  the  Boston 
City  Council,      ["he;    have  their  Bpace  now,  and 

have  been  operating  at    I laces  for  thi    pa 

four  or   five  year-.     They   don't    need   anything 
from  the  Boston  City  Council  at  the  present  time. 
I   say,   let   it   stay   in   the  Committee  on   Li, 
until  they  can  hold  a  hearing. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— There  are  one  or  two 
points  that  should  be  made  clear.  War  emergency 
powers  of  the  Governor  don't  depend  in  anj 
on  Congress  declaring  war  to  be  at  an  end.  Thej 
depend  solelj  on  the  Legislature  of  the  Common- 
wealth taking  those  powers  away,  and  it  ran 
safely  be  anticipated  when  the  Legislature  comes 
in,  in  January,  hostilities  having  ceased,  the  Cov- 
entor's war  emergency  power  will  probablj  be 
taken  from  him.  So  we  will  be  left  in  the  p. vi- 
rion,'after  the  passage  of  another  three  or  four 
months,  that  this  company  will  either  have  ij 
permit  or  will  not  operate,  or  will  operate  ill,- 
I  don't  say  to  pass  this  this  afternoon  nor  next 
Monday,  nor  the  following  Monday,  but  I  dd 
say,  in  the  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston,  it  is 
important  that  this  company  and  all  other  com- 
panies who  want  to  do  business  here,  whether 
transportation  or  anything  else,  be  given  a  hearing. 
If  we  were  to  follow  the  opinion  proposed  by  the 
previous  speaker,  it  seems  to  me  what  we  ought 
to  do  is  close  down  all  terminals,  close  down  all 
railroad  stations,  close  down  everything  that  in 
any  way  affects  the  traffic  of  Boston,  and  probably 
go  out  of  business  completely.  If  I  could  be 
assured  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  that  a  hearing  will  be  held  in  the  near 
future,  within  the  next  couple  of  weeks.  I  will  be 
very  glad  to  withdraw  this  motion.  But  I  don't 
want  to  let  this  hang  fire  indefinitely. 

Coun.    COFFEY— I    will    yield    to    Councilor 
Hurley. 

Coun.  HURLEY — Last  year  I  introduced  an 
order  in  the  City  Council  relative  to  parking  buses 
on  the  streets  of  Boston.  As  so  well  stated  bj  tin- 
councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey),  conditions 
at  Park  square  and  at  Providence  street — well, 
they  are  unbearable.  At  all  times  of  the  day  and 
night  they  take  these  tremendous  buses  and  back 
them  up  to  the  curbstone,  and  Providence  street  is 
entirely  blocked  off.  If  you  can  visualize  Provi- 
dence street  coming  into  Columbus  avenue,  with 
the  traffic  island — when  the  buses  back  up  to  this 
particular  terminal  you  can't  go  to  the  right  of  the 
island.  Buses  that  are  out  of  commission  are 
repaired  in  the  street,  right  in  front  of  the  Statler 
Hotel.  The  mechanics  get  under  them  and  cany 
on  a  general  repair  job  on  the  buses  on  the  main 
streets  in  Boston.  There  isn't  a  city  in  the  country 
that  tolerates  bus  companies  like  we  tolerate  them 
in  Boston.  You  go  to  New  York  City,  with  very 
valuable  property,  and  they  have  bus  terminals 
built  in  off  the  streets.  They  buy  the  land  and 
use  their  own  land  to  do  their  repairing  and  main- 
tenance, and  start  the  operation  of  their  buses  on 
property  owned  by  themselves.  Just  picture  New- 
York  City  at  42d  street  with  buses  backed  up  to 
the  curb  being  repaired  and  men  working  on  them. 
In  Washington,  and  every  city  you  can  think  of, 
the  buses  have  their  own  private  property,  off  the 
street.  There  isn't  one  bus  company  coming  into 
Boston,  outside  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts, 
that  takes  passengers  from  private  property  onto 
their  buses.  Even  at  Haymarket  square,  at  busy 
times  during  the  day,  I  have  seen  buses  lining  up 
there  that  don't  have  room  to  go  into  that  small 
terminal.  Mr.  President,  I  hope  this  matter  will 
not  go  to  Executive,  but  will  stay  in  the  Com- 
mittee on  Licenses.  And  if  it  is  worth  while, 
further,  let  the  chairman  call  a  meeting  and  hear 
this  case  further,  and  invite  the  public  in  and  let 
them  express  their  opinions,  what  they  think  of 
conditions  in  Boston  in  regard  to  buses.  Don't 
do  this  in  a  quick  manner.  You  remember  it  was 
not  last  year,  but  the  year  before  I  asked  the 
commissioner  who  gave  these  bus  companies  per- 


mit- not  alone  the  bus  companies  but  the  trans- 
portation companies  to  work  on  the  buses  on  the 
streets.  Thej  take  their  big  trailers  and  dis- 
connect the  autos  from  them  and  jack  them  up 
on  the  streets^  It  becomes  a  fire  hazard,  If  a 
fire  breaks  out,  there  is  no  waj  of  moving  it.  Von 
-  "i  leave  for  home  today  at  ti\,-  o'clock  in  the 
rnoon  and  find  them  backed  up  to  each  other 

just    jacked    up.      Conditions    are    bad    in    Boston, 

Mi.  President,  and  1  hop,-  tins  matter  will  be  left 
in  the  propei  Committee  on  Licenses  and  let  them 
i  hc.iiing,  if  it  is  imperative  thej  have  then 
permits,  let  the  chairman  call  a  meeting,  and  have 
a  good,  fair  hearing  on  it. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mi.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchnick), 
when  he  made  the  statement  that  I  would  prob- 
1  I  want  all  the  terminals  and  railroad  stations 
closed  as  well,  I  would  just  like  to  say  I  am  not  an 
attornej — if  you  know  what  I  mean — and  I  would 
like  to  know  how  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14 
got  interested  in  this  in  the  first  place.  Do  you 
care  to  answer  that  ' 

Acting  President  DWYER — Do  you  care  to 
answer  that  ? 

Coun  MUCHNICK— I  would  be  very  glad  to 
answer  that.  I  was  approached  by  the  counsel 
for  the  Boston  and  Main,-  Transportation  Com- 
pany, whom  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  know  for 
many  years.  He  approached  me  as  a  public 
official  of  the  City  of  Boston,  he  being  a  public- 
spirited  citizen  as  well  as  counsel  for  the  bus  com- 
pany, and  he  told  me  several  things  that,  for  the 
■  benefit  of  many  in  the  room,  I  do  not  want  to  re- 
peat, and  I  hope  I  am  never  called  upon  to  repeat 
again,  and  he  asked  me  if  I  would  use  all  the  re- 
sources at  my  command  to  see  that  the  hearing 
was  obtained  for  this  permit.  And  I  am  engaged 
in  no  capacity  other  than  in  my  capacity  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  cannot 
help  commending  the  suggestion  of  Councilor 
Hurley.  He  thinks  it  an  admirable  one,  and  if 
Councilor  Muchnick  would  withdraw  his  motion 
and  allow  it  to  stay  in  the  Committee  on  Licenses 
they  could  hold  a  hearing  in  the  very  near  future. 
Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  a  point  of 
order.     I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  gentleman  will 
be  in  order.  The  Chair  has  not  recognized  any- 
body. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President.  I  made  a 
statement,  but  if  1  could  be  sure  the  Committee 
on  Licenses  would  hold  a  hearing  on  this  within 
two  weeks  I  would  be  very  glad  to  withdraw  my 
motion.  If  I  receive  this  assurance  I  withdraw 
my  motion. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  asks  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Licenses  if  he  will 
so  hold  a  hearing. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  would  just  like  to  ask  the 
President  a  question. 

Acting  President  DWYER — The  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Licenses  mav  ask  a  question. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Do  you  think  I  should  hold  a 
hearing  at  his  request?  He  is  not  on  the  com- 
mittee. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will 
answer  Councilor  Coffey  by  stating  that  the  Chair 
is  only  trying  to  save  time,  and  if  the  Committee 
on  Licenses  decide  to  have  a  hearing  some  time  in 
the  next  two  weeks,  why,  the  matter  can  be  well 
heard  and  those  in  favor  or  against  can  be  there, 
and  this  Council  can  receive  some  information  on  it. 
Coun.  COFFEY— That  would  remain  with  the 
Committee  on  Licenses? 

Acting  President  DWYER— That  is  right.  It 
is  within  their  power. 

Coun.  HURLEY — I  am  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Licenses,  and  I  surely  would  request  my 
chairman  to  call  a  meeting. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I,  too,  am  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Licenses,  and  I  don't  know  what 
the  action  of  the  committee  would  be.  or  what  ac- 
tion this  Honorable  Body  might  take,  but  I  think, 
in  fairness  to  everybody,  every  matter  that  goes 
before  a  committee  should  be  heard  within  a  rea- 
sonable time.  And,  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, I  gladly  request  the  Chair  to  hold  this 
meeting  within  the  next  two  weeks. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  if  that  was 
only  true  of  all  committees!  Hell.  I  have  been  up 
here  asking  for  things  of  committees  the  last  six 
years  and,  being  honest  about  it,  in  one  case  the 
chairman  tried  to  get  a  committee  hearing  to- 
gether for  a  year  and  couldn't  get  them,  and  got 
up  on  the  floor  and  stated  that.     I  will  take  it  up 
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with  the  committee,  and  if  any  three  members, 
excluding  myself,  say  we  shall  hold  a  hearing 
within  the  next  two  weeks,  it  is  all  right,  with  me. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Does  the  gentle- 
man withdraw  his  motion? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  can  wait  two  weeks. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  was  going  to  ask  the 
Chair  to  accept  amendments  to  the  statement. 

Acting  President  DWYER — He  has  withdrawn 
his  motion. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — A  point  of  information, 
Mr.  President. 

Acting  President  DWYER — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  was  talking  to  Councilor 
Hurley,  and  I  didn't  quite  get  Councilor  Coffey's 
last  statement.  Did  it  concern  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Licenses  within  the  next  two  weeks? 

Acting  President  DWYER — If  the  majority  of 
the  committee  wants  it,  Councilor  Muchnick  has 
withdrawn  his  motion.  The  matter  before  the 
house  now  is  motions,  orders  and  resolutions. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information. 

Acting  President  DWYER— State  the  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  asked  the  Chair  if  it  is 
important  to  offer  an  amendment  to  Councilor 
Coffey's  intended  committee  hearing. 

Acting  President  DWYER — It  is  not  in  order. 
Councilor  Coffey  is  chairman,  and  they  will  make 
their  own  decisions. 


ACTING  PRESIDENT  DWYER— The  next 
name  which  the  Chair  recognizes  is  that  of  Coun- 
cilor McCormack  on  an  order  in  regard  to  a 
highway  in  the  Roslindale  section.

INSPECTION   OF   STREET    HYDRANTS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
Commissioner  of   Public   Works  to   make   certain 
that  all  street  hydrants  throughout  the  city  are 
inspected  and  operated  periodically. 


Coun.  HANNON — Relative  to  this  order,  a 
few  years  ago  there  used  to  be  men,  I  think  in  the 
Water  Department,  who  were  termed  "waterbugs." 
Their  job  was  to  go  around  periodically  every 
couple  of  weeks  or  every  month  and  open  the 
hydrants  and  run  the  water.  I  recall  a  few  weeks 
ago  there  was  a  fire  in  Jamaica  Plain  because  of 
the  lack  of  water  pressure.  A  few  weeks  ago  I 
was  called  on  because  the  water,  for  some  unknown 
reason,  in  certain  sections  of  my  district  was 
contaminated  and  filthy.  It  took  the  whole 
pressure  applied  by  three  men  to  unlock  the 
nut  on  the  top  of  the  hydrant,  and  when  I  called 
tins  to  the  attention  of  the  fire  chief  in  the  dis- 
trict he  said,  "We  wouldn't  bother  unlocking  it, 
we  would  take  a  sledge  hammer  and  knock  it 
off.''  These  men  years  ago  used  to  walk  the 
district  and  unscrew  the  nut  controlling  the  flow 
of  water  hydrants  and  let  the  water  run  out. 
For  some  time  past  these  men  have  not  been  on 
the  job.  I  don't  know  if  it  is  for  lack  of  men  or 
what,  but  I  think  it  is  something  that  should  be 
taken  up  and  considered,  because  we  might  find 
ourselves  in  a  situation  where  these  fire  hydrants 
could  not  be  unlocked,  and  even  if  they  were 
unlocked  the  water  would  be  no  good. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REMOVAL    OF    BUILDINGS    WHICH    ARE 
FIRE    HAZARDS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  give  to  the 
Building  Commissioner  the  authority  to  remove 
unoccupied  structures  in  the  city  which  con- 
stitute fire  hazards. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  a  few  weeks 
ago  I  arose  here  and  told  of  the  condition  of  some 
property  in  my  district.  At  that  time  I  filed  an 
order  that  some  power  should  be  given  to  some 
authority  in  the  city  so  that  those  structures 
which  are  allowed  to  deteriorate  and  rot  in  some 
sections  of  the  city  should  be  removed.  Since 
then  I  have  consulted  with  the  Building  Com- 
missioner and  arranged  to  have  certain  properties 
taken  down.  But,  as  we  ride  throughout  the 
city,  there  are  many  buildings  which  should  be 
repaired  or  removed,  and  these  that  might  be  in 
somebody's  else  ward  are  a  reflection  on  every 
councilor  here  and  the  city  itself.  On  the  corner 
of  Columbia  road  and  Quincy  street  there  is  a 
structure  which  is  an  eyesore  to  those  automo- 
bilists  who  drive  up  that  highway  every  day,  and 
yet,  because  of  local  technicalities,  you  can't 
remove  this  building.  The  Building  Commissioner 
should  be  given  authority  to  declare  these  prop- 
erties a  fire  hazard,  which  they  are  in  more  ways 
than  one,  because  if  a  spark  hits  them  they  go  up 
in  no  time — and  on  the  other  hand  they  are  a 
fire  hazard  because  it  is  an  incentive  to  children 
to  go  in  there  and  play  and  light  fires.  The 
Building  Commissioner  informs  me  at  the  present 
time  he  has  not  authority  to  condemn  and  remove 
buildings  because  of  fire  hazard.  He  has  to  wait 
for  the  Board  of  Health  and  other  departments  to 
join  with  him.  I  think  we  ought  to  give  the 
Building  Commissioner  authority  to  remove  these 
fire  hazards  because  they  ruin  not  only  one  street, 
but  the  whole  district.  I  think  he  is  a  man  who 
will  do  a  good  job.  On  the  few  occasions  that  I 
have  had  to  contact  him,  I  have  found  him  very 
much  on  the  job  and  very  anxious  to  help  us  out. 
I  was  working  two  or  three  years  trying  to  get 
certain  properties  torn  down  in  my  district.  Two 
or  three  weeks  ago  I  went  to  him,  and  now  the 
properties  are  coming  down.  I  think  somebody 
should  be  given  authority  to  go  through  these 
districts  and  notify  property  owners  they  must 
repair  their  property  or  else  the  city  will  step  in 
and  remove  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROTECTION  OF  SENIORITY   RIGHTS  OF 
RETURNING  SERVICEMEN. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  go  on  record  as 
favoring  the  enactment  of  Federal  legislation 
which  will  provide  that  servicemen  returning  from 
the  wars,  who  have  been  on  Federal  civil  service 
lists,  will  be  credited  with  seniority  rights  as  of 
the  date  of  their  original  call  for  appointment. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  am  filing  this  order  because 
I  feel  that  many  times  we  offer  the  veterans  lots 
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of  things  verbally,  and  sometimes  in  general 
practice  we  don't  give  them  to  them.  It  has 
been  called  to  my  attention  that  up  in  my  neigh- 
borhood a  fellow  took  the  Federal  civil  service 
examination  for  a  job  in  the  post  office  in  1937 
and  1938.  He  received  a  very  high  mark,  93 
and  some  odd.  He  was  called  for  an  appointment 
but  he  was  in  the  armed  forces  fighting  for  you 
and  me.  As  a  result,  he  received  no  appointment. 
Men  who  were  under  him  and  behind  him  in  the 
list  were  given  those  jobs,  men  who  couldn't  go 
into  the  armed  services  were  given  those  jobs,  and 
now  when  this  fellow  comes  back  he  finds  himself 
behind  all  of  those  fellows  who  were  here  to  take 
the  job  when  he  was  out  fighting  to  protect  you 
and  me.  It  is  something  that  should  be  made 
right,  something  that  should  be  amended.  All 
this  asks  is  that  the  Federal  Government  take  some 
action  to  insure  seniority  rights  for  those  boys 
who  are  not  present  here  to  take  the  job.  All  I  am 
asking  is  that  this  man  be  restored  to  the  position 
that  he  would  have  had  had  he  been  here  instead 
of  in  the  armed  forces.  And  somebody  who  got 
70  per  cent  on  that  list  is  ahead  of  him  by  seniority, 
merely  because  of  the  fact  that  that  man  was  here, 
while  the  fellow  that  got  93  was  fighting  on  foreign 
soil.  I  hope  that'  some  action  will  be  taken  by 
Congress.  I  am  merely  asking  and  expressing  an 
opinion  here  that  we  might  hasten  this  action 
by  the  Federal  Government. 

Coun.  COFFEY — It  so  happens,  by  an  extreme 
coincidence,  that  I  know  the  same  story  and  the 
same  fellow  that  Tom  Hannon  is  referring  to, 
and  everything  that  Tom  Hannon  has  said  here 
should  be  commended,  because  everything  he  said 
happened.  This  boy  got  a  mark  of  93,  and  he 
finds  out  that  there  were  several  that  had  marks 
between  70  and  75  who  are  in  seniority  to  him. 
And  I  may  say  that  he  has  been  refused  to  be 
taken  on  by  the  Federal  Government.  And  this 
is  in  the  post  office  department,  and  I  know 
what  Tom  Hannon  has  said  is  true. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

CONTINUED    MAINTENANCE    OF    CHILD 
CARE   CENTERS. 

Coun.  COFFEY,  KINSELLA.  SCANNELL, 
I).  F.  SULLIVAN  and  KUSS()_..ll,-,.-d  I  he  fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas,  The  Child  Care  Centers  for  the  chil- 
dren of  working  mothers  and  the  wives  of  service- 
men, presently  maintained  under  the  Lanham 
Act,  have  done  much  to  provide  proper  supervised 
care  for  children  who  might  otherwise  be  unat- 
tended during  many  hours  of  the  working-day  of 
i lies,-  mothers;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a  benefit  to  all  communities  to 
continue  this  splendid  service;  therefore,  be  il 

Resolved,  That  the  Members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  in  meeting  assembled,  hereby  petition  the 
members  of  the  Massachusetts  Delegation  in  Con- 
gress to  institute  immediate  action  which  will 
assure  the  continued  maintenance  and  operation 
of  these  Child  Care  Centers. 

Coun.  COFFEY,  KINSELLA,  SCANNELL, 
D.  F.  SULLIVAN  and  RUSSO  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  to  be  expended  for  carrying  on  the  work  of 
the  Child  Care  Centers  until  March  of  1946,  or 
until  such  time  as  Congress  appropriates  addi- 
tional funds  under  the  Lanham  Act. 

Coun.  COFFEY— A  week  ago  last  Friday  we 
had  a  hearing  before  the  Boston  School  Committee 
in  regard  to  the  continuance  of  these  Child  Care 
Centers  throughout  the  City  of  Boston,  and  it 
was  as  well  attended  as  this  meeting  is  today.  I 
was  going  to  introduce  this  resolution  a  week  ago 
today,  but  I  wanted  to  get  further  information 
from  the  School  Committee.  However,  I  did 
not  receive  that  information  until  last  Wednesday, 
so  I  had  to  postpone  the  introducing  of  this  resolu- 
tion until  today.  The  Boston  School  Committee 
has  sent  telegrams  on  to  the  Massachusetts  dele- 
gation in  Congress,  urging  them  to  continue  the 
Child  Care  Centers  for  the  children  of  working 
mothers,  and  to  some  extent  for  the  wives  of 
servicemen, —  to  continue  them  under  the  present 
Lanham  Act.  I  will  be  brief,  as  there  are  other 
speakers  that  are  as  much  interested  as  I  am. 
You  will  notice  that  there  are  five  names  of  coun- 
cilors on  this  resolution.  In  brief,  I  want  to  bring 
out  that  this  is  a  wonderful  service  that  has  been 
given  to  the  mothers.  It  is  a  service  that  we  want 
to  continue,  and  I  know  it  is  a  service  that  should 
be  continued.  Some  of  these  mothers  have  not 
only  contacted  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  but  have  also  contacted  the  Mayor,  and 
the  Mayor  has  told  them  to  have  somebody  in  the 
Boston  City  Council  today  introduce  an  order 
asking  that  $10,000  be  appropriated  to  continue 
the  Child  Care  Centers  up  until  March  of  next  year, 
when  the  Lanham  Act  will  run  out.  Up  until  that 
time,  if  we  don't  get  any  information  from  Wash- 
ington that  these  are  to  be  continued,  the  Mayor 
recommends  that  $10,000  be  appropriated  to  carry 
on  until  next  March,  and  then  we  can  introduce  an- 
other order  arid  make  this  a  yearly  affair,  up  until 
at  least  the  time  that  the  war  is  over.  I  want  to 
be  brief  so  that  other  speakers  can  get  up  and  talk 
on  this  matter,  and  then,  after  they  do,  I  am  going 
to  ask  the  mothers  and  children  here  at  this  large 
gathering  not  to  wait,  as  this  is  going  to  be  a  very 
monotonous  meeting,  because  we  have  a  calling 
of  jurors  that  will  take  an  hour's  time,  and  you  will 
be  wasting  time  waiting  here.  Telegrams  will  be 
sent  out  asking  Congress  to  take  action  for  us, 
and  also  an  order  to  the  Mayor,  asking  that  he 
appropriate  $10,000  to  continue  these  centers  up 
until  next  March.  (Loud  applause  from  the 
gallery.) 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  am 
heartily  in  accord  with  Councilor  Coffey's  reso 
I u I  ion  and  order,  and  I  do  hope  that  Mayor 
Kerrigan  will  see  fit  to  send  us  the  proper  legal 
instrument,  out  of  which  this  $10,000  appropria- 
tion might  be  made.  I  can't  think  of  a  worthier 
purpose  for  which  this  money  might  be  spent  than 
for  the  care  and  guidance  of  children  who  have  to 
rely  on  the  mother  as  well  as  on  the  father  for 
support.  I  know  there  arc  a  number  of  women 
in  my  district  who  are  obliged  to  work,  and  who 
have  small  children  that  can't  be  left  in  the  care  of 
neighbors,  arid  can't  be  left  alone.  By  continuing 
this  child  ('enter  case  for  those  mothers  we  are 
making  ii  more  possible  to  provide  the  children 
with  all  the  necessities  that  a  single  income  could 

not    take    care    of.      I    urge    upon    the    Mayor    the' 

appropriation  of  the  $10,000,  because  I  am  reiiablj 
informed  that,  the  absence  of  the  money  will  cause 
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iwdown  and  complete  stoppage  bj   the  3lst  of 
>ber.     since  they  are  Boston  people  whi 

profiting,  it  is  onli  right  and  fair  thai  Bo-ton  itself, 
by  means  of  a  Boston  appropriation,  take  up  the 
alack  in  the  I.anham  Act  in  the  interim,  and  iun- 
tinue  this.  And  I  trust  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
will  prooeed  with  the  appropriation  of  this  110,000.

Coun.  SCANNELL-    At  the  outset,  1  wish  to  go 
along  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  1,  Councilor 
Coffey,  in  regard  to  this  resolution  for  ti.

In 
my  district  in  South  Boston  there  ale  in  the 
vicinity  of  fifty  mothers  who  have  been  out  work- 
ing for  the  past  three  and  one  half  years  in  war 
defense  plants.  An. I,  yes,  some  of  these  childl 
fathers  have  been  fighting  on  the  battlefields  of 
Europe  and  in  the  battle  of  the  Pacific  I  think 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  government  to  take  care  of 
these  children,  where  their  mothers  arc  out  working 
and  their  fathers  are  fighting  for  their  country. 
(Loud  applause.)  Manx  will  say  that  the  duty  of 
the  mother  is  in  the  home.  I  say  the  duty  of  the 
mother  is  in  the  home,  but  when  the  fathers  of 
these  children,  as  I  said  before,  are  out  fighting 
for  their  country,  then  I  say  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
federal  Government  to  take  care  of  these  children. 
(Loud  applause  from  the  gallery.)  And  as  far  as 
these  centers  are  concerned,  I  know  that,  as  far 
as  the  members  of  this  Body  are  concerned,  they 
will  get  every  cooperation.  As  to  an  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000  — yes,  if  I  say  $50,000,  until  the 
final  termination  of  this  war  —  I  say  let  us  ap- 
propriate it  and  keep  these  children  under  the 
guidance  and  care  of  good  instructors  until  the 
fathers  of  these  children  are  home  again  with  their 
children.     (Loud  applause  from  the  gallery.) 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
that  both  the  resolution  and  the  order  will  be 
passed  this  afternoon.  Knowing  the  needs  of  a 
center  such  as  this,  as  I  have  one  in  my  district,  I 
know  the  good  that  it  has  done  in  the  past  several 
years.  And  particularly  now,  more  than  ever,  we 
need  this  type  of  center  to  at  least  help  and  assist 
gome  Of  those  mothers  whose  allotment  will  not 
take  care  of  the  family,  and  they  must  go  outside 
and  seek  work.  There  has  been  talk  relative  to 
giving  England  billions  of  dollars,  with  no  que 
whatsoever  raised  as  to  whether  it  is  ever  goim-  to 
be  repaid.  And  they  claim,  when  the  war  is  over,  it 
is  only  over  for  the  poor  people,  and  those  boys 
thai  now  are  coming  home  will  be  forgotten. 
(Loud  applause  from  the  gallery.)  It  seems  that 
every  lime  suoh  a  thing  as  money  being  cut  out  at 
Washington  comes  out.  it  has  to  really  affect  the 
poor  people,  God's  people,  here  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  (Loud  applause.;  I  hope  that  both  the 
order  and  the  resolution  will  pass  unanimou 
(Loud  applause.) 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  order 
passed  unanimously,  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  RUSSO,  who  had  been  included  among 
the  sponsors  of  the  resolution,  was  not  present 
when  it  was  introduced  and  later  said:

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  direct  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
to  issue  no  permits  to  any  individual,  or  group  ol 
individuals,  until  such  time  as  the  petitioner 
appeals  in  person,  or  has  an  authorized  repre- 
sentative appear  before  a  hearing  of  the  Board. 

Coun.   COFFEY— Mr.    President,    the    purpose 
of   my   introducing   this   order   today   is   the   fact 
that  it  was  called  to  my  attention  when   I  came 
in    to  City  Hall  this  morning  that    one   Bill  Cun- 
ningham,   of    the    Boston    Herald-Traveler,    in    the 
editorial  which  started  on  the  front  page  and  was 
continued  for  four  columns  on  page  22  of  yester- 
day's   edition    of    that    paper,    talked    about    the 
coming   airport   and    painted   a   beautiful   picture 
and   attacked    Mr.    Kennedy   for  saying  that    we 
were  asleep  here  in  Boston,  and  not  awake  to  the 
fact   that  things    were   happening   throughout   the 
entire  country  while  Boston  stays  asleep — although 
he  claims  he  is  not  attacking  Mr.  Kennedy.     He 
tells  us  why  the  Boston  airport  should  be  enlarged 
and    that    we    are    going    to    have    hundreds    of 
thousands  working  over  there,  and  that  it  will  be 
the  greatest  airport  in  the  United  States,  and  that 
from  facts  and  figures  he  has  received  there  are 
going   to   be   some   four   million    people   that   are 
going  to   use   that   terminal  yearly,   and  he   gives 
the   present  figures   that  are  given   to   us   today, 
that  some  600,000  are  now  using  the  airport  each 
year.     That,   figure   is  exorbitant  in   my   opinion. 
I  think  I  know  about  as  much  about  the  airport 
as    Bill   Cunningham.     I    live    near   the    airport, 
whereas    Cunningham    admits    he    has    made    his 
first  visit  to  the  airport  in  some  time.     Now,  as 
Bill  Cunningham  goes  along,  he  tells  us  what  a 
wonderful  thing  the  airport  is  going  to  be.     I  don't 
want  anybody  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  about 
a  year  ago  I  read  a  statement  that  Bill  Cunning- 
ham   was   hollering  for  new  airlines  coming  into 
Massachusetts,    and   it   mentioned    the   fact    that 
he  was  to  be  on  the  pay  roll  of  one  of  the  airline 
companies  at  a  salary  of  §25,000  a  year.     Whether 
it  is  true  or  not   I  don't  know.     1  saw  this  edi- 
torial— I  am  not  going  to  read  it.     It  would  take 
a    solid    hour.     Cunningham    continues:      "It    is 
expected  that  the   field  will   be  in   full  operation 
within  a  year.     The   new   waiting  room  and  the 
hangars  have  yet  to  be  built,  but  the  companies 
are  raring    to  go  on  the  latter,  and    an  argument 
over    architectural    plans    is    holding    the    former 
up  at  present."      We  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
architects,  but  of  course  it  means  the  City  Council, 
because  he  does  make  a  little  slanderous  attack 
on  the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council.     He 
continues  and  says:    "It  is  hoped  and  expected 
that  al!   this   will   be   expedited,   but   the   Boston 
City  Council  is  stalling  part  of  the  project  at  the 
moment  by  not  voting  permission  for  the  use  of 
some     land     needed     for     hangars."     Now,     Bill 
Cunningham    is    an    out-and-out   liar.     We    have 
nothing   to   do    with    the   hangars   that   they   are 
seeking — absolutely     nothing.     The    fact    of    the 
matter  is   that   Eastern  Airlines — and   I  am   told 
that  is  the  pay  roll  that  Bill  Cunningham  is  going 
on — has  filed  a  petition  with  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  asking  for  the  hangar,  not  at  the 
airport,  but  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  airport, 
right  onto  Maverick  street,  surrounded  by  homes.

§12, 000, 000  invested  in  that  airport  Now,  how 
would  you  like  to  live  in  East  Boston,  Mr.  Cun- 
ningham, and  have  the  hangars  brought  right  out 
into  the  street?  This  is  shaped  like  the  entrance 
to  the  airport  (demonstrating).  Over  in  this 
corner,  they  are  going  to  have  a  hangar  to  put 
a  repair  shop,  anil  for  the  storage  of  something 
over  30,000  gallons  of  gasoline.  There  are  going 
to  be  three  airplanes  at  all  times  under  repair, 
and  three  tractors  to  take  those  airplanes  right 
IBS  the  two  intersections,  over  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  of  land,  onto  the  airfield.  And  when  I  asked 
one  of  the  engineers  how  they  are  going  to  get  it 
over,  he  saiil,  "We  are  going  to  build  another  road 
in  back  of  Porter  street  that  will  lead  directly  to 
the  airport."  Then  I  went  to  the  trouble  of  going 
to  the  .State  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  I 
asked  Mr.  MacDonald  questions  along  the  line 
of  what  the  engineer  had  told  me,  and  he  said, 
"We  are  going  to  put  up  some  kind  of  a 
gate, " — mind  you,  a  gate  on  a  50-foot  street — 
"and  we  are  going  to  close  all  traffic  until  they 
are  over."  I  said,  "How  in  the  name  of  God 
are  you  going  to  do  that.'"  He  said,  "We  will 
manage  some  way;  we  will  manage  some  way." 
It  is  ridiculous.  They  are  bringing  the  airport 
now  out  into  the  street,  and  they  tell  us  they 
are  going  to  build  another  road.  Still,  Mr. 
MacDonald  of  the  State  Department,  who  should 
know  what  is  going  on,  says,  "We  are  not  going 
to  build  another  road;  we  are  going  to  put  up  a 
gate."  and  that  will  stop  all  traffic.  Well,  it  is 
ridiculous;  it  is  foolish.  It  is  just  a  case  of  "To 
hell  with  people  in  East  Boston;  give  this  guy 
Cunningham  what  he  wants."  Did  I  read  an 
article  that  he  had  joined  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  at 
one  time?  I  am  pretty  certain  that  I  did.  That 
is  the  same  Bill  Cunningham  that  went  over  to 
Europe  after  the  war  was  over  —  not  during  the 
war  with  the  rest  of  them.  He  waited  until  after 
the  war  was  over.  He  could  have  gone  over  three 
or  four  years  ago  if  he  wanted,  but  he  didn't,  and 
he  comes  out  and  has  a  hell  of  a  nerve  to  even  put 
my  name  in  his  paper  when  he  hasn't  the  facts. 
He  states  that  I  am  opposed  to  it,  when  I  have 
nothing  to  do  with  it  so  far.  I  admit  that  I  am 
opposed,  because  it  is  nothing  but  a  steal, —  it  is 
just  a  dirty,  rotten  steal  by  both  the  city  and  the 
state  of  the  taxpayers'  money.  They  could  have 
gone  along  with  one  of  my  orders  —  and  I  have 
introduced  a  number  of  them  —  asking  that  the 
airport  be  built  between  Boston  and  Worcester, 
or  between  Boston  and  Providence,  on  vacant  land 
and  on  five  or  six  or  ten  million  dollars  could  have 
the  greatest  airport  in  the  country.  Every  day  in 
the  week  you  can  pick  up  a  newspaper  and  read 
where  planes  are  grounded  from  24  to  48  hours 
because  of  fog.  We  know  it.  We  live  there  and 
we  see  it  every  day  in  the  week.  It  is  nothing  for 
us  to  come  out  of  our  house  in  the  morning  and 
have  it  so  foggy  that  you  can't  see  30  feet  ahead, 
and  come  to  downtown  Boston  and  there  is  no  fog. 
The  fog  is  out  in  the  ocean,  and  always  was  and 
always  will  be.  But  they  couldn't  come  in  to 
land  and  bring  the  airplane  in  because  those  in 
the  know  invested  money  and  got  the  likes  of  Bill 
Cunningham  to  print  a  pretty  picture  of  what  a 
wonderful  airport  we  are  going  to  have.  I  may 
be  wrong,  and  I  hope  I  am  for  future  Boston,  but 
I,  as  one,  can't  see  that  airport,  and  I  am  not  alone 
in  that  statement,  because  I  have  talked  to  many 
pilots  over  there,  and  they  can't  see  the  airport. 


Many  times  they  will  be  grounded  because  of  fog, 
Only  last  week  they  wen-  held  up  for  thirty-six 
l'. ml-  hours  because  of  fog.     But  Cunningham  got 

away  from  sports  when  he  lirst  took  a  shot  at  the 
dog  track.  You  ought  to  remember  that.  He  is 
supposed  lo  be  a  sports  editor.  He  said  the  dog 
track  was  practically  crooked,  thai  when  a  favorite 
was  second  or  third,  to  give  the  crowd  a  break  for 
their  money,  the  man  upstairs  that  ran  the  mechan- 
ical rabbit  would  slow  it  up  a  little  bit  so  that,  the 
first  dog  would  slow  down  and  lose  his  stride  and 
the  favorite  would  pass  him.  I  remember  dis- 
tinctly then  that  within  a  week  he  was  praising 
the  dog  track.  What  the  hell!  We  all  know  the 
answer  —  or  we  should  if  we  don't,  and  if  we  don't 
then  some  of  us  are  a  lot  dumber  than  we  should 
be.  Hut  there  is  a  man  that  comes  out  and  takes 
up  about  a  whole  page  telling  us  what  a  wonderful 
thing  the  airport  is  and  what  a  wonderful  thing  it 
is  going  to  be  in  the  future,  and  at  the  same  time 
he  doesn't  know  what  he  is  talking  about.  I  don't 
want  to  talk  about  Cunningham  too  long,  but 
there  is  one  other  small  paragraph  that  I  want  to 
read.  Here  is  where  Cunningham  is  off  the  track. 
Whoever  gave  him  the  information  probably 
didn't,  know  any  more  what  they  were  talking 
about  than  he  did  when  they  printed  this  article. 
He  said:  "It  needs  a  rapid  transit  line,  and  the 
extension  of  the  highway  from  the  East  Boston 
end  of  the  traffic  tunnel,  at  the  very  least.  What 
it  really  needs  is  another  tunnel  which,  with  the 
present  tube  would  provide  two  lanes  of  one-way 
traffic  under  the  harbor.  Then  the  congestion 
around  the  Boston  mouth  of  the  present  tunnel 
needs  to  be  completely  removed.  All  these  things 
have  been  worked  out.  The  plans  are  drawn,  the 
estimates  made.  They  need  to  be  passed,  the 
appropriations  made,  and  the  work  begun."  Now, 
there  is  a  funny  thing.  We  have  before  us,  before 
the  Executive  Committee,  an  order  for  some 
$5,500,000.  I  assume  that  is  about  the  amount 
for  the  extension  of  the  East  Boston  tunnel.  That 
tunnel  is  to  continue  up  from  the  Maverick  sta- 
tion, up  Chelsea  street.  In  case  you  don't  know 
it,  we  have  another  stop  there  that  has  never  been 
used,  tip  on  the  corner  of  Jersey  and  Emmons 
streets.  We  are  going  to  continue  that  up  to 
Border  street  underground,  make  a  right  turn  to 
Greenwood  street,  and  then  come  up  above  the 
surface  to  the  Boston  &  Albany  tracks.  From 
there  we  will  have  overhead  service.  Now,  Mr. 
Cunningham  in  his  stupidity  writes  that  we  ought 
to  pass  that  appropriation  so  that  they  can  im- 
mediately start  work,  and  every  damned  man 
that  is  interested  in  the  airport  is  opposed  to  it, — 
every  one  of  them  is  opposed  to  it  because  the  air- 
port is  not  going  to  benefit  in  any  way  by  it.  All 
they  are  going  to  get  is  shuttle-butt  service.  And 
when  we  questioned  the  Public  Works  Department 
or  Mr.  Drummey  of  the  Transit  Department,  they 
told  us  that  people  didn't  want  that  proposal 
passed  because  the  airport  was  not  to  benefit  in 
any  way.  But  they  did  want,  after  we  come  up 
to  Border  street,  to  continue  another  tunnel  to 
the  airport  and  back  so  they  could  have  direct 
service  without  cost  of  an  additional  $5,000,000. 
Then  you  gentlemen  were  present  when  I  asked 
Mr.  Duffy  from  the  Planning  Board,  and  Mr. 
Drummey  of  the  Transit  Department  if  anybody 
from  these  airlines  had  ever  offered  to  contribute 
5  cents  towards  the  department  of  streets,  for 
service  to  the  airport  and  back,  and  they  both 
said,  "  No,  not  to  my  knowledge."  Well,  we  have 
the  likes  of  Cunningham  coming  out,  not  only  to 
attack  me  —  which  is  swell  in  my  ward  —  but  to 
bring  in  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  who 
are  the  innocent  victims,  who  know  nothing  about 
it.  You  are  not  supposed  to  know  anything  about 
it,  because  I  am  the  only  one  that  got  a  notice,  it 
being  in  my  ward.  We  are  not  holding  it  up; 
they  are  holding  it  up  themselves,  because  they 
think  they  can  run  roughshod  over  the  City  of 
Boston  because  they  get  word  from  the  Public 
Works  Department.  And  I  don't  know  why  he 
has  been  kept  in  office  as  long  as  he  has,  and  it 
has  been  told  that  Paul  Dever  will  resign  if  he  is 
not  removed.  He  is  a  Republican,  and  Tobin 
now  has  a  chance,  and  you  can't  tell  me  that  there 
isn't  anyone  in  the  state  that  can  take  Mr.  Mac- 
Donald's  job.  I  have  talked  to  him,  and  he  is 
one  of  those  men  that  has  had  to  have  his  own 
way,  and  he  has  been  fighting  everyone  that  ever 
worked  for  him.  Ever  since  the  time  he  was 
Governor  Fuller's  secretary  —  he  was  an  alien 
while  he  was  Governor  Fuller's  secretary,  that 
was  brought  out  by  Frank  Goodwin,  that  the  man 
was  an  alien  while  he  was  secretary  to  Governor 
Fuller,   and  then  he  went  to  work  and  took  out 
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papers  and  became  a  citizen.  Now  he  is  in,  anil 
hanging  on  to  his  job  for  ten  long  months  —  ten 
months  too  long,  for  the  way  he  has  treated  the 
people  of  Massachusetts  and  especially  his  own 
employees, —  even  under  a  Republican  Governor, 
then  Governor  Saltonstall  whom  everyone  fell 
for,  I  don't  know  why.  They  are  making  plans 
for  this  new  hangar  and  haven't  even  got  a  per- 
mit. Work  has  been  going  on  for  four  long 
months,  and  there  is  nothing  we  can  do  about  it 
because  of  an  arrogant  old  man  up  in  the  Public 
Works  Department,  Mr.  MacDonald,  who  is  in 
this  hook,  line  and  sinker,  because  of  his  friends. 
Maybe  he  himself  has  money  invested,  and  if  they 
break  every  home  owner  in  Massachusetts  they 
will  make  that  a  damned  good  airport  so  they  can 
get  some  return  on  money  invested,  the  same  as 
they  have  done  on  the  Boston  Elevated.

Coun.  SCANNELL  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  name 
the  new  bandstand  at  Marine  Park  "South  Boston 
World  War  Veterans  Memorial"  in  honor  of  all 
the  veterans  from  South  Boston  who  participated 
in  World  War  II. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  at  the 
present  time,  through,  you  might  say,  five  years' 
effort  on  my  part  to  replace  an  old,  wooden, 
dilapidated  bandstand  in  the  Marine  Park  section 
of  South  Boston,  there  is  being  completed  now  a 
bandstand  at  a  cost  in  the  vicinity  of  $25,000.  I 
should  think  it  would  be  a  wonderful  thing  if  we 
could  name  that  bandstand  in  honor  of  some  of  the 
men  and  women  who  have  served  their  country 
faithfully, — men  and  women  from  the  South 
Boston  section.  Yes,  I  say  South  Boston  because 
for  a  section  of  its  kind,  in  comparison  with  the 
rest  of  the  country,  they  have  sent  more  men  into 
the  service  than  any  other  section  of  the  whole 
country.  It  is  indeed  a  duty  of  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  honor  all  veterans,  veterans  of 
all  wars,  and  I  believe  that  this  bandstand,  through 
the  Mayor  and  the  Park  Commissioner,  should  be 
dedicated  to  those  who  have  died  for  their  country 
and  served  their  country,  and  the  City  of  Boston 
in  that  way  would  be  doing  something  fitting  in 
their  memory.  There  isn't  a  place  in  South 
Boston,  outside  of  Dorchester  Heights,  where 
there  is  a  monument  commemorating  George 
Washington  who  in  1776  drove  the  British  from 
this  country  never  to  return — there  isn't  a  place  in 
South  Boston  other  than  that  where  there  is  a 
monument  commemorating  our  veterans.  But  it 
certainly  would  be  a  fitting  tribute  if  the  City  of 
Boston  should  name  this  wonderful  bandstand  in 
that  manner,  and  I  say,  gentlemen,  if  you  go  by 
Marine  Park  in  South  Boston,  go  and  take  a  look 
at  it.  It  certainly  will  be  a  credit  to  us  and  the 
people  of  South  Boston,  that  they  should  honor 
the  men  of  the  district,  which,  I  believe,  has 
given  seven  thousand  men  ami  women  to  the 
armed  services  of  our  country.  They  are  certainly 
entitled  to  this  memorial,  those  from  the  South 
Boston  section  who  have  defended  our  country. 
And  I  hope  that  the  Park  Commissioner,  in  his 
wisdom,  will  see  that  this  is  a  great  opportunity 
to  memorialize  these  men  who  fought  for  our 
country  in  World  War  II.

KEENAN— Mr.  President,  on  April  28, 
1945,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  signed  a  contract  with 
the  Tavrasi  Company,  40  Court  street,  to  resurface 
and  make  repairs  on  the  playground  in  my  ward, 
Ward  17.  He  started  the  contract  approxi- 
mately on  April  30th,  and  from  that  time  it  has 
been  renewed  at  least,  to  my  knowledge,  six  times. 
Now  he  has  another  extension  to  October  1,  1945. 
I  have  fought  for  this  playground,  Mr.  President, 
since  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  and  I  think  at  this  time  it  is  because  of 
prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor,  and  for  some 
personal  feeling  he  has,  that  he  is  holding  up  the 
contract  in  my  ward  and  not  finishing  the  play- 
ground. The  boys  have  to  go  a  mile  and  a  half  for 
football  practice.  Local  football  teams  have  to 
go  to  Ward  14  to  play  their  football  games.  I 
spoke  to  the  Park  Commissioner,  and  tried  to  get 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  get  hold  of  the  Park 
Commissioner  and  get  the  contractor  to  go  out  and 
finish  the  work.  I  think  it  is  through  sonic 
personal  feeling  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  towards 
me  because  I  can't  see  eye  to  eye  with  him,  that 
he  is  jeopardizing  the  people  of  Ward  17  and  keep- 
ing them  from  the  privilege  of  having  the  play- 
ground finished,  when  it  should  have  been  fixed 
three  months  ago.

"Dear  Sir — I  am  returning  herewith  a  petition 
to  your  Honor  signed  bj   several  residents  of  Oak- 
view  terrace.  Jamaica  Plain.  Massachusetts,  con- 
cerning condition-  in   the  terrace  where  a  serious 
.  icurred  on  August  5,  1945. 

"In  the  letter  mention  is  made  of  the  lack  of 
water  supply  and,  in  connection  with  this.  I  am 
submitting  a  report  received  from  District  Chief 
Franklin  B.  Sanborn  of  Fire  District  12,  which 
explain-  the  situation.  From  Chief  Sanborn's 
report  it  appears  that  the  water  supply  in  Oakview 
terrace  is  insufficient  to  combat  a  fire  of  any  pro- 
portion, and  something  should  be  done  to  remedy 
the  situation. 

"Jnasmucb  as  the  water  supply  of  the  city, 
including  mains  and  hydrants,  is  under  control  of 
tin  Public  Works  Department,  I  suggest  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  have  an  inspection 
made  of  all  hydrants  in  Oakview  terrace  to  de- 
termine whether  or  not  they  are  in  proper  working 
condition  and  also  have  a  test  flow  made  from  the 
hydrants. 

"In  connection  with  the  complaint  concerning 
the  parking  of  automobiles  in  the  terrace,  the  Fire 
Department  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  parking 
of  motor  vehicles  in  the  open  air.  If  Oakview 
terrace  is  a  public  way,  the  Police  Department  has 
authority  to  regulate  and  control  parking  of 
automobiles." 

Now,  here  is  Chief  Sanborn's  report,  and  this 
Chief  Sanborn  is  chief  of  the  district,  and  lie  knows 
what  he  is  talking  about: 

mmendation   for   changing    Water    Mains 
and  Hydrants  at  this  location. 

"  In  view  of  the  serious  fire  at  premises  35  and  37 
Oakview  terrace.  August  5,  1945,  and  which  might 
have  resulted  disastrously  in  the  event  of  a  high 
wind  or  in  case  of  heavy  snow  on  the  ground,  I  feel 
that  it  should  be  recommended  to  the  Water 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  install  an 
8-inch  looped  main  up  to  and  around  the  park 
known  as  Oakview  terrace,  Jamaica  Plain,  with 
three  or  four  post  hydrants  made  available  to  this 
department  for  use  in  case  of  fire. 

"At  present,  according  to  the  maps  in  this  office 
there  is  an  old  6-inch  main — dead  ended  at  the 
head  of  this  street  with  a  post  hydrant  at  the  upper 
end — a  Lowry  hydrant  in  front  of  the  prem 
where  the  fire  occurred  and  another  Lowry  hydrant 
further  down  the  street  towards  the  source  of 
supply,  which  in  all  probability  due  to  age  is  en- 
crusted on  the  inside  to  about  3  inches  of  flowing 
areas,  making  it  impossible  to  use  but  one  of  these 
hydrants  at  a  time. 

"In  the  case  of  the  above-mentioned  fire  when 
the  first  company,  Engine  Company  28,  connected 
to  the  Lowry  hydrant  they  had  trouble  in  opening 
the  main  stem  (it  taking  two  or  three  men  with 
care  because  of  danger  of  breaking  same)  and 
although  they  had  as  reported  20  pounds,  delivery 
-  ire  upon  arrival,  by  the  time  they  started 
operating,  other  first  alarm  companies  had  con- 
nected to  the  other  two  hydrants  mentioned  and 
had  so  depleted  the  supply  to  this  first  engine  that 
I  could  crush  their  soft  suction  connection  with 
my  hand  (showing  there  was  no  pressure  to  deliver 
water  to  this  engine).

IN    DEPARTMENTS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  hi-  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  direct  the  heads  of  departments  to 
submit  to  him  the  number  of  employees  neci  —  arv 
to  fill  the  full  complement  of  employees  in  every 
department  and  to  take  necessary  steps  to  fill  this 
quota. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  in  keeping 
with  what  the  councilor  from  Ward  1!)  offered 
(Coun.  McCormack)  and  to  complement  the 
pi  i  sentation  of  that  case,  I  think  something  should 
be  done  to  get  back  to  the  old  days  and  fill  the 
quota  in  each  department  relative  to  the  number 
of  employees  which  each  department  should 
have.  Every  year  when  the  budget  requirements 
are  offered,  they  tell  us  there  are  BO  many  men 
that  are  short  here  and  so  many  there,  and  we 
are  always  told  that  because  of  the  war  they 
couldn't    get   the    men.      Well,    now    the    men    are 
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available,  and  I  think  it  is  about  time  we  knew 
where  we  were  at  and  that  those  various  voids 
in  the  city  departments  were  filled.  The  main 
problem,  I  think,  for  instance,  in  the  Public  Works 
Department,  is  that  there  are  nnl  men  enough. 
Last  week,  as  you  will  recall,  I  filed  an  order  to 
have  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  go  back 
to  the  old  practice  of  testing  these  hydrants  every 
month  or  every  two  or  three  months,  and  I  aiii 
happy  to  note  that  the  district  chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  agrees  with  me  that  these  hydrants 
should  be  tested.  I  cited  an  instance  last  week 
of  a  hydrant  in  my  district  that  could  not  be 
opened  save  by  the  combined  efforts  of  three 
men,  and  sometimes  when  a  fire  engine  comes 
out  to  a  fire  there  are  not  three  men  on  it.  Now, 
the  councilor  from  Ward  19  (Conn.  McCormack) 
tells  us  that  there  is  no  pressure  in  some  of  the 
hydrants  in  his  district,  and  I  believe  it,  because 
I  have  had  complaints  in  my  district  of  lack  of 
water  pressure.  I  think  it  is  time  to  act,  now. 
Don't  wait  until  some  catastrophe  occurs.  We 
know  something  is  wrong.  I  inquired  of  the 
Water  Department,  and  they  told  me  they  had  a 
certain  corporation  that  comes  around  every  few 
years  and  measures  the  flow  of  water  in  certain 
districts,  and  when  they  tap  those  pipes  in  that 
particular,  district,  that  affects  the  flow  of  water, 
affects  the  water  supply  system  in  that  particular 
district.  Well,  now,  that  might  be  the  story, 
but  it  might  not  be  in  my  district.  I  join  with 
the  councilor  from  Ward  19  (Coun.  McCormack). 
I  want  my  district  protected,  too.  And  I  cite 
the  Water  Department  merely  as  one  instance. 
We  know  the  Fire   Department  is  undermanned; 

we  know  the  Police  Department  is  undernian 1. 

And  I  am  not  one  of  these  men  who  believes  in 
throwing  everybody  onto  the  Fire  Department  or 
the  Police  Department.  I  believe  when  we  go 
back  and  fill  the  full  complement  of  these  various 
departments,  likewise  we  should  adhere  to  the  old 
standards  and  make  sure  we  get  qualified  em- 
ployees. Let  us  take  the  Building  Department. 
They  are  short  of  inspectors;  they  are  short  of 
clerical  help.  We  have  to  do  something  to  stop 
this  and  to  cure  it.  Veterans  are  coming  back; 
they  are  looking  for  work.  Before,  we  used  the 
argument  that  we  couldn't,  get  help.  Now  we 
can  get  help,  and  I  think  we  should  get  it.  We 
should  return  the  city  to  its  full  quota  and  full 
complement   of   employees. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DEATH   OF   FAY   FOSS. 

Coun.  IIANNON  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  hereby  records  its  deep  sym- 
pathy because  of  the  untimely  death  of  Fay  Foss, 
whose  untiring  and  meticulous  efforts  in  behalf 
of  the.  veterans  of  this,  and  all  other  wars,  have 
no  doubt,  contributed  to  his  sudden  passing;  but 
who,  during  his  service  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
made  a  record  of  unselfish  service  which  shall  be 
long  remembered  and  appreciated  by  our  city. 

Coun.  HANNON — Over  a  period  of  years  the 
cii\  has  had  many  faithful  employees,  but  since 
the  incorporation  of  this  municipality  I  don't 
think  the  city  lias  had  any  more  loyal  and  faithful 
employee  than  the  late  Fay  Foss.  Those  of  us 
who  knew  him  knew  him  to  be  a  tireless  worker  on 
behalf  of  the  veterans,  on  the  little  tasks  that  he 
had.  Even  serving  on  the  committee  which  took 
care  of  the  plaque  on  Boston  Common  was  to  him 
a  job  which  demanded  tireless  and  ceaseless  effort. 
He  used  to  walk  up  there  and  pick  up  stray  pieces 
of  paper,  and  I  have  heard  him  note  at  committee 
meetings  that  he  marked  the  date  on  a  certain 
piece  of  paper  and  would  walk  up  there  days  later 
and  pick  up  that  paper  that  he  had  dated  some 
days  before,  and  he  would  find  fault  with  the  lack 
of  care  of  that  plaque  which  we  have  erected  there 
to  honor  those  who  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice 
in  the  service  of  our  country.  This  man  gave 
his  all  in  the  service  of  Boston.  He  has  now  gone 
on.  While  he  lived  he  worked  hard  for  each  ami 
every  councilor  here.  We  know  how  he  brought 
up  records  of  each  arid  every  member  of  the  armed 
service  who  lived  in  the  respective  wards  of  us 
councilors.  I  think  that  out  of  tribute  to  him  we 
should  adjourn  today,  and  I  would  likewise  like 
to  suggest  that  as  many  as  possibly  can  attend 
his  services  tomorrow. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 


UNIFORM    METHOD    OF    HANDLING 
TRAFFIC    NEAR    SCHOOLS. 
Coun.  MUCHNICK  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That     his    Honor    the    Mayor    confer 
with  the  School  Committee  and   the  Police  Com- 
missioner in  an  effort   to  arrange  for  some  uniform 
method  of  handling  traffic  near  public  and  parochial 
schools. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.     President,     at     the 

present  time,  as  I  understand  it,  traffic  is  handled 
at  the  school  crossings  sometimes  by  the  police 
and  sometimes  by  the  teachers,  and  sometimes 
by  the  pupils  in  the  older  grade  schools,  and  some- 
times not  at  all.  Particularly,  with  the  greater 
use  of  gasoline,  and  the  greater  use  of  automobiles 
in  genera),  conditions  now  are  becoming  very 
dangerous'  in  certain  sections  of  the  city  for  the 
children.  Unthinking  motorists  speed  by  school 
crossings,  particularly  those  that  are  left  un- 
attended. Many  of  the  men  on  the  Police  Force 
who  are  supposed  to  handle  school  crossings  at 
certain  times  are  called  away  on  emergency  calls 
and  on  other  business,  and  are  not  able  to  get  to 
the  crossing  in  time  to  take  care  of  it  properly. 
In  some  schools  the  pupils  have  been  doing  it, — ■ 
in  most  instances  well,  but  in  many  instances  not 
at  all.  And  the  same  goes  for  the  teachers.  With 
the  present  undermanned  Police  Force,  with  greater 
need  for  policemen,  as  indicated  in  the  daily  press 
particularly  the  last  week,  in  other  fields,  it  seems 
to  me  that  some  system  should  be  worked  out 
whereby  the  teachers  themselves  should  be  depu- 
tized to  handle  this  problem  so  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  all  could  be  served.  It  seems  to  me  that 
the  teachers,  with  proper  designations  indicating 
i  Inn-  authority  to  motorists,  and  probably  with 
compensation  for  their  added  duties,  could  handle 
this  problem  adequately,  and  could  release  the 
Police  Force  to  handle  the  other  work  that,  they 
must  now  do,  more  than  they  ever  had  to  do  in 
the  last  three  or  four  years.  I  urge  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed    under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  CAREY  said: 
Coun.  CAREY — I  would  like  to  ask  for  recon- 
sideration of  the  order  that  unanimously  passed, 
presented  by  Councilor  Muchnick,  relative  to 
systematizing  the  care  of  school  children  at  cross- 
ings. Speaking  on  reconsideration,  the  councilor 
suggested  we  might  deputize  teachers  in  the 
schools.  I  think  it  is  a  matter  that  is  worthy  of 
more  full  and  complete  attention,  the  proper  care 
of  the  children  on  the  way  to  and  from  the  schools 
during  the  day,  but  I  can't,  see  the  deputizing  of 
school  teachers.  If  we  are  going  to  deputize 
school  teachers  to  take  care  of  school  children, 
we  might  just  as  well  start  deputizing  employees  of 
business  houses  at  the  approach  to  every  inter- 
section of  the  city.  This  matter  of  care  of  these 
youngsters  is  altogether  too  important  to  pass  the 
request  of  the  councilor  under  suspension  of  the 
rules,  and  perhaps  that  request  will  find  its  way  to 
the  wastebasket.  That  matter  should  go  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Safety.  No  one  will  be 
better  recognized  on  these  crosswalks  than  the 
policemen  themselves.  We  find  the  policemen 
equipped  to  stand  on  those  crosswalks  dining  the 
inclement,  weather.  I  think  it  is  unfair  to  expect 
a  school  teacher  to  be  equipped  with  rubber  boots, 
rubber  hat,  and  this  and  that,  in  order  to  stay 
out  there  in  the  driving  rain.  And  we  get  many 
rainy  days  during  the  school  year.  This  matter 
of  protecting  these  children  at  these  crosswalks 
has  been  neglected,  but  we  might  refer  to  the 
request  introduced  earlier  this  afternoon  by 
Councilor  Harmon  wherein  he  brought  out  the  fad 
that  the  Police  Department,  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  perhaps  other  departments  are  under 
manned.  We  do  know  that  the  Police  Depart- 
ment is  undermanned.  I  have  noticed  a  crosswalk 
in  my  district,  at  Brigham  Circle,  that  for  the  la- 
two  weeks  has  not  been  propeth  manned  in  the 
morning  hours.  The  captain  of  the  station  out 
there  is  not  to  blame.  He  is  limited  in  the  number 
of  men  he  has.  A  man  can  only  be  one  place  at  a 
time.  This  matter  of  protecting  these  children 
should  be  given  careful  consideration.  I  move 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Safety,  and  have  the  Police  Commissioner 

and  the  Superintendent  here  to  see  what  can  be 
done  to  see  that    these  crosswalks  are  taken  care  of 

properly  and  that  these  children  are  protected  as 

they  should  be. 
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Acting  President  DWYER  The  Chair  will 
state  thai  the  question  comas  on  reconsideration 
first. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  Mr.  President,  like 
Councilor  Carey,  I,  too,  have  received  replies  from 
police  oaptains  that,  unfortunately,  their  depart- 
ments are  undermanned  and  they  cannot  at  all 
times  have  policemen  at  school  crossings.  I  don't 
necessarily  advocate  the  use  of  school  teachers. 
I  ilon 'i  know  what  Bystem  is  the  best  system  for  the 
protection  of  the  children,  but  I  do  want  some 
i  to  go  into  effect.  V-  suggested  by  Counci- 
lor Carey,  I  don  t  want  this  to  find  its  way  into  Hi" 
wastebasket.  1  am  verj  much  in  favor  of  re- 
conaideration,  and  would  like  to  Bee  this  go  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Safety,  but  I  make  only  the 
n-  [uest  that  they  hold  a  hearing  quickly  and  see  if 
we  can  reach  some  conclusion. 

Conn.  KINSKI.LA  -Before  the  Chair  refers 
the  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety, 
Mr.  President,  if  that  is  the  Chair's  intention, 
I  would  say  that  the  matter  is  of  such  vital  im- 
portance   to    health    and    Safety    of    these    children 

that  we  should  not  refer  n  to  any  committee  hut 
should  take  steps  to  contact  the  Police  Depart- 
ment at  once  and  try  to  improve  the  quality  and 
the  quantity  of  the  service.  It  seems  to  me  the 
police  can  find  adequate  men  to  go  out  and  police 
dame  halls,  and  they  can  line  up  along  a  parade 
route.  I  don't  imagine  there  was  any  dearth  of 
police  officers  yesterday,  even  though  many  were 
required  to  do  extra  duty.  It  isn't  a  matter  of 
holding  a  hearing,  Mr.  President,  it  is  just  a 
matter  of  delay.  In  the  meanwhile.  I  realize 
many  of  the  walks  wont  he  unattended  because 
we  are  thinking  the  situation  over,  but  what  we 
ought  to  do  in  here  by  way  of  recommendation  is 
to  address  our  recommendation  directly  to  Colonel 
Sullivan  and  ask  him  to  find  police  officers  and 
take  them  from  less  important  duties.  They  are 
only  tied  up  from  about  8.30  in  the  morning  to 
quarter  of  or  ten  minutes  of  nine,  and  from  12 
o'clock  to  12.30  o'clock,  and  perhaps  from  quarter 
of  one  to  quarter  past,  and  again  at  3.30  or  4, 
depending  on  the  hours  the  children  leave  school. 
But  when  we  can  find  them  for  other  purposes, 
we  certainly  can  find  them  for  the  children.  If 
officers  can  be  assigned  at  9  o'clock  rather  than  8 
o'clock,  it  appears  to  me  it  would  be  in  the  interest 
of  the  kids  going  to  school  at  that  hour  in  the 
morning, — if  they  go  off  duty  at  9  o'clock  rather 
than  at  8  o'clock.  I  would  like  to  repeat  again, 
for  the  third  time,  that  they  can  find  police  for 
cheap,  phony  dance  halls;  they  can  find  police  to 
line  the  routes  of  parades  where  people  are  by  very 
force  of  numbers  provided  protection  for  them- 
selves against  traffic  which  we  know  cannot  break 
through.  But  we  always  experience  difficulty 
in  getting  the  crosswalks  that  school  children 
use  properly  policed.  As  for  holding  a  hearing, 
if  the  Chair  refers  the  matter  to  the  Public  Safety 
Committee  a  hearing  will  be  held,  but  from  what 
sources  will  we  get  information?  Frankly,  I 
don't  find  any  criticism  in  my  town.  If  there  is 
any  from  the  wards  of  Councilors  Muchnick  or 
Taylor,  we  can  look  for  people  in  those  wards  to 
come  in.  If  they  don't,  we  can't  force  them, 
and  we  want  to  get  a  true  picture  of  the  condi- 
tions in  the  wards.  The  police  will  send  us  down 
a  deputy,  and  he  will  tell  us  what  we  know,  that 
the  whole  department  is  undermanned.  I  think 
Colonel  Sullivan  should  make  extraordinary 
efforts  to  find  extra  duty,  if  necessary,  for  police 
officers  who  work  the  last  half,  and  they  might  be 
assigned  for  an  additional  hour,  and  they  could  be 
compensated  for  work  on  these  school  crossings. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  just  want  to  add  to  what 
Councilor  Kinsella  has  said,  that  there  are  other 
precautions  necessary.  The  children  leave  school 
to  go  home  to  lunch  and  go  back  again  in  the  after- 
noon, and  then  leave  after  the  closing  hour  of 
school.  In  taking  care  of  the  extra  duty  that  the 
policemen  might  be  required  to  do  in  the  morning, 
that  would  not  be  sufficient. 

The  question  came  on  reconsideration,  and  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  announce 
that  on  Thursday,  at  eleven  o'clock,  the  Public 
Safety  Committee  will  meet. 


Coun.     MUCHNICK   -May     I     ask     that     that

Because 
of  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  work  of  that  office, 
I  concur  with  this  opinion.  It  is  imperative  that 
the  authority  of  the  City  Treasurer  be  available  at 
all  times,  either  through  himself  or  through  his 
delegated  deputies.

Dear  Sir, — The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925  now 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Deputy  City 
Treasurer  to  act  in  the  temporary  absence  or  illness 
of  the  City  Treasurer. 

In  the  interests  of  more  efficient  operation  of  the 
Treasury  Department,  a  person  qualified  to  act  in 
the  capacity  of  City  Treasurer  should  be  available 
at  all  times.  During  vacations,  periods  of  illness, 
etc.,  the  unavoidable  absence  of  both  the  City 
Treasurer  and  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  would 
leave  the  office  without  a  person  qualified  to  sign. 


I  therefore  respectfully  request  that  you  recom- 
mend to  tie-  City  Council  a  change  in  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1925  which  will  provide'  for  the 
appointment  by  the  Citj  Treasurer  of  a  Second 
Deputy  fits  Treasurer,  who,  in  the  absence  of  the

urer, will  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  I  n

Chapter  thirty-six  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
Hi'_'">,  as  amended  by  chapter  three  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1935,  and  as  most  recently  amended  by 
chapter  nine  of  the  Ordinances  of  1945,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  section  eleven  of 
the  foregoing  ordinance  and  substituting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

Section  11.  The  city  treasurer  may  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  two  employ- 
ees in  his  office  to  be  designated  as  the  first  deputy 
city  treasurer  and  the  second  deputy  city  treasurer. 
The  deputy  city  treasurers  so  appointed  shall 
furnish  bonds  to  the  city  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  sections  two  and  four  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1925  in  the  sum  of  $200,000,  respectively; 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties  and  obligations,  and  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successor,  or  successors,  are  appointed  and 
qualified. 

The  first  deputy  city  treasurer  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  from  time 
to  time  by  the  city  treasurer,  and  in  the  temporary 
absence  of  the  city  treasurer  the  first  deputy  city 
treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  city 
treasurer. 

The  second  deputy  city  treasurer  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  from  time 
to  time  by  the  city  treasurer,  and  in  the  temporary 
absence  of  the  city  treasurer  and  the  first  deputy 
city  treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  city 
treasurer.

ACCEPTANCE  OF  CHAPTER  672,  ACTS  OF 
1945.

Gentlemen, —  I  transmit  herewith  for  your  con- 
sideration and  approval,  an  order  for  the  acceptance 
of  chapter  672  of  the  Acts  of  1945. 

This  act  provides  for  the  increase  from  $600  to 
$1,000  of  annuity  payments  to  seventy-four 
widows  of  deceased  firemen  or  policemen.  All  of 
these  annuities  were  granted  prior  to  1933  at  the 
rate  of  $600  per  annum.  Since  1933,  when  new 
legislation  was  enacted,  all  annuities  are  granted 
at  the  rate  of  $1,000  per  year.  The  present  act 
calls  for  placing  these  seventy-four  cases  on  a 
parity  with  all  other  cases  since  1933. 

I  respectfully  request  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — In  accordance  with  the 
recommendation  of  your  Honor,  the  City  Council 
at  its  meeting  of  March  19  approved  the  appropri- 
ation of  the  sum  of  $30,000  from  the  Special 
Account,  "Sales  of  City  Property,"  to  the  con- 
struction of  buildings  and  other  related  objects, 
this  being  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to 
cover  the  cost  of  the  study  and  the  preparation  of 
plans  for  the  construction  of  an  incinerator.  This 
sum  has  been  encumbered  to  cover  the  contract 
which  was  made  for  the  necessary  study  and  the 
preparation  of  plans  and  specifications.

DISPOSITION   OF  CIVILIAN   DEFENSE 
EQUIPMENT. 

The  following  was  received:

Honorable  Sir, — During  the  war  now  concluded 
the  city  set  up  an  organization  called  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Safety  to  carry  out  methods  of 
civilian  defense  to  meet  all  possible  emergencies 
which  threaten  a  populous  city  in  time  of  war. 
That  organization  has  now  closed  its  headquarters, 
terminated  the  employment  of  its  staff  as  such, 
and  generally  ended  its  activities. 

To  facilitate  the  work  of  this  civilian  defense 
organization,  the  city  obtained  a  large  amount  of 
equipment  from  the  Federal  Government.  In 
addition,  it  provided  a  great  amount  out  of  local  tax- 
payer money.  Several  hundred  thousand  dollars 
were  spent  for  contract  work  of  installations, 
maintenance  and  repair,  and  for  personnel  needs. 
Approximately  $300,000  more  was  spent  for  equip- 
ment and  supplies  of  various  kinds. 

Fortunately,  no  enemy  action  entailing  the  use 
of  this  equipment  was  visited  on  the  City  of 
Boston.  For  the  most  part  it  was  never  used. 
It  was  permitted  to  accumulate  and  lie  in  storage 
in  scattered  places  throughout  the  city. 

Much  of  the  equipment  is  of  a  type  adapted  to 
no  other  purpose  than  that  of  war  emergency. 
Hence,  as  regards  this  part  of  it,  there  is  no  use 
the  city  can  make  of  it.  Also,  much  of  the  appro- 
priation went  into  installations  and  products 
which  are  not  salvageable.  There  is,  however,  a 
volume  representing  about  $150,000  which  could 
conceivably  be  used  in  peacetime  application. 
The  City  Auditor  has  an  inventory  of  that  part 
of  it  which  falls  in  the  latter  category. 

The  list  includes  mahogany  desks,  conference 
tables  with  chairs  to  match,  other  new  and  expen- 
sive office  equipment,  a  Packard  limousine  equipped 
with  a  two-way  radio,  many  thousands  of  dollars' 
worth  of  electric  and  radio  communication  equip- 
ment, hundreds  of  blankets,  first-aid  equipment 
of  all  types,  fire  extinguishers,  duplicating  and 
photographic  equipment,  portable  lighting  equip- 
ment, mattresses  and  cots,  stretchers  and  many 
other  types  of  equipment  and  supply. 

In  other  words,  Boston  has  a  surplus  war  sup- 
plies problem  of  its  own.  Unlike  the  problem 
confronting  the  Federal  Government,  much  of 
the  city's  equipment  need  not  be  offered  for  sale 
to  the  public;  city  departments  may  find  use  for 
some  of  it.  It  is  important,  however,  that  some 
definite  steps  be  taken  toward  orderly  disposition 
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of  this  large  unneeded  investment.  No  agency 
has  been  designated  to  have  charge  of  it.  No  one 
is,  therefore,  now  responsible  for  it.  Some  of  it 
has  already  disappeared  without  record  of  where 
it  went  or  who  got  it.  Representatives  of  the 
Finance  Commission  have  been  unable  to  obtain 
any  reliable  information  of  particular  items  of 
value  which  are  missing.  Steps  should  be  taken 
at  once  to  place  all  this  equipment  and  material 
under  control. 

First,  it  should  be  removed  from  the  several 
scattered  storage  locations,  before  deterioration 
and  theft  take  their  characteristic  toll  with  the 
passage  of  time.  It  should  be  centralized  for 
disposition  purposes.  Some  responsible  official 
should  be  empowered  to:  (1)  list  all  civilian 
defense  equipment  and  supplies  purchased  by  and 
therefore  charged  to  the  several  departments; 
(2)  locate  such  equipment;  (3)  determine  whether 
the  material  has  a  departmental  use  or  should  be 
disposed  of  in  some  other  way.  With  such 
information  in  hand,  the  city  should  recover  by 
its  final  disposition  some  portion  of  the  large 
amount  paid  for  it.  It  is  important  that  you 
give  immediate  notice  to  department  heads  having 
such  equipment  that  each  will  be  held  responsible 
for  whatever  was  acquired  by  his  department  and 
definite  instructions  to  all  officials  to  cooperate 
toward  the  end  suggested.

REWARD  FOR  APPREHENSION  OF 
PERSON  ASSAULTING  MATTAPAN 
WOMAN. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  make  available  the  sum  of  $2,500  to  be 
expended  as  a  reward  for  the  apprehension  of  the 
person,  or  persons,  who  brutally  assaulted  a  woman 
in  the  Mattapan  section  of  Boston,  said  assault 
resulting  in  her  death. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  for  many 
weeks  now  the  Metropolitan  District  of  Boston 
has  been  engulfed  in  a  series  of  crime  waves. 
These  crimes  r.re  becoming  more  and  more  serious, 
and  despite  the  many  theories  advanced  for  the 
control  of  crime  we  seem  to  be  as  far  removed  from 
the  solution  now  as  we  were  many  weeks  ago.  I 
have  faith  in  manv  theories.  I  have  faith  in  our 
Police  Department.  I  believe  (he  Police  De- 
partment is  doing  its  utmost  under  the  circum- 
stances. Hut  in  order  to  spur  on  this  hunt,  in 
<ii  (In    Id  bring  this  crime  wave  to  an  end.  I   think 


we  iiuisi  ;ult>pt  extraordinary  measures,  and  the 
only  remedy  that  I  can  think  of,  the  only  measure 
that  I  believe  ':m  bring  proper  cooperation,  is  by 
arousing  the  public  with  an  offer  of  a  substantial 

.':icl  for  the  apprehension  of  not  merely  one 
criminal,  but  many  criminals.  This  order  itself  is 
directed  at  the  criminal  who  attacked  and  caused 
the  death  of  a  Miss  Rodman  in  the  Mattapan 
section  of  Boston.  These  crimes  are  getting  more 
dastardly  and  more  brazen  in  their  outbursts.  It 
is  getting  to  the  point  where  it  is  not  merely  a  crime 
wave  in  one  section  of  Boston,  not  merely  a  crime 
wave  in  Boston  itself,  but  it  is  a  crime  wave  that 
is  engulfing  the  whole  Metropolitan  area,  and  it  is 
something  that  is  not  limited  to  the  Police  Force 
alone,  but  it  is  something  which  can  be  battled  by 
each  and  every  one  of  us.  Now,  nobody  wants  to 
be  a  policeman,  nobody  wants  to  be  a  squealer, 
but  to  tell  the  truth  many  times  you  run  away 
from  giving  information  because  of  the  fact  that 
you  yourself  are  embarrassed  if  you  try  to  confront 
police  officers  or  enforcers  of  the  law  with  the 
facts  in  certain  cases.  I  know  of  many  instances 
where  people  have  not  given  their  names  as  wit- 
nesses because  of  the  fact  that  they  fear  they  will 
be  subjected  to  long  grilling  and  questioning  and 
will  even  be  brought  into  court  under  summons  to 
appear  at  various  trials.  But  the  problem  must 
reach  home  to  each  and  every  individual.  We 
have  got  to  band  together  to  meet  this  terrific  out- 
burst of  crime.  It  is  going  too  far  when  a  lady  is 
attacked  on  her  very  doorstep.  It  was  bad  enough 
when  these  crimes  were  confined  to  filling  stations, 
or  to  stores  or  to  taxicabs,  but  now,  when  a  lady 
can't  go  even  out  of  the  confines  of  her  own  home 
without  fear  and  without  dread,  something  must 
be  done.  This  is  merely  a  grasp  in  the  dark  to  see 
if  by  offering  a  reward  we  can  arouse  the  public 
and  let  them  realize  that  it  is  not  simply  a  police 
problem,  not  merely  a  Boston  problem,  but  it  is  a 
problem  of  every  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  by  offering  this  reward  I  hope  they  will  be 
alerted,  will  be  awakened,  will  arouse  themselves, 
so  that  they  will  not  be  fearful  of  calling  the  police 
and  announcing  to  them  their  suspicions.  I  think 
a  proper  reward  should  be  given  to  encourage  every 
citizen  to  become,  as  it  were,  a  special  policeman, 
and  see  if  by  combined  efforts  we  cannot  bring  a 
halt  to  this  dastarJly  series  of  crimes. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  heartily 
concur  with  my  colleague  from  Ward  13.  There 
is  an  unusual  wave  of  crime  throughout  the 
City  of  Boston,  which,  in  my  opinion,  must  be 
stopped  at  once  before  it  goes  any  farther.  We 
try  to  analyze  the  situation  and  we  try  to  deter- 
mine why  it  is  that  these  crimes  are  taking  place, 
and  why  they  are  not  being  solved  with  any  speed. 
I  have  always  learned,  Mr.  President,  that  if 
you  have  a  man  at  the  head  of  a  department  in 
whom  the  subordinates  have  faith  you  will  always 
get  a  better  run  department.  I  want  to  say 
right  here  and  now,  Air.  President,  that  I  have 
a  firm  belief  that  the  police  of  the  City  of  Boston 
are  not  doing  the  job  that  they  would  do  under 
other  circumstances.  Under  other  police  com- 
missioners the  morale  of  the  police  of  the  City  of 
Boston  was  very  good.  I  regret  that  1  cannot  say 
the  same  thing  about  conditions  under  the  present 
Police  Commissioner,  and  I  will  tell  you  the  reason 
why.  Men  who  are  now  on  the  police  force,  who 
feel  that  they  are  underpaid,  who  feel  that  they 
are  not  accorded  the  same  treatment  that  other 
employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  receiving, 
are  becoming  disgruntled  because  they  feel  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  is 
not  cooperating  with  them  on  anything  that 
might  inure  to  their  benefit.  On  many  occasions 
the  police  are  brought  up  on  charges  for  violating 
some  rule  or  law  of  the  Police  Department.  They 
are  tried  before  a  trial  board  of  three  captains 
appointed  by  the  Police  Commissioner.  That 
board  renders  its  finding  as  to  whether  the  police 
officer  is  guilty  or  not  guilty,  and  on  many  occa- 
sions when  the  trial  board  has  found  the  police- 
man not  guilty  the  Police  Commissioner  has 
upset  the  decision  of  the  trial  board,  overturned 
it,  and  found  the  policeman  guilty.  In  other 
words,  it  is  dictatorship  in  this  present  Police 
Department.  Why  docs  the  commissioner  appoint 
a  trial  board  if  he  does  not  want  to  abide  by  its 
decision?  The  members  of  the  board  are  his 
own  appointees  To  remedy  the  situation  a  bill 
was  brought  before  the  Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature to  give  the  policeman  an  opportunity  to 
appeal  from  t  he  decision  of  the  police  commissioner. 

under  this  bill  e   polii at  could  appeal  to  the 

civil  service  commission  and  bo  the  district  court 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  any  other  district  court 
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where  the  policeman  lives.  Police  Commissioner 
Sullivan  lobbied  against  this  bill;  he  did  every- 
thing possible  ii>  Eave  the  bill  deflate. I  su  thai 
be  could  remain  the  Bupreme  dictator.  The 
policemen.  1  know,  did  not  like  Ins  attitude. 
The  policemen  were  unable  to  go  up  there  and 
ise  the  cause  of  thai  bill,  because  they  knew 
thai  they  would  be  Bred.  Tbe  bill  was  passed 
and  signed  bj  bis  Excellency  the  Governor. 
which   tines    the   policeman   the   opportunity    to 

appeal.        Before     thlS     Honorable     Body     there     was 

an  ordinance  to  give  the  policemen  and  the  fire- 
men the  same  vacations,  holidays,  and  so  forth. 
thai  other  employees  oi  tin-  City  of  Boston  were 
seeking.     What     was     the     result?     The     Police 

Commissioner    came    before    thi8    Honorable    Rod] 

and  fought  it.  and  as  a  result  the  employees 
ol  the  City  of  Boston  received  it.  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  policemen  and  firemen,  breaking  down 
the  morale  of  tin-  police,  and  breaking  it  down 
to  the  extent  that  I  do  not  think  the  police  want 
to  put  their  heart  and  soul  into  the  job.  Oh, 
the  police  are  doing  an  excellent  job  on 
many  other  minor  things;  they  are  out  there 
taugitm  autos  day  in  and  day  out,  which  does  not 
relieve  the  traffic-  situation  whatsoever.  Many 
policemen  who  could  better  be  used  in  trying 
to  prevent  crime  are  being  used  in  tagging  auto- 
mobiles. Yes,  they  are  very  efficient  in  arresting 
and  convicting  the  horse  and  number  pool  opera- 
tors. I  have-  no  brief  for  these  number  pool  and 
horse  pool  operators,  but  I  think  there  are  more 
important  things  than  that.  The  police  are 
very  efficient  in  seeing  that  the  owners  of  unlicensed 
dogs  are  haled  into  court — I  know  it  is  so  in  my 
own  district.  They  are  very  efficient  in  seeing 
that  pin  ball  machines  are  not  being  operated, 
although  at  some  police  stations  throughout  the 
city  it  is  permitted,  and  in  other  police  stations 
in  the  city  it  is  not  permitted.  They  are  very 
efficient  in  haling  into  court  a  storekeeper  who 
keeps  a  box  out  on  the  sidewalk  without  a  license. 
They  are  also  very  much  interested  in  arresting 
the  liquor  stores  for  minor  violations  of  the  liquor 
law.  That  is  all  very  good,  Mr.  President. 
These  laws  should  be  obeyed,  as  well  as  others. 
But  I  do  not  think  all  the  time  of  the  police  should 
be  devoted  to  these  minor  violations  when  crime 
is  so  rampant.  This  morning  I  read  in  a  paper  how 
a  young  boy  was  kicking  a  football  out  in  the 
street.  We  all  did  that;  we  had  to  play  ball  in 
the  street.  What,  is  wrong  with  that,  when  you 
are  not  interfering  with  the  property  or  safety  of 
anybody?  Then  the  policeman  would  not  listen 
to  the  pleas  of  others,  that  the  boy  was  a  good  boy 
and  inadvertently  threw  a  football  in  the  street, 
but  he  insisted  on  bringing  that  boy  into  the 
station  house  and  having  him  booked  for  this 
most  serious  crime!  Oh,  yes,  they  are  very 
efficient  along  these  lines.  But  I  say  to  you, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  commissioner  ought  to 
instruct  the  police  officers  to  devote  more  time  to 
apprehending  and  arresting  men  who  are  comitting 
serious  crimes — robbery,  rape,  and  even  murder. 
They  are  doing  nothing  about  it  because,  as  I 
say,  the  morale  of  the  police  is  at  this  very  low 
ebb.  There  is  where  I  put  the  blame,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. I  think  the  Police  Commissioner  should 
get  down  to  real  business  and  appoint  men,  real 
men.  I  know  that  out  at  Station  19  there  have 
never  been  men  of  real  ability  on  the  special 
squad  in  order  to  carry  out  their  duties.  I  say, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
ought  to  take  stock  and  stop  fooling  around. 
Let  us  do  something  that  is  real  now  for  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  suggest  that  if  he  doesn't  do 
it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston  he 
ought  to  get  off  the  pay  roll,  which  he  has  been 
on  for  forty  years,  and  let  some  younger  man  take 
his  place  who  can  teach  the  police  officers  efficiency. 
Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  much  admire 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  12,  but  I  am  very  sorry 
to  see  him  use  this  opportunity  as  a  means  of 
telling  the  gangsters  throughout  the  city  and 
throughout  the  state,  as  well  as  those  who  might 
come  into  the  city,  to  go  ahead,  to  rape,  murder, 
and  commit  larceny.  This  is  no  time  to  have 
made  such  a  bitter,  and  apparently  such  a  personal, 
attack  on  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  city. 
We  all  know  that  the  Police  Commissioner  is 
appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  state,  and  I  do 
not  say  that  to  reflect  any  discredit  on  the  present 
Governor,  for  I  think  that  he  must  believe  that 
the  commissioner  is  capable,  or  he  would  remove 
him  from  his  position.  But  here  today  we  have 
a  member  of  this  Body  introduce  an  order  asking 
that  the  citizens  of  the  city  spend  $2,500  in  an 
effort  to  eliminate  a  crime  wave,  and  then  we  have 


to  listen  to  a  member  of  the  Body  tell  the  people 
of  the  city  that  the  policemen  of  the  city  are  not 
on  the  job.  Is  it,  any  wonder,  then,  that  tonight, 
and  tomorrow  night,  and  on  the  ensuing  nights  of 
the  year,  and  for  God  knows  how  long,  we  cannot 
expect  anything  but  a  continuation  of  raping  and 
murdering  and  plundering  and  robbing?  I  think 
the  remarks  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  12  are 
most,  untimely.  Here  we  are  trying  to  do  some- 
thing beneficial,  something  worth  while,  consider- 
ing the  expenditure  of  $2,500  to  cope  with  this 
crime  wave,  and  on  the  other  hand  we  are  told  in 
effect  that  the  policemen  are  not  going  to  do  their 
job  anyway.  In  one  breath  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  12  tells  us  about  the  activities  of  the  police- 
men in  stopping  this  and  stopping  that,  and  in  the 
next  breath  he  tells  us  that  the  morale  of  the  de- 
partment is  all  shot  to  the  devil,  and  in  effect  tells 
us  that  the  policemen  are  not  going  to  do  their  job 
anyway  while  we  have  the  present  Police  Com- 
missioner. In  the  next  breath  we  are  asked  to 
spend  $2,500 — for  what?  Is  this  merely  an  idle 
gesture  on  the  part  of  the  City  Council,  or  are  we 
sincere  in  our  effort  to  try  to  cope  with  the  crime 
wave  which  is  almost  paramount  throughout  the 
city  today?  I  don't  care  who  the  Police  Com- 
missioner of  the  city  is,  I  don't  think  that  this  is 
the  proper  time  to  make  an  effort  to  expose  the 
commissioner,  the  head  of  the  department,  at  a, 
time  when  we  do  know  and  realize  that  something 
has  got  to  be  done  in  an  effort  to  stop  crime;  but 
still  we  admit  that  the  job  is  not  going  to  be  done 
well  anyway  because  of  the  fact  that  the  policemen 
of  the  city  have  no  faith  and  no  desire  to  do  their 
job  well.  I  want  to  say  to  the  policemen  of  the 
city  that  they  do  not  need  to  have  confidence  in 
the  man  who  is  their  head.  We  have  shown  here 
in  this  Council  that  we  are  heart  and  soul  behind 
the  policemen  of  the  city.  Four  hundred  dollars 
in  pay  increases  have  been  granted  to  the  policemen 
of  the  city  during  the  past  two  or  three  years,  and 
I  know  myself  that  the  policemen  of  the  city  are 
most  grateful,' and  I  know  myself  that  there  is 
nothing  particularly  wrong  with  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. The  murdering  and  the  raping  that  are 
going  on  throughout  the  city  today  are  not  going 
to  go  unhampered  if  the  policemen  of  the  city  have 
their  say  and  their  way.  I  know  that  those  men 
are  going  to  do  their  job  anyway,  regardless  of 
whether  they  like  the  commissioner  or  not,  and  I 
regret  that  an  attack  has  been  made  on  the  head 
of  the  department  at  a  time  when,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  utmost  confidence  should  be  shown  in  the 
department,  from  the  commissioner  right  down  to 
the  lowest  man  in  the  ranks. 

Coun.  HURLEY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
that  the  councilor  from  Ward  12  needs  me  or 
anyone  else  to  defend  him.  I  think  he  is  a  very 
capable  man,  although  politically  we  differ  plenty. 
I  think  that  there  is  no  man  in  Boston  who  has 
done  more  for  the  police  than  the  same  gentleman 
from  Ward  12.  If  I  remember  rightly,  I  read  in 
the  papers  here  only  a  few  weeks  ago  that  it  was 
the  Councilor-Senator  who  was  fighting  for  the 
police  of  Boston,  to  give  them  the  right  to  appeal 
from  a  decision  of  the  commissioner  to  the  local 
courts  under  the  civil  service  rules  such  as  are 
applicable  to  any  employee  under  civil  service. 
I  think  he  was  right,  and  I  think  the  commissioner 
was  acting  like  a  czar.  I  would  like  to  speak  of 
one  case.  That  was  a  case  of  a  sergeant  in  the 
Brighton  district.  The  commissioner  appointed 
a  board  of  captains  and  said  to  those  gentlemen, 
"Here  is  a  man;  he  is  on  trial  for  some  offense;  I 
want  you  to  hear  the  evidence,  and  if  he  is  guilty 
find  him  guilty  and  we  will  punish  him  accordingly; 
if  he  is  not  guilty  he  will  be  cleared  of  any  blemish 
on  his  record  and  go  about  his  work."  They 
had  lengthy  hearings,  and  the  facts  were  presented 
as  in  any  court  in  Boston,  and,  lo  and  behold,  the 
board  of  captains  turned  in  a  report  that  this 
police  sergeant  was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  he  was 
charged  with.  Not  satisfied  with  the  report  of 
the  board  that  he  had  set  up,  the  commissioner 
immediately  took  the  case  into  his  own  hands  — 
in  other  words,  said  that  the  board  that  he  had 
selected  was  not  a  proper  board  — •  and  he  meted 
out  the  punishment.  Now,  of  course  such  a  thing 
as  that  is  demoralizing.  Of  course  they  do  not 
have  confidence,  and  they  do  not  give  the  same 
one  hundred  per  cent  effort  as  they  would  to  a 
fair  and  a  square  gentleman  after  such  a  thing  as 
that  occurs.  I  agree  with  the  councilor  from 
Ward  12.  Thank  God  there  has  been  no  crime 
wave  in  my  district,  and  I  credit  it  to  the  religious 
and  civic  organizations  out  there,  which  are  doing 
a  good  job.  But  I  do  not  approve  of  snooping 
around  the  windows  on  a  Saturday  night  to  see  if 
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a  bridge-whist  game  is  going  on  five  minutes 
after  the  hour.  While  men  are  running  around 
the  city  snatching  bags  and  hitting  people  over 
the  head,  the  police  are  peeping  in  windows  to  see 
if  the  people  have  gone  five  minutes  over  the 
time  limit.  But  this  man  should  not  be  criticized 
for  things  like  that.  I  agree  with  Councilor 
Hannon  that  §2,500  is  a  small  sum  to  pay  to 
bring  that  type  of  man  to  justice  and  put  him 
where  he  belongs,  to  take  him  out  of  circulation. 
Of  course,  Mr.  President,  you  can  offer  all  the 
rewards  in  the  world,  but  you  have  got  to  start 
at  the  bottom  and  work  this  thing  up  right,  and 
I  think  the  solution  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  12 
is  a  good  solution.  Take  these  men  that  are 
going  around  and  are  looking  in  alleyways  for 
card  games,  or  running  in  stores  and  hiding  in 
telephone  booths  to  see  if  somebody  is  playing 
the  numbers  or  playing  the  horses,  and  put  them 
on  more  important  work.  I  have  played  the 
horses  at  Suffolk  Downs,  at  Rockingham  and  at 
Narragansett.  But  the  man  who  plays  them  in 
Boston  can't  get  away  with  it;  an  army  of  cops  is 
chasing  him.  Mr.  President,  I  hope  that  this 
order  passes  unanimously,  but  at.  the  same  time 
I  do  not  think  it  is  right,  if  a  man  gets  up  and 
voices  an  opinion,  for  him  to  be  torn  apart  for 
telling  the  truth,  and  it  is  the  truth.  So.  Mr. 
President,  as  I  said  before,  this  fellow  here  needs 
no  defense  —  he  is  a  very,  very  capable  man  — 
but  I  just  want  to  say  from  my  observations 
about  the  same  thing  as  he  said  was  going  on  in 
Boston  today. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr-  President,  I  don't  know 
whether  or  not  the  councilor  from  Ward  10  has 
misconstrued  my  statements  or  not.  I  certainly 
do  not  condone  these  offenses  of  writing  numbers 
or  having  dogs  without  a  license,  or  the  violations 
of  the  liquor  law.  But  when  the  time  has  come 
that  crime  is  so  rampant  in  the  City  of  Boston  —  I 
mean  real  crime  —  I  think  that  the  commissioner 
ought  to  instruct  his  captains  to  have  their  men 
devote  more  time  to  the  apprehension  of  those 
criminals,  rather  than  arresting  all  these  people 
who  are  committing  the  minor  violations. 

Coun.  CAREY  —  Mr.  President,  I  simply  want 
to  say  that  I  do  not  want  it  inferred  from  my 
remarks  that  I  am  against  the  order  of  the  councilor 
from  Ward  13  (Coun.  Hannon).  I  am  whole- 
heartly  in  favor  of  the  order,  and  it  is  a  splendid 
thing  that  some  action  is  taken  here  at  this  Council 
meeting  to  cope  with  this  crime  wave.  I  pay  my 
respects  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun. 
Taylor).  I,  too,  respect  him,  and  I  mean  it  when 
I  say  it.  But  I  still  do  want  to  emphasize  the 
fact  that  this  is  no  time  here,  today,  to  tell  the 
people  of  the  city  that  the  members  of  the  Police 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  not  doing 
their  job  and  are  not  going  to  do  their  job. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


COMMITMENT  OF  HONORABLY  DIS- 
CHARGED VETERANS  WITHOUT 
REVIEW   BY   VETERANS'    BUREAU. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  enactment  of  legislation  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment which  will  prohibit  the  commitment  of  an 
honorably  discharged  veteran  to  any  mental 
institution  without,  a  review  of  his  case  by  the 
U.   S.   Veterans'   Bureau. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  just  in  brief 
on  this  matter,  a  few  weeks  ago  there  was  called 
to  my  attention  the  case  of  a  young  boy  in  our 
schools  who  had  gone  into  the  armed  services  at 
the  age  of  seventeen  years  and  had  gone  through 
three  and  a  half  years  of  battle  and  strife.  He 
was  in  a  veterans'  hospital,  getting  an  honorable 
discharge,  and  he  got  home  here.  Every  once  in 
a  while,  if  his  sensations  are  moved  too  seriously 
by  a  moving  picture,  by  a  drink,  by  excitement 
caused  by  any  great  spectacle,  he  might  run 
rampant  for  a  few  minutes  or  for  a  while.  He 
had  lost  his  mother,  and  a  few  weeks  later  he  had 
gone  to  a  movie,  and  in  the  movie  were  pictures 
of  men  whom  he  considered  to  be  his  buddies  in 
the  armed  service  who  were  being  killed.  That 
kid  came  home,  and  because  he  had  a  drink  and 
cut,  up  they  brought  him  down  to  the  police  station. 
When  he  was  brought  before  the,  bar  of  justice 
the  Judge  of  the  Roxbury  Court  tried  every 
way  to  get  that  boy  into  some  veterans'  hospital, 
but  it  seems  that  once  you  are  discharged  by  the 


Government  they  lose  all  interest.  They  were 
not  interested  in  this  kid,  they  were  not  interested 
in  his  problem.  The  only  place  they  could 
send  that  boy  was  to  the  State  Hospital,  and  in 
a  few  days  they  declared  there  was  nothing  wrong 
with  him,  that  he  was  merely  overexcited.  Now, 
he  is  just  an  example  of  other  cases.  The  judge 
there  talked  with  the  head  of  the  Veterans'  Bureau, 
General  Blake,  and  he  agreed  that  there  was  no 
place  around  here  that  that  boy  could  be  treated 
or  could  be  hospitalized.  The  nearest  hospital 
is  in  Bath,  New  York.  Now,  that  boy  is  very 
likely  an  example  of  many  kids  we  are  going  to 
be  confronted  with.  They  have  been  over  there 
offering  their  lives,  going  through  untold  suffering, 
and  now  they  have  got  home  here  and  because 
they  cut  up  a  little  bit  the  only  place  we  can 
find  for  them  is  the  "nut"  house.  I  think  we 
ought  to  be  ashamed  of  ourselves,  and  I  think 
we  here  ought  to  go  on  record  and  ask  his  Honor 
to  confer  with  the  Veterans'  Bureau  and  get  some 
sort  of  a  place  here  that  will  take  these  boys  and 
not  send  them  to  a  mental  institution  unless 
the  Veterans'  Bureau  and  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment admit  that  that  is  where  they  belong.  We 
have  the  Bedford  Hospital  out  here,  and  we  tried 
to  get  this  boy  into  Bedford,  but  they  would 
not  take  him  there  unless  he  was  definitely  a 
mental  case,  and  no  doctor  would  say  that.  He 
is  not  mental,  he  is  merely  shellshocked.  It 
is  merely  the  result  of  what  he  has  been  through 
for  you  and  for  me,  and  yet  the  only  thanks 
he  gets  is  that  he  is  being  sent  for  thirty  days  to 
Mattapan.  What  a  reflection  on  that  kid,  who 
is  only  twenty-two  or  twenty-three  years  old! 
Later  on  in  life  when  he  gets  married  and  has 
trouble,  they  are  going  to  look  back  and  say, 
"Yes,  sure  enough,  that  kid  was  a  nut;  he  had 
no  right  getting  married."  He  didn't  know 
what  he  was  doing.  It  is  a  problem,  I  think, 
which  each  and  every  one  of  us  should  face.  It 
is  not  a  city  problem,  not  a  municipal  problem, 
but  it  is  a  Federal  problem,  and  I  think  as  city 
officials  we  should  interest  ourselves  to  the  extent 
that  the  boys  in  our  city  who  do  come  back  suffer- 
ing from  shell  shock  will  be  given  the  benefit  of 
veterans'  hospitalization  and  not  be  sent  to 
mental  institutions. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  would  just 
like  to  make  the  observation  that  when  the  Army 
began  to  disband  the  canines  they  conditioned 
those  dogs  for  a  return  to  normal  life.  They 
spent  thousands  of  dollars  of  the  taxpayers' 
money  on  the  basis  that  it  would  be  a  crime  to 
kill  a  dog  which  came  back  into  civilian  life 
but  which  was  too  vicious  at  the  time  of  coming 
back,  so  that  they  conditioned  the  dogs  for  return 
to  their  normal  fife.  I  do  not  think  I  ought  to 
say  any  more.  They  conditioned  the  dogs  so 
that  the  valuable  animals  would  not  be  destroyed 
if  they  showed  their  teeth,  but  they  have  done 
nothing  whatsoever  to  condition  the  human 
beings  who  are  coming  back  to  live  in  peace  and 
harmony  with  those  for  whom  they  incurred 
their  ailments.  Once  again,  for  the  record,  I 
would  like  to  say  that  the  Government  conditioned 
the  dogs  but  turned  the  humans  back  un- 
conditioned. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPLACING      OF      GAS      BY      ELECTRIC 
LIGHTS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    his    Honor    the    Mayor    be    re- 
quested   to    replace    all    existing    gas    lights    with 
electric  lights,  and  to  direct  that  no  further  pay- 
ments be  made  for  lights  which  do  not  light. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
whether  the  object  of  this  order  can  be  performed, 
because  I  have  been  given  to  understand  by  the 
supervisor  of  lights  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  we 
have  entered  into  an  annual  contract  with  the 
Gas  Company,  by  which  no  more  than  five  per 
cent  of  the  gas  lamps  can  be  replaced  in  the  course 
of  a  year.  There  are  about  nine  thousand  gas 
lamps  in  the  City  of  Boston,  but,  judging  from  the 
conditions  in  my  neighborhood,  I  guess  in  the  last 
month  or  two  only  about  three  thousand  of  the 
nine  thousand  have  been  working.  I  am  not  go- 
ing to  state  that  the  lack  of  lights  is  a  major  factor 
contributing  to  the  crime  wave,  but  it  certainly  is 
a  factor,  and  it  is  a  factor  that  might  well  be 
remedied.  If  we  can't  remove  these  lights,  then 
I  say  some  check  should  be  made.     We  pay  for 
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these  lights  i.\   1 1  I   ich  h;;hi  is  paid  i 

;i  certain  specified  rate.  If  the  lights  are  nm  work- 
ing the  Ha>  Company  -I n > u U i  nol  get  paid  for 
them.  I  Bay,  let  us  replace  that  five  pei  cent  that 
ii  is  permisai  tie  to  replace  and  let  us  not  pa\  a 
pennj  foi  those-  lights  that  are  not  working. 

KEENAN  -Mr.  President,  1  just  want 
in  say  thai  I  have  an  order,  introduced  today, 
relative  to  the  lighting  conditions  in  my  ward.  I 
made  a  survey  in  t lie  past  week  every  night  in  my 
ward  relating  to  the  lighting  conditions.  I  hap* 
pened  to  contact  a  man  who  was  fixing  one  of  the 
electric  lights  in  my  ward,  and  he  told  me  that 
thai  night  there  were  at  least  twentj  out.  1  asked 
1 1 1 in  if  he  had  anything  to  do  with  the  gas  lights, 
and  he  said  "No."  I  asked  him  what  percentage 
of  the  gas  lights  he  had  seen  out  in  Ward  17,  and 
nl  that  there  wen-  at  least  a  hundred.  1  had 
contacted  various  sections  of  my  ward  and  my 
>ii  was  that  there  were  about  one  hundred 
and  fiftj  out.  From  information  that  i  have  re- 
ceived, I  find  '"ii  that  the  company  that  has  the 
contract  bo  handle  the  gas  lights  in  Ward  17  is 
not  paying  any  attention  to  them  because  thej 
have  been  informed  that  the  contract  is  going  to 
expire  ami  that  the  Edison  Eaght  Company  is 
going  in  lake  ovei  all  the  lighting  system  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  say  if 
that  is  so  the  City  of  Boston  definitely  should  not 
pay  the  company  for  the  gas  that  is  not  used  in  my 
ward  or  other  wards.  We  have  a  situation  in 
Waul  17  where  the  streets  that  have  been  built  up 
since  1  was  a  youngster,  ovei  forty  years  ago.  have 
the  lights  out  night  after  night.  Any  crimes  com- 
mitted in  my  ward  in  the  last  three  weeks  —  and 
there  have  been  at  least  two  vicious  attacks  on 
women  —  have  all  been  committed  on  streets 
when-  ili  re  are  gas  lights.  I  hope  that  the  order 
of  Councilor  Harmon  will  puss  and  that  the  condi- 
tion of  the  gas  lights  in  Dorchester  will  be  remedied. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — Mr.  President,  like  the 
two  previous  gentlemen,  it  had  been  my  intention 
to  introduce  a  similar  order.  I  have,  during  the 
past  six  in  seven  weeks,  received  many  letters  and 
phone  calls  concerning  the  deficient  street  lighting 
in  my  particular  district  of  the  city.  I  have  com- 
plained  to  everybody  concerned  but,  of  course, 
nothing  was  done.  There  have  been  several  dele- 
gations from  my  district  that  have  visited  the 
Mayor  in  an  attempt  to  see  him  to  get  the  situa- 
tion rectified.  What  Councilor  Keenan  has  just 
said  is  quite  true,  but  is  not  completely  the  story. 
When  the  police  in  my  district  attempted  to  locate 
the  man  in  charge  of  repairing  the  lamps  for  the 
Welsbach  Mantle  Company  he  did  not  answer  his 
phone,  and,  as  I  understand  it,  they  have  only  one 
man  on  the  job  for  the  several  thousand  lights 
that  there  are  in  the  city.  When  they  went  out 
to  see  him  and  asked  him  why  he  did  not  answer 
the  phone,  he  said,  "I  was  getting  too  many  calls, 
because  too  many  of  the  lights  are  broken,  so  that 
I  decided  not  to  be  bothered  any  further."  This 
is  a  condition  that  has  been  going  on  for  at  least 
seven  weeks  in  my  district,  and  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  Mayor's  office  should  do  something  about 
it,  either  replacing  that  contract  immediately  or 
getting  their  own  men  to  do  it  and  charging  it  to 
the  Welsbach  people.  But  clearly  the  lights 
should  not  be  permitted  to  go  on  in  their  present 
state  of  non-lightedness  and  thus  invite  the 
gangsters  into  that  district,  or  other  districts  of 
the  city,  where  they  know  they  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunitv  to  act  without  being  bothered. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  like 
other  sections  of  the  city,  the  darkened  lamps  of 
Ward  22  have  provided  a  good  field  for  the  workings 
of  the  gangsters.  But  in  fairness  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Welsbach  Lighting  Company  I  would 
like  to  say  that  I  have  conferred  with  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald, and  upon  the  occasion  of  my  calls,  whenever 
complaints  were  made,  he  has  sent  men  out  to 
remedy  the  situation.  I  think  it  is  a  very  danger- 
ous condition  that  prevails.  He  has  informed  me 
that  so  far  as  the  man  from  Ward  22  is  concerned. 
he  has  been  negligent  on  the  job  and  that  he  will 
send  a  new  man  to  do  the  work  there  within  the 
next  week.  It  has  really  provided  a  menace  to 
pedestrians  and  it  has  become  a  great  danger  to 
motorists.  I  believe  that  some  immediate  action 
should  be  taken.  But  I  want  to  say  in  all  fairness 
to  the  proprietors  or  the  management  of  the 
Welsbach  Lighting  Company  that  upon  the 
occasion  of  my  several  and  necessary  calls  they 
have  cooperated,  and  I  am  grateful  to  them  for 
taking  care  of  the  situation  as  I  have  presented  it  to 
them,  thought  that  does  not  remedy  the  situation 
in  toto.  There  is  still  a  bad  situation  from  the 
unlighted    condition    of   the  street    lamps.      I    hope 


that  definite  action  will  be  taken,  at  Least  to  meet 
the  dangerous  condition  throughout  the  precincts 
of  the  Cltj  . 

Coun.  BCANNELL— Mr,  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  speak  upon  this  order  today.  1  came 
in  here  for  one  purpose,  and  thai  is  to  have  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  matter 
taken  care  of,  but  I  can't  sit  here  quietly  and  not 
say  something  about  the  lighting  situation  iii 
South  Boston.  I  disagree  with  the  councilor  from 
Ward  22.  There  is  street  after  street  in  my  dis- 
trict that  has  no  light  at  all  on  it.  There  was  a 
woman  who  came  down  one  street  last  night  and 
she  informed  me  that  that  street  dirl  not  have  a 
light  on  it.  We  have  been  in  touch  with  the  Wels- 
bach people  and  they  have  done  nothing  about 
it  week  after  week.  If  there  is  going  to  be  some 
change,  let  us  have  it  now.  Let  us  cancel  tin- 
contract  with  the  Welsbach  Company,  because 
the  lack  of  proper  lighting  tends  to  give  some  of 
these  men  who  are  roaming  our  streets  an  oppor- 
tunity to  rob  somebody,  whereas  if  the  streets  of 
the  city  were  properly  lighted  they  would  not  do 
it.  So  that  I  say  that  there  should  be  something 
done.  If  the  Edison  Company  will  take  it  over 
and  give  us  proper  lighting  facilities,  then  let  us 
do  that.  But  there  should  be  something  done 
about  it. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  1 
did  not  know  that  the  street  gas  lighting  situation 
existed  to  the  extent  that  has  been  brought  out 
here  this  afternoon.  I  know  a  couple  of  years 
ago  when  I  was  chairman  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Council  we  had  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
here  before  us  and  we  were  informed  at  that  time 
that  the  improvement  in  street  lighting  was  going 
to  be  one  of  the  first  projects,  eliminating  all  the 
gas  lights  throughout  the  city,  and  it  amazes  me 
today  to  find  out  that  they  cover  such  an  area. 
There  is  no  question  of  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the 
situation  encourages  house  breakers  and  bag 
snatchers.  Hence,  in  my  district,  in  one  street 
where  the  gas  lights  prevail,  they  have  attempted 
to  break  into  each  and  every  home  in  that  one 
street.  One  house  has  been  broken  into  six  times. 
The  street  lighting  is  so  poor  that  you  cannot  see 
your  hand  in  front  of  you.  I  would  suggest  now, 
Mr.  President,  that  this  order  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  Mr.  Powers  of  the  Street 
Lighting  Department  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment be  sent  for  so  that  we  may  know  if  he 
has  recommended  any  money  to  be  appropriated 
next  year  so  that  this  condition  may  be  taken  care 
of. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


PROCURING   OF   MEDICINES   IN 
EMERGENCIES. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  confer  with  the  Health  Commissioner 
with  the  view  to  urging  centrally  located  drug 
stores  in  Boston  to  keep  oren  during  the  late 
hours  of  the  night  and  the  early  morning  hours 
so  that  medicines  may  be  procured  in  emergencies. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


STADIUM,  RYAN  FIELD,  CHARLESTOWN. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consult  with  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
stadium  for  athletic  contests  on  Ryan  Field  in 
Sullivan  square,  Charlestown. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


TEMPORARY   BLEACHERS.    RYAN   FIELD, 
CHARLESTOWN. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  confer  with  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  relative  to  the  erection  of  tem- 
porary bleachers  for  the  Sunday  Park  League 
football  games  on  Ryan  Field  in  Sullivan  square, 
Charlestown. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
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SPRAYING   OF   PLACES   OF   PUBLIC- 
GATHERING    WITH    DDT. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  be 
instructed  to  draw  up  an  ordinance  requiring  that 
schools,  theaters,  and  all  other  places  of  public 
gathering  be  sprayed  periodically,  as  provided  by 
the  contemplated  ordinance,  with  DDT  for  tin- 
purpose  of  forestalling  future  epidemics  of  polio 
and  other  diseases.

MAKING     OF    EMERGENCY     COMPENSA- 
TION  ALLOTMENT   PERMANENT. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  he  requested 
to  proceed  immediately  with  the  establishment  on 
a  permanent  basis  of  the  emergency  compensation 
allotment  in  all  city  and  county  departments  for 
those  employees  for  whom  the  emergency  compen- 
sation allotment  has  not  been  made  permanent. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


NEW  SCHEDULE  OF  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 
RENTALS. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  ask  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  to  send  to 
each  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  a  new 
schedule  of  rentals  in  the  various  developments 
under  its  control. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FULL  STRENGTH   FOR   POLICE    OFFICER 
PERSONNEL. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to   confer   with    the   Police    Commissioner   of   the 
City   of   Boston   for   the   purpose   of   bringing   the 
police  officer  personnel  up  to  full  strength. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  you  and 
other  members  of  this  Council  were  in  attendance 
at  our  Public  Safety  Committee  hearing  on 
Thursday,  October  4,  when  the  Committee  had 
for  consideration  an  order  by  Councilor  Muchnick 
that  the  city  establish  a  uniform  method  of  pro- 
tection for  school  children  at  parochial  and  public 
school  crossings.  During  the  hearing,  as  you  will 
remember,  one  police  captain  in  particular  told 
us  of  the  condition  of  his  force  at  Station  19. 
If  you  will  remember,  he  said  that  at  Station  10 
the  complement  to  police  the  district  properly 
was  111,  but  that  he  had  to  get  along  for  some 
time  past  with  only  82  men,  and  with  normal 
time  off,  sick  leave,  and  for  one  reason  and  another, 
he  never  had  at  his  command  better  than  about 
60  men.  Now,  in  Charlestown,  Mr.  President, 
the  full  complement  of  officers  to  handle  that 
district  is  95.  Captain  Murphy  informs  me  that 
he  has  about  86.  A  short  while  ago,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, at  this  meeting  you  introduced  an  order 
asking  that  a  reward  be  offered  for  the  apprehen- 
sion of  a  murderer.  Everyone  here  knows  that 
the  police  do  not  encourage  murder.  We  know 
that  they  do  their  utmost  to  apprehend  those 
nefarious  characters  who  go  on  the  loose  from  time 
to  time  and  bring  disaster  and  destruction  and 
misery  to  people.  But  there  is  another  function 
that  the  police  can  perform,  which  is  on  the  more 
pleasant  side  of  their  duties,  and  that  is  to  police 
properly  these  public  spectacles  sponsored  by  the 
Park  League  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  boys.  In  my  town  it  is  an 
amazing  circumstance  to  consider  the  number  of 
young  men  returning  from  the  service  who  are 
athletic-minded.  We  have  several  large  football 
teams,  composed  of  boys  in  age  from  seventeen 
up,  who  cannot  play  football  on  Sundays  because 
of  the  rabid  spectator  interest.  Instead  of  main- 
taining a  certain  decorum  on  the  play  lots  and 
getting  some  satisfaction  out  of  the  contest,  they 
will  insist  upon  invading  the  field  and  coming 
shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  contestants.  Now, 
that  is  all  very  good  in  its  own  place,  but  it  is 
very  discouraging  to  the  young  men,  most  of  whom 


have  come  there  from  their  respective  places,  and 
who  have  had  to  supply  themselves  with  costly 
equipment,  to  go  out  onto  a  football  field  thai  is 
not  properly  equipped  either  with  Park  Depart  - 
ment  or  recreation  equipment,  and  not  properly 
staffed  with  police  officers  to  control  the  crowd, 
so  that  these  boys,  with  all  of  their  enthusiasm 
for  the  game,  can  enjoy  the  game.  Now,  I  offer 
no  criticism  of  the  spectators.  I  do  say  that 
that  condition  comes  about  because  we  do  no) 
have  enough  police  officers  to  go  out  there  and 
keep  order,  and  in  that  way  encourage  a  great 
deal  more  enthusiasm  and  interest  amongst  both 
players  and  spectators.  Charlestown  has  a  popu- 
lation of  about  27,000  people,  but  we  have  hundreds 
of  thousands,  literally,  who  pass  through  the  dis- 
trict every  day  of  the  week  but  Sunday,  and  the 
86  officers  over  there  who  are  on  the  rolls  are  no! 
available  at  all  times,  because  with  the  day  off 
in  six,  with  the.  normal  vacation  periods  and  sick 
leaves,  the  active  police  personnel  for  a  district 
of  that  size  in  the  city  is  probably  50.  Captain 
Graham  told  us  that  there  are  over  70,000  people 
served  by  Station  19,  and  yet,  even  though  his 
count  is  82,  his  normal  complement  to  serve  everj 
purpose  of  the  district  is  111.  Now,  there  is 
nothing  very  glamorous  about  talking  here  in  a 
public  body  about  football  games,  but  there  i 
something  glamorous  about  a  young  man  todas 
who  would  rather  be  on  the  football  field  on 
Sunday  afternoon  than  in  far  more  unsavory 
places,  to  which  they  are  fast  driven  because 
they  can't  go  onto  these  fields  because  of  lack  of 
equipment,  lack  of  men  and  lack  of  protection. 
We  are  told  that  we  have  337,000,000  invested  in 
playgrounds  and  playground  equipment  in  this 
city.  I  don't  know  why,  with  all  the  things 
available,  the  Police  Department  cannot  be 
brought  up  in  each  and  every  station  to  its  full 
strength.  If  we  had  it  at  full  strength  we  could 
respect  the  rights  of  these  decent,  respectable 
youngsters,  and  we  could  see  that  their  rights 
were  respected  by  those  who  now  get  in  their  way. 
I  do  not  blame  the  Police  Commissioner.  I  am 
very  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  State  Legisla- 
ture provides  in  a  broad  sense,  without  being  too 
literal,  a  certain  amount  of  protection  for  the  men 
who  have  qualified  by  examination,  but  who  are 
remote  from  the  city.  But  he  can  put  on  ma  n 
for  man  provisionally  to  replace  trie  298  that 
Governor  Tobin  says  he  would  like  to  get  out  of 
the  service  in  order  to  being  the  department  up 
to  the  highest  efficiency.  He  should  do  it,  and 
he  will  not  be  circumvented  in  so  doing,  but  will 
be  protected  by  the  law.  He  has  thousands  of 
men  who  can  be  called  upon.  Many  of  these 
young  boys  would  like  to  go  into  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. Many  of  them  would  like  to  go  in  provision- 
ally and  take  their  chance  in  the  next  examination. 
There  is  no  earthly  reason  for  not  appointing 
man  for  man  the  applicants  you  have  for  the 
Boston  Police  Department,  and  bringing  the 
department  up  to  its  full  strength.  I  repeat 
that  there  is  nothing  glamorous  about  this  along- 
side of  murder.  But  you  can't  encourage  those 
boys  to  think — and  I  warn  you  against  it — that 
they  can't  have  their  sports  a  half-day  a  week 
on  fields  that  are  as  crowded  as  though  there  was 
a  carnival  there.  We  have  got  to  have  order  for 
them,  not  just  in  Charlestown,  but  in  all  the 
twenty-two  wards  of  the  city.  Police  Commis- 
sioner Sullivan,  take  notice. 

Coun.  KEENAN— Mr.  Chairman,  first  let  me 
congratulate  you  on  your  order  this  afternoon, 
offering  a  reward  for  the  murderer  of  the  woman  in 
Dorchester.  I  also  want  to  congratulate  the 
councilor  from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella)  on  his 
order  for  increasing  the  Boston  Police  Force.  I 
have  a  similar  order  here  that  I  will  introduce 
this  afternoon.  As  you  heard  him  say.  Captain 
Graham  from  Station  19  appeared  before  the 
special  meeting  that  we  had  in  this  room  and 
stated  that  they  had  111  men,  supposedly,  at 
Station  19.  but  with  sick  leave  and  days  off  he 
has  only  60.  I  contacted  Captain  McCarthy  at 
Station  11,  and  he  has  the  same  situation.  Mr. 
President,  my  ward  has  had  numerous  assaults 
and  attacks  on  women  and  children,  and  it  has 
been  because  the  Police  Department  is  not  properly 
manned.  I  hope  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will 
see  fit,  instead  of  spending  more  of  the  money 
that  he  is  spending  on  foolish  things,  to  spend 
that  money  to  bring  the  Police  Department  up 
to  its  proper  level.  I  think  it  would  be  far  better 
if  that  was  done,  so  that  in  the  City  of  Boston  tin' 
citizenry  will  be  properly  protected.

RUSSO— Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
requested  by  several  organizations,  veterans' 
organizations,  to  present  this  order,  having  in 
mind  that  after  the  first  World  War  there  were  no 
lists,  in  so  far  as  the  veterans  of  World  War  I 
were  concerned,  broken  down  into  the  various 
wards.  I  feel  that  it  is  proper  that  the  City  of 
Boston  should  act,  and  act  quickly.  There  is  a 
list  at  the  State  Adjutant's  office  of  every  member, 
female  a.nd  male,  who  has  entered  our  armed 
forces  in  World  War  II,  and  having  in  mind  that, 
now  that  World  War  II  has  ended,  various 
veterans'  organizations,  in  conjunction  with  civic 
and  social  organizations,  will  try  to  erect  in  their 
respective  districts  either  plaques  or  memorials 
indicating  the  valor  of  these  young  men  and 
women,  and  having  also  in  mind  that  there  are 
various  streets  in  our  city  which  cross  either  two 
or  three  wards,  so  therefore  they  do  not  know  if 
the  names  of  certain  individuals  appear  in  one, 
two  or  three  wards,  where  they  should  be  placed, 
something  should  be  done  to  keep  the  thing 
straight.  The  Veterans'  Service  Center  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  I  believe,  could  very  well  do  that 
work.

D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
introduced  this  order  for  the  reason  that  some 
departments  maintain  a  skeleton  force  on  Satur- 
days throughout  the  entire  department  through- 
out the  year,  and  I  feel  that  this  condition  should 
prevail  in  all  departments  wherever  feasible. 
I  know  that  there  are  certain  departments  which 
cannot  operate  on  a  skeleton  force,  but  in  this 
past  year,  due  to  the  agitation  of  the  members  of 
this  Council,  the  hospital  trustees  were  forced 
to  vote  an  additional  week's  vacation  to  the  em- 
ployees of  the  hospital  who  would  not  participate 
in  time  off  on  a  hot  day  or  a  skeleton  force  on 
Saturday.  Now,  this  same  thing  can  prevail 
in  all  departments.  There  is  no  reason  why  the 
Mayor  cannot  send  out  a  general  letter  notifying 
all  department  heads  to  this  effect.  Just  a  few- 
weeks  ago  we  had  an  ordinance  before  us  granting 
employees  additional  vacation  and  sick  leave 
benefits.  At  that  time  I  made  mention  here  that 
certain  department  heads  would  take  it  upon 
themselves  to  force  the  employees  of  their  depart- 
ments to  produce  a  doctor's  certificate  in  order 
to  gain  the  benefits  while  they  were  out  sick.  At 
that  time  I  also  told  you  that  people  might  be 
out  a  week  or  two  at  a  time  without  having  a 
doctor.  Now,  what  I  said  three  or  four  weeks 
ago  has  come  true,  because  one  department  head, 
a  division  engineer  in  the  Sanitary  Division,  has 
notified  all  his  foremen  that  anyone  out  sick  from 
one  to  five  days  must  be  certified  by  the  fore- 
man, and  over  five  days  the  man,  in  order  to  get 
credit  for  sick  leave,  must  have  a  doctor's  cer- 
tificate. I  told  you  that,  gentlemen,  three  or 
four  weeks  ago,  and  now  it  has  come  true,  because 
I  visited  one  of  the  yards  this  morning  and  tore 
off  the  bulletin  board  this  notice  that  was  sent  out 
by  the  division  engineer  of  the  Sanitary  Division. 
You  are  going  to  have  headaches  from  now  on. 
Now,  we  could  have  eliminated  that  when  we 
passed  the  ordinance  by  striking  out  those  words 
where  it  would  call  for  a  physician's  certificate. 
We  could  at  that  time  have  eliminated  that, 
because  any  city  employee  is  only  entitled  to 
fifteen  days,  and  when  they  take  that  fifteen  days 
then  they  either  charge  that  time  up  to  vacation 
leave   or   they   go   without  pay.     We   could   have 


taken  care  of  that  very  nicely  at  that  time.  Now, 
in  this  order  that  I  have  introduced  I  have  asked 
that  the  Mayor  consider  the  advisability  "I 
instructing  all  department  heads  to  grant  skeleton 
forces  wherever  feasible  on  Saturdays,  and  those 
departments  that  cannot  do  that  should  grant 
them  additional  vacation  time.  I  hope  that  the 
order  passes  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  just  briefly, 
this  Harvard  Mall  in  Charlestown  was  turned  over 
to  the  city  about  eighteen  months  ago  by  an 
unnamed,  but  not  unknown,  benefactor,  and  he 
paid  all  the  expenses  of  the  erection  of  the  mall. 
At  the  time  of  the  construction,  Mr.  President, 
there  were  conduits  built  into  the  wall  for  lights 
in  the  future,  whenever  conditions  authorized 
their  use.  Now,  the  mall  is  a  tremendously  big 
place,  running  from  Main  street  to  Harvard  street 
in  Charlestown.  Although  it  is  only  a  short 
distance  to  the  police  station,  there  have  been 
goings  on  down  there  which  have  caused  terror 
and  fear  among  the  residents  of  the  district. 
Today  a  message  was  sent  into  the  Council  from  the 
Ma\  or  of  the  city  containing  a  letter  from  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  to  the  effect  that 
there  was  no  money  for  lighting  the  park  and  that 
the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
was  thinking  of  talking  the  matter  over  with  the 
Public  Works  Department  with  a  view  towards 
putting  in  more  street  lights.  Well,  I  might  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  area  there  is  as  big  as  what  City  Hall  here 
covers  and  going  up  to  Tremont  street,  and  you 
can  imagine  how  much  light  the  street  lights  on 
Tremont  street  would  cast  into  the  interior  of  this 
mall  which  runs  from  Harvard  street  to  Main 
street.  About  a  year  and  a  half  ago  I  put  an 
order  in  asking  that  we  light  the  park  up  or  close 
it  up.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  can  afford  the  few 
hundred  dollars  necessary  to  light  the  park 
properly,  without  too  much  trouble.  And  once 
again  I  repeat,  either  light  the  park  up  or  close 
it  up.  I  might  say  for  your  benefit,  Mr.  President, 
that  it  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  parks  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  it  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  city  without  the  outlay  of  five  cents  of  the 
taxpayers'  money  —  not  five  cents.  It  was  put 
in  there  through  the  generosity  of  this  unnamed, 
but  not  unknown,  benefactor.  I  do  hope  that  the 
Mayor  will  see  fit  to  correct  this  situation  or  close 
the  park. 

The  order  was  passed   under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  I  hope  that 
this  Council  will  not  pass  this  order  at  this  time. 
1,  for  one,  find  it  difficult  to  oppose  salary  increases 
for  city  employees;  I  have  consistently  voted  for 
salary  increases  for  them.  And,  Mr.  President,  I 
am  being  consistent  right  now  when  I  stand  up 
here  before  this  Honorable  Body  and  ask  them  at 
this  time  not  to  grant  the  passage  of  this  order. 
A  few  minutes  ago,  Mr.  President,  the  members  of 
this  Body  heard  the  Budget  Commissioner  state 
that  there  was  not  money  enough  in  the  budget, 
in  the  A  item  of  the  Assessing  Department,  to  meet 
this  increase  if  it  is  granted.  Now,  Mr.  President, 
he  went  further  than  that,  and  he  said,  in  answer 
to  a  question  by  one  of  my  brother  colleagues, 
that  there  will  be  no  payless  pay  days  for  city 
employees  unless  the  Council  makes  them.  Of 
course,  Mr.  President,  if  the  Council,  the  members 
of  this  Body,  are  going  to  grant  salary  increases 
that  we  have  not  the  money  for  at  the  present 
time,  salary  increases  for  those  in  the  higher 
brackets,  so  called,  the  payless  pay  days  may 
become  a  reality.  I,  for  one,  Mr.  President,  have 
three  city  employees  in  my  district  who  are  looking 
for  a  mere  50  cents  a  day  raise,  and  at  the  present 
time  I  have  seven  employees  that  I  am  trying  to 
get  raises  for  who  justifiably  deserve  them.  These 
men  and  women  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the 
city  for  a  great  many  years  and  have  not  received 
an  increase  in  a  great  many  years.  Mr.  President, 
we  had  come  before  us  today  five  men  with  good 
salaries  of  $4,500  a  year  and  civil  service  pro- 
tection. While  I  was  in  the  room  there  they  said 
that  these  positions  were  full-time  positions.  Mr. 
President,  you  know  and  I  know,  and  every  mem- 
ber of  this  Body  knows,  that  they  are  not  full-time 
positions.  Some  of  these  men  were  attorneys, 
some  of  them  were  real  estate  and  insurance  men. 
and  you  can  go  to  the  telephone  book  and  you  can 
look  up  and  find  that  they  have  places  of  business, 
and  I  presume  they  go  to  those  places  of  business 
during  business  hours.  Now,  Mr.  President,  one 
of  the  members  of  this  Body  asked  those  men 
wouldn't  they  be  willing  to  wait  a  week,  until  the 
Budget  Commissioner  could  get  some  actual  facts 
and  figures  and  come  before  us.  No,  they  were 
not  willing  to  wait  a  week.  They  did  not  care 
for  the  average  laborer  or  the  woman  who  is 
scrubbing  floors  in  the  City  Hospital  or  in  this 
building,  whether  they  are  getting  a  decent  living 
or  not.  No,  they  want  a  thousand  dollars,  $5,500 
a  year.  And  for  what?  Well,  I  can  guess  for 
what,  Mr.  President,  and  so  can  the  various 
members  of  this  Body.  And  so,  Mr.  President,  I 
say  that  this  Council  will  do  wrong  if  they  increase 
these  men  at  this  time  $1,000  a  year.  Let  us  not 
be  hasty  on  this  thing.  Let  us  wait  and  see  if 
some  of  these  employees,  the  faithful  city  em- 
ployees of  years'  standing,  can  get  their  50  cents 
a  day  raise  that  the\  are  so  justified  in  asking  for. 
I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  the  members  of  this 
Honorable  Body  will  see  eye  to  eye  with  me  in 
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this  mattei  and  won't  be  in  too  much  baste.  Let 
us  wail  a  while.  There  is  plentj  <.f  time  if  we  find 
the  monej  ia  available.  There  i-  plentj  of  time 
to  give  n  to  them.  There  ia  plenty  of  time  i"  gi\  e 
it  to  them  after  gome  01  these  lowei  bracket  em- 
ployee! receive  an  increase.  I  have  great  hopes 
of  receiving  some  increase  foi  some  of  the  lowei 
bracket  employees,  but  until  theii  increase  is 
granted  1,  foi  one,  am  not  going  t«'  vote  a  si, 000 
increase  t"  these  men  who  an-  protected  bj  cii  i] 
Bervice  rules  and  regulations  and  pension,  and  who 
are  getting  14,500  1  i/eai  at  the  present  time.  I 
heard  thai  they  did  not  receit  e  1  raise  foi  a  great 
many  years,  by  then  own  testimony  in  there; 
Jfes,  bul  look  at  the  fat  salary  the]  received  during 
those  lean  \cai-  >l.."ill(l  a  war.  Why.  Mr. 
President,  it  has  been  brought  out  that  we  have 
got  department  head; — just  think  of  it — depart- 
tnent  heads  that  won't  get  the  salary  these  men 
will  net.  What  responsibilities  have  they?  None. 
They  admitted  in  then-  thai  tin  Board,  and  the 
Board  alone,  are  tin1  ones  who  make  tin-  rules  and 
regulations  and  who  overstep  them  to  make 
decisions  over  then  heads.  These  men  are  selfish, 
I  say — selfish  to  the  core.  These  men  eome  in 
h<  re  at  the  last  minute  before  election  and  try  to 
bull]  us.  I  am  using  an  expression  of  the  gutter, 
probably,  '"it  I  Bay  they  are  trying  to  bully  us,  to 
cram  it  down  out  throats,  and  trj  ing  to  force  us  to 
vote  for  this  legislation.  This  is  not  good  legis- 
lation. Why,  Mr.  President,  with  all  the  thousands 
of  city  employ  ees  that  we  have  to  deal  with,  should 
we  pick  out  five  men  and  giant  them  a  $1,000  a 
year  increase  and  then  say  to  the  poor  man  and 
the  poor  woman,  "We  can't  give  you  50  cents  a 
day"?  I  say,  Mr,  President,  that  the  members  of 
this  Council  will  regret  it  if  they  vote  to  give  these 
men  at  this  time  a  §1,000  raise,  forgetting  that 
there  are  working  men  and  women  who  rightly 
deserve  their  50  cents  increase  and  are  not  getting 
it  at  this  time.  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  this 
matter  will  not  pass,  and  at  this  time  I  am  making 
a  motion,  sir,  to  lav  the  matter  on  the  table. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  a  point  of 
order. 

Chairman  HANNON — The  gentleman  will  state 
his  point  of  order. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— A  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  is  not  debatable,  and  that  rule  should  apply 
before  the  motion  is  made  just  as  well  as  after  the 
motion  is  made. 

Chairman  HANNON— The  Chair  could  not 
anticipate  any  motion  that  is  going  to  be  made 
after  discussing  the  matter. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  will  withdraw  my  motion. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President 

Chairman  HANNON — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  desire  to  speak  on  the 
report  of  the  Committee  and  the  order  as  intro- 
duced, Councilor  Dwyer  having  withdrawn  his 
motion. 

Chairman  HANNON — Is  there  any  objection 
to  the  withdrawal  of  Councilor  Dwyer's  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table?  The  Chair  hears  none.  The 
matter  now  comes  up  for  debate. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  there  is  no 
question  but  what  there  are  many  laborers  in  the 
city  who  are  in  the  lower  brackets,  many  scrub- 
women, many  hospital  employees;  but  those 
people  are  not  doing  the  same  kind  of  work  that 
these  five  assessors  are  doing.  They  are  not  in 
the  same  class,  and  they  should  not  be  treated 
in  the  same  way  financially,  either  on  their  present 
salary  or  by  way  of  increase.  I  know  that  every- 
body in  the  Council,  including  myself,  would  like 
to  see  the  lower  brackets  raised  commensurately, 
but  that  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  present  prob- 
lem. We  have  five  men  who  are  doing  as  respons- 
ible a  piece  of  work  for  the  City  of  Boston  as  any 
other  officials  in  the  city.  They  are  doing  a  good 
job;  they  are  doing  it  very  well.  Before  the 
Appellate  Tax  Board  one  of  their  duties  is  to 
defend  the  City  of  Boston  real  estate  valuations 
against  experts  who  are  making  anywhere  from 
$20,000  to  $50,000  a  year.  That  is  the  kind  of 
brains  they  have  to  compete  with,  and  they  should 
at  least  be  paid  in  some  small  manner  commen- 
surate with  the  work  that  they  do,  if  only  the  work 
they  do  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board.  I  do  not 
think  it  is  necessary  to  enumerate  all  the  duties 
that  they  referred  to  before  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  or  what  they  referred  to  before  the 
Executive  Committee  this  afternoon.  You  are  all 
fully  as  familiar  with  that  as  I  am.  But  I  resent 
very  much  the  implication  that  by  giving  these 
men  a  just  salary  we  are  taking  bread  out  of  the 
mouths  of  the  poorer  people  of  Boston.     A  has 


nothing  In  do  with  B,  and  there  is  no  reason  why 
that  red  herring  should  be  dragged  across  the  trail 
this  afternoon.  I  further  resent  very  much  the 
implication  thai  the  Hoard  of  Assessors  are  trying 
to  cram  this  down  our  throats  at  this  late  day. 
This  went  in  in  May.  It  was  heard  many  weeks 
ago  by  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  il.  has 
I. ecu  in  Executive  Committee  for  some  time  now, 
and  if  there  is  anybody  who  has  not  tried  to  cram 
it   down  our  throats,  and  who  has  given  us  ample 

time,  winch  we  have  not  taken  advantage  of,  it 

has  been  the  five  gentlemen  who  are  in  for  a  raise. 
The  total  amount  involved,  if  the  raise  goes 
through  now,  would  be  in  the  vicinity  of  a  thousand 
dollars  for  this  year.  Approximately  $200  to 
I  "  I-  man.  If  we  wait,  regardless  of  whether  the 
present  Mayor  is  elected  or  is  not  elected,  as  we 
would  infer  from  the  assistant  corporation  counsel, 
any  raise  that  they  may  get  after  election  would 
automatically  die  on  January  31  because  the 
present  Mayor  is  not  an  elected  Mayor  of  the  city, 
and  it  will  not  in  any  way  help  these  men,  if  we 
ne  going  to  help  them  as  we  should,  to  let  this 
matter  ride  even  one  more  week.  I  hope  that  the 
order  will  be  adopted. 

Coun.   KINSEI,LA — Mr.  President,  apparently 
there  is  only  one  gentleman  present  who  is  opposed 
to  this.     I  can  understand  his  objection  because  I 
voiced    similar   objection    two    weeks    ago    today. 
But  I  am  certainly  not  going  to  vote  against  it, 
and  I  do  not  believe  that  the  people  who  desire  a 
50  cents   a  day   increase   would   want   to  deprive 
another  person  of  a  $1,000  increase  in  salary.     I 
would  not  like  to  think  that  I  am  robbing  them  in 
order  to  give  somebody  else  an  increase  like  this. 
The    technique     is     a    little    different.     Without 
depriving  anybody  else  of  what  they  are  entitled 
to,  we  know  that  we  owe  a  50  cents  a  day  increase 
to   those   in   the   lower   brackets.     That   is   about 
$156  a  year.     In  this  case  these  men's  salaries  were 
frozen  by  law,  and  they  went  up  to  the  General 
Court   and    presented    their   case    before    men    of 
intelligence,  men  who  know  something  about  the 
duties  these  men  have  to  perform,  and  those  men 
granted  their  request  and  referred  it  to  us  for  just 
what  we  are  doing  here  today — debating.     But  I 
would  like  to  remind  him  that  he,  and  probably 
one  other,   but  he  himself,   certainly,   was   wrong 
and  inconsistent  in  his  attitude  toward  the  Coun- 
cilor  Salary    Bill   which   was   pending   before   the 
Legislature,  and  if  the  people  support  it,  it  is  $1,500 
for  us  retroactive  to  last  January.     Now,  we  may 
have  more  headaches  of  our  type  for  $3,500  a  year 
than  the  deputy  assessors  for  $5,500.  in  that  their 
lives  are  their  own  at  the  end  of  the  day  and  ours 
never   are.     But   the   $5,500   is   just   about   three 
times  what  the  legislators  get  themselves.     Coun- 
cilor   Dwyer    is    reported    in    the    newspapers    of 
Boston  as  saying  that  we  are  busier  than  the  state 
representatives,   and   I  agree   with   him.     We  are 
much  busier  in  Boston  than  a  man  holding  a  state 
office,  because  I  pointed  out  before  the  specious 
argument    that    they    often    use,    knowing    that 
people   do   not,   check   them,    that   now   that   the 
Legislature  is  out  of  session  it   is  difficult  to  do 
anything.     A   great   many   people   do  not   realize 
that  the  State  House  is  open  every  day  in  the  year, 
as  is  City  Hall,  or  at  least  on  every  business  day 
in  the  year,  and  that  their  function  is  not  neces- 
sarily simply  in  the  legislative  chamber,  any  more 
than    ours    is    not    in    here    beginning    tomorrow 
morning  until  Monday  again  at  two  o'clock.     But 
in  all  fairness  and   honesty  we  are  down  for  an 
increase  so  that  we  may  draw  well  up  to  three 
times    what    the    legislators    have    themselves.     I 
think  it  was  rather  decent  of  them.     Now,  a  man 
is  paid  in  proportion  to  his  ability.     No  one  feels 
that  a  foreman  ought  to  get  the  same  salary  as  the 
laborer,  or  a  superintendent  of  a  mill  the  same  as 
a  foreman.     I  say  to  you  that  I  believe  that  now, 
after  many  years  of  decreasing  real  estate  values, 
real  estate  values  are  coming  in  for  what  sounds 
to    us    like    a    terrific    increase.     This    increased 
salary   amounts   to  about  $3  a  day,   and  for  the 
balance  of  this  year  will  total,  as  Councilor  Much- 
nick  has  said,  about  $900  to  $1,000,   distributed 
among  five  of  them.     The  expense  of  $5,000  does 
not  start  until  January  1  of  1946.     Now,  I  do  not 
think  that  Councilor  Dwyer  knows  a  soul  in  his 
ward  of  the  seven  or  eight  who  have  sought  in- 
creases who  would  penalize   him  in  any   way  for 
having  voted  somebody  else  a  thousand  dollars  if 
they  can  get  it,  just  because  he  or  she  did  not  get 
a  50  cents  a  day  or  a  $300  increase.     I  am  not 
making  my  plea  to  Councilor  Dwyer  because  bis 
opinion  is  made  up.     The  first  time  I  talked  to 
anyone  about  this  was  about  two  weeks  ago,  and 
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I  said  very  clearly  and  emphatically  that,  regard- 
less of  the  man,  I  would  vote  for  it,  and  that  is  Dis- 
position and  opinion  today,  and  that  will  be  my 
vote. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr  President,  I  would  like 
to  clear  up  one  or  two  points  that  my  distinguished 
colleague  just  spoke  upon.  First  of  all,  Mr. 
President,  when  I  was  before  the  Committee  of 
the  Legislature  on  salary  raises  for  the  Council, 
I  was  not  correctly  quoted  if  I  was  quoted  as 
saying  that  the  councilors  did  more  work  than  the 
representatives.  I  did  say  that  in  most  districts 
there  are  two  and  in  some  three  representatives, 
and  there  is  only  one  councilor,  and  I  did  say  that 
the  Legislature  is  out  of  session  a  good  many 
months  of  the  year,  and  when  the  Legislature  is 
out  of  session,  if  a  citizen  is  looking  for  something. 
if  he  can't  find  his  representative,  if  he  is  unavail- 
able, he  will  come  to  City  Hall.  And  I  further 
stated  that  most  of  the  problems  that  I  found  in 
Boston  had  to  do  with  the  department  heads  in 
the  City  of  Boston  and  not  with  the  state  depart- 
ment heads,  and  therefore  the  prople  went  to  the 
councilor  who  was  more  familiar  with  the  city 
department  heads  than  the  representative  was. 
I  did  not  mean  to  infer  that  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  were  not  as  busy  as  members  of  the 
Council  would  be.  But  there  are,  as  I  said,  for 
one  councilor,  two  or  three  representatives  in  some 
districts.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  think  there  is 
a  vast  difference  in  salary  increases  going  on  the 
ballot  for  the  entire  electorate  to  vote  on,  and  one 
that  comes  before  the  members  of  the  Council  who, 
I  have  found  in  the  short  time  I  have  served  on 
the  Council,  are  always  most  generous  and  ex- 
tremely fair  in  the  granting  of  increases  to  city 
employees;  and  I  want  to  have  it  distinctly  under- 
stood, Mr.  President,  that  I  am  one  who  is  not 
generally  opposed  to  increases  for  city  employees. 
I  will  take  issue  again  with  my  distinguished 
colleague  from  Charlestown  and  say  that  I  think 
a  great  many  of  the  people  that  I  know  who  are 
city  employees,  in  the  so-called  lower  bracket 
salary  groups,  would  distinctly  resent  the  fact 
that  they  could  not  get  a  50  cents  a  day  increase, 
while  others,  who  are  in  my  opinion  high  salaried 
employees,  with  all  the  protection  of  civil  service, 
can  get  an  increase  of  $1,000  a  year.  That  is 
merely  my  contention,  Mr.  President,  and  at  this 
time  I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  to  lay  the 
matter  on  the  table  for  one  week. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  of  Coun. 
Dwyer  to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table  for  one  week. 
The  motion  was  declared  lost.  Coun.  DWYER 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  roll  call.  The 
roll  was  called  and  the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  5, 
nays  7:

Nays — Coun.  Hannon,  Kinsella,  Muchnick, 
Russo,  Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan,  Taylor — 7.

Chairman  HANNON— The  Chair,  if  permitted, 
would  like  to  suspend  the  calling  of  the  roll  and  go 
to  the  matter  of  the  offering  of  a  reward.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
authorized,  under  the  provisions  of  section  10, 
chapter  276,  of  the  General  Laws,  to  offer  a  reward 
of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  detection  or  appre- 
hension of  the  person  or  persons  who  committed 
the  felonious  assault  which  resulted  in  the  death  of 
Sarah  Rodman;  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the 
Contingent  Fund.

POLICE   DEPARTMENT   RATING   OF 
"DETECTIVE." 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  direct  the  Police  Commissioner  to  establish  the 
rating  of  Detective  with  commensurate  salary 
compensation,  and  to  confer  this  title,  or  rating, 
on  all  men  in  the  Police  Department  who  have  been 
doing  detective  work   for  a  period   of  five  years. 


Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  for  many 
years  we  have  had  in  each  police  station,  each 
police  division  of  the  city,  certain  officers  known 
as  plain-clothes  men,  and  these  men  are  on  the 
job  at  all  times,  but  particularly  during  the  crime 
wave  they  are  summoned  in  to  work  sometimes 
eighteen  to  twenty  hours  a  day.  Now,  most  big 
cities  have  a  detective  force.  We  here  have  a 
force  in  name  only.  They  are  called  detectives. 
Some  of  them  are  attached  to  Police  Headquarters, 
but  in  the  station  houses  there  are  probably  three 
or  four  whom  we  call  better  plain-clothes  men.  I 
think  these  men  deserve  special  consideration. 
I  was  talking  to  a  few  of  them  last  week  relative 
to  the  crime  wave.  Some  of  those  men  are  on  the 
job  eighteen  and  twenty  hours,  and  yet  when  they 
go  up  to  take  examinations  they  are  not  given  any 
time  to  prepare.  The  examinations  nine  times  out 
of  ten  are  book  questions,  not  practical  questions, 
and  the  result  is  that  the  bookworms  get  the 
promotions  and  the  practical  detectives  in  the 
department  get  nothing.  Most  of  them  have  been 
on  the  job  for  many  years.  They  know  the 
criminals  in  a  certain  district.  They  are  the  ones 
who  are  called  up  in  the  middle  of  the  night  in 
case  of  a  robbery  or  murder,  or  any  serious  crime. 
I  think  these  men  deserve  special  consideration, 
and  I  think  the  only  way  to  give  it  to  them  is  by 
establishing  a  rank  for  the  work  they  do.  Name 
them  Detectives.  Those  who  have  had  five  years 
of  experience  should  get  that  rank  now,  and  let 
other  officers  aspire  to  that  rank,  and  really  pay 
them  to  work.

NON-RENEWAL    OF    WELSBACH    STREET 
LIGHTING    COMPANY    CONTRACTS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  direct   the   Commissioner  of  Public   Works   to 
make  no  renewal  of  contracts  with  the  Welsbach 
Street  Lighting  Company. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  for  many 
months  now  we  have  had  many  complaints  of  the 
gas  lighting  situation  in  Boston.  There  is  no 
doubt  about  it;  these  lights  are  no  good.  They 
have  outlived  their  usefulness,  and  in  making  in- 
quiry into  the  reason  for  the  apparent  falling 
apart  of  the  gas  lighting  situation  here  I  found 
out  some  interesting  facts.  In  the  first  place,  the 
contract  for  these  gas  lights  formerly  was  subject 
to  approval  by  the  Council.  It  used  to  be  a  five- 
year  contract,  and  we  were  consulted  and  had  to 
approve  the  contract.  Because  of  the  war  this 
contract  was  cut  down  so  that  now  it  is  an  annual 
affair.  Formerly,  too,  the  contract  used  to  be 
made  with  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany, and  the  Gas  Company  used  to  sublet  the 
maintenance  of  these  lights  and  lamps  to  the  Wels- 
bach Street  Lighting  Company,  but  for  some 
reason  or  other  two  years  ago  this  policy  was 
abolished  and  now  the  contract  with  the  city  is 
made  with  the  Welsbach  Street  Lighting  Com- 
pany. I  feel  that  we  were  better  off  when  we  did 
business  with  the  Gas  Company.  The  Gas  Oom- 
pany  is  a  big  corporation.  The  Gas  Company  has 
many  contracts  with  the  City  of  Boston,  and  when 
we  are  dealing  with  it  we  have  some  force  behind 
our  dealings,  we  have  some  means  of  enforcing  the 
requests  we  make.  Now  the  lights  are  paid  for 
at  the  rate  of  323  a  year  each.  There  are  sup- 
posed to  be  deductions  made  when  these  lights 
are  not  on,  but  the  only  source  of  knowledge  that 
the  city  has  as  to  when  these  lights  are  not  on  is 
the  Police  Department,  and  very  few  of  the  officers, 
I  dare  say,  submit  a  report  of  what  lights  are  lit 
and  what  lights  are  not  lit.  This  is  something 
that  runs  into  dollars  and  cents  for  the  taxpayer. 
So  that,  because  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions 
which  now  prevail,  I  do  not  think  the  City  of 
Boston  should  enter  into  any  further  negotiations 
with  the  Welsbach  Company.  Why  not  go  back 
to  the  old  system?  Of  course,  primarily  I  feel  we 
ought  to  throw  out  these  gas  lights  and  replace 
them  with  electric  lights,  but  we  can  do  that  only 
over  a  period  of  years.  But  this  contract  now  is 
about  to  expire;  it  runs  until  the  end  of  the  year. 
So  that  I  think  that  we  should  raise  our  voices 
and  insist  that  we  know  what  is  going  on.  We 
should  be  called  into  this  contract  because  it  is  a 
condition  that  affects  the  community  of  each  and 
every  one  of  us.  It  is  something  pertaining  to  the 
streets  in  each  and  every  section  of  the  city.  I 
myself  feel  that  the  contract  should  be  re-estab- 
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lished  between  the  Gas  Company  and  the  City  of 
Boston,  that  the  Gas  Company  should  do  the 
negotiating  with  the  Welabach  Company.  I 
think.  Mr.  President,  that  this  afternoon  we  are 
going  to  have  the  head  of  the  Lighting  Division 
at  our  Executive  .Session,  and  I  would  re- 
spectfully move  that  this  matter  be  sent  to  the 
Stive  Committee  to  be  considered  further 
there. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

WORK.

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
conduct  an  immediate  investigation  of  all  tenants 
who  were  given  apartments  in  the  various  housing 
projects  because  they  were  employed  on  defense 
work,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  or 
not  these  tenants  are  still  working  in  defense 
plants. 

Coun.  KEENAN — Mr.  President,  the  purpose 
of  my  introducing  this  order  is  that  I  understand 
the  Federal  Housing  Project  was  built  in  South 
Boston  for  the  defense  workers  during  the  war. 
They  have,  as  I  understand  it,  persons  who  came 
from  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Rhode  Island, 
and  twenty  miles  outside  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  there  is  a  deplorable  situation 
in  the  City  of  Boston  existing  today  for  lack  of 
proper  homes;  there  are  many  places  where  there 
are  two  or  three  families  now  living  in  one  home 
where  they  should  be  separated  and  have  apart- 
ments of  their  own.  I  have  had  an  experience 
myself  in  the  Dorchester  Court  last  week,  trying 
to  get  a  house.  I  was  probably  one  of  thousands 
brought    into    court.     Mr.   President,    I   say   that 


there  are  people  living  in  the  Federal  Housing 
Project  who  have  come  in  there  under  wartime 
rums,  who  are  still  living  over  there.  If 
they  live  there  another  year  they  become  five- 
year  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  ami  they 
then  get  the  same  benefits  as  any  of  us  with  the 
City  of  Boston,  welfare,  old  age,  and  everything 
else.  I  think,  Mr.  President,  that  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  Federal  Housing  Projects 
should  be  made  and  of  those  persons  who  moved 
into  them  just  for  war  purposes,  and  that  they  be 
given  their  notice  to  get  out  and  go  back  to  the 
places  they  came  from,  and  that  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be  given  first  opportunity  to  move 
into  them.

It  is  an  act  passed  bj  the 
Legislature  of  this  year  in  behalf  of  the  war  veterans 
who  are  members  of  the  city  service,  in  the  employ 
of  the  city.  In  other  words,  the  veterans  of  the 
'  '.unity  of  Suffolk  are  to  be  given   the  same  lights 

that  have  been  given  to  the  veterans  "1  the  othei 
war.

Whereas,  Open  complaint  is  made  of  the  quality 
and    manner    of    feeding    these    troops    in    tiai 
i  herefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  in  meeting  assembled,  desire  to  petition 
the    members    of    the    Massachusetts   delegation    in 

Congress  to  immediately  investigate  these  condi- 
tions to  the  end  that  humane  and  preferred  eon- 

I  iiion    be    accorded    the    men    of    our    armed 
forces  at  least  while   they  are  en  route   to  their 

homes. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  the  past 
few  days  there  have  been  a  couple  of  boys  who 
'ime  across  the  country  on  troop  trains,  coming 
home  from  the  Southwest  Pacific,  and,  lo  and 
behold,  they  came  and  told  me  that  for  six  days 
and  foi  six  nights  they  traveled  from  Los  Angeles 
to  New  York,  to  get  across,  when  it  should  take 
probably  two  days  and  a  night.  I  am  not  very 
familiar  with  train  times,  but  I  certainly  have 
geographical  knowledge  and  know  that  a  troop 
train  coming  East  should  not  go  down  as  fat  as 
Texas,  and  have  a  train  that  is  coming  to  New 
York  or  Boston  sidetracked  foi  twenty-four 
hours.  One  of  the  men  said,  talking  about  side- 
tracking a  troop  train  for  twenty-four  hours  and 
letting  passenger  trains  and  letting  freight  trains 
and  cattle  trains  go  by,  that  they  had  been  in  that 
place  down  south  for  twenty-four  hours,  and  on 
the  way  from  Los  Angeles  to  Boston,  where  fifty 
men  were  being  let  out  of  the  service  from  the 
Faigo  Barracks,  that  they  had  to  wait  fourteen 
hours  foi  one  of  their  meals,  and,  lo  and  behold, 
when  they  went  and  asked  for  their  meals  they 
didn't  have  any  checks  that  the  Government 
issues  to  the  men,  or  to  a  monitor  who  has  charge 
of  some  of  these  men,  because  they  were  all  gone, 
and  on  these  trains  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
demanded  something  to  eat  after  fourteen  hours, 
and  they  told  them  that  they  would  give  them 
ham  sandwiches  if  they  paid  a  quarter  apiece  for 
them.  It  is  a  disgrace  to  the  United  States 
Government  if  they  are  to  treat  our  soldiers  and 
sailors  coming  across  the  country  like  that.  There 
ought  to  be  something  done  about  it.  Passengers 
coming  across  the  country  can  get  food.  I  sup- 
pose, as  the  old  saying  is,  if  you  have  the  "dough" 
you  can  get  transportation.  This  is  what  has 
been  happening  to  a  lot  of  the  boys  who  have 
been  fighting  for  our  country  and  it  is  something 
that  should  be  looked  into.  Imagine  six  days  and 
six  nights  coming  from  Los  Angeles!  Can  you 
imagine  a  man,  after  fourteen  hours  on  a  train 
without  a  meal,  getting  a  ham  sandwich  and 
having  to  pay  for  it?  I  hope  that  our  Congress- 
men from  Massachusetts  will  look  into  this  matter 
and  find  out  why  these  things  are  going  on.  Are 
they  discriminating  against  the  boys  from  the 
Bast?  Most  of  this  is  happening  on  the  Southern 
Pacific  Railroad.  I  am  going  to  ask  the  Massa- 
chusetts delegation  in  Congress  to  look  into  these 
charges  and  see  that  our  boys  get  home  much 
faster,  and  at  least  that  they  get  good  meals  on 
the  train.  I  move  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule 
and  the  passage  of  the  order.

KEENAN— Mr.  President,  on  October  15 
there  were  some  roll  calls  in  the  afternoon,  after 
we  came  back  from  the  Executive  Committee 
The  first  roll  call  was  on  the  transfer  of  $2,000  from 
the  City  Planning  Board  to  Personal  Service,  and 
$3,000  from  the  Board  of  Appeal,  Personal  Service, 
to  the  Mayor's  Office,  an  expenditure  of  $5,000 
I  asked  for  a  roll  call,  Mr.  President,  and  I  voted 
against  that,  and  the  roll  call  was  11  to  1.  On  all 
other  roll  calls  for  the  transfer  of  money  I  voted  in 
favor  of  the  transfer,  and  I  ask  for  that  correction.

INFORMATION  REQUESTED  FROM  BOARD 
OF   ASSESSORS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
Board  of  Assessors  to  make  public  all  applications 
for  abatement  granted  to  property  owners  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  list  of  all  properties  where 
valuation  has  been  increased. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  this  un- 
doubtedly is  a  hardy  perennial,  but  at  this  time  of 
the  year,  the  campaign  for  Mayor  reaching  its 
head,  undoubtedly  there  are  thrust  before  the 
public  many  more  facts  concerning  tax  abatements. 
I  am  not  going  to  dwell  at  any  great  length  upon 
them,  but  I  honestly  think  that  it  is  about  time 
the  question  of  tax  abatements  was  placed  squarely 
before  the  public.  It  is  strange  how  much  effort 
you  have  to  use  and  how  much  time  you  have  to 
spend  in  trying  to  get  an  honest  to  God  abatement 
for  a  poor  widow  who  might  be  up  against  it  and 
be  unable  to  get  her  tax  payment  in  on  time.  I  do 
not  pay  too  much  attention  to  these  fabulous 
stories  that  we  hear  of  great  abatements  granted 
here  and  there;  I  would  just  as  soon  stick  to  the 
local  community,  to  the  small  property  owner,  to 
the  person  who  really  should  be  and  really  is 
entitled  to  the  tax  abatements.  Every  year  now 
since  I  have  been  in  the  Council,  four  years,  I  have 
had  to  go  to  the  assessors  on  the  same  piece  of 
property  out  in  my  district,  because,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  assessors  four  years  ago  admitted  the 
property  was  overassessed  to  the  extent  of  $1,000, 
each  year  they  insist  on  placing  back  that  extra 
$1,000,  and  this  poor  lady  has  to  come  in,  humili- 
ating herself,  using  up  her  time,  and  fill  out  some 
application  before  she  can  receive  a  $1,000  abate- 
ment. She  is  entitled  to  it.  But  why  she  should 
have  to  come  in  here  year  after  year  is  beyond  me. 
The  story  is  the  same  year  in  and  year  out,  but  yet 
she  must  present  herself  and  ask  that  that  $1,000 
be  abated.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have  an  opponent 
out  there,  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  and  a  few 
years  ago,  in  1942,  he  bought  a  home,  and  that 
home  at  that  time  was  assessed  for  $10,900,  and 
the  home  then  was  not  in  the  best  of  condition.  He 
spent  hundreds,  yes,  probably  thousands  of  dollars 
in  improving  the  property,  and  instead  of  that 
assessment  going  up  in  1943  the  assessment  was 
reduced  by  $700,  and  each  year  improvements  are 
added,  and  instead  of  the  assessment  going  up  the 
assessment  lias  come  down  until  now  it  is  $1,700, 
at  least,  below  what  it  was  when  it  was  first  pur- 
chased. Then  it  was  merely  a  residence;  now  it  is 
both  a  home  and  a  funeral  parlor.  Now,  the  point 
is  this,  Mr.  President,  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  are  hollering 
about  high  taxes,  and  if  such  things  as  that  go  on 
with  a  politician,  merely  because  he  is  in  politics — 
I  am  in  politics  myself — if  a  man  can  come  in  and 


get  abatements  on  his  own  property,  then  I  think 
it  is  about  time  something   was  done  about   this 
matter.     There   fere    plenty    of    people   who   have 
legitimate   cases,    people   who   have  houses   which 
are  run  down,  houses  which  are  in  a  dilapidated 
condition,  and  you  and  I  know  that  there  are  many 
property   owners    who    won't    paint   their   houses, 
they  won't  shingle  their  houses,  because  if  they  do 
the  assessment  is  raised.      I  know  that  the  striking 
example   which   I   have   cited   is   typical   of   othei 
sections  of  the  city,   where  politicians  apparently 
can  come  in  and  have  their  assessments  reduced. 
If  this  reduction    keeps   on    undoubtedly    the    tax 
rate  will  soar  far  beyond  its  present  level.     The 
newspapers  recently  were  interested  in  finding  out 
how  many  jobs  certain  politicians  had,  how  many 
pay  rolls  they  were  on,  and  I  find  no  fault  witii 
that.     Good  luck  to  them.     You  have  to  have  a 
job  somewhere  to  be  in  politics;  if  you  have  not 
got  a  job  you  are  a  bum,  and  people  don't  vote  for 
bums.     You    have    to    have   some    occupation    in 
order  to  be  elected  to  public  office.     But  I  have  no 
use  for  the  man  in  public  office  who  uses  his  office 
to  further  his  own  interests,  and  undoubtedly  that 
is  what  many  of  them  nowadays  are  doing.     That 
seems  to  be  the  common  practice.     It  is  sometimes 
a  case  of  how  many  pay  rolls   you  can  get  on,  and 
then,   in   addition,   how   much   you   can   have  the 
valuation     of     your     property     reduced.     Those 
records  in   the   assessors'   office  should   be   public 
records,  and  then,  Mr.  President,  out  of  common 
shame,  out  of  common  decency,  out  of  what  little 
pride  they  have  left,  some  of  these  people  would 
not   even   apply    for   abatements.     It   is   not   the 
workingman,  it  is  not  the  poor  man  who  is  working 
and  laboring  for  $30  or  $35  a  week  and  attempting 
to  pay  for  his  home.     He  is  not  the  man  who  gets 
the  abatements.      I  used  to  believe  it  was  the    "big 
shot,"  it  was  the  man  with  millions  who  could  pay 
this  attorney  or  that  attorney  to  represent  him, 
but    in   the  last  few  weeks  my  idea  has  changed, 
and  I  wonder  now,  Mr.  President,  if  other  politi- 
cians are  like  the  man  in  my  ward,  who  is  seeking 
and   obtaining   abatements   on   his   own   property 
despite  the  many  improvements  he  has  put  into  it. 
I  think  these  records  should  be  made  public,  and 
the  reason  I  am  filing  this  order  today  is  that  a 
week,  two  weeks  or  three  weeks  from  today  I  don't 
want  to  be  accused  of  embarrassing  an  incoming 
Mayor.     I  am  putting  the  order  in  now  in  order  to 
be  fair  to  all,  letting  it  rebound  where  it  will.     But 
I  have  found  in  political  life  that  most  politicians 
are  on  the  "up  and  up."     You  have  to  be  a  good 
fellow   to   be  elected,   and   if  you  are  not  a  good 
fellow    you    are    soon    kicked    out.     But    we    are 
suffering  now  from  the  man-shortage,  too.      In  the 
political  field  we  have  a   few  small-time  chiselers 
who  are  merely  satisfied  to  become  elected,   and 
they  want  three  or  four  jobs  on  the  side,  and  now, 
by  golly,  they  are  trying  to  have  the  assessments 
on    their    properties    lowered,    and    eventually    I 
suppose  they   will   have  them  abolished.     I  hope 
something  will  be  done  to  correct  this  evil  before 
it  goes  any  farther. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no 
objection  on  the  part  of  Councilor  Hannon  I  would 
like  to  have  that  order  amended,  that  there  like- 
wise be  made  public  a  list  of  the  properties  on 
which  the  valuation  has  been  increased.  I  sym- 
pathize very  much  with  the  councilor  from  Ward 
13,  but  I  think  we  will  find  that  in  order  to  offset 
the  abatements  that  are  granted  to  those  who  are 
"in,"  the  so-called  suckers  lose.  Naturally,  Mr. 
President,  the  difference  has  got  to  be  made  up  to 
offset  these  reductions.  I  think  we  may  well  find. 
Mr.  President,  that  it  is  the  poor  sucker  —  I  use 
that  word  advisedly,  but  it  is  a  word  which  is 
coming  more  into  common  usage  every  day  of  the 
week,  but  in  order  to  make  up  the  deficit  caused 
by  the  reductions  somebody  has  got  to  suffer,  and 
while  we  might  find  the  favored  few  on  the  abate- 
ment reduction  list,  we  will  also  similarly  find.  I 
think,  the  names  of  those  who  are  making  up  the 
deficiency.  I  have  in  mine!,  Mr.  President,  one 
particular  case  where  I  here  was  a  piece  of  prop- 
erty where  the  assessment  was  raised  25  per  cent 
in  one  jump  this  year.  When  I  say  this  year,  the 
increase,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  was  recommended 
last  year  to  be  made  effective  this  year.  This  25 
per  cent  in  actual  increase.  Mr.  President,  repre- 
sented an  increased  net  valuation  of  $150,000. 
Each  and  every  member  of  this  Body,  year  in  and 
year  out,  has  found  it  most  embarrassing  to  be 
approached  by  people  in  his  district  complaining 
about  the  increase  in  their  valuations,  and  in  most 
cases  the  increase  «:is  made  because  they  hail 
painted  the  house,  or  a  new  roof  had  been  put  on

Service  Centei  and  our  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart-

•next  month.  The  veterans  have  been  trying  for 
years  to  centrally   locale   these   bureaus   under   the 

Veterans'  Administration  so  as  to  male  it  as  easy 
as  possible  foi  veterans  to  obtain  whatever  in- 
formation they  seek.  Particularly  more  so  today, 
when  the  boys  are  returning  home  and  their  first 
step  is  to  go  to  the  Veterans'  Service  in  the  Hough- 
ion  and  Dutton  building,  and  then  thej   have  to 

gO    tO    the    Stale    House    and    then    to   City    Hall    and 

then  to  the  Federal  Building.  Now,  the  Federal 
Buildings  Administration  has  ordered  two  of  these 
departments  which  are  housed  in  the  Houghton 
and  Dutton  building,  when  other  Federal  war 
agencies  are  moving  in,  to  be  pan  and  parcel  of 
the  set-up  for  the  discharged  veterans  —they  are 
moving  out  i  hese  two  very  important  departments.

(  nun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  the  most 
devastating  war  in  the  history  of  mankind  has 
finally  been  terminated.  Never  in  the  history  of 
the  world  has  so  much  blood  been  shed  and  so 
much  sorrow  and  suffering,  not  only  in  this  coun- 
try but  throughout  the  entire  world,  been  experi- 
enced. Boston  is  known  throughout  the  world  as 
the  acme  of  perfection  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  in 
education,  in  religious  freedom,  in  all  those  free- 
doms and  privileges  that  have  come  to  us  by  being 
born  under  the  Stats  and  Stripes.  It  grieves  Un- 
as a  public  official,  representing  one  section  of  this 
great  city,  to  come  back  ami  listen  to  so-called 
demagogic  utterances  of  men  aspiring  to  public 
office.  They  are  going  to  do  everything  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  they  ate  going  to  build  it  to  a 
height  that  it  never  had  before.  I  don't  know 
whether  they  have  a  mote  in  their  eye  because  of 
their  egotism.

where to  turn  to  obtain  advice  and  obtain  help, 
mustered  out  and  homeless.

This  war  was  fought  for  out 
country;  it,  was  not  fought  I'oi  any  one  person  or 
group  of  persons,  or  any  party,  political  or  other- 
wise. You  men  have  a  great  responsibility.  You 
have  can  ied  H  mil  belie,  i  ban  any  other  legisla  t  ivc 
body  in  any  city,  large  or  small,  within  the  con- 
lines  of  (mi  great  country.  I  know,  becaiu.se  I  have 
traveled  many  miles,  I  have  come  in  contact  with 
I  In-  iank  and  file  of  the  boys  in  all  types  of  uni- 
form, 1  have  come  in  contact  with  public  officials, 
both  high  and  low,  in  every  city  from  the  eastern 

ilioard  to  the  west.  1  know  what  I  am  speak 
ing  about,  and  I  have  facts  and  statistics.  Boston 
is  known  in  the  armed  circles  as  the  most  hos- 
pitable ell  y  m  the  '  lilted  Slates.  Buys  who  ca  me 
front  the  South  and  the  North,  the  East  and  the 
Wist,  to  our  great   city,  have  received  hospitality. 

We  are  the  only  state,  I  believe,  thai  is  at  least 
giving  $100  mustering  out  pay  in  addition  to  the 


Federal  allotment,     it   is  small  and  puny,  but   at 

least  the  principle  is  involved,  and  thai  is  .some- 
thing that  has  been  done.  I  In  great  '  Sit  y  of 
Boston  has  been  great  in  the  past,  it  is  great  today.

because  the  seed  of  freedom  was  implanied  here, 

the  embryo  that  brought  lo  fruition  tin-  great  free- 
dom I  hat  we  now  have.  Net  city  in  the  world  out- 
side of   New    \oik  can  point    Willi  the  pride-  Wl 

to    the    fact    that    we    harboi     practically    every 

nationality,  every  race  and  creed,  within  our  con- 
lines.  Still,  an  mm  rampant  throughout  ihe 
entile  country,  and  yet  in  the  great  City  of  Boston 
no  major  strike  has  yet  taken  place  with  blood- 
shed or  violence.  The  Service  Center  should  not, 
in-  removed  now.  ca-  until  every  boy  and  every  girl 
comes  home.  The  demobilization  plan  formulated 
by  ihe  War  Department  and  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment is  continuing  daily.  The  time  required  to 
bring  Ihe  boys  homo  will  change  very  rapidly  as 
(he  fleets  move-  in  from  the  various  ports  of  ihe 
world.  Those-  men  want  to  know  where  to  go. 
There  is  only  one  place  at  the  present  time  where 
all  thai  knowledge  is  contained,  and  that  is  in  I  ho 
Houghton  and  Dutton  building,  owned  by  ihe 
City  of  Boston,  for  the  sailors,  soldiers,  marines 
ami  coast,  guard,  for  the  privileges  that,  should 
have  accrued  to  them.  Today  in  the  mail  1  re- 
ceived a  letter  all  the  way  from  Tokyo,  from  a 
buddy  of  mine —  1  e.-m  show  n  to  each  and  every 
one  of  you— and  he-  is  merely  requesting  the 
privileges  of  the  CI  Bill  of  Rights  and  the  knowl- 
edge that  each  and  every  one  should  procure  be- 
fore they  come  back  into  our  great  country  once 
again.  This  meeting  terminates,  I  believe,  the 
period  of  service  of  the  twenty-two  members  who 
are  here  present  pending  our  re-election  to  the 
Boston  City  Council,  and  I  believe  at  this  tine 
that  this  order  should  pass  unanimously,  and  at 
i  be  a  voice  crying  in  the  wilderness  for  those 
who.  because  of  circumstances,  are  unable  to  speak 
for  themselves.

The  contract  which  the  government  ha*  with 
the  City  of  Boston,  effective  October  16,  1945, 
provided  for  the  rental  to  the  government,  among 
other  things,  of  all  the  apace  within  the  building 
with  the  exception  of  the  sub-basement,  preset 
occupied  by  the  Boston  Edison  Company;  2,050 
square  feet  in  the  basement  and  2,400  square  feet 
on  the  ground  floor,  presently  rented  by  the  city  to  a 
private  restaurant. 

The  basis  of  the  government's  negotiations  with 
the  city  was  largely  the  requirements  of  the 
Veterans'  Administration  for  the  establishment  of 
their  New  England  Administrative  Office  and  their 
New   England    Insurance  Office. 

Over  a  relatively  short  period,  it  is  expected  that 
the  Veterans'  Administration  Office  will  be  employ- 
ing 2,100  to  2,500  people  in  the  Houghton  & 
Dutton  Building  and  occupying  practically  the 
complete  premises, 

As  an  indication  of  the  urgent  need  of  this 
agency  for  space,  the  Veterans'  Administration  had 
previously  contemplated  occupying  the  entire 
second,  third  and  fourth  floors  of  the  building, 
effective  November  15,  1945.  On  October  29, 
1945,  this  office  received  a  request  that  the  entire 
fifth  floor  be  made  available  to  them  immediately. 

The  occupancies  of  other  Federal  Government 
agencies  within  the  Houghton  &  Dutton  Building, 
together  with  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth 
floor  usage  by  the  Veterans'  Administration,  will 
completely  fill  the  building  as  of  the  present  time.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
FIRE   DEPARTMENT. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  November  7,  1945. 
Hon.  John  E.  Kerrigan, 

Mayor  of  Boston. 
Honorable  Sir, —  In  a  communication  addressed 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  dated  September  5, 
the  Finance  Commission  directed  attention  to  some 
of  the  problems  which  the  city  must  face  in  the 
near  future  in  "putting  its  official  house  in  order." 
It  pointed  to  the  urgency  of  reorganizing  many  of 
the  agencies  which  provide  public  service;  also 
to  the  necessity  in  the  near  future  of  restoring  or 
replacing  much  of  the  city's  physical  plant. 

The  discussion  in  that  report  was  in  more  or 
less  general   terms   of   the  more  pressing   of  the 


problems  now  confronting  the  city  administrators. 
In  this  report  the  commission  offers  a  discussion 
in  detail  of  one  of  the  most   important   of  them  — 

the  situation  in  the  Fire  Department.  This  is  a 
matter  of  great  present  concern,  not  alone  because 
then-  is  currently  agitation  to  bettei  the  condition 
of  the  firemen  in  one  way  or  another,  but  because 
there  is  the  necessity  of  giving  the  property  owners, 
who  pay  for  fire  protection,  a  more  efficient  and  a 
more  economical  service  than  has  been  forth- 
coming from  the  Fire  Department  for  a  long  time. 
Obviously  the' object  of  the  service  rendered  by 
the    Fire    Department    is    twofold, —  to    prevent 

fires  and  to  put  out  fires.  The  former,  the  pre- 
vention of  fires  through  the  work  of  a  bureau 
organized  for  that  purpose,  has  been  studied  and 
reported  upon  by  the  Finance  Commission.  Com- 
munications in  respect  thereto,  adiltessed  to  the 
Mayor,  dated  September  14,  11135;  January  14, 
1943;  February  17.  1943;  and  September  1,  1943, 
are  now  on  file  in  the  Fire  Department. 

Those  previous  reports  pointed  clearly  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  organization  labeled  "The 
Fire  Prevention  Bureau."  They  revealed  shock- 
ing failure  to  carry  out  the  system  then  supposedly 
in  operation.  In  the  ensuing  period  of  a  year  or 
two  some  improvement  was  noted.  More  scientific 
methods  were  given  proper  appreciation  and  to 
some  extent  were  introduced;  but  complete 
execution  of  even  the  limited  measure  of  improve- 
ment intended  has  not  yet  resulted.  Therefore, 
with  regard  to  the  desirability  of  improvement  in 
the  fire  prevention  work,  and  to  the  specific  nature 
of  it,  there  is  nothing  now  the  commission  can  add. 
It  is  therefore  the  second  of  the  functions  of  the 
Fire  Department,  fire  fighting,  which  is  the  subject 
of  this  report. 

Again  it  is  obvious  that  successful  fire  fighting 
—  keeping  the  loss  of  life  and  property  by  fire  to 
the  minimum  —  requires  adequate  personnel, 
capable  equipment  properly  distributed  and 
assigned,  and  efficient  and  reliable  direction. 
These  are  the  attributes  of  a  good  fire  depart- 
ment. They  are  the  necessities  of  real  fire  pro- 
tection. Opinions  differ  as  to  whether  or  not 
Boston  has  all  of  them. 

Many  claim  the  Fire  Department  is  inadequately 
manned.  Therefore  the  personnel  problem  is 
currently  extremely  important.  The  agitations 
for  shorter  hours  for  firemen  and  more  liberal 
time-off  privileges  serve  to  increase  the  difficulties. 

The  station  houses,  in  location  and  physical 
condition,  are  now  a  matter  of  much  concern. 
Despite  strong  hostile  feeling  toward  replace- 
ment of  one  particular  station  on  an  ancient  site, 
preliminary  planning  of  a  new  building  has  startetl. 
There  are  other  proposals  being  given  consideration 
to  erect  new  stations  in  new  locations  and  to 
renovate  old  stations.  It  is  questioned  if  some  of 
this  planning  is  well  conceived. 

Then  there  is  the  condition  of  the  fire-fighting 
equipment.  Several  years  have  passed  without 
that  degree  of  replacement  which  is  usually  con- 
sidered good  judgment.  The  department  is  now 
said  to  be  years  behind  schedule  in  replacement 
of  equipment.  In  small  part  only  was  this  due  to 
war  conditions. 

These  three  situations  constitute  the  major 
problems  in  the  administration  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment today.  Each  one  bears  heavily  on  the 
other  two.  No  one  of  them,  in  good  judgment, 
jean  be  set  apart  from  the  other  two,  and  a  policy 
in  respect  thereto  determined  separately. 

The  Personnel  of  the  Fire  Department. 
More  than  sixteen  years  ago,  the  Mayor  then  in 
office  joined  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  sponsor- 
ing a  study  of  the  Boston  fire  situation.  A  notable 
group  of  technicians,  with  nation-wide  reputations 
as  experts,  was  employed  to  make  a  technical 
survey. 

In  its  final  report  the  group  stated,  among  other 
things: 

"The  problem  of  distribution  of  fire  com- 
panies warrants  a  thorough  study.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  an  investigation  be  made  of  the 
possibilities  of  consolidation  and  relocation  of 
companies  to  the  end  that  available  men  and 
apparatus  may  be  used  to  the  best  advantage 
and  so  that  if  found  desirable  to  add  men  or 
apparatus  they  may  be  placed  most  effectively." 
Furthermore,  the  report  stressed  the  importance 
and  need  for  a  sound  system  of  mutual  aid  between 
Boston  and  contiguous  municipalities. 

More  recently  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters,  the  National  Fire  Protection  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  Finance  Commission  have  made 
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reports,  each  of  which  contained  the  criticism 
that  the  manpower  and  equipment  of  the  Fire 
Department  are  not  properly  distributed.  Each 
recommended  specific  consolidations  and  relo- 
cations of  fire  companies  and  personnel. 

Nevertheless  the  results  have  been  disappointing. 
For  a  time  each  report  merely  provided  a  topic 
for  discussion  in  administrative  circles.  The  Fire 
Department,  like  most  city  departments,  follows 
the  policy  that  not  only  must  the  department 
continue  -to  do  whatever  it  once  did,  but  it  must 
continue  to  do  whatever  it  once  did  in  the  way 
it  was  originally  done.  Hence  no  great  change 
in  the  situation  has  followed  from  any  of  the 
reports  mentioned.  The  Fire  Department  has 
always  clung  to  the  policies,  practices,  methods, 
and  system  of  the  horse-and-buggy  days. 

In  its  day  to  day  operation  the  Fire  Department 
has  the  appearance  of  being  undermanned.  A 
superficial  examination  of  the  statistics  might  give 
a  basis  to  such  a  conclusion.  The  ordinary  citizen 
sees  only  that  when  the  department  responds  to 
an  alarm,  if  there  is  a  real  fire  a  second  alarm  is 
usually  ordered;  but  this  second  alarm  is  not  to 
obtain  more  apparatus.  It  is  to  obtain  enough 
men  to  man  the  apparatus  which  came  on  the 
first  alarm.  Companies  are  now  frequently  re- 
sponding with  an  average  of  less  than  two  men  to  a 
piece  of  equipment.  Very  often  a  single  piece  of 
apparatus  may  be  seen  responding  to  a  fire  with 
one  man  on  it — the  driver. 

Nevertheless  these  circumstances  do  not  give 
the  true  picture  of  the  adequacy  of  the  employed 
fire-fighting  force.  The  appalling  shortage  above 
indicated  is  not  supported  in  a  careful  review  of 
the  manpower  statistics.  They  show  a  deficiency 
only  of  approximately  seven  or  eleven  per  cent 
(depending  on  the  date  used)  of  the  standard 
complement  worked  out  by  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters,  not  the  much  greater  deficiency 
which  is  apparent  in  actual  response  to  alarms. 
From  an  administrative  point  of  view,  the  Under- 
writers standard  is  considered  to  be  very  liberally 
based.  This  shortage  of  seven  or  eleven  per 
cent  would  mean  an  average  of  about  100  men,  or 
less  than  two  men  per  company  for  both  shifts 
taken  as  a  whole.  When  a  piece  of  apparatus 
has  only  one  man,  or  when  a  company  responds 
with  two,  or  three  or  four  men,  as  frequently  hap- 
pens, the  deficiency  is  plainly  much  greater  than 
is  warranted  by  the  number  of  men  in  the 
department. 

There  are  two  chief  causes  of  this  situation. 
One  is  what  might  be  called  an  unnatural  amount  of 
absenteeism.  The  other  is  the  improper  or  unnec- 
essary assignment  of  men. 

Absenteeism. 
Many  of  the  divisional  and  company  officers  of 
the  department  charge  that  there  is  too  much 
absence  from  duty  without  good  and  sufficient 
reason.  Some  say  that  as  the  result  of  individuals 
being  able  to  bring  to  bear  influence  of  one  kind 
or  another,  there  is  too  great  leniency  shown  to 
firemen  who  absent  themselves  from  duty  with- 
out proper  cause.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that 
it  is  not  the  fact  that  the  roster  of  the  department 
is  not  big  enough,  but  it  is  this  absenteeism  which, 
in  the  greatest  measure,  makes  it  necessary  for 
companies  to  respond  to  fires  without  the  assigned 
complement  of  men.  Nevertheless  the  assigned 
complement  is  often  less  than  standard  require- 
ments. Taking  together  the  number  of  men  who 
were  appointed  as  fire  fighters  but  who  are  assigned 
to  other  than  fire-fighting  tasks  and  the  excessive 
number  of  companies  which  the  department  re- 
tains in  its  organization,  there  are  not  enough 
available  for  the  standard  complement. 

Non-Fire-Fighting  Assignments. 
It  is  well-known  that  firemen  are  trained  for 
fire-fighting  when  they  join  the  department. 
They  are  hired  to  fight  fires.  Their  pay  and  their 
hours  of  labor,  their  pensions  and  time-off  privi- 
leges are  fixed  with  the  idea  that  they  are  to  be 
engaged  while  employed  as  fire  fighters.  How- 
ever, it  happens  that  many  of  them,  as  soon  after 
appointment  as  possible,  on  one  pretext  or  another, 
obtain  transfer  to  less  arduous  tasks  as  will  be 
noted  below.  Often  these  tasks  might  well  be 
considered  civilian  duties.  Nevertheless  the  men 
so  assigned  remain  officially  in  the  category  of 
fire  fighters.  Therefore,  they  make  the  fire- 
fighting  force  look  larger  on  paper  than  it  actually 
is.  To  the  extent  that  firemen  are  thus  transferred 
from  fire-fightmg  assignment,  the  number  of  those 
available  for  fire-fighting — the  primary  purpose 
of   their   employment — becomes   lessened. 


Hence,  it  can  be  readily  seen  why  it  is  neceaaarj 
to  pull  two  alarms  for  a  fire  which  ordinarily  could 
be  taken  care  of  by  the  apparatus  which  responds 
to  a  single  alarm. 

To  correct  this  situation,  t lie  first  step  indicated 
is  a  study  of  the  daily  reports  of  all  companies  for 
several  days  at  various  times  in  the  year  to  shed 
light  on  the  matter  of  the  continually  lessened 
company  strength.  The  second  step  is  an  analysis 
of  these  factors  of  unavailability. 

But  even  when  such  diversion  of  manpower 
from  fire-fighting  is  reduced  to  a  minimum,  an 
important  question  remains  to  be  met;  viz.,  are 
the  potentialities  of  available  manpower  being 
fully  realized?  The  determination  of  this  ques- 
tion leads  inevitably  to  an  examination  of  the 
distribution  of  apparatus,  fire  response  policy,  and 
related   matters. 

A  corollary  of  this  question  would  be: — "to 
what  extent  is  it  possible  by  changes  in  company 
composition  and  distribution  to  provide  effective 
manning  of  apparatus  with  present  available 
manpower?" 

Approaching  the  Problem. 

Obviously  the  questions  posed  above,  compli- 
cated as  they  are  by  many  factors  not  imme- 
diately determinable,  cannot  be  answered  offhand. 
A  thorough  study  must  first  be  made.  Many 
similar  studies  have  been  made  in  recent  years 
in  various  cities.  In  Louisville,  Kentucky,  a 
survey  of  the  municipal  government  in  1935 
showed  that  because  that  city  attempted  to 
maintain  too  many  fire  companies  individual 
companies  were  undermanned.  In  1939,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  made  a  survey  resulting  in  reloca- 
tion of  stations  and  consolidation  of  companies. 
Providence  has  recently  completed  a  study  of 
station  location  and  prepared  a  plan  of  relocation 
and  distribution  of  manpower. 

Hence,  the  importance  cannot  be  overempha- 
sized of  the  recommendations  made  originally  in 
1929  and  several  times  since  that  a  thorough 
study  be  made  of  the  distribution  of  fire  stations 
and  fire  apparatus  and  used  as  a  basis  for  planning 
the  future  development  of  the  department. 

A  study  of  the  problem  in  Boston  if  made  at  this 
time  would  have  the  benefit  of  expert  reviews 
made  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters 
and  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association,  non- 
profit technical  and  educational  organizations  set 
up  to  promote  the  science  and  improve  the  methods 
of    fire    protection    and    prevention. 

To  give  the  exact  picture  of  the  situation  in  the 
Boston  department  today,  the  following  compari- 
son with  the  standard  requirement  is  here  offered:

Mutual  Aid. 

A  recommendation  first  made  by  the  Mayor's 
survey  committee  in  1929,  which  has  a  very  sig- 
nificant bearing  on  the  distribution  of  companies 
and  effective  use  of  manpower,  is  that  relating  to 
mutual  aid  between  Boston  and  its  contiguous 
municipalities.  Real  mutual  aid  is  not  to  be 
regarded  as  a  plea  for  emergency  aid  when  local 
resources  are  strained,  but  a  planned  assistance  as 
a  regular  routine  operation,  using  the  nearest 
available  companies  on  a  reciprocal  basis  with  the 
local  chief  in  charge  at  the  scene  of  fire. 

A  system  of  signals  has  been  set  up  to  summon 
outside  help  in  emergencies  and  some  borderline 
-  are  covered;  nevertheless,  the  objective  of 
the  1929  report,  namely,  arranging  for  regular 
response  of  outside  apparatus  and  incorporation 
of  the  arrangement  made  on  the  printed  assignment 
cards,  i»  not  yet  adequately  provided  for. 

The  1929  report  contains  specific  situations 
illustrating  the  economy  and  efficiency  of  a  real 
mutual  aid  arrangement  operating  m  such  de- 
tached sections  as  Brighton,  East  Boston,  Charles- 
town,  Hyde  Park,  and  such  other  sections  as  are 
flanked  by  outside  municipalities.  In  such  cases, 
it  is  pointed  out,  aid  would  come  from  the  nearest 


available  source  cutting  across  community  bound- 
aries instead  of  from  more  distant  points  in  Boston. 

Moreover,   the   traffic   picture   i-   generally   more 
favorable  in  the  intercommunity  response  than  in 

lie    case  of   the  illt  la-city  response. 

The  1929  report  Btates; 

"  No  claim  is  made  that  the  suggested  response 

!'  '  a  mutual  aid  system  to  the  boxes  shown 

is  tie-  onh  practicable  arrangement  of  response, 

or    even    that    it    is    tie-    best     arrangement.      It 

■   way  iii  which  apparatus  might 
respond  under  such  a  system." 
Little    or    no    communication     equipment     i- 
needed   to  implement   such  arrangement,  ciri 

already  having  been  established,  as  indicated  in  a 
appearing  in  a  publication  of  the  International 
('in  Managers   Association. 

Location  of  Stations. 
Another  matter,  which  assumes  more  of  a  long- 
term  character,  also  enters  the  situation  promi- 
nently. In  planning  for  new  construction  in  the 
now  present  post-war  era,  ami  looking  forward  for 
the  next  ten  years,  it  i-  important  that  the  local  ion 
of  lire  stations  be  considered.  Strategic  locations 
are  necessary  for  effective  and  economical  dis- 
tribution of  companies.  A  study  of  the  problem 
should  produce  a  map  showing  sites  for  new  stations 
and  relocation  of  old  stations,  providing  optimum 
distribution,  based  on  fire  experience  and  adjusted 
to  such  changes  as  may  arise  from  utilization  of 
mutual  aid  and  such  internal  changes  as  are  sug- 
gested in  this  report  and  to  expected  improved 
traffic  facilities. 

It  is  important  that  the  proper  relocation  of 
-i  a  nous  be  considered  immediately.  For  in- 
stance, plans  have  been  formulated  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  station  on  its  present  site  in 
Fort  Hill  square  and  a  new  station  in  West  Rox- 
bury.  As  to  the  former,  it  certainly  does  not 
follow  that  a  location  chosen  in  the  1870s  is 
necessarily  'he  logical  site  today.  In  view  of  the 
mans  changes  which  have  taken  place,  even  such 
a  change  as  the  transformation  of  Atlantic  avenue 
from  an  obstacle-studded  artery  to  a  fast  boulevard 
affects  this  question  .strongly.  Before  definite 
steps  are  taken  in  this  matter,  it  would  appear 
advisable  to  consider  such  things  as  a  study  of 
fire  locations  and  incidence,  traffic  and  street 
changes  —  present  and  proposed  —  and  other 
factors. 

It  is  significant  that  in  many  other  cities  the 
Planning  Board  is  brought  into  the  picture  to 
vze  the  over-all  problem.  The  planning 
function  is  quite  different  from  that  of  operating, 
the  latter  being  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Department, 
The  Planning  Board  would  seem  to  be  qualified 
to  analyze  the  data,  consider  the  traffic  problem 
and  relate  all  the  parts  of  the  picture.  Tim 
Traffic  Commission,  likewise,  should  be  consulted. 
The  proposed  arterial  highway  would  appear  to 
directly  affect  motor  vehicle  movement  in  the 
downtown  area. 

In  the  ease  of  the  West  Roxbury  station  and 
other  proposed  relocations  (the  Salem  street 
station  has  faced  a  traffic  problem  for  some  time) 
similar  treatment  and  study  before  definite  action 
is  taken  should  be  given. 

The  approach  to  the  problem  in  Erie,  Pennsyl- 
vania (as  reported  in  "Municipal  Fire  Adminis- 
tration"), illustrated  the  technique  of  analysis 
which  should  be  followed  before  location  is  de- 
termined: 

"In  making  a  study  of  the  exact  location  of 
the  new  fire  stations  or  the  relocation  of  existing 
stations  the  probable  future  fire  defense  needs 
and  growth  of  the  city  must  be  considered. 
Topography  must  be  taken  into  account,  as 
well  as  railroad  tracks.  For  example,  when  the 
city  of  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  was  planning  to 
erect  a  new  headquarters  fire  station,  the 
location  of  other  fire  stations  indicated  a  general 
location  near  the  center  of  the  principal  high- 
value  mercantile  district.  The  relative  suita- 
bility of  several  specific  sites  was  studied  in 
connection  with  studies  made  by  the  city 
planning  commission.  A  map  showing  the  use 
of  existing  buildings  was  helpful  in  accurately 
defining  the  high-value  areas  and  another  map 
showed  the  growth  of  the  principal  mercantile 
district  during  the  previous  13  years.  The 
locations  to  which  the  bulk  of  the  runs  from  the 
new  station  would  likely  be  made  were  indicated 
by  a  "fire-frequency"  map  which  was  prepared 
from  a  spot  map  of  fires  for  a  five-year  period. 
The  general  layout  of  the  city  with  respect  to 
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street  widths,  traffic  conditions,  and  railroad 
crossings  also  was  considered.  These  data 
indicated  a  high  fire  frequency  in  that  part  of 
the  mercantile  district  north  of  the  railroad 
tracks  on  Twelfth  street.  The  trend  of  growth 
of  the  distiict  was  to  the  east,  tending  toward  a 
merger  with  a  minor  mercantile  district  along 
Parade  street.  It  was  clear  that  the  proposed 
zoning  regulations  would  encourage  the  growth 
of  the  mercantile  area  to  the  east,  Being  a  wide 
street.  Twelfth  street  afforded  a  quick  avenue 
for  response  to  fires  in  the  industrial  sections. 
Therefore  the  new  station  was  built  on  a  site 
near  the  principal  mercantile  district  on  Twelfth 
street." 

Distribution  of  Fire  Companies. 

The  question  of  proper  distribution  of  companies 
is  an  old  and  recurring  one  and  calls  for  periodic 
reappraisal  as  conditions  in  the  municipality 
change. 

Thirty-four  years  ago  a  commission,  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  to  examine  into  the  needs  of  the 
Fire  Department  included  the  following  in  its 
recommendations: 

"To  increase  the  numerical  efficiency  of  the 

fire-fighting  force  — 

a.  The  redistribution  of   the  present  fire- 
fighting  force. 

b.  The  relocation  of  certain  of  the  appara- 
tus houses. 

c.  The  abolition  of  the  practice  of  detailing 
members  of  the  fire-tight ing  force  for 

work    in    auxiliary    branches,    whereby    their 
services  are  lost  to  the  fire-fighting  force." 
Sixteen  .years  ago  the  so-called  Mayor's  Survey 
Report  stated: 

"The problem  of  distribution  of  fire  companies, 
however,     warrants    a    thorough    study.      It     is 
recommended  that  an  investigation  be  made  of 
the  possibilities  of  consolidation  and  relocation 
of  companies  to  the  end  that  available  men  and 
apparatus  may  be  used  to  the  best  advantage 
and  so  that,  if  found  desirable  to  add  men  or 
apparatus,  they  may  be  placed  most  effectively." 
Eleven  years  ago  when  the  question  of  distribu- 
tion of  fire  companies  arose,  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters  (traditionally  not  given  to  any 
policy  of  reduction  of  fire  force)  recommended  that 
"a.     Two   engine   companies  could   be  elimi- 
nated (upon  the  equipment  and  training  of  four 
ladder  companies  to  fight  fires  in  an  emergency), 
"b.     One  ladder  company  could  be  eliminated 
(if  a  new  station  were  erected  for  Engine  8  and 
Ladder  1). 

"c.  Three  rescue  companies  could  be  elimi- 
nated (contingent  on  training  ladder  companies 
in  rescue  work)." 

Very  little  of  these  recommendations  have  been 
adopted.  Since  that  time  certain  observable 
conditions,  some  of  which  have  already  been 
referred  to  and  others  of  which  follow,  add  new- 
reasons  for  a  comprehensive  study: 

1.  Paucity  of  man  power  in  the  manning  of 
apparatus  has  already  been  alluded  to.  In  1935 
the  Finance  Commission  questioned  the  need  of 
the  size  of  the  force  at  that  time.  Today  the 
question  would  appear  to  be,  in  anticipation  of 
the  demand  for  more  men:  How  many  men  arc 
needed  and  how  can  companies  be  most  effec- 
tively used?  The  question  cannot  be  satis- 
factorily answered  until  a  thorough  analysis  is 
made. 

2.  According  to  the  Standard  Grading 
Schedule  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers (which  may  be  found  in  Appendix  A  of 
"Municipal  Fire  Administration"  published  by 
the  International  City  Managers  Association), 
"The  number  of  companies  in  service  shall  be 
assumed  as  increased  by  companies  available 
as  outside  aid,  where  by  regular  assignment  the 
response  of  such  companies  is  provided  for  to 
the  district  considered  .  .  .  Such  increase 
to  be  made  on  the  basis  of  one  outside  aid 
company  equalling  one"  half  a  company  in 
service,  but  not  to  exceed  a  total  increase  of 
one  third  of  the  total  number  of  companies 
required." 

If  the  total  number  of  companies  available  by 
mutual  aid  arrangement  from  all  the  contiguous 
municipalities  which  flank  Brighton,  Hyde  Park, 
East  Boston,  Charlestown,  etc..  wire  considered 
as  integrated  by  regular  assignment  on  the 
running  card  on  multiple  alarms  (as  recom- 
mended by   the   1929  Mayor's  Survey   Report), 


the  number  of  companies  available  in  such 
sections  of  Boston  could  be  said  to  be  appreciably 
increased. 

3.  The  same  schedule  states  "...  In 
cities  of  over  100,000  population,  one  half  the 
pumper  companies  that,  should  attend  any  first 
alarm  in  high-value  districts  will  be  provided 
with  a  pumper  and  a  separate  hose  wagon." 
To  the  extent  that  Boston  exceeds  that  percent- 
age (one  half  the  number  of  pumpers  in  the  high- 
value  districts),  there  may  be  said  to  be  an 
excess  of  hose  wagons. 

4.  According  to  the  Fire  Department  data 
appearing  in  the  1945  edition  of  the  Municipal 
Yearbook,  Boston  has  more  ladder  trucks  than 
any  other  city  except  New  York  and  Chicago. 
A  study  of  fire  use  and  location  would  reveal  the 
extent  of  need  of  all  such  companies. 

5.  According  to  the  Fire  Alarm  Division, 
Boston  sends  four  engine  companies  and  two 
ladder  companies  and  a  rescue  company  on 
first  alarm  in  the  high-value  districts. 

According  to  the  National  Board  Grading 
Schedule,  under  "Response  Alarms."  "In 
Mercantile  and  Manufacturing  Districts  for 
Cities  of  100,000  Population  or  over,"  we 
find  the  following: 

"For  first  alarm  during  other  than  daylight 
hours  the  response  shall  be  four  pumper  com- 
panies and  two  ladder  companies.     One  of  the 
pumper  companies  may  be  replaced  by  a  hose 
company  or  a  rescue  company.     For  daylight 
hours  the   response   may   be  reduced   to   two 
pumper  companies  and  two  ladders." 
New  York  City  has  taken  advantage  of  this 
tolerance   and   effected   an   economy   of   27   per 
cent    in    company    response    by    reducing   such 
daytime  response.     The  New  York  Department 
reported : 

"There  was  a  very  marked  increase  in  the 
conservation  of  motor  apparatus  with  sub- 
stantial economies  by  reason  of  reduced 
apparatus  mileage  due  to  the  policy  of  restrict- 
ing the  amount  of  apparatus  responding  to 
fires  in  daytime. 

"These  orders  not  only  resulted  in  keeping 
a  large  number  of  companies  and  battalion 
chiefs  in  quarters,  available  to  respond  to 
other  alarms  where  their  services  might  be 
more  urgently  required,  but  also  resulted  in 
the  saving  of  considerable  money  due  to 
reduction  of  wear  and  tear  on  apparatus  and 
the  saving  in  gasoline." 

A  study  showing  to  what  extent  all  such 
Boston  apparatus,  particularly  last  due  com- 
panies, has  been  used  would  help  to  determine 
the  necessity  for  the  present  response. 

6.  Multiple  alarms  are  now  sounded  to 
secure  additional  men.  Increasing  manpower 
of  the  most  essential  companies  by  elimination 
of  some  companies  might  reduce  such  trips. 

7.  Boston's  equipment  is  old,  and  a  complete 
replacement  schedule,  based  on  a  15-year  life 
expectancy  for  active  service,  has  been  sought 
for  years. 

8.  During  the  past  fifteen  years  (period  of 
replacement  cycle)  10  pumps  were  purchased 
and  4  are  on  order;  in  other  words,  only  14  of 
the  50  pumpers  in  the  Boston  Department  are 
not  over-age. 

In  the  same  period,  5  ladder  pieces  and  2 
tractors  were  acquired;  that  is,  only  5  ladders  of 
the  31  in  the  Boston  Department  are  not  over- 
age. This  indicates  the  lack  of  replacement  and 
the  size  of  the  maintenance  problem. 

If  the  study  shows  means  of  reducing  number 
of  pieces  of  equipment,  the  replacement  and 
maintenance  problem  will  be  less.  In  any  case, 
it  would  appear  important  to  know  the  number 
and  type  of  equipment  actually  necessary. 

Summary. 

Specifically,   the  proposed   and   needed   changes 
may  be  summarized  briefly  as  follows: 
Personnel. 

The  subject  of  apparent  undermanning  of 
apparatus  has  become  a  topic  of  public  and  news- 
paper comment.  The  problem  is  further  inten- 
sified by  the  ordinance  to  reduce  the  working 
hours  of  firemen  which  becomes  operative  six 
months  after  the  war.  Obviously,  this  will  deepen 
the  personnel  problem  further  and  indicate  the 
need  of  determining  the  most  effective  pattern  of 
use  and  assignment  of  personnel  at  once.  Before 
a  proper  quota  is  determined,  a  study  of  company 
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distribution,   or  stive   use  of  personnel, 

must  be  made.  When  the  allied  subjects  of 
training  of  personnel,  unfavorably  commented 
upon  in  the  latest  published  repoii  "1  'In  National 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  (1942),  high  average

The  warning  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  in  its  latest  report  called  attention 
to  the  failure  of  the  city  to  undertake  an  adequate 
program  of  replacement  of  old  apparatus.  In 
addition  to  increasing  the  cost  of  maintenance, 
this  continued  use  of  obsolete  apparatus  entails  a 
erial  item  of  unreliability — the  possibility  of 
failure  in  an  emerge] 
•    Location. 

The  long  range  program  of  rehabilitation  of  the 
Fire  Department  applies  not  only  to  apparatus  hut 
ii  ation  of  fire  stations.  Relocation  of  stations 
trategic  Bites,  adjusted  to  fire  experien  or 
frequency  and  changes  over  the  years  in  highway, 
district,  and  traffic,  and  coordinated  with  an 
integrated  program  of  mutual  aid  with  contiguous 
municipalities  offers  tremendous  possibilities  of 
economy  and  effectiveness  in  coverage.  As  to  the 
immediate  future,  the  current  proposals  to  rebuild 
a  station  in  Fort  Hill  square  on  the  site  of  it- 
original  construct  inn  some  seventy  years  ago  and 
B  new  station  in  West  Roxbury  call  for  with- 
holding commitment  until  a  reappraisal  of  the 
sites  and  all  the  factors  of  traffic,  proposed  arterial 
changes,  analysis  of  fire  experience  and  mutual  aid 
in  '  dose  areas  |,  made. 

Conclusion. 
The  foregoing  report  shows  that  there  are  many 
weighty  problems  now  confronting  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Fire  Department  which  must  be 
solved  in  the  very  near  future.  On  the  correct 
solution  depend  the  cost  of  fire  protection  service, 
the  quality  of  it,  and  the  adequacy  of  it. 

The  various  studies  recommended,  if  made, 
would  be  of  no  value  unless  done  by  men  trained 
in  the  technical  field  of  fire  protection.  Boston  is 
fortunate  in  having  available  many  technicians 
who  are  not  only  familiar  with  sound  and  pro- 
gressive practice  in  fire  administration,  but  who 
I  quainted  as  well  with  the  conditions  peculiar 
to  Boston. 

To  obtain  the  best  results,  the  undertaking 
must  be  comprehensive,  since  all  the  basic  ele- 
ments of  fire  administration  are  involved:  per- 
sonnel, apparatus,  company  distribution  and 
station  location.

Gentlemen, — Relative  to  your  request  for  a 
report  under  the  provisions  of  section  51  of  chapter 
35  of  the  General  Laws  concerning  proposed 
amendment  to  the  County  Classification  Plan, 
affecting  the  range  of  compensation  of  the  As-, 
sistant  Clerks  of  the  Brighton  District  Court, 
submitted  to  me  by  the  City  Clerk  in  a  communi- 
cation dated  October  2,  1945,  I  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following: 

Permit  me  to  call  to  the  attention  of  your 
Honorable  Body  that  on  the  original  classification 
of  the  Clerks  of  Court  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  March  12,  1945,  and  subsequently  amended  by 
the  City  Council  on  April  9,  1945,  and  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  April  16,  1945,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Brighton  Court  received  an  increase  from  $2,925 
per  year  to  $4,200  per  year,  or  an  increase  of 
$1,2/5.  The  First  Assistant  Clerk  of  Court 
received  an  increase  from  $2,193.75  to  $2,700,  or 
an  increase  of  $506.25.  The  Second  Assistant 
Clerk  of  Court  received  an  increase  from  $1,755 
to  $2,300,  or  an  increase  of  $545.  Later,  by 
enactment  of  legislation  the  presiding  Justice  of 
the  Municipal  Court  of  the  Brighton  District  was 
increased  from  $3,900  to  $5,600,  or  an  increase  of 
$1,700.  These  increases  total  for  the  full  year 
$4,026.25.  As  these  increases  were  given  subse- 
quent to  the  passage  of  the  budget,  no  provision 
had  been  made  for  them.  There  is,  consequently, 
a  shortage  of  approximately  $3,500  in  the  Personal 
Service  item  of  this  Court,  which  will  have  to  be 
adjusted  by  transfer  from  other  sources.  There- 
fore, I  can  see  no  justification  for  amendments 
providing  for  further  increases  at  this  time.

SURVEY     OF     TRAFFIC     SITUATION     ON 
HEATH    STREET. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
an  immediate  survey  of  the  traffic  situation  on 
Heath  street,  between  South  Huntington  avenue 
and  Heath  square,  with  a  view  to  installing  such 
devices  or  warning  signals  as  will  safeguard  the 
lives  of  the  pedestrians  using  that  thoroughfare. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  want  to  say  a  word  in  regard 
to  that  order,  Mr.  President.  For  some  time  past, 
particularly  since  the  housing  unit  was  con- 
structed on  Heath  street,  having  particularly  in 
mind  several  hundred  children  that  live  in  that 
unit,  the  traffic  situation  along  Heath  street  in 
Ward  10  has  become  worse.  Heath  street  is  used 
as  a  short  cut  by  motorists  going  from  Dorchester 
and  the  other  side  of  Roxbury  over  to  Brookline 
and  to  the  Back  Bay.  It  is  a  very  narrow  thor- 
oughfare with  a  winding  curve  at  one  end  of  it. 
There  are  several  business  establishments  along  the 
street.  The  already  narrow  thoroughfare  is 
further  reduced  by  the  fact  that  trucks  carry 
freight  into  and  out  of  business  establishments 
along  the  street,  or  parked  along  the  curb.  Some- 
times, as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  head  out  in  the 
middle  of  the  street.  There  have  not  yet  been 
very  bad  accidents  there,  but  a  great  number  of 
quite  serious  accidents.  Something  has  to  be  done 
and  done  immediately.  I  think  it  might  be  neces- 
sary as  a  matter  of  fact  to  take  some  of  the  land 
opposite  the  Day  street  end  of  the  street  in  order 
to  reduce  the  curve  that  constitutes  a  great  part  of 
the  serious  hazard  there  now.  I  sincerely  hope 
that  action  on  this  order  will  not  be  delayed.  The 
situation  is  becoming  worse  every  day.  A  study 
should  be  made  immediately.  I  trust  that  this 
will  be  done  in  the  hope  that  in  the  very  near 
future  traffic  lights  or  warning  signals  of  some 
kind  that  will  be  noticeable  to  the  motorist  driving 
through  Heath  street  will  be  installed  in  order  that 
the  lives  and  safety  of  the  pedestrians,  particularly 
of  the  small  children,  will  be  safeguarded  in  that 
area.  I  move  suspension  of  the  rule  and  adoption 
of  the  order.

BANNING  OF  HEAVY  TRUCKS  IN  CERTAIN 
AREAS. 

Coun.  FEENEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered.  That  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  stop 
heavy  trucks  from  using  Poplar  anil  West  streets, 
between  Washington  street,  Roelindale,  and  Hyde 
Park  avenue,  Hyde  Park. 

Coun.  FEENEY  Mr.  President,  I  have  offered 
the  last  order  barring  heavy  trucks  from  the  start 
of  Poplar  street  in  Rosl indole  to  the  Hyde  Park 
line,  due  to  the  number  of  complaints  that  I  have 
received  from  people  that  live  in  that  area  who 
plained  Of  the  danger  these  trucks  cause  to  the 
safety  of  little  children  who  live  in  that  area. 
There  is  a  school  located  on  Poplar  street,  and  it 
is  one  of  the  narrowest  thoroughfares  in  Ward  18. 
On  one  side  there  are  no  sidewalks  whatever,  and 
youngsters,  as  well  as  adults,  must  use  the  middle 
of  the  street.  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  all 
residents  of  that  district  if  heavy  trucks  were 
barred,  and  I  hope  the  Traffic  Commissioner  will 
take  favorable  action,  and  I  hope  that  suspension 
of  the  rule  will  prevail.

RECALL  OF  BOSTON  &  MAINE  PETITION 
FROM   COMMITTEE  ON   LICENSES. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  move  that  the  petition 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Transportation  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  operate  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  which  was  filed  July  9,  1945, 
be  removed  from  the  Committee  on  Licenses  and 
brought  before  the  Body. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  hope  that  no  such  action 
will  take  place,  and  that  this  matter  will  still 
remain  in  committee.  I  explained  the  last  time 
that  Councilor  Aluchnick  made  this  motion  that 
we  held  a  hearing,  a  committee  hearing  on  this,  a 
couple  of  years  ago,  and  we  unanimously  voted  at 
that  time  to  keep  it  in  committee,  and  the  gentle- 
men that  appeared  before  us  at  that  time  were  a 
little  bit  cocky  about  it.  They  didn't  care  too 
much  about  it — but  we  did — because  they  knew 
they  could  go  to  the  Department  of  Public  Util- 
ities and  go  to  the  Governor,  if  necessary,  and 
under  his  War  Manpower  permission  he  could 
grant  them  that  permit  to  operate  over  the  streets 
of  Boston  without  any  authority  whatsoever  from 
the  Boston  City  Council.  In  other  words,  they 
went  over  our  heads  and  got  permission,  and  just 
completely  ignored  us,  and  haven't  been  near  us 
in  the  last  two  years  until  recently.  I  think  every- 
one will  recall — if  they  don't,  they  can  get  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting — that  the  councilor  asked 
that  this  be  taken  from  committee,  and  later  on 
withdrew  his  motion,  because  at  that  time  I  made 
the  statement  that  of  the  seven  members  of  the 
committee  nobody  up  to  that  time  had  asked  me 
to  hold  a  hearing.  I  came  out  pointblank  and  said 
I  had  no  intention  of  holding  a  hearing  unless 
three  of  the  seven  members  came  to  me  and  asked 
me  to  hold  a  hearing.  Up  till  now  no  three  mem- 
bers have  come  to  me  and  asked  me  to  hold  a 
hearing.  As  I  say,  these  birds  were  very  inde- 
pendent last  time,  practically  telling  us  they  were 
going  to  get  permission,  regardless  of  the  Boston 
City  Council.  Too  many  times  that  has  happened. 
Only  last  year  they  saw  fit,  over  the  resistance  of 
the  city  of  Revere,  to  grant  a  permit  to  a  bus 
company  in  the  city  of  Lynn,  and  as  a  result  there 
was  a  strike,  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
had  to  do  an  about-face  and  admit  that  they  were 
wrong.  I  think  they  were  wrong  in  this  instance, 
and  should  have  asked  the  City  Council  to  act 
first.  At  the  present  time  we  have  bus  permits 
before  the  Public  Utilities  Department  to  run 
buses  from  the  airport  to  the  Statler  Hotel,  and 
other  hotels,  in  Boston.  They  have  not  taken  any 
action  on  that  in  months.  I  don't  see  why  this 
should  be  taken  from  committee.     If  the  members 
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of  the  committee  want  to  hold  a  hearing,  and  I 
don't  think  they  do,  then  I  will  be  glad  to  hold  a, 
hearing.  But,  as  I  see  now,  I  hope  that  they  won't. 
Coun.  MTJCHNICK— Mr.  President,  it  seems 
to  me  a  rather  high-handed  procedure  for  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Licenses,  or  any 
committee,  to  say  that  he  doesn't  intend  to  hold 
a  hearing  on  this  matter  or  any  other  matter.  In 
July  of  this  year  one  of  the  public  utilities  servicing 
Boston  filed  an  application  to  have  certain  rights 
established.  I  don't  care  whether  those  rights  are 
established  in  favor  of  the  company  or  against  the 
company,  but  that  company  is  entitled  to  have  a 
hearing,  and  there  is  nobody  in  the  City  of  Boston 
that  should  have,  in  my  opinion,  the  gall  to  say 
to  them,  or  to  anybody  else,  "You  are  not  going 
to  get  a  hearing  unless  I  want  to  give  it  to  you." 
I  don't  care  what  the  Committee  on  Licenses  does; 
I  don't  care  what  the  Council  does,  so  far  as  this 
particular  permit  is  concerned,  but  it  seems  to  me 
the  worst  type  of  public  service,  the  worst  type  of 
official  action,  for  any  chairman  of  any  committee 
to  say  to  anybody  in  the  City  of  Boston,  "You  are 
not  even  going  to  get  a  hearing."  And  as  long  as 
I  can  talk,  and  with  all  the  power  I  can  muster, 
I  am  going  to  see  that  this  group  or  any  other 
group  gets  heard  on  any  petition  that  is  filed.  And 
now,  more  strongly  than  ever,  in  view  of  what  was 
said  by  the  previous  speaker,  I  urge  that  this  be 
taken  from  that  committee  and  eventually  sent  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  so  that  these  persons 
can  be  heard,  to  see  what  their  rights  are  and  what 
their  rights  are  not. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  information. 

Chairman  HANNON — State  your  point  of  in- 
formation. 

Coun.  KELLY — What  is  it, — a  majority  vote? 
Chairman  HANNON — A  majority  of  all  mem- 
bers.    Twelve  votes  are  necessary  to  take  it  from 
committee. 

Coun.  COFFEY— To  correct  the  gentleman  at 
the  outset,  he  said  I  made  the  statement,  "This 
matter  or  any  other  matter."  I  didn't  say  any- 
thing about  any  other  matter.  I  just  referred  to 
this  particular  matter.  And  I  repeat,  as  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  I  will  not  hold  a  hearing,  and  it 
seems  darned  funny  I  can't  take  a  stand  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  he  takes  a  stand.  Nobody  else 
has  taken  a  stand  as  yet  to  withdraw  this  from 
committee;  nobody  else  has  taken  that  stand,  and 
there  are  other  lawyers  in  this  group  besides  him. 
So  I  can't  understand  why  he  takes  such  a  stand, 
and  I  think  he  ought  to  admire  me  for  having  the 
courage  to  get  up  here.  You  have  only  had  two 
years  in  this  office.  You  would  think  you  had  had 
thirty  to  see  you  strut  here  and  in  Executive  Com- 
mittee. Two  years  so  far  is  all  you  have  had.  I 
have  had  at  least  ten.  And  I  want  to  bring  out  as 
the  result  of  the  hearing  that  took  place,  every- 
body was  given  a  hearing,  and  nobody  can  say  of 
the  committee  I  have  been  chairman  of  for  the 
last  four  or  five  years  that  anything  has  ever  been 
done  wrong  in  that  committee.  I  challenge  you  to 
say  that  anything  has  ever  been  done  wrong  in 
that  committee.  You  gentlemen  know  that  every 
time  anything  came  before  my  committee  I  would 
say  "Yes"  right  off  the  bat,  as  long  as  it  was  in 
your  district  and  you  wanted  it.  But  here  is  some- 
thing where  a  big  organization  comes  into  our  city 
and  wants  to  run  their  buses  all  over  our  streets. 
Eventually  they  will  want  to  put  up  terminals  all 
over  the  City  of  Boston.  If  you  want  to  park  your 
car  you  get  a  tag.  They  have  no  more  right  to 
park  there  than  you  or  I,  but,  rather  than  get  into 
an  argument  with  the  policeman  who  is  doing  his 
.duty,  we  will  pull  out  of  that  space  and  go  away. 
Now,  they  come  in  and  tell  us,  "To  hell  with  you 
people."  That  is  what  they  tell  us.  "We  will  get 
what  we  want;  we  will  go  to  a  higher  authority 
for  it."  They  get  what  they  want.  Now  they  are 
running  back  to  us.  They  didn't  bother  us  in  the 
last  two  years.  They  are  bothering  us  now,  now 
that  the  war  is  over,  and  Congress  is  going  to  enact 
legislation  declaring  that  the  war  is  finished.  They 
did  any  darned  thing  they  wanted  to  because  there 
was  plenty  of  money  behind  them.  They  can  hire 
all  kinds  of  attorneys  to  go  out  and  fight  for  them. 
They  went  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities, 
and  they  went  to  the  Governor,  to  get  permission, 
and  waited  two  long  years  before  they  started 
bothering  us  again,  and  the  only  reason  they  are 
bothering  us  now  is  because  that  permission,  by 
act  of  Congress,  may  soon  be  taken  away,  and  they 
now  find  themselves  where  they  started.  Right 
after  we  tabled  it,  there  was  no  talk  on  it.  Every- 
body that  was  a  member  of  the  committee  at  that 


time  was  a  little  bit  peeved,  because  of  the  state- 
ments made  that  "If  we  don't  get  it  here,  we  can 
go  to  the  State  House  and  get  it."  Although  no 
words  were  used,  some  member  moved  it  be  laid 
on  the  table,  and  it  was,  and  no  action  was  taken 
after  that,  and  I  don't  think  any  action  should  be 
taken  at  this  time.  As  I  said  before,  they  ha 
been  using  pressure.  I  have  letters  here,  and  they 
were  sent  to  other  members  of  this  committee.  I 
got  a  nice  letter  myself  from  the  same  man  that 
contacted  the  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun. 
Muchnick),  telling  me  he  was  very  sorry  been:  i 
of  my  sickness, — and  probably  he  was.  Bui 
far  as  I  am  concerned.  I  don't  say  "any  other 
matter."  You  gentlemen  know  me  better  than 
that,  because  every  time  you  come  to  me  for  a 
driveway  opening,  I  have  given  my  consent.  I 
have  even  got  out  of  bed  and  said,  "Yes,  you  have 
my  consent."  That  was  done  by  the  councilors 
from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase)  and  Ward  9  (Coun. 
D.  F.  Sullivan),  and  I  think  the  councilor  from 
Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey)  had  a  bus  route  put  into 
his  district.  "Hold  a  committee  meeting,"  I  said. 
"I  am  in  favor  of  it."  They  have  done  that.  So 
I  don't  want  "any  other  matter"  included  in  the 
record  but  this  one  matter.  I  am  opposed  to  it 
definitely,  and  opposed  to  all  buses  running  over 
the  streets  of  Boston,  especially  using  Park  square 
and  the  North  Station  area  the  way  they  are  using 
it  for  these  buses.  And  I  repeat  that  you,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council,  a  member  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, cannot  park  anywhere  near  Park  square, 
but  these  buses  can,  and  they  have  no  more  right 
than  either  you  or  I  have.  And  until  they  get 
terminals  either  above  or  under  the  ground,  so 
that  they  won't  stop  the  flow  of  traffic,  or  won't 
stop  traffic,  I  am  opposed  to  this  permit,  and  I  hope 
it  will  not  be  taken  from  my  committee. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
that  I  want  it  definitely  understood  that  I  am  for 
anything  that  is  going  to  help  the  City  of  Boston. 
We  are  now  at  the  threshold  of  an  era  that  either 
will  spell  the  doom  or  the  resurrection  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  From  all  indications  Boston  is 
going  to  move  forward  within  the  very  near  future. 
The  city  has  been  badly  in  need  of  a  jab  for  many 
a  long  day.  I  honestly  do  think  the  time  is  here 
now  when  that  jab  is  going  to  be  administered, 
and,  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council,  I  hope 
that  as  a  result  of  that  jab  Boston  will  go  along 
or  at  least  retain  the  position  it  has  formerly 
held  and,  with  the  help  of  God,  will  even  go 
much  farther  than  that.  But,  if  there  is  any 
situation  that  has  become  more  aggravated  than 
this  bus  situation  in  the  City  of  Boston  today. 
I  would  like  to  know  what  it  is.  Whether  you 
want  to  make  your  exit  from  the  city  towards 
Dorchester,  Brookline,  the  North  Shore,  or 
no  matter  where,  as  a  result  of  the  buses  that 
are  running  rampant  in  the  city  today,  there 
is  being  created  one  of  the  worst  traffic  con- 
ditions that  this  city  has  ever  known.  Since 
gas  rationing  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  auto- 
mobile has  come  into  more  common  use,  the 
traffic  situation  has  daily  become  worse.  The 
time  will  come — and  is  here  now,  no  doubt, — 
when  we  will  need  more  bus  transportation, 
and  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston  today  do 
not  afford  it.  I  might  be  criticized  for  suggest- 
ing street  widening,  but  we  have  got  to  have 
street  widening,  and  one  of  the  greatest  means 
of  making  this  city  a  better  city,  and  one  thai 
will  no  longer  be  known  because  of  its  cow  pat  lis. 
is  to  immediately  begin  to  do  something  re- 
garding the  widening  of  these  streets.  Now, 
as  far  as  this  particular  bus  permit  is  concerned, 
I  don't  see  any  need  for  haste.  Time  and  time 
again  I  have  tried  to  get  bus  lines  in  my  district, 
and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  has  objected 
because  of  the  fact,  that  such  a  line  would  com- 
pete with  the  rail  travel  that  was  already  being 
given  to  the  public  in  that  particular  section. 
The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  runs  trains  into 
Boston  and  over  all  of  New  England,  both  north 
and  west  of  the  city,  and  I  think  that  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad  for  the  time  being  is  being 
amply  taken  care  of.  The  argument  will  be 
used,  of  course,  that  by  providing  a  means  for 
those  who  use  the  Boston  &  Maine  buses  to 
come  into  the  heart  of  the  city  we  are  going  to 
attract  some  business  to  the  city.  That  may 
be  true  to  some  extent.  But  if  we  keep  m  mind 
the  facilities  that  are  provided  in  the  buses  that. 
are  now  being  used,  you  are  lucky  to  get  into 
these  buses,  not  to  mention  carrying  three  or 
four  or  five  or  half  a  dozen  bundles  with  you. 
I     sympathize     witli     the     councilor     from     Ward 
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14  (Coon.  Muchniok),  but  I  similarly  sympathize 
with    tin-  councilor   from  Ward    1.  the  Chairman 

of  the  Licensing  Committee  (Conn.  ('..I 
I  think  myself  thai  the  first  thing  that  we  have 
to  consider  is  the  widening  of  the  thorough- 
through  which  these  buses  are  going  to 
pass.  My  word  does  not  have  to  be  taken  for 
it.  Any  member  of  this  Council  can  leave  this 
Hall  now  anil  start  to  drive  home,  only  to  be 
faced  not  only  at  intersections,  bul  m  the  thorough- 
fares between  those  intersections,  with  three 
and  four  lines  of  automobiles,  where  there  is  only 
room  for  two.  It  has  been  nothing  but  fortunate 
for  us  that  many  serious  accidents  have  been 
avoided,  because  of  the  way  that  people  have 
been  driving  and  trying  to  move  their  cars  through 
the  streets,  and  it  has  become  intolerable.  We 
need  these  buses,  there  is  no  doubt  about  it, 
but  first  of  all  we  have  to  provide  proper  thorough- 
fares for  these  buses  to  travel  on.  I  will  ask 
any  member  of  this  Council  to  drive  with  me 
out  along  Huntington  avenue  tonight  and  watch 
those  Boston  &  Worcester  buses  that  are  all 
over  that  thoroughfare.  They  are  not  allowed 
to  pull  up  to  the  curbing.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
they  don't  pull  up  to  the  curbing.  Time  and 
time  again  there  is  a  space  available  at  the  curb- 
ing for  those  buses  to  pull  up  to,  but  they  don't 
do  it.  They  stay  right  in  the  middle  of  the 
street,  because  they  are  afraid  they  will  lose 
their  place  in  line.  It  is  a  mighty  serious  situation. 
If  there  was  no  method  being  provided  up  to  this 
time  for  those  who  are  using  these  Boston  & 
-Maine  buses  to  get  into  Boston,  it  would  be 
different.  They  are  being  taken  care  of,  due  to 
the  fact  that  they  now  come  to  the  Everett  ter- 
minal. But  we  can't  stand  for  more  congestion 
on  our  streets  at  the  present  time.  If  we  want 
more  people  here  to  come  and  shop,  it  is  just 
as  important  to  consider  those  who  would  drive 
their  own  cars  in  as  to  consider  that  bus  driver 
who  is  going  to  be  all  over  the  road.  We  ill 
want  to  do  something  to  help  the  city,  but  in 
doing  that  we  have  to  act  with  a  little  bit  of 
common  sense.  Let  us  widen  the  streets,  pro- 
vide proper  thoroughfares,  and  then  the  time 
will  have  arrived  when  we  can  consider  con- 
gesting those  thoroughfares  with  more  buses. 
I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  for  the  time  being, 
at  least  until  an  opportunity  might  be  provided  . 
to  make  some  plans  for  better  handling  of  these 
buses,  that  the  committee  or  the  Council,  rather, 
will  go  slow  on  this  particular  permit. 

Conn.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  perhaps  I 
didn't  make  myself  clear  a  few  moments  ago.  I 
don't  urge  the  granting  of  the  license  or  the  denial 
of  the  license.  As  Councilor  Carey  has  said,  there 
may  be  good  reason  not  to  grant  it;  there  may  be 
good  reason  to  grant  it.  I  don't  know.  And,  for 
the  purpose  of  this  discussion,  I  don't  particularly 
care.  The  only  question  at  issue  is  whether  this 
public  utility  or  any  public  utility  or  any  citizen 
of  Boston  is  going  to  be  denied  a  hearing  on  any 
question  on  which  it  has  asked  a  hearing.  That  is 
the  only  issue  we  have  to  discuss.  After  there 
has  been  a  full  hearing,  then  the  matter  can  be 
acted  upon  either  affirmatively  or  negatively. 
But  this  is  a  petition  that  was  filed  in  July  of  1945. 
What  happened  on  a  petition  that  was  filed  two 
years  or  three  years  ago  does  not  concern  this  peti- 
tion. We  have  here  somebody  asking  for  relief 
of  some  kind  from  the  city,  and  they  have  gone 
approximately  six  months  being  ignored.  They 
are  entitled  to  know  what  they  are  going  to  get, 
if  anything.  The  public  is  entitled  to  know 
whether  it  is  going  to  have  bus  service  from  this 
company  or  not.  On  the  question  of  the  merits, 
into  which  I  don't  want  to  go,  it  will  not  increase 
the  bus  load  one  iota.  The  same  buses  which 
now  come  down  in  interstate  commerce  from 
Maine  into  Boston  will  only  have  rights  to  take 
up  those  passengers  from  Salisbury,  up  north  in 
Massachusetts,  all  the  way  down  into  Boston, 
who  want  to  get  in  in  Massachusetts,  rather  than 
outside  of  Massachusetts.  It  won't  increase  its 
load;  it  won't  increase  the  parking  load  or  the 
terminal  load,  or  anything.  The  same  buses  will 
be  doing  extra  duty  and  will  service  people  from 
outside  Boston  who  have  no  other  means  of  trans- 
portation into  Boston  from  other  parts  of  the  state. 
That,  however,  is  not  the  issue  right  now.  The 
only  issue  is:  Is  this  company,  or  any  company, 
going  to  be  deprived  of  a  hearing  by  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  on  a  matter  that  affects  the 
public  interest  of  Boston?  And,  by  way  of  pass- 
ing, it  has  been  insinuated,  that  I  am  here  in  the 
capacity  of  attorney, —  and,  I  assume,  as  attorney 


fur  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad.  1  don't  repre- 
sent the  Boston  A  Maine  Railroad.  I  have  no 
Interest  in  tins  matter  other  than  the  interest  of  a 
public  official  trying  to  do  his  duty  and  to  see  to 
it  that  certain  other  members  of  this  Body  do 
their  duty. 

Coun.  COFFEY— -It  will  be  a  long  day  before 
he  can  get  me  to  do  my  duty. 

(  miii    Ml'(   HN'ICK  -I  can't  disagree  with  that. 

Chairman  HANNON — Councilor  Coffey  has  the 

floor. 

Coun  COFFEY — For  ten  years  people  have 
been  trying  to  make  me  do  my  duty,  but  I  do 
things  the  waj  1  sec  fit.  I  want  to  read  a  letter 
written  by  the  attorney  for  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  Archibald  M.  Knowles: 

"The  petition  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Transpor- 
tation Company  filed  on  or  about  July  9,  1945, 
for  authority  to  operate  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  connection  with  an  intrastate 
motor  vehicle  operation  from  Salisbury,  Mass.,  to 
Boston,  Mass.,  has  been  referred  to  the  Commitlee 
on  Licenses,  of  which  committee,  I  understand, 
you  are  Chairman ." 

I  won't  bore  you  with  all  this.     But  it  goes  on 

to  say: 

"I  earnestly  request  that  a  hearing  be  held  on 
same  during  the  week  of  July  23,  1945,  if  this  is 
at  all  possible." 

He  "earnestly  requests."  He  plans  to  be  away 
from  July  30th  through  August  12th,  1945.  If  I 
had  known  that  I  would  probably  have  held  the 
hearing  while  he  was  away.  Then  he  goes  on  to 
gay ; 

"and  would  prefer  not  to  have  the  hearing 
scheduled  during  that  time.  I  feel  that  you  have 
all  the  necessary  facts  as  to  why  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Transportation  Company  believes  this  peti- 
tion should  be  granted.  Hearings  were  held  on  a 
similar  petition  in  1942,  but  no  decision  was 
rendered  by  the  1942  City  Council  or  the  Com- 
mittee on  Licenses. 

"The  matter  was  not  strenuously  pressed  by  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Transportation  Company  since 
that  time  because  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  granted  temporary  authority  to  the 
Transportation  Company  for  such  an  operation  in 
1942  for  the  duration." 

Which  brings  me  back  to  the  statement  I  made 
long  before  I  received  that  letter  from  Mr.  Knowles, 
that  we  held  a  fair  hearing.  Mr.  Knowles  was  not 
there.  Someone  else  was  there  in  the  capacity  of 
attorney  for  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad.  We 
also  had  representatives  from  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway.  At  that  time  they  objected  to  certain 
stops  being  made,  to  interfere  with  local  travel. 
This  was  not  the  first  thing  they  wanted  done. 
They  want  other  stops,  because  they  have  told  me 
they  would  like  to  stop  at  certain  stations,  certain 
hotels,  further  congesting  traffic  in  the  city.  And 
their  own  statement  bears  out  what  I  said  pre- 
viously. They  didn't  press  the  matter  at  that 
time  because  they  told  us  in  plain  language  they 
could  go  over  our  heads  and  get  authority  that 
they  wanted, — and  they  did  get  the  authority.  It 
is  a  long  time  between  now  and  January  1.  If 
this  matter  is  kept  in  my  committee  until  that 
time  I  will  have  another  talk  with  the  committee 
members.  Every  one  of  the  committee  members 
has  been  approached,  if  I  am  not  mistaken.  I 
think  letters  were  written  to  them,  the  same  as 
were  written  to  me.  If  this  stays  in  committee,  I 
will  hold  a  meeting  and,  if  they  see  fit  to  hold  a 
meeting,  Mr.  Knowles  will  be  requested  to  attend 
that  meeting.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
ACCEPTANCE   OF   CHAPTER    723. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston. 
Finance  Commission,  November  26,  1945. 
The  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — An  act  authorizing  the  permanent 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  new  municipal 
department  for  the  furnishing  of  information, 
advice  and  assistance  to  veterans  of  World  War  II 
and  other  veterans  (chapter  723,  Acts  of  1945)  is 
due  to  come  before  the  City  Council  shortly  for  a 
vote  of  acceptance  or  rejection,  since  section  8  of 
that  act  provides  that  "the  City  Council  in  every 
city  shall  vote  in  the  current  year  on  the  acceptance 
of  this  act." 

This  act  provides  for  "  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  a  department  for  the  purpose  of  furnish- 
ing such  information,  advice  and  assistance  to 
veterans  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
procure  the  benefits  to  which  they  may  be  entitled 
relative  to  employment,  vocational  or  other 
educational  opportunities,  hospitalization,  medical 
care,  pensions  and  other  veterans'  benefits."  It 
does  not  give  to  the  new  department,  if  created, 
the  right  to  dispense  material  aid. 

The  act  also  provides  that  the  person  in  a  city- 
authorized  to  disburse  State  or  Military  Aid 
(Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner  in  the  case  of 
Boston)  shall  become  the  director  of  veterans' 
services  until  a  director  is  appointed.  Thereafter 
the  Mayor  may  appoint  a  new  director  who  shall 
be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Council. 

This  act  in  and  of  itself  seeks  to  provide  a 
clearing  house  of  information  and  assistance  to 
returning  veterans  throughout  the  state,  and  as 
such  has  a  laudable  objective. 

Nevertheless,  the  Finance  Commission  believes 
that  you  should  not  accept  the  act  because 
acceptance  would  mean,  first,  the  creation  of 
another  new  city  department;  secondly,  dividing 
the  authority  and  responsibility  for  the  assistance 
of  war  veterans  between  two  city  departments  and 
the  new  department  would  have  less  authority  in 
this  respect  than  has  the  one  already  in  existence — 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department;  thirdly,  adding 
another  to  an  already  long  list  of  agencies  in  the 
city  for  the  aid  of  veterans,  which  would  tend  to 
create  confusion  among  those  seeking  aid. 

Conditions  as  between  cities  van-  considerably; 
hence  the  importance  of  examining  the  situation 
in  Boston  with  respect  to  the  rendering  of  "in- 
formation, advice  and  assistance"  to  returning 
servicemen. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  Finance  Commission 
has  given  special  consideration  to  the  question  of 
the  relationship  of  the  city  to  the  returning  veteran. 
The  position  of  the  commission  was  stated  in  its 
last  annual  report  to  the  Legislature,  namely, 
"there  is  no  worthier  cause  among  current  social 
objectives  than  the  rendering  of  proper  assistance 
to  the  returning  servicemen  .  .  .  Neverthe- 
less, the  difficulty  is  that  in  the  concerted  rush  to 
render  assistance,  there  is  likely  to  develop  some 
duplication  of  effort  and  overlapping  of  function 
and  jurisdiction  at  tin-  aeveral  levels  of  govern- 
ment." 

When  Mayor  Tobin  first  set  up  the  Veterans' 
Reception  Center  adjoining  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department  in  the  Houghton  and  Dutton  building, 
he  agreed  that  this  activity  as  a  municipal  function 
was  essentially  temporary,  and  that  he  would 
withdraw  support,  if  and  when  the  service's  were 
satisfactorily  provided  otherwise.  Eventually, 
he  allowed  the  Soldiers'  Relict  Commissioner  i<> 
become  the  director  of  it,     Actually  this  was,  and 


still  is,  the  statutory  requirement.     Moreover,  the 

present      Mayor    agreed     at     a     conference     r,f    city 

officials  and    representatives   of   private   agencies 

aiding  in  the  rc-establishincnt  of  veterans  held  last 

February  in  his  office  that  the  Center  belonged 
under  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner. 

A  Greater  Boston  Veterans'  <  lenter  has  now  been 

set  up  at  No.  333  Washington  street,  within  a 
hundred   yards  of  the   Boston   Center.      Since  this 

in  u  center  is  financed  by  the  Greater  Boston 
Community  Fund,  both  centers  may  be  said  to  be 
publicly  financed.  This  new  center  is  staffed  with 
professionally  trained  personnel,  ami  maintains 
on  its  executive  committee  and  on  a  cooperative 
basis,  representatives  of  Selective  Service,  United 
States  Employment  Service,  Red  Cross,  and 
numerous  industrial  and  labor  organizations.  An 
analysis  of  the  needs  and  desires  of  veterans  has 
demonstrated  a  primary  concern  with  the  securing 
of  jobs,  the  launching  of  careers  and  the  solution  of 
personal  problems;  hence  the  major  emphasis  has 
been  placed  by  this  center  on  these  phases  of  the 
transition  to  civilian  life. 

The  acceptance  of  this  act  would  work  a  hardship 
on  the  veterans,  inasmuch  as  anything  less  than 
the  most  skillful  and  effective  aid  is  unfair  to  these 
men  and  women  of  the  armed  forces. 

It  has  been  the  contention  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission from  the  start  that  the  furnishing  of  "in- 
formation, advice  and  assistance"  as  now  contem- 
plated in  this  act,  was  the  proper  function  of  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department.  Assistance  in 
procuring  benefits  lo  which  veterans  are  entitled 
may  still  be  rendered  by  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department  in  the  everyday  functioning  of  that 
department.  Where  job  counseling,  personal 
advice,  and  relationships  with  Selective  Service, 
United  States  Employment.  Service,  Red  Cross! 
and  the  numerous  other  agencies  which  received 
financial  assistance  from  the  Community  Fund,  as 
well  as  industrial  contacts,  are  involved, — the  new- 
Greater  Boston  Veterans'  Center  is  equipped  to 
render  such  assistance. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  it  has  been  found  that 
returning  veterans  want  something  more  than 
information  relative  to  their  rights;  they  want 
tangible  results  in  getting  jobs  and  getting  launched 
on  careers.  The  present  City  of  Boston  Center  is 
hardly  equipped  to  furnish  such  assistance, 
whereas,  the  Greater  Boston  Veterans'  Center 
definitely  is  so  equipped. 

To  summarize,  the  case  may  be  fairly  stated  as 
follows:  The  informational  and  advisory  services 
which  may  be  offered  to  returned  veterans  may  be 
classified  in  two  groups,  (1)  information  "and 
assistance  on  veterans'  rights  relative  to  hospitaliza- 
tion, medical  care,  insurance,  educational  oppor- 
tunities, and  similar  benefits  under  the  law; 
(2)  advice  and  assistance  on  job  and  career  op- 
portunities, and  on  personal  problems.  The 
administration  of  the  first  group,  in  the  nature  of 
the  case,  belongs  in  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ment. In  fact,  this  problem  is  greatly  simplified 
by  the  proximity  of  location  of  the  several  Federal 
veterans'  sen  ices  in  Boston. 

The  Greater  Boston  Center  is  set  up  to  handle 
the  second  group  of  services  particularly,  and 
also  the  first  group  when  the  occasion  arises.' 

It  therefore  seems  entirely  unnecessary  and 
inadvisable  to  perpetuate  the  City  of  Boston 
Center  as  a  detached  unit,  a  condition  which 
would  result  from  the  acceptance  of  chapter  723 
of  the  Acts  of  lit!").

STATEMENT    BY   COUNCILOR   KINSELLA. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  about  two 
years  ago  one  of  the  councilors  offered  a  resolution 
calling  upon  the  State  Legislature  to  so  amend  the 
civil  service  laws  as  to  enable  a  returned  service 
man.  regardless  of  his  physical  condition,  to  be 
reinstated  at  once  into  the  position  he  relinquished 
upon  going  into  the  service,  after  which,  if  his 
condition  was  such  that  he  could  not  perform  his 
duties,  he  was  to  be  retired  at  at  least  one  half  of 
his  annual  salary  earned  at  the  time  of  his  going 
into  service.  During  the  ensuing  debate  on  that 
resolution,  Mr.  President,  I  made  a  statement 
advising  civil  service  employees  of  the  city,  state 
or  town  to  refrain  from  enlisting  in  the  armed 
services  of  the  LTnited  States,  in  spite  of  the  war 
condition,    until    some   protective   measures   were 


thrown  around  their  jobs.  Unknown  to  some  of 
the  members  <>f  this  Body,  I  was  told  by  a  member 
of  the  National  Security  force  shortly  after  I  made 
statement  that  I  was  preaching  treason,  and 
thai  I  had  better  keep  my  mouth  shut.  Now,  you, 
Mr.  President,  and  other  members  of  this  Body 
who  have  served  with  me  at  least  for  two  years — 
and  in  some  cases  four  —  know  that  I  have  been 
very  outspoken  in  my  condemnation  of  antici- 
pated treatment  of  returned  service  men.  I  told 
\  on  of  one  young  man  in  my  town  who  had  col- 
lapsed as  a  result  of  severe  chest  wounds  received 
at  Guadalcanal,  and  when  he  applied  at  the 
(  In  l~i  a  Soldiers'  Home  for  emergency  treatment 
lie  was  turned  away  by  the  commandant  because, 
in  the  commandant's  opinion,  he  could  not  treat 
him  since  he  was  not  a  discharged  service  man. 
Significantly  enough,  the  newspapers  at  that  time 
did  not  publish  anything  about  my  accusations, 
but  that  boy  was  terribly  penalized  when  the 
next  day,  after  being  rejected  at  the  Chelsea 
Soldiers'  Home,  he  reported  at  the  hospital  at 
Fort  Banks  and  was  threatened  with  court  martial 
for  having  criticized  his  superior's  failure  to  treat 
him.  Now.  today.  I  come  before  the  Body  with 
another  criticism  of  the  rotten  treatment  accorded 
these  men,  every  one  of  whom  was  a  potential 
dead  soldier.  I  hesitate  very  much  to  have  any- 
body here  in  this  chamber,  citizen  or  member, 
point  a  fimrer  of  scorn  at  me  for  attempting  to  seek 
publicity  at  the  expense  of  a  service  man,  but  the 
treatment  accorded  this  young  fellow  is  so  bar- 
barous. I  might  say,  in  its  cruelty,  and  in  its  in- 
difference towards  his  welfare,  that  some  one 
must  speak  about  it, —  and  I  propose  to  be  that 
one.  I  have  before  me  a  doctor's  recommendation, 
dated  November  18,  1945;  that  is  one  week  ago 
yesterday.  It  is  addressed  to  the  Veterans' 
Hospital  at  West  Roxbury,  and  says,  in  the  hand- 
writing of  the  doctor:  "  Please  admit  for  emergency 
treatment.  Diagnosis,  malaria" — and  the  name 
of  the  soldier,  incidentally  a  discharged  soldier, 
who  probably  will  find  himself  being  penalized 
in  the  future  when  he  goes  to  these  people  for 
treatment.  I  am  going  to  read  one  of  the  nota- 
tions on  his  honorable  discharge,  and  then  let  them 
deny  the  man  ought  to  have  treatment.  He  was 
given  the  "Good  conduct  medal;  Asiatic  Pacific 
Theatre  Campaign  ribbon;  Philippine  Liberation 
ribbon;  Distinguished  Unit  Badge;  G.  O.  25, 
35th  R.  C.  Comp.  G.  p.  44," —  whatever  that 
means.  The  gentleman  in  question  is  forty  years 
of  age  and  has  approximately  four  years'  service 
in  the  United  States  Army  in  defense  of  myself, 
you  and  everybody  else,  including  the  doctor  who 
rejected  him  for  treatment  at  the  West  Roxbury 
Veterans'  facility.  A  week  ago  last  night,  about 
five  minutes  past  six,  a  friend  delivered  him  in 
his  automobike  to  the  hospital,  where,  immedi- 
ately upon  entering  the  hospital,  he  was  con- 
fronted by  a  Doctor  Walker.  He  showed  Doctor 
Walker  this  slip  of  paper  which  I  have  here,  and 
Doctor  Walker  said  to  him,  "We  don't  work  on 
Sundays."  Is  that  right?  (Speaking  to  the 
discharged  soldier,  who  answered,  "Yes.")  "We 
don't  work  on  Sundays,  and  if  you  want  emergency 
treatment  for  malaria  you  come  in  tomorrow 
morning  at  eight  o'clock  and  we  will  process  you 
like  anyone  else."  When  this  malaria  victim 
contracted  malaria,  Mr.  President,  he  didn't  pick 
his  own  time  and  place.  When  he  contracted 
malaria,  Mr.  President,  he  did  not  pick  his  own 
time  and  place.  But  Doctor  Walker,  whoever 
Doctor  Walker  may  be,  and  others  at  the  Veterans' 
Hospital  in  West  Roxbury,  now  that  these  boys 
have  served  their  purpose,  and  have  served  it  so 
well,  can  tell  these  boys  what  time  and  place  some- 
time in  the  future  they  will  be  treated  for  a  con- 
dition that  they  contracted  in  the  service  of  the 
Doctor  Walkers  and  the  rest  of  us.  The  victim  of 
this  shabby  treatment,  and  this  cruel  and  inhuman 
treatment,  and  this  un-American  treatment,  was 
already  five  days  on  the  flat  of  his  back;  and. 
subsequently,  upon  his  return  home,  was  five 
more  days  on  the  flat  of  his  back.  Doctor  Walker, 
to  give  him  whatever  due  is  coming  to  him.  gave 
him  five  atabrine  pills,  which,  for  a  severe  case  of 
malaria.  I  am  told,  would  not  last  a  day.  The 
point,  Mr.  President,  that  I  am  trying  to  impress 
upon  your  members  and  upon  the  citizenry  of 
Boston  present  here  today,  is  that  too  many  of  the 
predictions  that  I  made  three  or  four  years  ago 
are  coming  true, —  and  many  of  you  men  heard 
me  make  those  predictions.  I  have  always  said 
we  would  go  back  to  the  mass  ingratitude  for  which 
the  American  people  are  infamous.  These  boys 
have  served  us  to  the  limit  of  their  ability,  many 
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sacrificing  their  sanity,  many  having  given  up 
their  lives  and,  unfortunately,  too  many  of  them 
will,  for  the  rest  of  their  days,  be  in  mental  hos- 
pitals for  what  they  did  for  us  and  the  Doctor 
Walkers.  And  now  that  it  is  all  over  and  the  best 
years  of  their  lives  have  been  taken  from  them, 
when  their  health  has  been  undermined,  and 
when  they  face  the  prospects  of  a  lingering  old  ace, 
those  who  suffer  from  malaria  and  different  dis- 
eases, we  find  that  on  Sundays  the  doctors  don't 
give  emergency  treatment.  I  stated  before, 
and  I  state  again  with  all  the  emphasis  at  my 
command,  that  this  fellow  did  not  contract  malaria 
at  any  specific  time  or  place.  But  the  doctors 
can  tell  him  and  others  when  he  will  receive  treat- 
ment. I  don't  know  what  we  can  do  for  these 
boys,  those  of  us  in  municipal  service,  but  we  don't 
lose  our  identities  as  charitable  Americans  and 
grateful  Americans,  even  though  Doctor  Walker 
and  his  ilk  may.  I  only  hope  that  even  though 
we  cannot  take  any  punitive  action  against  Doctor 
Walker  —  I  do  hope  that  before  the  newspapers 
print  anything  about  this,  if  they  intend  to  print 
anything,  they  will  feature  the  boy  and  feature  his 
complaint.  They  can  talk  to  him  and  establish 
the  truth  and  veracity  of  the  statements  I  have 
made  in  his  name.  He  is  honorably  discharged  as 
of  November  3,  1945,  after  about  forty  or  forty- 
four  months  of  service.  And  if  that  is  the  best 
we  can  offer  those  boys,  let  us  serve  notice  on  them 
how  that  complaints  will  do  them  no  good.  If  it 
is  not  the  best  we  can  offer  them,  let  us  try  to  do 
something  about  it.  Of  ourselves  we  can  do 
nothing,  but  publicizing  the  cruelty  of  the  Doctor 
Walkers  may  lead  to  better  treatment  of  these  boys 
in  the  future.

REORGANIZATION   OF   AUXILIARY 
POLICE. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  be 
requested  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  reorganize 
the  auxiliary  police  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
the  regular  police  in  the  protection  of  the  safety 
of  our  residents. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Undoubtedly  most  of  the 
members  of  this  Body,  the  same  as  myself,  have 
received  many  complaints  about  the  lack  of  pro- 
tection of  the  people  who  live  in  their  communities. 
Time  and  time  again,  I  know  in  my  district. 
women  and  men  walking  along  the  streets  are 
assaulted,  and  many  times  robbed  by  criminals. 
Unfortunately,  I  regret  to  state,  liar,-  has  been 
very   little  done   to   curb   the  situation.     I    know 


that  the  time  has  arrived  in  my  district  when 
many  of  the  people  who  reside  there  have  come  to 

me  requesting  that  so I be  done  to  aid  the 

police,  and  there  are  public-spirited  citizens  of  m\ 
district  who  are  willing  to  again  join  the  auxiliary 
police  that  we  had  during  the  blackout  time,  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  the  people  who  live  in  that 
district,  in  their  protection.  Now,  many  reasons 
have  been  assigned  for  these  incidents.  Some 
people  sa\  thai  lighting  conditions  are  the  cause 
of  it.  Others  say  that  it  is  post-war  conditions. 
There  are  still  others  who  claim  that  there  are  not 
enough  policemen,  thai  many  of  the  police  are 
still  in  the  aimed  services  of  our  country,  and  are 
requesting  army  officials  to  discharge  them  so  that 
they  can  give  the  necessary  protection  to  our  citi- 
zens. Then  there  are  other  reasons.  The  Police 
Commissioner  assigns  as  one  reason  that  the  selec- 
tion of  jurymen  is  poor,  that  those  who  sit  on  the 
jury  are  loafers  and  have  nothing  else  to  <jo.  Of 
course,  to  me  that,  is  an  asinine  reason,  because, 
evidenth  ,  he  is  not  aware  of  how  juries  are  selected 
here  in  the  City  Council.  He  perhaps  does  not 
know  that  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners 
send  up  a  box  of  perhaps  ten  thousand  names  from 
which  men  are  selected  to  serve  on  the  jury.  He 
perhaps  does  not  know  there  are  many,  many  men 
who  are  good  business  men  in  the  City  of  Boston 
who  don't  want  the  job  of  sitting  on  a  jury,  and 
come  to  ask  us  to  help  them  get  off  the  jury.  And 
perhaps  he  does  not  know  that  that  is  up  to  the 
presiding  Justice  in  the  Superior  Court,  and  they 
never  allow  them  to  get  off  the  jury.  In  my  estima- 
tion, it  is  defeatism.  The  commissioner  is  unable 
to  cope  with  the  situation,  and  has  to  have  some 

reason,  i tatter  how  lame  it  may  be,  in  order  to 

take  off  his  shoulders  the  problem  of  fighting  crime 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  But  there  is  only  one  thing 
to  do.  We  have  to  help  his  Police  Force  with 
auxiliary  police,  like  in  the  blackout  days.  We 
must  have  reorganization  of  the  auxiliary  police 
force.  And  I  understand,  so  far  as  I  know,  that 
that  Committee  on  Public  Safety  is  still  in  existence. 
The  duration  of  the  war  has  not  really  come  to  a 
legal  termination.  And  so,  therefore,  something 
must  be  done,  and  the  way  to  do  it  is  to  let  the 
people  who  live  in  the  district  settle  the  thing  for 
themselves.  Let  them  be  provided  with  some 
sort  of  defense  measures,  such  as  long  sticks,  in 
order  to  assist  the  people  in  the  neighborhood,  so 
at  least  it  will  keep  away  a  certain  type  of  indi- 
vidual who  is  preying  upon  the  public.  This  is  an 
absolute  necessity  for  the  people  of  Boston.  Some- 
thing must  be  done.  If  they  can't  cope  with  the 
situation  as  it  now  stands,  we  must  help  them,  and 
this  is  the  only  way  I  can  conceive  of,  in  order  to 
help  the  people.  I  know  that  after  five  o'clock, 
when  it  gets  dark,  women  are  afraid  to  come  out 
on  the  streets.  In  my  neighborhood  I  know  that 
is  so,  for  fear  they  may  be  assaulted.  I  can  name 
many  recent  cases  where  women  have  been  as- 
saulted on  the  streets  of  my  district,  and  it  has  to 
stop.  We  can't  keep  them  cooped  up  in  their 
houses  night  after  night.  They  must  be  given 
some  measure  of  protection,  and  if  the  police  can- 
not handle  it  right  now  we  have  to  help  them 
ourselves.  I  know  there  are  thousands  of  men  in 
my  district  who  will  rally  to  the  support  of  the 
police  in  an  attempt  to  protect  their  women.  I 
hope  that  this  passes,  Mr.  President.

The  attached,  I  believe,  is  self-explanatory.

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I  am  also  Home.  Mi.  President,  to  read  the  at- 
tached letter.  It  is  very  short,— the  letter  tliat 
accompanied  .Mi-  Corbett's  lettei  to  me: 

"The  attached  communication  of  the 

lettei  sent  to  Dootoi  Manary." 

The  lettei  reads  as  followa: 

"  Brighton  35,  October  31,  1945 
"Dr.  Manary,  Superintendent,  Boston  CStj    BLot 
pital,  Harrison  Avenue,  Boston,  Mass. 

Dial  Bir, —  On  Octobei  10,  1945,  I  was  called  to 
the  Huston  City  Hospital  as  my  sister  was  very  •  1 1 

—  Mis.  Agnes  E.  Crawford,  14  Orkney  road, 
Brooklinc.  .Medical  Ward  4.  I  arrived  about  10.45 
a.  m.,  and  Doctor  Goldberg  told  me  that  my  sister 
had  been  very  ill  the  previous  night,  and  they  had 
been  up  with  hei  practically  all  night.  On  his 
advice  I  ai ranged  for  the  attached,  as  when  I 
arrived  she  was  unconscious. 

There  is  no  attachment  with  this.  I  will  explain 
that  latei . 

The  icason  for  her  going  to  the  hospital  was 
on  account  of  an  asthma  attack,  and  to  receive 
treatment  for  this  ailment  there.  When  i  arrived 
she  had  a  nasal  oxygen  mask  over  her  nose. 

When  Mrs.  Crawford  went  into  the  hospital1 
she  had  on  her  left  hand  a  wedding  ring  and  a  large 
stone  diamond  ring.  She  understood  the  rules  of 
the  hospital  that  all  jewelry  was  to  he  removed, 
She  was  unable  to  remove  the  diamond  ring  as  it 
had  been  on  her  finger  for  some  twenty  or  thirty 
years,  and  the  only  way  to  take  it  off  was  eithei 
to  soak  it  or  file  it  off.  It  was  during  the  uncon- 
scious period  from  Tuesday  night  late  to  early 
Wednesday  morning  that  the  ring  was  removed, 
because  when  I  got  there  it  was  not  on  her  finger. 
They  claimed  in  there  that  she  had  four  visitors 

—  well,  I  went  in  three  times  that  day  and  mel 
my  niece  in  there  around  11  a.  m.  Wednesday 
morning, —  that  accounts  for  the  four.  No  one 
else  knew  she  was  in  there. 

"The  treatment  given  her  for  asthma  evidently 
caused  the  unconscious  condition  from  Tuesday 
until  some  time  Thursday. 

"I  reported  the  matter  to  the  nurse  on  the  floor, 
also  to  the  superintendent's  office.  The  nurse  told 
me  she  had  had  the  four  visitors  which  I  have 
accounted  for  in  the  foregoing  paragraph. 

"The  diamond  was  valued  at  $000,  and  1  am 
calling  this  theft  to  your  personal  attention,  and 
wish  to  be  advised  as  to  the  investigation  and  the 
reimbursement. 

"Please  bear  in  mind  it  was  impossible  for  her 
to  remove  this  ring  without  force.  Tuesday  night 
she  did  not  have  any  special  nurse  on  duty  with 
her. —  it  was  not  until  Wednesday  when  I  went  in 
that  I  arranged  with  the  'Officious'  Registry  of 
Nurses  that  special  nurses  were  hired,  so  no  out- 
sider was  on  duty  at  the  time  of  the  theft.

Now,  Mr.  President,  in  filing  this  order  I  hope, 
sir,  that  you  will  refer  this  matter  to  a  committee 
that  really  will  make  an  investigation  of  it.  Mr. 
President,  here  are  two  people,  one  who  is  robbed, 
and  the  other,  a  sister,  who  writes  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  hospital  on  October  31,  and  to  date, 
up  to  an  hour  ago,  has  received  no  answer.  Mr. 
President,  when  I  received  the  letter  on  Novem- 
ber 20  from  this  lady  I  not  alone  personally  tried 
on  a  great  many  occasions  on  that  day  to  contact 
Doctor  Manary.  but  when  I  did  not  find  it  possible 
to  get  the  gentleman  in,  I  read  the  letter  that  was 
written  to  Doctor  Manary  to  his  secretary,  and 
told  her  of  the  seriousness  of  this  situation.  Tin- 
secretary  promised  me  faithfully  to  call  it  to 
Doctor  Manary 's  attention,  and  to  have  Doctor 
Manary  call  me  and  talk  with  me  oa  this  matter. 
I  am  one  who  does  not  believe  in  just  getting  a 
letter  and  going  and  making  accusations  against 
a  department  head.  I  believe  that  he  is  entitled 
to  have  the  matter  talked  over  with  him  to  find 
out  what  his  excuse,  if  any,  is  for  not  answering 
this  person.  But  I  have  gone  into  this  matter 
very,  very  carefully  with  Mrs.  Corbett,  and  I  find 
that  their  own  personal  doctor  sent  this  lady,  her 
sister,  into  the  hospital.  She  went  into  a  private 
room,  Mr.  President.  Imagine  it,  in  a  private 
room!  And  in  a  private  room,  sir,  she  had  four 
visitors,  three  of  the  visitors  being  the  lady  who 
wrote  the  letter,  and  one  by  her  niece.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, she  went  in  as  a  paying  patient,  but  whether 
she  did  or  did  not,  would  not  make  any  difference 
to  me  or,  I  think,  any  other  member  of  this  Council 


I  think  that  right  is  ri^ht,  and  I  think  this  lady  is 
entitled  to  an  answer.  At  the  present  time  the 
patient  who  was  lobbed  is  at  home.  She  is  unable 
to  defend  herself.  She  is  still  sick,  sir,  and  I  hope, 
Mr.  President,  that  you,  sir.  in  your  wisdom,  will 
refer  tins   to  b  commute,,  who  will  immediately 

i  a  hearing,  and  if  there  is 
reason  why  this  ring  was  removed,  and  if  they  are 
holding  it  in  safe  keeping  for  the  patient,  lei  them 
give  it  to  her.  or  tell  her  when  she  will  get  her  ring. 
But,  my  goodness,  Mr.  President,  don't  l< 
-land  here  and  not  have  a  hearing  on  this  matter 
to  find  out  why  patients  that  go  to  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  can  be  robbed  in  a  private  room,  and  then 
later  wh(  n  they  send  a  letter  to  the  superintendent 
of  the  hospital,  no  answer  is  ever  given.  On  top 
of  all  that,  I  have  called  Doctor  Manary,  a- 
councilor  of  the  district,  day  m  and  day  out,  and 
cannot  get  Doctor  Manary.  I  have  not,  to  this 
hour,  received  a  call  in  response  to  my  many, 
many  calls  to  Doctor  Manary.  Mr.  President,  I 
hope  you  will  take  action  as  I  have  asked. 

Chairman  HANNON — Because  of  the  import 
of  this  matter,  the  Chairman  will  refer  the  matter 
to  the  Executive  Committee.

HEARING      RE      SMOKE      NUISANCE      IN 
ALLSTON. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  offered  the  following

ment of  Public  Utilities  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  grant  a  hearing  relative  to 
the  smoke  nuisance  now  arising  from  the  Beacon 
Park  roundhouse  in  Allston,  a  property  of  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad  Company,  doing 
business  as  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,  which 
offensive  nuisance  is  resulting  in  the  destruction 
of  homes  in  the  neighborhood  and  is  gradually 
tending  to  make  this  vicinity  an  undesirable  place 
in  which  to  live.  , 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— At  least  the  Beacon 
Park  section  of  Ward  22  is  gradually  deteriorating 
as  a  result  of  the  smoke  nuisance  emanating  from 
the  Beacon  Park  roundhouse.  This  is  property  of 
the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  doing  business  as 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad.  Petitions  have 
already  been  filed  with  the  Attorney-General  re- 
questing that,  in  his  statutory  capacity,  he  repre- 
sent the  people  of  that  area  in  action  before  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Utilities.  And  it  has 
been  suggested  that  the  City  Council  take  enabling 
action  here  today  to  bolster  up  the  petitions 
already  presented  to  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Utilities.  I  ask  immediate  confirmation  of 
this  order  today.

STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILOR  HANLEY. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  move  that  the  order  for 
the  payment  to  Connors  Brothers  Company  be 
withdrawn  from  Executive  Committee  and  brought 
before  the  Body. 

Chairman  HANNON — Just  one  moment. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— It  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  on  October  15  of  this  year, 
Mr.  President,  page  364  of  the  record.  If  there  is 
no  objection,  I  would  like  to  suspend  temporarily, 
and  I  would  like  to  retain  my  rights  after  the 
subsequent  speaker  finishes. 

Chairman  HANNON — The  Chair  is  in  agree- 
ment, and  respects  your  rights,  and  recognizes 
Councilor  Hanley. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  HANNON — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
make  a  statement. 

Chairman  HANNON — Is  there  any  objection  to 
the  councilor's  request?  The  Chair  hears  none. 
Councilor  Hanley. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr  President,  it  is  customary 
in  the  Boston  City  Council  when  you  leave  this 
Honorable  Body  to  say  a  few  words.  Garbed  as 
I  am  in  the  humble  uniform  of  the  United  States 
Navy,  on  Wednesday  next  I  must  leave  for  Mobile, 
Alabama,  to  the  ship  that  I  came  from  seventeen 
days  ago.  The  extension  of  time  is  granted  to 
me  under  the  emergency  clause  because  of  my 
wife's  condition  in  the  hospital,  and  my  mother's 
weakened  condition  at  home.  And  I  believe, 
Mr.  President,  that  this  will  be  my  last  time  in  1945 
to  say  a  few  words  to  you  and  my  honorable 
colleagues.  Approximately  four  years  ago  I  was 
sworn  in  as  a  City  Councilor  from  Ward  11  in 
Boston.  I  was  sworn  in  with  you,  Mr.  President, 
my  good  friend  Leo  Kinsella,  Frank  Foster,  and 
Bill  Dwyer.  There  were  five  new  councilors  at 
the  time.     It  was  the  first  time  I  had  ever  met  any 


of  you.  either  in  the  flesh  or  in  a  social  way.  I 
was  a  stranger  both  in  politics  and  to  t lie  Boston 
City  Council,  and  the  kindness  that  you  have 
always  extended  to  me  I  shall  always  remember, 
regardless  of  the  number  of  years  that  I  live. 
During  my  four  years  in  the  Boston  City  Council 
I  have  very  vivid  memories  of  speaking  on  contro- 
versial subjects,  and   I  believe  it   was    fining  to 

bring  before  you  controversial  subjects  that 
transcended  the  boundaries  of  our  city,  and 
migrated  into  our  Federal  and  our  State  precincts, 
And  some  of  those  things  that  I  said  when  I  was  a 
civilian,  and  when  I  was  immune  from  any  orders 
from  superior  men,  I  was  able  to  speak  on  vehe- 
mently and  vigorously,  and  to  oppose  verbally 
any  man  who  would  try  to  jeopardize  our  American 
rights,  liberties  and  privileges.  And  some  of 
those  remarks  that  were  recorded  by  the  Council 
stenographer  have  since  been  uttered  by  General 
Wainwright  when  he  was  brought  back  to  the 
United  States  of  America.  And  when  I  also  hud 
bitterly  attacked  the  President  of  the  United 
States  then  for  his  attitude  towards  the  men  who 
marched  on  Bataan,  some  people  might  have 
laughed  with  scorn;  but  I  knew  what  the  facts 
were,  and  I  knew  what  I  was  talking  about.  And 
Genera!  Wainwright  several  years  later  said  the 
same  thing  before  a  packed  house  of  Congress. 
And  some  of  the  things  that  are  being  brought  up 
at  the  present  time  in  the  Pearl  Harbor  inquiry 
I  said  on  the  floor  of  this  Council.  I  also  had 
bitterly  attacked  the  White  Paper  promulgated 
by  the  British  Government  in  regard  to  the 
Jewish  immigrants  from  oppressed  European 
countries.  It  demanded  courage,  but  when  you 
stand  upon  the  truth  you  can  defy  any  man  or 
group  of  men.  I  will  always  cherish  my  memories 
of  you  men  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  and  I  hope 
that  some  day  you  will  ascend  the  ladder  in  political 
and  civic  life.  Each  and  every  one  of  you  has 
the  qualifications  that  are  required  in  public  life 
today.  I  have  differed  with  some  of  you  on 
principles — not  in  a  personal  vein — and  I  hope, 
as  I  leave,  that  my  memory  with  you  will  be  as 
rich  as  yours  is  with  me.  And  in  saying  good-by, — 
it,  is  an  old  Anglo-Saxon  phrase,  a  syncopated 
form  that  has  come  down  through  the  years — 
it  is  "God  be  with  you."  And  I  hope,  and  that 
is  my  prayer,  that  He  shall  always  be  with  you, 
each  and  every  one,  and  your  loved  ones,  down 
through  the  years.  I  thank  you  sincerely.  (Pro- 
longed applause.) 

Chairman  HANNON — I  will  ask  the  Council  to 
rise,  kindly,  and  join  in  a  token  of  fond  memories 
of  our  worthy  brother  councilor,  Matt  Hanley. 
(The  members  did  so.) 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  HANNON — The  Chair  has  recognized 
Councilor  Muchnick. 


CLAIM     OF    CONNORS     BROTHERS 
COMPANY. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  on  Octo- 
ber 15  of  this  year  there  was  presented  to  this 
Council  an  order  for  the  payment  to  Connors 
Brothers  Company.  That  order  at  that  time 
was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  has 
remained  in  that  committee  up  until  now.  That 
order  comes  here  as  a  result  of  an  act  passed  by  the 
Legislature,  that  act  being  known  as  chapter  (122 
of  the  Acts  of  1945.  It  was  approved  on  July  17 
of  1945,  when  it  was  signed  by  the  Governor,  after 
having  been  passed  by  both  branches  of  the 
Legislature.  That  act  is  in  two  sections,  a  sec- 
tion 1  which  provides  as  follows: 

"For  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  moral 
obligation  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  premises, 
and  after  an  appropriation  has  been  made  therefor, 
there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  Connors  Brothers 
Company,  a  Maine  corporation,  the  sum  of  $4,800 
in  full  settlement  of  its  claims  arising  out  of  a 
certain  contract  it  had  with  the  Suffolk  County 
Court  House  Commission." 

And  then,  section  2  gives  specific-  details  of  how 
payment  shall  be  made 

"The  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized  to 
pay  to  the  Commonwealth,  upon  certification  by 
the  treasurer  thereof,  its  proportion  of  the  amount 
herein  authorized  as  ami  in  the  manner  provided 
by  section  4  of  chapter  534  of  the  Acts  of  1906, 
as  amended,  No  payment  shall  be  made  by  the 
Commonwealth  under  this  act  until  it  has  received 
said  proportionate  payment  from  the  city.  No 
payment   shall   be   made   hereunder    until    there 
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shull  have  been  filed  with  the  comptrolli  u  an 
ment,  signed  by  said  Connors  Brothers  Com- 
pany ,  that  the  amount,  if  any,  paid  or  to  be  paid 
for  legal  services  rendered  m  connection  with  the 
passage  of  this  aet  shall  not  exceed  ten  pet  cenl  of 

the  sum  paid  or  payable  hereunder." 

Many  yean  Ago  the  Connor-  Brothers  Company 
had   a  contrael    with  the  Suffolk  County  Court 

Bouse  Commission,  and  under  the  terms  of  that 
contract  performed  certain  work.  That  work  was 
properly  and  fully  completed,  and  the  Connors 
Brothers  Company  did  not  gel  paid  for  its  work. 
Acting  on  advice  of  counsel  at  that  time,  the 
Connors  Brothers  Company  did  not  press  its 
claim,  and  the  claim  was  subsequently  outlawed 
by  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  Since  then  the 
company  has  been  attempting  to  get  payment. 
There  have  been  orders  introduced  in  this  Council, 
a  few  years  ago.  by  the  then  President  Galvin. 
and  subsequently  it  was  brought  up  before  the 
House  of  Representatives,  which  very  specifically 
states  in  the  act  which  it  passed  that  it  recognized 
and  wanted  to  discharge  the  moral  obligation 
that  it  owed  to  the  Connors  Brothers  Company  in 
the  payment  of  this  debt.  This  act.  and  the 
payment  under  it.  must  be  accepted  by  the  Citj 
Council.  I  understood  that  the  proportion  that 
is  paid  is  approximately  70  per  cent  by  the  city 
and  30  per  cent  by  the  Commonwealth.  The 
matter  has  been  thoroughly  gone  into  by  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate,  I  am 
informed.  We  had  Mr.  Connors,  who  repre- 
sented the  company,  before  us  at  the  Executive 
Committee  several  weeks  ago.  I,  for  one,  am 
convinced  that  the  city  is  a  partner  and  owes  this 
moral  debt,  or  its  share  of  it.  And  I  am  further 
convinced  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  upright 
enough  to  discharge  its  moral  obligations,  even 
though  they  might  have  been  outlawed  by  the 
Statute  of  Limitations  in  a  legal  sense.  I  am  a 
little  bit  surprised  that  this  matter  was  allowed  to 
stay  in  Executive  Committee,  and  that  it  has  been 
kicking  around  in  there  for  several  weeks.  And 
it  is  for  that  reason  I  make  the  motion  that  it  be 
brought  out  before  this  Body  and  acted  upon, 
as  we  have  only  three  or  four  more  meetings  at  the 
most,  if  this  act  is  to  be  accepted,  it  being  necessary 
under  the  act  to  accept  it  before  the  expiration 
of  this  calendar  year.  I  know  that  Boston  wants 
to  do  what  is  right,  and  it  clearly  is  our  moral 
obligation  to  pay  off  this  bill  that  is  many,  many 
years  old. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  long  as  we 
have  started  the  discussion  on  it,  we  might  as  well 
go  further.  What  really  took  place  in  executive 
session?  The  way  the  order  was  presented, 
Mr.  President,  it  is  like  voting  on  a  blank  piece  of 
paper  and  signing  your  name  to  it.  There  is  no 
information  whatsoever  on  the  order.  You  are 
asked  to  vote  about  something  you  don't  know 
anything  about,  and  the  reason  I  voted  to  keep  it 
in  Executive  is  because  f  didn't  receive  informa- 
tion of  what  went  on  or  what  took  place.  I  asked 
the  chairman  of  the  executive  session  if  he  had  any 
information,  and  he  gave  me  as  much  as  he  had, 
which  was  not  very  much.  So  that  is  one  reason 
why  I  voted  to  keep  it  in  Executive,  and  that  is 
why  I  am  going  to  vote  to  keep  it  in  Executive, 
because  I  am  not  in  the  habit,  Mr.  President,  of 
voting  for  something  that  I  don't  know  anything 
about. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I,  too,  voted  to  keep  it  in 
Executive  Committee,  because  I  like  to  hear  both 
sides  of  the  question.  There  is  no  reason  why  we 
can't  hear  from  the  Court  House  Commission  as 
to  yvhy  this  bill  was  not  paid.  The  councilor  from 
Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchniek.)  says  that  the  work  was 
properly  completed,  and  yet  we  wonder  what  that 
"properly"  means,  when  we  hear  from  the  evidence 
that  the  work  was  finished  beyond  the  contract 
time.  It  was  finished  some  time  six  months  after. 
I  believe  it  should  stay  in  Executive  until  we  hear 
each  side  of  the  case.  It  is  twenty  years  old,  but 
just  because  it  is  old  is  no  reason  it  should  not  be 
paid,  unless  it  is  an  unjust  claim.  Gentlemen,  there 
is  a  recourse  at  law,  six  years,  within  which  a  person 
may  bring  his  case  in  court.  And  now,  fifteen 
years  afterwards,  we  are  asked  to  act  on  the  old 
claim.  I  want  to  hear  both  sides  of  the  case,  all 
that  we  should  hear.  I  agree  with  the  distin- 
guished councilor  (Coun.  Kelly)  that  we  should 
get  more  information  on  this  before  we  pass  out 
the  taxpayers'  money. 

Coun.  KlNSELLA — Personally,  I  am  satisfied 
thai  the  city  owes  this  man  money.  As  I  recall 
his    appearance   a    few   minutes   ago,    he   was   an 


elderly  gentleman  who  came  in  with  a  portfolio 
filled  witli  papers  and  photostats  of  originals  that 
hi-  was  perfectly  willing  to  lay  before  us,  and  he 
was.  if  I  remember  rightly,  more  or  less  burned 
up  because  none  of  Us  had  the  inclination  to  look 
fti  them.  We  had  a  long,  busy  session,  and  we 
let  him  give  us  a  resume  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  debt  was  incurred.  As  I  recall,  it  had  some- 
thing to  do  with  the  judges'  lobby  in  the  old 
courthouse,  and  because  he  had  exceeded  the  Inn. 
limit  the  money  was  never  paid,  although  the 
physical  work  was  actually  done.  His  company 
furnished  materials  and  manpower,  according  to 
the  original  terms  of  the  contract,  and  apparently 
his  company  was  derelict  in  only  one  feature,  and 
that  was  the  feature  of  time,  for  which  he  was 
penalized.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  think  you  were 
in  vent — and  I  would  like  to  be  set  right  if  the  facts 
are  a  little  twisted  or  distorted  in  my  mind.  As  I 
recall,  some  one  asked  why  he  did  not  get  paid 
sooner.  He  answered  us:  "I  will  be  honest  with 
you  gentlemen.  I  am  not  a  poor  man.  I  have  a 
substantial  amount  of  money,  and  this  did  not 
mean  too  much  to  me.  But  now  I  realize  it  lias 
gone  too  long,  and  I  decided  to  reopen  it."  And 
he  gave  a  chronological  account  of  what  happened, 
back  to  the  presenting  of  the  bill  for  the  first  time 
some  time  back  in  1939  or  1941.  The  original 
Stale  Legislature  rejected  the  bill  and  subse- 
quently passed  it.  It  was  presented  in  1941  by 
the  then  President  of  the  Council,  William  j. 
Galvin,  and  no  action  was  taken,  and  this  gentle- 
man decided  four  years  later  to  come  in  here 
again.  I  distinctly  remember  the  old  gentleman 
offering  two  or  three  times  to.  show  us  records  and 
photostats,  and  so  forth.  But,  as  I  say,  we  had 
l"ii,  through  a  long,  busy  afternoon,  and  most  of 
us  were  anxious  to  get  out,  and  instead  of  examin- 
ing the  records  he  wanted  to  submit  we  simply 
allowed  him  to  give  us  a  fast  "run-down"  on  the 
situation.  Now,  if  we  are  to  put  Boston  in  the 
position  of  being  a  "welsher,"  at  least  I  don't 
want  it  that  way.  If  some  one  owed  me  $4,800, 
I  would  want,  it,  regardless  of  how  much  I  had. 
If  we  owe  it,  let  us  pay  it  and  get  rid  of  it,  regard- 
less of  how  much  money  he  has.  I  wouldn't  care 
if  he  had  one  hundred  million.  If  we  owe  him 
$4,800,  by  all  means  let  us  give  it  to  him.  As  to 
our  own  failure  to  take  another  hour  to  listen  to 
the  gentleman  and  failing  to  look  at  his  records 
that  he  brought  up  for  our  scrutiny, — that  is  not 
Mr,  Connors'  fault.  We  wanted  to  get  out  fast, 
and  we  were,  furthermore,  rude  to  the  old  fellow. 
He  had  contacted  a  number  of  men  in  this  Council 
who  had  a  pretty  good  idea  of  what  his  plea  was. 
The  rest  of  us  knew  nothing  about  it.  But  in  the 
short  time  he  was  with  us,  I  think  he  persuaded  us 
he  had  a  valid,  legal  claim  on  the  City  of  Boston. 
Now,  the  Legislature  seems  to  have  agreed  with 
the  gentleman.  And  I  can  tell  you  who  know 
this  was  the  procedure.  They  rejected  him  once 
because  of  insufficient  knowledge  on  the  subject. 
When  they  passed  it,  it  was  because  they  had 
sifted  his  claim.  It  is  sent  down  here  now  to  us 
for  final  payment.  As  I  said  before,  I  will  not 
vote  to  make  the  City  of  Boston  a  "welsher,"  and 
I  hope  this  is  taken  from  committee,  and  that  the 
old  fellow  gets  his  money. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.  President,  the  previous 
speaker  (Coun.  Kinsella)  has  stated  my  senti- 
ments in  the  case.  We  owe  the  money.  The 
Legislature  has  said  we  owe  the  money.  It  is 
only  a  small  sum  of  money,  in  the  first  place.  I 
can't  see  any  reason  why  the  city  does  not  make 
payment  of  this  money.  The  man  is  entitled  to 
it,  he  put  in  his  work,  and  he  put  in  his  money. 
Why  should  we  refuse  to  pay  it?  I  hope  it  is 
taken  from  the  table. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  sorry  I 
wasn't  at  the  meeting  where  the  gentleman 
appeared,  but  I  think  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  who  have  not  got  the  information  of  what 
is  going  on  or  what  the  score  is  should  at  least  be 
given  that  information.  Personally  I,  along  with 
a  good  many  other  members  of  the  Council,  don't 
know  the  first  thing  of  what  we  are  to  vote  on. 
I  am  not  questioning  whether  the  money  is  or  is 
not  owed,  but  I  think  we  ought  to  have  some 
kind  of  a  hearing  on  the  matter,  and  refer  it  to 
some  kind  of  committee,  and  invite  the  gentleman 
there  and  give  him  plenty  of  time  so  that  the  coun- 
cilors, like  myself,  can  get  the  proper  information. 
I  don't  say  I  won't  vote  for  it  eventually.  I  am 
voting  against  it  today  because  I  don't  know  what 
I  am  voting  on.  I  would  like  some  information 
on  the  subject  before  I  vote  yes  on  it.

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Conn.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  was  not  in 
attendance  when  this  elderly  gentleman  appeared 
before  the  Executive  Committee,  at  which  time  I 
understand  he  presented  photostats  and  many 
things.  He  is  probably  deserving  of  his  pay, 
the  money  that  is  owed  him,  but  I  feel  that  I 
have  to  go  against  it  today.  I  hope  that  it  will 
stay  in  committee  so  that  I  will  have  a  week  to  find 
out  whether  or  not  if  I  voted  today  against  it 
I  was  doing  the  wrong  thing.  I  want  to  do  what 
is  right,  and  I  ask  that  that  order  stay  in  Execu- 
tive Committee  until  next  week,  and  if  these 
councilors  have  a  knowledge  that  that  work  was 
done,  and  the  money  is  owed  the  man,  and  can 
present  that  knowledge  to  me  during  this  week, 
then  I  will  be  able  to  vote  more  intelligently  on 
the  matter  next  week. 

Chairman-  HANNON  —  Under  Rule  14,  a 
majority  of  all  members  of  the  Council  must  so 
vote.

STATEMENT   BY   COUNCILOR 
KINSELLA. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  HANNON — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  arise? 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  ask  unanimous  consent 
to   make   a.  statement. 

Chairman  HANNON — Councilor  Kinsella  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  Is 
there  any  objection?  The  Chair  hears  none. 
Councilor  Kinsella. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  Presidt.it,  although 
this  is  still  a  formal  session,  I  would  like  to  speak 
very  informally  about  a  fellow  whose  friendship 
I  have  appreciated  and  enjoyed  during  the  last 
four  years.  And  I  take  this  job  upon  myself, 
knowing  right  well  that  any  member  here  who 
had  an  honest,  sincere  affection  for  this  fellow 
here,  Matt  Hanley,  could  do  the  job  better  than 
I  could.  I  listened  to  his  valedictory  with  a 
little  feeling  of  sorrow  because  I  know  the  day  is 
fast  coming  w'hen  I  will  be  out  on  my  own,  and  I 
would  like  to  feel  on  the  day  I  go  out  of  this 
chamber,   by   one  means   or   another,   that   I   will 


leave  behind  me  the  affection  that  Matt  Hanley 
leaves  behind  him.  It  is  true  that  I  didn't  know 
Matt  Hanley  until  a  few  days  before  we  were 
sworn  in  together  in  1942,  and  from  that  moment 
up  to  the  present,  today,  and  for  all  time  into  the 
future,  I  have  enjoyed  and  will  continue  to  enjoy 
the  friendship  of  one  of  the  finest  fellows  that 
Boston  politics  have  ever  produced.  It  is  unfortu- 
nate that  Matt  Hanley  has  to  be  here  when  kind 
things  are  being  said  about  him.  Nevertheless, 
I  would  like  to  believe  that  I  spoke  the  true 
sentiments  of  every  member  of  this  Bod.y,  present 
or  absent,  in  extolling  the  true  character  of  Matt 
Hanley,  displayed  for  our  benefit  over  a  period  of 
almost  four  years.  And  I  regret  exceedingly 
that  I  am  not  going  to  come  into  this  chamber 
in  the  next  two  years,  beginning  January  1,  and 
see  Matt  Hanley  around,  as  he  has  always  been 
for  the  past  four  years  up  to  his  entry  into  the 
service.  He  is  a  gentleman  of  high  quality  and 
fine  intellectual  attainments,  never  matched  by 
anybody  of  his  age  in  the  public  life  of  Boston. 
We  know,  since  taking  his  place  in  this  chamber, 
that  he  has  never  uttered  a  deliberate  falsehood. 
I  am  still  speaking  in  my  character  as  a  friend  of 
Matt  Hanley,  and  not  so  much  as  a  member  of 
the  City  Council.  I  have  liked  him  intensely. 
I  have  found  him  to  be  a  true,  loyal  friend,  whose 
independence  not  even  friendship  could  affect. 
I  think  I  have  something  of  the  feeling  that  Matt 
Hanley  has  in  his  heart  as  he  leaves  this  chamber 
today  for  perhaps  the  last  time  as  a  councilor. 
I  have  always  thought  when  physical  death  steps 
in  that  something  dies  within  the  heart  of  the 
surviving  members.  And  when  Matt  Hanley 
goes  out  of  this  chamber,  never  to  come  back,  he 
will  leave  something  behind  him  that  is  dead. 
It  will  be  lesser  enthusiasm  for  the  job  of  the  day; 
lesser  enthusiasm  for  the  regular  attendance  on 
my  duties  here,  because  of  the  great  inspiration 
he  was,  because  of  the  grand  things  that  he  is  and 
has  been,  and  that  can  be  said  of  him  without  a 
"  tongue-in-the-cheek "  attitude.  I  can  now  say 
again  for  myself,  and  I  hope  I  utter  the  sentiments 
of  this  Body,  that  wherever  Matt  Hanley  goes 
I  do  hope  he  will  enjoy  in  the  fullest  possible 
measure  prosperity,  good  health  and  good  luck. 
And  that  is  from  a  simple  little  guy  to  a  grand 
guy.     (Applause.)

I  think  you  have  put  into  words  the  feeling  of 
every  member  of  the  City  Council.

Brighton  District,  are  improperly  drawn,  and  do 
not  accomplish  the  purpose  intended.

Sirs, — Permit  me  to  call  to  your  attention  two 
orders  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  November  26, 
1945,  and  approved  by  your  Honor  on  Novem- 
ber 27,  1945,  relative  to  amendments  to  the 
Compensation  and  Classification  Plans  for  the 
Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County,  wherein 
the  ranges  of  compensation  were  changed  for  the 
Assistant  Clerks  of  Court  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
Brighton  District,  and  the  Clerks  of  Court  of  the 
East  Boston  District  Court  and  the  District 
Court  of  Chelsea. 

Both  of  the  orders  changing  the  ranges  of  com- 
pensation are  improperly  drawn  and  do  not 
correspond  with  the  requirements  of  the  Plan. 

In  the  order  referring  to  the  Assistant  Clerks 
of  Court  of  the  Municipal  Court,  Brighton  District, 
the  existing  ranges  of  compensation  are  improperly 
stated,  and  does  not  refer  to  the  proper 
classification. 

In  the  order  changing  the  range  of  compensa- 
tion for  the  Clerks  of  Court  of  the  District  Court 
of  Chelsea  and  the  East  Boston  District  Court, 
the  wording  used  to  change  the  range  of  compen- 
sation of  the  Clerk  of  the  East  Boston  District 
Court  does  not  specifically  change  the  rate  of 
compensation  as  required  under  the  Plan,  except 
by  comparison  with  the  clerk  of  another  court. 
This  is  improper,  and  does  not  accomplish  the 
purpose.  The  wording  used  should  specifically 
strike  out  the  range  of  compensation  as  it  exists, 
and  substitute  in  place  thereof  the  new  range  of 
compensation.

Chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the 
Acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  two,  as  amended 
by  section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty- 
six  of  the  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  2.  The  amount  of  the  annual  pension 
of  members  of  the  police  department  retired  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  who  are  certified  to  be 
permanently  incapacitated  by  injury  sustained  in 
the  actual  performance  of  duty,  or  who  are  in- 
capacitated for  active  service  and  have  served  in

retired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  one 
half  of  the  annual  compensation  allowed  to  men  of 
the  grade  in  which  such  member  served.  Said 
pension  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.)

At  the  present  time  there  are  thousands  of  aged 
persons  who  are  not  receiving  their  lull  allotment 
of  old  age  assistance  because  of  the  requirement 
they  an-  supposed  to  be  receiving  contributions 
from  their  children.  Under  the  L945  exemption 
rate,  since  V— J  day,  thousands  of  children  of  old 
age  assistance  recipients  have  been  laid  off  al- 
together, or  work  on  a  part-time  basis  only.  Thej 
are  unable  to  support  DOth  their  own  families  and 

theii  parents  at  the  same  time.  As  of  January  1, 
1946,  thpse  children  will  automatically  be  relieved 

of  any   further  drain  on   their   met nnces. 

The  old  age  assistance  laws  require  social  workers 
to  visit  their  clients  only  once  every  six  months, 
If  these  visits  are  not  made  until  Februarj  ,  March, 
April  or  May,  or  perhaps  latei  111  the  year  1946, 
the  budget  of  an  aged  person  receiving  old  age 
assistance  will  not  be  increased  from  one  to  six 
months  after  January  1,  1946,  the  date  when  thi 
increase  in  the  old  age  assistance  is  legally  effective. 
What  I  am  trying  to  bring  out,  Mr.  President,  is 
that  in  the  past  you  and  I  and  all  of  us  have  had 
the  experience  whereby  children  who  have  their 
parent  or  parents  receiving  old  age  assistance  still 
were  forced  by  law,  if  they  received  a  certain 
amount,  as  I  have  just  mentioned,  in  1945  without 
any  deduction  for  any  taxes  or  social  security  and 
so  forth,  to  give  t,,  then  parents  over  and  aboVe 
that  figure  one  third  of  their  earnings.  Whereas 
this  amendment  of  chaptei  116A  of  the  General 
Laws  has  been  approved  and  signed,  now  I  feel 
that  will  eliminate  many  a  Linden  on  the  individual 
who  has  had  two  or  three  children  and  has  had 
bills  to  pay  and  still  has  made  a  little  bit  above 
that  amount  specified  and  they  had  to  contribute 
one  third  of  the  amount  to  their  parents.  This 
law  takes  effect  January  1,  1946.  You  and  I  can 
realize  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  and  ted 
tap,-  that  has  to  be  gone  through  in  order  to  bring 
the  budgets  of  these  old  age  assistance  recipients 
up  to  the  standard  prescribed  by  law.  I  feel, 
however,  Mr.  President,  that  then  will  l,e  many 
of  them  who  will  not  receive  their  increase  on 
January  1.  However,  I  put  this  order  in  so  that 
the  Old  Age  Assistance  Bureau  may  start  in  then 
work  on  readjustment  so  that  these  individuals 
may  receive  their  checks  either  on  the  first  of 
January  01  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter.  On  all 
those  who  do  noi  receive  their  increases  on  Jan- 
uary 1,  when  the  visitor  gets  around,  in  readjusting 
that  individual's  old  age  assistance,  it  should  be 
made  retroactive  as  of  January  1  so  that  then-  will 
be  no  one  deprived  of  his  tights  prescribed  by  law. 
I  hope  that  the  order  will  pass  under  suspension 
of  the  rule.

housing  projects  in  Boston.  Now,  in  following 
out  that  practice,  Mr.  President,  they  brought 
about  a  condition  in  Boston  that  is  untenable  both 
for  us  and  for  the  Authority  themselves.  People 
filinL'  an  application  todaj  have  Ies-  prospect  of 
getting  in  than  the  people  of  any  other  time  during 
public  housing  in  the  last  six  or  seven  years,  to 
my  knowledge.  I  do  not  know,  Mr.  President, 
what  the  plan  is,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  the  im- 

pn  --ion  I  was  allowed  to  get  a  year  or  two  years 
ago  is  still  a  valid  impression  ami  well  founded.  I 
do  not  know  wh\  the  Huston  Housing  Authority 
will  persist  in  taking  applications  from  people- 
when  thej  have  stated  to  us  hen-  as  long  ago  as 
one  year  back  that  of  the  5,900  apartments  under 
their  control  in  Huston,  they  were  98  per  cent 
occupied  with  2  per  cent  per  month  turnover.  It 
is  probably  now  99  per  cent  or  100  per  cent  occu- 
pied, what  with  the  winter  coming  on  and  the  fact 
that  there  are  so  many  applicants.  I  do  not  know 
why  it  is  so,  unless  the  purpose  is  to  go  before 
( longress  and  ask  for  further  funds,  and  show  them 
a  pool  with  ten  or  twenty  or  forty  thousand  cases. 
I  do  not  know  why  they  cannot  play  fair  with  the 
people  of  Boston  who  need  housing  more  now  than 
ever  before  in  their  lives.  We  have  a  condition  in 
Charlestown,  Mr.  President,  that  is  intolerable. 
We  have  boys  coming  back  from  the  service. 
Immediately  upon  severance  from  the  service  they 
lost  their  service  income.  They  have  not  been 
readjusted  into  their  old  jobs  since  the  reconversion 
plans  have  seemed  to  fizzle  out.  We  have  a  lot  of 
unemployed  among  returning  servicemen.  Yet 
those  men  are  confronted  in  many  instances  with 
small  families  they  did  not  have  a  few  years  ago 
when  they  went  into  the  service.  I  have  in  mind 
several  instances  of  boys  whose  wife  and  small 
children  lived  with  his  or  her  parents  during  the 
days  of  his  absence.  He  comes  back  now  and  they 
face  the  inevitable  proposition  of  shifting  for  them- 
Thcv  are  told  to  go  in  and  file  an  appli- 
cation with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority.  That 
is  the  start  of  all  their  hopeless  headaches.  They 
are  advised,  they  are  instructed,  they  are  informed, 
and  they  are  helped  with  the  application.  Then 
they  come  up  against  a  brick  wall  of  no  available 
apartments,  why  cannot  that  be  told  to  those 
servicemen?  Inform  the  servicemen  when  they 
show  the  slightest  interest  in  public  housing 
occupancy.  Why  does  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  insist  on  building  up  a  huge  reserve 
when  Congress  perhaps  with  half  or  quarter  the 
number  they  probably  have  now  will  eventually 
allow  them  to  expand  and  extend.  I  do  not  think 
it  is  fair  for  those  young  men  and  their  wives  and 
children  to  be  played  on  a  string,  day  after  da\  , 
week  in  and  week  out,  when  some  one  in  control 
down  there  can  explain  to  them  the  hopelessness 
of  filing  an  application  for  housing.  In  other 
words,  Mr.  President,  why  cannot  it  be  given  to 
them  straight  out,  that  you  can  file  if  you  will, 
but  we  may  never  be  able  to  take  you  in  with 
conditions  as  they  are.

I 
repeat  again  that  the  Boston  Eousing  Authority 
should  declare  a  holiday  on  the  acceptance  of 
applications  from  people  they  know  they  cannot 
house.  It  will  alleviate  a  bad  condition  for  us 
and  for  them.  I  hope  that  the  rule  is  suspended, 
and  the  order  passed. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  although  I 
agree  in  part  with  the  remarks  made  by  my  good 
friend  and  colleague  from  Ward  2  (Conn  Kin- 
sells,),  however,   I  have  to  disag in  so  far  as 

this  order  is  concerned.  I  have  had  occasion  to 
call  up  the  Housing  Authority  for  individuals 
who  have  been  discharged  from  the  service,  who 
have  been  trying  to  get  housing  in  the  housing 
projects.  I  was  told  at  that  time  that  the  chances 
of  housing  were  very,  very  meager,  but  thai 
would  be  able  to  file  an  application  with  tie 
Housing  Authority  if  they  so  desired.  What  1 
have  in  mind  is  this,  Mr.  President,  1  am  onlj 
wondering,  what  would  the  reaction  be  if  a  man 
who  had  been  discharged  from  the  service  comes 
back  to  us  and  he  is  told  he  cannot  even  file 
an  application  which  may  in  due  time  reach  htm 
and  that  individual  may  be  housed.  I  am  won 
dering  what  would  really  be  the  reaction  of  the 
boys  coming  back.  I  agree  with  the  councilor 
that  in  the  City  of  Boston  it  is  really  a  bad  situa- 
tion in  so  far  as  housing  is  concerned.  I  have 
stated  time  and  time  again  I  feel  that  Congress 
should  have  taken  action  long  before  this  time 
I  realize  full  well  that  in  sections  of  our  City  of 
Boston,  and  in  particular  my  own  district,  repre- 
senting the  North,  West  and  South  Ends  of  Boston, 
we  still  have,  to  use  the  phrase,  "cow  paths" 
for  streets.  But  still  they  put  a  tag  on  property 
that  could  not  be  acquired,  because  it  is  more 
than  $1.50  per  square  foot,  where  these  housing 
projects  should  go  into.  That  has  been  one  prob- 
lem that  Congress  has  not  solved  up  to  this  time. 
I  do  believe  that  it  is  their  intention  to  solve 
the  housing  conditions,  not  only  in  the  City  of 
Boston  but  throughout  the  entire  nation.  Unless 
Congress  does  something  about  it,  to  modify  that 
act,  so   that    we  may   have  more  housing  erected 

ur  city,   we  are  K"ms   to  have  our  hands  full 

in  the  near  future.  There  is  also  one  more  thing 
I  had  in  mind.  Again,  1  mus1  state,  as  I  have 
stated  for  the  past  six  years,  something  ought 
to  be  done  in  order  to  try  to  induce  the  various 
insurance  companies  of  our  city,  and  even  those 
outside  of  our  city  if  they  will  be  willing  to  invest 
some  of  their  money  in  erecting  these  housing 
projects  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  am  reminded 
of  five  and  a  half  years  ago  when  I  made  that  sug- 
gestion to  the  man  who  was  Mayor  at  the  time. 
I  feel  it  would  be  a  great  opportunity  for  the 
insurance  companies,  and  a  greater  opportunity 
for  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  maintain 
our  city  and  still  live  in  our  city.  We  can  see 
day  in  and  day  out,  individuals  who  are  moving 
from  our  city,  not  because  they  are  tired  of  living 
in  t he  City  of  Boston,  not  because  they  do  not 
make  a  livelihood  in  our  city,  but  primarily 
because  the  housing  conditions  are  not  in  normal 
circumstances  as  they  should  be.  Unless  some- 
thing is  done,  yes,  we  will  find  our  city  a  ghosl 
city.  Before  anything  like  that  should  take  place 
in  our  city,  I  feel  that  the  problem  of  housing 
should  be  first  solved  and  solved  at  the  m 
date  and  in  the  leasi  possible  time.  However, 
coming  back  to  the  order,  I,  for  one.  Mi  Presi- 
dent, believe  we  should  not  deprive  a  veteran

This  fellow  was  Otherwise 
eligible.  He  had  a  girl  over  two  years  of  age.  We 
all  know  that  requires  a  two-bedroom  apartment. 
Any  child  of  two  is  supposed  to  have  his  or  her  own 
room.  The  answer,  if  he  were  otherwise  eligible — 
you  all  know  it — would  be,  "We  have  no  two- 
bedroom  apartments,"  and  he  would  have  to  wait 
his  turn.  The  two-bedroom  apartments  are  the 
ones  most  commonly  in  demand  because  that  size 
apartment  will  accommodate  a  family  of  five 
pi  iple.  It  will  accommodate  two  children  in  one 
bedroom  and  the  parents  and  another  child  under 
i  wo  years  of  age  in  the  second  bedroom.  The 
average  sized  family  todaj  is  about  five  people. 
So  that  that  is  the  apartment  size  most   commonly 

i  demand.  If  he  were  in  the  cleai  otherwise,  he 
would  still  not  be  able  to  get  satisfaction  on  an 
application  several  years  old  and  only  because  he 
has  a  minor  police  record.  If  it  is  not  one  thing, 
it  is  another.  But  the  United  States  Army  and 
the  Selective  Service  Board  did  not  refuse  thai 
fellow  because  of  a  police  record.  And  the  man 
that  shot  that  heel  off  his  foot  did  not  think  of  him 
as  the  possessor  of  a  police  record.

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  each  member  of  the  Massachusetts  delegation 
in  Congress. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  in  introducing 
this  resolution  today.  I  am  asking  that  a  copy  of 
it  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
delegation  in  Congress.  It  was  the  result  of  the 
following  letter  I  received  some  five  or  six  days 
ago,  which  I  am  going  to  ask  permission  to  read, 
io  be  incorporated  into  the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 
"November  24,  1945. 

"Hullo,  John,  and  how  are  you?  Please  forgive 
me  for  not  writing  sooner" 

I  am  not  going  to  read  the  whole  letter  but 
wish  to  bring  out  the  important  facts  In  it  Thank 
you. 

"November  24,  1945. 

"Hullo,  John,  and  how  are  you'.'  Please  forgive 
me  for  not  writing  sooner,  but  I  thought  you 
might  be  busy  with  your  election.  I  finally  go! 
the  election  papers  yesterday  and  saw  that  you 
got  in  again,  and  so  I  want  to  congratulate  you. 
Hire  is  what  happened  since  I  last  saw  you.  I 
went  back  to  Devens  after  the  furlough,  and  they 
sent  us  down  to  Camp  Swift,  to  the  division.  Well, 
they  started  in  September  15  to  start  discharging 
men  down  there.  They  finally  got  down  to  the 
end  of  the  60-point  class  at  the  end  of  October. 
Well,  we  had  50  points,  or  over,  and  thought  we 
would  get  out  in  November.  Here  is  what  hap- 
pened to  us.  I  was  wondering  if  you  could  not  help 
us  out  by  writing  to  Congress  for  us.  We  have 
50  points  or  over.  Well,  the  division  was  told  to 
get  rid  of  all  men  with  40  points  or  better,  and 
get  replacements  for  the  men  and  go  back  to 
training  because  they*  are  now  with  the  Fourth 
Army  which  is  in  reserve  in  case  of  trouble.  On 
the  fifth  day  of  November  they  sent  us  down 
here  to  the  1856th  Service  Command  Unit,  which 
is  now  at  Camp  Crockett.  We  are  down  here  at 
Camp  Wallace.  We  are  guarding  German  pris- 
oners of  war.  It  has  come  out  in  the  "Army 
Times,"  which  is  a  newspaper  that  we  get.  here  at 
camp,  that  men  with  50  points  or  better  have 
been  made  surplus  and  that  they  were  supposed 
to  get  out  in  the  month  of  November.

hould  lie  stopped  right  away  in  this  country. 

"They  are  treating  the  prisoners  of  war  bettei 
than  they  are  treating  us  who  are  guarding  them. 
If  one  of  the  prisoners  of  war  gets  sick  during  the 
day,  they  take  the  German  prisoner  immediately 
to  the  hospital.  If  this  happens  to  us,  we  who  are 
guarding  the  prisoners,  we  have  to  wait  until  the 
next  day  before  we  can  go." 

And  then,  Mi    President,  he  goes  on  and  says: 

"If  we  do  not  sign  the  sick  book  in  the  morning, 
we  cannot  go  at  all." 

In  other  words,  Mr.  President,  it  seems  by  this 
young  fellow's  letter,  a  boy  who  has  had  over  three 
years'  service  and  many  months  of  it  in  foreign 
service,  they  are  treating  the  German  prisoners 
better  than  they  are  treating  those  guarding  the 
German  prisoners.  Then  he  goes  along.  Then- 
is  no  use  reading  this  part  of  it,  about  his  family . 

"  Will  you  please  send  a  letter  to  Congress  for  us 
or  do  something  for  us  down  here  so  that  if  it  is 
possible  we  can  get  home  in  time  for  Christmas'.' 
We  had  a   very    happy  Thanksgiving.     It,  would 

have  been  a   lot   better  if  we   were  home." 

Then  he  goes  along  and  he  says,  this  is  I  he  third 
Thanksgiving  he  has  been  away  from  home 

"Will  you  act  immediately  mi  it?  If  you  need 
any  more  dope, I  would  be  glad  to  send  it  to  you." 

So,  Mr.  Chairman,  as  a,  result  of  receiving  tins 
letter,  I  introduced  this  resolution.  I  am  asking 
lie  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  unani- 
mously pass  it  and  to  have  a  copy  of  it  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Massachusetts  delegation  in  Con- 
gress to  see  if  it  is  possible  to  discharge  these  boys 
who  have  seen  foreign  service,  many  of  them  many 
months,  some  of  them  three  years,  and  three  years 
and  a  half,  to  see  if  we  cannot  bring  them  home  to 
their  wives  and  mothers  and  sweethearts  betorc 
Christmas,  and  to  also  see  that  our  boys  who  have 
had  foreign  service  and  even  service  in  this  country 
who  are  guarding  those  German  prisoners  of  war 
at  least  are  given  the  same  kind  of  treatment  that 
the  commanding  officers  will  give  the  German 
prisoners  of  war.  I  suppose  if  I  used  this  young 
man's  name  signed  to  this  letter  that  natually  he 
would  get  in  trouble  with  his  commanding  officer, 
as  did  one  of  the  young  fellows  who  wrote  a  lettei 
to  somebody  asking  for  information  about  a  dis- 
charge. I  think  it  is  time  the  President  of  I  In- 
United  States  or  somebody  in  authority  issued 
some  statement  to  the  commanding  officers  in  the 
various  camps  to  see  that  our  boys  at  least  get  as 
good  treatment  as  the  German  prisoners  of  war.

It  has  since 
been  established  by  the  Boston  Elevated  authorities 
and  it  is  conducting  regular  runs  between  Ros- 
lindale and  Hyde  Park.  In  the  Roslindale  section 
the  Elevated  has  seen  fit  to  use  Denton  terrace 
as  a  turning  point,  Denton  terrace  and  Metro- 
politan avenue.  When  the  application  for  the 
license  came  before  this  Body,  I  objected  to  the 
use  of  Denton  terrace.  I  felt  at  that  time  it  was 
not  suitable  for  the  use  of  heavy  buses.  It  is  too 
hilly.  It  is  going  to  be  more  and  more  difficult 
as  winter  progresses  with  snow  and  ice  and  that 
sort  of  thing.  I  felt  then  as  now.  that  the  bus  line 
should  run  to  Roslindale  square,  which  is  only  a 
matter   of    perhaps    150   yards    from    that    point.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  RE 
PAYMENT  TO  CONNERS  BROTHERS 
COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received: 
The  Finance  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
December  10,  1945. 
The  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen,  — There  is  now  before  you  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  or  not  to  accept,  chapter  (522  of  the 
Acts  of  1945.  This  is  a  provision  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  of  $4,800  in  settlement  of  a  claim 
by  the  Conners  Brothers  Company,  a  Maine  cor- 
poration, which  had  a  contract  for  certain  work 
in  the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse  in  1911.  This 
work  was  authorized  by  chapter  534  of  the  Acts 
of  1906,  which  act  created  a  commission  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  to  act  on  behalf  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  construction  of  new  facilities  at 
the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse. 

The  1906  Act  not  only  directed  that  the  work 
should  be  planned  and  carried  out  on  behalf  of 
the  Commonwealth,  but  that  it  should  be  paid 
for,  in  the  first  instance,  by  the  Commonwealth 
with  an  assessment  to  be  made  on  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  1945  Act  before  you  for  acceptance  states 
in  its  opening  section: 

"Sect.  1.     For  the  purpose  of  discharging  the 
moral    obligation   of  the  Commonwealth   in    the 
premises,  there  should  be  allowed  and  paid  out 
of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,"  etc. 
By    this    language    the    Legislature    recognized 
i  hat    if  the  claim  intended  to  be  settled  by  chap- 
ter 622  of  the  Acts  of  1945  has  merit,  it.  is  an  obliga- 
tion   of    the    State.     Yet,    notwithstanding    this 
recognition    of   state    responsibility,    section    3    of 
the  Act  provides  as  follows: 
■      "Sect.  3.      This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon 
its  acceptance  during  the  current  year  by  vote 
of  the  City  Council  of  said  city  subject    to  the 
provisions  of  its  charter  but  not  otherwise." 
The  onus  of  final  determination   of   whether  or 
not    the    contractor    shall    be    paid    this    claim    is 
therefore  placed  on   the  City  of   Boston.      Yet,  as 
a  fact,  the  City  of  Boston  had  nothing  whateve* 
to  do  with  the  making  of  the  contract  or  with  the 
acceptance  of  the  terms  of  it.      There  is  no  record 
of   any    kind    in    the   City's   accounts   or    report 

which'  provides  any  basis  of  knowledge  of  the 
merit  of  the  claim.  It  seems  therefore  incom- 
patible with  good  business  policy   and   with   long- 


standing   public    policy   that   the  city   should   pass 
upon   this  matter  at  all. 

There  are  other  serious  considerations  involved 
in  the  case.  The  payment  is  intended  as  reim- 
bursement to  a  contractor  for  fines  imposed  on 
him  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  his  contract. 
It  is  accepted  law  that  time  is  of  the  essence  in 
all  contracts  of  this  type.  In  this  particular  ease 
time  was  of  the  essence  even  more  than  in  the 
■  use  of  other  contracts  because  the  Legislature  in 
chapter  534  of  the  Acts  of  1906  prescribed: 

"Sect.  2.     The  said  work  of  construction  shall 

be  commenced  as  soon  as  practicable  and  shall 

be  completed  within  a  time  to  be  limited  in  the 

contract." 

In  writing  the  specifications  of  this  particular 
contract,  therefore,  the  provision  was  inserted 
that  the  contractor  would  be  required  to  pay  as 
a  fine  $100  a  day  for  each  day  beyond  the  number 
allowed  in  the  contract  for  completion  of  the  job. 
The  $4,800  set  as  the  amount  to  be  paid  back  to 
the  contractor  is  the  amount  he  was  fined. 

During  the  thirty-four  years  which  have  elapsed 
since  this  contract  work  was  executed,  many  con- 
tractors  have  been  required  by  the  City  of  Boston 
to  pay  fines  in  similar  instances.  Return  of  the 
fines  to  this  particular  contractor,  therefore,  will 
open  the  door  for  the  return  of  fines  to  many  other 
contractors.  It  will  have  a  tendency  to  destroy 
the  value  of  the  time  clause  in  contracts;  yet  it 
often  happens  that  the  contractor's  offer  for 
completion  of  the  work  determines  the  award. 

As  a  matter  of  principle  and  in  order  to  avoid 
setting  a  precedent    which   is   likely  to  embarrass 
administrators   in    the   future,   acceptance   of   this 
legislation   should    be  denied.      In   any  event,   it  is 
not  properly  a  situation  in  which  the  City  Govern- 
ment of  Roston  should  be  required  to  act.

Coun.  TAYLOR— If  Councilor  Muclmick  is  so 
disturbed  about  the  minutes  of  the  meeting,  I 
don't  think  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  have  any 
standing  in  a  court  of  law.  Whatever  the  record 
is  that  comes  from  the  City  Clerk,  that  is  all  that 
means  anything,  as  far  as  a  court  of  law.  Even 
an  esteemed  stenographer  like  Mr.  Harnden  can 
be  mistaken  sometimes.  He  probably  expected 
that  the  word  "adjourned"  was  going  to  be  used, 
but  it  would  have  no  bearing  in  any  court  of  law. 
However,  the  councilor  need  not  worry  about 
that;  I  don't  intend  to  press  the  motion.  I 
intend  to  bring  it  up  next  week.  But  there  is 
.  other  business  here  to  be  transacted,  so  I  don't 
see  why  you  should  be  exercised. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  I  have  great 
confidence  in  your  ability  as  a  presiding  officer, 
but  I  feel  that  the  meeting  was  properly  adjourned, 
and.  if  my  motion  to  appeal  from  your  ruling  is 
passed,  the  record  will  show  you  declared  the 
meeting  adjourned,  and  there  will  be  no  further 
report  in  the  city  record.  Then  there  will  be  no 
question  in  a  title  search.  I  believe  this  is  the 
best  way  we  can  do  it,  to  show  that  the  meeting 
was  duly  adjourned,  and  there  will  be  no  question 
thereafter. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — It  is  not  a  question  of 
what  would  happen  in  a  court  room.  It  is  a 
practical  question  as  to  what  would  happen  when 
somebody  purchases,  or  attempts  to  purchase, 
this  property.  It  is  true  the  City  Clerk's  record  is 
the  thing  that  prevails,  but  we  just  had  a  situation 
in  Executive  where,  although  the  City  Clerk 
submitted  that  appropriation  had  been  passed 
last  March,  counsel  for  the  bonding  company 
went  beyond  that  and  noticed  that  there  had  not 
been  two  readings.  There  is  nothing  to  prevent 
them  from  going  behind  this,  and  looking  at  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  itself.

fore, were  not  provided  for  therein,  resulting  in  a 
deficit  in  the  Personal  Service  item. 

There  is  nothing  I  can  add  to  the  detailed  report 
of  that  date.  However,  the  City  Council  passed 
the  order  on  November  20.  1945.  and  thereupon 
the  order  proved  to  be  improperly  drawn  because 
of  the  failure  to  state  correctly  the  existing  ranges 
of  compensation  for  which  the  new  ranges  were  to 
be  substituted. 

While  the  present  order  appears  to  state  cor- 
rectly the  existing  ranges  of  compensation  to  be 
changed,  there  is  no  change  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Budget  Commissioner  from  the  facts  originally 
stated.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — A  serious  fire  occurred  in  the 
.Municipal  Building  at  the  corner  of  Columbia 
road  and  Bird  street,  Dorchester,  on  the  early 
morning  of  Sunday,  December  2.  So  much 
damage  was  done  to  the  building,  which  is  one  of  the 
most  widely  used  facilities  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Public  Buildings  Department,  that  the 
branch  library  located  there  has  been  closed  and 
all  gymnasium  activities,  including  the  use  of  the 
showers,  had  to  be  suspended.  Because  of  the 
importance  of  this  Muncipal  Building  to  the 
people  of  the  Uphams  Corner  section  of  Dorcheetei , 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  steps  be  taken  im- 
mediately to  restore  this  structure,  and,  from 
estimates  which  I  have  had  made,  the  work  of 
reconstruction  will  cost  approximately  $18,000.

Public  Works  Department  for  this  emergency 
work,  I  submit  herewith  an  ordei  appropriating 
seventy  thousand  dollars  ($70,000)  from  excess 
Corporation  Tax  receipts,  and  respectfully  recom- 
mend adoption  of  this  order  by  vour  Honorable 
Body.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, —  Last  Monday,  December 
17,  while  the  steamship  "John  Hathorn"  was 
being  hacked  out  of  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  docks  in 
Charlestown  with  the  assistance  of  tugs,  the  boat 
got  out  of  control  and  crashed  into  the  Charles 
town  Bridge. 

The  supporting  ironwork  and  the  deck  of  the 
bridge  —  for  a  distance  of  approximately  80  feet 
in  length  and  50  feet  in  width  —  was  knocked  out 
of  place  and  dropped  into  the  water  below.  The 
crash  also  disturbed  the  overhead  structure  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway,  upon  which  the  trains 
run  to  and  from  Charlestown  and  Everett,  and 
because  the  elevated  structure  was  so  badly 
damaged  all  service  had  to  be  suspended  for  several 
days. 

In  the  interests  of  public  safety  immediately 
after  the  crash  this  department  proceeded  to 
fence  off  the  damaged  section  of  the  bridge,  and 
provision  was  made  for  one-way  vehicular  traffic 
to  Charlestown  on  the  upstream  side  of  the  bridge 
which  had  not  been  injured  by  this  crash. 

Arrangements  were  then  made  in  the  emergency 
which  existed  to  have  a  contractor  start  at  once 
on  the  repair  work  which  had  become  necessary, 
consisting  of  salvaging  the  parts  of  the  bridge 
which  had  fallen  into  the  water,  fabricating  and 
putting  into  place  new  steel  members,  reconstruct- 
ing the  roadway,  and  rebuilding  the  sidewalks,  etc. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  which  must  be 
done  as  a  result  of  this  accident  is  $70,000,  and  as 
sufficient  funds  are  not  on  hand,  I  respectfully 
request  that  you  ask  the  City  Council  to  appropri- 
ate from  available  sources  the  sum  of  $70,000  as  a 
supplementary  appropriation  in  the  item  known 
as  "Bridges,   Repairs,  etc." 

While  the  appropriation  of  the  above-mentioned 
sum  is  absolutely  necessary  at  this  time,  we  expect 
that  the  city  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  parties 
responsible  for  the  damage  done.  The  matter  of 
seeing  that  the  city's  interests  are  fully  protected 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Law  Department.

Coun.  COFFEY — I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
talk  on  this  order  that  just  came  before  us. 

Acting  President  DWYER — Well,  the  matter  is 
already   referred. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
make  a  statement. 

Acting  President  DWYER— Councilor  Coffey 
asks  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  we  are  back 
again  on  the  clam  diggers.  I  just  want  to  state 
that  the  first  I  knew  about  Boston  clam  diggers 
being  banned  or  being  refused  a  permit  to  dig 
clams  in  Newburyport  or  Quincy  and  the  other 
places  where  shellfish  are  taken, — the  first  I  knew 
about  it,  it  was  called  to  my  attention  by  this 
same  Mr.  Osborn  of  the  State  Fish  and  Game 
Commission.  He  wrote  a  letter  here  some  time 
last  January,  telling  the  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council — the  letter  was  given  to  me  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Licenses — that  if 
we  wanted  to,  we  could  set  up  a  city  ordinance 
whereby  Boston  men  would  be  given  permits  to 
dig  clams  in  Boston  flats  and  outsiders  who  did 
not  have  a  residence  or  who  were  not  voters  of 
Boston  would  not  be  allowed  to  dig  any  clams  or 
shellfish  from  the  Boston  flats.  Now,  it  was 
Mr.  Osborn  himself  that  first  put  that  thought 
in  my  mind.  One  of  the  clam  diggers,  a  master 
clam  digger  from  my  town,  came  to  me  and  asked 
me  to  introduce  an  order  asking  that  an  ordinance 
be  set  up  by  the  Boston  City  Council.  This 
thing  has  been  gone  into  very  thoroughly  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  I 
think  it  was  three  months  before  they  reached 
an  agreement  and  brought  back  an  ordinance 
that  a  commission  could  be  set  up  and  permits 
given  out  for  licenses  to  dig  clams,  to  clam  diggers. 
Since  then  we  have  given  out  permits  only  to 
residents  of  Boston.  The  clerk  who  is  in  charge 
of  looking  up  a  person  to  find  whether  he  is  a 
resident  of  Boston  or  not  has  not,  to  my  knowl- 
edge, given  one  permit  to  anybedy  without  first 
looking  that  permit  up  on  the  Police  List — not 
the  Voting  List,  the  Police  List — because  some- 


time- the  fellow  is  police  listed  and  not  registered 
as  a  voter.  So  we  didn't  take  into  consideration 
whet  hci  a  pel  son  was  a  voter  or  not,  as  long  as 
he  was  police  listed  ami  had  a  residence  in  Boston. 
Since  then  Mr.  Osborn,  for  some  reason  or  othei, 
ha-    taken    the   altitude    that    he    wants    Newbury- 

Fort  clam  diggers  to  come  into  Boston.  Why, 
don't  know.  We  have  something  like  fifty-two 
or  fifty-three  clam  diggers  from  Boston  with  permits 
to  dig  in  the  Bo-ton  Hats.  Now,  we  know 
matter  of  facl  that  Boston  men  have  gone  to 
Newburyport,  gone  to  Salisbury  and  gone  to 
Quincy,  and  have  been  arrested  and  fined  as 
much  as  $20  for  not  having  a  permit  in  those 
local  to«n>  to  did  clams.  One  of  the  other  coun- 
cilors in  the  South  Boston  district  can  bear  me 
out,  because  he  knows  of  several  people  who  were 
arrested,  people  that  came  from  Boston,  down  in 
Quincy  and  were  caught  digging  clams,  and  they 
received  a  fine  of  $20.  Now,  Mr.  Osborn  has 
called  me  on  the  telephone  two  or  three  times 
asking  me  to  allow  the  Newburyport  clam  diggers 
to  come  into  Boston  and  dig.  I  told  him  we  had 
a  city  ordinance,  that  we  had  to  live  up  to  it, 
and  nobody  outside  of  Boston  was  to  dig  clams, 
unless  he  was  a  Boston  resident.  Mayor  Kelleher 
of  Newburyport  has  been  down  to  see  me  twice, 
asking  that  wc  allow  bis  clam  diggers  to  come  into 
Boston  to  dig.  I  told  him  the  answer  was  no. 
He  went  further.  He  threatened  to  close  up  the 
Newburyport  plant  where  they  chlorinate  these 
clams  it  twenty  men  from  Newburyport  were  not 
allowed  to  dig  in  Boston.  I  told  him  to  go  ahead 
and  close  it  up;  I  was  not  interested.  It  doesn't 
mean  a  darned  thing  to  me.  But  he  has  to  take 
into  consideration  that  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts built  that  plant,  and  it  was  meant  for  all 
Massachusetts  clam  diggers,  not  exclusively  for 
the  town  of  Newburyport.  The  town  of  Newbury- 
port only  keeps  the  plant  up.  Mayor  Kelleher  has 
condemned  me  and  the  Committee  on  Licenses 
time  and  time  again  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  in 
Newburyport.  I  have  read  some  of  the  Newbury- 
port papers  and  have  thrown  them  away  and 
didn't  even  see  fit  to  answer  Mayor  Kelleher 
and  any  of  the  Council  from  Newburyport,  be- 
cause I  didn't  think  it  worthy  of  even  an  answer. 
Only  two  weeks  ago  Mayor  Kelleher  and  Mr 
Osborn  of  the  State  Fish  and  Game  industry  called 
on  me  and,  in  the  presence  of  Mayor  Kelleher, 
I  said  to  Mr.  Osborn,  "  You  are  responsible  for  the 
ordinance,  Mr.  Osborn.  I  would  not  have  known 
anything  about  it  but  tor  the  fact  that  you  wrote 
me  a  letter  telling  me  we  could  set  up  a  city  ordi- 
nance to  dig  clams  in  the  Boston  flats."  I  told 
that  to  Mayor  Kelleher  in  his  presence,  and 
I  asked  Mr.  Osborn  what  his  interest  was, — why 
was  he  so  interested  in  Newburyport  clam  diggers? 
Why  wasn't  he  just  as  much  interested  in  Boston 
clam  diggers?  Well,  he  said,  "  I  don't  think  it  is 
fair  that  you  set  up  an  ordinance."  I  said,  "You 
are  the  man  that  told  me  to  set  up  an  ordinance. 
I  wouldn't  have  known  anything,  until  I  had  a 
letter  from  you  stating  that  other  towns  had  taken 
advantage,  and  we  could  take  advantage."  It  is 
nothing  but  a  headache.  It  is  a  system  we  get 
no  money  for.  We  don't  charge  anything  for  the 
permits.  We  have  to  have  a  file  out  there.  If 
I  am  not  handy,  they  can't  hand  out  a  permit 
until  I  am  called  in  to  sign  it.  And  then  we  have 
to  look  up  on  the  Police  List  to  see  if  the  man 
is  there.  It  is  nothing  but  a  headache  for  us. 
There  is  a  way  out.  We  have  set  up  an  ordi- 
nance. Now,  if  we  are  to  rescind  the  ordinance 
and  open  the  flats  wide,  they  will  be  dug  out  in 
two  or  three  weeks,  and  there  will  be  no  more 
clam  digging  for  six  or  seven  months,  and  then 
the  clam  diggers  will  come  in  and  clean  them 
out  again,  and  after  cleaning  them  out  again 
they  will  go  to  their  home  town  and  dig  at  their 
leisure  because  Boston  men  cannot  get  a  permit. 
Quincy  has  a  permit  with  a  rider.  You  have  to  be 
a  resident  and  a  voter  in  Quincy  three  years  before 
you  get  a  permit  to  dig  clams  in  Quincy.  I  say 
there  is  a  way  out,  and  that  is  to  ask  an  act  of 
legislation,  have  them  put  through  an  act  next 
year  allowing  all  the  flats  to  be  opened  to  all 
residents  of  Massachusetts.  That  is  fair  and 
even.  But  the  way  the  set-up  is  now  it  isn't 
fair  and  even.  As  I  said,  I  hope  that  some  action 
of  that  nature  takes  place,  because  it  is  a  head- 
ache to  me.  It  is  something  that  could  be  cor- 
rected, if  they  open  all  flats  in  Massachusetts 
to  all  clam  diggers  throughout  the  entire  state, 
and  then  everything  would  be  fine  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  And  if  Boston  men  wanted  to 
go  to  Quincy,  they  could  dig  in  Quincy,  and  if 
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Newburyport  men  wanted  to  come  down  to 
Boston  to  dig,  they  could.  But  I  say  this  thing 
here  should  not  even  be  considered.  There  is  a 
way  out,  and  that  is  through  legislation.  I  told 
Mayor  Kelleher  I  would  have  nothing  to  do  with 
it,  and  told  him  in  Mr.  Osborn's  presence  that  Mr. 
Osborn  was  responsible  for  calling  my  attention 
to  the  fact  we  could  set  up  an  ordinance  in  Boston 
if  we  wanted  to.  And  I  still  ask  that  question: 
Why  is  Mr.  Osborn  so  interested  in  Newburyport 
clam  diggers  and  not  in  Boston  clam  diggers? 
Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President. 
Acting  President  DWYER — For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  CAREY — I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
make  a  statement.  Mr.  President,  I  didn't  hear 
all  of  the  remarks  of  my  good  friend  from  Ward  1 
(Coun.  Coffey).  I  don't  like  to  disagree  with  him 
on  the  stand  he  has  taken  on  this  matter,  but  I 
do  find  myself  compelled  to  disagree  with  him. 
In  the  beginning,  I  was  inclined  to  feel  that  he  had 
taken  the  right  attitude  in  this  particular  matter, 
but  that  was  some  time  ago.  We  find  every  day 
of  the  week,  in  large  numbers,  people  coming  into 
Boston  to  work,  of  course,  and  to  do  all  kinds  of 
business,  not  with  the  City  of  Boston  necessarily, 
but  in  the  City  of  Boston.  That  has  meant  a 
great  deal  to  the  City  of  Boston.  There  is  a  great 
effort  being  made  at  the  present  time  to  bring  tin- 
headquarters  of  the  United  Nations  Organization 
here.  Why?  To  make  Boston  bigger  and  better. 
The  State  Legislature  has  appropriated  some 
$15,000,000,  which  is  not  enough,  in  order  to  make 
the  airport  here  the  airport  of  the  entire  universe, 
and  all  this  is  being  done  for  a  purpose,  and  that 
full  purpose  is  to  make  a  bigger  city  and  try  to  get 
it  out  of  the  rut  some  people  say  it  now  is  in. 
But  I  don't  agree  with  all  of  those  people. 
I  may  say  that  it  is  my  personal  feeling  there 
is  altogether  too  much  unfair  publicity  given  to 
the  City  of  Boston.  Boston  is  not  broke.  Boston 
is  far  from  broke.  If  those  of  us  here  in  the  oity 
don't  stand  up  for  it  and  try  to  have  an  r.rgument 
like  that  done  away  with,  Boston  might  be  broke 
some  day.  But  in  this  particular  matter,  this 
particular  affair,  there  was  a  very  unfortunate 
circumstance  brought  about.  As  I  understand, 
there  were  some  very  high  tides  in  Newburyport, 
in  that  Newburyport  area,  with  the  result  that 
the  clam  fiats  there  were  washed  out.  It  will 
be  some  time  before  those  flats  will  again  be  made 
available.  Now,  I  know  from  personal  informa- 
tion that  for  years  the  clam  diggers  from  all  over 
the  state,  including  Boston,  went  to  the  flats  of 
Newburyport  and  dug  to  their  heart's  content. 
I  don't  think  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New- 
buryport has  meant  to  be  unfair  in  closing  up  the 
chlorinating  plant  there.  He  did  that  only 
because  the  pressure  was  brought  upon  him  by 
people  there  who  had  been  forced  to  give  up  their 
source  of  livelihood  in  Newburyport  because  the 
clam  flats  were  not  available  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  don't  care  what  Quincy  does,  when  all  is  said 
and  done.  They  might  do  things  there  that  we 
might  never  think  of  doing  here  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  But  this  happens,  as  I  sincerely  believe, 
to  be  only  a  matter  of  a  temporary  emergency. 
The  day  will  come  when  the  flats  in  Newburyport 
will  again  be  available  for  digging  there,  and  I 
am  sure  at  that  time  they  will  be  wide  open  for 
anyone  who  wants  to  come  there  to  earn  their 
livelihood.  After  all,  Newburyport  is  a  small 
place.  A  man  who  is  forced  to  give  up  his  means 
of  livelihood  —  and  as  I  understand  it,  most 
of  these  men  are  mature  men  of  sixty  or  seventy 
years  of  age,  who  are  still  trying  to  keep  going, 
earning  a  livelihood  themselves,  and  they  find 
themselves  all  of  a  sudden  in  the  unfortunate 
circumstance  of  not  being  able  to  go  out  and 
earn  their  living  at  the  toil  they  had  earned  it  at 
for  years.  I  feel,  after  all,  it  is  a  matter  of  cooper- 
ation. We  don't  feel  that  way  about  the  typists 
and  stenographers  and  salesmen,  and  this  and 
that,  that  come  in  here,  not  only  from  Newbury- 
port, but  from  every  other  town  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, every  day.  And,  as  I  look  at  this 
particular  matter,  we  are  picking  upon  a  few  poor 
unfortunates, —  unfortunates  who  are  at  that 
stage  in  life  where  they  cannot  begin  over  again. 
It  is  the  only  work  they  know  how  to  do.  If 
the  circumstances  were  such  that  these  men 
could  go  elsewhere  and  earn  a  livelihood,  I  would 
feel  differently  about  it,  but  I  don't  think  we  can 
build  a  wall  around  the  City  of  Boston  while 
at  the  same  time  we  are  doing  everything  we  can 
in  other  ways  to  attract  business  to  the  city. 
From  the  information  given  to  me,  there  are  more 


clams  along  the  South  Boston  flats,  Carson  Beach 
flats,  than  will  ever  be  dug,  and  with  the  repro- 
duction of  the  seed  there,  I  am  told,  there  is  noth- 
ing to  worry  about.  These  few  men  that  come 
in  from  Newburyport  are  not  going  to  rob  the  flats 
completely.  This  matter  may  have  far-reaching 
consequences.  I  think  that  my  friend  from  East 
Boston  (Coun.  Coffey)  has  been  very  fair  in  his 
attitude  and  has  given  and  taken,  as  I  say.  in  this 
particular  matter  —  but.  I  think  the  time  has 
come  when  the  case  deserves  the  attention  that 
this  request  asks  it  be  given,  and  I  hope,  therefore, 
that  before  the  City  Council  here  refuses  to  listen 
to  this  request,  the  matter  will  be  taken  up  and 
given  proper  consideration,  in  the  hope  that  these 
unfortunates  who  cannot  earn  their  living  at  any 
other  trade,  due  to  the  fact  that  their  entire  life 
has  been  spent  at  this  particular  occupation, 
will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  come  in  here  and 
at  least  keep  their  bodv  and  soul  together. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President. 

Acting  President  DWYER — For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  wish  unanimous  consent  to 
make  a  statement. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will  in- 
form the  gentleman  that  we  have  hardly  got 
started  in  the  meeting,  but  the  Chair  does  not 
want  to  object  to  anyone  making  statements.  The 
Chair  will  recognize  the  gentleman  if  there  is  no 
objection. 

Ccun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  of  course  I  hate 
to  disagree  with  my  good  friend,  the  councilor  from 
Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey).  However,  I,  for  one,  as  a 
member  of  this  City  Council  don't  want  to  be 
placed  in  the  position  of  having  the  blame  put  on 
me  or  on  to  the  Council  in  so  far  as  the  act  of  the 
Council  is  concerned.  I  remember  very  vividly 
what  transpired  at  the  time  this  ordinance  went 
into  effect  and  all  these  discussions  came  about, 
and  I  feel  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coun. 
Coffey)  has  acted  very  wisely,  intelligently  and 
very  sincerely.  Consequently,  I  feel  that  the  Coun- 
cil as  a  whole  did  likewise.  This  reminds  me  of  the 
moral  of  the  story:  "Don't  spit  up  to  heaven 
because  it  comes  back  to  your  own  face."  It  was 
not  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that 
brought  this  about.  It  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
these  various  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  had  their  own  ordinances  set  up, 
and  their  ordinances  stated  that  no  one  was  allowed 
to  go  in  and  dig  on  these  flats  if  they  were  not  a 
resident  of  those  certain  cities  and  towns.  We  were 
the  last  ones  to  pass  upon  this  question,  after  real- 
izing the  merits  of  the  complaints  made  by  the  clam 
diggers  of  the  City  of  Boston.  And  I  think  that  we, 
as  councilors,  acted  wisely  in  the  interests  of  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston.  We  don't  intend  to 
deprive  anyone  of  coming  into  the  City  of  Boston 
in  order  to  provide  for  themselves  and  their  fam- 
ilies, but,  likewise,  we  do  not  intend  to  stand  idly 
by  if  other  cities  and  towns  intend  to  deprive  any 
one  of  our  citizens  from  earning  their  own  living 
outside  of  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  maybe  a  fact 
that  certain  unforeseen  circumstances  have  arisen 
in  so  far  as  Newburyport  is  concerned,  on  tides 
and  storms,  but  we  didn't  bring  all  this  matter 
about.  And  I  feel  that  unless,  as  the  councilor 
has  stated,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
enacts  legislation  throwing  open  all  these  flats 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  and  allows  every- 
one who  is  a  resident  of  the  Commonwealth  to  go 
in  and  dig  these  fiats,  we  ought  not  to  change  our 
ordinance  at  this  time.  I  feel  that  "what  is  good 
for  the  goose  is  good  for  the  gander."  Therefore, 
I  feel  that  I  have  in  my  humble  way  served  the 
people  of  Boston,  and  I  have  nothing  to  be  ashamed 
of  by  my  actions. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President. 

Acting  President  DWYER — For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  CAREY — With  the  indulgence  of  my  col- 
leagues, I  would  like  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
brief  statement. 

Acting  President  DWYER— The  Chair  will  in- 
form the  councilor  that  he  has  already  referred  the 
matter  to  the  Committee  on  Licenses;  that  that 
committee,  I  hope,  will  have  a  hearing  on  it,  and 
we  will  bring  the  matter  back  on  the  floor.  The 
Chair  is  going  to  object  to  any  more  statements.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    RE 
PAVING   WORK. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  December  19,  1945. 
The  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — For  the  past  several  years  the 
Finance  Commission  has  paid  close  attention  to 
the  paving  work  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This 
report  is  therefore  one  of  a  series  devoted  to  dis- 
cussion of  policies  and  practices  followed  in  the 
administration  of  this  expensive  and  important 
municipal  activity. 

In  the  reports  which  have  already  been  placed 
On  the  public  record  in  regard  to  paving,  the 
commission  first  found  serious  flaws  in  the  written 
specifications.  After  many  conferences  with  offi- 
cials of  the  Public  Works  Department,  consulta- 
tions with  experts,  and  examination  of  methods 
followed  elsewhere,  a  form  of  specification  was 
developed  which  is  accepted  as  ideal  for  the 
procurement  of  reliable  pavement — roadway  and 
sidewalk.  Strict  observance  of  these  specifications 
will  give  good  paving. 

Nevertheless,  despite  the  perfected  specification, 
there  continued  to  be  strong  basis  for  dissatisfac- 
tion with  paving  results.  Top  often  streets  were 
in  need  of  replacement  long  before  the  first  period 
expired,  for  which  their  use  in  good  condition  had 
been  anticipated. 

The  commission  sought  to  determine  why  an 
ideal  specification  failed  to  produce  acceptable 
pavement.  Tfie  ritst  answer  was  that  the  con- 
tractors were  not  adhering  to  the  requirements  in 
construction.  Inspection  by  the  city  was  lax, 
or  absolutely  neglected.  Precise  requirements  of 
preparation,  thickness  of  material,  and  workman-

ship  were  ignored  and  there  was  no  one  to  prevent 
it.  The  inspectors  allowed  the  contractor  to 
dominate  the  job  and,  in  the  end,  the  city  received 
poor  performance  instead  of  the  good  quality  and 
workmanship  which  the  precise  terms  of  the 
contract  required.  Inspectors  gave  various  spe- 
cious reasons  for  this  inability  to  control  the 
situation. 

In  reeenl  years  some  effort  has  been  made  to 
improve  this  condition.  For  one  thing,  inspectors 
have  been  threatened  with  one  penalty  or  another 
for  failure  to  insist,  upon  required  performance. 
Another  device  was  to  withhold  payment  to  the 
contractor  until  the  work  was  done  over.  Next, 
the  city  tried  threatening  with  civil  action  the 
contractor  and  the  surety  companj  which  bonded 
him  for  faithful  performance.  All  these  devices 
have  had  some  effect.  Yet  the  city  often  pays 
for  a  good  job,  but  receives  a  poor  one.  Several 
reports  of  the  Finance  Commission  since  1941 
have  revealed  these  lapses. 

There  are  other  reasons  for  the  unsatisfactory 
results.  In  this  report  the  commission,  therefore, 
desires  to  place  on  the  record  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  administrators  who  are  to  come  in  the 
future  some  of  these  other  reasons  for  the  con- 
tinued failure  to  obtain  satisfaction  in  the  city's 
paving. 

The  principal  weakness  is  right  at  the  inception 
of  the  work.  The  city  never  begins  a  paving 
program  in  a  businesslike  way.  A  well-developed 
plan  of  spending  a  given  sum  for  paving  has  never 
been  formulated.  What  streets  to  pave,  and  what 
type  of  pavement  to  use,  are  not  determined  by 
the  Public  Works  Department  on  its  own  judgment 
of  the  actual  need,  but  by  others  who  are  some- 
times of  the  official  family  and  yet,  more  often, 
are  those  who  have  only  a  political  connection. 

It  is  merely  a  commonplace  to  say  that  a  city 
should  know  what  it  is  going  to  build  before  it 
starts  to  raise  money  for  it.  A  businesslike  method 
would  unquestionably  be  to  determine,  first,  what 
streets  need  to  be  paved,  or  repaved;  thereafter  to 
determine  what  kind  of  pavement  is  proper  to 
install  in  each  case;  to  have  field  engineers  deter- 
mine the  engineering  conditions  to  be  encountered 
in  each  street;  and  to  measure  the  actual  area  in 
need  of  treatment  and  furnish  a  reliable  estimate 
of  the  cost.  With  such  information  in  hand 
seasonably,  the  city  administrators  have  a  basis 
for  the  making  of  a  program.  The  fiscal  agents 
can  then  decide  how  much  the  city  may  spend 
und  fix  the  amount  of  appropriation  accordingly. 
By  fitting  a  number  of  streets,  with  probable  costs 
already  determined,  to  the  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation, there  can  emerge  a  definite  program  of 
construction, 

But  this  is  not  the  manner  in  which  the  paving 
activity  ■  takes  shape.  In  contrast  with  that 
common-sense  method,  what  the  city  does — in  the 
words  of  an  old  adage — is  to  "put  the  cart  before 
the  horse."  A  decision  is  made,  without  any 
basis  of  need  or  cost,  to  appropriate  a  given  sum 
of  money.  There  is  ho  list  in  existence  at  that 
time  of  the  streets  which  should  be  paved.  There 
are  consequently  no  areas  determined,  no  costs 
estimated,  no  types  of  pavement  decided  upon. 
Upon  eacli  occasion  when  an  appropriation  for 
paving  has  been  sought,  the  City  Council,  which 
must  make  the  appropriation,  has  tried  to  obtain 
a  list  of  the  streets  marked  for  construction;  but 
the  Council  has  never  been  successful  in  obtain- 
ing a  definite  decision.  Half-promises  that  these 
streets  or  those  streets  will  be  taken  care  of,  none 
of  which  promises  go  into  the  public  record,  finally 
swing  into  line  for  a  loan  appropriation  enough  to 
provide  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote  in  the  City 
Council. 

An  illustration  ot  this  method  was  furnished  only 
two  years  ago  when  an  appropriation  of  $1,500,000 
was  sought  tor  reconstruction  of  streets.  City 
Councilors  demanded  a  list  ot  the  streets.  None 
was  obtainable,  because  there  was  none  at  that 
time.  Therefore  there  were  no  detailed  estimates 
of  costs.  The  appropriation  recommendation 
was  merely  an  arbitrary  decision  to  spend  a  par- 
ticular sum  of  money. 

When  some  councilors  sought  assurance  that 
particular  streets  in  which  they  were  interested 
would  be  taken  care  of  and  received  the  impres- 
sion that  all  wanted  could  not  be  provided  out  of 
the  $1,500,000  recommended,  the  Council  —  not 
the  Mayor  —  took  it  upon  itself  to  increase  the 
appropriation  to  $3,000,000.  There  were  still  no 
program,  no  specific  areas,  and  no  detailed  estim- 
ated costs.  The  Public  Works  officials  protested 
vainly  that  it.  would  be  impossible  to  spend  that 
amount  of  money.     Nevertheless,  the  appropria- 


tion order  was  passed  and  approved  and  the  credit 
thus  established.  Still  without  any  definite  pro- 
Brain,  the  city  has  been  paying  contractors  out  of 
that  appropriation  tor  two  years. 

The  selection  of  the  streets  to  be  paved  has  been 
a  long  continuing  matter  of  "thrashing  it  out" 
with  many  applicants.  The  Public  Works  De- 
partment eventually  develops  a  contract  for  a 
small  number.  Pressure  upon  the  Mayor  de- 
velops another  number.  When  the  pressure  for  a 
particular  street  is  great  enough  and  the  Public 
Works  Depart  merit  is  willing  to  yield,  or  is  ordered 
to  yield,  a  contract  foi  a  group  of  streets  is  made 
The  program  never  develops  beyond  the  few  at  a 
time  then  ai  tanged  for.  The  next  group  is  de- 
termined by  a  repetition  of  this  routine;  and  the 
next  and  I  he  next  as  long  as  the  appropriation  lasts. 
Often  the  Public  Works  Department  is  forced 
by  political  pressure,  to  do  a  particular  street,  or 
to  use  a  type  of  pavement,  which  it  believes  is  n.it 
needed.  As  a  result  often  a  street  which  might 
give  propei  service  foi  several  years  is  torn  up 
and  (I. mi-  ovei .  while  streets  badly  in  need  of  repair 
remain  undone.  In  oilier  eases,  sheets  with  little 
traffic  are  done  while  heavily  traveled  st reels 
needing  repair  remain  undone.  The  Public  Winks 
Department  attempts  to  divide  I  he  work  equitably 
among  the  wards  as  a  policy  of  appeasement. 

These  are  but  two  of  the  unfortunate  results  of 
substituting  a  policy  of  compromise  with  pressure 
for  a  businesslike  program  of  paving  construction. 
To  fully  comprehend  the  extent  ,,t  the  far-reach- 
ing results  which  stem  from  a  lack  of  program  of 
street,  construction  and  from  lateness  in  embarking 
on  the  work,  it  is  important  to  examine  the  follow- 
ing stream  of  effects  which  Hows  irr  uninterrupted 
sequence  from  this  initial  omission  of  program. 
It  then  becomes  clear  how  acts  of  omission  at  the 
top  level  of  government  can  be  just  as  significant 
in  terms  ot  inefficiency  and  injury  to  the  city  as 
acts  of  commission. 

The  sequence  runs  as  follows: 

(1)  Failure  to  program  and  decide  on  the 
streets  to  be  done  at  an  early  date  of  the  year 
makes  it  impossible  to  thoroughly  survey  the 
streets  finally  selected  to  be  done.  Consequently, 
determination  of  the  proper  type  of  pavement  to 
be  used  and  the  quantity  of  work  necessary  on  each 
street  becomes  impossible. 

(2)  One  result  is  that  intelligent  bidding  on 
contracts  is  rendered  impossible.  Contracts  which 
are  advertised  and  awarded  for  the  work  must  he 
based  upon  quantitative  items,  such  as  square 
feet  of  artificial  stone  sidewalk,  linear  feet  of 
edgestone.  and  squaro  feet  of  pavement  laid. 
Inasmuch  as  proposals  are  based  on  prices  sub- 
mitted for  eaoh  item,  an  accurate  estimate  of  such 
items  must  be  made  if  the  entire  requirements  of 
the  work  are  to  be  met  and  the  work  completed 
under  the  contract. 

Emphasis  is  here  laid  on  the  word  "entire," 
since  there  is  a  provision  in  the  contract  that 
changes  in  the  estimated  quantities  shall  not 
exceed  25  per  cent  of  the  total  of  the  original 
proposal. 

(3)  Some  of  the  estimates  of  quantities  incor- 
porated in  the  contract  are  so  inaccurate  that, 
with  the  limitation  of  an  allowed  maximum  of 
25  per  cent  in  changes  operating,  complete  recon- 
struction of  the  street  becomes  impossible  under 
the  contract. 

The  recent  construction  of  a  traffic  circle  in 
Oak  square,  Brighton,  is  a  case  in  point.  Here 
the  additional  quantities  found  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  job  were  actually  double  the  amount  of 
the  original  estimate  in  the  contract,  in  most  items. 
This  wide  mis  judgment  was  due  to  the  failure  to 
secure  necessary  data  upon  which  an  accurate 
estimate  could  be  based.  Instead  of  an  actual 
field  survey  of  the  area,  the  planning  engineers 
relied  wholly  on  a  perspective  plan  not  containing 
grades  and  dimensions. 

(4)  The  failure  to  view  the  premises,  to  examine 
the  soil  conditions,  and  to  take  actual  measure- 
ment of  requirements  often  results  in  a  situation 
where  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  a  good  job 
is  impossible.  The  new  construction  rests  on  a 
poor  subsoil  because  no  attempt  was  made  to 
discover  the  kind  of  soil  before  (he  contract  was 
let,  and  no  provision  was  made  in  the  contract 
for  its  removal,  if  found  unsatisfactory.  The 
effect  of  neglecting  such  a  fundamental  in  street 
construction  is  too  well  known  to  need  elaboration 
at  this  point.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  failure  i" 
remedy  such  a  condition  merely  lays  the  ground- 
work for  defective  pave lit. 
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In  the  ease  of  ■  repaying  job  on  Walk  Hill 
street,  Jamaioa  Plain,  where  the  <>l<l  pavement 
crumbled  because  laid  on  a  poor  subsoil,  it  required 
the  intervention  ol  a  Finance  <  lommission  inspector 
to  prevent  a  new  pavemenl  being  laid  on  the  same 

old  poor  soil. 

Igain,  the  absence  ol  b  real  program  ol 
Btreel  construction  for  the  yeai  precludes  tin- 
opportunity  for  proper  preparation  of  specifica- 
tions, advertising  and  award  ol  contracts  at  an 
early  date  in  the  year,  a  time  which  would  pro- 
vide favorable  weather  foi  the  work  and  insure 
results.  Instead,  construction  begins  late 
in  the  year  and  there  soon  begins  a  race  against 
the  onset  of  cold  weather. 

Such  a  procedure  is  fraught  with  all  the  hasards 
oi  pooi  construction  result-  which  the  Finance 
•  Commission  in  various  report-  has  repeatedly 
revealed.  A  recent  illustration  was  the  award  <>t 
a  contract  on  November  20  for  paving  a  group  of 
streets.  This  is  not  an  uncommon  event.  The 
contract  required  the  work  to  be  completed  not 
later  than  Decembei  31.  obviously  good  paving 
conditions  are  not  found  in  this  period  of  the  year. 

(6)  The  lateness  of  the  decision  to  pave  is  pro- 
ductive of  such  a  late  date  in  awarding  the  contract 

that  the  work  cannot  be  performed  within  the 
time  limit  set  forth  in  the  contract;  viz..  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  contractor  thus  faces  a 
situation  which  defies  efficient  programming  and 
layout  of  his  work,  namely,  little  or  no  work  avail- 
able during  the  first  part  of  the  season  coupled 
with  the  necessity  of  crowding  the  work  toward 
the  end  of  the  season.  In  order  to  keep  his  organ- 
ization together  under  these  circumstances,  tin- 
contractor  is  impelled  to  assume  a  heavier  work 
load  than  he  can  successfully  carry  out  during  the 
year,  with  the  hope  that  he  can  carry  over  the 
excess  with  which  to  start  the  next  season.  As  a 
general  rule  and  despite  the  fact  that  a-  revealed 
earlier  some  streets  may  be  found  listed  in  separate 
contracts  of  two  years,  contracts  which  remain 
uncompleted  at  the  end  of  the  year  are  extended  to 
enable  completion  in  the  following  year. 

The  following  figures  give  some  idea  of  the  abuse 
of  late  starting  of  work.  The  table  shows  the 
number  of  contracts  awarded  during  each  month 
of  the  years  1944  and  1945:

In  1944,  the  first  contract  was  awarded  on 
May  4;  in  1945.  April  2.5  was  the  date  of  the  first 
contract  award. 

Furthermore,  at  the  end  of  1944,  work  on  fifty- 
one  streets  for  which  contracts  had  been  awarded 
during  the  year  had  not  been  started  and  work  on 
eleven  other  streets,  though  started,  had  not  been 
completed.  In  some  cases  where  paving  work  has 
reached  only  the  preparatory  stage  great  incon- 
venience is  suffered  by  the  public,  as  the  public  can 
well,  and  very  often  does,  testify. 

Another  aspect  of  this  matter  is  the  interesting 
contradiction  found  in  the  following  situation: 

With  several  jobs  outstanding,  the  Public  Works 
Department  gave  a  general  order  to  contractors  to 
cease  work  on  or  about  November  1.  Notwith- 
standing this  order,  at  a  later  date  an  award   was 


made  requiring  work  on  ten  streets  and  this  con- 
tract  required  completion  before  December  31  of 

tin-  same  year. 

Another  curious  development  takes  place 
in  the  not  infrequent  cases  in  which  the  work  on  a 
Btreel  is  not  started  during  the  year  of  the  contract, 
but  is  then  included  in  a  new  contract  in  the  follow- 
ing year.  On  occasions  this  has  resulted  in  the 
city's  paying  a  higher  unit  price  when,  in  the 
interval  between  the  first  and  second  awards, 
prices  have  been  increased.  Ir  has  often  happened 
that,  because  of  inadequate  preliminary  study 
preceding  the  initial  contract,  the  type  and  extent 
of  the  work  required  is  radically  different  In  the 
second  contract. 

\  case  in  point  was  In  connection  with  a  contract 
for  paving  Flavia  street,  Dorchester,  awarded  in 
1944,  requiring  the  scarifying  of  the  roadway  and, 
after  lini-grading  anil  rolling,  furnishing  and 
installing    a    bituminous    concrete    surface;    also 

artificial  stone  sidewalks  and  resetting  edgestoric. 
The  estimated  cost  was  to  be  83,387.  This  street 
lias  not  paved  in  1944.  Therefore,  ill  1945  Flavia 
street  was  grouped  with  four  other  streets  in  a  new 
contract.  The  extent  of  work  to  be  done  radically 
changed.  In  the  meantime  the  actual  require- 
ments had  been  discovered.  The  estimated  cost 
then  became  $8,925. 

(8)  Another  result  which  can  be  clearly  seen 
emanating  from  a  lack  of  programming  is  the 
impossibility  of  efficient  assignment  of  engineers. 
'I  he  difficulty  of  efficiently  assigning  engineering 
and  inspectional  personnel  parallels  the  difficulty 
laced  by  the  contractor  in  laying  out  his  work  as 
previously  described  in  a  situation  of  extremes:  lack 
of  work  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  and  a  mad 
rush  at  the  end.  When,  in  the  fall  of  each  year, 
the  peak  load  is  reached  there  are  not  enough  in- 
spectors to  cover  all  the  work  in  progress 
adequately.  » 

(9)  Another  difficulty  arises  in  the  extent  of 
use  of  "work  orders."  Whereas  sidewalk  work 
included  in  the  contract  provides  a  five-year 
guaranty  of  the  work,  work  performed  under  the 
terms  of  "work  orders"  is  not  attended  by  any 
such  guaranty.  In  1944,  about  25  per  cent  of  the, 
sidewalk  work  performed  fell  in  this  category-  Yet' 
most  of  the  work  performed  under  "work  orders" 
might  well  have  been  performed  under  contract, 
thus  providing  the  city  with  the  protection  of  a 
five-year  guaranty. 

(10)  Still  another  difficulty  results  from  the 
faulty  internal  procedure.  Where  the  work 
volume  included  in  the  contract  is  found  to  be 
insufficient  or  excessive  for  the  purpose  of  the 
project,  so-called  orders  are  issued  but  not  com- 
mitted to  writing.  Failure  to  transmit  a  written 
change  to  the  office  of  record  results  in  a  failure  to 
note  the  change  in  the  contract.  The  net  result  is 
an  inaccurate  record  in  the  department  of  exactly 
what  work  has  been  performed.  Thus  the  official 
record  of  the  limits  of  the  work  under  guaranty  is 
unreliable,  in  cases  where  this  applies. 

The  1944  contract  for  the  resurfacing  of  Angell 
street,  Dorchester,  is  a  case  in  point.  This 
contract  required  the  resurfacing  of  Angell  street 
from  Hlue  Hill  avenue  to  American  Legion  High- 
way; however,  one  section  of  the  work  indicated 
in  the  contract  was  not  done.  No  question  of 
propriety  of  payments  arises  here,  since  payment 
is  made  only  for  the  quantity  of  work  actually 
performed,  but  it  would  appear  from  the  contract 
that  the  entire  area  described  in  the  contract  had 
been  done  and  was  therefore  protected  by  the 
five-year  guaranty.  Such  of  course  was  not  the 
case. 

Summary. 

This  report  demonstrates  that  there  is  more  to 
successful  paving  work  than  following  specifica- 
tions; the  framework  of  management  within  which 
such  work  is  done  must  be  sound.  The  con- 
spicuous management  defect  which  forms  the 
point  of  departure  in  this  report  is  the  absence  of  a 
program . 

From  the  starting  point  of  this  one  omission 
runs  a  sequence  of  effects  and  ramifications  which 
is  startling:  (1)  a  decision  to  appropriate  money 
without  any  basis  of  need;  (2)  no  opportunity  for 
an  adequate  survey  to  determine  type  of  pavement 
and  quantity  of  work  required  on  a  given  project; 
(3)  resultant  inaccurate  estimates  preclude  in- 
telligent bidding;  (4)  completion  of  work  rendered 
impossible  by  such  estimates,  under  operation  of 
limited  permitted  per  cent  of  change;  (5)  jeopard- 
izing of  quality  of  work  by  late  starting;  (6) 
I.rice  changes  in  renewed  contracts;  (7)  inefficient 
personnel   assignment;    (8)    minimizing  of  amount 
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of  work  protected  by  guaranty;  and  (9)  misleading 
record   of  limit  of  work  actually   under  guaranty. 

Conclusion. 

Because  the  construction  of  streets  and  side- 
walks is  a  continuously  expensive  and  important 
municipal  activity  in  a  large  metropolitan  city 
like  Boston,  this  subject  has  merited  and  received 
the  close  attention  of  the  Finance  Commission 
from  its  inception. 

Every  phase  of  paving  work  has  been  explored 
and  reported  upon;  unit  prices,  grouping  of  streets, 
use  of  equipment,  price  fixing  by  contractors, 
contract  specifications,  inspection,  record-keeping, 
etc. 

This  report  now  calls  attention  to  another 
fundamental  of  paving  work — its  proper  pro- 
gramming. 

The  Finance  Commission  has,  therefore,  de- 
veloped a  body  of  literature  which  holds  the 
promise  of  an  ideal  paving  program  for  the  City 
of  Boston  which  should  be  of  particular  interest  to 
future  administrators.  The  synthesis  of  this 
material  might  be  regarded  as  a  guide  for  the 
future  administration  of  paving  work.

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  Edward  J.  McManus  in  reim- 
bursement for  amount  of  execution  issued  against 
him  on  account  of  his  acts  as  operator  of  a  motor 
vehicle  belonging  to  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Department,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Con- 
tingent Fund. 

Report  accepted;   said  order  passed. 


RECALL  OF  PETITION  OF  GREYHOUND 
RACING  ASSOCIATION  FROM  EXECU- 
TIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  Greyhound  Racing  petition  which  was  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  be  discharged  into 
the  main  Body. 

Acting  Chairman  HANNON — The  councilor 
moves  that  the  petition  of  the  Greyhound  Racing 
Association  be  withdrawn  from  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  be  brought  before  the  Body. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  talking  on 
the  motion.  It  this  motion  prevails,  I  intend 
to  make  a  further  motion  to  lay  this  matter  on 
the  table  until  the  next  administration  takes 
office.  And  I  wish  to  say,  as  councilor  from  the 
district  of  Ward  18,  which  is  most  affected  by 
this  petition,  that  I  feel  that  a  motion  such  as  this 
might  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  my 
ward,  namely,  to  put  this  order  over  until  it  can 
be  properly  considered,  intelligently  and  at  great 
length,  by  the  Body  which  will  succeed  this  one. 
I  was  somewhat  reluctant  to  come  to  the  Council 
meeting  today,  because  I  have  been  laid  up  with 
a  severe  case  of  grippe  for  the  last  four  days,  but 
because  of  this  petition,  which  was  called  to  my 
attention  only  this  morning,  I  made  it  my  busi- 
ness to  get  here,  and  to  give  expression  to  the 
opposition  of  the  people  that  I  represent  to  this 
racing  petition.  I  want  you  to  know.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  I  resent  the  last  minute  maneuvering 
of  this  group,  whoever  they  are,  to  wait  until  the 
final  hours  oi  this  Council  to  come  in  here  with  a 
petition  to  foist  upon  the  people  of  my  district 
something    which    they    have    already    designated 


that  they  oppose,  which  they  opposed  in  a  prior 
petition  which  came  before  this  Body  in  1939. 
At  that  time,  Mr.  President,  the  people  of  Ward 
18,  in  three  precincts,  voted  in  a  plebiscite,  and 
they,  in  no  uncertain  terms,  showed  their  opposi- 
tion, and  that  petition  was  defeated.  And,  mind 
you,  that  plebiscite  took  place  in  a  time  when  the 
people  were  under  great  stress,  during  the  time 
when  there  were  few  jobs,  and  at  a  time  when 
there  was  great  depression,  and  at  a  time  when  the 
raring  association,  who  had  the  petition  at  that 
time,  was  spending  great  sums  of  money  and  was 
offering  all  kinds  of  considerations  to  the  people 
out  there  in  the  way  of  jobs  and  other  benefits, 
the  people  out  in  Readville,  if  they  would  vote  for 
the  track  in  the  Readville  district.  I  can  say  to 
you  that  the  people  of  my  district  are  against  _a 
track  in  Readville.  And,  coming  in  here,  as  it 
does,  at  this  late  hour,  in  this  high-handed  manner, 
it  smells.  We  are  against  it,  and  we  are  going 
to  fight  it.  Out  of  fairness  to  the  people  who 
have  already  shown  their  opposition  on  a  previous 
occasion,  I  think,  sir,  it  is  only  fair  that  this 
Body  discharges  this  petition  and  then  lays  the 
matter  over  until  such  time  as  it  can  be  properly 
considered,  and  until  such  time,  if  the  Council 
that  succeeds  this  one,  wills  it,  we  can  have  a 
plebiscite, — not  just  on  three  hand-picked  pre- 
cincts, but  throughout  the  entire  district  as  well, 
— in  Mattapan,  Hyde  Park,  Roslindale,  Readville, 
Mount  Hope,  and  all  the  districts  which  are  vitally 
affected  by  a  race  track  in  the  Readville  district. 
I  again  say  to  you,  Mr.  President  and  members 
of  your  Council,  the  people  out  there  are  against 
it.  Since  I  heard  from  one  source  today  of  this 
tricky  maneuvering,  I  have  got  repeated  calls, 
up  until  the  time  I  came  here,  and  then  I  met  a 
number  of  residents  out  in  the  corridor,  and  it  is 
just  a  question  of  time  when  the  entire  district 
will  be  aroused.  We  feel  that  this  matter  should 
be  put  over  and  the  people  should  be  given  a  chance 
to  be  heard, — not  in  a  hearing  a  week  from  now, 
but  next  year,  when  it  can  be  given  a  great  deal 
of  consideration,  so  that  the  business  men  of  the 
district  and  the  clergy  and  the  people  in  general 
can  make  their  opposition  known.  I  hope,  sir, 
that  the  opposition  will  carry. 

Chairman  HANNON — The  question  is  on  the 
motion,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  gentleman  from 
Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Feeney)  the  Chair  is  going  to 
announce  there  is  no  provision  in  our  rules  for 
withdrawing  a  matter  once  it  has  been  presented 
to  the  committee.  The  only  rule  we  have  to 
guide  us  is  Rule  14,  which  states  that  any  matter 
referred  to  a  committee  may  be  recalled  by  ma- 
jority vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  Council,  if 
such  matter  is  not  reported  upon  within  one  month 
of  the  date  of  reference.  That  merely  takes  care 
of  a  matter  which  has  lain  in  committee  room  for 
over  a  month.  However,  the  rules  may  be  sus- 
pended, and  in  that  way  it  could  be  withdrawn 
from  the  committee.  In  order  to  suspend  the 
rules  we  need  a  two-thirds  vote,  which  is  fifteen 
members  voting. 

Coun.  FEENEY — I  move  that  the  rule  be  sus- 
pended. 

A  vote  was  taken,  and,  the  Chair  being  in  doubt, 
the  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result:

Chairman  HANNON — The  motion  is  not 
carried,  and  the  matter  remains  in  the  Executive 
Committee.

Dear  Sir, —  Following  conferences  with  depart- 
ment officials  and  after  checking  probable  available 
departmental  balances,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
to  assure  the  payment  of  all  obligations  incurred 
and  properly  chargeable  against  1945,  that  supple- 
mentary appropriations  totalling  $71,000  should  be 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  for  approval.  It  is 
possible  for  the  Council  to  adopt  these  appropria- 
tions at  this  time  since  the  city  has  in  possession 
Income  and  Corporation  Taxes  recently  received 
from  the  state  which,  because  of  the  fact  they  are 
in  excess  of  the  amounts  of  such  revenue  utilized 
by  the  assessors  as  credits  in  the  determination  of 
the  1945  tax  rate,  constitute  surplus  revenue 
which  may  be  made  the  subject  of  appropriations. 


The  supplementary  appropriations  which  I  sug- 
gest be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

Unsafe  Buildings,  Securing,  Removing,  etc.,  $5,000 
Despite  the  fact  the  appropriation  for  this  pur- 
pose has  been  exhausted,  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner has  in  the  past  three  weeks  proceeded  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  City  Charter 
and  has  ordered  the  razing  of  a  number  of  unsafe 
structures  in  various  parts  of  the  city. 

Fire  Department,  $12,400. 
In  order  to  discharge  all  pay  roll  obligations,  to

From  estimates  received,  it  is  evident  that

To  meet  bills  incurred  for  the  hiring  of  trucks 
for  cleaning  various  sections  of  the  city  and  to 
cover  necessary  repairs  to  and  the  purchase  of 
parts  for  city-owned  motor  vehicles  which,  because 
of  the  war,  it  has  been  impossible  to  replace,  this 
additional  sum  is  required. 

Emergency  Compensation  Allotment,  $5,000.

This  recommendation  necessitates  a  change  in 
the  ordinance  which  puts  into  effect  the  70-hour 
provision  six  months  after  the  end  of  the  participa- 
tion of  the  United  States  in  existing  wars. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  official  termination 
of  the  war  may  lie  main-  months  away,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  that  the  70-hour 
provision  should  be  put  in  effect  on  a  definite  date. 
Wiih  this  opinion  I  concur  and  I  therefore  transmit 
for  the  consideration  of  your  Honorable  Body  a 
change  in  the  ordinance  so  that  the  70  hour  a  week 
for  firemen  may  be  effective  as  of  February  1 ,  1946.

feet  above  the  ground,  and  at  a  minimum  of  thirty 
pounds  per  square  foot  for  portions  more  than 
eighty  feet  above  the  ground";  and  by  adding  a 
new  sentence:  "The  commissioner  may  require  a 
sign  structure  to  be  designed  for  greater  pressure 
than  the  pressures  given  herein  if  in  his  judgment 
the  exposure  requires  it",  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

(d)  The  wind  pressure  on  vertical  plane  surfaces 
of  all  signs  shall  be  taken  at  fifteen  pounds  per 
square  foot  for  those  portions  less  than  sixty  feet 
above  the  ground,  at  twenty  pounds  per  square 
foot  for  portions  between  sixty  and  eighty  feet 
above  the  ground,  and  at  a  minimum  of  thirty 
pounds  per  square  foot  for  portions  more  than 
eighty  feet  above  the  ground.

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  I  move 
reconsideration. 

Chairman  HANNON— Councilor  Kinsella  moves 
reconsideration. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Speaking  on  the  motion, 
Mr.  President.  I  don't  know  that  there  are  any 
degrees  of  morality  between  claims.  I  don 't 
know  why  it  is  we  can't  give  Connors  $4,800  as 
readily  as  we  give  this  rug  dealer  $4,550.  The 
conditions  are  not  exactly  alike,  but  they  are 
parallel  enough,  in  my  opinion,  to  cause  us  to 
adopt  the  same  attitude  towards  Connors  as  we 
adopt  toward  this  unknown  rug  dealer.  It  is 
entirely  beside  the  point  that  Connors  waited 
thirty-five  years  before  filing  the  claim.  I  think 
that  dereliction  on  his  part  can  be  matched  very 
well  by  the  dereliction  on  the  part  of  our  own 
Mayor,  who  proceeded  without  any  regard  for  the 
orderly  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  his  office  in  putting 
the  city  in  the  position  of  being  indebted  in  the 
sum  of  $4,600  for  rugs  that  probably  were  not 
needed.  Connors  did  work  that  became  a  com- 
ponent part  of  the  Court  House,  work  without 
which  the  Court  House  could  not  probably  function 
properly,  in  that  the  work  he  did  was  on  the 
judges'  lobby,  and  judges  certainly  are  a  most 
necessary  part  of  the  operation  of  a  court  house. 
Now,  I  am  not  trying  to  work  myself  into  a  spirit 
of  generosity  because  in  this  last  session  of  the 
fiscal  year  this  act  is  attempted  to  be  executed. 
I  am  thinking  of  it  in  terms  of  justice  to  the  gentle- 
man. He  came  in  and  frankly  told  us  two  or 
three  times  that  he  allowed  it  to  escape  because  he 
was  a  man  of  means  and  it  didn't  represent  too 
much  to  him  at  the  time.  That  is  as  good  an 
excuse  as  we  will  ever  hear  here.  He  didn't  come 
in  with  a  poor  mouth  and  say  that  in  his  declining 
years  he  needed  this  money.  He  still  admits  it  is 
a  moral  obligation  only,  and  so  recognized  by  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature.  We,  in  turn,  have 
been  notified  by  the  City  Clerk  that  in  the  matter 
of  the  rugs  it  is  a  moral  obligation.  In  fact,  he  has 
definitely  stated  to  us  within  the  hearing  of  all  the 
members  present  now  that  it  was  not  a  legal 
obligation  in  that  it  did  not  go  through  the  original 
legal  procedure.  In  four  years'  service  here,  I 
know  just  how  little  effect  my  words  will  have  on 
anyone  who  voted  against  the  Connors  appro- 
priation. I  know  that,  but  I  would  like  to  go  on 
record  as  asking  the  question  of  the  members  of 
the  Boston  City  Council,  "How  is  it  that  they  can 
in  good  conscience,  without  any  consistency,  vote 
$4,550  for  material  that  was  used  in  the  Mayor's 
Office,  and  which  had  no  right  in  the  first  place 
to  be  bought,  since  the  technique  employed  was  not 
legal,  and  then  deny  to  an  old  gentleman,  who 
did  not  come  in  weeping  and  sobbing,  but  who  did 
admit  his  remissness  in  waiting  thirty-four  years; 
his  claim?"  I  hope  that  reconsideration  prevails, 
and  that  at  least  one  or  two  of  those  who  voted 
against  this  $4,800  item  will  have  a  change  of 
heart  and  go  along  and  be  as  generous  toward  old 
man  Connors  as  they  proved  themselves  willing 
to  be  towards  this  rug  dealer,  a  rug  dealer  whose 
business  principles  themselves  must  be  so  un- 
developed that  he  does  not  know  you  cannot  deal 
with  a  politic  division  or  sub-division  without  the 
necessary  purchasing  order.  Yet  he  took  it  on 
himself  to  deliver  $6,6C0  worth  of  rugs  here,  hoping 
perhaps  against  hope  that  he  would  be  paid  for 
them.  Well,  we  have  voted  to  pay  for  them, 
and  without  debate  on  the  floor  here.  Why  not 
let  us  be  as  generous  to  old  man  Connors,  the 
individual,  and  give  him  $4,800  and  wipe  off  the 
stigma  from  the  City  of  Boston  of  having  "welched" 
on  an  honest  debt,  even  though  it  is  thirty-four 
years  old?  I  do  hope  that  reconsideration  prevails 
and  that,  enough  will  change  their  votes  to  allow 
us  to  accept  that  act  before  we  adjourn  today. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  would  just  like 
to  say,  as  far  as  I  can  recall,  the  Statute  of  Limita- 
tions does  not  apply  to  the  Ten  Commandments. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  this  is 
much  more  fundamental  than  merely  being 
generous  to  Mr.  Connors.  It  seems  to  me  that 
fundamentally  we  in  the  Council  must  be  fair 
with  the  City  of  Boston  and  with  the  people  who 
comprise  the  City  of  Boston,  and  we  cannot,  in 
any  sense  of  the  word,  show  to  the  people  of 
Boston  that  its  officials  have  a  double  sense  of 
moral  values, — that  what  is  fair  in  the  Adalian 
case  is  unfair  in  the  Connors  case.  If  the  City  of 
Boston  owes  money  to  Adalian — and  I  feel  that 
it  does,  even  though  there  may  be  legal  techni- 
calities that  can  keep  us  from  paying  that  bill- 
it  was  right  and  moral  for  us  to  pay  it,  and  we  did 
so,  and   we  did  so  properly.     The  same  situation 
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prevails   here   in   the   Connors   case.     Technically 

we  can  get  <mi  of  paying  the  Coi ra  Company 

the  money  thai  we  morallj  owe  them.  Hut  I 
nave  nevei  yel  heard  thai  the  City  of  Boston  was 
guilty  of  double  dealing,  01  was  guilty  oi  using  a 
double  set  of  morals,  and  it  seems  to  me  we  should 
not  take  advantage  of  the  legal  technicalities  ol 
the  Connors  case  any  more  than  we  take  advantage 
of  tin-in  m  the  Idalian  case.  We  owe  i 
merelj  to  Connors,  but  we  owe  it  to  the  people  ol 
Boston,  and  we  owe  it  to  the  people  ol  Massa- 
chusetts to  show  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  willing 
to  recognise  its  just  and  moral  obligations;  and 
we  our  it  to  all  concerned  to  show  that  we,  as 
gentlemen,  know  what  molality  means.  And  I 
sincerely  hope  that  the  motion  loi  reconsideration 
prevails. 

Coun.  <\KK\  Mr.  President,  I  don't  like 
to  hear  the  use  ol  the  word  "double  dealing"  made. 
I  have  don.'  no  double  dealing,  and  resorted  to 
nothing  of  the  kind.  I  have  voted  strictly  here 
on  what  I  do  feel  to  be  a  moral  obligation.  As  I 
understand  it,  the  work  that  was  done  by  Mr. 
('oiinois  was  work  that  was  not  as  illicitly  con- 
tracted for  by  tin-  iiiy  as  was  ti,(.  bargain  made  in 
regard  to  the  rugs.  Now.  I  don't  question  that 
the  work  was  done,  hut  as  I  see  it.  Mr.  Connors 
for  years  floundered  around  wondering  who  was 
going  to  pay  him  foi  the  work,  and  all  ol  a  sudden, 
because  of  machinations  oi  polities,  and  the 
maneuvering  thai  is  and   has  been  possible  to  he 

done  on  Beacon  Hill,  always  at   the  expense  of  the 

City  of  Boston,  Mr.  Connors  cms  to  Beacon  Hill. 

and  was  successful  there  in  having  an  ait  passed 
that  would  throw  the  burden  loi  assuming  this 
responsibility,  of  course,  on  the  taxpayers  of  the 
City  o.  Boston.  I  can  see  no  similarity  at  all  in 
I  he  responsibility  of  the  two  eases  here.  I  want 
to  be  fair  with  Mr.  Connors.  In  the  first  place, 
it  is  my  opinion  that  if  Mr.  Connors  felt  that  the 
City  of  Boston  owed  him  this  money  he  would  not. 
have  waited  and  permitted  a  Statute  of  Limitations 
to  outlaw  the  collection  of  his  bill.  Not  only 
did  he  wait  for  six  years,  but  for  six  times  six 
years,  before  he  came  to  the  City  of  Boston 
expecting  it  to  assume  responsibility  for  the 
obligation  contracted  for  by  somebody  else. 
There  is,  as  I  said  before,  no  similarity  at  all  in  the 
two  contracts.  I  would  be  only  too  happy  to 
vote  to  give  Connors  his  money,  but  I  don't  see 
why  the  city  should  be  expected  to  play  the  part 
of  Santa  Claus  in  this  particular  case.  Not  only 
that,  but  by  voting  to  give  Mr.  Connors  his  money 
we  are  inviting  a  repetition  of  similar  petitions  and 
similar  claims  against  the  city,  which  I  think  is  a 
most  dangerous  thing  for  this  Body  to  do. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  President,  I  believe 
that  there  is  a  very  just  claim  here  by  Mr,  Connors. 
That  is,  I  would  like  to  remind  the  Council  that 
the  previous  Council  passed  this  appropriation. 
but  that  later  they  discovered  it  had  to  be  passed 
by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  first.  This 
year  it  was  passed  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
with  hardly  any  dissent,  after  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  merits  of  this  claim.  The  contract 
provided  for  a  loss  of  $100  a  day  which  is  extremely 
stiff,  and  which  is  not  the  usual  clause  on  a  con- 
tract. And  so  I  believe  that  this  is  a  very  just 
claim,  Mr.  President.  On  the  previous  order 
which  we  passed,  in  regard  to  the  rugs,  I  hold  no 
brief  whatever  for  the  method  used  by  the  city 
and  by  its  chief  executive  in  the  purchase  of  the 
rugs.  I  believe  that  he  purchased  them  illegally, 
but  the  rug  dealer  went  into  the  contract  in  good 
faith  and  sold  the  rugs,  as  he  thought  legally,  to 
the  City  of  Boston  through  its  Mayor.  He 
should  not  be  penalized.  According  to  his  ideas 
the  rugs  were  sold  fairly  and  he  should  be  reim- 
bursed for  the  purchase.  I  believe  that  the 
money  should  be  paid  by  us  even  though  the 
fault  of  the  illegal  purchase  was  not  due  to  us. 
The  fair  name  of  Boston  is  concerned  in  this 
matter,  and  we  must  uphold  the  prestige  of  Boston 
in  this  matter.  I  hope  reconsideration  will  prevail 
in  regard  to  the  Connors  matter. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
that  reconsideration  does  not  prevail,  because  I 
don't  believe  that  this  man  is  entitled  to  all  of  the 
$4,800.  Even  in  his  testimony  when  he  appeared 
before  us,  in  the  Executive  Committee,  and  I  asked 
him  what  a  fair  figure  was  that  he  should  have 
been  penalized,  he  said  anywhere  from  $10  to  $25. 
After  he  and  his  attorney  were  excused  from  the 
hearing  at  that  time,  and  I  was  called  into  the 
City  Messenger's  office  for  a  telephone  call,  Mr. 
Connors  came  in  to  me  and  he  told  me  that  he  was 
willing   to    put   down    a    check    for   $1,200.      Now, 


according  to  information  we  received  then-  is  no 
way  he  can  give  that  money  back  to  tin 
There,  mi  his  own  admission,  hi  admitted  all  the 
way  through  he  was  negligent,  and  n  only  proved 
thai  In1  was  negligent  at  the  time  that  he  was  doing 
the  work,  because  this  work  was  contracted  before 
lome  of  i in-  members  here  wen-  even  born.  And  I 
don't  sec  why,  and  I  cannot  understand  how,  any 

uf  the  councilors  can  vote  lo  give  this  man  84,800, 
and  especially  the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay 
(Coun.  Basics).  He  apparently  had  a  change  of 
heart  when  a  new   attorney  entered  the  picture. 

Prior  to  that,  when  this  thing  first  came  in,  with 
no  at  tonics,  he  ssas  scry  much  opposed  to  it. 
Then,    when    an   attorney    appealed    on    llie   scene, 

oh,  he  ssas  s  ci  s  much  in  favor  of  it,  and  he  doesn't 
knoss  any  more  noss  ihan  when  this  order  first 
came  in  here.  And  that  is  something  thai  he  will 
have  to  remembei  in  the  next  two  years,  when  he 
gets  on  the  floor  of  the  Council,  here,  talking  about 
the  taxpayers'  money,  because  this  hen-  si,8(t(i,  at 

leasi  a  goodls  portion  of  it.  is  a  waste  of  the  tax- 
payers' money.  And  I  hope  thai  reconsideration 
does  noi  prevail. 

The  question  came  on  reconsideration,  and  a 
vote  ssas  taken.  The  Chair  being  in  doubt,  the 
ioll  was  called,  and  reconsideration  prevailed, 
8,  nays  7:

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  a 
point  of  information. 

Chairman  HANNON — State  your  point  of  in- 
formation. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— When  reconsidera- 
tion was  asked  for,  it  was  not  on  passage  of  the 
order.  The  order  was  already  passed  this  time, 
and  I  am  asking  reconsideration  on  that  vote.

Chairman  HANNON — But  the  vote  is  taken  on 
the  motion. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN — I  am  asking  recon- 
sideration on  the  vote.     The  vote  was  8  to  8. 

Chairman  HANNON — The  vote  was  on  the 
passage  of  the  order.  That  was  the  motion,  and 
that  was  a  tie  vote.  Reconsideration  was  taken 
of  the  vote.  Now  you  are  asking  reconsideration 
of  a  vote  on  the  same  matter. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Of  the  matter  of  the 
vote  that  passed  the  order. 
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Chairman  HANNON— That  is  right,  it  is  the 
same  question.  The  Chair  will  take  a  recess  and 
go  into  consultation  with  the  City  Clerk.

Honorable  Sir, —  The  Finance  Commission  has 
requested  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  and  the  City  Auditor  to  withhold 
approval  for  the  payment  of  any  money  for  dam- 
ages caused  by  the  proposed  taking  by  eminent 
domain  of  various  parcels  in  the  South  End  and 
in  the  North  End  for  park  or  playground  purposes. 
The  Commission  herewith  submits  to  you  its 
reasons. 

The  Commission  is  well  aware  that,  with  your 
administration  coining  to  an  end  within  the  next 
few  days,  you  are  now  under  great  pressure  to 
grant  requests  which  cannot  be-  considered  on  their 
merits  because  of  lack  of  time.

Consideration   to  the  making  of  a  park  area.      The 

excess  above  the  (50,000  appropriation  for  the 
playground  may  be  charged,  through  a  tech- 
nicality, to  the  street   loan.      As  the  matter  slamls 

today,  therefore,  what  was  intended  as  a  $50,000 
job  for  a  park  may  become  a  $71,000  cost  for 
land  alone,  for  both  a  park  ami  a  street  widening. 
The  work  "l  constructing  a  park  ami  constructing 
the  widened  Maiden  street  would  cause  sub- 
stantial additional  cost. 

It  happens  that  appraisal  was  made  by  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  of  all  the  parcels  in- 
volved when  it  was  proposed  to  include  this  are;, 
in  a  housing  development  adjoining.  Another 
appraisal  was  made  by  the  real  estate  advisor 
regularly  retained  by  the  Street  Commissioners.

As  is  indicated  in  the  above  comparison,  and  as 

the  Chairman  of  the  Street  Commissioners  informed 
the  Finance  Commission,  proposed  awards  are  in 
every  instance,  except  one  in  which  the  city  is  the 

owner.  25  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tions. No  adequate  justification  for  this  largess  on 
the  part  of  the  Street  Commissioners  is  found  in 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  appraisals,  except 
in  the  instance  of  1452  Washington  street  which 
is  owned   by   a   bank. 

The  procedure  followed  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioners in  determining  these  awards  is  open 
to  question,  even  though  it  is  legal  and  has  now 
become    the    practice    m    the    department.     The 

Streel  Commissioners  at  the  time  of  the  taking  of 
the    property    made   only    a    nominal    award  of   one 

dollar,  which  opened  the  door  to  private  negotia- 
tions between  the  Street  Commissioners  and  the 
property  owners  to  arrive  at  a  figure  which  the 
city  would  pay.  The  old  method,  followed  for  a 
man]     years,    of    making    public    intended 

adequate  award  at  the  time  of  the  land  laking 
offers  less  opportunity  for  criticism.  In  any 
event;  to  award  25  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  sup- 
posedly expert   value  fixed  by   the  assessors  in   all 

instances  without  regard  to  actual  merit  does  not 
commend     itself. 

North  End  Playground  Taking-. 

Iii  the  case  of  the  North  End  Playground 
takings,  award  has  been  withheld  for  the  time 
being,  but  the  circumstances  attending  the  pro- 
motion of  this  project  are  worth  considering. 
The  site  chosen  is  within  a  block  or  two  of  other 
park  areas.  The  argument  most  strongly  pressed 
for  it  pointed  out  that  a  church  abuts.  On  the 
other  side  of  the  street  on  which  the  church  fronts 
is  the  Prado  built  at  great  expense  out  of  the 
White  Fund  income;  and  within  a  few  blocks  is 
another  park  or  playground  area  recently  developed 
because  it  faced  an  historical  dwelling. 

In  this  instance  most  of  the  parcels  contained 
within    the   area    to   be   taken    have   been    acquired 


by  one  individual.  The  award  proposed  is  25 
per  rent  in  excess  of  assessed  valuation.  It  had 
actually    been    voted    by    the    Street    Commissioners 

to  take  the  property  without  appropriation  having 

been  made  therefor,  and  for  that  reason  is  now 
deferred. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  before 
anything  further  is  done  in  this  matter  the  play- 
ground situation  in  the  North  End  should  be 
Studied  and  it  should  be  determined,  first  of  all, 
whether  or  not  another  playground  is  needed; 
ami,  if  so,  where  it  should  be  located.      The  refusal 

of  the  Bark  Commission  to  approve  this  particular 
location   is  significant.

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  members  of 
the  City  Council  be  extended  to  Councilor  Wil- 
liam F.  Dwyer,  who,  since  the  middle  of  January 
has  presided  over  the  meetings  of  the  City  Council. 
as  Acting  President  with  courtesy,  dignity  and 
impartiality. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
rising  vote. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  today  is  the 
last  official  meeting  of  the  City  Council  of  1944 
and  1945.  These  meetings  always  carry  with 
them  a  certain  note  of  sadness,  because  it  is  only 
natural  in  the  course  of  years,  sitting  side  by  side 
with  other  men  and  working  on  the  same  problems, 
that  certain  friendships  are  engendered,  and 
certain  associations  are  made,  which  ofttimes  we 
are  reluctant  and  sad  to  sever.  Those  of  us 
who  are  fortunate  enough  to  return  here  Monday 
will  undoubtedly  miss  the  splendid  voice  of  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Hanle.v).  I  will 
miss  my  cantankerous  neighbor  here  from  Ward  12 
(Coun.  Taylor).  We  will  miss  the  affable  gentle- 
man from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney).  We  will 
miss  the  smooth,  neat  gentleman  from  Ward  2il 
(Coun.  Shannon);  and  the  loud  hoy  from  Ward  22 
(Coun.  M.  H.  Sullivan), —  not  to  mention  the 
white-haired  gentleman  from  Ward  21  (Coun. 
Dwyer).  Some  of  these  gentlemen  are  fortunate, 
we  dare  say,  in  getting  out  of  here.  But,  regard- 
less of  the  reason,  regardless  of  their  purpose  in 
leaving  us,  each  and  every  one  of  us  undoubtedly 
feels  sorry  that  next,  year  we  are  not  going  to  enjoy 
the  happy  association  of  these  members.  I  can 
say  for  myself,  for  my  own  feelings,  that  each  and 
every  one  of  those  men  has  performed  a  job,  and 
performed  it  well.  But  one  gentleman,  our  pre- 
siding officer  (Coun.  Dwyer)  had  a  tough  job 
thrust  upon  him.  It  is  a  tough  job  to  preside 
over  anj  bodj  or  any  organization.     It  is  a  tough 


job  when  you  are  clothed  with  full  authority.  Imt 
it  is  an  even  tougher  job  when  you  are  up  there, 
not  by  virtue  of  election  and  full  authority,  hut 
merely  l>y  virtue  of  the  rules  under  which  we 
operate.  With  such  a  background,  I  think  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dwyer)  performed 
a  task  that  no  other-  one  of  us  could  perform  in 
like  manner.  He  was  on  the  job.  We  differed, 
true,  but  one  thing  you  have  to  have  is  courage, 
and  at  least  he  had  his  courage  up  there,  whether 
we  agreed  or  differed  with  him.  And  now,  as  we 
part,  I  know  I  feel,  and  I  honestly  hope,  that  any 
disagreements  that  might  have  been  engendered 
during  the  course  of  the  last  year  or  two  by  any 
of  us  towards  any  other  will  be  forgotten.  Let  us 
remember  the  happy  days  and  happy  memories, 
when  we  all  agreed,  if  ever  we  did,  on  any  par- 
ticular subject.  Politicians  are  politicians  because 
they  choose  that  particular  work.  If  you  are 
honest  in  politics,  you  must  differ  with  your 
fellow  men  sooner  or  later.  Now,  sooner  or  later 
we  are  all  coming  to  the  end  of  the  road,  when  each 
and  every  one  of  us  is  going  to  take  his  turn  in 
leaving  this  chamber.  As  we  do  leave,  let  us  leave 
with  the  finest  and  kindliest  of  feelings  towards 
each  other,  with  the  thought  in  mind  we  have 
worked  together,  we  have  enjoyed  being  asso- 
ciates, with  those  working  with  us.  And  if  any 
opportunity  presents  itself  of  being  of  service  one 
to  the  other,  I  know  each  and  every  member  of 
this  Body  will  take  advantage  of  that  and  respond 
to  it.  On  behalf  of  the  members  here,  Bill,  it  is  my 
special  privilege  to  present  to  you  this  gavel, 
which  will  remind  you  that  you  did  preside  over 
us  for  a  year,  and  which  will  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  each  and  every  one  of  the  members 
here  respects  you  for  your  honesty,  your  judgment 
and  your  sense  of  fair  play.  Good  luck.  (Loud 
applause.) 

Coun.  DWYER— Thank  you,  Mr.  President. 

Chairman  FISH — Councilor  Dwyer. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  Council  for  their-  kind  gift 
and  their  expression  of  confidence.  And,  Mr. 
President,  I  wish  to  say  that  it  has  been  very 
enjoyable  up  there.  I  have  made  my  mistakes, 
know  I  have  not  always  been  right,  but  the  mis- 
takes were  honest  mistakes,  and  all  I  can  say  is 
that.  I  have  enjoyed  being  in  the  Council,  and  I 
will  always  cherish  this  gavel.  I  thank  you  and 
the  members  of  the  Council.     (Loud  applause.)
